The  social  eicjiu ms,  which  were 
strong  and  successful  when  uiiited  agiinst  external  danger,  fail<;d  In  the 
more  diOicult  (A^k  of  properly  adjusting  their  own  internal  organiz  ttion, 
and  tluis  fi.ivti  way  the  great  principle  of  sclf-gov  ci  iiiiicnt.  Li  t  us  trust 
that  tliis  admonition  will  never  be  forgotten  by  the  Government  or  the 
people  of  the  United  States;  and  that  the  testimonj  which  our  expen- 
«lkee*thva  fiir  holds  out  to  the  great  hutoian  family,  of  the  practicabilitj- 
nnd  the  Meetings  of  free  governmeati  will  he  confirmed  in  all  time  to 
neme* 

We  have  hut  to  look  at  the  state  of  jour  a|ricu1ti|re»  nmnnlmetures,  andf 
cosMMree,  and  the  uoesanpied  increase  of  our  population,  to  feel  the 
'0a§nit«de.  of  the  trust  cemmitted  to  us.  Neter,  in  au^  former  period  of 
our  hi8tor7,.have  we  had  |p^ter  reason  than  we  now  have,  to  he  thank- 
•ful  to  Divine  Providence  for  the  hlessinj^s  of  health  and  general  prospe- 
rity. Every  hranch  of  lahor  we  see  crowned  \\\th  the  most  ahundant 
rewards  :  in  evory  element  of  mtional  resour*'^  s  and  wealth,  and  of  in- 
dividual Qomiurt,  we  wilncss  the  most  rapid  ami  solid.  impiovcoieAts. 
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lYith  no  interruptions  to  thia  pleasing  proroect  at  home,  which  will  not 
yield  to  the  spirit  of  harmonj  and  good-will  that  so  strikingijr  pervadc^s 

the  mass  of  the  people  in  every  quarter,  amidst  all  tlie  diversity  of 
interest  and  pursuits  to  which  they  .ire  attached,  and  with  no  cause  of 
solicitude  in  regard  to  our  external  allairs,  which  will  not,  it  is  hoped, 
idisappcai:  bctoie  the  principles  of  isiniplc  justice  and  tlie  forbearance  that 
Wark  ottViitittfcoursc  w  ith  foreign  Towers,  w.e  have  every  reason  to 
feel  pmud.of  our  l)Lloved  country. 

\  .^hc-^tirreral.  sl.:itc  ol  our  foreign  relations  Las  noi  materially  chaiiged 
^nce  my  last  annual  message. 

In  the  settlement  of  the  question  of  the  noribeastem  boundary,'  little 
progress  has  been  made.  Great  Britain  has  declined  acceding  to-  tSe 
proposition  of  the  United  S^tates,  presentewl  in  accordance  with-tne  reso* 
uition  of  the  Senate,  unless  certain  (ireltminary  conditiona  were  admit- 
-t«d,  which  I  deemed  incompatible  with  a  satisfactory'  and  rightful  adjuait* 
jnent  of  the  controversy.  Waiting  for  some  distinct  proposal  from  the 
Oovernment  of  Great  Britain,  which  has  been  invited,  I  ran  only  repeat 
'  the  expression  of  my  coniidence  that,  with  the  strong  mutual  disposition 
which  f  believe  exists  to  make  a  just  arrangement,  this  perplexing 
■question  can  be  settled  with  a  due  I'tgaid  to  the  well-founded  preten- 
sions and  pacific  policy  of  all  the  parlies  to  it.  Eve  nts  are  Iretjuently 
occurring  on  the  northcaslern  frontier,  of  a  chronctcr  to  impress  ii[jou 
ail  the  necessity  of  a  speedy  and  dufmitive  teimi nation  of  the  dispute. 
This  consideration,  added  to  the  desire  common  id  both,  to  relieve  the 
liberal  and  friendly  relations  so  happily  existing  between  the  two  coun- 
tries from  all  embai'fassment,  wiH,  no  doubt,  have  its  just  influence  upon 
iwtb.     *  . 

Our  diplomatic  intercoarse  witls  Portugal  has  been  renewed,  and  it  is 
■expected  that  (be  claima  of  our  citizens,  partially  paid,  wilt  be  fuliy  sa- 
tisfied as  soon  as. the  condition  of  the  Queeii's  GoTcmment  will  permtl 

the  proper  attention  to  the  subject  of  them.  That  Government  has^  I 
am  happy  to  inform  you,  manifeste'd  a  determination  to  act  upon  the  libe- 
Tal  pHnciples  which  have  marked  our  commercial  policy  :  the  happiest 
effects  upon  the  future  tratJe  between  the  United  States  and  Portugal 
are  anticipated  trotn  it,  and  the  time  is  not  thought  to  be  reo^ote  when  A 
^system  of  perfect  iec?pro<'!ty  will  be  established. 

The  inbtaluients  due  uncit  i  the  conventioii  with  the  King  of  the  Two 
Sicilies  have  been  paid,  with  that  scrupulous  lidelity  by  which  his  whole 
conduct  has  been  eharactoi  ized,  and  the  liope  is  indulged  that  the  ad- 
justment of  the  vexed  question  of  our  t  laiihs  will  he  followed  by  a  more 
extended  and  mutually  beneficial  intercourse  betw  een  the  two  countries. 

The  internal  contest  still  continues  in  Spain.  Distinguished  as  this 
struggle  has  unhappily  been,  by  incidents  of  the  moitt  sanguinary  chm- 
«icter,'the  obligations  of  the  late  treaty  of  indemnification  with  us  have 
l>een,  nevertlieless,  faithfully  executed  by  the  Spanish  Government. 

Ifo  provision  having  been  made  at  tiie  last  session  of  Congress  for  the 
ascertainment  of  the  claims  to  be  paid,  and  the  appoilionment  of  the 
■funds,  under  the  convention  made  with  Spain,  I  invite  your  early  atteo- 
tion  to  the  subject.  The  public  evidences  of  the  debt  have,  according 
to  (he  terms  of  the  convention,  and  in  the  forms  prescribed  by  it,  been 
.j^aced  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States,  and*  the  interest,  as  it  fell 
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due,  has  boen  regularly  paid  upon  them.  Our  commercial  intercoorae'^ 
with  (Uiha  stands  as  reiiulated  }^y  the  act  of  Congress.  No  recent  inform- 
ation has  been  received  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  (iovernnient  ol 
Madrid  on  this  subject,  and  the  hunented  death  of  onr  recently  apj)ointcd 
minister,  on  his  way  to  S])ain,  with  the  pressure  of  their  affairs  at  home, 
renders  it  scarcely  i)rol)ahle  that  any  chan^jC  is  to  be  looked  for  during 
the  coming  year.  FurHier  portions  of  the  Florida  archives  have  been 
sent  to  the  United  States^^  although  the  dechth  of  one  of.  the  commission- 
ers, fit  a  critical  moment,  embarrassed  the  progress  of  the  deliverer  of 
diem.  The  higher  officers  of  the  local  Government  have  recently  shown 
afi  anxious  desire,  in  compliance  with  the  >r  lcrs  from  the  parent  Go-- 
rernmeut,  to  facilitate*  the  selection  ainl  delivery  of  all  we  have  a  right 
to  claim. 

Negotiations  have  b?en  opened  at  Madrid,  for  the  establishment  of  9 
lastinti  jieace  Itetn  een  Spain  and  sueli  of  the  Spnnish  American  Govern- 
luenis  of  this  lien\isphore  as  b  ivp  av.iiled  t!lelnse!^'es  of  the  intimation 
given  to  all  of  tliem  of  the  disposition  of  S])ain  (o  treat  upon  the  basis 
of  tlieir  entile  iiidepondepce.  It  is  to  he  reiirettcd  Yhat  simultaneous 
.ippointments,  by  all,  of  ministers  to  negotiate  with  Spi'in,  had  not  i)een 
made  ;  the  negotiation  itself  ^ould  have  been  simj)litied,  and  this  long- 
standing dispute,  spreading  over  a  large  portion  of  the  world,  would 
have  been-bronght  tp  a  more  speedy  conclusion. 

Our  political  and  commercial  relations  with  Austria, Trussia,  Sweden^ 
and  Denmark,  stand  on  (he  usual  favorable  bases.  One  of  the.  articles 
of  our  treaty  with  Russi  \,  in  relation* to  the  trade  on  the  northwest  coast 
of  America,  having  expired,  instcuctioDS  have  been  given  to  our  mini&^ 
ter  at  St.  Petersburg  to  negotiate  a  renewal  of  it.  The  long' and  im?- 
broken  amity  between  the  two  Governments  gives  every  reason  for  sup*-* 
posinE^  the  article  will  be  renewed,  if  stronger  motives  do  not  exist  to 
prevent  it  than,  w  ith  our  view  of  the  subject,  can  be  anticipated  here. 

!  ask  your  attention  to  the  messatre  cf  my  pred  jcc«jor  at  the  opening 
of  the  second  session  of  the  ninettetiih  Conijress,  it lutive  to  our  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  Holland,  and  to  the  documents  connected  wiiit 
that  stiliject,  communicated  "to  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  10th 
of  January,  18:^5,  and  18th  January,  1827.  Coinciding*  in  the  opinion  of 
my  predecessor,  that  Holland  is  not,  under  the  regidations  of  her  present 
system,  entitled  to  have  her  vessels  and  their  cargoes  received  into  the 
United  States  on  the  footing  of  American  vessels  and  cargoes,  aa  re- 

firds  duties  of  tonnage  and  impost,  a  respect -for  his  reference  of  it  to  the 
cgislature  has  alone  prevented  me  from  acting  on  the  s-abjeet.  I  should 
still  have  waited,  without  comment,  for  the  action  of  Congress,  but  re- 
cently a  claim  has  been  made  by  Belgian  subjects  to  admission  into  our 
ports  for  their  ships  and  cargoes  on  the  same  footing  as  American,  with 
the  alle'xation  we  could  not  dis})ute — that  our  vessels  received  in  their 
port^  the  identical  treatment  shown  to  them  in  the  ports  of  Holland, 
upon  whose  vessels  no  discrimination  is  made  in  the  ports  of  the  I  nited 
States.  Giving  the  same  privileges,  the  13eli:ians  expectc<i  ihe^  same 
benefits — benefits  that  were  in  fact  enjoyed  wlien  ikli;ium  and  Holland 
were  united  under  one  tJovernmcnt.  Satisfied  with  the  justice  of  their 
pretension  to  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  with  Holland,  1  eolild  not,, 
nevertheless,  without  disregard  to  the  principle  of  our  lawSy  adoiit  their 
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^-laiiii  lo  be  treated  as  Americaiis  ;  and  at  tlie  same  time  a  respect  for 
<jongrcss,  lo  whom  the  suhjoct  had  long  since  been  referred,  has  pre- 
vcnied  lae  from  producing  a  just  equality,'  by  taking  from  the  vessels  of 
Holland  privileges  conditionally  granted  by  acta  of  Congress,  although  ^ 
the  condldon  upon  whieti  th^  grant  was  made  bas^  in  niy  judgment,  faiied 
since  182d*  I  recommertd,  therefore,  a  reriew  of  die  act  of  end 
^neh  a  modification  of  it  as  will  produce  an  equality,  on  such  terms  as 
Congress  shall  think  best  comports  with  our  settled  policyi  and  the  obll« 
j^ions  of  justice  to  two  friendly  Powers.    •     •     '  . 

With  the  Sublime  Porte,  and  all  the  Governments  on  the-eoast  of  Ber* 
bary,  our  relations  continue  to  be  friendly.  The  proper  st^ps  hare  been 
taken  to  renew  our  treaty  with  Morocco. 

The  Argentine  Kcpublic  has  a^ain  promised  to  send,  within  the  cur- 
rent year,  a  n.inister  to  the  United  States. 

A  convention  with  Mexico  for  extending  the  time  for  the  appoiiu- 
ment  of  commissioncis  lo  run  the  boundary  line  has  been  eoncluded, 
^nd  will  be  submitted  to  the  Scniiie.    iieeont  events  in  lliat  eountry 
iiave  awakened  the  liveliest  solicitude  in  the  United  Stales.    Aware  of- 
the  Strong  temptations  existing,  and  powerlul  inducements  held  out  4o 
!the  citizens. of  the  United  States  to  mingle  in  the  dissensions  of  our 
immediate  neighbors^  instructions  have  been  gtiren  to  the  district  attor*  - 
neys  of  the  United  States^  "where  indications  warranted  it,  to  prosecute^ 
iritliout  respect  to  persons,  all  who  might  s.ttenipt  to  violate  the  obKga* 
ibns  of  our  neutrality ;  Hvhtle,  at  the  sai^ne  time,  it  has  been  thought  ne- 
cessary to  appHke  the  Government  of  Mexico  that  we  should  require  • 
the  iritegrity  of  our  i^itoty  to  be  serupqloitsly  respected  by  both 
parties.    *  •  "  " 

From  01*  :  'omatic  ;  f;vnts  in  Brazil,  Chili,  Peru,  Central  America, 
"Venezuela,  .  New  (iru.uida,  constant  assmaiices  are  received  of  the 
f  ontinuca  ^rjod  nndersi;! ;idin^  with  the  Government??  to  which  they  are 
severally  .\cri editotl.  With  those  Governments,  upon  which  our  eiti- 
5:ens  have  valid  and  accumuhilii.^  claims,  scarcely  an  ativ.mce  towards 
-a  aettiement  of  them  is  made,  owing  maialy  to  their  distracted  state,  or 
.  to  the  pressure  of  imperative  domestic  questions.  Our  patience  has  been^ 
4umI  will  prdbably  be  still  further,  severely  tried,  but  our  fellow-citizens, 
wlwae  interests  are  involved,  may  confide  in  the  determination  of  the 
<iovernment  to  obtain  for  them,  eventually,  ample  retribution. 

Unfortunately,  many  of  the  nations  of  this  hemii^here  are  still  self- 
tormented  by  domestic  dissensions:' revolution  succeeds  revsolutlon;  ia» 
Juries  nre  comniitted  upon  foreigners  engaged  in  lawful  pursuits;  much 
time  elaj)ses  before  a  Government  sufficiently  stable  is  erected  to  justify 
expectation  of  redress.  Ministers  are  sent  i^.nd  received,  and,  before 
Ihe  discus^.^ions  of  past  injuries  are  fairly  hciiun,  fresh  troubles  arise ;  but 
too  IVeqnently  ne%v  injuries  arc  added  lo  the  old,  to  be  discussed  fon;cthpr 
^vilh  the  i  xistinu;  Government,  alter  it  has  proved  its  ability  to  sustain  the 
assaults  made  upon  it,  or  witii  its  successor,  if  overthrown.  If  this  un- 
liappy  condition  of  things  continues  much  longer,  other  nations  will  be 
amder  the  painful  necessity  of  deciding  whether  justice  to  their  suffering 
citizens  does  not  require  a  prompt  redress  of  injuries  by  their  own  power, 
without  waiting  for  the  establishment  of  a  Government  competent  and 
enduring  enou^  to  discuss  and  to  make  satislactimi  for  them.

Vrance,  as  liquidated  by  the  treaty  of  1831,  has  been  .ickuowledged  Ly 
botii  biuiu  iies  of  her  Legislature,  and  the  money  has  been  appropriated 
far  Cheii*.  discharge ;  bnl  the  pa/mejttt  is,  1  regret  to  inform  you,  sliU  with- 
hM.

On  eAteting  upon  the  duties  of  my  station,  I  found  the  United  States 
an  unnecessful  applicant  to  the  jiiatioe  of  France  tor  the  satisfaction  of 
c^laims  the  validity  of  which  vr^  never  questionable,  and  has  now  been- 
most  solemnly  admitted  by  France  herself.  The  atitiquity  of  these  claims, . 
their  high  justice,  and  the  c^piij^raTatinf^  circumstances  out  of  which  the/ 
aropf,  are  too  familiar  to  the  Amt  rit  an  peoplo  tu  require  description.  It 
is  bullieient  to  say  (hat,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  and  upwards,  our  com- 
merce was,  u  iili  ijut  iittie  interi  uption,  the  subject  of  constant  aggressions 
on  the  part  of  Fi  ance — aggressions  the  ordinary  features  of  which  were 
condemnations  of  vessels  and  cargoes  under  arbitrary  deci  eeh,  adopted 
in. contravention  as  well  of  the  kws  of  nations  as  of  treatj  stipulations; 
baminga  on.  the  high  seas ;  and  9eAzfXte§  and  confiscations,  tunckBT  special 
infmiial  rescripts,  ia  the  ports  of  other  nations  occupied  by  the  armies, 
•or  under  the  control  of  France.   Sudi,  it  is  now  conceded,  is  the  char* 
aMer  of  the-ivrongs-we  sUffered—wrongs,  intnanj  eases,  so  flaarant,tbat. 
even  their  audbors  never  denied  ot|r  right  to  reparation.    Of  the  extent 
of  these  injuries,  some  c6nceptioB  nuiy  be  formed  from  the  fact  that,  aliter. 
the  buming  of  a  large  amount  at  sea,  and  the  necessary  deterioration  in 
other  cases  by  long  detention,  the  American  property  so  seized  and  sac- 
riticedrt  forced  salcF,  excluding  what  was  adjudged  lo  privateeis,  before* 
or  without  coudemuation,  broui^ht  into  the  French  treasury  upwaitls  o£. 
-twenty-four  millions  of  francs,  be^i  los  large  cubioni  h«  u duties. 

The  subject  had  already  been  an  ailiir  of  twenty  years'  uninterrupted 
negotiation,  except  for  a  short  time,  when  France  was  overwhelmed  by 
.the  military  power  of  united  Europe,  During  this  period,  whilst  other 
nations  were  extorting  from  her  payment  of  their  claims  at  the  point  of 
Ihe  bigri>net,  the  United  States  intermitted  their  demand  for  juauticejout. 
of  respect  to  the  oppressed  eonditiod  of  a  gallant  people,  to  lyhom  t}iey 
felt.nnder  obligations  £ir  fir^mal  assistance  in  their  own.  days  of  suflbr- 
jag  and  of  peril«  The  bad  effects  of  these  protracted  and  unavaiiine 
dwirasstons,  as  weii  upon.our  relations  with  France  as  upon  our  national 
'Character,  were  obvioas ;  and  the  line  of  duty  was,  to  my  mind,  equally 
eo.  This  was,  either  lo  insist  upon  the  adjustment  of  our  rl;uras  within 
a  reasonable  period,  or  to  abandon  them  altogether.  I  could  not  doubt 
that,  by  this  course,  the  interests  and  honor  of  both  countries  would  be 
best  consulted.  Instructions  were  therefore  n'wcn  in  this  spirit  to  the 
minister  wlio  was  sent  out  once  more  to  demand  rep  n  ation.  Upon  the 
meeting  of  Congress,  in  December,  1829,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  speak  of 
■these  claims,  and  the  delays  of  France,  ia  Lciius  calculated  to  call. the. 
serious  attention  of  both  countries  to  the  subject.  The  then  French. 
Jiiniatry  took  exception  to  the  message,  on  the  ground  of  its  eontaining 
a  menace,  under  whick  it  was  not  agreeable  to  ttie  French  Govenuneni 
ia  negotiate.  The  AmmiMua  miniilery  of  his.  owfx  aceerd,  refuted  thft 
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GoustructioQ  which  was  attempted  to  be  put  upon  the  me^ssage,  and,  af 
&e  same  time,  odled  to  the  recoUeetion  of  the  French  Midiatiy  that  the- 
FYeaideni's  measage  was  a  eommunieation  aqidresBed,  not  to  foreign 
GoYenmientB,  but  to.  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales,  in  whieh  it  wa» 

'  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  constitution  to  lay  before  that  body  informatioa 
of  the  state  of  the  Union,  comprehending  its  foreign  as  well  as  its 
domestic  relations ;  and  that  if,  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  he  felt  it 
incumbent  upon  him  to  summon  the  attention  of  Congress,  in  due  tine, 
to  what  might  be  t]ie  possible  consequences  of  existing  difficulties  with 
any  foreii!:n  Government,  he  nii^lit  fairly  be  supposed  to  do  so,  under  a 
sense  of  n  hat  was  due  from  him,  in  a  frank  communication  with  another 
branch  of  his  own  GoverniMent,  and  not  from  any  intention  of  lioiding  a 
menace  over  a  foreign  Power.  'J'hc  views  taken  by  him  received  my 
approbation,  the  Frentii  (iovernnient  wa«  satisfied,  and  tlic  negotiation 
was  continued.    It  terminated  in  the.  treaty  of  July  1,  1831,  recognising 

'  the  justice  of  our  elaims,  in  part,  and  promising  pavment  to  the  amount 
of  twenty-'BTe^miUions  ef  fFanes,'in  six  annual  instalments. 

The  ratifications  of  this  treaty  were  exchanged  at  Washington  on  the* 
dd  of  Febniaiy,  1852,' and  in  five-days  theieafter  it  was  laid  before  Gott-* 
gress,  who  ianne^ately  passed  the  acts  necessaty,  on  our  part,  to  secure 
to  France  the  commercial  advantages  conceded  to  her  in  the  compact. 
The  treaty  had  prcTviously  been  solemnly  ratified  by  the  King  of  the 
French,  in  terms  which  are  certainly  not  mere  matters  of  form,^  and  of 
which  the  translation  is  as  follows  :  "  We,  approving  the  above  conren-  * 
tion  in  all  and  each  of  the  dispositions  which'  arc  contained  in  it,  do 
'declare,  by  ourselves,  as  well  as  by  our  heirs  and  successors,  that  it  is 
accepted,  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed  ;  and  by  these  presents,  sign- 
ed by  our  hand,  we  do  accept,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  it ;  }>ro!:iisin^, 
on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  Kin^,  to  observe  it,  and  to  cause  it  to  l>e  ob- 
served, inviolably,  without  i^vei  contravening  it,  or  sulVering  it  to  be  con- 
travened, directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  cauao,  ar  under  any  pretence 
whatsoever."  ^   '  ' 

Offieial  information  of  the  exchange  of  ratifieaiionsin  the  United  States- 
reached  Paris  whilst  the  Chambers  were  in  session.  The  extraordinaiy,. 
and  to  us  .injurious  delays  of  the  French  Government,  in  their  action 
upon  the  subject  of  its  fulfilment,  have  been  heretofore  stated  to  Con- 
gress, and  I  have  no  disposition  to  enlarge,  upon  them  here.  It  is'SuA- 
cient  to  observe  that  th^  tlien  pending  session  was  allowed  to  expire 
without  even  an  efibrt  to  obtain  the  necessary  appropriations ;  that  the 
two  succeeding  ones  were  also  suffered  to  pasa  away  without  any  thing 
like  a  serious  attempt  to  obtain  a  decision  -upon  the  subject ;  and  that  it. 
iva*^  not  until  the  fourth  session,  almost  three  years  alter  the  roMr!n^io!l> 
of  the  treaty, -and  moi  e  tbnTi  two  years  after  the  exchange  ot"  raldiea'.ii*ns,. 
that  the  bill  for  the  execution  of  the  Ueaty  was  pressed  to  a,  vote,  and 
rejected. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  having  full 
confidence  that  a  treaty  entered  into,  uiul  so  solemnly  laiiljed  by  the 
French  King,  would  be  executed  m  good  fuith,  and  not  doubting  thai 
provision  would  be  made  ibr  the  payment  of  the  first  instalment,  whidi 
was  to  become  dne  on  the  seeend  day  of  February,  1833,  negotiated  a 
4raft  for  the  amount  through  the  Bank  of  the  United  Stotes.   When  thia* 
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draft  WIS  presented  by  the  holder,  with  the  credentinls  required  by  the 
treaty  to  authorize  him  to  receive  the  laoiiev,  tbe'Govci nment  of  France 
allowed  it  to  be  protested.    In  addition  to  the  injury  hi  tiie  non-pay- 
metit  of  the  moAey  by  France,  conformably  to  her  engagement,  the' 
United  States  were  exposed  to  a  heavy  claim  on  the  part  of  the  Bank,- 
under  pretente  of  damages,  in  satisfaction  of  whicK  jkhat  institution  seized 
upon,  and  stHl  retains,  an  equal  amount  of  the  public  moneys*  Coi^ress 
was  in  session  when  the  decision  of  the  Chambers  reached  Washington  ; 
and  an  immediate  communication  of  this  apparently  final  decision  of 
France  not  to  fulfil  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  was  the  course  naturally 
to*  be  expected  from  the  President.    The  deep  tone  of  dissatisfaction 
which  pervaded  the  public  mind,  and  the  correspondent  oxcitejvient  pror 
duecd  in  Congress  by  only  a  general  knowlfMlue  of  the  result,  rendered 
it  more  than  probable  tiiat  a  resort  to  imniediate  measures  of  redress 
would  be  the  consequence  of  calling  the  attention  of  that  body  to  the 
subject.    Sincerely  desirous  of  preserving  tiie  pacific  relations  which 
had  so  long  existed  between  the  two  countries,  1  was  anxious  to  avoid 
this  course,  if  1  could  be  satisfied  that,  by  doing  so,  neither  the  interest 
nor  the-  honor  of  my  country  would  be  compromitted*  Without  the  full* 
eat  assurances  upon  that  point^  I'lifeuld  not  hope  to  aeqtiit  myself  of  the 
responsibility  tQ  be  incurred,  in  suffering  Congress  to  adjourn  without 
laying  the  subject  before  them.   Those  received  by  me  were  belieyed- 
to  be  of  that  cliaracter;       '  '  : 

That  the  feelings  produced  in  the  United  States  by  the  news  of  the 
rejection  of  the  appiropriation  would  be  such  as.I  have  described  them  to 
have  been,  was  foreseen  by  the  French  Government,  and  promjit  mea- 
sures^ were  taken  by  it  to  prevent  the  consequences.  The  Kini^,  in  per- 
son, expressed,  through  our  minister  at  Paris,  his  profound  regret  at  the 
decision  of  the  Chambers,  and  promised  to  send,  forthwith,  a  national 
ship  with  des])atches  to  his  minister  here,  autlioi  izing;  him  to  give  such 
assurances  as  would  satisfy*  the  Governmeiit  and  people  of  the  United 
States  that  the  treat}  would  yet  be  faitliiuliy  executed  by  France.  The 
national  ship  arrived,  and  the  minister  received  his  instructions.  Claim- 
ing to  act  under  the  authority  derived  Icom  them,  he  gave  to  this  Govern^ 
ment,  in  the  name  of  his,  the  most  solemn-assurance's  that,  as  soon  after 
the  new  elections  as  the  charter  would  permit,  the  French  Chambere 
would  be  convened,  and  the  attempt  to  procure  the  necessary  appropria- 
tions renewed  ;  that  all  the  oonstitutionai  powers  of  the  King  and  hi» 
ministers  should  be  put  in  requisition  to  accomplish  the  object ;  and  he 
was  understood,  and  so  ejcpressly  informed  by  this  Government  at  the 
tiniT',  to  cnpcaiie  that  the  question  should  be  pressed  to -a  decision  at  a 
period  sufiieientiy  eaily  to  permit  informattoii  ot"  the  result  to  be  com* 
raunicatcd  to  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  their,  next  session, 
Kelying  upon  these  assurances,  I  incurred  the  responsiijility,  Jireat  as  1 
rejrarded  it  to  be,  of  sutlering  Congress  to  separate  without  coi/imuuicat- 
iiig  with  them  upon  the  ^aijject. 

.  The  expectations  justly  founded  upon  the  promises  thus  solemnly 
made  to  this  Government  by  that  of  France  were  not  realized.  The 
French  Chambers  met  on  the  31st  of  July,  1834,  soon  after  the  election ; 
and,  althoudi  our  minister  in  Paris  urged  the  French  Ministry  to  bring 
the  /Mdi^ct  before  them,  they  declined  doing  so. ,  He  neit  inoated  that 
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the  Chambers,  if  prorogued  withoui  acting  on  the  subjec(,  should  be  re- 
assembled at  a  period  so  early  that  their  action  on  the  treatjr  might  he 
known  io  Washington  prior  to  the  meeting  of  CoDgreit*  This  reamia* 
hie  request  v»s  not  only  declined,  but  tba  Cbamben  were  prarogued  i9 
the  8dth  of  Deeenibev,  a  day  so  late  that  their  deeiaion^  however  uif^l^ 
ly  pressed,  qoDid  not,  in  aU  iifobability,  be  obtained  in  time  to  reeeb. 
Washington  before  the  necessary  adjournment  of  Congress  by  the  Ce«« 
stitutioB. .  The  reasons  gifen  by  the' Ministry  ibr  refusing  to  convoke^the 
Chambers  at  an  earlier  period  were  afterwards  shown  not  labe.insu*^ 
perahle,  by  their  actual  convocation  on  the  1st  of  December,  under  a 
special  call,  for  domestic  purposes-— which  fact,  liowever,  did  not  become 
known  to  this  Gavernmexit  until  after  the  commenoettcnt  of  the  last 
session  of  Conpv^^. 

Thus  disappointed  in  our  just  cxpeclalions,  it  became  my  imperative 
'  <1uty  to  consult  with  Congress  in  regards  to  the  expediency  of  a  resort  to 
retiiliatory  measures,  in  case  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  should  not  be 
speedily  complied  wiili ;  and  to  recommend  such  as,  iu  my  judgment,  the 
occasion  called  for.  To  this  end,  an  unreserved  communication  of  the 
case,  in  all  its  aspeets,  became' ittdispensabVe.-  •  To  ^ve- shrunk,  in  mak^ 
ing  it,  from  saying  all  that  was  necessary  to  its  correct  undecBtanding, 
and  that  the  truth  would  justify,  ibr  fear  of  giving  offence  to  others, 
would  have  been  unworthy  of  us.  To  have  gone,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
eingle  step  further,  for  the  purpose  of  wounding  the  pride  of  a  Govern- 
ment and  people  with  whom  we  had  so  many  motives  of  cultivating  re-  ^ 
lationsof  amity  and  reciprocal  advantage,  W(>;:1  1  have  been  unwise  and 
improper.  Admonished  by  the  })ast  of  the  dilliculty  of  makinp:  even  the 
simplest  statement  of  our  wroniz;s,  without  disturbing  the  sensibilities  of 
those  who  had,  by  their  j>osition,  become  responsible  Tor  \hv\v  redress, 
and  earnestly  desirous  of  jjrevcnting  further  obstack  -  i  i  om  that  >u\H'ce, 
I  went  out  of  my  way  to  preclude  a  construction  oi  tlie  messap;e,  by 
which  the  recomfiicndation  that  was  made  to  Guniiress  miijlit  be  regard- 
ed as  a  menace  to  Fi  ance,  in  not  only  disavowing;  sucli  a  design,  but  in 
declaring  that  her  pride  and  her  power  were  too  vveU  known  to  expect 
any  thing  from  h^r  fears.  The  message  did  not  reach  Paris  until  more 
than  a  month  after  the  .Chambers  had  been  in  session ;  and  such  was  the 
insensibility  of  the  Ministry  to  our  netful  claims  and  just  expectstiens, 
thai-  our  minister  had  been  informed  that  the  matter,  whea  iatrodueed, 
would  not  be  pressed  as  a  cabinet  measure. 

jVldiough  the  message  was  not  officially  communicated  ic  ihe  French 
Ctovernment,  and  notwithstanding  the  declaration  to  the  contrary  which 
It  contained,  the  French  Ministry  decided  to  consider  the  conditional  re« 
commendation  of  reprisals  a  menace  and  an  insult,  which  the  honor  of 
the  nation  made  it  incumbent  on  them  to  resent.  The  measures  resorted 
to  by  them  to  evince  tiieir  sens<2  <>t  the  supposed  indi^cnity,  wore,  the 
immediate  recal  of  their  minister  at  VVasbin«jton,  the  oiler  of  passports  to 
the  American  minister  at  F^aris,  and  a  ]>iihlic  notice  to  the  liCgislative 
Chambers  that  all  diplomatic  imercourse  wuii  the  Uuiled  States  had  been  , 
suspended.  ♦ 

Having,  in  this  manner,  vindicated  the  dip;nity  of  1-  ranee,  they  next 
IMrooeedeato  illustrate  her  justice.  To  this  end  a  bill  was  immediately  in- 
troduced into  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  proposing  to  make  Ae  appropri- 
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ations  nece^^sai  y  to  carry  into  etlect  the  treaty.  As  thi*?  bill  subsequent- 
ly passed  into  a  law,  the  provisions  of  which  now  constitute  the  main  sub- 
ject of  clilViculty  between  the  two  nations,  it  becomes  my  duty,  in  uider  . 
to  place  tho  subject  before  you  in  a  clear  light,  to  trace  the  history  ot  its 
passage,  and  to  refer,  w  ith  hoiiie  pai  ticulai ity,  to  the  proceedings  anddis- 
cussiuiib  lii  regard  to  it.  i  Jie  Minister  of  Finance,  in  his  opening  speech, 
alluded  to  the  measum  wbidi  had  been  adc^ed  to  resent  the  supposed 
iadignity ^  and  recommended  (he  exeoution  of  flietreafy  as  a  measare  re- 
^«ired  by  the  honor  M  jnsdee  of  Fnmce.  He,  as  the  oiigan  of  the  Min>- 
ialry,|  deeiared  the- message)  so  lone  as  it  had  not  receired  the  sanctlon- 
of  Congress,  a  niere  expression  of  tne  personal  opinion  of  the  tPresIdent, 
for  which  neither  the  Government  nor  people  of  the  United  States  were 
responsible ;  and  that  an  engagement  had  been  entered  ibto,  for  the  ivX^ 
iilment  of  which  the  honor  of  France  was  pledged.  Entertaining  these 
views,  the  single  condition  which  the  French  !  ■■  "  v  proposed  to  annex  . 
to  the  pnyment  of  the  money  was,  that  it  should  not  be  made  uulU  it  was  as- 
certniord  that  the  Government  of  the  Unite-'!  States  had  done  nothing  to 
injure  the  interests  of  France;  or,  in  other  ^Muds,  that  mo  hieps  had  been 
authorized  by  Congress  of  a  hostile  character  towards  France. 

What  ihe  disposition  or  action  of  Congress  might  be,  was  then  un- 
known to  the  French  Cabinet.  But,  on  the  14th  of  January,  the  Senate 
resolved  that  it  was,  at  that  time,  inexpedient  to  adopt  any  legislative  . 
ineaaiires-in  regard  to  tfa^  state  of  affairs  between  the  United  States  and 
France,  and  do  action  mn  the  subject  had  occurred  in  the-  House  of  Rep  < 
reeeslatives.  These  facts  were  known  in  Paris  prior  to  the  S6th  of  Mareh^ " 
1 835,  whte  the  cenimittee,  to  whom  the  bill  of  indemnification  had  been 
referred^  reported  it  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  That  committee  sob- 
i»laiifially  re-echoed  the  sentiments  of  the  Ministry,  declared  that  Gon« 
l^ress  had  set  aside  the  proposition  of  the  President,  and  rec6mmendcd 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  without  any  other  restriction  than  that  originally 
proposed.  'J'hus  was  it  kriown  to  the  French'  Mini&try  and  Cli^mhers 
tliat  if  tlic  position  r'^'^iimod  by  tliem  roid  which  had  been  so  frecjuently 
iiiui  sulemnly  unn ouacid  as  the  ouly  one  compatible  witli  the  honor  of 
IVance,  was  maintained,  and  the  bill  passed  as  oriiiinally  j>ioposed,  the 
money  would  be  paid,  and  there  would  be  an  end  of  this  unlbrtunate  con- 
tioversy.      '  •  -     ,  ' 

But  this  cheering  piospect  was  soon  destroyed  by  an  amendment  intro-* 
duced  into  the  bill  at  the  moment  of  its  passage,  providing  that  themoney ' 
should  not  be  paid  until  the  French  Goyernment  had  received  satisfiioto- 
ry  explanation*  of  the  President's  message  of  the      December,  1834; 
and,  what  is  still  more  extraordinaiy,  the  President  of  the  Council  of' 
ministers  adopted  this  amendment,  and  consented  to  its  incorporation  in 
the  bill.    In  regard  to  a  supposed  insult  which  had  been  formadly- resettt-   <  ■ 
ed  by  the  rccal  of  their  minister,  and  the  offer  of  passports  to  ours,  they  ^ 
now,  for  the  hrst  time,  proposed  to  ask  explanations.  Sentiments  and  pro- 
positions,  which  they  had  cfcclared  could  not  justly  be  imputed  to  the  (^  ov- 
ernmenf  cr  people  of  the  United  States,  are  set  up  as  obstacles  to  tiie 
performance  of  an  act  of  conceded  justice  to  that  Government  and  peo- 
ple.   They  had  declared  that  the  honor  of  France  required  the  fuliilment 
of  the  engagement  into  which  the  King  had  entered,  liiilcss  Congress 
adopted  the  recommeudatiou  of  the  message.    They  ascertained  that 
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Confess  did  not  adopt  them,  and  yet  that  fullilment  is  refused,  unless^ 
they  first  ol>iain  from  the  President  explanations  of  an  opinion  ehaiaeter- 
ized  by  themselves  as  personal  and  inoperative.. 

Tbe  conception  that  it  was  my  intention  to  menace  or  inauk  the  Got- 
ernment  of  France,  is  as  unfounded  as  the  attempt  to  extort  from  the  fears- 
of  that  nation  what  her  sense  of  justice  may  deny,  would  be  vain  and  ridi* 
culous.  But  the  ^sonstitution  of  the  United  States  imposes  on  the  Presi- 
dent the  duty  -of  laying  before  Congress  the  condition  of  tbe  country,  in 
its  foreign  and  domestic  relations,  and  of  recommending  such  measnresas 
may,  in  his  opinion,  he  required  by  its  interests.  From  the  pcrformaDce 
of  this  duty  he  cannot  bo  deterred  by  the  fear  of  wounding  the  sensibili- 
ties of  the  people  or  Goveriinif  nt  of  wh-un  it  luuy  become  iiece^isary  to 
speak  ;  and  the  Ameiicaii  people  are  incapable  of  submitlint;  to  an  iiitrr- 
fe'cnf'e,  by  any  Government  on  earth,  however  powerlul,  with  t\>f  free 
}>(  t  t' ! malice  of  the  Joniestic  duties  which  the  eonstitution  has  iuiposed 
on  their  pulilie  functionaries.  The  discussions  w  hich  intervene  betw  een 
the  several  departments  of  our  Governraent  belong  to  ourselves;  and,  for 
any  thing  said  in  ihem,  our  public  aervants  are  only  responsible  to  (heir 
own  constituents,  and  to  each  other.  If,  in  the  course  of  their  consulta- 
tions, facts  are  erroneously  stated)  or  unjust  deductions  are  made,  they 
require  no  other  inducement  to  correct  them,' however  informed  of  their 
error,  than  their  lore  of  justice,  and  what  is  due  to  their  own  character  ^ 
but  they  can  never  submit  to  be  interrogated  upon  the  subject,  as  a  mat* 
ter  of  right,  bye  foreign  Power.  When  our  discussions  terminate  in 
acts,  our  responsibility  to  foreign  Powers  commences,  not  as  individuals, 
but  as  a  nation.  The  principle  w  hich  calls  in  question  the  President  for 
the  language  of  his  message  w  ould  equally  justify  a  foreign  Pow  er  in  de- 
manding e'x])lanation  of  the  language  used  ia  the  report  of  a  committee, 
or  by  a  inenil)er  in  de'uate. 

This  is  not  the  fust  time  that  the  Government  of  France  lia^,  taken  ex- 
ception to  the  messages  of  American  Presidents.  President  \N'ashiiii;tori, 
and  the  first  President  Adams,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  to  the 
American  people,  fell  under  the  animadversions  of  the  i  rench  Directory. 
The  objection  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Charles  X,  and  removed  by  the 
explanations  made  bjr  imr  minister  upon  the  spot,  has  .already  been  ad* 
verted  to.  When  it  was  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  the  present  Kin^ 
took  exception  to  my  message  of  last  year,  putting  a  construction  upon  it 
which  was  disavowed  on  its  face,  our  late  minister  at  Paris,  in  answer  to* 
the'note  which  first  announced  a  dissatisfaction  with  the  language  used  in 
the  message,  made  a  communieation  to  the  French  Government,  under 
date  of  the  29th  of  January,  1836,  calculated  to  remove  all  impressions- 
which  an  unreasonable  susceptibility  had  created.  He  repeated,  and 
called  tlie  attention  of  the  Frcncli  (?overnmcnt  to,  the  disavowal  contain- 
ed ill  the  messcii;e  itself,  of  any  ii.iuntion  to  intimidate  by  menace  ;  he 
truly  declared  that  it  contained,  and  was  intended  to  cnnfain,  no  charge 
of  ill  faith  against  the  King  of  the  French,  and  properly  ui?tinij;uished  be- 
tween the  right  to  complain,  in  unexceptionable  terms,  of  the  emission  to 
execute  an  agreement,  and  an  accusation  of  bad  nioiivcs  in  wiiiiholding 
such  execution ;  and  demonstrated  that  the  necessary  use  of  that  ri^ht 
ought  not  to  he  considered  as  an  oflfensive  imputation.  Although  this 
eommusieatioD  was  made  without  instructions,  and  entirely  on  the  min- 
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ister's  own  responsibility,  yet  it  was  afferwards  made  the  act  of  this  Gov- 
ernment by  my  full  approbation,  and  that  approbation  was  officially  made 
known  on  the  25th  of  April,  1835,  to  the  French  Government.  It,  how- 
ever, failed  to  have  any  cO'ect.  The  law,  after  this  friendly  explanation, 
passed  with  the  obnoxious  amendment,  supported  by  the  King's  ministers, 
and  was  finally  approved  by  the  King. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  are  justly  attached  to  a  pacific  system 
in  their  intercourse  with  foreign  nations ;  it  is  proper,  therefore,  that 
they  should  know  whether  their  Government  has  adhered  to  it.  In  the 
present  instance,  it  has  been  carried  to  the  utmost  extent  that  was  con- 
sistent with  a  becoming  self-respect.  The  note  of  the  29th  January,  to 
which  I  have  before  alluded,  was  not  the  only  one  which  our  minis- 
ter took  upon  himself  the  responsibility  of  presenting,  on  the  same  sub- 
ject and  in  the  same  spirit.  Finding  that  it  was  intended  to  make  the 
payment  of  a  just  debt  dependent  on  the  performance  of  a  condition  which 
he  knew  could  never  be  complied  with,  he  thought  it  a  duty  to  make  an- 
other attempt  to  convince  the  French  Government  that,  whilst  self-respect 
and  regard  to  the  dignity  of  other  nations  would  always  prevent  us  from 
using  any  language  that  ought  to  give  offence,  yet  we  could  never  ad- 
mit a  right  in  any  foreign  Government  to  ask  explanations  of,  or  to  inter- 
fere in  any  manner  in,  the  communications  which  one  branch  of  our 
public  councils  made  with  another;  that,  in  the  present  case,  no  such 
language  had  been  used  ;  and  that  this  had,  in  a  former  note,  been  fully 
and  voluntarily  stated  before  it  was  contemplated  to  make  the  explana- 
tion a  condition  ;  and,  that  there  might  be  no  misapprehension,  he  stated 
the  terms  used  in  that  note,  and  be  officially  informed  (hem  that  it  had 
been  approved  by  the  President,  and  that,  therefore,  every  explanation 
which  could  reasonably  be  asked,  or  honorably  given,  had  been  already 
made ;  that  the  contemplated  measure  had  been  anticipated  by  a  volun- 
tary and  friendly  declaration,  and  was  therefore  not  only  useless,  but 
might  be  deemed  offensive,  and  certainly  .would  not  be  complied  with  if 
annexed  as  a  condition.  r  ^  «. -..^ 

When  this  latter  communication,  to  which  1  specially  invite  the  at- 
tention of  Congress,  was  laid  before  me,  I  entertained  the  hope  that  the 
means  it  was  obviously  intended  to  atford  of  an  honorable  and  speedy  ad- 
justment of  the  difficulties  between  the  two  nations  would  have  been 
accepted;  and  I  therefore  did  not  hesitate  to  gi\e  it  n>y  sanction  and  full 
approbation.  This  was  due  to  the  minister  who  had  made  himself  re- 
sponsible for  the  act ;  and  it  was  published  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  now  laid  before  their  representatives,  to  show  how  far  their 
Executive  has  gone  in  its  endeavors  to  restore  a  good  understanding  be- 
tween the  two  countries.  It  would  have  been,  at  any  time,  communi- 
cated to  the  Government  of  France,  had  it  been  officially  requested.. 

The  French  Government  having  received  all  the  explanation  which 
honor  and  principle  permitted,  and  which  could  in  reason  be  asked,  it 
was  hoped  it  would  no  longer  hesitate  to  pay  the  instalments  now  due. 
The  agent  authorized  to  receive  the  money  was  instructed  to  inform  the 
French  minister  of  his  readiness  to  do  so.  In  reply  to  this  notice,  he  was 
told  that  the  money  could  not  then  be  paid,  because  the  formalities  re- 
quired by  the  act  of  the  Chambers  had  not  been  arranged. 
•  ,  Not  having  received  any  oiBcial  information  of  the  intentions  of  the 
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•  •  French  Govornmeat,  and  anxious  to  hi  ln^,  as  far  as  practic«'iblej  (his  un- 
pleasant atVair  to  a  close  befoi  t-  the  meeting  of  Congress,  that  you  might 
have  the  whole  subject  before  you,  I  caused  our  charge  tl'atlaires  at  Paris 
to  be  instructed  to  ask  for  tlie  final  determination  of  the  French  Gtjvem- 
.nvent;  and,  in  the  event  of  tlieir  refusal  to  pay  the  instahncata  now  due^ 
without  further  explanations  to  return  to  the  L  nited  Stai-cs. 

The  result  of  this  last  ap[»liGation  has  not  yet  reached  us,  but  is  daily- 
expected.  Th«t  it  may  he  famtbld  is  my  sioeere  wkh.  VVtsoe  kavkig 
BOW,  tbrongb  all  the  hraneher  of  her  Govertknent,  aokttowledged 
validity  of  our  eblm9,aiid  the  oblieatioii  of  the  treaty  of  I8dl»  and  there 
really  esiatiDg  AO  adequate  cause  for  forther  delay,  will,  at  leegthi  il  may 
-  he  hoped,  adopt  the  course  which  the  Interests  of  both  natjons,  sot  less 
than  the  principles  of  justice,  so  imperiously  require.  The  treaty  being 
once  executed  on  her  part,,  little  will  remain  to  disturb  the  friendly  re- 
lations of  the  two  countries  ;  nothing,  indeed,  which  will  not  yield  to  the 
su2:gegtions  of  a  pacific  and  enli^jlitcned  policy,  and  to  the  intluence  of 
that  mntjial  good-will  and  of  those  generous  recollections  which  we  may 
confidently  expect  then  be  re\  ived  in  all  their  ancient  force.  In 

any  event,  however,  the  principle  involved  in  the  new  aspect  ^shich  has 
been  s;iven  to  the  controversy  is  so  vitally  important  to  the  indc  j  endent 
administration  of  (he  Government,  that  it  can  neither  be  surrendered  nor 
compromitted  without  national  degradation.  I  hope  it  is  unnecessary 
ibr  me  to  say  that  sweh  a  aaerifice  witl  not  be  made  through  auy  agency 
of  mine-  The  honor  of  ray  oenntty  shall  never  be  stained  by  an  apology 
htm  me  for  the  statement  of  truth  and  the  perlbraaance  of  duty;  nor  nan 
I  give  any  explanation  of  my  offieial  eels,  except  -sueh  as  is  doe  to  in* 
tegrity  and  justice,  and  consistent  w  ith  the  principles  on  which  oar  in- 
stitutions have  been-  frara^.  This  determination  will,  1  am  confideat, 
be  approved  by>my  constituents.  I  have  indeed  studied  their  charaoltr 
to  but  little  purpose,  if  the  sum  of  twenty-iive  millions  of  ftamcs  will  hare 
the  wei<;ht  of  a  feather  in  the  estimation  of  what  appertains  to  their  na- 
tional independence:  and  if,  unhappily,  a  difterent  impression  should  at 
any  time  obtain,  in  any  cjuartei-,  they  will,  I  am  sure,  rally  round  the  Go- 
vernment of  their  choice  w  ith  alacrity  and  uoaninuty,  aod  silence  .£ar- 
' -over  the  dec^radinir  imptitation. 

Ha\  ing  thus  fi  ankiy  presented  to  you  the  circumstances  which,  since

dinee  ray  last  annual  comnmnication,  all  the  remains  of  the  public  debt 
have  been  redeemed,  or  money  has  been  placed  in  depesite  for  this  |Mlr- 
pose,  whenever  the  creditors'  choose  to  receive  it.  All  the  other  peea* 
niary  engagements  of  the  Government  have  been  honorably  and  promptly 
i'tilfilled,  and  there  will  be  r\  b  ibnce  in  the  treasury,  at  the  close  of  the- 
pre'^ent  year,  of  ;ihnut  nineteeR  rnillioTis  ol  dollars.  It  is  believed  that^ 
after  meeting  all  outstanding  and  unexjx  nded  appropriations,  there  will 
remain  near  flcven  miiUons  to  be  applied  to  any  new  objectU^  which  Coo-

gress  may  designate,  or  to  the  more  rapid  execution  of  the  works  already 
in  progress.  In  aid  of  these  objects,  and  to  satisfy  the  current  expendi-^ 
tures  of  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  received,  from 
various  sources,  twenty  millions  more  in  1836. 

Should  Congress  make  new  appropriations,  in  conformity  with  the 
estimates  which  will  be  submitted  from  the  proper  departments,  amount- 
ing to  about  twenty-four  millions,  still  the  available  surplus  at  the  close 
of  the  next  year,  after  deducting  all  unexpended  appropriations,  will  pro- 
bably be  not  less  than  six  millions.  This  sum  can,  in  my  judgment,  be 
now  usefully  applied  to  proposed  improvements  in  our  navy  yards,  and 
to  new  national  works  which  are  not  enumerated  in  the  present  esti- 
mates, or  to  the  more  rapid  completion  of  those  already  begun.  Either 
would  be  constitutional  and  useful,  and  would  render  unnecessary  any 
attempt,  in  our  present  peculiar  condition,  to  divide  the  suiplus  revenue, 
'or  to  reduce  it  any  faster  than  will  be  effected  by  the  existing  laws.  In 
any  event,  as  the  annual  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will 
enter  into  detail,  showing  the  probability  of  some  decrease  in  the  i^e ve- 
nue during  the  next  seven  years,  and  a  veiy  considerable  deduction  in 
1842,  it  is  not  recommended'  that  Congress  should  undertake  to  modify 
the  present  tariff,  so  as  to  disturb  the  principles  on  which  the  compromise 
act  was  passed.  Taxation  on  some  of  the  articles  of  general  consump- 
tion, which  are  not  in  competition  with  our  own  productions,  may  be,  no 
doubt,  so  diminished  as  to  lessen  to  some  extent  the  source  of  this  reve- 
nue ;  and  the  same  object  can  also  be  assisted  by  more  liberal  provisions 
for  the  subjects  of  public  defence,  which,  in  the  present  state  of  our  pros- 
perity  and  wealth,  may  be  expected  to  engage  your  attention'.  If,  how- 
ever, after  satisfying  ull  the  demands  which  can  arise  from  these  sources, 
the  unexpended  balance  in  the  treasury  should  still  continue  to  increase, 
it  would  be  better  to  bear  with  the  evil  until  the  great  changes  contem- 
plated in  our  tariff  laws  have  occurred,  and  shall  enable  us  to  revise  the 
system  ^ith  that  care  and  circumspection  which  are  due  to  so  delicate 
and  important  a  subject. 

It  is  certainly  our  duty  to  diminish,  as  far  as  ^te  can,  the  burdens  ot 
taxation,  and  to  regard  all  the  restrictions  which  are  imposed  on  the  trade 
and  navigation  of  our  citizens  as  evils  which  we  shall  mitigate  whenever 
ive  are  not  prevented  bv  the  adverse  legislation  and  policy  of  toreign 
nations,  or  those  primary  duties  which  the  defence  and  independence  of 
our  country  enjoin  upon  us.  That  we  have  accompliahed  much  towards 
the  relief  of  our  citizens  by  the  changes  which  have  accompanied  the 
payment  of  the  public  debt,  and  the  adoption  of  the  present  revenue  laws, 
is  manifest  from  the  fact  that,  compared  with  1833,  there  is  a  diminution 
of  near  twenty-five  millions  in  the  last  two  years,  and  that  our  expendi- 
tures,  independently  of  those  for  the  public  debt,  have  been  reduced  near 
tiine  millions  during  the  same  period.  Let  us  trust  that,  by  the  con- 
tinned  observance  of  economv,  and  by  harmonizing  the  gieat  interests  of 
agriculture,  manufactures,  and  commerce,  much  more  may  be  accom- 
plished to  diminish  the  burdens  of  Government,  and  to  increase  still  fur- 
ther the  enterprise  and  the  patriotic  affection  of  all  classes  of  our  citizens,, 
and  all  the  members  of  our  happy  confederacy.  As  the  data  whuh  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasurv  ^Nill  lay  before  you,  in  regard  to  our  financial 
resources,  are  full  and  extended,  and  Avill  afl[ord  a  safe  guide  in  your 
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future  calculations,  I  think  it  uDB^ceiearjr  to  ofier  any  further  observalions 
on  that  subject  here.  '    '  - 

Among  the  evidences  of  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  country,  not 
the  least  grntilyinj^  is  that  afforded  by  the  receipts  fropi  the  sales  of  the 
public  lands,  which  amoant,  in  the  present  year,  to  the  ttoexpected  sum 
of  $  1 1 ,000,(XK).  This  ckeumstaiiee  atiesto  the  rapidity  with  which  agri- 
eulture,  the  first  and  most  imiportaDt  oecupation  of  oaaD,  advAnces  and 
eoDtributes  to  the  wealth  aad  power  of  oor  extended-  territory.  Being 
atill  of  die  optnioQ  that  it  is  our  best  policy^  as  for  as  we  van,  consistently 
with  the  obhgatk»n6  under  Whieh  dioae  lands  were  ceded  to  the  United 
iStates,  to  promote  their  sgeedy  scttiementp  i  bee  leave  to  eall  the  atten- 
tion pf  the  present  CongreQS  to  the  ^nggeeti^tis  Ihaire  offi^red  respecting 
it  in  my  former  messages.  *      • .  '  ' 

The  extrnordinnry  i('r<'ipts  from  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  invite  you 
to  eoiisi(](  r  wlmt  impi  uvenients  the  land  system,  and  particulai  ly  tlic  eon- 
dili(»n  (if  the  General  Land  Ollice,  may  recjuire.  At  the  time  lhi.«>  insti- 
tulitm  WAS  or£;anized,  near  a  quarter  of  a  (■(■niuiy  at;o,  it  would  probably 
have  been  tboiigbt  extravagant  to  anticipate  lui  lliis  period  such  an  ivi- 
dition  to  its  business  as  has  been  produced  by  tlie  vast  increase  of  those 
sales  during  the  past  and  present  years.  It  may  also  be  observed,  that, 
iiince  the  year  1812,  the  jand  Cfffieeft  juid  surrey  tug  diatriets  have  bees 
greatlj(^uli|ip)ied,.and  that  numerous  legislative  enactments,  from  year 
to  year  sisSse  thft  time,  have  imposed  a  great  amoonf  of  new  and  add!- 
iional  dulies  upon  that  office ;  while  the  want  of  a  timely  application  of 
£Nwe,.<cotninensnrate  with  the  care  and  labor  required,  has  caused  the 
increasiDg  e  mbarraasment  of  accumulated  arrears  in  the  4iferent  branehea 
of  tbe  establishment..  ^  ,  * 

•..^IJhese  impediments  to  the  expedition  of  Inuch  duty  in  the  Qenend 
Land  Office  induce  me  to  suf)mit  to  your  judgment  wbether  some  modi- 
fication of  the  laws  relatiiiii;  to  its  organization,  or  an  organization  of  a 
new  cbaracter,  be  not  called  for  nt  the  present  juncture,  to  enable  the 
office  to  accomplisb  all  tbe  ends  of  its  institution  wit!i  a  greater  degree 
of  facility  and  promptitude  than  experience  has  proved  to  be  practicable 
under  existing  regulaliot^s.  Tbe  variety  of  the  concerns,  and  the  mag- 
nitude and  complexity  ol  tbe  details  occupying  and  dividing  the  attention 
of  the  Commissioner,  appear  to  render  it  difficult,  if  not  impracticable, 
%  that  officer,  by  any  po980>ie  assiduity,  to  beatowon  all  the  OMiltiforioiia 
i^dP!jeQt8  upon  whieh  be  is  sailed  aat,  the  ready  and  careful  attention 
d^  t)^  t)^^.  r^speelive  importance,  unless  the  LegisUture  shall  assist  hwi 
by  a  law  providing^  or  enabling  him  to  provide,  for  a  more  regular  aad 
^eponomicai  diatr^ution  of  labor,  with  tbe  ineident  responsibility,  among 
those  employed  under  his  direction.  The  mere  manual  operation  of  af- 
fijfing  his  signature  to  the  Vast  number  of  documents  issuing  from  his 
4i(9^e>^ttbtf*Pts  so  largely  from  the  time  and  attention  claimed  by  the 
weighty  and  complicated  subjects  daily  accumulating  in  that  branch  of 
the  public  service,  as  to  indicate  the  stong  necessity  of  revising  the  or- 
ganic law  of  the  establishment.  It  will  l)e  easy  for  Congress,  hereafter, 
to  proportion  th<'  expenditure  on  accouirt  of  this  branch  of  the  service  to 
its  real  wat)t»,  by  abolishing,  from  time  to  time,  the  ulhce^  which  can  be 
dispensed  with. 

T^  extinction  of  tlie  public  debt  having  taken  placcj  there  is  no 
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longer  any  use  for  the  offices  of  Commissioners  of  Loans  and  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  they  be  abohshed,  and  that 
proper  measures  he  taken  for  the  transfer  to  the  Tieasury  JJepartment 
of  any  funds,  hooks,  and  papers  connected  with  the  operations  of  those 
offices;  and  that  the  proper  power  be  given  to  that  Department  for 
closing,  finally,  any  portion  of  their  business  which  may  remain  to  be 
settled. 

It  isalflo  ineumhent  <m  Congrets,  in  guarding  the  pecuniary  interests 
^  the  eouotrjy  to  discontinue,  by  such  a  law  as  was  passed  in  1819,  the 
receipt  of  the  bills  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  in  payment  of  die 
public  revenue ;  and  to  provide  for  the  designation  of  an  agent,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  books  and  stock  of  the  United 
States  in  that  institution,  and  to  close  all  connexion  with  it  after  the  3d  . 
of  March,  1836,  when  its  charter  expires.  In  making  provision  in  re- 
gard to  the  disposition  of  this  stock,  it  will  be  essential  to  define,  clearly 
and  stricfiy,  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  officer  charged  with  that  branch 
of  the  public  service. 

It  will  he  seen,  from  the  correspondence  which  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  will  lay  before  you,  th;it,  nolwithstanding  the  laiijo  :iiiiount  of 
the  stock  which  the  United  States  hold  in  that  institutioi.,  no  information 
has  yet  been  communicated  \\  lii<'h  will  enable  the  Governniont  to  antici- 
pate when  it  can  receive  any  dividends,  or  derive  any  beneht  from  it. 

Connected  with  the  condition  of  the  finances,  and  the  flourishing  btate 
of  the  country  in  all  its  branches  of  industry,  it  is  pleasing  to  witness  the 
advmtages  which  have  been  already  derived  from  the  recent  laws  regu- 
lating Ae  value  of  the  gold  coinage.  These  advantages  will  be  more  ' 
apparent  in  the  course  of  the  next  year,  when  the  branch  mints  author- 
ized to  be  established  in  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Louisiana  shall 
have  gone  into  operation.  Aided,  as  it  is  hoped  they  will  be,  by  further 
relbrms  in  the  hanking  systems  of  the  States,  and  by  judicious  regulations 
on^e  part  of  X/ongress,  in  relation  to  the  custody  of  the  public  moneys, 
it  may  be  confidently  anticipated  that  the  use  of  gold  and  silver  as  a  cir- 
culating medium  wiil  become  cjeneral  in  the  ordinary  transactions  con- 
nected with  the  labor  of  the  country.  The  great  desideratum,  in  modern 
times,  is  an  efficient  check  upon  the  power  of  hanks,  preventing  that  ex- 
cessive issue  of  paper  whence  arise  those  Huctuations  in  the  standard  of 
value  whicli  render  uncei  tain  the  rewards  of  labor.  It  was  supposed  by 
those  who  estahlislied  the  Ixmk  of  the  United  States,  that,  from  the  cre- 
dit given  to  it  by  the  custody  of  the  public  moneys,  and  other  privileges, 
and  the  precautions  taken  to  guard  against  the  evils  which  the  country 
had  suffered  in  the  bankruptcy  of  many  of  the  State  institutions  of  that 
period,  we  should  derive  from  that  institution  all  the  securi^  and  beneto 
of  a  sound  eurrency,  and  every  good  end  that  was  attainable  under  that 
provision  of  the  constitution  wlueh  authonces  Congress  alone  to  coiii. 
money  and  regidate  the  value  thereof.  But  it  is  scarcely  necessary  now 
to  say  that  these  anticipations  have  not  been  realized.  After  the  exten- 
sive embarrassment  and  distress  recently  produced  hj  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  from  which  the  country  is  now  recovering,  aggravated  as 
Aey  were  by  pretensions  to  power  which  defied  the  public  authority,  and 
which,  if  acquiesced  in  hy  the  people,  would  have  changed  the  whole 
ehacaeter^of  our  Government,  every  candid  and  intelligent  individual 
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Bmst  admit  that,  for  the  attninmeiit  ol  the  gieat  advantages  of  a  sound 
currency,  we  must  look  to  a  course  of  legiblatiou  radically  dilfereiU  froot 
tliat  winch  cieated  such  an  institution. 

In  considering  the  means  of  obtaining  so  important  an  end,  we  must 
set  aside  all  ealeuktioiii  of  tewponry  eoiivemeii«e»  and  Im  iiifliie«oed  bj 
those  only  which  are  in  harmony  wilh  the  true  character  and  the  f^nna* 
nent  interests  of  the  republic.  We  must  recur  to  first  principles,  and 
aee  what  it  ia  that  has  prevented  the  legislatien  of  Congress  and  the 
Statesi  on  the  subject  of  currencT,  from  satisfjing  the  publie  expectation^ 
Moi  roduiing  results  eorresponding  to  those  which  We  attended  the 
action  of  our  system  when  truly  consistent  with  the  great  prineipis  of 
eiinali^  upon  which  it  rests»and  with  that  spirit  of  forbearance,  an  !  mu- 
toal  coaeession,  and  generous  patriotism,  which  was  origiaallj,  and  maat 
ever  continue  to  be,  the  vital  element  of  our  Union. 

On  this  siif^jcrt  1  am  sure  that  I  cannot  he  mistaken  in  nscribinj:  our 
want  of  sue  t  ess  to  the  undue  countenance  which  has  been  aiibrded  to  the 
spirit  oJ  iiiniiopoly.  All  the  serious  dangers  which  our  system  has  yet 
encountered  may  be  traced  to  the  resort  to  iaiplicU  powers,  and  the  ut^e 
of  corporations  clothed  \viih  privieges,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  few  at  the  expense  of  the  man} .  We  have  felt  but 
one  class  of  these  dangers  exhibited  in  the  contest  waged  by  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States  against  the  Government  for  the  last  four  years. 
Happily,  they  have  been  ohviajted,  foe  the  present,  by  the  indignant  re- 
sistance of  the  people ;  biit  we  should  recollect  that  the  principle  whence 
they  sprung  is  an  ever-actiTe  one,  which  will  not  fail  to  renew  its  efforts 
in  the  same  and  in  other  fosaw^  so  long  as  there  is  a  hope  of  sueeess^ 
founded  either  on  the  inatteikliln^af  the  people,  or  the  treachery  of  their 
tepvesentativcs,  to  the  u'  tlc  prtgit9B  of  its  influenco.  The  bank  is,  in 
hity  but  one  of  the  fruits  of  a  system  at  war  with  the  genius  of  all  our 
ittstkutions — a  system  founded  upon  a  politital  creed^  the  fundamental 
principle  of  which  is  a  distrust  of  the  popular  will  as  a  safe  regulator  of 
political  power,  and  whose  ^reat  ultimate  object  and  inevit:ible  resuli, 
should  it  prevail,  is  the  consolidation  of  al!  power  in  our  system  in  one 
central  Government.  Lavish  public  disbursements,  and  corporations 
with  exclusive  privileges,  would  be  its  substitutes  fnr  the  original,  and, 
as  yet,  sound  checks  and  balances  of  the  constitution — the  nieans  by 
whose  silent  and  secret  operation  a  control  would  \>e  exercised  by  the 
few  over  the  political  conduct  of  the  many,  by  first  acquiring  that  control 
over  the  labor  and  earninj^s  of  die  great  body  of  the  people.  Wherever 
tiiis  spirit  has  effected  an  alliance  w  ith  political  power,  tyranny  and  des- 
potism have  been  the  fruit.  If  it  is  ever  used  ior  the  ends,  of  goveni- 
ment,  it  hss  to  be  ineessantlj  watdied,  or  it  corrupts  the  soasees  of  the 

elie  virtue,  and  agitates  the  countty  with  questions  unfitTorable  to  the 
noatoof  said  steady  pursuit  of  its  true  interests. 
We  are  now  to  see  whether,  in  the  present  favorable  condition  oil  die 
comitry,  we  c a nnot  take  an  effsetual  stand  against  this  qdrit  of  inonepelj* 
and  practiealiy  prove,  in  respect  to  ihe  curreney  sa  wett  as  otfMr  ias- 
portant  interests,  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  so  ettensiye  a  xnsort  to  it 
as  that  which  has  been  heretofore  practised.  The  experience  of  another 
year  has  confirmed  the  utter  fallacy  of  the  idea  that  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States  was  necessaiy  as  a  fiscal  agent  of  the  Government*  VViijik* 
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oqI  iU  iidv  as  sn^ — indeeil,  in  despite  of  all  the  embarrasslnent  it  wa^t 

in  its  power  to  create — the  revenue  has  been  pnid  with  punctuality  by; 
our  citizens  ;  the  business  of  exchange,  Ix)  til  fo  icii:a  and  domestic,  has. 
been  conducted  with  convenience  ;  and  ilie  circulating;  medium  has  been 
greatly  improved.    By  the  use  of  the  State  banks,  which  do  not  derive, 
tneir  charters  from  the  General  Government,  and  are  not  controlled  by; 
its  autUority,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  moneys  of  the  United  States  can 
be  collected  and  dis])ijrsed  without  losd  or  inconvenience,  and  that  all 
the  wants  of  the  cojiiiaunity,  in  relation  to  exchange  and  currency,  are 
supplied  as  well  a^  the^  have  ever  bean  before.  If,  under  cii^mstances 
the  most  ,unfaT(inbl»^  la  .tli«  steadiness  of  the  meaey  maAel,  it  iias  beeni  i 
found  that  the  .flonridemiim  on  which  the  Bank  of  the  United  Statesl 
rested  itaeiaamt^^tlie  publie  favor  were  iroa|;inai7  and  gpoiindless,  it  can-- 
not  be  doubted  that  the  experience  of  the  future  wiU  be  more  deeisiTe^ 
against  thett., 

It  has  been  seen  that,  without  the  agency  of  a  great  moneyed  monopoly, 
the  revenue  can  be  collected,  and  conveniently  and  saiely  applied  to  ail 
the  purposes  oi  the  public  expenditure.    It  is  also  ascertained  that,  in* 
stead  of  being  necessarily  made  to  promote  the  evils  of  an  unchecked^ 
paper  system,  the  management  of  the  revenue  can  be  made  auxiliary  to 
the  reform  which  the  Legislatures  of  several  of  the  States  have  already 
cn:iimeiiced  in  regard  to  the  suppression  of  small  bills,  and  which  has 
only  to  be  fostered  hy  proper  regulations  on  the  part  of  Congiess  to 
secure  a  practical  return,  to  the  extent  rci|uii  ud  for  the  security  of  the 
currency,  to  the  conslitutional  medium.    Severed  from  the  Government 
as  political  engines,  and  not  susceptible  of  dangerous  extension  and  com- 
bination, the  State  banks  wiii  not  be  tempted,  nor  will  they  have  tiie 
power  which  we  have  seen  exerdsed,  to  divert  the  publie  funds  from 
the  legitimate  purposes  of  the  Governsaent.  The  eoliectton  and  custody 
oif  the  revenue  beingi  on  the  contrary,  a  source  of  eredit  to  them,  will 
iacrease  the  security  which  tbe  States  provide  for  a  faithful  execution  of 
their  trusts,  by  multiplying  the  scrutinies  to  which  their  operations  and 
aecounts  will  be  subjected.   Thus  disposed,  as  well  from  interest  as  the 
obligations  of  their  charters,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  such  conditknis  ss 
Congress  may  see  fit  to  adept  respecting  tbe  deposites  in  these  institti* 
tions,  with  a  view  to  tbe  gradual  disuse  of  the  small  bills,  will  be  cheer-» 
fully  com})Ued  with;  and  that  we  shall  soon  gain,  in  place  of  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States,  a  practical  reform  in  the  whole  paper  system  of  the- 
country.   If,  by  this  policy,  we  can  ultimately  witness  the  suppression  of 
all  bank  bills  below  tvveni  v  dollars,  it  is  apparent  that  gold  and  silver 
will  take  their  place,  and  btcome  the  principal  circulating  medium  in 
the  common  business  of  the  lanners  and  mechanics  of  the  country.  The 
attaiiunent  of  such  a  result  w  ill  form  an  era  in  the  history  of  our  country 
which  will  he  dwelt  upon  with  delight  by  every  true  friend  of  its  liberty 
and  independence.  It  will  l%h^  uie  great  tax  wUdi  ovr  paper  system 
BO  long  coUeeted  from  the  earnings  of  labor,  and  do  more  to  nvife.  ^ 
and  perpetiiate  those  hahits  of  economy  and  simplisity  which  are  so  oon«< 
genial  to  the  character  of  rsfmbUcane,  than  all  |be  legialatioii  which  has 
yet  been,  attempted. 

To  this  subject  I  feel  dtai  I  cannot  too  earnestly  invite  the  especisl  «(• 
tcmtion  oC.Congressi  without  the  exercise  of  whose  autheri^  the  oppor* 
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tanity  to  accomplish  so  much  public  good  must  pass  unimproved.  Deepljr* 
impressed  with  its  vital  importa)ice,  the  Executive  has  taken  all  the  steps 
withiD  his  constitutional  power  to  guard  the  public  rcvrnue  and  defeat 
the  ejcpectation  which  the  Bank  of  the  United  Stairs  indiilixod  of  renew- 
ing and  perpetuatinf;  its  monopoly  on  tht3  ground  of  its  necessity  as  a  fiscal 
agent,  and  as  ationiinf:;  a  sounder  currency  than  coidd  be  obtained  w  ith- 
out  such  an  institution.  In  the  performance  of  this  duty  much  responsi- 
bility was  incurred,  wliich  uoul  I  have  been  gladly  avoided  if  the  stake 
which  the  public  had  in  the  question  c  ould  have  been  otherwise  oreservcd. 
Aitbough  clothed  with  the  legal  uuUiarity,  and  supported  by-  precedent, 
I  was  aware  that  there  was,  in  the  act  of  the  removal  of  the  deposites,  a 
liability  to  excite  that  sensitiTenesi  to  Exeeutire  power  which  it  is  the 
characteristic  and  the  dutj  of  freemen  to  indulge ;  hut  I  relied  on  this 
feeling  also,  directed  by  p^itriotism  and  intelligence,  to  vindicate  the  con- 
duct which,  in  the  end,  would  appear  to  have  been  called  for  by  the  best 
interests  of  my  country.  The  apprehensions  natural  to  this  feeling,  that 
there  may  have  been  a  desire,  through  the  instrumentality  of  that"  mea- 
sure, to  extend  the  Executive  influence,  or  that  it  may  have  been  prompt- 
ed by  motives  not  sufficiently  free  from  ambition,  were  not  overlooked. 
Under  the  operation  of  our  institutions,  the  public  servant  who  is  called 
on  to  take  a  step  of  high  repponsihilify  should  teel,  in  the  freedom  which 
gives  rise  to  such  npjirt  hensions,  bis  highest  security.  When  unfounded, 
the  attention  which  ibey  arouse,  and  the  discussions  they  excite,  deprive 
those  wlio  ir.dul^e  them  of  (he  ]K)wer  to  do  harm;  when  just,  tbrv  but 
hasten  the  cerlaioty  with  which  ibe  screaf  body  of  our  citizens  nevei-  f  ul 
to  repel  an  atiempt  to  ])rocure  their  sanction  to  any  exercise  of  power  in- 
consistent witli  ibe  jealous  maintenance  oC  their  rights.  Under  such  con- 
vii  Lioiis,  and  entertaining  no  doubt  that  niy  constiiutioiial  obligations  de- 
manded the  steps  which  were  taken  in  reference  to  the  removal  of  the 
deposites,  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  be  deterred  from  the  path  of  duty 
by  a  fear  that  my  motives  could  be  misjudged,  or  that  political  prejudices 
could  defeat  the  just  consideration  of  the  merits  of  my  conduct.  The 
result  has  shown  how  safe  is  this  reliance  upon  the  patriotic  temper  and ' 
enlightened  discernment  of  the  people.  That  measure  has  now  been  be- 
fore them,  and  has  stood  the  test  of  all  the  severe  analysis  which  its  gen- 
eral i^aportance,  the  interests  it  affected,  and  the  apprehensions  it  excited, 
were  calculated  to  produce ;  and  it  now  remains  for  Congress  to  consider 
what  legislation  has  become  necessary  in  consequence. 

I  need  only  add  to  what  I  have,  on  former  occasions,  said  on  this  subject 
genei  rdiy,  that,  in  the  regulations  ^\  bich  Congress  may  prescribe  respect- 
ing the  custody  of  the  public  moneys,  it  is  desirable  that  as  hule  discre- 
tion as  may  be  deemed  consistent  witli  their  «a<>-keepinj!;  should  be  u:iven 
to  the  executive  niit  nts.    No  one  can  h(-  luore  deeply  impres^pd  than  I 
am  with  the  soundness  of  the  doctrine  w  hich  restrains  and  luuiis,  by  spe- 
cific provisions,  executive  discretion,  as  far  as  it  can  be  done  consistently 
with  the  preservation  of  its  constitutional  character.    In  respect  to  the 
control  over  the  public  money,  this  doctrine  is  peculiarly  applicable, 
and  is  in  harmony  with  the  great  principle  which  I  felt  I  w  as  sustaining 
in  the  controversy  with  the  Bank  of  the  United  StateSi  wMch  has  resulted 
in'tevering,  to  some  extent,  a  dangerous  connexion  between  a  moneyed 
aad  political  power.  The  duty  of  the  Legislaluife  to  deBne,  by  clear  uid 
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positive  enacLiiientbj  the  nature  aiid  extent  of  the  atction  which  it  heiongs 
to  the  Executive  to  superintend,  spiinga  out  of  «  poliey  analogous  to  that 
vhich  enjoins  upon  all  the  branebes  of  the  Federal  GoTernment  an  ab- 
stinence from  the  ezereise  of  powers  not  clearly  granted;  In  such  a 
Government,  poaaessin^  only  limited  and  specific  powers,  die  spirit  of 
its  general  administration  cannot  be  wise  or  just  when  it  opposes  the 
reference  of  ail  doubtful  points  to  the  great  source  of  authority,  the  States 
and  the  people,  whose  number  and  diversified  relations,  securing  them 
against  the  influences  and  excitements  which  may  mislead  their  agents, 
make  them  the  safest  depository  of  power,  in  its  application  to  the  Exe« 
cutive,  with  reference  to  the  h^gislativc  branch  of  the  Government,  the 
same  lule  of  action  should  make  the  Presid' evei  anxious  to  avoid  the 
cxeic'isc  of  any  discretionary  authority  whicii  can  he  regulated  by  Con- 
gre^>s.  The  biases  wliioh  may  operate  uiion  him  will  not  be  so  likely  to 
extend  to  the  representatives  of  the  })eo;)le  in  that  body. 

Ill  my  former  messages  to  Congress,  I  iiave  repeatedly  urired  the  pro- 
priety of  leasenin^  the  discretionary  authority  lodged  in  the  vaiiuus  de- 
partments, but  it  has  produced  no  ciicul  as  yet,  except  the  discontinuance 
of  extra  allowances  in  the  ai*my  and  navy,  and  the  substitution  of  fixed 
salaries  in  the  latter*  It  is,  believed  that  the  same  principles  could  be 
advantageously  applied  in  all  cases,  and  would  promote  the  efficiency 
and  economy  of  the  public  serrice,  at  the  same  time  that  greater  sati^ 
faction  and  more  equal  justice  would  be  secured  to  the  public  officers 
generally. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  will  put  you  in  pos- 
sesion of  the  operations  of  the  Department  confided  to  his  care,  in  all  its 
diversified  relations,  during  the  past  year, 

I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  inform  you  that  no  occurrence  has  re- 
quired any  movement  of  the  military  force,  excrjit  such  as  is  common  to, 
a  state  of  peace.  The  services  of  the  army  have  been  limited  to  tiieir 
usual  duties  at  the  various  garrisons  ii])on  the  Atlantic  and  inland  fron- 
tier, with  the  exceptions  stated  by  th(^  Sf  crelary  of  War.  Our  small 
military  estnbli^hm;:'nt  appears  to  be  adequate  to  the  purposes  for  'v/hich 
it  is  maintained,  and  it  forms  a  nucleus  arouiui  w  hicii  any  additional  force 
may  be  collected,  should  the  public  exigencies  unfortunately  require  any 
increase  of  our  military  means. 

The  various  acts  of  Congress  which  have  been  recently  passed  in  rela- 
tion to  the  army  have  improved  its  condition,  and  have  rendered  its  or- 
ganization more  useful  and  efficient;  It  is  at  all  times  in  a  state  for  prompt 
and  vigorous  action,  and  it  contains,  within  itself  the  power  of  extension 
to  any  useful  limit ;  while^  at  the  same  time,  it  preserves  that  knowledge, 
both  theoretical  and  practical,  which  education  and  experience  alone  can 
give,  and  which,  if  not  acnuired  and  preserved  in  time  of  peace,  most 
he  sought  under  great  disadvantages  in  time  of  war. 

The  duties  of  the  engineer  corps  press  heavily  upon  that  branch  of  the 
service  ;  and  the  public  interest  requires  an  addition  to  its  strength.  The 
nature  of  the  works  in  which  the  officers  are  engaged  render  necessary 
prnfo'^sional  knowledge  and  experience  ;  and  there  is  no  economy  in^ 
committing  to  them  more  duties  than  they  can  perform,  or  in  assigning 
these  to  other  person^  l(  ni|>orai  ily  employed,  and  too  often,  of  necessity. 
Without  ail  the  quaiiiicauons  which  such  service  demands.    1  recommend 
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this  suHject  to  jour  attention,  ami  also  the  proposition  su!>inuted  at  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  and  now  renewed,  for  a  reorganization  of  the 
topographical  corps*  This  reorganization  ean  be  eieeted  witbout  any 
•dditioii  to  tbe  praeent  expenditure,  end  with  mttoh'  adventege  to  the 
publie  eernce.  The  breocn  of  duties  whieh  devolves  upon  mese  oA« 
eers  is  et  all  Unes  ieleresting  to  tfaeeomnttiiity,  and  the  information  fur- 
nished bj  them  is  useful  in  peace  and  war. 

'Much  loss  and  inconvenience  have  been  experieneed  in  consequence 
of  tbe  failure  of  the  bili  containing  the  ordinary  appropriations  for  fortih- 
cattous,  Avhich  passed  one  br.<nrh  of  the  National  Leuslature  at  the  last 
session,  but  was  lost  in  the  other.  This  failure  was  the  more  regretted, 
not  only  because  it  necessarily  interrupted  and  dcl  iyed  the  progress  of  a 
evstf-m  of  national  defence,  projected  immediat'-ly  alter  the  Inst  war,  nnd 
since  steadily  pursued,  hut  also  I  (M-i-usr-  it  contained  a  cojitifv.^i  iit  ap]  ro- 
priation  insei  ieu  in  accordanrc  \y'\lh  ihe  views  of  the  Kxecutive  in  aid  of 
this  irnport.iiU  object,  and  otlier  branches  of  the  national  defence,  sonie 
portions  of  wlurh  migiit  hiivc  I.een  most  usefully  applied  durint:  tlie  past 
season.  I  invite  your  early  atk  ntion  to  that  part  of  the  repoit  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  Vt  iiich  rcUteft  to  ihis  subject,  and  recommend  an  appro- 
priation sulficiently  liberal  to  accelerate  the  armament  of  the  fortifications 
agreeabljr  to  the  propositions  submitted  by  him,  and  to  pUee  our  whole 
Atlantic  seaboard  in  a  complete  state  of  defence.  A  just  regard  to  the  ^ 
permanent  interests  of  the  couiftrj  evidently  requires  this  measure,  but  * 
there  arc  also  other  reasons  which,  at  the  present  juncture,  give  it  pecu- 
liar force,  and  make  it  my  duty  to  call  to  the  subject  your  special  eon- 
sideration. 

The  present  system  of  military  education  has  been  in  operation  sutH- 
ciently  lun^  to  test  its  usefulness,  and  it  has  given  to  the  army  a  valuable 
,body  of  otlicers.    It  is  not  alone  in  the  improvement,  discipline,  and 

operation  of  the  troops,  (hat  these  olficers  are  employed.  Thcv  are  also 
.  extenj^ively  engaged  in  the  administrative  and  fisfal  concerns  ot  tiir  vari- 
ous matters  confided  to  the  War  Departnu  n(  :  in  the  exe  jn'ion  of  the 
stp.ff  d»!ties  usually  appertainintr  to  military  ort^aru'zation ;  in  the  i  .-njoval 
oi  liic  Indians,  and  in  the  ili^hiu  i  ement  ot  lite  various  ex])cn(litnr('s  grow- 
iiig  out  ol  our  Indian  rohilions;  in  ihe  foiniation  of  roads,  and  in  the  im- 
provcmcnl  i  1  i.arbora  and  rivers:  in  the  eonstruction  of  fortifications;  in 
the  fabrication  of  much  of  the  malirlci  lequired  for  the  public  defence; 
and  in  the  preservation,  distribution,  and  accountability  of  the  whole  j 
and  in  other  miscellaneous  duties  not  admitting  of  dassification. 

These  diversified  fulictions  embrace  very  heavy  expenditures  of  publie 
money,  and  require  fidelity,  science,  and  business  habits  in  their  execu- 
tion ;  and  a  system  which  shall  secure  these  qualifications  is  demanded 
by  the  public  interest.  That  this  object  has  bieen,  in  a  great  measure, 
obtained  by  the  Military  Academy,  is  shown  by  the  state  of  the  service, 
end  by  the  prompt  accour^iahiliiy  whieh  his  generally  followed  the  ne* 
eessaty  advances.  Like  all  other  political  systems,  the  present  mode  of 
military  education,  no  doubt,  has  •'♦s  imperfections,  both  of  principle  and 
practice  ;  but  I  trust  tiiesr'  r  m  be  improved  by  ri^id  inspections,  and  by 
legislative  scrutiny,  without  destroyin!!;  the  institution  itself. 

Occurrcnres,  to  whieh  we  as  well  as  all  other  nations  are  iialde,  both 
in  our  internal  and  external  relations,  point  to  the  necessity  of  an  elfi- 
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ol  lia.  .^jec^  to. bring  it  to.y0ur^•tl^on.  TV4iM.press  4oM«tie  vio-

weailiaations.  That  just  mediniu  which  avoids  an  in:idequnto  prc])aration 
on  one  hand,  and  the  dan^or  imd  expense  of  a  Uvpi  torco  on  tlie  other, 
is  what  our  constituents  iiave  a  ri-lit  to  cx})cct  from  their  (ioyernment. 
This  object  can  ho  attained  oidv  hv  the  maintenance  ol  a  flmall  mihtftrf 
(orcv  and  by  such  an  or- mizfUion  of  the  physical  Mrengtb  of  the  COIrtitiy 
■^^  may  brine;  this  power  into  o])pi  ation  whenever  its  servic€8-are  required. 
'\  i  l  i^sificaiion  of  ih<'  populuiion  offers  the  most  obvious  means efef* 
lectin-  this  oriianization.    Such  a  division  may  be  made  as  will  be  jnst 
to  aliri)v  transu  rrinji  cacli,  at  a  proper  period  of  life,  from  one  class  to 
another  •  and  by  calling  first  for  the  services  of  th.t  (  Ins.  whether  for 
instiniction  or  AcUon,  which,  from  age,  is  quaUaed  for  the  onty  and  may 
be  called- to  perform  it  with  least  injury  to  themHoU  es,  or  to  the  public. 
Should  the  danger  ever  beCon;e  so  imminent  as  io  loquire  i-.dditional 
force  the  ether  chi^^sos  in  succession  would  be  re:uly  lor  the  <'alL  And 
if,  in  addition  to  this  oru.uiiz.tion,  vohintnry  associations  wcro  cncou- 
raae'd,-aild  inducements  held  out  for  their  formation,  our  mditia  would  be 
in^'a  State  of  clhcient  sorvi«-e.   Now,  whon  we  are  at  peace,  is  the  proper 
time  to  dicest  and  establish  a  pTacti^  ablo  system.  The  object  it^  certainly 
wortbthe  expernncut,  and  worth  the  expense.   No  (me  appreeiatmp;  the 
hie-^sin-s  of  a  reiuihlii-  .u  (^ovL-rniuoiit  can  c)l>ject  to  hissliare  oi  the  bur; 
den  wlfich  such  a  plan  i.uiv  impose.    Indeed,  a  morlciatc  portion  of  the 
nntional  funds  could  ^caicelv  be  better  applied  than  in  carrying  into 
elVcct  and  continuin-  sucli  an  arran-on.ent,  and  in  giving  the  necessaiy 
(.UMucntarv  instructioi^..  We  are  happily  at  peace  with  all  the  world.  A 
-uu  ere  desire  to  continue  sc),and  afixed  determination  to  give  no  just  cause 
of  olVence  to  other  nations,  furnish,  unfortunately,  no  cert        ounds  of 
expcatation  that  this  relation  will  be  uninterrupted.  With  tnis  determin- 
ation to  nre  ino  offence  is  associated  a  resolutio  n,  c    alk  Of  ( ided 
tamely  tasdbBMito  none.    The  armor  and  the  altitude  <>i  <le(ence  clToi  d 
the  best  security  against  those  coUisions  v.  hi(  h  th    ; m  iiion,o,  interest, 
or.some  other.passion  of.nations  not  more  justih,Vid<>,  is  liaitle  to  prodm-e. 
In  many  countries  it  is  considered  unsafe  to  put  :.mi^s  into  the  h  Audsot 

the  people,  and  to  .instruct  them  in  (lie  clem. uis  ot  mditary  knowled-e. 
That  fear  ean  have  no  place  heie,  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  people 
are  the  soverei2;n  power.  Our  ( iovei ii:uent  was  mstUiited,  and  is  sup- 
ported, by  the  i)Mlot-box,  not  by  the  nuiskct.  AVhatever  du.n^es  await 
it  ».till  creator  cbaimr^s  must  be  m;ulr-  in  our  social  institutions,  helorc  oi^ir 
political  system  c.ui  yield  to  pln-ical  force.  In  oveiy  aspect,  therefore, 
in  which  i  can  view\ho  subject,  1  am  impressed  with  the  importance  of 

a  prompt  and  ^aicient  or{;anization  of  the  militia. 

The  plan  ui  removing  the  aboriginal  pecple  who  yet  remain  withm 

th^M^i^  portions  of  the  Unfted  States  to  the  country  west  of  th^ 
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Missisiiippi  river  apftmdies  its  confiummaiioD.  U  wai  •d^ted  tbe  > 
most  mature  eoosideration  of  the  condition  of  this  rice,  and  ought  (a  be- 
persisted  in  till  die  object  is  accomplished,  and  prosecuted  with  as  much 
vigor  as  a  just  regard  to  their  circttmatanoea  wilipermit,and  aslaat  aa  their 
consent  can  be  obtained*  AU  preceding  ezperimeota  Awr  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Indians  have  failed.  It  seetns  now  to  be  an  eatabtifhed  £mI 
that  they  cannot  live  in  contact  with  a  civilized  communitj  etud  prosper* 

Ages  of  fruitless  endeavors  have,  atl<Bng(h,  brought  ua  to  a  knowledge 
of  this  principle  of  iotercommunicotion  with  tliem.  The  past  we  cannot 
recal,  but  the  future  we  can  provide  for.  Independently  of  the  treaty 
stipulations  into  which  we  hare  entered  with  the  various  tribes,  in-  the 
usufructuary  rights  they  have  ceded  to  us,  no  one  can  doubt  the  moral' 
duty  <>!  the  t  rnnient  of  the  United  Suteia  to  protect,  and,  if  poiii^ible^ 
to  presei  veun  i  poi  |jeluate  the  scattered  remnants  of  this  race,  which  are 
left  withiti  our  borders,  in  the  dibcharfxt*  of  this  duty,  an  extensive  re- 
gion in  the  West  has  been  assie;ned  h  i  ihy^'ii  pcimaneul  residence.  It 
hab  been  divided  into  dihlricts,  and  aliuUcd  among  them.  Many  have  al- 
ready removed,  and  others  are  preparing  to  go;  and,  with  the  exception 
of  two  small  bands,  living  in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  not  exceeding  fifteen 
hundred  persons,  and  of  the  Cherokees,  all  the  tribes  on  the  east,  aide  of 
the  Mississippi,  and  extending  from  Lake  Michigan  to  Florida,  have  en- 
tered into  engagements  which  will  lead  to  their  transplantation. 

The  plan  for  their  removal  and  re-establishment  is  founded  upon  the 
knowledge  we  have  gained  of  th(;ii  character  and  habits,  and  has  been 
dictated  by  a  spirit  of  enbuged  liberality.  A  territory  exceeding  in  ex- 
tent that  relinquished  has  been  granted  to  each  tribe.  Of  its  climate, 
fertility  and  capacity  to  support  an  Indian  population,  the  representations 
ai'e  highly  f-»vor;if)b.'.  To  tliesc  districts  the  Indians  are  removed  at  the 
expense  ol  tlie  Lniled  States;  and,  with  certain  supplies  of  clothing^ 
arms,  ainmunitiv)ii,  and  other  indispensable  articles,  they  are  also  furnish- 
ed gratuitously  w  ith  provisions  for  the  period  of  a  year  after  their  arrival 
at  their  new  iiomes.  In  that  time,  from  the  nature  of  the  euunirv,  and 
of  the  products  raised  by  them,  they  can  subsist  themselves  by  aL':ricultu- 
railabor,  if  tiiey  choose  to  resort  to  lliut  mode  of  life;  if  (hev  do  iiut,  they 
are  upon  the  skirts  of  the  great  prairies,  where  countless  herds  of  buffalo 
xoam,  and  a  ^ort  time  suffices  to  adapt  their  own  habits  to  the  changes 
which  a  change  of  the  animals  destined  ibr  their  food  may  require.  Am- 
ple arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  support  of  schools ;  in  aoaae 
instances,  council-houses  and  churches  are  to  be  erected,  dwellings  eon* 
fltructed  for  the  chiefs,  and  mills  for  common  use.  Funds  have  been  set 
«part  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor ;  the  most  necessary  mechanical 
arts  have  been  introduced,  and  blacksmiths,  gunsmiths,  wheelwright8y 
millwrights,  &c.  are  supported  among  them,  bteel  and  iron,  and  some- 
times salt,  are  purchased  for  them ;  and  ploughs  and  other  farming  uten- 
sils, domestic  animals,  looms,  spinning  wheels,  cards,  kc,  are  presented 
to  them.  And  besides  these  beneficial  arrangements,  annuities  are,  in 
all  cases,  paid,  amountinc;,  in  some  instances,  to  more  than  thirty  dollars 
for  each  individual  of  the  tril)e,  and  in  ail  cases  sufficiently  great,  if  just- 
ly divided  and  prudently  txpf  luled,  to  enable  iheni,  in  addition  to  their 
own  exertions,  to  live  comforlably.  And,  as  a  stimulw-^  lor  exertion,  it  is 
HOW  provided  by  law  that,  "iu  ail  cobes  of  the  appoiiUmeni  of  intCJpret-* 
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ers,  or  otber  persons  eraplo}  ed  for  the  benefit  ciif  the  Indians,  a  prefer- 
ence shall  be  given  to  persons  of  Indian  descent,  if  such  can  be  found  wha 
are  properly  qualified  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties.''  •  -  ^ 
Soeh  are  the  imngementt  for  the  physical  comfort  and  for  the  moru 
improTement  of  the  Indians.  The  necessary  measures  for  theur  political 
adrancement,  and  for  their  separation  from  our  citizens,  have  not  been 
negieotod.  The  pledge  of  the  United  States  has  been  given  by  Congress, 
that  the  country  destined  for  the  residence  of  this  people,  shall  befor- 
ever  secured  and  guarantied  to  them."  A  country ,  west  of  Missouri  and 
AriiansQS)  has  been  assigned  to  them,  into  which  the  white  settlements 
are  not  to  be  pushed.  No  political  communities  can  be  formed  in  that 
extensive  region,  except  those  which  are  established  by  the  Indians 
themselves,  or  by  the  United  States  for  them,  and  ^^  ith  their  concur- 
rence. A  barrier  has  thus  been  raised,  for  their  protection  against  the 
encroat'biiient  of  t»ur  citizens,  and  murding  the  Indians,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, from  tliosc  ev  ils  which  have  brouii;ht  them  to  their  present  condition. 
Suiuiiiary  aiithoiiiy  has  been  given,  by  law,  to  destroy  all  ardent  spirits 
found  in  their  country,  without  waiting  the  doubtful  result  and  slow  pro- 
cess of  a  legal  seizure.  1  consider  the  absolute  and  unconditional  inter- 
diction of  this,  article  amoqg  these  people  as  the  first  and  great  step  in 
their  melioration.  Half*way  measures  wfll  answer  no  purpose.  These 
eannot  successfully  contend  against  the  cupidity  of  the  seller,  and  the 
overpowering  appetite  of  the  buyer.  And  the  destructive  effects  of  the 
traffic  are  marked  in  every  page  of  the  history  of  our  Indian  inter- 
course. 

Some  general  legislation  seems  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  the  re- 
lations uliich  will  exist  in  this  new  state  of  things  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  p(  ople  of  the  United  States  and  these  transplanted  Indian 
tribes ;  and  for  the  establishment  among  the  latter,  and  with  their  own 
consent,  of  some  piinciples  of  intercommunication,  which  their  juxtapo- 
sition will  call  for,  that  mora!  may  be  sui)S{ituted  for  jjhysical  force,  the 
authority  of  a  few  and  sirii}>le  laws  for  the  tomahawk,  and  that  an  end 
jnay  [»e  put  to  those  bloody  wars  whose  prosecution  seems  to  have  made 
part  of  their  serial  system. 

After  the  luiiLer  details  of  this  arrangement  are  completed,  with  a  very 
general  supervi:jiuu  over  them,  they  ouiiht  to  be  left  to  the  progress  of 
events.  These,  1  indulge  the  hope,  w  ill  secure  their  prosperity  and  im- 
provement, and  a  large  portion  of  the  moral  debt  we  owe  them  will  theiir 
oe  paid. 

The  report  irom  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  showing  the  condition  of  • 
that  branch  of  the  public  service,  is  recomniended  to  your  special  atten- 
tion. It  appears  from  it  that  our  naval  force  at  present  in  commission, 
with  all  the  activity  which  can  be  given  to  it,  is  inadequate  to  the  protec* 
tion  of  our  rapidly  increasing  commerce.  1  his  consideration,  and  the 
more  general  one  which  regards  this  arm  of  the  national  defence  as  our 
best  security  against  foreign  aggressions,  strongly  urge  the  continuance 
of  the  measures  which  promote  its  erradual  enlargement,  and  a  speedy 
increase  of  the  force  which  has  been  heretofore  employed  abroad  and  at 
home.  You  will  perceive,  from  the  estimates  which  appear  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  that  the  (  xpt  ii'litures  necessary  to 
this  increase  of  its  force,  though  of  considerable  amount,  are  small  com- 
pared with  the  benefits  which  they  will  secure  to  the  country,  ^  yui^ed  by  Google 
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As  a  neMii  ^  flt0|»gtfietiing  tbis  oidMHil  1  «lio  retonitad  l» 
jour  .pwtJciilflr  atlentioii  the  praprietj  tke  tiigj^cstioii  ivhtth  alteMM 
the  consideration  of  Congreas  at  its  ImI  saflion,  respeettng  tke  ealiil«' 
ment  of  boys  at  a  auiUMe  age  in  die  atmac.  1a  this  Banner  a  miEtcry 
of  ddlful  and  able«lMidied  seamen  ean  be  eatabUahed,  wJueb  will  iH 
the  greatest  importance.  Next  to  t)^e  oapaeitj  to  put  afloat  and  arm  th« 
requisite  number  of  shipS)  is  the  possasBion  of  the  means  to  roan  theaa 
efficieatiy ;  and  nothing  seema  better  calculated  to  aid  this  object  than 
the  measure  proposed.  As  an  auxiliary  to  the  advantages  derived  from 
our  extensive  coniniereial  marine,  it  would  furnish  us  witli  a  resource 
ample  enough  lor  all  the  exiii;eoeies  which  can  hr  nnticipatcd.  Consid- 
ering the  state  of  our  resources,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  whatever  pro- 
vision the  liberality  and  wisdom  of  Congress  may  now  adopt,  with  a  view- 
to  the  perfect  or^ijaiu/anon  of  this  branch  of  our  service,  will  meet  the 
approlKiliuii  uf  all  clat»ses  ol  our  citizens. 

By  the  report  of  the  Postmaster  General,  it  aj)pears  that  the  revenue 
of  the  Department,  during  the  year  ending  on  the  oOth  daj- of  June  last, 
exceeded  its  accruing  responsibilities  $236,206 ;  and  that  the  surplus  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  is  estimated  at  $476,2^7.  It  further  appears  tlMt 
the  debt  of  the  Department,  on  the  1st  day  of 'July  last,  including  the 
amount  due  to  contractors  for  the  quarter  tfaon  *just  expired/was  about 
$1,064,381,  exceeding  the  ayailable  means  about  $SS,700 ;  and  that,  oa 
the  Ist  instant,  about  $597,077  of  this  debt  had  been  paid— $409,991  out 
of  postages  accruing  before  July,  and  $187,086  out  of  postages  accruing 
since,  in  these  payments  are  included  $67,000  of  the  old  debt  due  to 
banks.  After  making  these  payments,  the  Departnieat  had  <^73,000  in 
bank  on  the  1st  instant.  The  pleasing;  assurance  is  given  that  the  De- 
partment is  entirely  free  from  emharrnssment,  and  that,  by  collection  of 
outstanding  balances,  and  nsioL;  the  current  surplus,  the  mn  iioint^  poi  lion 
ol  the  bank  debt,  and  nio^t  of  the  other  cb  '»t,  will  proljably  !)e  paid  in 
April  next,  leaviu!:;  llieroaltcr  a  henry  amount  to  be  a[»j>lied  in  extend- 
in*;  the  maii  farilitii's  of  the  country.  Resjervinj;  a  considerabb'  sum  for 
the  inipiovtiiii  lit  of  existinir  nutil  routes,  it  is  stated  that  the  I  ).'})artincnt 
will  he  able  to  sublain  uiiii  perfect  convenience  nn  annual  charge  ol 
^300,000  for  the  support  of  new  routes,  to  comiiionce  as  soon  as  they 
fan  bie  established  and  put  in  operation. 

The  measures  adopted  by  the  Postmaster  General  to  bring  the  meana 
of  the  Department  into  action,  and  to  eff^et  a  apeody  extinguishment  of 
its  debt,  as  well  as  to  produce  an  efficient  administration  of  its  affairs,  will 
be  found  detailed  at  length  in  his  able  and  luminous  report.  Aided  by 
a  reorganization  on  the  principles  suggested,  and  such  salutary  proviatoas 
in  the  laws  regulating  its  administrative  duties  as  the  wisdom  of  Congress 
may  devise  or  approve^  that  important  Department  will  soon  attain  ade« 
gree  of  usefulness  proportioned  to  the  increase  of  our  population  and  ite 
extension  of  our  settlements. 

Particular  attention  is  solicited  to  that  ])ortion  of  the  report  of  the  Post- 
master General  which  relates  to  the  cai  riaice  of  thr  niniis  of  the  rniied 
States  upon  railroads  constructed  by  piivate  corporations  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  several  States.  The  reliance  which  the  (General  Ciovern- 
mt  nt  can  place  on  those  roads  as  a  means  of  carry  iiii>;  on  its  operations, 
and  the  pi  incipies  on  which  the  use  ol  them  is  to  be  obtained,  caimot 
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too  soon  be  rnnt[(jo]Y  (1  and  settled.  Already  does  the  spirit  of  monopoly 
begin  to  exhibit  its  natural  propensities  in  attem})ts  to  exact  from  the 
public,  for  sen'ices  which  it  supposes  cannot  be  obtairii  d  on  other  tei'mSy 
the  most  extr  a\ aidant  compensation.  If  these  claims  be  persisted  in,  the 
question  ma)  arise  whether  a  combination  of  citizens,  acting  under  char- 
ten  of  ineorporation  from  the  States,  can,  by  a  direct  refusal  or  the  de- 
itiand  of  an  exorbitant  pHe^,  exeiode  the  Uoited  States  A-om  the  ufie 
of  the  established  ehannels  of  communieation  between  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  eoaotry ;  and  whether  the  United  States  cannot,  without 
transcending  dieir  eonstitutional  powers,  deenre  to  the  Post  Office  De« 
partment  the  use  of'tbose  ronds,  by  an  act  of  Congress  which  shall  pro- 
vide within  itself  some  etputablo  mode  of  adjtisting  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation, 'fo  >ob\iate,  if  possible,  the  necessity  of  considering  this 
question,  it  is  suggested  whether  it  be  not  expedient  to  fix,  by  law,  the 
amounts  which  snail  be  offered  to  railroad  companies  for  the  convcvnnce 
of  the  mails,  graduated  areoidir.g  to  their  average  weight,  to  ho  a.^cer- 
tained  and  declared  by  the  Posiiaa'«ter  General.  l,t  is  probable  that  a 
liberal  prnpo^rtion  of  that  sort  would  be  accepted.  ' 

In  conn '\i  )n  with  these  provisions  in  l  elation  to  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment, i  iuii««talso  invite  your  attention  to  the  painful  excitement  pro- 
duced in  the  South,  by  attempts  to  circulate  through  the  mails  inflam- 
matory appeals,  addressed  to  the  passions  of  the  slaves,  in  prints,  and  in 
various' sorts  of  publications,  calculated  to  stimulate  them  to  insurrection^ 
«nd  to  produce  all  the  horrors  of  a  serviie  war. 

There  is,  doubtless,  no  respectable  portion  of  onr  countrymen  who  eaii 
be  so  for  misled  as  to  feel  any  other  sentiment  than  that  of  indignant  regret 
at  conduct  sodestrootive  of  the  harmony  and  peace  of  the  country,  and  so 
Repugnant  to  the  principles  of  our  national  compact,  and  to  the  dictates  of 
humanity  and  religion.  Our  happinete  and  prosperity  essentially  de- 
pend Upon  peace  within  our  borders;  and  peace  depends  upon  the  main- 
tenance, in  good  faith,  of  those  compromises  of  the  constitution  upon  which  . 
the  Union  is  founded.  It  is  fortunate  for  the  country  that  the  good  sense, 
the  jzenerous  feeling,  nnd  the  deep-rooted  nttachraerit  of  the  people  of 
the  non-slavehohlini:  States  lo  tlie  Union,  and  to  their  I'cllon-citii'ens  of  the 
same  blood  in  the  South,  li  n  e  i^ivcn  so  strong  and  impressive  a  t«>ne  to  the 
sentiments  entcitaiDeci  agaiiisl  the  procee(linu;s  of  tiui  niisguideil  pers(  ns 
who  iiave  engaged  in  these  uncoobtitutiunal  and  wifkcd  atteinpts,  and 
c«*pe('ially  against  the  emi?snries  from  forei^jn  parts  wlio  have  (hired  to 
interfere  in  this  matter,  to  authorize  the  hope  that  those  attempts  will 
no  longer  be  persisted  in.  But  if  these  expressions  of  the  public  will 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  effect  so  desirable  a  result,  not  a  doubt  can  be 
entertained  that  the  non-slaveholding  States,  so  far  from  countenancing 
the  slightest  interference  w*ith  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  South,  will 
be  prompt  to  exercise  their  authority  in  suppressing,  so  far  as  in  them 
lies,  whatever  is  calculated  to  produce  this  evil.  ^ ' 

In  leaving  the  care  of  other  branches  of  this  interesting  subject  to  the 
State  authorities,  to  whom  they  properly  belong,  it  is  nevertheless  prwer 
for  Conc^ress  to  take  such  measures  as  will  prevent  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment, which  was  designed  to  foster  an  amicable  intercourse  and  cor- 
respondence hotwf  rn  all  the  memh'^rs  of  the  corifrdcF'acy,  from  being 
tMod  as  an  instrument  of  an  opposite  character.   The  General  Govern^ 
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ment,  to  which  the  great  trust  is  confided,  of  preserving  inviolate  the  re* 
latiotis  created  among  the  Stales  by  the  conflliliitioSy  it  especially  boniid 
to  avoid  in  its  own  action  any  thing  that  may  distarb  tbem.  I  would, 
therefore,  call  the  special  attentton  of  Congress  to  tfa«  subject,  and  re- 
speetfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  paasing  such  a  law  as  wili  prohibit, 
under  severe  penalties,  the  cireulation  in  the  Southern  States,  through 
the  mail,  of  incendiary  publications,  intended  to  instigate  the  slaves  to 
insurrection. 

1  felt  it  to  be  my  duty,  in  the  first  message  which  I  communicated  to  Con* 
gress,  to  urge  upon  its  attention  the  propriety  of  amending  that  part  of  the 
constitution  which  provides  for  the  election  of  the  President  and  the  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  leading  object  which  1  had  in  view- 
was  tiie  adoption  of  somo  new  provisions  which  would  secure  totiie  peo- 
ple the  perlbrnianre  of  Uii>  hiirli  chii  v,  ^vithout  any  in?<M  inediate  agrcnry. 
In  my-annual  coiniiumications  since,  I  have  enlorced  ilie  same  viows^ 
from  a  sincere  convietion  that  the  best  interests  of  the  country  wouid  i>e 
promoted  by  their  adoption.  If  the  bu!))(H't  w  ere  an  ordinary  one,  I  sliould 
Jiave  regarded  the  failure  of  Congress  to  act  upoii  it  as  an  indication  of 
their  judgment,  that  the  disadvantages  which  belong  to  the  present  sys* 
tern  were  not  so  great  as  those  which  would  result  irom  soy  attainable 
substitute  that  had  been  submitted  to  their  consideration.  Recollecting, 
however,  that  propositions  to  introduce  a  new  feature  in  our  fundamen- 
tal laws  cannot  be  too  patiently  examined,  and  ought  not  to  be  received 
ivith  favor  until  the  great  body  of  the  people  are  thoroughly  impressed 
with  their  necessity  and  value,  as  a  remedy  for  real  evils,  1  feel  that,  in 
renewing  the  recommendation  I  have  heietoforc  made  on  this  subject,  I 
am  not  transcending  the  bounds  of  a  just  deference  to  the  sense  of  Con* 
gress  or  to  the  disposition  of  the  people.  However  much  we  may  differ 
in  the  choice  of  the  measures  which  should  ijnidc  the  administration  of  the 
Government,  there  can  be  but  little  douhi  in  the  minds  oltaosc  who  are  real- 
ly friendly  to  the  republican  features  ot'oiir  system,  that  one  of  its  jnost 
important  securities  consists  in  the  sej);uMtion  ol  the  legislative  and  ex- 
ecutive poweis,  at  the  same  time  that  each  is  held  lesponsible  to  ihe 
great  source  of  authority,  which  is  ackiiow  ledii;ed  to  be  supreme,  iri  the 
will  of  the  people,  constitutionally  expressed.  My  redectiou  and  expe- 
rience satisfy  me  that  the  framers  of  the  constitution,  altliough  they  wore 
anxious  to  mark  this  feature  as  a  settled  and  fixed  principle  in  the  struc- 
ture of  the  Government,  did  not  adopt  all  the  precautions  that  were  ne- 
cessary to  secure  its  practical  observance,  and  that  we  cannot  be  said 
to  have  carried  into  complete  effect  their  intentions  until  the  evils  which 
arise  from  this  organic  defect  are  remedied. 

Considering  the  great  extent  of  our  confederacy,  (he  rapid  increase  of  its 
population,  and  the  diversity  of  their  interests  and  pursuits,  it  cannot  be 
disguised  that  the  contingency  by  which  one  branch  of  the  Legislature  ia 
to  form  itself  into  an  electoral  college  cannot  become  one  of  ordinary  oc- 
currence v/ithout  producing  incalculable  mis-hief.  What  was  intended 
as  the  medicine  ot  the  constitution  in  extreme  cases,  cannot  be  friMjuent- 
ly  u^ed  w  itiiout  changing  its  character,  and  sooner  or  later  pioducuig  in- 
curable disorder. 

Every  election  by  the  House  of  Representativ  es  is  calculated  lo  lessen 
the  iuicc  01  UiuL  security  which  is  derived  from  the  distinct  and  sepaiate 
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character  of  the  legislative  and  executive  functions;,  and  while  it  eX' 
poses  each  to  temptations  adverse  to  their  efficiency  as  organs  of  tlie  con- 
stitution and  laws,  its  tendency  will  be  to  unite  botli  in  resisting  the  will 
of  the  people,  and  thus  give  a  (^'rection  to  the  Government  anti-republi- 
can and  dangerous.  All  history  tells  us  that  a  Iree  people  should  be 
watchful  of  delegated  power,  and  should  never  acquiesce  in  a  practice 
which  will  diminish  their  control  over  it.  This  obligation,  so  universal 
in  its  .'.pplication  to  all  the  principles  of  a  rej)ublic,  is  peculiar]}"  so  in  ours, 
where  llie  iormation  of  j^artics  founded  on  sectional  interests  is  so  much 
fostered  by  the  extent  of  our  ten  iiury.  These  interests,  represented  by- 
candidates  for  the  Presidency,  are  constantly  prone,  in  the  zeal  of 
party  and  selfish  objects,  to  generate  influences  unmindful  of  the  general 
good,  and  forgetfal  of  the  restraints  which  the  great  body  of  the  people 
would  enforce,  if  they  were,  in  no  contingency,  to  lose  the  right  of  ex« 
pressing  dieir  will.  The  experience  of  our  country,  from  (he  formation 
of  the  Goyemment  to  the  present  day,  demonstrates  that  (he  people  can* 
not  too  soon  adopt  some  stronger  safeguard  for  their  right  to  elect  the 
highest  officers  known  to  the  constitutionr,  than  is  contained  in  that  sacred 
instrument  as  it  now  stands. 

It  is  my  duty  to  call  the  particular  attention  of  Congress  to  the  present 
condition  of  the  District  of  CoIuir.]jia.  From  whaf^'ver  cause  the  <];reat 
depression  has  arisen  which  now  exists  in  (he  pecuniary  concerns  oftliis 
District,  it  is  proper  that  its  situation  <^!iould  be  fully  understood,  and  such 
relief  or  remedies  |>rovided  as  are  coiiMstcnt  ^^  ith  the  powers  of  Con- 
gress. I  earnestly  n  cuinniend  the  extension  of  every  political  right  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Disti  ict  wiiicli  their  true  interests  require,  and  which 
does  not  cohliici  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  It  is  believed 
that  the  laws  for  tlic  government  of  the  District  require  rcvisal  and 
amendment,  and  that  much  good  may  be  done  by  modifying  the  penal 
code  so  as  to  give  uniformity  to  its  provisions. 

Your  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  defects  whi.ch  exist  in  the  judicial 
system  of  the  United  States.  As  at  present  organized,  the  States  of  the 
Union  derive  unequal  advantages  from  the  Federal  Judiciary,  which  have 
been  so  often  pointed  out  that  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  present  Congress  will  extend  to  all  the  States  that 
equality  in  respect  to  the  benefits  of  the  laws  of  the  Union  which  can 
only  be  secured  by  the  uniformity  and  efficiency  of  the  judicial  system* 

With  these  observations  on  the  topics  of  general  interest  which  are 
deemed  worthy  of  your  considr ralioii,  I  leave  them  to  your  care,  trust- 
ing that  the  leirislative  measures  they  call  for  will  be  met  as  the  wants 
and  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  country  demand.

Pahis,  April  1835. 

PI b  Excellency  the  Dqc  de  Bjiogue, 

MimsUfy  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs : 

Sir  :  xVbout  to  return  to  my  own  country,  I  am  mnvillin<;  to  leave  this 
withotjt  adding;  one  more  ellbrt  to  thn  many  i  have  heretofore  made  to 
restore  to  both  (hat  mutual  tiood  nnd(!rstiindini^  which  their  best  interests 
require,  and  whieh  probable  events  may  interrupt,  aud  perhaps  perma- 
nently destroy. 

From  the  oorredpondence  and  acts  of  his  Majesty's  Govemmeot  since 
tbe  message  ot  the  President  of  the  United  States  wss  known  at  Paris^lt 
is  evident  that  an  idea  is  entertsined  of  making  the  fulfilment  of  tlie  treatj 
of  1831  dependent  on  explanations  to  be  ^iven  of  the  terms  used  in  the  « 
message,  and  withholding  payment  of  an  acknowledged  debt  nntil  satis- 
faction he  j^iven  for  a  supposed  indecorum  in  demanding  it.  The  bare 
possibility  iliat  this  opinion  might  be  entertained  and  acted  npon  by  his 
Majesty  \i  Government,  renders  it  incumbent  on  me,  to  state  explicitly 
what  1  understand  to  be  the  sentiments  of  rainp  on  this  subject. 

Frro!ienus  impressions,  nrisin?i  from  the  want  of  a  proper  attention  to 
th''  sii  i]i  turt^  of  our  Go\  t  i  iiiueiit,  to  the  duties  of  its  C}!{ef  Magistrate, 
to  the  principles  it  has  adopted,  and  its  strict  adherence  to  them  in  similar 
cases,  raiffht  raise  expectations  which  could  never  he  realized,  and  lead 
to  measures  desti  nciive  of  all  hanuony  between  the  parties.  This  com- 
munication is  made  in  full  confidence  that  it  is  the  wi^h  of  his  Majesty's 
Government,  as»  it  iiiusl  sincerely  is  that  of  the  i^resident,  to  avoid  all 
measures  of  that  description  ;  and  it  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  it  will  be  re- 
ceived in  the  spirit     which  it  is  dictated — that  of  eoncUiation  and  peace. 

The  form  oi  onr  GoTernment,  and  the  fnnctions  of  die  President  as  a 
component  part  of  it^  have,  in  tiieir  relation  to  this  subject,  been  suffi- 
ciently explained  in  my  previous  correspondence,  especially  in  my  letter 
to  the  Comte  de  Rigny,  of  the  S9th  of  January  last.  I  have,  therelbre, 
little  to  add  to  that  part  of  my  representation,  which  is  drawn  from  the 
form  of  our  €}ovemnient,and  the  duties  of  the  President  in  administering

it.  If  these  t  i  e  ivAly  uiiucistood,  iha  principies.of  action  derived  from 
them  cannot  Uq  mistaken. 

The  President,  as  the  chief  executive  power,  must  have  a  free  and 
entirely'  tmlettered  communication  with  the  co-ordinate  powers  of  Go- 
venuo^t.  As  the  organ  of  intercourse' whh' other  nations,  he  is  the 
only'  source  from  which  a  knowledge  of  our  relations  with  them  can  be 
conveyed  to  the  legislative  branches.  It  results  from  this,  that  the  ut* 
most  freedom  frohi  all  restraint  in  the  details  into  which  he  is  oUiged  to 
enter,  of  international  concerns,  and  of  the  measures  in  relation  to  them, 
,  is  essential  to  the  proper  performance  of  this  important  part  of  his  func- 
tions. He  must  exereise  them  without  having  continually  before  him 
the  fear  of  offending  the  susceptibility  of  the  Powers  whose  conduct  he 
is  obliged  to  notice.  In  the  pcrfornjance  (A'  this  duty,  he  is  subject  to 
public  opinion  und  his  own  sense  of  propriety  for  an  inriisercct,  to  his 
constituents  for  a  dangerous,  and  to  liis  cunsiitutioual  judges  (or  ar? 
gul  exercise  of  the  power;  but  to  no  other  cenbur^,  foreign  or  'i(Mnebac. 
Were  any  foreign  Powei;s  perinittt  d  to  scan  the  communication:?  of  the 
Executive,  their  complaints,  whether  re; J  or  affected,  would  involve 
the  country  in  continual  controversies;  lor,  the  right  being  acknow- 
ledged, it  would  be  a  duty  to  exercise  it  by  demanding  a  disavowal  of 
every  phrase  they  might  deem  offensive,  and  an  explanation  of  every 
word  to  which  An  improper  interpretation  ^Id  be  given.  Th*  prin* 
ciple,  therefore,  has  been  adopted,  that  no  foreign  Power  has  a  right  to 
ask  for  explanations  of  anj.  thing  that  the  President,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  functions,  thinks  proper  to  communicate  to  Congress,  or  of  any  course 
he  may  advise  them  to  pursue.  This  rule  is  not  applicable  to  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  alone ;  but,  in  common  with  it,  to  all  those 
in  which  the  constitutional  powers  are  distributed  into  different  branches. 
No  such  nation,  desirous  of  avoiding  foreign  influence  or  foreign  inter- 
ference in  its  ronnoiis- — no  such  nation,  possessing  a  due  sense  of  its  dig- 
nity and  indepeniir  iH  (  ,  can  long  submit  to  the  consequences  of  this  in- 
terference. When  the  sp  are  felt,  as  t!iey  soon  will  be,  all  must  unite  in 
rcin  liing  it,  and  arknowiedge  thar  the  l  iiiLod  States  are  contentling  in  a 
<  ause  common  to  them  all,  and  more  important  to  the  liberal  (fovern- 
ments  of  Europe  thr.n  even  to  themselves  ;  lor  it  is  too  obvious  to  escape 
the  slightest  attention,  that  the  uionarchies  of  Europe  by  whic  li  tliey  are 
surrounded  will  have  aU  the  advantage  of  this  supervision  of  the  domes- 
tic councils  of  their  neighbon,  wilhoat  being  subject  to  it  themselves, 
it  is  true  that,  in  the  representative  Qovernments  of  Europe,  executive 
Gommunlcatioiia  to  legislative  bodies  have  not  the  extension  that  is  given 
to  them  in  the  United  States,  and  thai  they  are  therefore  less  liable  to 
attack  on  that  qiuarter.  But  they  must  not  imagine  themselves  fafo«  In 
the  opening  address,  guarded  as  it  commonly  is,  ever}'  proposition  made 
by  the  Ministry,  every  resolution  of  either  Chamber,  will  offer  occasions 
for  the  jealous  interference  of  national  punctilio ;  for  ail  occupy  the  same 
grounds.  No  intercommunication  of  the  different  branches  tMf  Govern* 
ment  will  be  safe,  and  even  the  courts  of  justice  will  afford  no  sanctuary 
for  freedom  of  decision  and  of  debate  ;  and  the  susceptibility  of  foreign 
,  Powers  mnst  h(;  eori^^ulted  in  ail  the  departments  of  Government.  Occa- 
sions lur  intervention  in  the  affairs  of  other  countries  are  but  too  numer- 
ous at  present,  without  opening  another  door  to  encroachments ;  and  it 
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is  no  answer  to  the  argument  to  say  that  no  coiapUunts  will  be  made  but 
lor  reasonable  cause;  and  that,  ol"  this  the  nation  complained  ol  being 
the  jndjoje,  no  evil  ran  ensue.  But  this  ari^umerit  concedes  the  ri^ht  of 
exaiiiining  the  couiiiuiiiicationij  in  question,  wliica  is  denied.  Allow  it, 
aJid  you  will  have  frivolous  as  well  as  giaye  complaints  to  answ  er,  and 
fDOfll  not  only  he^  t]ic  wounds  of  a  just  national  pride,  but  apoly  a  rem- 
e4y  to  those  of  a  morbid  ausceptibility.  To  abow  that  mj  rear  of  the 
progressife.  nature  of  these  encroi|cbments  is  not  imaginary,  I  pray  leave 
to  eall  your  exeellency's  attention  to  the  enelosed  report  from  the  Seere- 
taiy  of  State  to  the  President.  It  is  offered  for  iUi^stration^  nojt  for  cejn- 
plaint.  I  am  instructed  to  make  none.  Because  the  Government  of 
France  has  taken  exceptions  to  the 'President's  opening  messagCi  the 
dbarge  d'affaires  of  France  thinks  it  bis  duty  to  protest  against  a  special 
communication,  and  to  point  out  ihe  particular  passages  in  a  correspond- 
ence  of  an  American  minister  >vith  his  ov,  n  Government,  to  the  publi- 
cation of  which  i)c  objects.  If  ti»e  piinciple  1  contest  is  just,  the  charge 
d'affaires  is  ri^hi  ;  he  has  done  his  duty  as  a  vi«rilant  supervisor  of  the 
President's  correspondence.  If  the  principle  is  admitted,  every  diplo- 
matic agent  at  Washington  will  do  the  same  ;  and  we  shall  have  twenty 
censors  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Government  and  of  the  public 
press.  If  the  principle  is  correct,  every  communication  which  the  Pres- 
ident ix^ikes  in  relation  tp  our  foreign  affairs,  either  to  the  Coiigre:^^  or 
to  the  public;,  ought,  in  prudence,  U>  Jbe  previously  submitted  to  these 
ministeis,  in  drder  to  avoid  disputes  and  troublosome  and  humiliating 
explanations. ,  If  the  principle  be  submitted  .to,  neither  dignity  nor 
independence  is  left  to  the  nation.  To  submit  even  to  a  discreet  exer- 
cise of  such  a  privilege  would  be  trouhkteome  and  degrading,^ and  the 
inevitable  abuse  of  it  could  nqt  be  borne.  It  must,  therefore,  be  resist- 
ed at  the  threshold,  and  its  entrance  forbidden  into  the  sanctuary  of  do- 
mestiG  consultations.  But,  whatever  may  be  the  principles  of  other 
Governments,  those  of  the  United  States  are  fixed;  the  right  will  never 
be  acknowledged,  and  any  attempt  to  enforce  it  wiil  be  repelled  by  the 
undivided  energy  of  the  nation. 

I  pray  your  excel h;ncy  to  o!)serve  that  my  argument  does  not  deny  a 
right  to  all  forei-i^n  l^^\vers  of  taking  proper  exceptions  to  the  govern- 
mental acts  and  language  of  another.  It  is  to  their  interference  in  its 
consultations,  in  its  piooecdings,  wiuie  yet  in  an  inchoate  state,  that  we 
object.  Should  the  President  do  an  otEicial  executive  act  affecting  a 
foreign  Power,  or  use  exceptionable  language  in  addressing  it  liirou^^h 
his  minister,  or  through  theirs ;  should  a  law  be  passed  ii^urious  to  tiie 
dignity  of  another  nation— in  all  these  and  other  snniiar  eases,  a  demand 
for  explanation  would  be  respectfully  received,  and  aapwiared  In  the 
manner  that  justice  and  a  regurd  to  the  dignity  of  the  compialnu^  nation 
would  require. 

After  stating  these  principles,  let  me  add  that  they  have  not  onlv  been 
theoretically  adopted,  but  that  they  have  been  pr^ctieally  asserted.  On 
two  former  occasions  exceptions  of  the  same  nature  were  taken  to  the 
President's  message  by  the  Government  of  France,  and  in  neither  did 
they  produce  any  other  explanation  than  that  derived  from  the  nature  of 
our  Government ;  and  this  seems,  on  those  occasions,  to  have  been 
deemed  sufficient}  for,  in  both  cases,  the  objections  were  virtually aben- 
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doned  :  one  wiieii  Messrs.  Marshall,  Gerry,  and  Pinckney  wore  refuswJ 
to  be  received  ;  and  again  in  the  ne^otirttion  between  Prince  Poliiinac 
and  Mr.  Hives.  In  the  lormer  case,  ai  houL'h  the  niessrtaje  of  the  l*resi- 
dentwas  ailei^ed  as  the  cause  of  the  refusal  to  receive  thu  ministers,  yet, 
without  any  such  explanation,  their  successors  were  honorably  aecredit«l. 
Ill  the  latter  ease,  the  allusion  in  the  message  to  an  apprehended  eollision 
was  excepted  to,  but  the  reference  made  bj  Mr.  Rives  to  the  constita- 
tional  duties  of  the  President  iieemH  to  have  removed  the  objection. 

Having  demonstrated  that  the  United  States  cannot,  in  any  ease,  per- 
mit their  Chief^fagistrate  to  be  questioned  hj  any  foreign  Government 
ill  relation  to  his  communications  with  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  his 
own,  it  is  scarcelynecessar^  to  consider  the  case  of  such  an  explanation 
being  required  as  the  condition  on  which  the  fulfilment  of  a  treaty  or  any 
pecuniar)'  ndvant;\sc  was  to  depend.  The  terms  of  such  a  proposition 
need  only  ho  stated  to  show  that  it  would  be  not  only  inadmissible,  but 
rejecti^l  as  offensive  to  the  nation  to  which  it  riiii;bt  he  addresjsed.  In 

•this  case,  it  would  be  unnecessary,  as  well  as  inarlniissiblc.  France  has 
already  roccivcd,  by  the  voluntary  art  of  the  President,  ^^very  explana- 
tion the  nicest  sense  of  national  honor  could  desire.  'I'hin  winch  could  not 
have  been  uiven  to  a  demand,  that  whic!i  can  never  be  given  on  the 
condition  now  under  discussion,  a  fortuii  itc  succession  of  cirounistances, 
as  I  shall  proceed  to  show,  has  brought  about.  Earnestly  desirous  of 
restoring  tne  good  understanding  between  the*  two  nations,  as  soon  as  a 
dissatisfaction  with  the  President's  message  was  shown,  i  suppressed 

■eVery  fseiing  which  the  mode  of  expressing  that  dissatlsfiiCtion  was  cal- 
culated to  produce ;  and,  without  waiting  for  instructions,  I  hastened,  on 
my  own  responsibility,  to  make  a  communication  to  your  predecessor  in 
office  on  the  subject.  In  this,  under  the  reserve  that  the  President  could 
not  be  called  on  for  an  explanation,  I  did,  in  fact,  give  one  that  i  thought 
Would  have  removed  all  injurious  impressions. 

This  is  the  first  of  the  fortunate  circumstances  to  which  I  have  allud- 
ed ;  fortunate  in  !^eing  made  before  any  demand  implyins:  a  riirht  to 
require  it;  fortunntc!  in  its  coutiinintj,  without  any  knowledge  of  the  pre- 
cise parts  of  the  iiies?age  which  gavo  ntfence,  answers  to  all  fh;it  have 
Mnce  come  to  my  knowledge.  I  can  easily  ronceivo  tbnl  the  ( omnium- 
cation  of  which  1  speak,  made,  as  1  expressly  stated,  without  ^>rf>viou^ 
authority  frotn  my  Government,  might  not  have  had  the  effect  wlitch  its 
matter  was  intended  to  produce  ;  but  it  has  since,  iis  1  have  now  tlie  honor 
to  inform  your  excellency,  received  from  the  President  his  lull  and  uiuju.!!- 
ifted  approbation :  but  it  i^  necessary  to  add  that  this  was  given  before 
he  had  any  intimation  of  an  intention  to  attach  it  as  a  eotidltton  ta  the 
payment  of  the  indemnity  due  by  the  treaty — given-  not  only  when  he 
was  ignorant  of  any  such  intent,  but  when  h^  was  informed*  by  Prance 
that  she  intended  to  execute  the  treaty ;  and  saw,  by  the  law  which  was 
introduced,  that  it  was  not  to  be  fettered  by  any  such  condition.  Thus, 
that  is  already  done  by  a  voluntary  act,  which  could  not  have  been  done 
when  required  as  a  right ;  still  less  when  made  what  wiH  unquestiona- 
bly in  the  United  States,  be  considered  degrading  as  a  condition.  At 
this  time,  sir,  I  would  for  no  consideration  enter  into  the  details  I  then 
did.  If  f  could  now  so  far  forgot  wb  it,  under  present  circunistanre««, 
would  be  due  to  the  dignity  of  my  country,  i  should  be  disavowed,  and 
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deservedly  disavowed  by  the  President.  It  is  liappy,  therefore,  I  re- 
peat, that  the  good  feeling  of  my  country  was  evinced  in  the^ manner  1 
have  stated,  at  the  only  time  when  it  could  be  done  with  honor;  and 
though  present  circumstances  would  forbid  my  making  the  communica- 
tion 1  then  did,  they  do  not  prcvtdt  my  referring  to  it,  for  tho  purpose 
of  showing  that  it  eontaius,  as  \  have  stated  it  does,  every  thing  that 
ought  to  have  been  satt^fuctory.  Actual  circumstances'  enable  me  to  do 
this  now:  future  events,  which  1  need  not  explain,  may  hereafter  render 
it  improper,  and,  it  may.be,  nui!;atory,  unless  accepted  as  satisfactory  be- 
fore the  oc  (  urrcnre  of  those  ev(  nfs.  i^et  it  l)a  examined  with  lhi3  care 
which  iho  imporianeo  of  giviii*;  it  a  true  constniCLion  re(|i;i[  '\-.  Tlie . 
objectioDb  to  the  mehiiuge,  as  far  1  cau  uuUerMiittd,  fur  ihey  ha,vc  never 
been  spcciiied,  are — 

First,  ihat  it  imf);' ifhi*  >  hxl  i'aidi  oi  \  Vv<  \i:>U\s{y's  uovcriiinent. 

Secondij  ,,  iii..t  it  tt^ataius  a  menace  of  eniui ciiiijj  ihe  pciforiJiaiiee  of 
the  treaty  by  reprisals. 

On  the  first  head,  were  I  no\v  discussing  the  terms  of  the  message  it- 
self, it  would  be  easy  to  show  that  it  contains  no  such  charge.  The  allega* 
tion  that  the  stipulations  of  a  treaty  iiave  not  been  complied  wi^h,  that 
engagements  made  hy  ministers  have  not  been  fulfilled,  vouched  in  re- 
spectful terms,  ean  never  be  deemed  ofiensiveY  even  when  expressly 
directed  to  the  party  whose  infractions  are  complained  of,  and,  conse* 
queiitly,  can  never  give  cause  for  a  demand  of  explanation  ;otherwi8e,.it 
is  evident  that  no  consideration  of  national  injuries  could  ever  take 
place.  The  message,  critically  examined  on  this  point,  contains  nothing 
more  than  such  an  enumeration  of  the  causes  of  coraplaint.  As  to  its 
terms,  the  most  fabtidious  disposition  cannot  fasten  on  one  th;it  could  be 
excepted  to.  The  firbt  refusal  and  subsequent  delay  are  complained  of; 
but  no  unwortfiy  motives  for  either  are  charf^ed  or  insinuated.  On  the 
whole,  if  I  were  (commissioned  to  explain  and  defend  tliis  part  of  the 
message,  I  slmui  1  say,  with  the  conviction  of  truthy  that  it  ■  is  impossible 

uige  a  compUiiu  in  milder  ur  mute  temperate  terms.  But  I  am  not 
so  commissioned.  1  am  endeavoring  to  show,  not  only  that  every  proper 
explanation  is  ^iven  in  my  letter  to  M.  de  Higny,  of  the  29th  of  Janu* 
ary  last,  but  that,  in  express  terms»  it  declares  that  the  sincerity  of  His 
Majesty's  Government,  in  their  desure  to  execute  the  treaty,  was  not 
doubted.  Suffer  me  to  draw  your  excellency's  attention  Co  the  passages 
alluded  to.  In  discussing  the  nature  of  M.  Senirier^s  engagement,  I  say, 
^  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  more  was  required  than  the  expression  of  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  If  is  Mi  jetty's  ministers  to  execute  the  treaty-^ 
detfus  iht  Hncerily  oj  which  toas  never  donbted,  but  which  might  be  ttn- 
avaiUng^  as  its  accompiishmenl  depended  on  the  vote  of  the  ChanUiei  s" 
Again,  in  speakins;  of  the  delay  which  occurred  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, I  say,  "  It  is-  referred  to,  I  presume,  in  order  to  show  that  it  was 
produced  by  a  desire  oji  the  part  of  His  Majesty's  ministers,  the  better 
lo  assure  the  passage  of  the  law.  Of  Uiis,  sir,  I  never  had  a  doubt,  and 
immediately  so  advised  my  Government,  and  informed  it,  as  was  the 
fact,  that  I  perlectly  acquiesced  in  the  delay."  Thus,  it  must  be  evident,  . 
not  ouiv  ili.^l  liu  oiVensive  charge  of  ii^  faith  made  in  the  message,  but 
that,  as  is  exprei>sly  stated  in  the  iirst  extract,  full  justice  was  done  at 
Washington  to  the  intentions  of  the  French  Government.  .While  the 
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delay  is  complained  of  as  a  wrong,  no  improper  motives  are  attributed  to 
the  Governinent  in  causing  it.  A^ain,  sir,  the  whole  tenor  of  thftt  ptrt 
of  mj  letter  vhich  reUtcfs  to  the  mexecution  of  the  promise  mftde  hw 
M.  Serurier,  while  it  asserts  the  construction  pot  upon  it  by  the  Presi* 
dent  to  be  the  true  one,  and  appeals  to  facts  and  circumstances  to  support 
that  construction,  yet  it  avoids  charging  the  French  GoTernment  with  anj 
intentional  violation,  by  attributing  their  delay  to  an  erroneous  cofMtrac* 
tion  only  ;  lor  in  the  letter  (I  again  quote  literally)  1  say,  "  I  have  en- 
tered into  this  detail  with  the  object  of  showing  that  nithougb  the  minis- 
tersof  the  King,  under  the  interpretation  they  soriu  to  have  given  to  M, 
SerurierVs  prt^misc,  mny  have  ('(in^^irlff rd  thejiiiiflvrs  at  liberty  to  defer 
the  prcscnlntioii  ot  the  law  until  the  peiioi!  wiiicii  ihey  thought  would 
best  secure  it.s  success,  yet  the  President,  intei  pi  rtinn:  that  promi-e  dif- 
ferently, feeling  that,  in  consetiuence  el  it,  he  IwiJ  f  'l  borne  t<)  do  what 
might  be  strictly  called  a  duty,  and  se(  ini:  that  iis  }k  rformance  had  not 
taken  place,  could  not  avoid  slating  tin  ulu-le  ca^e,  tiearly  and  distinctly, 
to  Congress."  Thus,  sir,  the  President,  in  si -ting  the  acts  of  which 
he  thought  his  country  had  reason  to  complain,  dees  not  make  a  single 
imputation  of  impro^K^r  motives ;  and,  to  avoid  all  miseonstnictfon,  be 
offers  a  voluhtoiy  declaration  that  none  sueh  were  entertained. 

The  part  of  the  message  which  seems  to  have  caused  the  greatest 
sensation  in  Prance  is  that  in  which,  alter  a  statement  of  the  causes  of 
c6mplaiot,'it  enters  into  a  consideration  of  the  measures  to  obtain  redress, 
which)  in  similar  cases,  are  sanctioned  by  the  laws  of  nations.  The  com- 
plaint seems  to  be,  that,  in  a  discussion  it  was  impossible  to  sToi^,  of  the 
efficacj  And  convenience  of  each,  a  preference  was  given  to  reprisals, 
considered  as  a  remedial,  not  as  a  hostile  measure ;  and  this  has  been 
construed  into  a  inrnaee.  If  any  explanations  were  necessary  on  this 
head,  they  are  given  in  the  message  itself.  It  thoro  expressly  disavow- 
ed, and  the  power  and  hijrh  character  of  France  arcap[X';ded  to,  to  show 
that  it  never  could  be  induced  by  threats  to  do  what  its  sen>(»  of  justice 
denied.  If  the  measure  to  which  I  have  more  than  once  alluded  should 
be  resorted  to,  and  the  huiiuliation  attending  a  compliance  with  it  could 
be  endured  ;  if  it  were  possible,  under  such  circuinstances,  to  give  an  cx- 
planiation,  what  more  could  be  required  than  that  which  is  contained  in 
the  message  itself — that  it  was  not  intended  as  a  menace  ?  If  the  mea- 
sure to  which  i  alluded  should  be  adopted  and  submitted  to,  what  would 
his  I^Iajestjr's  Goyemment  require  ^  The  disavowal  of  anj  intent  to  in- 
fluence tlie  eonneils  of  France  by  threats  ^  Thej  have  it  alreadj.  It 
forms  a  part  of  the  very  instrument  which  caused  the  ofTenee,  and  I  will 
not  do  tiiem  the  injustice  to  think  that  they  could  form  the  offensive  idea 
of  requiring  mote.  The  necessity  of  discossiiig  the  nature  of  the  reme- 
dies for  the  non-execution  of  the  treaty,  the  character  and  spirit  in  which 
it  was  done,  are  explained  in  my  letter  so  often  referred  to,  and  I  pray 
your  excellency  to  consider  the  ronchuh'ng  part  of  it,  beginning  with  the 
quotation  I  have  last  made.  But  il  1  wanted  any  argument  to  show  that 
no  explanation  of  this  part  of  the  message  was  necessary,  or  couhi  be  re- 
quired, I  should  iind  it  in  the  opinion^ — certaiidy  a  just  one — expressed 
by  his  Majesty's  ministers,  that  the  recommendation  of  the  President  not 
liaving  been  adopted  by  the  other  branches  of  the  (Government,  it  was 
not  a  national  act,  and  could  not  be  compiaiucd  ol  as  such.    iSay,  iu  the 
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note  presented  by  M.  Serurier  to  the  Government  at  WasbingtOQ^andthe 
measures  which  it  annoiuioos,  (his  recall,  ai)d  |;hep|i or  of  iwy  passports,) 
the  (I'ovcrnnient of  His  Miijr  sty  scorn  to  hav^  done  all  that  they  thought 
its  dignity  required  ;  I'or  iUvy  at  the  .s:ii^ie  tli^ie  declare  that  (he  law  pro- 
viding; lor  the  pa}  merit  will  be  presented,  ();;t  jj;ive  no  intimation  of  any 
]>revious  condition,  and  annc^x  noiie  to  liic  hi!!  whirh  tiiey  present.  The 
account  of  dignity  beinji;  thus  declared,  by  lids  dtMr.on^lrati<?n,  to  be  set- 
tled, it  cannot  he  supposed  that  it  will  airain  1)0  iiUroducrd  as  a  bet-off 
ai^aiuht  an  ai  Kno\v ledged  })ecuniar y  balance.  Bcrnrc  I  (onclude  my  ob- 
servations on  this  jKirt  oCthf"  su!>i;'c(,  it  will  i)e  w-W  in  iiKjtiire  in  what 
light  exceptions  are  taken  to  t.  i  ;  p.^rt  of  (he  iiK  ssage;  \vh -ther  as  a 
menace  generally,  or  to  the  particular  measure  proposed.  In  the  first 
view,  if  every  measure- that  a  Government  having  daimd  on  another  de- 
clares it  must  pursue  if  those  claims  are  not  allowed  ( whatever  ma j  be 
the  terms  e/nploy(^d)  is  a  menace,  it  is  necessary,  and  not  objectionable, 
unless  couched  in  offensive  language.  It  is  a  fair  declaration  of  whaC 
course  the  party  makins;it  intends  to  pursue ;  ami,  i  xc(  ;)t  in  cases  where 
pretexts  were  wanted  for  a  nij>*ure,  have  rarely  been  objected  to  even 
when  avowedly  the  act  of  the  nation,  not,  as  in  this  case^  a  proposal 
made  by  one  branch  of  its  (rovemmont  to  anotlu  i .  Instances  of  this  are 
not  wanting,  hut  need  not  bo  i;erc  enumerated.  One,  h(y\vever,  ought 
to  be  mentioned,  because  it  is  iiitimatjdy  connecied  with  the  subject  now 
under  discussion.  While  (he  commei  ce  of  the  L  nited  States  was  suffer- 
ing  under  the  aggressions  of  the  two  most  powerlul  nations  of  the  world, 
(he  American  Government,  in  this  sense  of  the  word,  menaced  them  both ; 
it  passed  a  law,  in  express  terms  declaring  to  tliem  that,  unless  they 
ceased  their  aggressions,  Amcr  id  hold  no  intercourse  with  them; 

that  their  ships  would  be  seized  if  they  ventured  into  Ainerican  ports ; 
that  the  productions  of  their  soil  Or  industry  should  be  forfeited.  Here 
was  an  undisguised  menace,  in  dear,  unequivocal  terms;  and  of  course, 
according  to  tiie  ar^jument  against  which  I  contend,  neither  France  nor 
England  could  deliberate,  under  its  pressure,  without  disht)nor.  Yet  the 
Emperor  of  France,  certainly  an  unexceptionable  judge  of  what  the  dig- 
nity of  his  country  required,  did  deliberate;  did  accept  the  condition; 
did  repeal  the  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees ;  did  not  make  any  complaint 
of  the  act  as  a  threat,  though  he  called  it  an  injury.  Great  Britain, 
too,  although  at  that  time  on  not  very  friendly  terms  w  it!i  the  Unit- 
ed States,  made  no  complaint  that  iier  pride  was  ofii-nded.  Her 
rainister  on  the  spot  even  made  a  declaration  tliat  the  <ibnoxious  or- 
ders were  repealed,  it  is  true  he  was  disavowed,  but  the  disavowsBf 
was  accompanied  by  no  ol)j(?ctions  to  the  law  as  a  threat.  Should  the 
objection  be  to  the  natuie  of  the  remedy  j^oposed,  and  that  the  re- 
commendation of  reprisals  i.s  the  oQensive  i)art,  it  would  be  easy  to  show 
that  it  stands  on  the  same  irround  with  ativ  other  remedv  :  that  it  is  not 
hostile  in  its  nature  j  that  it  has  been  resorted  to  by  France  to  procure 
redress  from  other  Powers,  and  by  them  against  her,  without  prodaeing 
war;  but  such  an  argument  is  not  necessary.  This  is  not  the  case  of  a 
national  measure,  either  of  menace  or  action ;  it  is  a  recommendation  only 
of  one  branch  of  Government  to  another;  and  France  has  itself  shown 
that  a  proposal  of  this  nature  could  not  be  noticed  as  an  oflV  nee.  In  the 
year  1808,  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  annexed  to  the  bill  of  non- 
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intercourse  a  MCtion  which  not  only  &d?ised,  but  actually  authorized  the 
President  to  issue  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  against  both  France  and 
England,  if  the  one  did  not  repeal  the  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees,  and  the 
other  did  not  revol&e  the  orders  in  Council.  This  clause  was  not  acced- 
ed  to  by  the  Representatives,  but  it  was  complete  as  the  act  of  the  Sen- 
ate. *Yet  neitlu  r  France  nor  England  complaine  d  of  it  as  an  indignity  ; 
both  Powers  iiud  ministers  on  the  spot,  and  the  dignity  of  neither  seems, 
to  have  been  oftoiuicd. 

If  the  view  I  liavu  now  taken  of  (he  subject  be  concct,  it  I  h  ive  suc- 
ceeded in  t'onvevi<)£r  to  llis  .Majesty's  iiiinisiers  the  cohn  i'  tiuii  I  ulvself 
feel  that  no  riijht  e^{j=ts  in  aiiv  loreign  nation  to  ai>k.  explanations  of,  or 
even  to  notice  any  rojuir.tmicaiions  between,  tiie  dill'erent  branches  of  our 
Government;  that,  (o  adnut  it,  even  in  a  single  instance,  woulil  be  a  dan- 
gerous precedent,  and  a  derogation  fiom  national  di^iiily  ;  and  that  in  the 
present  Instance  an  explanation  that  ought  to  be  satisfactory  has  been 
voluntarily  given,  I  have  then  demonstrated  that  any  meatiure  founded 
on  such  supposed  right  is  not  only  inadmissible,  but  is'lotaUj  unnecessary ; 
nnd,  consequently,  that  His  Majesty's  ministers  may  at  once  declare 
that  previous  explanations  given  by  the  minister  of  the  United  States, 
and  subsequently  approved  by  thd  President,  had  satisfied  them  on  the 
sul.jcct  of  the  message* 

The  motives  of  my  Government,  during  the  whole  course  of  this  contro- 
versy, have  been  misunderstood,  or  not  properly  appreciated ;  and  the 
question  is  daily  changing  its  character.  A  negotiation,  entered  into  for 
procuring  compensation  to  individuals,  involved  no  positive  obligation  on* 
their  Governments  to  ]>rosecute  it  to  extremities.  A  solemn  treaty,  rati- 
fied by  the  conislitutioual  orL;ans  of  the  two  Powers,  chan:;e(l  the  i)rivnte 
into  a  public  ri2;ht ;  the  Govr  ?  ?Hnr;nt  accjuires  by  it  a  perfect  i  ight  to  in- 
sist on  its  stipulations.  Ali  <l(»iiois  .is  to  their  justice  seem  now  to  have 
been  removed  ;  and  every  objection  to  tfic  payment  of  a  dol)t  .ukiiow- 
ledged  to  be  just  will  he  severely  scrutinized  by  the  impartial  world. 
What  character  will  be  ^^ivcn  to  a  refusal  to  pay  such  a  debt  on  the  alle- 
gation, whether  well  or  ill-founded,  of  an  offence  to  national  honor,  it  does 
not  become  me  to  say.  The  French  nation  are  the  last  that  would  ever 
appreciate  national  honor  by  any  number  of  millions  it  could  withhold  as 
a  compensation  for  an  injury  offered  to  it.  The  United  States,  commer- 
cial as  they  are,  are  the  last  that  would  settle  such  an  account.  The 
proposition  I  allude  to  would  be  unworthy  of  both' ;  and  it  is  sincerely  to 
ae  hoped  that  it  will  never  be  made. 

To  avoid  the  possibility  of  misapprehension,  I  repeat  that  this  commu- 
nication is  made  with  the  single  view  of  apprizing  His  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment of  the  consequences  attending  a  measure  which,  without  such 
notice,  they  mi^ht  he  inclined  to  pursue  ;  that  although  I  am  not  au- 
thorized to  statt.'  what  moasums  will  be  tnken  bv  liiL-  United  States,  vet 
h speak  confidently  of  the  principles  they  have  adopted,  and  have  no 
doubt  they  will  never  be  abandoned. 

This  is  the  last  communication  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  make.  It  is 
dictated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  restore  a  good  intelligence,  which  seems 
to  be  endangered  by  the  very  mf  asure  intended  to  consolidate  it.  What- 
ever be  the  result,  the  United  States  may  appeal  to  the  world  to  bear 

witness  that,  in  the  assertion  of  the  rights  of  their  citizens,  and  the  dig- 

■ 
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nity  of  their  Government,  they  have  never  swerved  from  the  respect  due 
to  themselves,  and  from  that  which  they  owe  to  the  Government  of  France. 

I  pray  your  cxceUencj  to  receive  tiie  asmirtnce  of  the  high  considera- 
tioh  widi  which  I  have  the  honor  to  be  your  most  obedient  Bervant^

Sir:  After  ha v nit;,  hy  my  note  to  the  Duke  de  Bi u^Ue, dated  tlit  i^th 
April  last,  made  a  Hnal  effort  to  preserve  a  good  understanding  between 
the  United  States  and  France,  by  suggesting  such  means  of  aeconunoda- 
tion  •as  I  thought  were  eonsistent  with  the  honor  of  the  one  country  to 
offer,  and  of  the  odier  to  accept,  I  determined  to  avail  myself  of  the 
leave  to  return  which  was  given  by  your  despatch,  No^ — ,  rather  than  to 
remain  as  I  had  desired. to  do  in  England,  waiting  the  result  of  my  last 
communication.  This  step  having  been  approved  by  the  President,  I 
need  not  here  refer  to  the  reasons  which  induced  me  to  take  it.  Having 
received  my  passports,  I  left  Paris  on  the  ^9th  of  April.  At  the  time  of 
my  departure,  the  note  of  which  a  copy  has  been  transmitted  to  you, 
asking  an  explanation  of  the  trrins.  used  in  M.  Serurier's  romraunica- 
tion  to  the  Department,  remained  unanswered ;  but  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  answer,  when  given,  will  be  satisfactory. 

The  principal  hubiness  with  which  I  was  cliarged  having  thus  boon 
brought  to  a  close,  I  presume  that  my  services  can  no  longer  be  uselul 
to  my  country,  and  I  therefore  pray  lhat  the  President  will  be  pleased 
to  accept  my  resignation  uf  the  trust  with  which  i  have  been  honored. 
1  shall  terminate  it  b^  transmitting  to  the  Department  some  papers  relat- 
ing to  matters  of  minor  importance,  which  I  soon  expect  to  receive; 
and  will  add  the  e:()>lanation8  which  may  yet  be  wanting  to  give  a  full 
▼iew  of  the  affairs  of  the  mission  up  to  the4ime  of  my  leaving  France.

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  29th  instant  has  been  laid  before  the  Presi- 
dent, and  I  am  directed  to  reply  that  the  President  cannot  allow  you, 
who  have  been  so  long  and  iisclully  employod  in  tho  public  service,  to 
leave  the  trust  last  confi{l(!d  to  you,  without  an  expression  of  his  re- 
gard and  respect — the  rosulr  r.:  many  years  of  intimate  association  in  • 
peace  and  war.  Ahhouu,ii  diiiuring  on  some  points  of  general  policy, 
your  singleness  of  purpose,  perfect  integrity,  and  devotion  to  your  coun- 
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trj,  have  been  always  known  to  him.  In  the  embarraMiDg  iiui  delicate 
position  you  have  lately  occupied,  your  conduct,  and  especially  your  last 
official  note  in  closing  your  correspondence  with  the  French  Government, 
has  met  his  entire  approbation  ;  exhibiting,  as  it  does  with  truth,  the 
anxious  desire  of  the  (Government  and  the  people  of  the  United  States 
to  maintain  the  most  liberal  and  pacific  relations  u  ith  the  nation  to  which 
you  were  accredited,  and  a  sincere  effort  to  remove  ill-founded  impres- 
sions, and  to  suoth  the  feelings  ol  uaiional  susceptibility,  even  when 
they  have  been  unexpectedly  excited  ;  while  at  the  same  time  it  discour- 
ages with  a  proper  firmness  any  expectation  that  the  American  Govern- 
ment caDr  ever  be  brought  to  allow  an  interference  inemisistent  witb.tbe 
spirit  of  its  institutions,  or  melee  concessions  inoonpatible  witb  its  self- 
respect  The  President  is  persueded  thst  be  will  bt  sustained  in  tbese 
opinions  by  tbe  undivided  sentiBnent  of  tbe  American  people,  and  that 
you  will  carry  into  a  retirement  which  he  trusts  may  be  temporary,  the 
consciousness,  not  only  of  having  performed  your  duty,  but  of  haytng 
realized  tbe  anticipations  ofyoor  feilow-citizens,  and  secured  for  yourself 
and  your  country  the  just  appreciation  of  the  world.

To  the  Presidckt  OF  the  Uk'ited  States: 

Sis:  In  conformity  with  your  instructions,  and  with  the  i]fla|e  of  this 
Department,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  its  opera- 
tions during  the  past  season,  and  reports  from'tjlie  various  bureaus,  ex* 

hibiting,  in  detail,  their  respective  proceedings,  as  far  as  these  appear  to 
be  sufficiently  important  for  comraumVation  in  the  usual  annual  statements. 

The  general  positions  of  the  arm}  lemain  the  same  as  at  the  time  of 
my  last  report.  Some  im)vements,  however,  have  taken  place,  which  it 
is  pi  oj)(  r  should  be  specially  brought  before  you. 

Fourteen  companies  have  been  placed  under  the  command  of  General 
Clinch,  in  Florida,  wnth  a  view  to  impose  a  proper  restraiiit  upon  the 
Seminole  Indians,  who  have  occasionally  evinced  an  unquiet  spirit,  and 
to  insure  the  execution  of  the  treaty  stipulations  providing  for  the  re- 
moTal  of  these  Indians.  As  soon  air  this  takes  place,  these  troops  will 
resume  their  proper  positions. 

The  regiibent  of  dragoons  has  been  usefulhr  employed  in  penetrating 
into  the  Indian  country,  in  exhibiting  to  the  Indians  a  force  well  calcu- 
lated to  check  or  to  punish  any  hostilities  they  may  eonunit,  and  in  adding 
to  our  geographical  knowledge  of  those  remote  regions.  Colonel  Kear- 
ney, with  one  detachment,  marched  through  the  countiy  between  the  Des 
Moines  and  Mississippi  rivers;  Colonel  Dodge,  with  another,  made  an 
excursion  south  of  the  Missouri,  towards  the  Rocky  Mountains;  and 
Major  Mason,  with  a  third,  joinod  by  a  detachment  of  infantry,  wns  em- 
ployed in  dtitfps  connected  with  the  assemblage  of  a  body  of  Indians  at 
the  Cross  I  nnbers,  near  the  great  western  prairie,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  permanent  pacific  relations  between  the  remote  wandering 
bands  and  the  United  States,  and  the  more  agrif  uUural  Indians,  who 
have  migrated,  under  the  public  faith,  to  that  region,  or  who  seem  dis- 
posed to  improve  their  condition  by  more  settled  habits.  The  duties 
committed  to  these  troops  have  been  well  performed. 

The  information  concerning  the  discipline  and  morcU  of  the  army  is 
satisfactory.  The  officers  are  engaged  in  a  great  diversity  of  duties, 
growing  out  of  various  acts  of  Congress,  many  of  which  have  no  direct 
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coniiexion  with  their  professional  avocations.  Th<tie  duties  are  satis- 
factorily exeented,  and  the  expenditures  to  which  they  lead  ai  e  gene- 
rally made  with  fidelity,  and  accounted  for  with  promptitude. 

I  beg  leave  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  report  of  tbe  Chief  Engineer, 
in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  corps  under  his  command.  The  number 
of  oncers  in  that  corps  is  not  sufficient  for  the  performance  of  the  varidus 
duties  committed  to  it.  The  consequence  is,  iliat  in  some  instances  the 
public  works  have  been  neglected  or  deltiycd,  and  in  otliers  they  have 
been  prosecuted  by  those  w'^o  had  not  the  necessary  professional  skill 
and  experience.  Persons  in  civil  life,  possessed  ol  competent  sricMitific 
knowledge,  u  ill  not  often  riite.r  into  the  temporary  service  of  the.  (Gov- 
ernment for  such  compensation  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  enf^ineer 
ofllcers.  The  prou;ross  oi  improvc  inont  thron<;h  the  counti y  creates  a 
tlemaiui  for  those  cpi  diricatiotis  v.  Iiichart^  required  in  the  military  and 
lopograpliical  engifK-er  sci  virc  ;  and  a  hi«;her  rate  of  compens  ation  is  al- 
lowed than  it  has  been  the  usage  of  this  Department  to  grant.  A  gradual 
and  moderate  addition  to  the  cotps  offers  the  only  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  considerations  of  economy,  as  well  as  ^ 
due  regard  to  the  proper  execution  of  a  most  important  class  of  public 
works,  call  for  this  arrangement. 

The  same  considerations  Apf^ly,  in  a  considerable  degree,  to  the  topo- 
graphical corps,  and  I  ask  your  favorable-  consideration  for  the  measure 
recommended  by  the  officer  at  the  head  of  it.  One  of  the  plans  suggest- 
ed will  accomplish  the  object,  without  any  addition  to  the  public  ex- 
penditures, and  will  make  adequate  provision  for  a  branch  of  service, 
connected  with  the  defence  of  the  country,  and  which  has  also  the  ad- 
vantage of  furnishing  information  that  may  prove  highly  valuable  to  every 
portion  of  the  community. 

Agreeably  to  a  provision  in  an  act  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  that 
part  of  the  Cumberland  road  between  the  town  of  Cumberland  and  the 
Ohio  river  has  been  surrendered  to,  and  accepted  by,  the  States  through 
which  it  passes;  and  arrangements  have  been  made,  !)y  the  authority  of 
these  States,  for  tbe  collection  of  ^uch  tolls  as  will  keep  it  in  proper  re- 
pair. The  fonds  appropriated  for  tbe  completion  of  this  road  have  been 
applied  to  the  object,  and  will  be  fnlly  adequate  to  its  attainment.  The 
work,  with  tbe  exception  of  some  of  the  bridges,  and  of  a  few  necessarj 
repairs,  is  nearlj  finished,  and  is  passable  in  its  whole  extent.  All  ac- 
counts concur  in  representing  it  as  constructed  in  tbe  most  fkithful  man- 
ner. Captain  Delafield,  who  has  superintended  the  operations,  and  the 
.  officers  engaged  with  him,  are  entitled  to  commendation  for  the  zeal  and 
professional  ability  they  have  displays  rl. 

The  United  State  s  are  exonerated  from  all  future  claims  on  account  of 
•    this  road,  w^iile  competent  provision  has  been  made  for  its  preservation. 

The  progress  in  the  other  works  of  internal  improvement  is  shown  in 
the  report  of  the  Cliief  Engineer.  Among  these,  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able, as  well  from  its  great  importance  as  from  tiie  ujjexpccted  facility 
with  which  it  has  so  far  been  executed,  is  the  removal  of  the  raft  over 
Red  river.  An  immense  body  of  timV)er,  extending  one  hundred  and 
eleven  miles  along  that  stream,  had  covered  a  large  portion  of  its  surf^ice, 
.  and  interrupted  all  communication.  This  has  probably  been  collecting 
for  ages;  and  not  only  was  this  great  natural  highway  thus  shut  up  by  it, 
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but  r\  fcrtiln  :.iid  extensive  region  along  the  i»\er\\a9  inundated,  nnil  the 
u  holc  cuuntj  V  in  ics  viciui^'  subject  tu  local  difieaacs,  having  their  origin 
in  this  sul)mei  j>ion. 

'Vhia  work  iias  been  in  j)ro^icss,  upon  tin-  .st  iU  system,  liulq  more 
than  ;wo  years,  and  the  ^nIioIc  ex])i  !idituic,  inciuding  a  sum  ol"  twenty- 
three  thousand  dollars,  which  was  aj>j)lie(!  it\  }j?evious  ex]>t^i imerils  th;U 
failed,  has  been  about  one  hundred  and  ihii  ty-five  tht.usund  dollars.  1 1 
is  estimated  that  qni,  addjtianal  apj>rop  rial  ion  ol'fvriy  thousand  seven  hun-  • 
dred  and  thirieemxidt^.  will  he  lequiied  to  complete  it,  which,  with 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand* doUars  lunv  in  the  treasury,  will  make  for  (he 
whole  cost  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  teveu  hundred  and 
thirteen  dollars.  The  river  has  heen  cleared  (or  a  distance  of  eighty-  - 
eight  miles,  and  there  yet  remain  twenty-three  miles  of  obstructions  to 
remove.  This  portion,  it  is  ex  pec  tod,,  will  be  iinished  early  in  the  next 
season,  if  the  necessary  appropriations  are  made  in  time. 

Before  the  present  plan  of  effecting  this  work  was  adopted,  there  were 
various  projects  suggested  for  its  accomplishment ;  but  the  most  sanguine 
projector  could  not  have  anticipatrcl  surh  a  f,reat  ])!iysical  change  as  is  al- 
ready takini^  place,  within  the  time  and  the  meuDs  that  have  been  de 
voted  to  the  work.  A  loose  estinnte  ul  the  InnJ  whicli  he  lecbiiin- 
ed  and  rendered  valuable  by  thia  improvement,  which  hiis  [)een  made  by 
(Colonel  Ihookes,  formerly  Inrlian  agent  in  L()ui.'>iana,  and  intimately  ac- 
qnaiiilcil  wjtli  rlie  ro^ioii  upon  Red  liver,  places  il  at  upwaidsofa  million 
of  acres,  and  it  wiii  lorm  one  of  the  most  productive  distiicts  in  llie 
Union.  This  operation,  as  a  toere  matter  qi  pecuniary  value,  will  returii 
many  limes  the  amoaiit  expended  uppn  it.. 

1  have  brought  the  subject  to  your  view  at  this  time,  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  its  intrinsic  in^iortancei  but  from4he  encouragement  it  affords  to 
the  introduction  fud  prosecution  of  a  system  of  improvement  by  which 
the  public  lands  . upon  the  lower  Mississippi  and  some  of^  its  tributaries 
may  be.raclaamed  from  their  present  condition,  and  rendered  fit  for  agri- 
cultural purposes.  VVhetlier  the  object  be  attainable  within  the  limits 
of  a  reasonable  expense,  there  are  not  satisfactory  data  for  determining  ; 
but  its  great  results .|o  the  oountry,  in  health,  in  power 9  and  in  wealth, 
ore  obvious. 

No  appropriations  liaviiiii;  been  ninde  at  the  lust  session  of  Coniai*ss 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  works  upon  ihe  foi  tilications,  it  has  been  deeia- 
ed  proper  to  bubmit  additional  estimates  for  tlif  se  objettii ;  and  as  tome 
of  the  forts  first  commence  1  have  In  en  completed,  estimates  have  a.',so 
been  approved  by  you  for  the  comincncemeiit  of  others,  which  have  beeii 
recoinaieuded  by  ibe  board  of  engineers  in  the  continuation  of  tlie  system 
of  defence  devised  by  them  and  submitted  to  Conti^joss.  A  number  of 
our  most  important  harbors  and  inlets  are  yet  either  wholly  undefended, 
or  so  partially  protected  us  to  render  their  situation  altogether  Insecure 
in  the  event  of  exppsure  to  hostile  attempts.  An  adherence  to  the  gene- 
ral plan  of  defence,  and  a  gradual  prosecution  of  the  work  as  the  national 
finances  and'Other  considerations  may  justify,  seem  to  be  demanded  by  a  - 
'  just  regard  to  the  circumstances  of  the  counti-y,  as  well  as  by  the  expe- 
rience which  the  events  of  thelasi  war  forced  upon  us. 

In  addition,  however,  to  these  permanent  fortifications,  there  are  some 
of  our  roost  extensive  roadsteads,  in  which  deating  steam  batlevies  ought 
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to  be  employed.  Among  these  are  the  Chr?fapeake  and  Delaware  bays, 
and  ilie  harbor  of  New  York.  The  peculiar  situation  of  these  estuaries, 
as  well  with  relation  to  their  exposure  as  to  the  best  men'^ures  for  their 
deleuce,  and  the  immense  value  of  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  w*hich 
they  are  the  outlets  an  l  inlets,  render  their  security  a  matter  of  deep  in- 
terest to  the^whole  country.  When  the  present  system  of  defence  was 
projected,  I  understand  tlie  board  of  enjcineers  contemplated  the  eventu- 
al construction  of  these  moveable  batteries  as  a  part  of  their  plan.  The 
great  improvements  wbidi  have  since  taken  place  in  all  that  relates  to 
the  appltcflition  of  the  power  of  steam  fiirniah  additional  motives  for  pro* 
vading  these  eo-operative  defencea.  Alternately  protecting  and  protect- 
ed hy  the  fixed  batteries,  these  moveable  ones  will  be  IbuiiS  to  be  of  the 
highest  importance.  In  faet,  with  ao  adequate  foree  of  this  description 
stationed  in  the  vicinity  of  our  permanent  mtlitarT*  works,  arid  enabled  to 
take  refuge  under  their  cover,  whenever  necessary,  a  hostile  fleet  would 
scarcely  ventore  to  pass  the  position,  and  thereby  expose  itself  to  the 
hazard  of  •annoyance  in  detail,  and  of  being  captured  or  destroyed,  when- 
ever n  calm,  a  change  of  wind,  or  any  other  of  the  many  accidents  to 
which  ri  maritime  force  is  liable,  might  liirnish  ;i  favoial)le  opportunity 
fo!  tbi  ;;(  (ion  of  the  steam  batteries.  Our  Atlantic  frontier  will  not  be 
f)roperly  secured  till  this  means  of  efficient  co-operation  in  its  defence  is 
introduced. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  commurncated  the  facts  which  appeared  to 
render  it  proper  that  the  operatiotis  upon  two  oi  the  most  im])cHtant 
works  (Fort  Calhoun  and  the  Delaware  breakwater)  should  be  tempo- 
rarily suspended.  Experiments  have  been  made  to  test  the  effects  and 
probable  extent  of  the  enuses  which  were  in  operation,  and  which 
threatened  to  injure,  if  not  destroy,  ^  utility  of  these  works.  It  is 
believed  that  the  depression  of  the  foundation  of  Fort  Calhoun  is  so 
nearly  ehecked  that  further  danger  is  not  to  be  apprehended.  But,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  the  experi- 
ments at  the  breakwater  hare  not  been  so  decisive  as  to  settle  the  ques- 
tion eoAneeted  with  that  work;  and  it  has  been  thought  best  to  ask  of* 
Congress  an  appropriation  only  for  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  wbich| 
under  any  probable  circomstances,  can  be  judiciously  expended.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  experiments  which  ^\  \}\  be  continued,  and  the 
scientific  examtn:i{inn  it  is  proposed  to  ninke  next  '■eason,  will  furnisl) 
data  for  a  just  conclii^i')!!  on  the  subject  of  this  inipnrtant  structvne,  and 
indicate  either  that  tin  causes  which  have  threatened  to  injure  its  uiilitv 
have  protluced  their  lull  t  ilect,  or  that  they  may  be  counteracted  by  some 
change  in  the  oriejinal  plan.  This  artificial  harbor  is  too  valuable  to  an 
extensive  commerce,  peculiarly  exposed,  not  to  engage  every  effort  in 
completing  it,  and  preserving  it  from  destruction. 

Tne  report  of  the  Vbiters  appointed  to  inspect  the  Military  Academy, 
and  the  doeuineDts  transmitted  by  them,  are  snbmitted  for  your  consid- 
eration, together  with  the  suggestions  they  have  made,  and  which  are 
eaietilated,  in  their  opinion^  to  promote  the  effieiency  of  that  institotion. 
These  annual  examiBations  by  a  body  of  highly  respectable  eltisens, 
called  from  various  parts  of-  the  country,  are  not  only  useful  as  checks 
upon  any  improper  tendency  to  which  stU  nublic  establidmieBts  are  more 
or  less  UabU)  but  they  are  satis&elcMy,  wnen  they  bear  testimony  to  the 
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value  of  the  system,  anS  to  the  coi^eetness  of  its  administration ;  and 
practically  advantageous  by  the  suggestions  they  offer.  That  improve- 
ments may  be  made  in  the  several  dejKii  tments  of  the  Military  Academy 
cannot  hv  doubted;  nor  can  it  be  flt>ubted  that  a  ihornujrh  examination 
by  Cont^iess  of  its  various  concerns,  whether  atitninistrative,  linancial, 
or  instructive,  would  be  highly  useful,  and  wouid  tend  to  its  permanent 
melioration.  Its  results,  so  far  as  these  can  be  judged  by  the  character, 
conduct,  and  qualifications  of  the  oilicers  of  the  army,  about  two-thirds 
of  whom  have  been  educated  at  this  institution,  have  been  decidedly  ben- 
eficial. The  'standard  of  acqtiiremeDt  for  Che  military  profesaion  baa 
been  raised ;  babita  of  dtsc^Iine  and  subordination^  neceasaiy  first  to 
learn  before  Ae  doty  of  eommand  can  be  properly  exeevted,  have  been 
acquired ;  elementary  knowledge,  peculiarly  adapted  to  a  nStitary 
has  been  more  extensively  and  accurately  taught ;  and  we  have  been  bettir 
enabled  to  lre€»>  pace  witib  those  improvements  which  the  nations  of  Europe 
have  made  and  are  making  in  this  important  branch  of  modern  science. 

Agreeably  to  your  permission,  I  have  introduced  into  the  estimates  an 
additional  sum  for  the  armament  of  the  fortifications.  Without  going 
into  any  unnecessary  detail  upon  this  subject  at  the  present  time,  1  will 
barely  remark  that  this  measure  is  called  for  by  the  actual  state  of  our 
preparations,  and  by  a  provident  rcfrard  to  the  duty  of  sell-defence.  If 
no  increase  takes  place  in  this  branch  of  the  service,  many  years  must 
elapse  before  our  foi ulications  and  arsenals  are  sufficiently  provided. 

A  resolution  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  last  session, 
requiring  the  Secretary  of  War  to  jprocure  certain  iiilormation,  having 
relation  to  the  establishment  of  a  national  foundry  in  the  District  oi  Co- 
lumbia. The  inibrmatton  which  has  been  collected  will  be  communi- 
eated  in  obedience  to  the  reiMlution;  but  I  am  so  impressed  with  tibe 
importance  of  'the  measure,  that  I  am  induced  to  bring  it  to  your  notice 
in  this  re^rt. 

The  United  States  have  no  establishment  for  the  manufacture  of  can-* 
non.  The  aupplies  wanted,  as  well  for  the  field  artilleiy  of  the  army  and 
militia  as  for  the  armament  of  the  fortifications,  are  now  procured  from 

four  private  foundries— one  near  Richmond,  one  at  Georgetown,  one  op- 
posite West  Point,  and  one  at  Pittsburg,  which  appear  to  have  been  . 
established,  at  several  periods,  in  the  expectation  that  their  products 
"\vo!ild  be  received  by  the  Government  as  tfie  piil)lic  neressities  might 
require,  and  at  such  prices  as  niigiit  Irom  time  loiiiue  Ijc  jiniL^ed  reason- 
able. As  there  is  no  private  demand  for  this  manutacture  in  our  coun- 
try', it  is  ohvious  that  no  person  would  make  the  refjuisite  preparations, 
which  iu X  understood  to  demand  considerable  investments  and  the  em- 
ployment of  skilful  workmen,  practically  acquainted  with  this  branch  of 
outness,  unless  expectations  of  a  just  reimbursement  were  held  out. 
Contracts  for  limited  periods  have  from  time  (o  time  been  made,  provid- 
ing for  the  delivery  of  stipulated  quantities ;  but,  as  I  had  the  honor  to 
communicate  to  you  in  my  annual  report  of  November  SI,  1831  ^  the  act 
of  Congress  of  March  3,  1809,  seems  to  present  serious  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  such  an  arrangement,  and  since  that  time  no  formal  contract 
has  been  made  for  the  supply  of  cannon.  The  proprietors  of  these  foun- 
dnes  have  been  annually  informed  that  if  the  appropriations  would  per- 
mit, and  if  cannon  of  designated  quality  and  size  were  fabricated,  these 
would  be  fNurchased.  In  uiis  manner  the  tubjeet  has  linfered,  without 
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.any  action  on  the  part  of  Consiress,  and  without  any  nuthaiity  on  the 
part  of  this  Department  to  hmUc-  more  cihcieiU  an ati^^  iuents.  Durin«: 
the  present  year,  the  appropriation  for  the  arnianient  oi  the  fortifications 
has  oeen  principally  expended  in  procuring  iron  gun  carriages,  and  the 
foundries  have  not  been  employed  in  the  fabrieation  of  eannon  for  the 
military  branch  of  the  service.  It  is  believed  that  (his  circumstaDce, 
by  deranging  their  operations,  has  been  seriously  injurious,  and,  if  it  again 
oecur,  it  may  induce  some  of  them  to  discbarge  the  workmen  specialir 
employed  upon  this  business,  and  who  may  hereafter  be  collected  with 
great  difficulty.  JThe  Government  now  depends  upon  this  temporary 
and  uncertain  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  this  indispensable  element 
of  national  defence.  The  circumstances  which  required  a  change  I 
h  1(1  the  honor  to  submit  four  years  since.  They  have  lost  none  of  their 
forvki  during  the  period  which  has  intervened;  ami,  independently  ot 
th<'  c'onsiderntions  presented,  having  relation  to  the  unt'crtain  condition 
ol  these  estahlishments,  there  are  others  l)earing  upon  the  quality  of  the 
jiiaterial  and  of  ilie  workmanship,  which  render  it  important  that  the 
(iovert^ment  sliould  !)c  its  own  maniifactmer  of  this  article.  The  cost 
of  CciTiUon  while  liiis  is  kept  witluii  a  reasonable  limit  is  not  an  oliject 
compared  with  the  two  qualities  of  strcnzth  and  lightness.  With  the 
exertigps  pf  the  present  manufacturers  of  cannon,  so  far  as  the  neces- 
%ry  fojCtr  aire  known'  to  me,  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied.  But  it  is  suf- 
ficiently obvious  that  in  a  branch  of  business  where  a,  slisht  difference 
in  the  material,  and  slight  neglect  in  the  process,  may  produce  irremedi- 
able mischief,  and  where,  from  causes  not  easily  ascertained,  these  defects 
may  disclose  themselves  in  the  midst  of  the  most  active  service,  and  af^er 
t!)c  gtins  have  resisted  all  the  usual  proofs,  the  manufacture  of  the  article 
should  be  carried  on  where  these  neglects  are  least  likely  to  happen ; 
where,  in  fact,  there  can  be  no  interest  to  use  any  other  than  the  best 
materials,  nor  to  employ  any  other  than  the  most  skilful  artisans.  Time 
and  experience  are  necessary  to  found  and  perfect  an  establishment  for 
this  purpose  upon  a  scale  suited  to  our  wants. 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  exhil)it  in  detail  the  nuui!)er  of  cannon 
now  in  tlie  possession  of  the  Governinejit  and  ilistributed  in  its  torts, 
arsenals,  and  temporary  posts,  and  the  number  that  will  he  re({uired  to 
cojiiplete  the  armament  of  the  fortifications  alieady  constructed,  of  those 
in  the  process  of  construction,  and  of  those  projected  ;  and  the  num- 
ber necessary  for  the  proper  demands  of  iield  service.  It  is  sufficient 
to  observe  here  that  the  quantity  is  far  more  than  enough  to  justify  ex- 
tensive and  vigorous  arrangements;  and  this  without  reference  to  the 
accidents  of  time  and  service,  which  must  alway  ^  operate  to  reduce  the 
stock  on  hand. 

Such  an  establishment  as  the  one  contemplated  eould  be  employed 
as  well  for  the  navy  as  for  the  army  ;  but  while  1  allude  to  its  general  use- 
fulness, it  is  proper  I  should  avoid  all  details  peculiarly  appropriate  to 

another  department. 

The  defective  or<;anization  ol  iho  inilitiais  universally  acknowledged. 
But  little  practical  utility  results  fium  the  .idministration  of  the  present 
system;  and  if  this  great  element  of  national  defence  is  worth  pre- 
servation and  improvement,  it  is  time  the  whole  subject  should  he  ex- 
amined ^  and  that  a  plan  suited  to  the  exigencies  of  the  country  should 
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be  adopted.  I  am  unwilling  to  believe  that  tliere  are  such  inherent  diffi- 
culties in  this  subject  as  to  render  it  impracticable  or  even  very  difficult 
to  organize  this  great  force,  so  peculiarly  adapted  to  our  condition  and 
institutions,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  it  active  and  efficient  in  those 
junctures  when  the  country  may  be  called  on  to  exert  its  power.  I 
presume  few  would  be  found  to  advocate  the  maintenance  of  a  standing 
military  force  adetjuate  to  all  the  purposes  of  peace  and  war.  When^ 
therefore,  those  exigencies  arise,  from  which  no  nation  can  expect  ex- 

.emption,  and  which  call  for  an  extension  of  our  physical  means,  we  must 
resort  to  an  increase  of  the  army,  or  to  the  embodying  of  the  militia. 
It  is  obvious,  from  the  extent  of  the  country,  that  we  can  never  keep  at  all 
the  exposed  points  such  a  permanent  force  as  circumstances  may  occa- 
sionally require.    The  natural,  and,  in  fact,  the  necessajy  dependance 
roust  be  upon  the  militia ;  and  if  it  be  unorganized,  we  shall  be  found 
without  the  means  to  repel  a  foreign  enemy,  or  to  repress  internal  dis- 
turbances should  these  evils  occur.    To  depend  upon  orcranizinc^  a  sys- 
tem when  the  exigency  arises,  is  to  reject  all  the  lessons  ol"  experience, 
and  to  procrastinate,  for  examination,  what  should  then  be  the  subject  of 
action.    Besides,  a  permanent  plan  of  organization  should  he  devised  m 
a  time  of  leisure  and  peace,  so  that  it  may  be  introduced  and  thoroughly 
known  before  the  force  provided  by  it  is  required  to  be  exerted.  It 
should,  as  much  as  possible,  be  engrafted  upon  the  habits  of  the  country, 
and  become  a  part  of  our  institutions.    The  basis  of  an  efficient  organ- 
ization of  the  militia  must  be  a  selection  for  instruction  and  service  of 
that  part  of  the  population  best  qualified  for  these  duties.    Age  and 
physical  capacity  present  the  proper  considerations  for  such  a  selection. 
The  principle  is  stated  with  his  usual  force  by  Mr.  Jeflerson,  in  his  mes- 
sage to  Congress  of  December,  1805,  wherein  he  said : 

"  Whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  augment  our  land  forces  will  be  de- 
cided by  occurrences  probably  in  the  course  of  your  session.  In  the 
mean  time,  you  will  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  expedient,  for  a 
state  of  peace  as  well  as  of  war,  so  to  organize  or  class  the  militia  as 
would  enable  us,  on  a  sudden  emergency,  to  call  for  the  sr:  vices  of  the 
younger  portions,  unincumbered  with  the  old  and  those  having  families. 
Upwards  of  three  hundred  thousand  able-bodied  men,  between  the  ages 

•  of  eighteen  and  twenty-six  years,  which  the  last  census  shows  we  may 
now  count  within  our  limits,  will  furnish  a  competent  number  for  offence 
or  defence,  in  any  point  where  they  may  be  wanted,  and  will  give  time 
for  raising  regular  forces  ixtier  the  necessity  of  them  shall  become  cer- 
tain ;  and  the  reducing  to  the  early  period  of  life  all  its  active  services 
cannot  but  be  desirable  to  our  younger  citizens  of  the  present  as  well  as 
future  times,  inasmuch  as  it  engages  to  them  in  more  advanced  age  a 
quiet  and  undisturbed  repose  in  the  bosom  of  their  families.  I  cannot, 
then,  but  earnestly  recommend  to  your  early  consideration  the  expe- 
diency of  so  modifying  ow  militia  system,  as,  by  a  separation  of  the  more 
active  part  from  that  which  is  less  so,  we  may  draw  from  it,  when  neces- 
3ary,  an  efficient  corps,  fit  for  real  and  active  service,  and  to  be  called 
to  it  in  regular  rotation.'' 

Had  the  general  principles  here  recommended  been  practically  adopt- 
ed, and  a  coriesponding  system  established,  with  the  necessary  detaii^y 
first  for  instruction,  and  then  for  active  service,  it  cannot  be  doubted 
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» Aat  (he  coarse  of  eVents  wbidi  marlced  (he  eommencemeDt  of  the  late° 
war  wonld  hare  been  aToided,  and  an  immense  expenditure  of  blood 
and  treasure  sfeved  (o  (he  nation.   The  warning  voice,  whidi  was  not 
'  heeded  then^  may  perhaps  be  heard  now,  and^  if  it  is,  it  ma  j  prodoee 
Jocalculable  benefits. 

A  board  of  officers  of  the  army  and  militia  was  organized  some  jenf» 
^sinco,  undertheinstructions  of  this  Department,  and  by  virtee  of  a  reso* 
lution  of  Congress,  lor  the  purpose  of  examining  this  subject,  and  of  de- 
'Vising  a  practiGable  plan  for  the  oi^anization,  improvement,  and  efficient 
action  of  the  militia.    Their  report  contains  the  outline  of  a  projety 
which,  with  some  modificaiions,  appears  to  me  to  combine  as  many  ad- 
vantages as  any  other  that  can  probably  be  adopted.    The  basis  wns  a 
clas-sificaliiin  ot*  the  adult  male  population  of  the  United  States,  and  a 
sflcctiuii     ab  mauy  persons  from  it,  al)ove  iho  age  of  tvvcuty-onc  year*, 
as  hliauid  be  necessary  to  complete  the  nuiiiber  required  to  be  enrolled 
and  organized  at  all  times  for  actual  service  ;  beginninsr,  in  all  case5, 
with  the  youngest  abuve  the  prescribed  age.    Their  report  stopped  at 
the  number  they  deemed  accessary  for  constant  equipment.    As  regai  fi^ 
instruction  and  preparation,  this  limitation  is  no  doubt  proper ;  but 
still  it  would  probably  be  deemed  advisable  so 'far  to  organise  the 
-whole  body  within  certain  ages  as  to  produce  a  classification,  and  to 
.afford  the  requisite  facilities  towards  calling  them  into  service  in  succes- 
sion, should  any  contipganey  demand  a  larger  force  than  the  firet  divi* 
sioQ  eottld  supply.   This  arrangement  would  render  available  lor  the 
defence  of  the  country  its  whole  physical  force — ^not  that  any  event 
.could  require  it  all  to  be  embodied  at  the  same  time,  but  because  a 
particular  section  might  sometimes  be  peculiarly  exposed,  and  call  for 
the  services  of  a  large  proportion  of  its  population  ;  and  the  continuance 
-of  the  pressure  mi2:ht  render  it  necessary  to  diseharge  in  succession  those 
who  had  peribrmed  their  prescribed  terms,  and  to  require  the  services 
>^f  others. 

A  mere  organization  would  avail  but  little,  unless  inducements  were 
held  out  for  proper  instruction  and  equipment ;  and  I  ecmsider,  there- 
fore, some  provision  for  elementary  instruction  and  ior  such  equipment 
as  may  be  necessary  to  excite  a  proper  emulation,  indispensable  Id  any 
improvement  of  our  militia  system^ — indibpensable,  1  may  add,  to  iis 
very  existence.  An  arrangement  (or  tbeso  objects  would  embraioe  the 
first  class  only.   It  would,  to  be  sure,  involve  expense,  for  an  adeqvAte 
eompensatiott  niust  be  allowed  to  the  persons  required  to  be  embodied 
.at  these  st^Miois  of  instruction  for  a  few  days  in  the  year ;  and  It  wevid 
probably  be  found  expedient  to  continue  the  present  plan  of  volnntary 
^rps  wUh  some  changes,  and  to  require  them  also  to  meet  for  improve- 
.ment.    It  is  in  vain  to  expect  that  the  whole  adult  male  population  of 
'the  eotinlry  can  or  will  furnish  themselves  with  the  articles  required  by 
Jaw;  or  that  their  collection,  for  any  number  of  days  they  can  afford  to 
devote  to  this  object,  and  under  the  usual  circumstances  of  such  assem- 
"blagcs,  can  prnrluee  any  beneficial  elfect  to  themselves  or  their  country. 
Already,  in  a  miiuber  of  the  State.-:,  the  system  has  sunk  under  the  weitcht 
-of  pulviic  opinion,  and  the  practical  question  nov-  i-;,  whether  we  shall 
j-emain,  in  fact,  defenceleg?,  or  resort  fo  a  large  standinii;  military  farce 
Jo  time  of  peace — that  just  dread  of  all  tree  GoverornQnts,  or  adopt  an  eil* 
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cient  plan,  which  will  prepare  for  the  public  deftnce  the  greatest  force- 
at  the  least  cost,  and  without  dang;er.    The  blessings  we  have  inherited 
cannot  be  preserved  without  exertion,  nor  without  expense.    It  were 
idle  to  sit  stiil  aiul  liatter  ourselves  with  the  hope  that  war  is  never  to 
overtake  U5,  and  it  would  be  worse  to  delay  all  efficient  organization  ef 
our  physical  me^as  till  the  time  for  its  active  employment  arrivei. 
Nearly  fifty  yean  have  elapsed  aioce  the  adoption  of  the  present  eonati- 
tution.   During  all  that  time  no  essential  change  has  been  made  in  oUr 
ffiilitia  system,  und  it  has  gradual!/  declined  in  utility  and  efficienej> 
and  in  pwie^  •Ewfidence;  and  there  is  reason  to  fear  its  entire  abandon- 
ment, Unlett  ilL^dergo  important  modifications.   In  this  lon^  intei*val> 
the  value  of  the  system  seems  to  have  been  appreciated  by  all  the  Pres* 
idents  of  the  United  States,  as  well  those  who  from  the  habits  of  their 
lives  could  best  estimate  its  volue  by  their  personal  obseivation,  as  by 
those  who^c  opinions  may  have  been  well  formed  froiu  the  course  of 
events  haviiif^  i eolation  to  thismr^ttrr;  and  i:i  their  annual  communi- 
cations, comiDt  iu  iniz;  >n  itii  the  in:iii;;u!  al  address  ef  Gciic  ral  VVa^^hington, 
this  subject  has  been  ^.lIIlo^t  constantly  pressed  upon  the  uLieniion  of 
Congress.    For  tlic  pm  pose  of  showing  its  importance,  in  the  opinion  of 
these  eminent  l  iiizcns,  1  have  caused  iheiv  cojumunic^itiuns  to  be  exam- 
ined, and  find  that  the  suhjeci  has  been  presented  to  the  Legi^latuic  ar»il 
the  nation  no  less  than  thirty-one  times  in  their  ofilcial  recommenda- 
tions.    I  indulge  the  hope  Uiat  the  present  state  cf  public  afikirs  iaaf 
lead  to  a  re-examinafio^  of  the  system,  and  to  such  changes  as  maj  fevk^ 
der  it  permanently  useful. 

I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  announce  to  jou  that  the  Indians  resid- 
ing east  of  the  Mississippi  river  appear  to  be  yielding  to  the  convictloa 
that  their  removal  to  the  territory  assigned  for  their  residence  in  the 
^Vest  offers  the  only  rational  prospect  of  any  permanent  improvement  ifi 
their  condition,  and  that  this  measure  essential  to  their  prosperity. 
Both  in  the  North  and  South,  the  reports  of  the  oncers  having  chares 
of  this  nip.tter  arc  rnrouraging,  and  wc  may  anticipate  the  full  establish- 
inent  of  our  prcseiit  {)(iHcy,  and  with  tlic  fairest  })ros;H'ets  of  success,  if 
tiie  pre-existing  prejudices  which  have  so  long  operated  to  retard  oiar 
eiibrts  can  be  remove  f. 

Tiie  considerations  which  rcr.ler  this  change  of  residence  necessary  . 
are  sufficienlly  obvious,  and  are  founded  upon  the  leselrs  tli.a  h.ive  here- 
tofore attended  our  intercourse  wilh  ihe  ia.iians.     The  causes  wlucli 
have  so  long  continued  to  reduce  and  depress  them  in  their  piesent  situ- 
ation within  our  borders  are  yet  iu  active  operation.    Tl^eir  fobd^  de- 
rived from  the  chase,  is. disappcaiing;  their  habits  are  inveterate,  tad  w 
they  cannot  or  will  not  accommodate  themsebrea  to  the  new  circuni8taaee» 
ivhich  jpress  upon  them,  in  time  to  save  themselves  from  e:ctinctiMK* 
and,  above  all,  their  contact' with  a  white  population  has  entailed  and  i«. 
entailing  upon  tbcm  evils  wbiob,  if  not  checked,  must  lead  to  their  rnin^ 
Tbey'llppeaF  to  acquire  with  much  greater  facility  the  vices  than  tke 
virtues  of  civilized  iile ;  and,  during  the  whole  period  they  have  hpjtm 
known  to  us,  they  have  abandoned  themselves,  with  strange  improvi- 
dence, to  the  use  of  ardent  spirits.    From  my  own  observation  of  the' 
Indian  character,  I  consider  the  ind^ilgrnce  of  this  habit  as  the  great  biirr 
rier  againat  any  improvement  of  that  portion  of  this  race  whicb^^lbMa 
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their  position,  are  enabled,  at  pleasare,  to  gratify  this  propensity.  The 
difficulty  of  putting  a  stop  to  this  traffic  while  the  Indians  are  intennin- 
^ed  ^y\\h  our  citizens  is  sufficienlly  obvimi?? :  and,  if  they  are  to  be 
rescued  Irom  its  effects,  they  must  he  removed  beyond  (he  sphere  ot  the 
traffic.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  prominriit  reasons  for  the 
lauhlul  prosecution  of  the  system,  and  Congress,  apparently  impressed 
with  its  roroc,  has  provided  by  law  llmt  all  ardent  &piril.s  found  in  the 
Indian  couaii  v  m  i\  I  c  destroyed.  The  aironts  of  the  Guvcrnment  will 
aot  now  be  couipLlltd,  liuuu  ilj.,  to  resort  to  lcij;al  process  for  the  in- 
terdiction of  this  trallic,  at  the  hazard  of  the  trouble,  expense,  and  un- 
^eertainty  attending  such  prosecutions  upon  a  remote  frontier. 

I  consider  the  experiments  which  have  recently  been  made  to  provide 
foe  the  maintenance  ,  of  the  Indians,  by  reservations  for  their  use,  and 
with  the  power  of  alienation,  however  guarded,  to  have  wholly  failed. 
These  tracts  are  too  often  sold  for  a  very  inadequate  consideration,  and 
the  amount  received  is  dissipated  in  expenditures,  either  positively  inju- 
vious,  or  altogether  useless. 

As  soon  as  the  remaining  tribes  shall  have  been  established  in  the 
West,  we  may  look  forward  to  a  happier  destiny  for  the  Indians  ;  and 
if  tViis  expectation  be  disappointed,  the  faiUue  must  l)e  attriI)utod  to  the 
invetei  aio  hal)its  of  this. people,  and  not  to  the  policy  of  the  Government. 
The  arrangements  fur  liic  corafortable  estnblisiimcnt  of  the  Indians  have 
been  piojcete',!  uj:on  a  scale  snited  to  their  wants  and  condition,  and  to 
the  duties  of  the  I'nited  States.  With  a  view  to  appreciate  the  advan- 
tages whicli  hr.ve  i)(>cn  secuied  to  them,  f  tieem  it  proper  briefly  to 
recapitulate  tiic  prov  i^ions  tliat  have  been  u.aie.  These  are  n(»t  a})pli- 
-cable,  in  all  their  details,  to  eacli  iribe,  as  some  receive  moie  and  some 
lass  in  amount,  while  certain  articles  are  given  to  some  and  not  to 
-others ;  but  the  general  principles  of  distribution  apply  to  all.  An  ex« 
tensive  country  has  been  reselred  for  them,  and  has  been  divided  into 
^Aistriets  for  the  several  tribes. 

To  this  they  are  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States.  ' 

They  are  provided  with  the  necessary  subsistence  for  one  year  after 
^ey  reach  their  new  residence. 

Annuities,  in  specie,  to  a  greater  or  less  amount,  are  payable  to  each 
tribe. 

Agricultural  instruments,  domestic  animals,  seed  com,  salt,  looms, 
<?.nr(!^,  spinning-wheels,  iron,  steel,  cloths,  blankets,  rifles,  ammunition, 
.and  other  articles  nrc  distributed  amonij  them. 

Mills  are  eicrt^d  and  kept  in  Operation,  council-houses,  churches,  and 
€iwellint;-hoiises  lor  chiefs  are  hunt. 

Mechanics  are  engap^ed  and  supported  ;  schools  are  established  and 
maintained;  and  the  missionary  institutions  among  them  are  aided  from 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

These  are  the  principal  au  angements  made  for  the  benefit  of  tliis  uu- 
ibrtunate  people,  who  will  soon  have  been  removed,  at  great  expense, 
-^ulien  this  new  system  will  be  in  full  operation,  and  where  their  pecu- 
liar institations  can  be  preserved  with  su4!^  modifications  as  a  progressive 
«lilie  of  improvement  may  require.  They  will  be  separated,  too,  from 
tUhe  settled  portions  of  the  country  by  a  ued  boundary,  beyond  whieh 
<Mr|N^Qlatieii  eaiinot  pass. 
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The  operations  of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  are  shown  in  die-^ 
tail  by  the  report  of  the  Commissioner,  and  by  that  of  the  Commissary 
General  of  Subsistence.  It  was  anticipated  that  a  considerable  body  or 
the  Creeks  of  Alab;inia  would,  ere  this,  have  been  on  their  way  to  the 
West;  but  recent  information  induces  the  !)elicf  that  their  journey  has 
been  postponed,  but  under  circumstances  which  will  probably  insure  their 
early  removal  in  the  spring.  The  treaty  with  the  Seminoles  of  Florida, 
for  their  removal,  is  in  {\iv.  process  of  execution.  A  portion  of  the  tribe 
were  not  prepared  to  go  at  the  time  arrangements  were  first  propi)sed 
to  be  made  for  their  remoyal,  and  when,  by  the  treaty,  they  might  hare 
been  required  to  depart.  At  their  earnest  solieitationsi  the  meMure  was- 
postponed  until  fBtB  coming  winter,  and  assurances  were  given  by  them 
tliat  they  wpujd  then  be  prepared  to  remove.  A  majority  avow  their 
readiness  to  comply  with  their  engagements,  and  will,  no  doubt,  quietly 
go  as  soon  as  the  .arrangements  for  their  departure  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted ;  huf,  fljPlllB  of  tnem  exhibit  a  refractory  spirit,  and  evince  a  dis- 

Sosition  to  remain.  As  they  now  hold  no  land  in  Florida,  and  would 
ecomc  a  lawless  banditti  if  suffered  to  remain,  their  pretensions  eannot: 
be  submitted  to.  They  will  probably,  when  the  time  for  operations 
arrives,  quietly  follow  tlioir  countrymen.  Should  they  not,  measure* 
will  be  adopted  to  insure  this  course,  equally  dictated  by  a  just  regard 
to  their  own  welfare,  as  weU  as  to  that  of  our  citi;;ens  in  the  vicinit^r 
of  their  residence.  ^ 

Governor  Stokes,  General  Ai buckle,  and  Major  Armstrong  were  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  make  a  treaty  with  the  roving  tribes  uf  Indians 
who  inhabit  the  great  western  prairie,  witli  the  view  of  establishing  per- 
manent pacific  relations  between  these  predatory  tribes  and  the  United 
StateS|  fod  fiso  "betWeen'the  same  tribes  and  the  other  Indians  of  dmt 
region^  Tlie  lamented  deaidi  of  Major  Armstrong  deprived  Ae  Govem-  * 
ment  of  the  services  of  that  valuable  officer;  but  the  other  (^inniissionent 
succeeded  in  effecting  a  pacification,  which  I  hope  will  >  fr^ft^lf' 

intercourse  among  all  the  tribes  in  that  quarter.  ^ST 

Under  Ae  authority  of  an  act  of  the  .last  session  of  Congress,  an  ar- 
rangement has  been  made  by  Colonel  Brookes  with  the  Caddo  Indians, 
for  the  cession  of  their  claims  to  land  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  Ter- 
ritory of  Arkansas.  This  will  be  submitted  to  you  at  the  proper  tim€^ 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  tbe  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  af 
tke  4lli  September,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  tlie  under- 

nentioned  statements  and  returns: 

A  report  sliowing  the  organization  of  the  army,  and  its  force  and  its 

distribution,  markefl  A.  '  • 

A  general  return  ol  the  army,  marked  B. 

Distribution  of  the  troops  in  the  Eastern  Department,  marked  C. 

Distribution  of  the  troops  in  the  Western  Department,  marked  D. 

Statement  showing  the  nunkber  of  recruits  enlisted  in  ihe  army  from 
the  1st  oi  January  to  the  30th  September,  1835,  together  with  the 
amount  of  recruiting  funds  advanced  to  officers  of  the  array,  and  ac- 
counted for  by  them  for  the  same  period,  marked  E. 

Inspectors  General  Wool  and  Croghan  are  engaged  in  inspecting  the 
troops:  the  former  those  along  the  coast  as  far  as  JNew  Orleans^  mclu- 
WTe;  and  the  latter  those  on  the  frontiers  beyond  the  Mississippi. 

The  reports  i^hich  have  been  receired  represent  the  armyinare-i^ 
s^pectable  condition  as  respects  their  police  and  general  discipline,  and 
as  improved  in  tactics  as  their  dispersed  condition  will  allow.  The 
'  supplies  are  regularly  received,  and  of  good  quality. 

The  dragoon?,  divided  into  three  squadrons,  have  made  tours  during 
the  past  season  through  almost  the  whole  of  ihc  fount i  v  \\  cst  of  the 
Mississippi,  hclow  the  forty-fourth  degree  of  nortii  iatuudc,  and  there  is 
no  donbt  that  their  presence  has  had  the  effect  of  kf  eping  the  Indians 
quiet,  aiid  of  preventing  those  depredaiiuns  and  hostilities  which,  before 
the  raising  of  this  regiment,  iiad  so  frequently  occurred  on  the  frontiers. 
This  corp.1  has  been  found  well  adapted  to  the  service  on  which  il  has 
been  employed,  aud  it  is,  1  am  happy  iu  say,  in  an  improvine  condition. 
The  arms  are  found  to  fulfil  the  expectations  entertained  of  them,  and, 
with  the  adoption  of  some  modifications  of  the  equipments,  recom- 
mended hj  Colonel  Podge  and  the  other  field  officers,  the  dragoons  may 
be  regarded  as  a  very  effieient  corps,  and  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
.mflitary  establishment.

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The  report  being  mftde  sixteen  days  earlier  in  the  season  this  year 
than  last  year,  the  accounts  of  eight  officers  have  not  yet  reached  the 
office:  when  recei\'ed,  they  will  probably  reduce  tbc  b;ik\nce  reported 
about  thirty-six  thousand  dollars.  The  remainder  is  distnhutcd  among 
more  thnn  fifty  nffirers  at  tiie  various  postf,  and  connected  with  the  sev- 
eral public  works  dijected  by  the  department  throuj^hout  tlie  Union  : 
all  of  which  is  ap])licable  to  the  service  for  the  present  quarter,  and  I 
ha%'e  no  doubt  will  be  promptly  accounted  for. 

The  accountability  tor  the  property  under  tlie  admiuistiation  of  the 
department  is  ab  prompt  as  heretofore. 

The  balances  retnahiiDg  in  the  treasmy  on  aeeouiit  of  Ike  Qairler> 
master's  departmeiit  proper,  and  hr  tbe  transportatioii  of  troops  end  sop* 
plies,  and  for  the  travelling  allowance  to  offieen,-  will  be  siifficmit  lor 
all  demands  against  them  for  tbe  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  appro]mation  for  ^he  transportation  of  ordnance  has  been  found 
entirely  inadequate:  I  have  been  oblieed  to  increase  that  item  to  thirty 
thousand  dollars ;  and  even  that  sum,  I  apprehend,  will  fall  short  of  the 
demands  of  the  service. 

Of  the  works  under  the  direction  of  the  department,  the  barracks  at 
New  Orleans  have  been  in  rapid  progress,  and.  it  is  believed,  will  be 
con^pleted  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  winter  without  a  further  appro- 
priation. 

The  hospital  at  Green  Bay  has  been  finished,  and  the  barracks,  it  is 
believed,  will  be  completed  in  th^  course  of  tbe  winter. 

The  barracks  and  other  buildings  at  F'ort  dibson  are  not  worth  re- 
pairing: the  sum  which  I  asked  at  the  first  session  of  the  last  Congress 
would  have  put  thcni  in  such  repair  as  to  have  alforded  coml'ortable  ac- 
commodations for  the  troops  for  ten  years — the  sum  granted  was  of  no 
manner  of  use ;  and^if  the  troops  are  to  remain  there,  new  barraefcs  nmst 
be  erected :  the  position  is,  in  a  military  point  of  view,  by  far  the  most 
important  on  the  whole  Indian  frontier;  and  a  permanent  work,  witli 
accommodations  for  twelve  companies,  should  be  erected  there  as  soon 
as  practicable.  I  have  estimated  for  filly  thoosand  dollars  to  commence 
the  work  and  carry  it  on  during  the  ensuing  season;  at  least  a  hundred 
thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to  complete  it. 

The  works  at  Savannah  and  Fort  Severn  have  been  in  rs|»id  progress 
during  the  season,  and  extensive  repairs  have,  during  the  same  period, 
been  made  at  Baton  Rouge.  The  expenditures  on  account  of  those 
works  h  ive  been  made  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Quartermaster's 
department.  VVht  n  my  estimates  for  last  year  were  in  the  course  of 
preparation,  it  was  intimated  to  me  that,  if  the  appropriation  for  the  dc- 
})artinent  would  bear  the  expenditures  necessary  to  complete  those  w  orks, 
and  the  barracks  at  Key  West,  no  specitio  estimates  for  them  would 
be  expected.  I  reported  to  yon  that  the  funds  at  the  disposal  uf  the  de- 
partment would  be  ample,  and  on  my  recommendation  you  authorized 
their  application  to  those  objects.  The  Third  Auditor  of  tbe  Treasuiy 
has,  however,  suspended  tbe  accounts  of  the  officers  who  have  made  the 
^Usbnrsements,  as  he  says,  for  the  want  of  appropriations.  If  the  matter 
should  be  thought  to  require  the  intervention  of  Congress,  I  respectfully 
<ask  that  application  be  made  to  that  body  in  behalf  of  the  officers  whose 
necoutttt  have  been  supended. 
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.  A  cottpany  ol  irtOlerj  has  be«B  tMomti  at  Wasliittg^n  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  arsenal;  if  they  are  to  remain,  (and  a  prudent  regard  to* 

the  public  interests  would  forbid  their  removal,)  barracks  will  be  requir- 
ed for  their  areommodalion,  for  which  1  respectluliy  ask  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made.  The  penitentiary  is  so  situated  as  to  command  the 
approach  bj-  land  to  the  arsenal  ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  convicts  suc- 
ceeding in  obtaining  t!ie  mastery  over  their  keepers,  they  might  seize 
the  arsenal,  and,  by  holding  the  penitentiary  at  the  same  time,  prevent 
any  succor  from  reaching  it  from  the  city.  Either  the  convicts  should 
be  removed,  or  the  arsenal  should  no  longer  be  occupied  as  a  place  for 
the  deposite  of  arms  and  munitions :  the  better  course,  perhaps,  under 
existukg  circumafamcea,  would  be  to  convert  the  penitentiary  into  bar* 
reeks,  end  oreet  a  baildlng  for  the  eonvlete  in  a  more  raitable  position. 

A  property  adjoining  Port  McHenry>  oear  Baltimore,  which  is  now 
rented  by  the  public  m  the  aecommodiatioo  of  the  garrison,  will  be  sold 
in  February  next,  under  a  decree  of.  the  chancellor.  Regarding  Fort 
McHenry  even  as  a  secondary  work,  according  to  the  classiiiGatioQ 
made  by  the  board  of  engineers,  the  United  States  should  own  the  pro- 
perty referred  to.  1  therefore  respectfully,  ask  that  authority  be  obtained 
from  Congress  to  make  the  purchase.  No  appropriation  will  be  re- 
quired, ns  the  necessary  sum  may  be  spared  from  the  Quarterma^ter'a 
department. 

Operations  were  corutiienced  on  the  road  authorized  Iroui  Green  Bay 
to  Prairie  du  Chien,  ifi  Michigan,  oarly  in  the  season  :  the  western  sec- 
tion of  the  road  imdei  the  superintendence  of  Colonel  Z.  Taylor  had 
been  finished  on  the  1st  of  August.  At  the  date  of  the  last  reports  the 
troops  were  employed  on  the  eastern  section,  bul  ii  i»  ieared  they  will 
not  be  able  to  complete  it  during  the  present  year.  ^ 

The  route  of  a  road  has  been  surveyed  and  marked  irom  Saginaw  to^ 
Mackinac,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  eighty -eight  miles.  Whether 
this  communication  be  considered  in  relation  to  the  transportation  of  the 
maA,  the  military  defence,  of  the  frontier,  or  in  its  effect  upon  the  sale 
of  the  publie  lasids,  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  works  upon  which  the 
Government  is  engaged.  I  hare  estimated  for  fifteen  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  to  commence  the  operations,  and  to  carry  them  on  during^ 
the  next  year. 

The  road  from  Strong's,  near  the  Saint  Francis  river,  to  Batcsville,  ia 
Arkansas,  has  been  located  and  surveyed,  and  will  be  opened,  it  is  be- 
lieved, as  far  as  the  appropriation  will  admit,  in -the  GOUISQ  of  the  winter  : 
a  further  appropriation  wi.ll  be  letjuired. 

That  part  of  the  road  from  Memphis  to  Little  Rock,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  department,  is  in  progress.  • 

The  road  from  Fort  Smitii  to  Jackson,  in  Lawrence  county,  m  Arkan- 
sas, has  been  located  and  surveyed,  and  the  otilcer  in  charge  of  it  has 
a  party  at  work  on  it ;  it  will  probably  be  finished  this  fall,  as  far  as  the, 
appropriation  will  admit :  a  fuither  appropriation  will  be  necessary. 

The  mad  frm  Helena  to  the  mouth  of  Cache  river  has  been  located 
asd  surveyed ;  and  the  offieer  in  charge  of  it  has  a  party  engaged  io 
opening  it. 

Orders  have  been  given-to  coaunenee  operations  on  the  route  of  a 
rood  directed  by  an  act  of  the  last  Congress  to  be  opened  ton  the  south-^ 
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ern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  hy  JaeksoD,  Little  Rock, 

Washington,  to  the  town  of  FuUon,  oti  the  north  bank  of  Red  river. 

On  the  road  from  Saint  Aiig;usune  to  I'allahassce,  in  I'londa,  opera- 
tions were  coinmeTiced  on  the  20th  of  July,  and  at  the  iast  report  the 
work  was  in  rapid  progress.  An  additional  appropriation  will  be  re« 
<|uirpd. 

On  the  road  from  Pensacula  to  Tallahassee,  operations  were  com- 
menced on  the  1st  of  July,  an<l  the  work  will  probably  be  completed,  by 
means  of  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  froiii  the 
latter  place  to  the  Choetawhatchee,  where  it  eonnecis  with  the  steamboat 
line  on  Santft  Rom  Sound. 

The  work  on  the  tumd  from  the  hood  of  PombooU  bty,  by  Pittnaa^i 
ferry,  to  WebbfiUe,  In  Florida^  woo  oommenoed  on  the  7tli  of  April  last. 
A  further  appropriation  of  two  thouaand  doUan  will  be  required -to  eoaa- 
plote  it,  and  to  repair  the  road  from  Pensacola  to  the  head  of  the  hay. 

There  is  a  balance  of  about  six  hundred  doUara  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  military  road  in  the  State  of  Maine,  which  the  authontiea  of  the 
State  desire  to  receive  for  the  purpose  of  expending  it  in  repairs  lapmn 
the  road.  I  submit  the  subject  with  a  view  of  obtaining  the  sanction  of 
Congress  to  the  transfer,  should  the  Secretar}*  of  War  approve  of  the 
measure. 

The  work  for  (be  improvement  of  the  Escambia  river  was  recom- 
menced on  the  25th  oi  .Inly,  nnd,  at  the  last  report  froni  the  olhcer  super- 
intending it,  tJie  river  had  been  cleared  forty-one  miles;  the  present 
appropriation  will  carry  the  ii  ipi ovements  about  twenty-onre  miles  far- 
ther. An  apj)iupriation  of  live  thousand  live  hundred  dollars  will  be 
required  to  continue  the  work  next  season. 

The  improvement  of  the  Chipola  river  had  not  been  commenced  on 
the  26th  of  September,  the  date  of  the  last  report,  in  consequence  of  the 
water  having,  up  to  that  time,  been  too  high  to  admit  of  a  eatia&otoryr 
examination  of  the  channel.  As  much  as  pesBible  will  be  aoeompliabed 
the  present  season,  bat  an  additional  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars will  be  required  to  complete  the.  won.  The  distance  to  be  im- 
proved is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles. 

The  officer  charged  with  the  improTemenI  of  the  Ooklawaha  had  made 
arrangements  at  the  last  report  to  commence  the  work  on  that  river^ 
which  will  be  cariied  on  with  the  utmost  viiror  until  completed:  it  in 
believed  the  present  approprintion  will  be  sulhcient. 

The  course  of  observation.^  (  omTnonci'd  in  No  .  ember  last  at  the  Delr\- 
ware  breakwater  has  been  eunlmucd  during  .the  present  season;  and 
thoug,li  purtions  ol  the  harbor  are  gradually  fillintj  with  mud  and  sand,  no 
doubt  remains  of  the. great  importance  of  the  work  as  a  commercial 
harbor. 

The  labois  were  resumed  on  the  easte  rn  end  of  the  breakwater  in 
July,  and  the  operations  have  been  limited  to  raising  that  pan  of  ihc 
work  so  as  to  enable  navigators  to  avoid  running  their  vessels  on  it  at 
ht^  water.  Eleven  tboosand  four  bundled  and  hot  tone  of  stone  have 
been  deposited.  A  large  balance  of  the  appropriatioa  remains  unex* 
ponded,  the  greater  part  of  which  will  be  applicable  to  ike  service  of  the 
next  year.  It  is  proposed  that  the  examination  of  the  work  by-  a  board 
4>f  engineerti  for  the  pnipose  of  determining  whether  any-  change  in  the 
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form  of  the  harbor  be  expedient,  be  deferred  until  March  or  April,  in 
order  to  afford  us  the  advantage  of  obserWng  the  effect  of  the  storms  and 
currents  upon  the  exterior  of  the  work,  as  well  as  upon  the  shoals  forming 
within,  during  the  ensuing  winter.  I  have  presented  an  estimate  for  one 
hundred  thoiijsand  dollars,  which,  with  the  balance  that  will  remain  after 
closing  the  l>u.siness  of  the  present  year,  will  be. as  much  as  can  be  ad- 
vantageously used  next  year.  •  ' 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  those  associated  with  me  in  this  office  to  ask 
the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  entire  inadequacy  of  their 
compensation.  The  principal  clerk  receives  twelve  hundred  dollars  a 
year ;  tbe  leeoiid  elm,  nine  hundred  and  fifty;  the  third,  eight  hundred 
and  forty ;  and  twa  aerireants  reoeive,  in  addUion  to  their  pay  in  the 
army,  each,  foar  hundred  and  forty-five  dolian  and  twenly-five  cents. 
The  great  disbursing  departments  of  the  amy  are  the  Quartermaater's^ 
the  Paymaiter^i;,  the  Engineer,  the  Subsistence,  and  .the  Ordnance  de* 
parimenta.  The  principal  clerk  in  the  Paymaster  General's  office  re- 
ceives seventeen  hundred  dollars,  and  two  other  clerks'  each  eleven 
hundred  dollars  a  year.  The  principal,  derk  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missary General  of  Subsistence  receives  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  the 
second  clerk  twelve  hun.lred  dollars,  and  the  third  clerk  a  thousand  dol- 
lars a  year.  There  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of  the  duties  performed  by 
the  gentlemen  of  the  two  oHiL-es  [iisi  named,  to  justify  the  distinction 
made  between  them  and  the  clerks  in  tliis  office  ;  the  latter  perform  du- 
ties as  important  and  laborious,  and  whii  h  require  as  much  intelligence, 
time,  and  talent  as  the  former;  and,  on  jjiinciples  of  strict  justice,  they 
should  have  equal  compensation,  'ilia  business  of  this  otlicc  is  never 
allowed  to  fall  back,  on  the  plea  that  the  force  attached  to  it  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  keep  it  up :  if  the  gentlemen  of.  the  office  be  unable  to  dispose 
of  it  in  the  nours  usually  devoted  to  official  labor  in  the  public  offices, 
they  are  required  to  work  at  other  hours,  and  are  often  employed  until 
late  at  night ;  and  often  at  times  when  those  who  receive  muieh  greater 
compensation  are  at  their  hoinesi  or  attending  to  their  private  afiairs.  I 
respectfully  ask  that  the  Secretary  of  War  do  them  the  justice  to  place 
their  case  before  Congress ;  and

Of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  officers  disl)ursing  the  public  money  <MI 
account  ot  subsistence  for  the  })eriod  enil)raced  in  this  statement,  the  ac- 
counts of  four  only  were  not  received  at  its  completion.  One  has  ren- 
dered his  accounts  since,  and  the  renjaining  three  are  so  remote  that 
time  has  not  l)een  afl'orded  for  their  reception.  It  is  believed,  however, 
from  the  nature  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures,  that,  had  they  reached 
the  department,  the  statement  would  not  have  been  materially  ati'ccted. 
No  doubt  they  will  shortly  reach  the  office,  and  every  ceiit  wili  be  strict- 
ly accounted  for  in  the  4th  quarter  of  the  year. 
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The  aaiMtlt  due  by  Lieut.  Chandler  (^43  10)  was  received  by  liim^ 
from  his  predecessor  but  a  short  time  previous  to  embarking  at  Fort 
Morc^an  for  Mobile,  and  was  intended  to  sulisi.st  his  command  in  the  boat,  , 
which,  on  its  return  from  the  hitter  to  the  foi  mer  pLace,  was  unfortunately 
capsized,  and  all  but  one  man  perished  ;  and  although  tlie  body  of  Lieut.  ' 
Chandler  was  subsefpiently  found,  yet  no  funds  were  on  Iiis  person  ;  the 
presumption  is,  therefore,  that  the  major  part  was  (expended  during  liis 
absence,  in  suhsistin;;  his  comniand.    It  is  due  to  the  memory  of  the  de- 
ceased to  state  that  in  all  liis  previous  IranKactions  with  the  dc])arlment 
his  accounts  were  rendered  with  the  greatest  promptitude.   It  is  believed 
that  sufficient  pay  is-  doe  Lieut.  Mfuining  to  oover  the  $71  72  due  by: 
him.   Of  the  |146  07  due.  b j  Elle^  Pettigru,  $100  wfte  remitted  iott 
the  Otl^  of  August  last,  and  has  not  been  acknowledge  d  by  him ;  the  in-^  ^ 
ference  is  that  it  was  not  receired.  ,  Upon  the  Trensarer's  warrpnt  for  ' 
that  sum  reaching  this  office,  it  will  be  cancelled,  and  the  amount  passed, 
to  his  credit.   The .  $45  07  are  suspended  vouchers  forwarded  him  on! 
the  settlement  of  former  accounts  for  explanation  ;  these  ean  alsq,  upon 
theif  reception  here,  be  ooff  admitted  to  his  credit, 

\{  is  nothing  more  than  justtoe  to  Lieutenants  Manning  and  Pettigrutd  ' 
remark  that,  from  the  prompt  manner  in  whic  h  all  their  previous  aocounts 
were  rendered,  it  is  believed  that,  had  they  survi\ ed,  every  cent  in  t]i:'ir 
possession  would  have  been  honorably  and  ^^tisfactorily  accounted  for.  ^

HEPORT  OF  THE  PAYMASTER  GENERAL. 


Paymaster  Geakral's  Office, 

WashiTigton  City,  November  30,  1835. 

Sir  :  I  have  ihe  honor,  !icrcwith,  to  submit  a  report  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  pay  dcpartmciit  for  the  year  cn'.iiiig  September  30,  \  SS3. 

It  will  l)e  seen  that  tlie  l);i]anpes  in  the  hands  of  paymasters,  and  the 
sums  received  by  them  from  the  trcasuiy  during  the  tiscal  year,  amount 
to  one  miiUoii  five  hundred  and  niaoty-bix  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty-five  dollars  and  twenty-lvvo  cents;  all  of  which  ihey  have  ac- 
counted for,  except  $54,942  80.  A  part  of  ihii>  sum  is  charged  to  late 
Paymaster  Wright,  being  the  balance  reported  against  iiim  by  the  Audi- 
tor. His  administrators  claim  credits  from  the  United  States  on  account 
of  rejected  vouchers  and  disallowances  to  a  greater  amount.  Whaterer 
balance  may  be  finalfy  adjudged  to  be  due,  wi(l  be  paid  without  loss. 
The  remainder  to  be  accounted  for  was  advanced  for  ihe  payment  of  the 
troops  on  Red  river :  the  paymaster  received  it  in  October  last,  and  has 
not  yet  bad  time  to  disburse  it  and  render -his  accounts.  Tbej  will,  no 
doubt,  be  received  before  the  close  of  the. year. 

The  troops  have  been  paid  to  as  late  periods  this  year  as  th6j  gene* 
rally  are  when  the  annual  report  is  made. 

It  is  now  fifteen  years  since  the  United  States  sn<?tained  any  loss  by 
the  Iransa^'tiojis  of  this  department,  in  which  lime  nineteen  and  a  half 
millions  oi'  dollars  have  been  di>h:.rsed  in  small  su?n«  :  th^  accountability 
may,  therefore,  be  considered  as  pcrR  ct  as  it  can  well  be  made,  and  f 
have  nothing;  to  ask  for  or  recommend  on  tliat  subject.  But,  in  relation 
to  frequent  payments,  it  Is  my  duty  to  r(  pt  .t  wli  .t  1  have  before  slated, 
that,  with  the  number  of  paymastcrb  now  auihc  rizcd,  it  is  impossible  for 
the  department  lo  have  tiic  troops  paid  as  often  as  the  law  conteiuplates, 
and  the  interest  of  the  service  requires. 

When  th^  army  was  lest  reduced,  fourteen  paymasters  were  retained, 
and  found  necessary  to  pay  it  accoK^ing  to  the  requirement  of  the  law ; 
since  (hen,  their  duties  have  been  increasing,  and  are  now  at  least -one- 
third  greater  than  they  were  in  1821,  in  consequence  of  the  additional 
number  of  troops,  the  extension  and  increase  of  military  posts,  and  the 
greater  amount  of  funds  to  be  disbursed.  Under  such  circumstances,  I 
again  solicit  you  to  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by  law  for  the 
appointment  of  three  additional  paymasters.

EEPOKT  OF  THE  SURGEON  GENERAL. 


November  21, 1835» 

Sm :  In  compliaQce  with  your  InstnicticDs,  I  have  to  report  that  the 
amount  advanced  on  account  of  the  medical  department  oT  the  army, 
during  the  first  Uiree  iquarters  of  the  present  year,  was  (14^500,  of 
which  j^tO,Sll  have  been  expended,  and  for  which  accounts  have  been 
rendered  and  settled.  The  amount  paid  during  the  same  period,  by  war- 
rants CD  the  Treasury,  for  claims  previously  presented  and  admitted,  wu 
$18,770, 

The  annual  supplies  for  the  several  lio^^pitals  were  transmitted  in  due 
season  nnd  received  in  -'^'^  order,  ;  il,  with  other  property  under  the 
charge  of  the  ofricers  of  ibe  department,  have  been  iully  and  fiatisfaeto- 
rily  accountt-'l  for  1»y  tlie  returns  of  the  surgeons,  whirh  also  show  the 
hospitals  to  be  ampi  v  supplied  in  evory  i  oipect ;  and  ahhouirh  tlie  allow- 
ances as  established  by  existnig roptdaiiini^i  have  been  materi  iUy  increas- 
ed and  improved,  and  arc  ol  the  best  (jualiiy  the  miU  ket  ailbrdo,  Liie  expen- 
ses of  the  dcp:iri!iu  nt,  on  this  ucLOunt,  have,  in  consequenoe  of  the  sys- 
tem of  responsil)ility  adopted  bot'i  in  relation  to  suj^ply  and  cij)jnuiture, 
been  essenlially  less  than  heretofore.  The  average  cost  for  supplies,  during 
the  last  two  years,  has  been  $  2  5G  per  man ;  and  the  average  from  1819 
to  1BS9  was  $2  49  per  man,  while  that  of  1817  and  1818  was  $6  19, 
and  that  of  1810  and  1811  was  $4  50  per  man ;  making  a  difierence  in 
favor  of  the  present  estahlishment  of  j(  14,000  per  annum  over  that  of 
1811,  and  of  $23,500  per  annum  over  that  of  1815. 

In  reply  to  a  remark  (  ui'  ained  in  a  recent  report  of  the  Board  of  Visit- 
ers at  West  Point,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  state  that,  from  the  returns 
and  reports  of  the  medical  olBccrs,  as  well  as  from  a  rec  i  nt  inspection, 
the  hospital  at  that  place  appears  to  be  amply  furnislied,  not  only  with 
all  that  this  depai  liK  nt  is  authorized  to  furnish,  but  with  many  addition* 
al  artiuks  whic!i  do  not  c  - nc  strictly  within  its  estimates.  The  appro- 
priatiojis  for  the  army  and  lor  (lie  Military  Aradv my  have  always  been 
entirely  di-t'iu't:  and,  if  it  is  (h')uuhl  aiivisnble,  in  comjfli.mco  with  the 
intimation  oi  ilie  Board  of  \'i:iitois,  to  esta})h''>h  allowances  for  (h:it  insti- 
tution, whicli  h  is  hcrctoforo  he<*n  furnished  from  the  supplies  of  the  ar- 
my, beyond  what  iseiih(  r  authorized  or  required  at  the  milii  ary  posts,  it 
is  respectfully  suggested  thai  a  special  estimate  be  hereafter  made  for 
that  purpose. 

The  whole  numher  of  deaths  reported  in  hospitals,  during  the  first 
three  quarters  of  the  year  was  hut  108,  or  a  fraction  over  li  per  cent,  on 
the  aggregate  of  the  army.  Of  these,  25  occurred  at  Jefferson  Barracks, 
19  at  Fort  Gibson,  6  at  the  dragoon  encampment  near  Fort  Gibson,  6  at 
Fort  Jesup,  5  at  Foi  t  Armstrong,  5  at  the  bay  of  St.  Louis,  and  42  at 
other  posts  ;  of  which  21  were  from  consumption,  16  from  remittent  and 
inteimittent  fever,  11  from  intemperance,  7  from  cholera^  and  53  from 
other  causes. 
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The  law  graduating  the  pay  of  the  surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  ac- 
cording to  length  of  service,  and  requiring  an  examination  by  a  medical 
board  previous  to  appointment  or  promotion,  is  believed  to  have  been  of 
essential  advantage  to  the  army,  by  securing  to  it  the  talent  and  the  pro- 
fessional knowledge  wliic  h  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  performance 
of  the  important  duties  that  devolve  upon  an  officer  of  the  medical  de- 
jKirtmentas  soon  as  he  enters  the  service.  Of  121  applicants,  who  had 
been  recommended  as  qualified  for  appointment,  and  wlio  were  author- 
ized to  present  themselves  for  examinuiion,  50  have  failed  to  attend,  and, 
of  the  remainder,  but  44,  or  soinewhat  over  one-third  of  the  whole  num- 
ber, have  been  fonnd  qualified  for  the  commission  applied  for.  The 
army  surgeon  is  liable,  at  any  moment,  to  be  called  on  to  decide  in  the 
most  critical  cases,  remote  from  all  professional  advice  and  assistance, 
and  should  not  only  be  well  grounded  in  the  eleniontary  branches  of  his 
profession,  but  be  sufficiently  versed  in  the  details  ol  practice  to  prepare 
him  for  all  its  responsible  contingencies  the  moment  he  reports  himself 
for  duty.  The  raedicnl  board  have,  therefore,  been  instructed  to  make 
a  full  and  accurate  examination  of  every  candidate  on  anatomy  and  phy- 
iiiology,  surgical  anatoniy  antl  surgery,  theory  and  practice  of  medicine^ 
materia  medica  and  pharmacy,  chemistry,  obstetrics,  and  forensic  medi- 
cine; to  report  the  positive  merit  of  each  candidate  in  the  respective 
branches,  and  their  relative  merit  on  the  wliole  examination,  agreeably 
to  which  they  are  appointed,  and  take  rank  in  the  department. 

I  have  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Departmerit  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  hospitals  at  the  several  military  posts,  many  of  which  are 
eutirely  destitute  of  suitable  accommodations  for  the  sick.  A  large  por- 
tion of  the  buildings  approj)riated  to  this  purpose  have  been  erected  a 
long  time,  and  were  buut  of  perishable  materials,  and  in  a  hasty  manner, 
to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  occasion,  while,  at  most  of  the  works  re- 
cently completed,  no  provision  is  made  for  the  sick,  who  are  necessarily 
placed  in  damp  casemates,  or  in  temporary  buildings,  entii  ely  unfit  to 
protect  them  from  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather,  or  to  preserve  tho 
property  under  the  charge  of  the  medical  ollicers. 

Agreeably  to  instructions,  the  medical  board  recently  made  a  special 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  hospitals  at  18  posts  visited  by  them  ;  and, 
of  this  number,  but  three  were  found  to  be  well  bnilt  and  of  good  ma- 
terials, and  the  internal  arrangement  of  these  is  essentially  defective. 
Hospitals  of  the  first  class  are  now  required  at  four,  of  tlie  second  class 
at  one,  and  of  the  third  class  at  three  of  them.  Those  heretofore  erect-  • 
ed  have  afforded  very  imperfect  accommodations  in  pro{)oi  lion  to  the  ex- 
pense incurred.  It  is  therefore  proposed  that  tlicy  be  hereafter  built  oa 
plans  to  be  furnished  by  the  department,  adapted  to  the  size  of  the  com- 
mand, and  so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  enlargement,  and  to  afford  tha 
necessary  wards  and  offices  at  the  least  additional  expense. 

An  estimate  has  been  furnished  of  the  amount  believed  to  be  required 
for  this  purpose  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a  special  report  will  be  made 
designating  the  several  posts  at  which  new  hospitals  now  are,  or  will 
shortly  be,  required,  and  those  where  additioQS,  alterations,  or  repairs 
ouly,  are  necessary.  "  ;^

The  Hod.  Lewis  Cass,  Secretary  qf  War:  - 

Stt :  In  complhmee  with  jour  instnietioiMi,  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit 
the  .following  report  relating  to  the  operations  of  this  department  during 
the  year  ending  on  the  30th  September  last.  It  is  accompaniiKl  by 
three  tabular  statements,  marked  A,  B,  and  C.  The  first  two  rdate  to- 
it9  fiscal  concerns,  and  the  last  exhibits  the  works  projected  by  the  Board 
of  Engineers  which  have  not  been  commenced,  and  an  estimate  of  their 
cost. 

FORTinCATIONS. 

In  consequence  of  no  appropriation  haying  been  made  for  this  branch 
<>f  service  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  the  operations  at  the  several 
works  have  been  limited  to  the  application  of  balances  of  former  appro- 
priations, and  contracted  to  the  degree  necessary  for  placing  in  security 
and  in  a  state  of  preservation  those  parts  already  commenced,  rather 
than  in  continuing  the  constriioJions  then  in  progress. 

This  ohli'j:ed  me  to  change  the  location  of  some  of  the  officers,  to  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  artisans,  mechanics,  and  hihorers,  whose  ex- 
perience and  skill  it  will  he  ditficult,  if  nit  im])ossible,  to  replace,  and 
to  lay  up  and  dispase  of  materials  and  mjchinery.  A  recommence- 
ment of  operations  will  be  attended  with  embarras  sment  and  delay  ;  and 
imposes  upon  me  the  necessity  of  presenting  lari;e  estimates,  which  a 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the  different  works  now  calls  for,  to  place  them 
in  the  situation  they  have  lost. 

I  also  beg  leave  to  request  that  the  propriety  of  a  speedy  aetiOB  upon 
diese  estimates  may  be  represented  to  Congress,  that  advantage  may  be 
taken  of  the  coming  winter  to  enter  into  timely  preparations. 

Fbri  Independence^  BaHon  harhor^The  funds  available  ibr  this 
work  have  been  applied  during  the  past  season  in  procuring  stone  for 
the  face  of  the  scarp  wall,  and  36,431  superficial  feet  of  the  55/XM> 
required  for  the  modified  plan  have  been  prepared. 

aPorl  Warren^  Boeion  harbor, — ^As  soon  as  the  preparatory  measures 
for  commencing  the  masonry  of  this  fort,  detailed  in  my  repwt  of  last 
year,  were  completed,  as  large  a  force  of  masons  as  could  bis  procured 
was  employed  on  its  mnstrnrtion. 

It  is  anticipated  tliat,  by  ihe  close  of  operations  this  year,  from  4,000 
to  5,000  cubic  yards  of  masonry  will  have  hrcn  h  itl,  arjd  ahoiit  two*- 
fifths  of  the  entire  excavations  and  embankm  nt  have  [)( (  n  nji!  i  trd. 

Fort  Admm,  Narrai^an.sett  Roads,  Rhode  lsljnd.S(j[\\m^  has  bceft 
done  at  this  work  since  last  March.  The  bal  tnce  of  (he  finids  available 
last  fall  was  employed  very  tlilciently  in  closing  operations  for  the 
winter. 
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In  consequence  of  no  appropriation  being  made  .  ibV  a  recommence- 
ment in  the  spring,  it  was  ibund  necessary  to  dispose  of  iJie  \s(<ii: of 
horses  and  oxen,  and  make  such  other  dispositions  as  practicable  for  the 
preserration  of  the  works. 

Fort  Schuyler^  Throg^s  Neck,  East  river,  Netv  York. — It  was  hoped, 
from  the  ample  preparations  made  last  year,  and  the  funds  available 
for  their  application,  that  the  construction  of  this  fort  would  have  been 
prosecuted  the  present  year  with  much  vigor.  But,  though  materials 
and  facilities  of  every  description  have  been  in  waiting,  it  has  been 
inpossible  to  procure  a  sufficient  force  to  carry  on  the  works  with  the 
progress  that  was  desired.  No  exertion  has  been  spared  to  facilitate  the 
operation,  either  by  letting  parts  on  contract  or  by  hired  labor,  and  un- 
availing elVorls  have  been  made  to  collect  the  necessary  force  in  Boston, 
Newport,  Connecticut,  and  the  western  part  of  New  York. 

The  foundations  of  the  sea-wall  have  been  laid  from  its  commence- 
ment at  the  southern  redoubt  to  its  extremity  at  the  northern.  The  su- 
perstructure of  about  one-third  of  this  extent  has  been  built  to  its  full 
height,  and  that  of  the  remainder  to  about  one-third  ;  the  most  difficult 
parts  of  the  foundation  of  other  parts  of  the  work  have  also  been  laid. 
A  large  crane,  a  number  of  trucks,  scows,  &c.,  have  been  added  to  the 
facilities  prepared  last  year,  and  a  railroad  at  the  quarry  at  Horse-neck  is 
now  constructing.  It  is  hoped  that  much  work  may  still  be  done  the 
remainder  of  the  season. 

Fort  Columbus  and  Castle  William,  Governor'' s  island.  New  Voi'k.-^ 
The  repairs  of  these  works  have  been  prosecuted  with  as  much  ra- 
pidity as  tiie  force  at  the  command  of  the  officer  in  charge  would  permit ; 
should  he  be  able  to  increase  it  sufficiently,  the  former  fort  will  be  en- 
tirely  completed  this  fall,  except  the  laying  some  of  the  gun  traverses, 
which  must  be  postponed  until  funds  for  that  purpose  can  be  obtained. 

The  measures  d censed  necessary  for  repairing  the  latter  Avork  have 
been  attended  with  ditliculty  and  delay. 

The  exterior  wall  of  the  battery  has  been  confined  by  tension  braced 
to  the  interior,  to  prevent  its  inclination  outwards,  from  the  v*eight  of  the 
arches  of  the  casemates  above. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  laying  the  platforms  for  the  second 
tier  of  guns,  and  the  repair  of  the  roofs  has  been  commenced.  No- 
tiiing  has  yet  been  done  to  the  south  battery,  except  to  remove  the  old 
walls  farthest  from  the  parade  that  supported  the  platforms,  and,  with  the 
materials  thus  procured,  to  build  the  foundations  of  the  traverses ;  the 
wall  next  ihe  parade  has  been  left  as  an  interior  revetment  of  the 
rampart. 

The  constant  employment  affi)rded  to  mechanics  and  laborers  of  every 
description  in  the  city  of  New  York  renders  it  very  difficult  to  procure 
.  their  services  on  the  island,  which  has  operated  very  unfavorably  to 
these  works  the  past  season. 

Fort  Delaware^  Delaware  river. — The  walls  of  the  old  fort  have 
been  razed,  and  the  materials  applied  to  strengthening  the  dikes  around 
the  island. 

-The  quarters  of  laborers,  overseers,  toaster-workmen,  and  superin- 
tendent are  completed,  as  also  workshops,  storehouses,  lime  sheds,  and 
•  * 
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.  :i|tahle^  canal9*sind  necessary  roads  have  been  oomtrnetea,  and  the 
;>jijiiagefef  tba\\vho,le  island  rendered  perfect. 

The  wiiaV'fs^aVe  been  repaired  ;  snveral  thousand  bricks  cleaned  for 
future  use,  and  the  crnncs,  necessary  lor  the  reception  of  stone,  com- 
pleted. A  supply  of  excellent  building  stone,  a  lari;*'  quantity  of  piles 
and  square  timber  foi'  the  grillage  md  foundations  ot  the  new  work^ 
•  have  been  received. 

The  hydr.iulic  machinery,  w  ilh  a  steam  engine  for  propelling  it,  to- 
getlier  v.  ith  tiuee  pile  engines,  lia\c!  been  constructed.  'I'lie  position  to 
be  occupied  by  the  new  work  has  been  examiiied  by  boriuii,  and  tiie 
natuie  of  the  soil  ascertained.  All  the  arrangements  were  perfected  at 
the  close  of  last  year  for  receiving  materials  in  large  quantities,  and  for 
.commencing  and  rapidly  progressing  with  the  foundations  of  the  Ibrt  in 
the  spring ;  but  it  then  became  necessary  to  suspend  the  work,  and  to 
^nfine  operations  to  the  receipt  of  such  materials  as  had  been  contract* 
«d  for,  keeping  the  laborers  employed,  when  not  otherwise  engaged,  in 
tearing  up  the  old  foundation,  and  excavating  one  front  of  the  new  work. 

Fori  Calhoun^  Haxnpion  Roads^  Virginia. — As  contemplated  in  nij 
last  report,  the  balance  of  the  stone  required  for  the  formation  of  the 
mole  has  been  receiTcd,  and  deposited  over  the  foundations  of  the  walls 
of  the  fort,  so  that  there  is  now  acting  slong  their  whole  extent  a  greater 
weight  by  upwards  of  20,000  tons  than  is  estimated  will  be  brought  Tipon 
them  when  tho  Un  l  is  couipleted  and  jxr.rrisoned.  Though  an  accession 
^f  weiicht  continues  to  cause  subsidence,  it  is  in  a  continued  decreasing; 
ratio ;  and  should  there  l>e  no  evidv^nce  of  a  (  onlraiy  nature  by  next 
sprint:,  it  is  j)roposetl  to  iLSume  the  construction  of  the  walls,  forwliich 
purpose  an  estimate  is  suljmitii'd. 

Fort  Macon,  Ltauforl,  y.  CV-  As  announced  in  my  last  report,  this 
fort  has  been  completed,  and  is  now  j.;ari  isoned. 

Fori  Caswell,  Oak  island^  N.  C. — This  work  was  reported  to  you  last 
jear  to  be  in  readiness  to  receive  a  garrison.  Since  that  time  die  De- 
'^jHUtment  has  been  informed  that,  in  the  storms  so  frequent  on  that  coast,^ 
jnroads  have  been  made  in  the  dikes  by  the  sea,  and  a  breach  finally 
created,  which  even  threatens  more  damage  than  has  yet  taken  place. 
The  walls  of  the  fort  have  also  had  some  motion  since  they  were  erected, 
-causing  injuries  to  the  arches  of  •the  caponniers  and  crenated  galleries, 
and  give  indication  of  insulhcient  stability  to  resist  the  weight,  tending  to 
their  overthrow.  The  funds  originally  available  were  not  sufficient  to 
construct  the  breast-lieiirhl  walls,  the  parapet*,  furnaces,  &c.,  which  are 
neccsFary  for  its  completion.  An  estimate  to  remedy  these  defects,  for 
iho  construction  of  tlic  partfi  mr  ntioned,  and  for  the  security  of  the  site,  is 
accordingly  submitted  for  corisideration. 

FortijicaHons  in  Charleston  harbor,  S,  (\ — Operations  in  this  harbor 
have  consisted  in  a])pl\iti2  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  1834  to 
the  prosecution  of  the  plan  for  protecting  the  site  of  Fort  MnuUrie.  This 
plan,  bo  far  as  tested,  has  answered  the  desired  end,  and  a  large  accu- 
mulation of  sand  has  taken  place  on  the  shore,  before  exposed  to  the 
abrading  action  of  the  sea. 

For  want  of  iiinds,  the  operations  were  abruptly  arrested  last  March, 
•the  woiks  brought  to  as  favorable  a  dose  as  eircumatances  would  permit, 
and  the  officer  charged  with  their  superintendence  otherwise  disposed  of» 
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The  estimate  for  next  year  contemplates  the  renewal  of' the  construction 
of  Fort  Sumter,  and  the  prosecution  of  the  plan  f(/i  ptotttctiiig  ^i4iiva4's 
island.  ■ 

Fort  Pulaskiy  Cockspur  island^  Geojrgia, — On  the  80th  of  September, 
1834,  the  piling  and  cotistnictlon  of  the  giillage  for  the  foandation  of  this 
work  was  completed,  and  the  masonry  commenced.  Since  that  time  the 
ETailahle  funds  have  been  applied  in  laying  5,165  cubic  yards  of  masonry ; 
to  die  completion  of  all  the  cpunter-arches  and  cross  wails  of  the  rampart 
to  a  height  of  seven  feet  above  the  grillage,  and  to  the  completion,  gene- 
rally, of  the  counter-arches  of  communication ;  and  the  piers,  scarp,  and 
rear  walls,  and  counterforts  of  the  north,  northeast,  and  southeast  fronts, 
to  a  height  of  more  than  twelve  feet  above  the  grillage.  The  work  is 
represented  by  the  local  engineer  to  be  in  a  favorable  condition  for  a 
vigoroos  recommencement  of  operations  so  soon  as  fm-ther  means  are 
providcvL 

Fort  Marion,  St.  Ai(!:;ifs!iney  Florida* — Nothing  has  been  done  at  this 
work  the  p;ist  year  for  want  of  funds. 

Fort  Pickeui,  Pcnsacola  harbor ^  Florida. — This  fort  was  completed  in 
October  last,  and  o  -r.upied  by  n  garrison.  It  has  since  been  necessary  to 
give  incre^ised  clitaensions  to  the  searj)  walls  of  the  two  faces  of  tlio  i^.orth- 
cast  bastion,  to  insure  their  permanence  against  the  immense  piessure  of 
the  sand  ramparts. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  state  that  all  parts  of  the  wall  supporting  these 
heavy  embankments  are  now  in  exeellent  condition,  as  proved  bv  the 
severe  test  to  which  tliey  have  been  subjected,  from  the  unusual  and 
heavy  rains  of  (he  past  summer.  For  the  causes  alluded  to  in  my  last 
report,  a  further  appropriation  is  still  necessary  for  the  final  completion 
of  thi'  work,  an  estimate  for  which  is  accordingly  submitted. 

Fort  on  Foster'' s  bank,  Florida. — At  the  date  of  my  last  report,  the 
eonstruction  of  the  platform  foundations  of  this  work  was  in  progress, 
and,  owing  to  the  exposed  position  of  the  site,  required  great  labor  and 
activity  to  lay  the  masonry  in  a  secure  and  proper  manner.  The  funds 
arising:  from  the  appioprlution  of  1831  were  at  ih'is  time  exlrau'^lod  ;  but 
seeing  the  great  injury,  if  not  complete  destruction  tliat  would  result  to 
the  works,  should  they  be  suspended  rt  that  ^^ir^r^c  of  tlieir  pron;re«!s,  it 
was  determined  by  Captain  Chase,  the  local  eiif^ineer,  to  continue  them, 
on  his  own  (  i  cdit,  in  anticipation  of  the  nj)prcprij^tion  of  18.'*5. 

Wlicn  he  became  aware  of  the  non-approp;  i.itioii  I'cv  fortificati'tns,  the 
works  had  been  in  progress  nearly  four  fiiciiilis  aflxi  the  available  means 
had  been  exhausted  ;  the  safety  of  thi;  foundations  had  been  secured,  and 
the  whole  structure  raised  to  five  feet  abo^  e  high  water  level.  But,  under 
the  previous  appropriations,  a  large  quantity  of  materials  had  been  col- 
lected, and  were  then  deposited  on  the  narrow  strip  of  land  comprising 
a  part  of  Foster's  island,  which  were  necessarily  much  exposed  to  in- 
jury, and,  indeed,  to  total  loss,  from  the  changes  produced  by  storms  on 
the  recently  formed  island. 

It  was,  therefore,  very  desirable  they  should  be  used  in  the  walls  of 
the  work  as  rapidly  as  possible ;  and  Mr.  Strong,  the  contractor,  did  not 
hesitate  to  proceed  with  the  construction  on  his  own  responsibility,  re- 
lying upon  the  appropriation  of  1836  to  remunerate  him  for  his  services. 
The  work  is  now  raised  two  feet  above  the  tops  of  the  lower  tier  of  em- 
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'br&9ures,'-'aiid'  all* '(he  piers  and  ca^mates  ar^  raised       feet  above  the 

*'  )|fi-<;«iis€queli€e'<ol*tliese  arrangemento,  hy  which  great  loss  has  bo€ii 
saved  to  the  United  States,  a  large  anouDt  of  arrearages  has  seemed 
against  the  fort^  which  is  embFaced  in  the  estimate  for  1836.  This  esti- 
mate contemplates  the  completion  of  the  work  bjr  the  end  of  next  June. 

Fort  Morgan^  Mobile  pciiUj  Ahbrnna* — ^Arrangements  were  made,  in 
obedience  to  your  instructions,  to  fit  up  thirteen  casemates  of  this  fort  for 
officers^  quarters,  store  and  guard  rooms.  The  first  of  these  are  nearly 
completed,  and  the  balance  of  the  funds,  as  far  as  thejr  go,  will  be  appliad 
to  the  others. 

Fori  Lh'in^^fitfyn^  Grand  Terrc,  Louif>iana. — Nothin*;  has  been  done 
at  this  work,  lor  the  reason  tnentioiieii  in  my  last  roporl.  Tlie  cxpendi- 
tuios  hitherto  maue  liave  been  j)iineipall^  for  the  con>ti  uflion  ol  the 
temporary  buildings.  A  porf=^oa  i:,  j>lnced  on  the  island  tor  iIjc  purpose 
ol"  taking  care  of  the  materiuU  aud  houses;  and  one  laborer,  ii'ider  his 
direction,  is  engaged  in  cutting  tlie  ditches  that  are  considered  beneaciid 
to  iuiuic  operations. 

CONTINGENCIES  OF  FOUTIHCA HONS. 

Thfe  funds  available  under  this  head  have  been  applied  to  repairs  of 
Fort  McHenry ;  to  Fort  Macon ;  to  construction  of  experimental  battery 
at  the  Washington  arsenal ;  to  fitting  up  magazines  efforts  on  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico ;  constructing  a  fence  at  Fort  Hamilton ;  to  repairs  of  Fort  Jack- 
son; survey  of  Provincetown  harbor;  and  contingcncicfiof  the  Engineer 
department.  The  frcijuent  calls  made  upon  the  depai  tuient  for  repairs 
of  fortifications,  which  are  essential  to  their  preservation,  security,  and 
efficiency,  render  it  necessary  that  a  larger  sum  than  usual  be  placed  at 
its  disposal  for  this  purpose.  This  will  explain  to  you  the  rnuse  why  the 
item  under  this  head,  in  tlie  estimate  loi  IS.'IG,  is  lari^er  than  customary. 
I  beu  leave  n  ^pL;.;tl!.liy  to  rcprv  :  i  :it,  at  this  place,  th:U  most  of  the 
Horkb  now  in  pioi^ie-'S  will  he  tonjploted  in  tlie  eoinse  of  a  few  years, 
and  that  a  regard  to  econouiy  and  linn  ly  pieparation  ()!)liiies  mc  to  call 
your  attention  to  liw  £>ul>jc('t  of  (oiilinuin^  the  system  of  t:oalein))lated 
defence  ..long  the  cu«»ijt.  1  tlu  i  t  iLn  .'  rc.>ptjctfuriy  sue:a;est  that  a  com- 
mciii^cment  of  the  works  for  tli^j  di^itiu  e  oi  Portland,  iMaiuc  ;  Portsmouth, 
New  JIampshire ;  Provincetown  harbor,  and  New  Bedford,  Massachu- 
setts; the  debouch  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  canal,  Delaware 
river ;  Baltimore,  Maryland ;  and  that  intended  to  complete  the  defences 
of  Pensacola  harbor  and  navy  y aid,  be  taken  into  consideration,  an  esti- 
mate for  which  is  submitted. 

The  iniluence  which  these  positions  exert  upon  our  internal  defence 
and  intercourse  is  well  known  to  you,  and  needs  no  comment  from  me  at 
this  time  for  the  preference  given  them  over  others. 

UAilBORS  AND  KIVEUS. 

Chicago  harbor^  lilinoi.-^. — Notwithstanding  the  ditik  uUies  atlcn<l=Hit 
upon  procuring  supplies  of  materials  and  workmen  in  a  country  who^e 
whole  energies  are  necessarily  exerted  for  the  accommodation  oi  a  uu- 
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mcrous  and  rapidly  growing  population,  the  works  at  this  place  have 
been  successfuil/  prosecuted,  and  to  an  extent  coiunu n^urate  with  the 
available  means.  The  piers  foiniing  the  artificial  li.uboi  liave  l)een  ex- 
tciitlcd  about  500  feet,  and  enclusc  a  channel  of  200  feet  in  bieacUh, 
varying  from  three  to  seven  feet  deep,  ready  for  the  optralions  of  a 
dredging  machine,  by  which  a  free  passage  will  be  opened  to  the  chan- 
nel of  iSe  river. 

The  north  pier  now  extends  into  the  lake  1,260  feet,  and  to  twelve  fi^et 
water ;  the  south,  700  feet,  and  to  seven  feet  water. 

In  their  present  inpomplete  state,  great  protection  has  already  been 
afforded  to  the  increasing  commerce  of  the  place,  and  as  many  as  five 
schooners  have,  at  one  time,  discharged  their  cargoes  under  their  shel- 
ter. Since  the  opening  of  navigation,  to  the  30th  of  September,  upwards  ' 
of  200  vessels  have  arrived  at  this  port,  showing  that  its  speedy  comple- 
tion (which  is  anticipated  during  the  next  year,  should  the  estimate  now 
asked  for  be  granted)  will  confer  great  advantages,  not  only  on  Chicago 
and  its  immediate  ncigli'jorhood,  but  on  the  whole  country  to  the  west 
and  south,  as  far  as  the  ishoies  of  the  Mississippi. 

Harbors  on  the  sottth  shore  of  Lffke  Erie. — The  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  these  works  are  set  forth,  in  detail,  in  the  reports  of 'ibe  general 
sup'.nintendent? ;  and  as  their  iin|;orlance  to  the  commerce  of  the  wholo 
western  count ly  is  nijiv  crsally  felt,  they  are  herewith  annexed,  marked 
D  and  E,  to  which  1  beg  leave  to  refer  you. 

Geneue  river  and  Big  Sodus  hay^  Lake  Ontario,  New  York. — ^The 
extent  to  which  the  important  improvement  of  these  places  has  been  pros- 
ecuted during  the  last  fiscal  year  is  stated  by  the  immediate  superin- 
tendent, in  his  report  to  this  depai  tment,  which  is  appended,  and  marked 
F,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer,  as  giving  a  concise  view  of  their  present 
condition. 

It  is  now  very  apparent  that,  to  secure  a  continuance  of  the  advantages 
of  these  works,  the  temporary  piers  at  the  first  position  ouglit  to  be  re- 
placed by  permanent  constructions;  to  oariy  which  project  into  edect^ 

an  estimate  is  submitted. 

Osivfi^o^  Lake  O))tario,  New  Vork. — The  operations  foi-  tho  improve- 
ment of  this  harboi  have  been  c<)!irnicd  to  the  collection  and  });(>pL  !-  dis- 
tribution of  stone  for  the  con-t:  iiction  of'the  mole  and  pier,  and  in  paving 
the  mule  with  large  blocks  of  limestone.  About  4,US4  cords  of  stone 
have  been  applied  to  the  fust  mentioned  objects,  and  1,115  tons  of  lime- 
stone to  tiic  second.  A  suilu  iunl  qUiintity  of  stone  has  been  deposited 
in  the  mole  to  render  it  secure  the  coming  winter. 

Monument  on  Sieele^s  ledge. — On  the  1 1th  ultimo  this  monument  was 
completed,  except  putting  ia  the  copper  bolls  required  for  the  upper 
courses  of  stone. 

Piers  at  JTenne&uitA,  Maine, — In  making  preparations  to  carry  into 
effect  the  wishes  of  Congress  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  the  eastern 
pier  at  this  plaee,  it  was  ascei-tained  that  tlie  appropriation  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  complete  it  upon  the  plan  proposed ;  and  as  the  new  work  will 
be  exposed,  in  its  unfinished  state,  to  the  action  of  the  sea  during  the  ai|- 
tumnol  and  winter  storms,  the  propriety  of  commencing  its  constructioa 
was  doubted.  Nothing  has,  therefore,  been  done  this  season,  hut  to  pro- 
cure materials  and  prepare  the  stone  for  the  upper  courses  of  the  work* 
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A  large  quantity  of  fine  blocks  of  stone  is  now  ready,  and  every  thing 
is  prepared  for  commenring  operations  next  sprinj;,  except  cootracting 
for  the  masonry,  which  the  available  tuiids  did  not  justify. 

Merrimack  r/fcr,  Massachusetts. — The  pier  leading  from  Salisbury 
shore  to  Dadi^er's  rock  has  been  completed,  and  extended  nearly  200 
feet  into  tlie  river,  terminating^  upDn  a  leds^e  of  i  ock  one  foot  under  water 
at  low  tide.  When  completed,  U  ^vi!l  atiord  shelter  and  protection  iioia 
the  ice  to  three  ships  at  a  time,  uiiurdin^  ihem  a  Laiboi  ul  fifteen  feet 
water  at  low  tide. 

The  clfect  experienced  from  this  pier  last  winter^in  its  then  situation ^ 
was  very  beneficial,  and  the  influence  it  has  exerted  in  widening  and 
straightening  the  channel  over  the  hump  sands  is  very  great. 

Though  it  is  impossihle  to  state,  at  this  time,  what  may  be  the  conse* 
quence  of  the  public  works  on  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  it  is  sat- 
isfactory to  know  that  vessels  drawing  seventeen  feet  of  water  can  now, 
without diGicuUy,  pass  it;  and  it  may  be  supposed  that,  in  time,  a  safe 
refuge  for  vessels  during  the  stormy  seasons  will  be  prepared  on  that 
part  of  the  coast. 

Provhicetown  harbor,  Massachusetts. — The  parts  of  the  beach  at  this 

place  that  are  phmtrd  with  grass  are  represented  as  dointf;  well,  and  as 
giving;  eviilf  nee  tliat  the  object  in  view,  viz:  tl.c  protection  of  the  har- 
bor, will  be  at(ai:K'd.  ("Upwards  of  200  acres  liave  been  plnnteti  tliis  .rea- 
son, and  the  estimate  iur  next  year  contemplates  the  setting  out  of  a 
similar  quantity. 

Plymouth  heach,  Massachusclls. — Nine  hundred  feet  of  stone  wall 
have  been  cu;i>tructed  on  the  west  side  of  the  breakwater  at  this  place 
since  my  last  report,  and  1,500  feet  of  brush  fence,  for  the  purpose  of 
arresting  the  drifting  sand.  Grass,  for  the  same  object,  has  becfn  set  out 
at  various  points  along  the  beach,  to  the  extent  of  1 ,000  feet,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  general  state  of  the  beach,  is  represented  by  the  agent 
to  be  in  good  condition. 

H,yannis  breakwaier^  Massachusetts, — ^The  present  length  of  thi» 
breakwater  is  1,OjO  feet,  carried  to  its  full  height,  and  fifty  feet  par- 
tially fmished,  which  will  afford  considerable  protection  to  the  coasting 
navigation.  Many  difficulties  to  its  rapid  progression  this  season  are 
represented  by  the  agent  to  haVe  existed,  and  which  he  has  used  erexj 
exertion  to  overconie. 

The  preparations  he  has  made,  and  which  have  consumed  a  part  of  the 
labor  of  this  year,  will  facilitate  t!ie  operations  of  the  next. 

Hudson  river,  New  York. —  In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  stated  the  pre- 
paralory  Jiiensiires  that  had  been  triken  to  carry  into  elTect  the  wishes  of 
Coniit  c  ^-i  in  id\  i\  nee  to  the  iniprovemt  ijt  of  this  river,  and  tlie  a})pr?- 
henaion  of  the  doparlment  le»t  the  plan  dcsiiz;natcd  by  Congress  should 
prove  inadequate  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view.  An  oxannnation  of 
the  river  between  the  points  where  the  principal  ohstriicMons  to  i^s  navi- 
gation are  found  to  exist,  by  the  officor  charged  with  its  improvement, 
led  to  conclusions  so  different  as  to  the  realization  of  all  the  benefits  an- 
ticipated by  the  projector  of  the  plan,  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  this  officer,  and  refer  the  whole  subject  to 
the  Board  of  Engineers.  The  plan  reported  by  the  board,  which  is 
herewith  annexed,  marked  G,  is  confirmatory  of  the  general  principle 
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of  the  original  plan,  yet  differing,  in  some  clos;rcc,  in  carrjing  those'prin- 
•€iplo5  into  execution.    It  eontcniplateSj  ihst,  the  removal  of  the  exisClDg 
deposites,  and,  secondly,  the  pievention  of  future  accumulations. 

The  means  recommended  for  the  aecomj)lishment  of  these  ohjeels  are, 
diedging,  contracting  the  hed  of  the  river  hy  euiplo^inii:  !oi!Ci;itijdinal 
piers,  and  protec  tins;  the  channel  shores  from  the  action  of  tlie  current. 
It  was  helievrd  that,  hy  the  first  process,  a  channel  wouM  he  ohtained 
adecjuate  to  all  the  wants  of  the, river  na\  igation :  that  the  ereetii^n  of 
piers  and  protection  of  the  channel  shores  would  preserve  the  chaii- 
'  nel,  so  formed,  free  from  future  obstructions. 

£arly  preparations  were  made  for  carrying  this  plan  into  effect ;  and  as 
soon  as  a  system  of  operations  could  be  matured  ^  called  for  by  the  im- 
portance and  difficulty  of  such  kn  undertaking,  contracts  were  effected 
ibr  carrying  on  the  operation  of  dredging,  for  the  delivery  of  stone, 
the  formation  of  dams,  and  protection  of  the  shores  of  the  channel,  aa 
far  as  the  available  means  would  authorize.  Owing  to  niany  unfavora- 
ble circumstances,  these  contracts  have  not  been  completed,  though  this* 
great  work  may  now  be  considered  in  full  operation  ;  and  from  the  change 
that  has  already  occurred  at  the  principal  obstruction,  the  happiest  results 
•  may  be  anticipated. 

Many  hcneficial  alterations  in  the  pro[)o^ed  plan  will  no  douht  suggest 
themselves  in  the  process  of  execution.  That  of  sul»>titutinii;  inijj^-rish- 
able  for  p<  rishahle  materials  in  the  dams,  at  a  great  saving  of  coat,  has 
already  taLeu  place. 

T{ie  estimate  presented  for  next  year  contemplates  the  removal  of  the 
principal  oIi.>lructions  al;o\  e  and  below  Albany. 

Harbors  of  NewcaalU^  Marcus  Hook,  CheifUr,  and  Port  Penn,  Dela- 
ware  river. — Concurring  fully  in  the  views  of  the  officer  charged  with 
the  improvements  and  repairs  of  these  harbors,  I  hereto  append  his  re- 
port, marked  II,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  your  attention,  as  furnishing 
a  concise  history  of  the  operations,  hitherto  pursued,  and  a  statement 
of  their  present  condition. 

You  will  perceive  that  there  is  no  harbor  for  the  protection  of  vessels 
navigating  the  Delaware,  except  at  Chester;  that  nothing  can  be  done 
with  the  pattial  appropriations  hitherto  made ;  and  I  therefore  beg  leave 
to  present  to  yon  the  estimate  of  the  superintendent. 

Ocracock  Inlet,  ^vrth  Carolina. — The  report  of  the  officer  rhnr2;ecl  - 
with  the  improvement  of  this  [)laoe,  showins;  in  detail  the  cause  and  na- 
ture of  the  o!>stiu('tions  to  the  naviiralion,  as  well  as  his  views  for  their 
renioval,  is  herewith  submitted  for  ^our  peiusal,  marked  F. 

Cape  Fear  river,  North  Carolida. — Some  intenu])tion  to  the  opera- 
tions on  this  river  has  necessarily  occurred  since  my  last  report,  resulting 
from  the  death  of  the  officer  chnrqed  with  its  improvement.  F'rom  an 
inspection  n\;ide  under  the  direction  of  this  department,  you  will  perceive 
the  present  state  and  condition  of  the  works,  and  the  means  recommended 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  desired  end.  So  much  of  the  report  as 
pertains  to  this  object  is  annexed^  and  marked  K.  Concurring  in  the 
su^estions  therein  presented,  an  estimate  for  carrying  them  into  effect 
is  accordingly  submitted. 

Sawmnah  river^  Georgia, — ^The  progress  of  the  improvements  on  this 
rirer  has  not  answered  the  exnectations  of  the  projeot  for  the  year,  of  the 
tanticipations  contained  in  my  last  report. 
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It  was  contemplated  to  complete  the  foundation  ol  a  permanent  ob- 
struction between  Hutchiusofi  and  Argvle  islands;  and  to  remove, 
dredging,  the  ^lioals  ut  the  Wrecks,  (iatden  lliink,  and  upper  Mud  flat. 
All  tlie  prelinunary  ai ranL';enien(s  for  the  lirst-uientioncd  ohjeet  were 
made ;  mate  rial were  cullccUtl,  aiitl  operations  commenced,  whon  tJie  lo- 
cal engineer  was  made  awure  tliut,  by  die  seconil  article  ol  tiie  treaty  of 
Beaufort,  concluded  in  1751,  between  the  States  of  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina,  no  obstructions  whatever  should  be  made  by  the  citizens  of 
either  State  in  the  cfaaooel  it  was  eoDtemplated  to  doee*  A  siupensioii 
of  operations  was  therefore  required  by  the  department ;  the  subjeet  was 
referred  to  the  United  States  attorneys  in  those  States,  and  a  eonseqnent 
application  will  be  made  ib  the  respective  Governors  at  the  suitable  time* 
Although  every  exertion  was  made  to  hasten  the  construction  of  the 
dredge-boat,  machinery,  &c.  for  the  other  operations,  owing  to  a  scareky 
of  workmen,  and  a  breakage  of  a  part  of  the  machinery,  when  first  pot 
in  operation,  the  sickly  season  commenced  on  the  river  belore  mudfc 
9  could  be  perfected,  and  not  more  than  dySOO  cubic  yards  of  sand  and  naod 
has  been  removed  from  the  wrecks. 

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  no  cause  will  happen  to  retard  the  opera- 
tions aboiit  to  lie  recommenced,  and  th:)t  flu  ir  progress  will  be  oommen* 
surate  with  tiie  efforts  made  for  their  completion. 

Inlihhl  pass  between  St.  John's  and  Si.  Marif.i^  Florida. — Tiie  odicer 
to  wiiom  was  a.^^.^^iicned  the  superintendence  of  ll.t  iinprorement  of  this 
pass  could  not  sn.n  e  l.is  attontion  from  the  works  on  the  Savannah  river, 
to  make  an  cxamiuaiion  of  the  impediments  to  lie  removed,  until  about 
the  1st  of  last  June.  So  soon  as  the  project  submitted  by  him  could 
receive  the  sanction  of  ibe  department,  measures  were  entered  into  for 
the  construction  of  a  dredge*boat,  and  the  necessary  mud  flats  for  elear- 
ing  out  the  channel ;  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  operation  will  jbe  con* 
meneed  by  the  Ist  of  next  January. 

Ochlochny  and  Appalackicola  rivert^  Florida. — ^The  improvements  of 
these  rivers  were  brought  to  a  close  upon  the  comfdetlon  of  the  operations 
reported  to  you  last  year« 

St.  Mark's  river  and  harbor^  Florida, — ^The  obstructions  in  the  harbor, 
consisting  of  oyster  bars  and  mud  shoals,  and  extending  over  a  space  of 
about  two  miles,  have  hocn  removed.  A  canal  has  been  cut  through  the 
natural  bridge  at  Rork  Haven,  about  GOO  yards  long,  which  opens  the  livet 
and  swamp  for  sro\v  navi  r  :tion  14  miles  above  the  natural  bridge,  to  a 
point  about  two  miles  soiith  of  the  St.  Augustine  road.  t  he  luiuls  ap- 
propriated for  these  works  have  been  expended,  and  the  operations 
brought  to  a  close. 

Mobile  harbor^  Alabama. — The  diflicuUies  attending  this  improvement 
were  stated  in  my  la>t  annurd  report. 

The  operations  under  the  ])resent  contractor  have  been  prosecuted  with 
much  vigor  and  great  success,  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  bad 
weather,  and  occasional  damage  sustained  by  the  machinery  from  the  eon* 
tact  of  vessels.  An  addition  of  50  feet  has  been  added  to  the  pass,  nrnk- 
ing  at  this  time  a  clear  passage  of  160  feet  in  width,  and  10  feet  in  depth ; 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  its  width  will  be  extended  to  )^00  feet  by  the 
1st  of  January. 

The  applieation  of  Oie  approprtation  ttf  laSd  will  afford  m  nddilionai 
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^^i^th  of  250  feet,  so  that  the  whole  pass  will  be  150  yards  wide.  This  is 
deemed  sutlicient  lor  the  easy  entrance  and  passage  of  any  vessel;  and 
its  nccompUshnaent  will  prove  very  beaeficiad  to  the  commerce  of  that 
country. 

Pasca^mila  river^  MississippL — As  anticipated  in  my  last  report,  the 
then  (M^>ting  contract  lor  the  improvement  of  tlie  mouth  of  this  river 
Wets  abrogated,  aiiil  a  new  airangemeat  made  for  carrying  on  the  opera* 
tionij  \v  itli  greater  vigor. 

A  cut  has  BOW  been  madei  46  feet  wide,  affording  $i  feet  water  it  low 
tide,  which  is  deemed  raffieieat  for  any  yenel  narigating  the  river ;  but, 
from  the  nature  of  tlie  aand  flat  through  which  the  excavation  is  made, 
it  is  feared  that  the  advantages  which  haye  resulted  from  dredging  will 
not  be  of  long  continuance*  The  present  contractor  has  made  every  ex- 
ertion to  facilitate  the  work,  and  has  encountered  many  difficulties  from 
theunfavorablenessof  the  season.  No  further  appropriation  will  be  asked 
for.  ' 

OhiOy  Mississippi,  and  Red  rivers.^ — For  the  condition  of  the  improve- 
ments of  these  rivers,  I  bc^  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the 
officers  charged  with  their  superinteDdence.  They  are  appended,  and 
market!  and  N  ;  to  u  liii  li  are  annexed  the  reports  of  the  otiiccr  of  this 
department  who  insj)ec'ted  the  woiks — on  the  first,  frojn  the  fall?  to  its 
mouth;  and,  oij  the  second,  from  St.  Louis  to  New  Orleans,  mark*  d  M. 

Arkansas  rirp.t%  Arhdnsas  Territorif. — In  consequence  of  the  continued 
engagements  of  the  superintendent  (CapLan  Sineve)  charsred  with  carry- 
ing on  this  impioveniLMJi,  noiLiii^  Las  yet  been  done  towards  the  a]>plt-' 
cation  of  last  year's  appropriation.  Arrangements  have  been  made^ 
however,  to  work  one  of  the  steam  snag-boata  belonging  to  the  Mis- 
flissippi  river,  for  two  months  during  the  coming  h  inter,  .at  this  plaee, 
w^ich,  it  is  believed,  will  much  advance  the  interests  of  its  navitttion. 

Cumberland  river. — ^The  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  this  river 
at  the  point  called  Devil's  chute  have  been  removed,  with  the  exception 
of  about  forty  yards  square  of  rock  in  the  middle,  which  a  rise  in  the  river 
arrested.  A  wing-dam  has  been  constructed  at  Line  island,  from  the 
main,  across  the  island  chute ;  another  from  the  foot  of  the  first  island  to 
the  head  of  the  second,  crossing  the  keel  boat  chute  ;  and  a  third,  from 
the  foot  of  the  second  island  to  a  small  island  below ;  so  that  the  water 
IB  c6nlined  to  the  left  shore  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  islands. 

The  steamboat  President,  sunk  in  the  island  chute  at  this  place,  hns 
been  raised,  and  a  number  of  snag^  Logs,  roots,  &c.  have  been  cleared 
out  of  tilc  cliannel. 

The  wing-dam  at  the  head  of  Ilarpeth  sho;ils  has  been  added  to  and 
strengthened,  and  the  one  at  the  foot  of  the  shoal  completed,  and  ap» 
pears  to  answer  the  purpose  intended. 

The  repair  of  the  dam  at  Davis^s  ripple  was  commenced  and  neces^ 
sarily  suspended  from  sickness  and  death  among  the  laborers. 

All  the  snags,  logs,  kc,  from  Nashville  island  to  Line  iiiaod)  have 
b6en  removed,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  obstmotioas  In  and  Maf 
channel,  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  river,  will  be  removed  this  fall.r 

The  estimate  presented  this  j/aar  is  to  oomplete  the  contemplliCed  im-^ 
provement  of  this  river.  The  report  of  the  officer  of  engineers  whoiA* 
spected  these  works«is  appended,  mariied  0. 
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lAght-houaes  and  beacon  lights* — The  condition  of  the  light-houses  on 
the  south  shore  of  l.^ko  Erie  will  be  seen  from  (hn  rrport  of  the  officor 
to  whom  lh(  ir  construction  is  committedj  marked  K ;  those  at  Geneva  and 
Big  Sodu3  bay,  from  report  marked  F. 

The  foundation  of  tho  l!!:ht-bouse  at  Uiwego  lia«hpcn  constructed,  and 
slone  prepared  for  the  supeistrncture.  The  fund^  now  available  will  be 
sufficient  for  th(^  tower,  but  not  for  the  lantern  and  laiii]>s. 

Upon  comnKMicins;  the  preparatory  measures  for  constructina;  the  1ig;ht 
at  Goat  island,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  funds  provided  by  Conirress 
were  inadequate  to  its  completion,  and  it  was  decided  that,  under  the 
law,  the  work  could  not  be  commeiiced  *,  the  report  and  esttmtfte  od  this 
subject  have  been  referred  to  the  proper  department,  as  well  as  those  in 
relation  to  Black  rirer^  Canntngham  creek,  and  Oswego,  in  order  that,  if 
deemed  Decessaiy,  they  maj  be  laid  before  Congress. 

ROADS. 

Roadafram  Detroit  to  Fort  Gratiot^  and  to  the  mouth  of  Grand  river y 
in  the  Territorif  of  Michigan, — ^The  report  stating  the  present  condition 
of  these  roads  has  not  jet  been  received. 

The  first  has  been  coni])leted,  though,  ui  consequence  of  the  balance 
in  the  treasury  (without  the  knowledge  of  the  departAnent)  having  been 
earned  to  the  surplus  fund,  there  are  some  arrearages  due  on  the  tx>ad, 
which  will  require  its  rcappropriation. 

Road  from  Detroit  to  Chicago. —The  appropriation  of  last  year  was 
applied  in  securing;  as  f^ood  a  ro:\d  as  wn^^  ?>r  ioticable  throughout  its  entire 
length  ;  contracts  were  thc^refore  made  loi-  constrJictinj;  the  worst  parts  of 
the  road  fu  st.  In  sor.'-o  iustanresit  is  merely  to  be  tz;i  i)hbtMl  and  rendered 
even  and  smooth;  in  otLcrs,  to  be  drained  ntid  tiirn})iked  as  heretofore  ; 
and  those  sec  tions  of  the  road  which  were  tolerably  good  in  their  natural 
state  liave  been  omitted. 

The  whole  length  oi  the  road  contracted  to  be  constructed  is  twenty 
and  a  hall'  miles,  and  is  to  be  completed  by  the  lOlh  of  Docember  next. 
Bridges  have  been  contracted  for  over  Christian  and  Crooked  creeks, 
whi<3i,  when  completed,  will  render  that  part  of  the  road  remaining  to 
be  finished  at  the  date  of  my  last  report  passable  for  vehicles  of  every 
description,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

No  part  of  the  last  appropriation  cottid  be  spared  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  at  Bertrand,  over  the  river  St.  Joseph's,  which  will  require 
an  additional  sum  of  $4,000,  an  estimate  for  which  is  accordingly  pre- 
sented. 

Skiginmo  road,  Mieh^an  Territory.— The,  section  of  road  put  under 
contract  this  year  passes  over  the  lowest  land  on  the  route  from  Detroit 
to  Saginaw;  and  the  available  funds  would  only  authorize  ten  miles  of 
this  road  to  be  put  under  contrart. 

The  road  is  to  be  opened  one  hundred  feet  wide  ;  fiftv  frot  of  which 
is  to  be  grubbed  and  cleared  of  timber,  brush,  &c,,  and,  where  it  passes 
over  swamps  and  marshes,  is  to  be  causewayed. 

A  bridirc  over  Cass  river  is  in  a  state  of  forwardness,  and  will  be  com- 
pleted this  year,  as  well  as  all  the^)arts  of  the  road  now  uiidcr  construc- 
Uua. 
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TerrUarial  road  from  Sheldon'*sto  the  mouth  of  St.  JosepK^s. — Contracts 
for  opening  and  coiisti  uctin^;  those  parts  of  this  road  which  most  required 
it  were  made  in  December  last.  Parts  of  eighty-four  aad  a  hall  iinlis 
were  put  under  contract,  which,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  arc  com- 
pleted. Bridges  over  the  Kalamazoo^  in  two  places,  are  constructing, 
as  well  as  over  some  of  the  small  streams  on  the  route.  The  road  is  now 
generally  good,  and  the  funds  last  appropriated  have  been  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  public. 

Territorial  road  from  NUes^s  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  St.  Jo8^h^$, — 
Eighteen  and  a  half  miles  of  this  road  were  put  under  contract  last 
November,  which  comprises  nearly  all  the  lowland  along  the  line  ;  they 
are  now  nearly  fmished,  and  will  be  entirely  so  before  winter.  Bridges 
are  constructing  over  the  small  streams,  hut,  to  complete  the  road,  a  bridge 
is  necessary  across  the  St.  Joseph's  at  Berrien,  which  will  cost  about  the 
same  sum  n'^  that  at  Bertrand. 

TerrUarial  road  from  Clinton  to  the  rapids  of  Grand  river. — Owing 
to  tlie  Icnij^ih  of  time  occupied  in  locating  this  road,  the  sale  of  contracts 
for  i(s  coii-ti  iicUon  did  not  take  })lace  till  about  the  1st  of  May  last.  Parts 
of  twenty  nules,  together  with  two  bridges  over  the  river  {(aisin,  one 
over  (hand  river,  and  seven  smaller  streams,  were  then  put  uiuU  r  eon- 
tract,  to  bi:  (".)ni»)hjted  by  the  1st  of  tlie  piescnt  month,  v.  iiicli,  it  was  anti- 
cipated by  thi:  suparintcndcnt,  would  be  finished  by  the  time  hxed.  • 

The  funds  expended  on  this  road  will  not  be  of  much  avail  unless  an 
additional  appropriation  be  made  of  $8,000:  a  judicious  application  of 
thb  sum  to  those  parts  of  the  road  most  requiring  it  will  make  it  quite 
passable. 

Road  from  La  Plaiaance  bay  to  theroad  leafing Jrom  Detroit  to  Cfti- 
€ilg'0**-^The  whole  of  this  toad  is  either  completed  or  undei;  contract;  the 
contracts  to  be  fulfilled  and  the  road  entirely  finished  by  the  31st  of  De- 
cember next. 

Thirty-three  miles,  with  all  the  bridges,  culverts,  side  drains,  kc,  are 
now  completed,  and  fifteen  miles  more,  embracing  the  whole  length,  are 
in  progress  of  construction.  Such  of  tfie  road  .as  was  made  on  the  plan 
directed  in  1833  u  now  and  will  foatinue  in  fni"  ronrlition,  and  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  a  nioi  e  economical  system  hud  to  be  preserved,  as  the 
parts  so  constructed  do  not  wear  as  well. 

This  road  has  very  essentially  contributed  to  pr  o(haee  the  unexampled 
sale  of  public  lands  witliin  the  dibtiict  in  which  it  lies,  and  is  now  one  of. 
tlie  great  tiiorou'.';hl'ares  for  Micliit^an,  Indiana,  and  Illinois. 

Jload  from  Port  Lawrence  to  Adrian. — This  work,  ori;;iaallv  a  terri- 
torial road,  has  had  expended  on  it  J9,91J  08  of  the  piU,UUU  appropriated 
towards  its  construction  in  1834. 

Twentj-one  and  a  half  miles  have  been  constructed,  principally 
through  a  swamp,  and  some  labor  bestowed  on  about  four  miles  more ; 
the  balance  of  the  funds  will  be  applied  on  those  parts  most  requiring  it. 

All  the  contracts  heretofore  made  are  fulfilled,  which,  however,  doei 
not  complete  the  road. 

Road  from  Vistula,  (now  Toledo,)  westwardlyy  to  the  Indiana  Stato 
line. — Of  the  $10,000  appropriated  by  Congress  to  aid  in  the  eonstme- 
tion  of  this  road,  {^9,44&  30  have  been  expended* 

Fifty*two  miles  were  put  under  contract,  to  have  such  labor  bestowed 
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on  them  as  was  det mod  sufficient  to  make  the  road  p^issahlc.  The  con- 
tracts on  forty-six  and  a  half  miles  have  been  fultilled,  and  live  and  a 
half  are  yet  in  iku^i  pss,  to  pay  for  the  completion  of  which  the  unex- 
pended balaiH  e  is  deeincHl  sufficient. 

Rodd  from  Line  creek  to  the  Chattahoochie  rivei'^  Alabama. — Porfy"- 
five  s  of  this  road  ^ve^c  completed  last  December,  and  are  reported 
to  be  111  ^oud  condition  ;  the  remainder  of  the  distance  to  the  Chaitahoo* 
chie  (eighteen  miles)  has  been  opened  by  the  citizens  of  that  eonttfrjr. 

Owing  to  a  misapprehension  of  the  agent,  contracts  were  entered  into 
for  tlie  whole  amount  of  the  appropriation,  without  taking  into  considera- 
tion his  own  compensation ;  this  has  produced  an  arrearage  of  $1  ^544  SO^ 
which  Is  included  in  the  estimate  for  next  year. 

Road  from  the  north  botnulwy  line  of  Florida  to  Appalachicola^ 
Florida^ — The  surrey  of  this  road  not  having  been  finished,  nothing  has 
yet  hepn  done  towards  its  construction. 

Road  from  Memphis  to  the  St,  Francis  rivtr. — The  operations  on  this 
road  since  the  last  annual  report  Ifave  been  prosecuted  as  rapidly  as 
circuinstaiu'cs  would  allow  ;  a  space  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  foot  witle 
has  been  cleared  throughout  its  entire  extent,  except  two  nru?  a  half  miles. 
A  breadtii  of  thirty-four  feet,  alon^  a  j:iven  line,  is  cleared  of  all 
stumps,  roots,  &c.,  to  receive  the  embanl^nieut.  Contracts  are  made  for 
the  uliole  quantity  of  eaibankiuent,  auiountiui;  to  one  million  t\s  eniy-one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-fnur  cubic  yards,  as  well  as  for  the 
construction  of  all  the  hri(i:;es  except  those  ovei  Sand  Slough,  and  some 
of  the  more  unimportant  ones  on  the  cast  side  of  Blackfish  lake.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  whole  cost  of  the  work,  when  completed,  will  come 
within  the  amount  appropriated  for  its  construction. 

The  delay  which  has  occurred  in  the  operations  of  this  year  has  arisen 
from  the  contractors  not  having  been  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the 
first  of  the  working  season ;  from  the  frequent  overflows  to  which  that 
country  is  subject ;  from  the  great  sickness  among  the  laborers,  and  the 
entire  abandonment  of  the  work ;  and  from  the  great  demand  for  labor 
on  the  Mississippi  ri\  ei ,  and  in  that  country  generally. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  this  season  for  substituting  oxen  and 
scrapers  for  shovels  and  barrows,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  sufficient  nam* 
her  of  hands  can  at  all  times  be  commanded  as  can  then  woi"k  to  advan- 
ta-ie.  ft  is  hoped  that,  by  those  arrangements,  one  great  cause  of  delay 
will  be  avoided,  and  ih'^  will  proirross  more  lapidly. 

Cumberland  road  in  iiuliiuia  and  Illinois. — No  report  has  yet  been 
received  from  tlie  officer  charged  with  this  work. 

Cumberland  road  in  Ohio. —  For  the  condition  of  that  portion  of  this 
road  yet  in  tiie  bands  of  the  General  Government,  as  well  as  for  the  pro- 
gress made  in  its  construction,  1  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
fiuperintendent,  herewith  submitted,  and  marked  P. 

Cumberland  road  east  qf  the  Okh. — The  requirement  of  the  act  of 

Osngress  of  March  8,  1836,  forbidding  the  application  of  any  of  the 

funds  appropriated  at  the  last  session  towards  (he  repair  of  this  road 

until  the  whole  should  have  heeh  accepted  by  the  several  Statea  In 

vAAth  k  lies,  has  beon  carried  into  effect ;  and  for  the  condition  of  the 

road,  as  well  as  the  manner  of  the  application  of  these  fonds,  I  beg  leave 

to  ottU  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  nnttked  Q. 

» 
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Northeni  homvlary  of  the  State  of  Ohio'. — As  soon  as  the  otficer  to 
whom  this  (lutv  was  assigned  had  mado  llie  necessary  arrangements  for 
the  prosecuiion  of  the  improvement  oi  the  Hudson  river,  this  service 
was  resumed,  and  the  observations  for  dcu?rmining  the  iine  were  com- 
pleted during  the  summer :  this  officer  has  not  yet  had  time  to  finish  his 
calculations  and  make  his  final  report  on  the  Bubjept,  though  a  statement 
ol-  the  approximate  reaiUiB  Is  expected  bjr  the  Ui  proximo,  which  will 
be  laid  Miore  joii.* 

Monument  io.tkt  memory  of  Gentrid  ifaxwm.— -It  .aflbrda  me  gratifi- 
cation to  atate  that  this  monument  is  complete  and  in  its  place. 

Lithographic  prei$  of  the  War  Departmmt^ — The  funds  annuallj  ap- 
propriated for  this  eatoblishment  were  onlj  sufficient  for  the  compen- 
sation of  the  pressmen ;  nothing  then  was  left  tor  the  purcj^ase  of  ma- 
terials, the  repairs,  &c.,  which  were  indrspensable  to  its  operations :  it 
was  found  necessary,  therefore,  in  May  last,  to  suspend  its  operation,  and 
apply  (ho  balance  of  the  funds  to  the  li^idation  of  the  debts  incurred 
><siDce  its  tirst  commencement. 

Military  AcaJcKij/. — The  condition  of  this  institution,  and  llie  manner 
in  which  it  continues  to  sustain  its  high  reputation,  is  fully  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Visiters  who  attended  the  last  annual  examination 
of  cadets.    The  report  is  marked  S,  and  is  herewith  appended. 

Board  of  Engineers. — The  duties  of  the  board  have  been  the  same  as 
heretofore,  and  satisfactorily,  performed. 

.  Bridge  ouer  the  WaboBh^^The  information  called  for  by  the  resolution 
«f  the  Senate  of  the  16th  of  January,  1835,  has  not  been  furbished  to  the 
department,  owing,  it  is  supoosed,  to  tbe  constant  and  arduous  duties  of 
the  officer  who  was  directed  to  procure  it ;  as  soon  as  it  is  received,  it 
will  borlaid  before  you. 

Office  of  the  Chief  Engineer, — ^Although  one  part  of  (he  appropriation 
annually  referred  to  this  department  for  application  was  omitted  at  the 
iast  session  of  Congress,  the  current  business  of  the  office  has  not  been 
lessened;  this  has  arisen  from  the  necessity  of  devising  ways,  out  of 
small  means,  to  preserve  the  vast  interest  at  stake,  and  to  place  in  a  train 
of  execution  other  works  comniittr  d  to  its  cliarge. 

The  embarrassment  resulting  from  the  small  number  of  officers  at  the 
comniand  of  the  department,  the  loss  to  the  pu!)ljc  service,  and  the  little  ^ 
credit  to  which  most  of  our  public  works  entitle  us,  continue  to  be  felt,  * 
and  become  more  apparent  as  circumstances  arise  calling  for  the  active 
energy-  and  skill  of  a  bod)  oi  professional  engineers,  combining  expe- 
rience with  science,  and  whose  character  and  interosts  are  identiiied  with 
a  fidtfaful  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

This^'mbairassment,  or  ratherneeessky,  has  been  so  often  laid  before 
jou,  the  prooft  of  itsexistenee  so  repeatedly  given,  and  the  unaToidable 
eoBsequences  as  frequently  demonstrated,  that  a  repetition  at  this  time 
is  deemed  not  only  uncalled  for,  but  out  of  place ;  and  I  am  only  impelled 
to  a  reassertion  of  tbe  fact  by  a  sense  of  my  own  du^  to  the  public, 
Ae  honor  of  the  corps  under  my  sQperintendence,  and  justice  to  their 
unceasing  but  inadequate  efforts. 

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  by  Congress  to  continue  the  system  of 
4e€ence  and  internal  improyement  heretofore  considered,  udled  for  by

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the  interests  of  the  counhy,  it  is  hoped  they  will  not  leave  their  work 
.unfinished  by  wiLlihultiirif-  the  means  of  carry  ing  their  wishes  into  ex- 
ecution. I  therefore  rcJspectfuiiy  recommend  that  such  an  increase  he 
made  to  the  present  corps  of  engineers  as  wu  provided  for  in  the  bill 
of  last  sesstoiii  nod  whieh,  it  is  b^elieredj-wtiuld  lum  reeeived  the  sao^ 
tion  of  both  Hoiim  of  Congress  bad  time  permitted' 

I  beg  leave  ftirther  to  remark  that,  in  eensequeniBe  ef  the'  gradual  im* 
crease  of  the  bMsiness  of  the  department  fdr  manj  jeara^  the  dutm 
now  required  of  'the  clerks  are  too  'onerous,  either  fiv  the  mimber  pro- 
Tided  or  compensation  allowed. 

The  prompt  transaction  of  the  necessary  bueiiiess  of  the  office  re- 
qoires  at  least  five  clerks,  whose  duties  are  of  the  same  mftgnitode  and 
nature  a^  those  of  the  civil  departments^  and  whose  fsf  I  earnestly  ve-^ 
commend  to  bo  pfnoed  on  fhi?  fMwe  footing.  •    •  •

Sir  :  Accompanying  I  have  ilie  honor  to  enclose  my  annual  state- 
ment of  the  operations  on  the  river  Raisin  ship  canal  during  the  present 
jear,  and  mj  estimate  of  the  sum  neoessary,  in  addition  to  that  already^ 
iippropriated,  to  complete  this  important  work. 

On  the  2d  of  May  last,  the  work  was  commeoced  by  erecting  barracks 
.^r  the  laborers,  and  commeDoing  the  eonstmetion  of  the  machineiy 
necessary  for  exeavatioD,  and  removing  and  keeping  off  the  water. 
From  that  time  to  the  present  the  work  has  been  advancing  as  the 
weather  would  allow,  encountering  occasional  difficulties  from  ill-health 
among  the  laborers,  and  delay  snd  trouble  in  procuring  others.  At 
length,  however,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  work  is  in  fine  progress, 
and  that  the  plan  lias  proved  completely  snccessftil,  and  tVint  little  doubt 
exists  that  it  may  be  completed  for  but  little  more  than  the  sum  estimat- 
ed originally  therefor.  The  cause  of  the  excess  is  explained  in  my 
letter  of  the  13th  of  May  last :  and  in  the  uiiexpected  diliiculty  of  pro- 
curing hands,  and  the  consequent  and  necessary  increase  in  the  prices 
, given  for  labor. 

Alxnit  the  1st  of  June,  such  force  of  laborers  as  could  be  employed  to 
atlvanU^o  coiaiiienced  their  labors  by  the  operation  known  among  men 
familiar  with  labor  on  canals  as    mucking,''  that  is,  removing  the  sods, 
torf,  &e.  over  the  whole  surface  of  the  intended  ^anal,  and  placing  it  at 
« Ae  Sides  theii^.   This  was  done  in  about  half  the  length,  of  the  work^ 
ieaving  tbe  w»ter  about  two  leet  deep  in  the  portion  thus  excavated* 
The  same  mode  of  excavation  was  employed  in  cutting  «  small  canal 
.about  twelve  feet  wide  entirely  throu^^  to  the  river  Raisin,  and  Just  witiF 
'  -in  the  north  line  of  the  canal,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  convey- 
ance of  materials,  &c.  fiom  Monroe  to  th^  end  of  the  canal  nearest  the 
lake,  at  which  point  it  was  determined  to  commence  excavation.  The 

driving  of          pile  was  then  commenced  at  the  lakoi  on  both  sides  of 

the  intended  cut,  and  ten  feet  from  each  one  to  the  next.  These  arc 
now  driven  (350  in  nunibrr)  along  1,750  foot  of  the  woik:  on  the  tops 
of  these  pilen  *;tron^  tenons  are  cut,  and  caps  of  square  timber,  12  hy  10 
inches,  framed  and  placed.  From  these  caps  of  timber,  land-ties  of  tim- 
ber, 20  feet  long,  and  placed  20  feet  apart,  extend  at  ri^ht  angles  under 
the  embankment,  being  strongly  keyed  to  tlie  caps.  On  the  back  side 
of  the  caps  and  piles,  pile-planks,  9  feet  in  lengtli,  arc  driven,  (the 
piles  being  driven  14  feet  into  the  eartJi,)  being  previously  well  jointed. 
The  plank  dam  is  then  made  water-tight  by  the  usual  process  of  pud* 
dling  with  clay  from  four  to  six  feet  in  depth ;  crosft  dams  are  then 
•made^  and  the  water  diawn  from  a  section  of  the  oanaly  and  tbe  dry 
^«SBemiltof>  is  made. - 

Setting  aside  the  fwosssito  of  adopting  this  mode  on  aceount  of  the 
^nms  and  marshy  nature  of  the  soil,  there  is  no  doubt  but  economy  is 
consulted  bj  this  mode  of  construction:  1st*  From  the  perfect  and  lasting 
resistance  thus  established  lo  the  lateral  pressure  of  tlie  immense  em- 
bankments ;  2d.  From  the  perfect  protection  thus  afforded  to  the  em>> 
bankments  from  the  wash  produced  by  steamboats  and  other  vessels 
,  MTigating  the  canal  j  and,  3d*  From  the  additional  channel  widii  tfauf 
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giren,  nny  veMel  being  able  to  float  in  actual  contact  with  the  sorface  or 

the  bank. 

The  caj)''  are  now  framed  and  placed,  as  above,  on  both  sides  of  ihe 
work,  l,7oU  icct  in  length  ;  the  land-ties  placed,  and  pile-plank  driven 
on  each  side  for  1,500  feet  of  the  distance  ;  and  the  excavation  entirely 
C'Oiiipieted,  100  feet  wide  at  the  surface  by  G8  at  the  fotlom,  I  H  deep, 
in  a  dibtance  of  462  feet  of  the  very  w  orst  portion  of  Ukj  work,  ami  la  com- 
menced and  now  in  progress  in  another  section  of  about  oOO  feet  in 
length. 

It  is  expected  that  one-half  of  the  length  of  the  whole  eanel  will  be 
excaTatedthis  fall,  and  that  enough  of  the  laat  appropriatioii  will  be  left 
on  hand  to  commence  the  piers  in  the  month  of  December^  as  no  doubt 
exists  that  the  latter  work  can  be  far  better  and  cheaper  done  In  tlie 
winter  than  when  ilo  ice  is  on  the  lake.  In  the  work  are  now  engaged 
one  superintendent,  residing  constantly  on  the  spot,  ehareOd  with  the 
supervision  of  the  whole  labor,  who  is  also  a  measurer  and  inspeetor  of 
lumber,  stope,  &c.  delivered  on  contracts  ;  one  master  carpenter,  char||* 
ed  with  the  snpervision  of  all  the  mechanics,  the  direction  of  the  frnm- 
inp:,  pile  driving,  Sec.  &c.  ;  about  200  to  250  laborers,  to  each  ;J0  of 
which  1*!^  nn  overseer  appointed,  who  i'^  held  responsiblr  for  the  industry 
and  good  conduct  of  his  gane;  of  laluii  c  rs.  In  the  estimate  (amounting 
to  <J60,660)  it  will  be  observed  that  I  have  n  -n^ed  the  price  for  a  good 
drcd(jinj^  machine.  This  machine  is  not  only  ik  eded  on  this  woik,  but 
on  several  others  now  in  pioizrcss  on  the  lake,  and  the  good  of  the  ser- 
vice will  certainly  be  consulted  in  procuring  one. 

The  patent  of  Captain  Randall,  now  in  use  in  several  of  the  eastern 
harbors,  as  well  as  Buffalo  harbor,  on  this  lake,  is  of  the  description  coq- 
temphtted  in  estimate. 

1  can  onlr  add,  sir,  that  if  the  appropriation  for  the  eomins  jesr  should 
be  made  sufflctentfy  earlj  to  enable  us  to  make  (and  hare  fuittled)  our 
contracts  for  timber,  stone,  and  other  rokterials,  during  the  Winter, 
work  will  be  ^atlj  expedited,  and  for  one-tWrd  less  of  expense.

General  :  1  h:iv\^  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  this  day  retuniei 
from  a  visit  to  the  public  works  at  Huron  and  Black  rivers,  Ohio.  Of 
Jbe  fesnlt  of  my  examination  of  the  letter  work,  I  ba^e  already  had  the 
honor  lo  advise  you. 

The  work  at  Huron  requires  the  attention  of  the  €k>vermnent  as  eaclf- 
in  the  spring  as  possible,  . 

I  found  much  of  the  wood  work  of  the  piers  first  sunk  quite  defeetiv<e, 
and  the  sand  of  the  lake,  driven  along  the  shore,  passes  eatirelj;  throo^ 
the  piers,  particularly  the  east  pier,  and  is  filling  up  (he  harbor;  and  un- 
less the  operation  is  arrested  spec  Jily,  the  beach  will  make  anew  entirely 
•cross  the  harbor.  The  inhabitants  of  the  place  held  a  meeting  while  [ 
was  there,  and  haiulc  1  mo  (he  accompinyin;^  proper,  (m:irkc',l  No.  ],) 
stating  to  i^^^  at  the  same  lime  tbnt  they  Ijr  lievod  the  sand  pas-od  aro'.^nr! 
the  end  of  the  piers.  An  e'ianiin  iti  jn  into  the  facts  convit^cod  me  that 
it  was  not  so,  but  that  the  mischiel  has  occurred  as  above  described. 

I  propose  to  sin'c  brush  in  bundles  alonj?  the  outside  and  in  contact 
with  both  piers,  and  cover  them  entirely  wiih  stone.  I  think  this  w  ill 
rcmady  the  evil  ;  but  should  it  not,  short  planke,  well  jointed,  may  be 
ppikc'l  on  to  the  outside  of  the  piers,  fio:n  the  bottom,  above  water - 
ntark,  and  ia&ide  of  the  brush  and  stone.  It  will  also  he  necessary  to 
repair  some  portions  of  the  old  work,  and  to  remove  the  sand  eireadjr 
depoaited.  .  For  the  whole  of  wUch  I  herewith  submit  ^  estimate*.

Rlack  Rock. —  Two  bundred  and  sixty-throe  feet  of  crib  work  haVe 
been  ;i dtled  to  the  picr,  projecting  from  the  m\in  shore,  at  the  entrance 
into  the  Blark  Rock  b.-iiin,  m.ikit)^  the  whole  length  of  the  work  S50 
feet.    Its  object  is  to  arrest  tin?  sand  in  its  progressive  motion  alo?!^  the 
beach,  and  prevent  it  fi  o  n  tilling  the  busio,  mui  obstrurtinp;  the  eriti  ance 
*into  the  Erie  cinal,  wiiere  the  latUr  leaves  the  basin  to  go  towards  , 
•  Buffalo.    This  object  has  so  far  been  fully  obtained.    Daring  the  last 
-foil  and  winter,  the  sand  aeeMulated  against  the  south  side  of  the  pier, 
making  a  dry  beach  for  a  width  of  173  feet,  where,  before,  the  Wstlfr 
was  fmm  10  to  18  feet  deep«  This  t>each  continues  to  increase,  but  more 
ffkm^r  than  A  first. 
H  w  proposed  to  add  j  this  M,  one  more  crJb,  to  serve  as  a  pler^hesd. 
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it  13  Iioped,  will  give  leugth  sufficient  to  provide  against  the  acru- 
mulation  of  the  sand  for  several  years  to  come,  or  until,  by  the  er(  (  tion 
of  other  works,  the  caubC6  w  hich  have  produc^^d  thib  evii  w  ill  have  ceased 
io  o|>oiate.  , 

Experience,  however,  alone  can  determine  whether  this  wuik  is  sui^ 
iiciently  extended  to  ini>uie  the  complete  attainment  of  the  object  in 
"vieiv ;  and,  in  order  to  provide,  if  neeeilsary,  for  its  further  extension,  or 
for  the  construction  of  another  pier  above  it,  having  a  similar  object,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  remainder  of  the*  estimate  of  Colonel  Totteo, 
Jbr  this  purpose,  annHinting  to  $8,000,  be  appropriated,  so  as  to  be  avnil- 
^ble  in  case  it  is  required. 

The  mole  on  Bird  island  has  been  rebuilt  for  a  length  of  165  feet, 
leaving  800  feet  still  to  be  executed,  part  of  w  hich  wiil  be  done  this  fail, 
And  the  remainder  in  the  spring.  I'he  supply  of  stone  was  for  some  time 
Mi  oiT,  and  the  weather,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  has  been  re- 
Tnarkahiy  unfavorable ;  but  for  these  causes,  both  the  pier  and  the  mole 
^vould,  Uy  this  time,  liave  been  completed.  The  expenditures  for  the 
.year  have  amounted  to  <;5,15U  53. 

In  obedience  lo  the  general  instructions  of  the  Department,  1  have 
made  a  carei\il  survey  of  the  hnrboi  s  of  Blar  k  Rock  and  Buffalo,  together 
Tirith  tiiat  portion  of  Lake  Erie  ituUided  beiu  een  them,  a  chait  of  which 
^ill  accompany  this  report.  On  this  chart  1  have  traced  a  project  for  the 
iormatioii  of  a  sj)ari()us  h  u  lior,  by  further  extension  of  the  United  States 
work  from  its  preserit  iti jiiiiiaiion  at  IJiid  island  to  within  J,0(JO  ket  of 
the  new  Buffalo  light-house.  A  glance  at  the  map  will  show  that,  by 
Urn  plan,  a  harbor  maj readily  be  obtained  soffieiendy  large  to  aecommo- 
^ate  and  protect  the  whole  commerce  of  the  western  lakes,  and  to  serve 
«8  an  appropriate  termination  to  the  Erie,  canal  when  it  shall  have  re- 
cetved  its  enlarged  dimensions,  and  to  the  proposed  ship  canal  around 
the  falls  of  Niagara.  Observation  proves  that^  even  in  its  present  iofant 
.state,  tlio  commerce  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  is  too  extensive  for  the  narrow 
dimensions  of  Buffalo  creek,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that,  before 
the  work  now  proposed  can  be  executed,  it,  or  some  other  one,  on  an 
equally  enlarged  scale,  will  be  absolutely  required  by  the  vast  interests 
connected  with  this  chief  point,  on  the  principal  rqu^e  from  the  ocean  to 
Ihe  ^reat  West. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  an  estimate  (marked  A)  of  the  expense  of 
this  project,  to  which  the  atLejUion  ol  the  Department  is  respectfully  re- 
jquested.  It  has  been  inade  with  great  care,  and  wifh  the  benefit  of  all 
£tiB  i  xperience  acquired  during  the  i  itction  of  the  works  now  existing. 

Should  this  impi  ovcmeiU  be  sanctiuued  by  Con^jress,  it  is  recommend- 
ed tliat  onc-fouiih  part  of  the  estimate  be  appropiiuied  for  the  operations 
of  next  year.  ' 

Bxiffalo* — The  operations  for  the  year  have  been  as  follows : 

1st  Removing  with  the  diving  hell  the  ruins  of  old  cribs  whicli  ob* 
struct  the  channel;  nearly  the  wnole  of  which  has  been  aeeomplished. 
The  water  is  now  so  cold  as  to  compel  the  postponement  of  the  coople- 
Maom  of  this  work  until  the  next  season. 

2d.  Dredging  out  the  curved  point,  which  projected  into  the  creek,  at 
^Ibe  inner  end  of  the  United  States  works.  The  whole  of  the  sand  which 
cflttld  be  reached  by  common  road  sorapeis  has  been  removed,  and  the 
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floating  dredging  machines  now  move  over  every  part,  and  have  been 
kept  condtantly  employed  when  the  weather  would  admit.  This  opera- 
tion Will  be  continued  until  the  close  of  the  present  season^  and  finallj: 

completed  early  next  year. 

3d.  Placing  about  150  feet  of  crib  work  to  support  the  toupath  ex- 
tending from  the  inner  end  of  the  mole  to  tlie  boutulary  of  the  United^ 
States  land.  These  cribs  will  be  sufficiently  settled  by  spring  to  admit 
of  placing  upon  them  tlir-  super.' irt!cturc  of  masonry. 

4th.  Removing  the  timber  work  of  the  toupith  along  the  mole,  and 
replacing  it  by  a  heavy  wall  laid  with  hychaulic  mortar.  Neaily  the. 
whole  l(M\irth  of  this  wall  has  been  raised  out  of  water,  and  several  hun- 
dred h  et  ot' ton  path  flagging  have  been  laid. 

The  operations  have  been  much  retuded  hy  had  weather  and  au  in- 
terruption in  the  snppl}-  of  stone,  hut  all  tiie  ditlicuUies  liave  been  over- 
come, and  the  works  can  be  linally  completed  next  year  with  the  aiuount 
now  available. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  have  amounted  to  g  1 2,71 5  d9«  A  map^ 
exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  improvements  at  this  harbor,  from  a  sur^ 
rey  made  in  August  last,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  department  as  soon  as 
it  can  be  prepared.  At  the  time  the  soundings  were  taken,  there  waft 
nowhere  less  than  TO  feet  water  in  the  channel  leading  into  the  creek. 

As  far  as  completed,  the  works  are  of  stone,  and  executed  in  a  perma- 
nent and  workmanlike  manner. 

Ikmkirk  harbor. — The  piers  at  this  place  have  been  extended  38^ 
feet  by  sinking  new  cribs,  building  them  to  the  surface  of  the  water,  and 
fillinc;  them  with  stone.  This  has  added  322  Icet  to  the  east  end  of  the 
west  pier,  and  CO  feet  to  the  east  pier,  or  hrca!:water.  Of  work  pre- 
viously raised  to  the  surface  of  the  water,  a  length  of  .3r^()  feet  has  been- 
wholly  or  pnrtinlly  completed.  To  finish  what  has  been  conimeneed. 
more  or  rem  iins  to  be  done  for  a  -length  of  •182  feet,  as  also  llie  re- 
pairs on  the  bieukwater,  specially  authorized  by  the  act  of  last  se.'jsiori  of 
Conirress.  Materials  have  been  provided  for  these  purposes,  and  ,the 
available  funds  are  suj^poocd  to  be  bufiii  ient. 

Should  the  weather  be  favorable  during  the  fall,  it  is  hoped  that  before* 
the  end  of  the  present  year  the  whole  may  bp  accomplished. 

'  The  length  of  the  west  pier  will  'then  be  1,9*20  feet,  and  that  of  (he 
breakwater,  or  detached  pier  in  front  of  the  bay,  1 ,340  feet. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  is  ^9,335  17,  of  which  about 
otie-third  part  has  been  devoted  to  rebuilding  that  portion  of  the  break- 
water which  was  washed  away  during  the  winter  of  lS33-'84. 

A  careful  survey  was  made  of  the  harbor  during  the  month  of  Se^ 
tember,  a  map  of  which  will  accompany  this  report. 

An  estimate  ( marked  B )  for  carrying  on  tfae  operations  during  the  year 
1836  accompanies  this  report. 

ft  is  ])roposed,  1st.  To  construct  on  the  east  end  of  the  west  channet 
pier  a  !)eac()n  light,  the  necessity  for  wliich  becomes  every  day  more  ap- 
parent and  more  prcj^^^in^.  On  the  nijjjht  of  the  1st  of  October,  two  ves* 
scls  were  totally  lost  in  endeavoring  to  enter  this  hirhor  in  a  violentgale 
ofwin<i,  one  striking  against  the  west  pier,  and  one  against  the  breakwater.. . 
The  amount  asked  for  is  the  same  as  has  heretofore  been  snbn^.itted.^ 
2d.  To  extend  the  breakwater  in  front  of  the  harbor  G40  feet  at  its  east-

rrn  end,  which  will  make  it  conform  to  tlie  orijjinal  design.  Tlir  i  -li- 
mate  for  this  has  niso  been  heretofore  prescntod.  ^d.  It  is  propustd  lo 
lenglhen  the  breakwater  at  its  west  end  320  feet.  The  space  be- 
twcon  tl.e  breakwater  and  the  west  })ier  is  now  760  (cety  an  opening^ 
which  grcatlj^  exposes  tlie  anchorage  and  the  wharvess  al  ihe  town  ot 
Duqkirk  during  severe  gales  from  the  northwest.  The  proposed  new 
woik  Will  extend  obliquely  across  the  opening  without  enercMiehuig  in 
the  least  upon  the  cfaannel'Waj,  and  will  leave  an  entranee  400  feet  wide. 
In  gales  of  wind  from  the  northeast,  this  pier  will  sreatlj  facilitate  the 
entrance  of  vessels  into  the  harbor  by  the  western  diannel}  which  ia  the 
one  almost  exclusively  used. 

All  these  proposed  additions  arc  indicated  on  the  accompanying  map, 
from  which  also  it  may  be  seen  that  in  both  the  channels  leading  into 
the  bay  the  water  in  ordinary  times  is  eleven  feet  deep. 

Dunkirk  harbor,  in  its  natural  state,  was  of  small  importance  as  a  port 
of  rcfiigo,  buf,  by  means  of  (he  works  already  erected,  and  of  those  pro- 
]){)5e(J,  it  will  become  sufficiently  valuable  to  fbc  rapidly  increasing;  com- 
merce of  Lake  Kric,  to  say  nothing  of  its  own  tracle,  to  fully  juslily  and 
repay  all  the  expenditures  necessary  iq  display  and  secure  in  a  perma- 
nent luanncrthegood  qualities  which  it  })0:.soj>5es.  It  is  htill  the  only  point 
between  Erie  and  l^ullalo  where  vessel  and  steamboats  can  ublajn  siieltcr. 

Erie  or  Pr€ii(pCIsh  liarhor. — Since  the  last  annualrcpoi  t,  the  operations 
at  thia  harbor  have  consisted,  1st.  In  completing  the  repairs  at  the  broach 
which  was  formed  at  the  junction  of  the  south  bro  ikwater  and  the  south 
channel  pier.  This  was  effected  last  fall,  and  the  place  where  the 
break  existed  is  now  occupied  by  the  most  substantial  part  of  the  whole 
work.  2d.  In  forming  against  the  piers  and  breakwaters  throughout  their 
entire  extent  on  one  side,  and  at  certain  places  on  both  sides,  a  bank  or 
mound  of  stone,  thrown  into  the  water  at  random,  rising  next  the  pier  to- 
the  surface,  and  sloping  outwards  so  as  generally  to  have  a  base  equal  to 
the  depth  of  water  at  each  particular  point.  This  bank  of  stone  has  given 
great  increased  stability  to  the  whole  of  the  works,  and  constitutes  an  im« 
poriant  step  in  tlie  transition  from  the  present  temporary  improvements  to 
those  which  shall  be  permanent,  and  able,  without  requiring  constant  watch- 
•  fulness  and  incessant  repairs,  to  resist  the  powerful  causes  which  are  con- 
stantly operating  to  produce  their  decay  and  destruction.  In  the  ultimate 
future  prosecution  of  (his  part  of  ih^i  work,  it  vk  ill  be  necessary  to  add  to 
the  mound  of  sione  new  commenced,  in  order  to  form  a  base  on  which, 
in  part,  to  rest  the  nir.sonry  rising  above  the  water.  3d.  In  thorou^lily 
repairing  the  ^vhole  ol"  the  timber  work,  and  where,  as  it  is  generally  the 
case,  the  })lankijig;  has  rotted  or  been  waslied  oil  of  the  top  of  the  ciibs, 
suj)plving  its  place  by  a  pavement  of  lai«;e  (lagging  stones,  caieiuily 
wedged  tosecuie  them  against  the  action  of  the  waves. 

The  funds  having  been  exhaust*  d,  the  operations  have  been  biought 
to  a  close  lor  the  present  season.  The  sum  expended  during  the  year 
is  £19,006  34. 

The  works  are  now  in  as  good  order  as  the  nature  of  the  materiais 
will  admit,  and  may,  it  is  thought,  with  propriety,  be  left  for  two  or  three 
Tears  in  their  present  condition,  while  the  whole  expenditures  at  this 
harbor  are,  in  the  mean  time,  directed  to  other  objects  of  scarcely  less 
importance. ' 
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It  is  well  known  to  the  depailment  that  the  works  at  Prcsqu'Isle 
liave  completely  realued  the  objects  lor  which  ihey  svere  desi^Jied.  The 
current  created  hy  the  t  oiitniual  liuctuations  in  the  level  of  the  lake, 
coauiiunicating  thiou^li  a  narrow  opening  with  a  spacious  issolated  hay, 
fafts,  by  being  compiebsedby  the  artificial  works  devised  for  that  purpose, 
bad  enersy  enough  to  deepen  the  water  in  the  narrowest  part  of  Uie 
outlet,  where  the  width  of  the  obannel  is  400  feet,  iiom  three  feet, 
which  it  was  originaUy^totwentj  feet,  which  it  is  now  f  sad,  where  the 
chaDoel  is  600  feet  wide,  to  increase  the  depth  from  two  feet  to  four- 
teen. As  might  have  been  anticipated,  however,  this  powerftti  action, 
w^ieh  has  been  so  beneficial  at  this  pointy  has,  at  others,  proved  tlie 
source  of'serions  evib.  The  first  effiMt  produced  by  the  pent  up  waters 
of  the  bay  was  to  wash  away,  in  succession^  two  sand  points,  to  which 
the  breakwater  or  dam  on  the  north  side  of  the  channel  was  attached. 
The  length  of  flie  dam  was  then  again  inrrrnsed,  until  it  attained  a  third 
point,  which  has  not  washed  away,  solely  lor  the  reason,  however,  that 
the  wafer  had  by  this  time,  besides  excavating  a  deep  channel  at  the  site 
marked  out  for  it,  created  a  much  more  spacious  and  in4)urtant  outlet 
at  a  distant  part  of  the  bay.  The  narrow  nock  connecting  the  principal 
portion  of  Presqu'lsle  with  the  main  shore  having  been  accidentally 
overflowed  and  cut  through  when  the  like  was  raised,  during  a  gale  of 
wind,  much  above  its  usual  height,  the  whole  mass  of  waters  iiunied lately 
^I1i8hed  in  at  the  breach,  until  the  level  between  the  bay  and  the  lake  was 
re-established.  As  the  Idke  subsided,  the  waters  of  the  bay  flowed  out 
^nrough  the  same  opening,  and  thus  a  channel  was  irantediately  fermed, 
■tbpou^h  which,  at  first,  steamboats  and  schooners  were  enabled  to  pass. 

This  breach  has  continued  to  widen  by  the  action  of  the  curreot,  the 
efaannel  through  it  at  the  same  time  becoming  more  shoal,  until  at  last, 
where  trees  stood  thick  at  the  period  of  the  commeneement  of  the  work 
at  the  last  end  of  the  bay,  there  is  now  an  opening  of  nearly  a  mile  in 
width,  which  is  still  every  day  increasing.  The  whole  of  Presqu'lsle 
seems  to  be  threatened,  and  it  is  not  extravagant  to  say  that,  in  endea- 
voring to  perfect  the  entrance  into  this  fine  harbor^  the  whole  has  been 
put  in  jeojjardy,  and  the  necessity  entailnd  upon  the  Government  of  per- 
severing until  all  the  consequences  resuliing  from  the  original  and  well- 
devised  plan  have  been  met  and  guarded  against. 

I  have  made  a  careful  survey  of  this  breach,  a  map  of  which  accom- 
panies this  report.  I  also  sul>init  an  estimate  ( marked  C  No.  1 )  of  the 
expense  of  closing  it  up  by  crib  work,  leaving  a  channel  of  400  feet  in 
width,  extending  from  deep  water  in  the  bay  to  deep  water  in  the  lake, 
partly  to  guard  against  any  future  outbreak  of  the  water,  but  chiefly  to 
prmride  an  additional  end  much  needed  inlet  to  this  yaloable  port.  The 
works  projected  for  this  object  are  traced  upon  the  accompanying  map, 
and  are  respectfully  recommended  to  the  attention  of  the  department. 
This  improTcment  is  nnquestionably  one  of  the  Inost  important  reman- 
ing to  be  effected  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Erie,  and  of  its  entire  prac- 
ticftbility  for  the  sum  estimated  there  can  be  no  doobt,  provided  it  is 
immediately  commenced,  and  prosecuted  with  energy  until  completed. 
The  narrow  limits  of  an  annual  report  will  not  permit  me  to  enlarge  upon 
'  all  the  advantages  to  be  thereby  secured,  but  it  may  be  proper  to  allude 
4a  the  following  oonsideratioDiB,  in  addition  to  the  cardinal  one  above  sug- 
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gested  of  preserving  the  bay  from  destruction,  which  should  induce  Con- 
gress to  give  its  sanction  to  the  work.    Presqu'Isle  bay,  with  an  area 
sufficiently  great  for  anj  supposable  purpose  of  eommeree  or  of  wsr, 
(from  6  to  8  square  miles,)  has  eveiy where  from  3  to  4  fathosis  of  wa- 
ter, with  good  anchorage.   These  qualities,  on  a  coast  proverbial  for  a 
deficiency  of  ports,  and  destined  soon  to  be  the  theatre  of  the  greatest, 
inland  commerce  on  the  giobe,  give  a  hi^  value,  and  render.it  worttijr 
of  all  the  attention  necessary  to  secure  to  its  advantages  their  full  devel- 
opment.  At  present,  most  of  the  vessels  on  the  lake  are  unwilling  to> 
enter  it,  because  the  same  wind  whi9h  is  fair  in  going  in  effectually  pre- 
vents their  departure  through  the  one  narrow  outlet,  and  they  may  remain^ 
windbound  for  many  days.    An  outlet  at  each  end  would  entirely  re- 
move this  dithculty ;  and  if  such  outlets  existed,  from  50  to  100  vessels, 
even  in  the  present  state  of  the  commerce  on  the  lake,  would  collect 
here  during  every  !>evero  srale.    Now,  all  the  steamboats  which  touch  at 
Erie  in  their  diily  trips  are  obliged  to      from  lour  to  six  miles  out  of 
their  way  :  whereas,  if  the  improvement  recomuiended  were  effected,, 
they  could  proceed  directly  through  the  bay,  and  the  route  along  the  lake 
shore  would  be  materially  shortened.    The  saving  caused  in  this  manner 
alone  will  be  found  by  calculation  to  amount  to  a  very  considerable  sum. 

This  subject  has  been  heretofore  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  depart- 
'  ment  in  the  report. of  Col.  Tolten  in  the  summer  of  1833,  and,  in  recooi- 
mending  the  adoption  of  immediate  measures,  1  but  Ibllow  in  the  roole" 
which  he  indicated  as  probably  the  one  most  proper  to  be  pursued. 

In  the  esthnate  for  the  year  1836  1  have  assumed  that  about  one-^half 
el  this  work  may  be  advantageously  executed  during  that  season,  and  the- 
lemainder  the  season  following. 

In  a  previous  pArt  of  this  report  it  has  been  stated  tliat  the  water  ii» 
the  eastern  entrance  is  from  14  to  20  feet  deep.  This  entrance,  and 
the  channel  leading  from  it  into  the  deep  water  of  the  bay,  have  been 
surveyed  during  the  present  summer,  and  a  map,  exhibitinii  the  result, 
will  accompany  this  report.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  map,  that  inside  of 
the  artificial  works,  at  such  a  distance  that  their  iiiilucncc  is  unfelt,  tha 
old  channel,  leading  into  four  fathoms  water,  has  remained  undisturbed, 
and  has  not,  at  a  full  ordinary  level  of  the  lake,  a  i;reater  depth  than  nine 
feet.  All  the  steam!)()nts  have,  during  the  pieseut  season,  with  more  or 
less  regularity,  touched  at  the  F.rie  wharves  ;  but  when  the  water,  as  is 
frequently  iJie  case,  has  been  depressed  a  little  below  its  usual  ievel^ 
some  of  them  have  experienced  some  ditficulty  ;  and  a  few  of  the  largest 
class  of  sail  vessels  are  not  able  to  enter  at  all.  Within  the  memory  o£ 
all  the  older  inhabitants,  this  lake  has  remained  for  whole  seasons  froaa 
two  to  three  feet  lower '  than  it  is  at  present.  This  event  is,  of  course, 
liable  at  any  time  to  reeur,  and  thus  Presqu'lsle  bay  may  again  be  tempo- 
rsrily  closed  against  that  class  of  vessels  which  most  need  its  protection* 

It  is  easy  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  tmd  secure  &e  same  depth  of  water 
quite  into  the  bay  that  there  is  between  Ihe  channel  piers ;  and,  accom- 
panying this  report,  I  have  submitted  an  estimate  for  this  purpose,  marked 
C  No.  3.    In  the  estimate  for  1836  1  have  embraced  somewhat  mor^ 
than  half  of  this  nM>ount,  and  the  remainder,  which  is  for  dredging,  may 

perhaps  not  be  i  tMjiiiiod. 

ii.iie,  as  the  outlet  of  the  Pennsylvania,  system  of  iianais^  is  destined 
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soon  to  be  the  seat  of  an  important  commerce,  and  this  consideration^ 
with  those  of  a  mui  c  general  nature,  glanced  at  above,  must  be  my  jus- 
tification ior  devoting  bo  much  space  to  this  part  ci  niy  report. 

Conneaut  creek* — ^The  works  at  this  place  have  been  entirely  completed 
aeeording  loathe  original  plan,  and  no  expenditures  haye  been  made  here- 
during  tlie  past  year.  Thesand  aceumolating  against  the  west  pier  begins^ 
as  usual  ,to  pass  around  its  outer  extremity,  and  to  form  a  bar  across  the  chan- 
nel ;  the  wood  work  above  water  is  decay  ing,  and  atone  or  two  places  the^ 
piers  ac^em  to  be  threatened  with  being  undermined, but  no  immediate  mea- 
sures appear  to  be  necessary  to  guard  against  these  evils.  The  depth  of 
water  in  the  channel  is  now  nine  feet,  and  the  harbor  has  proved  of  great 
value,  to  the  commerce  of  the  lake.  Within  a  month,  as  many  as  twen- 
ty-six vessels  at  one  time  have  taken  shelter  here  during  a  gale  of  wind. 
Owing  to  the  narrowness  of  the  creek,  it  is  im')os<iihle  for  steamboats  to 
"w'ind''  or  turn  in  it,  and  the  operation  of  backnit;  out  througli  so  nar- 
row an  opening  is  a  diUicult  and  dangerous  one,  particularly  wheu  the 
Jake  is  rous^h. 

Accojiipan^ing:  this  report  is  an  estimate  ( marked  D)  of  the  cost  of 
dredging  out  on  one  side  of  tlie  creek  a  suihcient  space  to  permit  the 
largest  class  of  sleamboats  to  turn,  and  it  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  an  application  for  that  purpose  be  asked  for  at  the  next  session  of 
Congress*  <  ,         ,  ,  ■ 

■t  jSktaMa  creek. — ^T2ie  method  devised  in  previous  years  for  the 
movalof  the  rock  which  obstructs  the  entrance  into  this  creek  having  pro* 
mised  favorably,  it  was  this  summer  considered  expedient  to  construct  a 
machine  specially  for  that  purpose  ^  which,  however,  from  a  variety  o£ 
caus(\s,  couhl  not  be  got  into  regular  operation  before  the  2d  of  September. 
Since  that  period  the  weather  has  been  very  unfavorable ;  but  enough  has* 
been  done  to  increase  tlie  confidence  previously  felt  as  to  its  success,  and 
it  is  hoped  and  expected  that  another  season  will  not  pass  before  it  will  be 
in  the  power  of  the  superintendent  to  announce  to  the  department  that  this 
troublesome  and  expensive  undertaking  has  at  length  been  accomplished. 
The  dredging  madiine  has  been  constantly  in  operation  when  the 
weather  wonld  admit,  and  lias  laid  bare  all  the  rock  which  it  will  he 
necessary  to  remove  :  the  depth  of  water  in  the  shallowest  part  of  the. 
channel  is  about  seven  leet. 

Materials  have,  in  part,  been  collected  for  the  extension  of  the  western 
pier.  f 

The  expenditures  for  the  past  year  amount  to  jJ4,844  12,  leaving^ 
available  a  sum  sufficient  for  the  operations  of  the  one  to  come :  no  e«ti-> 
mate,  therefore,  is  presented. 

Preparations  have  been  made  for  oommencing  the  foundation  of  tber 
beacon  light-house,  and,  should  the  weather  prove  favorable,  it  will  be 
annk  this  fail,  in  which  case  the  iight*house  will  be  completed  early  ior 
the  spring. 

Cunningkam  crse/:.— Nothing  has  been  done  at  this  place  this  year. 
The  light-house  is  completed,  but  it  still  remains  isolated  from  the  rest 
of  the  work,  and  further  expenditures  are  necessary  to  properly  secure 

its  base.  The  piers  are  greatly  in  need  of  repairs,  which  should  be  im- 
mediately applied,  unless  it  is  ihv,  intention  of  the  Government  to  aban- 
don this  improvetnertt  aho^;*  iIk  r.  As  a  Irinding  place,  it  has  proved 
valuable  to  the  ueijgliboriug  couutry ;  and  k  attach  to  this  report  a  com- 
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munication  from  the  supemitendent,  marked  E,  preseDtios;  estimate:^  tor 
work  considered  absolutely  necessary  ;  which  is  respectfully  submitled 
to  the  consideration  of  t)ic  depurtincnt. 

Cri'and  river. —  Khe  west  channel  pier  has  been  lengthened  SOO  feet, 
to  guard  the  channel  from  being,  obttrueted  by  the  fiend  which  iseoa* 
«tftiitly  ftcetmralatiDg  on  that  aide,  at  thia  and  aH  the  other  harbon  on  tke 
lake*  This  extension  removes  all  danger  from  that  eaase  for  many  yeais, 
and  peatly  foeilitates  the  entrance  into  tbo  harbor. 

Tbe  balance  remaining  arailable  will  suffice  to  pay  all  amars,  and 
iurtng  this  new  work  to  completion  this  lall.  The  amount  eipended 
during  the  year  is  $7,988  35. 

The  beacon  has  been  lighted  all  summer.  The  balance  of  lands  ap- 
pUcabte  to  it  is  to  be  applied  this  month,  if  the  weather  permit,  in 
seennng  it^  foundation. 

It  is  proposed,  next  year,  to  take  those  steps  for  the  permanent  secit- 
ri^'  of  these  works,  which  cannot,  with  safety,  be  longer  delayed. 

The  estimate  for  this  object  is  herewith  transmitted,  marked  F. 

Clraveland  harbor. — The  operations  at  this  important  point  have  co-n- 
sisted  in  depositing  stones  agairHt  tiie  outsides  ol  the  piers  for  their  per- 
manent security  ;  in  placing  an  atlditioiml  crib,  and  depositing  stone  for 
securing  the  base  of  the  beacon  light;  and  in  diiving  outside  the  west 
channel  pier  a  line  of  contiguous  piles,  to  suppuri  ihe  foot  of  tbe  slope 
of  the  permanent  stone  mole  intended  to  be  formed.  These  operations 
will  be  continued  as  long  as  the  weather  will  admit,  and  will  consume 
the  whole  of  the  available  funds.  Tka  amount  expended  during  the  last 
year  is  $9,287  71. 

It  is  proposed  next  year  to  extend  the  next  channel  pier  to  tbe  full 
length  that  will  be  necessaty  to  guard  against  the  encroachments  of  the 
sand,  and  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  Is  consistent  with  economy,  in  giving 
^e  whole  of  the  works  a  permanent  character.  For  this  purpose  an 
ample  supply  of  good  stone  may  be  obtained  from  a  distance  of  about  ten 
miles,  by  means  of  the  Ohio  canal. 

The  accompanying  estimate  for  the  year  1836  has  been  drawn  up, 
under  my  instructions,  so  as  to  cenform  to  these  views.  The  estimate 
is  marked  G. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  accompanying  paper  (marked  H )  is  a  tabular  list  of  balances  of 
appropriations,  rel.iting  to  works  under  my  superintendence,  drawn  up 
iu  obedience  to  the  deparUuenL  circular  of  the  Cth  of  August. 

In  concluding  this  report,  1  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  con* 
gtmcthig  a  steam  dredging  maehine,  ozk  the  most  approved  plan,  to  be 
employed,  in  succession,  at  all  the  harbors  on  the  upper  lakes  where 
improvements  jsre  going  on  which  require  the  use  of  such  an  engine. 
There  is  much  dreoging  required,  but  not  enough  at  any  one  point  to 
jnstlfy  the  construction  of  so  expensive  an  apparatus,  which,  however,  if 
once  put  in  operation,  would  produce  a  saving  of  upwardst>f  two-thirds 
^  the  cost,  and  tbree*fourths  in  the  time  employed,  at  every  point  where 
its  aid  would  be  necessary.  An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  a  machine 
•8  herewith  submitted,  marked  1.

To  General  Gratiot,  Chitf  Engineer : 

Sir:  I  liave  the  honor  to  suhmitthis  my  annual  report  of  the  condition 
cCthe  pier  work  and  beacon  light  at  Genesee  river  and  Big  Sodus  bay, 
foir  the  year  ending  on  dOth  September,  1885 : 

Of  Genesee  river, — From  the  year  18S9  to  that  of  1884,  indu*; 
sive,  the  appropriations  for  the  pier  work  at  the  montli  of  this  rirer 
hvre  averaged  $15,167  per  annum,  whieh  sums  have  been  enended 
in  eonstnicting  5,240  iieet  in  length  of  pier,  of  an  average  width  of  18  • 
feet,  and  from  10  to  17  feet  deep,  forming  a  doable  line  of  docke 
that  receive  between  them  the  Genesee  river,  which  work  has  M- 
filled  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed,  namely,  it  has  clear-, 
ed  out  a  crooked  channel  of  from  6  to  7  feet  in  depth  of  water, 
that  eould  not  be  entered  in  a  dark  night,  so  as  to  have  formed,  at 
the  present  time,  a  channel  of  13  feet  depth  of  water,  that  can  be  en- 
tered and  passed  through  at  any  time  of  nipilit.  These  piers  have  been 
formed  of  large  hemlock  timber,  in  cribs  connected  together,  and  Mled 
and  sunk  with  stoiie,  and  have  subsided  into  the  bottom  of  the  lake 
to  a  depth  of  from  2  to  7  feet  ;  this  sinking  into  the  sandy  bed  of  the  lake 
has  given  all  the  stability  to  the  w  ork  of  which  the  material  and  structure 
were  susceptible  ;  the  timber  work  that  is  above  w  ater  is  beginning  to 
decay,  and  is  in  a  j)roper  condition  to  be  substituted  by  stone  masonry  ; 
the  tinxber  work  under  water  will  endure  for  ages.  The  appropriation 
lor  fhe  year  1885  was  made  with  a  view  to  finish  the  pier  work ;  the 
amount  ( j( 2,390)  has  been,  and  is  now  applying  to 'that  object.  But  the 
wvfk  will  eontlnue  to  subside  ibv  anodier  -  vear,  and  will  require  anr  ap- 
propriation of  $8,000  to  repmir'damage  for  the  year  1886. 

Qf  Me  Cfenesee  river  bemsim  Upon  the  west  pier  in  the 

lake,  at  tbe.distanoe  of  2,700  feet  from  the  shorey  a  beacon  of  stone 
has  this  year' been  erected,  25  feet  high,  an  octagon,  of  20  feet  in 
diameter,  upon  a  foundation  of  40  feet  square,  in  15  feet  depth  of  water, 
the  beacon  tapering  to  n  diameter  of  10  feet  at  the  top,  agreeably  to  the 
plans  heretofore  submitted  to  the  department.  The  masonry  of  this 
beacon  is  now  open,  and  will  remain  so  for  the  balance  of  this  sea- 
son, as  the  temporary  light,  now  in  use,  will  answ  er  its  present  pur- 
pose for  the  remainder  of  the  season  for  navigation  ;  thus  giving  the 
masonry  time  to  cement  in  its  exposure.  Possibly,  during  the  heavy 
weather  of  the  coming  winter,  the  foundation  that  is  10  feet  square  may 
settle  one  or  tAVo  feet  in  the  sandy  bed  of  the  lake  ;  in  case  of  such  sub- 
sidence, and  it  be  une(|ual,  then  the  work  will  require  to  be  adjusted  in 
the  next  season  ;  the  balance  of  the  beacon  appropriation,  now  on  hand, 
will  meet  the  expense  of  the  structure  of  the  building. 

0/  Big  Sodue  bay.-^tom  the  year  18S9  lo  that  of  1884,  Inclusive,  ihe 
appropriatioBS  for  the  pier  work  at  tibia  bay  have  averaged  15,288  per 
annum.  The  work  construeted  thereby  amounta  to  5,900  feet  of  length 
of  pier,  16  feet  wide,  and  from  6  to  17  feet  in  d^th.  These  docks  en- 
close the  entrance  of  the*  bay*  from  Lake  Ontario,  excepting  the  channel 
thdt  is  to  be  dredged  out  between  the  two  branches  or  T's  that  extend  into, 
the  lake.  The  piers  arc  upon  the  same  plan,  and  formed  of  simiitf 
material  to  those  at  the  Genesee  nw,  but  tbej  have  auboded  vcij 
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little  into  tlu^  bed  of  the  Ukc,  in  consequence  oi  the  hard  pan  at  the  bot- 
tom, ami  (  oiisfqiiently  exhibit  a  more  unirorm  strais^ht  line  than  those  aC 
Gent  aee.     1  he  timber  above  water  is  also  beginning  to  decay. 

The  appropriation  for  Sodus  bay,  for  the  year  1835,  was  1,790,  and 
became  avaiiable  in  the  month  of  May  :  the  object,  to  finish  the  piers  and 
to  plou£;h  and  dtedge  out  the  hard  pan  of  the  channel  by  machinery.  The 
first  has  bee^i  nearly  accomplished,  and  will  be  finished  this  season.  The 
second  is  in  operation,  as  follows :  Recommencing  the  works  upon  the 
piers,  and  the  construction  of  the  beacon,  brought  me  into  the  month  oT 
June,  when,  agreeably  to  my  report  to  the  department,  I  proceeded  to> 
the  foundry  near  West  Point,  to  determine  how  much  steam  and  other  nuip 
chinery  could  be  constructed  at  that  place  with  the  amount  of  funds  appli- 
cable to  that  part  of  the  necessary  expenditure,  and  1  found  that  there 
were  not  sufficient  funds  to  procure  steam  and  other  machinery  to  com- 
mence the  dredging,  even  at  so  early  a  day  as  the  ensuiug  spring  of  18^6. 
I  therefore  proceeded  to  visit  and  examine  several  new  working  tatt* 
chines  in  the  harbbrs  of  Baltimore,  in  Maryland,  and  New  London,  in 
Connecticut.  The  dredgins  machinery  that  1  found  at  work  in  Baltimore 
harbor  was  eilicient,  hut  more  expensive  than  was'  contemplated.  In 
New  London  harbor  1  ioand  the  machine  simple  and  efficient,  compara- 
tively not  expensive,  and  propelled  by  horse  power;  also,  that  the  p-irt 
of  New  l^ondon  liarbor  which  had  been  dredged  by  these  maehiiir  >  u  :is 
as  h  ud  as  the  So  J  us  bay  pan.  I  concluded,  therefore,  tliat  it  would  be 
best  io  iiivite  the  proprietor  of  these  maclimes  (Mr.  Holmes)  to  vibit  Lake 
Ontario,  to  compare  the  work  that  was  necessary  to  be  done  at  Sodus  bay 
with  the  work  uiat  had  been  accomplbhed  by  Mr.  Hdmes  at  New  Lon- 
don. This  request  was  complied  with,  and  the  result,  thus  far,  has  bees, 
that  I  have  set  Mr.  Holmes  at  work  in  constructing  the  machines  at  Sodus- 
bay,  and  he  willtsommence  the< cutting  and  dredging  of  the  hard  pan  at 
Sodus  early  in  the  ensuiiq;  qiring  of  1836.  The  terms  upon  which  thia 
work  is  to  beexecuted  are  as  follows :  For  cutting  out  400,000  cubic  feet 
of  pan,  not  to  exceed  three  cents  per  cubic  foot,  delirered  to  the  United 
States  agent  in  gondolas  now  constructing  for  that  service*  For  such 
balance  of  cutting  as  maybe  found  necessary,  a  less  price  per  cubic  foot^ 
as  may  then  be  ai^reed  upon  when  the  work  has  come  down  to  the  loose 
bed  fif^low  trie  pan.  ft  is  my  opinion  that  an  additional  ciittinc:  of  100,000 
feet  liclow  the  ])an  ^\ill  have  accomplished  the  object  thorousildy.  Per- 
haps the  motion  of  tiie  water  may  so  aid  in  moving  the  substnita  as  to 
ditnmish  materially  the  expense  of  drednins;. 

The  balance  of  the  Sodus  bay  appropnaiion,  not  drawn  from  the  trea- 
sury, is  "^1,000  ;  this  sum,  added  to  the  b;(lance  that  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  agent  on  the  31st  December,  1835,  will  diminish  hy  |^5,000the  esti- 
mated sum  for  dredging  thd  Sodus  channel  in  the  year  ib3b;  which  esti- 
mate is  sent  herewith,  amounting  to  $17,600,  leaving  a  balance  of  $  12,600 
requisite  to  be  ap^ropiiated  for  clearing  out  obatrnctions  at  the  entrance 
of  Big  Sodus  bay  in  the  year  1836.' 

0/  ike  beacon  lighi  at  Sodu9  hay\-^A  structure  of  stone  of  the  same 
form^  dimensions,  and  foundation  as  the  beacon  at  Genesee  river,  has- 
been  commenced  at  the  extremity  of  the  west  pier  of  Sodus,  in  Lake 
Ontario,  and  is  three-fourths  finished.  Forthe  same  purpose  of  cementing 
and  settUng,  as  of  thai  at  Qeneaee  river,  this  beacon  wUl  also  remain 
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«pen  until  the  spriog^  ihe  fteiBporcLry  light  ooniiauiog  tp  answer  iU 

|>reseQt  puipose. 

The  f)alancc  of  this  b  icon  light appropriatioD^  now  on iiaud,  will. cover 
•the  expenses  of  its  completion.

Sir  :  The  spccin!  })oard  of  c-ngineors,"  convened  hy  your  order  of  the 
19th  ultimo  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  improving  the  Hudson 
river,  and  of  devisinj;  a  plan  to  overcome  the  obstruction  to  the  naviga- 
tion Liciwecu  Waterford  and  a  point  below  Albany,  "to  be  designated 
by  Captain  Talcott,"  and  directed  by  said  uidcr  to  review  two  projects 
which  had  buen  suggested,  one  by  a  canal,  and  the  other  by  dcepeniiig 
the  bed  of  the  river,  and  to  give  its  opinion  as  to  their  relative  merit  and 
practicability,  accompanied  by  an  estimate  of  cost,  present  the  following 
report: 

SscTiov  1.  The  inibnnation  touching  this  suhject  furnished  the  board| 
exclusive  of  such  as  had  been  collected  in  personal  examinations  of  the 
riTor  during  the  autumn  of  the  present  year  by  Captain  A.  Taloott,  a 

member  of  the  board,  is  comprised  in — 1st  A  report  of  a  joint  committee 
ofthe  Legislature  of  New  York,  dated  March  12,  1818,  which  includes 
a  report  of  Mr.  Thomas  Moore,  engineer,  of  February  25,  1818;  and  a 
reportofMr.  Josiah.Beckwith,  of  July  16,  1817:  2d.  A  letter  of  the  com- 
missioners for  improving  the  navigation  of  Hudson  river  below  Albany, 
to  the  GoTemor  of  the  State^  dated  March  31 ,  lbl8 :  3d.  A  report  of  the 
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eommissioners  ippotitted  to  report  a  plan  for  improving  the  navigation  of 

Hudson's  river,  communicated  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  and  As- 
sembly of  the  State  on  the  Ist  March,  1820  ;  with  which  report  are  con- 
nected a  report  and  estimate  of  Mr.  Henry  lUiller,  of  February  21,  1820; 
a  report  of  Mi\  K.  C.  (Jenet,  on  a  shipc.mal,  aocotnpariicd  by  schedules 
from  A  to  II,  inclusive  ;  schedule  K  bein;:  an  esliniaic  of  cost,  and  amap 
by  Mr.  Randel,  on  a  large  scale,  and  much  ia  detail,  ol  llie  river  from  below 
New  Baltimore  to  Troy.  4th.  A  report  an.l  estimate,  without  date,  of 
Mr.  DsWitt  Clinton,  United  States  civil  en2;incer,  to  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Johii  J.  Abert,  top^^rapbic  il  engineer,  comniuuicated  by  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  Congress  on  ilio  30t!i  of  March,  1832,  there  being  connected 
with  this  report  a  map,  on  a  large  'scale,  of  the  sunrey  made  by  Mr.  Clin* 
ton  Irom  below  New  Baltimore  to  Waterford. 

9«o.  As  to  the  oumber  and  natnre  of  the  obstnictjozis,  and  as  l» 
tldeSt  currents,  &c.,  it  appears,  from  tbe  aboye  sotiroes  of  infonnatioti*. 

Sbc.  3.  That  in  1819,  from  the  city  of  Troy  to  the  city  of  Albany, 
*   at  the  low  water  mark  of  last  summer,  ( 1819,)  taken  at  the  ferry  of  Al- 
bany, and  upon  which  the  soundings  have  been  uniformly  gauged,  tbere 
•are  not  less  than  eight  shoals,,  over  which  the  depth  of  water  averages 
from  3  to  4.50  feet. 

Sec.  4.  That  from  the  eicamination  of  1831,  (by  Mr.  Clinton,)  to  ob- 
tain a  channel  9  feet  deep  at  lev  water,  and  1.5')  feet  wide,  oxrw  ition 
would  be  required  at  thirteen  places  between  Troy  and  Albany,  varying  ip 
depth  from  1  to  6  feet  ;  or,  in  other  words,  that  in  thirteen  places  tbe 
depth  of  water  varied  fiom  3  to  8  feet. 

St.c.  6.  That  in  1S19,  "south  of  Albany,  as  f\ras  Castl€ton,th  >  water 
in  iceneral  is  shallow,  and  overfive  extensive  bars  varies  in  itstlepih  from 
4.JL)  Lo  3.G0  feet and  "  that  between  Castleton  and  New  Baltimore 
there  are  more  intervals  of  deep  water,  and  only  four  bars,  over  which  the 
water  vaiies  frpm  4  to  7  foet. 

Sbc.  6.  That,  in  1831,  it  was  found  the  river  would  re<|tiire  deepen- 
ing in  six  places  betv^en  Albany  and  Casfletenfrom  1.  to  2.^0  feet  to  ob- 
tain 9  feet  water;  and  that  in  no  place  south  of  Castleton  waa  there  Wat 
depth  than  9  feet  wi^tel*  in  tb^  deepest  part  of  the  channel. 

Sbc.  7.  That  it  has  been  mscertaincd,  from  recent  examination,  that  tbe 
sboals  and  bars  are  now  composed  of  a  mixture  of  sand,  ;^vel,  and  peb- 
bles above  Albany,  an  !  of  sand  below  Albany ;  and  it  was  stated  byr  Mr. 
Clinton  that  in  1831  *^aU  the  bars  above  Albany  are  gravel  and  other 
bieavy  soils,  while  all  below  Albany  are  sand  and  other  lighter  deposites.*^ 

Sec.  8.  That  the  mean  flow  and  full  of  the  tides  of  the  river,  when  not 
influenced  by  freshets,  is  said  by  Mr.  Genet  to  bo  .-it  Troy  1  foot  ;  at  Al- 
bany, 2  feet;  at  New  Baltimore,  3.60  feet;  and  from  the  registers  kept 
by  Mr.  Clinton  in  1331,  the  mean  w^is,  atTroy  13^,  inches;  at  Albany, 
JIOm;  inches;  at  Castleton,         inches;  at  New  Baltimore,  31  inches. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  only  observations  on  the  velonity  of  ih?.  eurr^'nts  were 
made  tl^iring  the  low  sta<ic  of  tlic  waters,  tliey  giving  a  variauie  \  <  locity 
between  Troy  and  Albany  of  from  O.tiO  feet  to  2  feet  per  secor.J,  ac- 
cording to  local  circumstances;  and  between  New  Baltimore  and  Albany 
of  from  0.75  to  1.70  foot  per  second. 

Sec.  10.  And  that  from  New  Baltimore  to  Albany  the  distance  Is  about 
15  miles  5  from  Albany  to  Troy,  about  5}  mHes  5  and  from  Troy  to  Water- 
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lord,  4  miles;  making  the  uliole  distaiiee  wHhin  whiehiniNromAeivts M 
jealked  for,  abovt  241-  miles. 

Sec.  11.  For  more  definite  and  satisfactory  information  than  can  be 
communicated  verbally  in  relation  to  the  relative  positions  of  the  respect- 
ive shoals,  their  form  and  extent,  the  width  and  direction  of  the  several 
partsof  the  river  CFiibarrassed  b}  llieiu,  the  position,  for  m,  and  niaj;nitude 
of  islands,  &c,,  the  board  refer  to  a  map,  oa  a  scale  of  4  10  yards  to  1  inrh, 
oi  the  portion  of  the  river  lying  between  New  iialtimore  and  Troy,  here- 
with presented. 

Six;.  12.  The  ailempts  at  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson, 
hitherto  made,  haA-e  been  of  two  kinds ;  and,  as  the  board  believe,  of  these 
4wo  only,  namely,  lat.  the  erection  of  a  low  dike  or  jettee  above  certain 
pf  die  ahoftls,  designed  to  confine  the  ebannel  In  low  water.  Ab  to  thb 
ApplioatbO)  we  cannot  aacertain  that  ao^r  laating  benefit,  has  reanlted 
tberefrfun  f  at  any  rate,  as  the  resolttng  benefit,  tfany,  is  made  a  matter 
of  jqeestion,  it  most  be  trifling,  and  we  know  that  It  is  inadequate*  jM* 
Applying  to  the  shoala  Ibe  dredging  machine,  thereby  meehanically  re- 
Moving  the  impedimenls.  Ttiie  applicatbn  has  certainly  afforded  tem* 
Iponury  advantage ;  but  a  very  general  impression  prevaifta  that  the  inw 
fiFOvement  is  transient,  outlasting  the  period  of  low  water  chosen  for  the 
application,  but  scarcely  sorviving  the  first  flood.  The  river  has,  how- 
ever, in  particular  places,  been  greatly  bcnefiTf  d,  ns  it  were  incidentally, 
by  works  not  having  that  exclusive  object  ;  the  increased  depth  aioB^ 
-the  front  of  the  new  docks  at  Albany  being  a  stiong  instance. 

Sbc.  13.  The  board  approach  the  particular  investigation  of  the  sub- 
jects committed  to  them  with  great  dillidence.  Considering  their  want  of 
experience  in  operations  of  the  nature  of  those  now  to  be  t  xamined,  and 
the  newness  to  them  of  some  of  these  subjects,  even  as  matters  of  study  ; 
considering,  on  the  one  hand,  the  incalculable  beneiits  to  result  fiom  a 
Mceaasfal  soiulion  oC  the  difficulties,  and,  en  the  <^her,  besides  the  great 
immediate  Iocs,  the  perhaps  irremediable  mischief  that  mistaken  and  erio* 
aeoos  Tiam  on  their  part  may  involve^  thcHph  theyabaU  apply  Iheir  best

Sno.  t4.  We  shall  first  confine  aoraeires  to  the  subject  ef  canale,  as  a 
iMde  of  aiToiding  Ihe  river  obstructions  beiow  Albany;  afterwards  eou 
e»ining  the  means  of  adaipting  the  bed  of  the  fiver,  from  Waterfoi:d  ^ofwa^ 
wmdf  to  the  pwrpeses^ef  Mvigation. 

SrEC.  15.  In  March,  18^,  Governor  Clinton  presented  to  the  Legis- 
iattire  of  the  State  of  New  York  the  report  of  a  board  of  commissioners,

The  project  of  Mr.  Genet  contemplates  a  canal  18.70  fe«t 
deej^  bek>w  twdinnry  high  water,  $5  Isat  wide  al  the  bottom,  iset 
mi&  si  lha  tap,  and  baving  a  length  of  I9i  mjtes*  *^  Tke  come  of  Iko 
^al  imtdd  holrooi  Oreaa6nsh,lkmi|^tfaaiBtS'nnd  attack, tolheftaok 
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part  of  the  village  of  Gastleton  ;  thence,  through  meadows  and  islands,  to 
t!ic  Sphodaek  creek,  as  far  as  SchernuM horn's  store;  from  thence,  in  an 
obiiquc  direction,  it  would  reach, through  an  inland  and  a  creek,  (lie  out- 
let at  V}  ude  Hook."    The  re|)ort  of  Mr^  Genet  states  that  the  uf)j)er 
mouth  oi  the  canal  would  be  accessible  from  the  Al:»jnj  docks,  with  I  J.JO 
/eet  water  at  tiie  low  water  mark  of  summer,  and  the  lower  mouth  with 
13.10  ietd  at  tlie  lowest  Wiiter  ;  there  being,  however,  on  a  shoai,  irom 
2  to  3  miles  below  the  canal,  a  depth,  under  the  same  crcumstances,  of 
1 1 .80  feet.   The  report  further  states  that  the  average  fall  in  the  ground 
from  Greenhilsh  to  the  lower  outlet  docfl  net  exceed  1.50  feet ;  that  the 
high  water  at  Albany  andatSchodack,12iiiUesbeloWyi0.eA  the  sanelerel; 
«that  the  differoDce  between  higb  and  low  water  marks  at  Troj  is  1  foot, 
at  Albaoj  S  feet,  and  at  New  Baltimore  ( 1  mile  helow  the  lower  montli) 
3.60  feet;  that  numerous  examinations,  hy  borings  to  the  depth  of  81  feet, 
ehow  the  matter  to  be  excavated  to  consist  of    coarse  sand  and  loam,  ex- 
cept a  distance  of  1,800  yards,  about  900  of  which  is  blue,  and  the  re- 
mainder yellow  clay that  the  form  of  the  shores  of  the  oeishboHng 
creeks,  and  the  difference  of  levels  in  the  river,  and  in  the  welTs  in  the 
vicinity,  indicate  -t  ^nil  not  liable  to  wash,  and  tenacious  of  water;  that 
the  survey  and  levelling  give  the  avrt  aLto  hniirhf  of  surfarr  alonsj  the  line 
of  the  canal  as  1.915  feet  below  coinmoii  tide,  leaving  IG.7S5  as 

the  average  depth  of  cutting  ;  that  it  is  pru|)i'5ed  to  raise  au  embank- 
ment 2  feet  abovt'  the  highest  spiing  freshets  along  each  bank  of  the  canal ; 
the  western  eiubanUuierit  having  sufficient  breadth  to  serve,  being  grav- 
elled, as  a  towing  path,  and  to  erect  a  piece  of  masonry  (furnished  with  a 
safety  Kate  )  of  the  same  height  at  each  end. 

Six.  17.  Connected  with  the  report  is  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of 
the  canal,  drawn  up  by  Mr.  John  Randel,  jun.,  engineer,  which  pUces  the 
eum  total  at  $727,71d  08,  or  about  |57,000  per  mile.  It  is oeeesaery  to 
.ebaerve  here  that  this  estimate  relates  only  to  the  oonstnietloii  of  the 
-eanal.  proper; 

The  canal  has  a  depth  within  itself  of  mere  than  eighteee  feel ;  bet  ie 
obtain  access  thereto,  with  this  depth  at  the  lower  end,  and  Ie  carry  tiie 

Mme  depth  to  the  docks  at  Albany,  in  order  to  profit  ef  the  deep  enl  §&r 
purposes  of  ship  navigation  as  high  as  that  city,  wonld  probably  require 
in  the  river  extensive  dredging,  «nd  perhaps  structures  of  consideteble 
ejUent,  calculated  to  maintain  the  increisised  depth.    Operations^  sooae- 

what  uncertain  as  to  durable  results,  and  expensive  in  their  nature,  but 
to  what  degree  called  for,  or  to  what  degree  expensive,  we  have  not  the 
data  to  determine. 

Sec.  18.  From  the  preceding  statement,  drawn  from  Mr.  Genet's  l  e- 
port,  there  appears  to  be  no  serious  obstacle  in  the  nature  of  the  counuy, 
so  far  as  can  be  foreseen,  to  the  construction  of  the  canal.  In  taking  9i 
cents  per  cubic  yard,  however,  as  the  price  of  excavation,  the  estimate 
has  not  contemplated  any  obstruction  to  the  work  from  water — an  obstruc- 
tion not  unlikely  in  such  deep  cutting,  which,  in  common  prudence,  ought 
to  be  anticipated,  and  which,  if  occurring,  would  considerably  enhance 
Ihe  cost  of  the  canal. 

Sec.  19.  There  will  be,  we  thbk,  in  tiiis  as  in  every  other  canal  he« 
bilually  navigated  by  Urge  steamboats,  a  heavy  item  of  expense,  to  be 
iMsened  ptobabljr  by  ingenious  denees»  but  which  no  device  can  elude  t 
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lioii  hj  ptMfim^  m/llbkmiB.  As  an  approximate  estimate  of  such  a  protee- 
don,  and  for  the  sake  of  eoinparisonf  we  hare  sapposed  the  slopes  Ihietl 
with  planks  from  the  bottom  to  the  mean  surface  of  the  water,  and  th<?nco, 
for  a  further  height  ef  five  feet,  ^h  a  thin  leaiilnp^  wall.  The  cost  of  the 
lining  for  this  canal  we  make  ammmt  to  |474,650,  which  snm,  added  to 
Mr.  RandcPs  total  of  $727,715  08,  gives  $1,202,.^65  08. 

Skc.  20.  With  this  addition  to  the  estini:>t^,  nnd  such  olhcrs  as  v.  r  have 
abovp  supposed  necessary  or  piudent,  v,  iiliout,  hou  over,  heinc;  a!)lc  to 
give  amounts,  the  pmjectcd  slu'p  canal  might  be  conipletedj  and  the  re- 
sult would  be  a  fine  draiigiit  ot  water  from  Albany  downward. 

8ec.  21.  It  is  not  for  the  board  to  discuss  the  main  (|uei>hoii  involved 
in  the  above  project,  namely,  the  advantages  of  an  unobstnirtod  navij^n- 
tion  for  the  larger  sea-going  vessels  from  the  ocean  to  the  city  of  Albany. 
How  far  the  city  of  Albany  might  have  the  disposition  or  the  power  to 
arsiil  herself  of  siich  an  advantage,  how  far  the  extensive  regions  which 
jconnenicate  with  tke  Hudson  would  be  bettefed  by  a  change  in  the 
commerekl  ehaneter  of  that  city,  or,  if  any,  what  amount  of  national  ad*  * 
Vantage  would  aeonie,  the  board  have  not  the  means  of  estimating.  They 
can  only  say^  that  if  such  an  in^provement  of  the  navigation  should  be 
deemed  essential' to  these  and  other  great  interests,  the  improvement  may 
be  attained. 

Sec.  %2,  The  canal  i>roject  above  referred  to  is,  however,  worthy  of 
consideration  under  another  aspect.    Giving  up  the  condition  of  ship  navi-^ 
gntion,  the  same  mute  will  afford  a  free  paj^^age  to  river  and  coastwise 
craft,  from  Albany  downward,  at  a  lef^s  depth  of  exravatioii,  and  without 
dredgine;,  or  any  constructions  eKterinr  to  the  canal;  and,  consequently, 
at  a  irreatly  ledured  cost.    Assnmnig  liie  samr  «tate  of  things,  as  regards 
surface  of  jjronnd,  nature  of  soil,  ^c,  as  is  a.s.^utnefl  in  Mr.  Genet's  pro- 
ject, and  also  the  same  route,  an  average  depth  of  cutting  of  8,085  feet 
will  give  a  draught  of  ten  fe^t  water.    In  answer  to  a  qnestion  by  Mr. 
De  Witt  Clinton,  a«  to  <*the  depth  of  water  required  by  tlie  interest  and 
the  amount  of  trade  at  extreme  low  water,"  Mr.  James,  of  Albany,  re- 
plied, ^^a  depth  of  eight  feet  water  is  necessary  at  the  lowest  tides;  a 
depth  of  eight  ieel  water  ^1  be  a  great  relief  mnn  the  present  diffienl- 
ttes,  but,  if  it  be  inereased  to  ten  feet^  it  wonld  direetly  ereate  a  West 
India  and  whaling  trade,  and  other  foreign  enterprise,  which,  of  course^ 
^ould  add  to  (he  prosperity  of  the  city,  and  increase  the  shipping  and 
revenue  of  the  United  States  Government;"  and  Mr.  McCoun  replied, 
^  depth  at  low  water  should  be  from  eight  to  ten  feet."   Using  the  as- 
sumptions before  announced,  it  is  found  that  the  cost  of  a  canal  109.80 
feet  wide  at  top,  and  10  feet  deep,  at  the  price  of  excavation  allowed  in 
Mr.  KandePs  esiimate  for  excavating  the  deep  canal,  namely,  22  cents  per 
cubic  yard,  hotli  hanks  being  lined  with  plank  and  stone,  and  all  other 
allowances  bein^  the  same,  would  be  $810,878. 

S-EP.  28.  But  both  the  project  of  Mr.  Genet,  and  the  mo'lification  ihere- 
ol  just  indicated,  .suppose  the  state  of  high  tide  for  th<  full  depth  in  one 
of  lb.80  feet,  and  in  the  other  of  10  feet,  nnd  it  w  ould  n  rt  liiily  be  less 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  deeper  canal,  than  of  the  :*iiaUi)wer,  to  be  re- 
stricted to  the  time  of  high  water  for  its  maximum  depth,  because  of  the 
Sadler  Qomber  of  ycsscls  of  great  than  of  medium  draught. 

IQ  , 
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Sxc.  24.  If  it  be  deemed  important  to  have,  witliout  resort  to  loeks, 
•bout  10  feet  draught  along  the  canlkl  at  all  times  of  tide,  then  it  will  be 

necessary  to  deepen  the  above  excavation  2  feet  at  the  upper,  and  3  feet 
at  the  lower  end.    An  average  additional  cut  of  2.50  feet  in  depth  will 
bring  the  estimate,  at  the  same  prices,  to  ^9rl5,.i40,  the  addition  to  the 
above  estimate  being  ^134,462.    The  substitution  ibr  this  addiuonal  ex- 
cavation of  an  adequate  number  of  locks  of  suitablf^  size  would,  it  is 
thought,  besides  retarding  the  circulating  trade,  involve  a  considerably 
gieater  expenditure. 

Sec.  25.  In  order  the  better  to  institute  a  comparison  us  to  expense, 
the  surface  breadth  of  109.bO  feet,  adopted  in  Mr.  Genet's  project,  has 
not,  as  yet,  been  departed  from,  that  breadth    being  calc^ltttied  for  the 
passage  of  two  flhips  of  600  tong,  or  two  aloops  lotdea  with  boards*''  On 
presenting  the  question  as  to    (he  width  of  tbe  channel  neeeaaarj  to  be 
opened  at  the  several  bars,  to  give  the  trade  sufficient  eeeiaritjr,"  Mr. 
CHnton  was  answered  by  Mr.  James,  ^<  a  width  of  160  leet  is  necessary 
and  by  Mr.  McCouq,    width  of  channel  from  100  to  300, feet."  Giving 
to  these  replies  the  value  belonging  to  them,  as  the  testimony  of  gentle- 
men deeply  interested  in  the  subject,  and  long  famiiiar  with  the  state  of 
the  river  and  its  trade^  it  would  seem  that  150  feet  would  be  the  mini* 
mum  to  allow  as  a  breadth  of  channel  to  improvements  at  the  bars  in  the 
river ;  but  a  murh  more  restricted  width  might  evidently  be  admissible 
at  these  few  and  distant  points,  than  should  be  assigned  throughout  an 
extended  reach.     I'he  t  \lent  to  which  steamboat  power  is  already  ap- 
plied to  the  trade  of  the  ri\  er,  ami  to  (he  conveyan(?e  of  passengers  ;  the 
great  breadth  of  the  vessels;  the  agitation  tliey  cause  in  the  water;  and 
the  space  they  need  to  pa.ss  each  other  in  safety,  seem  to  demand  for  the 
width  ot  the  canal  at  least  200  feet,      .tkiiig,  then,  200  feet  for  the  sur- 
face breadth,  12i  feet  for  the  average  depth  of  the  bottom  below  high 
water,  in  order  that  there  may  be  at  common  low  tide  a  depth  of  10  feet, 
giving  slopes  of  two  to  one  to  the  banks,  and  assuming  the  dame  average 
ground  level  as  before,  the  cost  of  excavation  will  ameunt,  at  08  centa  per

Sec.  26.  Believing  it  not  iuiprobable,  from  the  great  annual  increase 
^  the  river  trade,  that  tt  would  soon  find  considerable  embarrassmeut 
firom  the  width  of  800  feet  just  assumed,^althou^  that  width  might  meet 
its  present  exigenci^,  we  have  next  taken  the  supposition  of  a  width  of 
^  feet,  and  find,  by  the  saaeproiBm  of  estimiitiiV,  a  eost  of     1 74,0dO. 
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Sec.  27.  The  board  cannot  be  answerable  for  any  inaccuracies  in  the 
preceding  estimates.  Besides  being  without  experience  in  operations  of 
the  nature  of  these  in  question,  it  has  not  been  in  their  power  to  make 
personally  the  necessary  examination  of  the  localities,  or  to  collect  the 
multifarious  data  requisite  for  an  exact  statement  of  prices,  and  a  just 
valuation  of  workmanship  and  materials.  The  estimates  deserve  some 
confidence,  however,  as  comparative  estimates,  and,  as  such,  are  consid- 
ered useful  in  illustrating  the  subject  before  the  board  ;  and,  consider- 
ing them  in  ihisjight,  it  is  proper  to  notice  here  that  there  is  much  less 
Teason  to  apprehend  considerable  deficiencies  in  the  estimates  for  the  7 
feet  and  the  10  feet  canals,  than  in  that  for  the  IG  feet  canal ;  because, 
as  before  observed,  no  operation  exterior  to  these  shoaler  canals  will  be 
called  for,  and  because  the  bottoms  being  at  less  depth,  the  removal  of 
the  earth  will  be  accomplished  at  a  cheaper  rate,  whether  embarrassed 
by  percolating  waters  or  not.  It  is  proper  to  observe,  further,  that  Mr. 
Genet's  project  having  been  located  with  reference  to  a  navigation  for 
the  larger  class  of  sliips,  it  is  not  impossible  that,  when  seeking  for  the 
exact  route  of  a  communication  of  a  difTerent  nature  as  regards  tlie  form 
of  the  vessel  and  draught  of  water,  a  cheaper  path  maybe  selected. 

Sec.  28.  In  order  to  bring  the  several  precedinjg  estimates  into  one

Sec.  29.  Mr.  Genet  presented,  besides  the  project  we  Iiavc  been  con- 
sidering, a  scheme  and  estimate  for  a  "  sloop  and  steamboat  canal,-'  of 
6i\  miles  long,  about  12  feet  deep  at  low  water,  and  72.00  feet  broad 
on  the  surface,  having  IS  basins,  130  feet  long,  in  which  the  surface 
width  of  the  canal  would  be  increased  to  112.60  feet.  As  this  canal 
turned  off  from  the  river  at  Castleton,  leaving  below  its  lower  mouth 
fire  bars"  to  be  removed  by  dredging,  and  other  river  work,  thereby 
involving  a  mixed  system  of  operations,  it  will  not  be  herein  considered. 

Sec.  30.  The  board  are  of  opinion  that  the  preceding  examination  of 
canal  projects  has  shown,  with  some  precision,  the  relative  expense  at 
which  communications  of  this  nature,  more  or  less  capacious  and  accom- 
modating, may  be  effected  J  and  also  that,  although  the  absolute  expense 
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is  shown  only  approximately,  this  approximation  is  an  iKleresting  and- 

important  result.  Of  the  practicability  of  either  of  these  projects,  t^ey 
havo  no  doubt;  and  were  the  subject  before  the  board  confined  to  die 
improvement  of  the  Hudson  downward  from  Albany,  the  problem  woTild 
be  limited  to  a  comparison  of  the  effect  of  means  (iirr(  tx  cl  in  one  case  to 
the  making  a  new  channel,  and,  in  the  other,  to  the  improvement  of  the 
natural  one.  Shuuld  such  a  comparison  show,  for  example,  that  the 
means  demanded  for  an  ai  lilioial  chantiel,  of  the  reeiiiired  deptli,  and  a 
certain  width,  would  ^ive  to  the  river  an  ccjual  depth,  with  a  width, 
much  greater,  the  problem,  so  far  as  regards  tiie  kind  of  improvement^ 
would  be  solved  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  should  it  appear  that  uneer- 
tainty  as  to  both  resulfaii  and  means  would  attend  every  step  ip  the  labors 
upon  the  rtver^  it  might  be  prudent  still  to  consider  the  problem  solved  ^ 
jieldins  cheerfully  to  demands^  though  great,  which  cannot  dise<fipomt, 
rather  Uian  encounter  an  alternative  surrounded  by  doubt  and  h.ixard. 
But  the  problem  before  the  board  is  not  thus  simple.  The  canals  we 
have  been  considering  reach'no  higher  than  Albany,  and  the  form  of  the 
shores  above  that  city  has,  as  we  believe,  been  considered  as  restrict- 
ing improvements  to  the  bed  of  the  river.  From  the  materials  before 
the  board,  it  is,  at  any  rate,  necessary  to  take  the  supposition  that  above 
Albany  the  river  is,  if  possible,  itself  to  be  improved.  We  are,  there- 
fore, for  this  portion  ol  the  navigation,  necessai  ily  driven  to  a  choice  of 
means  of  impro\  ement  from  amongst  a  class  ol  expedients,  which  have 
often  disapi  (  intcd  sanguine  expectations,  it  being  our  dut)  to  tind,  if  we 
can,  one  ol  these  which  shall  iioM  out  the  promise  of  luUiUing  all  import- 
ant conditions.  And  as  we  may  anticipate,  Irum  the  nature  of  the  ob- 
structions, that  any  expedient  which  shall  be  found  applicable  above 
will  not  be  less  so  below  Albany,  it  will  be  proper  to  take  into  the  in- 
vestigation the  wfaote  range  of  the  embarrassed  navi^;Ltion.  The  cost 
of  so  much  of  the  river  in)provement  as  will  be  needed  below  Albanj 
may  then  be  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  several  cjuials. 

Im^rQvements  in  the  bed  of  the  river. 

Sec.  31.  The  survey  by  Mr.  Randel  of  this  part  of  the  Hudson  was 
made  in  1819.  In  1826,  the  new  docks  of  Albany,  which  considerably 
contract  the  section  of  the  river,  and  change  the  outline  of  one  of  its 
shores,  were  erected.  By  the  sur  vey  of  Mr.  Clinton,  in  1831,  if  was 
proved  that  a  very  important  change,  giving  (jiiite  sutiicient  depth,  which 
has  been  maintained  up  to  the  present  time,  had  been  wrought  in  the 
channel,  along  the  face  of  these  docks,  by  the  contracted  current,  the 
average  depth  having  been  considerably  augmented  beyond  that  show  n 
on  Mr.  Randel's  map.  That  this  effect  has  not  been  caused  by  the 
tides,  may  be  inferred  from  their  small  velocity  at  that  place,  viz:  IZ 
inches  per  second  on  the  .«»ui  lace,  or  a  little  more  than  6  inches  per 
second  on  the  bottom — a  velocity  insufficient  to  disturb  the  mixture  of 
•and,  gravel,  and  pebbles,  whereof  the  bottom  is  composed.  The  cause 
must  be  sought  then  m  floods.  But  here  we  are  greatly  in  want  oi  facts^ 
Had  we  the  exact  slope  of  the  river  for  a  given  length,  and  also  the 
measure  of  its  section  in  different  states  of  the  flood,  we  might  calculate 
the  velocity  with  some  accuracy.  But  we  must  make  the  best  use  we 
can  of  such  information  as  we  possess.  Mr.  Randel  stated  that  in  ex- 
treme iom  wat'^jr  the  faU  from  Troy  to  Bath,  (opposite  Albany,)  Si 
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miles,  is  2  feet.  Lieut.  Col.  Talcott  has  ob-icrved  that  in  a  low  condi- 
tion of  the  river  the  clock  at  Watervliet  is  at  the  same  height  above  the 
water  as  the  dock  at  Albanj  ;  while  thf^  waters  of  a  nsoderate  tlood, 
which  }mt  reach  the  top  of  the  Watervliet  dork,  are  2  teet  below  the 
top  of  the  Albany  dock  ;  hu  e  is,  therefore,  a  fall  of  24  inches  in  5  miles, 
for  this  flood,  or,  obscrviii;:  the  same  slope,  a  fall  of  2G. 4  inches  in  the 
5i  miles  from  Troy,  whic  h,  added  to  that  of  24  inches  at  low  water, 
gives  a  descent  of  6U.4  inches  in  5}  miles,  equal  to  9. 104  inches  per 
Diile.  According  to  the  books,  the  velocity  along  the  boUom  at  Albany, 
due  to  this  fall,  to  the  section  of  Che  river  at  this  place,  and  to  this  state 
of  flood,  whicn  rises  at  Albany  about  8  feet  above  lowest  water,  giving 
a  mean  depth  ther^  of  16.14  feet,  would  be  about  43  inches  per  second-^ 
an  action  tnat  fiW  hW  off  the  coarsest  gravel,  according  to  the  autho^ 
ritles.  Taking  now  a  flood,  such  ns  not  unfrequentlj  occurs,  of  4  feet 
above  the  Albliny  dock,  which  would  amount  to  a  rise  of  the  river  above 
lowest  water  of  14  feet,  and  considering  the  slope  the  Same,  the  bottom, 
velocity  at  Albany  would  be  51  inches  per  second,  requiring  a  mixture 
of  pebbles  to  protect  even  the  coarsest  gravel.  This  estimnte  (probably 
near  the  truth)  of  the  force  of  the  current  in  frr^liets,  fully  accounts  for 
the  impiovemrnt  of  the  channel  .since  the  construction  of  these  docks. 
The  present  most  contracted  section  of  the  river  along  the  All)any  docks, 
at  lowest  water,  is  about  800  feet  in  width,  by  an  average  depth  of  b«14 
feet;  the  greatest  depth  being;  12^^  feet. 

Sec.  32.  Supposing  the  .bottom  to  be  evervwhere  of  similar  mate-  . 
rials,  it  is  an  inference  scarcely  admitting  adouhij  that,  could  the  chan- 
nel, being  kept  nearly  straight,  be  everywhere  made  of  the  same  width, 
the  slope  of  th^  river  being  also  the  same,  there  would  be  wrought  out, 
hy  the  wearing  of  the  current  in  floods,  a  similar  depth  of  channel  mrough- 
4)ut  all  the  parts  of  the  river  thus  constructed.  But  as  the  slope  might 
Taij  in  difierent  parts  of  the  river,  though  the  bottom  might  be  the  same, 
then,  wherever  flie  slope  was  more  gentle,  the  channel  would  need 
greater  eontraction,  'and,  where  steeper,  less  contraction,  to  cause  a  like 
corroding  action ;  and  the  slope  remaining  the  same,  the  nature  of  the 
bottom  might  varv,  requiring  greater  or  loss  contraction,  to  produce  a 
velocity  answering  to  the  resistance  of  the  bottom.  Again  :  both  the 
slope  and  the  nature  of  the  bottom  may,  as  regards  different  ])ortions  of 
tlie  river,  be  variable,  which  is  tlie  most  probable  supposition.  And, 
fmally  the  degree  of  action  upon  the  bottom,  whatever  may  be  its  nature, 
or  wii  lover  <he  slope,  may  be  made  to  depend  on  the  height  of  waters 
kept  within  the  restricted  limits. 

Sec.  33.  Admitting;  that  the  principles  just  susrgested  are  applit  able 
to  the  improvement  of  the  river,  it  is  evident  that  the  data  they  involve 
are  matters  to  be  obtained  by  observation  ;  and  we  will  add,  that  it  is  of 
the  firat  importance,  if  these  principles  are  to  be  so  applied,  that  the  ob^ 
8ervations.be  made  with  great  care  and  accuracy.   As  to  surveys  and 
soundings  of  the  river,  the  maps  of  Mr.  Handel  and  Mr.  Clinton  are 
perhaps  SilfBii^ht ;  but  the  several  slopes  of  the  river  at  the  several  dlf-^  - 
lerent  eleVatii^nis  of  the  growing  flood,  th^  measure  of  these  elevations.' 
and  the  nature  of  the  bottom  to  some  distance  below  their  sui Tieesat  alt 
the  bars,  are  yet  to  be  obtained,  and  are  deemed  indispensable  to  a  cor- 
don of  these  principles.       *  ^' 
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Sec.  34.  Certain  expedients,  hitherto  applied  in  this  range  of  the  Hod- 
son,  although  similar  in  kind,  have  not,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  been. 
80  situated,  or  so  formed,  as  in  any  decree  to  itivalidate,  bj  their  want 
of  success,  the  truth  of  the  above  principles. .  At  or  near  certain  sbdaL 
places,  dikes  have  been  constructed,  tending  to  keep  the  chanod  be- 
tween narrow  limits  at  a  low  state  of  the  river,  but,  being  raised  little^ 
if  at  all,  above  the  level  of  low  water,  they  confine  the  river  at  a  low 
state  only ;  and  as  it  is  questionable  whether  the  slightest  benefit  has 
resulted,  there  is  good  reason  to  conclude  that  iathat  reduced  state  of 
the  waters  there  is  not  sufficient  velocity  to  act  upon  the  bottom. 

Sec.  35.  The  ideas  \vc  have  adopted  are,  tliat  if  the  river  be  confined 
hetween  banks  of  such  height,  and  al  siicli  a  distance  from  cnch  other^ 
that  the  vehjcity  of  the  water  therein,  wlien  the  ])anks  are  lull,  .shall 
have  the  intensity  of  action  called  for  by  the  nature  of  tlie  boUoin,  iheii 
the  channel  will  be  deepened  :  ant}  if  the  proportion  of  height  and 
breadth,  called  for  by  the  nature  of  the  boUoju,  be  everyuliere  duly 
observed,  then  the  depth  will  be  uniiujia.  It  is  the  flood,  then,  uu  svhiclL 
we  rely ;  but  not  on  all  the  flood,  for  bcveral  reasons :  Ibt.  Because  cer- 
tain localities  may  require  a  lateral  restriction,  such  as,  if  all  the  flood 
were  kept  in,  the  corrosion  of  the  bottom  would  be  too  great,  endanger- 
ing the  structures,  and  bearins  into  the  lower  portions  of  the  river  an 
unnecessary  and  perhaps  hurtful  amount  of  matter ;  3d.  Because  it 
desirable  that  the  ice  which  accompanies  the  crest  of  the  ^ood  .should 
pass  over  the  dikes  without  injury  to  them;  and,Sd.  Because^  hy  allow- 
ing the  height  of  the  flood,  when  the  wateVs  are  most  turbid,  to  pass, 
freely  over  into  the  numerous  lateral  channels  and  basins,  a  great  amount 
of  depositc  will  be  made  therein^  which  would  otherwise  be  transferred, 
into  the  lower  river. 

Sec.  36.  We  do  not  mean,  by  ar.y  expression  implying  the  confine- 
ment of  the  river  within  narrower  than  the  natural  limits,  ihnt  we  consi- 
der it  aotiially  necessary  to  construct  these  arliticial  houmls  jti  nil  cases 
where  the  natural  bed  may  be  WMde.  It  raay  bapp.eH  tliat  the  course  of 
the  channel  of  the  river  is  such  a*;  to  leave  much  dead  water  over  a 
iari;e  proportion  of  the  bed,  althoi!i;h  its  own  abrading  action  along  its 
track  is  considerable.  IN'ur  do  we  mc.*u  lliat,  in  more  common  cases,  the 
dikes  must  be  strictly  continuous ;  numerous  breaks  may  undoubtedly  be 
left  with  impunity,  and  even  advantage. 

Ssc.  37.  We  now  proceed,  by  way  of  illustration,  to  apply  these  idea» 
to  the  particular  case  of  the  overslaugh  bar.  The  distance  from  Beacon 
island  to  Papscance  island  is  about  1,200  feet,  and  the  average  depth  at 
low  water  about  six  feet.  If  a  dike  be  raised  to  the  height  of  seven  feet 
three  inches  above  lowest  water,  upon  the  eastern  shor€  of  Beacon  idand^ 
and  be  continued  to  Bogcrt^s  island,  keeping  everywhere  at  the  same 
distance  (of  1,200  feet)  from  Papscance  island,  the  passages  behind 
Westerloo's,Bogcrt's,  and  Papscance  islands  being  closed,  then,  on  the  oc- 
currence of  a  flood,  equal  in  elevation  to  the  top  of  the  dike,  the  waters 
passing  the  overslaugh  bar  must  have  a  mean  velocity  of  thirty-six  inches 
per  second,  aiul  a  Miean  depth  of  14.2  feet,  to  discli^rge  ihc  wji^vs  which 
rush  by  the  xVlhany  flocks.  The  deepening  process  niuM  In  j^in  when 
the  waters  shall  have  risen  to  within  1.40  feet  of  the  top  of  the  dike, 
because,  at  tliat  altitude,  ^he  bottom  velocity  will  be  about  iij  inches  per 
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second,  more  than  adequate  to  transport  the  sand  composing  the  bar. 
As  the  flood  shall  continue  to  0well  from  this  height  to  the  top  o£  the 
dike^  the  Toloeity  alonf;  the  bottom  wiil  rapidly  iftcreaae  (and  oko  its 
eonroding  action )  antil  it  amoontB  to  about  SC^  indies  per  aeeond,  cor- 
responding with  tbe  mean  veWoUy  of  36  ioehea ;  thta  last  bottom  velocitf 
gf  30  incbea  being  auffioient  to  traD«port.the  coaraest  gravel.  But  mheik 
a  ptacticai  application  comes  to  be  made  of  these  ideas,  the  above  pro- 
portions of  neighto  and  breadths,  ealculated  on  the  somcwbat  vagne 
information  before  08,  may  require  eonsiderable  roodifieation*  For  ex- 
ample, the  substance  of  the  bar  may  be  uniformly  very  fine  sand  to  a 
considerable  depth,  or,  after  penetrating;  a  little,  it  mny  be  found  to  be 
quite  coarse,  or  mixed  witii  i^ravel  or  ji{  hblcs:  eiilier  of  these  conditionat 
woulrt  requiie  a  departure,  one  way  or  the  other,  irom  tiie  above  pro- 
positions. 

Sec.  S8.  li  is  not  impossible  tbat,  after  the  structures  at  either  of  the 
sandy  bars  sliail  have  acrtirately  aud  tally  acc<.niij»lislie(i  their  first  abject, 
namely,  have  opened  a  wide  and  deep  channel,  they  may  call  for  modi- 
fication to  enable  them  to  fulfil  the  further  object,  no  less  necessary,  ui 
keeping  the  channel  free.  Certain  of  the  obstructions  appear  to  be  made- 
tip  of  pebbles  mixed  with  sand  and  gravel ;  portions  of  which  roaCerlalsf 
may  be  transpocted,  Jn  the  operation  of  breaking  up  these  latter  bars,  as 
far  as  the  sites  of  Uie  bers  of  sand ;  and  as,  at  these,  tbe  velocity  Ani 
'  resorted  to  was  only  sofieient  to  move  sandy  matter,  thev  will  be  there 
deposited,;  building  up,  unless  prevented  by  this  modification,  bars  of 
gravel  in  the  places  of  the  original  bars  of  sand. 

Sno.  39.  Modification  may  also  be  demanded  by  errors  in  the  applica- 
tion. 8o  maby  eireiunatances  come  in  play,  variously  aiding,  n^utraliz* 
ing,  or  counteracting  each  other,  that  it  is  not  in  human  calculation  to 
appreciate  them  with  exactness.  For  instance,  -wherever  the  form  of  the^ 
river  requires  that  the  dike  should  lio  in  or  near  the  bottom  of  a  curve, 
it  will  be  found  in  most,  if  not  all  cases,  that  the  most  rapid  current  will 
be  on  that  side  of  the  river,  and  that  there  will  be,  in  tact,  an  accumula- 
tion of  water  alonsz;  the  dike,  above  the  (general  transverse  level;  but, 
in  determining  the  aiaonul  of  this  accumulation,  or  to  what  degree  tfie" 
current  will  be  accelerated  thereby,  there  is,  within  certain  limil«<,  a  j)ro- 
bability  of  error,  and,  if  aii  eiror  be  comnutled,  the  dike  may  need  a 
reduction  of  its  altitude  to  prevent  its  being  undermined,  or  au  augmen- 
tation to  afford  tbe  requisite  velocity.  The  Albany  dock  well  illustrates- 
the  prindple  of  tbe  greater  velocity  beins  on  the  concave  side  of  the 
river;  the  average  depth  lies  about  the  middle  of  the  river,  while  all  tbe- 
shoaler  water  is  on  the  east  side,  all  the  deeper  on  the  dock  side,  the 
deepest  being  quite  near  tbe  doek. 

Sec.  40.  VVe  have,  in  considering  the  effect  of  floods,  thus  far  spoken 
of  them  as  the  sole  agent  whereby  the  deepening  of  the  channel  was  to- 
be  effected,  and  as  our  reliance  to  that  end«  Strictly  speaking,  however,' 
they  constitute  our  sole  reliance  only  as  tbe  agents  whereby  an  improved 
channel  is  to  be  maintained  in  good  condition.  And  as  they  need,  to 
qualify  them  for  this  otfice,  the  snmf^  powers  that  would  be  nr  rdod,  were 
tney  relied  on  to  excavate  the  channel  also,  we  have  hitherto  considered 
them  as  fulfdling;  both  othces.  Having  shown  that  (he  floods  may, 
through  the  meana  oi  artificial  works,  he  so  directed  and  oo|itroUed  in^ 
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their  action  as  to  give,  even  wliere,  the  necessary  depth  of  water,  and, 
a^^  a  necessary  coiiiiequence,  aiaintaiua  sufficient  depllk  during  their  cod- 
tinuance,  we  come  now  to  consider  a  very  important  point,  namelj, 
vdMllwr  it  will  be  pi-udaot  lo  aUow  tiie  floods  to  miko  tfiMe  extdiiaiin^ 
'  oxeaTatitwty  throwing  tho  mtler  die j  remoire  iMo  tbe-  lowor  p«M  of 
tbe  rivor ;  and,  if  no^  what  will  bo  the  boot  node,  and  probabia  oxpOMO 
of  making  them  by  other  means.  As  to  another  point,  also  hnportnnt, 
tIz  :  whSher  a  low  condition  of  the  water  will  be  likely  to  aieet  inja- 
riously  the  deepened  channels,  which  may  as  well  be  noticed  here,  oneer 
lor  all  we  have  to  observe  that,  considering  that  the  velocity  of  the  water 
will  be  much  too  small  to  move  a  bottom  which  has  been  regulated  by 
the  muQh  greater  veloeity  of  a  flood,  and  that  the  waters  are  but  slightly 
turbid  at  that  season,  no  change  of  consequence  need  be  apprehended. 

Sec.  41.  I\fr.  Handel  estiniatcil  tlie  qiinntity  to  he  removed,  in  order 
to  obtain  n  rhannci  OGO  f(M^t  \s  icic,  and  9  feet  deep,  at  the  lowest  wa- 
ter, fioMi  State  strct  t,  in  Troy,  to  Vyudc  Hook,  helow  Coey man's  over- 
hiauu;h,  at  8.221 ,67()  cubic  yards.  Although  ihiH  quantity  is  several  times 
greater  than  thai  which  it  will  acdia'ly  be  re(]ijisile  to  remin  e,  as  \,  iil  he 
shou  n  in  the  sequel,  we  will,  uotwithstandiiig,  endeavor  to  trace  its 
prohable  cifect  upon  the  river. 

Sec.  42.  A  part  of  the  heavier  and  grosser  portions  of  matter  would 
undoubtedly  be  dropped  in  certain  hollows  which  are  considerably  be- 
low the  common  bed  of  the  rirer;  and  a  proportion  of  the  iner  pirtides 
would  flow  over  with  the  water  into  the  lateral  channels,  and  be  depo- 
sited in  the  stiller  places;  but,  allowing  that  the  whole qoantlty  will  be 
transported  below  the  ranse  of  the  artiScial  woiks,  we  nnd  it  stated  by 
Mr,  Genet,  that,  from  ijew  Baltimore  to  Hudson,^'  a  distance,  we  be- 
lieve, of  about  twenty  miles,  following  the  east  channel,  the  depth  of 
water  averages  17  feet,  except  at  one  place,  one  mik;  below  New  Balti- 
more, where,  at  the  lo.vcst  water,  the  depth  is  only  11.80  feet."  We 
also  find,  by  the  last  sheet  of  Mr.  Randel's  m^ip,  that  the  average  depth 
at  lowest  w.itfT,  for  one  r.iilo  l)clow  New  Bnltimore,  is  about  13  feet,  or, 
jnorr  accurately,  that  the  average  dej'tli  between  tbe  lines  of  9  feet  wa- 
ter IS  15.45  fcef  :  Wiiich  will  leave  a  depth  of  6.1.5  feet  to  he  tilled  U[)  of 
the  i)otiOjn,  without  in  the  Icist  incoinmodin*£  tlie  navigation.  1  his 
deptli  into  t!ie  a\ erape  klih  trivi's  more  thnn  l,000,Ol'U  cubic  >  ards 
to  a  uiiie;  so  th  \t  a  lenutli  of  oifiht  iiiiles  w^ould  aiiord  room  for  nli  ihe 
deposite,  even  were  tbe  a\  ci\?g;e  depth  15  feet  only,  instead  of  17  feet, 
and  the  average  width  no  greater  than  that  of  the  small  and  narrow  por- 
tion of  river  taken  near  New  Baltimore. 

Sec.  43.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed,  howoTer,  fliat  this  matter  will  all 
be  df'posited  within  this  distance.  The  more  probable  operatioii  will, 
in  general  terms,  be  this :  On  reaching  a  point  where  the  velocity  is 
diminished  in  a  sli^t  degree,  the  heaviest  and  htrgestof  the  matenals 
only  will  find  it  insufficient  for  their  further  transport,  and  these  only 
wall  be  depofiited  ;  another  diminution  of  Telocity  will  leave  behind  the 
matter  standing  next  in  the  descending  scale,  as  to  magnitude  and  weight, 
and  so  on,  until  at  last  tbe  waters  bear  up  fine  particles  alone. 

Sec.  4  4.  In  a  channel  nearly  direct,  uniformly  enlarging  in  section, 
and  lcsfeenin;r  in  ve!(»city,  the  operation  would  be  nearly  as  just  desn  ibed. 
Uui  in  all  i'ivers  there  ar<^  diaturbing  causes  of  this  regularity  i  and 
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^moncrst  these  are  chief! v  worthv  oi  notice  (he  brancbinir  of  the  channel 
around  islands,  and  sudden  enlargement  of  the  bed,  both  taking  off,  to 
dropped  in  the  more  qniet  places,  much  of  the  h'fijhter  matter  mixed 
with  the  water.  We  may  presume  that  the  transported  matter,  instead 
of  compo^itig  a  stratum  of  several  feet  in  thickness,  put  below  the  tcrini- 
nAtkm  of  tbe  attffictal  woikSy  will  be  spread,  in  a  thin  layer,  over  many 
ttnUet  m  length. 

Sac.  45.  Mf.  Goto^t 'mentions  a  shoal  about  one  mile  belonv  New 
BaHimorti,  of  II. 80 feet  water  in  the  channel,  wbieb  we  find  exhibited 
h)  Mr.  HandePs  map.  Mr.  Clinton's  8urve3r,  made  twelve  years  after 
Mr.  RandePs,  shows  a  shoal  in  the  same  position,  though  considerably 
deepened^  ftnd  changed  in  form.  We  do  not  think  it  probable  that  this 
8hoal,or  any  other  in  the  channel,  will  be  increased  by  the  transported 
matters.  Shoals  are  formed,  not  simply  because  the  waters  are  turbid, 
but  because  they  are  both  turbid  and  slow  ;  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  the  current  along  this  part  of  the  river  will  l>e  diminished. 
Should  it,  nevertheless,  occur  that  particles  too  heavy  for  the  current 
at  the  shoai  were  conveyed  thu^  lar,  it  would  be  easy  to  contract  the 
channel  to  thi*  degree  necessary  to  cuuse  their  removal. 

Sec.  -IG.  But  it  is  of  the  first  inij^ortance  to  mention  here  that,  in 
cakiilating  the  quantity  used  above,  Mr.  Kandel  took  an  exlii me  low 
Water,  a  level  3.30  feet  below  the  average  low  water  recorded  in  his 
tables,  and  then  supposed  the  excavation  to  be  carried  nine  feet  below 
this  level;  in  other  words,  12.30  feet  below  his  re^stercd  average  low 
water.  This  is  taking  an  extravagantly  low  level,  as  will  be  ijeen  by 
uskig  it  in  Mr.  Genet's  eanal.  That  eanal,  designed  for  ships,  would,  in 
this  condition  of  the  water,  have  but  11.80  feet  draught  at  its  lower  • 
BKNith,  while  it  would  have  upwards  of  15  feet  at  the  average  low  water. 
A  more  reasonable  supposition,  and  one  that,  it  is  believed,  would  per- 
fectly answer  all  the  requirements  of  the  trade,  is  to  consider  the  river 
as  requiring  ten  feet  depth  at  common  low  water.  This  well  accords 
ivith  the  several  canal  project'',  and  will  agree  very  nearly  with  the 
proposal  of  Mr.  Clinton,  to  ^ive  nine  feet  at  verv  low  tidrs.  Now, 
taking  this  as  the  dopth,  and  using  Mr.  Clinton's  calculations  of  the 
(piantity  to  be  dredged,  it  is  found  to  obtain  a  channel  of  660  fept  \\  idc, 
(the  width  given  by  Mr.  Kandel, )  will  call  for  the  removal  of  about 
2,(KK),0()0  cubic  yaitls,  or  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  before  siatcd  quan- 
tity of  8,221, 67-i  cubic  yards.  This  (pianfity  would,  on  the  supposition 
before  made,  (sec.  42,)  if  deposited  on  a  bed  of  0.45  feet  deep,  extend 
less  than  two  miles  below  New  Baltimore ;  if  spread  along  the  bed  for 
eight  miles,  woM  raise  it  but  1.60  feet ;  and,  if  diffused  uniformly  over 
the  bottom  as  far  as  Hudson,  would  cause  an  elevation  thereof  of  about 
six  inehes. 

Sbc.  47.  If  now,  the  better  to  compare  this  operation  with  the  canal 
projects,  we  take  a  breadth  of  300  feet  for  the  channel,  again  using  Mr* 
Clinton's  calculations,  the  quantity  to  be  removed  would  be  less  than 
1,000,000  cubic  yards.  Calling  it  1,000,000,  it  would  barely  fill  the 
basin  in  front  of  New  Baltimore  6.45  feet  high  ;  would  raise  the  bed  ten 
inches  for  a  length  of  eight  miles,  or  about  three  inches  for  a  length  of 

twenty  miles. 

Ssc.  4d.  it  would  appear,  irom  the  above  statement,  that  the  quantity 
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of  2,000^0  cubic  yardh  might  be  left  to  the  disposal  of  the  floods,  wiib 
the  probability  that  no  harm  would  result  thei^elrom  to  the  lower  portkMi 
.of  tne  river;  and,  of  ooarse,  the  probability  would  be  the  greater  wtdi 
the  lesser  quantity  of  1 ,000,000  cubic  yards. 

Skc.  49.  But  it  may,  after  all,  be  .the  part  of  prudence^  in  a  matter  of 
such  consequence,  to  guard  against  even  improbable  contingencies;  to 
.  secure  from  possible  danger  a  portion  of  the  river,  which  nature  lias  left 
in  a  conditiqn  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes. of  trade;  and,  in  order 
to  this,  to  resort  for  the  excavation  oftlie  channel,  in  part,  if  not  wholly^ 
to  the  dredging  machine,  leaving  to  floods  restrained  by  dikes  only  the 
preservation  of  the  requisite  depths. 

Sec.  50.  With  the  oliservation  that,  in  the  progress  of  operations,  it 
may  be  advisable  to  cxj)eriincnt  upon  the  first  mode  oi  excavalioii,  care- 
fully watehing  efTec^ts,  ami  ill  certain  situations  to  apply  both,  we  pro- 
ceed to  a  more  particular  description  ol  the  ik^orkswe  would  recommend 
for  the  improvement  ol'  the  river  navij^ation,  reserving  for  the  estimates 
a  statement  of  the  expense  of  dredgin<c. 

Sec.  51.  As  to  the  river  from  VVateilord  to  the  sloop  lock  ju^t  above 
Troy,  the  board  recou^mcnd  the  improvements  suggested  by  Mr.  De  Witt 
Clinton.    ( See  our  estimate  and  his  report.) 

Skc.  59.  Beginning  at  the  foot  of  the  sloop  lock,  we  reeommeiid,  ia 
order  to  prevent  the  water  which  (bUs  over  the  dam  from  washing  grav^ 
into  the  channel,  a  low  dike,  to  extend  from  the  slide^'  le  the  head  ef 
Hay  island.   This  dike  will  be  2,230  feet  long. 

Sec.  53.  A  dike  3,900  feet  long,  extending  from  the  upper  part  of 
Port  Schuyler  dock  to  the  head  of  Breaker's  island,  is  proposed^in  order 
to  the  removal  of  Washington  and  Van  Buren  bars. 

Sec.  51.  A  (him  from  the  west  shore  to  Guyler's  island,  260  feet  long, 
and  another  to  Patroon's  islaml,  120  feet  long,  to«:ether  w  ith  the  protec- 
tio!i  ol  the  shores  of  these,  and  lireaker's  and  llillhouse's  i-lnnds,  on 
the  channel  side,  will,  it  i»  thought,  be  sullicient  to  open  the  channel  to 
Base  island.  . 

Sec.  55.  The  old  dike,  IfrKi  tin  head  of  Bar.e  islniu]  to  the  ea>i 
shore,  to  be  raised  ;  the  face  ol  ihiMsiand  protected,  and  a  dike  of  2,350 
feet  in  hm^ih  extended  downward,  from  the  lower  part  of  Patroon"'s 
island,  with  a  view  to  the  removal  ol  tlie  Fish-house  shoal,  '  and  to  the 
turning  the  .current  upon  the  eastern  shore  ;  and,  as  s^uxiliary  to  the  same 
effect,  building  a  dam  700  feet  long,  from  the  west  shore  to  Pativoa's 
lower  island,  and  securing  the  face  ol  said  island.  • 

Sec.  56.  Supposing  the  passage  behind  Westerloo'fl  island  already 
closed,  a  dam  of  200  feet  in  length  is  proposed  to  coaneet  this  island  wi& 
Small  island  ;  and  a  dike  of  1 ,700  feet  in  length  to  run  out  in  IrDnt  oC 
Small  island,  turning  the  mass  of  waters  eastward. 

Sec.  57.  The  removal  of  the  extensive  shoal  which  includes  the 
"upper  overslaugh''  and  *' overslaugh  bar,"  may  be  accomplished, it  i» 
thought,  by  the  following  works  on  the  west  side  of  the  channel,  viz  :  a 
dam  300  feet  long  behind  Bogert's  island,  protecting  works  alonir  the 
faces  of  P>ogert's  and  Beacon  islands;  a  dike  3,600  feet  in  lenirth  Uom 
lioiicK  >  to  Beacon  island  ;  a  dike  above  Bogert's  island,  1,40U  leet  lonii, 
and  ()M(>  tjelow  Beacon  island,  2,900  \'c(  i  ltin<:.  aidtul  by  the  Ibllowini: 
works  on  the  east  side,  namely,  a  dike  1,400  leet  long,  running  down- 
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ward  past  the  mouth  of  Papscance  creek — works  of  security  along  the 
ftice  of  Papscancc  island,  and  cutting  off  700  feet  from  the  outer  end  of 
Van  Wie's  pier. 

Sec.  58.  Austin's  rock  ni^aj  possibly  require  remoya). 

Sec.  59.  As  Van  Wie's  point  will  turn  the  current  against  Papsoance' 
island^  the  shore  of  the  latter,  for  some  distance  above  and  below  the 
mouth  of  Cooper's  KiU,  will  require  protection. 

Skc.  60.  Tnat  the  channel  may  have  a  suitable  direction  below  Pap- 
seance  island,  a  dike  3,200  feet  long  should  be  extended  downward 
from  near  the  lower  end  of  the  island  ;  and  to  prevent  any  portion  of 
the  tlood  passing  behind  this  island,  Papseance  creek  will  require  a  dam 
130  feet  ill  length. 

Sec.  61.  Together  with  a  dam  460  feet  in  length  from  Smith's  island 
to  the  main,  a  dike  850  feet  long,  from  this  island  to  Cow  island,  and 
protecting  works  alons^  tlie  faces  of  these  if^lands,  it  is  proposed  to  run 
a  dike  fiom  the  west  shore,  above  Vluaman\s  Kill,  in  a  direction  proper 
to  hend  the  current  towards  the  Castleton  docks.  This  dike  will  be 
5,400  feet  long,  and  ^\  ill  l  eciiiire  that  100  be  taken  off  Wiiijue's  pier. 

Skc.  62.  It  is  proposed  to  throw  a  dike  1,600  feet  loog  across  the 
upper  mouth  of  Scbodack  creek,  to  protect  the  diore  above  it  for  some 
distance,  and  below  it,  along  the  face  o^  Scbodack  island ,  to  the  entrance 
to  Hell  Gate/*  and  to  unite  Shad  island  with  the  west  shore  by  a  dam 
of  250  feet  in  length. 

Sgc.  63.  That  the  Hell  Gate  passage  to  the  village  of  Scbodack  may 
be  kept  open,  and  at  the  same  time  to  turn  the  current  from  that  passage,  a 
dike  2,200  feet  long  faasbeen  drawn  from  Scbodack  island, in  such  a  direc- 
tion as  to  throw  the  mass  ofwaters  outside  of  the  head  of  Mull's  platt  island. 

Sec.  64.  A  dam  of  200  feet  in  length  being  thrown  from  MulPs  platt 
island  to  lower  Scbodack  island,  a  dike  1,300  feet  long  from  Mull's  platt 
island  to  Moil's  island — two  shore  dikes,  making,  together,  600  feet  in 
length,  across  openings  in  this  last  island  ;  a  dike  .1,600  feet  long  from 
Mull's  island  to  P.  Ten  Eyck's  island,  and  a  dike  700  feet  long  from  the 
latter  to  iloughterling's  island.  The  protection  of  the  faces  of  nil's 
plait  island.  Mull's  island,  and  P.  Ten  Eyck's  island,  with  suiiabie  works, 
will  complete  the  structures  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  G5.  All  the  structures  above  enumerated  have  been  drawn  con- 
spicuously on  ^he  map  herewith,  jn  order  to  show  the  application  to  the 
case  before  us  of  the  means  on  which  alone,  as  the  board  diink,  reliance 
can  be  placed  for  maintaining  a  good  depth  of  water.  It  will  be  seen,  on 
consulting  the  map,  that,  with  works  of  no  great  length,  as  regards  the 
length  of  the  river,  the  great  body  of  water  may  be  ooniined  to  compara- 
tively narrow  limits,  and  made  tomllowagiven  tract,  and  it  is  evident  that 
the  depth  of  water  courting  between  these  limits  in  times  of  floods,  and 
consequently  the  abrading  force  of  the  current  upon  the  bottom,  can  be 
regulated  by  the  height  given  to  the  dams,  the  dikes^  and  the  works 
protecting  the  shores. 

Sec.  Q().  It  was  before  stated  (sec.  33)  that  accurate  observation,  as 
to  the  hciglH  of  Hoods,  their  slope,  velocity,  &r.,  arid  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  bottom,  is  indispensable,  not  only  to  a  correct  dr  termination  ol  the 
proportion  of  Hood  which  it  will  be  proper  to  keep  within  the  restricted 
limits,  but  also  to  the  adjusuuent  of  the  several  breadths  of  the  channel. 
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I'ntil  surh  observations  shall  have  heen  made,  neither  the  exact  fornng, 
lengths,  nor  heights  of  these  structures  can  be  determined;  nor,  indeed, 
until  the  efTeot  on  the  flood  of  moving  masses  of  ice  shall  have  been 
careful!}'  noted,  and  much  information  collected  on  tlu^  hi-t  ponit,  caa  the 
number  and  situation  of  these  uoi  ks  be  regarded  as  full}  settled. 

Sec.  07.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  make  suppositions  of  some  sort 
as  tu  all  these  mutters,  in  urdcr  to  obtain  our^cstimates.  The  suppositiuiis 
as  to  situation  and  extent  of  the  works  arc  shown  on  tlie  map  ;  and 
vre  have  taken  for  their  aUitudes  9  feet  above  lowest  water  for  those 
between  Troy  and  Albany,  8  feet  for  those  between  Albany  and  Van 
Wie>  point  and  7  feet,  for  those  below  this  point ;  all  the  dams  and 
dil^es  being  calcalated  at  19  feet  in  breadth  at  bottom. 

Slfec.  68.  In  our  state  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  extent  to  which  ice  may 
endanger  the  structures,  we  Imve  included  in  our  estimate  the  number 
of  ice-breakers  recommended  by  Mr.  Clinton,  and  have  supposed  them 
to  be  triangular  pieces,  having  their  upper  surface  so  inciined  that  the 
ice  must  pass  over  them  and  be  brc^Len  as  it  falls. 

Sec.  69.  We  have  also  taken  into  our  ef^timates,  at  his  prices^  the 
Tiutnbor  of  monuments  and  beacon  lights  supposed  by  Mr.  Ciinton  to  be 
necessary  in  aid  of  the  navigation  of  the  river.

Sec.  91.  W  'nh  a  view  now  to  compare  the  expense  of  the  canal  pro- 
jects, as  before  estimated,  (sec.  28,)  with  the  probable  expense  of  improv- 
ing the  bed  of  the  river,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  take  more  tlian  the  cost 
of  the  river  improvements  below  Albany,  because  the  projected  canals 
would  reach  no  higher  than  that  city.

feet  wide,  and  10  feet  deep. 

Sec.  92.  Renewing  the  expression  of  doubt  as  to  their  ability  fully  to 
master  the  important  subject  committed  to  them,  the  board,  in  conclusion, 
recommend  that  the  attempt  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson  be 
confined  to  the  bed  of  the  river;  and  that  the  system  of  works  should  be 
of  the  kind  suggested  in  the  preceding  remarks,  being  applied  under  the 
direction  of  a  competent  person,  and  being  liable  to  such  modification  as 
careful  observation,  during  the  progress  of  operations,  shall  show  to  be 
necessary  or  expedient.

REPORT. 

Memoir  on  the  irrkprovements  and  repairs  of  the  harbors  of  Chester y 
Marcus  Hook,  Newcastle,  and  Port  Penn,  on  the  Delaware  river. 

These  harbors  were  constructed  by  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and 
Delaware,  previous  to  the  year  1789,  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the 
navigation  of  the  Delaware     easy  and  safe,''  and  as  a  protection  to  ves- 
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sels  against  floating;  ice  in  the  winter  saaaol^'.    The/  were  ceded  to  the  ^ 
United  States  in  1789  and  1827.    The  preservation  and  repairs  of  these 
harbors  are  required  by  the  tenor  of  the  acts  of  Pennsylvania  and  Dela- 
ware ceding  them  to  the  UniteVl  States,  and  the  necessity  for  places  of  * 
security  for  vessels  navigating  tho  river  and  bay  in  the  winter  season. 

An  appropriation  was  made  by  Congress  in  1829  for  the  repairs  of 
these  harbors,  about  which  time  it  was  thought  advisable  to  connect  the  ■ 
detached  piers,  then  forming  the  several  iiarbors,  Uy  wharf-work,^con-  , 
necting  the  outer  piers  with  the  main  land,  and  thus  forming  a  basin 
enclosed  on  three  sides^  two  of  which  are  perpendicular  to  the  thread  of 
the  corrent,  intending  to  remove  the  a^dmulation  of  mud  from  wiihia  ' 
these  basins  hy  a  ste^m  dredging  machitke.  '^'/  -  v 

In  1830  an  appropriation  wfts  made  for  the  porchase  of  and  putting  in  ^ 
operation  this  dredging  apparattis*   In  1831  an  additional  ap]}ropriatiop^  ' 
waamade  for  continuing  tliis  operation,  as  also  in  1832  and  1833. 

In  the  spring  of  1833,  the  superintendence  of  these  harbors  was  con- 
fided to  the  undersigned,  at  which  period  the  steam  dredging  machine 
was  in  operation  at  Marcus  Hook,  excavating  the  earth  from  within  the 
enclosed  harbor  formed  at  that  place.  On  the  .OOth  of  September  of  that 
ear,I  showed,  in  my  annual  report,  that47,(j8G  cubic  yards  of  earth  had 
een  removed  up  to  that  xlate,  and  15,369  yards  duiing  the  year  ending 
that  day,  affording  a  '*safe  and  secure"  anchoiaiie  for  about  twenty  ves- 
sols  at  Marcus  Hook  ;  and  (hat  sonic  progres.s  had  been  made  in  repairing 
one  of  the  piers  of  this  harbor,  using  stone  for  all  that  part  above  low 
water. 

It  was  stated  in  the  report  for  that  year,  that  to  persevere  upon  the 
plan  heretofore  pursued,  of  enclosed  basins,  and  removing  the  deposite 
annually  with  dredgirjg  apparatus,  is  not  deemed  either  advantageous 
towards  effecting  the. desired  object,  or,  when  accomplished,  answering 
a  permanent  good. 

The  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  were  based  upon  a  new  sjstem  of 
opsfrationSf  and  the  oidy  one'csdculiited,  in  my  opinion,'  Id  attain  the  ob- 
ject in  yiew — as  also  upon  the  plan,  then  in  operadorii  of  cc^ntinuing  the 
dredi;ii)g  apparatus  within  the  enclosed  harbors. 

In  January^  1834,  a  memoir  was.  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  En- 
gineer department,  assigning  the  reasons  for  recommending  an  abandon- 
ment of  the  dredging  system,  and  the  construction  of  new  piers,  in 
advance  of  tho  old  ones,  at  each  of  the  harbors,  (except  Chester,)  as  the 
only  means  of  making  a  place  of  safety  on  the  Delaware  for  vessels  in 
the  winter  season,  and  stating  (hat  no  liarbor  then  existed  to  protect  ves- 
sels against  the  ice,  (except  at  Chester,J  and  could  not,  untU  new  piers 
were  constructed. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  18.34  was  not  made  until  July,  and  was 
the  minimum  sum  stated  in  the  estimates.  The  Engineer  department, 
being  satisfied  that  the  plan  of  dredging  was  useless,  authorized  its 
abandonment,  and  that  the  funds  available  should  be  applied  towards  the 
'  construction  of  such  wotk  as  formed  part  of  the  system  recommended  by 
me.  In  furiherance  of  this  plan,  the  work' of  the  season  was  confined  to 
opening  the  slaice-ways  at  Marens  Hook,  between  tke  piers,  to  prevent 
an  eddy  and  further  depostte  within  the  harbor,  and  to  ue  repairs  of  the 
iOiiAeasteni  pier,  the  lower  side  of  which  had  giren  way  below  the 
11  .  • 
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w.itcr  level.    To  eiXecl  this,  a  new  piui  was  sunk  immediately  below,  • 
and  alongside  of  the  defective  one,  the  intermediate  space  lUied  with 
Iai{j;e  masses  of  stone,  and  from  the  low  water  mark  building^  up  the' 
whole  pier  with  blocks  of  stone,  bolted  .together  with  copper.  m^^*" 
In  the  annual  estimate  for  the  succeeding  year.  ( 1835,)  dated  Sep* 
tember,  1834,  it  is  atated  this  estimate  as  for  we  coDStructSon  of  a  new 

Sier  at  Marcus  Hodc;  any  attempt  to  clear  out  the  old  harbors  by 
redoing  machines  being  worse  than  useless,  as,  from  the  (ormatioii  of 
'tKSis  (Marcus  Hook)  and  the  other  harbors,  the  deposite  from  the  river 
.   ,  waters  must  very  soon  fill  them  again ;  and  that  my  yiewa  in  relation  to 
these  harbors  were  expressed  fuUy  in  the  memoir  for  die  previous  yeai ,  and 
■  had  undergone  no  chan^e,  but  w  ere  rather  strengthened  by  the  observa- 
'  tions  of  the  year;  and  further,  that  no  harbors  can  exist  (except  at  Ches- 
ter) to  guard  the  commerce  of  the  Delawm  e  against  ice  until  new  piers 
*  are  constructed,  and  thai  1  had  caused  the  (hedfj;ing;  machine  that  I  found 
in  o])eratioii  on  bein;^  abbi^iied  to  this  duty,  to  he  laid  up,  and  its  use  aban- 
doned ;  and  further,  that  the  limited  means  appropriated  for  the  year  ha  i 
been  aj)plied  to  rej^airing  the  outer  j)iers  at  Marcus  Ilook  with  stoi.e 
masonty  tVoiu  low  water  iiiaik  up,  as  a  part  of  the  M  steni  necessary  in 
the  fo!  !!ialioii  of  a  iiaibor  by  the  conbti  ucti.»!i  of  new  j  ieis;  and  that  two 
of  thesi-  pieifc  were  necessary  at  Marcus  Hook  and  rsewcasUe.  Whether 
Port  Pena  was  susceptible  of  alil^e  construction,  remained  to  be  ascer- 
tained af^cr  seeing  the  surveys  ordered  for  th^  purpose.   The  estimates 
for  the  year,  as  before  observed,  are  based  upon  the  construction  of  new 
piers,  and  gave  as  the  maximum-  the  sum  necessary  for  perfecting  the 
harbor  of  Marcus  Hook  en  this  system ;  the  minimum  being  to  con* 
struct  one  pier  only,  leaving  the  scaond  for  a  succeeding  year. 

In  August,  1834,  a  n  j)ort  was  ^ade  to  the  Engineer  department, 
called  for  an  order  of  tho  21  St  of  that  month,  which  stated  that  un- 
less the  ap])ropriation3  are  made  with  a  view  of  reconstructing  these 
harbors  by  building  new  piers,  T  cannot  recommejid  tlie  jKirtial  and  limit* 
ed  appropriations,  with  whicl]u|||^pi.  accomplish  very  iitUe  to  the  ad  van* 
tage  of  the  public  interest."  ' 

The  apixopriation  for  the  year  \t^o3  was  made  available  in  April,  and 
proved  to  be  less  than  half  of  the  sum  necessaiy  to  construct  o»e  pier. 

Since  the  last  annual  statement,  the  plan  has  been  persevered  in  of 
applying  these  limited  means  to  repairing;  the  outer  piers  of  these  har- 
l)ors  with  stone  from  tlie  low  water  mark  up,  cutting  away  the  impedi- 
ments to  a  free  passage  for  the  tides  through  the  harbors. 

At  Marcus  Hook  the  southeastern  pier  has  been  repaired  on  this  plan, 
aiM  the  two  ^uice-ways  between  the  outer  piers  have  been  removed; 
the  effect  of  which  has  been  not  only  to  prevent  any  further  deposite,  bid 
has  cansedf  bv  the  action  of  the  tiaee,  mt  removal  of  much  of  the  Biid 
from  within  this  harbor  lying  above  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the  opea- 
iigs  made  between  the  piers^  serving  as  a  preservation  .of  the  harbor 
more  against  future  injury  than  any  good  that  the  epiunerce  of  the  Peln- 
ware  can  derive  from  it  in  its  present  state. 

The  limited  appropriation  of  the  year  could  not  be  applied  at  Marcai 
Hook  in  effecting  any  useful  object  whatever.  The  only  manner  ia 
which  it  could  be  applied  was  at  Newcastle,  in  carrying  into  effect  sa 
v^^lf^  of  the  plan  rtscomniended  as  it  would  acct^njpliah^in  l|inrwoy^5|f4||^ 
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obstructioDS  to  the  free  passage  of  the  current  through  this  harbor  and 
between  the  piers,  and  repainng  the  northeastern  pier  with  iart^c  stone 
fjpom  low  water  up. 

\  In  furtherance  of  this  application  of  fke  available  means,  a  sluice-way 
mas  been  partially  opened,  the  northeastern  pier  cut  down  to  low  water 
ssark,  a  foundation  prepared  thereon  for  laying  the  masses  of  stone  for 
iter  reconsd^uction,  and  stone  pure ha^ed  for  i^aisin^the  work  four  feethi^ ; 
after  accomplishing  which,  toe  funds  will  be  so  near^  absorbed  a|  to  rei|- 
der  any  further  progress  impracticabie.  ^ 
*'In  submitting  estimates  for  continuing  the  improvenients  of  those  har» 
bors,  1  have  based  them  upon  the  plan  recommended  from  the  first  mo- 
ment of  addresaing  you  in  relation  to  them ;  the  propriety  of  pursuing 
which  is  strengthened  and  eonfunK  il  in  my  estimation  by  every  year's 
observation,  as  the  only  means  of  gainiiisiJUFi  curinii;  a  "  safe  and  easy" 
navigation  of  the  Delaware,  as  required  by  the  acts  of  Delaware  and 
Penubyivania  ceding  these  harbors.  I  have  accompanied  the  annual 
estimates  \vith  u  general  plan  of  the  harbor  of  Newcastle,  exhibiting  its 
condition,  the  works  proposed  for  its  improvement,  with  a  detailed  j)Ian 
of  the  projected  works,  and  another  of  the  work^  now  \mdgr(?»nsti  action. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  again  recalt  to  your  recbnectto?SS} 
harbor  for  the  protection  of  vessels  navigsting  the  Delaware. ini  the  wC- 
ter,  except  at  Chester,  arid  that  I  cannot  make  any  of  the  harbors  safe  at 
such  seasons  with  the  small  sums  heretofore  appropriaited,  and  ag^io  ob- 
serve that  it  is  !u  tier  not  to  appropriate  these  small  sums  at  alt,  as  with 
them  the  object  in  view  cannot  he  attained,

Sir  :  The  navig?.tion  at  Ocracock  inlet,  on  the  state  of  which,  as  con- 
nected with  the  operations  for  its  impi ovemenl,  I  am  about  to  report,  is 
probably  ihok  remarkable  than  that  of  nnv  inlet  in  the  United  States. 
Being  the  outlet  for  all  the  waters  ol  North  Carolina  excepting  the  Cape 
Fear  and  its  tributaries,  this  inlet  partakes  of  the  charar  ter  of  the  mouth 
of  a  river;  and,  connecting  the  vast  waters  of  the  Albemarle,  Croatan, 
Roanoke,  and  Pamlico  sounds  witli  the  ocean,  its  character  is  also  that  of 
straits,  connecting  two  seas.  The  distance  between  the  mouth  of  the 
inlet  is  less  than  two  miles ;  and,  immediately  on  passing  these  points,  the 
hmd  diwget  at  a  very  grett  sB^^e,  The  «ibb  the  fitmi  witfiin,  pressing 
witb  hnm  thfoodi  thii  narrow  pass,  on  debon^jng  into  the  ocean,  hrtM 
by  its  depwite  WMlia  eattad  me  bv;  «ad,  in  Itenaimer,  th«  flood tid« 
froM  tba  «0eai,  teting  its  way  tlmiugb     iolet,  htm  hffiB  4epoaile  t 
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larsje  bndv  of  sltoal  within.  Fj  o:n  causes  cnsily  seen,  the  thlo.s  have  cx- 
cavated  small  efiannf  lf.  throvip;h  these  sIhKiLs:  all  ol  uhich,  hovvever, 
have  obstnietions  in  tliciu.  'i  o  avoid  coiijiJt.ioij,  it  is  necessary  to  under- 
stand that  all  tlie  obstructions  in  these  diirereiU  channels  have  names. 
The  obstiuctiou  at  tlie  liead  ol  Wallace's  cliannel  is  called  the  Flounder 
slue. 

Several  years  since,  when  the  iniel  was  first  examined  with  a  \  ew  lo 
tile  linprovement  of  its  navigation,  llie  passage  by  tlie  Flounder  slue  and 
Wallace's  channel  was  selected  as  the  one  on  which,  for  many  reasons, 
it  was  best  to  operate';  and  this  selection  all  the  officers,  who  have  since 
had  charge  of  tbc  woiks  here,'have  approved,  it  was  recoramendod  by 
die  engineer  that  tho  Flounder  slue»  at  that  tioie  the  only  obstruction  to 
the  passage  by  Wallace's  channel,  should  be  excavated  to  a  certain  depth 
by  dredging  l)oats ;  and  this  recommendation  being  approved  of  by  Con- 
gress, appropriations  were  mud-c  for  carrying  it  into  effect.  Wlx  n  the 
operations  were  commenced,  but  5i  feet  water  could  be  carried  through 
the  slue.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  :is  shown  by  drawing  No.  2,  a 
passage  existed,  120  feet  wide,  and  1\  feet  deep  at  low  water  ou  the 
shoalest  part.  It  hnd,  for  a  year  previous,  !'eeome  the  principal  channel 
for  vessels  from  Pamlico,  y,  and  xSeuse  rivers.  During  tiie  present 
year,  as  shown  b^'  drawing  aSo.  3,  the  passage,  with  the  same  average 
width,  li;is  lieen  increased  \n  depth  to  Si  feet  at  low  water  on  tlie  shoaf- 
est  part.  Since  the  date  of  the  bst  report,  by  one  boat,  3l,G83  cubic 
yards  have  been  excavated,  and  removed  to  a  (h'stance  of  750  yards;  of 
these,  2o,44J  cubic  yards  have  been  excavated  aiul  removed  since  the 
22d  of  April,  the  date  at  which  the  work  commenced  this  year. 

By  referring  to  the  last  year's  report  of  the  superintending  en^iiicci  , 
it  will  be  seen  that  at  that  time  a  new  obstructioD  had  been  Ibrmed, 
Clireatening  to  render  useless  all  that  had  been  done  on  ^he  Flounder  slue. 
The  mouth  of  WaUaee's  channel,  that  is,  the  point  where'  this  channel 
debouches  into  the  deep  water  of  the  inlet,  had  beeome  much  ahoaler. 
But  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  depth  of  water  at  this  mouth 
since  the  date  of  Lieutenant  Dutton's  report,  as  vessels  drawing  8  feet 
still  pass  but  at  high  water. 

The  question  then  presented  to  me  on  my  arrival  here  was,  whether^ 
by  any  means  commensurate  with  the  end,  this  mouth  might  be  perma* 
nently  improved.  To  obtain  data  for  the  solution  of  this  qiiesfion,  a  nii- 
nute  survey  of  the  lower  pr^rt  of  the  channel  was  made.  Drawinj^s  Nos. 
4  and  5  exhibit  the  results  of  tins  survey.  From  fhe'-f'  it  will  f>o  seen 
that  to  the  east  and  north  of  Dry  Shoal  point  (the  southern  point  of  the 
inlet)  lies  a  body  of  shoal  called  the  Sliaric  shoal,  extending  to  the  east- 
ward as  far  as  Amity  shoal,  and  to  the  northward  about  850  yards.  The 
flood  tide  passing  over  this  shoal,  between  Amity  shoal  and  Dry  shoal 
point,  has  a  tendency  to  extend  the  shoal  to  the  northward;  but  ihe 
aiaih  ebb  tide  of  the  inletypaasiug  around  the  northwest  point  of  Amity 
shoal,  eountemta  this  tendency.  AAer  paesing  over  the .  SlMik  sheal, 
the  flood  tide,  to  supply  the  southern  part  of  the  inlet|.  inclining  towai^ 
the  south,  excavates  Beacon  Island  sine*  At  its  mouth- this  due  is  quite 
broad ;  but,  from  the  gradual  diminution  of  the  volttme  of  wafeer,  caused 
by  its  flowing  off  laterally,  this  slue  gradually  contracts,  until  at  length, 
opposite  Ayres  rock,  it  heads.   The  ebb  tide  in  Wallace's  channel,  which 
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is  the  eurrfjit  governing  tlic  forni.tum  of  the  lower  put  of  this  channel, 
after  passins;  l)y  Ayrrs  rnnk,  runs  close  to  tho  ^v^'jtherii  ^ho^•o,  p\r';ivatinij; 
as  fat"  fis  the  soulhero  poij'.t  of  the  i:jl;*t  a  de(*}»  <;:;aii;i(  1,  .\iv\  le.ivi:i^  be- 
twf'i  n  it  and  Boacon  Island  ?hio  a;i;l  the  ro;.(!:s  a  strip  oi  bhual  varying 
in  width.  After  p  issinL^  tlic  southern  point  of  (he  inlet,  Wallace's  chan- 
nel spreads  its  w  aters  in  every  direction  upon  Llie  Shark  shoal,  and  ceases 
to  exist. 

The  present  mouth  of  tliO  channel  u  nothing  more  than  a  slight  deep- 
cnuig  across  the  strip  of  shoal  spoken  of,  cau3(;(^  bj  the  water  reflected 
from  th0  southern  shore  during  the  ])revalcniRe  of  certain  winds.    Gene-  . 
rallr,  both  the  flood  and  ebb  tides  run  across  this  mouth. 

To  turn  the  course  of  the  ebb  tide  in  Wallace's  channel,  hj  raeans  ot  a 
jettee,  orer  the  strip  of  dhoal  sepai  ating  this  ctiannel  from  Beacon  Island 
slue  and  the  roads,  is  the  eourse  which  1  propose  in  order  to  form  a  good 
mouth.  The  positions  which  present  themselves  for  the  location  of  this 
jettee  are  three — at  the  present  mouth,  at  a  point  designar.ed  on  the 
drawing,  and  at  Ayres  rock.  At  Ayre.^  rock  the  jettee  should  dam  up 
the  channel,  and  turn  the  current  into  Beacon  I  l  i.Md  sluo.  Of  the  tlirce 
positii)ns  I  prefer  the  secpnd.  A  jettee  therc^  W  vjuI;!,  besides  otlier  <.;re.it 
advantaires,  hf  less  expfn^iive  and  more  perniaiient  th  ui  one  in  t!ie 
first  pobitiDn  ;  und  the  objectioiis  to  the  last  position  are,  that,  fro:u  the 
deep  water  there,  a  jettee  would  he  very  expensive,  ai)'!  that,  while  be- 
ing constrHctC'Jjii  would  prevent  the  passage  of  vessels  thjougl)  Wallace's 
channel.  '  '  '  ' 

A  jettee,  sucli  as  those  constructed  at  Fort  jJacon,  in  a  bottom  exactly 
like  the  bottom  here,  and  when  tho  causes  operating  against  their  perma- 
nency were  very  similar  to  those  we  may  .expect  «t  lliis  place,  would  be  - 
sufficient,  and  perhaj}s  preferable  to  any  <)ther.  I  have  shown  on  the 
drawing  the  form  and  dimensions  of  the  jettee  recommended  to  be  con- 
structed next  year.  The  efieci  of  this,  in  my  opinion, 'would  be  to  form, 
in  a  short  time,  a  mouth  much  better  than  the  present  one;  and,  ere  long, 
I  think  the  deep  watef  to  the  south  of  the  jettee  would  vent  itself  through 
this  mouth,  when  the  depth  would  certainly  be  increased  to  18  or  20  feet. 

There  is  one  fact  in  the  history  of  this  navigation,  which  has  so  im- 
portant  a  bearing  on  the  question  as  to  what  would  be  the  cViv^  (  f'  the 
pi(i|)  >"r  d  jettee,  that  f  will  mention  it  here.  About  thr  ye;ir  i  ~>is,  tlie 
inoutli  of  Wallace's  channel  was  in  a  worse  condition  th;in  at  present. 
At  th  »f  time  a  shoal,  dry  at  high  watci",  was  formed  on  the  Shark  shoal, 
a  short  distance  to  the  ea.-tward  of'  the  piojccted  jettee.  Immediately 
after  the  formation  of  tliis  slioal,  the  ebb  tide  of  the  chaniiel  excavated  a 
mouth  with  ;i  dt  ])th  of  fifteen  feet  w  .iter,  occupying,  v.  itii  respect  to  the 
.vhoal,  the  sume  relative  position  it  is  supposed  the  mouth  of  the  channel 
will  have  with  respect  to  the  jettee  proposed.  The  deep  water  near 
the  shore  took  the  direction  U  is  supposed  it  will  in  this  case,  and  in  , 
every  respect  the  changes  made  were  such  as  it  is  supposed  will  bo 
caused  by  the  proposed  jettee.  This  shoal  lasted  eight  or  ten  years,  and, 
while  it  lasted,  the  mouth  of  the  vhannel  was  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet 
deep.  At  length,  not  being  protected,  it  Was  washed  aw^)* ;  and,  from 
that  period,  the  mouth  of  the  channel  began  to  deteriui  te.  This  shoal, 
with  the  mouth  of  the  channel,  will  be  found  in  Col.  Abert^s  map,  made 
in  1821. 

♦  ■ 
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When  the  channel  between  the  jettee  and  the  southern  shore  shall 
have  become  shoaler,  the  jettee  maj  then^  at  a  little  expense,  be  con- 
tinued to  the  soudicrn  shore.  As  a  consequence  of  this  contiouatiOD, 
there  is  but  little  doubt  ( so  rapidly  in  this  navigation  do  shoals  form,  when 
there  are  causes  for  their  formation )  that,  within  one  year  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  jettee,  a  dry  shoal,  which  will  be  a  continuation  of  the  Dry 
Shoal  point,  will  be  formed  at  the  northern  end  of  the  jettee.  it  is  to 
be  expected  that,  in  a  few  rears,  tliatjpart  of  the  jettee  abovp  the  sand 
will  ho.  destroyed  by  worms,  but  the  pnrt  in  (he  sand,  which  wiil  be  im- 
perishable, will  protect  the  shoal  from  being  washed  away  by  (he  €^bb 
tide,  and,  by  a  litile  attention  and  expense,  the  shoal  might  be  prc\  rritrd 
from  being  washed  away  by  any  cause.  The  obstruction  in  the  iiiuuth 
of  the  channel  at  this  inlet,  as  respects  the  causes  of  their  formation,  may 
be  classed  under  three  head.^.  1st.  When  a  channel  del)ouches  upon  a 
shoal,  the  force  of  the  current  being  lost  by  the  sudden  expansion,  of 
course  the  depth  can  be  no  longer  maintained ;  2d.  When  the  force  of 
one  tide  is  suflBeient  to  keep  open  a  good  mouth,  the  direetion  of  the 
other  tide  is  directly  across  this  tnouth,  so  that  while  the  one  tide  exca- 
vates, the  other  fills  up ;  and,  finally,  when  the  obstructions  are  caused  by 
the  meeting  of  two  currents  forming  an  eddy  across  the  mouth  of  one 
channel.  It  will  be  seen,  by  an  inspection  of  the  drawing,  that  none  of 
these  causes  operate  upon  the  position  of  the  proposed  mouth.  It  de- 
bouches into  deep  waiter;  the  two  tides  run  in  the  direction  of  wl  t  w  ill 
be  the  channel ;  there  are  no  cross  currents ;  it  is  retired  within  the 
inlet,  and,  therefore,  comparatively  safe  from  the  disturbing  action  of 
storms;  and  I  must  add  that,  judp^ing  from  authentic  accounts  of  the  navi- 
gation for  the  last  fi)rty  ycnrs,  1  do  not  see  that  any  change  may  be  expect- 
ed which  will  operaff'  ni^ainst  the  j)eiiiianency  of  this  mouth.  Tonsider- 
iag  all  these  circun}sUiiices,  I  think  there  are  just  grounds  for  supposing 
that,  from  the  cHJurse  pjo])o.-ed,  the  continuation  of  the  Dry  Shoal  point 
will  lie  in  such  a  position  that  the  mouth  of  Wallace^s  channel  would  be 
permanent  and  good  for  eighteen  or  twenty  feet  water. 

Statistical  accounts,  showing  the  importance  of  a  passage  here  to  the 
interest  of  North  Carolina,  have  been  so  often  presented  to  the  depart- 
ment, that  it  would  be  superfluous  in  me  to  repeat  them. 

To  return  now  to  the  Flounder  slue.  At  Shell  Castle,  the  flowing 
waters,  before  s^  i  cad  over  a,  large  space,  become  concentrated ;  and, 
above  this  point,  the  flood  tide  becomes  the  current  governing  the  form 
of  the  channel.  After  parsing  obliquely  across  the  mouth  of  the  Flounder 
slue,  this  current,  hy  expansion,  gradually  loses  its  force,  and  its  de- 
po.  ite  forms  the  body  of  shoal  at  the  head  of  Wallace's  channel.  From 
the  history  of  the  Flounder  slue,  from  a  comparison  of  its  state  at  the 
end  of  last  year,  as  presented  by  the  drawing  of  Lieut.  Button,  and  its 
state  ;!t  the  commcnr  c  nicnt  of  this  year,  and  from  examination  made  du- 
ring tlu'  year,  I  am  incliii(  *i  to  thr-  opinion  that  the  flood  pnssinii;  across 
the  lower  mouth  has  a  tendency  to  close  it  up.  Owinii;,  however,  to  the 
distance  of  this  p  )int  from  ♦he  jaws  of  tiie  iniet,  tlu;  depcKsite  is  mnde  so 
slouly,  that  a  sniall  .air.u  il  (  xpt-nse  is  sulhcient  to  keep  in  optralion  a 
dredging  boat :  six  weeks  i..  die  year  would  be  suiikient  to  keep  this  slue 
open.  I  include  this  item  in  the  estimate  ibr  the  next  year,  supposing  it 
most  prudent  to  suspend  the  operations  for  carrying  the  whole  slue  to  the 
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depth  first  contemplated,  till  the  effbctof  the  jettee  on  mouth  of  Wal- 
lace's channel  be  observed. 

My  time  has  been  so  exclusively  taken  up  in  examinations  of  the 
southern  passage,  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  any  examinations  of 
Teach's  hole,  or  Blair's  channel.  A  passaiio  by  either  of  these  channels 
would  be  more  convenient  for  the  northern  counties  than  the  southern 
passage.  My  impression  is  that  they  might  he  improved  ;  but  were 
either  oi  them  put  in  competition  with  the  southern  passage,  I  W'Oultl 
give  a  decided  preference  to  the  latter*

"We  have  inspected  the  operations  and  iinprovfmuuts  of  Cape  Fear  riv- 
er, and  find  it  generally  admitted  that  the-  udvigation  has  been  malci  ialiy 
improved,  as  niubt  inevitably  be  the  case  to  a  still  screater  decree  if  the 
jettees  aic  kept  up,  and  the  plan  persevered  in.  On  the  west  side  of  the 
riv  er,  the  jettees  above  Town  creek  have  been  completed,  and  are  gene- 
rally in  good  order.  On  the  east  side  of  the  river  the  jettee  at  Reedy  point 
is  complete  and  in  order.  The  one  next  helow  was  constractedj  but, 
having  been  destroyed  bj  the  current,  &c. ,  is  not  yet  rebailt.  TJie  three 
other  jettees  contemplated  by  the  plan  have  not  been  commenced. 

"  A  dike  or  obstruction  made  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  closing 
the  passage  between  Campbell's  island  and  the  main  at  the  west  bank 
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of  the  l  iver,  is  breached  to  a  eonsiderablc  coLlciit,  ci  eating  liiereby  a 
broad  aud  deep  channel-way  tbrougli  it ;  and  the  dredge  boat  and  mud 
flats  are  in  a  condition  that  wi!L  require  repair  before  6t  for  service. 
Having  examined  into  the  ])ian  for  the  iniprovemeDt  of,  the  river^  and 
the  end  to  be  accomplished,  and  the  nature  of  the  bed  and  banks  of  the 
rivcr^  we  respectfully  rccoBimend  a  continued  prosecution  of  the  original 
plan  in  the  ibllowing  order  and  to  the  following  extent : 

,**  Ist.  To  close  up  the  clKumcI-way  created  by  the  breach  in  the  dike 
between  Campbells  island  and  the  west  l>ank  of  the  river,  and  continue 
the  operation  of  dredging,  and  the  preservation  of  the  jettees  already 
constructed. 

"2d.  To  reronstruft  f l>e  jettee  next  I'clow  Rrcdy  ]X)!nt  in  about  the 
place,  but  cii;.nii;c>  ih'^  position  and  direction  f  t  il,to  avoid,  il  practi- 
cahlo,  the  rock  below  the  bed  of  the  riyer,  whidi  obstmct^  tke  driviii^ 
of  piles. 

3d.  Should  it  t!i;'n  l)0  found  necessary  to  contjti  utt  the  leinainiri^ 
jettees  as  laid  down  in  the  piau,  that  the  public  pio|)eity  ol  every  de- 
scription hereunto  appertaining  be  advaiita^oubly  and  eeonoiiiically  a]>- 
plied  to  its  execution."       •  .  ...         ,  '

*  Annual  report  of  work  done  for  the  iniprovMKnt  of  the  namgatHon 
of  the  Ohio^  Missouri^  and  Mississijypi  rivers^  and  for  the  removal  of 
Ih?  great  raft  from  the  led  ^  Red  river^  during  Ae  year  ending  ike 
mh  qf  September^  1835.  , 

Tlie  summer  of  1631  was  so  far  advanced  when  the  appiopii^iUon  lor 
continuing  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Ohio,  Missouri,  aud 
Mississippi  rivers  was  made,  that  it  was  impracticable  to  make  the  ne- 
cessary repairs  on  the  steam  snag  boats,  and  get  them  out  of  the  Ohi« 
river,  until  a  rise  of  the  water  in  that  river  in  the  month  of  November.  On 
the  Sd  of  November,  the  Archimedes  began  her  operations  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Ohio,  and  worked  up  the  Mississippi.  On  the  19th  of  the  same 
month,  the  Helepolts  commenced  work  at  the  same  place,  and  worked 
down  the  Mississippi.  By  reference  to  Che  monthly  reports  of  the  mas- 
ters of  those  boats,  on  file  at  the  department,  it  will  be  seen  that  987  snags 
were  removed  from  the  bed  of  the  Mississippi,  and  2,488  trees  werr 
felled  from  its  cnvinp:  banks,  between  the  3d  of  November,  1831,  and 
tho  10th  of  March,  1^35,  at  ^vhirh  time  the  riclopoh's  was  laid  up  at  St. 
I.ouis,  Missoiiri,  for  safe  kecpini:;  aud  r('])airs,  the  water  bcinir  Too  hi^ib 
for  l:er  to  remove  snngs.  Tho  Archimedes  closed  hpr  operations  in  ihe 
Mississippi  on  the  lllli  of  January,  1835,  and  proceeded  up  thp  Red 
river  to  assist  in  the  removal  of  the  great  ratt  Irora  its  bed,  where  she 
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remained  until  the  25th  of  May  last,  when  she  was  taken  to  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  to  which  ]>lace  it  was  necessary  lor  her  to  go  to  receive  re- 
pairs, which  has  been  done.  That  boat  has  been  at  work  in  the  Missis- 
sippi river,  between  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  and  the  Little  Prairie,  since 
the  2\st  of  September,  and  has  removed  103  snags  up  to  the  30th  of  that 
month.  The  Helopolis  commenced  operations  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
souri river  on  the  20th  of  August  last,  and  worked  down  to  the  mouth  of 
•  the  Ohio.  From  that  place  she  ran  down  one  hundred  miles  to  the  Little 
Prairie,  where  she  again  commenced  work,  and  has  proceeded  down  to 
island  No.  36.  In  the  distance,  she  has  worked  260  miles;  from  the 
29th  August  to  the  30th  of  September,  she  has  removed  372  snags,  and 
felled  from  the  banks  101  trees  that  were  on  the  ed£;c  of  the  banks,  and 
must  have  fallen  into  the  river  in  a  few  days. 

The  whole  number  of  snags  removed  from  the  Mississippi  river  infill 
year  ending  the  30th  September,  1835,  has  been  1,462,  and  2,599  trees 
felled  from  the  banks.  Nearly  all  the  snags  that  have  been  removed 
during  the  last  year  were  from  the  annual  accumulation,  occasioned  by 
the  falling  in  banks,  changes  of  channels,  and  trees  rising  from  the  bot- 
tom that  have  been  confined  by  various  causes.  The  greatest  portion  of 
these  snags  were  produced  by  the  cavingsof  the  banks,  which  must  con- 
tinue to  be  the  case  until  the  timber  is  cleared  from  them.  Extensive 
experiments  have  been  made  in  felling  the  timber  from  the  caving  banks. 
The  result  has  proved  eminently  serviceable  to  the  improvement  of  the 
navigation,  and  the  preservation  of  the  banks  of  the  river.  •  .  ■»'* 

1  have  been  particular  in  examining  the  eflbcts,  and  find  that,  in  nearly 
all  the  bends  where  the  timber  has  been  effectually  cleared  from  the 
shores,  the  banks  have  ceased  to  fall  in.  The  earth  crumbles  from 
the  top  of  the  bank  after  the  timber  is  off,  and  deposites  itself  underneath, 
by  which  the  bank  becomes  graded  to  an  angle  of  from  30°  to  45°.  A  fur- 
ther j)roof  of  the  effect  of  clearing  the  banks  is  seen  from  Natchez  to  " 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  where  the  lands  have  been  many  years  in  cultiva- 
tion, and  they  do  not  wash  away  or  cave  in.  Many  persons  object  to 
felling  the  timber  on  the  banks  of  the  river  on  account  of  the  stumps  fall- 
ing in  and  forming  dangerous  obstructions.  If  this  is  the  case,  it  has  es- 
caped my  observation.  I  have  instructed  the  captains  of  the  snag  boats 
to  examine  into  that  particular  subject,  and  they  have  informed  me  that 
no  such  thing  does  exist  within  their  knowledge.  Under  all  these  con- 
siderations, 1  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  felling  of  timber  from  the 
caving  banks  of  the  Mississippi  be  again  resumed,  and  carried  to  as  great 
an  extent  as  practicable.  '    ■  • 

The  department  may  expect  that  all  the  accumulation  of  snags  of  the 
last  year,  and  all  others  in  the  river  that  can  be  operated  upon  in  the 
stage  of  water  that  may  continue  throughout  the  fall  and  winter,  will  be 
removed  by  the  two  snag  boats,  before  they  are  laid  up  for  high  water. 
They  are  in  good  repair,  both  in  their  hulls  and  machinery.  The  Helc- 
polis,  however,  will  not  be  able  to  work  more  than  one  year  after  the  pre- 
sent without  a  new  hull.  She  is  now  in  her  seventh  year's  service,  and 
must  be  rebuilt  after  the  eighth  year,  or  run  great  risk  of  losing  the  en- 
gine and  machinery.  The  improvement  to  the  navigation  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river  is  evidently  very  great,  and  but  little  now  remains  to  be  done 
except  the  removal  of  the  snags  that  are  formed  by  the  caving  in  banks. 
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The  sand,  &c.,  washing  from  logs  that  have  been  confined  by  it,  float  at 
the  top ;  the  root,  being  heavier  than  the  water,  remains  on  the  bottom, 
and  holds  the  tree  stationary,  and  forms  a  snag.  Tlie  rliani^ing  of  the 
channel  also  uncovers  snags,  and  forms  dangerous  obstructions.  From 
these  several  causes,  the  number  of  snags  annually  deposited  in  the  river 
will  average  about  1,500.  There  are  about  300  thrown  out  of  the  Mis- 
souri river  by  the  ice  which  has  been  frozen  aruuud  them  during  the 
winter,  and  carries  the  snags  off  when  the  ^v  inter  breaks  up;  these  are 
principally  found  between  the  muuths  ol  ihe  Missouri  and  Ohio  rivers. 

The  losses  by  snags  during  the  last  year  have  been. trifling.  On  in- 
quiiy  at  the  principal  insurance  office  at  Louisville,  I  find  that  die  num- 
ber of  flat-bottomed  boats  that  applied  for,  and  have  been  insured  for  the 
last  Biz  yean,  ha^e  decreased  as  ten  is  to  one  ;  and  the  premiums  on  the 
small  number  of  flat  boats  are,  for  the  last  year,  seventy-five  per  cent, 
lower  than  they  were  six  years  ago.  The  flat  boat  is  the  only  craft  that 
a  correct  .estimate  can  be  drawn  from,  relative  to  the  efTect  on  insurance. 
The  danger  to  the  steamboats  navigating  the  Ohio  vid  Mississippi  rivers, 
arisine  from  obstructions  in  the  channel,  is  not  more  than  one -sixth  of' 
the  whole  risk,  nor  hns  n  greater  proportion  of  the  losses  for  the  last  five 
years  been  occasioned  by  striking  snags  :  at  least  five-sixths  of  ihe  loss 
has  been  from  boats  running!:  foul  of  each  otlier,  running  on  shore  at  night, 
or  in  fogs,  by  hurricanes,  fire,  breakini:;  engines,  bursting  boilers,  and 
striking  logs  afloat  on  the  surface  oi  the  water  drifting  down  with  the 
current.  Notwithstanding,  the  pi  emiuin  now  charged  on  merchandise 
shipped  in  good  boats  is  not  more  than  one-half  of  what  it  was  nine 
years  ago. 

From  the  1st  of  October  tu  the  13th  of  November,  1834,  the  work  on 
the  dam  at  the  head  of  Cumberland  island  was  proceeded  with.  The 

.  channel  at  that  plj&ce  has  been  good  during  the  low  water  of  last  sum- 
iner,  and  will  not  be  shoal  at  anj  time  hereafter  unless  the  dam  should 
give  way,  which  now  appears  to  be  permanent  and  secure.  No  ap- 
prehennon  is  entertained  of  its  failure :  still  it  may  be  necessaiy  to  add 
some  rodk  to  it  next  summer.  The  other  dams  on  the  Ohio  river  have 
all  TMiswered  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  constructed,  except  that 
at  Three  Mile  inland,  near  the  mouth  of  Green  river,  which  has  never 
yet  been  completed,  but  will  be  finished  in  a  few  weeks  hence. 

On  my^  return  from  the  great  raft  in  Red,  river,  10th  of  June  last,  it 
was  necessary  to  repair  the  boats  that  had  been  engaged  in  its  removal, 
and  by  which  ihey  had  been  materially  wrecked.  The  steam  snag  boat 
Archimedes  required  many  new  planks  on  her  bottom,  her  wheel- 
houses  and  upper  works  all  new  ;  a  large  portion  of  her  decks  also  re- 
quii  cd  shifting,  and  rccalking  on  bottom  and  decks.  The  Java  and  Sou- 
venir required  sheathing  both  on  their  bottoms  and  decks,  new  wlieei- 

,  houses,  with  extensive  repairs  on  their  engines.  The  great  deniaiui  for 
every  description  of  mechanics  re(juired  for  luiilding  steamboats  and 
engines  made  it  difficult  to  get  the  repairs  done,  and  consumed  much 
more  time  than  would  have  been  necessary  in  former  years.  Those 
three  boats  have  been  repaired :  the  snag  boat  Archimedes  has  been  at 
work  since  the  16th  instant ;  the  other  two  will  proceed  to  work  in  the 
Ohio  below  the  falls  so  soon  as  crews  can  be  engaged  for  them.  LaW 
is  in  such  demand  that  men  cannot.be  had  to  man  diose  boats  without 
some  deUy« 
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In  relation  to  the  iniproveiaeiit  uf  the  navigation  of  the  Arkansas 
river,  nothing  can  be  done  before  April,  1836,  towards  building  the  iron 
boat  authorized  by  Coogress  at  their  hist  sessioo,  owing  to  the  scarcity 
of  iron  of  the  kind  required  to  build  such  a  boat. 

My  preparations  are  all  made  for  the  removal  of  the  remainder  of  the 
great  raft  in  Red  river,  except  the  rebuilding  of  one  of  the  arnaU 
steamboats,  which  will  not  be  finished  before  the  20th  of  'November. 

The  Souvenir  and  Java  will  proceed  to  the  raft  about  the  15th  q£ 
November,  and  the  other  boat,  wnich  is  rebuilding,  will  be  taken  there 
as  soon. as  she  is  ready  to  run. 

For  a  report  of  what  has  been  done  in  removing  the  great  raft  in 
Red  river,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  letter  to  the  department,  dated  the 
1st  of  July  last.

Sir:  I  elosed  my  operation  on  the  Ohio  river  on  the  1 3th  of  No- 
vember last.  On  the  following  day  i  proceeded  to  Red  i  i\  i  i  with 
the  United  States  steamboats  Javn,  Souvenir,  Pearl,  three  keei  boats, 
three  macljine  hoats,  and  three  Imndrcd  nu  iij  oilicers,  niethanie?,  &c. 
On  the  1st  of  December  I  passi d  the  rapids  of  Red  river  with  much 
diihculty,  after  a  detention  of  iivc  days,  having  to  uukjiid  all  my  stores, 
tools,  ice,  and  haul  the  boats  over  the  reefs  of  rocks  that  stretch  across 
the  river  at  that  place.  On  the  lUth  of  the  same  month,  1  reached  tlie 
mouth  of  the  Coshada  chute,  about  40  miles  below  Leggy  bayou,  where 
the  foot  of  the  raft  was  located,  on  the  1 1th  of  April,  188S.  From  the 
mouth  of  this  stream  upwards,  the  Red  river  becomes  narrow,  its  chan* 
nel  being  contracted  to  a  width  '  of  two  hundred'  feet,  where  I  found  a 
large  number  of  treses  growing  under  the  banks  of  the  river,  near  to,  and 
many  of  them  in  the  water,  standing  in  an  inclined  position,  projecting 
their  tops  near  to  the  middle  of  the  river,  and,  consequently ,  presenting  a 
formidable  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of  the  river,  and  at  the  same 
time  forming  a  very  great  impediment  to  timber  that  floats  down  the 
river,  and  was  liable  to  produce  a  renewal  of  the  raft.  Finding  this  to 
he  (he  inevitable  consequence,  if  the  timber  was  left  standinp;,  I  f?eter- 
niined  to  clear  the  river  fro ii'  the  mouth  of  t!int  '■tream  (Coshada  chute) 
during  the  low  wnter.  Accordingly  T  commenced  operations  at  that 
place  on  the  lOth  December,  1834 ;  from  which  place.  I  have  cleared 
all  the  banks  and  islands  of  the  timber  that  stood  in  or  near  the  water  at 
its  low  sta«;e,  as  far  up  as  the  raft  had  been  removed  in  183S.  That 
'  work,  together  with  the  removal  of  the  snia^s  and  remnants  of  raft  not  re- 
moved In  1833,  owing  to  the  high  sta^c  of  water  that  then  prevailed, 
occupied  the  whole  force  up  to  tiSe  20th  of  January,  1835.    I  then  pro- 
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cecded  with  the  elearinjz;  of  the  river  from  the  jafr,  aud  standing  timber, 
as  I  progrossed  with  the  work.  On  thn  1 4th  Marcfi  f  had  executed  thr 
work  as  far  up  ns  the  first  point  nuirkocl  on  the  roui^h  sketch  of  the  river 
for  a  cut-olT,  lurnibhed  with  niy  report  uf  work  done  in  18.33.  On  exam- 
ining the  l)enil  ami  neck  of  land  nt  the  nanowrst  point,  I  tonnd  the  dis- 
tance around  the  hend  to  be  about  8  miles,  and  the  cut  to  recpiit  e  an  ex- 
cavation of  261  yards  in  length,  8  yards  wide,  and  .j  yards  deep,  except 
througli  a  low  flat  bottom  on  the  lower  side  of  the  neck  of  land,  which 
was  covered  with  a  growth  of  timber  30  yards  wid^.  Through  that 
bottom  the  excavation  was  100  feet  wide,  9  deep,  being  5  feet  below 
the  lower  level  of  the  water,  and  8  feet  8  inches  below  the  upper  level, 
at  the  time  the  excavation  was  made,  the  water' theti  on  the  lower  lerel 
being  about  4  feet  above  low  water  mark.  The  excavation  was  finished  by 
the  steam  snae  boat  Archimedes  and  her  crew,  with  the  assistance  of 
fifteen  extra  nands,  on  the  2d  of  A})ril.  Cubic  yards  excavated,  8,544. 
In  that  condition,  the  water  was  let  into  the  canal  on  the  ISth  of  May. 
On  the  16th  three  keel  boats  passed  up  through  the  canal,  and  on  the  26th 
the  steamboats  Souvenir  and  Jnva  passed  through  wi.*hout  diffieulty. 
The  cut  was  then  upwjirds  of  ^i'H)  leet  w  idr  and  30  feet  deep,  being  the 
whole  and  entire  channel  of  the  river,  immediately  above  the  cut  in 
the  bend,  I  secured  the  drifting  tim})er  in  sueli  manner  as  to  pre\  cnt  it 
driftinij:  down  the  stro  un.  i'he  whole  raft  m  ihc  i^end  was  then  remov- 
ed  from  its  original  position,  and  stowed  in  the  lower  end  of  thti  buud,  ex- 
cept a  portion  that  was  used  to  iili  up  the  mouth  of  the  Sand  beach  bayou, 
which  runs  out  of  that  bend  about  two  and  a  half  miles  above  tJie  eui-oli". 
Two  and  a  half  miles  above  Sand  beach  bayou  is  the  mouth  of  Ander- 
son's bayou,  ■  which  runs  across  from  the  bayou  Pierre  400  yards,  and 
falls  into  the  bend  with  a  rapid  current.  A.t  the  time  the  work  was  ex- 
ecuted, nearly  all  the  water  that  flowed  dowiithe  river  passed  through  An- 
derson's bayou  from  bayou  Pierre,  leaving  the  balance  of  the  bend,  from 
the  junction  of  Anderson's  bayou  and  the  Red  river  up  to  its  junction 
with  bayou  Pierre,  without  a  current,  a  distance  of  seven  miles,  (three 
miles  below  the  upper  end  of  the  oanal,  and  four  miles  above  the  canal. ) 
The  effect  produced  by  the  opening  of  the  canal  was  to  create  a  rapid 
current,  say  four  and  a  half  miles  an  nour,  from  the  bayou  Pierre,  down 
the  old  bed  of  the  river,  and  a  current  of  about  two  and  a  half  miles  per 
hour  up  the  old  bed  of  the  river  from  the  mouth  of  Anderson's  bayou  to 
the  canal:  (the  distance  cacli  \Nay  is  nearly  equal.)  The  length  of  the 
Red  river  has  been  shortened  eight  miles  by  the  same  operation.  The 
bend  has  been  fdled  with  timb(:r  about  four  and  a  half  miles,  and  is  yet 
capable  of  taking  in  the  raft  for  at  least  eight  miles  higher  up  than  where 
it  is  now  cleared.  On  the  lOth  of  March,  the  steamer  Soua  en ir  passed 
through  Anderson's  bayou  to  buyou  i  lerre,  thence  into  the  old  river 
above  the  mouth  of  bayou  Pierre,  and  commenced  operations  on  the  first 
raft  above  Coates's  blufif,  being  that  entire  section  of  the  raft  around 
which  Lieutenant  Sewall  excavated  a  canal  some  years  since.  That  boat, 
with  a  crew  of  officers,  mechanics,  and  laborers  to  the  number  of  thir- 
ty, effectually  removed  the  whole  raft  in  fifteen  days,  at  an  expense  of 
id>out  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars.  On  the  13th  of  April  the  WQik. 
was  all  finished  as  high  up  as  Soda  bayou,  fifteen  miles  above  th§  canaL 
Through  this  bayou  the  boats  pass  that  transport  goods,  produce,  &g.  to 
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anil  from  the  countty  above  the  raft.  It  is  only  navigable  for  keel  boats 
at  the  highest  btage  ol  water.  The  distance  from  ita  junction  with  the 
river,  through  Soda  hike  and  Black  bayou  into  the  river  above  the  raft, 
is  estimated  at  48  miles.  About  two-tliirds  of  the  water  of  R(hI  river 
flows  down  through  tiiose  bayous  and  takes,  being  forced  out  ot  the  river 
at  tiic  liead  of  the  raft  by  the  back  water  formed  by  the  masses  oJ  tinil)er 
crowded  into  the  channel.  The  remaining  portion  of  water  tb;it  passes 
dosvn  the  old  betl  ol  iha  livcr  ilimu^h  the  raft  huiri  its  head  twelve  miles 
down  to  the  Willow  chute,  a  bayou  tlirougb  wbich  at  least  one-half  of 
the  water  that  runs  down  to  it,  escapes  from  the  old  bed  of  the  river, 
and  does  not  return  to  k  again  until  it  passes  the  raft,  and  falls  in  at  the 
moath  of  l^oggjr  bayotf.  .  S^en  miles,  lower  down,  WtlHama'$  and  Ben- 
ware's  bayous  nm  outof  the  river)  and  carry  off  all  the  water  from  the  old 
i^ed  of  the  river,  leaving  twelve  miles  from  Bepware's  bayov  16  the 
mouth  of  Soda  bayoa  witbeui  eurrent.  Th^re  ^as  not  a  6t2Blciea(,cir* 
culation  to  n&aintain  the  color  of  the  water  in  the  river,  wbich  was  as  cla»;r 
as  lake  water.  Jn  this  distance  of  twelve  miles,  the  raft  was  found  to  be 
much  heavier  than  any  part  of  that  removed  below,  since  the  timber 
had  been  di  iited  into  this  part  of  the  rjver,  and  forced  its  waters  (hrough 
the  passes  on  either  side  of  the  river,  as  above  described.  A  deposite  of 
iinxl  had  accumulated  to  such  extent  as  to  cover  a  large  portion  of  t!ic 
timber,  on  which  (bo  \s  illow  and  coltonwood  had  sprung  up  and  taken 
root  on  the  logs  of  wijicii  the  raft  ^vus  composed.  Many  trees  were  found 
growing:;  in  that  manner  as  laige  as  eighteen  inches  in  diameter.  Tore- 
move  this  descriptiuJi  of  raft  required  much  more  labor  tiian  any  before 
met  with.  The  j^rpatest  delay, however,  was  for  want  of  current  in  the 
river  to  iioal  the  lalt  uii  after  it  had  been  loosened  Irum  its  bed.  'lo  re- 
medy that  great  evil,  I  was  compelled  to  throw  works  across  the  mouths 
qi  Benware's  and.  William's  bayoita  imd  the  Willow  chute.  Those  pass- 
es wore  so  far  stoyy^ed  as't<>.er«^  atmn-ent  tbrough  the  river  below 
them  suf^oieot  to  lnove  the  timber  down  after  U  loflpetoed  from  the 
raft.  The  current  thus  created  will  increase  as  the  raft  below  isremov^ 
ed,  aikd  the  action  of  |he  water  remov.es  the  deposite.  of  unid  Irom  the  bed 
.of  the  river.  The  raft  was  all  removed  within  three  miles  of  Benware^s 
bayou,  having  employed  my  whole  force,  from  the  Idtli  of  April  to  the 
Zbih  of  May  to  stop  the  b^ous  above  alluded  to,  and  to  remove  nine 
miles  of  the  raft.  There  yet  remains  to  be  removed  twenty-three  miles  of 
the  raft  from  the  point  v.hcte  work  was  stopped  on  the  25th  of  May,  to  its 
head,  a  lar;j;e  portion  of  which  will  notl)e  moredidicultto  n  niove  lium  what 
has  been  cleared  away  below  Soda  bayou.  But  tiie  bayous  iliat  cairy 
the  water  oil"  from  the  river  on  cither  side  must  be  fctopj)cul  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  force  the  water  back  into  the  old  bed  of  tfie  river,  and  create 
a  current  to  di  ift  the  iiiiil  er  off  as  it  is  loosened  froia  tlie  raft.  To  esti- 
tuate  correctly  the  expense  of  removing  the  remainder  of  the  raft,  is  ex- 
tremely ditTicult.  The  work  to  be  done  to  complete  the  improvement  is 
of  such  a  nature  that  its  cost  cannot  well  be  calculated.  The  bayous  to 
be  stopped  may  require  gceat  |aber,or  it  nay  be  done  for  a  small  amount 
of  labor.  Much  will  depend  on  the  stage  of  .water  in  the  river.  .  If  it 
should  below  water  when  the  work  is  done,  itmaf  be  effected  foe  less 
than  one-half  the  sum  it  will  cost  at  a  medium  or  high  stage  of  water. 
The  location  of  the  work  compels  the  executors  of  it  to  run  all  those 
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hazards.  Its  great  distance  irom  any  secfioli  of  o«r  oouatry  where  la- 
bor can  be  procured  makes  it  necessary  to  transport  laborers  from  the 
Ohio  river,  and  they  cannot  be  prevailed  on  to  go  to  that  climate  to  la- 
bor earlier  than  October,  nor  later  than  May ;  conseqnently ,  there  is  no 
advantage  to  be  taken  of  the  low  water  in  the  summer.  The  balance  of 
the  appropriation  remaining;  on  hand  and  in  the  treasury  will  2:0  far  to- 
wards the  completion  ot  the  work.  I  would,  however,  rocommend  .1  further 
appropi  i  ilinn  of  $20,000  as  early  in  the  next  session  of  Congress  as  it 
can  be  obtained.  If  it  sliould  not  be  required,  it  will  not  be  expt  rukd  ; 
but  if  it  should  he  required,  and  not  he  available,  the  consequence  w  ill  be 
dol;i\  and  additional  expense  of  piohahly  half  that  sum.  There  can  be 
no  d(>nl)t  now  hul  the  Asork  can  lie  completed  in  the  course  of  next 
winter  and  spring,  if  the  necessary  funds  ate  furnished  in  time  to  allow 
me  to  continue  through  the  whole  season,  or  §0  much  of  it  as  may  be  re- 
qnired  to  finish  the  improvement,  which  may  be -done  in  ninety  days,  or 
it  may  require  six  months,  as  drcvmstances  may  occur  for  or  against 
its  S|jeedy  execution.  If  the  last  season  had  been  a  fcrorafale  one, 
there  is  no  doubt  but  the  whole  work  would  hare  *been  completed  by  the 
S6th  of  May  last,  and  for  flie  same  expenditure  that  has  been  made.  But 
as  it  turned  out.»  the  water  did  not  ri^e  in  the  Red  river  until  May; 
consequently,  the  progress  of  the  work  for  the  removal  of  the  raft  was  de- 
layed for  want  of  suthcient  water  in  the  river  fiom  the  Ist  of  Jantiaiy 
(the  time  it  usuaily  rises)  to  the  10th  of  May. 

I  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  dr^pnT  tiuenl  the  necessity  nf  rleaifni:  the 
low  bottoms  in  the  river  of  all  the  timber  that  2;rows  ir)  them,  as  the  ac- 
tion of  the  water  on  the  banks,  and  particularly  those  of  the  latest  forma- 
tion, is  now  washing  them,  so  that  they  are  caving  in  throughout  almost 
the  whole  extent  of  the  raft  region.  If  the  timber  is  left  standing,  the 
navijjation  of  the  river  will  be  constantly  interrupted  by  it,  foripinj;  snac;s 
and  i  .iits  ilk  its  bed.  To  lell  the  timber,  and  cut  the  top:?  and  trunks  of  the 
trees  short,  will  probably  cost  about  one  hundred  dollars  per  mile.  The 
whole  distance  necessary  to  exeente  that  Work  will  not  exc^d  one 
hundred  miles. 

Permit  me  also  to  r'ecommend  an  improvement  at  the  rapids  of  the 
Red  river,  near  Alexandria.   The  obstructions  to'  its  navigation  at  that 

£lace  consist  of  two  reefs  of  locks  stretchinr  across  the  river.  The 
mer  reef  extends  up  and  down*  the  stream  ahoOt  900  feet;*  the  other, 
about  one  and  a  half  mile  higher  up  the  river,  has  an  extent,  np  and  dowti 
the  stream  of  about  700  feet.  The  improvement  Can  be  made  by  ex- 
cavating the  rock  at  each  of  those  reefs  to  a  sufficient  width  and  depth 
to  afford  any  given  depth  of  water  that  maybe  required,  as  no  injury  can 
be  produced  to  the  n:ivia;ation  above  by  drawinj^  off  the  water  bv  the 
excavation  required,  hi  cause  the  river  above  the  rafiids  has  a  depth  of 
from  six  to  ten  feet  at  extreme  low  water  for  a  distance  of  fifty  miles; 
consequently,  the  ujiper  level  will  not  be  drawn  off  to  any  perceiv- 
able extent  at  that  distance  above  the  cut.  The  excavation  can  be  ef- 
fected at  a  low  stage  of  the  water  by  the  use  of  the  common  mattock  and 
shovel.  The  rock  is  a  soft  sandstone,  which  may  be  dus^  up  and  re- 
moved without  blasting,  and  with  but  little  more  labor  than  is  ret^uired  to 
remove  a  ilm  elaf  bank.

The  machine 
is  f^iinplr  in  its  constructioii,  and  easy  in  its  application,  while  in  power 
it  has  been  f'l'snd  adecpiate  to  over(  ome,  prouiptly,  f'Vfrv  ohstacle  it  has 
yet  encountered.  l'hrou<!:h  tl:e  agency  of  this  inaciiine,  the  largest  snags 
and  loirs  are  extracted  wiiii  ease,  niany  of  which,  without  its  interventioa, 
could  never  i»ave  been  removed.  The  vnhie  of  such  an  auxiliary,  in 
the  annual  iiiipiovement  of  the  Mississipj)i,  is  commensurate  witii  ihe 
iaiporiaiice  of  tiie  work,  and  cannot  be  properly  estimated  except  by 
comparing  its  performance  with  the  tardy  and  expensive  mode  of  remov- 
ing snags  and  logs  before  its  invention.  Those  places,  from  New  Orleans 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  river,  which  at  low  water  are  most  dangeroiM 
from  snags,  are  My  Wife^s  island,  (one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  above 
Natchez )  islands  97  and  96 ;  Stack  island  reach ;  island  94  ;  cut-off  at 
mouth  of  Red  river;  islands  83,  78;  point  35  miles  above  Chicot,  Ar- 
kansas bend;  White  river  bend;  islands  65,  63,  69;  bend  between 
HeJena  and  mouth  of  St.  Francis;  Caw  island  ehule  ;  island  37  ;  Plum 
point;  Canadian  reach;  Kiddie's  point,  and  bend  below ilie  mouth  of 
the  Ohio.  Of  the  snn^s,  at  these  places,  some  have  escaped  being  re- 
jDOved.  ffo  n  having  been  covered  with  water  when  the  boats  f)nssed 
tiiem  ;  otiiei  s  were  in  such  situations  that  ihey  could  not  be  approached, 
and  some  have  been  fonned  by  the  recent  falling  in  of  the  l)ank5.  One 
suininer,  siicli  i\6  the  la^t  has  been,  will  enable  the  boats  to  remove  .ill 
the  snags  in  the  low  water  channel.  'i1iis!iio.'-t  debiral>le  w  ork  uili  receive 
tlie  earliest  attention  of  the  superinteiuU  nt,  and,  shouid  the  seaitoD  be 
favorable,  vsill  be  aecoiripliNhed  durijig  Liic  sumuiei'.

Sir:  Since  my  inspeelion  in  January,  the  Heliopolis  has  been  coft-' 
stantiy  en^nged  in  re!i)o\  iug  snags  and  logs  on  the  Mississippi,  havin|p 
since  that  liine  descended  tw  ice  ^roni  the  niouih  of  the  Ohio  to  Natchez, 
and,  returning,  reached  St.  Louis  .\farch  the  HKh,  where  she  was  laid  up 
for  repairs.  Dui  iiig  the  greaiei-  part  of  the  winter  and  spring,  the  water 
has  been  too  high  for  the  l)o;;t.s  to  operate  advantageously,  except  in 
some  chutes,  v.-hich  were  loo  shallow  at  the  lowest  water  toatiaiit  luem. 
Notwithstandiiii^  these  disadvaniages,  the  Heliopolis  removed,  during 
the  season  of  her  operations,  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  snags,  and 
cut  fron  the  ialUng  in  banks  Ibirteen  hundred;  and  eighty-one  trees. 
Adding  to  these  numbers  those  removed  by  the  ArchimedeS)  we  have 
one  thousand  and  three  snags  and  two  thousand  iburhnndredand  twe»- 
ty-foor  trees  .as  the  result  of  their  united  labors.  The  adrantagesre* 
suiting  from  the  removal  of  so  great  a  number  of  dangerous  obstacles 
in  one  season  is  everywhere  manifest,  especially  between  the  mouth  of 
the  Ohio  and  St.  Louis.  Where  ,the  banks  were  cleared,  in  183i,  the 
river  is  entirely  free  from  snags,  except  at  such  points  as  the  bunks  have 
fallen  in  beyond  the  clearing ;  and  as  this  has  occurred  in  comparatively 
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few  instances,  the  good  effects  of  the  work  then  c?:ec^ted  are  stitl  felt. 
In  my  last  report,  I  had  the  honor  to  state  my  belief  that  clearing  the  tim- 
ber from  the  caving  hanks  was  the  only  effectual  mode  of  preventing  the 
accumulation  of  snags  in  the  Mississippi.  I  am  confirmed  in  this  opinion 
by  the  observations  made  during  my  last  inspection.  I  beg  leave  iigain,' 
respectfully,  to  present  this  subjert  to  the  consideration  of  the  depart- 
ment. Objections  have  been  raised  to  the  prose<'ution  of  this  mode  of 
improvement,  which,  upon  examination,  will  be  found  to  possess  little 
weight.  It  is  objected  that  the  slum})b  of  trees  which  have  been  cut  be-* 
eome  dangerous  snags  where  th^  banks  on  whicfi  they  stand  have  fallen 
in.  The  futilitjr  of  such  AiEt  dljlctio^wifl^e  readily  admitted  by  all  who 
are  well,  acquainted  with  the  nilQii^f  the  /ailing'  in  bankd  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi ;  for  to  them  it  is  well  hnown^^l^ileepcst  water  is  generally 
ifflmediateij  alongside  of  the  cavins  banWj  and,  as  the  stumps  are  cut 
low,  it  is  improbable  that  they  should  extend  so  near  the  siirface  of  the. 
water  as  to  become  sources  of  danger  to  boats,  though  instances,  I  be- 
lieve, have  occurred  of  injury  from  projecting  logs  which  bad  been  cut 
off  even  with  the  surface,  but,  by  the  subsequent  wearing  away  of  the 
earih,  became  exposed.  Another  objection  has  been  founded  upon  the 
destruction  of  wood  incident  to  this  mode  of  improvement.  The  trees 
are  generally  cotton-wood  and  syraniore,  neither  of  which  arc  esteemed 
of  much  value,  and,  from  the  inexhaustible  quantities  of  fuel  on  the  banks 
of  the  Mississippi,  are  better  suited  to  the  purpose  of  generating  steam  ;  it 
must  l)e  long  ere  much  import;) nre  can  be  attached  to  timber  of  this  de- 
scription. Such  are  the  reasons  urged  against  clearing  the  cavinc:;  banks. 
It  is  a  well-established  fact,  that  snags  do  not  move  far  from  the  point 
where  they  first  fal|  in,  the  weight  of  earth  attached  to  their  roots  serv-' 
ing  as  an  anchor.  They  are  sometimes  moved  by  the  ice  that  adheres 
to  them  in  winter,  and  by  driftwood  during  the  spring  floods.  It  is  also 
well  establisho'd  that  trees  which  once  float  seldom  Form  snags.  Admit- 
ting this,  it  is  sufficiently  evident  that  if  the  banks  are* once  cleared 
there  can  be  no-  subsequent  formation  of  snags.  Tq  secjure  a  safe  navi-' 
gation  at  all  seasons  on  this  rhre^,  it  will  be  necessaiy  to  adopt  one  of 
two  plans:  either  to  keep,  as  at  present,  boats  to  remove  snags  as  they 
are  formed,  or  to  clear  the  banks  of  all  timber,  thus  preventing  their 
formation.  The  comparative  expense  of  the  two  plans  has  already  been 
submitted  to  the  department.  The  most  vigilant  attention,  if  the  first 
mode  be  adopted,  can  only  remove  dangers  as  they  occur,  while  the 
same  care  bestowed  upon  the  second  plan,  with  less  than  one-fourth  of 
the  expense,  would  anticipate  them,  and,  by  removing  such  trees  as  were 
likely  soon  to  fall  into  the  river,  prevent  the  formation  of  snags  alto- 
gether. The  expediency  of  following  the  latter  mode  of  improvement 
will  ultimately  appear  in  the  failure  of  eveiy  other  attempt  at  preventing 
the  dangers  incident  to  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi.  How  far  the 
labor  already  bestowed  upon  this  river  has  contributed  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  navigation,  wiH  be  sufficiently  evident  from  the  redneed' 
rales  of  insoranee  sinee  the  work  was  eommenced.  It  is  not  possible, 
at  this  time,  to  proeure  a  list  of  the  boats  lost  annually  since  18t5.  SnA 
a  list  would,  however,  dve  strength  to  the  evidence  of  improvemeDt  in 
the  navigation  Aimished  by  the  decreased  rates  of  insoranee.  The  time 
deveted  to  the  improTeBwiit  of  the  BfiMissiiMi  dwiog  die  emeiit  year 
It 
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by  the  two  boats  amountb  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  clays ;  the  per 
diem  expense  of  each  boat  being  eighty-one  dollars,  the  whole  expen- 
diture will  amount  to  ij^\OjOo2.  The  lutal  number  of  sna^b  rt-muvud  is 
one  thou&aud  and  three  ;  and  two  thousand  four  hundreu  and  twenty- 
four  trees  cut  Admit  the  coat  of  cutting  each  tree  to  be  one  dollar, 
there  wfll  remain  $13,128  as  the  cost  of  removing  the  soag:^ ;  this  gives 
an  average  cost  of  upwards  of  thirteen  dollars  for  each  snag,  an  amoont 
exceeding  that  assumed  as  the.  average  in  my  last  report*  The  Helio- 
poUs  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  will  resume  her  workbj  the  dth  of« 
August,  or  as  soon  as  the  water  is  low  enough,  proceeding  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Missouri  downwardSy  and  will  continue  to  work  on  the 
Mississippi  during  the  whole  summer.  Tbe  Archimedes  is  at  Louisville 
repairing  ;  she  will  be  ready  for  service  before  the  end  of  August,  and 
wul  join  the  Ileliopolis  on  the  Mississippi  without  delay.  This  arrange- 
ment is  very  desirable,  as  there  are  many  island  chutes  into  whi(  h  the 
Heliopolis  cannot  enter  on  account  of  her  draught  of  water.  There  now 
remain  few  places  on  the  Mississippi  below  St.  Louis,  the  navigation  oi 
which,  at  high  water,  is  attended  with  much  danger.  Snags  are  rarely* 
seen  except  at  points  where  the  banks  are  falling  in.  Between  the 
mouths  of  the  Missouri  and  Ohio  rivers,  the  navigation  at  lowest  w*ater 
is  greatly  impeded  by  bars.  Obstructions  of  tiiis  nature  in  the  Missis- 
sippi have  iiot  yet  attracted  much  notice  ;  nor  is  it  probable  that  any 
permanent  amendment  in  the  navigation  will  ever  be  enected  in  this  par- 
^cnlar,  owing  to  the  changes  that  are  taking  place  annually  in  the  posi- 
tion of  the  bars.  There  is  one^  however,  to  which  peculiar  importance 
attaches  itself,  from  its  location.  I  allude  to  that  forming  in  front  of  the 
eity  of  St.  Louis,  which  will  seriously  affect  the  prosperity  of  that  flour- 
ishing town,  if  it  should  increase  to  the  extent  apprehended.  I  am  not 
in  possession  of  the  facts  necessary  to  form  an  opinion  of  its  progress  or 
fNrobable  limit.  The  importance  of  the  commercial  interest  at  stak^ 
demands  a  more  critical  examination  than  I  had  the  time  or  the  means  of 
making.  The  success  which  has  attended  the  construction  of  dams  on 
the  Ohio  river  leaves  no  doubt  of  the  practicability  of  removing  this 
bar  by  a  dam  running  from  the  Illinois  shoie  to  Blood  island,  if  it  should 
become  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  ofTirial  means  for  its  removal. 
The  operations  on  tlie  Red  river  raft  have  been  completed  to  a  point 
within  twenty-three  miles  of  the  uppermost  extremity  of  this  dii>tauce  : 
a  portion  only  is  raft,  and  this,  from  its  more  recent  formation,  is  less  dif- 
ficult to  remove  than  those  partb  uiuch,  by  tiie  deposite  of  earth,  and  ihe 
actumulutiou  ut  vegetable  matter,  have  become  embedded  and  almost 
solid.  In  1828,  when  I  explored  ihe  raft,  tbe  greater  part  of  this  portion 
of  it  was  loose  and  floating,  unlike  the  older /ormationf  or  what  is  called 
^  Sunken  Raft,'^  which  generally  rests  on  the  bottom.  It  was  expected 
by  the  superintendent  that  the  work  would  be  completed  by  tbe  1st  of 
May,  at  which  time  engagements  of  his  hfuids  expired  i  in  this,  how- 
ever, he,  was  disappointed ;  and  it  being  deemed  unsafe  to  remain  later, 
on  tb^  score  of  health,  it  became  necessary  to  defer,  its  eom|detion  until 
another  season.

Sn :  The  last  report  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  department,  of 

the  progress  of  the  works  for  the  improvement  of  the  Ohio  river,  ron- 
tainpd  a  detailed  statement  of  their  advancement,  and  exhibited  their 
condition  at  that  time  ;  siibspqucritly  to  which,  nothing  has  been  done  on 
the  river  except  tlic  coruplcfion  of  the  Cumberland  dam,  in  which  the 
superintendent  was  then  eugaged.  Since  that  period,  the  only  alteration 
in  the  channel  at  this  work  consists  in  the  removal  of  some  of  the  bars 
and  the  formation  of  others,  giving  evidence  of  a  G:radual  movement  of 
the  sand  and  gravel  by  the  current  of  water  which  the  dam  Ibrces  into 
this  channel,  and  leaving  little  doubt  of  the  final  result.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  superintendent  to  raise  this  dam  still  higher,  by  which  the 
aceomplishment  of  the  desired  object  wiir  be  more  speedily  effected. 
The  aecunulation  of  sand  and  grayel  above  and  below  the  dam,  while 
it  gives  assurance  of  stability  to  that  work,  likewise  affords  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  channel' on  the  east  side  of  Cnmberiand  island  is  rapidly 
enlarging  its  dimensions.  When  we  take  into  consideration  the  im- 
mense moss  of  sand  and  gravel  that  a  year  ago  ohstrocted  the  eastoi  n 
channel,  sufficient  in  i]aantity  to  form  a  bir  across  the  whole  width 
three  feet  above  low  water  mark,  and  running  a  considerable  distance 
up  ^ind  down  the  stream  ;  and  when  it  is  remembered  that  this  tv  ss, 
which  moves  slowly  and  with  flifficiilty,  has  to  he  swept  by  the  force  of 
the  current  into  liiu  deep  holes  about  tlie  mouth  of  the  Cumberland,  a 
quarter  of  a  mih  t*elow  the  bar,  it  is  not  surprisinij  that,  in  its  proj;ress 
towards  thf  so  lioh  s.  it  «;houid  collect  occasionally  in  lumps,  causing  un- 
certainty and  fiitiiculties  in  the  navi«^ation  inseparable  from  the  means 
used  for  the  impiovement  of  this  pnrt  of  the  river:  the  ultimate  success 
of  this  work  is  no  longer  douhilul.   It  is  probable  that  the  current  would 


during  that  portion  of  the  year  when  the  water  Is  below  the  kvm  of  the 
top  of  the  dam^  and  is  consequently  forced  into'  diis  channel.  -Little  al^  ' 
teration  is  perceptible  at  the  Sister  islands.   Since  my^Iail  report,  the'' 
channel  on  the  east  side  of  the  island  has  so  far  lUled  up,  that,  at  the  pre- 
sent stage  of  the  rirer,  sev«n  feet  abbre  extreme  low  waiter,  scarcely 
any  of  the  stream  passes  on  that  side.   The  sand  bars  have  extended  ' 
themselves  at  the  foot  of  the  islands,  confining  the  volume  of  water  to  a  ' 
narrow* space ;  the  extremity  of  the  bar  which  projected  from  the  east 
shore,  opposite  Bay  creek,  has  been  partially  washed  off.    Boats  are  not 
now  compelled  in  ;fp]>ronch  so  near  the  west  shore  as  formerly.  There 
is  a  small  break  \\\  \\\v  principal  dam  at  this  place,  near  its  head,  notn  cd 
in  a  former  report,  and  also  on  a  sketch  forwarded  to  the  dr  partm<nt, 
which  has  been  considerably  enlarged  since  the  last  inspection,  and  will 
ultimately  injure  this  work  if  not  arrested  in  time.     Fhe  Sister  islands 
were  once  amongst  the  worst  places  on  the  ri\  r  r;  nt  present,  they  olTcr 
no  ohstniction  to  the  navigation.    This  remark  will  apply  in  a  p;reat  de- 
gree to  Scuffletown  and  French  island  bars.    Three  Mile  island  dam  is 
not  yet  finished,  but  will  be  commenced  early  in  August,   h  is  the  inten-' ' 
tion  of  the  superintendent  to  employ  the  forces  designed  for  removing 
th6  raft'  on  Red  rim  upon  the  Ohio  untQ  the  season  for  reeomnencing" 
the  fonner  woilt.  By  this  judieious  arrangdment,  these  works  serre  as 


already  have  opened  this  channel 
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a  rendezvous  foi  collecting  the  laborers  dui  ing  August,  September,  Octo- 
ber, and  a  portion  of  November,  which  are  the  only  months  when  the  ser- 
vices of  men  could  he  })rofilably  employed  on  the  Ohio,  leaving  time, 
after  the  suspension  of  these  works,  to  ansptu  t  thc>  foi  ccs  as  early  as  il 
is  expedient  to  commence  operations  on  Ked  river,  rsotwithstandins 
the  space  over  which  the  works  intrusted  to  the  superintendeiice  oi 
Captain  Stireye  are  apread,  by  his  judicious  add  ajatematie  diviokm  of 
timei  each  appears  to  have  received  all  the  attention  that  it  required.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  of  the  23d  of  April  last,  assign- 
ing to  ],t\  superintendence  the  application  ol  the  sum  of  $5U,tH)0,  appro- 
ptiated  ht  the  last  session  of  Con^re6S  for  tlie  improvement  of  the  Ohio 
river  ahove  the  falls,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  tlie  progress  and  stale  of 
iho  ojieratiuns  under  those  instructions  o}*  U»e  JUth  of  September  ulinn*). 

On  my  arrival  at  Pittsburi;,  the  head  of  the  line,  in  May  hist,  the  Ohio 
river  then  presented  a  deep  aiid  lurl)ii!  stream,  with  a  depth  of  water 
over  its  shoaiest  points  of  eight  feet ;  in  u  liicii,  or  nearly  a  similar  state,  it 
subsequently  continued  until  September,  being  maintained  by  the  freshet* 
of  the  intermediate  montha,  and  varied  by  otcaaional  depreasions  of  abort 
dnratioo ;  but. at  no  iiw  tfata  aeaaon.has  it  been  iinpractioable  ibr  steam- 
boata  of  a  Qooatruction  adapting  them  to  aboal  navigation. 

On'  the  receipt  of  my,  inatruetiona,  it  did  not  appear  that  anj  repiUr 
or  detailed  survey  of  thia  part  of  the  river,  with  a  view  to  ita  improve* 
m^Dt  by  the  General  Government,  had  ever  been  made^  or  waa  aeeeaai- 
ble  at  the  time;  the 'only  information  in  my  possession  relative  to  the 
obftructiona  in  the  river  at  the  time  of  my  arrival  thereon,  was  contained 
in  the  extracta  taken  from  the  notes  of  an  examination  made  in  1819,  by 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  several  States  interested,  and  to  which  i 
was  favored  with  access  through  th(!  ])(ilitpnrss  of  the  canal  commission- 
ers of  Pennsylvania.  Tlicse,  altliough  embracing  much  useful  ioforfnation 
in  relation  to  the  several  obsti in  tions,  were  not  suihciently  minute  to 
render  less  necessary  a  lesurvey  oi'  (he  whcie  upon  a  dillcrent  plan,  be- 
fore the  works  hereafter  deemed  necessary  for  the  contemplated  improve- 
ment could  be  correctly  located  or  safely  constructed. 

The  duties  assigned  lue  required,  as  a  preliminary  step,  a  minute  and 
thorough  exanunation  of  the  obstructions  at  low  water ;  this,  for  obvious 
reaaona,  could  not  be  undertaken  imtil  the  river  bad  arrived  at  its  mini- 
mum ata^e,  whidi  did  not  occur  until  lata  during  the  preaent  aeaaon.  la 
the  intenm,  the  whole  line  waa  traveraed,  the  pnneipal  nommnrrini  points 
visited,  and  inveatigitiona  made,  having  Ibr  their  object  to  determine  the 
relative  inqjKHrtance  of  (he  different  porSona  of  the  liBe^  and  the  aeleetimi 
of  those  poiata  or  flections  having  ^e  greateat  daima  to  precedence  in  the 
order  of  uaprovement.  Attheaaiaetimetthe  ohatroatfoMlBtheriver  of  a 
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detached  nature  being  numerous,  and  an  examination  into  their  extent, 
or  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  each,  not  immediately  required  for  the 
object  in  view,  ntteiuion  was  forthwith  directed  to  the  construction  of 
the  machinery  necessary  to  remoYe  with  the  greatest  facility  ali  obstruc- 
tions of  that  class. 

The  snag  machinery,  invented  and  used  with  so  much  effect  by  iienry 
M.  Shreve,  Esq.,  in  the  removal  of  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the 
Missij^sippi  aiKl  Ktd  rivers,and  winch  combines  in  its  construction  much 
simplicity  of  arrange ment  with  great  power  of  action,  was,  after  a  short 
-  inspectioD,  unhesitatingly  adopted  for  the  removal  of  •tmilir  obstructions 
in  the  Oh&  rim  above  the  falls ;  it  was  therefore  determiiied  to  proeeed 
without  delay  to  the  construction  of  four  of  these  machines  for  appUca* 
iioii  on  the  rirer,  and  the  procurement  of  the  requisite  boats,  flats,  im- 
plements, during  the  hi^  stage  of  the  water,  the  expectation 
being  confidently  entertained  that  the  means  of  constnieting  any  de- 
acription  of  machii^ry  or  craft  could  be  readily  obtained  at  any  of  the 
principal  points  on  the  line. 

The  Ohio  river,  from  its  commencement  at  Pittsburg  forming  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  grand  chain  of  internal  communication,  stretching  from 
the  Atlantic  westward,  now  rendered  uninterrupted  by  the  completion  of 
the  Pennsylvania  line  of  canal  and  railroad,  and  the  heavy  amount  of 
merchandise  received  and  transhipped  at  the  head  of  the  river,  estimat- 
ed at  half  a  million  of  tons  annuallj,  and  progressively  increasing,  to- 
gether ^\lth  the  general  designation  of  the  appropriation,  iiuluced  attention 
to  be  iirst  directed  to  the  section  lying  between  Pittsburg  and  Wheeling, 
which,  being  of  a  shoaler  character  ilian  that  below  it,  was,  from  a  due 
regard  to  the  circumstances  alluded  to,  selected  for  the  commencement 
of  the  operations. 

It  was  dien  contemplate  to  hasten  the  oonstruction  of  a  portion  of  the 
machinoiy  at  the  head  of  the  river,  with  a  view  to  its  completion  and  ap- 
plication on  the  fill  of  the  water,  at  which  time  it  would  become  neces- 
sary to  turn  attention  to  the  examination  of  the  shoals  and  the  formation 
of  the  plans  for  their  improvement. 

In  preparing  the  machinery  and  boats,  during  the  high  stage  of  the 
"Water,  it  was  found  that  the  opinions  entertained  in  regard  to  the  facili- 
ties for  its  construotlon  at  the  points  where  alone  they  could  be  looked 
for  wore  entirely  erroneous. 

The  ra])idly  inrrrasing  trade  on  tlie  Western  waters,  and  the  many 
-steamboats  cojUj  u  Led  for,  or  building  on  this  line,  the  number  of  which 
has  f)ecn  estimated  at  upwards  of  one  hundred,  rendered  the  acronuila- 
tioii  of  business  on  the  hands  of  builders  too  ;;ieat  to  adinii  of  their  as- 
suming new  jobs  at  this  time  ;  and  the  construction  by  individual  applica- 
tion  was  rendered  nearly  as  uncertain  by  the  consequent  absorption  of  all 
suitable  wuikiutjii  in  this  biaiu  h  of  business. 

A  machine,  with  the  necessary  keel  and  flat  boats,  and  a  full  equipment 
of  the  necessary  implements  for  the  removal  of  rocks  and  snags,  was  com- 
pleted in  September;  at  this  time,  the  river  presenting  a  favorable  stage 
for  the  object,  the  work  of  exandning  the  shoals  was  immediately  pro- 
4Meded  with; 

Previens  to  Ais,  in  the  month  of  Avgnst,  whilst  in  expectation  of  a 
continued  fdl  of  the  water,  the  most  important'  obstruction  in  the  upper 
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section  of  the  river  was  partially  surveyed,  with  a  view  to  the  location  of 
works  for  its  improvement ;  the  examination  being  arrej^ted  hr  n  sTiddert 
and  unexpectr  I  fresh  in  ihe  river,  the  surveys  were  suhsequentiy  com- 
pleted in  September.    The  plan  lor  the  improvement     Brown i^landy 
tile  point  alluded  to,  is  now  l)elbre  tlie  department. 

An  examination  ol  tveiy  ohsitructioD  to  the  navisjation  was  completed 
in  iSepieniber.  The  river  ha^j,  throughout  the  present  reason,  continued 
in  a  state  uiiusualiv  iavorable  to  iis  trade  and  navigation,  and,  uiKler 
thei>e  circumstances,  ha»  not  iiretenteii  the  moat  attisiactory  view  oi  it^ 
low  water  character.  The  examiiiatiOD,  however,  hm  seired  to  deter- 
mine-vcty  aaliflfaetorily  the  nature,  extent,  and  eomparative  proniDencj 
of  the  different  alioals. 

The  Ohio  river  derives  from  the  AUeghany  ita  priMffMl*  and  Mot 
laatin^^  wppij ;  during  the  summer  months  its  volume  is  matntaiiied,  end 
very  frequeoidy  increased,  by  the  occasional  rains  during  that  period, 
which  enlarge  materially  the  suj^ea  drawn  from  the  copious  basin  o€  tins 
tributary ;  and  it  is  only  during  a  season  of  unusual  drought  that  it  ar- 
rives at  its  minimnm  stage  :  this,  from  a  comparison  of  the  best  authori- 
ties, is  assumed  at  15  inches.  The  least  dej>th  ohtnined  during  the  ex- 
amination this  season  was  2  feet  2  inches,  although  the  water  fnr  the 
brief  space  of  a  lew  davs  only  ha?  been  as  low  as  2  feet  over  some  of 
the  shoals  between  Pitlsi)urg  and  Wheeling.  The  Ohio  throughout  its 
whole  coui  se  h  ih  in  general  a  very  equable  and  gentle  current.  During 
high  stages  this  is  the  most  uniform,  although  its  rate  is  then  eonsidera- 
bly  increiised  ;  at  low  stages,  the  river  becomes  resolved  into  a  succes- 
sion oi  ripples,  with  extensive  .slack-water  basins  between  iheiu,  varying 
in  depth  from  2  to  3,  and  even  5  fathoms*  The  valley  of  the  river  is 
bounded  on  each  side  by  richly  timbered  hiUs  Of  great  vdSmuty  in 
their  average  height,  endoaiog  fertile  bottoms,  wUeh  alteniale  in  very 
regular  aucoeasMm  on  either  aide  of  the  river :  tedgea  of  rode  oeeadon- 
ally  appear  along  ita  banks;  theaa  are  generally  of  stratified  and  mmfy 
wrought  aandatone.  There  are  few  pointa  on  the  river  deserving  the 
name  of  gorges;  the  nearest  approach  to  an  opening  of  that  character  in 
found  at  Brown's  island,.  66  miles  below  Pitsburg ;  the  heights  here 
approach  within  the  distance  of  600  yards,  and  ledges  of  roc£s  exhibit 
themselves  on  each  side  of  the  river.  There  are  several  o^r  formi- 
dable passages  on  the  river,  which,  however,  iti  comparison  with  the 
fhonis,  are  few  in  number;  of  the  rhnracter  alluded  to  are  Captina  and 
Buihngton  islands,  and  the  rapuis  called  Le  Tart's  falls  ;  these  are 
more  dangerous  for  the  passa«xe  of  ke(  1  and  flat,  boats  than  tbr  that 
of  steamers,  which,  under  the  maniigement  of  careful  pilots,  are  exposed 
to  little  risk,  when  there  is  found  sufficient  depth  of  water  at  those 
points  lor  floatage.  The  obstructions  in  the  river  generally  arise  from 
the  want  of  sullicient  depth  of  water  over  many  of  the  shoals  at  low 
stages.  There  are  points,  however,  where,  owing  to  the  existence  of 
projecting  rocks,  the  navigation  is  not  safe  for  as  much  depth  as  is  con- 
talned  in  the  channel. 

The  bars  in  <he  river  may  be  classed,  1st,  into  those  fonned  of  hard 
and  apparently  permanent  gntvel;  2d,  shifting  or  loose  gravel;  and 
3d,  shifting  aand  bars.  The  first  abound  in  the  upper  section  of  the 
river ;  these  ave  generally  exposed  fo  a  strong  curmit,  and  fonned  of 
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rounded  oKlong  pebbles  and  stone  ,  varying-  from  1  to  50  pounds  and  up- 
wards ;  they  become,  by  the  continued  action  of  the  water,  cleared  ef  ail 
smaller  particles,  firmly  imbLHidcd,  and,  by  their  conformation,  resist  the 
action  of  the  current ;  the  bottom  assiinnni;  the  consistency  of,  or  similarity 
with,  a  paven:ent  of  .smooth  stones.  The  bars  of  the  second  class  are 
composed  of  fine  gravel,  movable  !)V  stroni;  currents,  and  occur,  as  well 
as  most  of  the  sand  bars,  at  the  lowest  juiu  tiun  of  the  chutes  formed  by 
the  islands  ;  these  change  their  position  when,  upon  the  fall  of  the  waters, 
the  main  channel  of  the  river  predominates  in  a  new  direction,  and  the 
Ml  and  current  increased  hj  the  subsidence  of  the  lower  basins. 

In  the  upper  section  of  the  river,  thi  sand  bars  are  always  foun^  under 
itie  lee  of  the  blends,  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  channels. 

In  the  lowe^ section  are  extensive  sand  bars  unaccompanied  by  islands ; 
the  most  important  of  these  are  met  with  between  Guyandotte  and  Cin- 
cinnati. In  addition  to  the  shoals,  large  quantities  of  lo2;s  and  snags  are 
distributed  in  different  parts  of  the  riveV;  on  some  of  the  shoals,  they  lie 
imbedded  in  the  gravel,  forming  by  the  projection  of  tlioir  stumps  verv 
dangerous  obstructions  to  the  low  water  navigation.  Large  trees,  witn 
their  roots,  branches,  and  foliage,  in  full  verdure,  undermined,  and 
thrown  into  the  stream  by  the  m  adual  abrasion  of  the  alluvial  banks 
at  higli  water,  are  of  frequent  tx'currence.  Many  logs  are  disgorged 
from  the  smaller  tributaries  and  creeks,  which  empty  ii.to  the  Ohio. 

These  creeks,  when  swelled  liy  rains  into  rapid  torrents,  discharge 
large  quantities  of  pebbles  and  large  aTigulir  stones  into  the  bed  of  tlie 
river;  in  many  cases  forming  extensive  bura  at  their  junction. 

In  descending  the  river  from  its  head,  a  considerable  improvement  is 
ezperieoced  in  the  depdi  of  water  after  reaching  the  foot  of  Wheeling 
island ;  from  this  point  the  river,  at  stages  admitting  the  passage  of  light 
draught  steamers,  is  practicable  for  about  six  inches  greater  draught  than 
the  section  above  it.  This  circumstance  is  not  due  to  the  reception  of  any 
important  tributaiy  to  its  waters,  but  solely  to  the  decrease  in  the  rapid- 
ity of  its  descent ;  this  difference  in  the  depth  is  less  perceptible  at  an 
extreme  low  sta^.  From  a  comparison  of  tne  best  data  obtainable,  the 
descent  from  Pittsburg  to  Wheeling  has  been  estimated  approximativeiy 
at  one  foot  to  the  mile  ;  from  Wheeling  to  Guyandotte  eight  inches,  and 
thence  to  Louisville,  four  inches  per  mile.  Below  Cuyandotte,  the  cha- 
racter of  the  river  becomes  materially  changed  ;  it  here  enlarges  its  bed, 
and  flows  onward  with  a  diminished  current ;  the  level  reaches  are  longer, 
and  the  descent  at  the  ripples  less.  This  enlargement  of  its  bed,  how- 
ever,*renders  the  depth  over  some  of  the  shords  in  this  part  of  the  i  iver 
very  slight  at  low  water,  forming  several  very  shoal  sand  and  gravel 
bars.  From  Ci^icinnati  to  Louisville  tlie  navigation  becomes  compa- 
ratively much  ijhproved ;  there  are  two  or  three  bars  on  this  section, 
and  some  dangerous  snags  bel(Mv«ithe  mouth  of  Kentucky  river,  ;wh 
require  attention.  *  ^T^F^  ^ 

It  would  be  desirable  to  give  a  specific  description  and  sketch  of  ^acl 
shoal,  mre  it  not  that  their  great  number  and  ttmilarity  would  render 
such  d^mption  a  monotonous  repetition  of  nqftLthe  same  circum- 
stances. * 

Thechief  i^fMultsofmy  exiuninationare,  therefore,  embodied  in  atabu- 
lar  foim,  te^  mbsteonveniebt  for  reference,  which  is  herewith  annexed. 
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An  important  featured  the  Ohio  Hrer  is*  ob^etvAle  la  the  iaet  tbat 

at  all  the  islands  are  also  located  the  woi«t  shoals  and  rapids,  or  falls ; 
these  islands  are  considered  rather  the  cfTeel  thftn  the  cause  oi  this  fall, 
and  formed  like  the  alluvial  bottoms  by  the  gradual  deposite  from  the 

-  river,  which,  at  those  points,  being  spread  out  at  low  u  ater, leaver  some  ' 
portions  of  the  projecting  parts  of  its  bed  uncovered.    In  respect  to  Cap- 
tina  and  Buffington's  islands,  the  low  water  channel  at  each  deflects 
from  the  main  direction  of  the  bed,  and  parses  off  laterally  through  a  nar- 
row and  circuitous  loute  around  the  island. 

The  main  or  direct  chann'  I  in  both  of  the  cases  alluded  to  is  render- 
ed dangerous  by  rocks,  and  tuo  ^hoal  at  low  water  for  navigation.    The  ' 
rocks  in  the  Ohio  chute  at  Captina  island  appear,  i\om  recent  examina- 
tions, to  be  of  a  detached  character,  and  susceptible  of  removal. 

The  direct  channel  at  Butbngtou's  island  is  bounded  by  a  ledge  of 
stratified  sandstone  rock  projecting  intu  llie  river,  which  is  supposed  to 
continue  entirely  across  the  channel  beneath  the  gravel  bottom  j  it  is,  ; 
however,  situated  nearly  at  the  foot  of  the  rapids ;  some  loose  rocks  are  | 
Mattered  in  this  channel.  , 
\  With  regard  to  the  islands,  and  particularly  those  at  which  the  low 
water  channel  deviates  from  the  direct  continuation  of  the  main  bed  of 
the  river,  shiAtng  bars  are  always  found  under  the  lee  of  the  islands: 
this  rule  appears,  from  the  result  of  my  examination,  to  be  of  general  ap- 
plication in  regard  to  all  similar  points  on  the  river :  the  water  at  high 
stages  passes  w  ith  the  greatest  volume  and  current  through  the  most  ui* 
rect  and  spacious  channel,  which,  then  predominating,  throws  into  the 
foot,  a  junction  of  the  smaller  passage,  powerful  eddies,  depositing  therein 
a  bar,  which  again  changes  and  deepens  iipnn  the  fall  of  the  waters. 
With  regard  to  the  rapids  called  Le  Tart's  falls,  the  river  here  passes 
over  a  rocky  bottom,  with  a  descent  and  current  far  greater  than  is  found  i 
at  any  oilier  point  above  the  falls.   The  bottom  is  free  from  dangerous  pro- 
jections, and  the  conceiitration  of  the  water  at  this  place,  by  the  more  I 
prominent  parts  of  the  rocky  bed  on  each  side,  renders  the  depth  over 
those  rapids  much  greater  than  u]Jon  most  of  the  shoals  in  the  river;  the 
current,  which  is  here  five  and  three-fourths  miles  per  hour,  at  a  moderate 
'stage,  can,  in  general,  be  stemmed  by  steamboats  of  sufficient  power ; 
but  for  keel  boats,  and  the  lighter  class  of  steamers,  permanent  warping 
fixtures  are  here  necessary.   The  points  most  requiring  immediate  at- 
tention in  the  shoaler  section  of  the  river,  lying  between  Pittsburs  and 
the  junction  of  the  Muskingum  at  Marietta,  are,  Logtown  bar.  Black's 
*and  Brown's  inlands.  Beach  Bottom  bar,  McMahon's  creek,  below 
Wlieeling,  which  requires  the  removal  of  many  dangerous  rocks  and 
logs,  Captina  i  I md,  Petticoat  ripple  in  the  long  reach.  Carpenter's  bar, 
and  Marietta  island  ;  at  this  latter  point,  the  junction  of  the  Ohio  channel 
opposite  the  town  of  Mra  ietta  is  crossed  by  a  large  bar  of  loose  shifting 

,  sand,  which  make?  from  the  foot  of  the  island  across  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Muskini^nni.  At  the  liead  of  the  island,  three  miles  above,  the  Virginia 
channel  is  crossed  by  a  bhoal  gravel  bar. 

By  t'rj'  execution  of  that  part  of  the  plan  of  improvement  now  in  pro- 
gress, VIZ  :  the  removal  or  clearing  the  channel  of  all  sunken  lo^s, 
stumps,  snags,  and  projecting,  rocks,  the  navicration  at  low  stages,  and 
particularly  for  light  draught  steamers  and  keel  boats,  will  be  reudeitd 
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much  safer,  and  even  practicable  for  a  deeper  draught,  than  it  is,  under 
present  circumstances,  considered  prudent  to  employ :  there  are  some 
sand  and  lipht  gravel  bars  which  are  among  the  very  shoalest  on  the 
river,  but  which,  notwithstanding,  are  not  ranked  among  the  most  seri- 
ous obstructions,  from  the  comparative  safety  with  which  their  passage 
may  be  attempted.  ,    '     '  ^'  '  • 

A  system  of  improvement,  having  for  its  object  to  secure  a  specific 
depth  of  water  at  all  seasons  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  trade 
upon  those  streams  which  are  rendered  impassable  during  the  dry  sea- 
sons, from  the  diminution  of  the  supplies  derived  from  their  tributaries, 
can  be  effected  with  certainty  only  by  a  series  of  dams  and  locks. 

As  this  mode  is  not,  however,  contemplated  with  regard  to  the  Ohio, 
the  concentration  of  the  river  into  one  channel,  and  the  appropriation  of 
all  the  water  passing  to  that  object  during  the  low  stages,  will,  it  is  be- 
lieved, accomplish  all  the  further  improvement  contemplated. 

The  dimensions  of  this  channel  should  be  accommodated  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  various  descriptions  of  craft  which  navigate  the  Ohio  river. 
It  is  expected  that  in  the  upper  section  of  the  river  the  water  will  require 
to  be  confined  to  a  channel  fifty  yards  in  width,  to  cause  a  aullicient 
depth  for  the  passage  of  light  draught  steamers.  The  improvement  intro- 
duced into  the  construction  of  the  latter,  in  reference  to  the  lightness  of  ' 
draught,  with  the  present  simplification  of  steam  machinery,  induces  the 
belief  that  boats  drawing  twenty  inches  may  be  constructed  with  suf- 
ficient power  and  capacity  for  towing  and  the  conveyance  of  passengers. 
If  the  paddles  of  these  boats  are  applied  at  the  stern,  they  will  be  en- 
abled to  stem  the  rapids  on  the  river  with  much  greater  facility. 

The  construction  of  the  works  for  the  improvement  of  the  shoals  will 
require,  as  a  preliminary  step,  a  minute  and  accurate  survey  of  each ; 
the  form,  position,  and  extent  of  the  works  required,  being  governed  in 
a  great  measure  by  the  irrep^ular  features  of  the  bed.  As  the  surveys 
and  the  works  of  improvement  can  only  be  carried  on  at  low  water, 
and  within  the  limited  time  allowed  by  the  state  of  the  river  for  such 
operations,  it  is  desirable  to  commence  as  many  works  simultaneously 
at  diflerent  points  as  may  be  justifiable  by  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation. 

To  this  end  it  is  recommended  to  the  department  to  attach  competent 
surveyors  to  the  work,  to  survey  all  the  points  requiring  improvement, 
under  specific  instructions  from  the  superintending  officer  in  reference 
to  each. 

These  surveys,  as  fast  as  executed,  with  the  plan  of  improvement  pro- 
posed for  each,  to  be  laid  before  the  department  for  its  action  thereon. 

The  operations  to  the  present  time  have  consisted  iu  the  construction 
and  preparation  of  machinery  and  boats,  and  in  examinations  and 
surveys  with  A  view  to  the  location  of  works  of  improvement. 

A  machine,  with  the  requisite  boats  and  implements,  has  been  put  in 
operation  on  the  upper  section  of  the  river  in  removing  sunken  logs  and 
rocks,  to  which  object  it  has  proved  to  be  fully  competent.  The  ob- 
structions of  this  class  are  drawn  entirely  from  the  bed,  and  afterwards 
demolished. 

It  was  expected  that  the  section  from  Pittsburg  to  Wheeling  would 
have  been  cleared  this  season,  but  the  operations  have  been  recently 
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suspended  by  a  ri'^p  of  tln^  wntors,  \s  Iiich  has  also  prevented  the  execu* 
tion  of  tlie  })lrin  fur  the  i:ri})i ovenient  at  Brown's  island. 

The  construction  of  three  additional  machines,  to  be  in  readiness  in 
the  I  HHuine  spring,  has  been  provided  for. 

It  is  anticipated  that,  in  the  event  of  a  favoiabie  reason,  all  the  dan- 
gerous obstructions  of  the  detached  class  may  be  removed  during  tbe 
next  year.  ' 

All  estimate  for  the  construction  of  all  the  works  required  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  shoals  cannot  be  safely  hazarded,  until  the  exeentkmof 
•the  surveys  proposed  for  that  object. 

The  present  appropriation  will  toffiee  for  the  operations  of  tbe  ensuing 
jear.  It  is  eonridered  proper  to  state  that  tbe  most  favorable  season  for 
the  application  t>f  the  appropriation  will  not  afford  four  months  for  efi- 
cient  operation :  during  the  present  season,  about  two  weeks  only  ban 
been  found  during  which  the  river  was  in  a  suitable  slate  for  that  ohjcci

Tbe  cost  of  constructing  low  tlams  in  tbe  upper  section  of  die  river 
is  estimated  at  ||S  the  running  yard,  and  the  excayation  of  rocks  at  $3  35 
per  perch. 

The  latter  is,  however,  subject  to  more  variaticm  than  the  former,  from 

the  ronttngeneies  of  weather,  rises,  &c. 

With  regard  to  the  annexed  table,  the  department  will  observe  that 

the  stage  of  the  water,  as  there  noted,  is  presumed  to  be  very  nearly  ac- 
curate. In  Uiis  respect,  the  river,  from  its  length,  is  subject  to  great  Tari- 
ation,  from  the  time  required  for  the  increased  discharges  from  the  heaci 
tributaries  to  produce  their  final  effect  upon  the  lower  sections  of  the 

rivpr.

To  Gen.  C.  Ghatiot,  Chief  Engineer: 

Sir  :  The  Cumberland  river  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  in  October  , 
last  was  at  extreme  low  water,  affording  a  most  favorable  opportunity  of 
ascertaining  the  exact  position,  extent,  &c.  of  the  bars  and  reefs  of  rock 
which  obstruct  or  impair  the  navigation  ;  sketches  of  such  as  were  deemed 
of  most  moment  have  since  been  forwarded  to  the  department.    At  that 
time  tlie  su|)erintendent  was  engaged  in  constructing  the  wing  dam  con- 
•  necting  the  head  of  Line  island  with  the  right  hand  shore  of  the  river; 
this  is  the  principal  work,  and  measures  five  hundred  and  thirteen  jardii  i 
iu  length  :  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  this  dam  will,  when  finished,  be 
eighteen  feet  high  ;  the  balance  will  average  six  feet  in  height.    The  dam 
across  what  is  called  the  Reel  boat  channel  at  Line  island,  when  complet- 
ed, w  ill  be  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  yards  in  length  ;  of  this,  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  are  already  raised  three  feet  above  low  water  mark.  Alt 
'  oj)erations  •were  discontinued  on  the  river  November  29,  on  account  of  • 
cold  weather  and  high  water. 

The  works  were  recomme»iced  in  April  with  all  the  laborers  that  could 
be  collected.  'I'his  force  was  first  employetl  in  raising  the  dam  at  the  head 
and  foot  of  Harpcth  island,  and  in  prolonging  that  at  the  foot  of  the 
island  to  six  huncircd  and  fifty  yards  in  length.  A  brearh  of  about  sixty 
*  yards  \Nas  made  in  the  dam  at  the  head  of  Harpeth  island  by  the  water 
fluring  the  spring  flood,  which  was  repaired,  and  the  dam  strengthened 
througliout  its  w  hole  extent.  The  work  at  this  island  is  now  regarded  as 
*  complete,  and  answers  entirely  the  object  of  its  constru(  tion.  On  the  dtii 
of  Atigust  the  forces  were  removed  to  Davis's  ripjile.  Moi'e  time  was  i  on- 
sutned  at  Harpeth  island  than  it  would  seem  to  have  required  ;  this  wai 
raused  by  the  dispersion  of  the  laborers,  in  consequence  of  the  ap|)earance 
'4'rof  the  cholera  amongst  them  in  JuTie,  when  no  inducement  would  tempt 
them  to  l  emain  longer  on  the  work.  The  operations  commenced  on  the 
7  til  a  I  DavisVs  ripple  were  suspended  before  the  end  of  the  month,  in  con- 
se<juen(H'  of  sickness  amongst  the  officers  and  men,  there  being  only  twelve 
,  persons  fm-  duty  at  the  time  they  were  abandoned.  A  small  force  was  em- 
.]»loyi(l  early  in  August  in  quarrying  stones  for  the  dams  at  Line  island: 
this  force  was  inc  reased  towards  the  en<l  of  the  month  by  the  remnnni  of 
the  laborers  brought  from  Davis's  ripple  by  the  superiiitendent.  The  ini 
jwrtaiil  work  at  this  point  will  prollably  be  completed  this  fall  ;  after 
which,  if  the  season  is  not  too  far  advanced,  the  dam  at  Dover  shoal  will 
be  comnnMiced.  The  necessity  of  having  accurate  surveys  of  each  sl>«>al 
is  stroiif5ly  felt  "Without  the  information,  which  can  only  be  acquired 
Hi  from  actual  surveys,  there  must  unavoidably  be  great  unceilainty  in  the 
results  intended  to  be  produced  by  the  wing  dams.  The  object  for  which 
they  are  constructed  is  to  produce  a  uniform  depth  of  water  over  the  bars 
on  which  they  are  built;  for  this  purpose,  it  is  not  sufficient  to  raise  dams 
at  the  different  Ahoals  to  a  uniform  height  above  low  water  mark.  As  this 
river  receives  few  tributary  streams  which  materially  augment  its  volume, 
the  quantity  of  water  discharged  through  every  section  of  it  in  a  given 
time  may  be  considered  uniform,  and  consequently  varies  with  the  pi-oduct 
of  the  breadth,  depth,  and  velocity.  Assuming  as  the  depth  that  which  it 
is  desired  to  produce  on  the  shoals,  and  having  ascertained  the  velocity  by 
experiment,  the  required  breadth  of  the  openings  to  be  left  between  the 
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rentilty  with  the  least  exfieoditttre  or  labor  and  materiaU,  H  is  weiij 

know  the  distance  to  diriefent  points  of  the  adjacent  shore;  thQ  dM 
water ;  the  direction,  hreadtlt  of  the  fhoal%  and  the  depth  uf  water  oo  i 
The  walit  of  this  kind  of  inforiaation  mast  cause  uncertainty  in  estini 
and  lead  to  unnecessary  exj)cnditure8.  It  was  my  intention  to  time  my 
present  visit  to  the  Cumberland  so  as  to  reach  it  at  Iiigh  water,  for  tlie 
purpose  of  determining  the  inlltience  of  the  wing  dams  at  this  stage  of  the 
stream,  as  well  as  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  navigation  had  been  bene- 
fited from  clearing  the  banks  of  projecting  tiir.ber.  The  season  was, 
however,  too  far  advanced  before  I  reached  the  Cumberland,  which  1  found 
at  only  five  feet  above  the  point  of  lowest  water.  It  is  at  this  stage  of  the 
river  that  tlie  most  decided  advantages  are  to  be  expected  from  the  wing 
danifl.  When  higher,  their  aid  is  not  required ;  and  when  lower,  they  are 
jncanahle  of  adding  sufficiently  to  the  depth,  to  render  the  stream  pariga- 
ble  /or  any  craft  but  small  sized  steamboats  and  keel  boats*  * '  '  '  *' '  ^  ^ 

Clearing  the  banks  of  projecting  timber  has  proved  of  essential  servltl 
to  the  navigation,  by  enabling  boats  to  approiB^ch  the  points;  thus  shorten- 
ing the  distances,  and  in  many  instances,  especially  in  the  convex  sides  o{9 
the  stream,  giving  gi<eater  depth  of  water,  which,  in  such  situations,  is 
usually  near  the  shore.  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  the  department  in  my  last 
report,  that  tins  part  of  tlic  v/oi  k  M'as  nearly  completed.  There  still,  how- 
ever, remains  sonietliins;  to  be  done  belbi'c  this  branch  of  the  iiuprovcmcnt 
can  be  considered  peri'erf.  This  was  pointed  out  to  the  superintendent, 
-who  immediately  caused  the  machine  bf)at,  with  an  adefpiatc  company,  to 
])roceed  upon  this  duty,  under  the  conmiand  of  an  individual  p(  rlVctly  ac- 
quainted with  the  river,  with  instructions  to  commence  at  Nashville  island, 
and,  in  descending,  to  remove  all  snags,  sunken  logs,  projecting  tfj^ga 
•or  fallen  timber,  and  all  detached  rocks,  which  might  interfere  vlth'^HL . 
terrupt  the  future  navigation.     '  *        .  «^ 

My  last  report  contained  a  list  of  such  ])lacei^  as  were  Capable  of  being 
improved.   I  beg  leave  here  to  call  the  attention  of  the  oepartmeut  jS 
those  works  which,  according  to  the  plan  of  improvement  suggested  In  the 
original  projcct^comc  next  in  order.  Th^are«  a  dam  at  Sycamore  creek 
one  below  the  mouth  of  Uarpefh  river ;  one  at  Palmyra  island  ;  one  at  Do-' 
ver  shoals ;  one  at  Shelly'a  island,  and  one  at  Ingraham's  shoals.  Far^ 
ther  blasting  of  the  point  of  rocks  at  the  Devil's  chute  is  necessary  ;  and 
similar  work  at  Camp  Rowdy,  will  he  attended  vith  equally  beneficial  re- 
sults.   These  works  are  indispensable  to  develope  fully  the  advantafijes  of 
the  improvements  eft'ected  at  Haxi)atch,  Harpcth  shoals»  Davis's  ripple, 
Line  island,  and  the  Devil's  chute,  as  there  is  now  more  water  at  these 
places  than  at  those  beforcmentioned.    There  ren»ain  at  this  lime  unex- 
l>en(]ed  of  the  former  appropriation  about       000.    Five  thou.sand  dol- 
lars win  be  expended  during  the  four  quarters  of  1835  on  the  works  now 
progressing ;  there  will  then  remain  $6,000  available Ibr  the  ensaing  yearf 
and  applicable  to  the  projected  work.   This*  sum  is  wholly  inadequate  for 
their  construction ;  a  (brther  estimate  will  be  made  by  the  superintendent 
for  SSCOOO,  to  be  applied  to  that  object.    I  have  not  the  data  necessary  for 
estimating  minutely  the  probable  cost  of  the  contemplated  works,  but,  from, 
tlie  extent  of  the  improvements  of  which  the  Cumberland  is  capable,  there 
will  be  ample  room  for  applying  the  snrplus  advantageously,  should  the  - 
amount  called  for  by  the  superiutendent  exceed  that  which  shall  be  found

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  report  of  the  Cjondition  of 
that  portion  of  the  Cumberland,  road,  in  Ohio  under  tha  control  of  the 
United  Statea,  exhibiting  thi^  progress  made  in  its  construction  since  ilie 
SOth  of  September,  1834. 

SECOND  DivisxDNt^Embraced  between  the  town  of  Zanesville  and  the 
city  of  Columbus. 

Masonry^ — The  several  structures  between  the  22d  and  5$d  miles,  in* 
elusive,  have  been  thnrniiglily  repaircil  and  painted^  preparatory  to  tht» 
part  of  \Uv  road  being  delivered  iij>  t<i  tlic  State. 

Carpentry. — The  wooden  superstructure  of  the  bridi^e  over  the  south 
fork  of  Licking  creek,  on  the  25th  mile,  lias  been  re|)aireU  and  strenq;t'i- 
cned  by  addilional  braces  to  secure  it  ;<i;;iinsi  lati  ral  motion.  Some  sligtit 
repairs  were  made  to  the  bridja^e  over  tlie  canal  leedcr  on  tlic  52d  inile^, 
and  otheiii  will  be  required  to  the  ttooring  of  those  over  Black  Lick,  Bfg 
Walnut,  and  Alum  crreks,  prevlotia  to  their l>eing  turned  over  to  the  State. 

Coming — The  third  and  last  stratam  of  metal  was  placed  upon  eleven 
miles  of  the  roadf.viz  :  between  the  igd  and  32d  mile.s  inclu4iv(^  during; 
tiie  winter  and  the  early  part  of  the  spring  of  this  year«  aa<f  this  porttfin 
of  the  road  was  received  by  the  Governor  of  tiie  State  in  the  month  of 
2MUy.  From  the  32d  mile  to  this  place,  a  distauce  of  twenty -one  mileSy 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  metallic  covering  has  been  prepared  for  llie  three 
strata*  On  the  SOth  of  September,  seventeen  miles  of  this  i>ortion  wem 
covered  w  ith  six  inches  of  prepai  ed  c;ravel  and  quarry  limestone,  leaving 
but  four  miles  without  any  metallic  cover.  The  whfde  of  this  division  of 
the  road  would  have  been  completed,  so  far  as  regards  tlic  two  first  strata 
ot"  Mictal,  eai  ly  in  tlie  last  mon*J»,  liad  not  the  unusually  wet  weather  ex- 
perienced Ibis  year  retarde<l  tin?*  branch  our  operati(»ns  IVom  the  very 
commeucemenl  of  the  Nxorkins;  season.  Mi;rli  greater  difhcullies  have 
been  encountered  than  was  al  first  anticipated  in  procuring  a  snflu  ieut 
quantity  of  gravel  fur  U»c  covering,  having  nearly  exiiausted  Uie  whole 
district  of  country  between  the  Licking  canal  feeder  and  this  city,  of  tiiuc 
materialf  in  obtaining  the  rpi|iiired  amount  of  stone  f(»r  the  completion  of 
this  section.  Such  pmgress,  however,  has  been  made  in  the  work  as  to 
warrant  the  belief  that  this  division  will  bo  finished,  and  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  State,  in  the  course  of  the  next  montii.

BeUvcen  Jefffr9(9*i  end  Springfield,  the  maspBry  is  mrl(f  cenfietedf 
and»  should  the  wcatlier  prove  favorable  for  the  remainder  of  tlie  working 
season,  it  Is  confidently  antioipejted  that  the  whole  of  the*  masonry  m  this 
division  of  the  mad  will  be  broncbt  to  a  close. 

Carpentry. — The  W9oden  supei*structure  of  the  bridge  over  the  Sctota 
river  is  nearly  raised ;  it  will  be  roofed,  and  the  flooring  laid  in  all  the 
month  of  November,  so  as  to  adroit  the  travel  over  it,  if  necessary,  at  that 
time.  This  structure  will  be  finished  the  present  year,  if  the  weather  is 
favorable  for  outdoor  operations.  The  bridges  over  Big  and  Little  Dar- 
by creeks  have  been  strengthened  by  copper  lateral  braces  :  that  over  the 
latter  stream  will  require  still  further  re[)airs  the  ensuing  year,  to  coun- 
teract the  tendency  it  has  to  twist,  caused  in  a  great  measure  by  the  weak- 
ness of  the  >\ooden  arches  connected  with  the  truss  frames.  The  bridge 
over  Beaver  jCTfcky  <>n  the  SZth  mlkg  is  raised,  and  will  be  completed  in  the 
pezt  month. .

^Clearing  and  grMing,~-%\x  miles  of  clearing  and  grubbing  wm 
completed  last  year  after  the  SOth  of  September,  which,  with  the  six  miles 
previously  reported  as  finished,  make  twelve  tnites  of  this  section  of  tiie 
road  opened,  and  leaving  nearly  forty-two  miles  still  to  clear  and  grub. 

Congress-,  nt  its  last  session,  having  duvTltMl  tljiit  a  i  iew  of  tlie  line 
of  the  road  between  Springfield,  Oliio,  and  rtichmond,  in  Indiana,  siiould 
be  made,  our  operations  on  this  division  were  necp^<^arfly  suspended,  nntil 
the  final  i  cb»ult  of  this  rcconnoissance  should  be  made  knuwn,  in  compliance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  department  to  me  on  that  subject^  under  date 
of  the  iGth  of  March  last; 
The  project  of  operations  for  the  year  1836  is  as  foHows  : 
Tbibd  Divxsioir.  Jfasonnj. — To  repoint  tbe  maaonry  between  this  place 
and  tbe  24tli  mile,  prerioua  to  this  portion  of  the  road  being  delivered  up  to 
tbe  State. 

Carpentry, — To  complete  the' wooden  aoperatractore  of  the  bridge  orer 
Deer  creeiK^  and  make  the  necessary  repaira  to  those  across  the  Darbys. 

Covering, — To  complete  the  first  and  second  strata  of  metal  to  Jeflfer- 
son,  and  prepare  and  put  on  the  same  depth  of  covering,  from  thence  to 
Springfield.  Sub«eqncntfy,  to  prepare  and  put  on  the  third  stratum  of 
metal  from  Colnnibiis  to  the  twenty-thii-d  mile*  inclusive,  and  deliver  tbis 
part  of  the  road  up  to  the  State. 

Graduution. — To  coinj)letc  tlie  graduation  of  that  portion  of  the  road 
untiriisiied  between  Jefferson  ami  Springfield,  and  maiLe  the  necessary  re- 
pairs to  those  sections  turned  over  to  the  State. 

Fourth  Division.    Masonry. — To  complete  the  masonry  between 
Springfield  and  the  20th  mile  inclusive,  west  from  thence. 

Carpentry.-^To  complete  tlie  wooden  auperstructores  of  the  bridge  o^rer 
Mad  river,  those  ever  Donnel  and  Jackson  creeks,  across  tbe  great  Miami 
ri?er>  and  the  canal  where  it  Intersects  the  road. 

.  OrailnaHon«^To  complete  the  graduation  between  Springfield  and  the 
tOth  mile  inclusive,  west  from  thence. 

Clearing  <ind^fr6jii|p.-^To  complete  the  clearing  and  grubbing  through 
tbe  State* 

Causes  which  have  operated  against  the  advancement  of  the  iroHb— « 
Early  in  the  sprifig  and  during  tlie  gi  enter  part  oftfie  summer,  grain  of 
every  description  was  held  at  his^ii  a  pi  ire.  as  to  deter  most  ])erHor?-« 
owning  teams  from  bringinc;  ilu  in  on  to  the  road,  witljout  the  expectati m 
of  a  coiisi(](  cable  advance  upon  our  usual  rates  of  liauling.  In  fact,  ilie 
value  ot  this  species  of  labor  was  so  luucii  enhanced  as  to  induce  us  td 
curtail,  as  I'ar  as  was  consistent  with  the  nature  of  our  operations,  this 
most  expensive  part  of  the  work  until  after  the  season  ol  liai  \  e2»t. 

Another  cause,  which  baa  operated  most  materially  against  us,  and 
which  baa  tended  to  swell  the  costs  of  this  particular  labor,  aa  well  as  that 
of  eferj  other,  ia  tbe  ancceasion  of  wet  weather,  by  which  tlie  roads, 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  summer  months,  were  kept  in  as  wretched  a 
condition  as  they  are  usually  left  upon  their  breaking  up  after  tbe  winter* 
This  had  added  greatly  to  the  expense  of  the  masonry  and  covering  ;  the 

materiaU  for  boUi  having  to  be  hanled  considerable  distances,  particularlj 
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iar  fb^ fcmwr  work;  tfco  tranfportaitioii  of tlie  ttoae fhmi  one  atvootan 
being  twenty-five  miles.  A  betyy  expenditure^  ooueqnent  upon  tliis.  moat 
fomarkable  season,  was  the  loss  of  labor  in  preparing  the  surface  of  the 
road  again  and  again  for  the  reception  of  the  metallic  cover ;  the  frequent 
rains,  with  the  increased  amount  of  travel,  having  destroyed  the  graded 
aurfiue  before  it  could  be  covered  with  metal.  This  has  been  so  great  an 
evil^  on  the  division  of  the  road  west  of  this  place^  as  to  compel  us  to  pro* 
hlbit  the  travi^l  upon  it  until  the  metal  is  put  on. 

Sickness,  too,  lias  been  more  than  iisnally  prevalent  along  the  line  of 
the  road  ,  induced,  no  doubt,  by  the  hujuiditjr  of  the  -  atmosphere  and  the 
sudden  changes  of  temper  ature. 

From  all  these  causes  combined,  thv  progress  of  the  luad  this  season 
has  not  been  as  great  as  was  anticipated,  although  the  amount  ol  work 
done^  as  is  shown  h/  the  exposition  of  the  state  of  our  operations,  exceeds^ 
vei7  considerablj,  that  of  BXty  former  year. 

Raourc^  ^  lie  eomiff  a$  ng^rdt  m4tt^a2i*--~Tbat  portion  of  the  so- 
con^  division  embraced  Iratween  the  SSd  mile  and  this  cilj. 

Sandstono  for  building  is  found  at  different  distances  from  the  line  of 
the  ruad,  but  generally  of  a  very  inferior  quality*  A  few  detached  maasea 
of  limestone  have  been  discovered,  but  not  in  sufficient  quantitiss  for  any 
of  the  purposes  of  the  road.  Lime  has  therefore  to  be  brought  from  the 
third  division,  for  this  section;  sand,  in  considerable  varieties,  is  Found  at 
tlic  streams  ci'<>ssui^  the  line  of  the  road,  some  of  wfiich  arc  i)rrtt_v  clean 
and  sliiirp,  but  gentrally  of  too  fine  a  grain  for  stone  mortar.  There  be- 
ing no  rpiarry  stone  suitable  for  meral  for  the  cover  of  the  road,  recourse 
has  beeu  hati  to  the  gravt^l  bank^^  lying  north  and  south  of  the  line  of  the 
road  for  a  material  for  this  purpose.  This  gravel  is  of  vari  uus  qualities, 
being  a  mixture  of  sandstone,  slate,  and  limestone,  the  latter  piedominat* 
ing  the  nearer  we  approach  this  city.  The  material  thus  procured  was 
passed  through  iron  screens,  in  order  to  free  it  from  sand  and  claj,  and 
subsequently  broken  to  the  prescribed  weight  of  (bor  ounces* 

Xnm^er.— Elm,  beach,  hlclLoryt  and  the  diflbrent  varieties  of  the  oak, 
walnut,  maple,  ash,  and  locust,  are  found  in  greater  or  less  abundance 
throughout  this  section. 

Thibd  Division. — Limestone,  of  an  excellent  quality,  and  in  large 
masses,  for  building,  is  found  at  tlie  eastern  extremity  of  this  division  and 
from  a  quarry  three  miles  west  of  tliis  place  we  have  draM  n  our  principal 
supply  of  materials  for  the  construction  of  the  bridges  and  culverts  to  the 
28th  mile;  from  thence  to  Springfield  the  atone  !ms  heen  supplied  from  a 
quarry  two  miles  west  ot  that  town.  The  Darbyy,  \shich  it  was  supposed 
would  furnish  an  aliiuulant  supply  of  ^o(k1  bnildinej  materials,  have  failed 
almost  entirely  in  this  res|)€ct ;  the  stunc  being  inferior  in  quality,  and  of 
had  shape  for  constructions.  Aftei-  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money, 
we  were  obliged  to  abandon  tijose  quarries  on  acconnt  of  the  great  cost  in 
working  them*  For  twenty-nine  miles  of  tbis  division  no  quarry  atone 
k  to  be  Ibond*.  Lime  of  a  very  good  quality  is  to  be  bad  in  abundance 
nnd  at  a  dMap  ratOi  Building  sand  of  a  suitabk  grahi  for  stone-mortar, 
and  pretty  free  from  loam,  le  procured  from  the  Scioto  river  and  its  neigh- 
berbood,  and  in  the  vicini^  of  tiie  Darbys  and  Springfield.  Stone  for  the 
metallic  covering  between  this  city  and  Jefferson  is  obtained  from  the 
quarries  and  gravel  banks,  the  latter  of  which  furnish  nearly  a  pure  lime- 
stone. Between  Jefierson  and  Springfield,  our  chief  daipendanoe  most  bo 
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Upon  the  gravel  banks  for  mrtHt^ial  for  the  coTcr'tif  ' fHs  Sfctmn  oi  the 
ft»^d.  I'ljese  hftiiks  have  yet  to  be  explored  ;  llie  estimate,  ilici-eforc,  for 
this  particular  part  of  the  work,  is  bas^d  upon  some  nncertainty,  and  raaj 
Tary  in  sbumiK.  The  «Miie  discription  bf  iliMbcr  Is  Ibnad  tm  this  ilhrlaioB 

FoffflffB  Divi9ioir*-^LiflMtone  in  ^alMiiidAfiee,  it  1ft  ftttppowd*  irllt  to 
on  this  dhlsion,  mcH  only  for  boUdhig,  bat  for  lb«  eovtr    the  rottd* 
lAmecan  be  had  ut  a  reasonable  rate  $  sand  for  Mortar,  It  is  presQinedy 
cnn  be  obtained  at  the  priicipol  streftfff  to  be  crossed. 

In  addition  to  the  timber  specified  as  growing  oh  the  second  division,  m 

to  be  added  \\h\te  arid  yellow  poplar,  wlilrh  arc  f<niMfl  west  uf  Mad  river. 

P!nn  of  (i(lmiinstration,^Thi^  s^tfrrrintendent,  aided  \)y  llwvv  :is'^istant'»« 
one  insjiector,  (mic  super  init  ndcnt  ol  inasonry,  and  five  principal  ovcrscefs 
fmpervii>e8  tiie  o])erations  on  the  road.    Two  clerks  are  employed  iii 
office. 

Accoinpanj  ing  this  report  is  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  funds  required 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  project  of  opemtions  for  the  year  1S36.  1  liis 
estimate  may  seem  large,  but  it  is  not  greater  tbftn  the  steady  adrance- 
mnt  of  the  woi^  rH|uires ;  and  It  is,  therefor^»  iNiped  that  the  sum  asketl 
to  be  appropriaM  by  Congi'ess  for  the  road  In  tbisr  Slate  for  the  coming 
year  nay  not  be  less  than  the  amonnt  named  In  the  estimate. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  operations  on  the  road  up  to  the  sotii  of 
September,  I8S5,  showing  the  cost  of 'the  several  parts  of  (he  work,  will 
be  forwai*(Ied  to  the  department  as  soon  as  the  necessary  data  can  lie  ob* 
lained  from  ttic  disburning  agent  at  this  place. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfolly  urge  the  necessity  of  an  early  ap- 
propriatiuii  as  of  vital  imjKMlance  to  the  progress  as  well  as  the  interest 
of  tfie  road.

At  the  date  of  the.  Ui.  t  jinnual  report  on  tUe  repair  ot  tlic  Cnmherland 
road  cast  of  the  Ohio,  the  oj)erations  were  progrcsbini;  ra[»idly  under  ao 
appropriation  ol  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  linisli  the  road  from 
Cumbcrlaiui  id  Wlieclins:.  on  li  a  i-rduceil  scale  and  motiibed  pUu  as 
this  limited  buin^  hot  iiali  iIr-  thtiinated  amount,  wouiJ  effect.  * 

Contracts  had  been  made  in  August  of  1834t  under  that  appropriation, 
t»  inlshing  tlic  grade  of  the  new  route  near  Cumberland,  conStractiDg 
the  masonry  anu'weoden  superstradure  of  the  btidm  over  Will's  creek 
and'Braddeck'a  rmu  grading  48  mUss  of  read  In  Wasbinglon  oosnty, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Qiiio  count^^,  Virginia^  and  for  ptttthigen  aetritnm  of 
Wfttal  tlic  whole  length  of  the  road.  These -contracta  were  principally  car^ 
ried  into  effect  by  the  close  of  the  year  ld34,  and  finished,  exeSpUng  tb» 
hrid§0Sy  in  the  spring  of  Has  year,  (1635,)  when  the  whole  road,ftwn 
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CuDiberland  to  Wheeling,  w  &h  graded  and  covered  with  MacAdam  mettl^ 
varying  in  thickness  from  three  to  nine  inches. 

In  March,  1635,  ar)  a])|)fu])r  iati()ii  was  made  of  g546, 186,  to  complete 
the  iTjiaii's  on  t!ie  plaii  original!)'  contemplated,  w  ilh  a  iso  that  no  part 
of  tltis  sum  .should  be  ex|)ended  until  the  road  wais  iiurreudcred  tO|.  and  ac- 
cepted by,  the  States  throu^li  which  it  passed.  ,  . 

tlie  lath  of  April,  information  was  recctvail  thai;*  tho  road  had 
been  aocejitod  by  tbo  States^  and  coniniiasioners  appbinled  to  erect  toll* 
^tea  and  bouses  and  collect  toll..  F^rtiier  progress  was  at  once  put  a  stop 
to  in  the  construction  of  the  bridges  hear  Cumberland,  .tbe  timber  for 
vhlch  had  all  been  procui-ed  and  partly  worked. 

By  tlie  1st  of  Majy  contracts  were  concluded  for  putting  on  a  stratum  of 
metal  in  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland,  and  in  August  for  putting  on  another 
stratum,  being  the  last  required  to  bring  the  whole  road  to  a  uniform  thick- 
ness and  sirengtlj  of  nine  inrhfs  of  guod  limestone  metal.  The  work  in 
the  State  of  V  irginia  passed  from  under  my  sui)erintcndence  into  the  hands 
of  tlie  commissioner  of  that  State,  wlio  has  since  carried  into  effect  the  ar- 
rangement and  system  I  had  adopted,  and  niade  Kinti  acts,  so8oon  as  being 
appuinttd,  far  putting  on  a  stratum  of  metal  thr  ough  that  part  of  the  imd. 
.  By  the  SOth  of  September  the  contracts  for  the  first  stratum  of  metal 
had  been  principally  completed,  and  considerable  progress  made  in  tbe 
execution  of  the  second  afid  last  stratum.  - 

The  masonry  of  tbe  bridges  near  Gamberlandy  on  the  original' plan  of 
atone  arches,  being  remodified  to  suit  the  changes  introduced  by  tbe  change  of 
last  year  to  wooden  superstructures,  was  put  under  contract,  and  two  of 
them  so  far  progressed  with  as- tlie  completion  of  Uie  arches.  The  third, 
or  large  bridge  over  Will's  craek,  was  put  under  contract  late  in  the  sea- 
son ;  the  rrTitrc  pier  only  was  required  to  be  Uuiit  this  fall,  time  not  being 
sufficient  to  pi  epare  the  stone  and  close  the  nrdies  before  tfje  climate  puts 
a  stop  to  mor  tiir  masonry,  Tlie  arrh  stones  of  this  bridge  are  preparing, 
and  tliewlutlc  structure  is  to  be  fmi-ihed  by  next  July. 

The  Dunlaps  cn  ck  bridge  was  also  put  under  couti  ^ict  I;itc  in  the  Reason, 
on  account  of  the  ilillii  ulty  of  obtaining  the  right  of  wav,  and  ('round  for 
tke  wing-walls,  in  BtidgejMirt:  local  interests  coniijjg  ia  coliisioji  with  the 
public  good,  arrested  the  progress  of  this  work  to  so  late  a  period  that 
the  foundation  of  the  southern  abutment  only  has  been  secured*  This  work 
will  be  finished  next  seasorf,  and  promises  to  be  a  good  specimen  of  the  art 
of  masonry^  being  composed  of  blocks  of  stone  of  not  less  than  fifteen  en* 
bicfcet,  and  so  well  jointed  throoghout  the  whole  mass  as  to  admit  of  a 
cask  of  cement  in  laying  twenty  {lerclies. 

The  masonry  of  tbe  parapets  of  tbe  old  bridges  and  culverts  in  Wash- 
ington county  has  been  repaired  in  some  cases  by  rebuilding  tlie  whole 
parapet  witli  Tiew  materials  ;  and  in  other  cases  rclnying  the  old  coping. 

In  Fayette  county,  the  parapets  have  been  partially  repaired.  They  re- 
main to  be  finished  next  season,  as  is  the  case  also  with  those  in  Maryland, 

The  quantity  of  work  done  during  the  yenr  consists  of  fjuarryitig,  haul- 
ing, breaking  to  four  ounces,  and  putting  on  the  road,  two  iiundred  and 
twcnty-eight  tliousand  perches  of  nu  t;il  ;  prf])arii!g  forty  thousand  other 
perches  of  metal  on  the  side  roads  ready  to  put  on;  delivering  twenty- 
eight  ^eusand  seven  hundred  perches  of  stone  on  the  side  roads  to  be  bro- 
ken to  four  ounces  metal ;  constructing  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirteen  perches  of  masoniyi  In  bridges,  culrertst  an^  parapet  walla  j  cat* 
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ting  «nd  Itjln;  Ihm  thoamtd  aix  hfuidred  and  fortjr-fonr  IM  (nmiiing; 
measure)  of  heavy  coping ;  and  relaying  twelve  bvndred  and  seyen  &et 
of  old  coping. 

There  remain  to  be  executed  at  ttie  present  time,  to  complete  the  work» 
the  contracts  for  the  last  coat  of  metal  now  in  rapid  progress^  making  up 
the  aide  roads,  and  opening  thoroughly  tite  water  ways,  that  is,  now  under 
contract,  to  be  finished  by  the  SOtb  November^  and  the  n^asoniy  of  tll» 
bridgesy  as  before  stated.

Sir  :  I  have  the  htmor  to  tubmit  the  foUoiring  statement,  showing  tlio 
remilto  of  a-p0rtion  of  Ihe  obiemtionr  napde  dnrisg  Ike  last  feoMn,  for 
detenta^iag  the  ktitVMle  of  certaio  points  oomieeted  'wiih  the  eettlenent 
of  the  northern  boundaij  of  Ohio>  ss  required  hy  the  adtof  Jidy  14, 

The  resnlts  are  deduced  from  tddng  tfaermean  of  a  utUBber  of  ohserva- 
tions  on  twenty  fixed  stars ;  the  rerj  near  eoinoidence  in  the  deduction^ 
Made  froo.  each  observation  on  tke  same  star,  as  also  ti^ir  aceordaniee 
with  other  results  ofaftained  from  a  series  of  observations  on  other  stars 
which  have  also  been  calculated,  induce  me  to  believe  that  the  iatitudei 
of  the  several  pdints  are  true  to  the  nearest  second. 

1.  The  most  soutliem  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  is  in  latitude 
4V  97'  07"  N.  The  greatest  flilTrrrnrr  arising  frnm  n  comparison  of  the 
observations,  being  3''.05^  aud  the  greatest  diliereuce  from  the  mean 
result,  1  .17. 

2.  From  observations  upon  a  portion  of  the  same  stars,  made  on  the 
Maumee  river  near  the  east  line,  recognised  as  Fulton's,  where  that  line 
crosses  the  Maumee,  and  referred  to  said  line,  the  l^tilutle  is  found  to  be 
41°  37'  08  N.,  or  about  101  feet  north  of  the  pai^jllel  tangent  to  the 
south  bend  of  Lake  Michigan.  This  result  is  obtained  fiom  a  niean  of 
five  determinations,  the  greatest-  difTerenee  found  on  comparing  the  ob- 
servations being  r'.67 ;  and  the  greatest  difference  from  the  mean  re- 

3.  The  north  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay  is  in  latitude  41*  44'  07"  N. 
This  result  is  obtained  from  a  series  of  observations  made  on  fourteen 
ditTerent  stars,  the  greatest  difference,  as  before,  being  2''.56,  and  the 
difference  obtained  from  a  comparison  with  the  mean  result  being  r'.50. 

The  observations  from  which  the  above  latitude  is  deduced  wei-e  made. 
on  Turtle  isiand ;  the  difference  of  latitude  having  hccn  determined  trigo- 
nometrically.   The  latitude  of  the  astroAomieal  station  on  Turtle  island, 
Maumee  bay,  is  41'  45'  12"  N. 

4.  For  the  determination  of  the  latitude  of  the  roost  southerly  point  of 
the  boundary  herotofore  est  nlili^hed  between  the  United  States  and  Canada^ 
in  Lake  Erie,  two  positions  ^\(  »e  chosen: 

The  first,  2i  miles  east  ol  H  uron,  Oliio,  on  the  margin  of  the  lake,  and 
in  the  immediate  neighhot  hood  of  its  most  southwardly  bend. 

The  result  of  the  observations  jiiade  at  this  station  fixes  the  latitude  of 
the  most  southwardly  bend  of  Lake  i.i  ie  at  4V  22  54"  N. 

The  second  position  was  taken  on  Point  Pele,  Canada,  nearly  due 
north  of  the  first  position.  From  a  series  of  observations  made  at  thu^ 
station,  it  is  found  that  the  southern  extreme  of  Point  PeU  is  in  north 
latitude  41*  58'  59" ;  and  further,  that  it  appears  from  the  results  of  the 
sorvey  and  triangulation,  connecting  this  station  with  Point  Pel6  island, 
that  Point  Pele,  when  surveyed  under  the  orders  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  to  settle  the  position  of  the  territorial  line  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  under  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  projected  much  far- 
ther into  the  lake  than  it  does  at  present ;  and  that,  as  near  as  it  can  be 
ascertained  from  a  comparison  of  the  two  surveys,  this  point  in  1818  was 
in  north  latitude  41*  W. 
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The  latitudes  of  the  two  last-mentioned  points  furnish  the  data  from 
ivhich  the  most  southwardiy  point  of  the  territorial  boundury  in  Lake 
Erie  must  he  determined;  because  "aline  alon^;  the  middle  of  Lake 
Erie"  must  make  its  grealest  southing  between  these  two  points. 

Before  this  latitude  can  be  determined,  however,  the  principle  winch 
governs  in  its  location  must  be  esM^lisbed*   A  middle  point  on  the  me- 
ridian between  the  twodiom  is  found  to  be  in  latKade^r  9S'  W*J& 
from  a  portion  of  the  data  given  above. 

A  fluddle  point  on  the  same  meridian,  in  1818,  was  in  latitude 
41*  S7'  39"  N.,  deduced  from  another  portion  of  the  sante  date;  now,  a 
line  dividing  the  lake  into  two  equal  parts,  and  perpendicular  to  tines 
radiating  from  Point  PeU,  is  found  to  be  in  north  latitude  4V  83'  16'' ; 
in  1818,  it  is  found  in  latitude  41°  3^  44". 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  both  cases,  under  the  first  eonatruetion  of 
the  language  used  in  the  decision  of  the  commissioners  relating  to  the 
territorial  boundary,  the  due  east  line  from  the  south  bend  of  Lake  Mi- 
chigan will  pass  south  of  said  territorial  line  ;  and  that,  under  the  last 
construt  tion,  in  both  cases  the  territorial  line  w  ill  be  intersected  bj  aline 
running;  due  east  from  the  soutii  bend  (;t  Lake  Michiejan. 

For  the  longitude  of  the  several  poiiit>  almve  mentioned,  I  have  ihe 
honor  to  refer  to  my  report  furnished  in  January,  1834.*

Rtport  of  the  Board  of  Y^Urs  invited  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  attend 
the  general  exaxtnnaticn  of  the  eadete  qf  the  United  Statea  Unitary 
Academy. 

Hon.  Lewis  Cass,  Secretary  of  War : 

Sir:  The  undersigned,  havinjr  attended  tlie  general  examination  of 
the  cadets  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  as  a  board  of  visiters, 
submit  the  following  report  as  the  result  of  their  observations. 

The  board  directed  their  inquiries  to  the  course  of  instruction,  1)oth 
military  and  scientific,  to  the  internal  police,  disciph'ne,  and  fiscal  con- 
cerns of  the  institution.  In  making  these  inquiries,  every  facility  was 
afforded  by  the  superintendent  and  members  of  the  academic  staff.  In 
order  that  tlMse  inquiries  might  be  proseeuted' wKh  greater  advantage, 
ootDoaittees  were  appointed  -by  the  board,  with  instruction  to  inquire 
espeeialljr  into  the  portion  of  the  foregoing  subjects  referred,  to  uem, 
respectively,  and  to  report  the  result  of  their  observations. 

The  reports  of  those  committees,  which  are  herewith  transmitted,  will 
convey  to  yoa  much  information  in  detail,  which  could  not  conveniently 
be  embodied  in  this  report. 

As  this  is  professedly  a  military  institution,  the  attention  of  the  board 
was  first  directed  -to  the  course  of  military  instruction.  Although  this 
branch  embraces  a  wide  field,  it  is  intended  to  speak  of  it  as  limited  to 
engineering,  artillery,  and  infantry  tactic?. 

Enfrineerin^  is  divided  info  two  branches,  civil  and  military,  and  in 
connexion  willi  the  latter  arc  taught  the  science  of  war,  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  attack  and  defence  of  military  positions,  and  the  providing  of  de- 
fensive means  for  an  army  operating  in  the  field. 

In  the  course  of  civil  engineering  are  taught  the  properties,  preparations, 
and  use  of  materials  of  construction ;  elementary  parts  of  buildings,  and 
the  art  of  construction  generally,  including  decorative  architecture  ;  ilie 
aaanner  of  laying  out  and  constructing  roads;  the  construction  of  the 
various  kiiids  of  bridges ;  the  general  principles  which  regulate  the 
removal  of  obstructions  that  impede  the  navigation  of  rivers ;  the  survey, 
location,  and  eonstmetion  of  canals  and  railroads ;  and  the  formation  of 
artificial,  and  the  improvement  of  natural  harbors.  This  branch  is  taught 
to  the  first  or  graduating  class  by' lectures,  and  a  series  of  drawings  and 
notes,  prepared  by  the  professor  from  the  best  authorities,  and  litho- 
graphed at  the  press  belonging  to  the  institution,  under  the  title  of 
**  Outlines  of  the  Course  of  Civil  Eagineering."  Drawings,  illustrative  of 
the  prominent  parts  of  the  subject,  are  executed  by  the  cadets;  and  these 
exhibit  great  neatness  of  execution,  as  well  as  much  precision  in  detail. 
Next  in  order  is  the  course  of  military  engineering. 
This  comprises  field  and  [lormanent  fortification,  in  the  fn  st  are  taught 
to  the  same  class  the  principle-^  which  res^ulate  ihv  construction  of  field 
entrenchments ;  the  different  kinds  of  lines ;  batteries  for  the  vai  ious 
kinds  of  ordnance;  the  armament  of  entrenchments,  with  reference  to 
the  attack  and  defence;  enclosed  and  detached  works;  defence  of  posts^ 
and  the  construction  of  military  bridges;  permanent  foi iilu  ation,  in- 
cluding a  complete  description  of  the  bastion  front;  the  aiUck  uud  dc- 
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fence  oC  the  tame ;  a  critical  examination  of  the  principal  systems  of 
fortifications  ;  the  construction  and  armament  of  n  fortress  ;  the  hydraulic 
works  used  in  the  defence  of  military  potsiiiona;  auAiog;  the  princi- 
ples of  df'filrnvrnt,  and  their  application  to  works  constructed  for  inland 
and  inaritiiiK'  di  fence.  Military  enj2;ineerinu,  is  tauiijiu  from  a  text-hook, 
and  from  tiotcv^  prepared  with  judji;ment  and  skill  by  the  professor — the 
whole  beitig  amply  illustrated  by  drawings,  executed  by  the  studeDls, 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  instructers. 

To  the  professioiicii  ability  ol  the  professor  to  whom  this  depai  uiitiit 
is  confided,  th^  very  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  ht^s  pupils 
acquitted  them^eLves  ia  the  rarious  parts  of  their  course  ai  the  black 
board,  in  presence  of  the  visiters,  sflEbrded  the  niost  plessiog  e|id  emple 
testimoQj. 

No  changes,  either  in  the  course  of  study  or  organi^stton,  are  at  pre- 
sent contemplated,  nor  are  anj  deemed  necessary.  The  board,  however, 
would  recommend  the  continuance  of  small  appfopriatiens  of -monej  bj 
Gong[  V53  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  department  with  sueh  works 

and  models  as  the  professor  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Instruction  is  given  to  the  cadets  of  the  first  class  In  artillery  tactics 
during  the  encampment,  which  usually  commences  in  June  and  termiiMytes 
on  the  1st  of  September  followini^.  During  this  time  they  are  required 
to  recite  upon  a  system  of  field  artillery,  at  th?  same  time  that  they  are 
taught  n  course  of  pyrotechiyy,  mortar  exert- ise,  and  target  practice, 
w  ith  guns  of  various  caliber,  as  well  as  mm  tars  and  how  i(z5M-s.  Cadets 
ot  tlie  oiher  classes  are  also  taught  the  drill  oi  tieid  artillery  during  the 
suspension  of  the  other  academic  studies. 

It  is  (bought  by  the  olhccr  at  the  head  of  this  department  that 
time  alluwed  fur  recitation  is  insiillicient,  and  that  much  whii;h  ou^t  to 
be  studied  thoroughly  is  necessaj  ily  passed  over  rapidly. 

In  our  country  there  is  no  establishment  provided  by  law  especially 
fi>r  instruction  in  artillery.  All  the  educatloo  our  officers  receive-  In  this 
branch  of  stud)  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  mere  drill  of  aaerliUeiy 
gairlson,^  obtained  at  this  place.  This  deficiency  would  seem  to  sug^esl 
the  importance  of  placing  this  department  of  the  academy  upoQ  i  aMwe 
enlarged  and  permanent  basis. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  edvaR- 
tage  of  this  course  of  instruction  if  a  permanent  assisfaat  were  Attached 
to  it,  instead  of  the  mode  now  in  use  of  detailiog  cadets  irpsa  tkegsada- 
ating  class. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  the  board  would  remark,  that  the  mov- 
ing of  ordnance  on  the  field,  by  the  bodily  exertions  of  the  cadets 
alone,  is  a  requisition  upon  them  of  great  severity,  and  is  at  die  same 
time  obnoxious  to  the  ohjpction,  that  it  keeps  the  cadets  (  ntircly  unskilled 
in  the  only  mode  ol  uMiig  t!ie  field-piece  enipit)^(-d  1:1  actual  service. 
The  board  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety  ol  piocurini^  a  number 
of  horses  suHicieut  for  artillery  exercise,  and  also  for  ia:>(ructioii  in 
cavalry  tactics. 

The  same  horses  would  be  used  for  both  purposes,  and  tlie  number  re* 
quired  would  not  exceed  forty. 

Cavalry  tactics  have  never  been  tau^^ht  at  this  academy.  Cavalty ,  as 
md  arm  of  national  defence,  is  confessedly  of  great  importance.   It  is  sub- 
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milted  whether  instructions  in  that  branch  mi';;ht  not  bft  a<lvaiUagQOUSl|j|r 
added  to  the  course  of  instruction  at  this  institution. 

The  ordnance  stores  lurnished  for  the  year  are  good  in  qiiah'ty,  and- 
stilficient  in  quantity.  Some  field-pieces  and  guns  of  dilferent  caliber 
arv  wanted  to  rciidci  iliis  department  complete,  whiclj  are.  j^iffUculikrly 
detailed  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  this  suhjcct. 

On  djill,  and  in  tiling,  in  the  fi^ld,  the  cadets  ex.hil)it  a  tliorough 
knowledge  of  the  mancBuVres  and  eToliitlons  jn  this  i^porta^t  a;  m  of  ser- 
vice; and  in  their  drilwin^s  a^d  jaaathematical  demoostraUons  the  black 
board  they  evinced  high  proificiency  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  gun- 
nery. Their  target  arai\g  and  accuracy  of  throwing  shells  a|*e  very 
couamendable,  and;airord  une<)tiivocal  evidence  of  great  zeal  and  ability 
on  the  part  of  the  insti^cter,  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  much  credit. 

The  corps  of  cadets  organized  as 'a  battalion  of  infantry  exhibits  oil 
the  tield.a  perfect  knowledge  of  infardry  tagtics^  and  performs  ail  tl^e  eFO- 
li  It  ions  of  the  line  and  Of.  the  battahon  with  facility  anid  aecor&<;7» 
Hieir  appearance  in  dress,  in  the  condition  ol  their  arms  and  accoatre* 
inents,  as  \v ell  as  in  soldier-lilie  heariui^,  is  hisihly  gratifying,  and  deserves 
much  conjiu  ndatitin,  wliilst  it  reli£;ct9  luucii  credit  on  the  experienc^|4 
ollicer  w!u)  commands  them. 

With  rei^-ird  to  the  (iourse  of  stuJv  in  the  ollior  })ran('l5es  which  are 
tauglit,  a^riff'.i'oiy  to  the  regulations  of  t'ne  inbiiUition,  the  board  wa:^ 
well  sati'iricd  wiiii  liie  ahilities  and  zeal  of  liic  profesM>is  and  Uktax  as- 
si-stants. 

Besides  the  branches  already  mentioned,  the  cadets  of  the  first,  or 
graduaiioi;  (  hiss,  were  examined  on  moral  and  political  science,  ami  on 
mineralogy  and  geoh^g^*,^^au  all  of  which  they  exhibited  atlainiuei^t^ 
that  could  only  be  the  rienl^f  much  attention  on  their  part,  aided  by 
skill  and  perseverance  oli  |mpirt  of  the  professors  and  their  assistants. 

In  moral  and  political  science  the  ^rst  class  was  subjected  to  a  satts* 
iactoty  examination.  The  familiarity  they  evinced  with  the  sover^  sys- 
tems of  ethics  propounded  by  distingiiished  masters  at  different  periods^ 
showed  that  their  minds  had  been  effectually  directed  to  the  distinguish* 
ing  tiharacteristics  of  those  systems,  and  their  relative  merits  closely 
compared  by  them,  and  familiarly  understood.  The  examinations  on  the 
subject  of  government  and  constitutional  law  were  highly  gratifying^ 
•with  room,  it  is  tiuc,  for  slight  shades  of  difference  in  opinion  ;  on  the 
latter  topic,  tlvj  discussions  and  replies  of  the  class  were  such  as  sliowed 
a  just  comprehension  of  the  nature  and  o'ljects  of  civil  governnu  iu  in 
general,  of  the  pocidiar  and  unique  and  haj»py  system  under  which  they 
live,  qtialrfving  theiu  at  once  for  a  participation  in  the  pursuits  ol  civil 
and  political  life,  and  teaching  tliem  duly  to  a[)preciate  the  hlessings  of 
those  institutions  which,  as  soldiers,  they  may  be  called  upon  to  de* 
fend. 

The  second  class  was  examined  on  natural  and  experimental  philoso- 
phy, on  chemistry,  and  drawing.  On  these  branches,, tbe  proficiency  of 
the  cadets  was  quite  creditable  to  themselves  and  iq  their  instructers. 
The  knowledge  which  the  pupils  seem  to  have  acouired  in  the  important 
branch  of  chemistry,  not  onlj  of  its  general  principles,  but  of  their  appli* 
cation  in  d['etail,.was  gratify  ing.  The  specimens  of  drawing  by  the  cadets^ 
exhibited  to  the  board,  showed  a  practical  acquaintance  with  this  branch,. 
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which  demonstrated  that  ther  are  Atted  it  once  to  apply  dieir  acquiie^ 
iiients  to  purposes  of  practical  utility. 

The  third  dassi  was  examined  in  mathematics,  in  the  French  language, 
and  drawing. 

The  foqrtn  class  in  mathematics  and  the  French  languaee^ 
It  has  often  been  remarked,  that  in  no  school  is  the  mathematics  more 
thoroughly  taught  than  at  this  Institution.  The  correctness  of  this  re^ 
mark  was  quite  manifest  during  the  present  exaniinatioiiy  whenever  niA- 
thematies  or  any  other  branch  dependant  on  that  science  was  under 
consideration. 

The  examinations  on  the  French  language  were  very  satisfactory.  To 
those  acquainted  with  the  bncuage,  tlicie  appeared,  hy  tlie  course  of 
instruction,  to  be  imparted  to  the  student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  the  language. 

Some  of  the  members  of  tlic  board  had  an  opportunity  of  witnessing 
the  proficiency  of  the  cadets  under  the  instructions  of  the  sw  ord  master- 
It  was  thought  to  he  quite  creditable.  Whilst  the  instructions  of  the 
swordma&ter  secure  to  the  officer  and  soldier  the  best  means  of  personal 
defence,  the  exercise  connected  with  them  is  well  fitted  to  improve  the  •  ' 
Lealtb,  and  to  impart  to  the  muscular  system  tone  and  vigor.^ 

As  connected  with  the.  course  of  study,  the  board  has  thought  proper 
to  remark  that  a  good  library,  a  chemical  and  {thilbsophical  apparatus, 
are  essentid  aids  In  imparting  scientific  instruction.  It  is  believed  an 
important  benefit  would  be  conferred  on  the  institution  by  adding  to  the 
library  some  of  the  periodical  works  which  contain  the  earlies^^  and,  at 
the  same  time,  the  most  learned  dissertations  upon  the  improrements  of 
the  day. 

The  situation  of  the  professorship  of  chemistry,  it  is  tliought,  might  be 
placed  on  a  better  footing.  At  present,  it  is  subsidiary  in  every  respect. 
It  is  recommended  that  it  be  placed  on  an  equality  wiih  the  independent 
professorship,  rnd  that  there  be  two  assistants,  one  of  \\lioni  should  be 
the  professor  of  mineralogy.  The  whole  course  of  study  as  conducted, 
it  is  believed,  is  well  fitted  to  create  a  i'und  nf  information  which  cannot 
fail  to  be  of  inestimable  value  to  our  country  ii\  a  ciyil  as  w^U  as  military  ' 
point  of  view.  '  j 

The  attention  of  the  board  was  directed  to  the  course  of  religious  in-  ' 
struction.  This  course  is  necessarily  of  vital  impui  lance.  Durinsj  the 
present  visitation,  the  chaplain,  to  whom  this  department  is  tuiiU:3Uii, 
has  been  under  arrest ;  there  was,  therefore,  np  opportunity-  of  witness-  , 
ing  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  belonging  to  this  department  are  per* 
formed.  The  importance  of  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  chaplain 
has  induced  the  Board  of.  Visiters  to  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of 
War  institute  an  inquiry  into  the  causes  which  have  led  to  a  suspeosioa 
<yf  the  performance  of  those  duties. 

With  regard  to  the  internal  police,  it  is  entitled  to  high  approbation* 
The  condition  of  the  hospital  is  fully  suited  to  the  object  of  securiag  to 
^e  cadets  all  the  comforts  and  all  medical  aid  that  they  can  require  in 
ordinary  cases  of  indisposition.  Clean,  well  ventilated,  and  properly  at- 
tended by  nurses,  nothing  need  be  added  on  these  heads :  recent  cir- 
cumstances, however,  ha\T  ^Mggested  the  propriety  of  enlarging  th& 
number  of  surgical  iusti  umeuts. 
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The  south  barrark,  which  is  the  oldest  building  of  the  kind  at  this  post) 
is  badly  constructed.  The  rooms  are  too  small,  and  they  are  iojudi* 
ciously  disposed.    It  is  recommended  that  they  he  rebuilt. 

Both  barracks  present  an  air  of  cleanliness  and  order  that  reflects 
credit  on  all  concerned.       .  .  , 

The  steward's  hall,  where  the  cadets  mess  in  common,  was  \  isited. 
It  was  found  that  the  cadets  are  supplied  with  good  and  wholeaome  food. 

A  building  for  a  chai>el  has  been  tommeneed^  and  it  is  thought  will 
he  completed  this  year. 

The  storehouse  is  an  old  and  very  insecure  building,  and  altogether 
unfit  for  the  use  to  which  it  is  applied ;  anew  one  is  recommended  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  stores  deposited  here. 

The  fiscal  concerns  of  the  institution  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
board.  The  disbursements  are  found  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
appropriations  made,  and  fi  system  of  order  and  economy  prevails.  A  build- 
ing for  military  and  other  excrcfsf"?,  so  requisite  for  the  successful  prosc- 
(Mition  of  nulilary  knowledge  during  the  inclement  season  of  the  year, 
and  to  the  health  of  the  cadets,  h^s  been  commenced,  under  the. appro- 
priation for  that  purpose. 

An  improvement  is  recommended  in  the  apartments  appi opriated  to  the 
use  of  the  chemifal  1  I  aiatory,  library,  and  philosophical  apparatus. 
They  are  too  buiuil,  and  exposed  to  danger  in  making  chemical  ex- 
periments. 

The  teacher  of  drawing  is  entirely  destitute  of  the  convenience  neces- 
sary to  the  practice,  study,  and,  of  course,  improvement  in  his  profession. 
The  building  of  an  apartment  for  that  purpose  is  recommended,  the  esti- 
mated expense  whereof  will  not  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  quartermaster  the  expenditure 
appears  to  be  rigidly  confined  within  the  appropriation.  The  whole  fiscal 
arrangement  meets  the  entire  approbation  of  the  board.  The  attention 
that  is  paid  to  economy  in  all  the  details  of  the  institution  is  very  satisfac- 
tory. 1  here  remains  in  the  treasury  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  ap- 
propriation of  last  year  of  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  board  is  of  opinion  that  the  institution  is  well 
conducted  ;  that  the  objects  to  be  attained  by  i(s  continuance  are  of  very 
great  importance  to  the  community.    Kno%\]edge  isobtainod  by  mrnnsof 
this  institution,  \vliich  is  indispensable  to  il.e  successful  conduct  ol  milita- 
ry affairs.    Not  only  is  the  knowlc(?c£c  imparted  to  iho'^o  educated  here 
valuable  in  time  of  war,  htit,  should  a  >tate  of  war  be  looked  upon  as  re- 
mote, the  know  h'dge  acquired  is  sc  uk  ely  less  \'aluable  in  time  of  peace, 
when  applied  to  the  prosecution  of  the  vai  iuus  iiuprovetnents  which  are 
80  raj)itily  de\"eloping  and  enlarging  the  resources  of  our  country.  But 
the  hope  that  peace  hhall  be  perpetual  should  not  be  indulged  to  our  detri- 
ment.   The  means  most  essential  to  the  resistance  of  aggressfon. should 
always  be  within  our  reach.   The  humiliating  disasters,  the  waste  of  life 
and  treasure,  that  marked  the  commencement  of  the  late  war,  for  want  of 
a  knowledge  of  what  should  be  deemed  the  elementaiy  principles  rn  the 
science  of  war,  are  still  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  many.   This  institu- 
tion, il  is  believed,  is  well  fitted  to  obviate  the  recurrence  of  such  calami- 
ties from  the  same  cause.    At  an  expense  less  than  is  requisite  to  keep 
in  commission  a  frigate  of  the  largest  class,  knowledge  of  the  science  of 
14 
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war,  in  principle  and  in  practical  detail,  is  imparted  to  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  citizens  of  our  own  country,  to  enable  us,  in  any  emergency,  to 
conduct  our  military  operations  on  a  footing  of  equality  with  the  most 
skilful  enemy.  When  it  is  considered  that  success  in  war  is  slightly 
dependant  on  either  the  numbers  or  courage  of  the  parties,  but  is  most 
generally  the  result  of  the  scientific  and  skilful  combinations  of  causes 
the  effect  of  which  is  foreseen  and  calculated  almost  with  the  precision  of 
a  mathematical  problem,  it  would  be  a  source  of  the  most  painful  reflec- 
tion that  a  country,  justly  proud  of  its  freedom  and  liberal  institutions, 
should,  for  want  of  appreciating  the  knowledge  necessary  to  the  defence 
of  that  freedom  and  those  institutions,  pertnit  itself  to  be  placed  at  the  mer- 
cy of  the  enemies  of  all  liberty  and  liberal  institutions.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  those  Governments  most  hostile  to  liberty  at  the  present  day 
are  most  ready  to  appreciate  and  to  appropriate  all  the  aids  that  can  be 
derived  from  science,  and  applied  to  the  art  of  war.  How  important  that 
those  countries  blessed  with  freedom  should  keep  themselves  on  a  foot- 
•  ing  of  equality,  not  in  the  largeness  of  their  armies,  but  in  the  knowledge 
necessary  to  the  formation  of  armies,  and  to  direct  them,  when  formed, 
with  efficiency.  The  knowledge  imparted  at  this  institution  to  the  chil- 
dren of  our  own  citizens,  selected  from  every  part  of  the  country,  is  so 
indispensable  to  our  security,  that  to  dissolve  K,  without  providing  a  sub- 
stitute possessed  of  advantages  equal  or  preferable,  w^ould  seem  like 
retrograding  from  ci\  ilization  towards  barbarism,  and  be  well  calculated  to 
endanger  our  national  independence.

vSiR  :  The  tt)iiiniiLtec,  "wliose  attention  lias  been  directed  bv  (lie  hoard 
to  the  department  ol  inilu.^i y  instruction  ii\  the  AcadcAij^have  the  honor 
to  subiiiiL  the  result  of  their  inquiries.       ^  - 

The  gi  eat  and  leading  objects  of  the  ipsUtutioo  being  essentially  mili- 
tary, it  became  a  question  of  some  interest  to  the  eommittee  to  ascertain 
the  subjects  to  be  embraced  wilbin  the  range  of  theii'  investigation.  Were 
these  to  be  determined  by  -eonsiderations  of  their  obvious  importance  in 
the  formation  of  a. mUitery. character,  the  committee  are  of.  opinion  that 
their  report  eboold  present  a  review  of  eveiy  branch  taught  at  the  Acade- 
my, for  nothing  has  come  to  their  observation  that  could,  without  disad- 
Tantage,  be  omitted.  The  appointment  of  other  committees,  however, 
renders  it  obvious  that  such  was  not  the  intention  of  the  board;  and  they 
liaye,aeoordingIy,  limited  their  examinations  to  the  departments  of  engi* 
neering,  artillery,  and  infantry  tactics. 

The  course  of  ensjineerin^  is  divided  into  two  branches,  civil  and  mili- 
tary; and,  in  connexion  with  the  latter,  arc  taught  the  science  of  war,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  attack  and  dclonce  of  military  positions,  and  the 
providing  of  defensive  means  for  an  army  operating  in  the  field. 

Tn  the  course  of  civil  engineering  are  taught  tlie  properties,  prepara- 
tion, and  use  of  materials  ol  eonstruction,  elementary  parts  of  buildinpjs, 
and  the  art  of  eonstrucUun  gcnerallyj  including  decorative  arcliiiecLuie  j 
the  ujanner  of  Uiymg  out  and  constructing  roads;  the  construction  of  the- 
various  kinds  of  bridges;  the  general  principles  which  regulate  the  re* 
jnoval  of  obstructions  that  impede  the  navigation  of  rivers;  the  survey, 
location,  and  construction  of  canals  and  railroads,  and  the  formation  of 
.  artificial,  and  the  improvement  of  natural  harbors.  This  branch  is  taught 
to  the.  fot  or  graduating  class  by  lectures,  and  a  series  of  drawings  and 
noles^prepareaby  the  professor  from  the  bestautliorities,  and  lithographed 
al  the  piesa  belonging  to  the  institution,  under  the  title  of  OuUiiMe 
.^qfthe  Omrse  of  Civil  Engineering*^^  Drawings  illustrative  of  the  pro* 
minent  parts  of  the.  subject  are  executed  by  the  cadets,  and  these  exhibit 
.great  neatneis  of  execution,  as  well  as  much  precision  and  detail. 

Next  in  order  comes  the  course  of  military  engineering,  'f'his  com- 
-prisef  field  and  permanent  forti/icaliom.  In  the  first  are  taught,  to  the 
-same  class,  the  principles  which  regulate  the  construction  of  field  in- 
trenchments ;  the  dillereat  kinds  of  lines;  batteries  for  the  various  kinds 
of  ordnance  ;  the  armament  of  intienchmcnts  with  reference  to  the  attack 
and  detcnre;  enclosed  and  detached  works  :  defence  of  posts,  and  the 
construction  of  miUiary  briJgeb.  r^nuanmlJortijicaliQn  includes  a  com* 
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plete  description  of  the  btstioii  front,  constructed  aecordiag  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  Vaubsn  and  ConDontaigne ;  the  attack  and  defence  of  the  same; 
«  critical  examination  of  the  principal  systems  of  fortification ;  the  eon- 
struction  and  armament  of  a  fortress ;  the  hydraulic  works  used  in  the 
defence  of  military  positions;  mining;  the  principles  of  defilement,  and 
their  application  to  works  constructed  for  inland  and  maritime  defence. 
Military  engineering  is  taught  from  a  text-book  translated  from  the  French 
of  Gay  de  Vernon,  by  M.  O'Connor,  and  from  notes  prepared  with  judg- 
ment and  skill  by  the  professor ;  the  whole  being  amply  illustrated  by 
drawings  executed  by  the  stude.ttts,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
instmcters. 

This  department  is  confided  to  the  care  of  Professai-  D.  H.  M  -han,  to 
whose  professional  nhility  the  very  Mo  and  satisfactory  mai.ner  in 
which  his  pupils  acquitted  thei!}se!ve9  in  the  various  parts  of  tl>eir  course 
at  the  black  board,  in  presence  ol  all  the  visiters,  as  well  as  the  com- 
mittee, afforded  the  most  pleasing  and  ample  testimony.  No  cliangesi, 
cither  m  the  course  of  study  or  organization,  ar  e  at  present  contemplated, 
nor  are  any  deemed  necessary  by  the  couiiniUec.  T  hey  would,  how- 
ever, suggest  to  the  board  the  propriety  of  recommending  the  continu- 
ance of  small  appropriations  of  money  by  Congress,  for  the  purpose  ot 
providing  the  department  with  such  works  and  models  as  the  professor 
may  from  time  to  time  require.  Models,  illustrative  of  the  anhjects  of 
architecture  and  engineering,  facilitate  greatly  the  lahors  of  both  m- 
stnicter  and  pupil,  and  are  indispensable  to  thorough  instruction. 

The  committee  next  went  into  an  examination  of  the  department  of 
artillety,  and  find  that  instruction  is  given  in  artillery  tactics  to  the  ca- 
dets of  the  first  class  during  the  encampment,  which  usually  conunenees 
in  the  month  of  June,  and  terminates  on  the  1st*  of  September  follow- 
ing. During  this  time,  they  are  required  to  recite  upon  a  system  of  field 
artillery,  abridjred  from  L\\nemand.  at  the  Fame  time  that  they  are  tmight 
a  course  of  pyrcHechny,  mortar  exercise,  and  target  practice,  with  guns 
of  various  calibers,  as  well  as  mortars  and  howitzers.  Cadets  of  the 
other  clas.-es  are  also  taught  the  drill  of  field  artillery  during  this  su^ 
pension  ot"  the  other  academic  studies.  ' 

'  At  the  comiucneenient  of  the  academic  term  in  tlio  fall,  about  two 
"months  arc  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  tl-eory  and  practice  of  artillerv, 
and  the  fabrication  of  cannon,  \( .  ;  and  iiom  one  month  to  six  weeks  hi 
the  spring,  to  a  review  of  the  same  subjects,  preparatory  to  ihe  June  ex- 
amination, ^^"^ 

It  is  thoueht  hy  the  officer  at  the  head  of  this  department  that  the 
time  allowed  (or  recitations,  considering  the  dtfflculties  and  tmportanee 
<»f  the  course,  is  insufficient,  and  that-  much  which  ought  to  be  studied 
more  thoroughly  is  necessarily  passed  over  rapidly. 

Artillery  in  £nrope  is  considered  a  most  Important  arm  of  service  ^ 
and  much  time  and  expense  are  devoted  to  its  improvement.  In  our 
'country  there  is  no  establishment  provided  by  law  especially  for  instruc- 
tion in  artillery ;  and  all  the  education  our  officers  receive  in  this  hrandi 
of  study  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  mere  drill  of  an  artillery  garrison, 
obtained  nt  this  place.  This  defici'^ncy  would  seem  to  suggest  the  im- 
portanre  of  placing  this  department  of  the  academy  upon  a  more  enlarged 
and  permanent  basis. 
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It  is  also  thought  hy  the  same  officer,  and  approbated  by  th^  opinion 

yotir  oommittee,  that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  this 
•«our80  «f  instruction  if  a  permanent  assistant  were  attached  to  it.  If 
practicable,  thts  should  be  done  with  as  little  delaj  as  ppssible..  It  has 
been  customary  to  detach  several  cadets  from  the  graduating  class,  who 
are  detained  here  dunng  the  encampment,  to  aid  in  heaiiag  recitations^ 
and  in  giving  practical  instruction  ;  but,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee^ 
this  is  obviously  objectionable.  These  assistants  are  stiU  cadets  in  feel* 
ings ;  and  those  whom  they  instruct  reciard  them  as  equals  and  compa- 
nions. Nor  is  it  probable  they  feel  tne  responsibility  that  should  in- 
fluence an  instructor,  owing;  to  their  connexion  wiih  the  department 
being  so  ^rief.  One  other  cirounislLincc,  wliich  induces  the  committee 
to  urge  this  point,  is  the  foct  that,  in  addition  to  his  appropriate  duties, 
the  officer  at  the  head  of  the  department  is  also  charged  with  the  com- 
mand of  tlie  United  States  troops  on  liii:,  station. 

The  supplies  of  ordnance  stores  furnished  for  the  year  are  good  in 
quality,  and  sulikicnt  as  to  quantity  ;  and  within  the  last  year,  the  de- 
partment has  been  amply  supplied  Aviih  moi  tars,  and  guns  of  heavy  ca- 
liber, whilst  a  requisition  for  field  pieces  has  not  been  complied  with, 
owing,  it  is  thought,  to  the  circnmstance  of  the  ordnance  department  not 
having  at  its  disposal  guns  of  the  proper  caliber  and  model.  The  field 
battery  now  in  use  is  composed  of  pieces  of  Tarious  models,  and  their 
carriages  are  heavy  and  difficult  to  roanceuvre  by  manual  force*  A  field* 
battery  of  light  six  or  four-ponnders,  mounted  on  light  carriages,  would 
facilitate  the  Evolutions  and  manoeuvres,  and  relieve  the  cadets  from  a  • 
heavy  labor,  to  which  they  have  been  heretofore  subjected. 

The  twelve-pounders  on  hand  are  defective,  and  have  been  condemn- 
ed ;  but,  possessing  no  others,  they  have  been  continued  in  use,  by 
using  small  charges.  A  battery  of  four  twelve-pounders  and  two  twenty- 
four-pounder  howit5^ers  would  render  the  department  complete  in  this 
respect.  All  j)roje('tiles  supplied  for  practice  should  be  ot'  the  hest 
quality;  without  which,  tlu^e  can  be  no  satisfartory  results  in  target 
firing,  and,  in  consequence,  no  conhdenee  on  the  part  of  the  cadets  ia 
this  brancli  of  tlieir  course  of  study. 

On  drills,  and  in  firing  in  the  field,  the  cadets  exhibited  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  tlie  liiaiuuuvres  ancl  evolutions  in  this  important  arm  of 
service;  and  in  their  drawings  and  matheuKitieal  demonstrations  at  the 
black  board  they  evinced  high  proficiency  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
gunnery.  Their  target  firing  and  accuracy  of  throwing  shells  are  very 
commendable,  and  afford  unequivocal  evidence  of  great  zeal  and  ability 
on  the  part  of  the  instructer,  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  much  credit. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  an  examination  of  the  course  of  studies 
of  the  cadets  as  a  corps  of  infantry.  The  organization  is  a  battalion  of 
four  companies,  having  an  appropriate  number  of  officers  and  non-com* 
missioned  officers,  agreeably  to  the  regulations;  and  the  whole  is  com- 
manded by  Major  Fowle,  of  the  third  Infantry,  an  officer  of  experience- 
and  high  moral  worth. 

This  corps  exhibit  on  the  field  a  perfect  knowledg;e  of  infantry  tactics, 
and  pnrform  ali  [hv.  evolutions  of  the  line  and  of  the  battalion  with 
facility  and  acnii  aey.    Their  appeal  ancc  in  dress,  in  condition  of  their 
arms  and  accoutveiiK  nt-^,  as  well  as  in  soldier-like  bearing)  is  most' 
highly  gratifying,  and  deserves  much  commeudation.  Dig,^i^^  by  Google 
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The  instruction  imparted  to  the  corps  is  sivrn  in  the  fieUl  and  the  re- 
citing room  in  infantry  tactics.  In  witnessing  their  recitation  in  the  liall 
of  examination,  the  committee  were  of  opinion  that  they  fully  under- 
stood the  course,  though  in  some  instances  deficient  in  explanation  oo 
subjects  witli  which  they  exhibited  an  acquaintance  in  the  field. 

The  committee  nv«)u1(1  remark,  in  conclusion,  that  they  arc  satisfied, 
indeed  gratified,  with  the  result  of  their  inquiries  into  all  the  subjects 
referred  to  it  for  investigation,

Course  qf  SivdiM* 

The  frequent  detail  of  t]M  course  of  study  ip  this  insti^tm  renders  it 
UBDoeessarj  that  your  committee  should  enter  fully  into  the  description 
of  ily  but  at  the  same  time,  not  to  let  pass  unnoticed  the  proper  enco- 
mium upon  the  able  manner  in  irbich  the  professors  acquit  themselires 
to  their  own  honor  and  the.  profit  of  the  pupils.  The  most  attentive  ex- 
amination into  the- various  means  of  education  have  induced  them  to  lay 
aparticuhir  stress  upon  the  assistance  offered  by  a  good  library,  and 
chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus.  The  former  is  but  illy  kept  up 
by  the  present  appropriation,  it  is  true  tliat  all  the  standard  works  are 
here,  but  those  on  literature  are  not  to  be  found;  and  as  the  eariiest  and 
at  the  same  time  the  most  learned  dissertalions  upon  the  improvements 
of  the  day  are  found  in  periodical  works,  v.  e  suggest  them  to  he  added. 

The  professor  of  chemistry,  which  is  more  an  executive  than  a  lawful 
app  lutjiient,  stands  in  a  situation  truly  unpleasant,  instead  of  being  an 
indepeudunt  professorship,  it  is  in  every  re.spect  subsidiary.  In  this  de- 
partment the  commilLc  e  propose  the  eijualization  of  this  professor 
the  olhers  of  this  institution,  and  two  asbist;unts,  one  of  whom  should  be 
the  profebsor  of  mincrulojiv,  Avitii  privilcjjes  in  nuiL  uiiu  pay. 

When  we  look  ovei'  the  ^splendor  and  perfection  of  the  philosopliical 
apparatus,  we  cannot  but  be  stiuck  with  the  inappropriateness  of  the 
room*  The  crowded  state  of  Xh^  instruments,  and  the  injury  that  they 
would  sustain  by  moving  them  for  the  pui  poses  of  instruction ,  must  in* 
dttce  this  committee  to  ask  of  the  proper  authorities  a  room  better  suited 
to  this  important  collection,  and  prevent  the  deterioration  they  necessa- 
rily undergo.  Improvements  in  th^  science  of  natural  philosophyi  near* 
ly  every  branch  of  which  is  illustrated  by  instruments,  requjre  alsQ  aid 
by  an  annual  appropriation  larger  than  that  now  allowed. 

In  this  hasty  survey  of  that  which  to  them  seemed  their  proper  de- 
partment, they  did  not  oifer  any  c^eneral  reflections  upon  the  institution 
as  fitted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  originally  designed.  Nor 
would  they  do  so  now,  but  for  the  allusion  held  up  that  this  purpose  has 
been  per^  erted.  Such  is  not  the  fact.  If  tiie  sons  of  the  w  ealthy  enjoy 
these  advantages,  it  is  found  to  result  from  that  influence  thai  wealth 
exercises  on  every  condition  of  things ;  and  if  to  the  influential,  it  mtist 
spring  from  that  same  influence  w  hich  those  who  bestow  desire  from 
those  upon  whom  these  tjifts  are  bestowed-  Another  reason  whv  this 
inatitUtioaAoiddbe  equally  divided  iu  it$  beneats  to  two  classes  of  rich 
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and  poor,  is,  that  the  earlier  education  of  the  for  mer  fita  them  better  to 
make  returns  to  the  country  in  fuller  and  more  perfect  information. 
This,  we  are  aware,  is  not  an  unexceptionahle  rule,  the  first  reward  Iiere 
being  often  bestowed  U}ion  sojiie  one  who  has  labored  under  the  misfor- 
tune of  beins  poor.  Another,  and  by  no  means  the  least  itnj)oi  tant  rea- 
son ioi  tlie  appiopi  lations,  and  the  continued  existence  of  this  bchool,  is 
the  state  of  our  physical  eoiiditio&  aa  a  country.  EiUeasiye  in  its 
geographical  houndariee^  unlimited  m  iU  wealth,  andMoeUted  in  feel- 
ings of  political  fraternity,  we  ought  to  be  brought  inio  constant  ititer- 
eowae.  What,  we  would  aak,  is  more  certain  in  producing  this  efiect, 
tiian  the  aid  of  vations  departments  of  engineering  ?  From  our  examin- 
ation of  this  class,  we  see  railroads,  the  application  of  steam,  and  all  me- 
chanical principles  developed,  and  npt  one  eadet  who  cQuld.  not  apply 
them  to  this  all-important  end. 

In  conclusion,  then,  your  committee  beg  the  continuanee  of  this  insti- 
tution, and  that  all  the  necessary  means  of  keeping  it  alive  may  be  found 
included  in  yaur  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War.

InUrnal  Police. 

The  Committee  on  Internal  Police  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
h^d  under  consideration  the  various. subjects  within  the  purview  of  their 
duties,  and,  while  they  have  much  to  approve  and  admire,  they  have  ne- 
vertheless, in  their  investigations,  discovered  defers  which  they  wili 
now  bring  to  the  view  of  the  board* 

.  As  the  health  of  the  cadets  is  of  primary  iroportanca,  your  committee 
directed  their  attention  first  to  an  examination  of  the  -hospital. 

The  c  ondition  of  the  hospital,  in  its  internaf  arrangements,  is  fully  suited 
to  the  object  of  securing  to  the  cadets  all  the  cotu  forts  and  all  the  medical 
aid  that  they  can  require  in  ordinaiy  cases  of  indisposition.  Clean,  well 
ventilated,  and  properly  attended  by  nurses,  nothing  need  be  added  on 
these  heads.  Recent  circumstances,  however,  of  n  painful  character,  have 
suggested  thr  ]Hopriety  of  enlarji;in}2;  the  nunii)er  of  surgical  instru- 
ments, as  casualties  appear  to  l)e  tlie  most  common  outlet  of  life  here. 

The  want  of  an  appropriate  instrunioTit  at  a  proper  moment  sometimes 
proves  fatnl,  when  it*^  a[>]>lic:itif>n  would  perhaps  give  relief. 

The  attention  of  yoia  coiiimUtee  was  next  drawn  to  the  barracks. 
The  south  barrack  is  the  oldest  bailiiing  of  the  kind  at  this  post.  The 
rooiiia  .ire  InuWy  constructed,  both  as  i  egards  their  dimensions  and  their 
location.    They  are  too  small  for  the  purposes  to  which  they  are  appro- 

Eriated,  and  very  injudicioubly  disposed.   The  north  barrack  contains 
irge  and  well  ventilated  rooms^  in  every  way  calculated  to  insure  the 
comfort  of  the  incumbents. 

Both  barracks  present  an  air  of  cleanliness  and  order  that  tefleots 
credit  on  allconaerned.  ... 

Your  committee  next  visited  the  steward's  hall,  where  the  cadets  meipi 
in  eommen.  Here  we  found  that  the  cadets  are  snppUed  yriik  good  and 
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wholesome  food.  The  price  of  board  in  this  hall,  exclusive  of  bedding:, 
washing,  or  any  other  accommodation,  other  than  dieting,  ii  ten  dollars 
per  month. 

A  new  building,  fifty  feet  in  front,  seventy  feet  deep,  nnd  twenty-four 
feet  high,  has  beeu  commenced,  and  is  intended  for  a  oliapel.  The  erec- 
tion of  such  a  building  is  much  wanted,  and  will  l)e  completed,  it  is 
thouglit,  this  year.  The  storeliouse  here  is  an  old  and  very  insecure  . 
huildiniT,  only  nine  and  a  half  feet  lonp;,  an<l  eleven  feet  deep,  and  is  ai- 
tu^etht  1  unfit  for  the  use  to  which  it  is  applied. 

In  conc  lusion,  your  committee  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the 
bo^d  that^e  especial  attention  of  ^e  Secretary-  of  War  be  called— 

#1f  o  the  necessity  of  an  additfonal  supply  of  surgical  instruments* 
To  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  the  south  barracks. 
'to  the  necessity  of  erecting  a  storehouse  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
the  stores  deposited  here.

Fi9eal  Conctm9, 

The  Committee  on  Fiscal  Concerns  report  tliat,  in  pursuance  of  the 
duty  assigned  to  them,  they  have  cursorily  inspected  the  accounts  of  this 
institution  between  the  I  at  of  January,  18.34,  and  the  31^t  December, 
1835,  inclusive,  and  believe  them  to  be  correct;  th  it  the  disburseincnts 
are  in  accordance  with  the  appro})riations  made,  and  that  a  system  of 
order  and  economy  j)re v  ails  throughout.    The  ordinary  a])propnations 
for  the  Military  Academy  are  embraced  under  the  general  appropriation 
of  pay  and  subsistence  for  the  army,  which  does  not  discriminate  be- 
tween the  pay  and  subsistence  of  it  and  that  of  the  cadets.   By  the 
regulations  of  this  institution,  the  paymaster  here  stationed  is  treasurer  of 
the  cadets,  and  the  sum  appropriated,  as  above  mentioned,  is  by  him  dis- 
bursed.  The  amount  of  this  fond  annually  expended,  by  an  average  of 
the  last  ten  years,  may  be  fairly  estimated  at  ^93,566  53.    Another  ap- 
propriation is  made  specially  for  tb.e  .Military  Academy,  and  directs  the 
objects  to  which  it  shall  be  applied.    I'hese  are  fuel,  forage,  statiooaty, 
printing,  transportation,  postage,  and  for  repairs  of  buildings,  improve- 
ments, &c. ;  likewise  for  the  pay  of  the  adjutant's  and  quartermaster's 
dcrks,  increase  and  expense  of  the  library,  for  j)hilosopliical  apparatus 
and  models  for  the  department  of  engineering,  for  models  for  tiie  depart- 
ment of  drawing,  repairs  of  mathematical  in:jlruments,  lor  apparatus  and 
contingencies  for  the  department  of  chemistrv,  misrellaneous  items,  and 
incidental  expenses  of  the  Academy,  and  for  delt  a}  ini!;  the  expense  of 
the  Board  oi  Visiters  at  West  Point.    The  annual  sum  thus  appropriated 
is  about  $2 J, 000. 

There  have  bcon  occasional  cxti-aordinary  appropi  iatitms,  viz:  one  of 
SSOfOOO  for  the  erection  of  a  building  fot  niilifary  and  other  exercises. 
This  necessary  edifice  has  not  yet  been  erected,  from  the  drcmsstmce 
that  the  sum  appropriated  forthe  purpose  was  inAui&cicnl»  it  has,  bow* 
ever,  been  coromeiiced,  and  about  f  1,000  expendedf  under  tke  belief  that 
Congress  will  not  refuse  to  complete  a  work  so  requisite  for  the.suceeieiul 
prosecvtion  of  military  knowledge  daring  the  inclenent  season  of  the  year, 
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«  and  to  the  healtli  of  the  cadfttfl.  Tlierc  has  likewise  beon  an  appropria- 
tion (kf  $10,000  for  a  rhapcl.  whirh  is  now  in  a  state  of  progifsH,  and 
about  <J  1.8-40  cxpcndefl  up  to  tlie  1st  of  April.  'I'lie  sun)  orit^inail}  appro- 
]M-iHte<i,  o\A  ing  to  tlic  rise  in  the  |)rice  (»f  fuaterials  and  labor,  it  is  feared, 
will  not  couiplete  the  building  ;  but  the  tieceMitj  vf  moral  and  relig-ous 
instruction  is  so  evident*  as  to  occasion  no  ajrpreliemloii  that  the  Beoessa- 
rjf  mctins  to  llnisli  it  will  kt  witliheld. 

Thecoennittee  are  compelled  to  reoomniend  that  an  ImproTement  shouM 
be  made  in^  the  apartment  appropriated  to  the  use  of  chemistry*  the  libfatfyt" 
and  •  nattiral  philbsojibjy  they  Itelng  too  small  for  an  advantageous  disffMly 
of  pli  i  I  osophicHl  apparatus,  or  of  chemical  experinMnts.  Besides^  tlie  vll 
uable.library  and  costly  philosophical  apparatus  is  continually  endaiif|€(M 
by  fire,  unavoidably  rontingent  on  chemical  experiments.  The  c<immitVce 
regret  that  the  tearlu  i  ofdrawiug  is  so  entirely  destitute  of  the  corivenienci^ 
iieces«^ary  to  the  pra(  tire.  study,  and.  of  course,  iniproveuicnt  in  iiis  profes- 
sfoi).  ^I'lic  otily  ]dace  in  wliich  l»e  can  prosecute  his  Liljors  is  eillur  the 
field  or  tlie  giu'ret.  Other  prolesstirs  have  fiu  iiilies  (inriiig  vacations,  or 
other  relaxations  from  tlieir  aca<lemic  duties,  to  j)rosccutc  those  studies 
M'bicli  lead  to  eminence  in  their  professions.  The  committee  arc  of  opinion 
tliat  it  would  be  vain  to  expect  stability  in  a  department  so  inseparably 
connected,  with  the  objects  of  this  instittitiim,  (a  complete  military  educa- 
tioiiy)  or  that  distinguished  roasters  would  continue  here  as  professors  if 
reasonable  accommodation  Is  not  affortled  them.  They  therefore  recvm* 
mend  tlie  balldliig  of  an  apartment  for  the  use  of  the  teacher  of  drawings 
the  expense  whereof,  it  is  estimated,  will  not  exceed  $300.  Your  committee 
have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  treashrer  and  of  the  quarterm&ster ; 
they  arc  arranged  in  a  tabular  form,  mider  appropriate  beads,  for  eacli  of 
vshich  there  is  a  voucher,  and  vithout  which  the  accounts  would  not  be 
passed.  The  exj)eiiditures  rigidly  adhere  to  the  appropriatitjii,  and  the 
xsholt  fiscal  arrangement  meets  our  entire  apjirobation.  Your  committee 
have  directed  tlieir  atteriiion  to  the  iru|uiry,  if  due  attention  is  hei'e  paid 
to  economy  in  ail  the  details  of  the  inotitulion,  and  the  result  is  very 
batisfactorv. 

The  regulations  refuse  to  the  cadet  4he  possession  or  use  of  money,  or 
the  expenditure  of  it,  hot  witii  the  consent  of  the  superintendent  The 
pay  and  subsistence  of  the  cadet*  is  016  per  month  and  two  rations* 
equal  to  fiS;  making  the  total  $^8  per  month*  Each  cadet  provides 
a  check  bookt  wbidi  is  arranged  in  tabular  form,  and  exhibits  in  one  view 
Lis  ex{>enditttres  and  his  means.  When  the  eaydet  desires  to  obtain  an 
aft*ticlc,  he  applies  to  the  superintendent,  whose  app:*t>val  is  indicated 
by  w  nting  in  the  opposite  ooluma*  The  article  is  then  furnished,  and 
charged  to  the  cadet  by  aTi  entry  in  another  column.  The  entries  in 
this  check  book  are  coMstaiitly  exhibited  to  the  supei  intendeut,  and  are 
vouchers  upfni  which  the  treasurer  pays  to  the  persons  who  furnish  the  cadets. 

This  mode  of  keepirjg  the  account  is  peifectly  siujj»lc,  easily  understood, 
and  well  imagined  to  picvent  imposition,  besides,  the  moral  effect  is  ex- 
cellent, as  the  cadet  is  constantly  admonished  of  the  extent  of  his  income, 
and  the  necessity  of  a  prudent  exercise  of  his  slender  means.  It  gives  to 
liim  the  habit  of  order  irl  bid  affairs  ;  a  qualification  essential,  not  only  to 
his  professional  success,  but  to  his  reputation  and  happiness  as  a  private 
man;  and  yourcoiBmtttee  cannot  refrain  from  here  expressing  their  entire 
approbation  of  the  system.   It  is  the  best  evidence  your  committee  can  af* 
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ford  you  of  ec«nomy  on  tbc  part  of  those  charged  with  tlie  adminktration 
of  the  institution,  ihat  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  in  tlie  treasury  <*f 
tlie  Jast  year's  appi  opriation  of  about  Sa, 000,  S5,000  of  which  it  intended 
for  the  supply  of  fuel,  in  part,  for  tlleeiMiiiiig  year;  for  whioht  bcretofor«» 
90  appi-oprialion  liAs  boen  aado  in  seMon  for  the  neceaaitieg  of  the  iaetittft. 
tioB»  leaving  a  belance  of  88»000* 

From  the statcfDent  made,  it  will  he  peroeived  tliat  the  emiMl  WMMttt 
espendeil  ie  estimateii  to  ai'vrago  IS  118,566  52 ;  that  is  to  say,  for  the  pej 
of  piol<eS8or8»  and  pay  and  subsistence  uf  cadets,  S9d»566  53;  and  Cor 
academic  purposes,  S^^5,00a  The  latter  item  embraces  the  sum  iieces«;ary 
for  the  increase  of  the  iihrarj,  the  philosophical  apparatus,  matliMnatieai 
iostrumeiits,  \r. 

By  a  refereuce  to  the  regulations,  it  will  be  perceived  that  each  cadet, 
upon  entering  the  institution,  is  re(|(iire<l  to  furnish  certaia  articles  ot' 
clothing  and  furniture,  !ie{  essary  to  Itis  C(imf»)rt. 

The  cost  of  the  abuve-mentioned  rrquisites  is  aljout  $75.  It  is  with  re- 
gret yuui  committee  itiform  you  thai  tnany  cadets  do  not  bring  willi  them, 
"^hcn  they  come  to  the  iusniuiion,  moiipy  for  tliis  use.  Tiia  consequence 
is,  the  cadet  is  compelled  to  contract  d^ts  in  anticipatioii  of  pay,  which 
occasions  him  mnch  emhnrrassment,  and  is  uafrisndly  to  that  high  feeling;' 
of  independence  which  ie  the  characteristic  of  a  freeman  and  a  soldier. 

Your  eommlttee  recommend  that  the  War  Department  he  requcated  to- 
impress  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  cadet,  when  notified  of  their  ap» 
poiatment,  of  the  necessit/  of  furnishing  the  means  required  hj  the  abore* 
alluded  to  regulation. 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  no  beneficial  reduction  of  ezpenaes 
can  at  this  time  be  effected  in  this  institution.  Indeed,  when  the  great 
moral  and  political  benefits  emanating  feoin  it  are  considered,  ther  are 
only  snrpfi-cd  that  so  much  atlvantage  can  be  gained  at  such  a  cost.  By 
this  insiHun  the  remote  ends  <jf  our  country  are,  if  not  indis<i(vlublv 
hound,  more  iii  nily  welded  toj^ether.  The  yoiitli  of  the  North,  the  Soutli, 
the  East,  and  the  West|  arc  licre  brought  togetiier,  and  united  io  friead- 
shij>':i  holy  bands. 

The  parents  partake  of  their  sons'  feelings,  and  love  those  they  have 
never  seen,  hrcanse  tlieir  sons  loved  them.  The  youth  here  taught  enter 
the  world  with  the  highest  aspirations^  and,  hring  fitted  for  an^  oarfiil 
purpose,  will  attain  the  highest  distinctions,  and  their  hearts  will  rocar 
frfquentlj.to  the  lovely  scenes  of  tlieir  youth,  and  with  gpratit«de  to  tbo 
country  whose  liherality  educated  them. 

Your  committee  cannot  hut  express  their  conviclioa  that  the  beneficial 
results  of  this  institution  are  tnestimahley  and  that  true  eoonom/  demanda 
its  support.

REPORT  FROM  THE  TOPOGRAPHICAL  BUBEAU. 


Topographical  Bureau, 
.   '  ^  .     Washington^  November  2,  183d* 

Hon.  Lewis  CAsir,  Secretary  qf  War : 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  of  the  4th  of  September  last, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  statement,  marked  A,  exhibiting 
the  amount  drawn  from  the  Tr^a^ury  Department,  and  remitted  to  the 
disbursing  officers  under  this  bureau,  from  the  Ist  of  October,  1834,  to 
the  31st  of  September,  1835,  inclusive,  and  the  amount  of  accounts' 
rendered. 

The  topographical  and  civil  engineers  hav^  been  employed  upon^ 
and  the  funds  appropriated  for  surveys  for,the  year  1835  have  been  ap- 
plied to,  the  following  objects : 

1.  An  examination  of  the  route  for  a  railroad  from  Memphis,  in  Ten- 
nessee, to  the  Atlantic  ocean. 

2.  A  report  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  Port- 
age summit  of  the  Ohio  canal,  that  is,  the  canal  from  Pittshiug  to  Lak& 
Erie. 

3.  Survey  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  Cumberland  river 
from  Nashv  ille,  Tennessee,  to  the  head  of  navigation  in  Kentucky. 

4.  The  report  of  the  geological  investigations  made  of  the  public 
lands,  and  of  tiie  Territory  of  Arkansas. 

5.  A  survey  of  the  haiborof  St.  Josepii';^,  in  the  Territory  of  Mi-' 
cLigan. 

.6.  A  survey  of  the  harbor  at  the  mouth  of  Trail  .creek. 

These  surveys  and'  reports^  from  1  to  6  inclusive,  have  been  complet- 
ed since  the  last  annual  report,  and  were  reported  to  Gongrees  during  its 
last  session. 

7*  A  survey  of  the  Delaware  river  from  Newcastle  to  Port  Penn^ 
and  a  survey  of  Pea  Patch  island* 

These  surveys  embrace  an  exposition  of  all  the  facts  necessary  in  the 
digesting  of  a  system  of  the  defences  of  that  pas^  in  the  river,  as  well  as^ 
all  those  necessary  to  its  navigation.  The  duty  is  completed,. and  the 
maps  delivered  to  the  bureau. 

8.  A  survey  of  the  Brandywine  shoal. — The  object  of  tliis  survey  is 
to  determine  the  best  position  on  the  shoal  for  the  construction  of  a  light- 
house. It  is  a  highly  important  point  in  the.  navigation  of  the  Delaware 
bay,  but  its  exposed  situation  and  tlu-  c'(uiij)( *siiiou  of  the  shoal  make  it 
one  also  of  extreme  diffiniUy  in  tlK  est  ;bli^5Lin:i  of  a  foundation  which 
"will  endure,  and  sustain  the  superstructure  lor  the  liijht. 

The  appropnaliot^  lor  this  object- was  made  in  June,  lv^34,  and  in  the 
folio \vin*r  words  : 

For  rebuil4ing  the  light- ho  use  on  Brandywine  sboaU)  in  the  bay  of 
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Delaware^  thirty  thousand  dollars :  Provided^  however^  That,  before  the 
^ommeiieemeiit  of  the  work,  a  resuryey,  plan,  and  estimate  shall  be  made, 
and  that  then  it  shall  be  io.the  discretion  ci  the  proper  department  to 
enter  upon  the  rebuilding  of  the  said  light-house,  or  to  report  such 
purvey,  plan,  and  estimate  to  Congress  as  shall  be  considered  best  for 
the  public  interests.'^ 

The  survey  was  commenced  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangemeDts 
could  be  made,  and  it  was  ascertained  in  a  short  time  that  the  appropri- 
ation was  entirely  inadequate  to  the  object,  which,  as  a  measure  prelimi- 
nary to  the  building  of  the  light-house,  required  that  an  artificial  found- 
ation should  be  cstf^blished  upon  a  sandy  shoal,  in  the  nioulli  of  a  wide 
bay,  and  exposed  to  the  violence  of  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  alternative  presented  by  the  law  was 
adopted,  and  the  survey,  plan, and  estimate  were  presented  to  Congress 
durini:  its  last  session. 

As  it  was  not  acted  upon,  additional  investip^alions  have  been  since 
made,  and  their  result  is  the  foundation  of  an  item  in  ihe  estimate  from 
this  office  for  the  "  febuiidiug  of  the  light-house  on  the  Brandy  wine 
shoal." 

The  report,  estimate,  and  plan,  in  all  theh*  details,  are  daily  eipeeted 
from  the  engineer  who  had  this  surrey  in  charge,  which,  as  soon  as  re* 
ceiyed.  will  be  laid  before  you. 

The  amount  appropriated  in  the  act  of  June  SO,  1^4,  was  $0,000 
dollars,  of  which  l,ddO  dollars  have  been  drawn  out  of  the  treasury  for 
the  necessary  prelinunary  surveys.    The  total  amount  of  the  estimate  of 
the  engineer  is  $12S,965  93,  leaving  for  the  object  a  deficiency  of 
5^95,535  93,  which  amount  constitutes  an  item  in  the  estimates  of  this 
bureau. 

9.  In  the  drawings  and  reports  of  various  parts  of  canal  routes  across 
the  States  of  Maine,  New  ITf^mpshire,  and  Vermont,  in  order  to  com- 
plete a  series  qf  surveys  for  the  same  objects,  which  had  been  parti^^ly 
attended  to  some  years  since. — All  the  field  work  of  these  surve;'  ^  is 
completed  :  the  drawings  a!vl  reports  only  have  to  be  made  ;  these,  ii  is 
exp-'Cted,  will  be  delivered  to  the  bureau  during  the  ensuing  winter. 

The  delay  which  this  work  has  experienced  has  been  an  unavoidable 
lesult,  from  the  small  number  of  the  corps,  which  forced  the  bureau  to 
extend  the  attention  of  the  officer  superintending  this  to  other  duty. 

■  10.  The  drawings  and  reports  of  the  military  defences  of  parts  of  the 
coasts  of  North  and  Sooth  Carolina.— The  system  of  army  details,  whidi 
removes  our  assistants  before  the  completion  of  the  particular  duty  upon 
which  they  have  been  engaged,  together  with  a  diversion  of  the  atten- 
tion of  the  superintendine  officer  to  other  surveys,  has  occasioned  the 
delays  which tnesc  works  have  experienced.  There  is,  however,  every 
reason  to  believe  that  they  will  be  completed  during  the  ensuing  winter. 
l'^  11*  A  survey  of  a  canal  route  from  Cape  Fear  river,  through  the 
Waceamaw  lake,  to  the  Waccamaw  river,  North  Carolina. — The  rctnmB 
of  this  are  daily  expected. 

13  An  examination  of  the  construction  of  the  canal  around  the  Mus- 
cle shoals  of  the  Tennes'^ee  river. 

13.  An  examination  of  the  route  for  a  railroad  from  Portland,  in  the 
Stale  of  Maine,  to  Quebec,  in  Canada. 
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14.  The  survey  of  a  louie  for  a  railroad  from  the  Connecticut  river^ 

to  intersect  the  Concord  railroad,  in  New  llaiupshire. 

15.  The  sui  vey  of  a  route  for  a  railroad  from  Bubluii,  in  Maiisachu- 
sells,  to  Whitehall,  in  New  York, 

.  16.  A  survey  of  th^  harbor  o(  East  Thomaston/iti  Maine. 

No*  16  is  completed,  and  the  residfs  are  expected  al'the  bureau  early 
during  the  ensuing  winter*  Numbers  13, 14,  and  15  are  not  in  as  great 
a  state  of  forwardness.  The  extensive  views  embraced  by  these  three, 
and  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  the  attention  of  the  officer  who  has 
them  in  charge  was  called  to  14  and  15,  render  it  highly  probable  that 
DO  definite  report  will  be  made  by  him  until  during  the  course  of  the 
next  year. 

17.  A  survey  of  the  Christiana  river  from  Wilmington  to  the  Dela- 
ware,'with  a  view  to  improve  the  entrance  of  the  Christiana. — This  is 

completfd. 

18.  A  survey  of  Provincetown  harbor  and  its  vicinity.- — Tlie  survey  of 
this  pobition,  so  important  in  the  military  defences  of  the  coast  east  of 
Cape  Cod,  and  as  a  point  of  bludtcr  for  our  commerce  from  a  pursuing 
enemy,  or  fiom  storms,  is  now  coniplf  ted.  All  the  field  work  is  done> 
and  the  drawiuics  and  reports  wiil  aiso  be,  duriiii;  the  present  year. 

19.  The  burvi  y  of  a  route  for  a  ship  channel  around  the  falls  of  Niaga- 
ra, effcctirig  a  junction  with  the  two  lakes,  Erie  and  Onturio. —  1  he 
field  work  of  this  duty  is  completed  ;  the  drawings  and  reports  are  in  pro- 
gress, and  will  be  delivered  to  the  bureau  durinit  the  ensuing  winter. 

20.  A  survey  of  the  channel  between  the  North  and  South.  Hero 
islands,  on  Lake  Champlaifi.— This  duty  is  also  so  far  completed  thai 
the  drawings  and  reports  will  .be  delivered  to  the  bureau  during  the 
present  year.  ^ 

21.  A  survey  of  a  route  for  a  road  from  the  Alabama  line,  by  Mari* 
anna,  to  the  town  of  Appalachicola,  in  Florida. — This  duty  was  com- 
pleted, but,  hefoie  entering  upon  the  opening  of  the  road  as  required  by 
the  law,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  examine  a  different  route,  which 
would  apparently  much  shorten  the  distance*  This  exainination  is  now 
making. 

22.  A  resurvey  of  the  route  of  the  national  road  between  Spring- 
field, Ohio,  and  Richmond,  In(h"ana;  also  from  Springfic  hi,  by  the  way 
of  Dayton  and  Eaton,  to  Richmond. — This  duty  has  heeji  com])!elcd, 
and  the  (Irawinpis  and  report  delivered  to  the  buieaii.  These  last  have 
also,  in  ( (  iiioniiily  with  the  law,  been  submitted  to  tlie  President,  >vho 
has  affixed  his  appro!)ation  to  the  location  of  the  direct  route. 

'  23.  A  survey  of  the  Maumee  river,  from  its  mouth  to  Maumee  city, 
completed,  and  the  drawings  received. 

'  S4.  A  survey  of  the  route  for  a  railroad  from  Detroit  to  ^ontiac. 
25.  Also  the  route  of  a  railroad  from  Detroit  to  the  St.  Joseph's  river. 
These  surveys  have  been  completed,  and  the  returns  duly  made. 
1^6.  A  survey  of  the  route  of  a  road  (rom  Chicago  to  Fort  Howard^ 
on  Green  Bay. 

27.  A  sun'ey  of  the  mouth  of  Gallean  river. 

28.  A  survey  of  the  mouih  of  Black  river. 

29.  A  survey  of  the  mouth  of  Milwalkee  river. 

These  four  ( '^o,  2  ^ ,  28,  and  20)  are  now  in  progress,  and  it  is  expected, 
will  be  completed  this  fail  and  the  ensuing  winter. 
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dO.  A  nntvey  of  a  'railroad  from  Memphis,  TeDnessee,  to  such  point 
on  the  lines  of  the  States  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee  as  may  be  best 
adapted,  in  the  opinion  of  the  eni^ineer,  to  facilitate  the  contiaaatioti  of 
the  road  to  the  Chesappikc. — The  survey  is  now  in  progress. 

31.  A  survey  of  a  route  for  a  road  from  the  Maunice  river,  through 
the  northern  counties  of  Indiana,  to  or  near  the  rajuds  of  the  Illinois 
river,  and  thence  to  the  Mississippi  river,  at  some  point  between  Rock 
Island  and  Quincy. — The  field  work  of  this  survey  is  coinj^lettd,  and 
the  drawings  and  reports  are  expected  to  be  delivered  to  the  bureau 
during  the  course  oT  the  present  year. 

32.  The  survev  of  the  followiiii<  routes  for  luada  in  Indiana: 
Lawrencehurg  and  Indianapolis  railroad. 

Madison  and  liafayctte  railroad. 

ETansrille  and  Terre  Haute  railroad. 

Columbus  and  Jefiersonville  railroad. 

New  Albany  and  Vincennes  turnpike. road. 

New  Albany  and  Crawfordsville  turnpike  road. 

SS.  In  superintending  the  construction  of  the  aqueduct  over  the  jpo* 
tomac  at  Georgetown. — This  maylrulv  be  considered  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  civil  constructions  ever  at- 
tempted in  our  country.  I'he  object  of  the  work  is  to  conduct  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal  over  the  river  Potomac,  at  the  upper  end 
of  Georgetown,  and  thereby  to  furnish  to  its  trade  a  termination  in  the 
fine  harbor  of  deep  w  ater  at  Alexandria. 

The  length  of  ihe  a(|ueduct  is  1 ,700  feet,  (including  the  causeways,) 
sustain(  d  by  two  ai)ulinents  and  six  piers,  at  a  height  pf  29  feet  above 
the  common  big;]i  tides  of  ihe  river.  These  abutments  and  |)iers  are  all 
to  rest  upon  ihe  natural  rock  Ibundaiion  which  is  found  throughout  the 
length  of  the  aqueduct,  at  a  depth  iieaily  uniform  of  SO  feet  below  COUX' 
mon  high  water,  making  the  total  height  of  each  pier  59  feet. 

The  successlul  establishment  of  a  foundation  at  such  a  depth,  in  wa- 
ter and  mud,  is  among  the  most  difficult  problems  in  tlie  practice  of  the 
engineer,  and  the  experience  of  the  world  has  furnished  so  few  instances 
•of  similar  attempts,  that  he  is  comparatively  without  those  guides  which 
.are  in  octier  instances  so  easily  obtained. 

But  the  persevering  efforta  of  soience  and  mechanical  skill  supplied 
the  de6ciency  of  information  from  precedents,  and,  Overcoming  all  obsta- 
cles, triumphed  in  the  successful  establishment  and  completion  of  one 
pier  during  the  course  of  the  last  season,  and  in  a  successful  issue  to  the 
greatest  difficulties  in  the  establishment  of  a  second ;  and  of  one  of  the 
4ibutments. 

This  work  is  the  result  of  the  enterprise  of  an  incorporated  company  ; 
hut  as  the  United  States  furnished  a  proportion  of  the  funds  for  its  aid, 
the  rom]>any  considered  it  advisable,  and  applied,  to  have  its  expendi- 
ture pla<  ed  under  the  direction  of  an  officer  of  the  cor}>?  of  toposrraphf- 
eal  eniriiK  (  I  S,  that  any  desired  investiijation  in  referem  <  lo  the  faithful 
and  judiciDus  application  oi  the  moans  allowed  by  the  United  States  could 
be  made  independently  of  theii  (ontrol,  and  that  they  nnght  also,  in  so 
difficult  and  rather  unprecedenied  an  undertaking,  avail  thcDiseives  of 
ihe  presumed  science  of  its  ollicers. 
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It  aiTords  menofueli  satisfaetidii'to  adi)  that  afrequeatiiilBpeellmi,as  well 
of  the  work  ns  of  the  expenditures,  has  resulted  in  a  conviction  of  the 
great  skill  and  judgment  of  the  engineer,  and  of  the  faithful  appltoation  oC 
the  funds.  The  books  exhibit  the  most  minute  detail  of  expenditure  for 
every  object ;  and  his  mechanical  arrangements  have  been  justly  admired 
by  all  who  have  vi>ited  the  work.  The  engineer  is  prepared,  whenever 
it  shall  be  called  tor,  to  present  the  most  satisfactory  statements^  descrip* 
tions,  reports,  and  drawin-zs,  in  reference  to  the  whole. 

34.  In  the  survey  of  a  railroad  from  Pensacola,  in  Florida,  to  Coiuiiiinis, 
Georgia.— Although  Pensacola  is  one  of  the  fmest  harbors  on  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  and,  in  fact,of  the  United  States;  and  ahhoiic;h  it  is  also, at  present, 
an  established  nary  yrtrd  and  naw  depot,  yd,  the  hind  in  its  vicinity  is 
extremely  poor,  and  there  is  no  river  leading  from  its  harbor  to  the  inte- 
rior, its  commercial  advantages  are  but  partially  felt,  and  tbe  populatioa 
necessary  to  its  defence  exposed  to  liazardbnsftod  difficult,  ortediondand 
dilatory  methods  ofaccess.  The  remedy  for  these  evils'  Is  in  improving 
all  means  of  commonicating  with  the  rieher  soil  and  denser. i>opulation  of 
the  interior,  and  the  road  now  being  surveyed  wilt  eminently  accomplfiAi 
these  objects.  It  will  open  to.  the  products  of  the  interior  a  cheap  and 
rapid  means  of  access  to  an  uncommonly  fine  harbor,  and  will  enable  that 
harbor  to  command  for  its  defence  the  strength  of  the  interior  in  the  short- 
est possible  time.  It  possesses,  therefore,  a  highly  n  itional  aspect,  de- 
serving of  the  patrons^  which  has  been  extended  towards  it  by  the 
General  Ooverntnent,  in  permitting  its  officers  to  superintend  the  woi*k. 

85.  fn  p  continuation  of  the  mineraloixical  and  jroolotrical  investiirations 
ol  the  public  lands,  tlie  territories,  and  the  Indian  country. — The  highly 
interesting:  results  frorn  the  «fcnh)rr!cal  invcsti;j:^hon«  of  tho  ia?t  vear,  un- 
derthe  same  oflicer  who  has  now  those  of  this  year  in  charge, are  the  best 
earnest  of  the  manner  in  which  these  will  be  performed. 

His  instructions  were,  that,"  it  being  desirable  to  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  mineral  structure  of  the  Coteau  do  Prairie,  an  elevated  rids:e  which 
separates  the  Missouri  from  the  St.  Peter's,  a  tributary  o(  the  Mississippi, 
you  are  directed  to  proceed  to  that  vicinity,  and  to  make  such  investiga- 
tions as  the  seasoh  and  the  nalm«  of  your  opportunities  will  admit  It  is. 
desirable,  also,  that  you  should  take  Green  Bay  in  your  way,  with  a  view 
to- the  exainination  of  the  mloeral  structure  in  'the  vicinity  of  the  Ouisoon- 
sinriver.*' 

Early  histoiy  had  mentioned  the  Coteau  de  Prairie*'  as  a  locality 
rich  in  its  deposite  of  copper  in  its  various  forms.  Records,  which  are 
presumed  to  be  deservhig  of  cdnfidence,  state  that  many  tons  of  this 
mineral  had  been  taken  at  an  early  period  of  our  history  to  France,  and 
there  smelted  to  advanta^.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  exists  in  that  re- 
gion, but  in  what  quantities  and  at  what  particular  places  have  yet  to  be 
ascertained. 

From  the  known  intelligence,  trrcat  sreal,  and  untiring  prrserni  ance  of 
lylr.  Feath(!rstoiihnTiirh,  no  doubt  is  entertained  tliat  all  llinl  can  In:'  will 
Vh-  done  in  accompli^liiiig  the  discovery  ;  but  he  has  to  contend  with  the 
difficulties  of  an  unknown  and  wildcruess  country,  and  in  a  climate  af- 
fected early  in  the  season  wiili  the;  inclement  weather  of  winter.  Shoui'd 
his  report,  therefore,  not  be  as  much  iu  detail  as  is  desirable^  (of  whicii

there  is  some  reason  to  fear,]  there  is  no  doubt  that  every  acctfstble  gen- 
eral indicatioa  will  be  ascertained,  sufficient  to  form  the  most  encouraging 
l^asis,  and  the  best  justiticalion  for  future  aud  more  detailed  investigations. 

The  great  interf»st  which  lelt  by  tiie  country  in  reference  to  this  par- 
tieular  duty,  exhi!)ited,by  unparalleled  demand  for  the  report  of  the 
proceedinirs  of  la-c  year,  is  no  equivocal  proof  of  the  value  which  is  placed 
upon  it,  and  the  advantages  which  are  anticipated  to  result  from  it.  Such 
iDvestigHiions  are  beyond  the  resources  of  individuals;  and  the  States 
limit  those  which  they  auihotiise  to  the  extent  ul  their  ?ci  l  itorics.  If  the 
Lulled  State:*  does  not,  therefore,  complete  the  chain  oi  kiiowledge  by  a 
pontin nation  of  its  efforts  in.  reference  to  the  public  lands  and  the  terri- 
tories, an  extenmTe  region,  rich  with  the  most  valuable  area,  will  con- 
tinue to  remain  unknown.  Under  these  impressions,  1  have  hasarded  a 
amall  item  in  the  estimate  from  this«office,  to  enisle  it  the  more  aatislae* 
torily  to  complete  a  duty,  which  has  been  so  fortunately  beguD. 

It  may  probably  be  observed  that  in  the  foregoing  statement  of  surreys 
there  are  many  enumerated  which  were  not  ordered  by  a  resolution  of 
either  House  of  Confess,  or  by  any  law. 

The  rules  which  have  been  prescribed  for  this  office  in  these  matters 
are  as  follows :  That,  Ist,  surveys  ordered  by  law,  and  for  which  there  are 
genferally  specific  appropriatioas,  should  be  attended  to.  I 

2d.  Surveys  ordered  hy  ri  solutions  of  Tongrcss. — The  expenses  of 
these  are  paid  out  of  the  annual  appro])riation  lor  sur\  eys,  including;  the 
pay  of  the  civil  engineers,  ufiifh  is  taken  out  of  the  '-anie  appropriaiion. 

3d.  Surveys  of  a  nalion.d  or  in^hly  interesting  commercial  char  icier, 
applied  lor  'oy  States  or  incorporated  companies. — In  these  cases,  such 
olKceis  as  can  be  spared  (with  their  instruments)  are  allowed  to  be  as- 
signed. Ail  ulher  ex|>enses,  including  those  for  additional  engineers  or 
additional  instruments,  are  supplied  by  the  parties  interested  ih  lat;  sur- 
vey, the  United  States  being  subjected  to  no  charge  on  these  accounts; 
or,  in  other  words,  joonfining  the  aid  from  the  United.  States  to  the  mere 
loan  of  such  engineers  and. of  such  instruments  as  can  be  eoovenientlj 
spared. 

In  the  execution  of  the  foregoing  duties,  the  whole  force  of  this  bu«  ' 
ieau>  in  military  as  well  as  civil  engineers,  has  been  employed.  Its  miU* 
tary  engjneisrs  consist  of  the  corps  of  topographical  engineers  and  such 
lieutenants  of  the  army  as  are  detailed  for  its  duties ;  its  civil  engineers  | 
of  those  authorized  to  be  employed  upder  the  authority  of  the  law  of  the 
30th  April,  1824.  .  . 

The  first  embraces,  of  the  corps  of  topographical  engineers,  10  officers. 
Of  lieutenants  now  detailed  for  this  duty  from  the  army,    -   26  do. 
The  second,  bcint:  ritizens  without  military  rank, employed 

under  the  act  oi  the  :^Uth  April,  1^^4,   -         -      .   -  13 

J^Iakini;  the  whole  force  of  eogiueers  employed  under  t^is 
bureau  equal  to  -  -  -  -  -  -  49 

The  evils  of  these  mililaiy  details  arise  from — 

1st.  The  shortness  of  the  time  in  which  an  officer,  beiiig  |-bced  on  the 
duty,  has  to  acquire  that  practical  knowledge  in  the  use  of  instruments, 
and  the  habit  of  applying  his  scientific  knowledge  to  results  in  2>raciice» 
without  which  he  can  be  of  no  value. 
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2d.  The  apathy  which  oppresses  a  (emporary  detail,  from  the  con-  * 
scionsnessthat  if  ho  labors,  it  is  to  nf^qnirr  t!iat,  which,  as  soon  as  it  is  ob- 
tained, he  will  in  all  probability  be  removed  from  the  only  sphere  of 
action  in  wliidi  it  can  be  applied. 

Sd.  Wh(  n  [he  teiniiorary  detail  is  endeavorins;  partially  to  acquire  a 
knuwledge  of  tiie  duties  of  the  corf>s  to  which  he  is  attached,  he  mu?t, 
f  rom  the  very  nature  of  thinjz:s,  lose,  l)y  its  disuse,  much  ol  tlie  knowledge 
of  his  proper  arm  of  service,  and,  when  he  returns  Lo  it,  be  consequently 
a  less  valuable  oificer  than  when  he  left. 

4th.  The  corps  is  under  this  system  continually  exposed  in  the  execu- 
tion of  ita  duties  to  those  eonseqoenees  which  must  flow  from  the  services 
of  unqualified  and  consequently  incompetent  asalstantSi  and  is  forced  from 
this  cause  to  increase  its  demands  upon  the  army,  that  it  may  compensate 
partially  by  nnmbers  for  deficiencies  in  experience.  These  demands,  if 
complied  with,  but  increase  the  general  evil  before  alluded  to;  they  can* 
not  be  complied  with  but  partially,  as  the  line  has  duties  for  which  these 
Bobordioates  vfere  intended,  and  which  it  would  not  do  to  neglect.  We 
are  placed  thereby  in  a  continued  series  of  unpleasant  bickerings  with  the 
line.  The  corps  endeayors  to  retain  its  experienced  assistants  as  long  as 
possible,  because  they  are  essential  to  the  well-doing  of  its  duties.  The 
line  regrets  these  detail*,  howevor  tomporary;  it  seeks  to  reduce  them 
to  short  periodical  tours,  and  is  continually  endeavoring  to  get  back  the 
older  assistants.  It  is  a  system,  therefore,  in  which  the  permanent  in- 
terests of  the  line  and  of  the  corps  are  diametrically  opposed,  and  which, 
as  might  well  be  supposed,  by  the  occasional  success  of  either,  has  left 
one  or  the  other  exposed  to  the  reproach  of  n(*gli|s:ence  or  favoritism. 

There  is  no  one  more  strongly  impressed  than  myseU  with  the  efforts 
which  the  line  now  makes  in  order  to  aid  us  in  our  duties,  and  that  it 
cannot  do  more  without  a  sacrifice  of  its  own  \  but,  at  the  same  time,  I 
must  acknowledge  that,  after  many  years  of  experience,  1  am  satisfied  tliat 
the  duties  of  the  topographical  engineers  can  only  be  carried  to  that  ex- 
tent of  perfection  and  intelligence  which  the  country  has  a  right  to  expect, 
by  a  system  whieb  dball  penaanently  attach  its  assistants  to  the  corps. 

The  effect  of  these  details  from  the  army  for  the  duties  of  this  corps 
may  he  expressed  in  a  few  words.  If  temporary  and  periodical,  it  is  a 
sacrifice  of  the  duties  of  the  corps;  if  permanent,  while  they  yet  retatn 
their  rank  and  its  privileges  in  the  line,  it  is,  to  the  extent  of  the  number 
detailed,  a  sacrifice  of  the  interests  and  duties  of  the  line. 

The  civil  engineers  employed  under  tlic  art  ot  April  30,  1834,  are  of- 
ficers without  military  comniisoions  or  militai  y  rank.  The  law  recognises 
no  distinction  ol'  grade  or  of  title  between  them,  although  the  custom  of 
service  has  divided  them  into  the  two  classes  of  civil  engineers  and  as- 
sistant civil  engineers.  The  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  the  army 
regulations,  cannot  be  extended  over  them.  There  is,  therefore,  an  ab- 
sence of  lejral  authority  in  relation  to  their  control,  and  also  of  defined 
right  in  reUuon  to  their  privilej^es,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  no 
subordination  or  authority  c^n  well  be  established  iu  such  a  service.  No 
serious  evils  have  yet  resulted  fiom  it,  owing,  however,  more  to  the  cor- 
rect moral  bearing  of  the  gentlemen  vTho  hold  these  appointments,  than 
to  any  welMefined  power  over  them.  Among  the  greatest  ineonv^- 
niences  of  this  arrangement,  is  the  difficulty  of  associating  the  two  kinds 
15 
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'  of  engineers  on  the  same  duty.  The  military  encint  r  i  is  unwiliing  to  be 
placed  under  the  civil,  and  pro])al)ly  cannot  be  b>  law,  or  in  a  way  that 
would  involve  any  lep^al  responsibility.  The  civil  engineer  is  ecmaUy 
"unwilling  to  be  ^  ie\\ed  as  subject  only  lo  be  commanded,  uiihouL  the 
hope  of  ever  enjoying  the  light  of  commanding  in  turn.  It  is  a  moral 
prostration  of  his  branch  of  service  to  another,  without  the  prospect  of 
ever  being  relieved  from  it,  and  adapted  to  engender  painful  and  ma- 
pleasant  feelings,  as  well  as  being  in  itself  unjust. 

Another  evil  is,  that  this  mixed  arrangement  of  militarjr  and  ciTU  ap* 
pointments  is  destructive  of  a  proper  etprit  de  earps^  and  of  that  united 
emulation  which  exerts  the  whole  mass  of  mind  to  eleyate  die  duties  of 
that  hranch  to  which  it  belongs. 

With  a  seiTice  so  constituted,  and  beset  with  ioeonveniencea  so  detri- 
mental to  its  duties,  this  bureau  has  been  struggling  for  years,  sparing  no 
elSEbrts,  however,  to  do  the  best  which  could  be  done  with  the  means 
placed  at  its  di^sal. 

The  means  have  already  been  represented  generally.  I  shall  now 
speak  of  them  numerically  and  economically,  w  iih  a  l  iew  of  submiffinii;  i 
plan  which  will,  if  adopted^  remedy  all  thfi  evils,  aud  without  addiiioiiai 
-cost. 

The  military  engineers  consist,  1st,  of  the  corps  ol  topogr  aphical  engi- 
neers, ten  in  number.  Of  these,  one  receives  the  pay  of  a  lieutenant 
colonel,  five  have  the  pay  of  majors,  aiui  ioui  tho  pay  of  captains.  The 
annual  compensation  of  the  waule  is  $14,1913. 

2d.  Of  the  temporary  details  from  the  army.-r-These  vary  from  26  to 
'SO.  There  are  now  on  this  serviee.  The>  annual  compensation  of 
4fae8e  is  $2J,344. 

The  civil  engineers  consist  ot  those  employed  under  the  act  of  tJie 
^th  April,  \BH>  >  Taking  the  average  of  the  last  fW»f  their  num- 
ber is  Id,  and  their  annual  compensation  is  ||16,700. 

The  entire  atmual  cost  of  the  whole  number  of  officers  on.topegrqilii- 
«al  duty  is  thecelbre  |^,540. 

In  the  above  statement,  it. will  be  perceived  that  the  officers  detailed 
from  the  army  are  included  in  the  sum  of  the  total  coet.  All  thm  de- 
tails receive  their  pay  out  of  the  general  appropriation  for  the  army,  and 
it  docs  not  therefore  appear  in  any  estimate  for  the  corps  of  topographi- 
cal engincnrs  or  for  surveys;  yet,  as  this  number  is  always  employed  on 
topogmpiiical  duty,  thpir  pay  is  justly  chargeable  to  that  branch  ol  ser- 
vice, and  is  thcreiore  included  in  the  sum  of  its  annual  cost. 

The  conipensation  for  the  civil  eiigineers  is  taken  from  the  customaiy 
annual  apjjropriation  for  surveys. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  therefore  be  perceived  that  the  present  force 
aiid  rank  of  olhceif  lur  topographical  duty  consists,  in  iih  present  mixed 
'and  complicated  organization,  of  one  lieutenant  colonel  commanding^ 
£v6  majors,  four  cap^uns,  twenty -six  lieutenants  of  artillery  and  infanuy, 
Ihirteen  civil  engineers.  . 

Now,  the  remedy  proposed  is  to  incorporate  the  whole  or  a  part  in  one 
regular  corps,  with  the  usual  grades  of  military  rank,  and  to  subjeet  tlie 
^hole  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war. 

The  subject  has  been  treated  with  much  ability  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Military  Committee,  in  a  report  to  Congress  during  the  last  sessloD.  Al- 
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low  me  rcspcctfull)  to  refer  you  to  ihat  report  for  soo^  views  wiuoh  are 
not  incorporated  in  this, 

Rut  tnking  the  opinion  oi  the  disunguiijlied  chairman  of  that  committee 
as  the  best  basis  lor  an  improved  orjjLinizatiun,  it  results  in  the  recom- 
wendation  of  a  corps  to  consist  of  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel, 
four  majors,  ten  captains,  ten  first  lieutenants,  ten  second  lieutcnunls :  in 
ali,  ihirtj-six  engineers,  of  which  the  total  annual  cost  will  be  $40,151. 
Our  prtjsent  imperfect  organization  gives  forty-nine  engineers,  of  which 
the  total  annual  cost  is  $43,540 ;  maipjig  an  annual  differoMe  in  ikvor  of 
the  organization  of  $3,Ud6. 

The  plan  aubmitted^eaents  two  queattons  which  require  expLination: 
one  relening  to  the  numbers^  the  other  to  the  cost. 

The  leaaer  numhera  oi  the  proposed  plan  are  eonai4^ed  oapabie  of 
doing  more  dut^than  the  greater  numbers  of  the  exiating  plan  ;  because) 
1st,  of  their  better  organinatkm ;  2d.  And  of  always  controlling  the  ex* 
perience  acquired^  which)  aecumnUting  to  the  same  ii.dividuals,  gives  that 
facility  and  aptness  of  execution  and  readinesa  In  the  applies  lion  of  tlie- 
oretical  knowledge  which  will  enable  the  lesser  numbers  in  the  one  case 
to  do  more  and  better  ^vork  than  the  greater  numbers  in  the  other,  ft  is, 
in  fact,  but  an  application  of  liic  simple  axiom,  that  he  wlio  is  acquainted 
with  the  theory  and  practice  ot  any  profession  can  do  more  of  it,  and 
better,  than  any  number  of  those  who  have  not  this  knowledge. 

Sd.  The  number  is  also  based  upon  the  consideration  that  these  were 
now,  and  would  for  many  years,  he,  fully  adec^uate  .to  the  wants  of  the 
General  (iovernment  for  topographical  duties. 

In  relerenee  lo  the  cost,  two  considerations  have  been  made  :  one,  to 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Military  Comoiittee  of  t)ie  last  s&s&ion,  which 
reduced  the  army  proportionally  to  the  number  transferred  from  it  to  the 
eof^.  ThxBf  o£  oovrse^  woqI4  result  in.  a  peaitive  reduatioji  ,af  the  army 
^eatunatea,  or  a  transfer  -of  a  portion  te  the  estimates  of  the  corps,  and 
would  make  a  positive  saving  ef  the  funount  previoua|y  stated ;  but  Uie 
aormj  would  proheUy  suffer  ineonvenience.iroin  the  reduction.  It  is  di- 
vided into  so  Bmny  snsU  posts,  and  extended  over  so  vast  a  space  of 
country,  that  it  eotild  not  feel  less  the  ineonvenienoes  ol  Ihe  relduetiott 
than  it  does  those  of  the  details.  These  are. already  of^ressive  to  its 
duties.  Although  the  reduatien  of  the  aragr  estisaate  would  be  thereby 
a  proportional  reduction  of  army  expenditure,  the  reduction  would  be  at 
the  expense  of  the  organization  of  the  army  and  of  its  duti(  s,  and  nu|^t 
therefore,  allhoui^-^h  ;i  saving,  not  be  considered  a  true,  iivvnomy. 

The  other,  to  k  av  r  the  army  as  it  is,  and  organize  liie  cui ps  as  it  should 
be^  Under  this  consuleration,  the  total  iunount  ol  present  appropriations 
absorbed  by  the  proposed  organization  would  be,  for  tin;  corps  ol  topo- 
graphical and  civil  engineers,  ^31,200;  but  as  the  total  cost  of  the  pro- 
posed corps  is  stated  to  be  ^40,454,  it  would  leave  au  annual  deiAcicnc/ 
over  oui  present  apj^iopriations  ol  ^b,2t>4. 

Under  either  view,  the  authority  to  employ  civil  engineers  under  the 
net  of  tiie  dOth  April,  18^»  is  to  be  repealed ;  of  eonrse,  the  amount  of 
4heir  annaal  comjMBnintioa  eeenes  with  the  passing  of  the  Um  for  the  new 
^mnisation. 

onl  as  e  plan  whiefa  leaves  the  ainy  in  its  present  foim  is,  tinder  aE 
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^camstanees,  the  better,  that  for  the  organization  of  the  corps,  wbtcb 
irill  be  presently  submitted  to  you,  will  be  made  in  arcordonce  to  it. 

The  pinn  submitted  last  year,  while  it  authorized  a  complete  oriiani- 
zation,  embraced  a  feature  of  periodical  pmmotion*?,  until  the  nr^anizatn  li 
should  be  complete.  Such  a  course  is  not  unln  tiucnt  iu  the  txlensjion 
of  scientific  corps,  when  the  materials  for  supplyiiig  places  have  to  be 
formed.  But  when,  as  in  our  circumstances,  \Ve  have  abundant  otficers, 
properly  educated,  experienced  in  its  duties,  and  who,  iu  lacL,  arc  now 
periormiui;  i  lie  in,  such  a  course  cannot  be  advisable  but  on  the  supposition 
that  a  full  organization  is  not  now  wanted.  As  we  already  are  obliged 
to  employ  more  than  the  omnization  eotitenplateil,  this  suppontio*  can- 
not be  well  sustained ;  atid  oelieving  as  I  do  that  the  whole  number  are 
wanted,  I  hare  considered  it  the  better  eourse  at  once  to  sobmil  a  ccurreet 
plan  to  your  consideration. 

It  has  been  previously  observed  that  the  present  eorpt  consists  of  one 
lieutenant  colonel  commanding,  five  majors,  four  captains ;  to  which  ans 
attached  twentjr-siz  lieuten&nts  of  arttUerjr  and- infantry,  4birtee&  civil  en- 
gineers. 

The  plan  proposed  adds  a  colonel  to  the  eorps,  takes  sway  one  major, 
and  from  the  lieutenants  and  the  civil  engineers  take^  six  captatno,  ten 

first,  and  ten  second  lieutenants. 

I  have  hitherto  contnied  my^^elf  to  nn  exposition  ot  the  kind  of  organi- 
zation w^hich  now  exists  for  topographical  duties,  it?  dc  t( cts  tiid  inconve- 
niences. Although  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  moditicalions  proposed 
are  to  be  inferred  from  these,  yet  it  may  be  well  to  state  a  few  of  Uie  im- 
'  portant  public  services  which  this  corps  has  to  p(  ri(>rm,  but  to  which,  from 
'its  present  defectiFe  organization,  iu  attention  h&s  been  applied  but  im- 
perfectly. 

Heretofore  its  duties  have  been  principally  directed  to  surveys  for  dse 
defences  of  the  posts  and  bsriiors  on  the  Atlantic,  including  ike  water 
approaches  to  the  positions  to  be  fortified. . 

These  surveys  generally  embrace  sonfe  extent  of  coast  as  well  asof  i»- 

•  lets,  and,  (rem  the  facts  which  have  te  be  eolleeted,  eonstitate  also  veiy 
'Talaab1e,but  rather  limited  charts  for  navigation ;  but  the  kndiapproeeiice 
'  to  these  positions  remain  yet  to  be  surveyed. 

Surveys  cif  our  harbors  and  of  our  river*  on  the  coast,  with  views  te 
their  improvement,  and  also  to  obtain  more  aecurtte  charts  of  them  than 
now  e3D8t. — Although  -tnnch  has  been  done  under  this  head,  yet  the 
greater  part  of  our  coast,  and  particularly  from  the  Delaware,  south,  has  . 
-yet  to  be  attended  to.  These  surveys  form  valuable  details  to  be  infro- 
duced  in  the  great  survey  of  the  coast  now  beiriir  made,  and  whic)i,  with 
a  proper  understanding  with  the  principal  of  that  survey,  may  be  iuUo- 
duced  into  his  charts  with  i^i  oat  facility. 

Surveys  of  the  harlMn  s  and  shores  of  our  western  lakes. — Tt  is  only 
some  of  the  principal  hai  bors  of  these  lakes  to  which  the  attentiOJi  of  the 
corps  has  yet  been  directed — those  affecting  the  present  lake  navis^ation, 
-  and  requiring  immediate  improvement.    The  connecting  links  between 
'•"llfese  bavbors^tbe  inlets  of  a  secondary  class,  and  the  rivers  which  empty 
into  them,  have  hitherto  received  bnt  little  attention.   Our  imperfect  or- 

•  ganisation  and  limited  numbers  were  embarrassments  to  the  aeti\ity^  and 
extent  of  our  operations,  which  could  not  be  overcome* 
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Surveys  Ibr  comnon  roads,  railroads,  and  canals. — Although  these  may 
-Ve  considered  as  purely  of  a  civil  character,  yet  a  finer  school  of  prac- 
tice than  thoy  furnish  foi-  the  topographical  enijineer  cannot  well  be 
imagined,  lie  obtains  on  these  duties  experlness  in  the  use  of  instru- 
ments: tht^  habit  of  investigating  the  resources  of  a  country,  coiumcr- 
cially,  morally,  and  physically:  its  supplies  in  provisions,  timber,  metals, 
and  means  ol  cojisti  urdon  :  its  population,  and  the  best  means  by  which 
it  can  be  commandod  in  cases  of  emergency  :  its  nnhtary  aspect,  hilly, 
level,  or  mountainous,  and  the  various  roads  whicii  intersect  the  path  of 
his  survey.  Wliiie  he  is  thcrcfoic  apparently  engaged  on  an  object  os- 
tensibly of  mere  profit  to  its  undertakers,  be  is  perfecting  himself  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  acquiring  exact  and  persevering  habits  of 
investigation,  improving  his  ooiij9  d'm,and  gathering  the  most  valuable 
information  iu  relation  to  the  capabilities  of  self-defence,  of  the  locality 
of  the  survey,  and  its  ability  to  aid  in  the  defence  of  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

Surveys  of  the  inland  frontiers  of  our  Atlantic  and  Western  States. — 
Singular  as  may  be  the  acknowledgment,  yet  it  is  nevertheless  the 
fact,  that  this  highly  important  service  has  hitherto  received  but  little 
attention.  It  embraces  not  merely  a  geographical  knowledge  of  the 
frontiers  named,  but  accurate  topographical  surveys  of  the  vicinities  of 
all  our  western  posts  ;  of  the  best  routes  Jor  roads  of  communication  be- 
tween the  posts  and  with  the  interior  for  supplies  and  assistance.  We 
have  liiiherto  been  able  to  direct  but  verv  feeble  efTorts  to  these  im- 
portant  objects.  The  fault  not  that  of  this  bureau,  but  of  the  inade- 
quate means  placed  at  its  (]is[)r>sal.  Although  there  is  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  twenty-livti  and  souk  times  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  surveys, 
yet,  as  considerably  more  than  hail  of  this  is  required  for  the  salaries  of 
the  civil  engineers,  it  leaves  but  a  small  portion  for  the  expenses  of  sur- 
reys. This  small  portion  i&  generally  absorbed  in  the  execution  of.  those 
surveys  directed  to  be  made  by  resolutions  of  Congress,  and  of  some  parts 
of  our  seaeoast ;  the  latter  being  a  continuation  of  the'  surveys  directed 
some  years  since  in  reference  to  a  recularly  digested  ^stem  of  seaeoast 
defence.  We  are  therefore  led  without  the  means  of  bestowing  our 
efforts 4>n the  western  frontier  ;  and^he  position  of  appearing  to  neglect 
so  important  a  duty,  in  which  this  bureau  has  been  placed,  is  shown,  by 
the  foregoing  renMirks,  to  have  been  beyond  its  power  to  obviate. 

Should  the  organization  proposed  be  adopted,  it  w  ill  leave  the  whole 
appropriation  for  surveys  free  from  the  deductions  for  tlie  salaries  now 
paid  out  of  it,  and  the  bureau  may  then  place  a  brigade  of  officers  on  the 
western  frontiers  to  commence  the  execution  oI  those  important  duties. 
Should  it  not  hp  adopted,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bureau  will  be  as  un- 
able as  heretofore  to  attend  to  them,  unless  a  separate  appropriation  is 
granted,  and  which  is  asked,  in  order  to  meet  the  contingencies  of  the 
case,  in  the  estimate  now  submitted. 

The  survey  of  the  coast.- — It  ^^  ould  be  superfluous  to  speak  oi  liie 
necessity  of  tiiis  survey,  of  its  inunense  importance  to  our  commerce  and 
navy,  and  of  its  extensive  influence  over  any  system  of  defence  for  the 
Atlantic  frontier. 

.  Of  the  methods  by  which  alone  such  a  duty  ever  has  been  executed 
by  any  nation,  or  ever  can  be  correctly,  the  books  are  Ml ;  and  from  th« 
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same  sources  we  may  also  draw  the  best  conclusions  of  the  time  aiid^ 
means  and  qualifications  which  such  a  labor  requires.  Applications 
have  been  made  to  this  bureau  for  aid  in  officers,  but  it  has  been  unable 
to  furnish  but  one.  It  was  a  cause  of  serious  regret,  but  yet  beyond  the 
power  of  (his  bureau  to  remedy,  and  only  in  the  hands  of  Congress  by 
legislative  notion. 

\Vp  liavo  lint  oT!"  srfiool  in  our  rounfrv  wliirh  may  be  ronsideiofl  as 
tiioron2:li! V  mathctnaticai  in  its  course — llie  niilitarv  school  at  W  rst  Point : 
and  it  is  to  I  his  school  only  to  which  we  can  look  for  individuals  sulfi- 
cicnllr  (|^iali!ied  to  enter  upon  the  dulios  of  this  survey,  and  justly  aspire 
to  a  knowledge  of  its  highest  practical  operati(>ns.  1  do  notnu  aii  by  this 
to  say  that  thero  may  not  be  citizens  who,  ot  their  own  taste  and  ow  n 
force  of  minil,  are  not  cc^uaily  qualified;  but  these  are  only  raie  excep- 
tions to  a  rule,  the  correctness  of  which  will  stand  the  proof  of  a  com- 
parison of  the  course  of  mathematical  instruction  and  hal^its  of  study 
pui*sued  at  West  Point  with  those  of  any  other  school  or  college  in  omr 
counttj. 

Now,  then,  if  the  desire  is  that  this  ereat  work  should  not  eease  with 
the  life  of  the  present  highly  informed  gentleman  who  superintends  it, 

and  that,  in  course  of  time,  we  should  have  numbers  capable  of  con- 
ducting it,  and  of  executing  any  of  its  parts,  we  must  give  them  the 
opportunity  of  acquiring  the  necessary  practical  knowledge  bj  placing 
them  upon  it.  This  can  be  done  only  by  allowing  to  the  corps  within 
whose  proper  province  such  duties  naturally  fall  the  necessary  numbers. 
Wc  can  thon  place  upon  this  duty  a  brigade  ot"  otlicers,  from  whose 
eiforts  may  be  justly  anticipated  the  results  of  adequate  education,  facili- 
ties in  practice,  rnd  ot"  order  and  su))ordination  of  conduct. 

The  sujierintencience  of  constructions -purely  civil. — There  is  no  corps 
in  our  country  to  which  the  duties  of  a  corps  of  pnnts  et  chaxtsst'es  so 
properly  belong  as  to  the  topographical  engineers.  It  is  so  intimated  in 
the  report  of  the  Military  Committee  of  the  last  year;  and  it  seems  to  me 
an  unequivocal  dictate  of  common  sense  to  say  that  tlic  corps  which  is 
employed  in  making  the  survey,  digesting  the  plan,  and  forming  the 
'  estimate  of  a  work,  is,  from  the  venr' nature  of  the  ease,  more  fully  im- 
bued, than  any  other  can  be,  With  the  considei^tions  and  unity  of  view 
which  its  construction  involves,  ftnd,  therefore;  better  qualified  to  super- 
intend it.  The  subject  does  not  seem  to  admit  df  much  reasoning,  but 
stands,  like  an  axiom,  upon  the  clear  tniih  in  its  annunciation. 

Having  now  exposed  generally  to  your  consideration  the  defects  of 
the  present  organization  of  this  bureau,  its  evils  to  the  service,  the  rem- 
edy, and  the  general  duties  which  the  corps  will  be  called  upon  to  exe- 
cute, I  have,  in  conclusion,  appended  to  this  report  the  form  of  a  abort 
bill,  which  appears  to  me  best  adapted  to  effect  iStn  desired  organtJBatio&.

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A  BILL  for  the  better  organization  of  the  corps  of  Topographical  Engineers. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  corps  of 
topographical  engineers  shall  be  organized  and  increased  by  regular 
promotions  in  the  same,  so  that  the  said  corps  shall  consist  of  one  colonel, 
one  lieutenant  colonel,  four  majors,  ten  captains,  ten  first  lieutenants,  and 
ten  second  lieutenants. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  vacancies  created  by  said 
organization,  over  and  above  those  which  can  be  filled  by  the  present 
corps,  shall  be  taken  from  the  army,  and  from  such  as  it  may  be  deemed 
advisable  of  the  civil  engineers  employed  under  the  act  of  the  30th 
April,  1824,  and  that  the  pay  and  emoluments  to  the  officers  of  said 
corps  shall  be  the  same  as  arc  allowed  to  officers  of  similar  rank  in  the 
regiment  of  dragoons. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  authority  to  employ  civil 
engineers  in  the  act  of  the  30th  April,  1824,  and  the  authority  bylaw  for 
the  employment  of  the  present  corps  of  topographical  eagineers,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  that  all 
letters  and  packages  on  public  business,  to  and  from  the  chief  of  the 
corps,  now  authorized,  be  free  from  postage. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  said  corps 
shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  to  such  regulations 
in  relation  to  their  duties  as  the  President  may  think  proper  to  adopt.

The  Hon.  Lkwis  Cass,  Secrtiary  War: 

Six:  In  obedienee  to  jour  order  of  the  4th  of  September  last,  1  have 
the  honor  to  transmit  a  report  of  the  general  result  of  the  proceedings  and 
operations  of  this  department  between  the  Ist  of  Oetober,  1834,  and  the 
doth  September,  1835. 

The  papers  marked  A  and  B  present  a  general  view  of  these  concerns 
during  the  last-mentioned  period,  as  well  m  regard  to  the  amounts  of  ex- 
penditures under  the  several  heads  of  appropriations,  as  in  reference  to 
their  objects,  and  to  the  various  ordnance  stations  where  thej  have  been 
made. 

The  first  of  these  (  A)  shows  the  whole  amount  of  funds  remitted  from 
tiie  Treasury  to  disbursing  officers  and  contractors  in  this  department, 
during:  the  year  1834,  to  have  been     -  -  -    $1,039,248  78

stores,  and  building  materials.   It  exhibits  the  result  of  these  operations 
to  the  extent  to  which  thi^haye  been  completed,  during  the  year  be* 
tween  the  Ist  October,  1834,  and  the  dOth  September,  1835,  indicating, 
among  other  articles  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  which  haive  been 
fabricated  or  procured,  die  following,  viz :  Of  artilleFy,  98  32-poynd€r- 
ircm  cannini;  3  Id-pounder  and  4 -^-pounder  iron -cannon  $  34  dd-po«uuler 
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casemate  carriages,  completf*  ;  158  32-poiin(]rr  casemate  ehasses;  3  24- 
pounder  casemate,  and  177  Jl-poinuler  futibeite  carriages,  complete;  77

cavalry  sabres. 

Of  accoutrements  for  small  af  ms,  760  sets  for  infantry,  500  sets  of  rifle 
aoooutrements,  250  sets  for  oavaltj,  2,400'  sword  belts,  and  1,914  s^tere 
belts. 

Statement  D  shows  the  extent  of  the  operations,  during  the  year,  be- 
tween  the  1st  October,  1834,  and  the  30th  September,  1835,  which  have 
occurred  in  procuring  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  under  the  act  of 
1808,  for  arming  and  equipping  the  militia  of  the  States  and  Territories. 
This  statement  presents  also  a  view  of  the  expenditures  umler  the  act, 
•which  hav(^  resulted  during  the  same  period  in  prornrins^  the  stores, 
amounting,  j"ur  all  ohjects,  to  $1  18,518  49.  It  exhibits,  among  other  ar- 
ticles of  ordnance  stores  procured,  26  tield  carriages,  with  their  equip- 
ments, complete ;  7,510  muskets,  1,060  rifles,  (Hail's,)  2,000  artillery 
swords,  8  JO  eaviilry  sabres,  2,J74  sword  and  sabre  belts,  and  330  percus- 
sion caiiuon  lucks. 

Statement  E  exhibits  the  amouni,  oi  ordnance  and  orLiuance  stores 
which  have  been  apportioned  for  the  year  1834  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories,  under  the  act  of  1808,  for  arming  and  equipping  the  militia; 
this  apportionment  being  founded  on  tbie  recent  returns  of  the  strength 
of  the  militia,  as  made  by  the  adjutant  generals  of  the  militia  of  the«eFe- 
ral  States  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  uie  army. 

Statement  F  shows  the  several  articles  of  onlnanee  and  ordnance  storey 
which  have  been  distributed  to  the  militia  of  the  States  and  Territories 
during  the  year,  between*  the  Ist  October,  1834,  and  the  30th  September^ 
1835. 

Statement  G  presents  a  view  of  the  munitions  of  war  issued  by  this  de* 
partraent  during  the  year,  between  the  1st  October,  1834,  and  the  SOth 

September,  1 835,  to  the  army.  lu  this,  it  will  appear  that  89  32-pounder^ 
162  24-pounder,  6  12-pounder,  18  ^>'pnunder  iron  cannon  ;  34  f)2-pounder 
casemate  rarriages,  36  24-pounder  barbette  carriages,  6  1 2-pouniier,  and 
19  6-pounder  field -rarriages ;  105  muskets,  750  dragoon  sabres,  110 
(Hall's)  carbines,  litles,  and  196  sets  of  infantry  accoutrements  are 
among  the  principal  articles  issued. 

Statement  H  exhibits  the  operations  of  the  lead  mines  for  the  year

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The  returns  of  lead  made  during  the  last  year  exceed  the  returns  of 
this^year  by  4,217|289  pounds.  This  has  not  been  caused  by  a  decrease 
in  the  manufacture  of  lead,  but  by  the  refusal  of  numbers  of  the  smelters 
to  make  the  required  returns  to  the  supciiiilendent,  and  pay  in  their 
rent  lend.  The  grounds  of  thcii-  refusal  are,  liist,  that  the  net  of  ihc  3d 
of  March,  1^07,  contains  no  authority  for  <'o!lcctiM^  rent  lead  on  a  license 
Jot  smcltini:;  lead  ore  ;  and^  secondly,  that  any  law  authorizing  ihe  leasing 
of  pul)lii'  land  within  (he  limits  of  a  State  is  unconstitutional. 

To  test  the  validitv  of  these  objections,  suits  have  been  ordered  a^rainst 
some  of  the  most  jiiuiuinent  and  inlhRntial  of  the  delinquents,  uiider  a 
belief  tliat  the  final  adjudication  of  their  cases  would  restore  order,  with- 
out resorting  to  further  measures  or  incurring  additional  expense.  • 

There  are,boweyer,  other  vievvs  of  thissiibjeet,  which  it  now  becomes- 
proper  to  state,  viz : 

Tiie  decision  of  a  suit  by  the  proper  tribunal  mi^ht  settle  the  eons^i* 
tuHonal  question  in  favor  of  a  State ;  bat  the  principles  of  that  decision 
might  not  be  applicable  to  the  condition  of  a  Teriitory.  Should  a  de- 
cision be  made  which  would  bind  the  one  and  exonerate  the  other,  the 
operation  would  be  partial  and  unequal.  In  the  sales  of  the  public  lands 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  mineral  region,  it  apjjeais  that  conflicting 
interests  hare  arisen,  which,  probably,  can  only  be  adjusted  by  an  entire 
sale  of  the  mineral  and  timbered  lands. 

Such  a  course  is  therefore  respectfully  reeonH!io?H!ed  as  ^eing  best 
adapted  to  remove  existing  (lilliculties,  and  promote  the  general  prosperi- 
ty of  that  section  of  the  I'nion. 

As  regards  liie  i)uilding  operation.-^  ])roi:i essing  at  the  several  arsenals, 
I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  they  ha\  e  j)roceeded  to  the  extent  of  the 
last  annual  appropriation  for  those  o'ojects,  and  have  been  conducted  in 
the  most  efficient  manner  hy  the  several  supcrintcndins;  officers. 

I  beg  leave  to  cull  your  attention  to  the  ver\'  inadequate  compensation 
of  the  clerks  of  the  Ordnance  office,  and  to  request  that,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  duties  confessedly  as  arduous  and  important  as  those  of  any  other 
bureau  of  the  War  Department,  measures  may  be  taken  to  put  them  upon 
a  footing  of  equality,  in  respect  to  salary,  with  the  clerks  in  the  offices  of 
the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  aiiid  of  the  Paymaster  Generals

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER  OJF  INDIAN  AFFAIRS. 


Wak  DsPABTinntT, 

Office  Indian  AjJ'airs^  November  24,  1835. 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  order  of  4lh  September  last,  I  have  had 
the  honor  to  present  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Indian  Aliairs  for  the  ensuing  year ;  also,  the  estimated  amount 
of  current  expenses  of  the  Indian  department  for  the  same  period,  ex- 
clusive of  the  expenses  of  emigration  ;  and  also  an  estimate  of  the  sums 
required  for  the  payment  of  annuities  due  to  idual  Indians  and  In- 
dian tribes,  and  for  the  fulfilment  of  treaty  stipulations  for  the  coming 
year.  Those  estimates  were  referred  to  in  the  several  papers  then  sub-, 
mitted,  and  marked  A,  B,  and  C. 

Such  other  statements  as  might  seem  to  comport  with  the  spirit  of  your 
requisition  are.berewith  added  Ibr  the  purpose  of  conuDWiioating  specifie 
detsils  ^  our  IndtsA  eonoeros  mider  the  sttperintendenee  of  the  IXspert^ 
menft. 

In  tbe  puper  mailced  D  wiU  be  foimd  the  enennt  drawn  from  the 
treasury,  and  remitted  for  disbursement  under  the  different  heads  of  ap- 
propciationier  thecal  three  quarters  of  the  present  year ;  also,  the  amount 
of  the  accounts  rendered  for  the  corresponding  period,  under  their  re- 
speetiie  heads,  together  with  the  balances  remaining  to  be  accounted  lor 
according  to  the  books  of  this  office.  The  remittances  for  disbursement 
form  a  sum  total,  as  there  appears,  of  §1,075,693  66;  accounts  have  been 
rendered  for  thv  amount  of  $817,238  35;  and  the  sum  of  $258,455  31 
is  still  out,  M'CKiinin^  to  be  accounted  for  in  ordinary  course.  It  lies 
ID  the  hands  ui  oiiicers  having  tiie  charge  of  paying  Indian  annuities,  or 
clothed  with  other  specific  pecuniary  trusts.  It  not  unfrerjueivtiy  happens 
that  unavoidable  causes  prevent  regular  and  timely  transmission  or  re- 
ception of  document*  required  hy  the  regulations  of  the  Department  for 
the  rendering  oi  accounts,  witliouL  culpability  attaching  to  the  agent  in 
the  smallest  degree.  Among  such  causes  are  extreme  distance,  dis- 
bursem^itsnol  completed,  misdiance  of  eontejance,  and  odier  incidental 
cireuinslaiices  precluding  complaint  and  admitting  apology. 

All  material  information  in  relation  to  the  Indian  sehodSi  partidpating 
in  the  .benefit  of  the  annual  af^ropriatiou  of  $10,000  for  the  ciWUsation 
of  the  Indians,  is  eoounuitieated.  in  paper  marked  together  with  the 
particular  disposition  of  the  education  funds  set  apart  for  that  object  in 
treaties  with  the  Indian  tribes.  With  a  wish  to  bring  this  interesting 
subject  more  under  general  notice,  there  is  incorporated  in  this  state- 
ment whatever  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  from  so- 
cieties and  institutions  co-operating  in  the  same  beneficent  purpose.  Tlie 
cause  of  humanity  finds  an  advocate  in  every  feeling  bosom,  and  the  sen- 
timent is  ai9  universal  as  ^i^rateful,  that  education  and  civilization  march 
hand  in  band  in  the  progress  of  improvement,  civil  and  religious.  The 
18 
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Dumber  of  Indkn  children  taught  at  the  schools  included  in  this  report 
cannot  be  given  with  accuracy,  inaemuch  as  returns  hare  not  yet  been 
received  from  all  the  teachers.  It  is  supposed  to  be  about  seventeen 
hundred. 

There  are,  besides,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  Indian  scholars  at  the 
Choctaw  academy  in  Kentucky,  the  education  expenses  of  whom  are  de- 
frayed from  funds  provided  for  this  special  object  under  treaty  with 
several  of  the  tribes.  This  academy  has  heretofore  steadily  increased  in 
reputation  in  proportion  to  its  extensive  iispfulncss;  and  is  now  progress- 
ing successfully  in  the  adoption  of  mechanical  education,  superadded  to 
the  common  elementary  branches  of  tuition. 

In  a  former  report,  this  topic  was  adverted  to,  and  arguments  that 
spontaneously  presented  themselves  were  then  introduced  in  support  oi 
tlie  views  there  taken  in  relation  to  the  subject  ul  Indian  instruction  in  the 
mechanical  arts,  as  a  material  part  ol  tlie  system  ul  education.  1  iiese, 
in  fact,  must  become,  if  not  the  first,  the  principal  step  in  the  ladder  thai 
leads  from  the  aboriginal  to  the  etvflizea  state.  However  agricullural 
may  be  the  prevailing  disposition  or  pursuit  of  any  mixed  eomnualty, 
nothing  is  more  clear  than  the  position  (hat  all  eamiot  be  agricultansls. 
Diversity  of  inclination,  physical  adaptation,  and  especially  Uie  positive 
requirements  in  society  for  the  productions  of  medumieal  skill  and  labor, 
set  at  naught  so  illusive  an  opinion.  Employments  most  be  lonnd  in  a 
wholesome  condition  of  society,  suited  to  different  tastes  and  capaci- 
ties. But  fitness  for  employment  presupposes  instruction  and  acquaint- 
ance with  the  several  braacnei  in  which  it  is  exercised,  by  us  denom  inated 
trades.  Apprenticeship  only  can  produce  able  workmen ;  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  mechanic  arts  can  be  the  more  readily  grafted  on  the  In- 
dian stock  through  the  means  of  mechanical  instruction  as  a  part  of  tlie 
system  of  education  patronized  ])y  the  riovernment. 

These  suggestions  are  otli  ted  under  a  tirm  persuasion  ot  thr  capability 
of  the  Indian  to  take  his  statioii,  through  the  ameliorating  prot  est  of  let- 
ters and  the  arts,  by  the  side  of  the  civilized  man.  And  sun  ly  ^11  wiil 
admit  that  there  is  a  well-founded  claim  on  our  sym^jallia m  behalf  of 
the  Indian  lucc,  when  it  is  considered  tiiat  our  territories  were  once  the 
hunting  grounds  of  their  forefathers,  and  that  our  cities  occupy  the  for- 
mer sites  of  their  wigwams  and  villages.  Humble  instruments  in  the 
hands  of  Providence,  let  us  lend  our  aid  to  the  red  man's  helpleroness, 
and  assist  him  to  ascend  where  civilization  spreads  its  wide  expanse, 
creative  of  new  impulses^  and  afibrding  a  more  geniiil  home- to  hts  aiec* 
tions,  a  richer  harvest  for  his  exertions,  and  a  brighter  atmosphere  ler  his 
intellectual  vision. 

Suitable  measures  have  been  adopted  for  the  execution  of  the  treaty 
concluded  at  Chicago  with  the  united  nation  of  Chippewa,  Oltowa,  and 
Pattawataniie  Indians,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  them  are  tM>w  on 
the  way  to  their  destined  home  iji  the  West.  The  residue  may  be  ex- 
pected to  follow  speedily,  so  that  the  entire  number  may  probably  be 
congregated  in  their  new  domains  in  the  cnursp  of  the  ensuing  reason. 
Meanwhile,  the  commissioner  appointed  to  investigate  some  of  the  indi- 
vidual claims  under  the  treaty  has  presented  his  report,  nhich  has  ^iven 
eneral  satisfaction,  and  they  have  been  paid,  with  the  exception  of  those 
isallowed  by  him,  and  of  which,  by  his  appointment,  he  was  consiituCed 
sole  arbiter. 
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Major  J.  Brookes  has  socceeded  in  concluding  a  treaty  with  the  Caddo 
Indians,  bj  which  they  cede  their  land  in  Liouisiaiia  to  the  United  States, 
and  agree  to  remove,  at  their  own  expense,  beyond  our  territorial  limits, 
never  to  return.  This  alternative  may  ])ossjbly  save  the  snmll  remains 
of  tJie  tribe  from  total  extinction— a  tate  that  seemed  to  beimprnding  on 
a  contintie<l  residence  in  their  present  location,  surrounded  by  a  j)o})ula- 
tion  that  operates  on  the  children  of  the  imest  like  miasma  on  constitu- 
tions unused  to  its  buneful  iiuiutMice.  The  treaty  and  journal  oi  pro- 
ceedings are  herewith  communieated. 

A  treaty  has  also  been  concluded  by  Governor  Stokes  and  General  Ar- 
buckle,  with  the  Camanches  and  llitchetas,  two  of  the  three  nations  ol 
Indians  of  the  groat  western  prairie*  It  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  Kioways,  the  ^ir^  nation,  will  also  become  parties  to  the  treaty ;  and 
there  are  good  grounds  for  beiievin^  that  it  will  have  a  salntarj  tendency 
in  repressing  a  long-indulged  spint  for  depredation,  and  in  preserving 
peaee  among  all  'the  Indian  tribes  west  of  the  Mississippi.  The  treaty 
and  journal  of  proceedings  are  herewith  transmitted. 

Major  Francis  W.  ArmstroDg  was  associated  in  the  liommission  \^'it]i 
the  above-named  gentlemen.  He  had  left  home  to  attend  the  council, 
but  was  suddenly  arrested  by  disease,  which  ended  in  death)  before  he 
douid  reach  his  destination.  By  this  unhappy  event,  the  Goverament  lost 
a  meritorious  and  efficient  officer,  and  the  Choctaws  were  depi  ived  of  a 
faithful,  able,  and  devoted  ap;ent.  It  affoids  me  a  melancholy  onpnrtu- 
nity  Qt"  stating;  a  matter  highly  creditable  to  the  deceased,  in  wiiicii  the 
good  done  will  live  alter  him,  and  consecrate  his  memory.  In  one  of  his 
communications  to  the  Department,  he  informed  that  the  Choctaws  had 
then  recently  condemned  to  death,  and  actually  execiucd,  two  oi  their 
ti  il>e,  on  a  charg^e  of  witchcraft.  Such,  it  seems,  had  been  the  practice 
among  them  in  preceding  times,  showing  the  unhallowed  influence  of  the 
superstition,  and  its  concomitant  horrors.  Immediately  on  being  apprized 
of  the  shocking  transaction,  he  eonvened  the  chiefr  in  ^ncil,  and  pre- 
vailed Qpon  them  to  abolish  the  custom,'  under  penalty  of  death  for  being 
instrumental  thereafter  in  such  execution,  and  of  the  Ush  on  whoever . 
should  prefer  a  charge  of  witchcrait  against  any  of  their  tribe.  To  his 
ddcifsioir  and  firmness  may  be  aseribed  the  termination  of  a  superstitious 
custom,  that  triumphs  in  the  weakness  of  human  iiature,  gives  a  sort  of 
Fegalized  sanction  to  the  most  barbarous  acts,  and  calls  for  the  immola* 
tion  of  innocent  victims^  as  an  acknowled^ent  of  its  paramount  authority . 

There  has  been  no  intermission  of  exertion  to  induce  the  removal  of 
the  Chcrokccs  to  the  west  of  the  Mississippi,  in  conformity  with  the  po- 
licy adopter]  bv  the  (iovernment  in  favor  of  the  Indians,  and  to  which 
they  fdrin  ilfiio  t  the  sole  exception.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  bad 
advisement,  and  the  intolerant  control  of  chiefs  adverse  to  the  measure, 
have  conduced  to  the  disinclination  of  a  large  portion  of  the  nation  to 
emigrate,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  obvious  benefit  in  the  contemplated 
chansje.  Another  portion  has  viewed  the  measure  in  a  more  favorable 
light,  and  enlisted  in  a^,  advocacy  with  much  warmth.  Such  a  diversity 
of  sentiment  could  not  fail  to  create  collisions  and  animosity,  and  the  ef- 
fect has  been,  so  far,  a  prevention  of  the  requisite  unanimity  to  bring  the 
question  to  a  favorable  issue.  In  this  state  of  things,  a  provisional  treaty 
has  been  made  with  John  Ridge  and  other  influential  members  of  the 
nation,  favorable  to  the  cause  of  rtimrral,  and  by  th«M  aubmltied  io  their 
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*  brethren  in  May  hist.  No  accounts  of  their  tinal  decision  have  yet  been 
received.  The  j  i  u^  isions  of  the  treaty  are  so  liheral,  and  the  dis;idvan- 
taires  o{  I oiitinuing;  a^lon^  the  \s  liiUt  population,  thai,  has  entrenchi  u  useif 
on  their  hordcrs,  and  even  interspersed  itself  among  them,  are  so  glaring, 
that  its  cordial  and  speedy  adoption  might  reasoDably  be  anticipated.  Jui 
proper  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  OovenuneDt  to  inenre  tliie  result, 
under  the  eonviction  that  its  acceptance  would  lead  to  their  tranquillity, 
prosperity,  and  happiness* 

Indications  of  a  contumacious  and  hostile  spirit  on  the  part  of  die  Se- 
mtnoles  excited  apprehensien  that  ihey  meditated  resisUuice  to  the  ful- 
filment of  their  late  treaty,  and  that  their  removal  could  not  be  effected 
without  compulsion.  To  intimidate  the  digalfected,  and  quell  a  ^iritof 
turbulence,  a  military  detachment  was  ordered  to  repair  to  their  country ; 
and  they  were  expressly  assured  tliat  a  compliance  with  their  treaty, 
made  by  them  with  much  caution  and  deliheration,  and  after  an  exploring 
party  of  their  chiefs  had  examined  the  land  allotted  lor  their  residence  in 
the  West,  and  passed  upon  it  thrir  miqiialified  approbatiou,  would  be  en- 
forced bv  the  Government.  It  is  irrauivinc;  to  add  that  thev  have  sub- 
seqtiently  seem  their  interest  and  obliiration  in  a  clear  lis;ht,  and  that  they 
ai*e  busily  engaired  m  preparations  to  remove  durin*^  the  ensuing  spring. 

The  Creek  Indians  are  heEjinninir  to  wakn  from  their  lons^-indulged 
lethartry,  and  a  geneiai  ^pii  it  ul  eiaigrutiun  is  rnamiestiiig  ilsell  among 
them.  From  recent  communications,  much  confidence  is  entertained  that 
a  considerable  portion  will  be  in  readiness  to  proceed  to  their  western 
home  in  the.  course  of  a  few  weeks,  and  that  they  wiU  be  followed  by  the 
residue  of  the  oation  within  the  coming  year. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  as  a  matter  of  extreme  importance^  that 
early  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the  annuity  money  due  to  the  dif> 
ferent  tribes,  that  the  publication  of  proposals,  in  those  cases  where  goods 
are  to  be  furnished,  may  be  issued  in  sufficient  time  to  insure  competition 
in  the  most  eligible  markets,  and  that  thereby  the  most  suitable  articles 
may  be  procured  on  the  most  reasonable  terms.  In  addition  to  tiiis  ob- 
vious advantage,  much  benefit  would  accrue  to  the  Indians,  and  their  con- 
venience be  materially  promoted  by  thn  early  transmission  of  their  i^oods 
and  money,  so  that  distribution  and  payment  might  he  made  in  the  nionthf 
of  June  and  July,  before  the  commencement  of  their  sickly  season,  and 
;ivoidin^  the  interference  of  a  later  period  with  their  hunting  campaign. 
Complaints  have  been  repeatedly  made  by  tlie  dilferent  tribes  of  injury 
sustained  by  them  throu^li  itin  long-delayed  payment  of  their  annuities, 
owing  to  protracted  appiupriaUon. 

The  year  has  passed  without  any  marked  event  of  a  general  character 
to  communicate.  The  period  has  been  a  pacific  one,  with  little  of  rio- 
lence  or  bloodshed  to  record;  and  the  Indian  condition  is  decidedlj  oe 
the  improrement)  so  &r  as  relates  -to  their  previous  cherMteriatie  traits. 
The  exclusion  of  ardent  spirits,  where  it  could  be  effected,  hat  done  maefa 
good ;  and  on  this  exclusionyand  the  snbatittttton  of  other  pufBuilsfor  war 
and  the  chase^  must  depend  tiieir  gra^al  growth  and  eventualproficienej 
in  civilization — a  consummation  earnestly  desired  by  eveiy  philandiropic 
mind.

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The  preceding  tables  exhibit  the  disposition  of  the  money  appropri- 
ated for  education,  and  the  eondition  of  those  scliools,  from  the  teachers 
of  which  repor(«(  liave  been  received.  ,  There  are  other  schools  anions; 
the  Indian  tribes,  from  which  no  returns  have  been  made.  The  whole 
number  of  childi  en  to  whoiD  instruction  is  given  may  be  stated  at  seven- 
teen hundred  (1,700.) 

The  commuiiieatioiis  transmitted  to  this  office  by  the  teachers  and  In- 
cliatt  agents  are  generally  satisfactory.  That  from  the  intelligent  aeent 
at  Michiliiiiackinae  is  emeially  gratifying.  There  are  eight  establish* 
ments  withito  the  limits  of  his  agency,  stationed  at  different  points  betweeo 
tbe  above,  island  and  Ana  Kwiwinau,  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Superior. 
In  the  sehool  at  Mtehilimaeidnae  the  higher  brmehes,  geography,  philo* 
sophy,  and  history,  are  successfully  tai^t.  Two  of  me  pupils  have 
gone  out  among  their  relatives  in  the  north  as  teachers.  Another  has 
been  recently  received  as  a  catechist  by  the  American  Board  of  Missions. 
A  third  now  commands  a  vessel  on  the  lakes.  A  fourth  is  studying  me- 
dicine. Many  of  them  read  and  write  the  English  and  Ojibwa  languages 
easily  and  correctly." 

The  establishments  among  the  Shawanees  and  Delaware?,  and  the 
other  tribes  west  and  north  of  the  Missouri  river,  appear  to  have  been 
well  conducted.  Instruction  has  been  given  to  a  considerable  extent  in 
the  laii^ua«^es  of  those  tribes.  There  have  been  printed,  at  the  press  at 
the  Shawanee  station,  312,350  pages— 28S,000  in  the  Creek  and  Choc- 
taw, 16)800  in  the  Ottoe,  7,750  in  the  loway,  34,000  in  the  Pattawatamie, 
16,000  in  the  Shawanee,  snd  15,000  in  the  Delaware  languages. 

The  schools  among  ^e  Choetaws  west,  of  tlie  Mississippi  have  been 
opened  under  the  direction  of  competent  teachers.  The  recent  eomple« 
tion  of  the  buildings,  and  other  causes,  have  preyented  their  operation  to 
the  extent  and  wiu  the  advantages  that  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 

In  every  instance,  a  knowledge  of  .agriculture  and  of  some  mechanic 
art  is  imparted  to  the  boys,  and  of  household  duties  and  economy  to  the 
girls.  rhe  agent  for  the  Delawares  and  Shawanees  states  that  he  was 
shown  rloth  that  was  spun  and  wove,  andsbirts  and  other  clothing  made, 
by  the  Indian  girls. 

The  agents  for  the  several  tribes  for  whose  benefit  schools  are  sup- 
ported are  required  to  visit  and  inspect  them  at  least  once  in  each  year. 
At  these  visits  a  public  examination  of  the  pupils  is  made,  and  the  attend- 
ance of  the  military  officers  and  of  other  citizens,  wherever  convenience 
will  permit,  is  requested.  By  the  application  of  these  and  other  incen- 
tives, it  is  hoped  that  a  deeper  interest  in  Uie  success  of  these  establish- 
ments will  be  awakened  in  the  minds  of  parents  and  children,  snd  more 
extensive  results  be  obtained  from  the  means  and  exertio^is  appropriated 
and  applied  by  the  Government  for  their  improvement  in  knowledge  and 
virtue.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSARV  GENERAL  OF  SUBSISTENCE, 
A»  Si^periniwdent  qf  Indian  Emigraium. 


EMIGRATION  OF  INDIANS, 

OmoE  Com.  Ojbk.  of  Subsisiibmc]:^ 

^^MWiifrfr  m,  1836. 

To  the  Hon.  Lewis  Cass,  Secretary  of  War : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  hoQor  to  submit  for  your  eonsideration  the  aecompa* 
lin  ing  reports,  in  conformitjT  with  your  directions  of  the  4th  of  Septem- 
ber, viz :  A  report  of  the  amount  of  funds  remitted  to  agents  and  dis- 
bursing oQcers  for  the  expenses  of  Indian  emigration  durine  the  first 
three  cjuarters  ,of  the  present  year,  and  the  amount  for  which  accounts 
have  been  rendered  in  the  same  period  ;  and  a  report  of  the  number  of 
Indians  that  have  been  removed  since  the  30th  day  of  September,  1834  ; 
the  wliole  number  of  Indians  west  of  the  I^fississippi,  distinguishing  the 
native  from  the  emigrated  triho^ ;  die  quantity  of  land  assigned  to  each, 
and  its  situation;  and  the  iiuinbci  of  Fndians  yet  to  be  removed  under 
treaty  stipulations.  The  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  that  will  be 
required  during  the  ensuing  year  cannot,  with  a  proper  degree  of  cer- 
tainty, be  made  at  this  time.  This  office  will  probably  be  in  pu.->i  ssion 
of  inforniatiun,  ^uon  after  the  session  oi  Congress  commences,  thaL  will 
enable  me  to  state  the  demands  of  the  year  1836  for  Indian  removals. 
But  it  is  highly  probable,  such  Is  the  balance,  to  that  head  of  appropriation 
still  unezpoidled,  th^t  only  .a  small  sum  wOl  be  required  to  be  appropriate* 
ed  in  addition  thereto.' 

It  will  be  perceived,  from  report  marked  No.  2,  that  the  active  opera- 
tions of  the  year  have  not  been  productive  of  such  results  as  might  nave 
been  anticipated.  No  removal  of  the  Florida  Indians  has  been  effected, 
whilst  the  Creeks  have  furnished  but  a  very  insignificant  body  of  emi- 
grants. Only  a  few  families  of  the  Cherokees  have  gone  west ;  and  of 
3ie  other  tribes  with  whom  there  are  treaty  stipulations  for  emigration, 
none  have  yet  redeemed  the  pledge,  freely  given,  to  exchan2;f^  their 
eastern  for  a  trans- Mississippi  rcsid*  ii<  i  .  I  will  state  briefly  the  opera- 
tions of  this  office  during  the  year  ending  tlie  30th  of  September,  and, 
in  doing  so,  will  oiler  a  few  observations  upon  the  condition  of  the  In- 
dians, both  on  this  and  on  the  ulher  side  of  the  Mississippi,  with  the 
probable  causes  that  operate  to  retard  ihe  pi  i»gr  css  of  emigration,  and  the 
immediate  prospects  of  success  ip  the  policy. of  the  Gt^vernment  lu  re- 
gard to  the  Indian  population. 

In  the  summer  of  t8S4,  extensive  arrangements  were  made  by  this 
office  for  the  removal  of  the  Creeks  from  Alabama.  A  superintendent 
and  two  assistant  agents  were  appointed  from  among  the  citizens  of  that 
State,  and  a  disbursing  officer  of  great  experience  was  associated  with 
them.  The  representations  received  from  various  sources  induced  the 
expectation  of  a  numerous  emigration  ;  but,  owing  to  causes  not  necessa- 
ry to  be  detailed  here,  only  a  small  !)ody  of  those  Indians  could  be  in- 
duced to  eBsigrate,  and  these  were  removed  in  December,  under  the  di- 
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rection  aloae.of  the  disbursing  officer,  the  other  agents  having  been 
diseharped  in  order  to  save  expense.  These  emigrants,  in  going;  west 
so  late  in  the  season,  it  is  understood,  suffered  mnny  privations  ;  but  thr 
office  is  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  able  and  inte  lligent  army  (^tlicer  wlio 
conducted  them  did  all  that  humanity  could  demand  to  alleviate  their 
eondition. 

In  pursuance  of  treaty  stipulations  uiili  tbe  Othnvas  of  Manmee, 
Ohio,  an  othcer  was  despatched  in  July,  1834,  to  reiuuve  them  lo  the 
new  country.  After  endeavoring  favorably  to  impre^s  them  with  the 
project,  and  remaintog  some  time  among  them,  he  discovered  an  unwil- 
lingness to  remore  west,  unless  they  had  first  sent  thither  an  exploring 
party,  in  whose  report  they  might  confide. 

The  indulgencie  was  granted  them  by  your  direction,  and  the  officer 
took  a  party  of  five  of  the  principal  chiefs,  properly  equipped  for  the  en- 
terprise. They  returned  in  November,  and,  as  the  country  they  tra- 
versed was  reported  by  the  officer  to  be  in  all  respects  a  most  desirable 
residence,  it  was  thought  the  impressions  created  would  have  loflneDeed 
the  tribe  to  an  immediate  departure.  But  delay,  under  various  pretences, 
ensued,  and  the  season  was  suffered  to  i)a«s  inactively  away.  Since 
then,  no  efforts  have  been  made  to  remove  thai  tribe. 

As  soon  ns  the  appropriation  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
preparatiouii  w  vvc  made  for  the  removal  of  the  Seminoles.  ft  was  be- 
iip\-ed  that  tbeie  would  be  very  little  difficulty  in  petting  oil  one-third 
ol  ihcir  Nvhuk  iiuiuber,  it  having  been  provided  tliat  they  should  remove 
in  three  year:?,  one  ol  which  had  already  expired;  and,  therefore,  the 
agents  of  the  United  States  were  instructed  to  proceed  immediately  to 
the  execution  of  the  tssk.  But  it  ^as  soon  seen  that,  notwithstanding 
the  exhibition  of  a  considerable  militarj  force  in  Florida,  it  would  be 
out  of  the  question  peaceably  to  effect  the  object,  and  the  department 
was  willing,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  agents,  to  defer  the  emi- 
gration until  January,  1836,  on  the  condition,  as  freely  entered  into  by 
most  of  the  chiefs,  that  tbe  whole  tribe  would  then  remove  without  op* 
position.  Notwithstanding  this  assurance,  and  the  evidently  growing 
popularity  of  emigration  among  them,  the  conduct  of  some  of  those  op- 
pns<  ']  to  it  has  led  to  the  precaution  taken  by  the  drp:irtment,  of  stre:i£jth- 
eui.:^  the  armed  force  in  Floi  ida.  No  serious  diflit  ulty  is,  however,"ap- 
prelieiided.  The  agents  luive,  untler  instrueti(»ns,  made  arrnnirements 
i»y  which  the  Indians  will  be  collected  together  at  vari'^tis  points,  uiaieh- 
ed  to  T:nu)>i  Bay,  and  there  embarked  foi-  tlie  MisM>sipi)i  ;  iver.  Thcv 
w  ill  be  })ut  (^n  hoard ul  steaujboats  at  the  llalize,  and  theiue  taken  up  the 
Mississippi  to  a  place  on  White  river,  not  far  from  the  mouth  ot  the  Ar- 
kansas, called  Rock' Row;  thence  they  will  bo  marched  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miles  to  their  new  country  west  of  Fort  Gibson.  Every 
precaution  will  be  taken  to  secure  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  peo- 
ple. A  rigid  police  will  be  observed  in  the  sea  vessels  and  steamboats, 
and  whilst  on  the  rivers  they  will  l)e  landed  at  night  and  .encamped, 
(lo.ul  pi(i\  i  ions  will  be  regularly  issued,  and  medical  attendance  fur- 
nished ;  and  all  the  obligations  of  humanity  will,  1  nin  sure,  be  scrupu- 
lously  fulfilled  by  those  under  whose  direction  the  Seminoles  are  placed. 

Admonished  by  the  mnny  difficulties  encountered,  in  the  efforts  before 
reforr-  (1  to,  i[i  attempting  to  remove  the  Creeks,  the  Department  of  War 
was  willing,  although  efforts  were  again  made  under  favorable  auspices, 
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at  tn  early  day  during;  the  present  year,  to  operate  among  them,  to  lis- 
ten favorably  to  a  proposition  from  several  cituBens  of  Georgia,  for  the 
removal  of  the  whde  tribe  at  twenty  dollars  a  bead.  A  eontraet  bas 
been  entered  into  with  them,  but  onfy  for  the  renloval  of  five  thousand, 
that  being  the  number  for  which  the  appropriation  was  -provided ;  the 
contract  to  expire  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1836.  The  contritet,  a  copy 
of  which  (numbered  3)1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  with  this,  provides, 
it  will  be  seen,  for  every  thing  that  could  give  to  the  Indians,  \vhibt  on: 
their  way  west,  security  against  maltreatment  or  personal  sufifering,  in- 
duced  by  the  iteglect  of  the  contractors  ;  whilst  the  ap^ents  of  the  United 
S^atf's,  whose  diity  it  is  made  to  accompany  each  pai  ty,  are  strictly  en- 
joined to  report  every  dereliction  from  the  trne  spirit  and  meaning  of  the 
instrument,  and  to  see  that  the  wli  Ir  (tjH  iation  is  conducted  with  due 
regard  to  the  principles  of  benevoU  nee  aiui  humanity.  The  prosf)ect3 
of  the  contractors  ha\  t;  bt^en  l  epoi  ted  to  be  not  very  flattering.  Tlu  y 
think  that  one  or  two  thousand  ol  ihc  Creeks  juay  be  removed  during 
the  present  season,  and  that  they  may  be  able  to  make  in  the  spring  a 
more  succeeslul  exertion,  and,  perhaps,  remove  early  in  the  year  the  re- 
mainder of  the  number  contracted  for.  The  measure  of  success  attend* 
ing  Ae  exertions  of  the  contraelors  will,  perhaps,  indicate  truly  whether 
the  contract  should  be  extended  to  the  rest  of  the  tribe. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  appropriaiion  was  made  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  united  nation  of  the  Chippewa,  Ottowa,  and  Pattawatamie 
Indians  from  the  country  recently  purchased  from  them,  situated  around 
the  head  of  Lake  Michigan.  Those  Indians  are  allowed,  by  the  treaty, 
to  remain  three  years  on  the  lands  they  have  ceded  ;  but  it  was  bciirved, 
from  the.  demonstrations  made  by  them,  that,  if  (he  expkn  ing  PX|  editioii 
stipulated  f'  r  should  rr  port  favorably,  there  would  he  no  diih(  uhy  in 
effecting  speedily  a  lari^e  iemoval.  Accordingly,  an  oihcer  was,  at  an 
early  day,  despatched  to  their  country,  with  directions  to  procure  an 
outtit  for  a  parly  of  fifty  persons.  This  party  was  conducted  to  the 
country  assigned  the  tribe,  situated  north  of  the  northwest  corner  of 
Missouri,  by  an  intelligent  gentleman,  who  reports  that  he  bad  great  dif- 
ficulty in  accomplishing  the  object  in  view,  arrowing  out  of  the  dislike  of 
the  persons  composing  his  party  to  the  duty  il  c  y  had  undertaken  to  per- 
form. He  gives  a  very  favorable  account  of  the  country,  representing 
many  portions  of  it  as  highly  susceptible  of  cultivation,  and  all  of  it  as 
well  calculated  for  those  for  whom  it  is  designed.  The  results  produced 
by  the  return  of  tlic  party  were  much  relied  upon^  and  the  oHicer  to 
whom  is  intrusted  the  duty  of  removal  has  been  unremitting  in  his  ex- 
ertions to  push  forward  those  Indians  whose  inelinationf^  were  supposed 
to  be  at  all  favorable  to  emiirratinff.  At  the  last  dates  he  was  advanciji^ 
towards  the  Missi^si]ipi,  and  had  a  considerable  bodv  nl  Indians  v.ilh 
him,  with  the  piospfH  t  ol  lar^e  accessions.  He  may  remove  this  season 
from  fifteen  hundred  to  two  thous  and. 

A  disbursing  officer  hab  Ijccn  continue*!,  togcilicr  with  the  supe:iii- 
tendent,  in  the  (Cherokee  couiuiy  c  jsI.  i'he  peculiar  relations  ol  the 
Cherokees  with  the  General  Government,  and  the  obstructions  to  the 
makiuii,  of  a  treaty  that  would  be  unexceptionable,  have  operated  within 
the  past  yett*  to  prevent  extensive  emigration.  • 

•Tne  efiforii  to  effect  Indian  emigration  have,  during  the  past  year,  met 
witk  ii^  Tery  eneoaraging  anecess;  yet  have  they  been  moetstramious..' 
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No  proper  expedient  h»B  been  left  untried  to  teeelefale  the  departure 
for  meir  defttined  homes  of  the  tiibeseast  of  the  Misaiseippi ;  and  the 
exertions,  tlwugh  unsuccessful  in  a  great  degree,  hnye  cost  much  labor 
and  expense — it  is  hoped  not  without  the  promise  of  ultimate  benefits. 
This  office  has,  however,  been  fully  em])loyed  in  providinf^  the  year's 
subsistence  for  the  various  tribes  and  parts  of  tribes  nlrcndy  removed, 
and  for  those  whose  removal  is  anticipated.  The  purchasiurr,  by  con- 
tract or  otherwise,  of  rifles,  blankets,  ainmuiiition,  looms,  whi  els,  &c. 
&;c.  provided  lor  several  tribes  in  pursuance  of  treaty  sti])ulaUons  ;  the 
settlement  of  the  yery  voluiuitiotis  accounts  growing  out  ol  prior  transac- 
tions; the  adjustment  of  claiiiis,  and  the  pejfecting  a  system  having  for 
its  object  a  complete  accountability  on  the  pait  of  agents,  not  only  for 
the  money,  but  for  the  vest  amounts  of  proTisions  snd  property  they  have 
necessarily  to  procure  and  distribute.  Tbia  system  will,  I  flsiter  myself, 
be  acceptable^  as  it  doubtless  appears  to  answer  well  the  importaol  end 
of  establishing  cheeks  and  reaponsibilities  where,  from  the  extent  of  the 
discretion  heretofore  found  indispensable,  it  was  thou^t  almoet  imprae* 
ticable  to  create  them.  The  business  of  Indian  removal  is  neeeasaoilj 
expensive.  The  Indians  are  uncertain  in  their  movements,  slow  and  rn- 
ciUating.  Easily  operated  upon  by  designing  men,  they  readily  belieTe 
every  thing  told  them  in  opposition  to  the  benevolent  desipjn  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. Thus  have  be'en  caused  the  fz;!  eat  expenses  incident  to  both 
partial  succeHses  and  to  complete  lailures  in  removing  them.  Without, 
then,  eontiinu  d  vigilance  on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  the  general 
supeniUciiiK  Lice  of  tbe  oiJciations,  the  failures  must  bo  more  disastrous 
still;  wiulsL  every  etloit,  sik  cessful  or  unsuccessful,  calls  lor  the  mosi 
careful  instructions  and  the  must  exact  exiuiiiiiation  into  the  mode  of  their 
exeeuiion.  1  have  the  pleasure  to  say  that,  in  the  expenditure  of  the 
vast  sums  whose  disbursement  has  been  confided -to  the  officers  employed 
in  the  emigration  of  Indians,'*  no  instance  of  delaleation  has  taken 
place,  and  tlmt  the  most  laudable  exertions  have  been  evinced  to  econo^ 
mize  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public  lunds. 

The  situation  of  the  tribes  and  parts  of  tribes  that  have  emigrated  can 
but  be  considered  as  promising  improvement,  and  as  productive  of  bene* 
fits  that  could  never  have  been  realised  by  them  bad  they  remained 
east  of  the  Mississippi.  They  were  so  situated  before  removal  as  con- 
stantly  to  be  subjected  to  multitudit  ous  evils,  under  the  operation  of 
wliich  they  were  ra}H'(ilv  dwindling;  m  nambers  and  deteriorating  io 
morals.  J  hey  are  nins  place<]  beyond  most  of  those  influences  which 
operated  so  unfavorably  upon  them,  and  may,  with  a  fut  tiu  r  develop- 
ment of  tbe  present  policy  of  the  Federal  Government,  become  regene- 
rated in  morals,  and  renewed  in  physical  and  niental  vigor. 

Here  they  were  necessarily  tbe  prey  of  all  that  is  evil  in  tbe  white 
man  ;  there  they  are  protected  by  their  isolated  condition  and  the  arm  of 
the  Government,  whose  undisputed  protection  they  can  claim.  The  re- 
sult of  emigration  has  already  been  decidedly  fayorable ;  though,  from  the 
short  time  since  large  bodies  were  re^ioved,  it  might  readily  be  sup- 
posed that  the  disadvantages  of  new  locations  in  a  hitherto  unenltiTated 
country  would  still  he  felt  by  even  the  more  industrious,,  skilful,  and  en* 
terprising  whites.  The  result  appears  favorable,  because  most  of  t!he 
emigrants  are  known  to  he  more  comfortably  situated,  to  have  beeeaM 
more  attentive  to  agricukurai  pursuits,  and  to  have  v^*4gf4  ICM  im  theeo 
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practices  that  were  so  destructive  to  their  pr  isperity,  than  hcfoi  e  emi- 
gration.   The  Choctaw?  wore  to  have  been  provided  according  to  treaty 
"With  lour  hviiidred  looms,  one  thousand  ploughs,  besides  hoes,  axes, 
cards,  wheels,  iron,  &c.  &r  and  rides  and  ammunition.    The  plough?, 
hoes,  and  other  smaller  articles,  hare  been  procured,  and  perhaps  one-  . 
third  of  the  looms  and  wheels  manuiactuied.    The  suppl^^iiig  ihe  re- 
mainder oi  these  last-naaied  articles  must,  considering  the  circumstan- 
ceS)  be  a  work  of  time*   It  wt6  found  impolitie  to  have  them  made  It  a 
distanoe,  and  transported  te  the  Choctaw  eoontry  •  their  great  hulk  would 
have  created  an  enonnmis  proportional  expense.    They  have  therefore 
been  in  the  prooess  of  manulacture  in  the  Choetaw  country,  by  an  in- 
dividoal  entlMlj  competent  to  the  task,  but  whose  slowness  in  its  perform- 
anee  must  be  attributed  to  the  disadvantages  of  his  situation.  With* 
regai  d  to  the  benevolence  of  those  who  designed  so  largely  the  means  of 
eivilizatton  for  those  Indians,  there  can  be  but  one  opinion  :  but  the  ex^ 
perience  of  this  office  has  led  mo  to  the  conclusion  that  poi  hnpp  too  rapid 
an  accession  of  such  means  will  \)c  of  no  advantage^  whilst  it  will  dissi- 
pate the  funds  de^rrnod  to  boiu  tit  thcni.  • 

It  is  known  that  many  of  tin-  (  hoetaws,  to  whom,  under  the  rules  of 
distribution,  these  artich  s  must  iali,  are  not  now,  and  cannot  he  for  some 
time,  the  fit  recipients  of  such  bounty.    It  has  therefore,  with  your  sanc- 
tion, heen  thought  proper  to  attempt  to  annul  the  contract  under  which 
they  are  being  manufactured.    It  may  be  remarked  that  the  instruments 
of  agrieuUnre,  with  the  simpler  machines  for  manufacturing,  are  in  unt- 
versal  demand.    That  their  use  will  soon  become  co^'extensiye  with  die 
people,  there  ean  be  tio  doubt.   The  Pattawatamies  of  Indiana  are  tJso 
entitied  to  treaty  attfoles  of  the  same  description  with  those  of  the  Choc- 
taws.   The  smaller  proportional  number  of  looms  assigned  to  them  has 
enabled  this  ofiice  Co  procure  all;  but  much  caution  snooid  be  used  in 
their  distribution.   The  Quapawv,  a  part  only  of  whom  have  gone  from 
Arkansas  Territdry  to  the  country  assigned  them  west  of  the  western 
boundary  of  Missouri,  one-h^!f  of  the  tribe  havinrx  joined  the  Caddoes 
on  Red  river,  have  been  supplied  with  a  variety  of  articles,  consisting 
of  blankets,  agricultural  instrumffUs,  and  carpenters*  tools.    A  few  looms 
were  also  stipulated  for  ;  these  last  ar(^  made,  but  not  distributed.  The 
Cherokee  emis^rants  arc  entitled  to  rides,  blanket^,  kc  ijkb,  and  some 
tobacco;  the  Creeks  to  ritles  and  blankets;  and  the  Scminoles  to  blan 
kets  and  frocks.     No  agricultural  or  manufacturing  implements  aie 
guarantied     these  three  tribes^   The  last-named  tribe  will  perhaps  be 
more  in  need 'of  agrieuICaral  instruction  than  any  other  that  has  emigrated ; 
the- first,  with  mere  skiU,  hot  with  a  greater  degree  of  vaefltation — a  , 
more- disturbed  politioal  eoiidltien-^as  raised  lam  surplus  quantities  of 
grain,  atid  evnieed  west,  as  it  has  done  east-  of  the  Mississippi,  some 
skill  in  manufactures*   Nor  have  the  OheetaWft  and  Creeks  been  wanting 
io  egriciikural  sueeesa,  4br  it  has  been  ascertained  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  com  purchased  to  subsist  newly  arrived  emigrants  was 
raised  by  those  of  prior  settlement ;  and  it  has  not  un frequently  happened 
that  large  numbers  of  emigrants  were  enabled  to  rpi^e  their  own  bread 
before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  duriner  which  they  m  e  mtitied  to  sub- 
sistence, and  to  dispose  of  a  surplus.  There  can,  then,  be  no  hesitnncr  in 
believiug  thai  the  co&dUioa  of  the  emigrant  Indians  has  become  decided* 
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ly  ameliurated.  Nothing,  indeed,  seems  to  be  wanting;  to  create  a  pro- 
gressive state  of  improvement,  but  a  perseveraiu  e  on  tin'  part  of  the 
tTnited  States  in  such  a  course  toward^j  liitm  asbhaii  accouimodate  it:^elf 
to  tlicir  gradual  aclvaDces  in  dviliaMtioo. 

Id  the  aliotmeDt  of  lands,  an  ipq^tkm  of  the  map  will  ibow  that  70a 
liave  been  guided  by  tfke  rule  of  giving,  as  far  as  praetieable,  a  eorrespond* 
«ftt  northeni  or  southern  loeatioD,  according  to  the  situation  of  the  eoun- 
irj  east  of  the  MitsiBBippi,  of  the  emigrant  tribes.  Notwithstanding  this, 
.  there  is,  in  some  inatanees,  considerable  change  of  latitude  northward, 
lyid  in  all  some  difierence  in  climate.  The  nature  of  the  soil  difiers,  of 
course,  from  that  of  the  eastern  countiy.  Thus,  it  is  proper  to  observe, 
iiave  undoubtedly  been  produced  diseases  of  a  fatal  character.  The 
mortality  has  not,  however,  exceeded  what  might  hnve  been  expected 
from  new  settlements,  where  the  emigrants  select  their  lands  and  plaoe 
their  residences  on,  and  proximate  to,  the  rich  alluvion  of  the  river  bot- 
toms. All  who  have  visited  or  explored  the  Indian  territory  concur  in 
saying  that  the  land  is  fertile,  the  water  good,  the  wood  sufficient  oa 
and  near  all  the  streams,  and  that  the  game  is  in  undiminished  abundance. 
They  agree,  indeed,  in  asserting  that,  independent  ol  all  moral  and  politi- 
cal influences,  the  change  of  country  is  greatly  in  favor  of  the  emi- 
grants. 

It  remains  for  me  to  advert  to  the  embarrassments  which  have  ob* 
structed  the  emigration  of  Indians  within  a  year  or  two  past,  and  to 
the  prospects  in  view  for  the  removal  of  all  those  from  the  east  of  the 
Mississippi  to  the  new  country,  who  have  in  treaty  stipulations  agreed 
logp.   All  the  tribes  on  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  have  long  been  smr- 
lounded  by  a  white  population  more  or  less  dense.   They  have,  in  many 
instances,  formed  connexions  with  the  wlutes,  and  they  are  in  constant 
traffic  with  the  white  traders,  to  whom  they  are,  it  is  believed,  always  in 
debt.    The  traders  have  much  power  owi  them,  tor,  besides  that  w'hich 
the  creditor  can,  in  every  stage  of  society,  exercise  over  the  debtor,  the 
successful  trader,  being  a  man  of  opulence,  and  not  uufrequently  of  crreat 
sagacity,  becomes  the  counsellor  of  the  Indian,  and  sways  him  w'lih  all 
the  potency  of  this  double  inlluence.    The  annuities  are  the  principal 
source  of  remuneration  to  those  who  trust  the  Indians  with  ^oods.  1q 
many  cas^s  tb^y  are  paid,  notwithstanding  all  the  precaution  of  the  of- 
.  ficers  of  the  United  Stales,  acting  under  the  law  of  Congress  and  the 
regulations  of  the  War  Department,  almost  directly  into  Uie  hands  of 
die  traders,  sometimes  without  the  formality  of  counting  Uie  specie  of 
which  they  consist.   It  is  very  natural  to  suppose  that  it  is  tlie  interat 
of  the*  traders  to  keep  the  Indians  Irom  emigration;  and  in  every  at* 
tempt  made  by  the  agents  of  the  Government  to  raise  an  emigrating  party, 
this  nas  been  reported  to  be  the  case.    But,  without  dwelling  upon  this  ao 
a  cause  why  the  Indians  w  HI  not  remove,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  payment  of  the  annuities,  as  heretofore,  at  their  old  plifcesof  resi- 
dence, must  he  a  stronp;  motive  for  distrusting  ihv.  sincerity  of  those  sent 
among  them  to  urge  thcrn  to  (migration.    The  inducement  to  go,  in  the 
prospect  of  all  the  bh  ssirii^s  likely  to  tlow  from  a  removal,  cannot  ope- 
rate upon  men  with  whom  the  present  is  the  only  moment  of  existence, 
for  which  the  means  of  future  happiness  lall,  at  all  umes,  a  ready  sacri- 
fice. To  deprive  the  Indians,. then,  of  thia  the  strongest  of  iiii  iuduce- 
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ance on  account  of  the  attadunenta  incidental  to  localitj,  they  wiU  pur^ 
•sue  their  pecuniary  interests,)  let  the  annuities  be  paid  west  of  the 
JUisaissippi,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  scheme  of  emigration 
would  meet  with  little  future  opposition.  With  respect  to  the  legality  of 
such  a  measure,  or  its  consistency  with  treaty  pbl4;ation9y  I  oflfer  no 
opinion,  further  than  that  it  need  only  be  applied  as  a  remedy  where  the 
Indians  had  created  in  themselves  obligations  to  remove,  and  refused  to 
abide  by  them.  Without  some  determined  eftbrt  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  it  cannot  be  disguised  that  the  Indians  will  pcrseveringly 
linger  in  their  old  haunts,  and  thus  in  a  measure  defeat  that  plan  of  be- 
nevolence which,  it  is  conceded  by  the  country,  is,  above  ail  ^other  things, 
the  best  calculated  to  promote  their  permanent  welfare. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  more  particular  reference  to  the 
agents  employed  in  Indian  emigration.  It  will  be  recollected  that  the 
appointments  of  Indian  a^^ei^  and  subagent  for  all  the  tribes  in  the 
treaties  with  whom  provisioiMibr  removtd  have  been  introduced  hare 
recently  been  discontinued ;  still  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  invest 
persons  with  power  to  perforniY^rtain  duties  growing  out  of  bur  rela- 
tions with  them.  The  duties  are  performed  vdthout  extra  charge  by  die 
superintendents  of  emigration  ;  and  so  extensive  wr ni  l  the  business  of 
the  United  States  still  appear  to  l>e  with  those  tribes,  that  half  of  the 
time  of  the  emigrating  agents  is  consumed  in  its  performance.  It  is 
respectfully  suggested  that,  in  this  continuance  of  the  agencies,  there 
may  still  exist,  in  too  great  a  degree,  to  the  mind  of  the  Indian,  the 
show  of  that  paternal  authority  whose  entire  absence  would  create,  per- 
haps, a  desire  to  go  where  it  had  been  removed  to.  The  disbursing 
•  agents  have  been  invariably  officers  of  the  army  since  the  promulga- 
tion of  the  "  Regulations  concerning  the  removal  of  Indians,"  by  your 
orders,  in  the  summer  of  1832.  By  those  regulations,  a  principal  dis- 
bursing asent  was  allowed  the  '^pay  and  emoluments  of  a  quartermas- 
ter," ana  a  disbursing  agent  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  an  assistant 
quartermaster.*'    The  pay,  ke,  of  a  quartermaster  has  never  been 

Siven  to  more  than  one  officer.  He  has  since  the  first  season,  (in  1831 , ) 
uring  which  Ijfkdian  removals  were  effected  under  the  act  providing  for 
an  exchange  of  lands,  &c.,  passed  in  May,  1830,  been  stationed  at  Little 
Rock,  Arkansas' T^e^ritory.  His  duties  have  been  to  superintend  gene- 
raOy  the  disbursements  of  the  disbursing  agents  stationed  with  the  emi« 
l^nt  tribes;  to  contract  for  subsistence  for  the  Indians  already  removed, 
and  for  transportation  and  subsistence  between  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Indian  territory  for  those  about  to  remove,  and  to  pay  for  both  ;  to  per- 
form, in  fine,  functions  of  great  variety  and  importance,  involving  the  ex* 
penditure  during  some  years  of  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars  per  an- 
num. When  the  remoteness  of  his  station  is  considered,  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  bank  or  other  place  of  deposite  for  money  near  him,  and  that 
he  ha5  been  compelled,  that  he  might  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  public 
service,  to  keep  large  amounts  of  money  constantly  in  his  possession,  it 
-would  not  be  consi&red  that  be  hes  been  at  any  time  more  than  ade« 
iquately  compensated  for  his  great  labor  and  reqionsibilides.  By  a 
proviso"  to  the  *<Act  making  additional  appropriations  for  die  Dela-^ 
;irare  breakwater,"  Kc,  improved  March  5, 1835,  it  is  provided  ihat  no. 
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officer  of  the  aAay  shall  receive  any  additional  pay,  extra  allowance^, 
or  compensation  for  disbursing  public  moneys  appropriated  at  the  last 
session,  or  for  any  other  service  or  duty,  unless  authorized  by  law.  The 
construction  given  to  this  proviso  precluded  the  officer  above  referred 
to,  and  all  others  employed  in  tlje  Indian  emigration,  from  receiWngj, . 
the  allowance  provided  for  by  regulation  ;  and  {hoy  have  all  since  per- 
formed their  duties  at  really  less  compensation,  and  certainly  at  greater 
personal  expense,  than  if  ihey  had  been  attached  to  garrisons.  That 
officers  of  the  army  should  be  compelled  to  ihe  performance  of  arduous, 
and  often  dangerous  and  disagreeable  duties,  of  a  character  totally  dis-* 
tinct  from  those  of  their  profession,  and  for  uliich  they  are  doeraed 
especially  suited  only  because  of  their  good  business  habits  and  their 
devotion  to  the  public  service,  without  additional  pay,  ought  not  to  be. 
But  to  be  compelled  to  do  so  at  less  than  the  emoluments  of  their  ^rade 
in  the  line  of  the  army,  is  derogatory  as  well  as  pecuniarily  injui  ious 
to  them.    1  have  referred  particularly  to  the  case  of  the  principal  dis- 
bursing agent  at  Little  Rock  ;  but  there  are  other  cases  in  which  the 
nature  of  tlie  services  performed  has  called  for  all  that  skill,  decision,  and 
energy  which  characterize  only  minds  of  the  first  order;  and  if  there 
are  any  situations  calculated  to  exhibit  these  advantageously,  the  active 
service  of  Indian  emigration  may  furnish  them. 

The  4th  and  13th  sections  of  the  ^'Act  to  provide  for  the  organization 
of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs,"  approved  the  30th  of  June,  1834,  . 
enact  that  the  President  may  require  the  military  otficers  of  the  United 
States  to  execute  the  duties  of  Indian  agent,  aiul  that  all  the  duties  re- 
quired  by  the  act  shall  be  pet  formed  by  them  without  any  other  com- 
pensation than  their  actual  travelling  cwjn  nses.  Under  this  enactment 
the  disbursing  agents  in  the  emigration  of  Indians,  besides  performing 
the  duties  peculiar  to  their  own  appointments,  have  disbursed  large 
amounts  of  money  in  payment  of  Indian  atiuuities.  Thvir  emoluments 
were  not,  however,  allected  by  it,  and  the  payment  of  annuities,  though 
extremely  onerous  for  a  short  time,  being  only  a  temporary  dutv,  \vas 
cheerfully  performed.  But  the  obligation  u|)on  officers  to' perform  the 
continuous  duties  of  the  emigration  (»f  Indians  as  well  as  the  temporary 
duty  incident  to  the  annuities,  has,  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  Sd 
of  March,  1 835,  containing  the  proviso  before  referred  to,  been  officially 
determined  by  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States. 
I  most  earnestly  hope,  therefore,  that  the  legislation  of  the  ensuing  ses- 
sion may  reinstate  the  officers  engaged  in  tins  service  in  the  allowances 
heretofore  enjoyed  by  thenj.

This  agreement  witnesseth  that  the  said  George  Gibson,  for  and  oa 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanfor  d  and  Com- 
pany, for  themselves,  their  heirs,  executors,  and  administrators)  kxw^ 
agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  inutually  covenant  and  agree  : 

I.  That  the  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c., 
shall  remove  the  Creek  Indians,  occupants  of  the  Creek  nation,  in  the 
State  of  Alabama,  from  said  nation  to  a  point  in  the  new  country  allotted 
to  the  Creeks  west  of  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  and  within  twenty  nuk  s 
of  Fort  Gihson,  to  wit,  men,  women,  and  children,  with  their  slaves,  and 
their  goods  and  chattels,  as  hereinafter  pro\idt^d,  in  ir.uuner  and  iviui 
and  for  the  consideration  specified  in  these  articles  of  ai^ieement. 

li.  That  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company  shall  eoUect  the 
Indians  together  at  convenient  times  and  places ;  and  that  the  Indians  shall 
be  subsisted- by  them  from  the  day  the/  commence  to  roiurch  to  the  place 
of  assemblage. 

III.  That  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c., 
will  despatch  to  the  new  country  aforesaid  parties  of  one  thousand  In- 
dians, or  more,  under  the  conduct  of  such  agents  as  the  said  John  W.  A. 
Sanford  and  Company  may  deem  it  proper  to  appoint;  the  Indians  hariog 

first  been  carefully  enrolled. 

IV.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rations. and  the  In'nd  and  quartirv 
of  transportation  to  which  the  Indians,  kc.  shall  he  eniiilcd  :  The  raiK  i 
of  bread  shall  be  one  pound  of  wlieat  flour,  Indi  n  meal,  or  hard  bread, 
or  three-fourths  of  a  quart  of  corn  ;  the  meat  ration  shall  he  one  pound  ol 
fresh,  or  three-quarters  of  a  pound  of  salt  meat  or  bacon  ;  and  with  fresh 
meat,  two  quarts  of  salt  to  every  hundred  rations.  The  transponatiou 
shall  be  one  six-horse  wagon  and  fifteen  hundred  pounds  of  bagsaze  to 
firom  fi^  to  eighty  persons.  The  provisions  and  transportation  uudl  be 
the  best  of  their  Kind.  The  average  daily  travel  shall  not  exceed  twelve 
miles. 

y.  That  the  provisions  shall  be  issued  daily,  if  practieablef  and  not 
less  frequently  than  every  other  day,  as  well  whilst  at  rest  as  during  the 
travel,  until  the  day  inclusive  of  arrival  at  the  point  of  destination  west; 
and  that  there  shall  be  established,  within  three  months,  points  upon  the 
entire  route  westward  at  which  the  provisions  are  to  he  issued. 

VI,  That  the  sick,  those  enfeebled  from  asje  or  other  cause,  and  young 
children,  shall  be  transported  in  wn^ons  or  on  horseback;  that  th«>«;p'  nho 
may  be  pronounced  unable  to  proceed  may  be  left  on  the  rout*  t  ?ome 
proper  place,  and  under  the  care  of  some  proper  person,  at  the  expense 
of  the  United  States. 

VII.  That  the  Indian  ponies  shall  be  given  from  tiie  day  of  stariinj; 
westward  one*half  gallon  of  corn  each,  provided  such  disposition  in  the 
active  operations  6(  the  remevtd  msy  be  made  of  them^  not  to  include  the 
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hauling  of  the  wagons  before  mentioned,  as  the  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford 
and  Company  n).''y  deem  proper;  but  that  they  will  not  be  separated  from 
the  company  to  w  liicii  their  owners  are  res])ec"tiveiy  attached,  nor  com- 
pelled to  carry  other  baggage  or  persons  than  those  belonging  to  the 
family  of  tlieir  owners. 

VIII.  That  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  twenty  dollars  a  head  for  each  person  transported  from  the  Creek 
cation  to  the  pkce  of  deliverybelbre  luei^tioned ;  and  for  all  persons  who 
may  i^e<^  l»e  ^OMsarilj*  left  on  the  way,  as  laQtharused  by  arMcl^  TL 

«'of  tlii8^tftfFact|'«b  atnomit  in  proj^or^ion  to  the  distance  traveHed :  pro- 
^^^WMt'tllilil  the  evidenee  herein  required  in.sfaeh  cases' of  arrival  west- 
''#jtfPi,'&c*)  is  furnished  to  the  proper  department.   The  amount  due  to 

^le  said  John  W^  A»  Sanford  and  Company  to  be-promptly  paid  at  stich 
;  points  as^i^toy^be  previously  indicated  by  them,  and- under  instraetioifl-to 

>be  hereafter  given  by  the  War  Department. 

IX.  That  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company  shall  not  coerce 
■the  Indians  to  remove,  all  threats  and  violence  towards  them  being  pro- 
hibited ;  and  that  thev  shall  bo  treated  bv  the  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford 
and  Company,  llirir  agents,  &c.,wi(h  lenity,  forbearance,  and  humanity. 

X.  That  the  I  lilted  States  will  furnish  the  following;  a«;ents: 

Ist.  A  superintendent,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  remain  within  the 
'limits  of  the  Creek  nation  during  the  proper  season  for  operations  under 
this  contract,  ibr  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  its  stipulations  are  inlfilled  by 
•the  parties  t4er6to*--He  shall  reeebe  his  instmetiont  from  tihe  Commts-  * 
mty  General  of  Subsisteneej  and  will  not  be  accoontable  in  any  way  for 
•bis  acts  to  tbe  sfiid  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company ;  and  that  such  su- 
|>erlnteDdent  shall  decide  whether  fifty  or  eighty,  or  any  intermediate 
number  4>(-  Indians  onght,  consistent  with  the  nealth  and  comfort  of  the 
Indians,  to  be  assigned  to  each  wagon. 

3d.  Two  or  more  military  agents,  one  of  whom  shall  accompany  each 
wac^on  west. — The  duties  of  these  agents  shall  be  to  attend  particularly 
to  the  treatment  received  by  the  Indians;  their  rations,  transportation; 
to  remonstrate  against  any  course  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  agents  of 
the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  inconsistent  with  the  letter 
and  spirit  of  this  contract ;  and  to  protest  to  the  proper  department,  and, 
if  a  remedy  can  be  found  in  a  pecuniary  expenditure,  to  make  it,  which, 
if  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  payments 
to  be  made  under  this  contract  to  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Com- 
pany, their  heh-s,  fre. 

3dr  A  surgeon  for  each  emigrating  party,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend 
to  the  sick  tnereof^— -He  shaU  aho  oe  the  arbiter  in  oases  t>f  difference  of 
opinion  between  the  agents  of  the  United  States  and  Uie  said  John 
A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c.,  relative  to  the  quality  of 
provisions,  the  time  and  place  of  issuing  the  same,  and  the  time  of  start- 
ing and  stopping  on  the  daily  travel ;  and  he  shall  also  decide  ,  whether 
invalids  may  be  left  on  the  way,  and  take  care  that  they  are  provided  for 
agreeably  to  article  VI.  of  this  contract,  and  enter  upon  the  roll  the  time 
and  place  of  such  occurrence,  with  the  date  of  decease  of  all  Indians  who 
may  die  on  the  route. 

4th.  A  disbursing  agent  in  the  new  Creek  country  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  the  Indians  as  they  arrive,  to 
uui^ter  them,  and  to  certify  upoa  the  roil  presented  to  ium  by  the  agent 
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of  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c.,  the  result 
of  that  muster ;  said  muster  to  take  place  on  the  day  of  arrival  (if  practi- 
cable) at  the  point  of  destination. 

And  that  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c., 
shall  furnish  every  facility  to  the  aforesaid  superintendent,  military,  medi- 
cal, and  disbursing  agents,  that  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  freely 
to  attend  to  the  duties  of  their  several  offices.  , .  •  .•  •  ,  » 

XI.  That  the  said  John  W.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c., 
will,  without  delay,  and  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  this  contract, 
commence  active  operations  in  the  Creek  nation,  Alabama ;  and  by  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  next  remove  to  within  the  limits  of  the  Creek 
nation,  west,  five  thousand  persons.  And  it  is  expressly  understood  that 
the  rights  of  the  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford  and  Company,  their  heirs,  &c., 
under  this  contract,  so  far  as  regards  the  removal  of  Indians  from  Alaba- 
ma, cease  after  the  removal  of  five  thousand  Indians,  or  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  And  thirty-six,  allowing  afterwards 
due  time  for  Indians  moved  prior  to  that  date  to  reach  the  new  country 
west. 

XII.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that,  within  the  period  specified  in  arti- 
cle XI.  for  the  termination  of  this  contract,  whatever  expense  per  head, 
in  addition  to  that  stipulated  to  be  paid  to  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford  and 
Company,  their  heirs,  &c.,  may  be  incurred  by  the  United  States,  shall 
be  repaid  to  the  United  States  by  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford  and  Company, 
their  heirs,  &c.,  and  recoverable  by  suit  at  law ;  and  it  is  also  hereby  re- 
served to  the  United  States  to  annul  this  contract  to  all  intents  at  any 
time  the  aforesaid  George  Gibson  may  deem  proper ;  but  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  privilege  guarantied  in  section  XI.  to  the  said  John  W. 
A.  Sanford  and  Company,  of  time  for  the  removal  of  those  who  start  be- 
fore the  termination  of  the  contract,  shall  be  extended  to  this  case  :  pro- 
vided, and  it  is  hereby  understood  by  the  contracting  parties,  that  all 
such  matters  as  are  merely  in  the  nature  of  regulation,  and  do  not  afiect 
the  pecuniary  interest  of  the  said  John  VV.  A.  Sanford  and  Company, 
their  heirs,  &c.,  are  saved  to  the  United  States ;  and  that,  under  all  cir- 
cumstances, the  United  States  have  complete  control  of  their  own  officers 
and  agents ;  and  further,  that  where  infractions  of  this  contract  exist,  they 
must  be  alleged  by  either  party  at  the  time  of  their  occurrence  ;  and  that 
no  effect  whatever  is  to  be  given  hereafter  to  allegations  not  thus  brought 
forward.

Sib  :  I  have  die  honor  to  tnmflmit  herewith,  for  the  informatuMi  of 
CoDgresSy  the  annual  statements  .flhowing  the  number  of  pensioners  on 
the  tolls  of  the  different  agencies,  the  number  inscribed  on  the  rolls 
since  the  last  return,  and  the  number  of  deaths  reported  to  this  office 

since  that  period. 

No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  list  of  pensioners  under  the  act 
of  March  18,  1818,  since  the  last  annual  report. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  given  in  conformity  with  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  of  the  6th  of  June,  1834,  re- 
quiring "  a  statement  showing  the  names  of  the  several  pensioners  who  ate 
now  or  may  have  been  heretofore  placed  on  the  pension  rolls,  designate 
ing  thetr  rank,  annual  allowance,  the  sums  which  they  haye  Beverally 
received,  the  laws  under  which  their  pensbns  have  been  granted,  the 
State  or  continental  line  in  which  thev  served,  the  date  when  placed  on 
the  roll,  their  ages  and  the  States  and  counties  in  which  they  severally 
reside ;  also,  the  names  of  the  pension  agents  who  have  received  com- 
pensation  as  such,  and  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  and  the  act 
under  which  it  was  allowed ;  the  names  of  the  clerks  who  are,  and  who 
have  been,  employed  in  the  Pension  office,  and  the  sums  p^id  them  as 
compcnsntion,  with  a  statement  of  the  aggres^ate  sum  paid  in  each  State, 
aiui  an  aggregate  statement  of  the  whole  sum  disbursed  on  account  of 
pensions ;  and  that  he  be  also  directed  to  report  to  the  Senate  the  regu- 
lations adopted  at  the  War  Department  relating  to  the  proof  necessary  to 
entitle  claimants  to  the  benefit  of  the  act  of  7tn  June,  1832,"  I  have  the 
honor  to  inlurni  you  that  the  statements  liave  been  made,  and,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  of  the 
SOth  June,  1834,  requesting  the  Secretary  of  War  ^  to  furnish  the  in- 
formation, heretofore  csUed  for  by  the  resolution  of  the  5th  instant,  in 
regard  to  pensions,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  during  the  vacation^ 
arranging  the  names  of  the  pensioners  by  States  aiid  counties,  and  that, 
upon  receiving  them,  they  be  printed  by  States  and  counties,  and  five 
numbers  of  the  list  for  each  State  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to 
each  court  of  record  in  such  State,"  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate,  prepared  according  to  the  mode  pointed  out  in  the 
last-mentioned  resolution. 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  I  Iiavo  prepared,  and  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Senate,  a  list  of  person^  who  receive  stipends  under  the  act  of 
May  15',  1828,  in  coini>liance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  3d 
of  March  last,  rcquii  insi;  that  "  a  li?t  of  the  pensioners  on  the  rolls  in  the 
Treasiin'  Otllce  be  printed  and  distributcul,  as  heretofore  ordered  in  re- 
gard to  those  ill  the  W  ar  O^ce,  with  the  addition  of  i\ie  names  of  the. 
agents**' 
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A  copy  of  the  regulations  adopted  by  this  department  "  relating  to  the 
proof  necessary  to  entitle  claimants  to  the  benefit  of  the  act  of  June  7, 
1832,"  has  likewise  been  sent  to  the  Secretaiy  of  the  Senate. 

It  may  be  proper  for  me  here  to  remark,  that,  from  the  statement  ex- 
hibiting the  total  amount  paid  in  each  State,  and  the  aggregate  sum  dis- 
bursed on  account  of  pensions,  it  would  seem  that  only  ;^28,795,887  45 
has  been  paid.    This  statement  is  founded  on  a  calculation  made  as  to 
the  sums  paid  to  each  pensioner  whose  name  appears  on  the  books  of 
tliis  office,  and  is  necessarily  imperfect,  many  names  of  pensioners  hav- . 
ing  been  entirely  lost  by  the  destruction  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
War  Office  in  1800  and  1814.    The  statement  does  not  embrace  any 
payments  made  since  the  payments  for  the  first  half  year  of  1834:  it 
does  not  include  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  commissions  to  agents 
for  paying  pensioners,  nor  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  five  years'  half 
pay  to  widows  and  orphans,  which  are  not  paid  through  this  office;  all 
of  which  items  are,  however,  comprehended  in  the  appropnation  bills 
under  the  general  head  of  pensions,  and  are  chargeable  to  that  account. 
Up  to  the  present  time  $33,000,000  has  been  drawn  from  the  treasu- 
ry on  account  of  pensions,  part  of  which  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
agents  for  paying  pensions.    During  the  current  year,  warrants  in  favor 
of  pension  agents  hare  been  drawn  as  follow:

And,  in  reference  to  that  portion  of  your  letter  pf  the  above  date,  re» 
quiring  statements  of  the  accounts  that  have  been  settled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  for  the  prompt  settlement  of  public  accounts,  and  for  the 
punishment  of  the  crime  of  perjury,  passed  the  1st  of  March,  1823, 1  have 
the  honor  to  state,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  in  this  office 
since  the  7th  November,  16i}4,  the  date  of  mjr  last  retura  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  aforesaid.

THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  NAVY. 


JJ^ATT  DkPARTMEVT, 

December  5, 1895. 

To  the  Phe^^ident  of  the  Um tf.i>  States  : 

Sir:  In  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  roiidition  of  our  na\y 
for  the  past  year,  it  affords  mc  creat  salisicielioii  to  state  that  all  the 
availahle  means  for  its  improvtiiiicul  iiavc  been  successfully  apphcd,  and 
that  it^  operations  in  protecting  our  commerce,  although  inadequate  to 
the  exigencies  of  that  great  an^  growing  interest,  have  been  highly  hon- 
orable  to  the  officers  serving  on  our  naval  stations  at  home  and* abroad. 

Since  my  report  of  tbe  29th  Norember,  1834,  the  sbip^  of  the  Um 
North  Carolina  nas  been  thoroughly  repaired  In  her  huU,  hm  been  late^ 
taken  out  of  dock,  and  may  be  fitted  for  sea  in  eighty- days* 

The  repairs  of  the  ship  of  the  line  Independence,  now.  in  dock  at 
Boston,  have  been  commenced,  and  are  progressing  with  great  despftteh. 
The  frigates  Constitution  and  Constellation  have  been  equipped  and 
sent  to  sea.  The  frigate  United  States  hns  been  prepared,  and  is  ready 
for  th<'  r<'ccption  of  a  crew.  The  hull  of  the  friirite  Columbia,  at 
Washington,  has  been  so  nearly  cc>ni|>!pted  under  the  law  for  the  gradual 
improvement  of  the  navy,  tliat  she  may  be  launched  in  the  course  of 
this  month.  The  sloops  of  war  Peacock  and  Vandalia  have  been  equip- 
ped and  sent  to  sea.  The  sloop  of  war  Warren  is  takins:  in  hex  crew, 
aiid  will  haii  iu  a  lew  days.  The  sloops  of  war  Concoitl  ami  Boston 
have  been  prepared,  and  are  ready  for  the  reception  of  their  crews ^  and 
the  Lexington  will  be  equally  prepared  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  repairs  of  the  sloops  of  war  Falmouth  and  Natchez,  and  of  the 
scboonftr  Grampus,  have  been  recently  commenced,  and  it  is  believed 
that  in  .a  few  weeks  thej  may  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  their  crews. 

The  building  of  a  store-ship,  authorized  by  a  law  of  the  SOth  of  June, 
1834,  has  been  commenced  at  Philadelphia,  and  a  steam  vessel  has  been 
commenced  at  New  York,  but  will  not  be  ready  for  service  until  some 
time  in  theeommer  of  1836. 

The  ships  of  the  line  Alabama,  Vermont,  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  and 
New  V'ork,  and  the  frigates  Santee,  (  urnberland,  Sabine,  Savannah, 
Karitnn,  and  St.  Lawrence,  are  on  tlie  slf^rk-^.  m  cU  protected  from  the 
w  eaihei ,  and  as  nearly  completed  as  it  is  proper  thej  should  be,  until  it 
is  detennincd  to  launch  them. 

For  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  tliose  vessels,  as 
well  as^  that  of  the  ships  ul  the  line  Fiankii.i,  \V'a.^hington,  Columbus, 
and  Ohio,  and  (heir  meana  of  repair,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  a  report  ol 
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the  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  Board,  lierewith  snhiniitod,  marked  K; 
and  lui  the  amount  of  timber,  iron,  and  oJher  materials  procured  for  the- 
^adual  iin])r  oM  ineiit  of  the  navy,  I  refer  to  their  report,  marked  L. 

The  ship  oi  the  line  Delaware,  the  frigate  Potomac,  the  sloop  Joiin 
Adams,  and  the  scliooner  Shark,  have  been  employed  in  the  Mediteiia- 
hmn  dmmz  the  last  year.^J!I%b  frigate  CooilituUoa  sailecl  for  tbat 
«UtioB  on  the  19ii  ol"  AuguJ^lMt  Iron  M«w  York.  Tke^  frigate  UdIMj 
Sliteo  retoniod  ft«m  the  M«dilerraoea»  on  the  10th  of  Deoonber  lasf. 
The  Delaware  i»  ordered  to  (be  United  Btates,  aud  io  dail^  expeetod^ 

On  (hej^^est  India  staHoa  the  aloopa  of  war  Vandalia,  St  LiNUO,  andi 
Falmotttfi^  and  the  schooners  Qnuopus  and  fizfieriment,  havetheen  em- 
ployed.   The  Vandalia,  after  undergoing  coneideraUe  repairS^  sailedi 
from  Norfolk  on  the  14th  of  January  last,  to  resume  her  ii»lion  in  the> 
West  Indies.    The  Falmouth  returned  from  that  station  on  the  1st  of» 
Aiip]st  l:i«:t,  and  is  now  at  Norfolk;  the  schooner  J^^xjir i imeiil,  also  re- 
turned from  that  station  in  April  last,  and  has  been  employed  on  the 
survey  of  the  roast.     I  lie  (irampus  returned  to  Norfolk  on  the  23d  of 
September  last,  is  uiidei;;()in;i;  repairs,  and  will  soon  resume  her  station 
in  the  West  India  squadron.    The  frigate  Constellation  sailed  for  the 
West  Indies  on  the  Sth  of  October  last  Irorn  Norfolk.  -^v^- 

The  sloops  of  war  Natchez,  Erie,  and  Ontario,,  and  the  schooner  En- 
terprise, compooed  the  squadron  on  the  Brasil  station.  The  Natchez 
has  lately  returned  to.the  United  Slates,  having  arrived  at  NewTork' 
4>n  the  dd  of  Getoher.  The  schooner  £nte.ipnse  has  been  detaehed 
fivm  that  station,  and  ordered  on  a  cruise  to  the  East  Indians :  she  saiiedi 
in  company  with  the  sloop  Peacock  from  Rio  on  the  12th  of  July  last, 
the  Peacock  having  sailed  from  New  York  for  that  station  on  the  23d  of 
April ;  in  June  last,  the  Ontario  to  the  coast  of  Africa,  witli  instructions 
to  visit  the  island  o^  St.  Thomas,  Bassa  Cove,  Cqpe  Paimas,  and  Me- 
iurado. 

The  vessels  which  have  been  eni})Inyed  in  the  Pacific  are,  the  frigate 
Brandywine,  sloops  Fairfield  and  Vincennes,  and  the  scIiooih  rs  Dolphin 
and  Grampus.  The  Vincennes  has  been  ordered  honir  by  t'ne  way  of 
the  East  indies,  and  the  Fairfield  has  lately  arrived  at  Norfolk. 

The  events  of  the  last  year  furnish  much  addiiional  evidence  that  our 
naval  force  in  commission  is  not  adequate  to  the  protection  of  our  rapidly 
increasing  commerce.  The  frequent  insurrections  and  revoUltions  in  the 
Governments  of  South  America  and  of  M exlccr  endanger  our  merohant 
vessels  upon  the  Atlantic  as  well  as  Pacific  ocean,  aw  in  the  Gulf  ol 
Mexico,  and  even 'upon  our  own  coast. 

Influenced  by  a  knowledge  of  these  circumstances,  and  in  accordance 
with  your  suggestions,  I  have  asked  and  obtained  from  the  Board' o^ 
^avy  Commissioners  an  estimate  of  the  increased  annual  expense  of 
adding  two  frigates,  three  sloops  of  war,  and  four  steam  vessels  to  our 
force  now  in  commission,  to  he  employed  upon  foreign  stations  as  well 
as  upon  our  own  consf. 

By  their  repoit  it  appears  that  such  an  addition  to  our  vessels  in  rotn- 
niission  would  recpiire  annually  an  apj)i  (ijii  ialiou  ul  lour  hundred  and 
seventy-eijilil  thousand  dollars;  but  as  not  more  than  one  steam  vessel 
can  be  fmished  in  the  next  year,  the  ap})ro])i  iation  u  aoted  for  183t!  ibr 
ibis  purpose  need  not         d  ioui  liuudxed  and  ihirty-iuur  thoutiand  dol- 
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lars.  The  mm  is  small  compared  with  the  benefits  that  may  be  fairly 
calculated  to  result  from  its  expeoditure  in  atiording;  protection  to  otrr 
coiiiruerce,  indcpendenflv  of  the  advantage  to  the  efficiency  and  disci- 
pline of  our  navy,  by  t  aUiug  into  active  service  a  large  number  of  offi- 
cerh  iiuvv  unemployed. 

A  large  portioo  of  the  entire  expenditure  for  the  additional  Ibrce  pro- 
posed mutt  be  inettrred,  even  if  it  aboold  not  be  called  into  aervlee. 

The  Teaaela  neeeaaary  for  auch  inereaae  of  force  (except  the  aleua 
Tessela)  will,  if  not  so  employed,  remain  at  our  wharves,  affording  no 
benefit  to  country,  and  sufolng  more  from  deeay  than  they  would 
do  if  at  sea;  and  a  lai^  portion  of  the  officers  necessary  for  their  eoa* 
mand,  although  earnestly  asking  for  service,  will  remain  on  shore,  re- 
oeiving  pay,  but  performing  no  duty ;  adding  nothing  to  their  profeesionel 
^ill,  but  losing  their  habits  of  discipline,  which  can  only  be  preserved 
by  constant  exercise. 

Should  the  proposed  iiiLTcase  of  force  be  sanrtioned  by  Congress,  ue 
ghall  hnve  in  coiiinusr  i(>ii,  in  the  year  1836,  one  ship  of  the  line,  six  fri- 
gates, loui  teen  sloops  of  war,  five  sciiooners,  and  one  steam  ve&^l,  with 
an  addition  ot  three  steam  vessels  in  succeeding  years,  as  soon  as  the 
same  can  be  prepared,  the  estimated  expense  of  whidi  appears  by  the  re* 
port  of  tlie  commissioners,  marked  D  1. 

Appropriations  for  the  gradual  improvement  of  our  navy  yards  are 
next  in  importanoe  to  like  appropriations  for  the  gradual  improvement  of 
our  navy.  The  necessity  of  more  ample  means  tor  protecting  our  ship- 
pinc ,  as  well  as  the  immense  amount  of  public  property  in  tlw  different 
yards,  most'  be  apparent  to  every  one  who  is  acquainted  with  the  siili^jeet; 
and  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  facilities  for  constructing. and  re- 
pairiog  our  ships  is  not  lesS  apparent.  Moderate  appropriations^  in  addi- 
tion to  those  that  are  usual,  for  three  or  four  years,  would  accomplish 
these  important  objects.  In  accordance  with  this  view  of  the  subject,  I 
submit  a  letter  of  the  B  iard  of  Navy  Comniissi oners,  marked  No.  2,  to- 
gether with  an  estimate,  marked  E  1,  ot  the  probable  cost  of  the 
proposed  improvements,  which  amounts  to  three  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  including:  that  of  the  dry  dock  at  New  York,  amounting, 
to  nine  hundred  thou«  ind  dollars. 

A  national  fuuudiy  iur  the  purpose  of  casting  cannon,  r>liot,  and  shells,, 
as  well  for  the  army  as  the  navy,  was  a  subject  of  discussion  before  the 
two  Houses  of  Congress  at  their  late  session,  but  was  postponed  in  coo- 
sequence  of  the  shortness  of  the  session  and  the  pressure  of  more  urgent 
business.  No  doubt  can  be  entertained  of  the  importance  of  such  an  ea- 
tablishment,  when  we  oonsider  the  gre,at  improvements  made  in  the  fs^ 
rication  of  small  arms  at  the  different  armories  of  the  United  States. 

In  our  future  wars,  especially  on  the  ocean,  we  must  rely  much  upon 
the  excellence  of  our  cannon.  The  bursting];  of  a  single  gun  may  eauae, 
as  it  often  has  done,  the  loss  of  a  battle.  The  disasters  from  thucaiiae, 
that  occurred  during  the  revolutionary  as  well  as  late  war,  admonish  us 
to  guard  against  like  disasters  in  future,  which,  it  is  .believed,  may  |»e 
avoided  by  the  means  proposed. 

It  19  only  by  a  long  series  of  experiments,  and  those  attended  with  great 
expense,  that  we  can  hope  to  discover  the  best  mnterial  lor  makins;  can- 
non which  our  country  aJtfords,  and  the  art  of  kbhcating  them  with  the 
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most  perfect  accuracy  and  efficiency.  Believing  that  such  discoTerie» 
and  improvements  are  attainable,  and  that  they  would  be  highly  import- 
ant in  the  array,  and  still  more  so  in  the  navy,  I  m!!st  be  perrarttcd  to 
express  a  hope  that  the  subject  will  be  revived  at  the  approaching  ses- 
sion of  Conij;!es^,  and  that  a  plan  of  a  national  fouridry  will  be  adopted. 

The  importance  of  rrarinc:  a  body  of  seamen  by  cnlistint;  into  the  ser- 
vice  of  our  navy  boys  over  the  age  of  thirteen  and  under  the  age  of  eigh- 
teen, until  they  should  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  has  already 
attracted  the  attention  of  Congress.  At  the  last  session  a  bill  for  this 
purpose  was  introduced  into  the  Senate.  Eveiy  year  the  importance 
of  this  measure  becomes  more  epparent.  Able  seaam  are  much  * 
wanted,  while  there  are  boys  enough  in  our  cities  leading  lives  of  idle- 
ness and  vice,  for  want  of  employment,  who,  if  tbus  enlisted  j  under  jo* 
dicious  regulations,  would,  in  a  few  years,  afford  us  a  sufficient  eoips  <tf 
able  seamen  to  man  our  navy,  and,  in  the  mean  time,  render  serviees  to 
their  countiy  worth  their  pay. 

The  compensation  to  be  given,  by  the  late  pay  bill,  to  pn^isssors  df 
mathematics,  is  such  as  to  command  the  sen'ices  of  those  who  are  every 
way  competent  to  perform  the  duties  of  this  station.  A  recriilr^tion  is 
adopted  to  appoint  none  to  tliis  station  who  shall  not  receive  a  cr  i  tiiicate 
of  competency,  alter  subniitincr  to  a  ritjid  examination  by  scientilic  gen- 
tlemen who  siiall  be  apponUetl  lor  (hat  pui})o^e.  This  will  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  young  otfioers  of  the  navy  ;  and  if  a  larLie  jiortion  of  theoi- 
bliuuld  be  called  into  active  service,  by  employinji;  au  addiiional  navaV 
force  for  the  protection  of  our  commerce,  they  will  be  enabled  to  perfect 
themselves  in  seamanship,  the  most  important  part  of  theii*  education, 
which  can  be  acquired  only  at  sea;  but  to  make  them  accomplislied  offi- 
cers, something  more  is  required  than  can  probably  be  derived  fromthbse- 
sources.  A  knowledge  of  milftarr  tactics,  of  engineering,  and  drawing, 
is  deemed  indispensable  in  the  education  of  an  omeer  of  the  army,  ami. 
which  ought  to  be  deemed  equally  so  in  the  educatloB  of  a  naval  officer.. 
So  much  of  chemistry,  mineralbgy,  geology,  and  natural  histoiy,  as  is 
taught  at  the  Military  Academy,  although  not  absolutely  essential  to  the* 
military  or  naval  officer,  yet  is  decidedly  more  important  to  the  latter  than 
to  the  former. 

If  }>rovi';{on  should  be  mnde  lor  {lie  admission  of  a  class  ol  one  hundred' 
niidshipuieii  at  a  time  at  the  academy  at  West  Point,  to  jnirsue  ^uch  studiesi 
as  should  hp  prescribed  by  the  Navy  Department,  and  to  be  succeedetl  at 
the  end  of  one  or  two  years  by  another  class,  all,  in  their  turn,  might  re- 
ceive iht  advantage  of  this  course  of  studies,  highly  necessary  to  their 
education  as  accomplished  officers  of  the  navy,  and  at  a  small  expense  ; 
as  the  midshipmen,  while  at  the  academy,  would  receiye  no  more  pay 
tfian  if  attendine  the  schools  at  the  navy  yards,  or  if  waiting  orders* 

A  national  «)bservatorj,  .although  not  immediately  necessaiy  to  the 
defence  of  our  country,  is  remotely  so ;  and,  considered  with  reference 
to  the  bearitig  it  would  have  upon  our  navy,  our  commerce,  and  scientiSic 
pursuits,  it  assumes  an  importance  worthy  the  consideration  of  Congress. 

It  is  hardly  to  he  doubted  that  avc  shall  at  some  future  period  make 
such  an  establishment,  and  1  will  venture  to  express  an  opinion  that  no 
time  can  be  more  propitious  for  such  an  undcrtnicing  than  the  present. 
It  would  not  be  attended  with  any  great  expense.   It  is  iieceisary  nuw 
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to  eriiploy  an  olBcer  of  science  to  kcpp  our  maps  and  cliarts,  to  r*^a;iilate 
our  chroMometers,  and  to  }>rest  i  ve  all  mathematical  and  jihiUi^oplucal  in- 
struments required  for  the  naval  service,  and  buildin^b  aie  necesdary 
for  these  purposes. 

These  duties  would  properly  deTolTe  upon  tlie  supefinten^eBt  of  an 
«bMrfiitory,  and  tks  bttildiiigjs  oftceflSftiy  to  tmk  an  esUiUishment  wavid 
b9  ampljr  Mftneat  f«r  tbe  preeeiratum  of  our  maps,  charts,  and  m- 
alnaaants. 

Under  the  act  concerning  nayal  pensions  and  tho  navy  peanan  fund, 
«igfila8B  ittralid  pensions  have  been  granted  since  my  lait  report,  makr 
ing  the  numlMr  on  the  roll  three  hundred  and  fivoi  and  the  annual  amount 
required  to  pay  them  $My944, ;  and  ft>rty-one  widows^  pensions  have 
been  granted,  making;  the  number  on  the  roll  one  hundred  and  fifiy^  and 
the  annual  amoimt  necessary  to  pay  them  ,^32,594. 

The  annual  charge,  thereioro,  according  to  the  pr^^sent  roll^  will  ^m^wt 
to  $57,538. 

It  is  not  probable  that  all  on  the  list  will  ckim  :  hut  ab  the  death  of  a  pen- 
sioner is  not  officially  known  except  when  the  arc  nunt  is  settled  b_v  his 
or  her  representative,  the  number  is  made  out  from  the  rolls  in  this  De- 
partment. Some  have  not  claimed  for  two,  three,  four,  and  live  years, 
but,  as  they  are  not  known  to  be  dead,  their  names  are  still  eootinued  on 
the  roils.  The  receipts  and  expenditures  on  aeeount  of  the  fund,  to  the 
30lh  September  last,  will  be  seen  in  the  siatootent  sBarked  M,  and  the 
4unount  and  deseription  of 'Stocks  belonging  to  the  fund- in  the  statement 
marked  Ml. 

Und(  I  the  aet  of  the  19th  June,  1884,  respecting  pensions  chargeable 
to  the  priTfeteer  pension  food,  since  my  last  report,  six  widows  have  re- 
ceived five  years'  pension  each,  amounting  to  $2,400  ;  more  than  five 

years  having  elapsed  since  the  date  to  which  they  were  last  paid.  Two 
invalid  pensions  have  also  been  granted,  making  the  number  on  the  roU 
thirty-six,  and  the  annual  amount  required  to  pay  them  |^3,1B4. 

The  account  of  stock,  and  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  will  be  seen 

in  statement  N. 

Tlie  conflitfon  of  the  liavy  hospital  fund,  including  receipts  and  expend- 
itures, wiii  appear  in  statement  O.  The  annual  receipts  are  much  great- 
er than  the  disbursements  ;  and,  as  they  will  probably  cojiiiiiuc  to  be 
greater  ftir  soTcral  years,  I  respectfully  repeat  the  suggestion  in  my  last 
report,  that  autiiority  bo  given  to  vest  the  surplus  in  some  well  secured 
slock  for  the  benefit  of  the  iimd. 

Under  the  act  of  the  dOth  of  June,  18S4,  the  widows  of  all  oficere, 
seamen,  and  marines,  who  have  died  in  the  naval  service  since  the  fivat 
day  of  January,  1824,  or  who  may  die  in  said  serytce,  by  reason  of  dis- 
ease contracted,  or  of  casualties  by  drowning  or  otherwise,  or  of  injuries 
received  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  are  entitled  to  pensions  equal  to  half 
the  ninoiint  of  tiie  pay  to  whi^  their  husbands  respectively  were  entitlod 
at  the  time  of  tbeir  deaths. 

The  act  of  the  3d  of  March  last,  to  regulate  the  p.iy  of  the  n  ay  oC 
tbe  Unit  m1  States,"  and  which  increased  the  pay  of  many  officers.  i5»  si- 
lent as  to  pensions.  A  difficulty  arises  in  ascertaining  the  proper  amount 
of  pension  to  be  aliowed  to  widows  of  naval  officers  whose  pay  has  been 
Increased  by  this  act.   The  pay  of  a  captain  in  command  of  a  squadroa 
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was  increased  to  lour  thonsatid  dollars  a  year  j  when  on  other  duty,  to 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars :  and  when  off  duty,  to  two  flioiisand 
five  hundred  doUars.  A  eorre$;poading  iocream  ol  pay  is  made  to  otk^ 
officers. 

In  the  case  of  a  captain  dying  when  in  coiuuiaiul  ol  u  ^quaiiion  on  a 
*foi-oign  station,  a  question  arises  whether  his  widow  should  receive  a 
pensioQ  (o  tbe  Moanl  of^Ulmiidred  ddUtn  a  jWj    wbMl  she  would 
'itanre  bMiteiiliMed  if  *  this  act  had  not  paaaeil,  or  nvhiftliar  ahe  aheUiiie-

'  Alter  much  dclibemtiony  ithasbeen  decided  to  ail^w  aspemion  la  aiak 
ease  of  ^1,136  6^  a  ^ear^teiag  the  half  pay  of  a  oaptaio  commaiidilll^ia  ' 
squadron,  redueed' by  the  amovnt^  7d,  equal  to  his  aUoimMe 

hf^for  e  this  act.  The  salary  of  four  thousand  doUars  a  year  to  a  captain 
in  cciiimand  of  a  s(juadron  is  in  Hpu  of  former  pay  and  emohunents. 
'fhose  emoluinc  ritH,  excepting  one  ration  a  day,  amounted  to ^1,7 28  75, 
which  sum,  deducted  from  ^4,000,  leaves  $2,271  iid,  the  half  of  which, 
f  1,];^  62,  is  -considei-ed  as. the  propiBir  amouot  oi  the  widows'  anouai 
'pension. 

Questions  on  pensions  more  eomphcaied  than  this  may  arii»e  under  iLi^j- 
9et,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  deaths  of  su]:geofis  aDd  assistant  suf- 
-(g«on0y  iRrhoae-JjgMNlaa  0f  pay.  are  mom  nwnarotia  than'thiNe  of  pi^»laiiia, 
•  Ihe  iiietesBity'«f  W'aiqptaiiaiotfy  mt;  taolivtaitoiiiaie  diffi,aiilti^,  ii  ia«

Pteviawly  to  the  paastng  of  the  act  of  the  30th  of  June,  1834,  for  the 
better  organization  of  the  United  States  n^arine  corps,  double  rations  had 
been  allowed  to  the  cominamiaTit  of  that  corps,  and  to  the  officers  of  the 
'Same,  commanding  at  ihc  navy  yards  at  Portsmouth,  Boston,  New  \  ork, 
Philadelphia,  Washington,  Norfolk,  and  Pensaeola  ;  and  to  the  ssenior 
hiarine  officers  in  the  squadrons  in  the  Mediterranean,  the  West  indies, 
ifhe  Brazilian  coast,  and  the  Paciiic  ocean,  all  receiving  the  sanction  of 
•^>Figress  by  their  a|!^ntipriations.  By  this  act,  the  officers  of  the  mai  inp 
eorps  aro  to  i^c^ve  tihe  tame  pay,  emoluments,  and  allowances  as>aild 
-fAmm  td  oMaiBJoi^vfiBtiar  Mrifefrtor^lNdidaiitij  oMke  aii^y.

The  paytnaister  of  me  mariix^  corps  made  payments  for  double  ratiojyft

f?Oth  ofSeptemher,  18fW  ;  but  tlie  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  did 
not  think  proper  to  allow  the  same,  inasmuch  as  the  coiinriands  of  these 
^officers  harl  never  been  designated  as  separate  stations,  agreeably  to  the 
TUle  prescribed  ^for  the  army.  Thie  is  a  case  Of  dilliculty  whichr ^^.^5. 
respectfully  suggested,  requires  Uie  interposition  of  Congress.

Bning  still  of  the  opinion  expressed  in  ray  last  report,  that  the  public 
interest  would  be  promoted  by  havini^  the  marine  barracks  placed  with- 
out the  navy  yards  to  which  ihey  are  attached  as  early  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, estimates  are  submitted  lor  purchasing  sites aad  erecting  barracks 
at  places  where  they  are  deemed  most  necessary. 

"In  performance  ol  my  duty  uiider  the  act  of  the  od  ui  March  last,  au- 
thorizing the  construction  of  a  dry  dock  for  the  naval  service  in  the  har- 
i>or  of  New  York  or  Ht  adjaoeDt  waters,  I  proceeded  id  May  last  to  the 
tity  of  New  York,  where  I  was  met  by  ao  able  encineer,  Loammi  Bald- 
win, Esq.,  whom  I  had  preyioiislj  engiged  to  make  the  goMndtagu  aad 
other  examinations  neeessaiy  to  a  proper  selection  of  a  suitable  mte* 
After  a  long  and  laborious  examination,  Mr.  Baldwin  made  his  report, 
which  has  been  submitted  to  jour  con^deratioD,4>y  which  it  appears  that 
the  proposed  dry  dock  may  be  advantageously  eonstrucfeed  in  the  navy 
yard  at  Brooklyn.  A  selection  of  this  place  for  this  purpose  is  reeom- 
ruenfled  by  the  consideration  that  the  IriTid  occupied  as  the  navy  yard 
belongs  to  the  United  States,  and  that  the  public  buildings  upon  it,  whieh 
are  of  great  value,  cannot  he  abandoned  without  serious  loss. 

One  difficulty  presented  itseli,  which  created  some  delay  in  making 
this  selection  ;  a  building,  for  the  purpose  of  distilling  turpentine,  had 
been  erected  so  near  the  navy  yard  as  greatly  to  endanger  the  piiV)lic 
property  ;  other  buildings  for  similai  purposes,  or  for  purposes  equallv 
dangerous,  might  be  erected  near  the  yard  if  npt  prevented  by  some  act 
of  legislation.  I  am  happy  to  state  Aat  the  ooqdkmi  oounetl  oC  Brooklyn, 
when  the  case  was  laid  before  them,  promptly  passed-  an  ocdinance, 
which,  it  is  beKeted,  will  eiboHMliy  seem  the  property  in  the  navy  yard 
-from  the  danger  of  thitnntsanee  and  all  similar  ones  ;  and  it.eaniiotbe 
doobted  that  fne  common  oooneil  of  Brooklyn  will  grant  all  rea^nnble 
protection  and  aeeoramodation  to  tte  navy  yard,  and  that  the  State  of 
New  York  will  protect  and  promote  the  intorfists  of  the  SiMS  by  any 
legislative  acts  that  may  be  found  to  be  neeessary  and  proper^  . 

I  chall  therefore  proceed  under  your  direction,  with  as  much  despatch 
as  present  and  luturc  appropriations  will  permit,  to  cause  the  dry  doek 
thus  audi  rized  by  law  to  he  constructed  in  the  navy  yard  at  Brooklyn. 

Under  the  act  ol  the  30tli  June,  1834,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  to  make  experiroents  for  the  safety  of  the  steam  engine,"  and 
appropriating  $r>,000  lor  that  purpose,  many  pioposed  improvements  liave 
been  submitted  for  the  purpose  of  being  tested  by  experiments.  Same 
jof  these  were  so  easily  tested  by-tliose  having  steam  engines  in  opera- 
'tion,  that  the  aid  of  Qovernment  was'nbt  fieeded.  Others  were  attend- 
-ed  with  greater  difficulty,  ai^  eonld  not  be  tested  wiAoiit  the  expense 
of  cottstnicting  l>oilers  and  other  meehtnery  for  the  purpose.  Theas 
proposed  improvements  ha^  not  been  auefa  as,  in^my  opinion,  to  wimst 
a  large  expenditmre  of  money,  andno  exferiments  lmve.b«eii.>nmde  upon, 
them.  Such  eipefiments,  however,  would  have  been  made,  if  tto/* 
<ould  have  been  so  made  without  the  expense  of  constracfting  engines* 

The  act  seemed  particularly  to  require  that  the  steam  engine  devised 
hr  Benjamin  Phtllips,  of  Philadelphia,  should  be  examined  and  tested, 
and  that  Mr.  Phillips  should  hcomploycd  in  making  the  experiments. 
Mr.  Phillips  was,  therefore,  employed  to  construct  a  model  entwine,  with 
boilers  and  ^tW^achinety  which  he  deemed  necessaiy  for  the  ^urpoae 
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of  testing;  Iiis  improvements,  which  lie  brought  to  this  District,  where 
lie  remained  sev(  ral  weeks  making  his  experiments  before  many  mem- 
bers of  the  two  Houses  oi  Congress,  beiure  tiie  utlicers  uf  the  different 
depai  tments,  and  others.  .  .    .  » 

I  attended  very  carefully  to  dieae  experimwits,  but  bave  not  been 
able  to  perceiye  io  tbem  any  improTement  increaaing  tbe  aafeljr  of  tbe 
4toam  engiBe. 

Tbe  mouej  paid  for  Mr.  PbiUtpa'a  maefaineiy,  preparotionay  and  ez- 
perinenta^  amounts  to  ^619  75;  tbe  reaidue,  of  tbe  appropriation  re- 
mains unexpended. 

The  fourth  report  of  Mr*  Hassler,  superintendent  of  tbe  coaat  survey, 
-upon  the  operations  performed  in  that  work  between  the  months  of  May 
and  December,  1HS5,  together  with  his  detailed  estimate  of  the  appropri- 
ations required  tor  the  same  for  the  ne%t  year,  are  herewith  submitted^ 
marked  T. 

Much  \\  (u  k  appears  to  have  been  done  on  (lie  secondary  trianguhitions, 
in  the  topographical  operations,  and  hv  tlio  sounding  parties,  Tiiat  mote 
lias  not  been  done  in  the  primary  Lriani^ulaUons,  is  explained  in  the  report. 

Of  the  uppropnatioiib  heretofore  made  for  this  survey  theie  remamed, 
on  the  Ist  day  of  this  month,  an  unexpended  balance  of  $S,823. 

Tbe  .duties  of  tbe  aoundiag  parties  are  nerformed  by  tbe  offieera  and 
neaaaen  of  the  niLvy,  and  tbe  enief  part  of  tbe  expeoae  ia  charged  to  tbe 
navy  ap[)ropriaUonB.  As,  bowever,  there  aro  aomee^penaoa  wbiob  can- 
not be  ebarged'to  these  apptopriationa,  tbey  muat.neoeiaariiy  be  ebarged 
to  tbe  appropriationa  far  tho  eoM^aitrvey.  In  Septemjber,  18S4,  the  schoo- 
ner Jersey,  not  wanted  for  any  puiposes  of  the  navy,  was  purchased  for 
the  sounding  piirty  under  the  comniand  of  Lieutenant  Gedney.  Tbe  prioe 
of  this  vessel,  ($3,350,)  therefore,  could  not  be  charged  to  the  naval  ap- 
propriations ;  it  was  properly  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  tbo  roast  ^^ur- 
vey.  For  the  same  reason,  the  boats,  equipments,  and  othei  expenses 
for  the  schooner,  amounting  to  $1,H8S  tiU,  were  charged  to  the  same 
appropriation,  as  was  also  the  chaiire  for  extra  paj  to  the  officer0| 
amounting  to  $GoO,  or,  in  all,  for  the  year  1834,  to  ^5,888  60. 

During  the  present  season  the  expense  of  tliis  schooner,  chargeable  to 
the  coast  survey,  has  amounted  to  ALod9,  making  the  whole  expense  of 
tbia  schooner  for  the  years  18S4  and  1835,  chargeable  to  the  coast  survey, 
amount  to  ^7,287  60. 

It  is  not  probable  tbal  tbe  expense  of  tbis  aobooner,  cbargeable  to  tbe 
coast  survey  appropriation,  will,  for  tbe  next  year,  exceed  $1,500* 

Tbe  schooner  Experiment,  employed  by  tbe  sounding  party  under 
Lieutenant  Blake,  belongs  to  the  navy.  Tbe  coast  survey  appropriation 
has,  therefore,  been  cbareed  only  for  equipments,  which  were  not  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  oi  tbe  navy.  These,  with  other  expenses  attending 
the  operations  of  the  sounding  party  on  board  this  schooner,  from  the  Ist 
of  Jidy  last,  w  hen  she  was  sent  upon  tbe  survey,  to  tbe  30tb  of  Septem* 
ber  hi^t,  aiiiounted  to  ^9,517  73. 

As  most  of  the  equipments  of  tiiese  schooners  will  last  for  several  years, 
with  but  little  expense  for  repairs  and  supply  of  articles  which  may  be 
lost  by  accident,  it  is  believed  that  the  expense  (»f  both  schooners  and  the 
sounding  parlies  on  ho  u  d  of  them,  for  the  next  year,  c^iarg^able  to  the 
xoast  survey,  will  nut  exceed  $4,000. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  this  diliers  widely  trom  the  statement  of  Mr.  Hassler, 
which  may  be  explained  hy  tlie  ( it  cumstance  that  he  did  do&  derive  ^is 
information  from  the  books  ol  the  IVeastiry  Department. 

By  a  stateirfent  hereunto  annexed,  liiaiked  P,  it  appears  that,  of  the 
appropriations  herelolore  made  for  the  suppression  of  the  sloTC  trade^ 
there  remains  in  the  treasury  a  balance  of  ^13,489  do. 

Id  my  last  report  I  took  the  libertr  of  stating  that  some  of  llw  dcriEftln 
my  Depftitm^t  did  not  reeem  fltUries  proportiotied  io  their  Mnrioes» 
or  adequate  to  the  deeent  support  of'themielves  aad  /amitiea;  aail 
1  respectfully  aoUdted  that  the  salaries,  partieuUrly  the  eMef  clerk  «f  the 
Navy  Board,  the  warrant  elefk,  and  the  elerk  keeping  the  regiaier  of 
correspondenee  of  this  Department,  whose  daiito  are  arduous,  req^eiripg 
heth  talent  and  espetience,  ^ould  be  increased,'9e  that 'the  firat 
receive  $1,700  per  amuiin,'aiid  the  others  $1,400  eaeh.  i  repeat  Hie 
solicitation,  from  a  thorough  conrictioD  that  their  faithM  aervieee  Miff 
merit  this  incrense  of  compensation. 

The  supei  im(  !i(lent  of  the  southwest  executive  building  receives  but 
i^^BO  per  annum  for  his  ijerviees,  which,  it  believed,  is  r  coTnpensation 
too  small  to  command  the  services  of  one  competent  to  perlorui  the  duaes 
of  the  station.  The  sergeants  acting  as  clerks  to  the  commandant  and 
stitl  ullicers  of  the  marine  corps  are  paid  at  tlie  rate  of  less  than  ^700  a 
year  for  all  their  services,  which,  it  is  re&peetCulij  suggested,  iS  not  an 
adeouate  compensation.

Sir:  The  Navy  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith,- 

.  the  estimates  for  the  navy  for  the  year  IB 56.  together  witli  rejwrts  of  ttie 
condition  of  tiie  vesspls  building  and  in  ordinary,  and  of  the  ineasnre* 
whirii  have  been  taken  umler  the  laws  for  the  gradual  increase  and  gnul* 
ual  improvement  of  the  na\y. 

Special  estimates  arc  also  submitted  for  steam  vcsst  Is,  according  to  yuur 
directions,  and  for  other  objects,  which  do  not  fall  s\tiliiii  the  usual  annual 
appropriations  for  the  navy»  but  which  are  deemed  essential  to  the  public 
interests. 

The  general  Mtiute  for  the  nsual  appropriations  of  the  navy  presents 
iwocolomnSt  one  showing  the  amounts  estimated  fur  the  year  1836,  and 
the  other  showing  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  year  1835*  This  ar- 
rangement shows  at  a  single  view  the  diflferenccs  between  the  anuHints  Car 
each  of  the  items  of  tlie  appropriation,  as  well  as  in  the  total  amounts. 

It  will  be  peiceived  that  Uie  total  amoinits  of  the  estimate  for  the  year 
1836  exceeds  the  amount  ;>pprf)pi  iaU  i!  lor  1835,  in  tlir  sum  of  g62'2,15i  75. 
^  A  couiparison  of  tJie  ditlerences  between  the  appn)[)riations  anil  esti- 
mates Uwcacfi  of  the  two  tii  st  item'<  cannot  be  arcuratelv  mude,  berause  the 
addiiional  appropriation  made  3d  March,  1835,  in  coiise(|uence  of  the  law 
establishing  the  pay  of  the  navy,  does  not  distinguish  the  amounts  applica- 
ble to  each  of  the  items;  but  the  diflRsrence  between  the  ainns  of  the  two 
items  for  the  two  years  shows  an  increase  for  1856  of  $  1 84, 141  75, 

This  increase  arises,  tn  part,  from  a  |>ropo8ed  addition  to  the  force  to 
be  employed  in  commissions,  consisting  of  two  frigates,  three  8lof>|is  of 
war,  and  one  steam  vessel;  ih  part,  from  a  modification  of  the  pay  of  the 
officers  by  the  laws  of  last  session,  and  partly  from  a  small  increase  of 
pay  to  some  persons  at  navy  yards,  as  stated  in  connexion  with  estimate 
D  4. 

Uncfrr  the  Ifiir-d  item  of  provisions,  there  is  also  an  increase  of  Si  40,(300. 
This  arif-es,  in  part,  from  addititnial  fininhers  of  persons  ])eopf)>e(l  tf»  be 
employed,  and  i)artly  l)ecause  the  amount  in  the  treasury  is  nut  snppnitd 
to  justify  a  reduction  frutu  the  tutal  estimate  under  this  head,  pro^ioi  uoned 
to  that  made  for  1835. 

Under  the  fourth  head  of  repairs  of  vessels  in  onlinary,  &c.,  the  airouut 
of  lhi»  estimate  is  learthan  the  sum  appropriated  foi*  the  year  1855  in  the

The  approiH-iation  Ibr  1885,  and  the  estimate  for  1856,  under  the  fifth 
head  for  medicines  and  hospital  stores,  are  tlie  same,  notwithstanding  the 
proposed  increase  of  force,  4n  cons<(|uenoe  of  tlie  large  anm  stU)  remaining 

in  the  treasury. 

Under  the  sixth  head,  for  improvements  and  repairs  of  navy  yards,  rhere 
is  nn  incicase  in  the  estimates  for  1836,  over  the  appropriations  for  18S5, 
ot  tlic  sum  of  S287,0l0.

V  TI)s^e$tilu|rteB  lor  enumerated  contingent  is  the  same  as  the  spproprta- 
tion  ibr  laHu,  It  is  possibl^hat  the  allerations  made  by  the  law  of  the 
last  session  for  regulating  the  pay  of  the  navy  aiiglkt  authorize  aovie  small

Sib  ;  The  Board  of  Navy  Commissioners  beg  leave  respeclfNlIy  to  pre- 
sent for  your  consideration  the  propriety  of  aslcing  from  Congress  appro* 
priations  for  a  series  of  years,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  forward  the 
^s'orks  of  a  general  and  permanent  character  in  the  different  navy  yards, 
which  have  been  designated  on  the  plans,  in  addition  to  those  of  a  mofe- 
special  rfiaracter,  which  arc  usually  embraced  in  the  annual  estimates. 

Kegtilar  [)lans  were  first  made  and  appi*oved  for  most  of  the  navy  yards  In 
1828,  in  ronf(»r!nity  to  (he  art  of  3d  March,  1827;  previous  to  that  time 
•  the  buildings  in  Ibe  respective  yai-ds  were  generally  temporary  in  tlieir 
cljaracter,  limited  in  extent,  and  calculiited  for  present  wants,  and  sjjccial 
rather  !li an  lor  general  purposes.  Since  tiiaL  lime,  two  d  17  docks  have 
been  built,  and  otiier  in^Mtrtant  iiitprovcmeats  and  additions  made  in  dif- 
ferent yards;  but  thei*e  is  much  still  to  be  gone  to  propeily  preserve  the 
materials  which  are  authorizi»d  to  be  collected,  and  to  provide  tlie  means 
of  economically  and  rapidly  increasing,  equipping,  or  n*pairing  our  ves^ 
sels  of  war.  Among  the  most  important  of  these  objects,  and  which 
seems  to  require  a  special  apptH)priatioii  to  continae  for  a  series  of  yevs^ 
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arc,  tlie  dry  dock  within  the  w  ater's  of  the  Iiarbor  of  New  York,  for  whicli 
Congress  have  made  a  partial  aj)pro|»riation ;  the  construclioii  of  {^erma- 
nent  qtiaj  walls,  to  pi  event  injuiy  to  the  channels  by  their  decay  or  w  ant 
,of  stability;  the  conatruction  of  secure  and  durable  building  slip^  and 
laimdiiDg  waysy  ready  for  building  vends f  fbr  ahip  heusea  Jto  oonr  and 
aheltorddpa  during  tbeir  coiiBtniBtion,  and  whikt  policy  may  reqaira  tten 
lo  ba  kept  in  readiness  for  laHncblDg-;  fbr  tba  canstmctioa  of  ttahcr 
docks  and  sheds^  to.  season  and  prepare  tba  qnaatilica  of  timber  wbicb  • 
just  regard  to  our  future  wants  requires  us  to  keep  prepared  %t|IMp#A'^  i 
pile  wbarres  where  the  quay  Avails  are  not  intended  to  appiwlr  to  Mor  ' 
the  channel  as  to  admit  vessels  to  come  to  them  for  repairs  and  equipment ;

The  construction  of  the  other  buildings,  as  storehouses  and  wnrksliops, 
and  the  ordinary  repairs  to  the  diflRirent  buildings,  may,  perljans,  be  best 
pi|wided  for  as  heretofore,  that  is,  by  annual  appropriations  for  the  re- 
ispebflve  yardpi  upon  estimates  stating  the  particular  objects  of  propoeed 
<  ei^nditurc,  made  with  reference  to  the  particular  wants  of  each  yenr» 

There  being  at  present  tio  rivil  engineer  employed  in  the  navy,  particu- 
lar estimates  of  the  exi>cnse  of  the  different  objects  could  not  be  procured, 
whicli  could  be  entirely  depended  npon  for  their  accuracy.  It  was  deemed 
sufficient,  liowever,  for  the  geiieia!  pinposps  \u  vIcnv,  to  take  tfie  cost  of 
objects  which  have  ah  rady  b»H  m  buik  a's  tlic  probable  cost  of  those  ^v/?fVli 
are  to  be  constructed,  making  siicli  allowances  as  the  diflTerem^c  in  dimen- 
sions, luiture  of  soil,  and  of  (iiliicullies  to  be  overc»mie,  seemed  to  demand. 

i*rum  this  general  estimate,  it  is  believed  thai  Ihc  sum  ul  lUix^e  iniUion 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  fur  the  purposes  herein 
named,  and  that  this  sum  may  be  advantageously  expended  in  the  course 
of  the  next  five  ye^rs,  if  it  should  be  4eemed  expedieot  by  Congress  to 
appropriate,  annually^  the  sum  of  seven  hurfdred  thousand  dollars  for  that  i 
period.  (See  tlie  estimate  enclosed  herewith.)  ' 

In  pi'eseating  this  subject  to  yoor  consideration,  tlie  board  would  re- 
spectfully recall  your  attention  to  the  great  disadvantages  which  tlie  public 
service  would  experience,  from  a  want  of  the  improvements  proposed,  j 
.should  they  be  delayed  till  a  change  of  circumstances  shall  require  any 
great  and  sudden  extension  of  ofir  naval  force  in  commission ;  and  to  the  ' 
i;;rrat  increase  of  e>:[)eiise,  as  well  as  of  inconvenience,  if  these  works  were 
to  be  constructed  when  (»ther  objects  of  groat  and  pressing  importance 
might  claim  a  large  portion  uf  the  finaMci^l  resources  of  the  country*

<|>een  hnilt  and  in  service  for  several  years.  ' 

The  ship  of  the  ilne^  Ohio^  was  launched  in  May,  l8£0t  but  has  never 
•hcen  equipped,  nor  hasher  buU  been' completed  :  she  now  requires  re- 
pair*^. 

The  frigates  Brandjwine  and  Potomac  have  been  completed,  and  em- 
ployed for  several  years. 

Five  ships  of  the  line  and  seven  frigates  remain  upon  the  storks,  all 
under  tiglit  lioiises.  They  arc  generally  sound  and  iu  good  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  the  keels,  keelsons,  and  deadwoods,  of  which  some 
have  become  defective,  and  will  rctjnire  to  be  replaced.  The  ships  are  all, 
tiowever,  so  far  advanced  that  it  is  believed  they  can  be  com|)icted  and 
equipped  by  the  tiine  that  crews  could  be  culkcted  for  them. 

A  steam  vessel  has  been  recently  commenced,  under  this  appropriation, 
at  the  navy  yard  at  Brooklyn,  and  such  nrrangrments  made  as  the  praent 
state  of  the  apprppriallon  will  justify*  The  amount  in  the  treasuiy  on 
the  1st  of  Octobert  IBSS,  was  but  Sl56,S6l,  and,  as  a  part  of  this  must  ne« 
cessarily  be  devoted  to  the  completion  of  the  iri|Eate  Columbia,  which  has 
heen  directed  to  be  lannclied,  some  further  provision  will  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  steam  vessel.  This  may  be  made  by  a  direct  appropriation, 
^r,  if  admissible^  by  the  transfer  of  materials  purchased  for   gradual  in- 


crease,"  but  which  arc  not  now  wanted  for  that  appropriation,  to  «<ro*' 
pairs,'*  for  which  they  are  required,  and  by  transferring  their  value  from

Fourth  rqyort  of  F.  II.  JIassIcr,  as  superintendent  of  the  survey  of  the  coast, 
upon  the  operuttom  performed  in  that  work  betwetn  the  montJis  of  May 
and  December,  1 8.15  ;  wUk  an  estimate  of  tlic  appropnutmn  required  /or 
the  nejct  year's  work, 

1.  My  report  of  last  May  has  shown  how  mucli  work  had  been  prepared 
by  the  primary  and  soromlary  triangulations  of  the  preceding  year  :  the 
"Works  of  1817t  and  all  the  works  connected  witli  them;  and  how  these 
have  been  furnished  with  the  most  essential  clement  of  an  accurate  base 
line. 

S«  Tlie  map  of  ssssnlilage  joined  to  my  last  i-eport  allows  llMit«eir  80 
mp«  were  prepared,  to  be  executed  last  sttmmery  if  the  appropriatton  litd 
allowed  to  carry  on  the  topographical  works  witli  tlw  activity  wbidi  I  had 
cootemplatedi  and  wbich  it  would  ha?e  been  moBt  economicil  to  make  im* 

mediately. 

3.  My  report  also  stated  the  different  direction  which  I  was  compeHcd 
ta  give  to  the  work  under  the  circiimstancea  wUchlliave  there  detailed^ 
and  I  must  lake  the  liberty  to  k  fi  r  to  it. 

4.  This  effect  was  still  iiici  t  ased  by  the  ordering  of  the  schooner  Ex- 
periment, in  the  coast  survey  w  ork,  to  a  Htatiun  for  which  the  necessary 
previous  calculations  had  been  deferred,  with  a  view  to  begin  the  sound- 
ings of  Long  Island  sound  only  next  spring,  as  the  state  of  the  work  as 
well  as  of  the  appropriation  would  naturally  have  dictated. 
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5.  This  ciixumstance  necessitated  me  to  stay  in  Washington  with  two 
assistantst  all  engaged  in  executing  the  calculations  and  projections^  upon 
which  all  the  detaii  works  and  soundin^^s  connected  with  it  had  nece^sa- 
liljr  to  be  grounded. 

0.  Howmr,  Ihii  delay  gave  me,  alee,  the  facilitjr  to  attoid  m&n 
closely  to.tke  oooatnwtieB  of  atandardaor  weights  and  nieasiinB^  which  it 
equally  my  task  as  the  ceast  surrey^  according  to  the  letter  of  the  Trea- 
aiiry  Department  of  gth  AagOBt,  1889;  and  upon  which  I  render  a  sepa- 
rate account  to  the  Treasury  Dqmrtment,  under  which  it  stands. 

7.  The  reconnoitring  and  placing  of  signals  for  the  junction  of  the  sur- 
\cy  of  Maryland  with  the  roast  survey,  by  whick  the  work  is  intended  to 
be  brought  so  much  the  quicker  to  the  L  liesa[)(  ake,  as  was  always  contem- 
plated, could,  on  account  of  tliese  ciicumstaiices,  not  be  entered  upon  until 
in  October,  when  Mr.  Alexander  joined  nie  in  Washington  ;  from  whence 
we  proceeded  selecting  stations  and  placin£^  signals  on  botli  sides  of  the 
Patuxent  and  the  western  shore  of  the  Chesapeake  until  Philadelphia, 
when  tlie  press  of  time  required  me  to  go  to  New  York,  and  I  committed 
the  further  examination  to  seme  of  the  assistants  la  the  coast  survey. 

8.  The  works  petformed  by  my  assistants  during  the  last  season  are 
as  follows: 

Captain  Swift  lias  extended  tim  triangalation  between  Connectlcnt  and 
JUmg  Island  from  New  HaYcn  so  ihr  eastwardly  as  the  main  tiiangulatlon 
would  allow.  Besides  his  very  laborious  task  of  keeping  the  very  exten* 
sive  and  complicated  accouTitahility  over  the  coast  survey  expenditiircs,  he 
has  not  been  favored  enough  by  the  weather  to  ])rcsent  a  completed  result, 
though  he  lias  done  inuch  work.  There  are  only  two  triangles  required 
before  a  connected  lesuU  can  be  presented;  these  works  will  then  unite 
the  work  ISew  Haven  witii  the  eastern  extremity  of  Long  Island  sound^ 
near  the  Rhode  Island  state  line. 

Mr.  Ferguson  haa  made  tlie  secondary  triangulation,  which  is  included 
In  my  main  triangnlatlon  of  I8179  covering  all  the  hum  bay  of  New 
Torky  and  the  snrreonding  eleratlons  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

Mr*  Blunt  has  extended  his  triangulationy  begun  the  year  before,  all 
over  the  part  of  Long  Island  west  of  the  base  line  and  Rulani^s  bill. 

These  two  gentieown  joined  tbeir  works  by  sererai  stationi  common  to 
both. 

Mr.  Renard  has  continued  the  topographical  works  which  he  had  begun 
last  fall,  over  the  whole  extent  of  Mr.  Blunt's  triangulation  on  Long 
Island^  and  a  ^reat  part  of  the  bay  of  New  Nork,  until  to  theNeversinks, 
over  an  extent  of  about  bo  miles  of  coast.  In  this  course  be  has,  besides, 
constantly  worked  jointly  wit  li  Lieutenant  Gedney,  to  furnish  him  with  the 
negebijury  fixed  points  for  his  o|>€rations  of  soundings.  ^ 

Lieutenant  Ghtdney  has  finished  the  soundings  which  he  had  begun  in 
Great  South  bay^  and  fifom  thence  continued  westwardly  along  the  coast 
until  the  lixht^ouse  of  Sandy  Hook,  including  all  the  offings  and  outer 
bar  of  the  bay  of  New  York. 

%,  Mr.  Eakin  has  made  the  topographical  detail  survey  from  the  neighbor* 

hood  of  Black  rock  westwardly,  until  Narroton,  between  the  turnpike  and 
the  shore ;  always  furnishing  Lieutenant  Blake  with  determined  points  to 

ground  his  soiiiKiings  upon. 

Licuti'iiant  IJliike  has  niadc  the  soundings  of  the  shore  of  which  Mr. 

J£akio  made  the  topographical  surveyi  and  was  proceeding  to  the  opposite 
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.aoutbern  sliore^  when  the  weather  bectme  so  unfavorable  as  to  prevent  bis 

, progress  in  the  work  there,  because  Uuil.jpart  of  the-skiora  preheated  m 

.f^fe  enough  har  bor  for  his  vessel. 

Lieutenant  Mackey,  after  having  assisted  in  Washtngtiui  in  the  project- 
ing.auU  laj:ipg  opt  of  points  for  diSerent  detail  and  sounding umps,  pttK 
jcttM  to.  the  hatUi  Ahoreof  Long  Ufaupl,  oppotilt  to  LieulMMiit  Blake^i 
•tKtloB ;  wbicb  lie  left.aRenrfiiilA»  ffn  Utntomt  BUe  M  t»et  wot^  in 
that  fwigfahorhoiid,  t»  OM^e  with  bha  A  «iiaH  additioa  t»  Mr.  Baking 
works  tow«idi»  the  eas^  om  tlie  neigiiborbood  of  Bridgeport. 

Midshipman  Dahlgren  continued  withMall  the  tiinelhat  the  ealcula- 

.lioiNiaiid  i)!(>ttings  la8t«fl«  occupied  at  these  calculations,  and,  after  ^af» 
joined  Mr.  FergiiSQn  in  his  sscosdnry  tria^giiktioii^  and  the  eonsequoni 

J  calculation*?. 

9.  The  maps  thus  produced  are,  of  course,  all  upon  too  large  a  scale  to  be 
preseiitef!  \\\\\\  this  report,  and  are  to  remain  in  the  office  of  the  coast  sur- 
vey to  be  rui  ihir  worked  out,  and  then  to  be  employed  when  tiic  whole  of 
thecounii  v  btiween  New  Yui-k  and  Block  island,  or  that  noighbcrhmjd, 
will  be  Aaikhed ;  to  be  formed  in  proper  special  and  general  maps  over 
.that  whole  part  of  the  cioast  * 

10.  The  copy  of  the  map  of  assemblage,  here  joined,  exhibits  the  woriw 
of  this  year,  by  ila  eo«iparisoii  with'  th4t  preMSited  last  spring,  by  the 
sketches  of  the  country  surveyed  topogffa|riikaUy»  and  the  detsll  tnengles 
of  those  pat!t8  added  this  year,  the  iolsrasedtste  previous  secondary  tri- 
imgles  presented  last  year  being  expressly  omitled»  aed  only  tiM  nein  tri* 
angulation  of  that  part  preserved,  to  show  the  cminexion. 

11.  It  is  now  »('( pssarv  to  execute,  if  possible,  in  continned  rpg-iilar 
succession,  all  the  topographical  part  of  the  country  m  hic'i  is  now  covered 
by  the  primary  and  secondary  triangulations,  beranse  tin'  sis^nals  now 
standing  pi  esent  the  proper  facility  and  ecf>iiomy  for  the  wor  k,  n?ir!  rI-so 
on  acctmnt  of  tlie  great  chance  of  their  biiug  lost,  by  ihc  want  of  ri"-pcct 
paid  to  8U(  h  public  uiuitrUkings,  and  tlie  consequently  too  frequent  de- 
struction  of  tlie  signal?,  and  even  of  the-secrct  niarksflaoed  in  the  ground. 
:It  might  be  desirable  that  they  coald  be  propei^ly  protected  by  a  special 
law,  as  that  is  the  habit  in  Europe^  where  such  .wdl^aecei^ed  triangulatioas 

.exist,  and  are  still  daily  making,  from -Sioily  to  Lapoay^  aad  from  Brest 
and  Ireland  to  Turkey  and  Petersburg.  ; 

19.  Having  thus  rendemi  aoceimtof  the  faiddul  eiertions  and  works  • 
of  my  assistants,  it  would  be  improper  U)p  roe  to  omit  mentioning  how  pain- 
ful !'  is  for  nie  to  see  tho^e  of  niy  »«<sistants  who  arc  connected  with  the 
army  or  navy  d(  pi  ived  of  tltat  additional  remuneration  whirh  was  stipuiat- 
ed  for  thctn  at  the  bcgimiing  of  the  worit*  and  which  the  so  niucli  increased 
personal  expenditure  and  lab(  r.  by  their  assistance  in  the  coast  survey, 
deser\e,  by  the  application  to  theni  of  a  law  of  Congress  of  last  winter, 
which  I  cannot  conceive  ever  having  been  intended  to  apply  to  tlic  case,  ' 
.in  which  they  are,  by  titc  extra  expenses  unavoidable  in  the  constant  tra.  » 
Telling  life  which  they  have  to  leatl ;  and  pairtitntef  ly  it  ean  never  have 
.been  intended  by  it  to-  le«i  an  ^ficer  from  one  department  with  a  heavy 
rcspoasihility  for  aoceanMtlily  npen  funds  ander  another  department, 
which  has,  in  the  common. order  of  things,  no  control  ever  him.   If  thfo 
difficulty  cannot  be  overcome  otherw  ise,  I  would  Kke  to  snggest  the  pie- 
position  of  a  special  law  to  that  effect. 

1 S.  The  iucreaflc  of  coflnpeasation  granted  to  the  civil  chiefs  of  eecoa«lai7 
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partiesi  on  account  of  tUe  unavoidable  iiigre«Be,4>f  ^eijrie^penfleft  in HiOQt 
situations,  has  been  very  gratifying  to  ope  w  wcU  a*  tB  tkm*  I  coo* 
flidwed  it  an  iinafnidable  and  proper  act  oC  jiiaticef  m  micb  tba  mom  as 
even  witb  that  none  of  Iha  asilttaiilB  ia« senaral.are  paid  a«  blgli  ma  Ibcgr 
wottfd  1>e  for  alnilar  ivQrka  if  m  tba  eni^oynfnt-of  priva^o  companiaaiof 
citiasena. 

14.  In  respect  to  myself,  I  do  not  like  to  do  more  tban  simply  to  state 
here  the  fact,  that  the  allowance  of  $1,500,  made  to  me  for  the  (lersonal 
expenses  which  unavoidably  r»]l  upon  me  in  the  coast  survey,  is  entirely 
insutticienf,  as  I  had  already  in  the  beginning  stated  it  would  hkciy 
prove,  (letter  of  1:2th  August,  1832,  printed  document,  page  87.)  This 
amount  does  hut  vscautily  cover  the  half  of  the  dilfereiHjo  Ui  tueiii  the  life 
ot  a  steady  home  and  tliat  which  I  have  to  lead  i:)  that  work,  w  hi(  li  is,  tif 
course,  what  is  to  be  compensated  this  allowance.  It  is,  besides,  weii 
know  li  that  the  compensation  of  a  chief  engineer  of  a  Mulroad  oi*  cinal  is 
generally  rated  and  paid  at  $6,000  per  annum.  aimI  Ahm%  many  como  tttteli 
higher*  tliougli  tbe  rcqointo .  acquirementa^  Wmmv  and  rM^omilHlilj  ana 
]i>jr  no  means  equal  tfi  whi^t  i*  required  in  tl|0  comI  aurvoy*  JVM  I  liave 
made  great  pecttntary  aacrifiovs  in  tbis  work  sioca  as  early  aa  iSlt,  in 
\v'ell  enough  known  to  many  parsons*  I  may  thci-el^re  ako  bepe  tkat  4bia 
-aubject  will  receive  a  more  adequate  consideration. 

15.  The  Fourth  Auditor's  refusal  to  admit  in  theaccountR  of  the  arconnt- 
ing  officer  the  whole  of  the  expen*^e,s  of  rrrtain  operatl«>n.s,  unavoidably  ne- 
cessaVy  for  the  wor  k,  has  laid  greiU  iniptdiirtents  in  the  way  of  tlie  work. 
An  ofBcci'  in  that  situation  cannt)t  {lossibly  Imvc  a  just  idea  of  the 
priety  ot  any  operation  in  tliis  work.  In  fact,  none  but  tl»e  dir-ectoi-  of 
such  a  work  is  possessed  oi  ihc  data  indispensable  to  assess  a  proper  judg- 
ment upon  the  necessary  operations,  and  the  proper  manner  of  performing 
them.  By  tbe  measum  of  tho  Auditor^  tbat-  <A€er  would  becoM  the 
sole  -and  full  director,  of  %  tlia  work*  which  is.anlii«ly  iaadmis!>ihla  |  if  the 
main  direction  of  the  work  ia  Intrusted  to  me»  the  miaor  censeqneneea 
and  all  tlie  detaila  4>f ■  arrangsments  must  bo  un^rstood  as  equally  in- 
trusted to  me«  ,  1  havs^  of  course,  by  tliaty  been  obliged  to  refrain  from 
taking  in  proper  tiipe  a  variety  of  measures  beneficial  to  the  work,  and 
fully  Nsitliin  tlie  limits  of  the  stipulations  of  the  contract  under  which  I 
wor  k  lor  the  coant  survey  ;  the  loss  produced  hy  the  delay  of  tlit  work  has 
been  very  great,  1  miglit  say  upwards  of  §10,000,  under  tUc  tallacinus 
appearance  of  trifling  economy.  I  hope  tliat  also  tliis  dilliroity  will  be 
levied  hy  the  Department,  n^^tintaining  the  exac  t  obser  vance  of  the  fond  net 
with  me,  and,  it  needed  tor  better  information,  urdei  ing  tl«e  inipai  tial  in- 
vestigation which  I  have  so  long  claimed,  i^n  order  that  the  department 
mi^  be  furnished  with  more,  accarate  data  toawess  ajuat  jiKlgmentt 

16.  I  am  sarigr  to  ha  oMiged  to  repeat  here  again  thai  the  larger  in- 
atniment,  with  which,  the^  main  triaiigitlatton  into  be  continued,  baa  not 
yet  arrived  from  l«an<loB«   I  have  Jately  again  taken  measures  to  press 

•  its  forwarding,  by  means  of  our  cliarge  d'aMrss  in  Loudon  :  >|  hope  there 
will  be  no  doubt  nf  its  arrival  before  the  opening  of  tlte  next  campaign, 
when  I  shall  make  the  most  diligent  and  constahtuse  of  it;  it  is  eminently 
calculated  to  accelerate  fhe  work,  hy  its  superior  arrangements  and  rcvm- 
racy.  However,  even  it  it  liad  been  lirre,  i  couid  not  have  ventured  lo  go 
in  the  field  with  it  last  summer,  on  aerount  of  ifie  iiisiiiliciency  of  the: 
appropriation  to  bear  the  expenses,  after  what  had  been  applied  fur  tho 
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expenditures  of  the  two  vessels  em])loyed  in  the  soundings,  as  it  wouU 
liave  caused  the  stopping  of  the  whole  work  for  want  of  means. 

IT*  Mj  situation,  and  the  state  of  the  two  works,  oF  the  coast  f;urvey 
and  the  construction  of  the  weights  and  measures  ntaiidards,  wlacU  ai^ 
«)loally  under  my  charge,  according  to  my  contract  with  the  Government, 
bave  been  considerably  complicated  by  the  separation  of  the  coast  survey 
inm  the  TMfOry  Department   Both  woriu  are  in  the  interest 

<»f  tba  cmflMvoei  and  have  m  reference  to  Hie  navy*  The  accurate  anrveir 
of  the  coast  is  oiade  with  the  view  to  protect  the  property  afloat  od  Teaaew 
flrum  shipwreck^  and  the  regulation  of  the  weights  and  measnfea*  hj 
establishing  accurate  standards,  is  to  regulate  the  distributive  jnatice  in 
aO  eoaimercial  intercourse.  The  knowledge  mod  e  part  of  the  means  to 
be  employed  in  the  two  works  are  the  same ;  so  much  so,  that  when  I 
procured  the  instruments  for  the  coast  survey,  1  procured  efjiially  the 
standards,  afitl  ]);utof  the  means  which  arc  now  employed,  and  indispcn- 
eable,  for  the  weights  and  measures.  The  reunion  of  the  works  ia  the 
Treasury  Department  would  be  a  real  adx  antage  to  both  works. 

18.  With  respect  to  tliC  appropriiition  w  hich  it  will  be  proper  to  propose 
to  the  session  oi  Congress  now  opening,  1  am  enabled  tegivt^  mure  detaiicd 
Information  from  the  data  which  experience  has  ftimifhed  than  it  was  pos- 
sible to  giro  last  year,  and  to  which  may  be  attributed  the  insufficieocy  of 
the  last  year's  eppropriation.

REPORT 

THE  POSTMASTER  GENERAL. 


Post  Office  Dej^artmevt, 

December  1, 1835. 

To  the  PftssiDEUT  OF  THE  Umited  States  : 

Sir:  During  the  jear  ending  30th  June,  1835,  the  post  routes  of  the 
United  States  covered  ahout  one  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  seven 

hundred  and  seventy-four  miles. 
Jn  daily  and  less  frequent  trips,  the  mails  were  carried  on  these  routes 

about  25,869,486  miles,  viz  : 

16,874,050  miles  in  four-horse  post-coaches  and  two-horse  Stagcis* 

7,617,073  miles  on  hor^r  <  and  in  sulkies. 
906,959  miles  in  steamboats. 
270,504  miles  in  railroad  cars. 

The  number  of  post  offices  on  the  30th  June  last  was  tm  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy,  being  an  increase  of  fifty-iour  withm  the 
preceding  year. 

The  system  upon  which  the  hooks  of  the  Department  have  always 
been  kept  precludes  an  exact  statement  ^f  the  revenue  and  cxpenditui  e 
which  have  accrued  within  any  given  period.  The  following  is  believed 
to  approximate  nearly  to  the  actual  income  and  accruing  responsibilities 
for  the  two  last  fiscal  years,  vis :

In  the  first  part  of  the  year  I8S5,  additional  allowances  were  aathor- 
ized,  as  18  alleged,  amounting,  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  to  about  <^  157,000, 
which  have  ainee  been  6us])ended,  and  do  not  enter  into  the  foregoing 
statement.   If  finally  admitted,  they  will  reduce  the  balance  in  favor  of 

the  Department  that  year  to  about  $79,000. 

The  old  books  wUl  be  closed  when  all  the  pecuniary  transactions  of 

the  Department  prior  to  the  Ist  of  July  last  are  brought  upon  thera.

The  accounts  of  the  postmasters  for  tlie  (jii:M  t  ;  r  rn<li^i;  oi^ih  Septem- 
ber last  hav  e  been  so  far  examined  as  to  5hu\v,  ^..Lislatiui  il  v ,  that  tbe 
increase  of  gross  revenue  over  that  of  the  correiponding  quarter  oi"  last 
year  is  about  twelve  per  cent.  The  annual  saving  in  the  recent  letting 
of  ooi^traets  was  about  $30,000.  Predicated  on  an  average  increase  of 
revenue  throughout  the  current  fiscal  year  of  fen  per  cent.,  and  on  a 
saving  of  $25,000  when  the  contracts  recently  let  shall  be  exeeutcd 
with  necessary  alteiations,'an  estimate  of  the  gross  revenue  and  accruing 
resj^sibilities  for  the  year  ending  SOth  June,  1866,  indicates  the  fol- 
lowing results,  viz:

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Al  though  the  whole  of  thU  sam  may  not  be  available,  on  accoimt  of 
the  ufHjal  losses  and  defalcations,  it  is  not  doubted  that,  aided  hj 
collections  of  outstanding  balances,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  off  the 
debts  of  the  Department,  and  leave  a  eonaiderable  M^punt  applicable  to 
an  extension  of  mail  accommodations. 

When  the  undersigned  took  charge  of  this  Department,  his  attention 
was  immediately  called  to  the  eondition  of  its  finances ;  but  it  was  soon 
fpUQd  that  no  satisfactory  account  of  its  debts  or  its  means  could,  within 
any  short  period,  be  obtained  from  its  books.    It  was  only  perceived, 
from  current  incidents  and  detached  accounts,  that  the  unsatisfied  de- 
mands of  c()iitra(;tors  from  every  quarter  of  tfie  eountry  a\  ere  daily  ac-  ^ 
cumulating;  that  there  was  a  debt  of  neni    ^^3UO,()00  due  to  hanks; 
that  the  outstanding  acceptances  of  the  treasurer  excc.'eded  ^39tj,uu0 ; 
that,  a  cuiisi.lerable  jiortion  of  the  Revenue  of  some  of  the  lari^e  offices 
iov  the  piesent  calen(Uu'  ytai  iuid  been  anticipated  by  drafts  discounted 
in  banks,  which  they  had,  been  instructed  to  pay  at  maturity  ;  that  addi- 
tional aUowanceshai^  been  r^ceotjj^  authorized  to  a  considerable  amount; 
that,  to  provide  the  means-  to  meel^he  demands  on  the  Department  at 
Washington,  create<i  by  fUd.  system  bf  acceptances,  upwards  of  two  thou- 
sand of  the  most  considerfj^le  post  offices  had  been  directed  to  deposite 
their  income  in  banks ;  ^ncl^atthoae  oceans  proving  insufficient,  the  De- 
partment was  subjected  Jo*. .^ntinual  entbarrassment  in  devising  ways 
and  means  to  meet  iti;  enjgagements*  ^  At  tlie  same  time,  it  was  believed, 
on  all  hands,  that  the  ct|rreht  revenue  of  the  Department  considerably 
exceeded  its  current  expenditure,  and  that  the  aggregate  of  debt  was  in 
progress  of  diminirtion.    In  tins  state  of  things,  it  was  deemed  expedi- 
ent to  niakn  .1-:  ^  IFort  to  extrf-ife  r'n^  Department  from  its  embarrass- 
ments.   The  measures  resorted  to  tor  tnat purpose  were  as  follows-,  viz: 

1 .  A  suspension  of  all  recent  allowances  ii  om  the  credit  of  the  con- 
tractors. 

2.  A  refusal  to  .icrept  or  pay  any  drafts  drawn  on  the  Department, 
except  by  special  .u  l  an^ement. 

3.  The  application  of  the  income  of  the  current  quarter  to  the  pay- 
ment of  that  q.uarter's  expenses,  the  surplus  only  to  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  pre-existing  claims. 

4.  The  introduction  of  a  system  which  should  effect  a  more  prompt 
eoUeetion  and  application  of  the  current  income  of  the  Department. 

The  allowances  suspended  amounted  to  about  |t  157,000.  Without 
reference  to  their  merits,  it  was  believed  that  a  preference  ought  to  be 
given  to  other  claims  in  making  payments. 

The  discontinuance  of  acceptances  was  essential  to  enable  the  De- 
partment to  command  its  means.  A  revenue  arises  wherever  the  mails 
arc  carried  ;  and  it  would  seem  obviously  appro])nate,  as  w  ell  as  conveni- 
ent, that  the  services  of  contractors  should  be  paid  fur  in  tiie  sections  of 
country  where  they  are  rendered,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  out  of  the 
income  which  they  produce.  But  the  practice  of  sufTerin^;  the  contrac- 
tors to  draw  for  their  pay  su1)jected  the  Department  to  the  incoiu  enience 
of  collecting  its  funds  from  the  post  offices  throughout  the  Unioii,  and 
transferring  them  to  Washington  to  meet  the  drafts.  The  slowness  and 
uoceHainty  of  this  operation  made  it  an  insuMcient  reliance  to  meet  its 
acceptances,  produced  the  necessity  of  looking  elsewhere  for  die  means, 
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«d9  rendered  it  difficult  to  manage  it5  finances  with  anj  convenience  or 

rcg^ilarity. 

By  paying  the  exprnj^cs  of  the  current  (juarter  at  its  close,  and  an- 
noimrinir  a  determination  to  pay  in  like  manner  at  the  clobe  of  eack 
succci (liiiii  one,  applying  only  the  surplus  to  the  discharge  of  former 
debts,  ii  was  believed  that  the  credit  ot  the  Department  would  imme- 
diately be  elevated,  and  thenceforward  sustained. 

Orders  to  dcposite  lii  banks,  and  drafts  on  postmasters  in  favor  ol  con- 
tractors, constituted  the  sy  stem  of  collection  found  in  operation.  Upwards 
of  two  tiiousand  post  offices  had  orders  to  deposite,  and  upwards  of  eight 
thousand  were  instructed  to  retain  their  postages  until  drawn  upoa. 
Many  of  the  deposite  offices  were  dUatoiy,  and  defalcation  among  them 
was  not  uncommon.  Many  of  the  other  offices  were  not  drawn  upon  /br 
seyeral  quarters,  on  account  of  the  smallness  of  their  income,  or  other 
circumstances.  The  necessities  of  the  Department  compelled  it  to  dmw 
on  the  more  productive  offices  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  before  their 
accounts  could  be  adjusted  ;  and  its  drafts,  being  predicated  on  estimates, 
could  not  be  for  the  exact  sum  in  hand.  To  avoid  th^  danger  of  a  pro- 
test, in  conse(]'iP!)ec  ol" ^drawini:  for  too  nnich,  tlie  treai^urer  i^enerally 
drew  lor  too  hllle,  thereby  leaving  small  balann-s  in  all  the  tlralt  offices 
also.  There  were,  consequently,  balam  es  rtinaining  in  the  hands  ot 
niorc  than  eight  thousand  postmasters,  which,  though  generally  small, 
amounted  in  the  aegrejjate  to  a  large  sum. 

For  the  purpose  of  promptly  biinging  into  action  the  means  of  tlie 
Department  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  the  ui)dersigned  divided  the 
offices  into  three  classes.  The  first  class,  called  CoU$etum  OfficeZy^ 
are  upwards  of  nine  thousand  in  number.  The  postmasters  of  this  class 
have,  beea  instructed  to  pay  on  demand,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter,  the 
whole  amount  due  to  the  Department  on  account  of  the  postages  of  tll^ 
quarter,  to  the  contractors  who  carry  the  mails  along  their  rcspectiTe 
routes,  and  forward  their  receipts  to  the  Department.  The  contractors 
are  instructed  to  forward  acknowledgments,  setting  forth  the  whole 
amount  received  from  each  and  all  the  postmasters,  and  to  report  forth* 
w  ith  every  postmaster  who  fails  to  pay,  and  his  reasons  therefor,  jf 
"known  to  them.  To  swwvv  promptness  and  fidelity  on  the  part  of  tbe 
contractors,  they  are  p< Miiitieci  to  collect  only  from  so  many  postmasters 
as  may  pay  them  about  st  venly-lh  e  per  cent,  of'their  (jiiarterly  compen- 
sation, and  (hey  arc  inlormed  that  the  balance  w*ill  not  be  paid  them 
until  they  shall  liav<j  <oIk  cted  from  every  office  on  their  list,  or  showit, 
by  reporting  the  delinquent  postmasters,  that  they  have  used  due  dili- 
gence to  do  so,  and  are  not  in  fault  for  the  failure. 

The  second  class,  called  Depaniing  Offices y^''  about  five  hundred 
and  fifhr  in  number,  are  instructed  to  deposite  their  income  in  banks 
quarterly,  monthly,  or  weekly,  accordms  to  its  amount.  This  class  em- 
braces all  the  large  offices  and  most  others  which  can  as  conveniently 
deposite  as  pay  to  contractors,  together  with  the  most  considerable  offices 
on  interior  routes,  which  yield  a  surplus  revenue,  and  whose  proceeds 
cannot  be  used  in  paying  the  contractors  who  supply  them. 

The  thii  d  class,  called  Draft  Offices,^^  about  two  hundred  and  fiflty 
in  number,  cmi)race  those  not  convenient  to  banks,  whose  proceeds 
cannot  be  paid  over  to  contractors  at  the  close  of  the  quarter^  without 
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danger  of  their  being  overpaid,  but  may  generally  be  drawn  for,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  to  pay  the  balances  due,  after  giving  the  contractors  credit 
for  all  their  collections. 

The  interest  oCthe  eootracton  induces  them  promptly,  after  ihe  quar- 
ter ends,  to  push  their  collections,  and  report  all  delinquents.  Dtiring 
the  same  time,  the  depositing  offices  are  placing  their  funds  in  the  • 
banks.  When  the  contractor's  acknowledgment  for  moneys  collected  comes 
in,  his  account  is  examined,  irthe  balance  due,  or  any  part  of  it,  can  be 
paid. by  draft  on  one  or  more  of  the  draft  offices,  it  is  done ;  and  that  which 
cannot  be  so  discharged  is  paid  hy  check  on  some  convenient  bank. 

The  results  anticipated  from  these  measures  have  been  fully  realized. 
On  the  1st  July  last,  payments  on  claiins  accriiini^  prior  to  tlie  preceding 
quarter  were  suspended  ;  and  all  the  energies  of  the  pay  clerks  were 
flevoted  to  i)n  vifi<;;  the  debts  of  that  quarter.  These  payments  were  com- 
pleted on  the  19th  day  of  August,  leavini^  a  coiisidcral)le  amount  of  funds 
in  bank.  Tlie  payment  of  the  old  debts  was  then  resumed.  Froui  that 
moMierit  the  Department  was  disembarrassed.  In  no  instance  since,  has 
the  payment  of  any  claim  been  refused  for  the  want  of  funds. 

On  the  Ut  of  October  las^,  the  new  system  of  collection  came  Into  ac- 
tion. Encouraged  by  its  ftymi^le  operation,  and  finding  the  funds  of 
the  department  in  hank  to  eiujted  $140,000,  the  undersigned,  on  the 
18th  of  the  las^  month,  dir^cte^fte  payment  of  the  bank  dehts  in  Balti- 
more and  Boston,  amounting  to -jfb?,?^

'Of  this  debt,  about  ^205,000  is  due  to  banks,  and  the  balance  to  con- 
tractors and  odiers. 

The  statements  of  the  amount  of  debt,  and  the  amount  paid  out  of 
postages  accruing  prior  to'the  1st  of  July^  are  not  supposed  to  be  exact, 
but  they  do  not  vary  materially  from  the  actual  amounts. 
The  result  of  these  operations  is : 

That  the  claims  of  contractors  and  others  against  the  Department,  aris- 
ing within  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  last,  have  been  paid»  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  suspensions. 

That  the  claims  arising  within  the  quarter  ending  SOlh  September  last 
have  been  paid  as  far  as  they  were  ready  for  ad  justment. 

That  one  hnndi  ed  and  eia;hty-seven  thousand  and  eighty-six  dollars  of 
the  pre-existing  debt  have  been  paid  out  of  postages  accruing  since  30th 
June  last. 

That  the  funds  in  bank  on  this  day  are  seventy-three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars. 

The  payment  of  an  amount  of  the  old  debt  so  far  beyond  the  available 
surplus  of  the  last  quarter,  leaving  a  large  sum  on  hand,  will  create  no 
surprise,  when  it  is  recollected  that,  in  addition  to  that  surplus,  the  De- 
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partment  has  been  able  to  avail  itself  of  a  considerable  amount  stopped 
from  contractors  on  account  of  overpayments,  and  a  still  larger  sum 
arising  from  the  depositee  of  the  weekijr  and  monthly  depositing  offices, 
on  account  of  the  current  quarter. 

The  debt  of  the  Department,  except  that  portion  of  it  which  is  due  to 
banks,  and  the  suspended  allowances,  is  now  perfectly  mana2;eahle,  and 
cannot  hereafter  embarrass  its  operations.  .  The 'bank  debt  is  reduced  to 
about  $205,000. 

The  Ibllowing  slateiuent  of  the  quarterly  income  and  expenditure 
of  the  Department  for  the  last  two  years,  w  hich,  thc;u:i;)niot  accurate,  may 
be  relied  upon  for  all  practical  purposes,  will  more  luliy  bhow  the  progress 
of  its  financial  concerns,  and  ila  prospect  of  speedy  redemption  from  debt:

As  it  has  already  heen  ascertained,  from  examinatioDS  of  the  returns, 
that  the  revenue  of  the  last  quarter  exceeds  that  of  the  correspohdinc 
quarter  of  the  last  year  about  twelve  per  cent.,  it  may  he  safely  stated 
that  the  surplus  of  revenue  over  expenditure  for  that  qur.i  tc  r  will  be 
about  $120,000 ;  and  that  there  was,  on  the  30th  September  last,  a  sar> 
plus  of  availahle  means  over  the  whole  debt  of  the  Department,  amount- 
ing to  about  $100,000.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  this  surplus  ^vill 
be  increased  at  the  end  of  the  current  quarter  to  about  220,000,  and, 
at  the  end  of  the  next  quarter,  to  about  $340,000.  The  old  debts  due  to 
contractors  and  others  are  now  paid  as  fast  as  tlicv  are  presented  and  can 
be  nd)u.ste(! ;  and  the  accumulation  of  funds,  nolwithstandifis:  these  pay- 
ments, is  so  considerable  as  to  justifv  a  belief  that  ^100,000  of  the  re- 
maining bank  debt  may  be  ])aid  in  January  next,  and  the  balanee  in  April.  ' 

The  undersig;ned  takes  pleasure  in  pi  esentinj^  you  with  the  data  which 
justify  this  anticipation,  lie  is  happy  to  say  that,  so  far  from  needing 
any  pecuniary  aid/rom  the  Treasuiy,  the  Department  may  be  presented 
to  Consress,  before  the  termination  of  their  approaching  session,  sub- 
stantiai^  free  from  debt,  with  a  clear  annual  surplus  exceeaing  §400,000, 
applicable  to  the  establishment  of  new  mail  routes,  and  the  improvement 
of  old  ones.  EVen  should  the  suspended  allowances  be  finally  paid,  the 
anticipated  result  cannot  be  delayed  beyond  the  month  of  July,  1836. 

A  balance  of  the  books  of  this  Department  has  not  been  effected  for 
about  twenty  years.  After  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  it  was 
deemed  expedient  to  close  them,  aqd  open  a  new  set  from  the  1st  of  July^ 
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1835.  The  balances  of  accounts  are  not  carried  forward  from  the  old 
books  to  the  new,  but  all  collections  made  of  moneys  due  before  that 
day  are  credited  to  an  account  headed  "  Arrearages*''  on  the  new  hooks  \ 
and  ail  payments  made  on  debts  contracted  prior  to  that  dav,  are  charged 
to  the  same  accdont.  That  account,  when  closed,  will  show  the  exact 
amount  of  debt  and  of  available  means  at  the  commencement  ,  of  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year — ^focts  which  cannot  be  sooner  ascertained  with  exactitude. 
In  keeping  the  new  books,  an  attempt  is  maldng,  through' the  agency  of 

feneral  accounts,  to  show,  sipecifically,  from  wliat  sources  the  revenue  ofthe 
>epftrtment  is  derived,  and  to  what  purposes  it  is  applied.  The  accruing 
revenue  is  credited  to  general  accounts  headed  ^^Letter  PostagtSy"  ^^Newa- 
papers  md  Pamphlets,^^  arid  "  JFHnes,^^  The  expenditures  are  charged  to 
general  accounts,  headed    Compensation  of  Post  masters     "  Transpor- 
tation of  the  Mrt?7.s',"  "  S!hip^  Sfeamhonf.  and  Way  Letters, "  Wrappin£( 
Paper,''  "  Oflke  Furniture,''    Advertising,^'  "  Mail  7?r/£r.'?."  Blanks}' 
31atl  Locks  and  Keys,  and  Stamps,'^  "  Mail  Depredations  and  Special 
Agents,^'' "  Clerks,  S^-c.  for  Offices  ^"^^  and  ^^Miscellancom,'''*  When  the  entire 
business  of  a  qucun  r  is  brought  upon  the  books,  the  credit  general  accounts 
will  be  balanced  by  transfer  to  the  credit  of  a  general  at  t  uunt,  headed 
*^  Post  Office  Department,^^  which  will  thus  exhibit,  at  a  glance,  the  entire 
-income  of  the  Post  Office  Department  for  the  quarter,  and  the  sbureies 
whence  it  is  derived*  In  like  manner,  the  debit  general  accounts  wili 
be  closed  bj  transfer  to- debit  of  ^  Post  Office  Department,^'  which  will 
thus  show,  on  a  single  page,  the  whole  expenditures  of  the  quarter,  with 
the  objects  of  expenditure.   The  balance  of  this  account,  thus  made  up, 
will  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  Department  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

It  has  long  appeared  to  the  undersigned,  that,  by  a  system  of  this  kind, 
the  application  of  the  public  moneys  may  be  shown  more  specifically  than 
by  any  other  system  of  specific  appropriation. 

The  ethciency  of  -^^  dopartrncnt,  with  so  many  thon«?nnd  agents  in  its 
employment,  essenliaiiy  depends  on  iho  viiribnce  and  energy  of  the  di- 
recting and  siiporvisins:!;  power.  Impressed  with  this  conviction,  it  is  the 
])ol»cy  and  the  eiVort  ot  the  Department  to  make  the  supervision  so  com- 
plete, that  every  individual  in  its  service  shall  feel  that  he  acts  directly 
under  the  eve  of  some  Ci  its  officers  or  clerks. 

To  secure  promptitude  in  the  rendition  of  accounts,  the  postmasters. 
With  th^  exception  of  a  few  at  the  large  offices,  have  been  required 
to  forward  their  accounts  within  two  days,  or  by  the  first  mail,  after 
the  close  of  each  quarter.  As  a  means  of  enforcing  this  requisition,  the 
post  offices  are  divided  into  fooi;  classes,  in  reference  to  their  distance 
from  Washington,  and  other  circumstances.  For  the  arrival  of  the  ac- 
counts  of  the  first  clas^,  ten  days  are  allowed ;  for  the  second,  twenty; 
for  the  third,  thirty ;  and  for  the  fourth,  forty.  It  is  made  the  special 
duty  of  a  clerk  to  note  the  day  on  which  each  quarterly  return  arrives, 
and  promptly  call  all  delinquents  to  account  %vhen  tlie  allotted  time  shall 
have  expired.  TUh  plan  of  supervision  was  put  in  operation  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  (piai  tnr. 

ToprndMfo  nn  over-active  supervision  over  contractors,  it  i-^  made  the 
dutyol'postm  csiei  s  at  the  ends  of  all  post  routes  to  keep,  and  return  to  the 
Department  weekly  or  monthly,  according  to  the  importance  of  the  route, 
registers,  showing  the  exact  time  oi  arrival  aid  departure  of  every  mailj 
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■with  such  remarks  as  the  occasion  may  require.  It  is  made  the  duty  of 
a  clerk  in  each  division  to  see  that  the  postmasters  keep  and  return 
these  regUters,  to  examine  them  when  returned,  and  note  all  delinquea- 
cies  of  contractors.   This  plan  is  not  yet  in  full  operation. 

It  is  intended  to  apply  the  same  principle  of  strict  supenrisioii  to  the 
return  of  receipts  by  postmasters ;  to  the  making  of  deposites  hf  the 
depositing  offices,  and  the  Ibrwarding  of  certificates  of  deposite ;  to  the 
printing  and  furnishing  of  blanks  ;  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  all  ser- 
vices required  by  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department. 

Sufficient  attention  has  been  given  by  the  undersigned  to  the  manner 
in  which  newspapers  and  other  printed  matter  are  conveyed  by  mail,  to 
satisfy  him  that  it  is  radically  tlefcrtixo.  No  supervision  or  power  of  pun- 
ishment, exercised  or  possessed  l>y  the  Postmaster  General ^  i'^  adequate 
to  prevent,  on  sonic  occasions,  the  canvass  hags  in  whicli  punted  papers 
arc  stoned  iVoui  bein^  left  heliind,  so  lon^  as  they  are  carrie  J  separately 
from  the  letter  mails,  or  on  the  outside  of  coaches  and  stages.  To  pre- 
vent the  evil  in  some  degree,  it  has  been  provided  in  the  conuaet* 
lately  awarded  on  the  main  routes  to  the  West,  that,  on  the  outward  uip, 
no  passengers  shall  be  carried  in  the  inside  of  the  mail  coach,  but  that  it 
shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  mails ;  and  on  similar  routes  along  the 
seaboard,  the  same  restriction  will  be  applied  in  both  directions.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  enforcement  of  the  contracts  in  this  respect  will  insure 
the  safe  conveyance  of  the  newspapers  as  far  as  they  travel  on  these 
routes. 

A  furiher  improvement  in  this  respect  is  anticipaterl.  from  arrange- 
ments DOW  in  progress  to  run  steamboat  mails  on  the  Western  rivers 
during  the  season  of  steamboat  navigation,  and  on  a  portion  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi dtirins:  the  whole  year. 

It  is  well  known  that  an  immense  corresj^^ndence  is  carried  on  during 
the  hu'iiness  season  in  steamboats  upon  these  waters.  So  lontr  as  the 
Depailiiient  has  no  mails  upon  tlie  rivers,  it  is  didieult,  if  not  unpracti- 
cable,  to  enforce^the  l*ost  Olliee  laws,  and  'uin^  the  U  tiers  so  transmitted 
into  the  pcjst  offices,  lumilar  lines  of  boats  are  now  formed,  and  form- 
ing, on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  in  crs.  A  contract  has  been  made  with 
the  owners  of  one  of  these  lines  to  carry  a  mail  three  times  a  week  be- 
tween Pittsburg  and  Cincinnati,  during  the  season  of  navigation,  for 
^  1 ,800  a  year.  A  pro})o8ition  has  been  received  and  accbpted,  to  con- 
vey a  mail,  except  when  prevented  hj  ice,  on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
rivers,  between  Loiiisv^lle  and  St.  Lottis,'three  times  a  week,  and  be^ 
tween  Louisville  and  New  Orleans  three  times  a  week  during  the  bnsineflSv 
season,  and  twice  a  week  during  the  rest  of  the  year,  touching  ^^t  ul  the 
considerable  intermediate  points,  for  ji30,000  a  year  for  the  whole  ser- 
vice. It  is  in  cortteniplation  to  put  this  mail  into  operation  early  in  the 
coming  year.  From  iiivinp;  regular  river  mails  to  the  business  of  the 
West,  it  is  expected  tliat  they  will  convey  almost  the  entire  eoircspon<I- 
ence  upon  those  waters,  and  increase  tlie  revenues  ot  the  Depar^rupnt 
in  a  sum  at  least  equal  to  tlu  ii-  cost.  This  facility  being  furnislicd  to  the 
cunununity,  the  Post  Oilke  laws  can,  with  more  propriety,  he  entbrced  in 
relation  to  letters  conveyed  in  other  boats.  Nor  is  it  one  of  the  least 
advantages  anticipated  from  these  mails,  that  they  will  relieve  the  land 
mails  in  the  West  and  Southwest  of  an  immense  mass  of.  mail  matter. 
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and  render  its  ( onveyance  more  safe  at  the  seasons  when  the  roads  are 
most  diiiicuU,  and  in  the  Mississippi  country  duiing  the  whole  year. 

The  multiplication  of  railroads  will  form  a  new  era  in  the  mail  estab- 
lishment. Thej  must  soen  become  the  means  by  which  the  mails  will 
be  transported  on  most  of  the  great  lines  of  intercommunication ;  and 
the  undersigned  has « devoted  some  attentbn  to  the  devising  of  a  systenL 
which  shall  render  the  cheiige  moat  useful  to  the  country. 

The  cities  and  large  towns  on  the  great  mail  lines  constitute  centres 
from  which  the  mails  diverge  to  per>4de  and  supply  the-  surrounding 
country.  At  these  points,  generally,  are  the  distributing  post  offices. 
The  great  whole  will  evidently  be  m|st  speedily  and  effec  tually  served 
by  pRusinp;  the  mails  to  pass  n  i(h  all  possible  expedition,  by  night  and 
by  day,  alone  the  main  lines  tinough  these  numeious  centres,  stopping, 
for  no  local  object,  and  pausi::i:;U  the  dTstribuling  olTices  only  long  enough 
to  exchange  mails.  Tiie  distribution  through  the  country  around  must 
be  ni.tuf  alter  the  great  mail  haii  passed  on,  Uy  means  of  coaches,  stages, 
or  oilier  vehicles,  and  horses,  as  the  interebt  of  the  IJep.ii  unent  and  the 
country  may  mutually  require ;  or,  li  any  intermediate  ollices  be  sup- 
plied by  the  railroads,  it  should  be  those  only  where  the  cars  stop,  unless 
a  mode  of.exchanginz  mail  bags,  without  stopping,  can  be  introduced  for 
the  accommodation,  of  others.  « 

The  means  of  transportation  between  Washington  and  Boston  are  now 
so  complete  that  this  system  might  he  adviyatageously  introduced,  at  least 
during  the  season  of  steatnboat  navigation.  The  time  occupied  in  pass- 
ing from  Washington  to  Baltimore)  by  the  railroad,  is  but  two  and  a  half 
hours.  To  pass  from  Baltimore  to  Philadelphia,  by  steamboats  and  the 
.  Newcastle  and  Frenchtown  railroad,  requires  about  nine  hours.  From 
Philadelphia  to  New  York,  by  the  Camden  an^  Amboy  railroad  and 
sic  inihoats,  occupies  about  eight  hours  ;  from  New  York  to  Providence, 
about  lifteen  hours ;  and  from  Providence  to  Boston,  two  and  a  half 
hours.  The  travelling  hours  from  Washington  to  Boston  are  but  about 
tliii  ly-seven-  Allowing  half  an  hour  at  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,-  New 
York,  and  Providence,  each,  for  exchange  of  mails,  the  time  occupied  in 
transmitting  a  mail  from  Washington  to  Boston  would  be  thirty-nine 
hours. 

This  is  the  speed  of  present  conveyances.  In  the  course  of  next  year  it. 
is  expected  th^t  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  will  be  connected  by  railroad 
when  the  time  occupied  in  passing  from  city  to  city  will  not  exceed  six 
hours.   New  York  will  soon  be  connected  with  Boston  by  similar  roads^ 
when  the  time  occupied  between  them  will  not  exceed  fifteen  hours.  So 
thati  when  a  railroad  line  from  Washington  to  Boston  shall  he  completed, 
a  mail  may  pass  from  the  one  to  the  other  in  thir^-four  hours  at  most^. 
and  probably  in  a  few  years,  from  the  progressive  improvements  of  loco-  ■ 
motive;,  in  less  than  thirty  hours. 

VV  ithiu  the  quarter  of  the  Union  embraced  in  the  recent  letting  of  con- 
tracts, there  are  several  railroads.  Some  of  tiiem  Tiiade  no  offers,  and 
the  rest  demanded  prices  far  hfyond  the  usual  cost  of  transporting  the 
mails  on  the  same  routes  heretofore,  and  beyond  what  was  ask^d  b^  in- 
dividual citizens.  Anxious  to  give  the  mails  the  greatest  possible  expe- 
dition between  Washington  and  New  York,  the  undersigned  made  an 
effort  to  Bring  the  companies,  in  whose  hands  are  the  means  of  convey- 
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ance  on  that  great  lihe,  to  act  in  concert  with  each  other  and  with  the 
Drpartment,  hy  which  means  two  daily  mails  mijjht  be  run  through  thnt 
lino,  performing  the  trip  each  way,  and  conveying  passenircrs  from  r  iiy 
to  city,  in  about  twonfy-tbrro  hours.  The  offort  failed  in  consequeuce 
of  the  very  heavy  compeiibatiun  asked  by  ihcni. 

Not  despairing  of  bein*]:;  able  to  induce  the  companies  to  take  a  more 
enlarged  vio^v  of  their  own  and  the  public  interest,  and  to  abate  material- 
ly in  the  amount  of  tbeir  demands,  the  undersigned  sent  his  chief  clerk 
to  confer  with  the  managers  of  all  the  railroads  on  the  line,  whether 
finished  or  not,  with  a  Tiew  to  aseertain  whether  any  reasonable  arrange- 
ments could  he  made  with  them,  pesent  or  prospeetire,  for  the  eoirref  • 
ance  of  this  hnportant  mail.  Although  the  agent  performed  the  service 
with  distingubhed  zeal  snd  ability,  his  efforts  were  almost  wholly  fruit- 
less. 

The  company  owning  the  railroad  between  Washington  and  Baltimore 
demanded  {J10,000,  or  about  $250  per  mile,  merely  to  haul  one  daily 
mail  from  depot  to  depot,  without  other  responsibility,  and  {1 14,000  for 

two  daily  mails. 

The  companies  n^vning  the  several  railroads  now  constructing  from 
Baltimore  to  Pliiiadelphia  demanded  $30,000,  or  upwards  of  ^320  per 
mile,  to  haul  one  daily  mail  from  city  to  city. 

The  company  owning  the  Camden  and  Amboy  road  demanded 
$26,000,  or  near  $300  per  mile,  for  one  daily  mail,  and  $3,000  for  a 
second. 

The  companies  composing  the  upper  line  through  New  Jersey  demand- 
ed $23,000,  or  about  $250  per  mile,  for  the  conveyance  of  one  daily 
mail,  and  $8,000  for  a  second. 

Aware  that  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  had  had  the  snbiect  of  the  transportation  of  the 
maib  on  railroads  under  consideration  at  the  last  session,  and  had  unani- 
mously proposed  to  restrict  the  Department  to  seventy-five  dollars  per  mile 
for  the  service  ;  and,  moreover,  considering  the  sums  demanded  dispro- 
portionate to  the  service,  and  wholly  unreasonable,  the  undersigned 
determined  not  to  accept  any  of  the  propr^Fitions.  To  leave  no  means 
unessayed,  however,  to  form  a  satisfactory  arranirement,  he  otVeied  a 
contract  for  merely  hanlinn:  a  hn\  oontaininu:  the  mail,  irom  depot  to  depot, 
daily,  to  (he  li  lUimore  and  ^\  i-liington  Kailroad  Company,  at  j^lOO  per 
mile,  which  they  promptly  declined. 

The  undersigned  docs  not  intend  to  pay  the  prices  den»anded  hy  these 
companies,  unless  directed  to  do  so  by  thobc  who  have  a  right  to  control 
him.  He  will  sooner  put  post  coaches  or  mail- wagons  on  the  old  roads, 
and  run  them  thereuntil  public  opinion,  or  the  voice  of  superior  authority, 
induces  the  associations  which  have  been  permitted  to  monopolise  the 
means  of  speedy  conveyance  on  these  routes  to  abate  in  their  terms. 
To  enable  you  to  present  the  whole  subject  to  the  legislative  body,  a 
copy  of  the  instructions  to  the  agent,  and  his  correspondence  with  the 
companies,  and  the  subsequent  correspondence  of  the  Department  with 
them,  arc  herewith  submitted. 

Tlic  ujidrrsi;:npd  is  happy  to  state  that  indications  of  a  spirit  more  in 
accordance  with  the  great  object  of  public  accommodation,  which  has  in- 
duced the  Legislatures  of  the  States  to  sanction  the  con^ruction  of  these 
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improvements  by  private  companies,  have  manifested  themselves  in 
other  quarterii.  The  Bostori  and  Providence  Railroad  Company  have 
intimated  a  willingness  to  carry  two  daily  mails  between  those  cities, 
embracing  the  New  York  steamboat  mail,  lor  ^2,000  a  year,  being  at  the 
rate  of  about  $25  per  mile  for  a  single  mail,  and  a  contract  has  been 
authorized. 

The  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company,  whose  road,  when  completed, 
will  extend  from  Jeriejr  City  to  Mew  Brunswick,  have  offered  to  eany 
the  great  mail  from  New  York  along  their  road  one  year  at  $100  per 
mile,  or.  four  years  at  $190,  and  to  carry  two  mails  for  $200. 

The  company  owning  the  Portsmouth  and  Roanoke  road  have  contract- 
ed to  carry  the  mail  three  times  a  week,  from  Norfolk  to  Halifax,  N.  C, 
adiflitance  of  ninety  miles,  for  the  compensation  paid  the  former  contrac- 
tor, which  is  equal  to  about  $26  per  mile,  (he  mail  to  be  conreyed  on 
their  railroad  as  far  as  completed. 

The  Tnsrumbii,  Courtlnnd,  and  Decatur  Railroad  Company  have  of- 
fered to  car  ry  tlie  mail,  three  times  a  week,  on  tlu^ir  road,  at  the  lowest 
rate  of  post-coach  transportation  in  the  Southern  States,  which  amounts 
to  about        P^"!'  mik?. 

It  is  conceded  that  tho  mails  carried  on  all  tlicse  roads,  exce])t  the  ' 
New  Jersey  road,  are  much  less  than  tbe  great  mail  between  Washington 
and  New  York,  but  they  piobably  bear  a  greater  propbrtion  to  that  mail 
than  the  compensation  aiBked  for  the  former  service  does  to  that  offered 
by  the  Department  for  the  latter. 

Referring  to  the  instructions  given  to  his  a]^nt  fot  his  further  views 
in  -relation  to  the  railroad  companies,  the  ondefsigned  submits  the  ques- 
tion to  your  disposition,  and  will  await  the  instructions  of  Congress  as  to 
th^  course  hereaft:M  to  be  pursued  with  these  'companies,  and  other 
monopolies  of  like  character,  in  contracting  with  which  the  Department 
is  unable  to  arail  itself  of  the  spirit  of  moderation  superinduced  by  an 
active  competition.  Indeed,  the  Post  OtTice  law,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
the  advertising  and  making  of  contracts,  is  predicated  upon  the  expecta- 
tion that  there  would  bo  a  gcticrai  foinpctition  for  them,  and  dors  not  pro- 
vide for  ca-^('«  \vh(  i*  ihe  l)ej)artinent  has  to  deal  with  monopolies,  no 
such  state  o!  thiiiga  having  then  been  anticipated. 

A  new  qt  Ntinn  hn-  arisen  in  the  administration  of  this  Department. 
A  number  ol  individuals  have  established  an  association  in  the  Northern 
and  Eastern  Stated,  and  raised  a  large  sum  of  money,  -for  the  purpose  of 
effecting  the  immediate  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  Southern  States.  One 
of  the  means  resorted  to  has  been  the  printing  of  a  large  mass  of  newspa- 
pers, pamphlets,  tracts,  and  almanacs,  containfng  exaggerated,  and,  in 
some  instances,  false  accounts  of  t^  treatment  of  slaves,  illustrated  with 
cuts  caleolated  to  operate  on  the  passions  of  the  colored  men,  and  produce 
discontent,  assassination,  and  servile  war.  These  they  attempted  to 
disseminate  throughout  the  slaveholding  States  by  the  agency  of  the 
public  mails. 

As  soon  as  it  was  a^ccrtninod  that  the  mails  contained  these  productions, 
^rcat  f'xcitoiiifiit  arose,  particularly  in  Charleston,  S.  C;  and,  to  insure 
the  salrty  of  the  mail  in  its  pioj^ress  southward,  the  postmaster  at  that 
place  a<;recd  to  retain  them  in  his  oflTice  until  he  could  obtain  instructions 
irom  the  Postmaster  General.    In  reply  to  his  appeal,  he  was  informed 
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that  it  was  a  subject  upon  which  the  Postmaster  General  had  no  le^al 
authority  to  instruct  him.  The  quci>Uon  again  came  up  from  ihc  post- 
master at  New  York,  who  had  reluscd  to  send  the  papers  the  steam* 
boat  mail  to  Charleston,  5.  C.  He  was  also  answered  that  the  Post* 
master  General  posaeased  no  legal  authority  to  give  instructions  on  the 
subject;  but  as  thcl  undersigned  bad  no  doubt  that  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  justified  the  detention  of  the  papers,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  . 
say  so.  Important  jgrinqj^les  are  involved  in  this  question,  and  it  merits 
the  grave  consideration'  of  all  departments  of  the  Government. 

It  is  univcrsaUy  oOficeded  that  our  States  are  united  only  for  certain 
purposes.  There  are  interests,  in  relation  to  which  they  are  believed 
to  be  as  independent  of  each  other  as  they  were  before  the  constitution 
was  formed.  The  interest  which  the  people  of  some  of  the  States  have 
in  slaves  is  one  of  tliom.  No  State  obtained  I)y  the  union  any  right 
whatsoever  over  ^LlVory  in  any  other  State,  nor  did  any  State  lo'^e  any 
of  its  power  over  it  wiiliin  its  ('\vn  borders.  On  this  subject,  thereiore,  * 
ji  iliis  view  be  correct,  the  Stau^i  are  still  independent,  and  may  fence 
round  and  protect  their  interest  in  slaves,  by  such  laws  and  reguialions 
as  in  their  sovereign  will  they  may  deem  expedient.  , 

Nor  have  the  people  of  one  State  any  more  right  to  interfere  with 
this  subject  in  'another  State,  than  they  have  to  interfere  with  the  infer- 
nal regulations,  rights  of  property,  or  domestic  police  of  a  foreign^  na- 
tion. If  they  were  to  combine  and  send  papers  among  the  laboring 
population  of  another  nation,  calculated  to  produce  discontent  and  rebel- 
lion, their  conduct  would  be  good  grouna  of  complaint  on  the  part  of 
that  nation ;  and,  in  case  k  were  not  repressed  by  the  United  States^ 
might  be,  if  perseveringly  persisted  in,  just  caqse  of  war.  The  mutual^ 
obligations  of  our  several  States  to  suppress  attacks  by  their  citi^'ens  oa 
each  others'  reserved  rights  and  interests  would  seem  to  be  greater,  be- 
cause, by  enterinp;  into  ihe  I'nion,  lliey  have  lost  the  rii^lit  of  redress 
whiclr bf-lonsjs  to  nations  wholly  independent.  AVhatevcr  claim  may  be 
set  u]),  or  nKuntaincd,  to  a  rinlit  of  free  discussion,  within  tlieir  own  bor- 
ders, of  the  i^snllltioil^  and  laws  of  other  communities,  over  which  they 
have  no  rigluiul  control,  few  will  maintain  that  tlicj  have  a  right,  unless 
it  be  obtained  by  compact  or  treaty,  to  carry  on  such  discussions  within 
those  communities,  either  orally  or  by  the  distribution  of  printed  papers^ 
particttlarly  if  it  be  in  violation  of  their  peculiar  laws,  and  at  the  hazard 
of  their  peace  and  existence.  The  constitution  of  the  United  States  pro- 
vides that  <^  the  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States  but  this  clause  eannot 
confer  on  the  citizens  of  one  State  higher  privileges  and  immunities  in 
another,  than  the  citizens  of  the  latter  themselves  possess.  It  is  not  easy^ 
therefore, .to  perpeive  how  the  citizens  of  the  Northern  States  can  »pos» 
sess  or  claim  the  privilege  of  carrying  on  discussions  within  the  South- 
ern States  by  the  distribution  of  printed  papers  which  the  citizens  of 
the  latter  are  forbidden  to  circulntc  by  their  (\wn  laws. 

Neither  does  it  appear  that  the  United  Stales  actjuired,  by  the  consti- 
tution, any  power  whatsoever  over  iliis  subject,  except  a  right  to  pro- 
hibit the  importation  of  slaves  after  a  certain  date.  On  the  contnu-y, 
that  instrument  contains  evidences  that  one  object  of  the  Southern 
States,  in  adopting  it,  w  as  to  secure  to  themselves  a  more  perfect  control 
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t>vcr  this  interest,  and  cause  it  to  be  respected  by  the  sister  States.  In 
the  exercise  of  their  reserved  rights,  and  for  tjie  purpose  of  protecting 
tliis  inteiest,  and  insuring  tlie  5>al'cty  oi  their  people,  some  of  the  States 
have  passed  laws  prohibiting,  under  heavy  penalties,  the  printing  or  cir- 
•culation  of  papers  like  those  in  question  within  their  respective  tenito- 
ties.  It  has  never  been  alleged  that  these  laws  are  incompatible  with 
the  jconstitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States ;  nor  does  it  seem  possi- 
ble diat  thej  can  be  so,  because  they  relate  to  a  subject  over  which  the 
United  States  cannot  rightfully  assume  any  control  under  that  constitu- 
tion, either  by  law  or  otherwise.*  If  these  principles  be  sound,  it  will 
follow  that  the  State  laws  on  this  subject  are,  within  the  scope  of  their 
jurisdiction,  the  supreme  laws  of  the  land,  obligatory  alike  on  all  per- 
sons, whether  private  citizens,  officers  of  the  State,  or  functionaries  of 
the  General  Government. 

The  constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  United  States  "  (o  protect 
^ach  of  the  States  against  invasion ;  and,  on  application  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, or  of  the  Executive,  [when  the  Legislature  canriot  ho  convened,] 
against  domestic  violence."-  There  is  no  (juarter  whence  domestic  vio- 
lence is  so  much  to  be  apprehended  in  some  of  the  States,  as  liom  the 
servile  population,  operated  upon  by  mistaken  or  designing  men.  it  is 
to  obviate  danger  from  this  quarter  that  many  of  the  State  laws,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  circulation  of  incendiary  papers,  have  been  enacted.  With- 
out claiming  for  the  General  Government  the  power  to  pass  laws  pro- 
hibiting discussions  of  any  sort,  as  a  means  of  protecting  States  m>m 
domestic  violence,  it  may  safely  be  assdmed  that  the  United  States  have 
no  right,  through  their  officers  or  depailments,  knowingly  to  be  instru- 
mental in  producing  within  the  several  States  the  very  mischief  which  ' 
the  constitution  commands  them  to  repress.  It  would  be  an  extraordi- 
nary construction  of  the  powers  of  tlie  General  Government  to  maintSiin 
that  they  nro  hound  to  afford  ihr  agency  of  their  mails  and  post  offices, 
to  counteract  thelawsof  the  Slates,  in  tlie  circulation  of  papers  calculatecl 
to  produce  (Inmestic  violence  ;  ^^  hf'n  it  would,  at  the  same  time,  be  one  of 
their  mn-t.  important  con;(ifuiioiial  duties  to  protect  the  States  atrainst 
ihe  natural,  if  not  nece-^  u  y,  (  onsequences  produced  by  that  very  a^t  iicy. 

The  position  asMiiucd  by  tliis  Department  is  believed  to  have  produc- 
ed the  effect  of  withholding  its  agency,  generally,  in  giving  circulation 
to  the  obnoxious  papers  in  the  Southern  States.  Whether  it  be  neces- 
sury  more  effectually  to  prevent,  by  legislative  enactments,  the  use  of 
the  mails,  as  a  means  of  evading  or  violating  the  constitutional  laws  of 
the  States  in  reference  to  this  portion  of  their  reserved  rights,  is  a  ques- 
tion which,  it  appears  to  the  undersigned,  may  be  submitted  to  Con* 
gress,  upon  a  statement  of  the  facts,  and  their  own  knowledge  of  the 
public  necessities. 

The  experience  of  the  undersigned  has  confirmed  his  prior  impres- 
sions that  the  Post  Office  Department  requires  reorganization.  The 
arrangement  of  the  nrlministrative  branch  of  the  De])artnient  is  not  parti- 
cularly obioctionablc,  but  the  organization  of  its  financial  brancli  is  neither 
convenient  nor  safe,  and  it  may  be  doubted  whether  it  be  constitutional. 

It  is  not  convenient,  because  it  imposes  on  the  Postmaster  General, 
"wKosi'  administrati;  f'  duties  are  .sufficient  for  any  one  man,  the  responsi- 
bility of  settlinu;  near  lifty  thousand  accounts  annuaUy,  and  disbursing 
upwards  ui  uvu  miiUous  of  doUarSi 
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It  is  not  safe,  because  the  entire  nett  revenue  of  the  Department,  which 
now  exceeds  $2,000,000  annually,  is  by  law  put  at  the  disposition  of  the 
Postn^aster  General,  subject  to  be  paid  over  to  his  check,  draft,  or  order^ 
without  other  safeguards  ih9fci  those  he  chooses  to  impost  on  hlnself. 

It  is  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  becfiuse  the  constitution  requires  that 
no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  ap- 
propriations made  by  law,"  thereby  presupposing  that  the  revenues  of 
the  Government  are  first  paid  into  tbe  Treasury ;  whereas,  no  part  of  the 
tax  collected  from  the  people  in  postages,  amounting  now  to  more  than 
f  3,000,000  annually,  ever  apjpears  upon  the  Treasury  books ;  and  it  is  all 
expended  without  appropriation.  If  so  large  a  revenue  may  be  properly- 
raised  and  expended,  witboist  going  into  the  Treasury,  by  one  department 
of  tlie  Government,  it  is  not  f>erceived  why  the  other  department:*  may 
not  be  aiilhuiized  to  sustain  themselves  in  a  similar  way  ;  thus  evading 
entirely  the  eonstitutional  provision.  The  inoie  safe  construe tiun  would 
seem  .to  be,  liiat  all  moneys  collerted  by  the  Government,  whatever  may 
be  the  mode,  shall,  in  the  le^  .l  accepUiMdii  o!  the  phrase,  be  paici  jnto  ihe 
Treasury,  to  be  expended  lu  conforuut^  witii  apprupriutious  made  by 
Congress. 

There  would  be  nothing  impracticable)  or  seriously  inconrenient,  in 
the  application  o(  this  principle  to  the  revenues  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment. To  effect  this  object,  it  is  not  necessary  that  ^e  moneys  he  col- 
lected and  deposited  in  banks,  or  any  other  designated  place,  or  that  the 
existing  system  of  collection  should  be  deranged*  Almost  a  third  of  the 
gross  revenue  is  absorbed  in  commissions  to  postmasters,  and  the  expen- 
ses of  their  offices.  Upon  settlement  of  the  postmasters*  accounts,  the 
sums  thus  expended  may  be  carried  to  the  debit  and  credit  of  the  Post 
Office  appropriation  at  the  same  time.  The  amounts  received  by  contrac- 
tors from  postmasters  may  be  disposed  ol  in  a  sirailai-  way.  The  result 
would  be,  that  altiiough  the  treasurer  would  have  open  accounts  only  with 
the  depositc  banks  ol  the  f'ostOthce,  bis  books  would  exhibit  the  whtde 
amount  received  iiom  the  people  and  expended  by  the  Government  on 
account  oi'  the  mail  establishment. 

There  is  another  feature  in  which  die  present  orj^anizalion  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  is  defective  and  unsaie.  It  is  believed  to  be  a  sound 
principle,  that  public  officers  who  have  an  agency  in  originating  accounts 
should  have  none  in  their  settlement.  The  War  and  Navv  Departments 
are,  in.  general,  organized  upon  this  principle.  In  the  orders,  contracts, 
and  regulations  of  the  heads  of  those  Departments,  or  their  ministerial 
subordinates,  issued  and  made  inconformity  with  law,  accounts  origio ate. 
The  moneys  are  generally  paid  by  another  set  of  agents,  but  partially 
dependant  pn  the  heads  of  the  Departments ;  and  the  accounts  are  finally 
settled  by  a  third  set,  who  are  w  holly  independent  of  them.  If,  from  any 
cause,  an  illegal  expenditure  be  directed  by  the  head  of  a  department,  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  disbursin«2;  n^eni  not  to  pay  the  money  ;  and  if  he  does 
j)ay  it,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  auditors  and  comptrollers  to  reject  the  item  in 
the  settlement  of  his  account.  But  the  Postmaster  General  practically 
unites  these  three  fuuctions  in  his  own  person,  lie  issues  orders,  and 
nukes  cuuLracb  and  regulations,  producing  the  expenditure  of  money, 
settles  the  accounts,  ana  pays  tlic  money.  Although  he  is  rerjuired  lo 
jender  a  quarterly  account  to  the  Treasury,  lu  be  settled  as  other  public 
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accounts  are,  this  requisition  has  lone;  ceased  to  constitute  any  practical 
check  upon  him,  nor  can  it  ever  be  otherwise  under  the  existing  system. 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  print^ed  pamphlet,  exbiblUng  the  interior  or- 
ganizfttioD  of  the  Post  Office  Department  as  it  now  exists.  The  most 
important  improvement  regpired  is,  to.  separate  the  settiement  of  aecounts 
entirely  from  the  Post  Office  Department,  and  vest  it  in  an  auditor,  ap- 
pointed  by  the  President,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Ibe,  Senate,, 
whose  duties  shall  in  ^neral  correspond  with  those  assigned  to  the  ac» 
eountant  under  the  present  organization. 

The  Postmaster  General  would  then  be  placed  on  a  similar  footing 
with  the  other  heads  of  Departments.  His  power  over  the  funds  of  the 
Department  should  extend  only  to  a  superintendence  over  the  rendition 
of  accounts,  to  prescribing  the  manner  in  which  postmasters  shall  pay 
over  their  balances,  to  in!\kiiig  drafts  for  the  collection  and  tranHlcr  of 
Post  Ofiice  iiHi  ls,  to  issuiiiji;  warraiits  on  the  Treasury  tor  the  pui  prise  of 
paying  balances  reported  to  be  due  by  the  auditor,  and  making  advauces 
in  special  cases.  The  remaining  portion  of  his  duties  would  be  those  of 
a  ministerial  character,  now  performed  upon  his  responsibility,  modihed 
hj  salutary  restrictions  upon  his  discretion. 

To  enable  him  to  exercise  an  eflectual  supervision  over  postmasters 
an4  contractors,  a  third  assistant  should  be  given  to  the  Department* 
These  services  have  almost  doubled  since  a  second  assistont  was  added ^ 
and  have  been  recently  extended,  making  them  too  onerous  to  be  per* 
formed  by  two  assistants,  however  distinguished  for  their  indust^  and 
devotion  to  the  service.  Moreover,  these  duties  are  constantly  increas- 
ing, and  will  he  greatly  enlarged  by  the  extension  of  mail  service  which  is- 
anticipated  within  the  cotnini;  year.  If  the  United  States  were,  for  this 
purpose,  divided  into  tbree  divisions,  and  an  assistant  nssig;ned  to  each,, 
the  stations  woul4  still  be  among  ilie  most  laborious  and  responsible  in 
the  Government. 

Three  assistants,  on  the  footing  of  auditors  as  to  salaries,  ^\  ith  eight 
clerks  each ;  a  chief  clerk,  on  the  footing  of  chief  derks  in  ilie  other 
Departments;  twelve  clerks  for  other  miscellaneous  duties,  including  the 
dead-letter  service.;  an  agent  to  superintend  the  Post  Otfice  building  and 
property,  and  attend  to  purchases  of  stationaiy ,  furniture,  &c.;  a  messen- 
ger, an  assistant  messenger,  a  laborer,  and  two  watchmen,  would  consti- 
tute a  force  with  which  the  ministerial  dntiesof  the  Department  could  be 
performed  with  comfort,. promptitude,  and  efficiency. 

The  auditor^s  office  would  be  the  most  extensive  and  laborious  account- 
ing office  in  the  Government,  meriting  corresponding  provision  in  cleriifr 
and  salaries.  Like  other  auditors,  he  should  have  a  chief  clerk  for  gen- 
ecal  duties.  The  examination  of  postmasters*  accounts,  amounting  to 
about  42,000  annually,  sending  out  errors,  and  other  attendant  services,, 
constitutes  a  severe  duty,  and  re(|uires  eighteen  clerks.  The  retristn^tion 
of  postmasters'  accounts  after  examination,  and  kfu  pm^:  the  ledgers  of  the 
Depar(rii  Jilt,  requires  oii^bt  clerks.  To  kvoy  tlie  pay  books,  see  that 
post!i);i>i'  I  >  \r.\y  over  their  balances  and  return  the  receipts,  and  pre}>are 
contiaetoin"  accounts  for  settlement,  requires  nine  clerks.  To  collect 
balances  from  former  postmasters  and  others,  make  out  statements  of  the 
accounts,  and  superintend  suits  and  prosecutions,  requires  at  present 
,  seven  clerks.   Over  each  of  these  coqsiderable  branches  of  duty  there 
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must  be,  as  at  present,  a  principal  clerk,  for  w  hom  liberal  provision  should 
be  made.  It  is  but  just  to  the  genUeiiien  employed  in  this  arduous  por- 
tion of  the  public  service  to  say  th&t  theii'  compensation,  in  general, 
compared  with  that  given  in  other  departments  the  GoTernment,  has 
hitherto  been  disproportioned  to  the  labor  required  of  them,  hnd,  as  to 
married  men,  inadequate  to  the  support  of  their  families  and  the  edaea- 
don  of  their  children.  To  complete  the  organization  of  that  office,  then 
must  be  also  a  messenger  and  one  assistant  messenger. 

The  proposed  reorganization  would  somewhat  reduce  the  number  of 
persons  employed  in  the  business  of  the  Post  Office,  by  rendering  useless 
the  clerks  now  occupied  in  making  out  the  Postmaster  General's  accooiitB 
for  the  Treasuiy,  as  also  the  clerks  employed  in  examining  them  in  the 
Fifth  Auditor's  ofhce,it'not  also  those  in  the  Comptroller's  office, assign* 
ed  to  the  name  duty. 

The  utility  of  requitiiiii;  all  the  Po^t  Offi(»o  accounts  to  be  reported  to 
the  Comptroller  is  not  perceived,  it  would  perhaps  pioniote  toe  ends 
of  justice,  and  operate  as  a  salutary  check  upon  the  Auilitor,  if  an  appeal 
were  allowed  to  the  Comptroller,  at  the  instance  of  the  ch-iniant  or  Post- 
master General,  should  either,  in  any  case,  be  dissatisfied  with  his  de- 
cision. 

If  the  business  of  the  Post  Office  Department  were  thus  organized,  it 
might  be  required  of  the  Postmaster  General  to  furnish  to  Congress,  an- . 
nually,  specific  estimates,  setting  forth  the  sums  expected  to  be  required 
under  each  head  of  general  account  now  appearing  on  the  books,  and  any 
4>thers  that  Congress  might  require  to  be  opened ;  and  after  obtaining  an 
appropriation  of  the  aggregate  for  the  support  of  the  Post  Office  establish- 
ment, not  to  exceed  the  current  revenue,  to  render  an  account  at  the  next 
session  of  the  amount  expended  for  each  purpose  specified  in  his  esti- 
!ii;>ics.  It  would  be  a  fui  ther  improvement,  if  all  allowances  were  pro- 
hibited other  tlmn  for  services  rendered  in  pursuance  of  some  pre-existing 
law,  contract,  or  lawful  regulation,  and  a  small  contingent  appropriation 
were  assi'jned  to  the  Postmaster  General,  like  those  nuule  to  the  service 
of  the  otiier  Departments,  to  meet  necessary  expenditures  which  cannot 
be  foreseen  or  ])ro\  idcd  for  by  contract  or  regulation. 

Essential  im])roveraent  might  be  made,  as  is  believed,  in  some  poi  tions 
of  the  law  regulating  the  details  of  duty  assigned  to  the  Postmaster  Gene- 
ral, particularly  as  to  the  making  of  contracts.  Additional  precautions 
Are  necessary  against  irresponsibte  bidding,  and  td  prevent  combinatioiis 
injurious  to  the  Department.  If  bidders  were  required  in  aU  cases  to 
iumish  the  names  of  responsible  securities  with  their  bids,  who  should  be 
bound  from  the  date  of  acceptance,  it  would  prevent  the  bids  of  worth- 
less men  and  mere  speculators,  which  now  produce  great  inconvenience 
to  the  Department,  and  sometimes  serious  loss.  And  if,  on  the  other 
hand,  combinations  to  prevent  competition  were  punishable  by  perpetual 
exclusion  from  the  s^r^  ire  of  the  Department,  it  would,  it  is  believed, 
have  au  excellent  eiicct  on  its  interests,  as  well  as  on  the  character  of  its 
contractors. 

It  is  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  expedient  to 
change  the  rates  of  letter  postage,  makin^r  them  conform  to  the  national 
■currency,  in  gradations  of  5,  10,  15,  20,  25,  tind  30  cents.    Such  a  pro- 
vision would  save  almost balf  the  labor  now  retjuired  in  the  exuaiinauoa 
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of  accounts  in  the  Department,  and  prevent  numberless  errors.  It  would 
also  much  simplify  tlie  system, if  the  number  of  miles  to  which  these  rates 
should  applj  WL'ic  doubled  at  each  increase  of  rate  from  the  loweot  to 
the  highest.  ' 

Tiiere  have  been  so  maQytchanges  in  mail  routes  since  their  oridnat 
establishment,  that  it  is  now  difficult,  if  not  impracticable,  to  trace  them 
from  their  origin  in  the  law,  through  all  mutations,  down  to  their  present 
condition.  It  would  contribute  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  Depart- 
ment if  they  were  all  re-established  in  one  act,  with  such  alterations  and 
additions  as  the  accommodation  of  the  public  may  require,  and  the  in- 
terest of  the  Department  admit.  A  portion  of  the  surplus  revenue  will 
be  requii'cd  to  make  improvements  on  existing  routes  ;  but,  it  is  believed, 
the  Department  can,  without  inconvenience,  put  info  operation  ne  w  routes, 
not  exceeding  in  cost  ;J300,000  a  Tear,  as  soon  as  tliey  can  be  establish- 
ed, and  the  necessary  arraniicments  made. 

The  aid  of  legislation  is  lequired  to  close,  eqnitnbly,  some  of  the  old 
claims  against  the  Department.  Various  deinatids  exist  for  se  rvices  ren- 
dered by  aiuliority  of  the  J)epartnient,  in  a  measure  sanctioned  l»y  usage,, 
wliiclij  liiou^li  to  soiiie  extent  just,  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  tne  under- 
signed, be  adjusted  and  paid  without  the  sanction  of  Congress.  It  is 
hoped  that  power  may  be  vested  in  the  auditor,  if  one  be  created,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  comptroller,  to  settle  these  claims  upon  principles  of 
justice  and  equity  ;.or,  if  this  coarse  be  not  deemed  expedient,  that  Con- 
gress will  provide  some  other  means  for  their  speedy  adjustment. 

The  undersigned  cannot  close  this  communication  without  paying  an 
humhle  tribute  to  the  worth  of  a  patriot  and  friend,  the  late  Postmaster ' 
General.  It  may  be  said  of  him,  as  the  bead  of  this  Depirtment,  that  the 
reason  he  had  not  a  better  fortune  was,  that  he  was  too  good  a  man.  In  ' 
other  positions,  and  under  other  circunistanocs,  he  would  have  been  one 
of  the  greatest  and  most  useful,  as  he  was  one  of  the  best  and  most  highly 
endowed,  of  our  public  men.  llavinLr;  for  mor  e  tlian  twentv  vears  been 
acquainted  ^v]th  Mr,  Uarry,  and  been  honored  with  hi.'!  h  i;  ndship  :  know^- 
ing  his  i)rivatc  worth,  hti>  love  of  country,  and  his  dibiniereslf  d  ^ c-s,  and 
hav  iiig  always  liad  an  abiding  confidence  in  his  integrity  aiu!  honor,  it 
would  be  to  the  undersigned  a  source  of  lasting  regret,  if  any  ('uing  said 
or  done  by  him,  in  the  administration  of  this  Department,  should  be  un- 
derstood as  intended  or. calculated  to  depreciate  his  virtues,  or  cast  a  stain 
upon  hia  memory.

be  transported  b}  the  most  speedy  means  of  conveyance  which  modem 
improvements  alTord.  'J  o  give  them  the  utmost  practicahle  de^rroe  of 
usefulness,  they  should  travel  on  all  the  main  rotites  by  night  and  by  day, 
stopping  only  at  the  most  iniportant  offices,  and  there  only  long  cnoytrh 
to  be  exchanged,  lea\  ing  it  to  the  ordinary  mails  to  supply  other  otiices 
on  the  main  as  vveli  as  the  diverging  and  less  important  routes. 

By  liberal  arrangements  with  the  railroad  companies,  these  ohj*jci> 
may,  within  a  short  period,  be  accomplished  on  the  great  line  running 
from  Washington,  through  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  to  New  York,  and 
probably  to  Boston. 

That  the  railroad  companies  have  an  interest  in  carrjing  travellers 
through  with  all  possible  expedition,  is  abundantly  evident  to  every  man 
iirho  has  witnessed  the  increase  of  travel  within  the  last  few  years,  and 
contemplated  its  causes. 

No  people  appreciate  more  higblj  economy  in  time  than  the  people  of 
the  United  States. 

In  general,  when  they  start  on  a  journey,  they  hurry  fo  its  end  in  the 
shortest  pos.'-ihle  time,  without  reiiard  to  the  daniters  and  discomfarfs 
which  ma}  await  lliem  in  travelling.  By  exish'n:;  arrangements  between 
Washington  and  the  North,  travellers  are  uldjgfMi  to  stop  in  the  large 
cities,  where  their  tavern  hills  bear  a  larse  proportion  to  the  entire  ex- 
pense of  trans])ortation.  If  they  had  the  means  ul  passing  onward,  and 
^avini;  these  heavy  l)ills,  as  well  as  the  time  lost  while  incurring  thera, 
muUitudes  would  travel  who  now  are  not  able  to  afford  it,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  railroad  companies  would  probably  be  doubled. 

The  time  now  occupied  in  travelling  from' Washington  to  Baltimore 
is  about  two  hours  and  a  half.  We  are  informed  that  hy  the  Ist  of  No« 
vember,  1836,  a  railroad  will  be  completed  from  Philadelphia  to  Balti- 
tnore,  upon  which  the  maib  may  run  through  in  five  hours.  Allowing 
one  hour  for  chanee  of  mails,  &c.  in  Baltimore,  and  the  mail  may  then 
'  g  )  through  to  Philadelphia  from  Washington  in  less  than  nine  hours. 
When  the  continuous  railroad  communication  through  New  Jersey  shall 
be  completed,  it  may  run  through  to  New  York  in  six  hours,  which, 
allowing  an  hoiir\s  delay  in  Philadelphia,  will  give  a  mail  from  ^Vashing- 
to.i  to  New  York  in  eighteen  hours.  If  the  means  of  conveyriTioc;  through 
New  Jersey  ^h^ll  reaiain  as  at  present,  it  may  be  carried  tiirough  in 
nineteen,  or,  at  mobi,  tw  enty  hours.  Through  Longr  Island  Sound,  from 
New  York  to  Providence,  it  m:iy  now  be  carried  with  inucii  regularity 
in  sixteen  h.ours,  and  two  hours  and  a  half  more  will  bring  it  to  Boston 
by  the  Bostoii  and  Providence  railroad.  Allowing  one  hour's  delay  in 
N(  u  York,  and  half  an  hour  in  Providence,  and  we  have  a  mail  carried 
from  Washington  to  Boston,  a  distance  of  536  miles,  in  about  forty  hours. 

By  a  liberal  arrangement  with  the  several  companies  in  possession  of 
the  means  of  communication  upon  that  line,  this  object  might  now  be 
accomplished  in  forty«two  hours ;  and  as  soon  as  we  have  an  nninterrupt- 
€d  chain  of  railroad  between  the  principal  cities,  the  time  maybe  greatly 
leduccd. 

It  is  unquestionably  the  interest  of  the  Department  to  prefer  contract- 
ing with  those  companies  which  can  furnish  uninterrupted  railroad  land 
transportation  ;  for  in  that  case  the  inconvenience,  irregularity,  and  ex- 
pense of  shifting  from  one  line  to  another  upon  the  change  of  weather 
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and  seascm^,  would  he  avoided.  You  are  tlierdVi  o  recjuested  to  wait 
^pon  the  president  and  otlier  managets  of  the  Baliiiaore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  and  apprize  them  of  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Department 
to  make  an  arran;;enient  with  them  for  the  transpui  taiion  of  the  principal 
mail  between  Wasliington  and  Baltimore,  on  terms  which  shall  be  satis- 
factory to  all  parties,  and  promise  to  be  permanent.  You  will  press  upon 
them  the  idea,  wliieh  is  tihdoubtedly  justified  by  all  reasoning  and  6xpe* 
rienee,  that  their  own  interest  is  deeply  involved  in  giving  to  the  mails  and 
to  travellers  the  promptest  possible  conveyance  between  the  two  eitieS| 
and  promise  them  that  the  stage  lines  run  by  contractors  of  the  Depart- 
inent,  and  terminating  in  the  two  cities,  shall  be  made  to  connect  with 
their  lines  of  cars  at  tne  most  convenient  hours  of  departure. 

The  specific  propositions  to  be  made  bj  you  must  be  left  very  much 
to  your  discretion.  The  following  suggestions,  however,  maj  be  found 
useful. 

If  the  "Railroad  Compiny  will  nirrrr  to  i  im  a  train  of  rars  at  such  hours 
as  may  acconiinodate  and  expe  dite  the  niail,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  De- 
partment to  impose  as  little  responsibility  uj^on  [hem  as  possible.  If  they 
will  enclose,  in  a  strons:  and  substantial  niuiiru'i  ,  a  portion  of  their  hag- 

face  car,  or  some  other  car,  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  mails,  the 
)*  p  H  iiiient  will  cause  them  to  be  placed  in  it  at  one  depot,  and  taken 
out  at  the  other,  without  requiring  any  thing  from  the  company,  in  the 
way  of  service  or  responsibility,  but  to  haul  it  from  the  one  to  the  other. 
In  that  event,  it  woulo  be  proposed ihat  a  strong  lock  should  be  placed  on 
the  apartment,  to  which  only  the  postmasters  at  Washington  and  Balti- 
more should  have  keys,  so  that  the  mail  should  not  be  accessible  to  anj 
one  between  the  two  depths. 

Or,  the  Department  will  furnirii  a  strong  fireproof  box  or  chest,  so 
<coDstructed  that  it  may  be  readily  transferred  from  a  wagon  to  a  car  pre- 
pared for  the  purpose,  into  which  the  entire  mails  shall  be  put  and  locked 
up  at  qne  post  office,  not  to  be  molested  or  opened  between  the  two 
cities,  whioh  shall  be  delivered  and  received  at  (he  depots  of  the  road, 
without  any  serviro  or  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  company  beyond 
the  transportation  from  one  depot  to  the  other.  Or,  if  wheols  can  be 
constructed  which  can  be  used  alike  upon  the  railroad  and  the  streets  of 
the  cities,  respectively,  then  the  Department  will  furnish  an  entire  car 
containing  the  mails  to  be  delivered  at  one  depot  and  received  at  the 
other,  asking  nothing  of  the  company  but  to  iiaul  it  from  the  one  to  the 
other. 

You  will  ascertain  for  what  additional  charee  they  will  undertake  them* 
selves  to  transport  this  box  or  car  between  the  post  offices  and  their  de- 
pots, pressing  this  arrilngement  as  the  one  which  would  be  most  accept- 
able to  the  Department. 

You  will  earnestly  press  up<m  them  the  immense  importance  to  Ae  en- . 
tire  business  of  die  country,  of  having  the  mails  on  the  main  routes  of 
which  their  road  constitutes  a  part  travel  by  night  as  well  as  bj  daj,  as 
already  suggested ;  and  if  they  cannot  be  induced,  without  a  compensa- 
tion which  tne  Department  cannot  afford  to  pay,  to  run  a  night  line,  then 
you  are  instructed  to  solicit  from  them  for  tlie  Department  the  privilege 
of  puttintc  on  the  road  a  locomotive,  for  the  solo  })uiposc  of  (Mrryinn;  the 
jnaii  with  a  suitable  guard.   It  is  believed  thai  the  importance  of  the  ob* 
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]ect  ^^  ill  induce  the  public  spirited  men  who  manage  this  concern  to  per- 
mit the  Govermnent,  for  a  suitable  consideration,  to  use  their  road  for  a 
purpose  so  useful  to  their  h  llow-citizens,  at  hours  when  they  may  not 
think  proper  to  use  it  themselves.         ^  * 

it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  press  upon  them  any  supposed  rights- 
which  the  Govemment  ma>  have  to  fm  laiiroadi  owned  by  private  com- 
paaiQ^jror  pablic.  purposes,  allowing  such  conpcnsatton  M  may  be  fixed^ 
in  a  way  to  be  pointed  out  by  Congress.   Yet,  it  nay  be  useliil  to  eall 
their  «^|f»tioD  to  that  point.   The  cenatltotion  cocilim  on  Gottgreas  the 
power    to  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads."   So  fiu*  as  it  respect» 
TQtAi  this  delegatiQii  of  power  has  been  construed  to  mean  that  Congress 
may  designate  So  i^ds  ^n  which  the  iMils  shall  be  carried.    To  thi» 
construction       practice  of  the  Government  has  hitherto  conformed. 
Ctongcess  have  designated  the  roads  on  which  mails  shall  be  carried,  em- 
bracing State  roads,  county  roads,  township  roads,  streets  of  cities,  and 
turnpike  roadi*  belonging  to  private  companies.    Penalties  arc  j)iescribed 
by  law  for  obstructing  the  mails  upon  these  roads;  and  a  preference  i*. 
given  to  the  horsejj  and  vehicles  by  whicli  ihev  are  conveyed. 

None  of  tliose  liorscs  or  vehicles  can  be  stopped,  not  even  by  the  law 
process  of  the  States,  lor  the  debts  of  their  owners,  while  aclualiy  em- 
ployed in  the  conveyance  of  the  mails.  »  , 

These  laws  are  based  upon  the  unquestionably  sound  principle  that, 
when  a  power  is  clearly  delegated  by  the  constitution  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, it  is  not  within  the  constitutkmal  rights  of  any  State,  or  com- 
pany, or  indi?idual,  to  prevent  or  obstruct  its  execution.  , 

Railroads  differ  from  turnpikes  owned  by  private  oompaniea,  only  isk 
the  fact  that  in  the  former  case  the  companies  own  the  means  of  con- 
veyance as  well  as  the  road^  But  if  established  under  the  authority  of 
Congress  as  post  roads,  is  it  possible  for  those  companies  to  prevent  tW 
carrying  of  the  mail  upon  them?  If  they  attempt  to  do  so,  either  di- 
rectly, or  by  running  their  cars  at  inconvenient  hours,  or  by  asking  an. 
unreasonable  price,  may  not  the  Department  fulfil  the  law  and  accom- 
plish its  object  by  placint^  locomotives  upon  the  road  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  the  mail,  to  which  every  thing  else  must  give  place?  If  it  be 
not  so,  and  if  these  railroad  companies  may  refuse  to  carry  the  mails 
at  the  hours  required  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  or  may,  by  any  means^ 
direct  or  indirect,  prevent  their  transportation,  then  may  they  obstruct, 
if  npt  defeat)  one  of  the  powers  unquestionably  delegated  to  Congress^ 
For  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer,  that,  if  the  maile 
are  dciv^  from  the  railroads,  and  obliged  to  depend  on  atage .  or  horse 
tru^portatipn  on  the  main  routes^  they  will  aooe  cease  to  be  of  any  con* 
siderable  value,*and  this  important  and  useOiL  branch  of  the  Go^ehmfiaL 
will  sink  into  contempt. 

You  are  notdesirea  to  assume  the.position  indicated  by  this  argume nt ; 
bqt  you  may  fmd  it  useful  to  present  it  for  consideration  with  all  tk^- 
grounds  which  occur  to  you  in  its  support,  taking  care  to  assure  the  com- 
pany that  the  Department  is  anxiously  desirous  to  avoid  all  such  ques- 
tions now  and  forever,  b^'  a  permanent  arrangement  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  mails,  which  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  just  exceptions,  either 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  or  the  company.  In  discussing  the 
amount  which  ought  to  be  allowed  for  the  transportation,  of  the  maii^yoiv 
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•will  not  forget  to  avail  yourself  of  the  fact  that  the  great  object  of  char- 
tering the  railroad  by  the  State  was  to  cheapen  transportation  of  every 
kind,  and  that  nothing  has  higher  claims  to  that  advantage  than  the  mails 
^f  the  United  States,  in  which  are  involved  the  interests  of  millions. 
You  will  know  how  to  amplify  this  argument,  and  all  others  which  have 
been  suggested.  Nor  will  you  forget  to  press  the  fact  that,  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Otficc  and  Post  Roads  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  inserted  a  clause  in 
the  bill  for  reorganizing  the  Post  Office  establishment,  restricting  the 
Department  to  ^75  per  mile  for  railroad  transportation  of  the  mails, 
and  represent  that  we  cannot  venture  to  exceed  that  limit  to  any  great 
extent.  You  are  requested  to  use  the  utmost  frankness  in  your  commu- 
nications and  discussions  with  the  company;  to  make  them  sensible  that 
the  Department  desires  nothing  which  is  unreasonable;  that  it  seeks 
only  that  which  will  promote  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  enhance  the 
prosperity  of  our  common  country  ;  and  that,  in  seeking  after  these  re- 
sults, it  is  ready  to  contribute  liberally,  but  not  extravagantly,  to  the 
profit  of  a  company  which  has  done  so  much  towards  facilitating  the 
means  of  intercourse  and  trade  between  our  associated  communities. 

You  will  by  no  means  consider  yourself  as  restricted  to  the  proposi- 
tions or  arguments  herein  suggested ;  but  you  will  propose  any  other 
arrangement  which  intercourse  with  the  company  may  suggest  to  you, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  Department ;  and  you  will  use  such  argu- 
ments as  may  occur,  consistent  with  reason  and  truth,  to  effect  the  object 
of  your  mission.  Having  completed  your  business  with  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  you  will  visit  the  president  and  other 
managers  of  the  railroad  from  Philadelphia,  through  Wilmington,  to  Balti- 
more, and,  by  urging  similar  propositions  and  views,  endeavor  to  form  a 
prospective  contract  with  them,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment, for  the  conveyance  of  the  great  mail  on  their  road  when  it  shall 
he  completed.  No  change  occurs  to  me  as  necessary  in  the  propositions 
suggested,  other  than  that  the  postmaster  at  Wilmington  should  have  a 
key  to  the  box  or  car  in  which  the  mail  shall  be  transported,  that  he  may 
there  open  it  and  exchange  mails. 

If  no  satisfactory  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  managers  of  this 
road,  then  you  will  inquire  into  the  practicability  of  making  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  managers  of  the  railroad  said  to  be  in  progress  to  connect 
the  road  from  Philadelphia  to  Columbia  with  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
when  that  road  shall  be  completed. 

Having  finished  your  inquiries  and  discussions  on  those  routes,  you 
will  proceed  to  New  Jersey,  and  open  similar  negotiations  with  the 
managers  of  the  road  from  Philadelphia  to  Trenton,  and  through,  by  New 
Brunswick,  to  New  York.  It  is  thought  a  preference  should  be  given  to 
that  over  the  Amboy  route,  because,  in  avoiding  all  steamboat  or  water 
transportation,  it  is  likely  to  afford  a  more  regular  and  certain  means  of 
conveyance.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  as  well  as  safety,  it  is  desirable 
that  the  same  plan  of  sending  the  mails  in  a  separate  box  or  car  should 
be  here  also  adopted.  If  a  portion  of  the  transportation  be  upon  the 
turnpike  from  Trenton  to  New  Brunswick,  the  mail  box  may  be  readily 
transferred  from  the  railroad  car  to  a  carriage  constructed  to  receive  it, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  turnpike  again  transferred  to  the  railroad  car,  so

tliat  the  mail  shall  not  be  exposed  or  disturbed.  At  Trenton  and  New 
Brunswick  (he  postmasters  may  have  keys,  and  exchansc  mails. 

If  no  satisfactory  ananj^ement  can  be  made  on  this  route,  tlien  you 
will  confer  with  the  managers  of  the  Amboy  road,  and,  if  practicable, 
make  an  airani^cment  with  them.  If  these  companies  cannot  he  in- 
duced to  run  a  ni«5ht  line,  then  you  will  ascei  tain  for  what  compensation 
they  will  transport  the  great  mail  by  day,  and  also  for  what  tbcy  will 
carry  a  sewtkd  mail  between  the  two  eitiea;  But  in  all  yoor  negotia- 
tions with  these  companies,  «s  well  as  those  already  adverted  to,  you  are 
particularly  instructed  to  ascertain  whether  they  will  carry  ^  mail  bj 
night,  and  on  what  terms,  and  what,  difference  they  will  nike  between 
canying  the  great  mail  by  night  and  by  day,  and  also  what  differeoc^ 
they  will  make  for  carrying  a  second  or  small  mail  in  the  same  nuomer. 

Having  finished  your  negotiations  in  I^iew  Jersey,  you  will  proceed  ta 
New  York,  and  confer  freely  with  the  President  and  Managers  of  the 
lioston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company,  with  a  view  to  a  contraot  with 
that  company  during  steamboat  navigation,  to  carry  from  New  Vork 
the  entire  eastern  mail,  distri!)uted  at  Providence  and  Boston.  HeiCy. 
also,  let  the  same  secure  mode  of  conveyance  be  sugi:ested. 

Vou  are  further  instructed  to  inquire  of  eacli  of  the  railroad  companies 
with  which  you  may  confer,  for  what  sum  of  money,  i>aid  in  hand,  they 
will  undertake  to  convey  the  mails  once  per  day,  and  for  what  sum  twice 
per  day,  at  such  hours  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  the 
Department  during  tlie  continuance  of  their  respective  charters.  Y.ou 
wfll  apprize  them  that  th»  inquiry  is  made'  with  a  view,  if  their  terns 
be  reasonable,  to  ask  Congress  for  an  appropriation  to  purchase  the  fiee* 
doffl  of  their  roads  for  the  United  States  mails.  If  it  be  found  imprae- 
ti^le  or  inconvenient  for  you  to  finish  your  negotiations  with  any  oov- 
pany  on  your  outward  trip,  then  you  ean  put  them  in  train,  and  oomplete 
them  on  your  return. 

It  is  desirable  that  this  service  beeoncluded  with  all  praotieable  expe* 
ditioB ;  you  will,  from  time  to  time,  report  progress.

^Sin:  Havine  condttded  the  agency  devolved  upon  me  by  your  ap* 
pointment  of  the  34 st  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  pursuant 
to  your  letter  of  instructions,  I  passed  over  the  route  from  this  city  to 
New  York,  and  communicated  fully  the  views  of  the  Department  in  re- 
gard to  die  transportation  of  the  mail,  to  P.  £.  Thomas,  Esq.,  President 
of  th% Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company;  to  M.  Newkirk,  Presi- 
dent <M  the  Delaware  and  Maryland  Railroad  Company;  General  R. 
Pattenon,  President  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  County  Railroad 
Company;  and  James  Canby,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Wilmington  and 
Susf|nohnni]nh  Railroad  Company;  (these  companies,  together  with  the 
I' iltii  i  !  Port  Deposit  Railroad  Company,  beini;  now  enijai^ed  in 

couatrucung  a  complete  railrpad  from  Baltimore,  by  w  ay  of  Wilmington, 
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to  Philadelphia ; )  to  E.  Curtis,  Esik,  director  and  agent  of  the  Phila* 
delphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Conibany ;  and  to  E.  A.  Stevens,  Esq.^ 
director  and  agent  of  the  Camden  ^tifn  Amboy  Railroad  Company. 

To  the  presidents  of  the  companies  constructing  the  road  from 
Baltimore  to  Philadelphia,  I  addressed,  on  the  5th  instant,  notes,  of 
which  copies  are  herewith  submitted,  marked  A  and  B.  The  same 
comoiunications,  substantially,  were  made,  in  New  York,  to  E.  A.  Ste* 
yens,  Esq.,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Company;  and  • 
similar  notes,  of  which  copies  af  e  annexed,  marked  C  r.nd  D,  were,  on 
the  9th  instant,  addressed  to  E.  Curtis,  Es({.,  acting  for  the  Pliihulel[)hia 
and  Trenton  Uailroad  Company;  and,  on  the  lOlh  instant,  others,  ot 
which  copies  are  annexed,  market!  K  iwid  E,  were  addressed  to  P.  E. 
Thomas,  Esq.,  President  of  tlie  li.iUiniiuc  and  Ohio  IJailroad  Company. 

The  answers  to  these  communications,  together  with  one  made  on  the 
16th  instant,  at  Baltimore,  to  Mr.  Thomas,  of  which  a  copv,  mai  ked  (j, 
is  appended  hereto,  are  also  submitted,  marked  H,  I,  K,  L,  M,  N,  0,  P. 

Not  deeming  any  of  the  offers  which  these  answers  exhibit  such  as. 
the  Department. should  accept,  I  declined  making  a  provisional  contract 
with  either  of  the  companies,  and  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  the 
correspondence,  with  the  remark  that  the  propositions  on  the  part  of  the 
Department  were  such  as  would  have  imposed  upon  the  companies,  in 
the  performance  of  the  contracts,  the  least  practicable  labor  and  cespon* 
sibility  consistent  with  the  safety  and  expedition  of  the  mail.

Gentlemen  :  After  the  conversation  had  with  Mr.  Newkurk,in  which 

I  have  fully  expressed  the  views  of  the  Department,  and  its  wish  t» 
give  the  public  the  bene&t  of  the  transportation  of  the  mail  upon  the 
railroad  between  this  city  and  Baltimore,  it  is  not  necessary  that  the 
suggestions  of  mutual  advantage  to  the  railroad  companies  and  the  pub- 
lic should  now  be  repeated.  Askinjj  your  consideration  of  them,  I  nave 
to  say  that  the  Department  is  desirous  of  effecting  an  arrangement  with 
the  companies  controlling  the  road  froni  this  city  to  Baltimore,  which 
shall  diminish,  as  much  as  is  practicable,  their  trouble  and  responsibility 
in  transporting  the  mail. 

1  am,  therefore,  instructed  to  ask  for  an  hat  yearly  compensation  you 
will  undertake,  so  soon  as  your  road  shall  be  finished,  to  carry  the  mail 
of  the  United  States,  daily  each  way,  between  Baltimore  and  Philadel- 
phia, connecting,  at  each  city,  with  die  mails  upon  the  great  route  to 
Wsdiincton  and  New  York,  the  Department  agreeing  that  its  i^ents  ' 
shall  deliver  and  receive  the  mails  at  and  from  the  car  at  the  e^^reifiitiea 
of  the  road;  the  train  never  to  be  hound  tawait  for  the  inallMKisA the 
time  fixed  for  its  departure,  and  the  obligation  of  the  ^mj^^ 
only  to  haul  the  mail  safely  from  depot  to  depot.

The  Department  prefers  iliat  the  mail  be  carried  in  a  strong  chest  or 
box,  oi"  such  a  structure  aa  to  be  easily  transferred  from  a  car  to  a  wagon, 
'  to  be  locked^ and  unlocked  only  by  the  postmasters  at  the  ends  of  the 
road ;  or,  if  the  compaDies  prefer  it,  the  contract  may  be  for  the  exelu- 
slre  use  of  a  car,  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  containing  the  mail,  cm* 
of  a  strong  room  in  a  passenger  or  baggage  car,  the  ear  or  room  to  be 
locked  in  Tike  manner,  and  the  mails  to  be  placed  in  and  taken  out  of  it 
at  the  depots  by  the  agents  of  the  Department,  and  without  responstbtli- 
ty  on  the  part  of  the  companies. 

The  Department  will,  to  facilitate  tin  arrangement,  agree  to  delrrer 
and  receive  the  mails  at  the  depots  ot"  the  companies;  but  it  would  prefer 
a  coiitrnct  by  which  the  ronijiaiiies  will  undertake  to  leceive  and  deliver 
them  at  and  imm  the  post  olRces  in  the  two  cities;  and  it  is  desired  to 
know  the  diiierence  in  the  cost,  if  any,  which  such  a  stipulation  would 
make. 

I  am  instiucled,  also,  to  ask  for  what  yearly  compensation  the  coiiipa- 
ny  ^^  ill  agree  to  transport  a  second  daily  or  small  mail  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  two  cities,  and  such  points  along  the  road  as  the  train  may 
atop  at,  without  increasing  its  delays,  under  the  limited  responsibilities 
on  the  part  of  the  companies,  and  Yfiik  the  same  performances  on  the 
part  of  the  Department,  specified  in  regard  to  the  first  mail ;  the  second 
mail  to  run  at  such  hours  as  the  companies  may  start  their  trains  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  and,  if  desired,  exdusirely  in  the  daytime. 

As  the  Department  earnestly  wishes  to  have  the  mail  trausported  on 
the  railroad,  I  am  instructed  that  it  is  not  disposed  to  adhere  pertinacious- 
ly to  any  of  the  modes  of  transportation  above  suggested,  if  they  shall 
be  found  inconvenient  or  less  eligible  than  some  other  mode  which  the 
companies  may  choose  to  suggest,  compatible  with  the  entire  secnrity  of 
the  mail.

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1st.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  will  agree  to  can  y  the 
two  mails  between  the  depots  from  which  its  passenger  trains  start,  in  the 
oitiet  of  Baldmore  and  Washington,  respecUvely,  twice  per  dajr  id  each 
direction,  for  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  doiiars  per  annum.  They 
pi  efer  to  cany  both,  or  neither. 

M.  As  the  mails  will  always  aeeompany  the  passenger  trains,  thej  most 
he  delirered  at  Washington  between  the  hours  of  three  and  five  in  the 
morning,  and  three  and  five  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  Baltimore  between 
six  and  nine  in  the  mojtiing,  and  three  and  five  in  the  afternoon."  The 
Post  OflTicc  Department  may  fix  the  precise  time  within  these  limits,  and 
shall  not  alter  such  precise  time  without  one  week's  notice  to  the  said 
company,  that  the  travelling  public  may  be  inloroied  thereof;  the  trains 
in  no  case  to  be  required  to  wait  beyond  the  time  a})poinied. 

3d.  The  company  will  appropriate  to  the  mails  exclusively  a  strong 
compartment,  to  be  painniuK  d  olf  in  the  baggage  cars,  to  i)e  locked  and 
unlocked  at  the  ends  ol  the  road  at  the  depots  aforesaid,  and  the  mAh 
placed  in  and  Lakeii  out  by  the  agents  of  the  Department  only,  without 
responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  company. 

4th.  Should  it  be  required  to  eany  eidier  of  the  two  m^ils  at  other  j 
hours  than  those  above  named,  or  at  any  stated  times,  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Department,  the  company  will  undertake  to  do  so  for  twenty  thousand 
dollars  per  annum.  i 

5th.  The  company  will  undertake  to  perform  the  distance  with  the 
mail  between  the  passenger  depots  at  the  two  cities  in  three  hours,  pro* 
vided  the  company  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  fined  for  delays  beyond  that 
time  arising  from  snows,  white  frosts,  earth  slides,  or  accidents  beyond 
their  control. 

Gth.  The  company  prefer  the  contract,  when  made,  to  he  for  one  year 
only.  The  reason  lor  limitinsc  the  period  of  tlie  contract  is  sutjgested  hy 
the  incKpcrience  of  the  company  on  the  sul>ject.  At  tl:c  end  ot  a  year 
clirnges  may  he  desired,  which  it  will  thus  be  in  the  powerof  the  parties 
to  make.  They  will,  however,  if  absolutely  required,  extend  the  contract 
for  four  years. 

7th.  The  company  decline  the  proposition  to  confer  on  tlie  Department 
the  right  to  run  its  own  cars  upon  the  railroad :  such  an  arrangement 
would  be  wholly  incompatible  with  their  travel  and  business  operations. 

Should  the  Department  asree  to  the  foregoing  proposals,  it  is  re^ct- 
fully  requested  that  it  woulo  signify  its  determination  as  earlv  as  conve- 
nient, as  some  time  will  be  required  to  prepare  the  various  oztures  and 
anangements  necessary,  in  order  to  enaMe  the  Bailrokd  Company  to  carter 
out  Its  proposed-engagements.

The  little  promisf*  these  jiapers  afford  of  ;i  favorable  result  in  your  at  fempts 
to  procure  arraniXLuicnts  lor  the  transportation  of  the  mail  wiili  the  seve- 
ral railroad  companies  on  advantageous  terms,  and  the  expediency  of 
bringing  your  negotiations  to  a  definite  issue,  induce  me  to  auihurize  aod 
instruct  you  (unless  there  be  seme  reason  unknown  to  me  which  renders 
it  inexpedient)  to  make  to  them  severally  the  follow ing  propositions  as 
the  ultimatum  of  the  Department,  viz : 

That  they  shall  undertake  to  convey  .dafly  (rom  depot  to  depot,  both 
wayS)  on  their  road,  at  houra  fixed  by  themselres,  but  not  lo  be  changed 
wiuout  the  consent  of  the  Department,  a  fireproof  box,  containing  the 
mail  of  the  United  States,  firmly  secured  by  one  or  more  locks,  the  keys 

which  shall  be  kept  by  the  postmasters  at  the  ends  of  their  road,  sub- 
jcct  to  no  other  responsibility  than  to  receive  the  said  box  from  an  agent 
of  the  Post  Office  Department  at  one  depot,  convey  it  safely  to  the  other, 
and  there  deliver  it  to  another  agent  of  the  Department ;  and  that,  in 
considcrntion  of  this  service,  the  Department  will  pay  them  at  the  rate 
of  one  hundred  dollars  per  rnile,  nnnnaliy,  in  quarterly  payments. 

The  pro]»  tsition  may  be  moditied  to  meet  the  n(  cessity  of  transferring 
the  box  Ironi  comj)any  to  company,  as  on  the  Wilmington  and  Tretitou 
roads  ;  as  also  of  its  beinaj  opened  at  any  intermediate  distributing  office, 
as  al  W  ilmington.  But,  to  make  the  proposition  as  plain  aiid  simple  .is 
|K)ssibie,  you  will  avoid  uniting  with  it  any  suggestion  as  to  the  receipt 
and  delivery  of  the  mails  at  the  extreme  post  offices,  or  the  delivery  of 
way  mails,  all  which  may  be  left  to  subsequent  arrangement 

In  makine  this  proposition,  you  are  requested  to  inform  the  several 
companies  &at  the  compensation  offered  is  deemjsd  a  munificent  one  for 
the  service  required ;  and  having  had  the  unanimous  action  of  a  commit- 
tee of  the  House  of  Representatives,  proposing  to  restrict  the  Department 
to  three-fourths  of  this  price,  I  do  not  feel  that  I  should  be  justified  in 
exceeding  the  amount  now  tendered,  without  the  authority  of  Congress.

Sir  :  Desirous  oT  ellecting  an  arrnnirement  which  would  secure  to  (he 
public  the  beneht  of  the  transportation  of  thr  mrtil  upon  the  railro.id?! 
from  this  city  to  New  York,  I  direct*  d  a  negotiation  ie.r  that  purpose.  It 
has  resulted  in  offers  from  the  various  companion  of  a  nature  which  1  feel 
restrained  tVom  accepting,  the  sums  demanded  by  all  the  companies  being 
more  than  I  can,  consistently  with  my  duty,  agree  to  give,  and  greatlv 
more  than  tiie  Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads  of  the  House 
«f  Representatives  in  the  last  Congress  thought  the  Department  should 
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be  charged  for  such  service.  That  committee  unanimously  adopted  a 
clause  in  a  bill  rrportcd  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  restricting  the 
sum  to  he  paid  for  the  carriage  oi  tlic  mail  on  any  railroad  to  seventy- 
{\yv  dollars.  Still  anxious  to  ha^  e  the  mail  earned  by  railroad,  at  least 
for  Mjch  part  of  the  distance  between  New  York  and  this  city  as  can  bo 
contracted  for  without  greatly  overstepping  the  limit  fixed  by  the  com- 
mittee, 1  have  10  say  that  1  will  contract  with  the  New  Jersey  liaijlroad 
and  Transportation  Compaay  for  the  carriage  of  the  mail,  daily  each  way, 
between  Jersey  Citj  and  die  olfaer  extremity  of  its  road,  at  such  hours  as 
the  Department  may  prescribe,  supplying  the  post  offices  along  the  road, 
for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  mile  per  annum ;  the 
contract  to  be  for  four  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next, 
and  the  mode  of  transporting  the  mail  along  the  road  to  be  such  as  will 
insure  its  entire  security,  and  for  this  puipose  to  be  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  Department.

Sir  :  The  correspondence  between  the  acent  oi  tiiis  Department, 
appointed  to  negotiate  with  the  railroad  coiupauies,  and  the  presi- 
dents and  agents  of  the  said  cofM])ani(  iu  rtigard  to  the  transportation 
of  the  mail,  lias  been  submitted  to  me.  1  regret  that  the  oft'ers  of  the 
companies  are  of  such  a  nature  that  I  cannot,  consistently  with  my 
duty,  accept  tbem«  The  sums  demanded  by  the  companies  we  greatly 
more  than  the  Conunittoe  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads  of  the  Hoose 
ol  Representattres  in  the  last  Congress  thought  die  Department  should 
be  chained  for  sueh  serrice.  That  committee  unanimously  adopted  a 
clause  in  a  bill  reported  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  restricting  &e 
sum  to  be  paid  for  the  carriage  of  the  mail  on  any  railroad  to  seventy*fiire 
dollars  per  mile  per  annum. 

Still  anxious  to  have  the  mail  carried  by  railroad,  at  least  for  such  pait 
of  the  distance  betw^een  this  city  and  New  York  as  can  be  contracted  for 
without  greatly  overstepping  the  limit  fixed  by  the  committee,  I  have  to 
gay  that  I  will  contract  with  your  company  for  the  carriage  of  the  mail

The  New  Jersey  Railroad  and  Tranaportation  Company,  as  its  name 
importiy  was  projected,  and  bas  thni  far  been  faithfully  and  perwTeriDg* 
I7  proseeuted)  aa  a  New  Jersey  enterpriaey  designed  to  accommodate  the 
piwHe,  aa  weU  by  adTanciiig  toe  tntereats  of  New  Jersey,  as  in  fomisli- 
mg  the  safest, most  certain,  and  most  expeditious  communication  aero08  the 
State,  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  on  moderate  terms.  It  is 
believed  tba^  it  can  with  truth  be  said  that  it  now  largely  engages  the 
interests  and  affections  of  the  community,  which  are  increamng  wUh  the 
extension  of  the  road  across  the  State.  As  a  part  of  the  original  design, 
and  as  ^  cirafeful  return  for  the  patron  aire  receiving  and  to  be  reeeirod 
by  our  work  from  the  inhabitants  on  the  whole  route,  and  especially  as 
a  great  accommodation  to  the  citizens  of  the  cities,  town^,  nid  villages?

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jour  Department,  from  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  details  of  the 
carriage  of  the  mails,  should  prefer  a  separate  arrangement  directly  with 
our  company,  we  would  ask  some  explanations  of  your  proposition.  The 
printed  proposals  speak  of  two  mails,  the  day  and  night  mail,  as  they  are

RxspfiCTXD  Frikitd  :  Thy  commonication  of  tfie  19th  of  the  present 
month  was  this  day  received,  and  was  immediately  submitted  to  tibe  di- 
rectors of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Baikoad  Company. 

The  board  haying  deliberately  considered  the  proposal  therein  made 
fer  carrying  the  mail  between  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Washington,  at 
the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  or  four  thousand  dollars  for  the 
year,  deem  the  ofler  to  he  so  far  below  the  actual  cost  and  inconvenience 
to  which  such  an  engagement  would  subject  the  company,  that  they  do 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  accept  tiie  same,  and  they  have  instructed  me  to 
make  known  this  conclusion  to  thee. 

The  expense  of  constructing  the  railroad  between  those  cities  has 
unavoidably  involved  a  very  large  expendiLuie  of  capital,  arising 
from  the  general  oneyennesa  of  the  district  over  which  the  line  pass- 
es ;  and  the  cost  for  repairs  and  maintaining  a  morin^  power  on  all  rai1« 
roads  is,  upon  experience,  ascertained  to  be  much  hq^er  than  was  for- 
merly antic^ated..

which  they  arc  to  a  «;reat  extent  ignorant,  they  ai»ree  to  accept  the  oiler 
of  your  De])<u  tineiit  in  the  manner  proposed  by  your  letters,  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  1st  day  of  January  next ;  that  is  to  say,  the  New 
Jersey  Railroad  and  Transportation  Company  will  carry  the  great  daily 
mail  from  Jersey  City  to  New  Brunswick  for  one  year  on  the  terras  pro- 
posed, fixing  the  contract,  however,  as  mentioned  in  your  letter  to  Mr. 
Dickerson,  for  so  much  of  the  road  as  may  be  completed  on  the  I  at  of 
January,  to  be  extended  along  the  whole  line  at  the  same  rate  when  it 
shall  be  completed."  The  New  Jersey  raihroad  will  be  compleied  and 
in  use  to  Rahway  by  the  Ist  of  January  next,  and  our  company  are  wil- 
ling to  guaranty  the  transportation  of  the  mail  to  that  place  at  that  time  ; 
the  extension  of  the  railroad  to  New  Brunswick  will  be  pmecuted  with 
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ali  possible  vigor,  as  is  insured  by  the  obvious  interests  of  the  company, 
it  being  now  very  nearly  graded,  and  ready  for  the  laying  of  the 
rails,  fn  die  allotment  of  the  time  to  our  railroad  eompaoy,  they  with 
an  allowance^  for  the  present,  of  three  hours  fix>m  the  time  fixed  for  re- 
ceiving the  mail  at  Jersey  City  for  transporting  it  to  Rahwaj,  and  four 
hours  to  New  Brunswick;  they  desire  this  specification  of  their  time,  in 
order  that  their  duties  may  be  defined  and  sufliciently  extended  to 
enable  them  to  be  performed  with  certainty.  This  time  our  companj 
hope  to  be  able  soon  materially  to  shorten  ;  but,  in  the  infancy  of  a  work, 
suflicicnt  time  shoiild  be  reserved  for  such  casualties  as  are  Incident  to  a 
-work  in  a  new  anii  unfmished  state. 

If,  however,  it  be  the  determination  of  your  Department  to  make  the 
contract  for  four  years,  this  company  will  agree  to  carry  the  great  mail 
(singly)  according  to  the  conditions  oilered  us,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  ( 150)  dollars  per  mile.  Our  company  offer  to  take  the  day  mail 
sepai  atcly,  if  it  be  a  less  important  mail,  as  observed  in  your  letter,  at  the 
rate  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars  per  mQe,  but  if  the  transportation  of  both 
of  the  above  mails  should  be  given  to  this  company,  they  will  agree 
to  carry  them  both  for  the  aggregate  sum  of  two  hundred  (SOO)  dollars 
per  mOe. 

It  is  understood  by  our  company  that,  by  the  new  arrangement  for 
transporting  the  mails,  there  wiU  be  no  detention  of  the  ears  at  the  post 
offices  on  the  line.

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT. 


POSTMASXSR  GENilRAIi. 

K  The  duties  of  Postmaster  €leneral  'are  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  A  joumid  w;ill  be  kept,  in  which  his  official  acts  will  be  entered* 

3.  Extracts  from  this  journal,  containing  such  information  as  may  be 
useful  or  interesting  to  the  public,  will  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

4.  All  drafts  for  the  payment  of  money  will  be  drawn  by  the  Pos^ 
master  General. 

5.  He  will,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  \s  hich 
will  irovorn  the  administration  of  the  Department^in  subOidination  to  the 
constitution  and  laws. 

6.  No  regulation  prescribed  by  him  will  be  construed  to  have  any  re- 
trospective effect. 

7.  No  special  decision  given  by  him,  on  any  account,  will  be  con- 
strued as  a  precedent  authorizing  the  allowance  of  any  other  similar 
account. 
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8.  No  usage  will  be  introduced  or  regarded  in  the  settlement  of  ac- 
counts, or  other  business  of  the  Department,  which  is  not  founded  on 
express  law  or  lawful  regulation. 

THE  ASSISTANT  POSTMASTERS  GXITSBAI*. 

9.  Hie  duties  of  Assistant  Fostmeslers  Generil  will  be  pur^y  bub- 
isterial. 

10.  In  referenee  to  their  duties,  tiie  United  States  and  Territories  will 

be  divided  into  two  divisions. 

1 1 .  The  southern  division  will  be  composed  of  the  District  of  Colun" 
biSy  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala- 
bama, Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  and  Missouri,  and  will  be  under  the  siqieriotendence  of  the 
senior  assistant. 

12.  The  northern  division  will  be  composed  of  Maine,  Nqw  Hamp- 
shire, Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and  Michigan, 
and  will  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the  junior  assistant. 

13.  The  assistants  will  each  desijgnate  a  principal  clerk. 

14«  They  will,  in  Uieir  respectiye  dirisions,  reeeiTe  all  appUeslioBS 
lor  diang^s  in  post  olBees  and  postmasters,  ibr  the  establubment  of  neW 
post  offices,  and  the  appointment  of  new  postmasters,  prepare  eadi  case 
for  the  decision  of  die  Postmaster  Cteneiaf ,  aud  see  duiit  each  postmaster 
gives  adequate  bonds  aeecnding  to  law,  and  renews  tfaem  asoccasion  may 
require*  • 

«  16.  They  will  watch  over  the  manner  in  which  postmasters,  in  their 
respective  divisions,  perform  their  official  duties,  investi||ate  complaints 
against  them,  and  guard  against  abuses  of  the  franking  pnvil^e,  and  in 

the  articles  sent  by  mail. 

IG.  They  will  arrange  all  mail  routes  in  their  respective  divisions, 
prepare  ativertiseraents  for  mail  contracts,  compai-e  and  analyze  the 
several  bids,  submit  them  to  the  Postmaster  General  for  decision,  cause 
^  the  contracts  to  be  executed,  receive  and  prepare  for  submission  all  ap- 
j)lications  for  changes  of  mail  routes,  for  an  extension  or  curtailment  of 
service,  and  changes  in  compensation  of  contractors. 
*  17,  will  wateb  over  the  manner  in  which  contractors  perform 
tl^ifcjlliracts,  cause  reports  of  tiieir  delinqvencies  to  be  made  to  Ae 
dBl^fliBikmt,  require  explanations,  and,  wben  the  evidence  shall  be  com- 
pH^sdbmit' Ae  cases  to  the  Postmaster  General  for  bis  dedsion. 

18.  All  bonds  of  postmasters,  and  abstracts  of  all  mail  eontracti,  wiU 
be  sent  to  the  accountant,  when  they  are  returned  executed. 

19.  The  duplicate  contracts  and  the  proposals  will  be  lodged  in  the 
office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  within  ninety  days  aAer  the 
contracts  are  made ;  and,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  a  report  of  all  addi- 
tional services,  and  the  compensation  allowed  therefor,  will  be  aiade  to 
the  said  Comptroller. 

20.  Once  in  each  week,  each  assistant  will  make  report  to  the  Post- 
master General  of  all  acts  done  and  entered  upon  his  books  in  refer- 
ence to  post  offices  or  postmasters,  contractors,  contracts  or  hues,  which 
can  originate  a  new  account  or  aiiect  an  old  one  ;  which  report  shall  be 

« 


compared  with  the  jaw:^  of  die  Postan^ter  General,  by  the  chief  clerk, 
9Xkdf  if  fovad  .eoneet,  be  so  certified,  and  sent  to  tbe  accounlMit. 

81.  All  ioformation  received  by  thein^  affecting  any  kqeoiiot,  wil|  be 
immediatelj  commuDicated  to  the  accountant. 

22.  After  closing  all  accounts  up  to  the  Isl  of  July,  1835,  the  duties 
of  assistants  will  be  confined  exclusively  to  post  ofices  and  postmasters, 
contracts  and  contractors,  it  being  the  chief  object  of  this  arrangement  to 
obtain  a  systematic,  rigid,  and  unceasing  supervision  over  those  agents  of 
ihe  Department  in  the  performance. of  their  several  duties* 

niVISIOM  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

23.  The  accountant  of  the  Post  Office  Department  will  superintend 
the  rendition  and  settlement  of  all  accounts,  and  the  collection  of  balan- 
ces due. 

24.  He  will  cause  the  books  of  accounts  in  current  use  to  be  closed 
as  soon  as  all  pecuniary  transactions  of  the  Department,  prior  to  July  1, 
1835,  can  be  brought  upon  them,  and  the  balances  struck. 

26.  He  will  cause  these  balances  to  be  adjusted  with  all  possible  ex- 
pedition. 

86.  He  .will  open  a  new  set  of  books,  upon  which  will  be  brought  the 
income  and  expenditures  of  the  Department  from  and  after  the  SOth  of 

June,  1835. 

27.  Arrearages  which  may  be  paid  out  of  revenue  subsequently  accru- 
ing will  be  reported  by  tlie  accountant,  paid  by  drafts  drawn  by  the 
Postmaster  General,  and  chargtrd  to  a  gpnoral  account  entitled  Arrear- 
ages and  all  overpayments  j)rc\i(»u.sly  made,  so  far  as  tlu  y  become 
available  in  discharging  claims  of  a  subscqn^nt  date,  wiii  be  credited  to 
the  same  account. 

28.  The  accounts  of  the  Department  will  be  so  kept  as  to  exhibit  the 
entire  revenue  of  the  Department  from  each  source  of  income,  quarter- 
ly, and  the  entire  disbursements  for  each  object  of  expenditure. 

29.  Postmasters'  accounts  will  be  closed  quarterly,  by  payments  to 
•contracytors,  deposites  in  banks,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Postmaster  GwBeral 
may  direct 

SO,  The  accounts  of  contractors  will  be  closed  quarterly,  1^  payments 
irom  postmasters,  and  by  drafts  on  deposite  banks.  «  * 

31.  When  a  contractor '  has  completed  the  collections  he  may  he  re- 
quired to  make  from  postmasters,  and  his  receipts  are  received  in  the 
Department,  the  accountant  will  report  the  condition  of  his  account  to 
the  Postmaster  General.  If  any  thing  be  due  to  him,  a  draft  in  his  favor 
shall  be  is!»ued,  which,  after  having  been  registered  by  the  chief  clerk, 
shall  he  transmitted  to  the  accountant,  who  will  charge  and  forward  it  to 
the  contractor. 

32.  The  deposite  banks  will  be  instructed  to  pay  no  drafts  (other  than 
those  drawn  by  the  treasurer,  to  close  accounts  up  to  1st  July,  1835) 
which  are  not  drawn  by  the  Postmaster  General,  and  certified  as  being 
charged  by  the  accountant. 

3$.  Incidental  accounts,  other  than  such  as  appear  in  the  quarterly 
accounts  of  postmasters,  will  be  settled  and  reported  by  the  acoountant, 
in  the  same  manner  as  contractors'  accounts. 
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84.  The  accounts  of  poslmasters  who  may  be  creditors  to  the  Depart- 
ment will  be  reported  and  paid  in  like  manner. 

35.  Contingent  aeeoonts  will  be  allowed  by  the  aeiioiintant,  and  all 
cheeks  drawn  for  their  payment  will  bear  his  approyal  on  their  face,  and 
none  other  will  be  paid  by  the  bank. 

36.  The  bMia  of  all  accounts  will  be  found  in  the  bonds  of  postmas- 
ters, the  abstracts  of  contracts  of  mail  contractors  and  others,  the  reports 
from  the  ministerial  divisions,  the  authorized  agreements  and  acts  of  the 
chief  clerk  and  superintendent  of  the  building,  the  regulations  of  the 
Postmaster  Ooneral,  and  his  special  decisions,  all  which  will  constitute 
the  accountant's  guide. 

37.  As  often  as  required,  the  account m*  will  lay  before  the  Postmas- 
ter (lencral  the  condition  of"  the  bank  accounts,  and  the  amount  of  drafts 
on  each  bank  which  may  be  outstanding  and  unpaid. 

38.  The  solicitor's  otTice  will  constitute  a  portion  of  the  accountant's 
division,  and  be  subject  to  his  supervision  and  control. 

39.  It  is  the  object  of  this  arrangt?ment  to  separate  the  business  of 
setilin^  accounts  from  the  ministerial  duties  of  the  Department  entirely, 
and  this  object  will  be  kept  steadily  in  view  in  the  construction  of  every 
order  and  regulation  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

« 

MISCELLANEOUS  DIVISION. 

40.  Mail  depredations,  the  duties  appertaining  to  dead  letters,  the  de-^ 
lineation  of  map8,<the  transmission  of  blanks  and  of  mail  locks  and  keys, 
the  messengers,  the  superintendent  of  the  biiilding,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  be  appointed  or  employed  to  render  any  ser^'icc  not  falling 
within  either  of  thf»  foregoing  divisions,  will  he  embraced  in  the  miscel- 
laneous division,  and  be  under  the  su])erintendenee  of  tbe  chief  clerk. 

41.  AH  agents  rniployed  to  investigate  mail  depredations  will  be 
under  his  diiection  ;  but  the}''  will  also  obey  any  in<^lructions  which  may 
be  given  them  by  the  assistants,  which  have  relerence  to  the  business  of 
their  respective  divisions. 

42.  He  will,  with  the  approval  of  the  Postmaster  General,  make  all 
contracts  for  mail  bags,  mail  locks  and  keys,  the  printing  of  blatfks,  and 
Ibr  furnishing  any  other  article,  or  rendering  any  serrice  which  properly 
belongs  to  incidental  expenses,  and  will  send  the  contracts,  or  an  abstract 
of  them,  and  of  every  other  agreement  from  which  an  account  may 
originate,  to  the  accountant. 

43.  The  superintendent  of  the  building  will,  under  directioa  of  the 
chief  clerk,  make  all  purchases  of  stationary,  office  furniture,  and  every 
other  article  for  the  use  of  th*e  General  Post  Office,  properly  chargeable 
to  the  contingent  appropriation,  and  will  employ  all  guards  and  work- 
men, and  superintend  them,  together  with  all  repairs  to  the  buildings, 
fences,  and  grounds. 

44.  The  heads  of  tbe  several  divisions  will  inform  the  superintendent, 
from  time  to  time,  of  all  fmniture,  blanks,  blank  books^  or  other  articles 
needed  in  tbeii  respective  divisions. 

45.  The  superintendent  will  receipt  for  al!  articles  purchased,  and 
eertify  to  all  services  rendered,  cliargt  able  to  contingent  y  and  without 
this  receipt  or  certificate  no  bUl  will  be  allowed  or  paid. 
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46.  Tiio  siiporintend*  nt  will  hand  over  to  the  chief  messenger  all  the 
Stationaiy  purchased,  and  r[iarj;e  it  to  him  in  a  book. 

47.  The  chief  mo^'^f  n^svi  will  charge  in  a  hook  the  amounts  of  sta- 
tionary delivered  by  liim,  ironi  time  to  time,  for  the  use  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  the  heads  of  divisions,  and  each  clerk  or  other  person  m  the 
service  of  the  Department,  and  quarterly  report  the  amounts  received 
by  each  to  the  Postmaster  General. 

48.  No  perquisites  will  be  allowed  to  any  one  in  Ae  service  of  the 
I>epartnient.  All  farniture,  waste  paper,  and  every  thing  else  of  value, 
not  nsefal  or  used  in  the  service  of  tbe  Department,  as  well  as  evenr 
other  refuse  article,  will  be  delivered  to  the  superintendent,  who  wiU,  if 
it  cannot  be  made  useful,  exchange  it  for  other  articles  that  are  so,  or 
cause  it  to  be  sold,  and  the  money  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Departnietlt. 

49.  The  chief  clerk  will  continue  to  sign,  as  treasurer,  all  drafts  upon 
postmasters  and  banks  necessary  to  close  the  business  of  the  D^iartment 
up  to  the  1st  July,  1835,  provided  they  do  not  produce  an  entry  on  the 
new  books ;  and  with  the  completion  of  this  service  the  functions  of 
treasurer  wiU  cease. 

G£lir£BAL  BEGULATIONS. 

50.  The  heads  of  divisions  will  study  to  simplify  and  systemaiiue  the 
business  of  their  respective  divisions,  so  as  to  perform  it  with  as  few 
clerks  and  as  little  eipense  as  possible.  To  this  end,  tiiey  will,  from 
time  to  time,  suggest  to  the  Postmaster  General  such  changes  as  may 
appear  to  them  to  be  useful.  , 

51.  Punctual  attendance  at  their  proper  stations  will  be  expected 
from  all  in  the  service  of  the  Department  during  office  hours,  and*  at 
other  hours  when  requested. 

52.  If  any  clerk  or  messenger  desire  to  be  absent  during  office  hours, 
he  '^iil  obtain  leave  from  the  head  of  his  division. 

53.  Persons  in  public  employment  cannot  be  too  scrupulous  in  refrain- 
ing from  tlie  use  of  public  property  for  their  own  benefit  or  cmohiment- 
The  Postmaster  (General  an ould  look  upon  t!io  npnroprfation  of  the  furni- 
ture or  stationary  of  the  Department  to  the  pi  ivaie  use  of  clerks,  mes- 
sengers, or  their  families,  or  its  sale  for  their  own  private  emolument,  as 
a  breach  of  morality  and  law  not  to  be  tolerated. 

51.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  in  the  service  of  the  Department  to  see  that 
others  regard  tbe  Post  Office  law  as  well  as  themselves.  The  Postmaster 
General  will  expert  them  to  report  all  breaches  of  those  laws  which  may 
come  to  their  knowledge ;  and  he  will  regard  it  as  an  unpardonable 
offience  in  any  one  of  them,  not  possessing  the  franking  privilege,  to  ask 
or  accept  a  frank  from  any  one,  to  cover  his  private  correspondence. 

55.  No  officer,  clerk,  or  agent  of  the  General  Post  Office  will  receive 
anjr  present  of  value  or  any  pc  (  uniary  favor  from  any  contractor  or  other 
{person  having  business  with  the  Department ;  and  when  travelling  on 
mail  lines,  they  will  insist  on  paying  their  stage,  railroad,  and  steamboat 
faro  like  othc  r  citizens.  Future  disregard  of  these  injunctions  will  not 
be  overlooked. 

56.  All  regulations  incompatible  with  the  foregoing  are  rescinded. 
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The  PostouuBter  General  looks  to  all  thow  under  bis  direction  and 
control  for  a  cheerful  and  vigorous  co-operation  in  the  management  of 
the  business  of  the  Department,  by  which  they  will  not  onlj  render  an 
essential  service  to  their  country,  but  assuredly  promote  their  own  hap- 
piness, and  extend  their  individual  reputation.  It  will  give  him  pleasure^ 
and  it  is  his  fixed  purpose,  to  advance,  as  occasion  may  offer,  all  such  as, 
by  their  industry,  fidelity,  and  correct  deportment,  may  give  character 
to  the  Department,  and  enable  him  to  discharge  honorably  the  important 
iH^B  with  which  he  is  intrusted. 

^This  organization  will  take  cfiiect,  and  these  regulations  will  be  en- 
forced, from  this  date.

First.  Of  former  appropriations,  except  those  towards  the  sinking  fund, 
it  is  supposed  that  there  v^iii  remain  unexpended  at  the  close  of  the 
present  year  the  sum  of  $8,126,794. 

Of  that  amount,  it  is  computed  lliat  only  JJ7,306,765  ^^  ill  be  rcciuired 
io  accumplish  the  objects  intended  by  them,  leaving  $344,707  to  be  ap- 
plied in  aid  of  the  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  witiiout  reappro*

Sec  ondly.  On  what  is  properly  embraced  in  the  appropriations  tnwnT  ds 
the  sinking  fund,  there  is  an  outstanding  charge  of  about  $25.3,556  for 
unclaimed  interest  and  dividends  on  the  funded  debt,  and  of  $37,233  for 

unfunded  debt. 

These,  though  chargeablr  on  the  'I'rensiiry  under  existing  acts  of  Con- 
gress, and  sul)jcct,  at  any  moment,  to  be  demanded,  are  not  at  all  likely 
to  be  called  for  inirtic  diately,  if  ever. 

Computing,  however,  all  the  cxistinjj;  charges  of  every  kind  on  the

JMaUiti|^,  as  estimated  for  the  service  of  1836,  all  the  new  appropria- 
tions of  every  kind,  specifically  called  for,  to  be  $17,515,933,  and  all 
the  espenditures  of  every  kind  for  the  service  of  the  same  year  to  be, 
in  the  aggregate,  {^23,133,640.

proTided  tha  receipts  be  as  computed,  and  Oongress  make  do  larger  ap» 
propriattona  for  emtraordiDar^  or  other  purposes  at  their  present  session 
tluui  those  enumerated  in  the  estimates  submitted.  From  this  amount,  * 
after  deducting  about  eight  luiltions  to  pay  the  outstandinp;  appropria- 
tions, to  which  the  Treasury  will  tlien  probably  stand  pledged,  there  will 
heftek,at  the  close  of  1836,  a  nett  balance  of  only  from  six  to  seven  mil- 
lions applicable  to  any  other  use  which  Conc;rcs«?  may  now  or  then  be 
pleased  to  designatr,  instead  of  about  ten  and  ;i  half  millions,  thr  nett 
balance  f^timated  to  be  left  so  applicable  at  the  close  of  1835:  in  other 
words,  the  expenditures  will,  in  the  ensuing  year,  for  only  tbc  objects 
specified  in  the  estimate*,  probably  exceed  the  receipts  in  that  year 
about  four  millions  of  dollars,  and  thus,  to  that  extent,  reduce  the  bal- 
ance now  on  hand, 

IV.— EXPLANATIONS  OF  THE  ESTIMATES  FOR  1836,  WITH 
SOM£  SUGGESTIONS  ON  THE  PROBABLE  CHANGES 
TILL  1848.. 

The  basis  on  which  the  above  estimates  rest  will  now  be  exhibtied 

and  explained. 

In  the  peculiar  condition  ol  the  country  at  this  time,  without  any  debt 
to  absorb  our  surplus  receipts,  and  amidst  the  g;reat  changes  which  have 
recently  ha})pened,  aiul  will  probably  continue  to  happen,  in  our  whole 
revenue  and  expenditures,  till  after  the  essential  alterations  made  by 
existing  laws  shall  cease  in  1842,  this  l)(>p  irtiacut  feels  bouud  to  enter 
more  into  detail  than  usual  concerning  tlie  ^^^unds  of  its  estimates,  and  to 
disclose  more  fuUy  every  material  eonsideration  which  has  led  it  to  the 
results  presented;  Congress  will  thus  be  better,  enabled  to  judge  of 
their  accuracy,  and  to  correct  any  unintentional  errors*  For  oonFO* 
nience  in  reference,  a  tabular  statement  is  annexed,  (A,)  which  pre- 
sents separately  for  1833,  1834,  and  1835,  so  far  as  the  kst  is  ascertain- 
ed, the  general  estimates  in  one  column,  the  actual  appropriations  in 
another,  and'the  expenditures  in  a  third:  to  these  are  added,  in  other 
columns,  the  whole  revenue,  with  the  exports  and  imports  for  each  of 
those  years.  For  a  similar  reason,  tht?  Register  has  been  requested  to 
have-  tbc  detailed  estimates  for  I  prepared,  with  a  second  column, 
showing  against  each  the  actual  appropriation  in  1835  towards  a  like 
object. 

Exptanatim  of  the  estimates  of  receipts  fiom  customs. 

Tn  respect  to  the  estimated  receipts  into  the  Treasury  for  1836,  so  far  as 
derived  from  custom*?,  they  have  been  computed  on  an  importation  of 
forei<zn  nicrchantlise,  expected  to  be  n<  ar  the  average  of  tlie  last  three 
years,  hut  much  less  than  the  importation  of  the  year  ending  in  Septem- 
ber, 1885. 

Under  our  present  system  of  revenue,  derived  usually  in  tlic  ratio  of 
-f  to  ^  from  customs,  the  amount  of  iniports  has  a  very  inij)oiiant 
bearing  on  our  whole  receipts.  The  amount  of  exports  is  likewise  uia- 
terial,  as  in  some  degree  influencing  the  imports,  and  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  country  throwing  much  light  on  its  great  agricultural  pros- 
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peritj*,  and  furnishing  with  the  others  highly  useful  mdicaiioMCOliecniillg 

the  extent  and  ir.rrraso  of  our  fore i^^n  rommcrro. 

The  imports  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  183.5,  arc  ascer- 
tained, and  estimated  at  g  151 ,030,368.  They  show,  compaK d  with  the 
preceding  year,  an  increase  of  jJ24,509,036.  Those  during  the  three 
past  years  have  on  an  average  been  about  $128,55G,07(). 

Tlie  exports  during  the  past  year  are  ascertained,  and  estimated  at 
$118,955,239;  of  these,  $9^,531,026  were  in  domestic,  and  j^20,424,213 
in  foreign  prodads.  Compared  with  the  precediug  year,  they  exhibit  an 
increase  of  jtl 4,6 18,266. 

As  some  evidence  that  our  estimates  of  the  wIm^  impoiiatioiis  the 
ensuing  year  are  founded  on  correct  data,  it  amais  from  a  document 
annexed  (C,)  giving  their  amount  from  1790,  that  thejr  have  constantiij, 
and  sometimeslargel} ,  fluctuated  between  particular  jears,  though,  com- 
paring most  terqiisof  a  few  consecutive  years  with  former  ones,  thej  have 
generally  increased.  Thus  the  whole  imports  during  the  five  years  prior 
to  1835  exceeded  those  of  any  former  period  of  similar  length  by  nearly 
fifty  millions,  except  on  one  occa:5ion,  almost  thirty  years  since,  when 
they  aj^proaclicd  near,  and  on  another,  about  twenty  years  since,  when  they 
exceeded  liieir  recent  amounts,  in  const qiicnce,  at  the  former  period,  of 
our  extraordinary  share  in  the  cai  rvinn;  trade,  and  at  the  latter  one  of  the 
large  demands  to  supply  llie  depr  ivations  which  had  been  caused  by  wai*, 
and  to  meet  the  increased  calls  of  numerous  new  commercial  enterprises 
fostered  by  returni  1114  peace.  But  the  very  fact  of  our  recent  importa- 
tions having  been  so  large  is  one  of  the  causes  why  a  considerable  dimi- 
nution in  the  whole  amount  in  1836  is  anticipated.  Some  further  causes 
will  hereafter  be  specified,  iBconnewn  with  other  considerations,  which, 
it  is  believed,  will  tend  to  produce  the  same  conviction.  When  we  pro- 
ceed to  examine  the  fiee  or  dutiable  character  rather  than  the  amount  of 
our  imports  during  only  a  few  years  past,  with  a  view  to  estimate  more 
critical!}  the  revenue  which  will  probably  be  received  from  them  in 
1836,  and  to  form  some  general  conjectures  upon  the  subject  thencefor- 
ward to  1842,  it  is  a  fact  deserving  careful  notice,  that  while  the  whole 
amount  of  imports  has  for  some  years  been  increasing,  that  portion  pav- 
ing duties  has  grcfltly  diminished,  and,  at  tlio  ^nme  time,  ihe  portion  ex- 
ported and  entitled  to  drau!>ack  has  n'>t  <Hminishcd  in  a  similar  ratio. 

A  statement  is  suijjoiiicd,  which  fuiiii-hcs  important  details  on  this 
point  since  the  late  great  changes  in  the  tai  iif.  (  H.) 

The  general  results  from  them  are,  that  while  the  irupoi  tations  paying 
duties  have  iailen  oil  in  1833  about  eleven  millions,  and  in  1834  about 
seventeen  millions  more,  and  the  free  goods  increased  in  even  larger 
proportions,  the  exportation  of  dutiable  articles  has  fallen  off  in  the  cor- 
responding years  only  about  six  and  two  millions,  leaving  the  actual  con- 
sumption in  the  United  States  of  such  foreign  merchandise  a£i  pays  duties 
at  little  more  than  one-third  of  our  whole  imports,  and  quite  twenty  mil- 
lions less  than  in  1832.  This  computation  as  to  the  consumption  is  made 
on  the  probable  hypothesb  thai  ilie  stock  of  such  merchandise  on  hand 
remained  about  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  year,  which,  though  not 
correct  in  some  single  years,  on  account  of  wars  and  various  vibrations  in 
trade,  would,  in  an)  series  of  a  few  years,  be  near  the  truth.  The  inipoit- 
atioiis,  however,  in  1835,  and  especially  in  the  last  quai1er,as  they  have 
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lie^n  linpreMeiktedljr  large,  ex^eftding,  it  is  computed,  in  that  alone,  more 
than  £ftj-three  millions,  and  mostly  not  yet  consumed,  may  be  thought 

to  constjtiito  some  exception  to  the  above  rule ;  and  hence,  coupled  with 
the  fact  that  the  returns  nro  still  incomplete,  and  depend  in  part  on  es- 
timates, their  amount  and  ( Imractcr  have  not  been  introduced  into  this 
comparison  ;  hut  they  are  inserted  in  the  table,  as  far  as  ascertainable, 
and,  if  considered  without  any  unusual  limitations  or  deductions,  would 
sVxow  a  great  fluctuation  in  the  consumption,  both  of  all  foreign  merchaa- 
dise,  and  of  that  whicfi  is  iiol  free. 

The  rate  of  duty  has  in  many  articles  been  so  essentially  reduced,  or 
entirely  removed,  as  to  lessen  the  whole,  receipts  from  customs  over 
twenty-four  millions  in  the  last  two  years,  and  produce  most  of  the  above 
differences  in  the  character  of  our  imports.  With  a  view  to  enable  Con- 
greai  to  ibrm  a  just  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  from  customs  the 
ensuing  year,  there  should  be  made  to  any  changes  occasioned  by  the 
nbove  causes,  such  additions  and  diminutions  for  me  past  and  the  future 
as  ai  e  required  by  the  ditference  which  often  happens  between  the  amount 
of  duties  accruing  and  the  amount  actually  received  in  any  particular 
year. 

In  some  instances  this  dilTcrcnce  happens  by  large  <ihan2;cs  in  the 
ximoiint  ot  bounties  paid  or  duties  rofiinded  ;  or,  as  in  1833,  by  the  sub- 
stitvition  of  cash  duties  for  credits,  aud  by  givinic  sliot  t  instead  of  longer 
credits,  and  in  others  by  the  bonds  due  after  the  cuiniiienceinent  of  some 
years,  as  in  I  Ho  t,  liaving  been  larger  in  amount  than  in  1835,  some 
li<i\ mg  been  given  for  duties  on  certain  articles  which  afterwards  be- 
came free,  and  others  having  been  given  for  more  duties  on  the  same 
kind  and  amount  of  articles  before  the  biennial  reduction  took  effect 
than  they  were  subject  to  afterwards.  Without  new  legislation,  boweveri 
none  of  these  circumstances,  except  the  last  one,  can  operate  mnch 
hereafter  till  1842;  and  the  effect  of  that  will  generally  not  exceed  a 
quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars,  and  is  a  gain  to  be<  felt  not  till  1837. 
Another  ditYerence  arises  sometimes  from  larger  collections  of  old  debts 
due  for  customs,  as  when  in  1835,  but  not  anticipated  in  1836,  nearly 
one  quarter  of  a  million  has  been  collected  on  a  single  claim,  originating 
as  Ion !r  as  ten  years  ago,  independent  of  many  smaller  collections  on  still 
i>lder  claims. 

The  only  TPmntnine:  difTrronrc  of  nnicli  importance  in  our  re(;ei[)ts 
from  customs  llie  ensuing  year,  compared  with  the  last  one,  will  ])robably 
result  from  the  biennial  reduction  in  duties  of  nearly  a  million  ol' dollars, 
•which  the  e\i«»ting  laws  jirovide  shall  take  place  after  the  close  of  the 
present  month.  This  reduction  of  duties  iniuht,  under  some  circum- 
stances, be  chiefly  obviated  by  an  increased  iaipurtalion  and  consumption 
of  foreign  mefrchandise.  But  it  has  been  already  stated'  that  the  whole 
importations  were  of  late  so  unusually  large,  as,  with  other  causes  here- 
•after  explained,  not  only  to  forbid  any  reasonable  expectation  of  their 
increase  in  1836,  but  to  render  a  reduction  probable ;  and  it  is  further 
believed  a  careful  inquiry  will  show  that  the  consumption  of  all  kinds  of 
foreign  merchandise  in  the  United  States  has  generally  enlarged  in  a 
smaller  ratio  than  is  supposed  by  many,  and  especially  that  the  use  of 
such  as  pays  duties,  which  is  the  cardinal  test  of  our  receipts  from  cus- 
ioms,  will  rather  lessen  than  increase  in  1336,  and  be  not  materially  ^ 
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enlarged  till  aAer  1842.  Bj  tbe  table  before  referred  to,  (  C, )  which 
ihe  most  accurate  the  records  of,  the  Treasury  enable  me  to  prepare,  it 
Will  be  seen  what  our  consamntion,  of  foreign  merchandise  of  all  kinds 
^as  been  durine  each  of  the  last  fortj-five  years.  By  comparing,  not 
inbgle  years  with  others,  but  a  series  of  three  years,  as,  for  instance, 
1792,  1793,  and  1794,  with  other  similar  series  after  intervals  of  ten 
years,  and  paying  less  regard  to  the  first  and  third  series,  as  the  former 
rests  on  estimates  made  now,  and  not  on  yaluations  at  the  time,  and  the 
latter,  being  in  a  period  of  war,  is  too  irrcsular  for  a  guide,  it  appears 
that  the  average  increase  of  ronsiimption  of  all  foreign  merchandise  has 
been  not  thrci?  jicr  cent,  annually  in  the  last  thirty  years,  and  has  l»een 
hot  ecjual  to  the  increase  of  our  })()pulali<>n,  during  the  same  period,  by 
over  one  and  a  half  per  cent.  While  the  increase  of  the  latter  has  also 
been  very  uniform,  varyinji;  bt  Uveen  every  census,  and  for  the  whole 
time  very  steadily  bclvvecn  four  and  a  half  iuid  five  per  cent.,  th?.t  oi"  tlie 
former  has  lluctuated  largely,  lising,  under  the  great  impulse  given  lo 
credit,  industry,  and  enterprise,  by  the  adoption  of  our  constitution,  to 
near  seven  per  cent,  yearly,  during  most  of  the  first  ten  years,  and  then 
ftlling  to  only  about  one  per  cent,  the  next  twenty  years.  After  that, 
by  one  of  those  customary  tides  in  trade  which  almost  periodically  occur 
soon  after  checks  to  overtrading,  an  exhaustioa  of  old  stocks  of  goods^ 
and  enlarged  means  to  purchase,  from  abundant  crops,  their  high  prices, 
or  any  other  cause,  the  rate  of  increase  in  consumption  rose  aeain ;  and^ 
by  reason  of  so  many  free  goods,  and  especially  the  unprecedented  im- 
ports of  sp^ie  in  1833  and  1831,  amounted,  on  an  average,  during  the 
last  ten  years,  to  four  per  cent,  anntnlly.  Deduct,  however,  that  excess 
of  sjiecie  alone,  and  tlie  increase  would  not  niuclj  exceed  three  per  cent, 
on  the  consumption  of  all  kinds  (if  loreigii  merL'handise  ;  w  hiie  on  that 
of  such  merc1i:'iMhse  as  pays  duties  tliere  !ias,  as  lr(  foie  detailed,  been  a 
^reat  deerea^e  ;  and  there  is  no  likeli'iocd  of  much  permanent  increa>e 
till  the  whole  iuiportations  shall  be  gre..Uly  auj^nieiited,  or  toe  UmX  be 
again  extended  to  a  larger  list  of  articles.  By  the  customary  reflux  of 
that  tide  from  opposite  causes,  and  the  greater  substitution  of  some  kinds . 
of  domestic  products,  it  is  believed  that  the  above  rate  of  increase,  as  to 
all  foreign  articles,  will  again  soon  decline,  and  probably  remain  much 
D^iow  that  of  our  ]iopulation,  until  new  legislation,  or  the  essential  alter- 
ations now  going  on  in  the  tariff,  shall  materially  enlarge  the  amount  of 
goods  paying  a  low  duty.  As  the  capacity  of  the  country  to  purchase 
loreign  goods  will,  all  other  things  remaining  equal,  be  then  enlarged  in 
the  ratio  of  what  it  does  not  pay  for  duties,  such  alterations,  when  their 
influence  shall  be  fully  li  lt  in  1842,  w  ill,  as  the  great  alterations  in  1832 
and  l^oi]  have  already  done,  doubtless  tend  V'j::nn  to  augment  somewhat 
the  whole  importations  and  consumption  of  loreijin  articles.  Another 
compirntive  view,  perhaps  more  strikin;:,  of  this  consumption,  is,  that, 
accordifig  to  the  \  alue  of  the  articles  as  (  stimated  at  the  custom-h( use, 
its  average  amount  in  1700  and  179!  >\as  jibout  seven  dollars  pi.  r  he;ul 
to  our  population  ;  in  18UU  and  INOI  over  ten  dollars  per  head;  in  \6iO 
and  1811  about  seven,  but  in  1820  and  1821  only  about  six  ;  and  in 
1830  and  1831  only  about  Ave,  w  one-half  of  what  it  was  thirty  years 
before.  This  great  difference  has  probably  arisen,  not  only  from  the  in- 
creased domestic  production  of  certain  manufactures,  sqch  as  cottons, 
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woollens,  salt,  and  iron,  and  of  some  articles  more  immediatelj  connected 
-with  agriculture,  such  as  sugar  and  molasses,  but  from  a  fall  in  the  price 
of  manj  articles,  making  the  value  less  of  a  similar  quantity  consuiuedy 
and  from  the  greater  extension  of  our  population  into  the  West,  wbere 
tbe  independent  habits  of  the  people  and  the  comparatively  enhaneed 
cost  of  foreign  articles  would  tend  to  cause  a  smaller  oonsumption  of 
them  than  near  the  seaboai  d,  where  their  price  is  lower,  and  U  is  cusr 
tomary  to  depend  more  on  foreign  suppRes. 

It  vfiW  be  noticed  that  all  the  above  computations  have  been  made  of  , 
the  value,  and  not  the  quantities  of  the  articles  consumed.  The  latter 
would  be  more  ditficult  to  exhibit  in  so  great  detail  and  fulness.  But  if 
they  could  be,  tbe  result  would,  in  a  view  connected  with  political 
economy,  be  more  satisfactory,  as  showing;  more  clearly  the  comparative 
ha!)its  of  our  poj)ul3tion  at  diilercnt  periods,  because  prices,  esp(;cially  of 
sonic  manufactures,  have  fallen  during  tbe  l.isl  forty  years,  probably,  on 
an  a\erai^e,  over  liity  per  cent.,  and  our  \\]»ole  consum])tion  of  foreign 
articles  has,  witbo.ut.doubt,  diminished  more  in  value  than  in  quantity. 

But  the  difficulties  before  mentioned  have  prevented  any  further  exhi- 
bit,  coupled  with  ^e  circumstance  that,  in  respect  to  the  amount  of  duties^ 
the  inquiry  mom  most  pertinent  and  material,  the  result,  in  the  present 
state  of  the  |ariff,  would  be  much  less  important  than  some  mkht  at  first 
imagine,  as  it  ivould  be  wholly  unaltered  in  all  cases  of  specific  rates  of 
duty,  whether  the  values  or  the  (]uantities  be  detailed  in  the  statements^ 
and  equally^ i^naltered  in  over  half  of  all  the  foreign  goods  nowimported, 
they  being  at  present  free,  and  tbe  rate  of  increase  in  their  consumption, 
hy  additions  to  our  population,or  other  causes,  having  no  influence  what* 
ever  on  the  revenue. 

ilence,  in  looking  to  the  future,  it  is  essential  to  notice  that,  if  the  in- 
crease in  consumption  of  all  foreign  goods  should  continue  to  be,  on  an 
average  till  1842,  as  largo  as  durinir  tfie  last  thirty  years,  it  would  only 
add  yearly  about  one  and  a  (juarter  million  to  tbe  imports  of  goods  which  are 
now  dutiable,  and  on  which  the  average  revenue  Avould  not  }>i  obably  exceed 
two  huudrcd  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annuui.  Dut  it  is  presumed  that 
tha  increasiiig  substitution  in  our  importations  Sor  consumption  of  free 
for  dutiable  goods,  when  the  former  will  answer  the  desired  purposes  of 
the  community,  will,  on  accounl|Of  their  comparativis  cheapness,  make 
the  free  rather  than  the  dutiable  goods  usually  increase,  and  be  f^jequently 
in  a  ratio  quite  large  enough  to  counteract  or  neutralize  the  effects  of  any 
tendency  to  '^jgwumttth^  rfTtTiMi*  **y  an  increased*  consumption  of  all 
kinds  of^lp^n  goods^ . 

The  commercial^iretums  for.  1<S35  were  not  received  so  as  to  be  used 
in  any  of  the  above  computations;  but,  so  far  as  now  ascertained  and  es- 
timated, they  are  given  in  tbe  table,  and  furnish  another  illustration  of 
the  fluctuating  character  of  our  foreign  trade,  and  the  uncei  tainly  of  any 
statements  founded  on  it,  which  do  Apt  extend  to  comparisons  of  various 
and  distant  ]>.  rio<ls  of  time. 

The  e:v|>orts  ol  domestic  produce  in  the  ensuing  yesr  will,  as  before  re- 
marked, exei  t  soaie  inlluence  on  tbe  amount  of  importations,  and  hence 
on  the  re\  cnue  iVuni  customs.  But  the  etfect  of  those  exports  on  our 
importations  for  immediate  consumption,  including  all  but  n>ecie,  and 
other  aftides  to  be  again  exported,  will,  in  reality,  always  be  less  than  it

sometimes  supposed  ;  provided  the  domestic  supplies  of  similar  articles 
should,  as  of  late  years,  continue  rapidly  to  increase,  and  should  prove 
to  be  equal  in  quality,  and  not  higher  in  price,  than  similar  ones  imported 
from  ioreign  nations.  In  that  event,  though  the  ability  of  the  people  to 
buy  foreign  goods  will  fortunately  be  greater  where  the  exports  are  targe, 
yet  the  permanent  returns  from  abroad  will  generally  be  more  in  money 
to  be  expended  at  home,  and  legs  in  goods  to  be  consumed.  But  the  di- 
versity of  opinion  which  exists,  concerning  some  of  these  considerations 
has  led  me  to  submit  the  document  annexed,  (D.) 

From  this  it  appears  that  our  whole  exports,  of  every  kind,  in  the  last 
five  years,  including  the  estimates  for  1835,  have  not  exceeded  those, 
•during  a  similar  term,  from  1803  to  1807,  inclusive,  but  about  forty  mil- 
lions, and  being:  an  excess  no  larger  than  at  most  intervening  periods, 
while  an  extraordinary  increase  has  taken  place  in  our  exports  of  domes- 
tic prodiirts,  exceeding;,  in  value,  those  during  that  term  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  millions,  and  beiiig;  quite  double  the  excess  at  most  in- 
tervening periods.  Indeed,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  have  been  almost  a 
hundred  per  cent,  larger  than  they  were  in  any  similar  term  of  years 
previous  to  1816,  and  hare  exceeded  those  during  such  a  term,  only  ten 
years  ago,  by  the  sum  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifteen  millions — a  differ- 
ence greater  than  the  whole  amount  of  all  our  exports  of  domestic  pro- 
ducts during  the  first  five  years  under  our  present  form  of  government. 
The  recent  average  rate  of  increase  in  these  exports,  however^  has  not 
been  lsM|  independent  of  the  article  of  cotton ;  nor  is  it  likely  to  aug- 
ment dSHp^he  few  ensuing  years.  Adopting  a  compaifison  between 
every  temo(  ten  years,  from  1792,  '93,  and  '91,  to  1832,  '33,  and  '34, 
and  including  all  articles,  it  appears  that  the  whole  exports  of  domestic 
produce  exhibit  an  increase  in  the  last  thirty  years  of  less  than  three 
per  cent,  annually,  or  a  rate  considerably  lower  than  thnt  of  our  popula- 
tion, tlioni^li,  in  tlio  previous  term  often  years,  by  the  L^rcat  prosperity 
tioiii  oni  nou'  funii  of  government,  and  the  ra})id  progress  in  the  culti- 
vation ol  cotton,  that  increase  was  near  eijL^ht  |)er  cent. ;  and  in  the  high 
rice  and  large  exports  of  this  article  in  the  last  term  often  years,  it  has 
een  about  five  per  cent,  annually.  But  as  tliat  piice  has  of  late  been 
unusually  high,  and  is  now  lower,  and  as  the  demand  for  cotton  abroad 
in  the  ensuing  year  is  not  likely  to  exoeed,  if  it  equal,  the  late  custom- 
ary ratiO)  and  on  which  some  interesting  may  be  seen  in  the  state- 
ment annexed,  (E,)  the  value  of  our  wnole  domestic  exports  (over  one- 
half  of  which  now  consists  of  cotton  j  will  probably  be  less  in  1836  than 
in  1835.  This  result,  therefore,  fortines,  rather  than  impairs,  the  correct- 
ness of  the  diminished  estimate  of  our  whole  importations  in  1836,  and 
of  the  anticipated  receipt  of  duties  therefrom. 

On  the  whole,  then,  as  the  biennial  reduction  in  those  duties  which 
exceed  twenty  per  cent,  takes  place  on  the  31st  instant,  and  will  amount 
to  near  one  million  of  dollars,  as  in  the  ensuing  year,  the  whole  import- 
ations will,  l)y  the  estimates,  be  less,  and  the  consumption  of  foreiirn  ar- 
ticles paying;  duties  is,  for  that  and  other  reaions,  not  likely  to  inert  asti,  it 
results,  from  these  and  some  circumstances  l)efbre  mentioned,  dial  the 
whole  amount  of  revenue  whieh  w  ill  be  received  from  imports  during 
the  year  1836  will  probably  be  from  one  to  two  millions  less  than  in  18.35. 
If  we  look  forwaro  to  1842,  when  the  tariff  is,  by  our  present  laws,  to 
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imdergo  a  great  diaBge/and  if  we  regard)  in  die  iaterveniDg  fime,  the 
probable  expeits  of  doneetio  produce  and  importB  of  foreign  merehan- 
'Oiae,  or  die  preeamed  consumption  of  that  small  portion  of  the  latter  pay- 
ing duties,  it  may  fairly  be  concluded  that,  aiier  making  due  allowances 

as  to  all  these,  on  account  of  our  increasing  population  and  wealth,  and 
deducting  those  allowances  from  the  hicnninl  reduction,  not  only  will  the 
revenue  accruing  from  customs  prohaMy  diminish  at  the  avcra«xc  rate  of 
about  one-third  of  a  million  }>er  annum,  or  near  two-tliirds  of  a  million 
^very  second  year,  until  thp  1st  of  January,  1842,  hut  then,  at  one  blow, 
over  two  and  a  half  milliona  more  of  the  duties  above  twenty  per  cent, 
is  to  be  i.tr  ufk  otT;  and  on  the  1st  of  July,  the  same  year,  over  two  and 
a  half  millions  more,  and  some  new  articles,  for  the  first  time,  be  rendered 
entirely  free,  i^li  the  reduction  which  is  to  take  place  in  that  year  alone 
will  thus  amount  to  between  fire  and  six  millions  of  dollars :  and  the 
wbole  annwl  revenue  ftom  euatomB  will,  by  1843,  bare  probably  fallen 
to  abovt  nine,  instead  of  its  present  amount,  of  about  serenteen  millions 
•of  dollars. 

Exj^lauaiion  of  the  estimates  qf  receipts  from  lands. 

The  revenue  from  lands  thr-  rnsuing  year       been  estimated  at  four 
millions  of  dollars.    In  subuiittnii;  t)ie  estimates  for  1835,  the  amount 
expected  to  he  received  fiom  this  source  was,  for  reasons  then  stated, 
calculated  half  a  million  his/her  than  it  bad  ever  been  before,  and  was 
described  as  still  Luo  luw,  if  the  DcpartnieiU  h.iii  not  anticipated  that  large 
sales  would  he  made  for  the  Indians,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  not  to 
^o  into  the  Treasury  for  public  uses.   Buttbese  last  sales,  delayed  till 
4be  first  montb  in  tbe  next  yedr,  have  unexpectedly  given  place  to 
others,  all  whose  proceeds  hare  so  gone  into  the  Treasury.  This  change, 
with  the  operation,  in  such  unexampled  force,  of  the  circumstances  oe* 
tailed  in  those  reasons,  aided  hy  su  !i  in  eager  thirst  for  the  investment 
of  surplus  capital  in  new  lands,  and  the  bright  prospects  of  large  profits 
from  their  immediate  cultivation  for  cotton  in  the  Southwest,  with  the 
extraordinary  number  of  pre*emption  claims  allowed,  has  caused  the 
actual  receipts  from  their  sales,  durinij  the  year  1835,  to  exceed  those 
of  any  previous  year,  by  the  sum  of  probably  more  than  six  miUions  of 
dollars. 

From  the  fact  that  many  of  these  sales  have  not  been  made  to  actual 
settlers,  and  that  much  of  the  land  thus  scdd  will  remain  in  the  market 
to  aid  in  supplyinj^  hereafler  such  purchasers  ;  from  the  probability  that 
some  dimuiutioH  in  the  price  of  cotton,  with  the;  iiii^itased  cost  of  labor, 
wiU  lessen  somewhat  the  ardor  for  new  investments  in  land  in  the  South- 
west ;  from  the  circumstances  that  much  fewer  pre-emption  claims  exist, 
and  that  fewer  public  sales  of  lands  whose  proceeds  belong  to  the  Got- 
omment,  by  over  two  millions  of  acres,  will  be  advertised  the  ensuing 
year;  and  from  the  presumption  that  the  surplus  capital  to  be  reinvested,  • 
derived  from  the  final  payment  of  our  public  debt,  and  from  the  unusually 
great  exports  the  last  two  years,  will  be  reduced,  it  has  not  been  deemed 
safe  to  estimate  the  receipts,  for  public  purposes,  from  sales  of  land  in 
1336,  at  more  than  four  millions  of  dollars. 
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Besides  those  receipts,  the  sales  of  the  Chickasaw  lands,  postponed^ 
as  hefore  remarked,  to  the  ensuing  year,  wili  probably  he  considerable, 
as  the  quantity  offered  will  be  about  six  millions  ol  acres;  and  ihouLih, 
by  treaty,  the  proceeds  oi  them  must  be  invested  for  the  Indiana,  yn  the 
sales  will,  to  their  extent,  diminish  the  demand  for  other  lands,  whose 
proceeds  would  go  intu  the  Treasury.  Fn  looking  beyond  the  next,  and 
a  few  succeeding  years,  as  connected  with  ihis  subjccl,  it  is  true  that  tlie 
If  bole  lands  stili  owned  by  the  United  States,  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  present  Statea  and  Territories,  exeeed  tbe  vast  auaotitjr  of  three 
handred  and  thirty,  miUions  of  acres,  and,  west  of  Missouri  and  Ar- 
kansas, perhaps  seven  hundred  and  fifty  mtllionfl  more,  of  which  only^ 
seventy  or  eighty  millions  have  yet  been  speeiaily  assigned  -to  the 
dians;  or  in  any  other  way  absolutely  appropriated.  But  though  three 
hundred  and  thirty  millions  of  acres  would  alone  be  enough  in  quantity, 
at  even  &e  rate  of  the  recent  large  sales,  to  continue  for  a  considerable 
tipie  to  yield  an  important  share  of  revenue,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  demand  for  it  will  be  limited  jrencrally  by  the  extent  of  the 
increase  of  our  population  and  capital ;  and  that  large  portions  of  it,  per- 
haps onc-f(uirth,  o!ig;ht  to  be  deemed  waste  and  water;  and  probably  half 
of  it,  as  well  as  much  of  that  which  lies  west  of  the  present  States  and 
Territories,  be  rom^idored  of  sucli  an  inferior  (|u:dity,  that  it  cannot  be 
sold  for  cuiavation  (ill  our  population  reaches  an  amount  and  density, 
which  vv  ill  probably  requiie  ages  to  elTect.  In  illustration  of  some  of 
these  views,  it  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that,  of  the  whole  quantity  of  land 
surveyed  and  offered  at  public  sale  from  1789  to  1834,  being  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  millions  of  acres,  not  one-third  of  it  has  been 
sold  for  any  purpose  ^vhatever ;  and  that  the  whole  receipts,  being  a 
little  under  fifiy  millions  of  dollars,  from  the  whole  sales  of  public  lands 
during  that  period,  have  furnished  oitly  a  small  amount,  not  exceeding 
three  or  four  millions  of  nett  revenue,  beyond  the  whole  cost,  in  various 
ways,  attending  their  purchase  and  management. 

But  a  considera])le  nett  revenue  from  triem  hereafter,  if  neither  c^iven 
away  nor  <li\  !dcd,  can  witli  safety  be  expected,  and  they  would  tlien  tend 
to  furnish  that  relief  under  tlie  common  burdens,  and  that  aid  towards 
the  common  and  lei^itimate  objects  of  the  Union,  which  were  intended 
to  he  promoted  by  tbcir  original  cession  to  the  General  Government, 
'ilie  present  rate  of  increase  in  our  population  engaged  in  ar^ricultural 
pursuits  will  not,  it  is  presumed,  for  six  or  seven  years,  create  a  regular 
annual  demand  for  immediate  cultivation  of  over  one  million  of  acres  of 
the  public  lands ;  and  it  is  calculated  that  from  two  to  ibur  millions  more 
will  be  bought  yearly  for  investment  of  capital  and  resale. 

The  estimate  for  that  time  proceeds  on  the  probable  presumption  that 
no  very  large  portion  of  our  old  cultivated  lands  will  be  wholly  aban- 
doned, and  that  the  new  lands  annually  put  into  cultivation  in  the  whole 
Union  have  been,  and  will  be,  to  the  amount  of  quite  one-half  those 
hougbl  by  the  actual  setders,  not  directly  of  the  United  States,  but  of  the 
several  States,  or  of  individual  owners.  As  the  wild  lands  owned  by 
several  of  the  States,  and  by  companies  or  individuals,  wlicther  bclon^^ing 
to  tbeia  tlirouiiii  <iiU,  sale,  or  otherwise,  from  either  foriner  Governments 
Ol  the  I  r.ited  States,  shall  increase  t>r  diminish  in  ({uantity  and  price, 
the  new  sales  by  the  United  States  are  likely  to  be  less  or  more,  and  the 
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themym^ortknm  to  Keeom,  bj  those  as  well  as  hj  numerous  oAer  dr- 
MDStmces,  floraewliat  dfeoted.  The  whole  sales  of  public  lands  for 
M>ec«latioii  and  meeliiieiit  as  well  as  for  immediate  cultivation  w91 
thevefipre,  from  various  causef,  flone  of  which  have  already  been  speci- 
fied, probably  fluctuate  between  two  and  five  millions  of  acres,  producing 
from  three  to  six  millions  of  dollars  a  year  till  1842,  and  indeed  not  often 
exceeding  that  maximum  until  most  of  the  rich  soils  are  gone. 

A  document  has  heen  carefully  prepared,  (F,)  which  in  some  degree 
verifies  these  iren*  ral  views,  as  it  shows  that  the  whole  sales  to  the  close 
of  1834,  deducting  about  six  and  one-third  millions  of  acres,  which  re- 
verted under  our  foniK  r  system,  have  heen  only  about  thirty-seven  and 
a  half  millions  of  acres  during  forty-five  years,  or  on  an  average  only 
about  three-fourths  of  a  million  of  acres  yearly,  for  immediate  cultivation, 
and  evei7)i0Mr  purpose.   This  quantity  sold,  with  about  sixteen  millions' 
ffwea  MWtj^nmmatii^B  in  the  last  war,  and  for  schools, colleges,  internal 
iMpipMtfMMsiaiiddtberpuMieobj^       the  new  Stiites,  being,  together, 
fliknoBt  helf  as  much' as  all  the  sales,  would,  through  the  whole  time,  be 
taking  from  die ^pubtie^ lands,  both  by  sift  and  sale,  and  for  all  purposes,, 
little  more,  if  any,  when  compared  with  ourpopulation,  and  the  additions 
to  it  at  different  periods,  than  three  millions  of  acres  annually  would  be 
now.    It  may  ho  in<f »  ir  tive,  in  respect  to  the  estimates  of  our  future  pro- 
ceeds from  lands,  to  recollect  that,  after  the  present  system  commenced, 
the  sales  never  amoimted,  in  tact,  to  one  nnllion  of  acres  a  year  till  1815,  * 
nor  to  two  millions  a  year  till  the  temptations  of  the  credit  system,  and 
the  s:reat  rise  in  the  price  of  cotton  to  26  and  84  cents  per  lb.,  induced 
larger  j)urchases,  extending  to  over  two  millions  of  acres  in  1817,  and 
about  oj  millions  in  1819;  and  th.us,  even  fifteen  years  ago,  exceeding  in 
quantity,  by  nearly  a  million  of  acres^  the  large  sales  of  1834,  and  ex- 
ceeding them  in  tiie  sum  promised  to  be  paid,  by  iho  almost  incredible 
SMonnt  €i  more  dian  twelve  millions  of  dollars.   But  the  fall  of  cotton  in 
IMOto  only  about  half  its  former  price,  Combined  with  other  causes,  left 
the  pnrebasers  in  debt  to  the  Government  over  twenty-two  millions  of 
dollars,  and,  with  the  change  from  the  credit  to  the  cash  system,  reduced 
the  sales  again  to  mteh  less  than  a  million  of  acres  a  year,  caused  nearly  . 
six  millions  of  the  f(Sr*er  sales  to  revert,  and  kept  them  down  to  less  than 
a  million  in  every  year  after,  till  the  rise  of  cotton  in  1825  gave  a  new 
impulse,  v  hich  being  aided  by  other  powerful  causes,  the  sales  gradually 
enlarged  ;     they  reached  n  million  n*i;ain,  in  1829.  Since  that,  increasing 
still  more  rapidly,  they  have  exceeded,  during  1834,  four  millions  of 
acres,  and  diirinc:  1835  j)rol)ahly  nine  niiliions.   Among  those  other  causes, 
the  more  extensive  introdn(  tion  of  steam  power  on  the  Western  rivers 
and  Northern  lakc^.  with  the  })ublic  improvements  in  their  navigation, 
and  the  increased  faciliiic  s  of  intercourse  by  railroads  and  canals,  have  of 
late  added  much  4o  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  beyond  previous  years, 
and  benjand  the  proportional  increase  of  population.  To  tiie  force  of  these 
^yiHJfctywli»eiitf|e^ed,  during  the  last  three  years,  as  formerly  suggest- 
M^^tfn^afbetJSiNfie^fi^mption  law,  the  increase  in  the  price  of  cotton, 
jpnMhpraiasapttt^raidaliloe  of  surplus  capital  in  16$5  seeking  new  in- 
vnsfawadg^ 'gnt  nskidh^of  the  great  difference  to  be  produced  by  these 
MBses  has,  perhi^il||ijpened  already.    What  extraordinaiy  increase  of 
^Bi^piiir^n<»d^do»eiiil  »r  new  lands  in  the  United  States  may  hereafter 
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ocenr  by  emigntiMi  from  Europe,  compaiied  with  fuiwtor  jmn,  mtui  de- 
pend on  80  many  contingencies  both  here  and  there, soch  as  good  or  hmA 
governments,  prosperity  or  dedine  of  manufactures,  and  a  taste  for  emv* 
gration  to  new  lands  in  other  quarters  of  the  worid,  as  at  pfeaeni  (o  pre*- 
vent  any  person  from  making  safe  a  estimate* 

DiJjlcuUm  ill  eatimaUa  as  to  cwUmi^  and  lands, 

Compai  alive  and  speculative  views,  connected  with  the  subject  of  our 
receipts  from  customs  and  lands,  could  be  further  extended,  but  their 
practical  utility  might  be  deemed  probiematieal,  as  auffident  n  bellered 
to  have  been  already  stated  for  all  general  purposes. .  GreaterHHrnfideiiee 
is  felt  in  the  estimate  submitted  for  the  receipts  from  customs  in  1696^  a» 
that  offered  last  j^earfor  1835,lbunded  on  somewhat  similar  data,  has  not 
Taried  from  the  Ascertained  and  estimated  actual  receipts  oyer  a  miUion 
of  dollars ;  but  the  actual  receipts  from  lands  have,  for  the  yarioos  reasons 
before  explained,  differed  largely;  and,  united  with  the  failure  to  pas* 
some  usual  and  anticipated  appropriations  at  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
have  caused  most  of  the  increased  surplus  now  in  the  Treasury.  The 
dilFiculty  in  attaining  much  certainty  in  estiinating  the  receipts  from  either 
customs  or  lauds,  in  any  particular  year,  in  a  country  so  new,  enterprising, 
and  prosperous  as  ours,  has  ever  been  considerable,  in  addition  to  the 
fluctuations  we  alw  ays  shall  be  liable  to  from  shui  t  ciops,  jiotilence,  and 
war.  But  tl:is  (liilieulty  will  be  more  striki^^ly  exemphhed  till  1842, 
under  the  maLtiial  alleiation  hum  credit  lu  casli  payments,  and  under  the 
continued  biennial  changes  to  which  the  taiitV  is  now  subjected.  It  was 
shown  in  1823^  in  a  report  of  a  eommittee  of  the  House  of  Representa* 
tives,  that,  from  18012  to  that  time,  the  estimates  of  our  whole  receipts 
differed,  either  by  excesses  or  deficiencies,  from  the  actnai  receipts  in 
different  years,  from  one  to  forty*three  per  oent.,  and  in  custosMr  alone 
from  three  to  seventy-three,  being  an  average  of  abont  sixteen  per  cent, 
per  annum.  The  difference  since  18^2  has  been  earefuUy  exaorined, 
and  is  found  to  vary  from  less  than  one  per  cent,  to  over  forty-one,  and 
averages  annually  about  thirteen  per  cent.  But  the  effects  of  the  irre- 
gularity of  our  fM  tunl  rcc  eipts  into  tlie  Treasury'  in  any  particular  year, 
whether  over  or  uiuit  r  (lu  estimates,  were  less  noticeable,  and  were  of 
less  comparative  importance  before  the  final  payment  of  the  pnhlic  debt, 
at  tlic  cloiac  of  ISoi,  as  that  payment,  from  time  to  nine,  corrected  any 
irregularity,  and  superseded  what  will  often  hercaiter  be  inevitable  with* 
out  due  })recaution — the  necessity  of  resort  to  new  legislation  whenever 
any  considci  able  txce:5b  or  deficiency  happens  to  occur  in  tiie  whole 
revenue. 

Beside  what  has  already  bees  remarked  on  the  influence  whieh  the 
increased  cultivajtion  of  cotton  in  this  country  has  in  Tsrious  ways  ezei^ 
cised,  and  is  likely  to  exercise  hereafter,  on  our  reyenue  from  customs  and 
lands,  it  might  be  made  a  subject  of  further  and  veiy  inleresting  inquiry, 
in  connexion  with  the  uncertainty  of  the  estimates  on  those  subjects,  aif- 
fecting,  as  that  cultivation  dors,  more  remotely,  not  only  our  revenue 
from  lands  and  customs,  but  the  balance  of  trade  and  the  export  of  specie, 
as  well  as  tlie  continuance,  by  means  of  mutual  depondance  among  great 
interests,  of  many  of  our  peaceful  and  prosperous  relations,  both  at  home 
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and  abroad.    But  without  entering,  on  this  occasion,  into  further  details 
concerning  any  of  these  points,  it  may  be  mentioned  as  a  very  striking 
result  connected  with  the  last  one,  and  as  furnishing  a  strong  presumption 
in  favor  of  greater  exemption  hereafter  from  Huctuations  by  war  and  com- 
mercial restrictions,  that  while  the  quantity  of  cotton  exported  from  this 
country  has  increased  from  half  a  million  of  pounds  in  1790  to  over  three 
hundred  and  eighty  millions  in  1835,  and  has  exceeded  in  value,  during 
six  of  the  last  ten  years,  all  our  other  exports  of  domestic  products  of 
every  description,  the  manufacture  of  it  at  home,  and  chiefly  in  the 
Northern  States,  has  increased,  from  consuming  only  a  few  bales  more, 
to  ninety  millions  of  pounds  yearly,  and  to  that  extent  creates  a  new  and 
strong  bond  of  reciprocal  advantage  and  harmony  ;  and  that  while  we 
now  furnish,  instead  of  the  small  quantity  in  the  first  years  of  our  Go- 
vernment, quite  fifteen-sixteenths  ot  the  whole  consumption  of  raw  cotton 
by  England,  and  seven-tenths  of  that  hy  France,  all  the  present  exports 
of  it  to  Europe  from  all  the  rest  of  the  world  do  not  probably  ccjual,  if 
those  two  nations  could  obtain  the  whole,  one-third  of  what  they  now 
consume,  or  one-fourth  of  what  they  now  import  from  the  United  States 
alone  ;  and  thus,  while  neither  of  them  produces  any  of  the  raw  article, 
except  a  little  in  some  remote  dependencies,  that  they  have  an  annual 
manufacture  now  rely  ing  on  it,  and  chiefly  on  the  United  States,  equal  in 
France  to  eighty  millions  of  dollars,  and  in  England  to  one  hundred  and 
eighty  millions  of  dollars,  and  constituting  in  the  latter,  after  it  supplies 
her  own  large  necessities  at  home,  over  one-half  in  value  of  her  great 
annual  exports  to  all  quarters  of  the  globe. 

Explanation  of  estimated  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources. 

The  estimate  of  receipts  from  bank  dividends  has  been  made  at  the 
usual  rate,  computed  on  the  present  amount  of  stock  still  owned  by  the 
United  States,  independent  of  what  belongs  to  the  navy  pension  fund. 
Should  the  Bank  divide  a  part  of  its  capital,  after  the  3d  of  March  next,  and 
before  the  close  of  the  year  1836,  the  dividends  received  for  interest  or 
profits  will  probably  be  somewhat  lower  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
will  then  be  received  into  the  Treasury,  instead  of  them,  a  due  proportion 
of  the  capital  stock. 

This  Department  made  seasonable  inquiries  of  the  Bank  itself  as  to  its 
probable  course  in  respect  to  the  division  of  its  capital,  with  a  view*  to 
apprize  Congress  of  the  revenue  which  ought  to  be  anticipated  from 
that  source  in  1836  ;  but  extraordinary  as  it  may  appear,  at  a  period  so 
near  the  close  of  its  charter,  and  after  the  discontinuance  of  several  of 
its  branches,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  correspondence  annexed  (G)  that 
the  Bank  had  then  come  to  no  decision  on  the  subject. 

The  sales  of  bank  stock  to  the  navy  pension  fund  will  probably  not 
be  deemed  advisable  by  Congress  after  the  3d  of  March  next,  and  hence 
the  receipts  from  those  sales  have  been  estimated  less  than  usual.  • 

It  is  supposed  that  the  other  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources  will 
correspond  nearly  with  those  in  1835,  except  that  the  sum  of  $6,235,  be- 
longing to  this  Government,  out  of  the  Neapolitan  indemnity  for  the 
transportation  of  seamen,  at  the  time  our  vessels  were  seized,  having  in 
the  first  instalment  been  promptly  and  honorably  paid,  according  to  trear 
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liM,        tiie  last  annaal  Mpofty  \mia  ^a^lusted,  and  creditftd  mder 
is  general  ha&4.   it  givei  me  pleasure  to  add  that  about  $]00,OW 
ttiore  has  been  seeiR'ed,  by  means  of  that  indeinnitj,  on  debts  of  long 

•  aUndingdue  from  several  of  the  claimants  to  the  United  StatiSi  andoTer 
one-fifth  of  it  has  already  been  paid  into  the  Troa^iiry.  In  pursuance  of 
the  act  of  (  on^^ress  on  liiis  Mihjeet,  the  balance  ol  liie  first  instalment, 
%0  fioon  as  the  awards  were  completed,  was  paid  to  those  entitled  to  it, 
and  certificates  were  issued  for  the  reuiainder.  All  due  under  the  se- 
cond instalment  has  since  been  punctually  discharged  by  the  Kia^  of  the 
Two  Sicilies,  to  the  agent  of  the  Treasury  abroad,  and,  after  some  delay 
in  its  remittance  from  Naples  to  I'aiis,  with  a  view  to  make  U  in  a  man- 
ner most  advantageous  to  the  claimants,  the  whole  has  been  received 
here,  asd  the  nett  proceedsi  as  aoon  as  «86eitainable)  immediately  paid

Th6  expenditures  in  1836  for  ordinary  purposes  are,  it  has  been  seen, 
eatimated  at  a  still  lower  sum  than  they  were  for  183^  But  as  the  pre- 
sent is  a  long  session  of  rongrcss,  the  contingent  excesses  of  appro- 
priatiorm  beyond  the  general  estimates,  explained  in  the  la?t  annual  re- 

•  port^  have  \n  cn  submitted  ns  likely  to  be  half  a  million  larger.  It  is 
gratifying  to  »ta(e  that,  independent  of  the  ])ayuienis  towards  the  nation- 
al debt,  leaving  the  community  wuh  all  its  c  apital  and  energies  entirely, 
from  that  cause,  unburdened  and  uDtiaimnelled,  the  ai  tiial  exjiendiuii es 
of  tlie  General  GovernmenL  lutve  on  other  subject?,  since  l^.i.i,  been 
reduced  about  four  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars  a  year,  or  near  nuie 
millions  in  1834  'and  1835,  and  the  country  at  large,  during  the  same 
period,  relieyed  from  taialion  bj  reductions  in  ihe  tariff  equal  to  nearly 
twelve  and  a  half  millions  a  year,  or  about  tweaty-iiye  ^ntlUons  in  all. 
The  prolMbtlities  as  to  still  further  reductions  in  our  expenditures  for 
eirdinary  purposes  during  a  number  of  ensuing  yeiofB,  exeludiog  any  ex- . 
traordinary  grants  on  account  of  the  present  large  surplus,  or  other 
causes,  can  best  be  weighed  by  a  retroiped  to  the  chief  subjects  of  in^ 
crease  during  a  few  past  years,  and  by  a  discrimination  between  the  items, 
which  are  in  their  character  permanent  or  temporavy,  and  which  stiU 
«xist  or  have  already  expired. 

The  chief  items  of  increased  e  \[)f  iir^e  during  these  yenrs,  ivbTch  ( Umn 
an  increase  in  some  of  our  national  t  ^tai)lishmenls.  caused  bv  obvious 
reasons  in  most  eases,  such  as  greater  population  and  business  and  a  ra- 
pidly extending  frontier,)  will  probably  be  somewhat  permanent,  if  not 
in  some  instances  progressive,  are  most  of  the  large  additions  to  the  le- 
eislative  expenses ;  the  gradual  augmentation  in  appropriations  for  tliu 
judiciary,  and  the  salaries  of  dtotriet  judges ;  th#  new  bateau  of  Solicitor 
of  the  Treasury;  the  corps  of  mounted  dragoons  in  the  army ;  the  m* 
creased  number  of,  and  pay  to  officers  in  the  navy,  and  the  extra  com* 
pensation  to  officers  of  the  customs  since  the  great  reduction  in  the  tariC 
The  chief  additional  items  of  expenditure  during  the  last  few  years 
which  may  he  deemed  temporary  in  their  nature,  iHit  which  still  continue 
in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  are  the  large  increase  in  the  extinguisfameDt 
«C  Indian  titles,  and  in  grants  of  reT^otionary  penswas }  the  pi^meiit 
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of  Virginia  commutation  claims  ;  great  additions  to  our  iight>hou8es  and 
custom-houses ;  opening  many  new  roads  in  the  Territories  ;  the  conti- 
nuation of  the  Cumberland  road ;  the  survey  of  the  coast  j  more  nume- 
rous allowances  of  miscellaneous  claims ;  and  the  building  of  branch 
mints,  commenced  the  present  year,  though  their  future  support  will  be 
a  new  item  of  permanent  expense.  The  issue  of  Virginia  land  scrip,  vir- 
tually receivable  instead  of  money  for  lands,  is,  in  substance,  though  not  in 
form,  another  large  item,  because,  though  not  included  in  the  usual  exhibit 
of  expenditures,  it  has  in  the  last  four  years  exceeded  a  million  of  dollars, 
and  will  in  this  and  the  ensuing  year  probably  extend  to  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars  more.  The  items  of  magnitude  in  our  expenses  which 
have  lately  existed,  but  are  now  either  terminated  or  suspended,  are,  the 
building  of  the  Potomac  bridge,  though  its  re})airs,  lighting,  and  draws  may 
hereafter  be  a  durable  charge;  Macadamizing  Pennsylvania  Avenue, 
and  several  grants  of  money  for  various  other  purposes  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  ;  repairs  of  the  Cumberland  road  ;  finishing  and  enlarging  some 
of  the  public  buildings  here ;  rofundinij  large  amounts  of  duties  under 
former  laws ;  the  expenscfj  of  the  war  with  the  northwestern  Indians  in 
1833  ;  repayments  for  advances  during  the  war  of  1812  ;  a  large  reim- 
bursement of  the  naval  pension  fund  ;  several  special  expired  appropria- 
tions towards  naval  objects;  and  almost  every  thing  connected  with  the 
public  debt.  A  tabular  statement,  further  illustrating  many  of  these 
charges,  as  well  as  others  under  all  the  most  important  heads  of  expen- 
diture, by  exhibiting  the  sums  yearly  paid  under  each  material  one  from 
1816  to  1834,  inclusive,  has  been  prepared  with  care,  but  is  so  volu- 
minous that  it  will  not  be  submitted  to  Congress  until  some  other  appro- 
priate occasion. 

In  the  estimate  for  extraordinary  purposes  the  present  year,  it  will  be 
seen  that  most  of  the  increase  is  called  for  by  the  omission  to  pass  the 
annual  appropriations  last  year  for  fortifications,  and  by  the  unusually 
large  surplus  in  the  Treasury,  which  is  not  wanted  for  ordinary  objects, 
and  which,  it  is  supposod,  can  be  applied  usefully  to  hasten  those  great 
improvements  connected  with  our  military  and  naval  defences,  and  which 
are  of  a  character  admitted  by  all  to  be  national,  beneficial,  and  constitu- 
tional. Under  our  high  state  of  financial  prosperity,  and  reposing  in  peace, 
the  best  period  for  due  preparation  for  war,  the  undersigned  considers  the 
Treasury  in  a  proper  condition  to  meet  any  measures  which  the  Execu- 
tiye  or  the  appropriate  departments  have  recommended  for  these  desira- 
ble objects,  as  well  as  any  similar  and  additional  measures  which  Con- 
gress may  be  likely  to  think  required  by  prudent  foresight,  and  a  proper 
regard  for  national  character  and  safety.'  • '  .  < 

SURPLUS  IN  THE  TREASURY,  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  IT. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  available  balance  in  the  Treasury  over  all 
outstanding  appropriations,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1836,  is  estimated  at 
about  ten  and  a  half  millions ;  the  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year,  for 
all  purposes,  whether  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  enumerated  in  the  sched- 
ules at  more  than  twenty-three  millions,  and  the  receipts  at  less  than 
twenty  millions.  Hence  it  follows  that  if  the  appropriations  made,  and 
the  revenue  received  in  1836,  shall  be  as  large  as  the  estimates,  and  no 
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lar§;er,  the  nett  surplus  now  applicable  to  new  and  other  objects  will 
probably,  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  become  reduced  to  a  sum 
between  six  and  seven  millions.  This  last  sum,  therefore,  would  in  those 
events  remain  on  the  1st  of  January,  1837,  as  a  nett  surplus,  unexpended 
and  unpledged;  consequently,  most  of  it  could  now  be  applied  to  other 
purposes,  not  included  in  the  estimates,  and  liberally  aid  in  promoting 
any  constitutional  objects  which  Congress  may  deem  most  expedient. 

An  unprecedented  spectacle  is  thus  presented  to  the  world  of  a  Gov- 
vernraent  not  only  virtually  without  any  debt,  and  without  any  direct 
taxation,  but  with  about  one-fourth  of  its  whole  annual  expenses  defray- 
ed from  sales  of  its  own  unincumbered  and  immense  tracts  of  public 
lands,  and  no  resort  to  even  indirect  taxation  necessary,  except  for  the 
other  three-fourths;  and  the  proceeds  of  that  indirect  taxation,  though 
largely  and  frequently  reduced,  yet  accumulating  so  fast  as  to  require 
further  legislation  to  dispose  of  or  invest  a  considerable  surplus  on  hand. 
Whether  this  state  of  enviable  presperity  be  justly  attributable  to  the 
form  of  our  government,  to  the  administration  of  it,  to  the  character  of 
our  people,  the  physical  advantages  of  our  country,  or  to  all  combined, 
it  is  a  subject  of  strong  congratulation,  and  exhibits  a  very  remarkable- 
phenomenon  in  the  history  of  taxation  and  finance.  Without  dwelling 
on  these  primary  causes  of  our  fortunate  condition,  or  discussing  any 
secondary  ones,  such  as  the  great  demand  and  reward  in  this  country  for 
either  labor  or  capital,  the  more  appropriate  inquiry,  under  these  novel 
circumstances,  and  on  an  occasion  like  the  present,  seems  to  be  to  dis- 
cover the  most  judicious  course  to  pursue  in  using  this  surplus,  and  in 
preventing  or  regulating  its  future  accumulation.  • 

The  balance  now  on  hand,  or  anticipated,  docs  not  differ  so  much  in 
amount  from  that  at  se  veral  prior  periods,  as  to  require  any  extraordina- 
ry steps,  if  the  same  available  mode  existed  of  employing  it  legally  and 
benehcially,  without  new  legislation.    There  were  three  former  year& 
in  our  history,  viz  :  1615,  '16,  and  '17,  when  our  balances  on  hand,  on 
the  Ist  of  January  each  year,  wei*e,  respectively,  over  13,  22,  and  14  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  and  in  1S33  over  11  millions.    But  these  balances  were 
either  unavailable  for  a  time,  or,  whenever  productive,  were  sooh  able 
to.  be  applied  in  the  discharge  of  the  public  debt,  and  thus  to  prevent 
longer  and  larger  accumulations,  and  to  save  interest.    In  that  way,  be- 
ing reduced  from  time  to  time,  they  at  no  other  period  have  ever  exceeded 
ten  miliiond,  though  on  lour  other  occasions  they  have  accumulated  beyond 
nine  millions.     But,  happily  for  the  country,  it  is  no  longer  compelled 
to  part  with  its  resources  to  discharge  heavy  burdens  imposed  in  former 
times ;  and  in  the  present  prosperous  state  of  our  finances,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted  that,  in  order  to  reduce  the  present  surplus,  there  might 
be  first,  and  judiciously,  authorized,  for  purposes  not  enumerated  in  any 
of  the  estimates,  other  beneficial  expenditures  for  objects  clearly  lawful 
and  useful.     Not  considering  it  the  province  of  this  Department,  in  an 
annual  report,  to  enter  into  minute  details  in  relation  to  the  selection  of 
those  objects,  the  undersigned  would  merely  advert  to  a  few  prominent 
ones,  about  which  no  constitutional  ditliculties  interpose;  such  as  the 
erection  of  suitable  and  necessary  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Government,  whether  in  this  city  or  the  different  States,  and  the  earlier 
commencement  of  important  works  contemplated,  and  the  more  rapid 
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iompletiaii  ol  olheis  already  begun,  wliich  are  essentially  connected  wiik 
ihii  commerce,  the  navy,  or  the  Ironiier  defences  of  the  country. 

Since  the  a;eneral  estimates  were  closed,  butappended  tothern  in  a  note^ 
various  aiiditioi4al  improve  me  nts  at  the  navy  yards  alone,  letiuiriiig  the 
approprktton  of  three  a^d  a  half  miUioos^-hiive  been  specifi^il  md  suh- 
■itted  hy  the  Navj  Deparc|iieiit,and  which,  in  its  opinion,  ooukl  be  now 
tiwlulljr  uiMlertakeD. .  If  bo  many  works  of  (Jiese  descriptions  shoukl 
BOW  be  authoriffed,  or  hastened  by  Cei^eafl^  as  were  vsquestionabie  kt 
their  utility  and  character,  and  were  likely  to  be  sufficieet  to  absorb  the 
pceeeol  ami  antioipaled  burplus  of  revenue  in  the  Treasury  fron  onlina- 
ry  sources,  it  is  hoped  (hat,  ere  lohg»  additional  receipts  from  our  Stock 
in  the  Bask  of  the  United  States  would  probai^iy  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  insure  their  completion.  But  if  the  surplus  from  all  sources  should 
hereafter,  from  any  cause,  appear  likely  to  become  earlier  cxhauhied, 
some  of  thnne  works  CQuiU  be  su^pemied,  or  a^n,  as  heretofore,  be  iem- 
r^idly  hahtriM  d. 

If  it  be  iioi  deemed  expediem,  in  this  or  any  otl-er  manner,  now  to 
appropriate  ail  ibe  pi  eat  lit  surplus,  tin's  Dcj)ai  tnier.i  thinks  that  the  most- 
eligible  course  coiReinia^  ^ny  probable  residue,  alter  deducting;  all  out- 
standing appro[»riations  which  may  be  made,  and  enough  t  >  render  our 
iscal  system  efficient,  easy,  and  prompt,  would  be,  that  Congress  retain 
sueh  residue  under  its  control,  ami  pre  vide  fpr  its  investment  for  a  sheet 
period  as  a  provident  fund,  to  be  ready  tp  meet  any  contingeneies  attend- 
Ing  the  great  rednction  eentesnpiatefl  in  oiir  revenue  hereaiter ;  or,  in  ^k» 
waemtk  time,  lo  strenglb^  our  fii^ancial  position  under  the  additional  b«r* 
den  of  any  lai|^  elaitns  now  pending  which  Congress  may  deem  it  just 
to  allow,  or  at  any  (utnre  mometit  to  aid  under  tho$e  inevitable  and  great 
fluctuations  in  revenue  and  expenditure  from  which  no  country  is  exempt,  . 
and  which  no  human  sagncity  can  wholly  prevent.     P'or  all  suf  h  ocearr  • 
reoces  it  is  often  economical,  and,  especially  in  oui*  presem  [;:oiperotis  * 
condition,  with  surplus  money  on  hand,  it  is  consistent  with  a  wi«e  fore- 
sight and  feouud  poUticai  prudence,  to  be  previously  and  well  iiiiarded.

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■iMtional  and  necessaiy,  and  punning  a  ooune  of  rigid  economy  and  due 
retrenchment  where  the  great  hiterests  of  the' Union  wfll  permit,  our 
'expenses, though  they  must,  from  pur  rapidly  extending  population,  bu8i« 
ness,  and  frontier,  increase  in  some  particulars  in  nearly  a  correapopd- 
ing  ratio,  and  may  not,  as  a  whole,  become  reduced  exactly  to  the  amount 
of  revenue  received,  yet  they  will,  if  no  unforeseen  calamities  occur,  so 
nearly  approach  it,  that  a  surplus  of  a  few  millions,  duly  invested  and  re- 
tained, would  doubtless  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  resort  then,  or  sooa 
after,  to  more  taxes. 

The  investment  of  this  or  any  other  surplus  not  soon  wanted  could 
be  ciVectcd,  until  wantod,  in  any  mode  most  agreeable  to  Congress,  in 
whom  the  whole  power  on  this  subject  resides,  and  without  whose  ex- 
press authority  nothing  Can  be  taken  from  the  Treasuty  for  any  purpose 
wfaatever.  But  as  it  may  not  be  deemed  Jieeessaiy  or  exped  ient  soon  lo 
resort  to  any 'such  investment,  an  explanation  at  this  time  of  the  different 
modes  in  which  it  might  be  accomplished,  with  the  opitnon  of  the  De- 
partment on  their  peculiar  merits  and  demerits,  would-  p^rhiqps  be  con- 
sidered useless,  and,  consequently,  only  two  general  principles  wUl  now 
be  proposed,  which  are  respectfully  soggested  as  properto  navQ  a  mate- 
rial bearing  on  the  whole  subject  t  First,  that  whatever  mode  may  be 
•adopted,  it  should  conform  to  the  spirit  of  the  act  of  March,  1817,  which 
has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since  the  surplusses  became  likely 
to  be  large  and  frequent,  and  which  required,  before  the  investment  of 
Ihem  in  purchase  or  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt,  that  enough 
•should  be  left  in  the  Treasiiry  to  meet  all  outstanding  appropriations, 
and  two  millions  more  to  secure  facility  and  promptitude  in  its  various 
and  distant  operations.  And,  secondly,  that,  follow  ing  the  analogy  of 
the  above  act,  which  separated  the  investment  of  any  surplus  for  pecu- 
niary profit  entirely  from  the  management  of  the  public  deposites  and 


Treasury,  as  they  and  all  its'o^r  fiscal  agents,  from  the  foundatioR  of 
4h^  Ck>veitiment,  hantf  been  left,  whdly  diseonneefed,  so  te  as  praetiea* 
Me,  In  re^rd  to  their  agencies,  with  the  dangerous  raatioft  of  bormrers 
ihitniCbe^ Treasury,  for  reloaning  and  for  private  gain.*  Should  either  of 
tlm  abOTe'OOttrses^^not  be  deemed  advisable,  so  farasto  exhaust  all  the 
unnecesSaiT  sm|>lu8  on  hand,  the  residue,  if  not  large,  could  be  gradually 
disposed  ol  by  making  a  further  reduction,  whenerer  JusI  and  safe,  in  the 
revenue  hereafter  accruing  from  customs.  "  • 

To  obtain  the  balance  estimated  to  exist  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of 
1836,  the  sum  of  fifteen  millions  is  computed  to  be  received  from  that 
source,  and  chiefly  to  accrue  in  the  ensuing  year ;  and  if  a  part  of  it 
should  be  considered  not  desirable  for  any  purpose  whatever,  it  could 
be  much,  and  perhaps  usefully,  lessened,  by  an  early  diminution  of  the 
existing  duties  on  certain  articles  not  supposed  to  be  vitally  connected 
with  our  domestic  manufactures.  The  most  prominent  of  these  articles 
are  wines  and  silks  from  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  They  both 
yield,  in  duties,  orer  hdf  a  mfllion  per  annum ;  or,  in  18M,  wines  oter 
$445,000,  and  India  silks  over  {|171,000  ;  all  of  which  mi^ht  well  be 
jreMied,  unless  Congress  should  consider  Ae  former  a  jndimoUi  tax  on 
'eilnniry,  and  the  lat&r  as  an  encouragement  to  the  domestic  product  of 
lilk,  whieh  is  becoming  widely  and  sveeessfiilly  estaMidied;  and  whidi. 
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if  deemed  a  proper  object  of  incidental  protection  by  lepslation,  ( con- 
tra rr  to  the  views  lately  entertained  by  Congress,  )  would  require  a 
restoration  of  the  duty  on  European  silks  now  entirely  free.  Other 
articles  could  i)e  selected, on  whie'a  the  present  duties  could  ho  r^'lurcd 
and  repealed,  ;it  least  to  the  extent  of  }S^400,()00  annuaily,  witiio  injur- 
ing, it  is  antii-iputed,  any  domestic  rnanulactuie  oi*  af!;ricu!tutat  ii.  ancU 
of  industry,  or  impairing  the  spirit  and  good  faith  of  the  coropromise  in- 
tended by  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3d,  1833,  and  which  the  un- 
dersigDed  would  most  scruputousily  preserve  inviolate.  On  Ifais  subject 
a  detailed  report  wilLsoon  be  presented  to  the  Senate,  in  conformity  with  a 
resolution  of  thai  body  passed  at  the  last  session*  It  is  his  deliberate 
opinion,  that  sueh  of  those  rednettons  as  are  deemed  permissible  under 
the  above  limitations  should  now  be  made,  and  the  balance  remaining^ 
if  too  great  for  common  fiscal  purposes,  be  temporarily  and  profitably  in* 
veste^falher  than  a  large  surplus  should  cootiaue  to  be  collected  for  the 
express  end  of  beins:  in  any  way  5naily  disposed  of,  othenvisc  than  by 
appropriations  to  useful  and  constitutional  objects. 

1'iie  people,  themselves,  it  is  believed,  can  best  mann^c  all  their  own 
money,  which  they  niid  their  representati\ cs  think  may  not  he  wanted 
for  public  purposes;  and  it  wonbl  teem  to  i)o  far  piefeial)!"  to  ieave  it 
orii^inally  in  their  possession,  than  to  withdiaw  il  lor  the  expensive 
operation  of  returninsi  it  sui)sta;»tia!ly  to  the  place  whence  il  eaiiie,  and 
that,  probably,  in  a  manner  nut  conformable  to  the  constitution,  until 
after  the  delay  of  procuring  an  amendment  to  it,  and  even  then  not  ex- 
pedient^ .betmse  calculated,  injudiciously,  to  strengthen  thii  General 
Gtovernmenl,  and  to  render  the  Staites  more  dependant  on  a  great  central 
power  ibr  yearly  and  important  resources.  Indeed,  a  reduction  in  the 
price  of  public  lands,  whose  unusu^ly  large  sales  the  past  year  are  the 
source  oi  aiost  of  the  present  surplus,  would,  if  their  sales  should  not 
thereby  be  much  increased,  seem  another  mode  far  more  natural -to  ob- 
viate the  prescnit  di^culty.  But,  before  adopting  it,  this  and  various 
other  considerations  must  be  weighed,  and  it  must  be  fully  considered 
"whether  all  the  revenue  anticipated  from  them  at  their  present  price? 
would  not  be  necessary,  after  the  £:reat  reductions  in  the  tariff,  in  \H42; 
aud  whether  a  resort  to  a  hi'i;her  tarilf  would  not  then  hec(mie  indispensa- 
ble, if  the  a  vera  ire  receipts  from  lauds  or  customs  should,  from  any 
new  iciiisiaiton,  t>eeomo  then  much  diminished  below  the  estimates 
which  have  been  submitted  on  the  present  occasion. 

VI.— -DEPOSITE  HANKS  AND  THE  CURRENCY. 

This  Department  takes  pleasure  in  statine  that  the  public  money  con* 
tinaea  to  be  collected  and  deposited,  under  the  present  system  of  selected 
banks,  with  great  ease  and  economy  in  all  cases,  and  with  greater  in 
some  than  at  any  ionn^r  period*   The  transfers  of  it  to  every  quar> 

tar  of  the  country  where  it  is  needed  for  disbursement  have  never 
been  effected  wMth  more  promptitude,  and  have  been  made  entirely  free  of 

expense  to  the  Treasury.  The  payments  to  creditors,  officers,  and  pen- 
sioners have  been  punctual  and  convenient,  a -ad  the  whole  fiscal  opera- 
tion^ through  the  State  banks  have  as  yet  proved  highly  satisfactory. 
Incidental  to  this,  the  iacilities  that  have  been  furnished  to  the  commer* 
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-ciai  coiiiiiiunitT  in  domestic  cxchwn^r^  \VL>re  proba])ly  never  greater,  or 
at  «  )  inodcra(e  rates.  In  the  course  ol  this  year  additional  depositories 
have  i)oen  sekctrd  in  four  Stntes,  whei  e  no  new  ones  before  existed,  and 
ali  the  branclics  o[  ihe  United  States  Bank  lor  «omc  months  have  been 
discontinued  for  ordinary  fiscal  piir})Oses.  They  are,  ho^ve^  e]  ,  still  used, 
as  claimed  by  the  Dank,  under  acts  of  Congvoi.  far  the  payment  cf  the 
outstanding  portions  of  the  funded  debt,  and  of  invalid  and  otiier  pensions 
prior  to  1832,  except  where  this  Department  has  been  notified  that  the/ 
branches  were  withdrawn,  as  in  New  Hampshire^  Connecticut,  Ken-^ 
tuc^y,  Maryland,  South  Carolina,  Ohio,  Missouri,  WeMem  Pennsylva*' 
nia,  and  the  interior  of  New  York.*  The  whole  number  of  adected 
lianks,  without  including  branches,  is  now  thirty-four,  being,  notwith'^ 
atanding  the  addition  of  four  new  ones,  less  by  six  than  last  year. 

This  diminution  has  been  elfected  by  the  discontinuance  of  various  old,' 
and  to  the  Treasury  unimportant  institutions,  employed  befoi«  1833,  in 
connexion  witli  the  United  States  liank,and  by  adding  no  vow  ones  ex- 
cept where  tlic  {)ublic  inlerrf^ts  seemed  to  rentier  i(  imperative  or  expe- 
dient. A  great,  thoui;]i  not  the  chief,  cause  of  «^r>'i>f*  I "^vldch  formerly 
-hrippcncd  in  the  depo:,ites  in  Slate  bank:-,  is  believed  lo  liave  been  the 
TOnltiplication  of  theiu  lo  sojnethinii;  o\  erone  hundred  in  number.  The 
3vsteju  ii  now  arranged  so  as  probably  to  i  e<(uire  hereai'ter  few  chanfices, 
except  in  two  or  three  instances,  conccriiini^  which  a  correspondence  is 
Jiow  pending,  unless,  as  is  not  anticipated,  such  onerous  conditions  should 
l>e  exacted  by  Congress,  of  the  present  safe  and  efficient  depositories^ 
.as  to  derange  the  system,  induce  some  of  them  to  withdraw,  and  com- 
pel the  Department  to  intrust  .the  public  funds  to  other  agents,  less  cau- 
tious, skilful,- and  trustworthy.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  pre- 
paring, fi  om  the  last  returns  made  to  this  Department,  and  from  data  since 
obtained  by  an  extensire  correspondence,  tabular  statements,  which  show- 
in  the  most  essential  particulars,  as  near  the  1st  of  January,  1835,  and  as 
fully  as  cnuld  be  obtained,  the  names  and  condition  of  ench  of  the  State 
banks  in  the  Union,  of  each  of  the  selected  bank?^,  of  the  United  St^^tos 
Bank,  and  of  all  combiiicd.  Tiiey  exhiljit,  iui  llier.  tlie  er^pilal  and  situ- 
ation of  all  (he  banks  in  each  of  the  large  cities  in  the  Lnited  States,  as 
well  as  of  all  in  each  State,  arrariged  togetiier  \\n-  convenience  of  refer- 
ence, and  tlie  changes  which  have  since  happened  in  the  condition  of 
the  deposite  and  United  States  Banks.  So  far  as  regards  the  capital, 
discounts,  ice.  of  ail  the  State  bank.-,  only  the  general  exhibit  of  the' 
aggregate  results  in  each  State  is  now  Communicated  ;  but,  in  a  few 
days,  all  the  voluminous  details  on  those  points  will  be  submitted  to 
the  House  of  Representatives,  |n  compliance  with  its  resolution  of  the  10th 
4>f  July,  1882.   (HI  to30 

it  will  be  seen  that  the  ntoation  of  the  seliected  banks,  as  a  whole, 
Iwars  an  enviable  comparison  with  the  rest;  - 

In  all  (  Hscs  deemed  proper,  they  have  given  collateral  security,  and 
are  all  believed  to  be  entirely  safe,  to  the  extent  they  have  been  confided 
in.  Tiieir  discoimts  have  been,  in  general,  somewhat  increased,  but, 
ibough  lemjjicd  by  the  enterprisin;^  spirit  of  the  times,  not  usually  in- 
rreafcd,  in  a  decree  di>proj)nrtion«'.i  (o  all  their  immediate  available 
iijcaus.  'I'hey  have  aUo,  in  some  cases,  been  able  to  aid,  and  have  libe- 
rally aided,  other  banking  institutions  in  their  neighborhood,  by  as  large 
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and  Ions  bnlnnccs,  and  other  indul^cncos,  as  would  generally  appear  to 
have  been  sanctioned  by  correct  principle*.  The  names  of  each,  \Hth 
the  amount  of  money  in  each  heldnsjini^  to  the  Treasury,  and  subject 
to  draft,  not  only  at  the  coramencrnient  of  the  present  year,  but  at  (he 
very  last  returns  received,  can  be  seen  in  three  of  the  cohimns  of  the 
stateiueiil  li  2  and  3.  The  distribution  of  these  sums  is  gene- 
rally that  irhieh  has  been  given  to  them  by  circumstaDccs  connected 
inlh  their  eollection  and  disbursement*  No  occasion  has  arisen  in  which 
the  Department  felt  justified  in  making  transfers  of  the  public  money^ 
eseepl  from  points  where  it  bad  accumulated,  in  the  natural  course  of 
coUeetion^  much  beyond  the  present  and  early  anticipated  wants  of  the 
Government  in  that  neighborhood,  or  in  sums  not  proportioned  to  the  re-  , 
sponsibility  of  the  public  depositories  there^  and  to  points  where  it  either 
would  be  better  secured,  or  probably  would  soon  be  needed  for  disburse- 
ment,  or  could,  from  the  course  of  trade  and  exchange,  be  noore  readily 
applied  to  any  new  objects  which  Concress  would  be  likely  soon  to 
sanction.  Tliese  transfers,  when  rendered  necessary,  have  been  ])er- 
formed  in  such  directions,  and  so  tjradually,  that  it  is  believed  they  liave 
tended  to  ©bviate  l  ather  than  create  any  pressure  in  the  money  market, 
and  to  aid  materially  the  course  of  business  in  exchanges,  and  the  other 
commercial  operations  of  the  country. 

-The  Department  is  aware  that,  in  the  present  overtlowing  condition  of 
the  Treasury,  the  regulation  of  these  operations,  with  the  selection  and 
saperintendenee '  of  the>  deposite  banks,  is  a  task  of  no  small  difficulty 
and  delicacy,  and,  when  gorerned  by  a  strict  and  uniform  adherence  to 
somid  principles,  as  has  been  attempted,  must  necessarily  lead  to  many 
disappointed  applications.  But  in  tne  absence  of  that  specific  legislation 
on  the  subject  which  has  been,  and  still  is,  earnestly  requested,  tikis  De- 
partment has  not  hesitated  (it  is  hoped  faithfully)  to  discharge,  and 
frankly  to  explain  the  duties,  and  the  high  and  painful  r^sponnbility 
which  so  much  discretionary  power  has  imposed. 

For  various  reasons  of  public  importance,  it  was  deemed  desiral^le, 
and  measures  have  been  adopted,  and  reco^nmendations  ure^ed,  that  the 
specie  in  the  vaults  of  a  nunjber  of  the  selected  hanks  should  be  still  more 
increased  in  comparison  with  their  issues  and  deposiles,  and  that  a  still 
larcjer  j)Oilion  of  the  whole  cnirency  of  the  country,  especially  for  small 
purposes,  should  be  metydlic.  In  improvement  of  the  currency  during 
the  past  year,  many  of  the  selected  banks  have  not  only  continued  to 
obtain  smd  pay,  wheii' wanted,  to  the  public  creditors,  American  gold,  but 
have  eail^jsdiMSv  salutary  arrangements'forthe  redemption,  in  our  largo 
cities,  of'iiimt 'Of'  their  biUs,  which  may  he  receired  in  payment  of  the 
puUic  diiesr*  i4^is^hoped*that,  in  the  progress  of  time,  these  beneficial- 
air«ng4^i!fiil»  imy  lie  fortber  eittended  to  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  bills  in 
circulation  of  thcr -htrge  institutions,  and  the  introduction  of  hard  money 
for  the  ordinary  US'  fdiife  be  facilitated  by  all  the  banks  ceasing  to 
circulate  bills  of  small  denominations.  It  is  gratifying  to  Hnd  that  since 
the  adjoumn)cnt  of  Congress,  in  addition  to  the  States  oT  Pennsylvania, 
Maryland,  Virgi'iia,  (Jeorgia,  Tennessee,  Louisiana,  North  Carolina, 
Indianp^  and  Krrti  ,  ?  v.  w '  '■  n,  b«»forethat  lime,  are  believed  not  to  have 
allowed  the  circu  Kill  on  oi  mils  under  five  dollnis,  others,  viz  :  Maine, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey, and  Alabama,  have  united  in  simi- 
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lar  legislative  measures,  except  that  Connecticut  has  as  )ret  extended  ihe^ 
prohibition  to  only  one  and  tu  o  dollar  bills. 

In  Mississippi  and  Illinois,  it  is  understood  that  bills  under  live  dol- 
lars have  n  ot  recently  been  issued,  and  Missouri  haa  no  bank  issning. 
bilU  of  anj  denoinlnation.   80  that  more  than  two-thirda  of  the  States 
have  alread J  usaees  or  lawt  in  existence  on  this  subjeet  of  a  hishly  saluta-- 
17  tendency.   The  great  benefits  which  haye  akeaidy  resulted  to  the 
general  condition  of  the  eiirrencj  where  such  measures  have  been  tested^ 
besides  numerous  others  to  the  security  of  the  banks  themselves,  and  to^ 
the  less  moneyed  classes  of  socie^,  detailed  in  the  supplement  to  the  last 
annual  report  from  this  Depailment,  would  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  induce- 
ment for  similar  legislation  on  this  important  aubject  in  all  the  States.  In 
some  of  them,  where  no  laws  have  yet  been  passed  to  suj)i)ress  the  cir- 
culation of  small  notes,  their  dcposite  banks  have  voluntarily  entered 
into  arranLcenients  not  to  issue  certain  desci  iption.s  of  them;  and  most  of 
tha  deposite  l);mlis  have,  in  a  correspondence  with  the  Departnient, 
evinced  a  willingness  to  co  operate  in  the  suppression  of  small  notes 
whenever  the  regulation  can  bo  i:;udc  general.    The  I  reabury,  so  lar  as 
seemed  practicable  and  judicious  \>  ith  its  present  powers,  has  endeavored 
to  promote  so  desirable  an  end,  not  only  by  instituting  the  inquiries 
that  correspondence,  but  by  instniclions  to  its  colleeting  officers  not  to- 
receive  in  payment  any  bilb  under  five  dollars  after  the  30th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1835.  (I.')  It  proposes  to  go  further  on  this  point  the  ensuing year» 
so  as  to  prevent  the  receipt  foj*  public  dues  of  all  bank  notes  under  ten* 
dollars,  unless  Congress  in  the  mean  time  shall  adopt  some  new  provi- 
sions on  this  subject,  similar,  it  is  hoped,  to  what  previously  have  been 
and  still  are  urged  by  this  Dep  k  fment,  not  only  as  to  the  deposite  banka 
and  the  kind  of  bills  received  lor  the  revenue,  but  as  to  the  suppression 
entirely  in  the  Disti  ict  nf  Columbia  of  the  circulation  of  any  bank  notcis 
under  ten  dollars  in  amount, 

The  means  for  a  sound  currency  in  this  country  are  at  present  ample. . 
Within  the  last  tuo  years,  or  from  October  1,  1833,  to  November 
1835,  in  addition  to  tbe  former  stock  of  specie,  ibere  has  been  imported 
into  the  United  Stales,  beyond  the  exports  fioju  it,  with  a  due  allowance 
for  what  does  not  appear  on  the  custom-house  books,  more  than  twenty- 
seven  millions ;  and  the  produce  of  our  own  mines  within  that  period  is- 
estimated  to  have  been  over  three  millions.  Hence,  the  whole  amount 
of  specie  now  in  the  country  probably  exceeds-  the  sum-  of  sixty-four 
millions ;  and  the  means  of  the  community  to  obtain  more  from  abroad^ 
to  meet  any  contemplated  changes  in  the  character  of  our  currency,  were 
never  ^eater.  The  actual  amount  of  specie  returned,  and  estimated  as- 
belonging  to  all  the  banks  in  the  United  States^  about  the  lat  of  January^ 
1835,  was  near  forty-four  millions.  As  a  portion  of  that  may  have  been 
bullion,  a  sum  quite  equalling,  if  not  exceeding,  the  remainder  of  twenty 
millions  probably  consists  of  the  amount  of  specie  in  active  circulation, 
whicli  has  been  somewhat  increased  throughout  the  country  during  the 
last  iwo  years;  sO  that,  if  the  remaining  small  bills  in  circulation  under 
five  dollars  in  the  whole  Union,  which  are  chietly  in  seven  States,  and 
which  probably  do  not  exceed  six  or  seven  milHuns,  v.ere  withdi  awn,  it 
would  not  require,  to  supply  their  places,  one-third  of  tbe  addition  which 
lias  been  made  in  tbe  last  two  years  to  the  nattooal  stock  4>f  the  precious. 
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Tnetals.  The  specie  on  hand  in  banks  will,  in  this  way,ab  it  ought,  soon- 
btai  a  larger  propyfliuu  u>  their  notes  in  ciicuLiliuii,  and  the  security 
and  real  Ubclulness  of  all  banking  institutions  to  the  cotuuiunity  be  thus- 
gjre^tiy.aM^&nted.  The  specie  in  activ  e  cireulaHon,  thus  increai^  by  ex- 
nhwtjuMi'jimU  mteiy  wiH  constitute,  while  retained  in  the  country,  a  ^;i  eat 
^pl-imifliMioe  fpr  .the  banks  to  depend  on,  (besides  what  belongs  to 
tlieMii^AAb  vanits,)  whenever  anunfayorable  course  of  e^cchangeabroad). 
or  a  fmle^at  home,  should  cause  an  unusual  demand  for  specie  to  be  ^hip. 
pe^abpoadlomet  a  balance  of  trade  against  us,  or  to  be  u  sed  incireulatipit 
lit  Ibsinfi.by  thoye.  whose  conriH<  ncr ,  from  real  or  imatcinary  t  auses,  may 
far  a^^me  h^Tebeconie  diminisiied in  ihe  security  of  banks.  When  the  fur^ 
ther  suppression  of  small  notes,  extending  to  ail  un(h-i  ten  dollars  in 
amount,  shall  be  deemed  advisable  l)y  Conii;ress  and  the  States,  no  doubt 
is  entertained  that  sulbeient  specie  can  and  will  b(^  readily  found  to  sup- 
ply tbp?r  phpe  in  connexion  with  what  now  <_\ists  in  tin;  country.  The 
propoiuuii  oi  specie  to  bank  notes  in  circuhition  will  not  tl;cn  be  so  threat 
as  it  is  in  all  the  most  connnereial  nations  in  Kurope.  (  Sec  Table  ol"  Cir- 
culation, in  supplemental  report,  18J  t.)  Jlow  much  further  it  may  be 
deejiied  feasible  to  uo,  with  a  lair  prosjject  of  advantage  to  the  commu- 
ni^.and  o.ur  currency,  can  be  better  settled  at  that  time  than  at  the  pre- 
sent, i 

Under  its  new  Taioation,  the  coinage  of  gold  at  the  mint,  from  the  1st 
of  August,  1834,  to  the  Ist  of  November,  1835,  has  been  $5,471,605, 
or  over  treble  the  emount  supposed  to  have  been  coined  in  any  previous 
period  of  similar  lengtli.  The  ratio  has  been  somewhat  lessened  the  last 
six  months  by  several  causes,  of  which  an  important  one  has  been  the  de- 
sire to  provide  more  quarter-eagles,  and  a  full  supply  of  silver  change  to> 
meet  the  increasing  demand  in  several  States  from  the  withdrawal  of 
small  notes  from  circulation.  Tlcnre  the  coinage  of  silver  has  been  ex- 
tended in  the  fust  eif^ht  months  of  this  year  to  over  eight  and  a  third  mil- 
iioiK  of  pieces,  which  is  believed  to  be  much  beyond  the  number  in  the 
sanu'  portion  of  any  preceilint;:  year.  The  huihlingof  the  three  branch 
nnnis,  and  the  prcn m  ing  of  their  appropriate  machinery,  authorized  by 
the  act  of  the  od  ol  March  last,  was  devolved  bv  the  President  of  the 
UAited  States  on  this  Department,  and  has  been  prosecuted  with  all  prac* 
tieable  despatch. 

The  estimal^  and  views  of  the  Direetor  on  that  subject,  as  well  as  oD' 
other  ittfMxnrements  connected  with  this  Important  and  increasing  estab- 
lishment, will,  with  its  whole  operations  the  current  year,  and  the  details 
oii  the  progress  msde'in  the  new  buildings  and  machinery,  be  seesonabljF 

presented  in  a  separate  communication ;  and  this  Department  does  not,  on 
this  occasion,  deem  it  necessary  to  invite  special  attention  to  any  thing: 
further  connected  with  either  the  mint  or  our  eoinage,  except  the  several 
recommendations  relating  to  them  whicli  were  contained  in  its  last  annu- 
al re|)(,rt. 

i  he  same  reasons  then  ass!s:ned  for  closing,  by  a  special  act  of  Con- 
gress, the  concerns  of  the  smkiiij;  iund,and  of  ihc  connexion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, alter  the  3d  of  Maich  next,  with  the  United  States  Bank,  on 
the  subject  of  both  the  national  debt' and  of  pensions  allow  ed  previous  to 
1832,  apply  now  with  increased  force.  It  is  considered  that  nothing  need 
be  added  to  the  suggestions  then  made  on  these  points,  or  on  the  subject 

e 
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of  the  seizure  of  the  dividends  due  the  United  Stales  by  the  Rank  for  its 
claim  for  damages  on  what  is  called  the  bill  of  exchange  on  the  Govern- 
ment of  France. 

As  Congress  has  nevef  yti  given  its  sanction  to  that  cUim,  or  made 
^ny  appropriation  for*  its  payment^  it  is  verj  desirable  tbat,-  in  its  final 
proceedings  oonoerning  the  affilirs  of  tke  GoTemment  with  the  Bank, 
4Miae  special  direcftion  should  be  included  on  that  eubjeot,  as  well  as  on 
the  reports  to  be  required,  and  agency  exeroised  orer  the  interests  of  this 
United  States  in  the  Bank  the  eiMwing  two  years,  by  an3r  public  officer. 
A  direction  seems  proper,  also,  as  in  1812,  concerning  the  receipt  of  the 
bills  of  the  fiank  for  public  dues  after  the  3d  of  March  next,  and  on 
the  disposition  or  inreis^ent  of  the  interest  of  the  United  States  in  fls 
capital  stock,  whenever  paid  ovor  to  the  Trensury.  Some  explicit  action 
of  Concro'-?  on  the  subject  ol  the  above  eioitn  for  damasjes  is  very 
desirable  in  another  view,  so  as  to  enable  tbi'^  DppnrtT-jiont,  in  rase  of 
the  receipt  ol"  any  part  ot"  tlie  French  in<]c  in i.ity ,  lo  decide  eoirectly 
whether  the  dividends  seized  by  the  Bank  shoubl,  in  any  event,  be 
considered  the  loss  of  the  United  States,  or  should  be  deducted  from 
the  ajijount  received  for  the  claimants  under  the  treaty,  in  whose  behalf 
the  business  was  transacting,  in  which  the  demand  for  damages  origi- 
nated, and  to  whose  credit  the  present  act  of  Congress  requires  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury  only   tne  nett  proceeds''  of  each' instalment. 

VI!.— MISCELLANEOUS  SUBJECTS. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  tl»e  Depwtment  has,  at  various  ports, 
discontinued,  as  not  necessar)%  fourteen  custom-house  oflficors,  and  at 
•others  reduced  the  compensation  of  a  few.  This  has  enabled  it  to 
augment  the  number  and  compensation  ^oine  otlier  points,  where  the 
increase  of  business  appeared  todeniai;d  it,  thouub  not,  in  all  places,  to 
the  extent  (iesired.  From  the  dimini-bed  temptation  to  smugglin;|:,  under 
our  reduced  taritf,  this  Depnrtiuenl  lias  felt  justified  in  lessening:  the 
number  of  revenue  cutters  two,  or  one-tenth  of  the  whole;  the  nuiuber 
of  boats  three,  and  the  number  of  officers  and  men  over  tiftv  ;  making 
hereafter  an  annual  saving  in  these  respects  of  about  $20,000.  Ailter 
full  inquiry,  all  has  been  enected  on  this  subject  which  the  public  inter* 
•ests  appear  now  to  jnstify.  The  expenses  of  collection  in  tms  and  olher 
particulars  should  be  considered  in  reference  to  the  groes^  and  not,  as  is 
sometimes  inadvertently  done,  the  ne$i  revenue  $  the  former  being  the 
amount  which  the  .custom-house  establishment  must  actually  assess, 
the  diffiorenee  between  them  being  in  part  paid  out  for  other  objects  than 
the  mere  expenses  of  collection,  such  as  bounties  on  the  fisheries,  and 
refunding  of  duties.  In  deciding  on  the  reasonableness  of  those  expenses, 
it  must  be  manifest  that  a  certain  number  of  officers,  cutters,  boats,  &c., 
equal  to  the  collection  of  a  large  sum,  cannot  be  dispensed  with  at  many 
places,  if  any  revenue,  however  small,  is  to  he  collected  ;  else  there 
would  be  no  adequate  security  ai^ainst  illicit  trade,  and  no  means  ol  iur- 
nishinc;  proper  entries,  clearances,  and  other  papers,  to  those  engasred 
in  na\  i^aiion,  though  their  trade  maybe  almost  exclusively  in  the  prci^ent 
large  amount  of  free  goods,  or  in  our  widely-extended  coasting  business, 
in-  computing  the  rate  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  revenue,  it  must  also 
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be  remembej eii  that  the  rate  is  larger  as  the  amount  collected  dimia- 
wbfts,  and  smaller  bb  it  iocreases,  though  the  whole  actual  expense  of 
eoUeetion  per  annum  remaioi  the  same.  Furthermore,  the  neeeasaiy 
coat  of  ooUeodns  ihirty  millions  of  dollars  At  the  same  ports  ohviouslj 
seed  be  but  littTe  mor6  than  to  eoUeet  half  that  sum,  though  the  per 
eentage  in  one  case  will  be  donUe  what  it  is-  in  the  ether.  This  De* 
parlment,  sinoe  the  reduction  of  the  .whole  duties  to  be  coUeoted  in 
and  the  oorresponding:  decrease  in  the  indueenents  to  smuggle, 
Ws  eiadeaTored  to  reduce  the  whole  actual  expenses,  and  has,  in  some 
degree,  been  successful,  thouph  the  whole  cost  of  collection  may  still 
constitute  a  larger  per  ccntaicc  than  at  some  former  period)  as  the  whole 
amouiit  of  rovenuc  is  so  much  lessened. 

Thus,  from  1700  to  1794,  that  cost,  though  smnll  in  itself,  rose,  in  some 
of  those  years,  to  more  than  5^  per  cent,  on  a  small  revenue,  or  to  about 
the  same  as  in  1833  and  1834,  and  which  is  quite  2  j)er  cent,  lower  than 
the  aver«p:e  in  England,  and  4  per  cent,  lower  than  in  France.  But,  in 
most  intermediate  \  cars,  lor  reasons  before  stated,  and  others  too  obvious 
lar  t^ital,  the  cost  of  collecting  our  revenue,  from  customs  as  well  as 
ieiids,  hsjB  seldom  exceeded  $^  per  eent.,  and  from  the  latter  is  now  pro^ 
bably  not  half  that  rate.  Bemdes  the  explanations  already  giTen  on 
this  siilbjeet.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  expenses  will  ere  long  cease,  which 
have  retentljr  been  imposed  on  the  cdleetion  of  the  reTonue,  by  the 
necessary  preparations  lor  making,  and  the  actual  manufadnre  of,  useful 
and  important  standard  weights  and  measures,  and  uniform  sets  thereof^ 
Ibr  all  the  custom-houses  in  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  the  recommendations  in  the  last  annual  report  as  to 
li^bt-bofisos,  it  may  be  observed  that  this  Department,  during  the  leress 
Of  Coiigresg,  deemed  it  proper  to  cnn  ?  a  thorough  incjiiiry  to  be  institut- 
ed into  the  whole  bubject.  The  inquiry  extended  to  flip-  prtipriety  of 
discontinuing  any  of  the  present  ligbt-house.-*,  or  of  fmiltlini:  oiIk  is;  die  • 
expediency  of  changing  the  height  or  material  ot  any  of  ihe^v  t  (iifices; 
the  best  manner  of  lighting  them,  in  respect  to  the  kind  or  number  of 
lamps  or  rellectors;  the  various  substances  used  and  most  suitable  to 
give  the  best  li^t  at  the  ssMllest  expense ;  and,  in  fine,  the  economy  of 
managing  the  . sMH^  estabtishment.  With  this  Was  combined  a  system 
of  uniform  instructions  to  the  light-house,  keepers  for  the  discharge  of 
their  pubUe  duties.  The  report  of  the  Fifth  Auditor,  and  the  corre* 
epondcnce  growing  out  of  this  inquiry,  develop  some  interesting  facts; 
and  the  whole  proceedings  will,  with  pleasure,  be  laid  before  Congress 
on  some  other  appropriate  opportunity. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  OlBce  is  ac< 
companicd  by  so  many  long  and  important  documents,  that  it  is  herewith 
submitted  in  a  separate  communication.  Besides  the  remarks  made  a 
year  since  by  this  Dej)artment  on  the  rapid  increase  of  duties  in  that 
bureau,  and  the  corres])onding  necessity  tor  an  increase  of  clerks  to  dis- 
pose of  it  promptly  nnd  correctly,  the  experience  of  the  present  year 
has,  hy  tbf  va^i  sales  of  lands  which  have  occurred,  added  new  force  to 
all  that  wa>  then  ursjcd.  Taking  either  the  number  of  acres  sold,  or  the 
amount  of  nioney  received,  as  a  guide,  it  will  be  seen,  by  the  table  F, 
diat  the  business  has  more  than  doubled  within  the  past  five  years. 
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The  recommendalioDS  contained  in  the  Comraissionei^s  report  will,  it 
is  hoped,  receive  that  earlj  and  graye  attention  whieb  the  aonvenience 
and  intereBts  of  the  whole  country,  and  eapeeialij  of  the  Southwest  and 
West,  eeem  80  imperbuslj  to  require.  As  a  subject  of  retrenehment  con- 
nected with  this  bureauj  where  the  charaeter  of  the  business  will  per- 
mit, it  is  suggested  to  Congress  whether  it  might  not  be  advisable  to 
discontinue  the  offices  in  a  few  districts,  and  annex  diem  to  the  adjoin- 
ing ones,  on  the  ground  that  the  public  sales  recentljmade  at  them,  or 
anticipated  hereaf  ter,  are  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  expanse  of  eontin- 
nini;  them  as  distinct  offices. 

Several  other  sii!>jects  suggested  tor  consideration  to  the  last  Congress, 
and  not  tinally  acted  upon,  are  again  resppctfullv  iirired  on  its  attention,, 
without  i^oiog  iato  a  repetition  of  liie  view:^  then  subuiilted  in  relation 

to  tlu'iii. 

AnLoiiii;  the  principal  were,  the  change  in  the  commencement  oi"  tlie 
fiscal  }'ear ;  a  reorgaui/alion  oi"  the  'i'rea.sury  Depai  imehi,  especially 
to  increase  some  of  its  checks;  further  control  over  some  of  its  discre- 
tionary powers,  by  more  specific  regulations  as  to  the  deposile  banks,  and 
the  keeping  and  disbucsing  of  the  public  money  ;  the  revision  of  the 
laws  as  to  the  marine  hospital  fund ;  rebuilding  the  Treasuiy  offices ; 
legislation  on  the  provisoes  in  the  act  of  July  14, 1832^  and  other  pointSy 
to  enforce  the  spirit  of  the  present  tariff;  and  making  now  provbions  onr 
the  number  and  compensation  of  ettstom*heuse  officers.  In  the  report 
and  bill  connected  with  this  last  matter,  were  included  several  sugges- 
tions for  further  changes  in  the  present  system  for  coUectins;  our  revenue 
from  customs,  to  which,  on  some  i'uturc  occasion,  will  he  suhjoined  such 
as  have  ^ince  occurrrd  trom  additional  experience'  and  inquiries. 

Various  other  -uliiects,  especially  devolved  on  the  Head  of  this  Depart- 
ment, have  recti  veil  ilie  alLeniion  and  lahor  which  they  appeared  lo  de- 
serve ;  but,  from  tlie  length  to  w  hich  this  report  has  already  extended, 
the  proceeding's  in  relation  to  them  will,  at  an  early  day,  be  separately 
communicated  to  Congress.

TmBAsuRT  DcpAYfMKNT,  April  6,  1835. 

It  is  uiiderstood  that  the  instructions  from  this  Depai  tmeut,  to  receive 
(or  the  plibilie  dM  only  mch  8tate  bank  notes  u  tbe  deposite  banks  are 
willing  to  eredit  et  par,  have  been  eonstrued  to  authorize  the  receipt  of 
mil  notes  qi  a&j  denomination.   The  nndeisigned  eonitd^  it  hi^j 

»an£inj 


to  the  currency  of  the  eoimtiy,  and  the  safefy  of  the  banunc 
y^ents  employed  in  keeping  the  public  revenue,  that  the  more  generd 

use  of  specie  for  the  small  and  ordinary  transactions  of  society  should  be 
encouraged  ;  and,  as  the  disuse  ol  bank  notes  of  a  low  denomination  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  surest  method  to  effect  that  object,  and  as  the  acts  of 
Congress  do  not  expressly  require  the  receipt  of  any  such  notes  if  less 
in  amount  Llian  five  dollars,  you  are  hereby  directed,  alter  the  oOth  day 
of  November  next,  not  to  receive  in  payment  of  any  public  dues  bank 
notes  of  any  denomination  less  than  five  dollars. 

You  are  also  apprized  that  it  is  in  contemplation  by  this  D^mttment, 
after  the  8d  of  March,  1836,  [should  Congress,  in  the  mean  time,  make 
no  new  provision  on  the  subject,]  to  exercise  the  discretionary  powers 
which,  it  ifl  stipposed,  will  then  helnnc;  to  it  over  the  receipt  of  paper 
money  of  any  denomination  for  the  public  revenue,  and  to  extend  the 
restriction  on  the  receipt  of  bank  notes  for  il  to  all  of  a  less  denomina- 
tion than  ten  dollars.  For  tiie  greater  security  of  the  banking  institutions 
employed  by  the  Treasury,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  currency  by 
the  fuller  restoration  of  that  specie  circulation  for  common  purposes, 
whidi  seems  to  have  been  contemplated  by  the  constitation,  it  is  intended 
then  to  make  arrangements,  if  practicable,  to  discpntinue  die  use  of  any 
bank  as  a  fiscal  agent  which  shall  thereafter  continue  to  issue  notes  of 
a  less  denomination  than  five  dollars,  and  which  shall,  after  some  sub- 
sequent period  to  be  then  designated,  continue  to  issue  notes  of  a  less 
denomimnoii  ih;ui  ten  dollars. 

The  course  proposed  to  be  pursued  hereafter,  on  this  subject,  by  the 
Treasury,  is  now  indicated,  with  a  view  .to  insure  suitable  notice  of  the 
changes  contemplated.

Sir  :  I  har'e  the  honor,  herewith,  to  trnn^'mit  statements  exhihiting 
the  operations  of  the  several  land  othees  during  the  year  1831,  and  the 
first,  second,  and  third  quarters  of  the  year  1835,  indicating  the  quantity 
of  land  sold ;  the  ainount  of  cash  and  berip  received  in  payment  there- 
for ;  the  amount  of  incidental  expenses ;  and  the  amount  of  moneys  paid 
into  the  Treasury  hy  the  receivers  of  public  nionej  during  the  said  pe- 
riods—tables marked  A  and'  B. 

There  are  also,  herewith,  transmitted  copies  of  the  estimates  of  «p« 
propriatioDS  required  hj  this  braneh  of  the  publie  sehriee  during  ue 
ensuing  year,  viz : 

For  the  General  Land  Office — paper  marked  C. 

For  the  offices  of  the  Surveyors  General — paper  marlned  D. 

For  surveying  the  public  lands — paper  marked  E. 

In  csiiiiKiting  the  expenses  of  the  General  Land  Office  proper ,  upon 
the  present  establishmtiil,  the  Commissioner  mu>l  be  luicd  by  tiie  organ- 
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ization  contemplated  and  provided  for  by  the  acts  of  the  25th  April,  1811^,. 
and  of  the  2d  of  March,  1827 — a  scheme  devised  in  inexperience,  and  ob- 
viously incompetent  to  tlie  despatch  of  the  increasing  business,  npart  from 
the  accumulated  load  of  arrears,  and  incupable  of  discharging  all  the 
obligations  which  good  faith  and  good  policy  impose  upon  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  operation  of  its  laud  system. 

For  sbme  y  ca^  p«tft,  Congress  hfk$  partially  complied  mkh  the  n^ent 
requests  of  the  office  for  more  elericat  aid,  and,  by  temporary  appropria- 
tions for  extra  clerk  hire^  for  wiiting  of  patents,  &e.^  has  afforded  sensi- 
ble relief;  but,  considering,  as  I  do,  that  the  continuation  of  such  tem- 
porary appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  even  to  a  inuch  greateramouht, 
would  form  but  an  imperfect  and  exceptionable  substitute  for  the  organic 
M  ^tem  upon  whicli  this  branch  oi  the  public  service  ought  to  be  estab- 
iisiied,  in  order  to  secure  the  correctness,  economy,  and  expedit'on,  in, 
the  administration  of  its  concerns,  demanded  by  exigencieb  deiiveti  iroia 
the  past,  and  becoming  more  pressing  with  the  augmenting  sales  and  the 
increasing  perplexity  in  which  lime  inTolves  the  private  land  claims  of 
thirty  years*  standing,  from  which  the  attention  of  the  Commissioner  hsui 
unavoidabty  been  too  much  diTer(ed,I  respectfully  invite  your  attentioii 
to  the  expediency  of  a  reform. 

The  estimate  for  additional  tlerks,  now  offered,  is  indispensable,  b6 
long  rs  the  Legislature  may  clioo^e  to  adhere  to  the  mensinc  of  roirnlar 
force  prescribed  by  the  Sili  seclion  of  (he  act  of  2d  iMarth,  ;  but 
I  cannot  refrain  from  indul:;inz  a  strong  liope  that  Congress.  ])('rceivirig 
the  insuflfu  icncy  of  sut  h  temporary  expedients,  will  subsmuic,  in  the 
course  of  the  coming  session,  a  scheme  better  suited  to  the  weight  of 
the^  circumstances  tha^t  press  upon  and  overburden  the  office ;  and  I  vety 
respectfully  suggest  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  requested  to  mea-  ^ 
sures  that  may  place  this  institution  in  the  condition  of  efficiency  rc^quir- 
ed  by  the  public  interests,  as  well  as  by  justice  to  a  great  portion  of  the 
population  v(  our  country,  whose  interests  are  intimately  connected  with 
the  prompt  and  correct  execution  of  the  duties  imposed  I  y  ]:.\y  upon  (lie 
General  Land  Office.  I  beg  leave,  moreover,  to  observe  (hat  iiu>  impo- 
licy of  extra  appi opr ialions  tor  specific  services  in  the  otbro  is  found  in 
the  fact  tliat  it  has  been  impracticable,  from  the  nature  ol  ilie  (Itiiies,  to 
restrict  the  laboit.  of  the  ckikb  eutp^oyeU  under  such  appropriatioiis  to 
the  specific  heads  of  service  lor  wbieh  such  appropriations  vrer^  made. 
Th»  circumstances  ettending  the  business  have  been*  such  as.always  to 
dein4pd  the  ap|»iiea|ioQ  of  the  auxiliaiy  force,  according  id  the  preabire 
of  dutiei,  and  in  view  of  their  comparative  importance. 

Injthe  representations  made  by  my  predecessor  in  1833"'4  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  Treasury  and  to  Con<;ress,  I  have  not  discovered  the  least 
exaggeration  oi  the  difficulties  under  which  the  (ieneral  Land  Olhce  had 
labored,  and  contmuod  tosUuggle,  for  want  of  timely  adaptation  of  plan 
and  means  to  the  current  business,  and  lo  the  arrears  pob^puaed  l)y  the 
causes  he  described,  which  remaitj  m  abeyance,  while  the  progress  of 
time  adds  to  th^  difficulty  of  disentangling  the  most  complicated  from 
their  embarrassment.  This  posture  of  ^airs  appears  to  call  urgently 
upon  the  Legislature  to  revise  the  laws  fixing  the  organic  principles 'bj 
which  the  General  Land  Office  has  now  to  be  governed,  and  enact  pro- 
visions whereby  a  more  perfect  supervision  of  labor  and  duty  catk  be 
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practised  ;  respofisHnJit^  made  more  sensible  in  the  various  branches  of 
this  service  ;  and  the  Commissioner,  in  a  measure,  relieved  of  deteiM 
diltijfMtfr  MititMliMv  m»re  tmpoitaM  dlkirs,  but  which  cannot  be 
aigittilit^Wl'tiWgy  otctir,  witent  oceasici&tf^g  delays,  and  perhaps  ecw- 
AlMMV^^the  several  buneCM,  wbcte  justice  and  expedien^ey  would  re- 
imtiiH^d  that  the  relative  compensation  of  the  principals  should  bear  a  " 
proportion  to  the  req^iisibitity  ittctirrcd,  and  tU^  abitiiies,  aUeHtion,  and 
industry  required. 

The  finnunil  cost  of*  an  improved  system  equal  to  the  new  business  • 
constantly  occurnnfr,  and  to  l)rin^i!ie;  up  what  remains  behind  in  a  rea- 
sonable time,  would,  probably,  be  greater  (luring  a  lew  years  than  the 
sum  now  estimated  for  the  next ;  yety  in  the  uhiraate  result  of  the  expe- 
liswart,  Ihere  would  be  a  saving' in  this  respect,  it  is  thought,  of  seversft 
times  M  diflference— a  difference  of  small  comparative  moment  in  cal- 
dilating  the  vAlue  of  reform. 

Id  reference  to  the  estimates  for  additional  clerk  hhrer  in  the  offices  of 
the  Surveyors  General,  1  have  to  make  the  tbllowlni^  remarks : 

The  embarrassments  which  have  existed  in  those  offices  have  hereto- 
fore been  fully  communicated  to  Congress  in  a  report  d  .  led  21st  Jp.niiaryj 
183.3,  under  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  (printed  as  Senate  document  No. 
oO  at  the  second  session  of  the  twenty-second  Congress,)  in  consequence 
whereof  partial  appropriations  have  heretofore  been  made  to  enable  those 
ottcetl  tir  bribg  up  the  arrears  of  work  in  their  respeotlve  offices.  One 
pfHtieipil'iylljeetof  those  appropriations  (as  submitted  in  foiiner  estimates) 
i^^  tJtk' transcribing  of  the  field  notes  of  surveys  with  the  view  of  having 
ci^es  of  them  filed  and  preserved  at  the  seat  of  Government.  Lest  this 
object  should  not  be  fully  under^-food.  1  would  briefly  remark  that 
Jmld  fToff.?,"  so  called,  are  technically  the  surveys. 

The  laws  in  relation  to  surveying;  the  public  lr*nds,  by  a  sin^nlfir  over- 
sight, do  not  re(juire  that  copies  of  the  field  notes  should  be  innl'ijilied  ; 
on  the  contrary,  the  existing  provisions  of  law  require  the  Sui  vevors 
General  to  furnish  with  the  township  plats,  instead  of  copies  of  the  iield 
notes  of"  eikrvey,  a  document,  which  is  call/ed  descr^tion**  of  tbe 
townshifS'  iiidieatiAg^the  quality  of  the  lands  on  the  sectional  lines  and 
between  the  cotneF  posts,  and  refen  ing  to  the  character  of  the  corner 
poets  or  beanog  trees :  such  descriptions,  however^  answer  not  the  same 
|iofpose  as  the  field  notes,  and  no  protractions  can  be  made  from  them. 
The  original  field  notes  are  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  Surveyors  Oeneral. 
No  copies  of  them  arc  extant  by  law  ;  mihI  if  such  orij^inals  sho'ild  be  lost 
or  destroyed  by  the  burning  down  oi  the  surveyors'  othces  or  oilierwise, 
there  would  be  no  record  of  them  in  existence,  and  the  loss  would  be 
irremediable,  unless  by  resurveys  of  the  lands,  requiring  the  expenditure 

of  hnhieiise  SUMS' lof  money. 

The  fiaiitith«t-lbtf  office  of  the  Sun'eyor  General' for  AMama  was-de^ 
stroked  by  fire  many  years  ago,  and  with  it  all  the  original  field  books  of 
surveys,  of  which  no  transcripts  were  ordered  to  be  preserved  by  law,  is 
one  of  the  strongest  inducements  that  could  present  itself  in  favor  of  the 
addition  il  appropriation  for  cleik  hire  in  the  surveyoiis'  offices,  now  sub- 
mittcd  v.  iih  a  view  to  effect  th;it  object . 

This  otfice  was  enabled  to  supply,  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  loss" 
occasioned  by  the  destruction  of  the  surveyor's  office  in  Alabama,  because' 
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the  Sonreyor  G«Mt«l,  im  departing  from  thtt  ctdafoniy  hid  retnmad  IIm 
field  nolM. 

Tbe  Ubors  in  the  sur\'eyors'  ofHcos  hue  been  greatlj  increased  by  tbe 
.operation  of  the  act  of  5th  April,  eolitled  An  act  supplementary 
to  the  several  laws  for  the  sale  of  public  lands,"  by  reason  of  the  new 
and  aiioute  subdivisions  of  fractional  spftions  iiccessai y  to  be  exlabited 
on  the  township  plats.  Previous  thereto,  the  smallest  legal  subdivision 
I  was  the  eisihty-acre  tract,  ( half-(|uarter  section,)  made  such  by  a  line 
running  noilh  and  south.  The  act  referred  to  confers  llie  additional  pri- 
.  vilege  of  locadng  qiMtrter-quarUra  of  seetioDS^  the  diTuionel  line  nmiung 
ettit  and  west,  restrioting  tbe  privilege'of  making  those  small  entries  to 
two  quarter-quarter  sections  by  vay  one  purchaser,  and  to  those  purchasers 
only  who  enter  them  for  cultivation,  or  for  the  use  of  their  4niptO¥ements. 
To  make  this  law  available,  it  was  found  necessary  to  require  the  Sur- 
veyors General  not  only  to  exhibit  on  all  future  township  surveys  pro- 
tracted by  ihcm,  respectively,  the  minute  subdivisions  of  fractional  sections 
into  forty-acre  lots,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  (under  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Department,  in  pursuance  of  the  law,)  but  also  to  make 
new  pt  oli  actions  and  calculations  of  the  vast  numbci  ol  fractional  sections 
in  market  and  remaining  unsold  at  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  to  make 
returns  to  this  oiGoe  as  well  as  to  the  district  Isnd  offices.  The  maps 
and  diagrams  so  required  have  lo  be  prepared  in  MpHeate,  The  magni- 
tude of  this  work,  and  the  pressing  demands  made  by  purchasers  for  the 
ireceipt  of  those  returns  of  subdivisions  at  the  several  land  otilces,  have, 
as  maybe  inferred,  (in  the  midst  of  the  increasing  demand  for  new  lands 
to  be  brought  into  fiKuket,)  irreatly  encroached  on  the  time  which  other- 
wise would  have  been  devoted  to  the  bringing  up  of  the  old  arrears,  and 
transfiibinp;  the  lield  notes.  Hence  it  has  been  frequently  found  neces- 
sary to  apply  the  whole  force  in  the  surveyors'  otliees  to  the  current  busi- 
ness, as  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  have,  from  time  to  time, 
imperatively  demanded,  to  the  delay  of  those  special  objects  fi)r  which  , 
the  additional  appropriations  were  required. 

The  propriety  of  making  .an  allowance  to  the  Surveyors  General  for 
^ficB  rent  and  fuel  is  respectfully  submitted.  Tbe  want  of  ample  ac-. 
commodations  for  the  clerks  allowed  them  by  law  of  necessity  tends  to 
retard  the  progress  of  those  important  olijects  for  which  the  appropriations 
of  clerk  hire  have  been  made.  Tiie  otficer  is  now  personally  charged 
with  all  expenses  of  house  ivui  ;md  fuel  lur  his  clerks  in  the  public  ser- 
vice;  and  his  emoluments  nut  iticreasing  by  commissions  and  fees,  (as 
those  of  the  registers  and  receivers,  in  a  given  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  their  business,)  it  is  certainly  an  evjl  that  the  appropriation  of  increased 
force  in  aid  of  the  public  service  has  the  direct  effect  to  diminish  -his  own 
.emoluments,  by  the  expenses  attending  the  aecommodsdtions  he  has  to 
provide  for  his  clerks.  In  view  of  all  these  circumstances,  I  beg  leave 
to  present  the  estimate  of  appropriation  for  two  thousand  one  hundred 
dollars  for  office  rent  and  fuel  of  the  surveyors'  offices. 

To  show  the  progress  of  the  public  surveys,  and  ilie  fields  of  operation 
that  may  be  expected  to  be  occupied  by  the  surveyors  during  ilic  ensuing 
year,  1  have  deemed  it  proper  to  submit,  herewith,  such  reports  of  tlie 
Surveyors  General,  together  with  their  respective  estimates,  as  tliis  of- 
fice is  at  present  enabled  to  furnish.— Document  mifked  F. 
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In  Ohio. 

The  whole  of  the  lands  in  this  State,  which  have  hcvn  oedef]  to  the 
United  States, have  been  surveyed,  and,  with  the  t \i  <  [iiion  ot  tiome  smaJOL 
iormer  Indian  reservatioai^  hire  been  ollered  at  public  sale. 

Jh  Indiana. 

In  this  State  all  tlie  iditds  which  have  been  ceded  have  been  surveyed,, 
but  about  ninety  townships  and  fractional  townships  have  not  been  pro> 
claimed  for  sale ;  ilwy  will,  liowever,  be  brought  into  nuurket  earlj  neiit 
aeaaan. 

In  the  Peninsula  of  Michigan. 

In  this  part  of  the  Ten  ((ory  nearly  all  the  ceded  lands  liave  been  sur- 
veyed and  brought  into  market.  Tlie  unsurvcyed  portion  is  prinrip;illy 
situated  in  the  neighborhood  of  Saginaw  bay;  and,  should  the  interests  of 
the  public  and  of  the  settlers  render  it  expedient,  a  portioQ  thereof  will 
be  surveyed,  and  placed  in  market  before  the  close  of  1836. 

In  McA^ofi,  toest  of  Lake  Mickig<m. 

In  diifl  iectioii  of  the  TemUfry  tbe  wbole  of  the  lands  within  tlie  Wio- 
eonsin  land  district  have  been  surveyed ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  surveys- 
withio  die  Green  Bay  district  whieh  have  been  proclaimed  for  sale,  the- 

office  Is  advised  of  the  survey  of  abottt  65  townships  and  fractional  town^ 
ships  in  that  district,  which  have  not  yet  been  proclaimed,  but  whieh  eaik' 

be  brought  into  market  early  in  the  next  year  if  required. 

The  united  nation  of  the  Chippewa,  Ottawa,  and  [\attawataiuie  Indians 
having,  by  the  treaty  of  1833  and  1881.  rt  led  to  the  United  States  the 
lands  in  Illinois  and  Micliigan  west  ot  and  between  the  lake  and  the 
lauds  previously  ceded  by  the  Winnebago  and  otlier  Indians,  the  Sur- 
veyor General  was  instructed,  in  August  last,  to  have  that  portion  of  the 
eession  situate  in  Michigan  run  off  into  townships ;  and  since  that  time 
he  has  been  instrueted  to  have  those  townships  subdivided.  The  survey 
of  this  cession,  aod  of  some.of  the  adjoioing  townships  in  the  previous 
cessions,  will  not  only  complete  tbe  surveys  in  this  district,  but  of  all  the 
lands  between  Lake  Michigan  and  the  Mississippi  which  have  been  ceded 
to  the  Government. 

In  IHiwfia. 

In  this  State  the  office  is  advised  of  the  snrvey  nt  !>8  townships  and 
fractional  townships,  embracing  the  whole  of  the  Paltawataiaie  cession  of 
20th  October,  1832,  and  such  portions  of  the  adjacent  cessions  as  had  not 
been  surveyed ;  thus  completing  tbe  surveys  in  the  Danville  district,  and 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  Chicago  district.  The  whole  of  these  surveys, 
ean  be  brooght  into  market  during  the  next  spring. 

In  the  northwestern  land  district,  the  Surveyor  General  has  contracted^ 
for  tbe  survey  of  all  the  lands  north  of  the  old  Indian  boundary,  and  west 
of  the  extension  of  the  third  principal  meridian,  into  townships,  and  fpr  the 
so,l«division  of  a  portion  of  those  townships  into  sections ;  and  although  the, 
otVii  c  is  not  advised  of  the  number  of  townships  which  will  be  prepared, 
for  market  in  that  part  of  the  district  during  the  next  year,  yet  it  may  b& 
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fiftfely  eideiilaled  diat  saffieient  pro^reas.witt  btTebeen  nude  to  admit  of 
oae  or  more  public  sales.  Instnictioos  were  given  jto  tiiei  Soprejor  Gen- 
eral, in  August  last,  to  have  that  portion  of  the  lands  ceded  by  the  treaty, 
of  1833  and  1834  with  the  Gbippewa,  Ottawa«atid  Pattawatamie  Indians, 
which  is  situated  in  Illinois,  run  off  into  townships,  and  he  has  been  since 
directed  to  subdivide  those  townships  into  sectioos,  preparatoiy  to  their 
being  brought  into  nnikot. 

An  appropriation  ot  ^500  having;  been  made  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress for  surveying  the  confirmed  lots  at  Peoria,  the  necessa? y  instructions 
were  ^ivcn  to  the  Surveyor  General  to  carry  the  act  into  eiitct. 

In  the  northern  part  of  this  State  the  office  is  advised  that  the  Sur- 
veyor General  has  contracted  for  the  survey  of  the  exterior  lines  of  about 
138  townships,  and  for  the  subdivision  of  30  of  those  townships.  The 
Surveyor  General  has  also  informed  the  office  of  his  having  contracted 
for  running  the  exterior  lines  of  about  189  townships,  principally  upon 
the  waters  of  ihe  Osage  and  Grand  rivers,  and  adjoining  the  surveys  aU 
ready  made. 

An  appropriation  of  :^20,000  having  been  made  i-i  1B34  for  surveys  in 
the  soiidiwi  st  part  of  the  State,  the  Surveyor  General  has  been  engaged 
in  executing  surveys  in  that  section  of  the  State,  and  the  whole  of  the 
amount  appropriated  for  that  object  has  been  remitted  to  him  for  their 

Sayment ;  but  as  yet  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  this  olEce  to  say  what  num« 
er  of  townships  have  been  surveyed,  or  state  the  precise  time  when  they 
can  be  brought  into  market,  although  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the 
wishes  of  the  settlers  will  be  ccmipiied  with  by  proclaiming  some  of  those  * 
lands  during  the  next  season. 

In  the  8iate  of  Louisiana. 

The  infornintion  derived  fi  om  the  Surveyor  (General  enables  me  to  siy 
that,  by  the  middle  of  Marcli  next,  ihr  rc  will  be  about  24S  townships  and 
fractional  t(nvnslii])s  surveyed  and  r(  turned,  which  have  not  been  pro- 
claimed for  sale.  Some  of  these  towuships  would  have  been  offered 
during  the  present  year,  if  the  land  offices  had  not  been  again  opened  by 
the  act  of  the  6th  of  February  last,  for  the  investigation  and  decision  of 
the  private  claims  to  land  in  that  State,  and  the  coasequent  apprehension 
that  difficulties  nii4;ht  arise  from  offering  those  lands  for  sale  during  the 
period  in  ^^  hich  individuals  are  allowed  to  biing  forward  their  claims.  If, 
however,  the  ollicc  can  satisfactorily  n'^certain  that  any  portion  of  those 
lands  can  be  offered  w  ithout  the  risk  of  intrrfnin^  with  such  alleged 
claims,  such  lands  wiil  be  brought  into  market  during  the  next  year. 

The  office  of  the  surveyor  for  the  public  lands  in  this  State  having  ne- 
cessarily been  closed  since  the  termination  of  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
no  surveys  are  known  io  have  been  made  during  the  present  season.  It 
is  estimated,  however,  that  only,  about  40  townships  are  now  required  to. 
be  surveyed,  to  complete  the  survey  of  Uie  lands  ceded  by  the  Choctaw 
treaty,  of  1330.

mom  of  1552,  and  where  the  operatiidns  are  carried  on  under  the  directions 
jafef  fcrypyor  General  specially  provided  for  by  tbe  treaty,  it  is  believed 
thM/MHIVM^  yfkfM  ^  the  operations  19  fic^ld  will  he  complete^ 
dMiipg  Ine  present  season,  wjth,  tbe  exception some  townships  in  tbe 
Mississippi  swamp,  and  oi'  such  of  th^  lands  horderinjjon  the  line  octwccn 
that  cession  and  the  Ciioctau  cession  ol  iSoO  as  coidd  not  he  surveyed 
in  consequence  of  that  line  not  being  run  and  marked  ;  })ut  as  tlie  Sur- 
veyor General  has  been  advised  of  the  course  of  tlie  line,  and  directed 
to  have  it  surveyed,  it, ^ay  be  expected  that  the  whole  surveys  will  be 
efiip^^ti^d  during^  ^he  odxt  year. 

In  Alabama, 

In  Obk  State  aril  the  eeded  lends,  with  tbe  exception  of  some  tovrnships 
MNifli  of  the  Stst  degree,  and  of  some  bordering  upon  the  undedded 
boundary  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  Georgia,  hare  been  sur- 
veyed. 

Owing  to  the  complaints  which  had  been  made  respecting  tbe  surveys 

of  the  lots  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  and  of  the  claims  adjacent  thereto,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  great  value  of  the  property  in  question,  it  was 
thought  advisable  tliat  tbe  Surveyor  General  should  personallv  examine 
the  subject,and  have  the  surveys  collected  underhis  own  immediate  su- 
perintendence ;  and  he  therefore  devoted  a  part  of  the  last  winter  and 
spring  to  tbe  aeeomplishment  of  that  duty,  which  it  is  hoped  has  now  been 
correctly  and  satisnetorily  performed. 

.The  surveys  of  the  public  lands  in  West  Florida  having  been  almost 
entirely  completed,  the  attention  of  the  Surveyor  General,  for  the  last 
year,  has  been  principally  directed  to  the  extension  of  those  in  the  pe- 
ninsula and  along  the  Atlantic  border  of  East  Florida ;  but,  in  consequence 

of  the  nature  of  the  country  on  each  side  of  the  tract  formerly  reserved 
for  the  Seminole  Indians,  but  which  was  ceded  to  the  United  States  by 
the  treaty  of  the  9th  May,  1832,  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  suspend 
the  extension  of  the  surveys  in  that  section  of  tbe  country  until  the  In- 
dians shall  he  removed  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty.  This  sus- 
pension will  not,  however,  cause  any  inconvenience  to  the  public,  as  it 
will  enable  the  Surveyor  General  to  prepare  for  market  those  surveys 
-wlueh  have  already  been  made,  and  which  the  reported  sickness  of  his 
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cU  I     and  want  of  aid  in  his  office^have  heretofore  preTented  him  from 

doing. 

During  the  last  season,  a  survey  of  the  confirmed  claimSf  and  of  the 
public  property  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine,  ivas  made  under  the  provi- 
sions 01  the  act  of  the  28tH  June,  18S8. 

4 

By  information  received  from  the  Surveyor  General,  it  appears  that 
about  85  townships  and  fractional  townships  have  been  surveyed,  of  which 
the  plats  have  not  been  received  at  this  office ;  and  that  about  64  town- 
ships and  fractional  townships  were  under  contract  for  subdivision  into 
sectiona.  Some  of  these  lands  will  be  offered  for  sale  during  the  next 
year. 

Not  only  as  showing  the  nature  ol  the  work  contemplated  to  be  per- 
'  formed  during  the  next  season  in  the  different  districts,  and  for  which 
.  appropriations  are  now  naked,  but  also  the  manner  in  which  it  has  heen 
found  absolutely  necessary  to  apply  the  appropriations  heretofore  made 
for  extra  aid  in  the  offices  of  the  Surveyors  General,!  beg  leave  to  refer 
to  the  accompanying  reports  from  those  officers. 

The  paper  (marked  0)  herewith  transmitted  is  a  statement  showing 
the  amount  of  forfeited  land  stock  issued  and  surrendered  at  the  United 
States  land  offices  to  the  SOth  vSepteiuber,  1835;  also,  the  amount  of  mili^ 
tary  land  scrip  surrendered  to  the  same  period. 

The  paper  H  is  an  exhibit  oi  the  periods  to  which  the  moiuhly  ac- 
counts of  the  registers  and  receivers  of  the  public  land  offices  have  been 
rendered,  and  showing  the  balance  of  cash  in  the  receivers'  hands  at  the 
date  of  - the  last  monthly  accounts  current,  and  the  period  to  which  the 
receivers*  quarterly  accounts  have  been  rendered. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  3d  March  last,  2d  section,  appropriates  an  ad- 
ditional quantity  of  land  /or  the  satisfaction  of  warrants  granted  by  the 
.  State  of  V'irgipia  to  tho  officers, soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of  hei-  State 
and  continental  establi-hiiionts  durini;  the  revolutionary  war,  to  the  ainount 
of  650,000  acres,  and  provide<l  that  if,  on  tlie  1st  September,  1885,  the 
amuujit  of  warrants  filed  should  exceed  the  amount  of  land  so  appropr  i- 
ated,  the  Commissioner  should  apportioi^  the  said  six  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  acres  of  land  among  the  warrants  which  may  be  then  on  file,  in 
full  satisfaction  thereof.*' 

The  amount  of  warrants  filed  on  1st  September  last  so  far  exceeded 
the  quantity  of  land  appropriated  by  the  law  as  to  require  the  deduction 
often  per  cent,  from  the  nominal  amount  of  each  warrant :  the  scrip  has 
heen  ordered  to  be  prepared  accordingly,  and  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  issue.

estimate  therefor. 

In  Ohio,  it  will  be  remembered,  the  survey  of  all  tlie  public  lands  is 
completed.  I  would,  however,  call  your  attention  to  the  expediency  of 
subdividing  the  "  two  mile  blocks,''  as  they  are  called,  iti  certain  town^- 
abips  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Cincinnati  land  district.  The  survey  of 
these  tracts  has  been  repeatedly  called  for;  and  much  inconvenience 
appears  to  have  been  suffered  by  purchasers  of  those  lands  for  want  of  it. 
The  enclosed  ]ilat  (marked  A)  shows  the  townships  alluded  to,  shaded 
red  ;  and,  rr  li  t !  ing  you  to  the  letter  on  this  subject  from  my  predecessor 
to  the  Coninii^sioner,  dated  November  29,  1834,  a  cnpy  of  which  is  also 
enclosed,  (marked  B,)  1  respectfully  recommend  it  to  your  attention. 

In  Indiana^  you  are  aware,  the  survey  of  all  the  public  lands  is  com- 
pleted. I  am  informed  that  some  portions  of  the  reservations  held 
by  the  Miami  nation  of  Indians  were  purchased  by  treaty  last  year ; 
but  it  is  understood  that,  owing  to  some  objectionable  feature  of  the 
treaty,  the  President  did  not  isubmit  it  to  the  Senate  ;  and  the  treaty  not 
being  ratified,  no  survey  of  the  lands  ceded  can  be  made. 

In  Michigan  peninsula,  there  remains  unsurvcycd  only  a  traall  por- 
tion of  the  lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished,  and  is 
embraced  in  the  cession  by  the  treaty  of  Saginaw  of  September  24,  1819, 
and  bituaied  principally  north  of  the  townships  numbered  seventeen, 
north,  and  bounded  on  the  east  by  Saginaw  bay,  on  the  north  by  Thunder 
Bay  river,  and  on  the  west  by  the  western  boundary  of  the  cession  which 
has  not  yet  been  surveyed.  This  tract  is  estimated  to  contain  about 
eighty  townships,  or  one  million  eight  hundred  and  forty-three  thousand 
acres,  and  is  shown  on  the  accompanying  diagram  (marked  C)  by  a 
red  shaded  boundary.  Verj' little  is  known  of  the  character  of  this  tract 
of  land  ;  but  it  is  highly  probable  that  a  fair  proportion  of  it  is  suitable 
for  cultivation  ;  and  being  eligibly  situated,  along  the  margin  of  an  ex- 
pensive bay  of  Lnke  Huron,  it  would  doubtless  subserve  the  public 
interest  to  have  the  settlements  extended  into  that  part  of  the  peninsula. 
1  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Surveyor  General  be  au- 
thorurad  to  survey  the  westete  boundary  of  the  cession,  and  to  extend 
the  exterior  township  Gues  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  tract.  Such 
portion  of  it  as  might  be  found  suitable  for  settlement  and  cultivation 
then  be  subdivided  into  sections,  and  offered  for  sale. 
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In  the  Northwest  (or  Wisconsin)  Territory  there  remains  to  be  sur- 
veyed only  the  tract  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  united  nation  of 
Chippewa,  Ottawa,  and  Pattawatamie  Indians,  by  treaty  of  Chicago  of 
September  26, 1833,  embraced  in  the  Green  Bay  land  district,  and  shad- 
ed red  on  the  accompanying  map,  ( marked  D.)  Two  experienced  deputy 
surveyors  have  been  sent  out  to  extend  the  exterior  township  lines 
through  this  tract,  preparatory  to  the  subdivision  into  sections,  whenever 
orders  for  that  purpose  shall  be  received.  The  tract  contains  about  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  townships,  or  two  million  six  hundred  and  forty-nine 
thousand  acres.  This  is  represented  as  a  fine  body  of  land,  and  is  rapid- 
ly settling  by  emigrants  from  the  adjoining  States.  It  would  doubtless 
conduce  to  the  public  interest,  as  well  as  promote  the  settlement  of  a 
valuable  portion  of  the  public  domain,  if  the  subdivision  of  the  townships 
into  sections  should  be  authorized  so  soon  as  the  exterior  lines  thereof 
shall  have  been  run  out. 

With  these  views,  I  submit  the  following  estimate  of  funds  that  are  con- 
sidered rec'uisite  for  the  surveying  operations  in  this  department  for  the

Sir:  In  the  upper  part  of  the  Cincinnati  land  district  there  are  seven 
town&hips,  in  which  the  "two  mile  blocks"  have  never  been  divided  into 
sections.  These  townships  were  surveyed  some  thirty  years  since,  by 
running  lines  each  w  ay  through  them,  at  the  distance  of  two  miles  apart, 
divicjing  each  township  into  aine  squares,  of  four  sections  each,  in  which 
8late  they  have  remained  until  now.  Why  they  have  not  been  farther 
subdivided,  as  all  tlie  other  townships  in  the  district  were,  does  not  now 
appear,  and  there  seems  no  good  reason  why  they  should  not  yet  be  sur* 
veyed  at  the  expense  of  Government. 

Much  of  the  lands  lying  in  the  townships  referred  to  have  been  sold, 
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and,  on  account  ol'  tbe  sur\\»vs  thereof  not  being  completed,  difficulties 
liave  arisen,  and  are  likely  still  more  to  arise,  between  purchasers  \i\  es- 
teMnhing  their  boundaries.  ApplieationsfaaTe  frequently  been  made  to 
tluB'ofiee  to  have  these  "  blocks"  snbdivided ;  and  theve  is  now  before 
me  a  eommunication  from  the  i  mrt1fjf  .||iiii  j  ni  of  Doik'  countyi  jnst  re- 
esiTed,  urgin*  very  eamestlj  tbe  sub^f^lsion  thereof. 

I  refer  this  subject  to  you  for  your  MMeration,  and  respeotfully  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  authorizing  the  Surveyor  General  tocause  asurvej 
to  be  made  of  the  two  mile  blocks  in  question.

Sir  :  The  Ic^tter  of  the  acting  (^'ommissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
•of  the  6th  ultimo,  calls  for  a  separate  estimate  of  the  exj)enses  of  this 
efi&ce  for  the  next  year,  with  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be 
performed  in  the  office  during  that  period,  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
work  perfonned  under  tbe  last  year's  appropriation  for  extra  clerk  hire. 

TTnoier  date  of  dOth  Dece'jiber  last.  In  replj  to  a  similar  call,  my  pre- 
deeesBor  made  a  repoA  to  Uie  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Offi(  e 
respecting  the  manner  in  which  the  appropriation  for  extra  clerk  hire 
had  been  applied  by  him,  a  copy  of  which  report,  mffiRed  A,  accompa- 
nies this.  The  views  taken  of  the  subject  by  Mr.  Williams  I  concur- 
in.  The  necessity  of  adtSpting  the  course  pursued  liy  him,  and  the  rea- 
sons which  influenced  him  thereto,  are  clearly  seated.  The  neceesity 
which  then  existed  tor  applying  the  extra  approj)rialion  lor  clerk  hire 
in  the  execution  of  the  current  duties  of  the  office  has  continued  to. 
exist  up  to  the  present  time. 

At  the  date  of  tbe  comttiunication  above  referred  to,  a  large  propor- 
tion of  tbe  surveys  then  under  contract  remained  to  be  returned  to  this 
ofiiee.  These  have  since  been  nearly  all  received,  together  with 
portion  of  the  work  subsequently  put  under  contract.  In  these  surveys 
a  great  amount  of  meanders  of  navigable  streams  and  lakes  exist ;  to  plat, 
which,  and  to  make  the  calculations  of  the  contents  of  tl^e  minute  .||l6^^' 
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visions  into  wbich  fractional  sections. are  now  made,  is  of  itself  a  hea^j 
job.  Besides  this,  we  have  to  make  triplicate  plats  and  triplicate  descrip- 
tive notes  of  every  township  and  fractional  township  surveyed.  These^ 
with  the  subdivision  into  forty-acre  lots,  of  the  unsold,  forfeited,  and  re- 
verted fractional  sections  in  the  several  land  districts,  not  previously  com- 
pleted, and  the  various  incidental  duties  of  the  office,  together  with  those 
arisinjx  under  calls  from  the  general  and  district  land  oifices,  haye  consti- 
tuted the  cuirent  business  of  the  otiice.  , 

'Wo  have  applied  the  additional  atlpwance  fbr  derk  hire  to  bringing  up 
we  old  arrears,  and  in  transcribing  the  field  notes  for  preservation  at  the 
seat  of  GovemmerU,  would  have  compelled  us  to  lay  over  a  large  amount 

of  those  current  duties,  which  would  have  been  highly  detrimental  to 
the  public  interests,  embarrassing  to  the  operations  of  the  land  offices, 
and  would  have  retarded  tlie  sales  of  the  public  lands,  so  mucli  called  for. 

I  hnvr,  therefore,  thought  it  best  to  pursue  the  course  adopted  by  my 
predecessor,  nul  Ijnve  continued  to  employ  on  the  current  duties  of  the 
office  our  whole  force.  In  doing  (Iiis,  I  have  felt  myself  justified  in  what 
appeared  to  be  the  necessity  ol  the  ca.^'  .  as  well  as  by  the  example  of 
my  predecessor,  to  which  no  exception  dj  pears  to  have  been  taken. 
*^  The  ^'benefits  which  have  resulted  from  the  appropriation  of  the  last 
year  for  extra  clerk  hire"  are,  I  trust,  sufficiently  set  forth  in  the  fore- 
going statement,  and  need  hot  be  more  paelkularly  pointed  out 

So  soon  as  the  plats  and  dt  s,  riptivc  notes  of  this  season's  surveys  can 
be  completed,  which,  it  is  hojjed,  will  be  w  ithin  the  next  (juarter,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  take  uj)  t!ic  old  aiK  ars  of  work,  and  the  transcribing  the  field 
notes  for  pre^e^\ ;ition  at  the  seat  of  Government.  And  as  the  surveying 
operations  in  this  district  in  the  ensuing  year  will  probably  f)e  limited, 
it  is  expected  that  the  whole  of  the  additional,  and  perhaps  part  of  the 
regular  allowance  for  clerk* hire  can  be  applied  to  those  objects.  The 
nature  and  amount  of  those  arrears  are  set  forfli  in  detail  in  the  report' 
of  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  8th  of  Octqbei^  1851,  to  which  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  you.  To  that  amount,  ho;l^€^,  are  to  be  added  all  the. 
surveys  made  since  that  time,  and  the  preparing  connected  maps,  which^ 
from  the  pressure  of  business  of  more  immediate  ^portapce,  hafi^. neces- 
sarily been,  for  sc.  ri  al  yeais  past,  laid  over. 

The  accuracy  and  neatness  requisite  in  the  drawing  and  copying  our 
plats,  and  in  the  reccrdinix  of  them  in  the  bock:*  of  the  office,  call  for 
skilful  and  expeiienced  draughtsmen.  'I'he  recording,  also,  of  the  held 
notes,  part^ularly  the  old  surveys  in  Ohio  and  part  of  Indiana,  require 
not  only  mechanical  neatness,  but  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  science 
of  surveying  in  its  application  to  the  public  sui  veys,  as  a  considerable 
portion  of  those  old  lield  notes  will  need  a  skilful  arrangement  before  re- 
cording. The  order  of  talent  requisite  in  the  performance  of  these  several 
duties  should  be  secured  by  an  adequate  compensation  therefor.  But, 
from  tlie  permanent  rise  in  tlie  price  of  provisions,  house  rent,  and  cost 
of  living  in  thc'city,  1  am  persuaded  that  the  allowajice  now  made  to  the 
clerks  in  this  office  is  not  a  f;iir  compensation  foi  their  labor,  and  is  not. 
equal  to  that  paid  to  clerks  of  the  same  and  even  inferior  grades  in  many 
of  the  mercantile  houses,  offices,  and  institutions  in  thi^  city. 

With  the  foregoing  statement  and  views,  1  submit  the  following  esti* 
mate  for  the  ensuing  year :

Sir  :  Since  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  Jist  of  Octoher,  referring 
to  the  appropriation  of  j53,500  for  additional  clerk  hire  for  this  oSice, 
and  direetmg  the  said  appropriation  to  be  exclusively  applied  to  the 
bringing  up  of  the  old  arrears,  lefl  by  my  predecessors^  I  .have  fully  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and  hare  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it! will. be 
yery  clifll nit  to  carry  your  instructions  into  practice,  without  an  injury  to 
the  public  service. 

In  the  first  place,  it  will  br;  difficult  to  make  an  entirely  distinct  appli- 
cation of  the  Inhor  of  a  portion  of  the  clerks  to  the  old  arrears,  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  enabled  satisfactorily  to  render  5ej)arate  qiruterly  ac- 
counts. It  will  be  found,  in  practice,  to  advance  the  busingss  ccnve- 
nience  of  the  otTice,  to  be  allowed  occasionally  to  devote  the  l.ibor  of 
elorks  appropriated  to  one  branch  of  the  business  to  duties  in  another 
branch ;  anci,  in  the  second  place,  it  is  found,  by  the  experience  of  the 
past  three  jears,  to  be  entirely  impracticable,  with  the  assistance  of  only 
three  clerks,  employed  under  the  re<;ular  appropiiation  of  $2,100,  to 
execute  all  the  eurrent  duties  of  the  office,  and  the  business  incident  to 
the  new  surveys  of  the  public  lands  which  have  been  ordered  within 
that  time,  the  Peld  work  of  which  is  now  mostly  executed.  And  it  is 
hut  justice  to  the  })ublic  s<  ivice  to  say  that,  if  the  Surveyor  General  is 
resti'icled  to  niiiy  three  clerks  in  the  execution  of  these  duties,  the  sales 
of  a  large  poruun  of  the  publie  lands,  expected  by  the  Government  and 
the  public  to  be  held  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  must  inevitably 
be  delayed. 

Since  my  report  of  the  8th  of  October,  1831,  showing  the  state  of  the 
records  of  the  business  of  the  office  at  that  date,  the  amount  of  the 
public  lands  this  office  has  been  directed  to  surrey  and  prepare  for  sales 
has  been  constantly  and  rapidly  increasing,  and  is  now  near  threefold 
"vvhnt  it  has  been  at  any  one  time  within^the  ten  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  year  18S2,  and  baa  greatly  exceeded  the  amount  of  any 
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former  period  since  the  establishment  of  the  oHice,  as  tl»e  records  aod 
files  of  your  CiC'])artment  will  show.  In  addilion  to  this  increase  of  cor-^ 
rent  hu'^iness,  the  duties  inipo&ed  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  5th 
of  April,  J  oJ2,  have  occupied  the  time  and  Uibor  of  one  of  tlie  best  clerks 
in  the  office  from  September,  183^,  to  the  present  time,  ia  making  the 
dttbdiTtsions  of  fractional  sectioiis  on  the  records  and  onnpal  plats,  and 
in  preparing  duplicate  copies  thereof  for  the  general  and  district  land 
offices ;  and  this  dutj  is  not  yet  fully  completed.  If,  then,  the  usual  ap- 
propriation, under  which  three  clerks  were  employed,  was  insufficient  to 
enable  the  Surveyor  General  to  keep  up  the  business  of  the  office  during 
the  ten  years  preceding  1832,  it  will  not  be  expected  that  the  same  num- 
ber of  clerks  will  be  sufficient  now,  and  for  a  year  or  two  to  come. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  respectfully  suggest  for  your  considera- 
tion the  expediency  of  so  modifying  your  instructions  as  to  allow  the 
entire  appropriation  for  clerk  hire  to  be  employed,  so  far  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary, to  prepare  for  sales  the  lands  emnraeed  in  the  late  and  exist- 
ing contracts  for  surveys,  and  the  remainder  in  bringing  up  the  old 
arrears* 

When  your  letter  of  instructions  on  this  subject  was  received,  the 
clerks  then  in  the  service  of  the  office  were  employed  in  duties  looking 
to  the  appi  caching  sales  of  the  public  lands.  One-half  of  the  quarter 
having  expired,  1  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  make  a  change  until  the  next 
quarter. 

The  work  of  transcribing  tho  field  notes  has  not  been  commenced,  bilt 
can  be  in  the  ensuing  quartt  r.  h  is  respectfully  suggested  that  this  work 
should  progress  in  numerical  ordtr^  in  preference  to  the  order  of  the 
•date  of  surveif,s, 

I  shall  hope  to  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience,  touching 
the  foregoing  suggestions.

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mj  clerks,  (stfll  cODtinuiDg,)  so  much  indeed  as  almost  to  have  suspended 
the  meobanicat  operations  of  the  office  for  nearljr  three  mouths  in  the 
present  year.

This  agreement,  entered  into  between  Robert  Butler,  Surveyor  Gen- 
eral, in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  of  the  one  pan,  and  Paul  McCor* 
nidc,  deputy  surv  eyor,  of  the  other  part,  both  of  the  Territorj  of  Flori- 
da, witnesseth :  That,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  two  dollars

Id  a  very  short  time  I  shall  be  enabled  to  designate  and  transmit  to 
your- department  a  statement  showing  the  particular  sections  of  country 
which  tiie  public  interest,  as  well  as  the -interest  of  the  people  of  Ar- 
kansas, requires  should  be  surveyed  at  an  early  period.  A  communica- 
tion on  this  subject  would  have  been  made  at  an  earlier  date,  had  it  not 
been  for  ill  healtb,  which  has  been  ray  constant  conifKinion  for  the  hist 
six  or  eight  months.  In  answer  to  that  part  of  the  actinp  Commission- 
er's letter  requirin£:  a  statement  slio\vin<T  the  manner  in  wliich  the  last 
year's  appropiiatiua  ior  extra  clerk  hire  has  been  applied,  1  iiave  to  state 
that  the  first  expenditures  under  the  appropriation  for  extra  clerk  hire 
for  the«years  1834  and  18S6  were  not  commenced  until  the  second 

Quarter  of  the  present  year;  two  ckiks  were  then  enipioyed,  whose 
uties  have  been  exclusively  copying  notes  of  surreys  for  transmisuon 
to  the  General  l.and  Office.  The  Surveyor  General  would  have  em- 
ployed clerks  on  this  appropriation  at  an  earlier  ]>criod,  hut  waited  for 
instructions  from  the  Commissionrr  of  the  (feneral  Land  Othcc,  to  be 
informed  of  the  particular  duties  to  be  periorni*  d  by  clerks  employed  un- 
der that  appropriation.  Both  the  clerks  ( mployedas  aforesaid  have  hafl 
considerable  sickness  during  the  buuiiuer,  and  one  ol  them  for  upwards 
of  three  months,  from  ill  health,  was  unable  to  attend  to  business.  Not- 
withstandine  so  much  siekness,  the  notes  of  the  surveys  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  miles  have  been  copied,  and,  when  indexed  and  compared 
with  the  original,  will  be  in  readiness  for  your  department.  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  £;iving  it  as  my  decided  opinion  that  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  should  be  furnished  with  a  ceitified 
-copy  of  all  s^irrcjs  in  which  the  Genera!  Government  is  interested, 
from  every  Surveyor  General^s  office  in  the  I  nited  Slate:?,  and  that  this 
work  ought  to  have  been  commenced  years  ago.  I  am  further  of  opinion 
that  fireproof  ojices  should  be  constructed  for  every  surveyor's  office  be- 
longing to  our  Government.  The  labor  and  expense  of  copying  the 
notes  of  idl  the  surveys  in  the  Territory  will  prove  no  inconsiderable 
natter,  but  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  is  of  so  much  importance 
to  the  Govermncnt,  that  the  labor  and  expense  necessaiy  (hereto  ought 
not  to  be  taken  into. consideration.  I  therefore  recommend,  in  the  most 
enr  nrst  manner,  a  continuation  of  the  appropriation  for  tliat  obji  ct.  The 
regular  clerks  of  the  office  have  l>een  en*^aged  in  hringiiiii  up  arrears  of 
plats,  pre})aring  plats  for  the  land  offices,  and  other  duties  incident  to  the 
surveying  dei)artmcnt.  To  prepare  plats  h>r  the  1  vr  d  offices  is  the  prin- 
<cipal  duty  of  the  mathematiciau  and  drauglUsman,  auJ  the  increasing 
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opertlioDS  in  tlie  field  will  gnre  oonstent  employment  to  the  nomber  of 
jrsgubr  eMu  allowed  ^8  office.

Sir  :  Fn  compiianre  with  the  ietter  Irorn  your  olrice  oi' tlic  6tli  ultimo, 
I  have  the  lir.iior  to  enclcse  a  copy  of  the  CFtiiiiate  transruilted  to  tlic 
KL'^ibter  oi"  the  Treasui} ,  aud  Lo  inlbrni  }uu  trial  Uie  appiopiialion  lor 
extra  clerk  hire  for  last  year  has  beeu  applied  in  aid  of  the  regular 
olerks  in  brioging  up  the  foUowiog  arreara,  to  wit : 

In  the  district  north  of  Bedrirer  12.  townships  hare  been  ealoti^ 
lated,  of  which  10  have  been  protracted,  and  the  maps  and  descriptive 
JDipies  made  oot,  (in  triplicate,)  and  the  field  notes  recorded  ;  also,  one 
tpAvn.'hip  map  subdivided,  ealculated,  made  out  in  triplicate,  and  r(  corded. 

Ill  the  southwestern  district  40  townships  luive  been  protracted 
and  calculated,  and  the  maps  and  descrij>tive  notci:,  and  separate  [•Ij'Js 
and  cci  tiiicates,  made  out  in  triplicates,  and  all  the  field  notes  and  also 
3  of  the  map«  recorded,  and  the  held  notes  of  7  townships  copied  for  the 
General  Land  OlUce  ;  also,  ii  township  maps  subdivided,  calculated,  and 
made  oat  w^tripUeete. 

In  the  southeastern  diatriet  5  townships  have  been  protracted^ 
calculated,  and  the  maps,  descriptive  notes,  and  separale  plats  and  oerti- 
'ficates  made  out  in  triplicatOi  end  the  township  maps  tttfiorded. 

In  the  St.  Helena  district  2  townships  have  been  protracted ;  hut, 
for  want  of  evidence  of  confirmation,  (this  office  not  heine;  provided 
with  the  record  of  coiitiriiir-l  claims.)  they,  toc;el!'.er  with  lOG  separate 
plats,  already  made  out  in  triplicate,  remain  unajjpi  oved  and  unrecorded. 

Two  dilhculties  occurred  to  prevent  my  attempting  to  bring  up  the 
arrears  in  i:eguiar  order  as  to  time  :  one  was  the  want  of  complete  copies 
of  all  the  confirmations,  by  which  the  aocnracy  of  the  locations  of  the 
l^vate  claims  might  be  tested  priot  to  the  record  thereof  beinc  made 
tmmfl^ii^ ;  the  other  waftihe  neoesn^  af  expediting  the  return  of  part»* 
ctdal'  townsh^,  to  give  claimants  wider  the  prO'^mption  law  <of  •  1*984  an 
opportunity  of  seciu^MT.their  laodir' 

The  first  of  these  difficulties  can  only  he  obviated  Hv  adopting  some 
means  of  procuring  from  the  re^^istcr  of  the  St.  Helena,  the  south- 
/Western,  and  district  north  of  Red  river,  complete  copies  of  all  the 
confirmations  and  reports  of  claims  which  bhould  have  been  forwmdjjd 
to  this  office  by  the  several  boaids  of  commissioners.  If  the  prijrted 
.49V4^en(s  called  for  by  the  Senate  do  not  furnish  them,  it  woold  'be 
necessary  to.  employ  di^cke  to  mi^e  them  out,  and,  iwthat  event,  tber» 
shoold  be  compensation  for  two  extra  deidis  (or  oue.year  added  to  my 
^V^ate  for  1836,  (say  $1,600.) 
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It  it  lo  be  regretted  that,  in  the  organization  of  ^is  ofiiee,  the  com- 
pensattoD  for  regular  clerkt  was  not  in  proportion  to  the  current  business 
of  so  extensive  and  important  a  district,  where  the  .vast  number  of  pri> 
vate  claims  and  traversed  streams  render  the  protraction  and  calculation 
so  intricate  and  tedious,  and  where  it  would  have  contributed  so  much  to 
the  improvement  of  the  countiy,  and^he  account  of  sales  of  the  public  land. 

The  estimate  for  the  district  north  of  Red  rivrr  is  intended  to  be 
applied  to  the  survey  of  the  land  bordering  on  lied  river  immediately 
below  the  Arkansas  lii)e,  and  the  country  between  the  Ouachita  and 
Black  liver  and  the  Mississippi.  A  large  portion  of  it  was  formerly 
subject  to  inundation  ;  but,  since  the  construction  of  partial  levees  on  the 
margin  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  value  of  the  land  has  been  greatly 
enhanced,  and  it  attracts  general  interest. 

In  the  southwestern  district  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  have  the 
country  bordering  on  the  Sabine  river  surveyed. 

The  estimate  for  the  surveying  of  private  claims  and  resurveying  in 
that  district  is  intended  for  the  correction  and  closins:  of  the  Rapides 
and  Atlakapas  likstiH  ts,  which  have  been  under  contract  for  many 
*        years ;  in  wiiich  the  surveyors  were  permitted  to  return  separate  tracte 
.  without  connexion  to  the  township  lines,  ami  \s  hich  can  only  be  closed 
now  by  a  resurvey  of  at  least  part  of  those  tracts. 

The  resurvey  contemplated  in  the  southeastern  district  is  deemed 
indispensably  necessary,  on  account  of  the  numerous  errors  and  the  con- 
fused condition  of  the  notes  of  the  ibrmer  surveys. 

I  have  no  doubt  a  similar  course  will  be  found  necessary  in  the  St. 
Helena  district,  but  the  extent  of  the  errors  in  that  district  cannot  be 
ascertained  without  a  copy  of  the  confirmations  and  orders  of  survey.

Sir  :  The  indisposition  of  my  family,  and  the  unheaUhine.ss  of  the 
season  for  the  last  six  weeks,  have  delayed  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th  August,  calling  on  this  office  for  the  es- 
timates for  the  year  1836. 

I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

Nearly  all  the  public  lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  ex- 
tinguished have  been  surveyed  as  far  as  it  is  practicable.  There  yet 
remain  some  surveys  of  the  public  lands  and  private  claims  in  the  St. 
Stephen's  land  district,  whicli.  it  is  presumed,  a\  ill  be  surveyed  during 
the  ensuing  winter ;  two>  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  will  cover  the 
expenses. 

Should  the  Government  succeed  in  obtaining  the  lands  of  the  Chero- 
kee tribe  lying  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  order  them  surveyed 
daring  the  next  year,  an  amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  will  be  re- 
quirea  for  that  purpose,  as  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  70  town- 
inips  in  ils  limits. 

Should  the  line  between  Georgia  and  Alabama  be  permanently  estab- 
lished during  the  next  year,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  completion  and  connexion  of  the  public  surveys  with  that 
line.

Congress  appropriated,  at  the  session  before  last,  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  and  at  the  last  session  one  thousand  dollars  more,  making 
thirty -five  hundred  dollars  *'  for  additional  cleih  hire,  in  order  to  bring 
up  the  arrears  and  transcribing  the  field  notes  of  said  oflice,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  theai  preserved  at  the  seat  of  Government." 

Of  this  sum,  fourteen  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  will 
have  been  expended  at  the  close  of  this  quarter.

Gentlemen  :  By  the  act  of  the  11th  of  January,  1805,  ail  that  part 
of  the  Indiaaft  Territory  lying  iiordi  of  a  line  drawn  due  "  eatt  from  tl» 
Mutherly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Mkhigan  until  it  shall  interaeot  LalM 
Erie,  and  east  of  a  Une  drawn  from  the  said  southerly  bend,  through  the 
middle  of  said  lake,  to  its  northern  extremity,  and  thence  due  Borth  to 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  United  States,''  was  ereefed  into  a  separUe 
Territory,  by  the  name  of  Michii^an. 

The  territory  coiiipriscd  within  these  limits  bein^  j)art  of  tiie  district 
of  country  described  in  tlie  ordinance  ol  the  13th  of  July,  1787,  which 
provides  that,  whenever  any  of  the  States  into  which  the  same  should 
be  divided  shoutti  liav  o  GUjOOO  free  iobabilants,  each  State  should  be 
admitted  by  its  delegates  into  the  Congress  of  the  United  Statee  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  origitml  States  in  all  respects  whatever,  and  aball 
be  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent  eonstitution  and  State  Government: 
provided  the  constitution  and  government  ao  to  he  formed  shall  be  re- 
publican, and  in  conformity  to  the  principles  contained  in  these  articles,'* 
&c.  &c.— !-thc  inhabitants  thereof  have,  during  the  present  year,  in  pur- 
s^uance  of  the  ri<iht  secured  by  the  ordinance,  formed  a  constitution  and 
State  noverniucnt.  That  instrument,  together  with  various  other  docu- 
ments connected  therewith,  has  been  tratismitted  to  me  for  the  purpose 
of  being  laid  before  Congress,  lo  whom  the  power  and  duty  of  admitting 
new  States  into  the  Union  exclusively  appertains;  and  uie  whole  are 
herewith  communicated  for  your  early  decision.

CONSTITUTION 

TII£  STATE  OF  MICHIGAN, 

As  adopted  in  conveniion,  begun  and  held  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  cUy  ^ 
DUrait^  on  Monday y  the  II th  da^  qf  May^  A*  1535. 

In  eonvention,  begun  at  the  city  of  Detroit,  on  the  second  Monday  of 
May,  in  (he  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty 'five : 
'  We,  the  people  of  the  '!%  rritoty  of  Michigan,  as  established  by  the  act 
of  Congress  of  the  llth  of  January,  1805,  in  conformity  to  the  fifth  arti- 
cle of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  northwest  of  the  l  iver  Ohio,  believing  that  the  time  has 
arrived  when  our  present  political  condition  ought  to  cease,  and  the 
right  of  seii-government  he  asserted,  and  availing  ourselves  of  that  pro- 
vision of  the  aforesaid  ordinance  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  ^»iates  of 
the  13th  day  of  July,  1757,  and  the  acts  of  Congress  passed  in  accord- 
ance  therewith,  which  entitle  os  to  admission  into  the  Union,  upon  a  eon— 
dition  which  has  been  fulfilled,  do,  by  our  delegates  in  oouTentiou  assea- 
bled,  mutnaliy  agree  to  form  ourselves  toto  a  free  aod  independent  State- 
by  the  style  and  title  of  The  State  of  Michigan,''  and  do  ordain  and. 
establish  the  foUowiug  constitution  for  the  government  of  the  same  r 

AHTtCLB  I. 

1.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people. 

2.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  protection,  security,  and  benefit  of 
the  people;  and  tliey  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  alter  or  reform  the 
same,  and  to  aholish  one  form  of  government,  and  establish  another,  when- 
ever tlic  public  good  rccjuires  it. 

3.  No  man  or  set  of  men  are  enlitled  to  exclusive  or  separate  privi- 
leges. 
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4.  Every  person  has  a  right  to  worship  Ala3ii;hty  God  a(  finding  to  the 
dictates  of  his  own  conscience  ;  and  no  j)erson  tan  of  right  be  compelled 
to  yttend,  erect,  or  support,  against  his  will,  any  place  of  religious  wor- 
shij),  or  pay  any  tithes,  taxes^  or  other  rates  for  tne  support  of  any  minis-* 
ter  of  thie  gospel  or  teacher  of  religion. 

5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  for  the  benefit  of  reli- 
gious societies,  or  theological  or  religious  seminaries. 

6.  The  civil  and  poiitical  rights,  privileges,  and  capacities  of  no  indi- 
vidual sh;dl  l)c  diminishrd  or  enlarged  on  account  of  his  opinions  or  be- 
lief concerning  matters  ol  religion. 

7.  P'.very  person  ni;iy  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on 
all  siil)jc('ts,  boinc;  r(  sponsible  for  tlie  abuse  of  that  right ;  and  no  laws 
bhall  be  passed  lo  reaiiain  ur  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press. 
In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evi- 
dence to  the  jury ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that  the  matter 
charged  as  libellous  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good  motives  and 
for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted,  and  the  jury  shall  have 
the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  fact.  - 

8.  The  person,  houses,  papers,  and  possessions  of  every  individual  shall 
be  secure  fiom  unrcisonable  searches  and  seizures;  and  no  warrant  to 
search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  thinjjf,  shall  issue  without  de- 
scribing them,  nor  without  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  aihrma- 
tion. 

9.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

10.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  a" 
speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinage ;  to  be  con- 

front 0(1  with  the  witnesses  against  him  ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for 
obtaining  witnesses  in  his  fafor;  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his 
defence  ;  and  in  all  civil  cases,  in  w  hichj»ersonal  liberty  may  be  involved^ 
4he  trial  by  jury  shall  not  be  refused. 

11.  Nu  person  ^ball  bo  held  to  answer  ior  a  c-riniinal  offence,  unless  on 
the  presentuient  or  indictment  of  a  j^rand  jury,  except  in  cases  of  inipcach- 
ment,  or  in  cases  cognizable  by  justices  of  the  peace,  or  arising  in  the 
army  or  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

12.  No  person  for  the  same  offence  shall  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of 
punishment ;  all  persons  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by  sufficient 
sureties,  except  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  pre- 
sumption great;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not 
be  suspended,  unless  when,  in  ease  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

13.  Every  person  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  for  the  defence  of  himself 
anci  the  State. 

14.  The  military  shall,  in  all  cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subor- 
dination to  the  civil  power. 

15.  No  soldier  shall,  fa  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house  with*^ 
out  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

16.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against 
it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort; no  perBOil 

shall  1)C  ronvictpd  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony  of  tWO  Wltnfnflflfli 
to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court. 
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17.  No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  iaW)  or  law  impairing  tlie  obliga** . 
<ion  of  contracts,  shall  be  passed. 

18.  Exce??sive  bail  shall  not  he  required^  excess! vo  fines  shall  not  be 
imposed  ;  and  cruel  and  unjust  punisluiients  shall  nut  be  inllicted. 

19.  The  properu  ui  no  person  siiull  be  taken  for  public  use,  without 
Just  compensation  therefor. 

SO.  The  people  shall  have  the  right  freely  to  aflsemble  together,  to 
■consult  for  tne  common  good,  to  instruct  their  representatives,  and  to  pe- 
tition the  Legislature  for  redress  of  grievances. 

21.  All  acts  of  the  Legislature,  contrary  to  this  or  any  other  article  of 
this  constitution,  shall  be  void. 

ARTICLE  U. 

ELECTORS. 

t.  In  all  elections,  every  white  male  citizen  above  the  a^^e  of  U^enty- 
one  yeais,  having  resided  in  the  State  six  months  next  pieeeding;  any 
-election,  shall  be  entitltd  to  vote  at  such  election ;  and  evtjy  white  male 
inhabitant  of  the  age  aforesaid,  who  may  be  a  resident  of  this  State  at  the 
time  of  the  signing  of  this  constitution,  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  as 
aforesaid ;  but  no  such  citizen  or  inhabitant  shall  be  entitled  to  Vote  ex- 
cept in  the  district,  county,  or  toivnship  in  which  'he  shall  actually  re- 
side at  the  time  of  such  election* 

2.  All  votes  shall  be  given  by  ballot,  except  for  such  township  officers 
as  may,  by  law,  be  directed  (o  be  otherwise  chosen. 

3.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  (  xrept  tienson,  lelony,  or  breach  of  the 
pence,  be  {)ri\ile£;c(l  lioin  arrest  ilui iu^  tlieir  attendance  at  eiectiouij,  and 
it)  going  to  and  returning  lioiii  ihe  same. 

4.  No  elector'shall  be  obliged  to  do  mililia  duty  on  the  days  of  elec* 
don,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  State 
by  reason  of  his  absence  on  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

6.  No  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine,  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State  in  consequence  of  being 
^'Stationed  in  any  military  or  naval  place  within  the  same. 

AUTICtX  ni. 

DIVISION  OF  THE  POWEJRS  OF  GOVERNMENT. 

1 .  The  powers  of  the  Governmr^nt  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
ilepartments — the  legislative,  the  f  x(  cutive,  and  the  judi*  ial :  and  one  de- 
partment shall  never  exercise  the  powers  of  another,  except  in  such 
cases  as  aie  expressly  provided  for  in  this  constitution. 

ARTICLB  IV. 

LXeiSLATIVE  DBPARTMENT. 

1 .  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Senate  and  House  of 
Hepreseotatives. 

S.  'Ihe  number  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
never  be  less  than  forty-eight,  nor  more  than  one  hundred ;  and  the  Sen- 
ate shall,  at  all  times,  equal  in  number  one-third  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, as  nearly  as  may  be. 
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3.  The  Legislature  shall  proTule  bj  law  for  an  enumeration  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  State  in  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  eveiy  ten  years  after  the  said  last- 

mfnfionc'd  time  ;  and  at  their  first  session  after  each  enumeration  so  made 
as  aforesai  l,  and  also  alter  cacli  enumeration  inado  by  the  authority  of 
the  United  Stales,  liie  Le^ij»lature  shall  appnition  anew  the  h'cpresenta- 
tives  and  Senators  atnonij:  the  several  counties  and  districts,  according  to 
the  number  ol  wliile  iidiabitants. 

4k  The  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  first  Monday 
of  NoVjember,  and  on  the  following  day,  by  the  electors  of  the  several 
coiinties  or  districts  into  which  the  State  shall  be  divided  for  that  pur- 
pose. Each  organized  county  shall  be  eniitlod  to  at  least  one  Represent- 
ative;, but  no  county  hereafter  organized  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate 
Representative,  until  it  shall  have  attained  a  population  equal  to  the 
ratio  of  repro^entntion  hereafter  establislied. 

5.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  two  years,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  Reprosentatives  are  required  to  be  chosen.  At 
tiic  lir^t  session  ot  the  Legislaluie  under  this  constitution,  they  siiail  be 
divided  by  lot  from  their  respective  districts,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  into 
two  equal  classes ;  the  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  va- 
cated at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  of  the  second  class  at  the  ex* 
pirat  ion  of  the  seoond  year  ;  so  that  one-half  thereof,  as  nearly  as  may  be» 
shall  be  chosen  annually  thereafter. 

6.  The  State  shall  he  divided,  at  each  new  apportionment,  into  a  num- 
ber of  not  Irss  than  four,  nor  more  than  eiL^ht  senatorial  districts,  to  be 
always  coinp  ised  of  coijtiguous  trrritor  v,  so  that  each  district  shall  eleet 
an  equal  nura!>er  of  Senators  annudl},  as  nearly  as  may  be;  audno  coun- 
ty shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  such  districts. 

7.  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  Slates,, 
and  be  qualified  electors  in  the  respective  counties  and  districts  which, 
they  represent ;  and  a  removal  from  their  respective  counties  or  dis- 
tricts shall  be  deemed  a  vacation  of  their  scats. 

8.  No  person  holdins;  any  ofike  under  the  United  Slates  or  of  this 
State,  ( oificcrs  of  the  militia,  justices  of  the  peace,  associate  judges  of  the 
circiiit  and  county  courts^  and  postmasters  excepted,)  shall  be  eligible  ta 
either  House  of  the  I.c;;if  Inture, 

9.  Senators  and  Renreseniativcs  shall,  in  a!!  cases  exee})t  treason,  felo- 
n>%  or  !i;e.ich  of  the  peace,  he  piivile:j;cd  iroia  arrest,  nor  shall  they  be 
subject  to  any  civil  process  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  lior  for 
fiAeen  days  next  before  the  fK>mtnencement  and  after  the  termination  of 
each  session-. 

10.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ; 
but. a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  comj)ei  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties* 

as  each  fTon^e  may  provide.    Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  ofTicers*^ 

1 1.  Each  House  shall  fh'terminc  the  rules  of  its  j)roceedin<]:;s,  and  judge 
of  the  qnalincations,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  own  mr^mbers,  and  ' 
may,  witii  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected, 
expel  a  member  j  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  fof  the 
same. cause,  nor  for  any  cause  known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  ta 
liia^lsttipn. 
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18.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  ptoceediags,  and  publish  the 
*same,  except  sueh  parts  as  majr  require  secrecj ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  members  of  either  House,  on  any  question,  ehall,  at  the  request 
of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal.  Any 

member  of  either  House  shall  have  liherty  to  Hissent  from  and  protest 
against  any  act  or  resolution  whitli  ho  may  think  injurious  to  the  public 
or  an  individual,  and  have  the  reasons  of  his  dist^ent  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

\S.  In  all  elections  by  either  or  both  Houses,  the  votes  shall  be  given 
viva  voce;  and  ail  votes  on  nominations  made  to  the  Senate  shall  be 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  published  with  the  journal  of  its  proceedings. 

14.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  open,  except  when  the  public 
welfare  shall  require  secrecy ;  neither  House  shall,  without  the  consent 
•of  the  other,  adjourn  for  moi-e  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place 
4han  that  where  the  Legislature  may  then  be  in  session.  * 

15.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature. 

16.  Kvery  bill  passed  by  the  Legislature  shall,  before  it  hotoines  a 
law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sia;n  it  ;  i)ut 
if  not.  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  journal,  and 
proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of 
■«ll  the  members  present  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the 
<»bjections,  to  the  other  House,  l^y  whom  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsider- 
-ed ;  and  if  approved  also  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  in 
that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law  ;  but,  in  such  eases,  the  votes  of  both 
Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 
fnembers  volinu;  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  ihv  journals 
of  each  House,  respectively.  And  if  any  bill  be  not  returned  by  the 
"Govenior  witliin  ten  days  (  Sundays  excepted)  after  it  has  been  presented 
to  him,  the  bauie  shall  become  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed 

-4t,  unless  the  Legislature,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in 
which  case  it  shall  not  become  a  law. 

17.  Every  resolution  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  may  be  necessary,  except  in  cases  of  adjournment, 
^sball  be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and,  before  the  same  shall  take 
'effect,  shall  be  proceeded  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of 

•«  bill. 

18.  The  members  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  lor  llicir  services 
a  compensation  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  public 
treasury;  but  no  increase  of  the  compensation  shall  take  etiect  during 
the  term  for  which  the  meilibers  of  either  House  shall  liu\  e  been  elected  j 
and  such  compensation  shall  never  exceed  three  dollars  a  day. 

19.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  any  civil  appointment 
(from  the  Governor  and  Senate,  or  from  the  Legblature,  during  the  tern 

.  /or  which  he  is  eleeted. 

20.  The  Governor  shall  i^  u  ^vrits  of  election  to  iillsuch  vacancies  as 
may  occur  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

21.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  every 
year,  and  at  no  other  pr  riod,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  law,  or  pro- 
Tided  for  in  this  constiiution. 

2«.  The  stvle  of  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  :  Be  it  malted  by  the 
SmaU  md  Hmm  qf  RtjpnHnUUwea  of  thi  SMt  qf  Michigan, 
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ARTICLE  V. 

JEXKCUTITIC  DEPARTIttJCWT. 

1.  The  supreme  cxr  cutive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor)  who 
'sliall  hold  his  office  for  two  years  ;  and  a  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  same  fimo,  nnd  for  the  samn  term. 

2.  No  person  sh  ill  be  eligible  to  the  oiricc  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governor  who  shall  not  have  been  five  years  a  citizen  of  the  I  nited 
•  States,  and  a  resident  of  this  vState  two  yeuis  la  xt  precedins;  the  election. 

3.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the 
'•eleetore  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosinje  members  of  the  Legislature. 
The  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieu- 
•tenant  Governor  shall  be  elected ;  hot  in  case  two  or  more  have  an  equal 

and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor^ 
the  Legislature  shall,  by  joint  vote,  choose  one  of  the  said  persons,  so  hay- 
ing an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes,  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governoi 

4.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  (iovern- 
or  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmiuetl  to  the  seat  of  Government  by  the 
returning  officers,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  open 
and  publish  them  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  both  Houses* 

6.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia,  and  of 
the  army  and  navy  of  this  State. 

6.  Hesh  I!  tiniisactall  executive  business  with  the  officers  of  Gov- 
'ernraent,  civil  and  military;  and  maj  require  information,  in  writing, 

from  the  officers  in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating 
to  the  duties  of  their  resj)eetive  offices. 

7.  He  shall  take  care  that  tlie  laws  be  faithfullv  executed. 

8.  He  shall  have  powor  to  convene  the  Legislature  on  extraordinary 
occasions.  lie  shall  communicate,  by  message,  to  the  Legislature,  at 
every  session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  matters 
to  them  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

9.  He  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  Legislature  to  such  time  as  he 
may  think  proper,  in  ca>^e  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses 
with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  but  not  to  a  period  beyend  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

10.  He  mav  direct  the  Legislature  to  meet  at  some  other  place  than 
the  seat  of  (r o  vt  rmnent,  if  that  shall  become,  after  its  adjournment,  dan- 
gerous tioai  a  CO  ii  iion  enemy  or  a  contagious  disease. 

11.  He  shall  hyiw  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  after  convic- 
tion, except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

18.  When  any  office,  the  appointment  to  which  is  vested  in  the  Gov- 
lemor  and  Senate,  or  in  the  Legislature,  becomes  vacant  during  the  re- 
*c6ss  of  the  Legislature,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the 
'SOcceedHIng  session  of  the  Legislature. 

13.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Covernor,  his  removal  from 
office,  death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  otiice  shall  devolve  upon  the  l^ieuienant  Governor  until  such  disa- 
Jiiiity  sball  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

14.  If,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenant 
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Governor  shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign,  die,  or  be  absent  fronr 
the  State,  the  President  of  the  Seoate  pro  tempore  shall  act  as  Goyern- 
or  until  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

15.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  ;  in  Committee,  of  tlie  Whole,  he  may  debate  on  all 
questions  j  and,  when  there  is  a^i  ci^ual  cli\  i^ion,  he  shall  give  the  cast- 
ing vote* 

16.  -No  member  of  Congress,  nor  aoj  other  person  holding  office  un- 
der the  United  States  or  this  State,  shall  execute  the  office  of  Governor. 

17.  Whenever  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor  be- 
comes vacant,  the  person  exercising  the  powers  of  Governor  for  the  time 
being  shall  give  notice  thereof,  and  the  electors  shall,  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding annual  election  for  membejs  of  the  Legislature,  choose  a  peirson 
to  fill  such  vacancy. 

IS.  The  Governor  shall,  at  stnted  times,  receive  for  his  services  a 
compensation  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the 
term  for  which  he  has  been  elected. 

19.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  except  when  acting  as  Governor,  and 
the  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore^  shall  each  receive  the  sane 
compensation  as  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

20.  A  great  seal  for  the  State  shall  be  provided  by  the  Governor^ 

which  shall  contain  the  device  and  inscriptions  represented  and  describ- 
ed in  the  papers;  relatin^c  thereto,  sij^ned  by  the  president  of  the  conven- 
tion, and  depoiiitcd  in  tlie  oHice  oi  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory.  It 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  Slate  ;  ami  all  official  acts  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, his  approbation  of  the  laws  excepted,  shall  be  thereby  authen- 
ticated. 

SI.  AU  grants  and -commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  bjr  the  au- 
thority of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
JITDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  The  juiiiciai  power  shall  he  vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  in 
such  other  courts  as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  lo  time  establish. 

2.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  their  olhces  for  the 
term  of  seveij^  years  ;  they  shall  be  nominated,  and,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed,  by  the  Governor.  They  shell 
receive  an  adequate  compensation^  which  shall  not  be  diminished  dur- 
ing their  continuance  in  office.  But  they  shall  receive  no  fees  nor  per- 
quisites of  office,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the 
authority  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

3.  A  court  of  probate  shall  be  estab^ahed  in  each  of  the  organised 
counties. 

4.  Judges  of  all  county  courts,  associate  judges  of  circuit  coui  is,  and 
judges  of  probate  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualihed  electors  of  tiie  county 
in  which  they  reside,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  four  years. 

5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  apppiot  their  clerk  or  clerks;  and  the 
electors  of  each  county  shall  elect  e  clerk,  to  be  denominated  a  county 
dark,  who  shall  hold  bis  office  Ibr  the  term  of  two  years»  and  shall  per- 
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Ibru  the  duties  of  clerk  to  all  tbe  courts  of  record  to  be  lield  id  eaeb 

eounty,  except  the  Supreme  Court  and  court  of  probate. 

6.  F.icli  township  may  elect  four  justices  of  the  peace,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  four  years,  and  whose  powers  and  duties  sliall  he  defin- 
ed and  regulated  by  law.  At  tiicir  first  election  tliey  shall  be  ch'>sed 
and  divided  by  lot  into  numbers  one,  two,  tfiree.  and  four,  to  he  di^tor- 
iiiiued  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescrihe (i  law,  so  that  oik;  justice 
shall  be  annually  elected  in  each  township  thereafter.  A  removal  of  any 
justice  from  tbe  township  in  ivhich  he  was  elected  shall  Tacate  his  office* 
In  ell  incorporated  towns  or  cities  it  shall  be  competent  for  theLegtsla- 
tore  to  increase  the  number  of  justices.  - 

t.-  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  **  In  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  and  all  indictments  shall  conclude,  against  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  the  same." 

ARTICLE  VII. 
CESTAJir  STATIC  ANO  COCTNTT  OFFICSBS. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
edvice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  legislatire  and  executive  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment ;  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  matters  relative 
thereto,  before  either  hraneli  of  the  Legislature;  and  shall  perform  such 
other  dulies  as  shall  bf  n-^signed  him  by  law. 

2.  A  State  treasur  er  shall  be  appointed  by  a  joint  vote  of  the  two 
Houses  of  tbe  Legislature,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  •        .  •  ' 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Auditor  General  and  an  Attorney  General  for  the 
State^  and  a  proseeutin|  attorney  for  each  of  the  respective  counties,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  whose 
powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

4.  There  sliall  be  a  sherill',  a  county  treastirer,  and  one  or  more  coro- 
ners, a  legi.vtcr  of  deeds,  and  a  county  surveyor,  chosen  by  the  electors 
in  each  of  the  .several  counties  once  in  every  two  years,  and  as  often  as 
vacancies  siiull  happen.  The  sheriff  shall  hold  no  other  oflice,  and  shall 
not  be  capable  of  holding  Lhe  office  of  sheriff  longer  than  four  in  any 
term  of  six  years ;  he  may  be  required  by  law  to  renew  his  security  from 
time  to  time,  and,  in  default  of  giving  such  security,  his  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant ;  but  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  the  slieriC 

AUTICLE  VUl. 
IMPBACHlfinrTS  AH9  BSMOVALS  F»0M  OFFICS. 

1 ,  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeach* 
ins  all  civil  officersof  the  State  for  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  or  for  crimes^ 
ami  misdemeanors ;  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  shall  be 
necessary  to  direct  an  impeachment. 

All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When  the  Governor 
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•or  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  tried^  the  chief  justice  of  the  SuprMe 
Court  shall  preside.  Before  the  trial  of  an  impeachment,  the  members 
of  the  court  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  truly  and  impartiallj  to  tiy 
and  determine  the  charge  in  question  according  to  the  evidence  ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
niembn  s  present.  Judgment,  in  cases  of  irapeachmrnt,  ^hnW  not  extend 
further  th;in  to  removal  from  office  ;  but  the  party  coDVicteci  sbail  be  liable 
to  indictment  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

3.  For  any  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  he  sufficient  ground  for 
the  impeachment  of  the  judges  of  any  of  the  courts,  the  Governor  shatt 

*■  remove  any  of  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the 

Xeglslature ;  but  the  cause  or  causes  Ibr  which  such  removal  may  be  re- 
quired shall  be  stated  at  length  in  the  address. 

4.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  removal  of  justices  of 
the  peace  and  other  county  and  township  officers,  in  suchmanner  and  lor 
Aich  cause  as  to  them  shall  seem  Just  and  proper. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
MILITIA. 

1 .  The  Legislature  shall  provide  bv  law  for  organizing  and  discipUniiig 
•ihe  militia  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  not  incompati- 
ible  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  efficient  discipline  of  the  oifi- 
cers,  commissioned  and  non-commissioned,  and  musicians,  and  may  pro- 
vide by  law  for  the  organization  and  discipline  of  volunteer  companies. 

5.  Offierrs  of  the  militia  shall  be  elcrted  or  appointed  in  sih  Ii  manner 
as  the  Legislature  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  shall  be  commissioned 
by  the  Governor. 

4.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  call  forth  tlie  militia,  to  execute 
Ihe  laws  of  the  State,  to  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions. 

ABTICLB  X* 

EDUCATION. 

1.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Legislature  in  joint  vote,  shall  appoint,  a  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  whose  du- 
ties shall  be  prescribed  l)y  law. 

2.  The  Legislature  shall  encourage,  by  all  suitable  means,  the  promo- 
tion of  intellectual,  scientific,  and  agricultural  improvement.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  granted  by  the 
United  States  to  this  State  for  the  support  of  schools,  which  shall  here- 
after be  sold  or  disposed  of,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund ;  the 
interest  of  which,  together  with  the  rents  of  all  such  unsold  lands,  shall 
be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  schools  throughout  the  State. 

3.  The  Lcj^islature  shall  provide  for  a  system  of  common  schools,  by 
"which  a  school  shall  be  kept  up  nnd  supported  in  each  school  district  at  least 
three  months  in  every  year  ;  and  any  school  district  neglrctinix  to  keep  up 
and  support  such  a  school  may  be  deprived  of  its  equal  proportion  of  the 
Interest  of  the  public  fund. 
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4.  As  soon  as  the  cireumstances  of  tbe  State  iviU  permit,  the  Legis- 
lature shail  provide  for  the  establishment  of  libraries,  one  at  least  in 
«ach  township  ;  tho  money  which  shall  be  paid  by  persons  as  an 
equivalent  lor  exe;ii[)ti()ii  iVoin  military  (lufy,  and  the  clear  proceeds  of 
iili  tines  assessed  in  ihc  sever,!l  counties  lor  any  hi  each  of  the  penal  lawS| 
aiiall  be  exclusively  applied  to  ihe  support  ot  said  libraries. 

The  Legislature  shall  take  measures  for  the  protection,  improve- 
jDsent,  or  other  disposition  of  such  lands  as  have  been  or  roaj  hereafter 
be  reserved  or  granted  by  the  United  States  te  this  State  for  the  support 
of  a  university ;  and  the  funds  accruing  from  the  rents  or  sale  of  such 
Jands,  or  from  any  other  source  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  be  and 
remain  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  said  university,  with  such 
liranches  as  the  public  convenience  may  hereafter  dem  md  for  the  pro- 
motion of  literature,  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  terms  of  such  grant  :  and  it  ^hall  be  tlie  duty  of  tlie  LeLii.-ilature, 
as  soon  as  may  be,  to  provide  elTecUial  means  for  the  improvement  and 
peruvaneat  security  of  the  funds  of  said  university. 

AllTICLft  XI. 
PROHIBITION  OF  SLAVSRT. 

1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  sei'vitude  ^hall  ever  be  introduced 
into  this  State,  except  for  the  punishment  of  crimes  of  which  the  party 
shall  have  been  duly  convicted. 

AaXlCLfi  XIL 
MlSCSIXANBOtTS  PROTISIOfNS; 

1.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  executive  and  judicial, 
except  such  inierior  officers  as  ma)  by  law  be  exempted,  shall^  before 
they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation:  ^^I  do  solenudy  swear,  or  affirm,  [as 
(he  case  may  be,]  that  1  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the 

duties  of  the  office  of  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability."  And 

no  other  oath,  dei  iaration,  or  test  shall  be  required  as  a  quaiiiication  for 
any  office  or  public  trust. 

2.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  act  of  incorporation,  unless  vviih  the 
a&^ent  of  at  least  two-thiids  of  each  House. 

3.  Internal  improvement  shall  be  eoicouraged  by  the  Government  of 
this  State ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  die  Legislature,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
to  make  provision  by  law  for  ascertaining  the  proper  objects  of  improve- 
ment in  relation  to  roads,  canals,  and  navigable  waters  ;  and  it  shall  also 
be  their  duty  to  provide  hy  law  for  an  equal,  systematic,  and  economical 
application  of  the  funds  wlu^  li  may  be  appropriated  to  these  objects. 

4.  No  money  slsall  ht;  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  consc([uence  of 
appropriations  made  by  hiw  :  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  public  money  shall  be  attached  to  and  published 
with  the  laws  annually. 

5.  Divorces  shall  not  be  granted  by  the  Legislature ;  but  the  Legisla- 
ture may  by  law  authorize  the  higher  courts  to  grant  them,  under  such 
restrictions  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 
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'  6.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  hj  this  State,  nor  shall  the  sale  oT 
lottery  tickets  be  allowed. 

7.  No  county  now  organized  by  law  shall  ever  be  reduced,  by  tbe  OP* 
ganization  of  new  counties,  (o  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles. 

8.  'I'he  Governor,  Seeietrsrvof  State/rreasurer,  and  Auditor  General 
shall  keep  theii-  oHw  es  ;it  the  ^t•iU  of  Government. 

9.  The  seat  of  Governnieut  for  this  State  shall  be  at  Detroit,  or  at  such 
other  place  or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  until  the  year  lb47, 
when  it  shall  be  permaoentljr  located  by  the  Legislature; 

10.  The  first  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1838,  and  until  others  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified  ;  and  thereafter  they  ^hall  hold  their  offices  for 
two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  ^ 

1 1 .  When  a  vacancy  shall  liippen,  occasioned  hy  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office  of  any  person  lioKiiiiiz  othee  under  thi.s  State,  the 
successor  thereto  shall  hold  his  otiico  fur  thf  })('rio(i  which  his  predeces- 
sor bad  to  serve,  and  no  longer,  unless  again  irhosen  or  reappointed. 

ARTICLE 

MODE  OP  AMEVDINO  AND  RBVISIKO  TH£  CONSTITUTION. 

r 

1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed 
in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives;  and  if  the  same  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses^ 
sudi  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their  jour- 
nals, with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  Legis- 
lature then  next  to  be  chosen  ;  and  sliall  be  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  of  making  such  choife.  And  if,  in  the  Legislature 
next  chosen  as  aforesaid,  such  pro[)ov(H]  ametidment  or  amendments  shall 
be  agreed  to  h\  two-thirds  of  all  tiie  uiembers  electetl  to  each  House, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lej^isiature  to  submit  such  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe ;  and  if  the  people  shall  approve 
and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  by  a  majority  of  the  electors 
qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature  votins;  thereon,  such  ~ 
amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  ])art  of  the  constitution. 

2.  And  if  at  any  time  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives siiall  think  it  necessary  to  revise  or  change  this  entire  consti- 
tution, they  shall  recommend  to  the  electors,  at  the  next  election  for 
members  of  the  Legislature,  to  vote  for  or  against  a  convention  :  and  if 
it  shall  appear  that  a  majoiity  of  the  electors  voting  at  such  election  have 
voted  in  favor  of  calling  a  convention,  the  Legislature  shall  ai  its  next 
session  provide  by  law  for  calling  a  convention  to  be  holden  within  six 
months  after  the  passaee  of  such  Taw ;  and  such  convention  shall  consist 
of  a  number  of  members  not  less  than  that  of  both  branches  of  the 
Legislature. 
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SCHEDULE. 

1 .  That  no  ineo&Yemence  mtj  arise  from  a  change  of  the  Territorial 
Oovernnent  to  a  permanent  State  GoTeramentf  it  is  deelared  that  all  writa, 

actions,  prosecutions,  contracts,  claims,  and  rights  of  individuals  and  of 
tNxlies  corporate,  shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken  piace  in  this 

Government ;  and  all  process  which  may,  before  the  organization  of  the 
judiriril  department  under  this  constitution,  he  issue!  under  the  authoritj 
ot  the  l  erritorjr  of  Michigan,  shall  be  as  valid  as  ii  issued  in  tho  name  of 

the  State. 

All  laws  now  in  force  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  which  are  not 
repugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  they  expire  by 
their  own  limitations,  or  be  altered  or- repealed  by  the  iiegislature. 

5.  AH  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures,  and  escheats,  accruing  to  the  Terri- 
tory of  Michigan,  shall  accrue  to  the  use  of  the  State. 

4.  AU  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken  before 
the  organization  of  the  judicial  department  under  this  constitution,  shall 
remain  valid,  and  shall  pass  over  to,  and  may  be  prosecuted  in  (he  name 
of,  tlie  State  :  and  all  bonds  executed  to  the  Govei  nor  of  this  Territory, 
or  to  any  otlier  otHcer  in  bis  oHicial  capacity,  shall  pa^g  over  to  t!)n  Hov- 
ernor  or  other  proper  state  authority,  and  to  their  successors  in  olHce,  for 
the  uses  therein  respectively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered aceordiogly.  All  criminal  prosecutions  and  penal  actions,  which 
bnTe  arisen,  or  which  may  arise  before  the  organization  of  the  judicial 
department  under  this  constitution,  and  which  shall  then  be  depending^ 
nay  be  prosecuted  to  judjn;ment  and  execution  in  the  name  of  the  State» 

6.  Ail  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  holding  their  oUices  and  appoint- 
ments in  this  Territory  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  under 
the  authority  ol'this  Tcrritfjry,  phrdl  continue  to  held  and  exercise  their  re- 
spective ofiiccs  and  ;ippoin(iiicnls  until  superseded  under  this  con:  litution. 

6.  The  first  election  foi-  (lovemor,  Lieutenant  Govr  rnor,  inMiihf  r,-;  ol  the 
Slate  Leji;i!jiaiure,  and  a  liepresentative  in  the  Congress  of  tlie  United 
States,  snail  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  next,  and  on  the  suc- 
ceeding day.  And  the  president  of  the  convention  shall  issue  writs  to  the 
sheriffs  of  the-seyeral  counties  or  districts,  or,  in  ciise  of  Tacancy,  to  the 
coroner  ^  requiring  them  to  cause  SUjth  election  to  be  held  on  the  days 
aforesaid,  in  their.respective  counties  or  districts.    The  election  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed,  and  by  the  township  officers  desig- 
nated as  inspectors  of  elections,  and  the  return^;  m.ide  as  required  by  the 
existinjT  laws  of  the  Territory,  or  bv  tijis  conslitui      :  Providcff.  however^ 
That  the  returns  of  the  sevrial  townships  in  tlie  district  compost d  of  the 
unorganized  counties  of  Ottawa,  Ionia,  Kent,  and  Clinton,  shall  be  made 
to  the  clerk  of  the  township  of  Kent,  in  said  district ;  and  the  said  town- 
thip  clerk  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as,  by  the  existing  laws  of  the 
territory,  devolve  upon  the  clerks  of  the  scvertd  counties  in  similar  cases^ 

7.  I  !  <  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  at  the  city  of  Detroit, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  Noyember  next,  with  power  to  adjourn  to  any 
other  place. 

8.  All  county  and  township  officers  shall  continue  to  hold  their  respect- 
ive othies,  unless  removed  by  the  conipetent  authority,  until  the  Legis- 
lature shall,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  ot*  this  constitution,  provide 
for  the  hoiding  of  elections  to  fill  such  othces,  respectively. 
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9.  This  constitution  bhall  l>e  submitted,  at  the  election  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Mondt^j  in  October  next,  and  on  the  succeeding  day,  for  ratifi- 
ealion  or  rejection,  to  the  eleetors  qualified  by  this  constitution  to  Toteat 
all  elections;  and  if  the  same  be  ratified  by  the  said  electors,  the  same- 
aliall  become  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Michigan.    At  the  election 
aforesaid,  on  such  of  the  ballots  as  are  for  (he  said  constitution  shall  her 
written  or  printed  the  word  "yes,"  and  on  those  which  are  against  the 
ratification  of  siid  constitution  the  word  "no."     And  (he  returns  of  the 
votes  on  tin  f^ucstion  of  ratification  or  rejeclion  ol  said  con.stiiulion  shall 
be  made  to  the  president  of  this  convention  at  any  time  before  the  fust 
Monday  in  November  next,  and  a  digest  of  the  same  communicated  by 
him  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  on  that  day. 

10.  And  if  this  constitution  shall  be  ratified  by  the  people  of  Michiaan, 
the  president  of  this  convention  shall,  immediately  after  the  same  shaU 
be  ascertained,  cause  a  fair  copy  thereof,  together  with  an  authenticated 
copy  of  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Council,  entitled  An  act  to  enable  the 
people  of  Michigan  to  form  a  constitution  and  State  GovermBent,"  apprOT* 
ed  January  26,  1835,  providing  for  the  callirii;  of  this  convention,  and 
al«o  n  copy  ot  so  much  of  the  last  rt usus  of  thia  Territorv  as  exhibits  (lie 
ni!nil>er  ol  the  free  inhabitants  of  that  part  tliereof  which  is  coniprised 
w  iiliin  llie  liinils  ill  said  constitution  defined  ati  the  boundaries  of  the  pro- 

gosed  State  of  Michigan, to  be  forwarded  to  the  President  ui  the  United 
tates,  together  with  an  expression  of  the  decided  opinion  of  this  con- 
vention  that  the  number  of  the  free  inhabitants  of  said  proposed  State 
DOW  exceeds  the  number  requisite  to  constitute  two  congressidnal  dis- 
tricts, and  tlie  respectful  request  ol'this  convention,  in  behalf  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Michigan,  that  all  said  matters  may  be  by  hin^  laid  before  the  Con* 
gress  of  the  United  States  at  their  next  session. 

11.  In  case  of  tiie  failure  of  the  piesidt  nt  of  this  convention  (o  per- 
form the  duties  prescribed  by  this  constitution,  by  reaiion  of  liis  absence, 
death,  or  from  any  other  cause,  said  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the 
seciciaries  of  this  convention. 

12.  Until  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made  aa  directed  by  this  con- 
stitution, the  county  of  Wayne  shall  be  entitled  to  eight  Representatives; 
the  county  of  Monroe  to  four  Representatives ;  the  county  of  Washtenaw 
to  seven  Representatives  ;  the  county  of  St.  Clair  to  one  Representative; 
the  county  of  St.  Joseph  to  two  Representatives;  the  county  of  Berrien 
to  one  Representative  ;  the  county  of  Calhoun  to  one  representative  ;  the 
county  of  Jackson  to  one  Representative  ;  llie  county  of  Cass  to  two 
Representatives;  the  county  of  Oakland  to  six  Representatives;  the  coun- 
ty of  Macomb  to  three  Kepresentalivcs ;  the  county  of  Lenawee  to  four 
Representatives;  the  county  of  Kalamazoo, and  the  unorganized  counties 
of  Allegan  and  Barry,  to  two  Representatives  ;  the  county  of  Bt  auch  to 
one  Representative ;  the  county  of  Hillsdale  to  one  Representative ;  the* 
county  of  Lapeer  to  one  Representative ;  the  cotinty  of  8aganaw,and  the 
unorganized  counties  of  Genesee  and  Shiawasse,  to  one  Representative^^ 
the  county  of  Michilimackinac  to  one  Representative ;  the  county  of  Chip** 
pewa  to  one  Repre^'entative ;  and  the  unor^ranized  counties  of  Ottawa,^ 
Kent,  Ionia,  ai'd  (^lititon.  to  one  Representative. 

And  for  llie  election  ol  Senators,  the  State  sh.iil  be  divided  into  five 
districts,  and  the  apportionment  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  cotmty  of 
Wayne  shall  compose  the  fiist  district,  and  elect  three  Stnatuis;  the 
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counties  of  Monroe  and  Lenawee  shall  compose  the  second  district,  and 
elect  three  Senaitors ;  the  counties  of  Hillsdale,  Branch,  St.  Joseph  ^ 
Cass,  BeiTien,  Kalamazoo,  and  Calhoun  shall  compoee  the  third  district, 

and  elect  three  Senators ;  the  counties  of  Washtenaw  and  Jackson  shall 
compose  the  fourth  district,  and  elect  three  Senators  ;  and  the  counties 
of  Oakland,  Lapeer,  Saganaw,  Macomb,  St.  Clair,  Michilimackinae,  and 
Chippewa  shall  compose  the  tifth  district,  and  elect  four  Senalor«. 

Any  country  attached  to  any  county  for  judicial  purposes,  if  }iot  oiIh  r- 
wise  represented,  shall  be  considered  as  forniing  part  of  such  county,  so 
far  as  regards  elections  for  the  purpose  of  representation  in  the  Legislature.

ORDINANCE. 

Re  it  ordained  by  the  convention  assembled  to  form  a  constitution  for 
the  State  of  Michigan,  in  behalf  and  by  authority  of  the  people  ol  said 
State^  that  the  following  propositions  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of 
the' United  States,  which,  if  assented  to  by  that  body,  shall  be  obligatory 
on  this  State : 
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1st.  Sectiaii  numbend  sixteen  in  every  sanrejed  township  of  the 
public  lands,  and,  where  such  section  has  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed 
of,  other  lands  equivalent  thereto^  and  as  contiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be 

l^anted  to  the  State  for  ihe  use  of  schools. 

dd.  The  seventy  •two  sections  of  land  set  apart  and  reserved  for  the 

use  and  support  of  a  university,  by  an  act  of  Congrejss  approved  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  May,  cigliteeii  liundred  and  twenty-six.  entitled  "  An 
net  concerning  a  seminary  of  learninj:;  iu  the  Territory  of  Michigan," 
shaii,  together  witli  such  lurtlier  ({uantities  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
•Congress,  be  conveyed  to  the  State,  and  shall  be  appropriate(i  tsolely  to 
the  use  and  support  of  such  university,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature 
jnay  prescribe.  '  ' 

3d.  Four  entire  sections  of  land,  to  -be  selected,  unde^  the  direction  of 
the  Legislatpre,  from  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  shaU  be  granted  to  the  State  for  its  use  in  estab&hiog  a 
eeat  of  Government. 

4th.  Seven  hundred  sections  of  the  unappropriated  public  lands  lying 
within  this  State  j^hall  be  designated,  und(  i-  t!ie  direction  ol"  ibe  Legisla- 
ture, and  gcantcd  tiie  State  tor  the  purpose  of  internal  iinprovcnient. 
Snid  lands,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  shall  be  apj)ropriated  to 
aid  the  State  in  constructing  one  or  more  railroads  or  canals  across  the 
peninsula,  from  Lake  Erie  or  Detroit  river  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  also 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  such  other  roads  and  canals,  and  in  the  im- 
pfovement  of  such  rivers,  as  the  Legislature  may  designate.  And  five 
per  cent,  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  tlie  sale  of  all  lands  lying  within  the 
Territory  or  State,  which  shall  be  sold  by  Congress  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  eigbtcf  n  hundred  and  thirty-six,  after  deducting  all 
the  expenses  incident  to  the  same,  shall  be  npj)ropriated,  two-fifths 
thereof  for  the  purposes  before  described  in  thi§  proposition,  and  three 
fifths  for  the  euconragcruent  of  learning. 

5th.  All  salt  springs  within  the  State,  and  the  lands  resei  ved  for  the  use 
of  the  same,  at  least  pne  section  including  each  spring,  shall  be  granted 
to  the  State,  to  be  used  or  disposed  of  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

6th.  The  roads  cominenced  in  this  State^  ibr  the  conatruction  of  which 
appropriations  have  been  made  by  Congress,  shall  be  completed- and  put 
in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States. 

7th.  The  first  Senators  and  Representative  or  Representatives  elected^ 
to  Congress  from  this  State  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  or  assent  to  such  other  propositions,  or  to  such  Aariations  of  the 
propositions  herein  made,  as  the  interests  of  the  State  may  require  ;  and 
any  such  changes  or  new  propositions,  when  approved  by  the  Legislature, 
shall  be  as  obligatory  as  if  the  assent  of  this  convention  were  given 
diereto ;  and  all  stipulations  entered  into  by  the  Legislature  iu  pursuance 
•of  the  authority  herein  conferred^  shall  be  considered  articles  of  compact 
between  the  United  States  and  this  State  ;  and  the  Legislature  is  hereby 
further  authorized  to  declare,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  Michigan,  if 
such  declaration  be  proposed  by  Congress,  that  tliey  will  never  interfere 
with  the  primary  disposal,  under  tfie  authority  of  the  United  States,  of 
the  vacant  lands  within  the  limits  of  this  State.

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AN  ACT  to  enable  the  people  of  Michigan  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Goycrnanent. 

Whereas  it  is  ordained  and  d^eclared,  in  and  by  the  ordinance  for  the 
government  of  the  territorj  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  riyer 
Ohio,  passed  by  Congress  on  the  1 3th  day  of  July,  ItST,  that  certain-articles 

therein  contained  ^'  shall  be  considered  as  article's  of  compact  between  the 
original  States  and  the  people  and  States  in  the  said  territory,  and  foreyer 
remain  unalterable,  unless  by  comnioii  consent 

And  whereas  it  is  stipulated  in  and  by  the  fifth  of  the  said  articles  of 
compart  that  there  shall  be  funned  in  the  said  territory  not  less  than  three, 
nor  mot  e  than  five  Slates  ;  and  that  "  the  boundaries  of  the  three  States 
shall  be  subject  so  far  to  be  altered,  that,  if  Congress  sliall  hereafter  find 
it  expedient,  they  shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  States  in  that 
part  of  the  said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan 

And  whereas  ft  is  stipulated  in  the  said  article  that  the  said  three 
States  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north  either  by  the  territorial  line  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Canada,  or  the  said  east  and  west  line : 

And  whereas  Congress  has  not  admitted  the  said  three  States  into  the 
Union,  according  to  tiie  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  said  article: 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  in  and  by  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An 
act  to  divide  the  Indiana  Territory  into  two  sepaiate  Governments,"  ap- 
proved January  1 1 ,  18Q5,  as  follows,  to  wit :  , 

Sec.  1.'  That  all  that  part  of  the  Indiana  Territory  which  lies  north 
of  a  line  drawn  east  from  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  ofXjake  Michigan, 
until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie,  and  east  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  said 
aoutherly  bend,  through  the  middle  of  said  lake,  to  its  northern  extrem- 
is, and  thence  due  north  to  the  northern  .boundary  of  the  United  States^ 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  govemment,  constitute  a  separate  Ter- 
ritory, and  be  called  Michigan : 

"Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  and  enjoy  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  privileges,  and  advantages  granted  and  secured  to  the 
people  of  the  territory  of  the  United  Statea  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio, 
ojr  uie  said  ordiniince 

And  whereas  it  was  ihe  right  and  priyilege  of  sixty  thousand  free  in- 
liebitants  within  the  limits  of  Indiana,  according  to  the  siiid  ordinance, 
to  form  for  themselyes  a  permanent  constitution  and  State  Government : 

And  whereas  the  same  right  and  priyilege  is  granted  by  the  act  afore- 
said to  the  people  of  Michigan,  whenever  there  shall  be  sixty  thousand 
iree  inhabitants  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  the  said  act : 

Apd  whereas  it  is  ascertained,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the  Le- 
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gUlative  Comhcll,  pwaaed  on  the  6tib  day  of  September,  18S4,  thet  Aece^ 

n«w  are  eighty-seven  thouHtnd  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  free  in- 
habitants within  the  limits  prescribed  for  Michigan  by  the  act  aforeMid  : 
nerefore,  for  tlie  purpose  of  enabling  the  free  inhabitants  of  the  said

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement,  showing  the 
results  of  a  portion  of  the  observations  made  during  the  last  season,  for  de- 
termining the  latitade  of  certain  points  conttected  with  the  settlement  of 
the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  aa  required  by  the  act  of  July  14, 1832. 

The  results  are  deduced  from  taking  the  mean  of  a  number  of  observa- 
tions on  twenty  fixed  stars.  The  very  near  coincidence  in  the  deductions 
made  from  each  observation  on  the  same  star,  as,  also,  their  accordance 
with  other  result?^,  obtained  from  n  series  of  observations  on  other  stars, 
which  have  also  been  calculated,  induce  mc  to  believe  that  the  latitudea 
of  the  several  points  arc  true  to  the  nearest  second. 

1.  The  most  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  is  in  latitude  41  deg. 
57  min.  07  sec.  N. 

The  greatest  difference,  arising  from  a  comparison  of  the  observationa 
being  0S.05  see.  and  the  greatest  difference  from  the  mean  result,  0147  sec* 
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S.  From  <>lkMMTa(loat  upos  a  portion  of  dM  atmo  stars,  nade  on  'lli^ 
Mtiwee  ttveri  oear  dw'MSI  lineyTecognised  as  Fulton's,  where  thsit  Kne 
crosses  the  Maumee,  aod^relerred  to  said  Hoe,  the  latitiule  is  found  to  he 
41  deg.  37  min.  08  sec.  N.  or  about  101  liselnoithof  the  paraDel  l«iigent 

to  the  south  bend  of  Lake  Michigan.

3.  The  north  cape  of  the  Maumae  bay  is  in  latitude  41  deg.  44  min. 
07  sec.  N. 

TlM0jr«siiU  is  obtaiMd  from  a  series  of  obsenrattons  made  on  IbtirlM 
different  stars,  the  greatest  diflerenee,  as  before,  being  0M6  see.  and  the 
difierenee obtained  from  a  comparison  with  the  mean  result,  being 01  •50see« 

The  obserrations  from  which  the  above  latitude  is  deduced,  were  made 
on  Turtle  island;  the  difference  of  latitude  having  been  determined  trigo« 
nometricallv. 

The  latitude  of  the  astronomieal  station  on  Turtle  island^  Maumee  bajr^ 
is  41  deg.  45  min.  12  sec.  N. 

4.  For  the  determination  of  the  latitude  of  the  most  southerly  point  of 
the  boundary  heretofore  established  between  the  United  States  and  Cau« 
Sda,  in  Lake  Erie,  two  positions  were  chosen : 

The  first  %\  mfles  east  of  Huron,  Ohio,  on  the  marein  of  the  lake,  and 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  its  most  southwardly  bend.  The  result 
of  the  observations  made  at  this  station,  fixed  the  latitude  of  the  most 
southwardly  bend  of  Lake  Erie  at  41  deg.  22  min.  64  sec.  N. 

The  "erond  position  w:\s  taken  at  Point  Pelf*,  Cnnnda,  nrai  ly  due  north 
of  the  hrst  position.  From  a  series  of  observations  made  at  this  statioa, 
it  is  found  that  the  southern  extreme  of  Point  Pele  is  in  north  latitude 
41  deg.  53  min.  .59  sec;  and  further,  that  it  appears  from  llie  results  of 
the  survey  and  tt  iau^ulatioii  connecting  this  station  with  Toiut  Felt;  inland, 
that  Point  PeU,  when  surveyed  under  the  orders  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  to  settle  the  position  of  the  territorial  line  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  under  the  tresly  of  Ghent,  projected  much  ftir- 
ther  into  the  lake  than  It  docs  at  present;  and  that,  as  near  as  it  can  be  as* 
eertained  from  a  comparison  of  the  tv^o  surveys^  this  point,  in  1818,  was 
in  north  latitude  41  deg.  52  min.  24  sec. 

The  latitudes  of  the  two  last-mentioned  points,  furnish  the  data  from 
which  the  most  southwardly  point  of  the  territorial  boundary  in  Lake 
Erie  must  be  determined,  because  "a  line  along  the  middle  of  Lake 
Erie'^  must  make  its  greatest  southing  between  these  two  points. 

Before  this  latitude  can  be  determined,  however,  the  principle  which 

Sovems  in  its  location  must  he  established.  A  middle  pomt  on  the  meri- 
ian,  between  the  two  shores,  is  found  to  he  in  Utitude  41  deg.  38  min. 
26.5,sec.  north,  from  a  portion  of  the  data  ^ven  above.  A  middle  point 
on  the  same  meridian  in  1818,  was  in  latitude  41  deg.  37  min.  39  sec. 
north,  deduced  from  another  portion  of  the  same  datn;  now,  a  line  divid- 
ing the  lake  into  two  equal  parts,  and  perpendicular  to  lines  radiating 
from  Point  Pelc,  is  found  to  be  in  north  latitude  4!  deg.  33  min.  15  sec. 
In  1818,  it  is  found  in  latitude  11  deg.  .32  min.  44  sec. 
It  will  be  observed  that,  in  both  cases  under  the  first  construction  of 
the  language  used  in  the  decision  of  the  commissioners,  relating  to  the 
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twiitorbl  baaadaiy,  the  due  east  liee  from  tlie  iouUi  bend  of  Lake  Mi- 
clugWD  will  pass  soutk  ef  saiil  territorial  line ;  and  that,  oeder  the  last 
cenatructioQ  in  both  cases,  the  territorial  Hoe  will  be  interaeeted  hy  a  liae 
running  due  east  from  the  south  bend  of  Lake  Michigan.

Sir  :  Having  carefully  ex.uninrd  the  several  docuiuenls  referred  to 
me  on  the  17th  instant,  touchuii^  uie  controversy  now  existing  between 
the  aothoritieii  of  the  State  of  Ohio  aad  of  the  Territory  of  Michigun, 
in  respect  to  the  disputed  boundaries  of  the  State  and  Territory,  and 
haviDg  also  bestowed  such  reflectioii  on  the  ordinances,  acts  of  Congr^* 
and  other  matters  applicable  to  the  subject,  as  the  necessary  brevity  of  the 
time  allowed  me  has  permitted,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  answer  the  ques- 
tion, whether  the  President  has  any  author!^  to  interfere  iU' tliis  con- 
troversy, and,  if  so,  in  what  manner? 

The  President  is  so  fully  acquainted  with  the  origin,  progress,  and  pre- 
sent state  of  this  unfortunate  dispute,  that  1  shall  deem  it  sufficient,  in 
tlie  foUovvin^  remarks,  to  advert  to  such  only  of  the  facts  connected  with 
it  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  correct  understanding  of  my  opinion. 
,  The  tcrritoi'y  in  dispute  comprehends  a  tract  lying  east  of  the  north- 
easterly part  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  north  of  a  line  drawn  due  east  (torn 
the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  south  of  a  direct  line  drawn 
from  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  most  northerly  cape 
of  the  Miami  or  Maumee  bay, on  Lake  Eric.  It  extends  in  length  from 
the  cast  line  of  Indiana  to  Lake  Krie,  and  is  supposed  to  be  about  nine 
miles  wide  at  one  end,  and  about  live  at  the  other.  It  now  is,  and  for 
several  years  past  has  been,  under  the  actual,  and,  so  far  as  respects  the 
Stale  ul  Ohio,  ihc  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  Territorial  Government 
of  Michigan. 

The  merits  of  the  controversy  were  fully  discussed  before  committees 
of  the  last  Congress,  by  Mr.  Vinton,  one  of  the  members  of  the  House 

of  Hepresentativesfortfae  Stat^of  Ohio,  in  behalf  of  the  delegation  of  that 
State,  and  Mr«  Lyon,  the  Delegate  from  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  in 
elaborate  written  arguments,  which  have  since  been  printed  for  the  use  of 
Congress.  The  general  object  of  these  arguments  was,  on  the  part  of  Ohio, 
to  establish  the  right  of  that  State  to  the  more  northern  of  the  two  lines 
above  mentioned  as  her  true  boundary,  and  to  obuiin  from  Congress  ;i  ijnal 
settlement  of  the  subject,  by  an  act  recognising  that  line,  and  auiiiunzing 
accordingly  the  extension  of  her  limits  and  jurisdiction  ;  on  the  part  of  Mi- 
chigan, to  show  that  under  the  compact^  and  eontaiiied  in  tfie  ordinance  of 
1787,  referred  to  in  the  act  erecting  the  Territofy  of  Michigan,  the  people 
of  the  Territory  are  entitled,  not  only  as  regards  Ohio,  but  also  as  regards 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  to  a  southern  boundary,  to  be  described  by  alinerua- 
ning  due  east  and  due  west  from  the  southern  extreme  of  LalLe  Michigan. 
In  Uie  references  hereinafterrnade  to  the  claims  and  arguments  of  the  re- 
spective parties,  it  will  be  understood  tiiat  I  refer  to  these  papers,  unless 
some  other  reference  is  expressly  named. 

In  respect  to  the  power  of  the  President  to  interfere  with  this  subject, 
it  is  proper  to  premise  that  whether  its  final  settlement  belongs  exclu- 
sifelj  to  CoDnesSyOr  to  the  judiciaij,  it  it  very  clear  that  it  does  not  ap- 
pertain to  the  jSzecutiye,  at  a  separate  department.  In  accoidance  with 
tlus  principle,  although  1  shall  be  obliged  to  slate  my  views  upon  one  or 
two  of  the  subordinate  points  more  or  less  connected  with  the  principal 
controversy,  1  shall  carefully  abstain,  not  only  fnm  the  ezpressioQ  of  any 
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opinion  concerning  it,  but  from  any  sach  inTestilgation  of  Its  merits  as 
might  enable  me  to  form  a  decided  opinion  thereon. 

It  is  only  in  obedience  to  the  constitutional  injunction,  to  take  care 
tbat  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,"  that  the  President! can  be  required 
or  authorized  to  interfere  in  any  of  the  matters  growing  out  of  this  con- 
troversy. It  is  therefore  our  first  business  to  ascertain  whether  any  acts 
of  Congress  now  in  force  are  likely  to  be  obstructed  in  their  faithful  exe- 
cution by  ihe  steps  taken,  or  about  to  be  taken,  by  either  of  the  contend- 
ing parties. 

•  In  my  judgment,  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  acts  which  pro- 
Tide  for  the  omnisatioii  and  government  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan 
may  be  thus  amoted. 

The  first  of  these  law8,a{iproyed  on  the  11th  of  January,  1805,  enacts 
that,  from  and  after  the  1st  aay  of  June  then  next,  "  all  that  part  of  the 
Indiana  Territory  which  lies  north  of  a  line  drawn  east  from  the  southerly^ 
hend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie, 
and  east  of  a  Une  drawn  from  the  said  southerly  bend,  through  the  mid- 
dle of  said  lake,  to  its  northern  extremity,  and  thence  due  north  to  the 
nortijern  boundary  of  the  United  States,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  tempo- 
rary government,  constitute  a  separate  Territory,  and  be  called  Michigan 
and  estahlifllkes  ^  wUkin  l&e  sosd  TarrUory^^  a  Territorial  Gctvenunent 
nmilar  to  that  provided  for  by  the  ordinance  of  1787,  and  by  the  law  of 
1789,  adapting  it  to  the  federal  constitution.  The  line  given  by  this  act 
as  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Territory  is  the  one  claimed,  And  to 
which  jurisdiction  is  now  held  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan.  The  acts 
of  the  16th  of  February,  1819,  "  authorizing  the  election  of  a  delegate 
from  the  .Mi(  hi2;an  Territory  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
extending  the  right  of  sufiirage  to  the  ritizens  of  said  Territory;"  of  the 
3d  of  March,  182S,  "  to  amend  the  ordinaiice  and  acts  of  Congress  for  the 

fovernmeDl  oi  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  for  other  purposes  of  liie 
th  of  February,  1825,  in' addition  to  the  laetrmentioned  law;  and  of  the 
21hh  of  January,  1827,  to  allow  die  eiticens  of  Michigan  to  elect  the 
members  of  their  Legislative  CouneO,  and  for  other  purposes,"  make 
vnnotts  provisions  for  the  government  of  the  Territory,  and  authorize, 
among  other  things,  its  division  into  counties  and  toM  !) ships,  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  couiity  and  township  officers,  as  well  as  the  exercise  of 
executive,  lo<risIative,  and  judicial  powers  in  and  over  the  whole  Terri- 
tory, as  described  in  the  act  of  the  11th  of  January,  1805. 

But  though  the  southern  boundary  now  claimed  by  liie  authorities  of  Mi- 
chigan is  thus  giv  en  to  that  Tet  ritory  by  the  act  of  1805,  and  impliedly  re- 
tained by  all  the  subsequent  acts  just  referred  to,  it  is  by  no  means  acknow- 
ledged by  the  State  of  Ohio.  On  the  part  of  that  SUte,  it  is  alleged  that 
so  much  of  the|  act  of  1805  as  relates  to  &e  southern  boundary  of  Mi- 
ehigan  interferes  with  the  true  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  as  previously 
establidied  by  her  constitution,  and  by  the  action  of  Congress,  and  is 
therefore  null  and  void. 

To  understand  the  ground  of  this  nhjoction,  and  to  estimate  its  force, 
it  is  necessary  to  advert  to  the  eonstitution  of  Ohio,  and  to  the  congres- 
sional proceedings  which  preceded  and  toll  iwod  its  adoption. 

By  the  act  oi  the  30th  of  April,  1802,  authorizing  the  people  ol  the 
eastern  division  of  the  Northwest  Territory  (the  now  State  of  Ohio)  to

form  a  eonirtitaUon  and  State  Government,  it  was  enacted  "  that  tlie  said 
State  shall  consist  of  all  the  territory  ineldded  within  the  following 
boundaries,  to  wit :  Bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Pennsylvania  line ;  on  the 
sonth  by  the  Ohio  riTer,  to  the  moutli  of  the  Great  Miami  river  ;  on  the 
west  by  the  line  drawn  d  ir  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami 
aforesaid  ;  and  on  the  nnrih  /  //  an  cast  and  west  line  draicv  flirovgh  the 
southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan^  and  running  east^  alter  intcrsect- 
ins:  the  due  north  lino  afoi  t,i>aid,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami 
untU  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Eric,  or  the  territorial  line,  and  therit:e  with 
the  same,  through  Lake  Erie,  to  the  Pennsylvania  line  aforesaid  :  Pro-* 
viMy  That  Cptigress  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time  hereafter,  either  to 
attach  the  territory  1}  ing  east  of  the  line  to  be  drawn  due  north  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Miami  afoi  e<aid,  to  the  territorial  line,  and  north  of  an  east 
and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly  extremity  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan, runninji;  east  as  aforesaid  to  Lake  Erie,  to  the  aforesaid  State,  or 
dispose  of  it  otherwise,  in  conformity  to  the  fifth  article  of  compact  between 
the  original  States  and  the  people  and  States  to  be  formed  in  the  t-^rri- 
toiy  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio."  It  will  he  perceived  that  the  ime 
prescri!)ed  in  this  act  for  the  noi  thcrn  boundary  of  Ohio  is  the  same  ^\itl^ 
that  claimed  by  Michigan ;  subject  to  the  rij^ht  of  Conjjress  to  alter  that 
boundary,  by  attaching  to  Ohio  the  territory  lying  immediately  north  of  it. 

The  sixth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution  of  Ohio, 
adopted  on  the  29th  of  November,  1803,  declares  that  '*the  limits  and 
bound;iries  of  the  State  are  as  follows;  that  is  to  say  :  Bounded  on  the 
east  t)y  ti.e  rennsylvania  line ;  on  the  south  by  the  Ohio  river,  to  the 
moiith  of  tlie  (ireat  Miami  river ;  on  the  west  by  the  line  drawn  duo 
north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  aforesaid  ;  and  on  the  north 
by  an  cast  and  west  line  drawn  throvi!;k  the  sovlherhf  extreme  of  Lake 
Micfiii^an^  raunin!^  east,  aller  intersecting  the  due  north  line  af(»resaid, 
from  tiic  mouth  of  the  (ji  eat  jNliami  until  it  shall  iulersect  Lake  Erie,  or 
the  territorial  line,  and  thence  with  the  same,  through  Lake  Erie,  to  the 
Pennsylvania  line  aforesaid:  Provided,  always,  (and  it  is  hereby  fully 
understood  and  declared  by  this  convention,)  That  if  the  southerly  bend 
or  exti  eme  of  Lake  Michigan  should  extend  so  far  south  that  a  line  drawn 
due  east  from  it  should  not  intersect  Lake  Erie,  or  if  it  should  intersect 
east  of  the  moutli  of  the  Minmi  river  of  the  Lake,  then,  and  in  thatcase^ 
with  the  assent  of  the  (\)n'^ress  of  the  United  States,  the  nortlieni 
boundary  of  this  State  shall  be  established  by,  and  extended  to,  a  direct 
line,  rinmin^  from  tlie  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Mtv'hi£fan  to  the  most 
noilhcrly  cape  of  the  Miami  bay,  after  intersecting  the  due  noitb  lino 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami ;  thence,  northeast,  to  the  ten  itoriaL 
line,  and  by  the  said  territorial  line  to  the  Pennsylvania  line.** 

It  may  be  here  observed  that  the  exact  position  of  Lake  Michigan  was 
at  this  time  unknown,  and  that  the  line  described  in  the  proviso  above 
quoted  is  the  one  now  claimed  by  Ohio. 

SimultaFioonsly  wilb  the  inloption  of  their  constitution,  the  con^•ention 
of  t)hii)  also  pas^r-d  an  ordinance  acceptiriC;,  in  a  modified  manner,  (crtaiit 
pro|)osilions  rontaincd  in  the  law  ot  [^02,  by  which  fonirrcss  otft  icd 
tu  the  convention  to  grant  to  Ohio  c(Mtain  school  lands  and  nmd  monev. 
Copies  of  the  constitution  and  ordinance  having  been  laid  lielore  Con- 
gress, the  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  28d  of  December,  1802, 
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referreil  them  to  a  coramittee,  with  iusUuctions  to  "  examine  the  matter 
theteof,  and  to  report  the  same,  with  their  opitiion."  On  the  of  Feb- 
nmiy)  1803,  this  committee  reported  eortain  resolutions  in  relatioo  to 
the  ordinanee,  which  were  subsequently  embodied  in  a  bill  passed  .by 
both  Houses,  and  approved  on  the  8d  of  March,  1803.  In  regard  to  the 
proviso  eoncerniog  the  northern  bouodaiy  of  the  State,  the  report  of 
the  committee  rontnincd  only  the  following  remark  :  "  The  proviso  ron- 
tained  in  iho  sixth  ^(  ction  of  tlie  seventh  article  of  the  constitution  of 
tlie  State  ol  Ohio,  t  expecting  the  northern  boundary  of  that  State,  de- 
pending on  a  fact  not  yet  ascertained^  and  not  being  submitted  in  the 
shape  of  other  propositions  from  the  convention  to  Congress,  the  com- 
mittee have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  take  it  at  this  time  into  consid- 
eratimi.'' 

in  the  mean  time,  and  on  the  7th  of  Januaiy,  1803,  the  Senate  had 
passed  a  resolution  directing  a  committee  to  inquire  *^  whether  any,  and, 
if  any,  what  legislative  .measures  may  be  necessary  for  admitting  the 
State  of  Ohio  into  the  Union,  and  for  extending  to  that  State  xho  l;iwsof 
the  United  States."  This  committee,  on  the  19th  of  January,  1H03, 
made  a  report,  approving,  in  <;f  nct  al,  of  the  constitution,  but  taking  no 
specific  notice  oi  the  proviso  above  quoted.  The  committee  submitted 
no  resolution,  but  suggested  that  it  was  necessary  to  establish  a  district 
eoatt  within  the  State,  to  earry  into  complete  effect  the  laws  of  the 
United  Stales  within  the  same.  On  the  3lst  of  January,  the  repott  was 
recommitted,  with  directions  to  report  a  bill  according  to  its  principles ; 
and,  on  the  27th,  a  bill  was  reported  "to  provide  for  the  due  execution 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Ohio which,  har- 
inir  pasced  hoth  Houses  without  amendment,  was  approved,  and  became 
a  ia\\  on  ihf^  19th  of  February,  1803.  This  act  extends  the  laws  ol  the 
United  Stales  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  organizes  a  district  court,  with 
its  officers,  &c.,  but  contains  no  express  assent  to,  or  provision  con- 
cerning, the  cuubLitution  of  the  State.  In  the  pi  uambic  prefixed  to  it,  it 
is,  however,  recited  that  the  people  of  tiie  eastern  division  of  Ae  terri- 
tovy  northwest  of  the  Ohio  had  formed  a  constitution  and  State  Oovem- 
inent,  and  had  given  to  the  said^State  the  name  of  the  *^  State  of  Ohio,'* 
in  porsaance  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  dOth  of  April,  1802, where' 
by  the  said  Slate  has  became  one  ^  (4e  United  States  of  America.^'' 

Upon  this  part  of  the  case,  it  is  contended  by  the  authorities  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  timt  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  the  admission 
of  Ohio  into  tin  I  iiion,  with  the  foregoing  provisions  and  deelaiations 
in  her  coiisiuution,  virtually  ratified,  approved  of,  and  assented  to  the 
same,  and  thereby  conhi  med  the  noi  ihci  n  bouudaiy  of  the  State  as  de- 
scribed by  the  line  mentioned  in  the  proviso.  This  proposition  is  con- 
troverted by  the  authoriMes  of  Michigan,  in  whose  behalf  it  is  contended 
that  the  convention  of  Ohio  had  no  authority,  under  the  act  of  1802,  to  in- 
sert in  their  constitution  any  such  proposal  as  that  contained  in  the  pro- 
viso ;  that  Congress  had  no  power  to  look  into  that  constitution,  except 
to  see  whether  it  was  republican  in  its  character  ;  and  that,  in  ndmitting 
the  State  into  the  Union  under  the  circumstances  above  mentioned, 
Congress  did  not  assent  even  to  the  prom^o,  much  less  to  the  proposilian 
expressed  in  it. 

Finding  it  necessary  to  examine  this  branch  of  the  case,  in  order  to

4eteimino  th«  validity  of  that  part  of  the  aet  of  1805  wh&th  relates  to 
Uie  southern  boundary  of  the  Territory  of  Mieh|gan,  I  have  given  to  it 
an  anxiou0,and,  I  trust,  a  dispassionate  consideration.    As  its  result,  I  §m 

constrained  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  neither  of  the  conflicting  propo- 
sitions above  stated  is  entirely  correct.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that 
the  ronvpntian  of  Ohio  rranscended  tliLir  powers  in  proposing  lor  th^ 
consideration  of  Congress  the  ultimate  extension  ol  the  northern  Umitd 
of  the  State,  in  the  manner  suggested  in  the  proviso.  And  as  no  ex- 
press objection  was  made  to  any  pai  L  ui  the  constitution,  I  think  it  the 
sounder  opinion,  that,  by  the  admission  of  the  State  into  the  Union,  die 
Congress  of  the  United  States  impliedly  assented  to  the  proviso,  as  wM 
as  to  every  other  part  of  that  instrument. 

But  the  assent  of  Congress,  thus  virtually  given  to  the  proviso,  is  one 
thing,  and  its  assent  to  the  actual' and  present  extensifm  of  the  northern 
bonnfkry  of  the  St:Uf'.  as  proposed  in  the  proviso,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
another  and  a  very  (lillcK  lU  thing.  '  l4  the  proviso  had  not  been  incorpo- 
rated in  the  constitution,  or  had  been  rejected  by  Congress,  the  north 
line  of  Ohio,  notwithstanding  the  subsequent  ascertainment  of  any  par- 
ticulai  fact  concerniog  the  exact  position  of  Lake  Michigan,  would  have 
been  irrevocably  fixed  as  described  in  the  act  of  1802,  and  in  the  bod^ 
of  the  sixth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  eonstitetion ;  subject  only^ 
to  the  right  of  Congress  to  attach  to  Ohio  that  part  of  Michigan  lying  isa* 
mediately  north  of  it.  To  meet  the  contingency  of  the  future  ascertain- 
ment of  such  a  fact,  then  unknown,  and  to  keep  the  subject  open  for  the 
future  action  of  Congress,  the  proviso  was  carefully  inserted.  By  as- 
senting to  it,  Cont^ress,  as  it  appears  to  nie,  merely  agreed  that  if  the 
geographical  fact  buggested  in  the  proviso  should  therealter  be  ascer- 
tained to  exist,  then,  ami  in  that  case,  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State 
should,  if  Congre^  thereupon  a;}beuted,  be  extended  to  the  uioie  norther- 
ly line  specified  in  the  proviso.  In  other  words,  the  actual  and  ao&or* 
ised  extensmn  of  that  boundary  was  to  depend  on  the  cooenrrenee  of 
two  conditions  precedent:  fintyibe  ascertainmg  of  the  geographical  fret 
mentioned  in  the  proviso;  an'd,  HCondfy^  the  assent  of  Conjj^reas  ''then^ 
and  in  that  case,''  to  be  given  to  such  extension.  And  in  the  mean  time 
the  line  drawn  due  east  from  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigaj^ 
was  provisionally  fixed  as  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  unanimity  with  whicii  the  Executive  and  Legislature  of  Ohio 
have  recently  taken  the  contrary  position  may  well  admonish  hnn  w  ]u> 
questions  a  iu  do  so  with  great  deference  to  llieii  opinions,  and  with 
some  distrust  as  to  the  accuracy  of  his  own.  In  this^  discrepancy  of 
judgment,  I  think  I  may  derive  much  support  firom  the  practical  con* 
struction  heretolbre  given  to  the  prooeedingp  of  Congress  by  diat.body, 
and  by  the  representatives  in  it  from  the  Stote  of  Ohio  herself. 

On  the  2d  of  November,  1803,  (being  an  early  day  in  the  session  of 
the  first  Conirress  in  which  Ohio  was  represented,)  the  Senate  adopted 
a  resolution  in  the  following  words : 

"  Resolved^  That  the  proposition  of  the  convention  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  contained  in  the 
sixth  section]  of  the  seventh  aiticle  of  the  consuiution  of  that  Stale,  be 
referred  to  a  committee,  with  leave  to  report  thereon,  by  bill  or  other- 
wise.'* ^ 
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1 .  Of  lldmiiiBiittee,  ( it  being  the  same  to  which  a  petitkm  iir  (ho  fleeting 
m  Tenritorlil  GovemiMot  in  Indiana  had  been  pceviouslj  referred,)  Mr. 
Worthingtoa,  one  of  the  Senators  of  Ohio,  was  the  chairman.  On  the 
4th  of  NoFembeftlfiOS,  he  reported  a  bill  to  divide  the  Indiana  Terri* 
tory  into  two  separate  OoTeminente,  and  gwmg  ike  aesmt  qf  CcngrtSB 
to  the  proposition  of  the  convention  qf  Ohio^  contained  in  thp  proviso. 
The  biii  passed  the  Senate,  though  not  until  that  part  of  it  giving  the  as- 
sent of  Consrress  to  the  proposition  of  Ohio  had  been  stricken  out,  but 
was  lost  111  the  House  of  Representatives.  It  was  revived  at  the  ensu- 
ing session  of  Congress,  and,  having  passed  without  aii^  provisiou  m  re- 
UtiOB  4o  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  was  approved  on  the  11th  of 
Jnamgjt  1806;  and,  as  before  stated,  it  expressly  declared  that  the  new 
Cmtloiy  lying  east  of  die  middle  of  Lake  Michigan  should  be  bounded 
OD  the  south  by  a  line  drawn  east  from  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of 
Lake  Michigan.  So  far  from  admitting  that  the  northern  boundary  of 
Ohio  had,  in  fact,  been  previously  exfcndod,  as  now  claimed  hj  that 
State,  Congress,  by  this  act,  thus  passed  in  1805,  showed  that  they  were 
even  then  unvvilHni;  or  unprepared  to  assent  to  the  piuposition.  And 
by  giving  to  the  Ten  ilory  of  Michigan  the  more  soiithf  rn  of  the  two 
lues  as  its  boundary  on  the  south,  they  also  sliowed  thai,  in  their  judg- 
ment, this  line  had  been,  at  least  provisionally^  fixed  as  the  northern 
boundary  of  Ohio. 

I  pass  over  the  various  efforts  subsequently  made  by  the  Senators  and 
RepresentatiTea  of  Ohio,  ending  only  with  &ie  last  session  of  CSongress^ 
to  obtain  the  express  assent  of  Congress  to  the  boandair  now  oLumed 
by  their  State,  some  of  which  obviously  proceeded  upon  the  supposition 
that  no  assent  had  been,  even  impliedly,  given  by  Congress  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  boundary,  for  the  purpose  of  noticing  the  legislative 
measures  taken  by  Congress  in  relation  to  its  designation.  By  the  act 
of  the  20tli  of  May,  1812,  the  President  was  directed  to  cause  to  be  sur- 
veyed, marked,  and  designated  so  much  of  the  western  and  northern 
boundaries  of  ^e  Stai^  of  Ohio,  not  already  aseertstned,  as  divides  the 
State  from  Indiana  and  Michigan,  agreeably  to  dUaeiqfihe  90ih  AfrU^ 
1802.  The  line  marked  in  pursuance  of  this  law  is  the  one  which  has 
hitherto  formed  the  actual  boundary  of  the  State,  and  to  which  the  terri- 
torial authorities  of  Michigan  now  hold  and  claim  jurisdiction.  On  the 
14th  December,  1831,  a  memorial  to  Congress  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio 
was  presented  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  St;itc  s,  praying  that  measures 
might  be  adopted  by  Congress  for  the  speed i/ (in d  penaanent  establish- 
ment of  the  dividing  line  between  that  State  and  the  Territory  of  Michi- 

tan ;  and,  in  pursuance  of  this  memorial,  an  act  was  subsequently  passed 
y  both  Houses,  and,  on  the  14th  of  July,  approved  by  the  President, 
*^to  provide  Ibr  the  taking  of  certain  observations  preparatory  to  the  ad- 
justment of  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Ohio."  This  set 
directs  the  President  "  to  cause  to  be  ascertained,  by  accurate  •  observa- 
tion, the  latitude  and  longitude  of  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan ;  and  that  he  cause  to  be  ascertained,  by  like  observation,  the  point 
on  the  Miami  of  the  Lake  which  is  due  east  thcrofiom,  and  also  the  lati- 
tude and  longitude  of  the  most  northeily  cape  of  the  Miami  bay;  also, 
that  he  cause  to  be  ascertained,  with  all  practicable  accuracy,  the  latitude 
and  longitude  of  the  most  southerly  point  in  the  uurthern  boundary  line 
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of  Ae  United  States  in  Lake  Erie,  and  alsotbe  points  at wliieh  a  dfreet  line 
drawn  from  the  southerir  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  most 
sotttherly  point  in  said  nortkem  boundary  line  of  the  United  States  will 
intersect  the  Miami  river  and  bay;  and,  also,  that  he  cause  to  be  ascer- 
tained, by  like  observation,  the  point  in  the  Mississippi  which  15  due 
west  from  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan;  and  that  the  said 
observations  be  made,  and  the  result  thereof  returned  to  the  proper  de- 
partment within  the  current  year."  *         '  ' 

It  is  very  obvious,  from  the  provisions  of  this  law,  that  all  the  questions 
of  fact  connected  witb  this  controversy  were  carefully  attended  to  in 
framing  its  provisions ;  and  it  is  believed  to  be  a  fair  inference  from  those 
l^ovisions,  that  the  existence  of  the  paxticntar  geographical  fiMit  suggest* 
ed  in  the  Ohio  conBtitntion^had  not  been,  so  lately  as  18S2,  ascertained 
with  such  certainty  as  to  enable  Congress  to  act  "upon  the  subject.  The 
reports  submitted  at  the  next  session,  of  the  progress  made  in  this  work, 
and  of  the  time  it  would  require,  led  to  a  provision  in  the  c^eneral  ap- 
propriation law  of  the  2d  March,  1833,  extending  the  time  for  making 
these  observations  and  returns  until  the  Slst  ot  December,  1835,  and 
making  iurther  appropriations  for  the  purpose.  From  the  subsequent  re- 
ports of  Captain  Talcott,  the  engineer  to  whom  the  duties  prescribed  by 
the  act  of  1832  were  committed,  it  appears  that  cimsiderable  progress 
has  been  made  in  their  execution,  but  that  the  whole  of  the  present  year 
will  probably  be  required  to  complete  them.  ' 

Without  dwelling  longei^  on  this  point,  1  have  the  honor  to  state,  as 
the  result  of  my  investigations  and  reflections  concerning  it,  that  they 
have  brought  me  to  the  following  conclusions: 

First,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  rpcoiving  Ohio  into 
the  Union,  without  objecting  to  the  proviso  ( ontained  in  the  sixth  seetioti 
of  the  seventh  article  of  her  constitution,  impliedly  assented  to  that 
proviso. 

Skeondfy,  That  Ae  assent  thus  given  to  the  proviso  did  not  involve 
or  include  an  assent,  on  the  part  of  Congress,  to  the  then  actual  and 
present  extension  of  the  northern  boundary  to  Uie  line  mentioned  in  the 
proviso,  it  being  the  contemplation  of  the  parties  that  the  decision  of 
Congress  upon  the  question  of  giving  or  refusing  such  assent  should  be 
made  at  a  future  Hay,  nnd  by  some  future  act,  on  the  ascertainment  of  a 
particular  fact,  which  lias  not  even  yrt  br(  ri  diilv  ascertained;  and. 

Thirdly,  That,  until  this  last-inentioned  assent  shall  have  been  ^iven 
by  Congress,  the  tract  in  dispute  must  be  considered  as  forming,  legally, 
a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan. 

If  I  am  correct  in  these  views,  it  will  then  probably  be  admitted  tm 
all  hands  that  until  the  line  provisionally  fixed  by  the  act  of  1802,  and  tfafe 
constitution  of  Ohio,  for  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  and  expressly 
fixed  by  the  law  of  1805,  for  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  shall  have  been  altered  by  Congress,  or  by  the  decree  of  some 
competent  judici;il  tribunal,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  con- 
Jiider  it  as  the  boundary  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  to  protect  and 
maintain,  in  accordance  with  it,  and  by  such  legal  and  appropriate  jnea- 
sures  as  may  be  within  his  power,  the  jurisdiction  and  sovereignty  of  the 
United  States.  Such,  in  my  opinion  at  least,  are  the  duties  which  now 
devolve  upon  hun. 
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This  leads  me  to  notice  the  steps  recently  taken  by  the  State  and  Ter- 
ritorial authorities,  giving  to  the  controversy  the  new  and  alarming  as- 
pfMl  wliidi  bas  attracted  the  attetttfoh  of  the  Preaident. 
^Or 'Ae  one  haDd,  the  State  of  Ohio  has  passed  a  law  extending  the 
iMmsds  of  her  northern  counties,  and  the  jurisdietion  of  the  officers 
tlier6of,*OVer  the  territory  in  ilispiite;  ereethig  part  of  that  territory  into 
townijhips,  and  directing  elections  Tor  township  officers  to  be  held  therein 
on  the  first  Monday  of  Aprif  next,  and  providini^  lor  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  to  mark  the  line  as  claimed  l)y  Ohio.  It  is  stated  in  the 
papers  before  me  that  the  Governor  of  Ohio  has  uctually  appointed  tum- 
iiiissioners  under  this  law,  and  that  they  arc  expected  to  enter  on  the 
pet^>nBance  of  their  duties  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  April  next. 

abo  itated  thaf  he  has  taken  measures  for  supporting  the  commis» 
stottera  hy  a  military  escort,  in  the  event  of  a  forcible  resistance,  on  the 
part  of  Mif  liiu  II!.  io  111  execution  of  their  duties. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Legislative  X'ounci I  of  Michigan  have  passed 
an  act  making  it  a  criminal  ofl'ence,  puni^h.ible  by  fine  an<l  iiu})risonnient, 
in  any  person  who  shall  exercise,  or, attempt  to  exercise,  any  oflicial 
functions,  or  otTiciate  in  any  office  or  situation,  within  any  part  of 
the  present  jui  i5uiction  of  the  Territory,  or  w  ithin  the  limits  of  any  of 
the  counties  therein,  as  now  oriranized,  by  virtue  of  any  conunission  or 
anthority  not  derived  from  the  Territory,  or  under  its  laws,  or  under  the 
GoTeramentof  the  United  States,  and  also  subjecting  to  the  like  prose- 
cution and  punishment  any  person  residing  within  the  limits  of  Michi* 
gan,  who  shall  accept  of  any  office  or  trust  from  any  State  or  authority 
other  than  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  Territory  of  Mi- 
ehigan. 

The  acting  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  has  issued  orders 
to  Brigadier  General  Hrown,  of  the  militia  of  the  Territory,  intrusting 
hin  ^.vtth  discretinnary  powers  to  order  each  brigadr  of  ^nrh  iiiiliti-i  into 
actual  service  so  soon  as  the  emergency  requires  it,  anil  commanding  him 
to  arrest  the  commissioners  of  Cmio  "the  moment  they  stick  the  first 
stake  in  the  soil  of  Michigan.'^  In  anticipation  diat  the  Governor  of 
Ohio  may  order  a  military  force  to  sustain  the  commissioners  and  offieers 
of  Ohio,  General  Brown  is  further  commanded,  '^the  moment  he  may 
lea^  that  a  military  force  of  any  description,  ordered  out  by  the  authori- 
ties of  Ohio,  is  about  to  approach  the  disputed  territory,  to  place  himself, 
w  ith  a  sutTicient  force  of  a  like  character,  on  the  ground  in  contestation, 
and  to  fire  upon  the  first  military  officer  or  man  who  persists  in  crossing 
the  boundary  line  as  at  present  claimed  by  Michigan,  with  any  hostile  in- 
tention, or  disposiiiuu  and  detenniuaiion  to  prevent  his  execution  of  the 
previous  orders." 

The  lawa  thna  passed  by  the  State  and  Teriitorial  Legislatures  are 
equally  irrepealable  by  the  President.  It  is  true  that  Congress  have  the 
power  to  annul  any  law.  of  the  Territory ;  but,  until  so  annulled,  it  will 
be  obligatory  on  all  persons  within  the  limits  of  the  Territory,  unless  re- 
pugnant to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  to  the  act^:  of  Con- 
gress aj)plicable  to  the  Territory.  The  act  of  Michigan  does  not  ajipear 
to  mc  to  be  liable  to  any  such  objection^  and  I  must  therefore  deem  it  a 
valid  law. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  that 
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State  ovei  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  is,  as  we  have  seen,  Te- 
pugnant  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  11th  January,  1805,  erecting  that 
Territory^  and  to  the  acts  subsequently  passed  for  its  goTenunent;  and 
its  actual  and  complete  enforcement  would  therefore  involve  a  most  mb 
rious  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  But  I  do  not  tfaioirtMf 
the  mere  running  of  the  boundary  line  directed  by  that  law  would,  in 
itself,  and  without  any  attempt  to  exercise  jurisdiction  over  the  diepnted 
territory,  constitute  a  criminal  olFence  against  any  act  of  Congress ;  nor 
iiould  it  60  far  obstruct  the  faithful  execution  of  the  iaws  of  the  United 
States  as  to  require  any  action  hy  the  President. 

The  mere  rtinninz  of  thr  line  will,  howrrrr,  constitute  an  oilence 
against  the  terntoi  Kil  act  <>(  iho  19th  of  Ft  !)i  !iar\ .  1  s35  :  nnd,  if  the  com- 
mi.«*^i<^ner.«i  of  Oliio  should  attempted  t-xci'Dti'  tliC'  (.lt:(  ios  imposed  on  them 
by  the  law  ot  lln  i!  Slate,  prosecutions  may  Le  in&iiluipd  a<jniiist  ihem  iu 
the  proper  courts  ul  ihe  Territorv:  althoueh,  if  the  aLlioii  ui  Ohio  should 
bti  cuiiliiK  fl  to  the  designatiuu  ol  ll;c  iin-c^  ii  is  liui  perceived  that  there 
can  be  ail)  necessity  for  any  such  prosecutions. 

The  22d  section  of  the  act  of  tl^e  30th  of  April,  1790,  "  for  the  punish* 
ment  of  certain  crimes  against  the  United  States,^'  provides  that,  if 
any  person  or  pei-sons  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  obstruct^  resist,  or 
oppose  any  officer  of  the  United  States  in  serving,  or  attempting  to  serve 
or  execute,  any  mesne  process  or  warrant,  or  any  rule  or  oi  der  of  any  of 
tibe  courts  of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  legal  or  jvdicial  wrU  or 
proeen  whatsoever,  or  shall  assault,  beat,  or  wound  any  officer,  or  other 
person  duly  authorized,  in  serving  or  executing  any  writ,  rul^.  order, 
process,  or  warrant  aforesaid,  every  person,  so  knowingly  and  wilfully 
oflending  in  the  premises,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  bo  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  twelve  TnniitVi«5,  and  fined  not  oxrooding  thre<  Imadred  dol- 
lars." Tho  nh<=tn;rii(i!i  liv  unarmed  iii«ii\  iiluais,  either  singly  or  in  num- 
bers, of  tile  pioeess  ami  orders  j-^ui d  aiid  made  by  the  officers  of 
Miohiiian,  would  probably  be  roaclieti  by  this  law.  An  attempt,  by  a 
liiiiiuiy  force,  actually  embodietl .  lo  suppress  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  terri- 
torial officers,  aciiiiji,  u»  they  do,  uiiiJer  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  in 
..  the^disputed  tract,  and  to  maintain  therein  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
Ohio,  would  expose  the  paiiies  concerned,  if  the  region  in  dispute  be 
legally  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  to  criminal  prosecutions  of  a 
still  more  serious  character. 

In  whatever  form  an  encroachment  may  be  made  on  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  the  only  ])r(  |  i  mode 
of  resisting  and  correcting  it  is  through  the  instrumentality  of  th(^  judicial 
tribunals.  The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  the  jurisdiction  claimed  by 
the  Stale  of  Ohio  ;  and  it  is  scarcely  to  be  doubted  that  the  citizens  of 
that  State  will  ultimately  perceive  that  they  will  lose  nothing  by  for- 
bearance until  the  action  of  Congress  can  be  had  upon  the  whole  su}>- 
ject  ;  and  that,  in  the  mean  time,  their  rights  may  be  sufficionlly  j)ro- 
tec^^d  by  peaceable  appeals  to  the  courts  of  their  own  State  or  oi  the 
Union.  . 

The  steps  recently  taken  by  both  parties,  and  those  which  are  threat- 
ened in  the  documents  before  me,  indicate  a  state  of  feeling  unpropitious 
to  the  quiet  and  orderly  employment  oi  legal  remedies;  and  in  any  pros- 
ecutim  whieh  nay  be  instltated,  there  is  danger  dial  forcible  resistance 
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may  be  made  to  the  due  execution  oi  process.  In  that  case,  it  is  easy  to 
foresee  that  contiDgencies  may  occur  which  would  demand  the  active 
mlerpoaition  of  the  Preeident.  In  the  mean  time,  ao  ftr  as  reapects  the 
fizeeotiye  and  other  officers  of  Ohio,  and  the  measures  proposed  to  be 
adopted  bj  them,  the  President  has  no  right  to  intetliBre,  except  by  per- 
aoaeion  and  remonstrance,  nntil  some  act  ahaU  be  committed  on  thev 
part  ioTolTing  a  practical  violation  of  the  constitution  or  lavs  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Territory  of  Michigan  being  exclusively  under  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  the  authority  of  the  l^resident  over  the  measures  of 

the  Executive  and  other  officei-s  of  that  Territory  is  more  extensive.  If 
he  should  be  of  opinion  that  those  measures  nre  injudinioiis  and  of  dnn- 
gerous  tendency,  and  that  they  cannot  otherwise  be  arrested,  he  may 
remove  such  of  the  officers  from  whom  they  emanate  as  hold  their  offices 
by  appointment  from  the  President  and  Senate,  and  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  fonuer,  aad  may  appoint  other  persons  in  their  stead.  In  this  way 
the  Executive  of  the  United  States  may,  to  some  extent,  lawfully  control 
the  official  action  of  the  authorities  of  the  Territory. 

The  President  has  already  instructed  the  Executive  of  Michigan  that 
military  force  can  onlv  be  lawfully  nesorted  to  in  aid  of,  and  in  subordi^ 
nation  to,  tbe  civil  sotnorities.  He  may  also  with  propriety  be  advised 
that  criminal  prosecutions  should  not  be  instituted,  except  where  really 
necessary  to  maintain  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  and  to  protect  the 
officers  of  the  Territory  in  the  rightful  execution  of  their  lawful  powers; 
and  that  great  circumspection  should  be  used  to  preserve  technical  regu* 
larity  in  the  proceeding*,  and  to  prevent  any  unnecessaiy  rigor  towards 
individuals.  If,  in  the  progress  of  any  such  prosecution,  a  crisis  should 
unhappily  arise,  in  which  the  ordinary  power  of  the  civil  officers  shnll  be 
inadequate  to  the  execution  of  their  duticH,  it  will  then  he  for  the  Presi- 
dent to  determine  bow  far  the  circ  unistances  of  the  case  may  require  him 
to  employ  the  means  placed  in  his  hands,  by  the  constitution  and  laws, 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  their  supremacy.  At  present,  however, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  pursue  this  particular  topic  ;  and  as  the  precautionary 
measures  already  taken  by  the  President,  and  those  yet  in  contemplation, 
are  well  calculated  to  prevent,  on  either  side,  any  forcible  infraction  of 
the  laws,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  not  become. needful  to  resume  it.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you,  to  be  laid  before  the  President 
of  tbe  United  States,  sundry  papers  bearing  upon  the  question  of  dis- 
puted boundary  between  Ohio  and  Miehi^ ;  from  which  k  witt  bi 
seen  that  there  is  a  posdbiHlgr  of  eoililmi  between  <he  fiifil  auiiwHitias 
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of  that  State  and  tbii  Tenitoiy.  Yoa  will  perceiye  from  them  lhat 
Ohio  has  determined  upon,  taking  forcible  poaseaaion  of  the  territory 
olaimed  by  her,  by  extending  her  juriadiction  over  it,  without  waijt^^ 

for  the  final  action  of  Congresa  upon  (he  aubjeet.  Such  is  the  paiioiol 
anxiety  with  which  Michigan  contemplates  such  an  eyeDt,  that  1  am  in- 
duced, by. a  aense  of  duty,  to  eemmuaicate  to  the  Preaident  the  course 

ahe  will  pursue  in  consequence  of  it. 

In  December  last,  the  Legislative  Council  of  this  Territory,  with  an  anx- 
ictv  to  avoid  all  possible  collision  with  a  sister  State,  and  with  a  disposition 
aii(!  ^vish  to  adjust  ntMimbly  the  question  in  di-^pute  with  Ohio,  passed  a 
law  pju\  i(lin.t^  f<H  appointment  ot  eomnussioners  tondin«tt  the  bound- 
ary b*  t\s  t  '  ilie  btate  or  States  to  be  formed  north  oi  m  *  j^nd 
line  diauii  through  thc^  southf^rly  extreme  of  I^ake  Iviu  Jii^  i ii,  ad  the 
States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  uud  Illinois.  This  law  was  cuiiiiiiLuicatcd  to 
the  Governor  of  Ohio,  with  the  expression  of  a  belief  that  the  concilia- 
tory disposition  mantfeated  l^y  Michigan  would  be  m^t  by  a  correspond- 
ing feeling  on  the  part  of  hia  State.  To  that  commuoieation  I  have 
never  received  the  cold  formality  of  an  anawer,  although,  strange  aa  it 
may  seem,  it  is  made  the  singular  pretext  of  a  recommendation  of  the 
Governor  to  the  Legislature,  urging  the  passage  of  a  law  extending  their 
jurisdiction  over  that  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  claimed  by  Ohio. 
An  offer  for  the  amicai)le  adjustment  of  a  serious  and  unfortunate  con- 
troversy, if  not  met  with  insult,  is  received  and  acknowledged  by  an  at« 
tempt  at  additional  wrong  and  injustice. 

It  may  not  be  unimportant  to  notice  tlie  grounds  taken  by  t)ie  (iovcmor 
of  Ohio  in  his  communicalinr^  to  the  Legislature.  He  assumes  that 
Michigan  has  no  right  to  aulhonze  a  negotiation  on  the  subject  ot  boun<i- 
ary,  and  denies  that  any  arrangement,  entered  into  with  commissionci s 
apputiiU;il  under  her  authority,  would  not  be  binding  on  Michigan  hei- 
self  after  she  becomes  a  State.  This  position  I  entirely  dissent  from.  Bv 
tlic  ordinance  of  July  lo,  17 ^S7,  upon  which  this  contioversy  is  based, 
and  from  which  the  parties  interested  must  derive  their  authority  to 
act^it  is  expressly  declared,  in  the  fifth  article,  that  the  State  to  be  formed 
.  north  of  the  present  State  of  Ohio  shall  be  bounded  on  the  south  by  an 
east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of 
Lake  Michigan.  This  article  of  the  ordinance  is  fixed  and  determinate ; 
no  provision  is  <  :  Congu  ss  to  alter  or  amend  it.  On  the  contrary,  it 
is  expressly  declared  that  this  part  of  the  ordinance  'shall  be  considered 
articles  of  compact  between  the  original  States  and  tlie  eKopLB  and 
States  in  the  said  Ta  ritoryy  and  forever  to  remain  unalterable,  except 

by  COMMON  CON'SENT,'  " 

The  great  error  into  which  Ohio  has  fallen,  in  the  power  which  sh(^  suj)- 
l>A<:ps  Conj^ress  to  possess  over  this  subject,  is  this  :  she  (]o(  s  not  separate 
(III  isrst  part  of  the  ordinance  of  1787  from  tljc  latter,  and  thus  confounds 
ihf:  power  possesseti  by  Ciuigrcss  over  tlie  lirst  with  that  of  thv  socornj. 
The  fjrst  and  second  sections  of  thv.  oidinance  provide  for  (Ik;  ibrm  of 
governiiu  nt  to  be  extended  over  the  Northwestern  Torritory,  giving  to 
tnc  people  inhabiting  the  same  a  delegate  in  Congress,  a  Governor  and 
Secretiuj  of  the  Territoiy,  and  a  local  Legislature.  This  part  of  the 
ordinance  Congress  possesses  (he  right  to  alter  and  amend,  and  has  so 
done  repeatedly.   The  third  section,  how«t/er>  eonUins  this  language: 
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"  The  following  articles  shall  be  considered  articles  of  compact  be- 
tween ihe  original  States  and  the  people  and  States  in  the  said  Territory, 
and  forever  to  remain  unalterable,  except  by  common  consent."  These 
fundamental  articles  secure  to  the  people  of  the  Territory,  first,  freedom 
of  religious  worship;  second,  the  benefit  of  the  habeas  corpus  and  trial 
by  jury ;  third,  the  encouragement  of  religion  and  morality  ;  fourth,  that 
the  Territory  shall  forever  remain  a  part  of  the  confederacy ;  and  the 
I  fifth  article  points  out  and  declares  the  number  and  boundaries  of  the 
States  to  be  formed  in  the  Territory,  defining  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  eastern  State  (Ohio)  to  be  "an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through 
the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan^  Upon  this  provision 
of  the  ordinance  Michigan  bases  her  right  to  the  territory  claimed  by 
Ohio.  If  Congress  can  take  from  her  this  right,  she  may  be  deprived  of 
every  other  which  she  possesses  under  the  ordinance  ;  all  the  articles 
of  that  instrument  being  declared  "  articles  of  compact  between  the 
original  States  and  the  people  and  States  in  the  said  Territory,  and  for- 
ever to  remain  unalterable,  except  by  common  consent."  Will  it  be 
contended  then  that  Michigan  is  not  a  party  to  that  compact,  or  that  it  can  ' 
be  altered  without  the  consent  of  the  people  within  her  territory,  or  the 
State  soon  to  be  formed  within  her  boundaries?  With  this  view  of  the 
subject,  it  is  left  for  the  nation  to  determine  whether  Ohio  has  not  evinced 
a  disposition  to  disregard  tlie  fundamental  laws  of  the  country  in  her 
present  attempt  at  seizing  upon  a  portion  of  country  justly  belonging  to 
Michigan. 

The  Governor  declares  that  "  the  (|uestion  of  boundary,  if  existing  at 
all,  is  between  Ohio  and  the  United  States."  Without  yielding  to  this 
suggestion,  I  would  respectfully  ask  if  his  excellency  had  not  overlooked 
the  fact,  that  the  delegation  of  Ohio  in  Congress  were  urging  her  claim 
upon  the  General  Government  at  the  very  time  when  he  recomme»)ds 
that  she  should  take  the  remedy  in  her  own  hands,  and  seize  possession 
I  of  the  territory  in  dispute.  I  mention  this  to  show  that  Ohio  is  governed 
I  by  no  fixed  rules  of  justice,  but  rather  by  an  eager  and  greedy  disposition 
to  grasp  after  territory  and  power. 

The  contrast  between  the  conduct  of  Ohio  and  Michigan,  through  the 
whole  course  of  this  controversy,  is  worthy  of  consideration.  In  all  her 
movements,  Michigan  has  evinced  a  wish  to  await  the  final  adjustment  of 
the  question  in  the  mode  pointed  out  in  the  constitution.  She  might  have 
involved  herself  in  a  dispute  with  Indiana,  had  she  desired  controversy ; 
but,  while  she  holds  a  claim  to  a  district  of  country  now  in  possession  of 
that  State,  she  has  I^een  willing  to  leave  it  to  the  final  judgment  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  rather  than  be  involved  in  a  con- 
flict for  jurisdiction  with  a  neighboring  State.  Had  Ohio  followed  a 
similar  course,  a  controversy,  which  may  ultimately  lead  to  serious  con- 
sequences, would  not  now  be  apprehended.  Michigan  looks  to  such  an 
event  with  painful  apprehension.  Against  the  enemies  of  our  common 
country  her  citizens  will  always  be  ready  and  eager  to  act,  but,  in  a  con- 
troversy between  friends  and  neighbors,  they  reluctantly  embark.  Even, 
though  painful  it  may  be,  and  however  reluctantly  they  may  undertake 
it,  the  people  of  Michigan  will  protect  their  rights  from  encroachments, 
let  the  attempt  cotae  from  whom  it  may. 

To  meet  such  a  contingeDcy,  the  Legislative  Council  of  this  Territorj

have  passed  a  law,  making  it  penal  for  an  officer  af  Ohio  to  exercise 
the  funetions  of  bis  ofice  within  the  limits  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of 
Michigan.  I  enclose  jou  a  copy  of  this  law.  You  will  also  find  enclosed 
the  copy  of  rr  letter  of  instructions  to  General  Joseph  W.  Brown  ;  the  course 
marked  out  for  him  will  be  strictly  loUowed,  in  the  event  that  Ohio  adll 
perseveres  in  what  she  has  underttikun. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  ig  submitted  to  the  President 
how  far  the  Government  of  the  United  States  can  intercede  in  prevent- 
ing this  controversy.  It  is  brotierht  upon  Michigan  unsought.  The  de- 
termination she  has  come  to  has  not  been  hastily  formed.  Although 
with  them,  I  trust,  in  spirit  and  feeeling,  I  am  hut  the  humble  instru- 
ment, borne  forward  and  mttined  in  the  sentimeDts  I  htm  trowed  hj 
die  united  voice  of  fhe  people  of  Michigan,

MiMgat^  That  there  shall  be  dvee  commiasionera  appointed  bT  the 

Ckivemor  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  by  and  wiUi  the  advice  and  eo»* 
seat  of  the  Legialative  Council,  -whoee  duty  il  ahall  he  to  enter  into  a 
negotiation  with  such  commissionera  aa  nay  be  appointed  on  die  part  of 
the  Statea  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois,  or  with  ue  Governors  of  thoae 
States,  to  adjust  and  hnally  settle  the  northern  boundary  of  the  said  Statea, 
or  either  of  them.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  Inj  ike  LcgislaHve  Coimcil  of  the  Territory  of 
3Ii(higan^  That,  if  any  peihoii  shall  exercise,  or  attempt  to  exercise,  any 
otiu  ial  functions,  or  shall  olliciatc  iii  aiiv  otiicc  or  situation,  within  any 
part  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of  this  Territory,  or  within  the  liiuits  of 
any  of  the  counties  therein,  as  at  this  time .  organized,  by  virtue  of  any 
commission  or  authority  not  derived  from  fliis  Territory,  or  under  the 
laws  of  this  Territory,  or  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
every  person  so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  ofibnce,  on  conviction 
thereof  before  any  court  of  record,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding 
five  years,  or  both,  at  tlie  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  if  any  person  residing  within 
the  limits  of  this  Territory,  shall  accept  of  any  office  or  trust  from  any 
State  or  authority  other  than  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or 
Territory  of  Michigan,  every  person  so  offending,  shall  be  fined  not  cx- 
ceeiUiig  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  five  years,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  com  t  before  which  any  conviction  may  be  had.

Sir  :  I  have  received  the  special  message  of  the  Governor  of  Ohio, 
recommendinfr  to  the  I  legislature  of  that  State  the  passage  of  a  law  ex- 
tending their  jurisdiction  over  the  country  in  contestation  with  Michigan, 
i  have  not  yet  l)een  directly  notified  of  the  passn^e  ot  this  law,  although 
I  have  heon  informed,  from  a  source  which  ruay  bo  confidently  relied  on, 
that  it  Will  receive  the  sanction  of  almost  a  unanimous  vote  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature.  Siiould  this  law  pass,  of  which  1  have  no 
question,  tlie  policy  of  Ohio  will  be  to  obtain  jurisdiction  over  the  terri-  . 
tory  in  dispute  before  the  authorities  of  Miohisan  are  atrare  of  her  move- 
inenlSi  and  thus  plaoo  as  in  Ae  wronfj,  by  making  her  struggle  for  juri*» 
diction  defensively.  This  Michigan  is  called  upon  to  prevent  by  every 
means  in  her  power.  It  is  unnecessary  to  examine  the  views  and  arraiitfe* 
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meplff  of  the  Governor  felaiive  to  our  southern  boundary,  as  contained  im 
his  message.   They  qre  such  as  have  been  entettained  and  advanced  oft 
the  part  of  Ohio  since  the  origin  of  the  dispute  with  us.  You  are  familiac 
with  the  grcuiuls  taken  by  Michigan  in  opposition  to  the  claim  of  Ohioj. 
and  1  believe  1  may  conlidently  assert  that,  willi  the  exception  of  a  few 
persons  on  the  extreme  bonU  i  ot  the  disputed  territory,  who  are  iieverned 
by  private  cunsid(  i  ations,  this  subject  is  fully  understood  hy  out  ( iiizens, 
and  that  there  exisis  amopgst  tliem  but  one  opiiuun  as  to  tht  merits  ot  the 
controversy.    We  are  the  weaker  party,  it  is  true,  but  we  are  on  the  side 
of  justice  ;  and,  with  the  guidance  of  Uui*  who  never  forsakes  the  weak^ 
or  hesitates  to  pursue  with  punishment  the  unjust,  we  cannot  fail  to  main- 
tain our  rights  against  the  eneroachments  of  a  powerful  neighboring  State. 
But  ooe  feeling,  I  am  happy  to  say,  prevails  in  every  department  of  so* 
dety.   Whatever  may  be  our  local  divisions  on  other  questions,  on^this^ 
there  exists  no  division.   The  cause,  of  Michigan  is  advocated  bj  the 
united  voice  of  her  freemfsn* 

The  course  now  pur9ued  by  Oliio  is,  certainly  by  Michigan,  as  it  ittiiat 
1^  by  the  nation,  as  much  r^ctted  as  it  was  unexpected.    In  the  ques* 

S'pn  .of  disputed  boundary  between  Michigan  and  Ohio,  that  State  ha^ 
[ways  contended  that  jCongress  have  aright  to  legislate  upon  it.  Michi- 
gan hns  urged  it  to  be  a  question  for  judicial  adjustment;  but,  granting 
for  a  moment  that  Oliio  is  correct  in  the  power  which  shehp.s  been  willing 
to  give  to  Congress  over  this  suliject,  does  it  not  seem  an  unjustiliafdc,  it 
not  an  unwarrantable  and  high-handed  measure,  that,  while  she  is  siill 
urging  the  question  before  that  body,  she  should  take  the  remedy  into 
her  own  hands,  and  attempt  to  seize  by  force  what  she  has  not  as  yet 
been  able  to  obtain  by  the  sanction  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  ? 

Under  existing  circumstances,  but  one  of  two  courses  is  left  for  iMichi- 
ganto  pursue  if  C)hio  continues  to  persevere  in  the  attempt  to  wrest  fron^ 
UjB  our  territory,  as  she  now  meditates — ^involuntary  submission  to  en* 
eiro^chinents  upon  our  rights,  or  firm  and  determined  opposition  to  her  : 
the  latter,  though  painful  to  us,  is  preferable  to  the  former,  an4  must  be 
decided  upon.   With  this  view,  I  have,  with  a  due  regard  to  the  import- 
ant and  delicate  task  assigned  you,  concluded  to  give  you  the  control  of  the 
V  measures  necessary  to  be  adopted  in  consequence  of  the  peculiar  and  un- 
ii^fleiisant  relations  which,  I  fear,  may  soon  exist  between  the  civil  author- 
vftiesof  Ohio  and  those  of  this  Teriitory. 

It  is  desirable  that  your  proceedings  should  be  conducted  not  only  w  ith 
decision  and  firmness-,  btit  with  forbearance  nnd  discretion.  Vou  will  use 
every  conciliatory  aruiUMient  and  persuasion  to  iiuluee  the  officers  of  Ohio, 
in  the  event  of  the  pass;ii:(  ol  die  law  contemplated  by  the  l  esi^ature 
of  that  State,  to  desist  from  all  attempts  to  extend  their  jurisdiction  within 
tUe  limits  of  Michigan  as  they  exist.  Vourown  prudence  w  ill  dictate  the 
necessity  and  importance  of  forbearing  to  use  force  uiUil  all  other  means 
shall  fail ;  but,  iu  the  ev<^nt  that  the  o^icers  of  Ohio  should  still  persevere 
ia  the  attempt  to  exercise  their  official  functions  within  the  limits  of  anj 
^  of  the  organized  counties  of  the;  Territory)  you  will  promptly  and  enei> 
'  getically  enibrce  the  act  of  4he  Legislative  Council,  a  certified  copy  of 
vhich  is  herewith  enclosed  to  you.  The  law  makes  it  a  criminal  ofience, 
wider  the  penally  of  imprisonment  for  five  years,  and  a  fine  of  one  thou^ 
sand  dollars,  for  any  oficer,  other  then  of  this  Territory  or  of  the  United 
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States,  to  exen»se,  or  attempt  to  oxereise,  anj  official  functions  within 
an  y^ui  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of  thi»  Territoiy. 

ll^u^  rigidly  ^nforeed,  if  necessary.   Yott  wfll^howoyer^ 

reiiSfy  mo  Ae  importance  of  using  the  ctvtr  officers  of  the  Territoij  in 
all  eases  where  individuals  are  to  he  arrested.  Your  power  must  neces- 
sarilj  he  discretionary. 

Y^yii^re  authorized  to  call  to  your  aid,  in  the  event  that  the  posse  comi- 
tatU8  of  the  sheriiT  is  insufficient,  any  assistance  that  may  he  required  to 
resist  such  strength  as  the  civil  or  military  authorities  of  Ohio  may  hrine 
against  you.  In  no  event,  however,  will  you  call  out  the  militia^  untu 
absolute  necessity  demands  it. 

It  is  important  that  no  individual  should  be  permitted  to  hold  a  rom- 
mission,  either  civil  or  military,  under  this  Territory,  \\lio  is  in  the  least 
decree  disposed  to  I'avor  the  views  ot  Ohio.  To  enable  mo  to  vacate  the 
co;iimissions  of  such  as  are  in  ihe  interest  of  Ohio,  you  will  personally 
visit  the  inhabitants  residing  on  the  disputed  tract,  and  ascertain  every 
ind^yijual  officer  who  is  in  favor,  or  suspected  to  be  in  favor,  of  the  claim 
of , Ohio.  Such  persons  should  be  immediately  removed  from  office,  and 
yom  frill  report  them  to  me  without  delay.  You  will  also  select  such  per* 
soiia  lor  civil  and  military  officers  as,  in  your  opinion,  may  he  relied  upon 
for  ^iiscretion  and  firmness,  and  for  their  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Michigan.  • 
Conunissions  will  be  issued  immediately  to  such  persons  as  yoQ  may  de* 
signate.  I  enclose  you  a  list  of  the  civil  officers  of  Monroe  county,  wbidi 
will  assist  you  in  your  investigations. 

I  have  thus,  sir,  reposed  in  you  a  highly  important  and  delicate  trust. 
In  so  doine;,  I  ha%*o  evinced  to  you  the  high  e^timrte  in  -which  you  are 
held  as  a  public  othcer.  Upon  your  sound  judgment,  deliberate  firmness, 
discretion,  and  forbearance,  hhk  li  depends,  in  the  event  of  a  collision 
with  Ohio.  Many  of  the  calam  it  i  s  nnH  unpleasant  consecjuences  att-^nding 
such  an  event  may,  it  is  hope  d,  he  axoidcd  ;  but,  j^liould  the  woi:3t  come 
to  pass,  you  know  the  duty  assigned  you,  and  you  are  aware  of  what  is^ 
expected  from  you. 

You  will  coramunicate  to  me  your  views  and  movements  fully  and  freely. 
Communications  will  lie  forwarded  to  you  from  this  office  as  circumstances

Sin :  I  enclose  you  the  Toledo  Gazette,  publir-heti  in  that  part  of  Michi- 
gan denominated  the  "  disputed  territory,"  from  which  you  will  receive

Dear  Sir  :  The  Legislature  of  the  State  passed  a  law  extending;  thefr 
inn'sdirtion  to  the  constitutional  boundary  of  the  State,  and  providincr  for 
the  appouitment  of  the  necessary  officers  within  that  part  of  lite  ten  itcrj 
now  under  the  ini  isdiction  of  Michij^an.  The;  same  bill  authorizes  Uio- 
Governor  to  appoint  three  commLs-^iuiiprs  to  run  and  mark  the  line. 

Governor  Lucas  iiiloinied  mc  th  it  they  would  meet  to  perloiui  that 
duty  on  the  1st  of  April.  Consideiiible  excitement  was  produced  yes- 
terday in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  by  the  receipt  of  the  law 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  12lh  instant.  The  Governor 
says  that  the  course  which  will  be  pursued  by  the  authorities  of  the  State 
will  he  a  mild  but  determined  one»  and  in  this  position  he  will>  be  suj^ 
ported  by  every  member  in  the  Legislature ;  on  this  subject  there  i» 
difference  of  opinion.  Thereis  notr  no  doubt  led  that,  if  Michigan  persists 
in  the  position  her  Council  has  ■  taken,  a  collision  must  follow,  and  that 
▼eiy  soon.

Sir  •  1  enclose  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  a  frentleman  m 
Coluinlius,  upon  whose  statement^  and  opinions  tho  grentcst  reliance  can 
be  placed.    You  will  see  that  it  conlirms  the  belief  that  a  eoilision  must 
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soon  take  place  between  the  authoiitics  of  Michigan  and  those  of  Ohio. 
This  letter  states  that  the  commissioners  appointed  by  Ohio  to  run  tli4 
boandarf  line  between  that  State  and  this  Territoiy  wuleonuneaee  their 
duties  about  the  Ist  of  April.  Under  no  cireomstances  should  this  be 
permitted.  You  will  arrest  them  the  moment  thej  stick  the  first  stake 
in  the  soil  of  Michigan.  I  now  anticipate  that  the  Goremor  of  Ohio 
will  probably  order  a  military  force  to  sustain  his  commissioners  and 
other  civil  oiiicers  in  the  exercise  of  their  official  usurpations.  In  an- 
ticipation of  such  an  event,  you  are  hereby  commanded,  the  moment  you 
learn  that  a  military  force  of  any  description,  ordered  out  by  the  author- 
ities of  Ohio,  is  about  to  approach  the  disputed  territory,  to  place  yourself, 
with  a  sufiln'c  nt  force  of  a  like  character,  on  the  ground  in  contestation, 
and  fire  upon  the  first  military  oiTjcer  or  man  who  persists  in  crossing 
the  boundary  line  as  at  present  claimed  by  Michigan,  with  any  hoblile 
inteniion,  or  disposition  and  determination  Jo  prevent  your  execution  of 
your  previous  orders. 

I  enclose  you  also  the  report  of  the  adjutant  general  of  Ohio,  which 
I  received  yesterday  wiili  aii  anunyiiious  communication,  cautioning  me 
against  resisting  the  authorities  of  the  powerful  State  of  Ohio."  I 
hare  no  use  for  it  here,  and  enclose  it  to  you  for  your  information.

The  memorial  of  the  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  a  general 
meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Detroit,  respectfully  k  presents: 

That  information  has  recently  reached  your  nu  iiioi  iaUsts  which  has 
struck  (hem  wifli  astonishment  arid  regret — infornuition  that  the  neighbor- 
ing State  <it  ojiio  has,  by  her  Legislature,  passed  an  act  authorizing  a 
forcible  violaiioti  of  the  limits  of  this  Territory  as  established  by  the  laws 
of  the  Union,  and  w  hich  must  lead  to  hostile  collision  between  the  civil 
•authorities  of  Michiga  n,  exercising  jurisdiction  in  strict  coqformity  to  those 
laws,  and  such  perso.ns  as  may.  attempt  to  cany  into  effect  the  usurped 
authority  of  Ohio. 
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We  have  the  lioiior  lo  forwartl,  hercwilh,  a  pi  imed  papc  i  poi.i. lining  the 
'proceedings  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  to  which  reference  is  made.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  physical  ability  of  the  State  to  maintain  iier 
preteiwtons  is  set  forth  iA  a  truly  sisnifieant  manner,  whether  it  be  held 
upas  a  menace  againat  Michigan  or  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

Your  memorialists,  with  perfect  deference  to  jwxr  better  judgment,  be- 
lieTe  that  the  history  of  the  republic  does  not  offer  an  example  of  so  great 
an  outrage  perpetrated  against  the  authority  of  the  laws  by  any  public 
body,  and  thus  appeal  with  confidence  to  your  well-known  energy  and 
promptitude  to  repel  the- aggression,  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of  the 
laws. 

The  limits  of  this  Territory  are  established  hv  arts  of  Congress  which 
admit  of  no  ditlerence  of  construction.  We  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the 
ordinance  of  the  Congress  of  the  confederation  of  17S7\  to  tlie  act  of  the 
Uth  January,  1805,  by  which  the  Territory  rrcciv* d  its  |ioliti(^al  exist- 
ence; also,  the  ac  t  ol  ilie  20th  May,  1812,  hy  winch  fii(>\  i.sion  is  made 
for  ascertaining;  and  marking  the  northern  litu  ol  Oliio,  idin£^  that  State 
from  Michigan.  Under  these  laws,  Michigan  has  exercised  undisturbed 
jurisdiction  from  the  date  first  mentioned  to  the  present  time.  The  line 
established  by  those  aetshas  been  assumed  as  (he  true  boundaiy  of  Michi- 
gan by  all  the  laws  of  the  Union,  and  all  the'  acts  of  its  functionaries, 
whewr  relating  to  the  public  lands,  the  revenue,  or  any  other  subjects 
comiDg  within  the  action  of  the  General  GoTemment. 

The  State  of  Ohio  has,  from  time  to  time,  endeavored  to  avail  herself 
of  the  want  of  influence  in  that  body  arising  from  the  political  condition 
of  Michigan,  to  obtain  from  Congress  an  Interference  in  the  question  of 
her  northern  boundary,  but  without  success. 

That  State  has  assumed  the  ground  that  the  limits  are  not  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  laws  of  the  Union,  but  by  a  clause  in  her  constitution.  But 
while  Michigan  has  been  anxious  to  bring  this  pretension  to  ;i  jadiciai  de- 
■cisioD,Ohio  has  preferred  an  appeal  to  a  tribunal  in  which  ^ll<^  lias  a  vote 
and  inthience,  wliilst  professing  to  entertain  the  belief  that  tiie  tribunal 
in  question,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  could  not  all'ect  her  title 
by  its  legislation. 

At  the  very  time  when  that  body  had  the  subject  under  consideration, 
«t  the  instance  of  Ohio,  the  question  pending  not  being  upon  the  right  set 
up  by  that  State,  which,  it  U  believed,  has  never  found  an  advocate  ex* 
cept  among  her  own  citizens,  but  whether  Congress  could,  if  it  even 
•deemed  it  expedient,  accede  to  her  Wishes  without  violating  the  vested 
rights  of  Michigan,  guarantied  in  the  most  solemn  manner— it  is  while 
this  point  is  under  consideration,  that  Ohio  resolves  to  seize  upon  the 
territory  in  (j^uestion,  which,  there  is  strong  reason  to  believe,  a  majority 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  deemed  to  be  secured  to  Michigan  by 
the  faith  of  the  nation,  and  to  which  none,  probably,  but  the  delegation 
of  Ohin  in  that  House  would  maintain  that  she  had  a  shadow  of  claim. 

But  whether  the  pretensions  of  Ohio  be  more  or  less  colorable,  does 
not  appear  to  your  memorialists  to  be  material  to  the  merits  of  the  case 
as  now  presented  to  your  consideration. 

It  is  a  question  whether  a  State  of  this  I'nion  has  a  right  forcibly  to 
expel  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  wliere  it  has  been  exercised 
.from  the  foundaliou  of  the  Government,  and  substitute  its  own. 
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It  ii  inferable  from  tbe  proceedinga  or  deelaralionB  of  some  of  the'air- 
ihorities  |of  Ohio,  that  the  rights  of  Michigan  are  not  entitled  to  the  le- 
qiectful  consideration  due  to  those  of  a  State. 

But  are  the  rights  and  dignity  of  the  United  States  less  to  he  re^rded 
than  those  of  an  individual  member  of  the  confederacy  ? 

As  citizens  of  one  of  the  Territories  of  the  Union,  we  owe  it  a  direct 
and  individual  allegiance  ;  in  that  Union  resides  the  entire  sovereignty  ; 
and  there  we  look  with  confidence  for  the  performance  of  .  the  correspond- 
in^  duty  of  protection. 

In  the  mean  time  we  shall  not  be  deterred  by  the  disparity  of  strength 
from  opposing,  by  force,  the  lawless  aggression  of  Ohio.

The  Secretary  of  War  has  the  honor  to  enclose  for  the  coDsideratioii 
of  the  President  two  letters  this  day  received  from  the  acting  Governor 
of  Michigan.  There  arc  considerations  connerted  with  the  stibject  of 
these  letters,  which  will  readily  occur  to  t!i(  President,  and  whicii  ren- 
der it  improper  for  the  Secretary  of  War  to  do  more  than  lay  them  before 
the  President  for  his  decision. 


Monroe,  March  3,  1835. 

Sir:  Upon  arriving  at  this  village  to-day,  I  received  a  copy  of  the 
late  law  of  Ohio,  extendinir  her  jurisdiction  o^•er  a  part  of  this  Territory. 
In  my  Ictti  i  recently  addressed  to  the  President,  you  will  learn  the 
measures  adopted  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan  in  anticipation  of  such 
an  event. 

I  must  urge  upon  you  the  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  authoriz- 
ing me  to  draw  froui  the  United  States  arsenal  near  DetioiL  such  mu- 
nitiona  of  war  as  may  be  required  in  the  event  of  a  forcible  and  hostile 
BOTement  on  the  part  of  Oluo.  You  will  also  oblige  me  by  submitting 
to  the  President  the  question^  how  far  the  General  Government  can  in* 
terfere  in  the  dispute  now  existing  between  a  State  and  a  Territory  oi, 
the  United  States.

Sfit :  In  the  event  of  the  President  determining  that  the  General  Gov-

respectfully  submit  the  propriety  of  ordering  the  two  companies  of  United 
States  trooM  at  Fort  Gratiot  to  the  territory  now  in  dispute  between  that 
Slate  an4  tnis  Territory.

Sir  :  I  have,  as  yet,  received  no  reply  to  my  several  communications 
relatine  to  the  anticipated  and  approaching  collision  between  the  author- 
ities ofthis  Territory  and  the  State  of  Ohio.  It  is  now  eertain  beyond  a 
doubt  that  this  collision  must  take  place  before  or  by  the  1st  of  April^ 
and  I  had  hoped  to  have  received  instructtons  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  before  this  time.  1  enclose  you  extracts  of  a  letter  from 
an  authentic  source,  which  will  show  you  the  course  the  Governor  of  Ohia 
has  determined  to  pursue. 

Agreeably  to  the  organization  ofour  Territorial  Government,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  is  the  supreme  Executive,  and  is  bound  to 
protect  the  Territory  in  all  its  rights.  IIoldin<;;  my  appointment  from 
him,  and  responsible  to  him  as  a  subordinate  officer,  !  have  great  solici- 
tude to  receive  his  counsel  and  directions.  But,  if  time  will  not  allow 
this,  I  feel  bound  to  carrv  into  efi'ect  the  law  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
and  shall  repel  evt  i  v  i[itrusion  by  Ohio  upon  the  rights  of  the  Terriioiy. 
I  shall,  without  hesitation,  arrest  (jovernor  Lucas  as  a  citizen  of  Ohio 
violating  our  laws;  and,  in  so  doing,  will  meet  his  force  by  a  force  of  a 
like  ebaracter.

Dbab  Sis  :  Governor  Lucas  thinks  thepreamble  and  resolutioiis,  adopt* 
ed' unanimously  by  the  Legislatnre,  and  the  ^*act  extending  the  northern 
boundaries  ef  certain  counties,"  &c.,  quite  sufficient  for  the  action  of  this- 
jState  on  the  subject  of  the  disputed  territory.  And  I  am  assured  by  hiai) 
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iD-die  iiidBt  «4KMitive  manner,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  will  be  folly 
and  promptly  carried  into  effect,  "pcGC€a6/y,"  if  he  can,  but  "/arct6i;y," 
if  he  must.  He  expresses  kind  and  friendly  feelings  towards  Michigan, 
and  her  intelligent  and  enteqprisin^  citizens.  Still,  he  is  immoveably 
fixed  in  his  purpose  of  executing  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  preserving  the 
sanctity  of  her  constitutional  tciritorv.  Orders  have  already  gone  forth 
to  thv  rivil  and  military  authorities  of  the  counties  bordering  upon  Miehi- 
|i:  in,  jircparatoij  to  the  rfTicient  and  early  execution  of  thv  law.  His 
e.\<*  llency  wiW  persona  tlij  attend  to  his  <luii(  s  on  the  frontier;  and  you 
may  roftt  assured  that  there  will  be  nothing  oi  gasconade  or  parade  on  his 
part,  for  the  sake  of  vain  show  or  intimidation.  All  w  ili  be  done  in  good 
sober  earnest,  calmly,  mildlv,  and  firmly,  it  is  most  sincerely  to  be 
hoped  that  a  fruitless  resistance  on  the  part  of  Michigan  may  not  be  at- 
tempted, for  utterl^f/ruU!e88  it  would  be,  and,  for  some  years,  destrucAiTe 
of  that  sisterly  kindness  and  mutual  good  feeling  which  ought  to  subsist 
between  Ohio  and  Michigan,  particularly  when  the  latter  shall  become 
•entitled  to  the  attributes  of  State  sovereignty. 

The  Legislature  adjourned  only  a  few  hours  ago,  and  led  us  in  bustle 
and  confusion.  The  members  parted  with  each  other  in  the  most  cordial

claiming  nothing  but  what  is  right,  and  submitting  to  nothing  that  is

Mild  the  form  of  government  adopted  for  the  Territories  of  tlie  rriied 
States,  the  supreme  sovereii^nty  is  vested  in  the  (icneral  (;iovcri)iiH  nt, 
and  invasion  of  a  Territory,  or  any  infrin-r^'inent  upon  any  nftf*:  )t_liis 
or  the  ri^ht<  of  its  citizens,  ai  c  direct  allack.-,  upon,  and  violatkuio  ol,  ilie 
constiluti  i:i  tuid  laws  of  the  L'nited  States.  The  ditlerent  dej)artnients 
of  Governments  here  repiesentinj;  the  United  States  for  "the  <50od  ^ov- 
ernn^ei^l"  of  the  Territory,  and  being  intrusted  with  the  execution  oi  the 
laws,  kiok  to  tbePtesident  to  be  protected  and  sustained  in  the  dlBcfaarge 
of  their  duties ;  and  it  is  with  this  yiew  that  I  now  call  upon  you  to  pio«> 
teet  this  Territory  a^^ainst  the  encroachments  and  usurpations  of  a  power- 
£ul  neighboring  State. 

The' course  to  be  pursued  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan  is  rendered 
still  more  embarrassing  by  the  conduct  of  a  part  of  ili  inhabitants  of  the 
cUspnied  territory,  who  have  declared  themselves  citizens  of  Ohio,  and 
have  attempted  to  .resist  the  laws  of  the  Territory.  No  serious  conse- 
quences have  as  yet  resulted  from  their  resistances  althoui^h  I  have  been 
rnmpelled  to  enforce  the  laws  of  tho  'fVrritory  thus  far  with  ihc  sheriff 
and  posse  of  the  county,  h  mny  !.i  \\(  II  to  sinto  that  the  inhabitants  of 
Toledo,  the  head-ipiartei  a  ol  liic  Uhio  inlerest  on  the  dispu^f^d  1 1 nory, 
are  artiiated  by  a  desire  to  obtain  the  termination  of  the  Untu  canal  at 
thcu  vitiage.  Their  movements  are  puiulv  ii,uverned  by  self-interest, 
and  should  have  no  influence  in  determining  tlie  meritsof  the  controversy 
ivhich  is  now  submitted  to  you. 

Yoii  will  see,  from  a  copy  of  a  law  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  this 
Territory,  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  which  is 
^ain  enclosed  to  you,  that  it  ia  made  a  penal  offence  for  any  officer  of 
Onio  to  exercise  his  official  functions  within  the  limits  of  the  present 
Jurisdiction  of,  Michigan.  This  law  I  am  compelled  strictly  to  enforce, 
and,  in  so.  doing,  I  must  inevitably  come  in  conflict  with  the  authorities 
4)f  Ohio. 

The  act  i  consider  valid,  and  the  object  of  its  enactment  a  legitimate 
one.  The  Governor  and  Legislative  Council,  by  the  ordinance  of  1787, 
and  act  of  1805,  have  power  to  make  all  laws  for  the  "irond  <rovcriinient 
of  the  district  or  I'erritory,"  nut  k  [)Ugaant  to  the  })rin(  ipU  s  and  aTtieles 
of  the  ordinance.  This  power,  of  course,  is  subordifiate  to  Congress,  it 
being  competent  for  them  at  any  time  to  repeal  tlieir  grants  of  power. 
To  determine,  then,  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Council  to  pass  the  law  in 
question,  we  liave  only  to  inquire  whether  any  of  its  provisions  contra- 
vene tlie  ordinance  of  1787,  o*-  any  of  the  acts  of  Congress  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Northwestern  Territory..  None  of  its  provisions,  in  my 
opimoD^  contravMe  the  ordiDance  or  tmse.acts.  The  next  inquiry  to  be 
made  is,  what  are  the  powers  vested  in  the  Legnktive  Council  under 
the  authority  to  pass  '^all  laws  for  the  good  government  of  the  district?" 
An  essential  attribute  of  good  government  is  the  power  of  enforcing  its 
laws,  and  protecting  its  rightful  jurisdiction.  Consequently,  all  aets  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  interfering  with  Che  jorisdlctioa  .of  this  Territory  are. 
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neeeaaarily,  inderogftdon  of  our  Territorial  6<nremmetit,  and  the  attempts 
to  enforce  Boeh  laws  must  brins  the  persons  intrusted  with  their  execu* 
tton  in  direct  collision  with  the  constituted  authoritiesr  of  Midiinii* 

Micli^an,  in  the  enforcement  of  a  penal  law  providing  for-tfae  proteMon 
<»r  rlie  sovereignty  of  the  United  States,  and  their  jurisdiction  as  prescribed 
hj  Congress  to  the  Territoiy,  must  not  liesitate  to  resist  Ohio:  With 
this  opinion  of  the  law  in  question,  1  shall  feel  oompelled  to  execute  it  to 
the  utmost  of  my  powers.  The  Governor  of  Ohio  will  personally  attempt 
to  enforce  the  law  of  his  State,  and,  with  a  view  of  self-protection,  ho 
brings  with  him  n  rpcriment  of  milfhrj.  lie  hr><?  :\ssi!2;ned  the  1st  nf  Aj)i  ii 
as  the  day  when  lie  will  m^pt  his  cominissiuin  at  Perryshnrz,  on  the 
Maumee  river,  for  the  pui|i'>-'^  of  ruiming  the  li  Hilicrn  boundaiy  line  of 
.  bis  State.  He  has  also  issm d  uiuers  to  the  miliii  i  of  the  northern  coun- 
ties bortlci  ing  on  Michigan  to  hold  themselves  in  i  t^^ailmess,  subject  to  his 
ordei-s.  I  enclose  you  copies  of  the  instructions  which  have  been  given 
to  General  Brown.  All  honorable  exertions  will  be  used  by  me  to  pre- 
vent a  collision  j  but,  if  driven  irom  pacific  measures,  I  feel  bound4o  pro- 
tect the  Tdrritoiy  from  invasion,  let  the  consecjuences  be  as  the j  may; 
I  shaU  attend  at  Monroe  at  that  time,  for  the  purpose  of  proposing  con- 
ciliatory measures,  although  I  feel  confident,  sucb  is  the  spirit  bv 
whidi  Ohio  is  governed,  that  nothing  but  submission  hy  Michigan  will 
satisfy  her.  You  will  perceive,  by  a  letter  enclosed,  that  an  election  has 
been  called  in  the  disputed  territory,  by  an  officer  of  Ohio,  for  the  elec- 
tion of  military  officers.    1  also  enclose  vou  mv  instructions  relative  to  it. 

For  a  more  minute  and  complete  history  of  this  unfortunate  controversy^ 
permit  me  to  refer  you  to  Colonel  Norvcll,  who  can  give  jrou  every  in- 
formation you  may  require. 

I  feel  ooiifjdpnf  Hiat  nothing  hut  the  prompt  interference  of  the  Gene- 
ral Governmeui  vviU  prevent  Ohio  from  persevering  in  her  mad  career. 
I  confidently  believe  that,  the  moment  her  measures  meet  wiiii  tiie  disap- 
probation of  the  President,  she  will  desist  from  further  operations.  At 
present,  she  is  encouraged  by  the  belief  that  you  will  not  interfere  in  the 
controversj.  This,  however,  I  cannot  for  a  moment  indulge  in,  and  I 
.  trust  you  will  see  the  importance  of  adopting  some  immediate  measures 
to  prevent  a  civil  war  between  citizens  of  the  same  Union. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  ordering  the  United  States  troops  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Gratiot  to  proceed  to  Toledo,  and  there  to  remain  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  peace.  This  would  give  a  different  character  to 
the  controversy,  and,  i  think,  end  it. 

.  1  must,  in  conclusion,  most  urgently  request  your  immediate  counsel 
and  instructions.  Until  these  aie  received,  1  shall  feel  bound  to  protect 
the  rights  of  the  Territory  against  encroachments  at  nil  hazards,  and, 
in  so  doing,  although  discharging  a  duty,  I  shall  feel  the  want  of  your  in- 
structions and  advice  in  its  fmal  accomplishment.  With  a  hope  thiU  your 
wishes  and  views  may  be  known  before  anv  serrous  conse(iucnr(rs  mw 
result  from  our  unfortunate  controversy  with  a  neighboring  &istcr  State,

Sib  :  I  have  received  your  letter  informing  ma  ol  a  contemplated 
meeting  to  be  held  at  Tremainsville  on  the  24tn  instant,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  officers  in  the  Ohio  militia. 

The  first  section  of  the  act  of  the  LepislatiTe  Coundly  to  prevent 
the  exercise  of  a  foreign  jurisdiction  wilhin  the  limits  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,^'  provides  ^  that  if  anj  person  shall  exercise,  or  atten^t  to 
exercise,  any  official  functions,  or  shall  officiate  in  any  office  or  sitiuttion 
Tvithin  any  part  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of  this  Territory,"  &c.,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  certain  penalties.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
order  of  Colonel  Van  Fleet,  calling  the  election  at  Tremainsville,  is  an 
attempt  to  exercise  his  official  functions  wilhin  the  limits  of  this  Terri- 
tory, and  that  he  should  be  iiKule  to  feel  the  penalties  of  the  law.  The 
assemblage  of  persons  in  a  peaceable  manner  it  is  difi'icult  to  prevent, 
under  the  constitution  of  the  country,  and  is  a  matter  of  such  great  deli- 
cacy, that  it  should  not  be  attempted  unless  their  motives  and  actions 
are  clearly  manifested.  1  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  the  meeting  at 
Tremainsville  should  not  be  iiittiiered  with,  unless  they  exliibit  the  ex- 
ercise of  some  ofiicial  function  under  the  laws  of  Ohio.  Should  com- 
missions he  issued,  tout  course  is  clear.  Arrest  all  persons  who  violate 
the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  hut  keep  within  the  pale  of  its  provisions. 

In  all  cases  in  which  you  will  he  called  upon  to  act,  there  must  be  ne- 
cessarily a  violation  of  the  law  before  any  steps  can  be  taken  other  than 
those  of  precaution  and  preparation.  The  warrant  to  apprehend  should 
be  in  the  possession  of  the  sheriff  commatfding  your  posse  at  the  time  he 
acts,  and  should  be  issued  on  complaint  made  under  oath.  With  this 
view,  have  your  witnesses  at  the  Tremainsville  meeting,  who  will  be 
able  to  testify  to  whatever  takes  place.  Let  me  again  urge,  if  possible, 
that  you  keep  Ohio  in  the  wrong.  Make  all  your  movements,  except 
those  of  preparation,  of  a  civil  character,  until  she  f)rings  a  military 
force,  and  tin  n  loTisulf  r  it  an  invasion,  and  act  accordingly. 

Your  arms  aiul  arauiuaition  will  leave  here  on  Tuesday.  Colonel 
Whiting  thinks  you  will  find  ordnance  an  incunibi  nice.  What  think 
you  of  his  suggestion }  I  shall  be  able  to  get  an  appiopi  latiou  bill  through 
the  Council  to-morrow,  making  provision  for  your  wants. 

I  have  been  compelled  to  resort  to  the  necessity  of  draughting  men  in 
this  division  for  want  of  volunteers*  So  soon  as  you  may  require  their 
^rvioes,  I  if  ill  order  five  hundred'to  report  to  you  for  duty.

Sir:  I  have  just  been  informed,  through  Mr.  Kercheval,  that  Governor 
IjUcas  for  the  present  will  not  use  more  than  the  Maumee  rcpment. 
Such  a  force  you  can  doubtlessly  resist  sucessfuUy  with  the  Monroe  re* 
^iment. 
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So  soon  as  a  ministerial  officer  is  resisted  by  a  force  from  Ohio  too 
strong  for  the  posse  ol  the  county  to  contend  a<;ainst,  iet  him  report  the 
facts  to  you,  and  ask  assistance.  You  will  then  take  the  field  in  > our 
military  capacity,  and  oidcrout  any  force  you  think  may  be  i  t  quired. 
This  course  will  protect  iis  from  censure,  and  place  us  within  the  strict 
pale  of  all  laws.  Once  in  the  field  through  this  channel,  and  then  an  end 
to  all  pacific  measures. 

If  called  apon  for  assistance  to  protect  the  civil  authorities,  you  had 
better  march  a  force  to  Toledo,  or  some  other  part  of  the  diluted  terri- 
toi^,  and  makie  it  your  head-quarters.  When  once  there,  suffer  no  mili- 
tate force  to  enter  the  Territo^  without offerii  u  ihcm  resistance.

Th  iht  FreHieni  qf  the  UMted  States : 

The  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Cpuncil  of  the  Territory  of  Michi-* 
gpn  respectfully  represents : 

That,  in  the  ordinance  of  Congress  of  Ju^  IS,  1787|  for  the  govern" 
ment  of  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river  (Aio,  riiere  were  nve  ar- 
ticles, termed  articles  of  compact,''  between  the  original  States  and 
the  people  and  States  of  the  said  territory,  and  which  were  declared  for- 
ever unalterable,  unless  by  common  consent.  A  mong  these  art  ides  of  com- 
pact was  one  defining  the  boundaries  of  the  States  thereaftc  r  to  be  es- 
tablished. This  article  provided  that  there  should  be,  in  that  region  of 
country,  at  least  three  and  not  more  than  five  States;  the  number  to  be 
afterwards  determined  by  Cono;r(>ss,  as  circiinistanres  riii^ht  rr(juire.  If 
three  St  »tc«?  only  were  established,  then  their  northern  boundaries  were 
to  extend  to  the  diviuinir  line  between  the  Tnited  States  and  the  British 
poasessions  in  Upper  Ca^nudu ;  but  if  more  than  three  States  were  estab- 
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lished,  then  such  additional  State  or  States  were  to  be  formed  "  in  that 
part  of  the  said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan."  And  it  was 
also  declared  that,  whenever  any  of  the  said  States  shall  have  sixty 
thousand  free  inhabitants  therein,  such  State  shall  be  admitted,  by  its 
delegates,  into  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever,  and  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  form  a  permanent  constitution  and  State  Government." 

Your  memorialists  further  represent  that,  agreeably  to  the  above  or- 
dinance, a  Territorial  Government  was  established  and  organized,  em- 
bracing the  whole  region  of  country  therein  described  ;  that,  on  the 
27th  of  February,  1800,  the  territory  was  divided,  and  the  Territory 
of  Indiana  established;  that,  on  the  30lh  of  April,  1802,  an  act  wa» 
passed  to  enable  the  present  State  of  Ohio  to  form  a  constitution  and  State 
Government,  and  the  northern  boundary  of  the  proposed  State  was  de- 
clared to  be  *'  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  from  the  southerly  extreme  of 
Lake  Michigan,  running  east,  after  intersecting  the  due  north  line 
aforesaid,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake 
Erie  or  the  territorial  line,  and  thence,  with  the  same,  through  Lake 
Erie,  to  the  Pennsylvania  line  aforesaid." 

Congress  not  having  then  determined  whether  the  reserved  power  in 
the  ordinance  to  create  one  or  two  additional  States  should  be  ex- 
ercised, provided  for  the  temporary  goveinment  of  the  country  north  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  which  now  forms  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michi- 
gan, by  attaching  it  to  the  Territory  of  Indiana,  with  a  proviso  that  Con- 
gress should  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  attach  such  country 
either  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  to  "  dispose  of  it  otherwise,  in  conformi- 
ty to  the  fifth  article  of  compact  between  the  original  States  and  the 
States  to  be  formed  on  the  northwest  of  the  Ohio."  On  the  llth  of 
January,  1805,  the  region  of  country  thus  temporarily  attached  to  the 
Territory  of  Indiana  was  separated  from  it  by  an  act  of  Congress,  and 
in  it  was  established  a  Territorial  Government,  in  **all  respects  similar 
to  that  provided  by  the  ordinance  of  Congress,  passed  July  13,  1787, 
for  the  government  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of 
the  river  Ohio."  And  it  was  declared  "  that  the  inhabitants  thereof 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  enjoy  all  and  singular  the  rights,  privileges,  and 
advantages  granted  and  secured  to  tlie  people  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio  by  the  said  ordinance."  The 
southern  boundary  of  the  territory  established  by  this  act  was  declared 
to  bjB  "a  line  drawn  east  from  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake 
Michigan,  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie,"  &c. 

There  was,  in  this  act,  no  reservation  of  a  power  to  make  any  further 
disposition,  under  the  ordinance,  of  this  region  of  country.  This  power 
was  spent  and  exhausted,  and  the  incipient  measures  towards  the  estab- 
lishment of  one  or  two  States  north  of  the  boundary  line  were  taken, 
and  the  pledge  of  the  United  States  given  that  the  inhabitants  therein 
should  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  advantages  secured  by  the- 
original  ordinance  ;  and,  ajnong  these,  one  of  the  dearest  to  an  American, 
citizen  is  the  right  of  admission  into  tlie  Union  when  the  prescribed 
population  of  sixty  thousand  is  attained. 

An  act  was  passed  May  20,  1812,  entitled  "An  art  to  authorize  the. 
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President  of  the  United  States  to  ascertain  and  designate  certain  bound- 
aries," bj  which  it  was  directed  that  so  much  ot  the  western  and  norih- 
ri  ii  [>tMin(i;u  i\  >  of  ihf  Stntp  of  f))i](t  -^lioiild  sUi  v ej-eil,  marked,  and 
dfcbi^hrttedj  ( wliicli  liavt  jiuL  all  Cud}  Itccn  designated,)  "as  divides  the 
s?«id  State  from  the  I  t  1 1  itories  of  Itidi»;iia  and  ]VIichis;an,  agretuLlj  lo 
tlic  buujidaries  as  estabiihliea  by  the  act"  providing  Iji  the  admission  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  iBto  Uie  Union;  and  it  was  further  required  that  there 
should  ^<  be  made  a  plat  or  plan  of  so  much  of  the  boundary  line  as  tuns 
£*om  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  to  Lake  £rie,^  &c.' 

Buch  is  a  brief  abstract  of  the  legislation  of  the  General  Goreroaieift 
w  the  subject  of  the  boundary  between  this  Territory  and  the  Stste  of 
Ohio.  No  other  law  relating  to  it  has  ever  been  passed ;  and ^  no  com- 
ment by  us  on  these  acts  of  Congress  could  establish,  in  a  <  It mer  li^t, 
the  validity  of  our  claim  to  a  boundary  line  running  from  Lake  Michigan 
lo  Lake  Erie.  This  Territory,  since  its  first  establishment,  lias  claimed 
and  exercised,  and,  to  this  day,  claims  and  exercises,  jurisdiction  over  all 
the  country  north  of  this  boundary  line,  and  north  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

But  a  (  la  ill!  is  now  inforposed  by  that  Sfifr  to  fr>ke  from  us  a  portion 
of  that  country  which  \vi  have  always  j)033t;.v-r  i ,  nd  which  is  wnjjin 
our  boundary  as  estabii^hed  by  tlie  ordinanre  ami  of  Conun  &2j  lo 

wiiicli  we  have  referred.  On  whai  do*.ft  ihai  (jiaim  rest  ?  So  lai  as  re- 
gards the  action  or  concurrence  of  the  General  (iovtiniiient,  the  only 
reason  urged  by  the  Governor  of  Ohio,  in  his  message  to  the  Legislature 
of  that  State,  6th  Febriiary,  1835,  or  which  has  ever  been  advanced  by 
anyone  advocating  the  claims  of  that  State,  is,  that  in  its  constitutton  is 
to  be  found  the  following  provision.  After  defining  the  boundaries  of  the 
State,  as  fixed  by  the  act  of  Congress  for  its  admission  into  the  Union, 
the  constitution  provides  that,  if  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of 
Lake  Michigan  should  cxtri<  1  fir  south  that  a  line  drawn  doe  east 
from  it  should  not  intersect  Lakt  I  >ie,  or  if  it  slmul  I  intersect  said  Lake 
Erie  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  river  of  the  Lake,  then,  and  in 
that  case,  with  the  assent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the 
nortliern  boundary  of  this  State  shall  be  establislied"  so  as  to  include 
the  district  of  coTiTitry  now  rlnimed  by  the  State  rf  Ohio. 

(t  with  deep  pain  and  it^n  t,  "^ir,  that  we  are  eumpeUed  to  ask  your 
uUeniiuii  to  thn  message  of  tli*  rnor  of  Ohio,  of  February  fi,  1835, 

and  to  a  preamble  and  rcsoiuiK  ii.  ;u»dto  an  act  of  the  vState  of  Uluo,  on 
the  subieet  of  this  boundary  Uul.  By  that  act  pruviaioii  has  been  in ad^ 
for  taking  forcible  possession  of  a  district  of  country  within  our  bounda- 
ries, as  established  by  Various  acts  of  Congress,  and  over  which  we  have 
'always  exercised  undisputed  jurisdiction.  The  details  of  that  law  we 
need  not  trouble  you  with.  But  utterly  disregarding  our  rights,  every 
arr||[^ement  is  making  to  take  forcible  possession  of  our  country,  and 
permanently  to  retain  it. 

The  principal  reason  advanced  by  the  State  of  Ohio  is  founded  on  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution  before  quoted,  and  on  the  allegation  that 
the  assent  of  Congress  has  been  given  thereto.  The  Governor,  in  his 
communication,  expressly  states  that  the  line  proposed  by  Ohio  "  has  been 
assenfr  d  to  by  the  Congress  of  thr-  T'l  itrd  Slntr^,  in  the  adoption  of  our 
constiiuuon."  The  LegislaturCj  ni  ili"  |>rraiiddc  tn  ifs  res?olution  on  this 
subject,  says  that  Congress,  ^'  by  the  admission  ol  Ohio  into  the  Union 
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with  the  foregoing  provision  and  declaration  in  her  constitution,  did  vir- 
tMSilly  ratify,  approve  of,  and  assent  to  tlie  same,"  &c.  ^* 

That  Congress  has  not  acted  upon  this  subject,  no  one  will  dispute. 
If  it  has,  let  the  statute  be  produced.  But  Ohio  contends  that  what  is 
called  a  vhtual  consent  has  been  given,  that  is,  because  that  State  was 
admitted  into  the  Union,  and  the  subject'matter  of  this  proposition  not 
acted  on,  therefore  the  assent  of  Congress  has  been  given.    •  '* 

But  few  observations  will  be  necessary  to  show  the  fallacy  of  such  a 
ckujn.  The  act  of  Congress  authorixihg  the  people  of  what  is  now  the 
State  of  Ohio  to  form  a  State  Government,  provided  for  their  admission 
into  the  Union,  if  the  terms  of  the  act  were  complied  with  ;  and  the  only 
reserved  right  secured  to  the  General  Government  by  the  ordinance  of 
1787,  relating  to  the  admission  of  members  into  the  confederacy  under 
that  ordinance,  was,  that  the  constitutions  to  be  formed  shall  be  republi- 
can, and  conformable  to  the  original  articles  of  compact. 

No  act  was  passed  by  Congress  for  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
after  the  presentation  of  her  constitution.  The  only  act  having  allusion 
to  that  matter  was  one  passed  February  Id,  1803,  providing  for  the  due 
execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  the 
preamble  to  which,  after  reciting  the  title  of  the  act  providing  for  the  form- 
ation of  the  State  Government,  expressly  declares  that  by  virtue  of  that 
act,  and  of  the  constitution  which  had  been  formed  in  pursuance  of  it^ 
the  said  State  has  become  one  of  the  United  States  of  America.  ♦ 
V^arious  propositions  besides  that  for  a  change  of  the  boundary  line 
were  made  by  the  convention  of  the  State.  These  were  referred  to  a 
select  comjuittee,  of  which  Mr.  John  Randolph  was  chairman.  That 
committee,  on  the  2d  of  February,  180^,  made  its  report,  which  report, 
so  far  as  it  respects  the  boundary  question,  is  in  these  words:  "The  pro- 
vision contained  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  corksti- 
tution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  respecting  the  northern  boundary  of  tliat  State, 
depending  on  a  fact  not  yet  ascertained,  and  not  being  submitted  in  the 
shape  of  the  other  propositions  from  the  convention  to  Congress,  the 
committee  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  take  it  at  this  time  into  consid- 
eration." Twice  subsequent  to  this  pei  iod,  as  we  have  alniady  stated, 
once  in  1805,  and  once  in  1812,  Congress,  by  express  legislation,  recog- 
nised the  boundary  originally  established,  thus,  in  fact,  negativing  the 
proposition  of  Ohio.  v  •  •^ 

But,  as  the  committee  justly  observe,  tlie  ascertainment  of  the  fact  on 
which  a  change  in  the  boundary  line  is  asked,  is,  by  the  express  phrase- 
ology of  the  constitution  of  Ohio,  to  precede  the  assent  of  Congress.  If, 
say  the  convention,  the  line  is  found  not  to  run  in  conformity  with  our 
wishes,  "then,  and  in  that  case,  with  the  assent  of  Congress,"  &c.,  it 
shall  be  changed.  It  will  not  be  pretended  that,  at  the  period  of  admis- 
sion of  Ohio  into  the  Union,  that  fact  was  ascertained.  And  even  to  this 
day  it  is  doubtful  at  what  point  it  would  intersect  Lake  Erie.  But  again : 
The  Legislature  of  Ohio  predicate  what  they  term  tjie  "  virtual"  assent 
of  Congress  to  the  change  proposed  by  them  upon  the  admission  by  Con- 
gress of  the  State  of  Ohio  into  the  Union.  But  we  have  already  asserted 
that  no  act  of  the  General  Government  can  be  shown  providing  for  the 
admission  of  Ohio  into  the  Union,  with  the  exception  of  the  act  of  1802, 
authorizing  the  formation  of  a  State  constitution,  and  which  passed  a  year  • 
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befoite  this  proposiUoB  waf  or  oouM-be  snbinitted  to  Coof^rw;  aifd -due- 
preamble  already  quoted  shows  the  opiDion  of  the  National  Legislature^ 
that  Ohio  was  ipso  fado  a  member  of  the  Union  fay  the  formation  of  her 
i^Dstitation  under  that  act.  What,  then,  becomes  of  any  assent  by  Con* 
j^ess,  either  ^press  or  impiied?   It  is  nowhere  to  be  found. 

The  Governor  advances  another  position  in  support  of  the  Ohio  claim^ 
which,  however, if  we  are  not  deceived  by  a  natural  predilection  in  favor 
of  our  own  view,  adds  little  force  to  the  pretensions  which  \u;  sets  up  to 
the  disputed  territory.  He  states  that  Michigan  conten(is  that  the  east 
and  west  line  is  a  fixf^d  houndarj,  and  that,  if  Congress  determined  to  es- 
tablish uue  or  two  additionai  States,  then  their  southern  boundary  must 
adjoin  that  line.  This  is  true,  and  tiie  Governor  contends,  in  oppositioi> 
to  li,  ihiii  ij  this  east  and  west  line  had  been  intended  as  the  permanent 
northern  bouQdary  of  the  three  States  first  to  be  formed  within  the  s^id 
territory )  ( to  wit,  Oiuo,  Indiaoa,  and  lUinois,)  86  soon  as  Congress  ahdUd 
authorise  a  Teiritory  or  TerritorieSt  north  4»f  it^  there^  would  eertainlj 
haife  been  some  expression  in  the  ocdioanoe  that  wonld  have  indicates 
iiuch  iatentioi),  but  we  can  find  no  e:q»e8sion6  of  this  charaoter  in  the 
ordinance.'^  ,  ■  .  •  -  * 

.  .On  this.sabject  w^  can  only  refer  to  the  ordinance  itself;  its  previsions 
are  oKear  and  indisputable.  The  east -end  west  line  from  the  southeriv 
extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  is  a  pertnanent  and  unalterable  boundary ,  sub* 

ject  only  to  one  contingency,  and  that  is,  the  decision  of  Congress  as  to 
the  nuuiher  oi  States  ultimately  to  he  formed  in  the  region  Tim  th  of  the 
Ohio  river.  If  the  number  is  limited  to  three,  then  this  boundary  line  is 
entirely  void,  and  each  Of  the  States  extends  to  the  Canadian  line.  But 
if  an  additional  State  or  States  are  formed,  then  the  boundary  becomes 
absolute,  and  divides  the  northern  from  the  southern  tier  of  States.  /  ' 
The  intention  of  the  Congress  of  1787  is  indicated  as  distinctly  as  lan- 
guage permits ;  and  \yhen  the  conditions  on  which  the  whole  Northwestern- 
Territory  was  ceded  to  the  Union  are  adverted  to,  guarantying,  as  Ihese^ 
eqndilions  do,  to  every  part  of  that  Territory  rights  and  [iriTilegea  wtueb 
be  Becured  only  by  fixed  bonadaries^  that  language  does  not  admit* 
of  doubt. 

'  9at  tl|e  Governor  further  remi^ks  that  on  this  subject  Confn^ss  must 
have  been  Mtisfied  when  the  States  of  Indiana  ond  Illinois  were  admitted' 
with  their  present  boundaries,  for  both  of  these  States  estend  consider-, 
ably  noith  of  the  southern  extremity  of  Lai^e  Michigan ;  and  if  theee 

States  had  the  right  to  extend  their  boundaries  north  of  an  east  and  west 
line  drawn  through  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  Ohio  un- 
douf^tediy  had  pn  erjual  right,  lor  the  same  4}bjection  that  applies  to  Ohio 
would  apply  with  equal  Jtoi'ee  to  all  these  States." 

^Ve  owe  it  to  you,  sir,  and  to  the  occasion  itself,  to  speak  in  temperate 
language  both  of  our  own  riirhts,  and  of  the  efforts  which  arc  made  (as 
we  consider  it)  to  divest  us  ui  ihem.  But  we  cont'ess  that  we  have  read 
this  whole  comniuaication,  and  particularly  tiiis  part  ol  it,  with  utter  as- 
tonishment. Will  it  be  believed  that  tl^e  States  of  Indiana  and  Illinois 
ever  extended  their  boundaries  north  of  this  east  and  west  line  ?  Their 
boundaries  were  established  by  the  acts  of  Congress,,  and  recognised  in- 
their  own  constitutions ;  and  yet  the  Governor  of  Ohio  speaks  as  thouah 
those  two  Slates  had  by  (heir  act  ]MSsed  over  the  boundaries  provided  by 
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the  laws  admitting  them  into  the  Union,  and  annexed,  by  their  own  au- 
thority, large  districts  of  country  to  themselves,  and  he  hence  deduces  the 
right  of  the  State  of  Ohio  to  do  the  samp  fhfnir  We  do  not  at  this  time 
prp^f^nt  for  consideration  our  claims  coniii  >  ■  l  with  the  boundaries  of 
Jnuiaiia  and  Illinois  ;  th^^v  will  he  biou^ht  lui  ward  at  fi  future  day,  and 
under  (!il:<  rent  tircumisU4;.t.ed.  }5ut  tliose  cases  fiinii.^li  no  parallo!  for 
the  pioc(  ^'<iinjrs  of  .the  Slate  of  Ohio.  Congress,  hy  its  own  authutily, 
enlarged  iiitii  icrritorial  exfoiit.  We  viontcad  that  su(  h  enlargement  wag 
iavalid,  because  contlicting  with  the  irrepealahle  articles  of  compact; 
bqi>  tlKiae '  States  hold  under  the  acts  mdmitting  them  into  the  Union. 
Tliejr  iiave  always  i)o^e8sed  junsdictton  over  the  eountiy,  and  if  we  are 
evt^  i^  obtain  pofleesslon  of  it,  il  must  be  by  judicial  decision ,  or  hy  eem>^ 
nMiMm  aireadj  or  to  be  hereafter  appointed. 

But  Ohio  claims  to  do  by  her  own  authority  what  Congress  has  done 
for  fndiaiia  and  Illinois.  And  it  is  because  Congress  has  done  it  for  In- 
dian t^nd  Illinois,  that  the  Gorenior  of  Ohio  asserts  that  tbat  State  has 
the  ' right  to  do' thn  same  thin  ^  If  this  bo  so,  we  mnsi  cert  linly  thank 
her  for  her  magnanimity  in  not  rlaimine;  our  whoh^  ti^rritory,  for  we  see 
no  limit  to  the  extension  of  her  own  terntory  hut  lier  own  will, 

Vniir  memorialists  he^  leave,  also,  to  re})j'e.senf  th^t  this  (jnostion  of 
bounciary  has  been  rejvaledly  preseiiled  t:)  C'on^ress,  hut  wilhout  r.rv 
other  action  than  wluit  we  ha\e  already  slated.  At  (he  I  e^t  se-sruu  uf 
Congress,  a  bill  for  this  j)urpose  passed  the  Sen  i((%  ;wh1  in  (h-  i louse  of 
Representatives  was  reterr(;d  to  a  select  committee  of  se\  en  dislin^iuish- 
cd  member?,  at  the  head  of  which  wa?  Mr.  Adams,  the  \  \W  President  of 
the  Dnft^  Stater.  This  ^mmittee  reported  that  the  bill  "  ou-jUt  not  to 
pass*"  And  we  feel  authorized  in  as^ertin^  that  the  committee' were 
uiiftiQiMMS  iti  tfainkihg  that  the  State  of  Ohio  has  no  right  what^vejr  to 
tb&^kl^nskm  of  (erritorj  which  she  chims.  One '  member,  however,  it 
waft  ^ihderatood,  was  of  the  opinion  that  Congress  might  enlarge  the  ter* 
ritiorjof  the  Sta^c  of  Ohio,  a  nd  that  it  was  expedient  so  to  do.  The  oflKer 
six  members  believed  that  (  'on;>;i  ess  had  no  right  to  act  Upon  the  subject, 
but  that  it  was  a  judicial,  and  not  a  legislative  one. 

Ohio  has  maintained  a  diiVeient  opinion.  She  has  often  asserted  that 
it  was  a  legislative,  and  not  a  judicial  (juestion,  and  in  her  meuiorials  to 
Congiess  has  repeatedly  ui\:i;ed  this  as  a  reason  fn-  hi  inpjinic  In-r  case  be- 
fore th  it  hndy,  whic!?.  accordinj!;  to  her  doctrin(%  alone  li;ui  i7(/\ver  t<»  set- 
tle H.  Lfni'^r  thf  >r  (  i r"'M^^'<*;ui"^s,  sir,  we  are  co!ii[)elh'(l  to  lesort  to  the 
General  Caruvei  JUiieni  irn  tin  eoiorcement  of  its  ow  n  law^,  am!  (he  pro- 
tection of  our  riu;hts.  The  Stale  of  Ohio  has,  since  the  report  of  tl'.e  above- 
named  committee,  withdrawn  her  case  from  the  jurisdictio!!  of  ( 'on^^ress, 
the  tribunal  of  her  own  choice,  while  it  remained  still  undecided  by  that 
body.  She  submits  k  to  no  judicial  tribunal,  hut  decides  for  herself,  and 
prepares  Id^execute  her  ownf  laws.  Were  tiie  justice  of  her  case  indis* 
potable;  (iMU  she  has  no  right  to  decide  for  herself,  and  forcibly  to  usurp 
jfirtodfetien  ovei^  a  (district  of  countr}-  which  has  never  been  in  her  pos^ 
seioon;  Snob  ft  proceedin|^  among  independent  cominunities  would  be 
aft'tctof  war.  It  places  at  the  umpirage  of  force  q  iestio  is  u  !ii  h  should 
be  settled  by  reason  and  authority.  It  j("^or(:,  the  battle  field,  instead 
of  the  t.ribunr>ls  of  justice  and  h;;ll><  of  I  'Ln''>lation.  As  well  might 
Massaobllsetts  or  lihodc  Island,  New  York  or  Kew  Jersey,  or  Pennsyl* 
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vania,or  Maryland,  or  Virginia,  between  which  States  questions  of  juris- 
diction have  arisen,  pass  laws  deciding  finally  the  justice  of  their  own 
claims,  and  under  these  laws  take  possession  of  the  disputed  territory. 
The  wisdom  of  that  ura?ersal  rule  which  excludes  individuals  or  camoau- 
nCtijes  from  judeing  in  ihmr  own  etMS  was  nevermore  apparent  thui  in 
'   duB  instonce ;  for.  it  will  bardlj  be  eredited,  yet  juch  is  th^  itet;  tluit 
.  this  act  of  inj«Btioe  was  passed  hy  the  L^^^atore  of  a  most  respectable 
State,  with  but  one  dissenting  Yoice.   And  it  was  dedaied  by  |ke  saxae 
body  that  the  State  woidii  not  tamely 'submit  to  invesioBS  of  its  territory,: 
.  jmisdiotion,  or  privileges,    by  those  who  have  neither  the  right  iier  toe 
power  to  disturb  her  in  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  her  constitutioDal  sover- 
eigiB^  l"  and  that   it  ill  becomes  a  millitmof  freemen  to  humbly  peiUwn^. 
year  after  year,  for  what  justiy  belongs  to  th^,  and  is  cooipletely  wilhai 
their  own  control."  '  /* 

We  confess  we  are  utterly  ignorant  of  the  feelings  of  our  countrymen 
on  such  subjects,  if  this  sentiment  is  apj)roved  by  them.  WJiat !  because 
the  State  of  Ohio  contains  a  million  of  inhabitants,  and  this  Territory  but 
one  hundred  thousand,  are  our  rights  less  sacred  than  hers  ?  Or  is  justice 
in  this  free  country  to  be  measured  by  the  number  or  strength  of  the  par- 
ties ?  We  do  not  affect  to  d^'ny  that,  in  a  controversy  depending  on  phy- 
sical force,  the  contest  on  our  side  would  be  an  unequal  one.  •  The  State 
of  Ohio  is  powerful,  and  we  ere  week.  But  eeme  wliat  may,- we  ahdl 
4sfend  our  rights  by  all  the  means  In  etnr  power,  ami,  we  trust,  with  the  « 
just  feelings  of  Amerioen  citisens^. 

ViTe  have  no  widi^  sir,  to  enlarge  on  this  topic,  as  disweeeUe,  we  am 
sure,  to  you  as  It  is  tq  us ;  we  hope  and  trust  tfiat  no  such  resort 'wOl  he  . 
found  necessaiy. 

We  ask  your  interposition.  We  request  your  interference  with  the 
fixeeotiye  and  legislative  authorities  of  Ohio,  to  stay  their  proceedings. 
We  will  cheerfully  submit  our  rights  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  and  not  only  endeavor  not  to  procrastinate  its  action, 
t^t  use  all  our  power  to  obtain  the  earliest  decision.  We  have  already 
authorized  the  Executive  of  this  Territory  to  appoint  commissioners,  and 
cofiimisbi oners  are  appointed,  to  meet  any  that  may  be  appointed  by  the 
,  State  of  Ohio,  to  adjust  this  matter ;  and  we  profess  our  entire  willingness 
to  leave  the  question  to  any  proper  number  of  distinguished  citizens 
throughout  the  Union,  who  may  be  mutually  selected  for  that  purpose.  If 
these  propositions  are  all  rejected  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  end  if  she  should.- 
likewise  decline  compUanee  witlteiiy  representations  yon  Mey  make  on 
the  subject,  we  then  Ksk,  sir,  that  you  would  assist  us  by  ferce ;  that 
you  would  protect  us  in  our*  own  rights,  and  secure  the  operation- of  .the 
laws  of  the  United  States  within  a  distrtct  of  eeuntiy  sefaject  to  the  entire 
and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Government. 

We  are  aware,  sir,  of  aU  we  ask,  and  of  the  high  responsibility  it  in- 
▼oWes.  Ent.  we  are  aware,  also,  that  we  appeal  to  a  Chief  Magistrate 
who,  during  a  long  life  devoted  to  the  public  service,  has,  by  splendid 
examples  of  patriotism  and  firmness,  shown  that  be  shrinks  from  no  duty 
which  the  constitution  and  laws  impose  upon  him.  And  satisfied  we  are 
that,  if  our  cause  is  right,  and  if  our  views  of  executive  obligations  are 
correct,  you  will  not  look  to  the  relative  strength  or  weakness  of  the  par- 
ties, but  to  an  impartial  performance  of  the  hkU  functions  committed  to 
you. 
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JtesolvMl,  That  the  acting  Gcrraroor  of  the  Territory  be  requested  to 
transmit  this  memorial  to  the  President  of  tbe  United  States,  and  request 
bis  eariy  attention  to  the  same.

Sib:-  I  hove  kad  the  boner  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant,  in 
veplf  to  the  sftToral  common i cations  which 'JiwtB  been,  addressed  vou 
from  this  office  iti  relation  to  the  unpleasant  eontroversjr  now  ponding 
between  the  State  ot  Ohio  and  this  Territory. 

1  need  not  say,  sir,  how  highly  I  appreciate  tlie  fpeh'np^s  and  motives 
of  the  President  wh«n  ho  urges  upon  me  the  inipoi  t  iiice  of  exercising 
forbearance  in  th<  nieasure*!  I  may  ado]>t  against  the  cnrroachments  and 
usurpations  of  Ohio.  1  sj»eak  not  only  lot  myself,  but,  i  conlidenlly  be- 
lieve, for  the  people  of  Michij^ari,  vs  h^n  I  declare  that  notliing  but  self- 
defence  will  drive  the  auihoi  ities  of  this  Territory  to  acts  of  violence. 
Michii^ari  is  the  injured  party  ;  siie  iiad  assumed  a  defensive  attitude  ;  and 
while  she  wiU  with  firmness,  and  a  consciousness  of  the  justness  of  bar 
Wise,  maintain: her  rights,  she  wiU  e^er  lanMnt  fSb»  necessity  whieii  eom- 
pels  her  to  it.  Tlie  contemplation  of .  a  mptitoe  between  oidsens  of  this 
ttpnblie  would  be  fmintbl  to  eveiy  lover  of  his  eounlrj's  r^pntatioa. 
But  when  the  powerful,  by  force,  attempt  to  trample  upon  the  weak  and 
defenceless,  such  considerations,  though  of  the  utmost  magnitude,  must 
be  abandoned  in  the  fixed  determiiiation  of  freemen  to  resist -oppr^on, 
let  it  emanate  from  whatever  source  it  majr. 

I  regret  that  the  Pi^esident  has  not  been  more  explicit  in  his  diree- 
tion«5  to  me.  To  the  State  of  Ohio  he  can  for  the  present  but  suggest  * 
the  patriotic  feelings  which  not  only  now,  but  have  ever  marked  hia  . 
evontfiil  liCp.  But  to  Michigan,  as  the  supreme  executive  head  of  the 
Territoi  ies  of  tlie  United  States,  lie  can  directly  communicate  his  \s  ishes 
and  instructions  through  her  local  Executive.  I  sfill  hope  that  I  may 
receive  his  determinations,  but  until  then  I  am  coujpelled  to  -  protect  the 
rights  of  Michigan  by  a  resort  to  such  means  as  necessity  may  dictate. 

You  will  be  pleased,  sir,  to  communicate  to  the  President  my  fixed 
resolution  to  exercise  in  this  unfortunate  controversy  all  the  forbearance 
be  can  expect  or  require ;  you  will  also  gratify  me  Inr  again  eaUing  hia  sH- 
tention  to  the  snbject,  and  urge  that  I  may  receive  bis  views  more  fuUy* 

I  shall  remain  on  die  disputed  territory,  that  the  wishes  of  the  Presi* 
dent  may  be  realized, ' if  i^os^l^Ie ;  although  I  fear  I  shall  be  foiled  in  my 
attempt,  by  the  stubborn  determination  of  Ohio  to  carry  her  law  into  ef- 
fect by  physical  force. 

The  ist  of  April  being  the  time  set  apart  by  the  authorities  of  Ohio 
for  holding  her  elections  on  our  territory,  and  surveying  the  bpundaiy 
line,  1  will  communicate  to  you  the  result  of  that  day.

Sir  ;  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  report  to  the  President,  through  toot 
Department,  that  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  State  of  Ohio  nave 
commenced  running  the  boundary  line  as  claimed  by  that  State,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Territory,  accompanied  by  an  armed  force  of 
about  forty  men.  I  enclose  you  the  copy  of  an  ^davit,  in  which  the 
•bcrHf  of  Lenai^ee  county  has  demanded  processi  and  instituted  pro- 
ceedings. 

Had  the  Governor  oi  Ohio  accepted  the  proposition  made  him  through 
Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard,  this  difficulty  might  have  been  prevented. 
It  was  proposed  to  Goi'ernor  Lucas,  that,  if  Ohio  would  rest  satisfied 
yv\{\\  running  this  line,  unaccompanied  by  any  other  assumption  of  juris- 
diction over  the  disputed  territory,  the  authorities  of  Michigan  wuuld 
interposo  no  obstacle.  This  proposition  was  rejected  by  Governor 
Lucas.  •  ' 

The  survey  of  this  line  is  now,  you  are  well  aware,  in  furtherance  of  a 
previously  usurped  juiisdiction,  and  is  by  no  means  preparatory  to  such 
a  measure  as  was  understood  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  Under  the 
feelings  existing  amongst  our  citizens,  the  commissioners  must  be  inevi- 
tably arrested,  and  that  forthwith.  I  have,  howefrer^  advised  the  sheriff 
•  to  execute  his  process  with  such  a  poeee  ea  will  look-  down  opposidoii 
and  prevent  bloodshed.'  No  sertous  collision,  will  now  take  plaee,  but 
one  of  a  serious  character  may  soon  be  expected,  as  Ohio  is  embodying 
e  military  force  at  Pertysburg,  in  anticipatioB  of  an  attempt  to  arrest 
her  commissioners.  I  trust  the  Government  will  now  be  sensible  of  the 
necessity  of  adopting  immediate  and  energetic  measures  to  protect  the 
territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

I  visited  Monroe  yesterday,  and  was  disappointed  at  finding  that 
Messrs.  Kush  and  Howard  were  to  be  found  neither  at  Toledo  nor  Per- 
rysburg.  It  is  not  known  at  Monroe  in  wh^^t  direction  they  hai  r  iinne, 
but  I  suppose  in  tiie  dii  eetion  of  Fort  Defiance,  for  the  purpose  ol  seeing 
Governor  Lucas,  who  is  stid  to  be  at  that  place.

SfB :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  17th  instant  by  to- 
d^j'smail* 

I  regret  that  the  tenor  of  my  order  to  Gen.  Brown  should  seem  to  be, 
vieappreheiided  by  the  President.   I  should  probably  have  been  more 

explicit  in  my  letter  enelodng  it.  I  am  fully  sensible  that,  tmder  no 
ciroumstances  in  any  part  of  our  country,  can  military  force  be  justifi- 
ably used,  except  in  aid  of  the  civil  authority,  in  f  xecutinf^  civil  process. 
And  it  was  in  coateijij)lation  of  previous  instructions,  urging  him  not  to 
use-  iiiifitary  force  until  ilic  slu  ritf,  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  ^ 
meeting  with  resistance,  should  call  for  the  assistance  of  the  militia, 
that  Gen.  Brown  was  directed,  having  once  obtained  the  field  through 
such  a  channel,  that  he  should  nut  pcrmiL  a  inilitaiy  I'orce  from  Ohio  to 
cross  into  our  Territory,  without  resisting  them,  i  uusl,  sir,  (iiat  this 
explanation  wiQ  satisfy  the  President  that  I  will  not  hastily  involve  the 
dUzens  of  this  country  in  an  attitude  .so  unfortunate  to  them  as  that  of 
resorting  to  force  to  maintain  their  rights.  The  reflection,  that  it  is  in 
the  least  apprehended  that  such  an  event  oould  possibly  oeeur  through 
my  indiscreet  agency,  would  be  to  me,  I  assure  you,  a  source  of  no  small 
degree  of  mortifioation  and  regret. 

There  is  one  part  of  your  letter,  sir,  which  gives  me  no  little  embar* 
rassment.  The  Legislative  Council  of  this- Territory  have  passed  a  law 
making  it  penal  for  an  officer  of  Ohio  ^'  to  exercise,  or  attempt  to  exercise, 
anj'  oihciai  function  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  'I  <  intory."  This  law, 
it  is  truo,  as  you  suggest,  is  subject  to  tlie  revi^^l(Ml  ul  Congress;  but  I 
respectfully  ask,  does  this  render  it  less  obligatniy  upon  the  civil 
authorities  of  Michigan  to  carry  it  fully  into  ellect  ?  Altliough  a  measure 
prep fi/\! tort/  to  the  exercise  of  a  jurisdiction  which  has  already  been  at- 
Unipied^  Uie  act  ol  lunuiiig  the  Ohio  State  Vine  by  commissioners  of 
Ohio,  holding  their  appointments  under  OAto,  and  protected  by  the 
Gmmnor  qf  (M^  all  t^ithin  the  limits  pf  Michigan,  1  fear  to  be  too  |Nd» 
|>able  a  violation  of  the  rif^ts  and  laws  of  Micbipn  to  admit  of  hesita*' 
tioii  asto  the  course  to  be  prursued  by  the  authontieeof  tfaia  Teiriloiyi. 
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Mj  deep  regard  for  ihe  opimoiw  of  the  President,  and  my  disposition  to 
jbllofw  his  suggestions*  will,  boweirer,  indnee  me  to.  besitRte  and  r0kM: 
I  hftTe  the  satisfaetion  to  iolbrm  yon  thai  the  military  elcotioA  ordei^ 
to  be  bold  within  onr  Territory  by  the  colonel  of  an  Ohio  regiment  h» 
been- Ibrtanately  prerented  wiUiont  the  l^terpoirition  of  listoe.  The  ist^ 
timation  that  the  Genaial  GoTernment  would  not  give  an  approving  coun*- 
ieoaiice  to  the  course  porsned  by  Ohio,  had  the  effect  of  inducing  the 
people  collected  to  disperse  and  abandon  their  determinatioas.  Thie  ih- 
duccfs  the  hope  (hat,  so  soon  as  the  President's  views  are  fully  known, 
the  authorities  of  Ohio  will  abandon  their  purpose9|.an4  ioave  thea^itt^t- 
meat  of  our  di^cuities  to  the  proper  tribunal.

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  reeeive  your  letter  by  the  hande  of  Jnd|^ 
Doty,  t>n  arriving  at  ikm  place  yesterday. 

Jndge  Doty  has  communicated  to  you  the  result  of  his  interview  with 
Governor  Lueas.  l^he  President  must  perceive  from  that  interview  that 
it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Governor  of  Ohio  to  listen  to  the  mediation 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  In  conformity,  however,  with 
the  evident  wishes  of  the  President,  T  have  addressed  (o  Governor  Lucas, 
this  mornins:,  the  enclosed  letter,  which  I  trust  atay  have  the  desired 
effect  of  induc  ing  him  to  delay  iui  ther  action  until  the  arrival  of  the  com- 
missioners alh:ded  to  in  your  letter. 

The  election  of  township  otiicers  on  the  disputed  territory',  ordered 
under  a  special  law  of  Michigan,  took  place  yesterday,  and  was  held 
witbent  any  serieos  disturbance  wbaterer.  Toe  people  'Miding  there, 
who  are  favorably  disposed  towards  tbe  claim  of  Obio^  are  mm  becoming 
sensible  of  the  unwarrantable  coarse  tbey  hare  adopted,  and  1  hope  tbey 
itOl  hereafter  avoid  a  ptaiiieipation  in  the  eotttrorersjr* 

I  regret  that  the  movements  of  MicMgan  are  misunderstood  at  Waab^ 
ington.  The  use  of  military  force  ha^  never  been  eontetni>lated,  except 
in  aid  of  tbe  civil  antborides.  No  measures  have  been  adojtted  but 
tbeSe  of  ptecantien  and  preparation.  No  militia  have  ever  been  called 
into  service ;  and  the  order  of  General  Brown,  although  made  pilblic,  was 
intended  but  as  one  of  preparation.  1  was  absent  from  IVfonroe  at  the 
time  he  issued  it,  and  can  now  add  nothing  upon  the  subject.  My  first 
determination  was  to  adhere  to  the  use  of  the  civil  authorities  as  loni:  as 
possible.  1  iiawe  done  so  thus  far,  and  shall  still  continue  it  until  a  Kiili- 
tary  force  of  Ohio  is  brought  against  our  civil  autliorities,  w  ht  n,  1  humbly 
conceive,  they  should  be  protected,  il  necessary,  by  the  militia. 

I  trust  you  will  assure  the  President  that  1  wUl  refrain  from  all  fell 
«Klt''  wbatevier;  tbat^  being  placed  on  tbe  delMnive,  Michigan  wfH  re- 
main there,  but  with,  a  detennination  totesist  die  nsu^tione  and  lordblll 
jQOvementa  of  «Obio  wifli   eivil  fower^* 
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In  youi  letter  I  find  the  following;  sentence :  "  1  aiii  farther  instructed 
to  say  that  the  President  cannot  anticipate  the  probability  of  a  necessity 
far  me  use  of  any  part  of  the  miHtary  of  the  Territory  in  this  affair. 
Otftainly  armed  forcB  should  not  be  diought  of  on  either  side;"   I  eon* 
ceive  that  socfa  a  necessity  may-  arise,  and  I  think  the  President  wfll 
mgree  wilk  me.   I  wonld  respectfully  inquire  if,  ^dlen  the  poste  comi* 
taini  of  the  eonoty,  ealled  out  by  the  judicial  authorities,  are  resisted 
by  a  military  foree  of  Ohio,  within  the  iurisdiction  of  Michignn,  and  de<- 
xaand  protection,  I  am  to  understand  that  the  citizens  of  Michigan  are 
tamely  to  submit.    Upon  this  point  I  must  request  yotir  explicit  instruc- 
tions.   If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  President  that,  in  the  event  I  have 
stated,  the  militia  should  not  be  used,  I  fear  \t  \v  in  he  impracticable  for 
me  to  carry  his  viev'?  into  rffrrt     >uph  a  course  of  [Moredure  would  be 
virtually  yieldin^r  tin   tertiUny  m  dispute.    Tn  a  contioirency  such  as  I 
have  f^tatPfi,  th*  [)euple  of  Michigan  cannot  be  controlled.    The  honor 
and  repuitiUoQ  <  i  their  Territory  ihey  consider  at  staivc,  and,  in  their  de- 
fence of  them,  mv  instructions  would  not  deter  them.    Public  opinion 
will  not  justify  submission  to  Ohio.    And  if  it  is  the  determination  of  the 
General  Government  to  forbid  resistance  when  all  other  means  fail,  and 
to  require  Ifltliigan  to  yidd  the  territory  in  eontestation,  I  inost  teqnest 
you  to  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  importance  of  appointing 
a  Goremor  for  Michigan,  However  much  I  should  lament  the  necessity 
of  ^eing  unable  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  President,  my  own 
pride,  cund  a  sense  of  duty  to  ihe  citizens  of  Michigan,  woxild  induce  me^ 
when  broifghtto  the  issue,  far  to  prefer  the  post  of  the  humble  individuals 
in  defending  the  ridits  of  our  Territory,  to  that  of  the  titled  instrument 
of  her  dishonor  ar^  disgrace. 

I  enclose  you  sundry  resolutions  of  the  Tjej!;islativ'e  rouneil,  from  which 
you  will  perceive  tliat  Colonel  Whiting  has  assntiK  (i  tlie  icsponsibility  of 
issuinii:  to  tlie  authorities  of  Mirhix  m  arms  and  ammunition.  In  sodoiner* 
he  ha^  lieen  actuated  by  a  dispo^iuon  to  lend  every  assistance  within  his 
power  to  the  authorities  of  a  Territory  of  the  United  States  to  enable 
them  to  adopt  preparatory  measures  to  meet  any  contingency  wliich 
might  arise  in  the  progress  of  this  controversy.  It  had  taken  place 
daring  the  delay  of  advices  from  Washington,  and  1  trust  his  condn^ 
may  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  Prestdent.- 

Colonels  Winder  and  Rolirland,  who  are  the  hearers  of  my  letter  t«>^ 
Goremor  Liueas,  will  return  the  day  after  to-morrow,  when  1  shall  be  able 
to  communieate  to  you  more  definitely  the  course  Ohio  will  now  pursue*.

Sir:  The  authorities  and  citizens  of  Michigan  have  watched,  with 
anxiety  and  regret,  the  controversy  which  is  existing  between  your  State* 
AAd  atoB  Territory.  While  'they  possess  the-  fe^^  Which  naturally 
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enumaie  from  a  belief  of  the  justness  of  their  cause,  it  is  with  pain  that 
circumstances  have  compelled  them  to  assume  an  attitude,  which  would 
seem  not  to  indicate  that  brotherly  love  which  should  always  exist  be- 
tween citizens  of  the  same  political  family.  Tliey  have  been  led  to 
look  upon  the  lepublic  as  their  country,  and,  however  divided  from  their 
neighboring  sister  States  by  geographical  limits,  they  look  to  the  Slate  of 
Ohio  as  an  integral  part  of  their  country,  and  in  her  interests,  prosperity, 
and  reputation,  they  possess  no  other  ihan  feelings  of  pruie  and  emula- 
tion. As  American  citizens,  they  forget  sectional  divisions  in.  the  con- 
siderations involved  m  ilieir  present  controversy. 

Actuated  by  such  fceiiugs,  sir,  the  Legislative  Council  have  witnessed 
vi'itb  deep  regret  the  recent  legislative  enactments  of  your  State,  extending 
the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio  over  a  district  of  countrj  which  is  humbly  con?- 
ceived  to  belong  to  Michigan  under  the  act  of  Congress  which  gave  her 
a  political  existenee.  It  is  not  a  part  of  the  tluty  assigned  to  me  to  enter 
into  a  discussion  of  the  merits  of  the  controversy  now  pending  hetw^i^ 
the  State  of  Ohio  and  a  Territory  of  the  United  States^  Such  an  attentpt, 
at  this  time,  I  consider  uncalled  for ;  and,  even  if  intended  by  the 
Council,  would  be  unprofitable  at  this  time,  as  it  could  only  be  a  reper 
tition  of  views  which  are  certain!/  familiar  to  the  mind  of  your  excel- 
lency. 

My  duty,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  is  a  brief,  though  pain- 
ful one.  It  is  to  say  to  you,  sir,  in  temperate  and  respectful,  but  firm 
and  decisive  language,  that  no  portion  of  the  rightful  jurisdiction  of 
Michigan  will  be  surrendered  by  her  citizens  until  the  competent  tribu- 
nal shall  have  decided  the  question  in  cuntiovcrsy  with  them.  This 
language,  sir,  is  noi  held  lur  ihe  purpose  of  empty  show  or  intiiuidalion. 
Such  an  attempt  would  be  needless.  I  feel  confident  that  you,  who  must 
personally  kno^ir  the  character  of  the  people  of  Michigan,  will  do  them 
the  justice  to  believe  that  their  determination  has  not  jiteen  made  6'om 
passion^  or  without  reflection.  Vou  were  with  them,  sir,  when  Ohio 
boldly  and  chivalrously  stood  forth  in  defence  of  thb  section  of  our  com- 
mon country ;  your  services,  during  the  darkest  period  of  that  contro- 
versy, are  well  known  to  Michigan ;  and,  while  she  £eels  a  pride  in  the 
services  you  then  rendered  our  country,  she  now  asks  your  candid  and 
unprejudiced  attention  to  the  resolution  she  submits  for  your  considera- 
tion. She  l  espectfully  asks  that  you  will  desist  for  the  present  from  any 
attempt  to  carry  the  law  of  your  State  into  efi'ect  until  some  other  arbiter 
than  the  parties  interested  shall  d(  ci  Ic  the  unfortuaate  controversy  now 
pending  on  her  borders.  This  appeal  to  your  patriotism  and  sense  of 
justice  she  makes  with  the  less  hesitation  when  she  feels  coiifid(  nt  ihat 
it  lb  ii-»ade  to  one  who  has  our  national  re|)inalion  at  heart,  and  who  cher- 
ishes the  recollection  at  what  hazards  our  republic  was  founded,  and  by 
what  blood  our  union  has  been  cemented..  I  have  made  this  appeal  to 
you,  sir,  with  feeling?  which  I  need  not  eirpress^  I  trust  it  may  not  prove 
ineffectual.  If  otherwise,  I  have  discharged  my  duty,  and  pust  abide  the 
consequences. 

Should  your  excellency  not  find  reasons  which  would  induce  you  to 
alter  your  determination  to  cany  the  law  of  your  State  into  effect,  1  have 
one  other  suggestion  to  submit  to  you.  I  hai^e  been  officially  informed^ 
ihrough  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  oonmiasioaers  of  high  character 
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have  been  appointed  by  the  President  as  mediators  with  Ohio.  Under 
the  expectation  that  they  will  soon  be  at  '1  olcdo,  I  would  respeetfuU/ 

suggest  that  it  is  due  (:>  tlie  country,  the  President,  and  to  the  parties 
themseives,  that  all  operations  should  be  suspended  by  Ohio  until  their 
airival.  It  is  far  from  my  intentions,  sir,  to  dictate  to  your  excellency. 
The  sui^gcitiun  or  proposition  for  tfie  p^'acefu!  aHjnstment  of  this  diffi- 
cukj  is  made  from  motives  whicii  you  will  appret  cilc.  On  the  arrival 
of  those  commissioners,  I  earnestly  hope  that  an  adjubtuient  may  be  made 
which  will  relieve  the  country,  as  well  as  ourselves,  from  the  contempla- 
tioD  of  a  eontroyersy  which,  if  nersevered  in  by  the  parties  invulv  ed  in 
it.  must  lead  to  coDsequeDces  wbii^  every  American  citizen  would  ever 
after  regret. 

I  have  thus,  sir,  briefljr  written  to  you  as  a  sense  of  duty  requires.  In 
so  doinjif  I  have  thrown  aside  all  pride  of  official  etiquette,  if  any  could 
bare  arisen  .from  past  official  tnte;*eourse  between  us,  aod^  in  eonclu^on^ 
have  only  to  hope  that  I  may  be  met  by  the  same  spirit.

tion of  her  laws  beyond  the  said  line,  thereby  encroaching  upon  the 
established  limits  ot  Michigan  :  therefore,  * 

Resolved^  That  ihc  law  of  Ohio  extending:  her  jurisdiction  is  unconsti- 
tutional ;  aiul  it  IS  the  duty  of  every  ciuzen  to  resist,  at  all  hazards,  any 
effort  on  the  part  of.  the  authorities  of  that  State  to  carry  it  into  effect 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  authorities  of  Michigan  to  perse* 
Tere  in  the  execution  of  her  laws  peaceably,  as  long  as  authority  is  ro- 
spected^  bnt,  in  the  event  of  any  da  tiger  from  encroachment  or  resistaoee, 
to  use  all  the  Ibfee  which  may  be  placed  at  their  command  to  repel  it. 

Readvidy  That  this  Council  appk-oves  the  coarse  adopted  by  the  acting 
'€fovemor,  and  requests,  that  he  would  make  preparation  for  any  emer- 
gency which  can  arise  in  consequence  of  the  attitude  assumed  by  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  to  advise  the  Executive  of  that  State,  in  temperate 
and  respectful,  but  decisive  Inngnage,  that  no  portion  of  our  ri^hiful  juris- 
diction wilt  be  surrendered  by  thr  people  of  Michigan  until  the  compc-, 
tent  tribunal  shall  have  decided  the  que>Uou.     '     .  • 
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M$9ohtis  l^t  Major  H^nry  Whiting,  of  the  United  States  armj,  In 
asaiiniHig  the  responsibility  of  issuing  to  the  authorities  of  this  Territory 
arms  and  mimitions  of  war/ for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  adopt 
jureparatory  and  precautionary  measures  against  the  encroachments  and 
•  usurpations  of  Ohio,  has  exhibited  a  decision  of  chnrartcr  as  an  officer^ 
and  devotion  to  Michigan  as  a  citizen,  which  entith  ]\\m  to  the  esfeom 
and  approbation  of  his  fellow-citizens,  and  that  this  Territory  will  protect 
htm  irom  any  pecuniary  liabilities  in  so  doing.

Sib  :  Upon  a  more  careftil  eitamlnation  of  the  opfhion  of  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States^  I  find  that  his  views  of  the  power  of  Con- 
gress over  the  question  of  boundary  between  Ohio  and  Miehigan  do  not 
jieK)  to  Congress  the  right  to  inteifere  with  the  boundary  line,  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  fifth  article  of  the  ordinance  of  1167.  The  expression,  that 
Coneress  had  given  their  implied  assent  to  the  proTiso  in  the  constitntioD 
of  Ohio,  induced  me  at  first  to  believe  that  he  was  disposed  to  concede 
this  right  to  be  vested  in  Congress.  I  now  perceive  that  the  Attorney- 
General  does  not  admit  the  constitutionality  of  the  art  sjivin^  this  implied 
assent,  or  that  of  any  act  Gonijress  may  hereafter  enact  in  conformity 
with  the  proviso  contained  in  tlie  Ohio  constitution.  He  speaks  of  that 
which  Contrt  ess  may  do,  not  of  that  which  they  can  com tittUi anally  do. 

I  make  ihis  explanation  as  due  to  tliai  distinguished  officer  of  the  Gen- 
eral Cktvcrnment,  confident  that  the  people  of  Michigan  wiU  view  bis 
opinion  in  the  same  light. 
'  Sensible  of  the  deUca^e  connexion  which  exists  between  the  General 
«  Government  and  the  States  in  all  questions  involving  State  rights,  I  feel 
mwiiling  to  nse  the  opinion  of  .a  Government  officer,  until  I  can  learn 
yoxar  views  of  the  propriety  of  such  a  course.  I  must,  ttterefore,  rjcquest, 
if  not  contrary  to  your  views,  that  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  public 
nse  of  the  opinion  furnished  me.

Sir  :  No  reply  having  been  received  from  Governor  Lucas  to*  the 
letter  addressed  him  by  myself  on  the  Sd  instant^  I  enclose'  you  a  cop^ 

of  the  report  of  the  interview  held  with  Governor  Lucas  by  Colonels 
Winder  and  Rowland,  the  bearers  of  my  oomraunication.  From  this 
report  ynu  will  learn  the  views  of  Governor  l  iucas  relative  to  the  contro- 
vers}  iK)w  pijnding  l>f  tween  Ohio  and  Michigan,  i  submit  it  to  yott 
without  comment;  it  would  ill  become  me  to  do  more.  - 
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Mr«  Rosb  mad  Coltoel  Howard  arriTed  at  tUs  plae*  foalerdaf.  They 
lukve  Bot  jet  bid  an  iiiteraew  with  Gcrmnor  Luoaa,  but  witt  see  him 
'townofTow. 

By  these  eentlemen  I  haye  received  the  opinioD  of  the  Attorney  Gett- 
evaJ  of  the  United  States.  That  part  of  his  opinion  which  pointa  oat  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  General  G^vemmBtiB  ^e  coDtr(^eraj  aUuded 
ta  hf  Mm  is  satisfactory  to  MiebigBny  and  oertaiiily  ineontrovertible. 
"Bnt  ao  niieh  of  it  as  giv^  to  Congress  any  power  over  the  rights  involved 

the  question  of  boundary  between  Ohio  and  this  Territory  is  totally 
at  war  wltli  the  ground  heretofore  a«?9iiraed  by  MiehicrAn,  and  one  which 
she  will  adhere  to  under  the  fundamental  and  irrepealable  compact^ — the 
articles  of  the  ordinnnro  of  July  13,  17S7.  This  question,  however,  is 
not  DOW  directly  at  issue.  We  only  iook  at  present  to  what  Congress 
has  done,  not  what  they  may  do.  Michigan  will  therefore  await  the  time 
and  place  when  her  right  to  the  boundary  and  ihc  powors  of  Coriiirehs 
are  called  ia  4ueitiati — the  supreme  judicial  ur  iegibiative  Uibuuai  of  the 
country. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  oAeera.  of  MBchiian  wiete  resisted 
yealeraay  in  the  diaeharge  of  their  duties,  and  fevenu  persona  teaeued 
under  an  anreat  lot  'a  arimtnal  oflenee.  The  poase  ef  the  eounty  has

Sir;  The  undersigned,  having  been  intrusted  by  your  cxceliciicy  witli 
a  ooBununleation  to  hia  eiLcelleQcv  Robert  Lucaa,  Goveriior  of  Ohio, 
agreeably  to  your  re^ uest,  submit  the  IbUowing  as  a  report  of  whai.tiaB»* 
]Hsed  at  their  inlemow;  with  (voWBor  Lueaa: 

We  met  Governor  Lueasat  Penrsburi^Ohie,  on  the  3d  insUnt^  aaeeaft^. 
paniedby  the  attorney  general,  a^utant  general,  quartermaster  ganei;al|, 
Major  General  Bell,  Brigadier  General  Jennings,  with  their  respective 
auites,  and  Colonels  Hawkins  and  Van  Fleet.  We  (bore  delcverad  our 
despatohes,  which  were  receivodand  read  by  the  Governiu!  in  the  presence 
of  the  principal  part  of  his  escort.  After  perusing  the  coramunication, 
Governor  Liicag  remarked  that  Governor  Mason  stated  that,  in  writing  the 
communication^  he  had  discharged  his  duty  under  the  resolution  of  the 
L<»giHlative  Council;  and  that  he  also  iuul  a  duty  to  discharge  in  carrying 
into  tll'vct  the  law  of  Ohio,  and  that  it  should  he  promptly  performed. 
That  thus  tar  the  proceedings  on  the  part  of  Ohio  hati  been  entirely  pa- 
cihc;  no  niilitaiy  lurce  had  yet  hecn  called  out,  and  none  would  he,  un- 
less the  uJiiiiority  of  Ohio  should  be  forcibly  resisted  ou  the  disputed 
ground,  and  that  then  a  iui  ce  would  be  called  out,  and  he  assured  Mi- 
chigan it  ahoidd  be  an  effectual  one*  it  was  suggested  by 'Colonel 
Swayne,  the  attorney  general,  that  perhapa  an  answer  might  he  eipeeldi 
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by  Goveraor  Mason,  to  Wbleh  liis  oxoellency  replied,  with  great  wannth, 
that  ibe  cammiHiieatioa  wn  net  of  muh  a  nature  as  to  call  for  $ny  reply  ; 
that  it  was  a  letter  of  threats  and  menaces.  We  endeavored  to  correet 
this  jjnpreseioa,  stating  that  Governor  Mason  certainly  had  not^  intended 
that  his  letter  dionld  carry  that  appearance,  and  that,  tlpon  a  i^indid  pe- 
rusal,-we  thought  it  could  not  he  so  constmed. 

It  was  then  proposed  by  one  of  the  commissioners  that  the  communi-' 
cation  should  be  read  aloud,  in  order  that  tve  might  have  an  opportunity 
of  explaining  any  clause  that  might  possibly  be  misunderstood.  This 
course  was  not,  however,  pursued,  and  we  had  every  reason  to  infer  that 
Governor  Lucas  coAiinued  to  regard  the  eommimieaiion  as  one  oi  meoacea 
and  tlut  ats. 

We  remarked,  as  it  appearfd  to  be  the  wish  of  Olno,  as  it  certainly 
was  lluitof  Michigan,  that  oiiiy  pacific  measures  should  be  reported  to, 
perhaps  it  would  be  expedient  for  the  commissioners  on  the  part  of  Ohio 
to  defer  the  piosccution  of  the  survey  until  the  United  States  commis- 
sioners, who  we  understood  had'  been  appointed,  should  arrive.  To 
this  Governor  Lneat  replied,  that  he  knew  more  about  the  appointment 
of  those  eonunissionere  than*  Governor  Mason,  any  body  else  hi  Ml-' 
ehigan ;  that  he  had.no  idea  any  commissioners  had'  been  or  would  W 
appointed }  that  that  -course  had  been  resolved  on  by  the  President 
upon  an  erroneous  and  ex  parte  presentation  of  the  facts ;  that  he  had 
written  to  the  President,  giving  a  true  statement  of  the  proceeding9  of 
Ohio,  and  he  had  no  doubt  it  would  induce  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  desist  from  any  interference  in  the  controversy;  but,  if  com- 
missioners should  be  appointed,  it  would  not  alter  the  course  of  Ohio  one 
jot  or  titile  ;  that  lliey  had  not,  jod  could  not  have,  any  right  or  authority 
lo  interfeie  ;  that,  if  ihcy  meant  to  act  as  mediators,  it  was  entirely  use- 
less ;  that  Ohio  had  determined  on  her  course,  and  had  passed  a  law  ac- 
cordingly, and  that  law  could  not  he  repealed,  or  its  operaticri  suspended, 
except  by  the  baiue  power  that  enacted  it ;  that  it  was  his  duty  to  see 
that  law  carried  into  effect,  and  he  should  rejjard  it  as  an  act  of  execu- 
tive encroachment  on  his  part  to  attempt  to  doiay  or  suspend  its  execution^ 

He  remarked  that  there  was  no  man  whose  judgment  he  respeeted' 
more  than  General  Jackson's,  and  to  whose  opinion  he  would  pay  more 
regard,  bnt  that,  if  General iaekson^sview  of  Aiscontroversy  differed  from 
hii^heeottld  not  allow  itio  inllueneehim;  he  owed  a  duty  to-Ohio  whleh 
was  paranmuntto  all  other  considerations.  That  if  the  gu^dian  of  Michi- 
gan chose  to  espouse  her  cause,  it  would  not  alter  the  course  of  Ohio. 

It  was  suggested  to  his  excellency  that  an  interview  with  Governor 
Mason  might  have  a  salutary  effect,  and  operate  beneficially  to  the  matter 
in  dispute.  In  reply  to  this  intimation,  he  observed  that  he  could  not 
perceive  that  any  thing  would  result  from  such  an  interview,  but  Still  he 
should  he  pleased  to  sec  Covernor  Mason. 

We  have  thu9.  sir,  cndr  ivored  to  give  you  a  sketch  of  the  ground 
taken  hy  (Governor  Lucas.  The  langiwge  we  may  not,  and  probably 
have  not,  transcribed  with  entire  exactness,  but  we  feel  no  hesitation  in 
submitting  the  foregoing  as  a  correct  outline  of  the  substance  of  what  oc- 
eurred  at  the  interview. 

We  would  add,  in  illuslFation  of  the  exclusively  pacific  measures  of 
Ohio,  that  we  had  an  opportunity,  through  the  politeness  of  Colonel  Van 
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Fleet,  of  reiiding  the  military  order  directed  to  bim.  He  was  ordered 
tlioroughly  to  organize  the  militia  of  Wood  eotmtj,  Ohio,  «nd  Toledo 
aiid  Sylvama  townships,  on  the  disputed  ground,  and  to  cause  elections 
ibr  omc'ertf  to  be  held  in  those  townships,  and  to  repair  to  Penyshnrg^ 
and  there  await  orders.  We  cannot  but  infer  that  the  other  military 
gentlemen  now  at  Pen/sfoaif  are  there  agreeably  td  the  exigency  of 
similar  orders.

'  8n :  On  arriving  at  this  place  last  evening,  I  met  Messrs.  Rush  and 
Howard,  on  t|Mlr  return  from  an  interview  with  Goremor  Lueas.  They 
have,  nndoubtedly,  communkaled  to  you  the  unsueeessfnl  ' result  of  thai 
interview;  and,  in  their  report;  thepr  will  Inform  you  that  the  Governor 
of  Ohio  will  adopt  /^act/k  measures  in  earrying  the  law  of  his  State  into 
effect,  as  >fblIows :  He  asks  of  us  a  part  of  our  territory,  and  wishes  to 
take  possession  of  it  pacifically^  but,  if  We  resist  his  encroachments,  ho  will 
proceed  against  us  by  force.  We  are  happy  to  have  in  our  possession 
the  able  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  to  meet 
this  faso,  declaring  the  resistance  of  the  laws  and  authorities  of  Michigan  an 
offence,  not  only  punishable  under  our  territorial  law,  but  also  undc  i  the 
act  of  Congress  of  1799,  and  further  intimating,  in  lana;uage  not  to  be  iiiis- 
taken,  that  it  is  treason  to  asseit  the  jurisdiction  of  Uhio  by  bringing;  aii 
armed  force  \]\nn\  tho  disputed  territory.  Ui)on  his  opinion  Michigan  wiii 
stake  iicr  cabe,aud  from  it  slie  can  neverrecede.  JNotwithstandingthis  opin- 
ion of  the  Attorney  General,  the  commissioners,  Messrs,  Kush  and  Howard, 
have  read  to  me  yonr  inetructiops,  directing  them  to  inform  me  that  1  am  re- 
quired "  not  ^to  proceed  by  force,  under  the  territorial  law.'*  To  this 
command  I  hare  not  one  wqrd  to  say*  I.  Constitute  but  one  department  > 
of  Uie  Territorial  Government,  and  eain  ha?e  no  right  to  interfere  wilh 
the  t>ther  departments.  The  act  stands  upon  the  statute  book,  and  1  have 
no  right  to  interfere  with  the  judiqjarv,  even  if  1  wished  it,  to  prevent 
the  esercise  of  what  they  consider  their  publie  duties^  Th^y  can  use . 
force  if  they  believe  it  to  be  required. 

To  carry  into  effect  your  directions,  1  should  be  compelled  to  supersede 
the  commissions  of  every  otficer  in  the  Territory,  and  even  then  leave 
their  places  vacant,  for  I  am  certain  no  man  could  be  found  in  Michigan 
who  would,  as  an  officer  or  individual,  carry  out  surli  policy  ;  such  an  actol 
tyranny  and  executive  usurpation  1  cannot  attt  lupl,  nor  can  I  conceive 
that  the  President  will  eitJier  expect  or  desire  me  to  do  so.  This  (jovern- 
meut  ison^>  of  laws ;  and  if  they  are  not  to  be  sustained,!  have  greatly  mis- 
taken the  character  of  Andrew  Jackson.  If  I  am  deceived  in  my  expecta- 
tiona,  however  great  may  be  my  devotidn  and  veneration  for  the  man,  my 
own  pride  of  character  requires  me  to  say  1  cannot  obey  his  directions^ 
J)fy  sacrifice  is  of  little  consequence  in  the  great  principles  involved.  .

The  undersigned  had  bad  the  honor  to  receive  the  note  of  Mesan* 
Hush  and  Howard,  coramunicatinf;  to  him  th^  sentiments  which  they  were 

intrusted  by  the  President  to  express  in  relation  to  the  unfortunate  con- 
troversy now  pending  between  the  Michigan  Territoiy,  a.  Territory  of 
the  United  Stato^,  -AUf]  thv  State  of  Ohio. 

In  ackTio\\  l<j(li;in^  the  rf'cr  ipt  oT  tlu/ir  note,  he  is  prompted  by  a  sense 
of  (liitv  to  IjiniscU,  as  well  a>  hv  liu'  duty  which  is  incuuibeut  on  him  as  a 
subordinate  uilieer  of  the  (Joveriiinenti  responsible  to  the  President  for 
his  official  acts,  briefly,  though  respectluilj ,  to  state  the  views  he  enter- 
tains of  a  part  of  their  comiuunication. 

The  sentiments  of  the  President,  when 'he  urges  the  necessity  of  for* 
"l^aranee  by  the  opposing  parties,  and  expresses  a  desire  that  aets  of 
violence  nay  not  occur  m  enforetng  the  laws  of  tins  Territory,  no  one 
ean  more  highly  appreciate  than  theiindersipied;  but,  in  a  Government 
where  a  respect  for  the  supremacy  of  the  laws  is  the  great  mohid  obligation 
which  controls  and  governs  society,  there  are  sometimes  considerations 
which  would  even  seem  to  justify  and  require  a  resort  to  measures  which, 
are  not  usually  demanded  in  the  ordinary  administration  of  justice.  The 
iiistory  of  our  country  will  furnish  sucii  instances,  although  it  is  with 
feelings  of  pride  that  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  can  declare  that 
those  instances  have  been  rare,  and  thnt.  when  they  have  occurred,  hoW' 
over  [Treat  may  have  been  at  first  tlie  mLSjii(l^(  d  intentions  ot' tho*;p  origi- 
nating them,  ihe  intelligence  and  patriotisni  of  the  American  people  hav^ 
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^mf^'lfsj^'^mwed  .iinBUiS^jB^l  tl^e  pvri^  our  tnstUutions,  and*  boMmS. 
affidf^qlned  the  cottfllUilii^Qifild,kw#o#  the  eountty,  Th»  eoDtmvleM^ 
hieil»l|^rOhio  and  ll^^^hicea  fi^«oflie  of  the  cascis  alluded  ta.  ^  litis  staled. 
tlu^,^iM^«eqi>ects  the  rights  of 'ihe  patiiea^tbe  Presidept,  aa  chief  ^magifri' 
traAa,  Wishes  to  express  no  opinion- at  the  present  moRDent,  and: all  thathe» 
fefels  l^insell'  aulliorized  tu  do  nt  present  IS,  to  iipjical  to  thc  respeclivc' 
authorities  o(  thc  Territory  and  wState  to  enforce  their  claims  to  the  juris- 
dictioaof  the  tiact  of  land.which  hotli  nllejjeti  to  be  included  uithin  their  • 
bowndBfies*,  uith  sucli  a  spirit  of  inoderalioii  ai;'.!  forbearance  tbcvl  \'iulent 
coUiaions  may  be  avoided."  Witli  the  unfeipned  dctereiuo  iind  respect 
which  the  iinder^^iiined  f^hoidd  entertain  for  llie  sertlinients  expressed,  he 
is  eonjpelletl,  however  nmrh  lie  may  regtet  it,  l«»  dissent  from  them. 

It  is  fully  conceded  that  tiie  l^icsid(»nt  may  ^^  ell  ;»j)p(  al  to  the  autlwrities 
of  Ohio  to  enforce  their  e/«///rs  to  jui  isdiction  w  ith  forben  anre  and  modera- 
tion ;  and  it  w  as  hoped,  and  even  expected,        the  representation  of  tho 
views  of  tlie  (io\  ernnu^nt,  through  so  high  a  :fource  i\s  tliat  to  \vhich  thej"^ 
have  been  intrusted,  woulJ  have  had  the  etlect  to  have  ended  this  contro- 
versy) brought  on,  and  now  urged,  by  that  State.    Michigan  is  guilty  of 
no  uaurfftation  of  authority.  Under  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General^ 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  President,  she.  is  in  the  exereise  of  a  jurisdietiott 
which  she  has  held  for  thirty  years,  and  which  (hat  officer,  when  called 
upon  by  the  President,  declares  to  belong  to  her.  His  language  is^  ^^-tkai^ 
nyitil  th€  OBsentqf  Congress  is  £;ii;cn  to  the  claim  qf  Ohio,  the  traeiii^ 
dispute  must  be  canst^ered  as  formuig  iegally  apart  of  the  yerritar^'  qf 
Michigan^    Michigan  is  disturbed  in  the  exercise  of  that jurisdietioa; 
her  officers  of  justice  liave  ah-eady  lx?en  resisted  ;  and,  to  maintain  and 
assert  her  rights,  it  is  respectfully  asked,  what  does  the  Attorricy  General 
point  oii^  as  the  power  qi  tlie  President  when  6oiicUed  to  assist  and  protect 
her.' 

He  saySj    It  is  only  in  obedience  to  ilie  constitutional  injunction,  'to 
iake  care  th  it  ili<  i  ivvs  he  f.iithfnlly  executed,'  that  the  President  can  he 
authuiiZt  1  (1  1 1  (juired  to  interfer*^  '?>  *>r>v  •»{  the  r^'t'ef^  ejrowinL'  nut  of 
this  contioversy."    Are  any  acts  oi  Longrcs*?  now  iu  force  interfered 
with  by  the  course,  pursued  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan?  JSone. 
Ar^  any  acts  of  Qoagr^sanow  inioroe  tDtefffertd  with  by  the  course  puis 
sued  by  the  i^ntlioriUes  of  •  Ohio  i  The  Attorney  General  atisrwen ,  that, 
in  hit  opinion,  tlie  aets  which  provide  for  the  goirernoient  and  prgani^atim 
of.  the  Jerritoff  of  Michigan  may  be  >  thus  lufecled.". .  It  k  unneoessaty 
•to  emiinerate  these  laws,  as  you  have  the  opinion  before  you.  This  officer 
/urther  adds,  that  the  ob^lructioin  by  unarmed  individuals,  either  singly 
or  in  numbers,  of  4he  process  and  orders  issued  and  made  by  thc  officers 
of  Michigan,  would  probably  be  reached  by  the  22d  section  of  the*  net  of 
the  30th  of  April,  1790,  ''for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes  against 
the  United  States,"    "  An  attempt  by  a  military  force  actually  embodied 
to  suppress  the  jurisdiction  of  the  territorial  officers,  acting,  as  they  do, 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  in  the  disputed  tract,  and  to  main- 
tain therein  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  Oino,  would  expose,  the  parties 
concerned,  if  the  region  in  dispute  be  legally  a  part  of  Michigan,  to 
critainal  prosecution  of  a  still  moie  serious  character."

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With  fliifl  View  of  (he  ease,  ean  a  oompromifle,  involving  bodi  Ihe  ridits' 
and  honor  of  the  United  States  and  Miqhigan,  be  made  ?  Can  it  be  awed 
orexpeeted  that  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio  can  be  recognised  to  anj  extent 
whatsoever  ?  or  can  tfi  it  State  be  permitted  by  the  United  Statedto  assume- 
one  jot  or  tittle  of  jurisdiction  over  the  tr  u  t  claimed  hy  her  for  one  daj' 
or  hour,  without  considering  themselves  bound  to  repel  it? 

The  undersigned,  that  his  views  maybe  tully  understood,  has  thus 
given  an  outlifie  of  this  unfortunate  controversy,  ai^d  of  the  duties  required, 
and  rights  attccted,  by  its  prosecution.  He  now  airivos  fit  that  which 
seems  to  be  the  main  object  of  the  note  of  jMcssrs.  Kusii  and  Howard. 

In  anticipaiiun  of  an  attempt  ou  tlie  part  of  Ohio  to  exercise  a  juris- 
diction over  the  tract  she  claimed,  the  Legislative  Council  of  tliis  Ter- 
ritory passed  a  law  on  the  liith  of  February,  1835,  making  it  a  criminal 
oflence,  punishable  by  fme  and  imprisonment,  in  any  person  shall 
exercise,  or  attempt  to  exercise,  any  official  functions,, or  shall  officiate  in 
any  office  or  sitliation,  within  any  part  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of  the 
Territory,  or  within  the  limits  of  attj  of  the  counties  therein,  as  now  or- 
pnixed,  bj  virtue  of  anj  commission  not  deriired  from  the  Territory  or 
its  laws,  or  under  the  Government  bf  the  United  States ;  and  akto  sub- 
jecting to  the  like  prosecution  and  punishment  anyperaonf  residing  within- 
Ae  limits  of  Michigan  who  shall  accept  of  any  office  or  trust  from  any 
State  or  authority  other  than  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or 
Territory  of  Michigan. 

It  seems  to  be  desired  by  those  who  have  the  admiiiisti-ation  of  the- 
General  Government  thnt  this  l;iw  should  not  be  enforced,  and  the  under* 
signed  considers  himself  called  upon,  as  the  Executive  of  the  Territorial 
Government,  to  prevent  its  execution.      '  • 

In  answer  to  this,  he  must  a^ain  refer  to  the  opinion  of  tlie  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  President.  In  speaking  of  the  act  of  the  Council  of  February 
12th,  1835,  he  rcm^iks,  It  is  true  Congress  have  the  power  to  annul  any 
law  of  the  Territory  ;  but,  until  so  annulled,  it  will  be  obligatory  on  alt 
peraona  within  ihelnldU  qf  ike  Territory ^  unless  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  or  to  the  acts  of  Congress  applicable  to  the" 
Territory.  The  act  of  Michigan  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  liable  to  any 
such  objection,  and  I  fmut  Iker^ore  deem  it  a  valid  law." 

It  may  not  be  unimportant  to  remark  that  every  act  upon  our  statute, 
both  civil  and  criminal,  may  yet  be  annulled  by  Goneress.  And  if 
fact  that  Congress  may  annul  an  ad  of  the  Teriitoty  be  en  argument  re* 
quiring  &e  suspension  of  proceedings  under  them,  then  may  the  Territorial 
Government  cease  until  the  next  Congress ;  but,  because  the  power  does 
exist  in  Congress  to  annul,  at  its  pleasure,  any  territorial  act,  it  is  not 
reasonable  to  expect  Congress  will  exereipp  if  nnlr*;?  ;l  In  w  of  the  Terri- 
tory "  be  rtpugnant  to  (he  constihidonq/  tht  United  tatates^  or  the  acts  of 
Congress  (ip}dica^  !>  to  the  Terri lor jf.^^ 

Thp  act  of  February  12th  is  liable  to  no  such  objection.  Indeed,  had 
it  existed,  Copgress  would  have  annulled  it  at  their  last  session,  when 
brought  before  them  by  the  delegate  from  Michigan,  in  the  discussion  of 
this  very  controversy.  Its  existence  was  then  known  to  Congress,  and 
the  objections  made  to  proceeding  under  it  now  cannot  be  considered 
-valid. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  Heclarea  the  law  to  he 
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obligatory  iipon  all  jicrsons  icithin  Ike  liraits  of  Michigan;  and  vvhere^^ 
it  is  asked,  exists  the  power  to  prevent  its  operation  ? 

It  will  be  borae  in  miad  that  ]>roceedings  against  iDdividuals  residia^ . 
on  the  diapttted  tract  did  not  m&t  originate  under  the  act  of  Fehruaij^^ 
12th,  and  that  those  are  the  proceedings  of  the  Judiciary,  and  not  thei.. 
ExEcuTiYs.   The  undersigned  fully  concurs  in  the  first  sentiment  ex- 
pressed by  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard,    that  there  exists  no  controlUng, 
power  in  the  couqtry,  either  under  the  Federal  or  State  Government,  to. 
dictate  to  the*  tribunals  of  justice  the  course  to  be  pursued;^'  and,  withL 
this  firm  conviction^  he  cannot  inter/ere  in  the  execution  and  qnforcement 
of  the  act  of  February  12th,  by  the  judicial  department  of  the  Govern- 
ment.   'I'he  suggestions  are  submitted  for  his  consideration,    that,  as  the 
act  in  fjurstion  is  a  criminal  law,  the  power  of  the  Governor  has  been, 
thought  (  oiiipetent  to  dispense  wiili  its  opeiMtion,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  Without  interki itig  with  the  exeici^e  of  the  Judicial  power  of  the 
courts,"  and  "  whetlier  there  cannot  be  iouud  within  the  scope  of  his  pow- 
eis  u  iuoJu  of  dispensing  with  tlie  rigorous  puniahinents  of  a  criuiinai 
law,  without  clashing  with  any  co-ordinate  authority."    Coming,  as  these 
suggestions  do,  from  a  source  which  entitles  them  to  his  most  deliberate 
refiSetion,  the  undersigned  has  carefully  weighed  them  in  his  mind,  and* 
has  airrired  at  the  conclusion  tbat  there  exists  in  the  Executive  no  power 
or  aulhpriij'  to  suspend  the  operation  of  this  law,  eren  should  he  desire, 
it.   Its  execution  in.  all  respects  rests  with  the  courts.-  The  Executive- 
will  not,  ft  is  hoped,  be  called  on  to  act  until  after  conviction,  in  all  pro*^ 
secutions  under  it;  and  then  he  can  only  be  approached  in  his  exercise 
of  the  pardoning  power.  When  that  period  arrives,  each  prosecution  w*ill 
form  an  individual  case,  and  must  be  detennined  on  by  the  Kxt^cutive- 
from  the  facts  then  sii))mitted  to  him.    He  need  not  add,  that  it  cannot  be 
desired  or  expected  that  the  Governor  of  the  Territory  would  exercise  the 
removins  power  to  prevent  the  cnforremf  nt  of  this  law.    S.icli  an  ex* 
tension  of  power  w^ould  be  an  act  ol  executive  us  irjiatinn  and  tyrannv, 
and  would  be  placing  every  department  ol'  our  Governn;ent  within  the 
despotic  control  of  a  sintclc  officer. 

With  such  vicvv.^  aiivl  opiaions,  the  undprsi2;ned  is  constrained  to  say 
he  has  no  right  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  act  of  Fcbruaiy  12,  ISJd. 
If  he  could  suspend  the  operation  of  this  act,  it  might  be  asked,  what  law* 
of  the  Territorjr  t^dutd  not  be  under  his  control  whenever  the  'rerritoriai 
Exeeutiye  should' will  it  P  If  the  authorities,  in  executing  the  law,  should 
iisa/ofve,  ie  is  #ot,  it  is  conceived,  his  province  to  control  them.  The 
offieer  obeying^  order  of  the  court  must  exercise  his  discretion  in  the 
force  he  (deems  requisite  to  assist  him;  if- he  abuses  that  discretion,  he^ 
isHien  responsible  to  ilie  proper  department  of  Govet-nment.  The  Gov* 
emor  of  the  Territoiy,  it  is  thought,  has  no  connexion  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law,  until  called  upon  by  the  proper  authorities  for  the  as* 
sistance  the  laws  place  at  his  command.   \V'hcn  that  period  unhappily 
arrives,  it  will  be  his  duty  in  flr  termine  the  course  he  will  pui  sne ;  and, 
in  so  doin^i,  it  may  not  be  unnnportant  to  mention,  for  the  con^idei  ation- 
of  ^ies^rs.  Uu<h  end  Howard,  that  the  powers  and  duties  ol'  tlie  Gover- 
nor of  Michigan,  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  are  understood  to  be  the 
same  as  those  of  the  President,  under  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States.'  .     .  , 
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The  uiuleisigned  regrets  that  this  question  has  ever  been  brought  be- 
fore htm.  He  yields  to  no  man  in  his  attachment  for  the  President.  To 
'  the  wishes  of  that  indhidual,  he  feels  private  considerations  which  would 
indQcc  him  to  jield,'when  those  of  a  public  character  should  fail.  But 
at  present  he  is  warned  of  the  solemn  oath  under  which  he  acts;  and,  in  • 
obeying  its  injunctions,  must  be  the  guardian  of  his  own  honor  and  in- 
tegrity. Should  the  determination,  by  the  civil  authorities,  to  assert  the 
.  jtnisdtction  of  Michigan,  lead  to  bloodshed,  the  undersigned  would  de- 
plore such  a  calamity,  and,  in  his  regret,  would  recollect  the  loss  of  na- 
tional reputation  which  would  be  incurred.  But,  amidst  the  gloom  of 
the  Tnomeiit,  Michiccnn  will  consider  the  honor  and  reputation  she  has 
stake  d,  and,  id  (he  ir  preservation,  she  cannot  regard  the  sacrifices  by  . 
which  it  is  to  be  acc<Mr!pIished. 

Tlie  undei j-ia;iied,  with  sincerity,  must  express  the  saiisfartion  bo  has 
derived  i'vom  his  sliort  connexion  wiih  Messrs.  Kvisb  and  Howard,  and 
also  return  them  his  cordial  acknowledginents  lor  tlic  disinterested  feel- 
injes  which  they  have  cxprcssicd  in  behalf  of  Michigan^  as  well  as  their 
kindness  to  himself. 

In  conclusion,  be  would  repeat,  what  he  has  verbaDy  made  known  to 
Ihem,  that  he  Is  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  afford'  tliem  every 
assistance  within  his  Hmited  power  to  enable  them  to  accomplish  the 
desirable  objects  of  their  mission ;  and  he  avails,  himself  of  this  occasion 
to  assure  them  that  he  is,  with  sentiments'  of  the  highest  consideration 
and  esteem,  their  obedient  ser^^nt,

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  20th- instant,  informinc:  mc  that  the  President  considers  that  the  civil 
ji]risdif'lion  of  Michigan  should  be  sustained  over  the  district  of  connlry 
claimed  by  Ohio,  and  the  actsof  Coniriess  establlsbinjj  the  Territory  fuUy 
executed,  until  they  are  repealed  or  niodifted  by  Consress. 

The  objert  here  contemplated  by  the  President,  he  is  oi  opinion,  may 
be  effected  by  ihe  civil  auiiiorilies  without  the  aid  of  armed  force  of  any 
kind.  He  recommends  to  both  parties  sul)niission  to  civil  process,  and 
urges  the  courts  of  justice  as  the  proper  tribunal  lor  the  adjustment  of 
ihe  question,  and  not  the  battle  field:  The  authorities  of  MicJugan  have 
shown Hheir  concuirence  with  this  suggestion  by  the  exertions  they  have 
made  to  bring  the  question  before  some  judicial  tribunal.  '  The  persons 
arrested  by  them  have  been  urged  to  plead  to  the  jartsdiction  of  our  eoiirts.

but  without  success :  propositions  were  also  made  to  Governor  Lucas  to 
suspend  his  operations  until  a  case  could  be  made  and  .detetmined  by  . 
the  courts;  but  these,  and  every  opDortunitj.for  a  judical  decision,  haT% 
been  studiously  avoided  by  Ohio.  Under  such  circumstances,  I  -emsidvt 
the  hope  of  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  controversy  nearly,  if  not 
altogettier,  abandoned. 

A  crisis  has  at  last  arrived  when  I  consider  the  General  Governinent 
called  upon  to  abandon  the  attitude  of  mediators,  and  at  once  energeti* 
cally  to  assert  the  sovereignly  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  It 
is  needlos'^  to  disguise  the  fact  that  further  nerjcotiation  is  fruitless.  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  has  issued  orders  for  a  force  of  ten  thousand  men  to  repair 
to  Perrysburg,  for  tlie  purpose  of  sustaining  and  enforcing  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  his  State.  When  1  left  Monroe  yesterdny,  5ix  hundred  had  arriv- 
ed, and  others  were  hourly  expected.  This  movement,  on  the  part  of 
Cftiio,  disguised  as  it  may  he,  mn>t  l^o  ronsi  lered  as  an  overt  act  of  treason. 
Should  her  troo])s  cross  the  boundary  line,  they  must  be  resisted.  Will 
the  Oitternment  permit  it  to  pass  unnoticed  ?  As  citizens,  owing  allegi- 
an^'Wtb^'Uirited  States,  the  people  of  Michigan  will  not,  and  should 
not,  tft^er  it  to  pass  unopposed.  • 

•  Uiider  oitr  militia  law,  each  commander  of  a  company,  regiment,  bri- 
pde,  or  dittsioh  is  empowered  to  call  his  respective  command  into  serrice 
in  case  of  any  insurrection  or  invasion  whatsoerer.  I  consider  myself 
ealled  on  to  say,  frankly,  to  the  Government,  that  the  moment  any 
portion  of  the  Ohio  militia  cross  Fulton's  line,  they  will  be  opposed 
and  .resisted  by  our  citizens.  Further  delay  hy  the  administration 
will  bring  upon  them  the  accusation  of  having  fomented  a  civil  war; 
for  I  do  solemnly  assure  you,  sir,  that  no  power,  save  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  will  prot-  ct  our  countrymen  from  the  stigma  of  staining 
their  hands  with  each  other's  blood.  The  Government  must  make  tlie. 
leap,  and  the  sooner  now  the  safer. 
You  remark  that  tlie  President  entirely  approves  my  determination- 

to  cease  either  to  advise  or  direct  the  judiciary."  I  must  be  permitted  dis- 
tinctly to  say  that  my  advice  has  never  been  otfered  but  for  the  purpose 
of  prodiking  conciliation  and  fiirbearanee.  Such  Advice  has  been  jiveti 
as  an  individual  member  of  societyi  but  not  as  a  ptibNc  officer.  So  far 
bare  i  advised^  direet:  I  have  never  dared  to  attempt  it.  And  I  only 
made  use  of  the  language  I  should  hereafter  neither  advise  nor  dinet 
the  judiciary,"  when  1  considered  myself  required  to  direct  the  courts. 
I  wish  it  distinctly  understood  that  the  language  of  my  letter  of  the  9th 
iastaot  was  intended  for  any  thing  but 'an  admission  that  1  had  or  could 
direct  the  judiciary .

In  consequence  of  the  serious  character  which  the  eontroversy  between 
Ihe  State  of  Ohio  and  the  Michigan  Tenitoiy  is  assuming,  the  nndersisned 
is  induced  distinctly  to  communicate,  in  writing,  to  Messrs*  Rush  and  How- 
ard, as  he  lias  before  stated  to  them  verbally,  that  if  the  authorities  of  die 
.State  can  be  satisfied  with  the  running  of  the  northern  boundary  line  as 
jiow  contemplated,  unattended  by  any  otb^r  attempt  to  extend  their  juris- 
diction over  the  district  of  country  beiqnging  to  Michigan,  the  authorities 
of  the  Territory  will  interpose  no  obstacles  to  the  measure.  The  run-, 
ning  of  this  line  must  be  in  contemplation  of  a  jurisdiction  to  be  exer- 
cised when  the  competent  tribunal  decides  the  question  for  them,  and 
not  in  furtherance  of  an  asstnned  and  usurped  jurisdiction  by  the  State. 

The  undersigned,  in  making  this  proposition  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Governor  of  Ohio  for  his  consideration,  does  not  exercise  an  official  pow- 
er, but  acts  merely  as  the  organ  of  that  which  he  conceives  to  be  public 
sentiment  in  Michigan.

Whereas,  wah  a  view  to  maintain  the  jurisdiction  and  just  rights  of 
,thi8  Territory  over  all  the  country  included  within  its  boundaricS|  by 
the  ojilin  incc  ot  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  the  act  of 
CoMi^K  ss  ciirlitccri  Imndred  and  five,  a  law'  was  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
tive L  ouijcii  at  ilicir  lat.1  session,  entitled  An  act  to  prevent  the  exercise 
of  a  foreign  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  the*Territory  of  Michigan 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  this  law  have  been  construed  to  ren* 
der  penal,  as  an  set  of  jurisdiction,  the  running  of  a  boondanr  line  within 
'the  limits  of  this  Territory,  except  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  Territory: 

And  whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio  have  passed 
^  act  providing  for  running  a  lin^  within  the  original  limits  of  this  Ter-> 
dtoiy,  and  for  ui€  extension  of  the  jurisdiction  of  that  State  over  all  that 
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portion  ot  the  Territory  south  of  this  line ;  and  the  £xecuttTe  of  the 
State  baa  atleispted  to  extend  this  jarisdietion  and  run  this  line,  but  haB 
been  prevented  from  accompUshtng  the  same  by  judicial  process,  issued 
iyy  the  apthoricies  of  this  Territory  : 

And  whereas  the  people  of  this  Territory  can  have  no  other  objections 
10  the  I  unnini^  of  this  line  than  such  as  result  from  its  being  an  exercise 
of  jurisdiction  on  the  part  of  Ohio  over  a  constituent  part  of  the  Teiri- 
tory,  but  are  willing,  from  conciliatory  motives,  that  the  authorities  or 
individunls  ot"  ihat  or  any  other  State  should  make  any  survey,  not 
interlcrini;  w  ith  private  rights,  w  hich  may  be  useful  in  ascertaining  and 
clecidinir  any  point  in  wliich  they  may  feel  interested  : 

And  whoroas  the  ]>eople  o\  this  Territory  are  sincerely  desirous  that 
the  coiuroversv  with  the  State  of  Ohio  <lu;uld  be  amicablv  adjusted  and 
terminated  ;  and,  at  all  ovcnts,  that  further  proccedinss  should  be  s^tayed 
by  the  parties  intcrchtcd  uniii  the  constitutional  tribunals  can  act  in  the 
matter,  and  are  disposed,  by  an  act  of  ibrbearancc,  to  evince  tlie  anxiety 
Ihey  feel  on  the  subject:  therefore  be  it,  and  it  hereby  is,  . 

Buolved^  (and  made  known  by  the  convention  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of.  Ibrming  a  Stale  constitution,) 
That  no  obstniction  or  impediment  will,  or  ought,  in  their  opinion,  to  be 
interposed  by  the  people  or  authorities  of  this  Territory,  to  prevent  the 
running  or  remarking  of  the  line  called  Harris's  line^"  nor  any  prose- 
cution instituted  therefor,  provided  .the  same  be  accompanied  on  the  part 
of  Ohio  by  no  other  exercise  of  jurisdiction.

Sir:  Youl*  commtinication  of  June  Ist  1  did  not  receive  for  several 
days  after  it  arrived  at  Teconiseh,  as  I  was  absent  from  home  in  western 

I  now  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you  a  full  statement  of  the 
facts  in  relation  i<>  f!in  arrest,  flighty  anrl  exarninadon  of  the  Oliio  codi- 
niissiouers  and  tiieit  ]>arty,  on  the  2fith  April,  while  attempting  to  re- 
mark Harris  \s  lin-  in  Lenawee  county,  Michigan  Territory.  I  was  an 
eyewitness  of  mo  t  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  within  communications, 
and  know  tliein  to  be  true.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor,  hei?ewith,  to  .transmit  to  you  certified  copies  of 
the  affidavit  and  warrants  on  which  the  officers  of  Ohio  were  .arrested 
whiie  attempting  to  remark  the'  Harris  line,  as  it  is  comnxHily  called. 
And  as  the  report  of  the  Ohio  commissioners  to  Governor  Lucas,  n  l  the 
letters  published  by  them,  are  calculated,  by  giving  a  iialse  coloring  to 
the  transaction,  to  mislead  the  public,  I  forward  you  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  facts  which  came  under  my  own  immediate  observation. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  April  25,  1835,  I  received,  as  deputy  sheritf  of 
Lenawee  county,  from  Mr.  Justice  Hewitt,  a  warrant  drawn  on  thr  within 
in*  iiti  itjod  aflHlavit  of  Mr.  Jordan.  From  the  best  inlurni  iLii  u  on  the 
suliji  (  t  I  (ouid  obtain,  f  siij)j)(>.sed  the  Ohio  party  conbiaied  of  about 
Jui'li^  anned  men,  and  lhai  the  warrant  could  not  be  served  wiihoul  as- 
sistance from  my  IcUow-citizens.  I  therefore  collected  together  about 
thirty  men  in  the  village  of  Adrian  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  (25th 
April, )  and,  thiiduDg  it  a  necessary  precaution,  1  armed  them  with  bus* 
keta 'belonging  to  the  tTerritory  of  Michigan. 

Eariy  the  next  iMirning  ( being  Sunday )  I  started  with  my  small  party  ^ 
intending  to  overtake  end  arrest  the  Ohio  eommi^noiiersand  their  eseorl). 
Mc*y  hy  virtve  of  the  said  Warrant.    About  neon  we  came  upon  theift 
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icHUteen  miles  mmSi  of  Adriati,  eniunped  in  a  aauii  field  owned  by  one 
Pllfilips,  ieven  miles  north  of  the  Ohio  line,  and  in  the  eouoty  of  Le* 

nawee,  and  Territor}'of  Michigan. 

When  I  arrived  within  a  half  mile  of  the  Ohio  party,  I  left  my  assist- 
ants under  the  eliu^  of  another  deputy  sheriif,  and,  accompani^  by  S, 
.  Blanchard,  Esq.,  went  forward  in  order  to  make  the  arrest  in  as  quiet 
and  peaceable  a  manner  as  possible.  On  arriving  at  their  encampment,  I 
inquired  for  Messrs.  Taylor,  Patterson,  anH  Seely,  the  Ohio  commission- 
ers appointed  to  run  and  remark  the  «aiil  luie,  and  was  told  they  had 
Stepped  out,  and  would  be  ai  in  a  lew  nionients. 

While  I  was  waiting  for  our  party  to  come  up,  and  for  the  commission- 
ers to  return.  Colonel  Hawkins  observed,  "  our  friends  are  comins 
(meaaiiig  my  party,)  "  and  we  must  be  ))repared  for  them  and  imme- 
diately some  eight  or  ten  of  the  Ohio  party  ai'med  themselves  with  rifles^ 
and  loaded  them  in  my  presence,  ezdaimipg,  at  the  same  time,  that  th^ 
loou/d  not  be  taken.  In  a  few  moments  my  friends  eame  up,  and,  finding 
the  commissioners  bad  gone  out  not  to  reirnn^  I  eommaneed  anrestine 
the  armed  party,  consisting  of  Colonels  Hawkins,  Seott,  CJoixld,  and 
Fletcher,  Major  Rice,  Captain  Biggerstaff,  and  Messrs.  Ellsworth,  Moale, 
and  Rickets. 

After  arresting  Colonel  Hawkins,  who  had  in  his  band  a  large  horse- 
man's pistol,  and  another  pistol  in  his  pocket,  both  loaded,  the  remainder 
of  the  party  took  a  position  in  a  log  house  near,  and  barricadoed  the  door. 
When  I  approached  with  my  party  within  about  right  rods  of  the  house, 
they  all  ratio  out,  except  Colonel  Fletcher  ;  and,  as  I  walked  U]i  to  make 
the  arrest,  some  of  them  cocked  their  rifles,  brought  them  to  the  position 
■of  "r^flf/i/,"  and  directed  me  to  stand  oiF,  for  tlu y  \\ould  not  be  taken. 
As  I  continued  to  advance  on  them,  four  of  the  parly  turned,  and  i  ctn  for 
the  woods,  when  a  few  musket  shots  were  fired  over  their  heads,  and  a 
rush  made  after  them.  After  pursuing  them  about  thirty  rods  into  the 
woods,  tbey  were  overtaken  and  arcested. 

The  report  that  one  man  of  the  Ohio  party  had  a  ball  pass  throttg)i  hia 
iilothes  is  undoubledlF  a  mistake.  I  was  with  them  three  days  after  the 
arrest,  and  heard  nothing  of  the  eloee  9hot  alluded  to  by  the  Ohio  com- 
missioners in  their  report ;  and  I  firmly  believe,  if  such  had  been  the/crcl, 
i  sbould  have  lieard  of  it  on  their  examination  before  the  justice,  or  hare 
■eeen  the  hall  hole* 

The  nine  persons  arrested  were  brought  to  Tecumseh ;  and,  after  a 
very  full  and  indulgent  examination  before  C.  Hewitt,  Esq.,  justice  of 
the  peace,  (as  will  more  fully  appear  by  the  certificate  of  said  justice, 
hereunto  annexed,)  two  of  tliem  were  dischari2;ed,  for  want  of  sufficient 
evidence  to  hold  them  to  bail ;  six  gave  bail  to  appear  at  our  next  court; 
and  our,  (Colonel  Fletcher.  U\v  direction  of  Governor  Lucas,  as  be  says, 
refused  to  give  bail,  and  l>  now  in  the  custody  o^  the  jailer  at  Tecumseh, 
where  he  is  permitted  to  so  nt  larire  on  his  parole  of  honor, 

I  consider  ii  my  duty  further  to  state  that  the  chai  ge  repeatedly  made, 
'Ukat  the  officers  of  Ohio  were  arrested  by  a  military  party  vmder  Genetal 
Brown^  is  not  true.  He  accompanied  me  as  a  citizen  of  Michigan,  without 
any  official  station  whatever;  and  the  whole  movement  above  alluded  to 
was,  on  part  of  Michigan,  merely  a  civil  operation,  under  the  sheriff 
'of  this  county,  to  sustain  the  laws  <^  Michigan.  I  am  not  aware  that 
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tlicK  has  been  a  call  on  the  militia  of  Micln'trnii  in  any  maDuer  connected 
with  ibe  Ohio  and  Michigan  boundary  queatioo.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  contained  in  your  communi- 
cation of  June  !,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  tlie  following  as  a 
statement  of  the  facts  connected  with  the  operations  agaiust  those  indivi- 
duals in  this  county  who  were  prosecuted  for  a  violation  of  the  act  of  the 
Legislative  Council  of  February  12,  1885.. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  receipt  bj  me  of  Ithe' warrants  lierein- 
after  mentioned,  against  certain  individuals  for  the  Tiofaition'  of  the  act  of 
February  service     process  in  the  southern/part  of  this  countjr 

was  often  met  with  a  denial  of  ell  jurisdiction  by  Michigan  over  the  Ter- 
ritory, and  an  assumption  of  the  sole  right  of  Ohio  and  her  officers  to  do 
any  official  act.  Contumely  and  reproach  were  thrown  upon  the  authori- 
ties of  Michfgan,  and  both  myself  and  my  deputies  were  threatened  with 
personal  violence,  and  with  imprisonment  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  if  we 
persisted  in  serving  civil  process  f>n  what  was  called  the  disputed  ground. 
These  threats  \y^e  not  only  frequent,  but  were  made  by  many  of  the 
most  influential  portion  of  the  inhabitants  in  (hat  part  of  the  ronntry.  No 
actual  or  forcible  resistance,  however,  was  made  either  to  me  or  my  de- 
puties, until  the  third  day  of  April  last,  when  a  warrant  to  appiehend 
certain  persons  living  at  Toledo,  on  the  disputed  tract,  (so  called,)  who 
were  charged  with  being  guilty  of  an  allray,  was  issued  by  Horace  Thach- 
er,  Esq.,  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  and  committed  for  service 
to  Ira  Smith,  one  of  my  deputies.  After  he  hjid  wrested  the  persons 
mentioned  in  the  warrant,  several  tndividOalsi  among  whom  were  Naamani 
Goodsel  and  George  McKay,  advised  the  prisoners  not  to  go  with  tha. 
officer,  deelaring  that  the  officers  of  Michigan  had  no  right  to  arrest  theib ; 
tliat  fhef  were  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio ;  that  they  ouf^t  to  restft^ 
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and,  if  they  had  committed  any  offence,  to  go  to  some  magistrate  in  Ohio, 
and  be  tried  for  it,  and  that  ^f  iehigan  had  no  jurisdictional  rights  there.. 
They  then  took  the  prisoners  by  force,  and  rescued  them  from  the  cus- 
tody of  the  otiicer.  'I'his  was  immediately  before  the  fitting  of  the  circuit 
court  at  Monroe,  at  its  April  term,  on  the  7th  day  of  tliat  montli.  On 
the  8th  day  of  April  an  indictment  was  returned  into  said  court,  found 
by  the  graud  jurors  against  said  Goodsel  and  McKay  for  aiding,  assisting, 
and  advising  said  pri^^oners  to  escape,  a  copy  whereof,  obtained  from  the 
clerk'b  oiiice,  is  hereuiiiu  annexed,. marked  A  ;  and  on  the  same  day  a 
bench  warrant,  issued  from  said  court  for  the  apprehension  of  said  Good- 
sel and  McKay,  was  put  into  my  handA  for  service.  Knowing  the  excited 
state  of  feeling  at  Toledo,  and  having  repeatedly  understood,  that  said 
Goodsel  and  McKay  had  declared  that  they  would  not  be  arrested  by  an 
officer  acting  under  the  authority  of  Michigan,  and  that  others  had  avow- 
ed their  intention  to  protect  them  even  by  force,  I  deemed  it  prudent  i(y 
take  with  me  ei^teen  or  twenty  men  to  assist  in  serving  the  process  if 
forcible  resistance  should  be  made.  The  bench  warrant,  a  copy  whereof 
is  annexed,  marked  B,  was  committed  to  me  in  the  afternoon,  and  made 
returnable  forthwith.  Immediately  after  receiving;  it,  I  started  for  Toledo, 
and  arrived  there  about  four  o'clock  in  thejnorning.  1  went  first  to  the 
dwelling  of  Mnjnr  Benjamin  F.  Stickney,  accompanied  by  only  tliree  men. 
We  went  to  the  door,  and  knocked.  Goodsel  came  to  the  windov/,  and 
demanded  who  was  lliere  ;  one  of  the  company  gave  his  name.  He  fur- 
ther inquired  if  we  were  from  IVlonroe  ;  being  answered  in  tiie  alTuma- 
tive,  he  said  we  could  not  come  in.  I  then  told  him  that  I  had  a  bench 
warrant  against  him,  committed  to  me  as  sheriH*,  and  tliat  I  must  come  in, 
and  make  service.  He  answered  that  we  Should  not  come  in ;  that  he 
had  guns,  and  they  were  well  loaded,  and  if  we  came  in  it  must  be  at  our 
peril.  We  also  saw  one  or  more  individuals  in  the  house  with  GoodseK 
We  then  retired  from  the  court-yard  into  the  road,  and  some  three  or 
four  individuals  of  our  company  were  called,  and  we  returned  to  the  door. 
I  repeatedly  demanded  admittdneej  which  was  as  often  refused.  Qood- 
sell  said  if  we  did  not  go'away  he  would  shoot  us ;  he  opened  a  window, 
and  directed  a  gun  towards  us,  declaring  that  it  was  loaded,  and  that  he 
would  fire.  I  found  that  no  admittance  could  be  ohtained  without  open- 
ing the  door  by  force,  which  was  done  with  as  littlr  injury^ns  possible.. 
Tn  the  hall  we  met  Mr.  Goodsel  near  the  door  with  his  gun  in  his  hand. 

He  was  arrested,  and  taken  to  Monroe,   Stickney  was  in  the  house 

at  the  same  time,  and  n])pearod  to  be  assisting  Goodsel  in  his  resistance. 
We  saw  no  females  ui  tlie  liouse,  nor  did  we  enter  anJ*«room  except  the 
hall;  but, as  we  were  returning  after  having  arrested  M?{*  Goodsel, I  saw 
two  females,  said  to  be  Mrs.  Goodsel  and  a  daughter  of  Major  Stickney, 
who  appeared  to  have  come  out  of  the  back  door  of  the  house,  and  were 
running  up  the  road  towards  the  village  vociferating  for  help.  I  went  to 
them,  and  requested  them  to  return,  assuring  them  of  the  safety  of  Mr. 
Goo^l,  and  that  they  were  in  no  danger.  1  saw  no  improper  conduct 
towards  them,  and  heard  no  insulting  word  from  any  individual,  and  am 
confident  in  saying  that  nothing  transpired  towards  them  of  an  abusive  or 
improper  character; 

1  then  wont,  accompanied  by  two  men,  to  the  office  where  Mr.  McKay 
lodged,         building  was  not  fastened,  and  wc  entered  and  passed  to 
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his  sleeping  room.    I  called  liim  by  lidiiii,,  told  him  (li.;L  i  h,id  a  warrant 
a^ainstjiliim.  and  wished  liiin  to  2;et  up,  and  go  with  me  to  Monroe,  lie 
niado  A'tlmk  to  rise,  buteeizecl  n  gun  whidh  was  placed  at  the  head  ot 
his  bed»  .Wcf  took  hold  of  the  gun^  and  wrested  it  from  him.

McKay  (as  well  a>  tbe  feitfales  at  Major  Stiekney's)  hatlooed".  * 
and  shouted,  apparently  for  the  ptirpose  of  i  ai>:inL:  the  inliabitants  of  thev 
village  for  a  rescue.    Alaim  guns  Wer^  fiTed,  and  lioins  hU)wn  in  ditier-  .* 
cnt  parts  of  the  villai:e,  and  tlie  people  i)ei!;an  to  gather  before  we  left.'f, 
We  were  })iirsne'd  U\  a  cmni^  iny  of  men  Avhom  we  dislinetly  he«ird  behind 
us,  amounting  in  nutiiher  to  lifty  or  sixty,  armed  witli  gUus,  andcIt9l:(flNilir 
the  rescue  ot  the  })ris()ncr?!,  f)ut  they  dicl  not  overtake  us.  ^  ^  ' 

On  the  loth  (!;»v  of  April  1  received  four  beiich  warrants  issued  from 
the  same  court  against  the  following  individuals,  viz  :  Piatt  Card,  lienja- 
min  F.  Stiekuey,  John  Baldwin,  Granville  Jones,  Elisha  H.  Fasset,  ^^alnu- 
el  Kddes,  and  Alberl  S.  .McDt)Dal4,. founded^ on  indictments  exhibiitd 
against  them  by  the  grand  juiy  for  a  violation. of  the  legidative  act  of 
February  12, 1835.  At  the  time^when  I  ree^ived'Aose- warrants  for  ser* 
vice^  it  was  reported  at  Monroe  that  at  feast  one  hundred  men  were  in 
arms  at  Toledo  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  by  violent  measures  the  ser* 
vice  of  any  process  which  nnght  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  Michi- 
gan against  any  of  the  inhabitants  on  the  disputed  territory.  It  was 
known  that  many  of  the  citizens  of  Toledo  had  obtained  arras  for  that 
purpose;  that  they  had  a  sentry  patrolling  the  streets  during  the  night 
previous  ;  and  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  village  had 
for  several  days  re!inr|i!ished  their  usual  avocations,  and  given  themselves 
up  to  a  strange  excitement  against  the  authority  of  Michigan,  pirect  in- 
formation, added  to  what  I  had  myself  seen  when  serving  the  processes 
previously  committed  to  me,  forbade  my  discrediting  the  report  of  the 
resistance  intended  by  the  jjeople  of  1  uledo  (a  the  service  of  the  precej)t9 
then  in  my  hands.  I  therefore  called  out  tlie  power  of  the  county,  to  the 
number  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  men,  or  thereabouts,  and  with  them 
proceeded  towards  Toledo  late  in  the  afternoon  of  the  11th  of  ApriK 
We  arrived  at  that  viHase  about  ten  o'elpck  next' morning;  but  eveiyin^ 
dividoal  against  whom  fhad  process  for  the  violation  of  said  act,  with  a 
single  ezoeption,  had  iled.  The  individual  who  remained  ( Captain  John 
Baldwin)  was  arrested,  and  brought  te  Monroe,  and  was  discharged  by 
the  court  on  showing  a:  inistake  in  the  person^  the  fiather  being  intended, 
instead  of  tibe  son  who  was  arrested.  At  the  time  when  I  called  out  this 
posse.  General  J.  VV.  Brown  was  at  Monroe  with  his  staff,  as  was  also- 
General  Humphrey,  who  resides  there,  and  they,  with  other  citizens, 
wero  requested  by  me  to  join  the  ])osse.  They  accompanied  us,  not  in 
an  oliicial  capacity,  nm  ith  auy  th!n<r  like  military  comniautl,  htit,  like- 
other  citizens,  as  tuoiubers  of  a  sIh  l  ilPs  posse.  At  my  request  ihey  used 
their  exeriiuus  to  preserve  the  niusi  perfect  order,  civility,  and  decorum 
among  our  men,  but  all  were  subject  to  my  direction.  The  expectation 
of  tlnding  resistance  from  an  armed  force  at  Toledo  rendered  it  pi udem', 
in  my  opinioii,  to  take  with  us  a  small  quantity  of  arms  and  ammunition. 
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and  tlicy  were  according;!/  obtained  for  a  part  of  our  men,  but  \\  k\i  posi- 
tive directions  not  to  use  tbera  in  any  event  except  in  case  of  necessity 
for  self-defence,  and  then  only  under  my  orders. 

Since  the  time  last  above  referred  to,  several  of  the  persons  mentioned 
in  said  bench  warrants  have  returned,  and  have  been  arrested  on  them. 
In  one  or  two  instances  there  was  forcible  resistance  to  the  officer  making 
the  arrest,  but  nothing  requiring  me  again  to  call  out  the  power  of  the 
county.    There  have  also  been  several  other  instances  of  resistance  to 
*:the  service  of  process  on  the  disputed  tract;  but  as  they  did  not  impose 
the  disagreeable  necessity  of  calling  assistance,  and  as  the  above  is  the 
•  only  instance  in  which  I  have  taken  a  posse  to  Toledo  to  assist  in  arrest- 
ing persons  prosecuted  under  the  legislative  act  in  (juestion,  1  need  not 
,  pursue  the  subject  further.    1  am  happy  to  state  that  at  this  time,  and 
^    since  the  excitement  of  the  moment  has  passed  away,  the  people  on  the  ter- 
ritor}'  in  dispute  seem  disposed  neither  to  deny  nor  resist  proce  ss  issued 
under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  my  official  acts  witliin  its  iiiuits  are, 
as  formerly,  acquiesced  in  by  the  inhabitants  with  the  same  willingness 
as  in  any  other  part  of  the  county.

and  also  to  hear  and  determine  divers  felonies,  trespasses,  and  other  mis- 
deeds committed  in  the  said  county,  came  Henry  Clark,  jun.,  who,  upoa 
his  oath,  did  make  complaint  and  say,  that,  on  said  3d  day  of  April,  at  To- 
ledo, in  said  township,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  aforesaid,  John  Carr, 
Thomas  Tracy,  J.  R.  Carr,  and  Benjamin  Ferral,  and  also  severd  otheis 
whose  names  were  unknown  to  said  Clark,  had  broken  the  peace  of  the 
inhabitants  in  Toledo,  and  were  engaged  in  an  affray  in  said  place ;  and 
thereupon  the  said  Horace  Thacher,  justice  as  aforesaid,  did  then  and 
*  there  make  a  certain  warrant  under  his  hand,  in  due  form  of  law,  bearing; 
date  the  said  3d  day  of  April,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  directed  to  the  sheriff 
€r  any  constable  of  the  said  county  of  Monroe,  commanding  him,  the  said 
sheriff  or  constable,  to  take  the  bodies  of  the  said  John  Carr,  Thomas 
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Tracy,  J.  R.  Carr, ^Benjamin  Feftrel,  John  Doe,  Jolin  Dae,  jun.,  Richard 
Roe,  Richard  Roe,  jun.,  &c.,  if  they  were  to  be  found  in  said  county,  and 
them  safely  keep,  so  that  he  might  have  their  bodies  forthwith  before  the 
said  justice  of  the  peace,  or  some  other  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county,  ^

that  a  certain  George  McKay,  late  of  said  township  of  Port  Lawrence, 
and  a  certain  Naaman  Goodsel,  late  of  said  township,  well  knowing  the 
premises,  afterwards,  and  whilst  the  said  John  Carr,  Thomas  Tracy,  and 
Benjamin  Ferrel  were  in  the  custody  as  aforesaid  of  said  Smith,  deputy 
sheriff  as  aforesaid,  and  on  said  warrant,  aiid  for  the  cause  aforesaid,

thority to  act  as  an  officer  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  that  they 
were  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Michigan,  and  advised  the  said  Joha 
Carr,  Thomas  Tracy,  and  Benjamin  Ferrel  to  escape  and  depart  from 
the  custody  of  the  Said  Smith,  deputy  sheriff  aforesaid,  wheresoever  they 
would  ;  whereby  the  said  John  Carr,  Thomas  Tracy,  and  Benjamin  Fer- 
rel did  then  and  there  escape  from  the  custody  of  the  said  Smith,  to  go 
at  large  whithersoever  they  would ;  and  so  the  jurors  aforesaid  do  say 
that  the  said  George  McKay  and  Naaman  Goodsel,  then  and  there,  in 
manner  and  form  aforesaid,  were  aiding  and  assisting  the  said  John  Carr, 
Thomas  Tracy,  and  Benjamin  Ferrel  to  make  their  escape  from  and  out  of 
the  custody  of  the  said  Smith,  deputy  sheriff  as  aforesaid,  to  the  great  hin- 
drance and  obstruction  of  justice,  in  contempt  of  said  United  States,  to 
the  evil  example  of  all  others  in  like  case  offending,  and  against  the  form 
and  effect  of  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided  within  said  Ter- 
ritory.

1  his  coiM>e 
is  not  t'xptrsily  suggestrd  ^y  you;  huf,  us  tl  e  pioposilic.ns  sul  njilled  lor 
the  adjustment  of  ilie  coiilt ovcf sy  witli  Ol  io  can  le  rariied  into  efiect 
on  li.e  pari  of  AJicliigan  by  I  gislaiiNO  uciiori  only,  if  at  ail,  1  hi.ve  idcpt- 
ed  the  sole  moans  of  mcctinii:  }our  views,  j  nd  have,  by  pio<  lambtiiin, 
convtincd  tie  Ltgislaiive  Couik  il  on  the  nilitiay  of  August  next,  for  the 
purpose  of  lakn  e  ilie  subject  intu  considt^ration. 

Where,  I  would,  howevei,  lespeLiluUy  ahk,  exists  that  eaithly  power 
which  can  ]>erniit  a  Stale  to  aa^Minc  jurib«ticrtioa  over  a  'l  enitoiy  of  the 
United  Siaiea  so  long  aa  acts  of  Con|;re»B  for  ita  government  remain  un- 
repealed,  and  the  Pf eaident  if*  aworn  to  ai «  the  laws  faiifa:'ulty  t  xei  uted  f 

It  can  aearttlj  be  neeessary  at  preaenifio  urge  upon  ycur  conaideratioD* 
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the  difficulties  and  objeeUona  whieli  occur  to  my  mind  forbiddiiig  the  pro- 
posed compromise.  In  my  letter  to  Mes^sis.  Kush  and  Howard  I  stated 
my  reaijonii  for  then  rejecting  this  proposition,  it  is  before  jqu  :  my  views 
yet  remain  unaltered,  and,  1  think,  unalteraBle.  I  Will,  however,  iolluw 
tbe  precedent  set  bjr  the  Governor  of  Ohio,  and  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  Legislature.  .  To  that  body  I  will  sabnit  the  subject,  and  abide  their 
decision. 

One  assertion  it  may  not  be  unimportant  here  to  notice.  I  find  it  de- 
clared in  the  law  of  Ohio,  to  which  my  attention  has  been  drawn,  that  a 
perfect  organization  of  government  exists  throughout  the  disputed  terri- 
tory, under  the  laws  of  that  State'.  The  objecta  to  be  gained  lay  that  as- 
sertion 1  am  at  a  loss  to  determine,  unless  possession  is  to  be  urged  on 
the  p.irt  of  Ohio  in  favor  of  her  claim  before  the  next  Conj^ress.  Such 
1  fear  to  be  the  cusc,  and  I  must  urir;e  upon  tne  Ceneral  Government  the 
fact  that  tlie  jurisdiction  ol  Oliio  has  not  as  yet  been  known  on  thnf  ter- 
ritory. The  jui  is(h'ction  of  Michij:an  is  conij)lete.  If  Ohio  is  satisbed 
with  the  possessions  slie  h;.s,  u hy  tlie  late  meeting. of  her  Legislature, 
or  the  present  proposed  terms  lV)r  adjustn»ent  ? 

iiy  then,  possession  is  already  brouj^lit  up  against  the  right  of  Michigan, 
I  would  ask,  can  it  be  expected  that  she  can  exercise  a  concurrent  juris- 
diction over  a^part  of  her  soil  with  another  State  ?  '  What  are  the  terms 
upon  which  jurisdiction  is  to  be  exercised  ?  Neither  party  shall  use  force ; 
but  the  people  are  to  submit  to  such  laws  and  to  such  officers  as  they  may 
cAoose.  If  they  object  to  the  execution  of  a  law,  it  must  not  be  enforced* 
The  people  residing  on  the  disputed  territory,  you  are  aware,  favor  the 
claim  of  Ohio.  To  the  laws  of  that  State  they  are  willing  to  submit.  I 
wouhl  respectfully  ask  if  an  unconditional  surrender  by  Michigan  of  her 
jurisdiction  and  territory  would  not  better  subserve  the  purposes  of  Ohio.. 
Either  wm'II  be  equally  injurious  to  the  ri*2;h*s  of  the  Territory. 

I  had  ho;>(d,  sii,  that  tliis  unj)leasant  correbpondence  would  not  again 
have  hrvn  rrnoufd.  No  one  can  feel  more  soliritude  than  myself  for  an 
aniioj'blc  afiin-n  .t  ut  oi  tbis  unlortun  Ue  contro\  trsy,  ])rovided  tiie  honor 
and  iiiibts  ol  tbe  TeiTitoiy  with  which  I  am  identifipfl  are  not  s^icrificed^ 
For  myself,  I  have  no  personal  con.'»idcrations  iuvoU  ed  in  the  question^ 
nor  in  (he  course  I  shall  pursue.  While  I  will  endeavor  to  discharge  my 
duties  faithfuUy  as  a  public  oOicer  of  the  Qeneral  Government,  I  feelths^ 
I  am  not  to  foirget  that  1  have  the  rights  of  a  high-minded  and  patriotic 
people  in  my  hands.  There  rights  are  not  to  be  hazarded  until  the  people 
themselves  eeaee  to  value  them.  Before  their  immediate  representatives 
I  will  place  the  charge  committed  to  me.  The  result  of  their  deliherationft 
will  be  communicated  to  you.  In  the  mean  time,  I  trust  nothing  will  occur 
at  varianoe  with  the  amicable  disposition  and  determination  of  the  Presi- 
dent. •

Sir  :  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  I  have  this  moment  received  the  un- 
pleasant information  that  a  rencontre  has  taken  place  at  Toledo,  in  w  hich 
the  sheriff  of  Monroe  county  is  said  to  have  been  mortally  wounded. 
The  sheriff  was  engaged  in  the  peaceable  exercise  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  you  can  readily  conceive  the  excitement  prevailing  amongst 
our  citizens  ;  I  shall  depart  immediately  for  Monroe,  and  will  from  that 
place  represent  to  you  all  the  facts  connected  with  this  unfortunate 
affair.

MoxROE,  July  17,  1835. 

Sir  :  As  intimated  in  my  letter  of  yesterday,  I  forward  you  all  the 
facts  connected  with  the  recent  disturbances  at  Toledo.  The  affidavits 
enclosed  are  so  full  in  themselves  as  to  render  comment  on  my  part  en- 
tirely unnecessary.  The  case  is  submitted  to  the  President,  with  the 
again  repeated  request  that  he  may  exercise  his  official  interposition. 

Wood,  the  sherifl',  who  was  wounded,  is  still  living,  and  I  think  will 
recover.  The  excitement  here  is  exceedingly  great ;  but  the  aggravated 
circumstances  which  have  given  rise  to  it  would  seem  to  me  to  constitute 
its  justification.  I  will,  however,  use  my  individual  exertions  to  temper 
public  feeling,  although  1  fear  il  will  have  its  sway. 

I  cannot  refrain  urging  upon  the  President  the  utter  impracticability  of 
recognising  a  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  Ohio  over  the  disputed  ter- 
ritory. Were  such  a  thing  attempted,  it  could  but  lead  to  an  end- 
less repetition  of  violence  and  outrage.  Indeed,  if  neither  party  are 
to  enforce  their  respective  laws,  the  district  of  country  in  question  will 
remain  without  all  government  whatever.  No  civil  process,  by  the  pro- 
posed arrangement,  is  to  be  enforced,  if  a  party  concerned  should  object 
to  it.  This  the  people  of  Michigan,  I  am  satisfied,  will  never  acquiesce 
in.  The  laws  of  the  Territory  will  be  enforced  ;  and,  although  1  have 
every  disposition  and  feeling  to  avoid  a  collision,  1  am  satisfied  it  cannot 
be  effected. 

I  have  not  complied  with  the  request  of  the  sheriff  and  district  attor- 
ney, demanding  a  military  force  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 
I  leave  the  case  for  the  present  with  the  judiciary,  and  now  appeal  to  the 
President,  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  country,  to  use  the  power 
placed  in  his  bands  by  the  constitution  and  laws  to  maintain  the  lawful 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

The  citizens  of  Toledo  have  organized  themselves  into  a  military  force, 

and  are  endeavoring  to  enforce  the  laws  in  the  proposed  county  of  Lucas. 

You  will  see,  sir,  that  delay  will  only  bring  about  a  renewal  of  hostile 

measures.  With  this  short  exposition,  I  submit  the  case  to  the  President.

Monroe,  July  16,  1835. 

Sir  :  Your  excellency  will  receive,  by  the  hand  of  Mr.  Bates,  affidavits 
detailing  a  series  of  outrages  recently  perpetrated  at  Toledo,  in  this 
county,  that  is  not  only  a  disgrace  to  human  nature,  but  casts  a  stain  upon 
the  annals  of  our  country,  which  the  hand  of  time  can  never  efface,  and 
which  calls  loudly  for  the  efficient  interposition  of  your  excellency. 

Mr.  Joseph  Wood,  one  of  the  dejjuty  sheriffs  of  our  county,  (an  active 
and  efficient  officer,)  has  undoubtedly  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  this  unhallowed 
spirit  of  disorganization,  which,  emboldened  as  it  unquestionably  is  by 
the  recent  acts  of  the  Ohio  Legislature,  has  lately  burst  forth  with  in- 
creased violence,  carrying  in  its  train  destruction  and  death. 

The  affidavits  speak  for  themselves.  Not  having  time  to  enter  into  de- 
tails, I  can  only  say  that  all  law  and  authority  emanating  from  Michigan 
is  openly  trampled  upon  and  set  at  defiance  by  a  large  portion  of  the 
citizens  of  Toledo.  Property  has  been  forcibly  taken  from  our  officers 
whilst  they  were  actually  selling  it,  agreeably  to  our  laws,  under  writs  of 
execution  issuing  from  our  courts  and  in  dcie  lorm  of  law.  Henry  Clark, 
jun.,  was  forcibly  led  before  Justice  Smith,  a  magistrate  at  Toledo,  and 
compelled  to  execute  a  release  of  a  judgment  in  his  favor  for  a  large 
amount  against  a  citizen  of  Toledo,  under  threats  of  being  drawn  in 
quarters  if  he  refused.  And,  to  cap  the  climax  of  disorganization  and 
nullification,  one  of  our  deputy  sherilTs,  the  aforesaid  Mr.  Joseph  Wood, 
yesterday,  in  the  afternoon,  while  endeavoi  ing  to  arrest  Stickney  un- 
der a  warrant  issued  by  one  of  the  magistrates  of  our  village,  was  stabbed 
in  the  side  by  said  Stickney  with  a  dirk,  inflicting  such  a  wound  that  his 
-iite  is  despaired  of.  and  in  all  probability  he  is  not  at  this  time  living. 

I  also  understand  Irom  good  aullioriiy  tbat  about  tv/o  hundred  of  the 
citizens  of  Toledo  are  completely  armed,  and  arc  under  a  pledge  to 
each  other  to  hereafter  resist  by  force  any  attemj)t  on  the  part  of  our 
officers  to  serve  or  execute  process  emanating  from  our  courts  upon 
citizens  residing  upon  the  disputed  territory.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  useless 
longer  to  fatigue  our  citizens  by  dragging  them  as  a  posse  to  aid  in  the 
service  of  every  precept  that  may  issue  ai;'\inst  citizens  of  Toledo ; 
and  such  is  the  present  hostile  attitude  of  the  citizens  of  Toledo,  that 
our  sherifT  does  not  feel  safe  in  going  there  with  another  j;o55e  without 
the  protection  of  a  military  force. 

As  the  law  officer  of  this  county,  I  would  therefore  respectfully  solicit 
of  your  excellency  to  take  such  measures  as  will  eflfcctually  aid  us  in 
sustaining  the  laws  and  maintaining  the  civil  authority  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  county  of  Monroe.

Personally  came  before  Albon  Bennett,  a  justice  of  the  peaee  within 
and  for  the  county  of  Monroe  aforesaid,  James  H.  Miller,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith,  that,  on  the  11th  day  of  July  instant, 
this  deponent  had  an  execution  put  in  his  hands  as  a  constable,  against 
Jeremiah  Odell,  jun.,  in  favor  of  Henry  Clark,  jun.,  issued  by  Ira  Smith, 
a  justice  of  the  peace  within  and  for  the  county  aforesaid :  that,  by  virtue 
of  said  execution,  this  deponent  took  sundry  articles  of  property  in  boxes, 
and  also  a  harness,  belonging  to  said  debtor:  that  he  deposited  said  pro-  i 
perty  in  the  stable  of  Ira  Smith,  in  Toledo,  and  locked  the  stable.    On  i 
the  13th  instant  I  was  at  said  Smith's,  when  one  Hemmingway,  a  con-  1 
stable  of  said  Toledo,  ofl'ered  for  sale  at  public  auction,  agreeably  to 
previous  notice,  two  horses  and  a  wagon,  which  had  been  taken  by  him 
as  an  officer,  on  execution.  A  large  crowd  was  collected  ;  and,  when  the  1 
horses  were  offered  for  a  bid,  a  man  by  the  name  of  J.  B.  Davis,  a  tavern 
keeper  in  Toledo,  struck  said  Hemmingway  and  several  of  the  inhibit- 
ants  of  that  place,  (six  or  eight  in  number,)  seized  the  horses,  and  took 
them  away  by  force,  and  prevented  the  sate.  They  went  with  die  horses 
to  the  said  Smith's  stable,  and  took  from  it  the  harness  which  this  de- 
ponent had  deposited  there  as«above  stated ;  and  while  they  weie  putting 
said  harness  on  to  the  horses,  this  deponent  cleared  the  stable  and  locked 
the  door.    A  short  time  after,  the  key  was  demanded  of  this  deponent, 
(it  was  previously  returned  to  said  Smith's  house,)  and  they  compelled 
the  young  man  who  had  it  to  go  and  open  the  door.   Deponent  went 
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'^inmediAtelj  to  tlw  ttible,  aild  loriMide  thiam  to  tatulh  tBe  properly.  They, 
liowever,  took  the  property  by  foree,  and  carried  it  away.  ^  Deponent 
says  that  the  mid  jMgaient  debtor  has  sinee-ieft  the  countcy^  and  that  he 
has  left  no  property  upon  which  lery  ean  be  made. 

Deponent  further  says  that  be  returned  to  Monroe,  and  on  Uie  14tK 
instant  took  from  tVio  office  of  Wm.  L.  Ri;:.2;55,  Esq.,  a  warrant  against 

  Stirknoy  f  or  takiniz:  ^'^^^  property ;  he,  Stickney,  being  enp:aged 

with  others  (against  whom  he  also  commonced  suits)  in  forcibly  taking 
away  said  property.    Deponent  put  said  warrant  into  the  hands  of  Jo-  • 
seph  Wood,  a  deputy  sherilT  of  said  coufity,  for  servic'e,  and  arcom- 
|)a/ii(  (1  said  Wood  and  L\ nKin  Hurd,  a  constal^ii  ,  on  the  15th  instant,  to-  * 
wards  Toledo,  as  far  as  Tremaiiisviilu  ^  said  Wood  and  iiurd  were  both 
without  arms.

I,  Franklin  Johnson,  of  Monroe,  in  said  county,  being  duly  sworn,  de- 
pose and  say,  that,  on  the  15th  day  of  July  instant,  I  was  at  Poi  t  Law- 
■  rence  and  Toledo,  in  the  disputed  district;  that  I  arrived  at  Port  Lawrence, 
remarked  aii  unusual  silence  in  the  streets  forso  business-looking  a  place:  I 
called  at  the  public  bouse,  and  was  told  that  a  Michigan  deputy  sheritf,  Jo- 
seph Wood,  had  been  stabbed,  a  few  hours  previous,  in  attempting  to  serve  a 

Koeeas,  under  the  Michigan  laws,  on  a  Stickney  ;  tlttt  he  was  stabbed 
, '  the  said  Stickney :  I  then,  about  5  o'clock  P.  M*,  went  down  to  Toledo, 
about  one*half  mile  distant,  called  at  the  inn  kept  by  Mr.  Davis ;  there  was  a 
eollectton  in  the  bar-room,  and  at  the  door,  of  about  fifty  or  seventy -five 
persons,  of  the  citizens  of  Port  Lawrence  and  1'oledo,  in  a  very  excite^d 
state  of  feeling,  apparently  comprising  tl  o  principal  bosiness  men  of  thos« 
places ;  among  them  Messrs.  Goodsell,  McKay,  and  Palmer.  They  were 
talking  of  the  stabbing  of  Mr.  Wood  ;  they  said  that  th^e  Michigan  officers 
hid  hftter  keep  away  in  future  ;  that  they  would  all  meet  what  ^Vood 
had  got.  Mr.  (ioodsrll  oh«erved,  with  a  {rood  deal  of  asperity,  that  they 
had  got  diiks  sharpened  and  riiles  loaded  ;  that  ihey  would  resist  the  Mi- 
chi«i;an  officers  as  long  as  they  had  a  drop  of  blood  left.  This  expression, 
and  similar  threats,  that,  if  the  Monroe  people  undertook  to  do  ao  v  thing 
about  this,  ( meaning  the  stabbing  of  Wood, )  they  would  find  enough  ready 
to  give  them  the  same  treatment  as  Wood  had  met  with,  and  that  he  got 
what  he  deserved,  were  repeatedly  made  by  the  individuals  assembled, 
and  apfvrobated  by  the  whole  crowd.  I  asked  a  Doctor  Bowman  (who 
holds  a  commission  as  judge  under  Lucas)  if  Wood  was  dangerously 
wounded.  He  said  he  thought  he  was ;  he  hoped  so ;  so  said  several  by- 
standers, with  evident  spirit  and  sincerity;  Goodsell  said,  Clark  (mean- 
ing Henry  Clark)  had  left  for  Monroe ;  that  he  followed  him  with  a  ride,  but 
regretted  that  he  could  not  overtake  him :  so  I  was  told  by  several  others. 
The  crowd  was  much  excited ;  many  of  them  had  arms,  clubs,  and  some 
rifles  ;  they  said  their  dirks  were  prepared  for  them,  (meaning the  Mon- 
roe officers  and  posse^)  and,  ifthey  wanted  them,  thev  should  have  them: 
1  theu  rode  over  to  Smith's  inn,  a  few  rods  distant,  where  I  found  Mr* 
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Wood,  sitting  in  an  armed  chair,  or  rather  reclining,  wounded  in  the  left" 
side,  apparently  \n  ith  the  thrust  of  a  dirk,  or  knife  ;  the  wound  was  about 
one-hali' incii  broad,  and  the  cut  his  vest  a  full  hall-inch,  which,  with 
the  copious  flow  ol  blood,  and  the  distension  of  the  flpsh  at  the  lips  of  the 
wound,  were  the  only  means  which  I  had  ot  jn  lf;ing  uf  iis  depth  or  di- 
roclion,  which  was,  in  my  opinion,  toward  the  centre  of  the  body,  and  to 
the  depth  of  3,  4,  or  5  inches  ;  Mr.  Wood  was  pait  and  very  weak,  Jroin 
«  loss  of  J)lood,  or  the  effects  of  the  wound  ;  he  said  he  was  not  in  much 
pain  then,  but  had  been ;  could  not  lie  down,  from  that  pain,  in  that  posture  v 
his  voice  -was  feeble^  and  this  deponent  thinks  it  highly  probable  his 
wound  will  prove  mortal. 

Mr.  Hurd,  a  constable  from  Mciroe,  was  then  upon  his  horse ;  he  did 
not  dismount,  but  continued  in  preparation  for  an  escape  if  he  had  been 
attacked  during  this  deponent'-  ^tay.  This  deponent  and  the  said  Hurd 
left  Toledo  about  6  o'clock  for  Monroe ;  the  crowd  at  Davis's  tavern  had 
not  dispersed,  but  many  of  them  had  firearms.  The  deponent  learned  from 
Mr.  Ilui  d,  and  many  others  at  Toledo,  that  an  arrest  had  been  attempted  to 

be  made,  by  Mr.  Wood  and  Hurd,  of  Stickney  and  Mr.  !McKay. 

at  Davis',  on  a  warrant  from  a  Monroe  justice  of  the  peace ;  that 
Stickney  !  efused  to  be  arrested.  Wood  persisted ;  that  then  Stickney  drew 
his  dirk  and  t^tabbed  Wood,  saying,  "there,  damn  you,  you  have  got  it."" 
Wood  and  Hurd  had  no  other  assistance  of  friends  but  tliemj^elves  at  the 
time.  The  most  active  and  talkaiive  oi'  the  Toledo  people  observed  that 
the  warrant  on  which  the  arrest  was  attempted  to  be  made  was  one 
against  McKay  .and  Stickney  for  interfering  in  preventing  the  levy  of  ftn 
execution  by  James  H.  Miller,  a  Monroe  officer,  which  was  taken  out 
'  .  in  favor  of  Henry  Clark,  jun.  against  a  certain  teamster  of  that  place,  on 
a  judgment  obtained  against  him  before  Smith,  a  justice  of  that  place^ 
for  defamation  of  his  (Clark's)  character;  that  they  would  not  see  him 
(the  teamster)  robbed  in  that  manner;  that  they  were  determined  to 
break  up  that  corrupt  ne^/,  (meaning  Smith  and  Clark ;)  that,  if  the  Mon- 
roe authorities  meddled  in  this  matter,  or  attempted  to  arrest  Stickney,. 
they  wouhl  meet  hard  fighting. 

This  deponent  then  ayked  them  if  they  were  willing  to  submit  to  Mi- 
chigan jurisdiction  i?)  (^ther  matter?.  *Thpy  said  thev  shoutd  do  as  they 
chose  ;  that  they  would  -ubmit  to  the  jurisdiction  ihey  thought  per,  and 
no  other.  That  the  people  ol  .Mi)nroc  had  chased,  insulted,  and  opprt  ^ised 
them  long  enout:li ;  tlie}'  sliould  do  it  no  longer;  and  repeatedly  ilaeat- 
ened  foicible  resistance  to  the  service  of  process  by  the  Monroe  or  Michi- 
gan officers  :  further  this  deponent  saith  not.

Personally  came  before  Albon  Bennett,  a  justice  of  the  peace  within 
and  for  the  county  aforesaid,  Lyman  Huid,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  de- 
posctb  and  saith,  that,  oA  the  I5th  day  of  July,  1835,  this  deponent,  who 
IS  a  constable  within  the  county  aforesaid,  went  to  Toledo,  in  said  county, 
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§6t  tiie  purpose  of  ezocuting  a  warrant  acftiDfll  George  McKay,  in  behalf 
of  tbe  United  States,  tsaueo  hy  William  L.  Rigga,  a  justice  of  the  peace 
within  and  for  the  county  aforesaid.  This  deponent  was  accomjpanied  by 
Joseph  Wood,  who  was  a  deputy  sheriff  under  the  sheriff  of  Uie  said 

county  of  Monroe;  said  Wood  had  in  his  hands  a  warrant  against 
Stickney,  in  favor  of  James  H.  Miller,  issued  by  William  L.  Riggs,  a  jus- 
tice as  aforesaid :  this  deponent  and  said  Wood  went  together  into  the 
tavern  of  J.  B.  Davis,  in  the  village  of  Toledo,  where  they  found  said 
Sticknf^y  nnd  McKay:  this  deponent  informed  McKay  that  he  had  a  war- 
rant for  iiitii  ;  that  lie  then  atternj)ted  to  arrest  McKny;  McKay  then 
sprang  and  caught  a  cliair,  and  tohl  this  deponenl  that  unless  he  desisted 
he  would  split  iiim  down  :  this  deponent  saw  McKay  have  a  dirk  in  his 
hand.  At  the  time  this  deponent  was  attempting  to  arrest  McKay,  Mr. 
\\  ood  attempted  to  arrest  Stickney  ;  Stickn-  y  resisted  Wood,  and  this 
descent  saw  tiiem  scuilling  :  Wood  first  told  Stickney  that  he  had  a 
WMmni  against  him,  and  exhibited  the  same  to  Stickney  :  Wood  laid  hift 
hand  on  Stickney^s  shoulder,  and  took  him  by  the  collar ;  and,  after  Wood 
and  Stickney  had  scuflSed  for  a  short  time,  this  deponent  saw  Stickney  draw 
a  dirk  out  from  the  left  side  of  Wood,  and  exclaimed,  there,  damn  you, 
you  have  got  it  now."  This  deponent  then  saw  Wood  let  go  from  Stick- 
ney, and  put  his  hand  on  his  side,  apparently  in  distress,  and  went  to  the 
door :  this  deponent  asked  Wood  if  he  was  stabbed ;  Wood  said  very 
faintly  that  he  was.  This  deponent  then  went  with  Wood  to  Ira  Smith's 
Havern  :  a  physician  was  called  in  on  the  request  of  Wood ;  the  physician 
thought  it  doubtful  whether  Wood  would  recover.  This  deponent  thinks 
there  were  from  six  to  eight  persons  present  at  the  time  this  (ieponent  and 
Wood  were  attempting  to  arrest  McKay  and  Stickney — none  of  them 
interfered.  At  the  time  Wood  informed  Stickney  that  he  had  a  precept 
against  liim,  Stickney  asked  Wood  whether  his  precept  was  issued  under 
tlie  authority  of  Ohio  or  Michigan  ;  when  Wood  j5huwe<l  him  the  warrant, 
Siiekney  said  he  should  not  be  taken,  but,  if  it  was  under  Ohio,  he  would 
go.  This  deponent  thinks  that  at  the  time  Wood  was  stabbed  it  was  be- 
tween three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  this  deponent  remained 
there  about  three  hours.  Before  this  deponent  left,  the  inhabitants  of 
Toledo,  to  the  number  of  forty  or  fifty,  collected  at  Davis's  tavern:  this 
deponent  was  advised,  for  his  own  safety,  to  leave  the  place,  and  also  by 
the  advice  of  Wood ;  he  returned  to  Monroe  without  having  executed 
his  precept :  and  further  this  deponent  saith  not.

Sib  :  Sinee  my  last  eommunieation  to  you,  tbe  axitbonties  of  Michigan 
•liave  made  several  arrests  at  Toledo  of  persons  engaged  in  tbe  recent 
•outrages  at  that  place.  From  the  statement  of  tbe  Toledo  Gazette,  which 
I  now  have  before  me,  I  infer  that,  as  usnal,  complaints  will  be  presented 
against  the  officers  of  Michigan.  I  have  to  request,  not  in  behalf  of 
myself,  but  as  due  the  citizens  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  that  the  repre- 
sentations of  the  authorities  of  Ohio  may  not  be  received  as  correct,  with- 
out first  appealing  to  the  facts  of  the  case  as  events  actually  occurred. 

If  the  statement  of  the  Gazette  he  the  type  of  that  which  is  to  be  for- 
A\  aided  (a  your  Department,  (of  whicli  1  have  no  doubt,)  1  unhcsitatingiy 
pronounce  it  incorrect  from  beginning  to  end. 

It  is,  1  think,  important  to  remark,  nnd  1  wish  the  President  to  under- 
stand, that  liuiie  ui  I  lie  prosecutions  rt  •*  ntly  commenced  were  instituted 
under  the  act  of  Febi  uary  12,  1835,  but  under  the  general  criminal  and

Sir  :  I  conceive  it  my  duty  simply  to  report  to  you  the  fact  that  the 
steamboat  of  yesterday  landed  at  Toledo,  within  the  limits  of  this  Terri- 
tory, twenty-five  boxes  of  rifles,  the  property  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 
These  arms,  I  am  credibly  informed,  constitute  only  a  portion  of  the  num» 
ber  which  are  now  collecting  at  Toledo,  to  be  used  in  enforcing  the 
laws  and  jurisdiction  of  Ohio  over  a  part  of  the  Territoiy  of  Michigan. 
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By  indictment  and  a  presentment  of  the  grand  jury  of  Wood  county, 
Ohio,  you  will  perceive  that  thv  iiihahitants  of  Toledo  have  refused  obe- 
dience to  the  orders  oi  the  cuui  i  of  that  county.  This  is  the  practicable 
operation  of  a  proposed  arrangement  for  a  concurrent  jurisdiction  between 
m  ^late  and  tUi  Territ«ry;  from  whidi  they  hm  widentood  that 
natber  psrtj  is  to  eompel  obedience  to  their  laws*  The  individiuds 
Mined  in  the  presentment  referred  to  are  those  who  have  been  indietod 
mod  pMTiensly  arrested  bj  tlie  antbeiitiee  of  Monroe  eoimty  for  resisting 
the  legal  process  of  the  courts  of  Michigan.  A  printed  copy  of  the  pre- 
sentment, the  only  copy  to  be  obtained,  1  have  just  received,  and  enclose 
to  the  Secretary  of  War.  It  is  recommended  to  your  notice,  as  exhibit- 
ing correctly  the  feelings  which  govern  the  citizens  residing  on  the 
disputed  tract.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Legislative  Council,  I  hare 
the  honor  to  enclose  to  the  Department  of  State  a  report  this  day  adopt- 
ed by  that  body  relative  to  certain  propositions  submitted  to  their  con- 
sideration, through  Toii,  in  reference  to  au  arranfi;oinent  of  the  contro- 
versy now  pendirif:  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  this  Territory. 

I  also  ronsi'if  r  it  my  duty  to  state  that  the  authorities  of  Oliio  are  now 
collect itii^  a  loi  cc  to  sustain  and  protect  the  court  about  to  be  held  by 
them  on  the  dii;j)uted  territory'. 

The  General  Government  inay  expect  a  serious  collision,  as  this  at- 
tempt to  exercise  jurisdiction  will  be  resisted  by  Michigan.    The  conse- 
quences attending  such  a  stale  of  things  are  deeply  to  he  regretted,  but 
wey  must  rest  with  those  who  might  prevent  their  occurrence.

That,  in  examining  the  subject  which  has  been  referred  to  them,  the 
committee  hxv^  deemed  it  unneceasarj  to  present  the  merits  of  the  con- 
troYersy  with  Ohio,  believing,  as  they  do,  that  the  rights  of  Michigan  have 
been  fully  submitted  to  the  public,  and  ably  and  clearly  sustained  in  thd 
seyeral  messages  and  documents  of  the  Executive  and  Delegate  of  diis 
Territory,  in  &e  appeal  of  the  late  convention,  and  in  the  memorials  of 
this  Council. 

We  cannot  doiibt,  from  the  expression  which  has  been  given,  that  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  American  people,  as  well  as  of  tlie  President  of  the 
United  States,  thni  no  improper  step  has  been  taken  by  Michigan  to  re- 
sist the  f  f forts  ol  Uliio  to  extend  her  boundaries. 

t  inding  that  (hosr  t  llorts  have  been  unsuccessful,  either  to  enlist  pub- 
lic yynipathy,  the  sujjjiorting  of  the  doctrine  of  Stale  rights,  or  to  obtain 
the  actual  possession  of  the  territory,  her  w  illint^nciss  to  accede  to  certain 
propositions  made  by  Richard  Rush  and  Beyjamin  C.  Ilowaul  is  now  in- 
dicated by  an  act  of  her  Legislature.  These  propositions,  il  u  utatedy 
are  recommended  by  the  President  to  the  authorities  of  Michigan  for 
their  concurrence,  not,  we  presume,  because  they  are  deemed  either  rea-^ 
sonable  or  just,  but  because  they  are  supposed  to  be  measures  which  maj' 
be  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  public  peace.  We  would 
ask,  with  whom  has  this  difficulty  originated  ?  Is  it  Michigan  or  Ohio 
which  proposes  to  violate  the  public  peace  by  a  trespass  upon  the  ac- 
knowledged territory  of  the  other  ?  We  would  reply  that  Michigan  has 
quietly  and  undisturbedly  enjoyed  the  possession  of  every  part  of  the 
country  within  her  limits  for  more  than  thirty  years,  and  from  her  crea- 
tion, and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  accordiii'j;  to  the  acts 
of  Congress,  "A  million  of  freemen"  of  Ohio  have  first  thrtaicned,  and 
then  attempted,  to  disturb  tliat  (|uiet  possession  durinjj;  the  present  year  j 
but  as  these  attempts  have  been  wholly  impotent  and  unsuccessful,  it  is 
now  proposed,  at  the  instance  of  several  persons  acting  in  their  private 
capacities,  to  admit  that  State  to  a  nominal  jurisdiction  o\v  i  ,  and  the  ac- 
tual possession  of,  so  much  of  the  country  as  is  desired  by  her. 

To  effect  this  object,  the  following  is  the  arrangement  proposed,  and 
which  is  now  sttbmitted  to  the  Council  for  its  sanction : 

1st.  That  the  pending  prosecutions  under  the  act  of  February  1 2, 1 835, 
shall  be  discharged  and  discontinued. 

2d.  That  no  new  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced. 

3d.  That  Harris's  line  shall  be  run  and  remarked  by  the  authorities  of 
Ohio,  without  interruption  from  those  of  Michigan. 

4th.  That  no  forcible  opposition  be  made  by  the  authorities  of  Ohio 
and  Michigan  to  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  by  the  other  upoa  the  dis*

puted  territory  within  the  tune  specified — the  citizens  residing  upon  the 
territory  in  question  resortiog  to  one  jurisdiction  or  the  other,  as  they 

may  prefer. 

It  is  highly  gratit^y  ing  to  your  committee  to  learn,  from  the  ooi  re  s[)niul. 
ence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard  had  no 
authority  from  that  Department  to  enter  into  this  arrangement  with  the 
GoTernor  of  Ohio,  because  we  are  unable  to  dtscorer  by  what  instrument 
the  President  is  empowered  to  dispense  with  the  execution  of  the  acts  of 
Coneress,  or  to  permit  either  of  the  States  of 'the  Union  to  extend  their 
jurisdiction  over  the  territory  of  the  United  States. 

We  are  not,  therefore,  disposed  to  regar(^  these  propositions  as  ema- 
nating from  the  President,  but  rather  as  the  suggestions  of  two  eminent 
individuals,  which  were  promptly  and  properly  rejected  by  the  fixecu- 
tiye  of  Michigan  when  they  were  first  made,  but  which  have  been  since 
reproduced  for  ptirposes  which  it  is  unnecessary  for  Michigan  to  scan, 
5?o  long  as  she  only  seeks  for  justice.  On  the  14th  of  March,  1835,  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  is  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  that  "  it  appoai  s  to 
him  [the  p!e*=ident]  that  as  the  Sinte  of  Ohio  has  already  hiought  ilie 
subject  beioie  Congress,  it  should  t»e  left  for  the  action  of  that  body." 
The  Secretary  of  State,  in  his  letter  of  the  20th  April,  1835,  to  the  acting 
Governor,  says:  "The  President  considers  it  proper  that  the  civil  juris- 
diction of  Michigan  should  be  sustained,  and  the  acts  of  Congress  estab- 
lishing the  Territory  fully  executed,  until  they  are  repealed  or  modified 
by  Congress.** 

Mr.  Rush  and  Mr.  Howard  were  directed  by  the  President,  on  the  9th 
of  May,  to  inform  the  Governor  of  Ohio  that  whencTer  the  crisis,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  concluding  part  of  the  Attorney  General's  opinion,  shall 
arriTe,  [resistance  by  force  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,]  in  which 
the  power  of  the  civil  othcers  shall  be  inadequate  to  the  execution  of  their 
duties,  it  will  he  the  President's  duty  to  employ  the  means  placed  in  his 
hands  by  the  constitution  ^nd  laws  to  maintain  their  supremacy ;  and  that, 
however  painful  it  may  be,  if  is  a  duty  which  he  is  drfprnmied  to  perform^ 

We  think  tliat  no  one  can  douht,  nfter  pern^inL:  these  documents,  what 
is  the  course  of  policy  which  the  President  dcsues  Michigan  to  juirsue 
on  this  occasion.  We  cannot,  however,  but  express  our  astonishment 
that  these  propositions  should  again  be  offered  to  Michigan. 

Your  coiiiiiiiitec  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  investigate  the  merits  of 
this  arrangement,  as  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  entirely  inepmpetent 
for  this  Council  to  enter  into  any  arrangement  to  permit  the  exercise  of 
a  foreign  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  Michigan,  established  by  the 
ordinance  and  by  acts  of  Congress.  They  also  believe  it  would  be  in- 
expedient to  do  so  if  they  possessed  the  power.   It  should  be  entitled 

An  arrangement  to  enable  Ohio  to  obtain  possession  of  a  part  of  the 
Territory  of  Michigan  without  resistance."  If  the  acts  of  Congress  are 
iiot  binding  upon  Ohio,  they  are  not  upon  Virginia,  New  York,  and  In- 
diana; and,  by  submitting  to  the  measure  proposed,  the  Council  would 
only  invite  those  States  to  renew  their  claims  to  the  whole  of  'he  terri- 
tory, and  to  assert  their  inrisdiction  within  her  limits.  Your  coinniittee 
,  are  advised  that  it  was  proposed  in  tlie  Legislature  of  Ohio,  at  its  last 
session,  to  divide  the  Territory  of  Michigan  between  that  State  and  In- 
4diana,  upon  the  same  principles,  it  is  presumed,  as  thoSe^upon  which 
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erful  neighbor.  In  the  opinion  of  mao  poi»oi^,tiich  a  step  would OMnfc 
happily  terminaCe  this  controversy,  and  secure  the  public  peaoe. 

The  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  which  allusioo  is  made  in  the  arrange- 
ment, are  denned  necessary  to  secure  tlie  due  execution  throMghout  the 
Territory  of  the  acts  of  Coogicss  and  of  the  Council,  and  lo  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Govei  lujieiit  ol  Mii  higan.  The  ohject  o(  ihe  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1835,  h:nl  not  nec  ohsaiily  a  more  particular  retcrcnce  to  this^ 
than  to  any  oLl)er  Siate  :  it  was  a  general  law,  intended  to  prevent  our 
citizens  Irura  acc(  j)tiiiii;  i()funii»ions  IVom  foreign  Powers,  and  thus  dis- 
turbinij;  the  tran(ju'!liiy  of  the  Territory  ;  and  it  would  he  Just  as  reasonable 
for  Ohio  to  ruiiiphnii  of  any  other  territorial  law,  as  lor  the  authorities  of 
Canada  to  take  exception  t.)  this  enactment,  as  lor  those  of  Ohio. 

'J'he  fourth  proposilion  \  ii  tiially  adrtiit.s  th  tt  a  <ii\'ide(i  jin  isdiction  could 
not  be  eulbrced  ;  anarchy  and  collision  could  be  the  only  i  csult  uf  such  <i 
measure.  If  every  cr irainal  is  allowed  to  choose  the  tribunal  before  which 
he  shall  be  tned,  and  neitbtT  has  the  power  of  enforcing  its  process  or 
judgments,  it  is  very  cloar  ibat  it  secures  the  commission  of  crime  with 
impunity, as  no  otfend^r  would  choose  to  be  tried  by  either.  ]t  niay  pos- 
sibly be  pleasant  for  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  to  conteoiplate  such  a  state 
of  things^  but  we  are  saii^lied  the  citizens  of  Michigan  desire  no  such 
Government. 

We  confidently  believe  ih  it  the  principles  of  the  proclamation  of  the 
President,  which  wa'^  is-urd  to  .!>-«-rl  •m-.']  'int.iiu  the  suprntiary  of  the 
laws  in  the  State  of  Soulli  Carolina,  aie  stdl  rememhered  as  the  princi- 
ples up(Ui  which  the  (JiOeral  Governiiie?it  island  is  to  he,  adminislercd  ; 
and  that,  when  the  c  itizens  of  Ohio  resist  l)y  at)  armed  military  force  the 
execution  of  an  act  <»i  C-onjiress,  they  will  he  guilty  of  the  same  crime  as 
the  citizens  of  Stmth  Carolina,  if  they  had  in  the  same  manner  resiste  d 
the  tariii  laws.  VVhiisl  the  pati  iotism  and  firmness  of  the  Chief  Magis. 
trate,  on  that  occasion,  are  recollected,  we  cannot  be  induced  to  believe 
but  that  he  will  be  found  equally  6rm  and  patriotic  to  resist  ev«ry  efibrt 
on  the  paii;  of  Ohio  to  assume  to  herself  the  powers  of  the  GeAeral  Got- 
ernmeot,  to  control  the  acts  of  Congress,  to  overturn  a  Govvrnment  aa 
legally  and  rightfully  established  as  her  own,  and  to  parcel  out  the  Ter- 
ritori.  s  of  the  Cniied  States  amongst  the  adjoining  States. 

The  atlitude-ol'  Michigan  is  that  of  resistance  to  an  uniiuthoriEed  eii- 
ci^chment;  she  disturbs  not  the  puMic  peace  ;  she  makes  no  appeal  ta 
arms  but  in  self-defence,  <*.nd  then  only  to  repel  an  invasion  by  a  foreign 
military  force,  introduce  d  lo  disturb  her  Government  in  a  par;t  of  the 
Territory  which  she  has  jieaceably  aud  ijuictly  held  from  her  eartieai 
existence. 

The  attit'tf'e  of  OIjio  is  quite  different ;  she  is  a  trespasser  upon  Michi- 
gan ;  she  is  a  violaioi  nl  the  hivvs  of  ihe  L  niicd  States  ;  and  when  her  acts 
of  uirjjression  ceas^e,  jjeace  is  restored.  She  distm  hs  tlie  [»ul>lii  1 1  u  quillii y 
by  ailempiiu)^  to  settle  hy  iorce  a  question  of  ri^bt,  and  &he  aj>peais  iioni 
the  conbtitutiunal  tribunals  to  the  i-ow^'r  of  her  million  of  freemen." 
This  right  of  Ohio  is  the  same  now  »■  it  was  in  the  year  18Qi*  ll  hm 
never  been  acknow ledged  by  any  Government  but .  her  own.  it  waa  4fae« 
a  boon  solicited  of  Con:*re6H;  iiuw  it  is  diseovered  that  the  Maiiiiie*  wm 
ae  miah  wiihia  the  proper  liuiitn  of  the  State  in  1808  at  the  Seiele* 
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We  would  simply  inquire  wijy,if  this  question  was  so  clear  in  her  favor 
to  every  body  ilieii  as  she  says  it  is  now,  her  jurisdiction  was  not  //icn, 
on  her  admission,  extended  over  the  country  now  claimed,  and  why  she 
has  almost  flniuiaUy  solicited  Congress  to  f:;rant  her  this  jurisdiction,  if  it 
was  liers  upon  the  authorities  upon  which  she  at  present  asserts  her  rights  ? 

Bat  Ohio  having  declared  that  Michigan  has  no  rights,  that  this  is  a 
qaMtioB  between  herself  eml  the  General  GoTemment  alone,  we  are  un-  - 
Mt  to  discover  why  it  is  referred  to  tfie  aathorities  of  Michigan  at  all,  as^ 
Obio  must  be  read/  at  any  tune  to  deny  their  power  to  entertain  or  dis- 
pose of  it. 

We  would  leave  this  matter,  then,  with  Ohio  and  the  General  Govern* 
ment  to  settle  according  to  the  constitution  and  laws.  It  is  cur  doty,, 
however,  to  express  our  d(  termination,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  such 
is  the  will  of  the  people  of  Michigan,  to  submit  to  no  arnn^pment  bj 
which  the  integrity  of  the  limits  of  Michijjin,  as  estnhlishcd  hy  the  act  of 
1805,  is  violated.  !f  Ohio  is  satisiied  with  her  efforts,  she  may  rest  where 
she  is;  hut  slu  (an  never  be  admitted  to  a  joint  possession  of  our  terri- 
tory, although  such  a  measure  may  have  received  the  sanction  of  those 
high  in  authority.  A  portion  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  may  possibly 
he  forcibly  wrested  from  her  by  Ohio,  hut  this,  we  believe,  cannot  occur 
hy  the  consent  of  the  General  Government,  until  the  Union  is  disst)lved; 
and  this  Council  never  can  advise  to  submission  to  such  a  disraembeiment^ 
whether  it  be  partial  or  otherwise,  until  all  resistance  is  vain. 

The  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  for  adoption  the 
following  resolutions,  which  have  been  prepared  in  the  language  used  bj 
the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  this  controversy.. 
It  is  taken  from  the  opinion  whicli  was  communicated  by  him  to  the  Pres* 
ident,  upon  the  present  rights  of  Michigan  and  Ohio,  and  upon  the  power 
of  the  President  to  compel  Ohio  to  submit  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved^  "  That,  until  the  assent  of  Congress  is  given  to  the  claim  of 
Ohio,  the  tract  of  country  in  dispute  mtist  be  considered  as  forming,  le- 
gally, a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan." 

Resolved^  "  That  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  extending  the  ju- 
risdiction of  that  State  over  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  .Michigan,  is  re- 
pugnant to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  11th  January,  ISOa,  erecting  that 
Territory,  and  to  the  acts  subsequently  passed  for  its  covernment ;  and 
its  actual  ;uul  coiiipklo  enforcement  would,  therefore,  involve  a  mobi  se- 
rious violdtioQ  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States."

Sir  :  I  have  received  and  submitted  to  the  PreBident  your  letters  of 
the  20th  ultimo,  and  jottr  three  letters  of  the  5th  instant,  together  with 
their  several  enclosures,  showiog  an  apprehension,  on  your  fiart,  that  a 
collision  may  take  place  between  the  authorities  of  Michigan  and  those 
of  Ohio,  in  tonsofjiicnre  of  measures  about  to  be  taken  for  extending  the 
Jurisdiction  of  that  State  over  the  territory  in  dispute  between  it  aa4 
Michigan. 

The  President,  confident  that  both  parties  will  do  justice  to  lus  motives, 
has  in»lruct<?d  me  to  express  to  you,  sir,  and  to  the  (jovciiior  ot^  Ohio, 
his  earnest  hope  that  the  exercise  of  niulual  loibearance  and  prudence 
will  render  such  a  result  impossible.  He  trusts  that  both  pai  lies  u  ill  see 
in  the  question  at  issue  one,  which,  from  its  nature,  does  not  admit  of 
anj  other  than  a  peaceful  decision.  It  appears  to  him  that,  as  the  State 
«f  Ohio  has  already  brought  the  subject  before  Congress,  it  should  be 
left  for  the  action  of  that  nody. 

The  formation  of  a  State  Government  in  Michigan  will  soon  afford  an 
opportunity  for  obtaining  a  judicial  decision.  It  is  with  these  views  that 
he  has  directed  me  to  make  this  appeal  to  the  forbearance  of  both  parties, 
who,  however  they  may  be  geographically  divided,  must  be  fully  sensi* 
ble  of  those  obligations  which  they  owe  to  each  other  as  portions  of  the 
eame  great  political  family- 

The  President  has  also  directed  me  to  inform  you  tliat  the  Secretary 
of  War  had  laid  ])efore  him  your  letters  of  the  3d  and  5th  instant,  to 
which  this  is  to  be  considered  the  only  answer  necessary*

Sir  :  The  letter  written  to  you  from  this  Department  on  the  14th  in- 
stant will  have  apprized  yoo  of  the  wishes  of  the  President  in  relation 
to  the  dispute  between  Ohio  and  Michigan.  Since  the  receipt,  yester> 
day,  of  your  letter  of  the  6lh,  all  the  documents  hare  been  referred  to 
the  Aftnrney  CJeneral.  When  he  reports  to  the  President,  the  subject 
will  be  carefully  considered,  and  you  will  receive  information  of  his  de- 
cision. 

In  the  mean  time  I  am  instructed  to  say  to  you  that  the  Prewdent  does 
not  consider  the  attempt  to  run  the  line  in  Michigan,  even  by  persons 
appoinltid  as  commissioners  by  Ohio,  as  rendering  collision  between  the 
two  parties  either  necessary  or  proper ;  it  is  a  preparation  to  exercise 
jurisdiction  not  properly  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  itself.  One  motive

Ske:  Your  letter  of  the  9tb^  received  this  miming,  has.  been  submit- 
ted to  the  President,  and  I  have  now  to  reply,  to  it  by  hjs  directions ;  and. 
in  order  that  the  reply  may  reach  you  yhortly  and  certainly,  it  is  intrusted 
lo  Judge  Doty. 

The  subject  .of  the  controversy  between  Michigan  and  Ohio  is  now 
under  the  most  girave  consideration  of  the  President,  who  will  send,  in  a 
iew4*ys^  oi*  commissioners  to  cpnfer  on  it  with  you  and  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Ohio.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is  his  explicit  direction  that  you  re- 
frain from  all  i*ash  movements  whatever,  a|)pealiiii;  to  the  eivil  power 
only,  and  employing  no  force  but  the  posse  comilulus^  and  that  not  until 
duly  applied  for  by  the  judicial  authority.  The  President  trusts  that 
nothinc;  will  be  done  on  either  side  until  the  persons  selected  lor  that 
puryosii  can  reach  the  spot  and  confer  with  you.  He  hopes  this  forbear- 
ance coolidently  from  the  Governor  of  Ohio ;  he  expects  it  from  you.  I 
am  further  instructed  to  say  that  the  President  cannot  anticipate  the  prob- 
ability of  a  necessity  for  the  use  of  any  part  of  the  militia  of  the  Territory  in 
this  mnr ;  certainly  armed  force  shoiild  not  be  thought  of  on  either  «de.

'  'iSrEHTLEME* :  The  President  has  directed  me  to  acknowledge  M 
receipt  of  the  memorial  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territorv  of 
.  Michigan,  dated  the  23d  ultimo,  requesting  his  inteffieeitioii  with'the 
authorities  of  Ohio  to  stay  the  proceedings  for  extending  the  jurisdictiovi 
of  that  State  over  the  territory  in  dispute  bct\vcen  it  and  Michigan. 
■  The  comniunK  aiKuis  made  by  me  to  tbo  acting  Governor  of  Michigan 
previously  to  the  receipt  of  your  memorial,  and  which  have  doubiiess 
been  laid  he  tore  the  Legislative  Council,  will  have  informed  you  that 
the  President,  on  being  made  acquainted,  by  the  acting  Gove? nor,  with 
the  measures  which  were  in  contemplation  by  the  autliuiiiies  of  Uliio 
and  Michigan  in  regard  to  the  disputed  territory,  made  an  imnjediate 
appeal  to  both  parties  for  their  mutttal  Ibrbearaiiee,  expressing  an  opinion 
that  the  question  at  issue  between  them  was  one  whi4!h,  from  its  nature, 
eould  only  be  settled  peaeeablj;  and  expressing  a  hope  that,  as  the  ad- 
mission  of  Miehigpn  into  the  Union  would  soon  aiFord  an  opportunity  for 
a  judicial  settlement  of  the  controversy,  unless  it  should  be  previotisly 
done  by  Congress,  both  parties  wo^ld  abstain  from  all  measures  calculat- 
ed to  interrupt  the  public  tranquillity.  You  will  have  seen,  by  the  same 
communications,  that  the  President,  io  bis  earnest  desire  to  prevent  any 
aetaal  collision  between  the  parties,  has  sent  two  distinguished  citizens, 
Mr.  Rush,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Mr.  Howard,  of  Maryland,  to  confer 
with  the  Governor  of  Ohio  and  tlie  acting  (TovrM  oor  of  >Iirhigaii.  ho])in«r, 
by  thoir  personal  representations,  to  give  better  cllcct  to  the  appeal 
which  he  had  already  made  to  them  through  me.  These  gentlemen  set 
out  some  days  ago  on  lliis  mission  of  peace,  and  will,  by  this  time,  hare 
had  an  interview  "with  one  or  both  of  these  officers.

Sm :  His  excellency  die  Goremor  of  Ohio  has  recently  transmitted 
to  this  Department  a  copy  of  a  report  made  to  him  by  the  commissioners 
on  the  part  of  that  State  for  .marking  the  boundary  line  between  Ohioimd 
Michi{|^,  contaiBiag  a  representation  of  the  manner  in  which  their  ope- 
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rationfl  had  been  fotvibl^r  interrupted  by  a  party  of  armed  men  led  on  hj 
certain  oificers  of  Michigan*  The  Governor  has  informed  the  Depart- 
ment that  this  intermption,  together  with  otiier  matters  connected  with  the 
boundary  question,  has  induced  him  to  convene  the  Legislature,  that 
the  whole  subject  may  be  laid-  before  them  and  the  people^lOhio.    -  i 

Governor  Lucas,  considering  the  interruption  as  an  act  committed  un- 
der the  direction  of  officers  holding  their  appointments  from  the  United 
Slates,  has  deemed  it  his  duty  to  inquire  how  far  the  authorities  of  Mi- 
•^■higan  are  held  reprcliensible  by  the  cabinet  at  Washington  for  what  he 
terms  tiie  various  outrages  committed  by  them  on  the  citi2ens  of  Ohio. 

The  President  has  therefore  directed  me  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  report 
to  you,  with  a  re(}uest  that  a  statement  of  I  he  f.icLa  may  be  made  by  the 
officers  engaged  lu  the  transaction  eoiaphiined  of.  By  his  desire.  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  is  informed  of  this  dispositit  ii  of  the  b^ubjcct,  ami  that  a 
further  communication  will  be  made  when  your  ajibvver  is  received,  lie 
has,  in  the  mean  time,  been  told  that  the  President  has,  tbroui^hout  tlie 
cootroyersy,  endeavored  to  prevent  any  resort  to  force  on  either  side  ; 
that  you  hud  been  particularly  advised  (hat  an  appeal  shoiild'  be  had  to  the 
civil  power  only,  and  that  no  force  should  be  employed  but  the  posse 
comitaius.  From  which,  and  fi;omthe  President's  sentiments  previously 
commuoicaU  !  !  v  this  Department  to  Governor  Lucas,  his  excellency  may 
be  able  to  judge  how  far  any  application  offeree  would  be  likely  to  meet 
the  President's  approbation. 

The  President  has  seen  with  2;roat  satisfaction  that  Governor  Lucas 
has  suspended  the  markinji;of  the  boundary  line,a!ul  determined  to  appeal 
to  the  %vijdom  of  the  Lep;i.sl;iluie.  lie  has  directed  me  to  transmit  for  his 
excellency's  information  a  copy  of  n  recent  report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Gerier;il  Land  Office,  siiouini^  the  meii-mt  s  liiat  have  hoc  u  lakeii 
at  various  times,  under  the  liiithoritv  of  the  Fedoial  Govci  iiiui  iiL  lor  dc- 
signating  the  northern  bounii.oy  of  the  State,  together  with  other  papers 
on  the  subject ;  and  he  trusts  that,  with  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral before  them,  and  the  additional  information  which  these  documents 
present,  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor,  seeing  the  difficuhie:>)  which 
must  attend  the  exeeotioa  of  the  Ohio  act  of  the  last  session,  will  unite 
in  postponing  the  whole  subject  for  the  action  of  Congress^ 

The  President  hopes  that,  in  the  mean  time,  those  whose  station  and 
character  give  them  an  influence  on  the  public  mind  will  employ  it  to 
allay  the  irritation  which  has  been  so  unnecessarily  created  on  both  sides. 
He  instructs  roe  again  to  urge' upon  you  the  necessity  of  forbearance  ;  and 
he  trusts  that,  as  the  question  is  now  in  a  train  to  be  referred  to  th<  proper 
tribunal  for  adjustment,  there  will  he  a  mutual  disposition  to  make  allow-

Sm :  Yon  are'doubCiess  aware  that,  at  the  late  session  of  the  Obio  Le- 
jcislatore,  an  act  was  passed  requesting  the  Grovcrnor  to  approve  and  com- 
plj  with  the  terms  and  stipulations  of  an  arrangement  purporting;  to  have 
been  entered  into  between  him  and  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard.  With 
a  view  to  obtain  tiic  President's  aid  towards  the  tempnrnry  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  betwcni  Ohio  and  Mirliiiiiau,  upon  l!:e  ic  rms  of  that  art, 
Messrs.  Swaynp,  Alien,  and  Disney  have  come  to  Wnslnniiton,  at  the  re- 
quesi  ul  (joveniui  Lucas,  and  have  liad  conferences  with  the  ii^resident 
and  Secretary  of  State. 

Though  those  ^tiuleinen  do  not  profess  to  be  clothed  with  any  oflSeial 
authority  in  the  matter,  their  characters  aie  a  suthcient  guaranty  fur  the 
correctness  iOf  tlleir  representations.  In  a  written  communication  made 
by  them  under  the  date  of  the  1st  instant,  they  have  stated  rather  more 
at  large  than  is  contained  in  die  act,  the  measures  to  be  adopted  on  both 
sides  to  give  effect  to  the  proposed  arrangement. 

Bj.the  Preadent's  direction,  I  transmit  copies  of  the  act,  and  of  the 
letter  of  Messrs.  Swajne,  Allen,  .uid  Disney^  and  of  my  answf^r,  written 
by  his  direction.  1  am  charged,  at  the  same  time,  to  inform  you  that,  al- 
though MesifTS.  Rush  and  Howard  had  no  instructions  to  enter  into  ar- 
rangements for  the  United  States,  aiyJ  have  not,  at  any  time,  advised  the 
Department  of  their  having  proposed  such  an  arrangement  ns  that  referred 
to,  yet  tlie  President  is  of  opinion  that,  nndcr  the  present  circumstances, 
the  great  object  of  preserving  the  public  trantjuillity  without  injury  to 
the  rights  of  either  party,  unti]  an  opportunity  be  atfoided  lor  the  action 
of  the  proper  authority  on  the  subject,  may  be  accomplished  })y  a  con- 
formity, on  l>oth  sides,  to  the  terms  proposed.  He  has,  therefore,  in- 
structed me  earnestly  to  recommend  to  you  that  no  obstruction  shall  be 
Interposed  to  the  remarking  of  Harris's  line  i  that  all  proceedings  al- 
ready begun  under  the  act  of  the  Legisla^Te  Connetl  of  Michigan,  of  the 
12th  of  Febmarylast^  shall  be  immediately  discontinued  ;  that  no  prosecii-: 
txins  shall  be  commenced  for' any  subsequent  violations  of  that  act  until 
after  the  next  session  of  Congress ;  and  that  all  questions  about  the  dts* 
puted  jurisdiction  shall  be  carefully  ayoided,  and,  if  occurring  inevita- 
bly, their  discussion  shall  be  postponed  until  the  same  period. 

The  President  makes  this  recommendation  with  the  more  confidence, 
as  the  convention  of  Michigan  has  declared  the  people  of  the  Territory 
to  be  sincerely  dr'  irniis  that,  at  all  events,  further  proceedings  should  be 
stayed  by  the  parties  interested  until  the  constitutional  tribunals  can  ru  t 
in  the  matter,  and  as  the  proposal  arrangement,  by  not  interfering  with 
the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  conforms,  in 
the  most  essential  points,  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  that  enlightened 
body.  The  President  is  not  insensible  of  the  diiliculties  to  bQ  overcome 
in  executing  this  arrangement,  and  he  is  persuaded  that  the  people  of 
the  United  States  will  duly  appreciate  whatever  elTorts  may  be  made  by 
the  authorities  or  eitixens  of  Michigan  for  preserving  undisturbed  the 
peace  of  this  happy  country.

'Stx :  I  haye  had  the  honor  to  receive  to-day  your  letters  of  the  1 6th 
and  17th  instant,  the  latter  aceompanied  hj  Tarious  affidavits  relative  to 
the  disturbance  which  has  ju8(  taken  place  at  Toledo.  That  afiair  seenas 
to  have  been  merely  the  personal  resistance  of  the  parties  agaitast  whom  the 
warrants  issued.  Although  a  great  deal  of  ill  feeling  is  shown  to  exist  in 
that  community,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  exhibited  in  aetd  of 
violence*  The  excitement  appears  to  be  partly  the  result  of  some  pre- 
judice arising  out  oi  the  circumstances  of  \he  particular  case,  and  pot 
founded  exclusively  on  the  question  of  disputed  jurisdiction.  The  papors 
will  be  sent  to  the  President,  and  a  letter  will  be  addressed  to  Governor 
Lucas,  requeFtinc!:  liini  to  use  his  inlluence  or  authority  with  those  who 
hold  comiiii>sioiis  from  him,  or  desire  to  be  attached  to  Ohio,  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  similar  outrages.

vation  of  the  public  pesito*  He  finds  himself  eoBStrsined,  therefore,  by 
his  sense  of  duty,  to  supersede  you  as  Secretary  of  the  Teniloiy  of 
Michigan,  and  has  appointed  Mr*  Charles  Shaler,  of  Pennsylvaaia^to  he 
your  successor. 

The  President  has  instructed  me,  in  making  this  communication,  to

Sir  :  The  President  having  found  himself  constrained,  under  a  high 
sense  of  public  duty,  to  supersede  Mr.  Mason  as  Secretary  of  tbc  Michi- 
gan Territory,  has  appointed  you  his  succebsior.  The  Prfsidcnt's  views 
of  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  all  the])arties  in  the  controversy  now  un- 
happily pending  between  Michigan  and  Ohio  arc  fully  shown  in  the  va- 
rious communicatious  made  by  his  direction  to  your  predecessor,  and 
which  you  will  find  in  the  archives  of  his  office.  The  President's  opin- 
ions upon  the  whole  subject  have  remained  oncfaanged  throughout.  ^ 

He  has  believed^  from  the  beginning  of  the  discussionY  that,  widmC 
furdier  legislation  on  the  part  of  Congress,  the  country  in  dispute  is  to 
be  considered  as  forming  legally  a  part  of  the  Tenitorr  of  Michigan, 
Mi  that  the^rdiMiy  and  usual  jurisdietioii  over  it  should  be  exercised 
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hj  Michigan.  He  lias  never  admiited  *the  right  set  up  by  Ohio.  And, 
I'n  his  recommeodaUons  to  both  parties,  which  nave  been  influenced  only 
by  a  regard  for  the  public  peace,  he  has  expressly  stated  that  he  doe» 
not  desire  on  cither  side  what  woold  be  inconsistent  with  their  supposed 
rights ;  and  that  whatever  temporary  concessions  either  might  make^ 
with  a  view  to  preserve  tranquillity,  until  Congress  should  decide,  would 
»ot,  and  could  not,  alFoct  the  rights  of  either  party  ;  and,  in  grder  to  pre- 
vent an)  other  thnn  a  peareahle  decision  of  the  question,  he  has  stated 
distinctly  what  his  duty  would  compel  him  to  do  in  the  evrnt  of  nn  at- 
tempt, on  the  part  of  Ohio,  to  sustain  her  jurisdiction  over  the  disputed 
territory  by  force  of  arms. 

To  avoid  that  necessity,  hi"=  l)est  exertions  have  been  and  will  he  used. 
He  has  seen  with  regret  ,  iicl  surprise  that  both  the  acting  Governor  of 
Michigaii  ciaJ  the  Legi^iaiive  Council  have  supposed  him  to  recomraond 
an  admission  of  the  right  of  Ohio  to  the  jurisdiction  in  question.  Cour- 
tesy, if  not  justice,  to  a  member  of  the  confederacy,  requires  that  her  pre- 
tensidbs  should  b«  respected,  as  fer  «s  is  consistent  with  the  obligations 
of  the  constitution  and  tbo  laws.  An  acknowledgment  o£  the  existence 
of  the  claim  is  not  the  acknowledgment  of  the  right,  and  a  temporary  ar- 
rangement, to  avoid  tlie  danger  of  hostile  collision,  is  in  no  respect  incoo* 
sistent  with  the  obligations  of  the  constitution  and  the  laws. 

Hostile  array  to  decide,  what  force  cannot  settle,  the  question  of  juris- 
diction within  three  months  of  the  meeting  of  Congress,  whose  duty  ii 
will  be  to  do  justice  to  all  parties,  would  be  a  disgrace  to  the  UniiSn,  and 
a  stain  upon  thf  character  of  Michigan,  whose  approaching;  admission 
into  it  is  hailed  with  joy  by  all  its  members.  As  there  has  been  exhib- 
ited, on  the  part  of  Oliio,  a  disposition  not  to  enforce  her  claims,  but 
only  formally  to  assert  them,  (an  as^ei  cion  suj)iH)sod  to  be  required  by  her 
character,)  until  tiie  meeting  of  Congress,  it  would  be  criminal  in  the  au- 
thorities and  people  of  Michigan  to  seek,  by  any  means,  to  bring  the 
question  to  a  different  issue. 

The  President  has  seen  with  regret  the  recent  outrages  committed  at 
Toledo  on  the  officers  of  justice  who  attempted  to  execute  process  un- 
der the  authority  of  Michigan,  and  he  recommends  that  those  of  the  of- 
fenders who  have  fled  from  the  Territory  should  be  promptly  dexnanded 
of  the  Executive  of  any  State  in  which  they  may  have  taken  refuge.

Sm:  I  have  laid  before  the  President  your  communication  of  the  28th 
idtiBO,  with  the  papers  which  accompanied  it. 

The  President,  thooch  aware  that  the  inhabttints  of  Miehi^n  hsd 
^en  for  some  time  taking  meaaores  with  a  view  to  the  admission  of 
that  Territoiy  into  the  Union  as  a  SUte,  relied  so  fully  upon  their  re- 
spect for  the  constitution  and  laws,  m  not  to  suppose  that,  in  tiieir  zeal 
for  th;  t  object,  they  could  be  led  to  adopt  any  Other  measures  than  those 
within  their  legal  competency. 
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>     It  is  only  now,  for  the  first  time,  that  he  has  seen  the  constitution 
i  agreed  to  by  the  convention,  and  submitted  to  the  people  of  Michigan 
I  for  their  ratification.    He  perceives,  as  is  represented  in  your  letter,  that 
Fa  new  Government  created  by  that  constitution  is  intended  to  go  into 
operation  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  next,  and  to  exercise  after 
that  time  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  powers  within  that  part  of 
the  Territory  which  was  formed  by  the  act  of  January,  1805  ;  and,  conse- 
quently, that  the  Territorial  Government  established  by  Congress  is  then 
to  be  superseded  and  abrogated  within  that  portion  of  the  Territory.  . 

The  President  views  as  natural  and  proper  the  desire  of  the  people 
of  Michigan  to  be  admitted  to  all  the  rights  of  a  State.  It  will  afford 
him  great  pleasure  to  aid,  as  far  as  depends  on  him,  in  the  early  accom- 
plishment of  that  important  object ;  and,  in  the  mean  while,  he  will  not 
sanction  any  interruption  of  the  proceedings  which  they  may  adopt  with 
that  view,  so  long  as  such  proceedings  do  not  interfere  with  the  due  ad- 
ministration of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  for  the  establishment  and 
government  of  that  Territory,  and  with  the  rightful  exercise  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  oflScers  appointed  under  their  authority.  But  as  he  cannot 
admit  that  any  Government  which  the  people  of  Michigan  may  desire 
to  set  up  can,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  supersede  or  abrogate 
that  which  Congress  has  established,  he  trusts  that  no  attempt  will  be 
made  by  any  person,  under  authority  supposed  to  be  derived  from  the 
proposed  constitution,  to  exercise  powers  incompatible  with  those  which 
Congress  has  intrusted  to  officers  appointed  under  its  own  authority. 

The  President  is  of  opinion  that  the  Territorial  Government  now  ex- 
isting in  Michigan  having  been  established  by  Congress  in  virtue  of  the 
power  exclusively  vested  in  that  body  by  the  constitution,  must  continue 
until  it  is  terminated  by  Congress.  The  laws  by  which  it  is  established 
have  the  same  force  in  his  mind  as  any  other  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  he  deems  it  not  less  his  duty  to  see  them  faithfully  executed. 

If,  as  the  people  of  the  Territory  believe,  the  time  has  arrived  when 
their  present  political  condition  ought  to  cease,  he  cannot  doubt  that 
Congress,  in  its  wisdom  and  justice,  will  readily  fulfil  the  pledge  con- 
tained in  the  ordinance  of  1787  for  their  admission  into  the  Union. 
But,  until  that  event  shall  take  place,  he  cannot  recognise  any  other 
Government  in  Michigan  tlian  that  established  by  Congress. 

I  am  instructed  by  the  President  to  make  known  to  you  his  views  on 
the  subject,  and,  in  answer  to  your  desire  to  be  informed  of  the  course 
which  you  should  pursue,  to  state  that  it  will  be  proper  for  you,  as  well 
as  all  other  officers  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Territory,  to  continue  in  the  exercise  of  your 
official  duties  until  those  laws  be  altered  or  revoked  by  Congress. 

The  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  having  been  recently  taken  on 
questions  growing  out  of  certain  proceedings  in  Arkansas  with  the  view 
to  the  formation  of  a  State  Government  in  that  Territory,  I  am  directed 
to  transmit  a  copy,  in  the  belief  that,  from  the  analogy  between  the  two 
cases,  it  may  prove  useful  to  you.

Sis:  liiave  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  Slflt  ultimo,  transmittinsa  copj  of  a  letter  from  the  Gover- 
jior  of  Arkansas,  with  a  printed  address  recently  issned  by  him  to  the 
people  of  that  Territory,  and  requiring,  by  direction  of  the  President, 
mj  opinion  on  the  constitutional  and  l^al  questions  presented  in  those 
documents. 

It  appears,  from  these  papers,  that  applications  have  been  made  to  the 
Governor  of  Arkansas,  by  various  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of  that 
Territory,  to  convene  the  Territorial  IjO^islature  at  an  early  day,  for 
the  purpose  of  passing  an  act  authorizing  the  election  of  delegates  to  a 
convention  to  form  a  State  constitution;  that  he  has  declined  to  comply 
with  this  request;  that  he  entertains  strong  apprehensions  that  the  Ter- 
ritorial Legislature,  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  to  be  held  in  October 
next,  will  pass  such  an  act,  and  by  so  great  a  majority  as  to  overrule 
the  negative  vested  in  him  by  law  ;  and  that  the  ptuple,  either  with  or 
without  such  a  law,  will  pioceed  to  elect  delegates  to  a  convention,  and 
to  organize  and  .put  in  operatiqa  a  State  Goyernment  without  the  autho* 
rity  of  Congress*  That  he  is  of  opinion  that,  under  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  no  measures  can  be  lawfully  taken  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Arkansas  to  form  a  constitution  and  State  Government  until  Con- 

Sess  shall  have  first' granted  tbem  authority  so  to  do;  and  that  he  will 
erefore  feel  himself  bound  to  consider  and  treat  all.  such  proceedings 
as  unlawful.  In  order  to  meet  the  emergency  thus  apprehended,  he  so- 
licits instructions  for  his  future  guidance and  it  is  in  reference  to  this 
request  that  my  opinion  is  required. 

The  various  questions  arising  in  this  case  may  he  classed  under  two 
general  heads.  They  have  respect  either,  1st.  To  the  power  of  the  Territo- 
rial Legislature  to  pass  laws  authorizing  the  formation  of  a  constitution  and 
State  Government ;  or,  2d.  To  the  right  and  authority  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Territory  to  take  measures  for  that  purpose  ;  and  to  the  extent  to 
which  such  proceedings,  if  it  be  lawful  to  tiiter  on  theiii  at  all,  may  pro- 
perly be  carried,  consistently  with  the  constitution  o,f  the  United  States 
and  the  laws  now  in  Ibrce. 

1.  Upon  the  first  olthese  points  there  is,  as  it  appears  to  me,  no  room 
ibr  reasonable  doubt«  The  Temtorisl  Government  has  been  erected  hy 
Congress ;  the  law  for  that  purpose  being  passed  under  the  clause  of  the 
constitution  which  declares  that  Congress  shall  hare  power  to  dispose 
of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory 
or  other  property  belonging  to  the  United  States." 

The  powers  of  all  ue  departments  of  the  Territorial  Government, 
exeeutive,  legislative,  and  judicial,  are  derived  from  this  law,  and  can 
only  be  exercised  in  the  manner  and  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  its 
provisions. 

The  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  composed  of 
two  hranches,the  Legislative  Council  and  the  House  of  Representatives, 
both  of  which  are  elected  by  ihe  people.  •  The  act  providing  \\>i  ilie  jjov- 
emment  of  the  Territory  of  Missouri,  approv  i  d  June  1,  1S12,  and  wiaeh 
is  adopted  in  the  laws  relating  to  Arkansas  as  delhiing  the  powers  of  the 
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legiskative  department,  declares  that  "  the  General  Assembly  shall  have 
power  to  make  laws  in  all  cases,  both  civil  and  criminal,  for  Ulu  good 
government  of  the  people  of  said  TerrUoiyy  not  repugnant  to,  or  incon- 
sistent  with,  the  coDStttution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.^'  This  part 
of  Che  law  ia  to  be  taken  in  eonnexion  with  die  otiier  proTiaiona  oontained 
in  it ;  and,  when  ae  oonaidered,  it  will  be  sMk  that  the  whole  law  waa 
designed  to  Moc^pHahthe  aingle  purpose  of  organising  a  temporary  Ter- 
ritonal  CUmiMhl^whieh  was  intended  to  remain  8ub|eet  at  all  times  to 
the  eontrol  Songjtess,  under  the  autiiori^  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
eonatitutton  of  the  United  States.  In  the  exercise  of  this  authority,  Con- 
gress may  at  pleasure  repeal  or  modify  the  laws  pagaed  by  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature,  and  may  at  any  time  abrogate  and  remodel  the  Leg!«^- 
lature  itself,  and  all  the  other  departments  of  the  Territorial  Government. 

To  suppose  that  the  legislative  power  granted  to  the  General  Assembly 
includes  the  authority  to  abrogate,  alter,  or  modify  the  Territorial  Gov- 
ernniLnt  established  by  the  act  of  Coni^ress,  and  of  which  the  Assembly 
is  a  constituent  part,  would  be  manilcsLly  absurd.  The  act  of  Congress, 
so  far  as  it  is  consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
with  the  treaty  by  which  the  Territory  as  a  part  of  Louisiana  was  ceded 
to  the  United  States,  is  the  supreme  law  of  the  Territory  ;  it  is  paramount 
to  thejpower  of  the  Territorial  Legislature,  and  can  only  be  revoked  or 
aiteiiwf  hy  the  power  from- which  it  emanated.  Tlie  General  Anemblj 
aad  die  |»eople  of  the  Tenitoiy  are  aa  mueh  honnd  by  its  provisiona,  and 
ai|«jlicapable  of  abrogating  them,  as  the  Legiabtorea  and  people  of  the 
American  States  are  hound  by,  and  incapable  of  abrogating,  the  conuUlyfa. 
tipii  of  the  United  States.  It  is  also  a  maxim  of  universal  law,  that  wwRr 
a^rticular  thing  is  prohibited  by  law,  all  means,  attempts,  and  coA- 
tovaoces  to  effect  such  thing  are  also  prohibited.  Consequently,  it  is 
not  in  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Arkansas  to  pass  any  law 
for  the  purpose  of  electinir  members  to  a  convention  to  form  a  constitution 
and  State  Government,  nor  to  do  any  other  act,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
create  such  new  Government.  Every  such  law,  even  though  it  were 
approved  by  the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  would  be  null  and  void:  if 
passed  by  them,  notwithstamliiii^  Ins  veto,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each 
branch,  it  would  still  be  equally  void. 

If  I  am  right  in  the  foregoing  opinion,  it  will  then  follow  that  the 
eonrse  of  the  Governor  in  declining  to  call  together  the  Territorial  Legis- 
lature for  die  purpose  in  question  was  such  as  his  legal  duties  required ; 
and  that  the  views  he  has  expressed  in  his  public  address,  and.  also  in  his 
ottcial  commwrfeation  to  yoursdf,  so  far  as  they  indieate  an  intention  not 
to  sanetion  m»MMnir  in  any  legislative  or  other  proceeding  towards  the 
formation  of  estate  Oovemment  until  Congress  shall  have  authorized 
it,  are  also  correct. 

2,  The  questions  which  refer  themselves  to  the  second  eeneral  head 
are  more  difficult,  and  the  considerations  which  must  govern  their  df  ri«ion 
more  nunierous  and  complex;  but  the  conclusion  to  which  my  k  ilcctions 
have  brought  me,  with  the  prominent  reasons  on  which  it  is  founded,  can 
he  stated  without  much  prolixity. 

The  third  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  declares  that  "new  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Centres?;  into 
this  Union ;  but  no  new  State  :^haii  be  formed  or  erected  wiihiu  the 
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jurisdiction  of  any  other  State ;  nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the  junction  ol  ] 
two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of  States,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legis-  ' 
latures  ol  the  States  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Congress."  This  provision 
implies  that  the  new  State  shall  have  been  constituted  by  the  settlement 
^  a  doofltitiltioli  or  frame  of  government,  and  by  the  appointment  of  those 
oflhsial  agents  wliieh  are  indiapenaable  to  its  actioQ  as  a  State,  and 
cially  to  its  action  as  a  member  of  tbe  Union,  prior  Ur^  admission  into, 
the  Union.   In  accordance  with  tbis  impUcatiofi,  erery  State  reoetved 
into  the  Union  since  the  adoption  of  the  federal  ccgH^ntion  has  been 
actually  organized  prior  to  such  admission.  ^ 

By  tbe  practical  construction  which  has  been  given  to  the  first  claase 
of  the  provision  just  quoted,  it  may  now  be  considered  as  authorizing 
the  admission  of  new  States  into  the  Union,  though  formed  out  of  the 
Territories  of  the  United  States;  and  this  whether  the  Territory  com- 
posing the  new  State  was  once  a  part  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  original 
States,  or  has  since  been  acquired  by  treaty  or  otherwise.  In  every 
such  case  the  legal  authority  to  enter  on  the  preliminary  arrangements, 
so  far  as  such  authority  is  needed,  can  only  be  granted  by  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States.  I  say  by  the  Congress  or  the  legislative  department, 
in  contradistinction  from  all  the  other  departments  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, because  the  power  of  admitting  new  States  into  the  Union,  and 
that  of  supreme  legislation  over  the  Territories,  beiiig  both  exdusiyely 
rested  in  that  body,  must  necessarily  draw  after  them  the  power  to  pass 
all^laws  preparatory  to  the  conyersion  of  a  Territorial  into  a  State  Gov- 
^ijl^ment. 

^  The  treaty  by  which  Louisiana  was  ceded  to  the  United  States,  thoii^ 
iladoubtedly  for  many  important  purposes  a  part  of  the  supreme  law, 
must,  therefore,  be  laid  out  of  the  present  question.   It  is  true  that  the 

third  article  imposes  on  the  United  States,  as  a  nation,  the  duty  of  incor- 
porating "  the  inhabitants  of  the  ceded  territory  into  the  Union  of  the 
United  States,"  and  of  admitting;  them,  as  soon  as  possible,  according 
to  the  principles  of  the  federal  constitution,  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  the 
rights,  advantages,  and  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  and, 
in  the  mean  time,  they  are  to  be  "  maintained  and  protected  in  the  free 
enjoyment  of  their  liberty,  property,  and  the  religion  which  they  pro- 
fess." And  it  must  also  be  admitted  that  Congress,  by  the  seventh  section 
of  the  act  of  the  2d  of  March,  1805,  "  providing  for  the  government  of 
the  Territory  of  Orieans,"  have  construed  this  article  aspledging  the  faith 
of  the  United  States  to  admit  the  inhabitants  of  Louisiana  into  the  Union 
of  Ae  American  States  as  an  independent  State  or  States,  and  on  die 
footing  of  the  original  States,  whenever  the  proper  number  of  free  in* 
habitants  should  be  found  therein ;  thereby<removing  all  doubt  as  to  the 
true  intent  of  this  article,  and  adopting  that  construction  of  its  terms  un- 
derstood to  be  now  contended  for  by  the  citizens  of  Arkansas. 

Before  meeting  with  tbis  legislative  exposition  of  the  treaty,  I  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  construction  proposed  by  the  Governor 
oi  Arkansas,  in  his  printed  address,  was  too  narrow,  and  that  the  lan- 
guage and  manifest  design  of  the  provision  required  tbe  other  and  more 
liberal  interpretation.  Many  reasons  might  be  assigned  for  this  opinion; 
but,  after  the  distinct  recognition  of  its  justice,  coutained  in  thie  act  of 
1806, 1  deem  it  needless  to  dwell  on  iliit}  point. 
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But  tliough  the  treatj  engages  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  ceded  terri- 
pbry  shall,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  be  duly  admitted  as  StaU$ 
into  the  Union.;  and  though  this  cDgagement  has  been,  and  yet  is^  obliga- 
toiy  and  inviolable,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  it  can  be  carried  into 
efifec't  without  the  consent  of  Congress ;  on  the  contrary,  like  all  other  treaty 
stipulations  which  require,  to  their  complete  execution,  the  enactment 
of  suitable  laws,  its  actual  fulfilment  exclusively  depends  on  the  legis* 
lative  department.  The  United  States,  in  their  national  character,  are 
bound  by  the  stipulation,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  pass  the  laws  and  take 
all  the  other  steps  which  are  necessary  to  its  faithful  execution.  But 
those  laws  and  other  steps  can  only  be  passed  and  taken  through  the 
organs  prescribed  by  (ho  federal  constitution.  And  if  the  department 
which,  under  tiie  constitution,  possesses  the  exciusivc^  power  oi  legisla- 
tion, inipropt  1  ly  refuses  or  omits  to  pass  the  necessaiy  laws,  the  stipula- 
tion, so  far  as  its  fuilihaent  depends  on  legislation,  must  necessarily  remain 
unexecuted.  Such  a  refusal  or  omission  would,  indeed,  violate  the  u  eai> , 
and  many  serious  consequences  might,  therefore,  grow  out  of  it,  but,  so 
long  as  persisted  in,  the  inhabitants  would  necessarily  be  excluded  from 
the  Union* 

The  obligatory  force  of  the  treaty  stipulation  is,  therefore,  to  be  care- 
fully distinguished  from  the  proper  mode  of  carrying  it  into  effect.  The 
obligation  must  be  admitted,  and,  it  cannot  be  doubted,  will  be  faithfully 
fulfilled;  but  SQ  far  as  legislative  enactments  arc  necessary  to  carry  it 
into  effect,  they  must  be  made  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  fn4 
eannot  he  supplied  by  any  other  deprirtinent  ot  the  General  Oovcrnmelit. 

Xo  law  has  yet  hfvn  passed  by  Congress,  which,  either  expressly  or 
impliedlv,  gives  the  people  of  Arkansas  the  authority  to  iVirra  a  State 
Governnieiit.  For  the  reasons  above  stated,  I  am,  thereioie,  of  opinion 
that  the  inhabitants  of  that  Territory  have  not  at  present,  and  that 
they  cannot  acquire  otherwise  than  by  an  act  of  Congress,  tiie  right  to  form 
such  a  Government. 

•  But  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  all  proceedings  on  this  subject,  on 
the  part  of  dtisens  of  Arkansas,  will  be  illegal.  They  undoubtedly  pos- 
sess the  ordinary  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  Among  these  is  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble, 
and  to  petition  the  Government  for  the  redress  of  grierances."  In  the 
exercise  of  this  right,  the  inhabitants  of  Arkansas,  may  peaceably  meet 
together  in  primary  assemblies,  or  in  conventions  chosen  by  such  assem- 
blies, for  the  purpose  of  petitioning  Congress  to  abro^te  the  Territorial 
Government,  and  to  admit  them  into  the  Union  as  an  independent  State. 
The  particular  form  which  they  may  give  to  their  petition  cannot  be 
material,  so  long  as  they  conline  themselves  to  the  mere  right  of  petitton- 
in;i;,  and  con  iiii ;  11  their  proceedings  in  a  peaceable  manner.  And  as 
the  power  oi  Luiigtess  over  the  whole  subject  is  plenary  and  uniiimted, 
they  may  accept  any  constitution,  however  Iramed,  which,  in  their  judg- 
ment, meets  the  sense  of  the  people  to  be  alTected  by  it.  If,  therefore, 
the  citizens  oi  Arkansas  think  proper  to  accompany  their  petition  by  a 
written  constitution,  framed  and  agreed  on  by  their  primary  assembhes, 
or  by  a  convention  of  delegates  chosen  by  such  assemblies,  1  perceive  no 
legal  objection  to  their  power  to  do  so,  nor  to  any  measures  which  mav 
be  taken  to  collect  the  sense  of  the  people  in  respect  to  it,  provided,  aK 
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ways,  that  flueh  measures  be  eommeiieed  and  prosecuted  in  a  peaeedble 
maQDer,  in  strict  subordination  to  tbe  existing  Territorial  GovemmeBty 
and  ill  entire  subservieBej  to  the  power  of  C^gress  to,adepC|  reject,  or 
disregard  them  at  pleasure. 

It  is,  however,  very  obvious  that  all  measures  cmmeaced  and  prose- 
cuted with  a  design  to  subvert  the  Territorial  (rovemment,  and  to  estaln 

lish  and  put  in  forrp,  in  its  place,  a  new  Governmenf,  without  the  consent 
of  ConfjtcsH,  \v\\i  be  unlawful.  The  laws  eslabiishing  the  Territorial 
Goveriinient  must  continue  in  force  until  abrogated  by  Congress;  and, 
ill  till'  III f  an  time,  it  will  he  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  all  the  other  ter- 
ritorial oilioers,  as  well  as  of  the  President,  to  take  care  that  they  are 
faithiuily  executed.  *  ■

Sib  :  It  has  been  suggested  to  the  President  that  some  persons  had 

misconstrued  that  part  of  his  recommendation  communicated  to  your  pre- 
decessor hv  ^Tr.  Forsvth  on  the  Sd  of  July  Insf,  whirh  relates  to  the 
discontinuance  of  the  proM  culions  that  had  been  instituted  under  the  act 
of  thf^  Territorial  Legishiture  of  Michigan  of  the  12th  February,  1836. 
'  Although  he  thinks  it  altogether  improbable  that,  with  the  ku  wlcdi^e  of 
his  views,  which  you  will  ha^e  derived  from  the  various  communications 
of  this  Department,  and  in  personal  conference  with  himself,  there  can 
be  any  misunderstanding  on  your  part,  he,  nevertheless,  instructs  me  to 
state  explicitly  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to  recommend  that.  In  dis- 
continuing thoseprosecutions,  you  should  act  without  the  intervention  of 
the  judiciary.  His  intention  was  that  you  should  instnitct  the  prosecuting 
officer  to  apply  to  the  court  ibr  permission  to  enter  a  noUc  proseqtiiy  or 
to  discontinue  the  indictments  for  olfences  against  that  act,  and,  if  the 
application  should  not  be  granted,  and  convictions  should  take  place, 
that  yoQ  should  forthwith  pardon  those  found  guilty.  You  will  make 
known  to  the  attorney  that  this  course  is  recommended  by  the  President.

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here  was  unavoidably  delayed  uuUi  Dear  night  bj  our  running  aground 
at  the  iijouth  ol  the  river. 

Late  this  evening  I  called  on  Mr.  Mason,  to  whom  I  delivered  the 
oommuincatkm  (rom  the  Department. 

Od  Mott^ij  morniDg  next  1  eoDtemplAte  taking  nhuge  of  tb«  Terri- 
torial GoTemmeot,  and  should  have  insisted  on  it  Ibis  evening  had  the 
emergencj  made  it  neceaary. 

Aasttfanees  have  been  made  from  all  qnarters  here  (Detrbit)  that  Ml- 
efaigan  is  nowy  and  is  likely  iormnmiin^  quiet.  Sneh,  1  believe,  to  be  the 
prevailing  opinion  here. 

The  Detroit  newspapers,  received  by  the  Department,  will  give  an 
account  of  the  Michigan  expedition  to  Toledo  on  the  Ist  instant. 

Mr.  ^f^tson  has  thi«  mornrnt  hniided  me  the  enclosed  memoraadom,  in 
his  own  liandwj iting,  ol  ihu  same  event  oi  thv  1  .>th. 

f  hear  thnt  a  large  meeting  was  held  antid  ipnting  my  arrivnl  ;  and  a 
coiiiniittop  is  shortly  to  call  on  me,  to  ascertain  the  principles  on  wbiph 
i  shall  atlminister  the  Teiritorial  (juvernmcnt. 

I  shall  strive  to  effect  the  views  of  the  Government,  aiul  do  so  with  as 
little  excitement  and  on  the  best  terms  1  can.  I  iecl  some  confidence  of 
a  favorable  issue.    I  shall  discharge  my  duty  under  all  dreumatances,  ■

'  On  the  morning  of  the  ISth,  the  sheriff  of  Monroe^  with  a  posse  of 
twelve  men,  arrested  Wikon,  the  associate  judge  of  Locas  county.  Good- 
sell,  the  deputy  sheriff,  aq.d  Jones,  th^  captain  of  a  volunteer  company  of 
the  mUitia  organized  under  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  warrants  were  issued 
by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  under  the  penal  law  of  February  12th,  against 
the  above-named  individuals,  for  the  exercise  of  official  functions,  under 
the  laws  of  another  State,  (Ohio.)  Wilson  and  Goodsell  were  brought 
to  Monroe,  pleaded  guilty,  entered  bail,  and  were  discharged  until  the 
October  circuit  court.  Jones  remained,  by  permission  of  the  sheriff,  at 
Toledo,  upon  a  promise  that  he  wouhi  enter  bail  ao  SOOn  as  his  health 
would  justify  him  in  travellin<;  to  Monroe. 

At  the  time  of  the  arrests  no  difBculty  or  disturhance  ensued  ;  but, 
after  the  sheriff  of  Monroe  and  his  party  had  reached  the  woods  near 
Toledo,  a  number  of  persons  pursued  them  with  the  intention  of  rescuing 
the  prisoners.  Shots  were  exchanged  by  tlie  parties,  but  no  injury  sus- 
tained. The  paily  honi  Toledo  retreated,  and  Goodsell  and  VVilson 
were  conducted  to  Monroe  without  further  molestation  to  the  authorities 
of  that  county.  .

Sir  :  On  Monday  morniTii;  last  1  entered  on  the  duties  of  office. 
Government  mslruclioua  have  been  earclully  i;ead,  and  on  them  that 

reflection  bestowed  which  the  importanee  of  the  subject  and  eq4^Q  be  ob- 

tatned  demand. 
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There  is  to  be  aeen  within  the  Michigan  Teiritety  neitfier  a  militarjr 
force  nor  an  asseniblage  to  obstruct  her  laws,  nor  is  either  anticipated  it 
the  present  The  inhabitants  of  Toledo  indicalestlU  farther  ol  leosl  tem- 
poraiy  submission  to  Michigan  Jurisdiction,  a  concurrent  meeting  being 
afloat^  (advertised,)  at  which  the  Ute  hostile  parties  are  to  aoeet  in-  con- 
ciliatory intercourse. 

The  approaching  sessions  of  the  October  terms  of  the  Monroe  and  Le- 
newee  courts,  the  Ist  and  2d  Tuesdays  of  the  montii,  -will  afford  the 
opportunity  most  advisable,  directly  or  indirectly^to  carry  out  to  the  hoM 
advantage,  accompanied  by  the  least  excitement,  the  view9  and poticy  oi 
the  Government. 

Pardons,  in  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  tlie  February  act,  will  be 
granted.  I  fear,  however,  it  will  be  unsavory  to  soiue  extent.  I  con- 
scientiously believe  it  should  be  done,  and  therefore  it  ahally  in  the  mode 
least  calculated  to  give  offence. 

1  beff  leave  respectfully,  and,  1  conceive  u  my  duty,  without  delay,  to 
refer  the  Department  to  the  fifteenth  page  of  the  projected  constitution ; 
'  as  also  certain  manuscript  acts  of  the  Legislative  Council-;  as  also  certain 
resolutions  set  forth  in  the  Democratic  Free  Press  of  the  16th  instant, 
herewith  enclosed.- 

Of  the  adoption  of  this  cdnstitutioh  there  seems  but  litUe  doubt.  A 
Governor  is  to  be  installed,  a  Legislature  to  assemble,  on  the  1st  day. of 
November  next ;  executive  duties  discharged  by  virtue  of  State  authority ; 
and,  it  is  fully  anticipated,  strong  measures  taken  to  carry  out  to  ihM  Utter 
the  February  act,  &c.  fre.;  in  Other  words,  the  Territorial  Government 
supcrspded  eniireh/. 

Jmprc'risrd  %virh  the  responnibility  and  delicacy  of  the  station  assigned 
me,  and  sensible  th  it  one  prominent  object  of  the  Union  w:!s  "peace  at 
home,"  I  cannot  but,  as  at  present  advised,  look  prospectively  wnii  deep 
and  abiding  lui^iefiit  and  anxietjr  to  my  duty  and  the  wishes  of  Govern- 
ment in  this  behalf, 

1,  therefore,  suhm^  such  9uestions  as  may  naturally  arise  from  the 
facts  communieatSi,  and  desire  to  hear,  at  the  earliest  moment,  if  agree- 
able 130-  Government,  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  the  above  contingency.

Sib-:  Und^rtbe  most  diiadvantageousand  embarrassing  circumstane^s 
wUeh  ansrofay  could  present,  the  wishes-and  instructions  of  Government 
Ime  bean  sm^MfUiowitU^  fulfilled  and  complie d  w  i th . 

On  the  8th  instant  I  was  informed,  and  had  ^^oud  (MUse  to  believe,  fb  it 
W§  fftmnce  at  Monroe  was  indispensable,  and,  on  my  arrival  ihete^  every 
reas&n  existed  why  I  should  have  (;iken  ih:\{  r-ourse. 

The  defendants  oi"  the  Monroe  pioM  <  utn  ns  did  not  attend,  and  the 
district  attorney,  Inuies  Q.  Adams,  was  intimidated  by  the  mob  of  Mon- 
roe from  acting  111  accordance  with  my  request,  or  even  at  all ;  lin  iliy, 
aeainst  Government.  He  holds  two  oiBces  under  the  General  Guv- 
ernment,  viz:  po-tnuistei  and  deputy  collector  of  the  cnStoms.  He 
wailed  upou  me,  and  desired  to  resign;  and  I  should  have  received  bis 
resignation  with  pleasure,  but  could  ^et  no  other  counsel  to  accept  a 
nomination  to  fill  bis  plane*  Anticipating  this  io  some  extent,  I  placed 
pardons  ibr  offences  under  the  February  act  in  (he  hands  of  the  only 
eounsel  engaged  6>r  jsome  of  the  defendants,  to  wit,  A*  D.  Fraser,  of 
Detroit,  requesting  him  to  move  them  before  the  court.  Alter  I  had  so 
done,  and  die  pardons  were  fdcd,  late  at  night  a  bench  warrant  was  is- 
Mftd  toappreheiid  Benjaoun  Stickney  for  a  violation  of  the  February 
not  pwtecutions  then  pending  in  court.  This  originated  in  a  plan  to 
earry  0«  violent  proceedings,  not  only  against  the  people  of  the  disputed 
territory,  but  to  involve  the  Executive  in  personal  difficulty.  I  imme- 
diately summoned  the  high  sheriff  before  me,  and  requested  him  (o  fol- 
low the  de})uty  sheriff  and  posse,  and  request  a  suspension  of  that  pro- 
cess, I  also  wrote  a  private  note  to  Stickney,  informing  him  that  I  should 
grant  him  a  pardon,  and  therefore  advised  him  against  resistance  to  the 
process,  which  I  knew  to  he  the  object  desired  by  the  Monroe  party. 
One  oi  tlie  judges  voluntarily  came  into  my  room,  and,  upon  his  charging 
me  with  an  interference  With  the  judiciary,  I  expressed  surprise  and 
warmth  at  the  issuing  of  the  bench  warrant  in  the  face  of  my  pardon. 
My  cimdition  wa^this:  at  Monroe,  the  seat  of  strife,  amidst  a  wild  and 
dangerous  popttlMion»  without  any  aid,  a  friend,  servant,  or  bed  to  sleep 
in,  io  the  mM  of  a  piob  excited  by  the  enemies  of  the  administratiqp, 
ad  MineiS  I  could  not  enlist  a  friend  or  an  officer  of  the  Territoiy. 
How  was  my  authority  to  be  enforced,  or  the  Government,  in  my  hands, 
IM|ieetedLund«rihese  circumstances  A  design  was  formed  a^  iinstmy 
hoaor  mi  toy  life.  The  district  attorney  bad  the  effrontery  and  timidity 
^7  ♦      ■  ■ 
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to  say  "  that,  if  he  acted,  the  mob  would  throw  him  and  mjself  in  the 
river."  Threats  were  made,  and  communications  in  writing,  insulting 
and  menacing  in  the  extreme,  were  received,  the  court  seeming  to  par- 
take largely  of  the  excitement  and  fears.  So  soon  as  I  discovered  this 
state  of  things,  I  called  upon  the  officers  of  the  General  Government, 
and  demanded  their  aid  in  effecting  the  objects  of  the  Government ;  a 
partial  and  reluctant  aid  was  given.  1  assured  them  it  was  my  hxed  de- 
termination to  sustain  the  measures  of  the  Government  at  all  hazards, 
even  if  it  resulted  in  removing  every  officer  of  the  Territorial  Govern- 
ment. Soon  after  this,  suitable  explanations  were  given,  and  the  people 
properly  informed  that  all  difficulties  were  removed,  and  the  prosecutions 
;ii  i  (  sted.  A  public  meeting  was  held  at  Monroe,  the  proceedings  of  which 
1  sent  you  by  Mr.  Wadsworlh,  and  to  which  I  beg  to  refer  you. 

At  Toledo  an  election  was  advertised  to  be  held  on  the  15th  instant, 
by  Ohio,  for  the  election  of  State  and  county  officers,  but  a  meeting  of 
all  the  voters  was  held,  and  decided  that  the  polls  should  not  be  held, 
and  no  further  jurisdiction  to  be  exercised  on  the  part  of  Ohio  until  after 
the  next  session  of  Congress,  of  which  I  am  fully  assured.  .•  ' 

From  Toledo  I  hastened  to  Lenawee,  hearing  some  difficulty  would 
take  place  about  the  district  attorney,  which  was  obviated,  however,  by 
Judge  Swaync,  from  Ohio,  appearing  as  counsel  for  the  defendants.  The 
Lenawee  cases  are  all  most  agreeably  disposed  of,  tried,  dismissed,  or 
pardoned;  everything  passed  off  well,  and  I  was  not  interrupted,  except 
by  a  meeting,  instigated  by  some  evil  disposed  residents  of  Detroit,  in- 
cidentally at  Lenawee.  Tlie  people  of  the  last-mentioned  place  are  de- 
cidedly with  the  measures  adopted  by  me.  On  S;iiurday,  at  noon,  Judge 
Swayne  and  myself  left  Tccumseh  for  Detroit,  and,  on  our  arrival  that 
evening  at  Ypsilanti,  were  mobbed,  the  house  somewhat  injured  ;  no 
bones,  however,  were  broken,  and  not  a  word  said  by  me  on  the  subject. 
This  mob  was  excited  by  some  lawyers  residing  at  Detroit,  and  who, 
from  their  party  relations  to  the  present  administration,  are  ever  anxious 
to  defeat  its  measures.     '  '  ,  . 

*.  In  Monroe,  Lenawee,  Toledo,  and,  I  believe,  Detroit,  the  public  mind 
18  somewhat  tranquil ;  they  begin  to  see  it  is  for  their  best  interest  to  be 
orderly  and  quiet.  Mad  it  not  been  from  apprehension  of  creating  a 
greater  temporary  excitement,  I  should  have  conceived  it  my  duty  to 
have  removed  every  officer  of  Monroe  county.  The  presiding  judge  of 
that  court  has  thought  proper  to  hold  the  papers  in  all  cases  of  pardon, 
under  pretence  of  "  curia  vult  advisare." 

Previous,  and  during  the  session  of  the  court,  I  assured  the  judge  that 
it  was  not  my  intention  to  interfere  with  the  judiciary  ;  I  held  it  sacred, 
and  trusted  he  would  not  apply  any  remarks  from  me  to  himself,  or  any 
officer  of  the  court.  1  desired  Mr.  Fraser  also  to  call  on  the  judge,  and 
reassure  him  of  the  same.  So  much  for  my  interference  with  the  judici- 
ary. 1  consider  the  judges  have  rather  interfered  with  my  constitutional 
powers ;  and,  so  far  from  giving  their  aid  in  support  of  the  measures 
adopted  for  return  of  good  order,  have  rather  publicly  and  privately 
lent  their  aid  to  thwart  and  impede  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty. 
Many  of  the  officers  desire  to  be  considered  as  martyrs,  hoping  thereby 
to  obtain  offices  under  the  State  Government  after  the  1st  of  Novem- 
ber; and,  thus  situated,  the  Department  can  readily  conceive  the  extent 

• 
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of  my  difBciHties,  and  the  condition  of  things  here.  lyiy  labors,  both 
mental  and  bodily,  have  been  very  arduous,  almost  insupportable.  It 
was  not  until  thi^  morning  that  I  could  procure  even  a  clerk  or  private 
secretary,  such  was  the  state  of  the  public  mind,  from  some  cause  or 
other.  1  mention  mobs  and  details  only  to  exhibit  the  true  state  of  things; 
personally,  I  care  nothing  for  them.  EflBgies,  burnings,  threats,  and  other 
manifestations  of  excitement,  have  constantly  surrounded  me..  The 
source  of  all  1  am  apprized  of,  and  the  actors. 

This  morning  I  received  an  insulting  resignation  of  the  aids  (John 
Norvell,    Winder,  George  H.  Martin,  Isaac  Roland)  of  ex-Gov- 

ernor Mason,  I  caimot  say  with  what  design,  but  would  respectfully  sug- 
gest that,  after  the  1st  day  of  November,  I  should  prefer  having  some 
other  resources  than  arc  now  in  Michigan,  that  the  Territorial  Govern- 
ment may^  in  no  contingency^  be  superseded  or  abrogated  in  my  hands, 
/have  not  been  raised  to  arms,  my  education  on  that  subject  being  still 
more  deficient  than  on  others,  but  shall  be  happy  to  render  aid  to  others 
more  competent  should  occasion  require. 

There  are  strong  manifestations  that  the  people  of  this  Territory  intend 
to  embark  under  a  State  Government  on  and  after  the  1st  of  next 
month  ;  doctrines  are  afloat  here,  monstrous  and  dangerous.  I,  perhaps, 
appear  timid  when  I  say  there  may  be  dilliculty  here  on  that  subject,  unless 
present  counsels  are  dissolved,  and  better  pievail  ;  and  I  do  not  think  it 
prudent  to  rely  upon  the  /ew;,  \cvy  few^  here  to  sustain  the  authority  of 
the  United  States.  There  never  was  a  Government  in  Christendom 
with  isuch  otliceis,  civil  and  military,  and  filled  with  such  doctrines,  as 
Michigan.  I  could  not  even  obtain  from  the  clerk  of  the  court  at  Mon- 
roe a  copy  of  the  prosecuiions  before  tlie  sitting  of  the  court.  Turn 
out  is  what  every  body  dc^ire3;  and  one  of  the  judges  at  Mooroe^x- 
pressed  publicly  bis  desire  to  become  a  martyr  to  the  cause. 

Judge  Swayne  leaves  me  to-day  perfectly  satisfied,  as  the  agent  of  Ohio, 
although,  I  fear,  perfectly  disgusted  with  the  outrages  here.  I  tried  con- 
ciliation, entreaty,  appeals  to  their  patriotism,  indeed,  every  resort  but 
force,  which  1  should  not  have  been  able  to  obtain  had  I  desired  it.  I 
hope  the  Gaveinmcnt  will  turn  their  attention  this  way,  promptly  adopt- 
ing such  measures  as  they,  in  their  wisdom  and  prudence,  may  think  most 
advisable.  I  have  used  my  utmost  exertions  in  executing  the  duties  of 
my  office  at  the  sacrifice  of  iny  ow  n  health,  and  have  eflected  the  object. 
Is  the  Department  advised  of  an  act  of  the  last  Legislative  Council,  de- 
signating Green  Bay  as  the  place  of  holding  their  next  session  on  the 
1st  of  January  n^xt.'  The  elections  have  been  held  throughout  the 
peninsula  without  regard  to  the  act  of  Congress  in  relation  thereto;  con- 
sequently, very  few,  if  any,  members  of  the  Legislative  Council  have 
been  elected  except  west  of  Lake  Michigan. 

I  trust  the  course  I  have  pursued  will  meet  the  approbation  of  the 
Department,  attributing  any  errors  I  may  have  committed  to  those  of 
judgment  rather  than  intention.     *  '  »        ,       •  •)

Sir  :  Yours  of  the  l^th  came  to  hand  after  the  f^f'ssions  of  the  Monroe 
and  Lenawee  coui  ts.  My  own  sense  of  propriety,  antl  knowledge  ol  pr  ac- 
tice Hi  the  courts,  suggtsted  the  course  of  advising  the  district  attomey 
to  enter  "  noUe  prosequiSy^^  or  dismissals  of  the  prosecutions  pending  in 
violation  of  the  Fehruary  act« 

All  my  advice,  and  even  peraiuurio&f  was  entirely  lost.  No  counsellor 
IB  Miehigan  would  aceept  of  the  office  in  either  court,  for  the  db^ous 
reason  that  every  man  is  looking  forward  to  offices  under  the  new  Gov- 
ernment on  the  1st  day  of  November  next. 

My  report  lo  the  Department  is,  that  the  following  prosecutions  against 
Granville  Jones,  Albert  S.  McDowell,  Elisha  Fasset,  Samuel  fiddes, 
Piatt  Card,  Benjamin  F.  Stickney,  John  Baldwin,  VVilUam  Wilson,  and 
Naaman  Goodspll ,  are  stayed  until  the  spring  term  of  the  court.  They  are 
cases  r)f  accepting aod  exercising  olfice  within  the  disputed  territory  under^ 
the  Ohio  laws. 

At  leasit  twenty  cases  of  resistance  of  the  February  act  proress  are  now 
pending,  though  on  a  general  continuance ;  recognisances  iorieited,  bow- 
ever. 

I  wish  the  Department  to  uudei stand  that  the  particular  cuursu  desig- 
nated by  your  letter  of  the  12th  was  pursued  on  the  Gth  of  October,  with 
not  ihe  Umt  0M, 

After  indietments  found  in  the  above  cases,  bench  warrants  were  issnsd, 
and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff,  wit)i*ittk  armed  pote.  The  only 
alternative  left  me  was  fiUng  pardcms  with  a  counsel  of  one  of  the  de* 
fendants,  as  the  last  resort  left  me  to  avert  impending  collision  between 
the  aotboffities  of  Ohio  and  Miehigan. 

The  presiding  judge  of  the  court  has  the  above  cases  for  future  de- 
cision.  The  Monroe  court  happened  on  the  7th  October,  and  continued 
until  the  12th.  On  the  13th  tho  Ohio  election  was  advert i'ied  at  Toledo. 
If  that  election  had  progressed,  there  would  have  existed  great  dilhculties 
in  this  couiiti  y. 

1  had  the  ^ood  fortune  to  assist,  by  the  most  advisable  means,  (in  my 
opinion,)  the  Toledo  election.    liefer  to  cni  losc  l  paper. 

At  l.enawee  but  two  cases  were  tried  ;  verdict  lui  iht;  dclendant  in  one, 
and  liac  of  ^100  in  the  other;  pardon  executed  after  judgment  in  that 
case  ;  7iollc  prosequis  cnttred  iit  ail  the  other  cases  by  the  distriet  attor- 
ney; Fletcher's  case>  acc^uittal ;  Ellsworth's  ease,  pardoned  after  judg- 
ment. At  Monroe  I  advised  a  trial  of  all  the  cases  doring  the  last  term ; 
that  was  refused.  One  object  was  to  forfeit  all  the  recognisances  in  all 
eases,  and  continue' the  prosecutions,  to  avoid  the  executive  pardon, 
thereby  continuing  the  difficulty  with  Ohio. in  the  State  Government  of 
Miehigan.

Sik:  The  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  has  made  known  to  the  Pres- 
ident his  apprehension  that  a  collision  may  take  place  between  the 
authorities  of  that  Territory  and  those  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  conse- 
quence of  meaFures  aVu>iit  to  he  taken  for  extendini;  the  jurisdiction  of 
that  State  over  the  territory  in  dispute  between  Ohio  and  Michigan.  The 
President,  confident  that  both  parties  will  do  justice  to  his  motives,  has 
instructed  me  to  express  to  your  excellency  and  to  the  acting;  Governor 
of  Michigan  his  earnest  hope  that  tlie  exercise  of  mutual  loj  bearance 
and  prudence  will  render  such  a  result  impossible.  He  trusts  that  both 
parties  will  Me  that  the  question  at  iisue  ia  one  which,  from  its  nature, 
does  notpermit  anj  other  than  a  peaceful  decision.  It  appears  to  bita 
that,  as  the  State  of  Ohio  has  already  brought  the  subject  before  Con- 
cress,  it  should  be  left  for  the  action  oC  that  body.  In  any  event,  the 
formation  of  a  State  Government  in  Michigan  wiU  soon  afford  an  oppor-  • 
tunity  for  obtaining  a  judicial  decision,  it  is  with  these  views  that  be 
has  directed  me  to  make  this  appeal  to  the  forbearance  of  both  parties, 
who,  however  they  maybe  fjeographically  divided,  must  be  fully  sensible 
of  those  ohIiLcations  which  they  owe  to  each  other  as  parties  of  the  same 
great  poiiticai  family.

Sir:  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  yoar  excellency's  letter  of  27th 
March,  and,  in  reply,  have  to  state  that  the  President  does  not  profess  to 
interfere  authoritatively  with  the  performance  of  nny  dtity  imposed  upon 
you  by  the  State  of  Ohio.  His  puipose  is,  by  all  the  means  of  conciHa- 
tory  conference,  to  prevent  any  nnploasant  occurrence  arising  between 
Ohio  aiid  Michigan;  to  leave  the  question  oi  ri^ht  between  them  to  stand 
at  the  meetinii;  of  the  next  as  it  stood  at  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Congress,  and  at  all  events  to  prevent  the  public  peace  from  being  dis- 
turbed by  any  movement  either  the  State  or  Territory  may  think  proper 
lo  mke  before  that  period  arrives. 

Without  intending  to  give  eren  an  indication  of  opinion  on  the  main 
qiuestlon,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention:  to  a  clause  in  Hie  act  of  181 
nnder  which  Harris's  tine  is  said  to  hate  been  run,  and  which  seems  to 
hwe  beei^  overlooked.  It  follows  the  words  quoted  in  your  letter,  and 
requires  the  line  to  be  sonreyed  and  marked  agreeably  to  the  bounda« 
ries  as  established  by  the  act  entitled  *  An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the 
eastern  division  of  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio  to  form  a 
constitution  and  State  Government,'  &c.,  passed  April  30,  1802^  and  to 
cai)«^e  to  be  made  a  plat  or  plan  of  so  much  of  the  boundary  line  no  runs 
from  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  to  Lake  Erie,  partictdarly 
noting  the  place  where  the  said  line  intersects  the  margin  of  said  lake, 
and  to  return  the  same,  when  made,  to  Coneress."  It  may  noi  be  unin- 
teresting to  you  to  know  that,  Harris's  line  not  being  considered  as  run 
agreeably  to  this  clause  of  the  act  of  1812,  orders  were  issued  in  1818  by 
the  Treasury  Department  to  run  a  line  in  accordance  therewith.  This 
order  was  executed  by  one  Fulton,  in  the  same  year. 

In  1820,  a  message  was  sent  to  Congress  by  tne  President,  furnishing 
plats  of  both  lines,  which  are  now  to  be  found  on  the  files  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  RepresenUtiTes  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 
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A  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Doty  make^  it  pn  per  to  say  to  you 
that  Mr.  D.  had  nu  iiisti  uc Lions  Irom  this  DepartmeiU  lu  do  more  than  ta 
present  to  you  my  letter  of  the  19th  ultimo.

Sir  :  Your  excellency's  letter  of  the  11th  instant  has  heen  received, 
aad  laid  before  the  President.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Forsyth,  I  am  di« 
rected  to  inform  you  ^th^t  tl  ivas  not  intended,  in  the  letter  addressed  to 
you  by  this  Department  on  the  M  ultimo,  to  enter  into  any  diacoasion  as 
to  the  true  boundary  betweeii  Ohio,  and  Michigan.  But,  as  you  aeemed 
to  be  of  opinion  that  ilarria'a  line  had  been  run  uid  eatabliihed  by  the 
Surveyor  General,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  it  was  deemed  proper  to  apprize  you  that  Harris's  line  had  been 
disapproved  by  the  Executive,  and  that,  in  consequence,  another  line 
had  subsequently  been  run,  under  the  orders  of  the  Surveyor  General, 
by  the  President's  direction! 

From  the  same  desire  to  avoid  discussion  on  the  subject,  the  President 
does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  authorize  any  opinion  to  be  expressed  on 
the  remarks  contained  in  your  letter  as  to  the  comparative  merits  of  the 
lines  of  Harris  and  Fulton,  and  that  deduced  from  the  observations  taken 
by  Captain  Talcott,  under  the  act  of — July,  1832. 

For  your  excellency's  further  infonuation,  however,  1  am  instructed  to 
transmit  a  copy  ol  a  report  recently  made  by  the  Comiiiissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  showing  the  measures  iJiat  have  been  taken  at  va- 
rious times,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  for  designating  the 
northern  boundiuy  of  the  State,  together  wifli  other  papeis  relating  to 
the  subject. 

As  the  remarks  contained  in  your  e^teeUency's  letter, seem  to  indicate 
a  desire  to  found  the  claim  of  jurisdiction,  on  the  part  of  Ohio,  over  the 
disputed  territory,  upon  the  fact  of  its  being  within  the  limits  assigned  to 
Ohio  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  1802,  rather  than  on  the  provisional  clause 
in  the  constitution  of  the  State,  the  President  is  persuaded  that,  in  the 
report  and  the  papers  which  accompany  it,  sufficient  t^rounds  will  be 
found,  at  least,  for  suspending:  any  measures  which  depend  for  their  sup- 
port upon  the  supposition  that  Harris's  line  is  the  true  northern  boundary- 
of  Ohio. 

The  President,  while  he  regrets  the  existence  of  the  unhappy  contro- 
versy between  Ohio  and  Michigan,  has  seen,  with  great  satisfaction,  the 
resolution  of  your  excellency  not  to  persist  in  causing  the  line  to  be 
marked,  but  rather  to  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature.  He  hopes, 
also,  that  the  Legislature  and  your  excelleney,  aware  of  the  diffieultiei 
whteh  will  attend  the  execution  of  the  Ohio  law  of  the  last  session,  and 
having  the  benefit  of  the  Attorney  General^  opiidon,  as  well-  as  inforsM- 
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tion  not  in  your  possession  when  the  law  was  passed,  may  unite  in  post- 
poning the  whole  subject  for  the  action  of  Congress.  He  has  eiuire 
confidence  ia  the  patriotiam  and  love  of  justice  of  his  feUow-citizens  of 
Ohio,  and  he  is  persuaded  thej  will  not  desire  the  enforcement  of  a 
doubtful  right,  at  the  expense  of  the  public  tranquilli^. 

The  President  will  continue  to  urge  upon  the  authorities  of  Michigan 
the  forbearance  which  be  has  from  the  first  recommended ;  and  he  trusts 
that,  seeing  the  dangers  to  be  apprehended  from  any  attempt  to  settle  the 
question  otherwise  than  by  Congress  or  the  federal  judiciary,  those  who, 
from  their  station  and  character,  exercise  an  influence  on  the  public 
mind,  will  exert  themselves  to  allay  the  irritation  which  has  prevailed 
on  both  sides. 

On  the  suhject  of  the  interruption  which  you^  excellency  represents 
the  commissioners  of  Ohio  to  have  met  with  by  a  violent  interlc  t  < nee  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  the  President  directs  jne  to  say 
.  that  he  has,  throughout  the  controversy,  endeavored  to  prevent  any  re- 
sort to  force  on  either  side,  and  has  partieiilarly  advised  the  acting  Gov- 
ernor of  Michigan  that  au  appeal  should  be  had  to  the  civil  power  only, 
and  that  no  force  should  be  employed  but  the  posse  comitatus;  From 
this,  as  well  as  from  the  sentiments  of  the  President  communicated  to 
you  by  this  Department,  you  will  be  able  to  judge  how  far  any  applica- 
tion of  force  would  be  likely  to  receive  tiie  President's  approbation.  He 
has  directed  a  copy  of  the  Commissioner's  report  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  and,  when  an  answer  is  received,  a  further 
communication  will  be  made  to  you  on  the  subject. 

He  trusts,  however,  that,  as  the  question  is  now,  by  the  exercise  of 
forbearance  on  both  sides,  in  a  train  to  be  referred  to  the  proper  tribunal 
for  adjustment,  there  will  he  a  mutual  disposition  to  make  allowance  for 
an}  irregularities  which  may  have  resulted  from  misguided  zeal,  and  to 
avoid  all  that  can  prev(  lU  the  restoration  of  harmony  in  future.

honor  to  make  to  you  the  following  report : 

The  first  notice  that  can  be  found  in  relatioD  to  the  present  disputed 
line  is  contained  in  the  fifth  frtkle  of  tbe  oi  dinance  of  Congress  for  the 
government  of  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  of  the  13th 

July,  17S7,  (T.and  Lnws,  p.  101,)  which  provided  that,  in  case  the  State 
of  Viri^iiiici  should  ailer  her  deed  of  cession,  the  territory  should  be 
divided  into  three  States,  having  the  territorial  line  between  the  United 
States  and  Cancuhi  as  tlu;  l>oundary  on  the  north  in  each  case  :  "  Promd-

'  Ob  the.30th  of  Deeeoiber,  1788,  (Land  Laws,  p.  101,)  Virginia  gave 
ber  assent  to  the  pnmsions  of  the  beforeomentioned  fifth  article  of  the 
odUnance  of  the  ISth.  July»  1787.  ( See  this  ofdinance  in  extmao^  Land 

Laws,  p.  366.) 

.  On  the  dOtb  April,  1802,  (Land  Laws^  p.  474,)  an  act  was  passed  to 
enable  the  inhabitants  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the  ^Northwestern  Ter- 
ritory- to  form  a  constitution  and  State  Government ;  and  the  2d  section, 
which  defines  the  boundaries  of  the  future  Stfite,  declares  them  to  be 
"on  the  east  by  the  Peiuisylvania  line,  on  the  south  by  the  Ohio  river 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami  river,  on  the  west  by  the  line  drawn 
due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  iMiami  aforesaid,  and  on  tlie  north 
by  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  throuirli  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake 
Michigan,  running^  east,  after  intersecting  the  due  uorih  line  aforesaid, 
from  the  muulh  of  the  Gredt  Miami,  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie, 
or  the  territorial  line,  and  thence  with  the  same,  through  Lake  Erie,  to 
the  l^enn^lTania  line  aforesaid.". 

The  constitution  of  Ohio  was  formed  29th  November,  16Qd,  and  the ' 
SBTcnth  aitide  recognieed  the  bovndanes  as  pieseribed  bj  the  act  of 
SOth  April,  18Q8,  wfih  a  proviso  that  if  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme 
of  Lake  Michigan  sboula  extend  so  far  south  that  a  line  drawn  due  east 
from  it  should  not  intellect  Lake  Erie,  or  if  it  should  intersect  the 
said  lake  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  of  the  Lake,  then,  and  in 
that  case,  with  the  assent  of  th>3  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  State  shall  be  established  by,  and  extend 
to,  a  line  ruriiiinf^  from  the  .southerly  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to 
the  most  northerly  rape  of  the  Miami  bay,  atter  intersecting  the  due 
north  line  hoiu  the  mouth  of  the  (>reat  Miami  river,  as  aforesaid,  thence 
northeast  to  the  tcrrUoriai  line,  and  by  the  said  territorial  line  to  the 
Pe!nis\  Ivania  line.'* 

Ao  at  t  ui  Cun^ress  giving  this  assent,  nor  any  act  or  resolution  for 
admitting  Ohio  into  the  Union  after  her  forming  her  constitution,  is 
known;  and,  by  the  act  of  11th  Januaij)  1605,  establishing  Michi^ 
Tcanitory,  ( Land  Laws,  p.  514,)  the  Territoiy  is  described  as  comprising

Cio\-(-rtiment,  and  for  the  :Hind>-.ion  of  siu-ii  Stale  into  ihe  Union  on  an 
equ4ii  footing 'with  the  origmai  Sialeb,  and  lor  oLlier  pui  poses,'  passed 
April  30, 1802  j  and  to  cause  to  be  made  a  plat  or  plan  of  so  much  of  ihti 
boimd«7  line  as  itrns  from  the  doutberljr  extreme  of  Lako  J4ichigaB  to 
Lake  Erie,  particularly  noting  the  pllaea  where  Ifae^aaid  line  iiitme<it# 
the  maripli  en  said  lake,  and  to  return  the  same,  when  mid^  to  Coo^eas.^' 
Owing  to  thai  aeetioo  of  countrf  being,  during  that  yeirythe  scene  of 
Iwllan  warfm,  no  measures  were  at  that  time  taken  to  eany  that  act 
into  effect. 

The  first  commTmication  on  record  from  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  to  the  Surveyor  General,  wherein  allusion  is  made 
to  the  act  of  20th  May,  1812,  above  alluded  to,  is  a  letter  dated  23d 
March,  1815,  giving  some  general  instructions  as  to  the  then  rontemplat- 
ed  survey  of  a  portion  of  the  Michigan  Tcrnioiy  for  satisfying  military 
bounty  land  warrants  granted  for  services  during  the  late  war. 

The  intention  of  these  instructions  appears  to  be  merely  precautionary, 
lest  the  contemplated  survey  for  military  bounties  in  that  Territory 
[afterwards  abandoned,  however]  should  possibiy  encioacii  on  what 
might  be  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio. 

The  next  notice  of  the  subject  is  in  a  letter  to  SunreyorOenenl  TiADy 
dated  18th  Aprils  1615,  which  is  a  reiteratbn  of  the  extntot  of  the  letter 
of  SSd  March,  1815. 

In  a  letter  dated  January,  1815,  Serveyor  General  Tiffin  says :  ^  I 
also  endose,  herewidt,  a  sketch  of  the  Sendus^  river,  and  the  result  of 
an  observation  made  by  Mr.  Hough,  to  ascertain  the  latitude  of  the  most 
northerly  cape  of  Miami  bay,  which  he  has  been  so  good  as  to  tutor  ae 
with." 

The  latitude  of  the  place  of  observation,  states  Mr.  Hough,  is  41°  51' 

50",  forty-one  degrees  fifty-one  minutes  and  fifty  second?. 

In  a  letter  Hntcd  8th  Au^just,  1815,  addressing  Siii  veyor  {i<'neial  TilFin, 
the  Commissioner  ^ays,  "  if  possible,  let  Mr.  IIoui;!!,  or  some  other  sur- 
veyor, ascertain  the  h'ititude  of  the  !<ontli  part  of  Lake  Mirhiiian.  The 
observations  made  for  the  latitude  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie  are  valuable, 
and  it  will  be  very  acceptable  to  possess  similar  observations  relative  to 
the  south  jKirt  of  Michigan."      '  • 

On  the  16th  September,  1815,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  addressed  a  letter  to  Surveyor  General  Tiffin  on  the  subject  of  the 
atitude  of  the  northern  cape  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  E^ie,  containing 
strictures' on  Mr.  Hough's  cafculations,  going  to  show  that  his  observatioiis 
weve  not  to  he  depended  on.   (  See  copy  maiked  A. ) 
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Tbe  fdllowing  ii  a  e6pyof  a  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Ceneral  Land  Office  Co  Surveyor  General  Tiffin,  dated  20th  September, 
1815:  I  obsem  in  the  National  Intelligencer  of  this  day  a  notice  that 
probably  the  latitude  of  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  will  be 
aseertauied  the  ensuing  winter.  As  the  operations  whieh  mive  taken 
place  relative  to  the  latitude  of  the  north  cape  of  the  Miami  of  Lake 
Erie  appear  lo  be  very  incorrect,  ( of  which  I  gave  you  an  account  in 
my  letter  of  the  16th  instant,)  it  will  be  best  to  omit  for  the  present  any 
further  proceedings  relative  to  the  boundary  between  Ohio  and  Michigan." 

^'  P.  S.,  In  my  letter  of  (he.  1 6thy  for  '  geographical  miles'  read  English 
ffdiles.'''' 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  a  letter  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  dated  26th  September,  1815,  recommends  tliat 
the  running  of  the  western  and  northern  boundaries  of  Ohio  shouhi  be  so 
exefcuted  as  to  prerhide  all  doubt  and  dispute  as  to  its  accuracjf^,  and  that 
Andrew  Ellieott  be  employed  on  that  service. 

On  the  2d  October,  1815,  the  Commissioner  addressed  Surveyor  Gene- 
ral Tiffin  a  letter,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

1  have  had  communication  with  the  President  on  thd  subject  of  the 
northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  au^  I  advise.that  Bfr*  Hough  should  take  no 
further  trouble  in  that  business.'*  '  •  " 

On  the  22d  August,  1816,  the  Commissioner' of  the  General  Land 
Office  informed  the  Surveyor  General  that,  in  consequence  of  the  receipt 
of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Creighton,  of  Chilicothe,  urging  the  necessity  of 
having  the  northern  bosndary  of  Ohio  run  and  established  during  that 
year,  he  had  submitted  the  subject  to  the  President,  who  had  directed  him 
to  have  it  run  and  marked  agreeably  to  the  act  of  the  20th  May,  1812. 
On  the  1st  December,  1817,  the  Surveyor  General  transmitted  to  this 
office  a  copy  of  the  plat  and  field  notes  of  the  western  and  northern 
boundaries  of  Ohio  ;  and  stated  that,  as  the  question  of  jurisdiction  between 
Ohio  and  Michiiran  excited  some  interest,  he  enclosed  copies  of  his  cor- 
respondence witli  (lovernors  VVortliington  and  Cass  on  the  subject. 

The  plat  thus  transmitted  shows  that  Mr.  Harris,  the  deputy  employed 
to  execute  the  work,  ran  the  western  boundary  from  tlie  old  Indian  bound- 
ary northwardly  97  mOes;  that,  from 'this  point,  he  ran  a  random  line 
north  84*  4t  east  71  miles  67  chains  and  ^7  links;  that,  from  the  70th 
mile  post,  he  made  offsets,  south  5  miles,  west  8  miles,  and  south  5  mfles 
'50  links,  to  ascertain  the  connexion  of  his  random '  line  with  the  north 
cape  of  the  Miami  bay ;  that,  from  this  north,  cape^  he  ran  and  marked 
a  line,  as  the  northern  boundary  of  the  SUtey  south  87*  42*  west  71  miles 
and  72  chains,  when  he  intersected  his  western  boundary  line  89  miles 
21  chains  87  links  from  the  old  Indian  boundary.  The  copy  of  the  field 
notes  refers  to  the  following  lines,  viz  :  1st.  The  western  line  of  Ohio, 
(being  the  continuation  of  the  line  between  Ohio  and  Indiana,)  from  the 
old  Indian  boundar}',  near  Fort  Recovery,  running  north  for  89  miles  21 
chains  and  87  links,  to  what  Harris  calls  the  "northwest  cornei  of  the 
State."  2d.  The  random  line,  commencing  on  the  western  line  of  the 
State,  as  extended  to  the  97th  mile  post  from  the  old  Indian  boundary, 
and  running  north  84°  42'  east  for  71  miles  67  chains  and  67  links.  3d. 
The  line  run  from  the  north  cape  of  the  Miami  bay  south  87°  li  west, 
to  its  intersection  with  the  western  line  of  the  State  at  said  "northwest 
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eornen''  ( Tha$  liae  was  intended  to  be  in  a  direct  course  from  the  north 
cape  to  the  south  extreme  of  Lake  Michigao.)  And  4th.  A  line  running 
east  for  ISO  miles  71  chains  4S  links  frum  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake 
Michigan  to  the  line  between  Ohio  and  Indiana,  wbi^h  it  intersected  5 
miles  ^  chains  and  64  links  below  what  Harris  designated  as  the  northwest 
corner. 

These  papers  do  not  state  the  latitude  of  any  position  ;  but,  in  the  letter 
from  the  Surveyor  General  to  Governor  Cass,  before  relerrcd  to,  it  is 
stated  that  Harris  "  commenopfl  his  operation*?  at  the  southerly  extreme 
oi'  Lake  Michigan,  und  iouoti  tluit  an  east  line  would  strike  Lake  Erie  7 
miles  and  49  chains  suuth  of  the  most  northei  ly  cape  of  the  Miami  bay 
and  that, "  by  his  observations,  he  found  the  latitude  at  the  southerly 
extreme  of  Lake  Michii^an  to  be  41"  37'  19  ,  and  at  the  most  northerly 
capt  of  the  Miami  bay  11  51'  30  ",  a  difference  of  14'  31  '."  The  latitude 
of  the  north  cape,  it  is  perceived,  is  tbe  same  as  that  given  by  Mr.  Hough, 
whose  calculations  were  pronounced  by  Mr.  Commissioner  Meigs  as  being 
erroneous,  by  his  letters  to  Mr.  Tiffin  of  16th  and  S6th  September,  1815. 

All  the  foregoing  papers  were  transmitted  by  the  Commissioner  to  tbe 
Secretary  of  tbe  Treasury  on  the  9th  of  December,  1817;  and  on  the 
same  day  the  Commissioner,  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  letter 
and  papers  sent  by  the  Surveyor  General,  expressed  to  him  his  surprise 
that  tbe  lines  had  been  run,  as  he  was  not  authorized  to  cause  those 
boundaries  to  be  run  without  further  orders,"  and  referred  to  his  letters 
to  him  of  20th  September,  5d,  lOth,  and  10th  October,  1815.  To  this 
communication  the  Survevor  Genejal  leplied  on  (he  17th  December, 
1817,  by  forwarding  a  coj)y  of  the  letter  of  the  Cotmnissioner  tr  liini  of 
22d  August,  1816,  orderiuii  the  survev  tt>  be  made  agreeably  to  tlie  act  of 
1812,  which  required  the  line  to  be  luu  on  a  true  east  courj^e  to  Lake 
Erie,  whereas  the  line  was,  in  fact,  run  on  a  course  north  87  42'  east, 
to  the  north  cape  of  the  Maumce  bay. 

In  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  on  the  Htb  December.  1817,  a 
committee^  of  whieh  Mr.  Morrow  was  chairman,  was  appointed  to  in- 
quire  whether  an^',  and,  if  any,  what,  legislative  provision  is  necessary  to 
be  made  for  ascertaining  and.  establishing  tbe  northern  boundary  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  that  they  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  other  vise." 

It  may  be  fairly  inferred  that  all  these  papers  were  sent  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  to  this  committee,  as  Mr.  Morrow,  by  letter  to* 
him,  dated  April  SO,  1818,  returned  them  to  the  Secretary  of  tbe  Trea- 
sury, with  a  memorial  of  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  to  Congress,  dated 
3d  January,  1818,  in  rrlafion  to  this  line.  In  this  letter,  Mr.  .\f  jrr()W 
states  that,  "  on  comparing  the  return  of  the  Surveyor  General  with  tlie 
law  directing  the  survey,  there  appears  to  be  a  want  of  accordance.  The 
fact  is  nnt  ascertained  whether  the  line  designated  by  the  ordinance  of 
17H7  will  intersect  Lake  Erie  east  of  the  mouth  of  Miami  river  with 
that  accuracy  which  was  intended  by  Congress.  The  committee  made 
no  report  on  the  subject,  believing  the  Executive  has  the  power  to  cause 
the  survey  to  be  made  in  the  manner  the  law  directed,  and  that  Congress 
could  not  pioperly  legislate  on  (be  subject  until  sueh  survej  shall  be 
made.'' 

This  letter,  with  all  the  aecom'panjring  papers,  was  sent  to  tbe  General 
Land  Office  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the  8th  of  May,  1818, 
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for  a  ikpMi  ahowjag  tke  imgidaritj  fl^ifofeet  of  tf^jittempt  whkh 

has  been  made  to  aurvey  and  mark  the  northern  bo^undaijr  line  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  agreeably  to  the  ordinance  of  1787  and  the  act  of  1802, 
for  admitting  the  eastern  territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio  into  the  Unioiu'^ 
To  this  letter  the  Commissioner  replied  on  the  5th  of  June,  1S18. 

On  the  24th  of  June,  1818,  the  Serrotary  of  the  Treasury  directed  the 
Commissioner  to  have  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio  run  and  marked 
in  catifonnilt/  to  the  provisiom  of  the  act  of  the  20th  May^  1812  ;  and 
on  the  29(h  June,  1818,  the  Commissioner  directed  the  Surveyor  Gene- 
ral accord  in  2;ly.  (See  copies  of  those  instructions,  marked  B  and  C.) 
-  J  On  the  2d  November,  1818,  the  Surveyor  General  transmitted  to  the 
^lORuniaMoner  the  plat  and  held  notes  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio, 
aaHm  in  comlia*ce  whh  tbe  ovdert  of  the  S9th  June,  1818,  by  Jolui  A. 
Fblton^rlilr.  Barria,  to  whom  the  job  "waa  offered,  having  de€lioe4Mto0efBt* 
ne  Md  notea  atate  the  aitrrey  waa  cammmced  mi  the  poini  an  Mffjyf' 
.  ^rW'Wmdary  cf  ike  SHaU  where  th$  line  run  by  Hmri^,  etui  J^pliifte 
southern  extremity  of  Lake  Miehigan^*  intersected  thai  bam^dary^  and 
called,  by  Mr.»Faitoo,  the  north  weal  corner  of^the  State  of  Ohio,  and 
that  the  line  was  run  east  80  miles  and  40  chains  to  the-sliore  of  Lake 
Erie.  These  field  notes  do  not  state  the  latitudeof  the  line  at  any  point; 
but  by  the  plat  it  appears  that  the  latitude  of  the  point  of  the  commence- 
ment of  his  line  on  the  line  between  Oliio  and  Indiana  was  41"  32'  47", 
at  the  35th  mile  east  thereof  it  was  41'  32' 40",  and  at  the  intersection 
of  the  line  with  Lake  Erie  it  \vas4r  31'  38".  None  ol  the  papers  show  that 
Mr.  Fulton  ever  took  the  latitude  of  the  south  extreme  of  Lake  Micliiijan. 
Duplicate  copies  of  the  plats  of  the  surveys  by  Mr.  Fulton  and  Mr.  Harris 
were  sent  by  the  Commissioner  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the 
7th  of  March,  18^0,  who^  upon  the  same  day,  transmitted  them  to  the 
Pr^ideni  in  a  letter  of  the  following  purport,  viz :  PiirauaDt  to  the  pro- 
viaibna  of  the  act  of  the  20lh  May,  1812,  entitled  <  An  act  to  authorize 
tbePvetideftlof  the  United  States  to  aseertain  and  design  ate  certiin  bound- 
ariea/  tke  norAern  and  weatern  boundariea  of  the  State  of  Ohio  lksVe 
beenii»aiid«iarlLed.<i||^^  the  plata  or  plana  of  the  eaid  boundaries 
•feifaerwith  aubfflitteaTin  order  that  they  may  be  coaamttnioated  to  Con- 
mat;*'  and,  OA- the  8th  of  March,  the  Preaideot  tranamitted  them  to  the 
Hoaae'ef.KepreaeBtatives,  with  the  following  message:  I  transmit  to 
Congress  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  which,  with  the 
.accompanying  documents,  will  show  that  the  act  of  2()th  May,  1812,  re- 
specting the  northern  and  weaterq  boundaries  of  the  ^tate  of  Ohio,  has 
been  executed." 

The  next  document  in  order  of  dale,  to  which  1  can  refer,  is  the  print- 
ed report  made  to  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  Ibth  March, 
1828,  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Strong,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Territories, 
recommending;  that  the  latitude  of  sundry  poiota  be  correctly  ascertained. 

Accordingly,  on  the  14th  July,  1832,  an  aet  wai  passed. directing  the 
Fre^Mt  to  eauaelo  keaseMrtained,  by  aoeurateobiervatien,  the  latitade 
^ti|de  of  the  following  positiona,  vm:  the  southerly  extreipe.of 
lican;  the  point  on  the  Miami  of  the  Lake  which  ia  due  east 
we  most  northerly  cape  of  the  Miami  hay ;  of  the  most  souther- 
lb®  northern  boundary  line  of  the  United  States  in  Lake  Erie  ; 
tne^Siit  at  which  a  direct  line  from  the  af  uthern  extreme  pf  Lake -^itictu- 
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gan  to  the  mos^  southerly  point  in  said  northern  boundary  of  the  United 
States  will  intersect  the  Miami  river  and  bay ;  also,  the  point  on  the 
Mississippi  which  is  due  west  from  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan. The  time  limited  for  making  these  observations  was  extended  to 
the  31st  December,  1835,  by  the  filth  section  of  the  general  appropria- 
tion law  of  the  2d  March,  1833. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  Captain  Talcott,  the  officer  charged  with 
the  execution  of  the  last-mentioned  act,  (see  congressional  document, 
No.  497,  H.  R.,  Ist  Sess.  23d  Cong.,)  that  the  latitude  of  the  southern 
extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  is  41°  37'  7". 9,  and  that  of  the  north  cape  of 
the  Maumee  bay  41°  44'  2  .4  ;  and  in  a  letter  to  General  Gratiot  of  March 
27th  last,  Captain  Talcott  further  states  that,  as  at  that  time  he  was 
separated  from  all  the  papers  relating  to  that  subject,  he  was  only  able  to 
state  generally  from  recollection  the  results  arrived  at,  which  were,  1st, 
the  due  east  line  from  the  foot  or  most  southern  bend  of  Lake  Michigan 
will  intersect  the  Maumee  river  very  near  the  line  as  run  and  marked  by 
the  commissioners  ;  it  will  not  vary  from  it  three  hundred  yards  the 
other  points  in  this  letter  refer  to  the  boundary  line  in  the  lake.     .  . 

The  line  thus  referred  to  by  Captain  Talcott  must  be  the  line  run  by 
Fulton,  as  that  is  the  only  line  run  which  has  intersected  the  Miami  river.*

Sir  :  In  my  letter  of  the  8th  of  August  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
Mr.  Hough's  observations  and  calculations  for  the  latitude  of  the  northern 
cape  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie.  1  find  that  Mr.  Hough  has  not  said 
whether  the  index  error  was  added  or  subtracted,  nor  mentioned  the 
longitude  on  which  his  calculation  of  the  sun^s  declinalion  vfAs  founded. 
I  have  caused  a  rigid  calculation  to  be  made  from  the  data  furnished  by 
Mr.  Hough,  and  find  that  if  the  longitude  be  assumed  82°  west,  which  is 
near  the  truth,  and  if  the  index  error  be  added  2'  15  ',  the  latitude  is  41° 
39  47  ',  and,  if  the  index  error  be  subtracted,  2  16",  the  latitude  is  4V 
44'  17",  which  makes  the  latitude  in  the  first  supposition  12'  3  '  less, 
and  on  the  second  7'  33  '  less,  which  in  the  first  is  equal  to  13.957  m., 
and  in  the  second  8.746m.  geographical  miles  added,  without  allowing  for 
the  spheroidical  figure  of  the  earth. 

You  will  receive  with  this,  plats  of  township  3  south,  range  7  east, 
third  meridian,  and  township  3  south,  range  6  east,  third  meridian. 

The  draughtsman  observes  that  these  townships  do  not  agree  with  the 
adjoining.  The  north  tier  of  sections  appears  to  leave  a  vacant  space. 
Please  to  explain  and  rectify  the  error.

Sib  :  You  are  requested  to  adopt,  without  delay,  the  measures  necessary 
for  sunreying  and  mariung  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
in  conformity  with  the  proTisions  of  the  act  of  ttie  20th  of  May,  1812, 
anthoriziDg  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  ascertain  and  designate 

certain  boundaries. 

As  the  line  has  already  been  run  from  the  soutTicrn  extremity  of  Lake 
Michigan  to  the  western  boundary  of  Ohio,  the  continuation  of  that  line 
to  its  intersection  with  Lake  Erio  will  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 

provisions  of  the  aforesj\id.  Should  there,  however,  be  ro;isonn])le 
ground  for  doubting  the  accuracy  of  tho  lino  alrc:idy  designated  and  mar- 
ked to  the  westward  of  the  western  boundary  of  Ohio,  you  arc  at  liberty 
to  cause  that  line  to  he  re-examined,  and  the  latitude  of  the  soutliriii 
extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to  be  accurately  ascertained.

Srn  :  I  am  directed  to  request  you  will  adopt,  without  delay,  measures 
necessary  for  surveying  and  marking  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  20th  May,  1812, 
authorizing  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  ascertain  and  designate 
certain  lioiuidaries.  As  the  line  has  yJready  been  run  from  the  southern 
extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  western  boundary  of  Ohio,  the  con- 
tinuation of  that  line  to  its  intersection  with.  Lake  Erie  will  be  a  suffi- 
cient compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  aforesaid.  The  eipense 
of  running  Uie  line  maj  be  defrayed,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  survey- 
ing the  publie  Unds.  I  recommend  Mr.  Harris  as  the  most  suitable 
deputy  for  this  service,  and  I  wish  him  to  ascertain  the  latitude  of  that 
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point  on  Lake  Erie  wbich  ^11  be  on  the  east  and  west  line  ranning 
from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  also  to  make  other 
trials  to  ascertain  the  latitude  of  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan, unless  he  is  satisfied  that  the  latitude  already  given  is  correct.  Mr. 

iiarris's  skill  and  care  will  of  rourse  be  employed  to  run  ihe  line  so 
far  as  he  possibly  can  to  coincide  with  the  parallel  of  the  latitude  of 
Lake  Michigan.

Extract  from  Captain  Talent  Ts  letter^  dated  Albany,  Neto  Yorky  May 
IS,  1835,  addressed  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sir:  The  observations  I  made  at  the  most  southern  bend  of  Lake 
Michigan,  in  18S3,  with  a  ten-inch  reflecting  and  repeating  curele,  gave, 
for  the  latitude  of  that  point,  41'  37'  07".9.  The  observations  were 
continued  here  for  seven  or  eight  successive  days,  and  on  the  sun  and 
stars  south  and  stars  north  of  its  zenith,  and  tlie  i  esults  of  these  obser* 
vations  accorded  well ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  latitude  above  sta- 
ted is  within  less  than  two  seconds  ( 2" )  of  the  truth.  At  the  time  of 
making  these  observations,  they  were  considered  as  preliminary  only  to 
the  use  of  the  large  instrument  which  had  hern  ordered  for  this  service. 
Last  summer  I  made  a  station  on  the  lelt  bank  of  the  Maumee  river, 
about  three  miles  (by  the  river)  above  Foil  Lawrence.  The  station 
was  a  little  north  of  a  marked  line,  which  was  pointed  out  to  me  as  the 
boundary  line  between  O/no  and  Michigan^  by  persons  residing  near  ; 
and  is,  1  do  not  doubt,  the  line  designated  as  "  Fulton's  line"  on  Burr's 
map,  and  which  was  run  for  a  due  cast  line  from  the  south  bend  of  Lake 
Mieikigan. 

The  result  of  my  observations  at  this  station,  with  a  zenith  microme- 
ter, when  reduced  to  the  line  above  referred  to,  gave  for  its  latitude  41* 
87'  09".d5.  In  other  words,  the  marked  line,  where  it  crossed  the  Mau- 
mee, was  one  hundred  and  forty-five  feet  north  of  the  parallel  of  latitude 
through  the  south  bend  of  Lake  Michigan.  No  observations  were  made 
in  connexion  with  this  line  east  of  the  Maumee.  I  can,  therefore,  give 
no  further  information  touching  its  intersection  with  Lake  Erie,  than  can 
be  deduced  from  the  fact  that,  as  the  line  was  run  with  great  accuracy 
from  Lake  IVIirhiqanr  to  the  Mntiniee  river,  it  is  not  probable  that  any 
grea^  error  was  coniinitted  in  proionging  it  east  of  the  Maumee  to  its  in- 
terbection  with  the  lake.

Sm :  I  have  il.e  honor  to  ftckaawledgc  the  receipt,  this  moroing,  of 
your  letter  of  the  ^3d  instant,  postmiirked  26th,  requiring,  at  as  eany  a 
day  as  practicable,  a  report  of  the  result  of  the  astronomical  observa- 
tions made  for  the  adjustment  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio.  At 
tin's  time  I  am  sc'i)a!  ated  from  all  the  papers  relatinc;  to  that  service,  but  I 
am  able  to  state  generally,  from  recollection,  the  results  arrived  at. 

1st.  The  due  east  line  from  the  foot  or  most  southern  bend  of  Lake 
^rirTii2;an,  will  intersect  iheMaiimec  river,  very  near  the  line  as  run  and 
mai  ki'd  by  commissioners.  It  will  not  vary  from  it  ^00  yards. 

2ii.  The  same  due  east  line  prolonged,  did  not  intersect  the  line 
**  along  the  middle  of  Lake  Erie,"  as  deduced  .from  these  obsci  vations  ; 
but  will  pass  more  than  two  thousand  feet  aouth  of  the  most  southera 
point  of  that  line.  I  must  also  state,  that  the  lon^,  low,,  narrow  sand 
point,  on  the  north  side  of  Lake  Erie,  called  Point,  au  Piatt,"  or 
<^  Point  PelV  was,  at  the  time  my  observations  were  made  Uiere,  much 
shortened,  from  some  cause.  I  was  so  informed  by  the  captain  of  the  eut- 
ter,  as  we  approached  it ;  and  he  expressed  much  surprise  at  the  change 
that  had  taken  place  since  he  last  visited  it.  A  young  man  residing 
near  made  the  same  remark,  that  the  point  formerly  extended  much 
further  into  the  lake."  The  map  prepared  by  and  accompanying  the 
report  of  the  commi-^sioners  for  ascertaining  this  portion  of  the  national 
boundary  shows  the  same  thing,  viz.  that  the  point  then  projected  j^uch 
fiii  ther  suiitli  than  at  present. 

It  follows  then,  that  a  line  "  along  the  middle  of  Lake  Erie^"  at  the 
time  the  com^iii^siotle^8  surveyed  it,  must  be  considerably  south  at  this 
}}oint,  of  the  line  along  the  middle  of  the  lake  now. 

Which  oi  these  lines  shall  be  considered  as  the  boundary  line  of  the 
United  States,  the  undersigned  is  not  competent  to  decide.  If  the  first 
hne  is  the  boundary,  then  it  is  probable  the  east  line  referred  to  will 
intersect  It  veiy  near  its  most  southern  culmination,  and  to  ascertain  that, 
further  observations  will  be  necessary,  and  reference  also  to  the  notes 
ef  the  surveyors'  employed  by  the  commissioners. 

If  the  latter  line,  there  is  no  doubt  upon  the  subject the  observations 
are  already  sufficiently  advanced  to  decide  that  there  will  be  no  inter- 
section.

Sm :  I  havt  had  the  honor  to  reedve  your  ezeelleney's  letter  of  die 
1st  instant,  and  have  laid  it  before  the  President.  He  has  instructed  me 
to  hiform  you  that,  although  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  written,  and  the  er- 
roneous views  it  presents,  as  well  of  his  own  sentiments  as  of  those 
who  are  associatea  with  him  in  the  Oovemment,  have  given  him  great 
eoneeni,  he  cannot^  without  departing  from  the  course  he  has  prescribed 
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for  himself,  authorize  a  discussion  of  various  matters  contained  in  that 
communication,  which  could  not  otherwise  be  passed  over  in  silence. 
He  is  content  to  learn,  however,  that  the  correspondence  which  has  been 
carried  on  by  this  Department  with  you,  under  his  dtreetion,  is  to  be  sub* 
mitted  to  the  Legislature  of  Ohio and  he  trusts  that  his  motfres  and 
conduct  wili  receive  from  that  {enlightened  body  the  Just  and  liberal 
consideration  which  his  knowledge  of  yoor  excellency's  character  led 
him  to  expect  (and  which  he  hopes  yet  to  receive)  from  you. 

The  citizens  of  Ohio  are  also  citizens  of  the  United  Staties,  and  the 
President  doubts  not  will  be  found  to  cherish  the  feelings  and  respect 
the  obligations  which  belong  to  that  character.  He  looks,  therefore,  with 
confidence  to  the  wise  and  patriotic  councils  of  the  State  for  such  measures 
as  will  not  bring  the  laws  oi  Ohio  in  contiict  with  those  of  the  Union. 
He  trusts  too,  that  upon  a  r  ilm  review  of  your  own  duties,  your  excel- 
lency, not  less  faithful  to  the  Union  than  to  the  State,  may  he  able  to  aid 
in  adopting  tliat  course  which,  while  it  will  most  effectually  prevent  such 
a  collision,  will  be  consistent  with  the  rights  and  dignity  of  all  parties. 

The  President,  nevertheless,  looks  with  deep  solicitude  to  the  result. 
It  would,  therefore,  be  with  great  pain  that  he  would  see  any  attenipt  to 
renew  the  running  of  the  line  in  the  wanner  alluded  to  by  your  excel- 
lency, as  tending  inevitably  to  produce  a  crisis  in  which  it  would  be  his 
duty  to  interposci  for  sustaining  the  supremacy  of  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  by  such  ineans  as  they  have  placed  in  his 
hands  for  that  purpose.

Sib  :  By  the  President's  direction,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  copies 
f)f  two  letters  this  day  written  to  Mr.  Mason  and  Mi  .  Shaler.    They  will 
show  you  the  measures  which  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  pursue 
and  the  views  enterUined  by  the  President,  in  the  actual  state  of  affairs 
resulting  from  the  controversy  between  Ohio  and  Michigan.   He  hopea 
that  the  proofs  which  these  papers  efford  of  his  earnest  and  sincere  de- 
sire to  prevent  any  further  collision  between  the  authorities  and  citizens 
of  the  State  and  Territoty,  will  be  duly  appreciated  on  all  sides.  He 
trusts  that  they  will  be  met  by  measures  dictated  in  the  same  spirit,  on 
your  part :  and  as  it  is  apparent,  from  the  recent  presentments  of  the 
grand  jury  of  Ford  county,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Toledo  have  declin- 
ed, at  present,  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio,  he  hopes  that  no  attempt  will  be 
now  made  to  exercise  it  within  the  disputed  territory.    Such  an  exer- 
cise cannot  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  order  or  the  administra- 
tion of  justice,  and  the  claim  of  tho  Stato  having;  been  publicly  put  for- 
ward in  ihe  face  of  the  whole  country^  an  omission  further  to  enforce  it, 
for  the  sole  and  understood  object  of  maintaining  the  public  tranquillity, 
until  an  opportuiiity  for  luiure  legislation  be  afforded  to  Conc;ress,  cannot 
be  considered  as  weakening  any  just  foundation  upon  which  it  may  rest.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the  letter  of  Governor  Lucas,  of 

Ohio,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  referred  by  you  to  this  office,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report:  That  the  first  intimation  of  the  issue  of  arms  to  the 
Territory  of  Michigan  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Department,  was 
contained  in  a  letter  from  Colonel  H.  Whiting,  of  the  2Lst  March  last, 
theu  in  command  of  the  Detroit  arsenal,  and  ouf  which  the  following  is  a 
copy: 

DxTBOiT,  March  21, 1835. 

Sin :  The  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  has  made  a  most  earnest 
request  of  me  to  issue  a  thousand  stand  of  muskets,  with  the  proper 
ec|uipments,  and  seventy-five  thousand  ball  cartridges,  in  order  to  enable 
him  to  maintain  the  integrity  and  laws  of  Midiigan  in  the  contest  with 
Ohio,  which  must  come  to  a  crisis  the  1st  of  next  month.  I  hoped  that 
the  representation  he  has  made  to  Government  of  the  threatening  aspect 
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of  affairs,  would  have  induced  it  to  have  transmitted  orders  before  this, 
SO  that  I  might  have  due  authority  in  the  case.  But  the  urgency  of  the 
cireomstanees  do  nat  admit  of  any  further  delay,  and  I  feel  constrained 
to  Buke  the  issue  he  requests,  hoping  and  trusting  that  I  shall  receiye 
jour  sanetibn.  Some  artillety  was  likewise  most  earnestly  asked  for, 
bat  I  have  declined  issuing  any  of  that  arm  until  the  emergency  becomes 
more  imperious.  I  hope  you  will  duly  consider  the  circumstances  which 
have  controlled  me  in  this  case.  Had  I  refused  to  act,  it  is  not  improb- 
able that  the  arms  would  have  been  taken  without  my  permission,  as  the 
public  ferment  is  irresistible,  and  could  not  be  restrained  by  ordinary 
obstacles.  A  full  representation  must  be  before  the  Secretary  of  War, 
who  will  know  how  to  ostimate  thr  force  of  the  emergency.

Sf  R  :  I  return  tlie  letter  from  Governor  Lucas  to  you,  which  you  trans- 
mitted tor  my  perusal. 

Tlic  reiiiarks  which  Governor  Lucas  has  made,  render  it  proper  that 
I  should  accompatjj  this  letter  with  such  observations  as  are  necessary  to 
*  the  justification  of  this  Department  and  of  myself. 

In  a  letter  to  you,  from  Governor  Lucas,  dated  October  0,  1835,  was 
this  remark :  The  late  miiitaiy  invasion  of  the  northern  border  of  Ohioy 
by  ex*Secretary  Mason,  with  a  force  armed  and  equipped, In  part  if  not 
in  the  whole,  with  ieurms  and  munitions  of  war  taken  from  the  United 
States  store  at  Detroit,  we  think  e;,:n  ])e  viewed  in  no  other  light  than  as 
being  in  contempt  of  the  autijorilies  of  the  United  States."  This  letter 
was  referred,  by  the  direction,  of  (be  President,  to  this  Department,  for 
the  proper  explanations.  It  was  received  here  the  day  before  I  left  the 
city,  in  company  with  yourself  and  other  {gentlemen,  on  a  short  tour  to 
the  armory  at  Harper's  Ferry,  and  too  late  in  the  day  for  me  to  answer 
it.  it  was  answered  in  my  absence,  by  the  acting  Secretary  of  War,  in 
the  usual  course  of  business. 

This  answer  Governor  Lucas  considers  evasive."  In  examining 
the  letter,  1  sec  no  ground  for  the  use  of  this  term.  Mr.  Harris  trans- 
mitted the  report  of  the  colonel  of  ordnance  upon  this  subject,  and  then 
negatived  the  charge  in  the  terms  used  by  Governor  Lucas.  But  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  appears  to  suppose  that  this  denial  may  have  been  true, 
in  these  woi  ds:  but  yet  that  the  arms  used  upon  this  occasion  did  be- 
long to  the  United  States,    though  they  may  not  have  been  taken  from 
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the  United  States  stores  at  Detroit  and,  he  remarks :  "  This,  I  pre- 
sume, the  Secretary  of  War  will  not  deny  in  his  own  name."  The  error  . 
of  this  expectation  is  shown,  hy  the  simple  stitementy  that  I  do  deny  in 
my  own  name,  and  .on  the  moat  unequivocal  terms,  that  any  anna  belong- 
ing to  the  United  States,  Ukea  from  the  stores  at  Detroit,  or  from  any 
other  place,  were  in  the  posaession  of  the  authorities  or  militia  of 
the  Territory  of  Michigan  at  the  period  alluded  to  by  Governor  Lucas 
in  his  letter  of  October  6,  so  far  as  Htkt  reeckrds  of  this  Department  or  my 
personal  knowledge  or  information  extends.  In  truth,  I  neyer  heard  the 
fact  asserted  or  suggested  till  I  read  Governor  Lucas's  former  letter,  and 
I  am  perfectly  satisfied  he  has  been  misitiformed  on  the  subject,  as  he 
certainly  ifl,  when  be  suggests  tbat  "  tbe  arms  and  munitions  of  war,  or 
a  part  of  them,  at  least,  that  were  in  possession  of  ex-Secretary  Mason 
and  his  invading  army  on  the  7th  of  September  last,  were  drawn  from 
the  same  source,  and  that  these  thingjswere  doiK;  with  the  knowledge,  at 
leasts  if  not  with  the  pi  iv  ate  special  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War." 

This  suggestion  is  altogether  erroneous,  so  far  as  il  imputes  to  me  any 
privity  or  knowledge  of  the  traiihattion  alluded  to.  I  never  knew  or  be- 
ibre  heard  that  a  single  arm  or  munition  of  war,  belonging  to  the  United 
States,  was  in  possession  of  the  militia  of  Michigan  upon  this  occasion. 
1  trust  this  is  sttffieient,  so  far  as  respects  myself.  I  add  that  I  have 
reason  to  believe  there  was  no«e,and  that  Governor  Lucas  has  been  mis- 
informed ;  and  I  do  this  with  a  Ml  knowledge  of  the  inquiry  which  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  says  will  be  instituted  in  Congress  into  the  matter,  and 
which  1  shall  rejoice  to  see,  because  it  will  remeve.every  doubt  upon  the 
subject. 

So  far  as  the  information  in  the  possession  of  this  Department  goes, 
and  so  far  as  I  have  ever  heard  the  facts  stated  in  relation  to  these  arms, 

they  are  these : 

On  the  21st  of  March  of  the  present  year.  Major  Whiting,  lacting  ord- 
nance officer  at  Detroit,  wrote  to  the  Ordnance  department  that  he  had 
issued  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  Upon  his  requisition,  a  quan- 
tity ot  ai  ms  and  ammunition.  This  letter  was  received  on  the  2d  of  April,  , 
aud  answered  on  tlie  same  day.  The  issuing  of  the  stores  was  entirely 
disapproved,  and  the  ordnance  officer  was  directed  to  apply  to  the  act- 
ing Governor  of  Michigan  for  their  restoration.  On  the  29th  of  April 
the  ordnance  oiEieer'  reported  that  ^  the  moment  he  received  the  above 
letter,  in  which  the  issue  was  disapproved,  he  applied  for  their  immediate 
restmtionii  Govmor  Mason  said  uattlie  boxes  had  never  been  touched, 
and  that  they  should  be  sent  back  with  all  practicahle  despatch."  On 
the  next  day,  the  3(Hh  of  April,  the  stores  are  reported  as  having  been  re- 
turned by  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  with  the  exception  of  four- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six  musket  cartridges,  stated  in  the  letter  of  Col- 
onel Bom  ford,  transmitted  to*  Governor  Lucas,  and  which  stand  charged 
to  the  issuing  officer. 

1  have  never  heard  of  any  other  issue,  and  these  are  the  facts,  as  they 
are  known  here.  Most  certainly,  if,  ain  r  the  direct  disapprobation  of 
the  Department,  anv  stores  were  again  issued,  under  similar  cucimistan- 
ces,  the  officer  makuig  the  issues  would  be  brought  to  an  immediate  ac- 
oouiiLal>iiiiy.  The  statement  that  aruia  were  procured  irom  the  United' 
States  stores  m  Michigan,  ou  a  subsequent  occabiun,  by  the  acting  Gov- 
ernor, and  in  consequeuceof  the  ordnance  officer  declining  to  deliver  theB^ 
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but  pointing  out  the  kfij  to  him,  I  never  before  heard.  If  it  did  take 
place,  proper  measorei  will  be  iminediately  adopted  to  iranish  such  & 
breach  of  law.  Bot  I  venture  to  predict  that  the  investigation  I  have 
directed  the  Ordnance  department  .to  make  into  the  fiicts,  wili  resalt  in 
showing  that  there  has  been  an  entire  misapprehension,  and  that  no 
stores,  of  any  deseription,  were  thus  iaaoed  or  taken,  and  thatthe  issues 
of  March  21  were  the  only  ones  made* 

It  is  well  known  that  jums  are  annually  distributed,  under  the  proris- 
ions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  to  the  several  States  and  Territories,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  their  militi?i.  This  system  has  prevailed  many 
years,  and  the  arsenals  or  other  public  stores  ol  almost  all  the  States  and 
Territories,  are  provided  with  arms  maniifacturcd  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  possible  that  the  arms  l)c  longing  to  the  Territory  of 
Michigan,  and  subject  alone  to  the  authority  of  her  officers,  may  have 
been  used  upon  the  occasions  above  referred  to,  and  may  have  led  to  the 
misapprehension  that  has  prevailed. 

The  suggestions  of  Grovemor  Lucas,  which  relate  to  my  alleged  par- 
ticipatkm  in  the  jdiffieulties  that  have  grown  out  of  the  boundaiy  con- 
troversy between  Ohio  and  Michigan,  it  is  proper  I  should  meet.   I  am 
extrem^y  unwilUng  to  have  it  thought,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  that  f  di- 
veeted  or  advised  a  course  of  proceedings  which  would  lead  to  a  confliet 
upon  the  border*  I  owe  to  that  State  too  deep  a  debt  of  gratitude  for 
earlj  and  continued,  and  I  may  add  undeserved,  favors,  to  meet  it  bj 
such  conduct.    I  am  sure  its  citizens  are  too  liberal  to  impute  to  me  any 
blame  for  the  opinion  I  honestly  formed  and  officially  acted  on  eighteen 
years  ago,  that  the  Territory  of  Michigan  was  entitled  to  the  district  in 
dispute,  or  thnt  the  proper  remedy  was  an  appenl  to  Connr^^^^^  if  they  had 
the  power  to  settle  the  question,  and  if  they  had  not,  to  {\hi  Judii  ial  tribu- 
nals, if  these  had  the  power.  These  opinions  I  entertained  as  an  iiidividu- 
al,  but  1  doDv,  in  the  most  solemn  manticr,that  I  ever  advised  the  adoption 
of  any  rourse  whioh  would  or  could  lead  to  the  use  of  ai  ms,  and  1  cliallenge 
the  production  ol  the  slightest  evidence  jP^oinjs^  to  show  the  contrary  ;  and 
I  may  add  that,  learning  my  course  was  entirely  misunderstood  in  Ohio, 
and  being  very  unwilU^  it  should  be  so,  I  transmitted  to  a  friend  in  Co* 
lumhus,  who  is  upon  intSnate  terms  with  Governor  Lucas,  copies  of  the 
most  important  liters  I  wrote,  and  which,  previoud j  to  their  being  sent, 
had  been  read  and  aj^rovedbj  the  President,  to  remove,  as  fiir  as  proper, 
this  unpression.  Mj  numerous  private  letters,  alluded  to  by  Governor 
Lucas,  were  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  violence,  and  not  of  promoting 
it,  and  I  hope  it  wiU  not  be  imputed  to  me  as  an  offence,  that,  from  the 
position  I  had  so  long  occupied  in  Michigan,  and  from  the  thousand  mani' 
testations  I  had  had  of  her  kindness,  and,  also,  from  the  relation  in  which 
I  stood  to  Ohio,  where  f  had  been  almost  educated,  and  where  mrtny  of 
my  nearest  connexions  lived,  I  was  most  anxious  that  this  controversy 
should  he  terminated  without  force  ;  nor  can  I  see  any  impropriety  in  the 
expression  of  tliis  hope  as  a  private  citizen,  although  the  ol>trusian  of  . 
luy  opinions  in  a  public  manner  would  have  been  neither  decorous  nor 
useful. 

Governor  Lucas  states  that,  in  i?ome  of  these  letters,  I  declared  that  1 
was  doins  all  I  could  in  a  private  way.  That  an  expression  similar  to 
this  mav  nave  fonned  part  of  a  sentiment  advanced  by  me,  I  do  not  ques« 
tion.  1  preswne,  however,  that  Governor  Luess  quotes  from  memory. 
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and  does  not  use  the  identical  terms  I  employed,  for  1  am  strongly  under 
the  impression  that  the  words    in  a  private  way,"  could  not  have  been 

Erecisely  those  lued  bj  me.  Some  m  my  letten  having  been  written  in 
ute^  and  it  riot  being  my  habit  to  preserve  eopies  of  my  nsnal  private 
correspondence^  I  cannot  speak  with  certainty,  but  state  my  impression. 
But  I  am  certain  of  one  thing,  and  that  is,  that  in  no  letter  1  ever  wrote, 
did  I  convey  the  idea  that  I  was  using  my  exertions  in  this  matter,  wiUi- 
Ottt  conveying  with  it,  also,  the  idea  that  these  exertions  were  for  the 
purpose  of  restonns  harmony,  or  of  preventing  the  employment  of  ^n 
armed  force ;  and  if  this  w&s  wrong,  l  have  yet  to  learn  why. 

This  matter  is  now  happily  over,  and  circumstances  seem  to  render  it 
proper  th  it  I  should  state  wh'»t  were  my  views,  as  these  are  imputed  to 
me  as  an  uiience.  My  opinion  then  was,  that  Michigan  was  entitled  to 
the  possession  ol  the  district  in  dispute,  until  that  posse  ssioii  w  as  changed 
by  the  rightful  authority.  I  thought  the  Teiritory  should  continue  to  ex- 
ercise its  jurisdiction,  by  the  use  of  the  ordinary  civil  power,  until  this  was 
forcibly  obstructed,  and  that  there  all  proceedings  should  stop,  and  that 
the  circumstances  should  be  oihcially  reported  to  the  President  for  his 
consideration  and  action.  I  now  "Btate,  most  unequivocally,  that  there  is 
no  letter  of  mine  in  existence  which  contradicts,  in  the  slightest  degree, 
this  representation,  and  that  no  person  ever  heard  me  advise  a  different 
course.  It  is  well  known  in  Michigan  that  the  proceedings  by  which  a 
considerable  armed  force  was  imbodied,  did  not  accord  with  my  opinion, 
and  that  my  views  were  opposed  to  it ;  and  twice  in  one  day,while  1  was 
in  Detroit,  and  at  my  own  expense,  I  transmitted  expresses  to  the  proper 
authority,  at  a  considerable  distance,  to  prevail  upon  them  to  stop  short 
in  the  use  of  force.  But  they  had  the  same  right  to  their  opinion  that  1 
had  to  mine,  and  theirs  was  followed,  as  it  was  natural  it  should  be,  when 
the  duty  of  decidin^;^  beloni^ed  to  them.  I  trust  this  brief,  unequivocal 
statement  fully  meets  the  conclusions  which  Governor  Lucas  has  drawn. 

Governor  Lucas  states  that  I  am  considered,  in  Ohio,  the  "  master 
spirit"  that  has  directed  this  controversy.  I  hope,  for  the  sake  of  justice, 
as  well  as  for  my  own  sake,  that  such  is  nut  the  impression,  and  that  Gov- 
ernor Lucas  has  misapprehended  public  opinion  there  ;  if  not,  neverwaa 
the  course  of  any  man  more  mistaken,  and  I  indulge  the  hope  that  the 
error  will  be  dispelled,  and  the  true  facts  correctly  appreciated. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  remark,  that  a  degree  of  importance  is  here 
given  to  my  views,  of  which  I  am  wholly  unworthy.  One  hundred  thon- 
sapd  American  citizens  need  no  master  spirit  to  guide  their  opinions  on 
a  question  affecting  what  they  consider  their  political  rights,  or  to  direct 
the  proper  course  in  any  efforts  they  may  inake  to  assert  or  maintain 
them ;  and  least  of  all  do  they  need  me.

Sir  :  lu  nnswer  to  your  inquiries  concerning  the  issues  of  arms  to  the 
militia  of  Michigan  during  the  past  season,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that 
I  never  heard  of  enj  such  iflsoes  of  arms  belonging  to  the  United  States, 
except  those  made  in  Mardi  last,  andwhidi  were  restored  to  the  arsenal 
in  April.  Nor  do  I  belieye  that  any  .arms  were  subsequently  issued..  The 
arms  in  tiie  hands  of  the  militia  who  were  ordered  out,  except  such  as 
were  prirate,  were  arms  belonging  to  the  Territory,  and  which  had  been 
received  in  previoiid  yean  as  parts  of  the  quota  of  arms  due  from  the 
United  States.  Besides,  there  are  yet  in  my  possession,  as  adjutant  gen-  • 
eral,  seventeen  boxes  of  Territorial  arms,  which  are  not  yet  issued.

Sir:  I  transmit  (ojjies  ol  the  two  letters  referred  to  by  Governor 
Lucas  in  his  coninnini cation  to  you  of  the  27th  uitimo,  with  the  request 
that  they  may  be  deposited  among  the  other  papers  in  the  Department 
of  State.  I  have  to  abk  that  I  may  bo  judejed  by  their  whole  tenor,  and 
not  by  extracts  from  them.  If  the  ubjcct  nnd  uiotives  arc  not  such  as 
might  justly  influence  aa  American  citizen,  anxious  to  avert  a  national 
calamity,  then  I  have  misunderstood  my  own  expressions,  and  done  in- 
justice to  my  own  intenticms. 

It  cannot  escme  ohservation,  that  the  course  reeommended  in  both 
letters  is  precisely  the  same,  and  is,  in  fact,  the  very  one  since  adopted* 
and  which  has  led,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  proper  authorities,  to  a 
suspension  of  the  controversy. 

I  am  allowed  by  the  President  to  say  that  'both  of  these  letters  were 
submitted  to,  and  improved  by  him,  and  that  the  one  to  the  gentleman 
in  Ohio  was  written  at  his  suggestion.  To  the  same  gentleman  a  copy 
of  all  tho  important  portion  of  (he  other  letter  was  sent  a  few  months 
after,  with  the  express  object  of  showing  that  my  interference  had  been 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  diffictiliies,  not  of  making  them. 

As  this  communicatiuii  will  close  all  I  shall,  at  any  time,  say  on  this 
subject,  I  beg  leave  to  state,  that  if  there  is  a  single  person  in  existence 
who  has  ever  heard  me  utter  an  expression,  ur  who  has  iu  his  possession 
a  letter  of  mine  inconsistent  with  the  sentiments  advanced  in  my  letter 
to  you  of  the  19th  ultimo,  or  evincing  the  least  desire  to  push  this  eon- 
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troFersy  to  the  point  of  force,  rather  than  to  check  it,  he  is  at  full  liberty 
to  difldose  the  one  and  publish  the  other.

DsA»  Sib  :  The  state  of  affairs  between  Ohio  and  Michigan  has  assumed 
such  an  alarming  aspect  as  to  give  great  uneasiness  to  every  one  seriously 
attached  to  his  country.  I  am  induced  once  more  to  write  to  you  on  the 
subject,  in  the  hope  that  this  unhappy  controversy  may  be  checked  be- 
fore we  are  involved  in  civil  ^vat .  i  have  not  a  word  to  say  as  to  the 
question  of  right  between  the  p  arties.  I  put  that  entirely  out  of  view. 
And  I  am  sure  that  you  and  I,  however  naturally  we  may  entertain  oppo- 
site opinions  on  this  matter,  are  sincerely  desirous  that  it  should  not  await 
the  uncertain  decision  of  force. 

Despatches  received  yesterday  show  that  a  crisis  is  fast  approaching 
on  the  frontiers,  and  unless  some  forbearance  is  exercised,  actual  hostili- 
tierbetween  the  parties  will  take  place.  Instructions  were  given  to  the 
Gommissitoers,  authorizing  them  to  suggest  to  Governor  Lucas  and  the 
'Governor  of  Michigan  to  agree  upon  marking  the  line  without  opposition, 
and  to  suffer  the  further  claim  ot  Ohio  to  actual  jurisdiction  to  rest  till 
Congress  can  decide  the  question.   Mr.  Mason  having  reported  that  he 
had  made  such  a  proposition,  it  is  presumed  no  difficulty  will  exist  on 
his  part.  It  is  supposed,  from  the  remarks  of  Afessrs.  Rush  ^d  Howard, 
that  one  objection  in  the  mind  of  Governor  Lucas  to  the  acceptance  of 
this  proposition,  was  the  condition  in  which  such  of  the  people  living  on 
the  disputod  tract,  who  have  acted  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  thus  ex- 
posed themselves  to  the  laws  of  Michigan,  would  be  placed  during  this 
temporary  arrangement.    To  obviate  this  dillic  ulty,  the  Prescient  has 
authorized  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard  to  say  to  Governor  Lucas  that  he 
will  use  his  constitutional  powers  in  procuring  the  remission  of  all  punish- 
ments which  might  be  inflicted  under  the  laws  of  ^Iichi^aa  oa  account 
of  running  the  line,  or  of  the  exercise  of  any  jurisdiction  within  the  dis- 
puted tract,  up  to  the  period  when  the  arrangement  shall  be  made. 
What  would  Ohio  lose  hj  such  a  course  ?   Meruy  the  temporarjr  occu- 
pation of  the  country  to  the  time  when  the  question  should  be  ultimately 
decided.  And  what  would  she  gain  ?  A  character  for  magnanimitr  and 
forbearance  which  would  endear  her  to  the  other  States  of  the  Unions 
and  to  every  true  lover  of  freedom,  and  she  would  also  avert  the  horrors 
of  a  civil  war.   Can  there  be  any  hesitation  when  such  an  alternative 
is  presented  to  her  ? 

The  President  entertains*  the  strongest  personal  regard  for  Governor 
Lucas.   This  he  does  not  hesitate  to  'express  under  all  proper  circum* 
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stances ;  and  he  would  regret  most  sincerely  the  occurrence  of  any 
events  which  would  bring  him  into  conflict  with  the  people  of  Ohio,  for 
whom  he  cherishes  a  warm  regard.    But  he  has  looked  at  this  matter 
long  and  carefully,  and  he  has  come  to  the  final  opinion  that,  if  the  laws 
of  Sfichigan  are  forcibly  obstructed  within  the  boundaries  of  that  Terri- 
tory, as  established  by  the  acts  of  Congress,  it  will  be  his  duty  to  order 
out  such  a  force  as  will  put  an  end  to  this  opposition.    I  should  not 
allude  to  the  President's  views  in  this  letter,  lest  you  might  possibly 
suppose  they  were  held  out  by  way  of  threat ;  though  I  persuade  myself 
that,  from  the  conversations  I  had  with  you  when  here,  you  will  feel 
satisfied  that  my  object  is  to  put  a  stop  to  this  unfortunate  matter  by  the 
mutual  forbearance  of  the  parties,  and  not  by  holding  out  any  improper 
allusions.  But  no  impropriety  can  exist  in  pointing  out  to  you  what  must 
be  the  ultimate  state  of  things  if  they  go  on  as  they  have  begun,  because 
Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard  were  yesterday  expressly  authorized  to  in- 
form Governor  Lucas  that  the  President  felt  it  his  duty  to  interfere,  in 
the  mode  pointed  out  in  the  acts  of  Congress,  as  soon  as  the  case  described 
in  them  occurred  :  and  this  duty  he  could  not  avoid.    You  will  find,  by- 
turning  to  the  acts  which  bear  on  this  subject,  that  they  provide  that, 
where  the  judicial  process  is  obstructed  by  combinations  too  powerful  to 
be  resisted  by  the  ordinary  civil  authority,  the  evidence  of  the  fact 
shall  be  laid  before  the  President,  and  if  he  deems  it  sufficient,  that  a 
proclamation  should  issue,  requiring  the  persons  to  disperse  within  a 
limited  period.    After  this,  it  becomes  his  duty  to  provide  a  military 
force.  This  contingency  has  not  yet  happened,  or  if  it  has,  that  circum- 
stance is  not  yet  known  here.    The  laws  of  Michigan,  within  the  dis- 
puted tract,  it  is  believed,  have  not  yet  been  so  obstructed  as  to  prevent 
the  execution  of  legal  process ;  but  we  are  under  apprehensions  that 
every  day  will  bring  information  that  this  occurrence  has  happened,  and 
then  the  obligations  of  the  President  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  will  require  him  to  take  those  forcible  measures 
which  the  latter  have  pointed  out.    I  need  hardly  say  to  you  that,  after 
the  President  has  definitively  formed  his  opinion  upon  any  point  of  duty, 
all  other  considerations  yield  to  a  faithful  execution  of  it. 

That  Governor  Lucas  sincerely  believes  he  is  acting  right,  1  have  not 
the  shadow  of  a  doubt ;  and  that  the  President  believes  he  must  interfere, 
if  the  laws  are  forcibly  obstructod,  I  am  equally  satisfied.  It  follows, 
therefore,  inevitably,  that  a  civil  war  must  take  place,  unless  one  party 
or  the  other  suspends  his  proceedings.  Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  there 
is  a  very  proper  and  a  very  natural  course,  by  which  Governor  Lucas 
could  avoid  the  impending  difficulties,  and  that  is  by  convening  the  Ohio 
Legislature,  and  by  submitting  the  subject  to  their  decision.  Time  is  all 
that  is  wanting — time  till  Congress  can  act.  Certainly,  if  the  Ohio 
Legislature  were  convened,  they  would,  under  the  circumstances,  sus- 
pend these  proceedings  until  the  question  could  be  brought  before  the 
National  Legislature ;  and,  at  all  events,  the  responsibility  would  be 
placed  upon  the  proper  tribunal,  the  immediate  representatives  of  the 
people,  and  not  assumed  by  the  Executive.  And  are  there  not  reasons 
to  justify  this  course  ?  Has  not  a  state  of  things  arisen,  since  the  passage 
of  the  occupying  act  of  the  Legislature,  which  could  not  have  been  fore- 
seen at  that  time,  and  which  has  given  an  entire  new  aspect  to  the  whole 
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affair  ?  In  order,  so  far  as  the  expression  of  the  President's  opinion  on 
this  point  might  be  useful,  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard  haye  been  author- 
ized to  communicate  to  GoTemor  Lncas  tiiis  aiq^estion  as  one  that  has' 
occwred  to  the  President,  and  which  the  President  thinks  should  be 
adopted.  » 

This  letter,  yon  will  observe,  is  a  private  one,  and  is  intended  so  to 
be.  There  are  reasons,  which  will  readily  occur  to  you,  which  render 
it  improper  for  me  to  take  any  public  part  in  this  matter.  I  am  doing  all 
I  can,  however,  in  my  private  capacity,  as  a  mediator  between  the  par^ 
ties,  and  I  have  written  to  Michigan  advising  a  course  of  forbearance  so 
much  more  moderate  than  any  which  seems  to  have  occurred  to  them, 
that  I  am  apprehensive  it  may  be  supposed  that  I  have  abandoned  opinions 
on  this  subject  which  1  entertained  and  oflicially  acted  upon  eighteen 
years  ago.  Could  you  not  proceed,  without  delay,  to  Governor  Lucas, 
and  present  to  him  the  considerations  which  I  have  suggested,  and  such 
others  as  may  occur  to  you,  in  order  to  produce,  at  any  rate,  a  temporary 
delay  in  this  business  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  your  presence  and  advice 
there  might  be  highly  useful ;  and  I  feel  no  difficulty  in  saying  to  you 
tfiat  the  expenses  of  such  a  journey  would  be  refunded  to  you  by  the 
Department  of  State  without  any  hesitation. 

This  letter  has  been  read  by  the  President,  and  I  am  authorized  by 
him  to  say  that  eveiy  part  of  it  is  in  conformity  with  his  views.  May  I 
ask  you  to  write  me  from  day  to  day,  whether  from  Columbus  or  the 
Maumee,  commimicating  every  thing  interesting  which  occurs  ?

Copy  of  the  letter  from  Governor  Cass,  addressed  to  a  pttblic  officer  in 
Michigan^  and  referred  to  in  the  communication  from  Governor  Lucas 
to  the  Department  qf  State,  of,  November  21  y  1835. 

(Private.)  .  Washizotoz,  Me^  %  1835. 

DxAB  Sib  :  I  am  sure  you  are  well  aware  that  the  state  of  affairs  in 
Michigan  has  given  me  great  uneasiness,  both  as  a  public  officer  and  as 
a  private  citizen.  So  wr  as  respects  the  claim  of  Ohio,  my  opinion  was 
officially  made  known  and  acted  on  many  years  ago,  and  yet  remains 
wholly  unchanged  ;  and  I  consider  the  proceedings  instituted  under  her 
authority,  to  obtaiil  forcible  possession  of  what  1  believe  to  be  a  part  of 
Michigan,  among  the  most  unjustifiable  executive  and  legislative  aett^* 
which  have  taken  place  in  our  country  during  my  time.  Still,  I  am, 
under  present  circumstances,  a  more  cool  spectator  than  you  can  be  of 
those  events,  and  I  am  therefore  induced  to  write  you  more  fully  than  I 
should  otherwise  be  induced  to  do. 

All  agree  that  a  resort  to  blood,  on  a  question  like  this,  would  be  one 
of  the  most  serious  calamities  which  could  occur  in  our  country.  There 
is  no  point  of  view  in  which  this  matter  can  be  placed,  in  which  it  would 
outweigh  the  injury  to  our  national  character  that  would  result  from 
what,  in  fact,  would  be  a  civil  war.  The  President  is  therefore  most 
aazioQS  for  an  adiiisimetit  of  tiie  subject,  without  any  other  interference 
of  his  than  by  advice  and  remonstrance.   The  re^marking  of  die  line 
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daimed  hj  Ohio  does  not  seem  to  me  such  an  exercise  of  junsdiction  as 
neeessarilj  to  require  resistance  on  the  part  of  Michigan..  If,  therefore, 
the  Governor  of  Ohio  would  consent  to  suspend  further  proceedings  11: 
the  running  of  the  line  were  not  opposed,  and  leave  the  jurisdiction,  in 
other  respects,  as  it  before  existed,  it  would  certainly  be  very  desirable 
to  leave  the  whole  matter  in  that  situation ;  and  I  understand  that  this 
proposition  would  meet  your  concurrence.  The  offences  against  the  laws 
of  Michigan,  in  relation  to  this  business,  are  what  may  be  termed  political 
offences,  not  involving  moral  turpitude.  The  remission  of  punishment, 
in  these  cases,  is  therefore  a  question  of  political  expediency,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  existing  circumstances.  There  is  ground  to  believe  that 
one  reason  why  Governor  Luops  has  been  unwilling  to  agree  to  suspend 
tiie  exereise  of  all  other  jurbdiotipn,  is  the  fear  that  prosecutions  would 
he  instituted  in  the  Territorial  eourts  against  those  inhabitants  living  in 
the  disputed  tract,  who,  under  the  Ohio  laws,  may  have  aided  in  the 
exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  of  that  State.  The  President  has  therefore, 
in  a  communication  from  the  Department  of  State,  this  day  authorized 
the  Commissioners  to  say  to  Governor  Lucas,  that  if  he  will  be  satisfied 
in  running  the  line,  and  will  suspend  the  exercise  of  all  other  jurisdiction 
till  Congress  can  act  upon  the  matter,  that,  in  that  case,  the  President 
will  use  any  constitutional  power,  properly  applicable  to  the  subject,  in 
remitting  any  punishments  which  may  be  inllicted  in  consequence  of 
prosecutions  instituted  for  these  proceedings.  To  all  this  I  am  sure  you 
will  fully  agree,  and  I  beg  of  you,  therefore,  that  if  this  arrangement  is 
entered  into  on  the  part  of  Ohio,  that  you  would  use  your  influence  and 
official  authority  in  preventing  any  disturbance  in  running  the  line,  and, 
likewise,  that  you  would  let  it  be  distinctly  known  that  all  punishments 
would  be  remitted  by  you  under  the  pardoning  power.  This  whole 
matter  must  come  before  Congress  at  its  next  session,  and  I  do  trust  that 
it  wiU  not  be  found  necessary  to  involve  the  frontier,  in  blood  on  account 
of  die  possession  of  the  country  between  now  and  then.  . 

[After  correcting  an  error  which  had  •  prevailed  respecting  the  ^peWer 
of  the  President  to  order  out  the  army' and  militia,  and  referring  to  the 
laws  upon  the  subject,  the  letter  proceeds:] 

Till. duty  of  imbodying  the  military  force  of  the  country  is  a  high  and 
solemn  function,  and  every  preparatory  step  required  by  the  law  should 
be  taken  before  it  is  resorted  to.  It  is  my  own  decided  impression  that, 
when  this  case  does  happen,  that  is,  when  your  judicial  process  is  op- 
poi.ed  and  obstructed  by  such  a  force  as  cannot  be  put  down  by  the 
ordinary  power  of  the  country,  you  had  better  then  report  the  proceed- 
ings officially  to  the  President,  and  await  his  action  without  taking  any 
further  steps.  As  soon  as  the  case  is  brouglit  within  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  I  do  not  see  that  it  would  be  necessary,  nor  do  1  think  it 
would  be  expedient,  for  the  Territory  to  act  alone,  and  upon  its  own 
responsibility.  Nothing  woulil  be  gained,  and  mueh  would  be  lost  by  it. 
The  short  time  that  would  intervene  between  the  occurrence  of  (he  fact 
and  the  action  of  ^e  General  Government  would  be  of  no  sort  of  con- 
sequence. Your  case  would  be  transferred  to  another  tribunal,  more 
competent  than  you  could  be,  to  do  you  justice ;  and  to  go  on  in  <he 
mean  time  unaided,  would  not  only  expose  you  to  great  expense,  and 
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the  probable  loss  of  many  lives,  but  might  likewise  detract  from  the  sup- 
port of  public  opiDion,  upon  which,  in  a  great jneaaure,  you  must  rely. 

Excuse  me  far  troubliog  you  with  these  ideas.  I  feel  a  deep  solieitade 
for  the  adjustmeDt  of  this  matter,  and  I  am  most  atudous  that  the  Teni- 
tory  should,  in  all  ren>ects,  keep  right  on  her  side.  I  am  sure  I  am  in  a 
position  to  give  you  the  best  advice ;  and  if  jou  will  temper  the  ^rmness 
of  the  community  with  a  due  share  of  moderation,  your  chance  of  final 
sOGcess  will  be  vastly  better  than  it  would  be  bj  any  other  course  of 
proeeedwg,

Sib:  Your  letter  of  the  14th  instant  was  received  this  morning,  in 
which  you  state  that  ^  die  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  has  made  known 
to  the  rresident  his  apprehensions  that  a  collision  may  take  place  be- 
tween the  authorities' of  that  Territory  and  those  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
in  consequence  of  measures  about  to  be  taken  for  extending  the  juris- 
diction of  Ohio  over  the  territory  in  dispute  between  Ohio  and  Michi- 
gan. The  President,  confident  that  both  parties  will  do  justice  to  his 
motives,  has  instructed  me  to  express  to  your  excellency  and  the  acting 
(xovemor  of  Michigan,  his  earnest  hope  that  the  exercise  of  mutual  for- 
bearance and  prudence  will  render  snob  a  result  impo«isible.  He  trusts 
that  both  parties  will  see  that  the  isLion  at  issue  is  one  which,  from  its 
nature,  does  not  ])ei  nut  any  other  than  a  peaceful  decision.'* 

In  reply  to  this  part  of  your  communication,  I  can  assure  you  that  the 
motives  of  the  President  are  duly  appreciated,  and  that  so  iar  as  Ohio  is 
concerned,  we  have  never  anticipated  &  collision.  We  know  of  no  con- 
troversy between  Ohio  and  Michigan.  We  have  given  Michigan  no  cause 
of  offence,  and  have  not  even  taken  notice  of  the  inflammatory  speech  of 
the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  to  the  Legislative  Council  of  that  Ter- 
ritory, on  the  12th  of  January,  1835 ;  the  protest  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil against  the  action  of  Congress  on  the  subject  of  the  boundary  line  of 
Ohio ;  (he  proclamation  of  the  actine  Govetnor,  of  the  19th  of  February, 
18d5;  nor  the  subsequent  order  of  his  commanding  general.  We  have 
viewed  all  these  things,  together  with  the  act  passed  by  the  Legislative 
Council  of  that  Territory,  on  the  12th  of  February,  1835,  as  the  results  of 
bad  counsel  and  misguided  zeal,  in  support  of  what  they  erroneously 
supposed  to  be  the  rights  of  Michigan,  and  have  felt  disposed  to  let  them 
pass  as  such  without  notice. 

T6  the  view  of  the  subject  taken  by  the  President  in  that  clause  in 
your  communication  ^vhich  states  that  it  appears  to  the  President  that, 
as  the  State  of  Ohio  had  aheady  brought  the  subject  b^ore  Congress,  it 
should  be  left  for  the  action  of  that  body ;  that,  in  any  event,  the  forma- 
tion of  a  State  Government  in  Michigan  will  ^soon  afford  an  opportunity 
for  obtaining  a  judicial  decision ;  and,  that  it  was  with  these  views  that 
the  President  directed  you  to  make  the  appeal  to  the  forbearanee  of  both 
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parties,  I  consider  myscll"  bound,  as  the  Executive  of  Ohio,  to  dissent. 
1  cannot  admit  that  Ohio  has  ever  expressed  a  doubt  widi  regard  to  her 
riiiljt  to  the  boundary  expressed  in  her  constitution  ;  hut,  as  a  claim  was 
g;ot  up  })y  one  of  the  Territories  of  the  United  States,  organized  under 
dU  act  ol'  Cong;ress,  to  a  part  of  the  territory  within  our  constitutional 
limits,  we  asked  Congress  lo  (pad  iLat  tlaini.  As  to  the  question  being 
submitted  to  a  judicial  decisioii,  we  arc  of  opiiiion  that  it  is  not  a  q^ues- 
tioQ  which  can  be  brought  before  the  judiciary,  even  if  there  i«ere  a 
doubtful  qaeation  of  bonndaiy  in  existence.  But  we  do  not  admit  the 
existence  of  any  such  question.  We  consider, that  the  line  described  in 
the  proviso  in  our  constitution  as  running  from  the  southern  extremity  of 
Lake  Michigan  to  the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maumeebay,  was  firmly 
established  and  guarantied  to  Ohio  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  when  our  constitution  was  adopted,  and  the  State  admitted  into 
the  Union  upon  an  equal  footing  w  itii  the  original  States.  I  herewith 
transmit,  for  your  consideration,  and  that  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  a  pamphlet  containing  my  special  message  to  the  General  As- 
iein'  iy,  oi  the  (ith  of  Febrnni y,  and  an  act  and  preamble  and  resolutions 
of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  23d  February,  1835.  This  act  and  t^e 
pre  amble  and  resoUitioris  passed  the  Senate  unanimously,  and  the  House 
of  Representatives  with  but  one  dis  Liiting  vote.  By  an  exaiauiaiiua  oi 
these  documents,  the  views  of  Ohio  juay  be  ascertained.  In  these  pro- 
ceedings, Oiiio  has  pursued  the  cour^^e  adopted  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  with  regard  to  foreign  powers.  She  claims  nothing  bi^t 
what  is  clearly  her  Hght,  and  has  detera;iiQed  to  submit  to  nothin|  that  w 
wrong.  The  citizens  residing  within  that  portion  of  Ohio  which  is  erro- 
neously claimed  by  Michigan^  claim  of  us  tne  protection  of  our  laws,  and 
the  rights  and  privileges  guarantied  to  them  as  citizens  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  Ohio. 

The  Legislature  has  determined  to  extend  to  them  these  rights  and 
privileges,  for  which  purpose  the  act  of  the  23d  of  February  was  passed. 
By  this  act,  it  will  he  perceived  that  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
to  appoint  three  commissioners,  to  run  and  re-mark  the  line  heretofore 
run  from  tiie  soutliorn  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  most  norihero 
cape  of  the  Maurnee  bay.    The  commissioners  have  been  apj)ointed, 
and  will  proceed  in  April  to  run  the  line.  A  copy  of  the  act  and  the 
preamble  and  resolu lions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  23d  of  Feb- 
ruary, has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  the  civil  oHicers  of  the  counties 
bordering  on  the  disputed  line,  with  instructions  to  extend  their  juris- 
diction to  the  line  specified  in  said  act.  The  eommanding  military  offi- 
cer, in  these  counties,  has  been  directed  to  enrol  the  persons  subject  to 
do  military  duty  within  the  bounds  of  these  counties,  as  described  in  said 
act :  to  be  enrolled  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio.   This  is  the 
course  that  has  been  pursued  by  the  constituted  autliorities  of  Ohio. 
Nothing  like  preparation  for  defence,  or  collision,  has  been  made  by 
Ohio.     Our  law  will  be  quietly  and  promptly  carried  into  effect;  in  do- 
ing which  we  shall  avoid  all  cause  of  offence  to  Michigan.    If  resistance 
be  made  to  our  laws  within  any  part  of  our  constitutional  limits,  the  civil 
authorities  will  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  ofTrnfkrs  ;  and  in  no  case  will 
a  collision  take  place,  unless  actual  resistance  be  made  (o  our  ( ivil  au- 
thority.   If  such  resistance  should  be  made,  however  deplorable  may  be 
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the  consequences,  our  civil  authority  will  be  sustained.  Ohio  has  taken 
her  stand  in  this  matter ;  her  forbearance  heretofore  has  been  tot  tui  cd 
into  a  doubt  of  her  ripht ;  she  hds  determined  to  be  no  longer  baffled. 
The  Legislatare,  with  a  unanimity  unparalleled,  passed  the  act  and  the 
preamble  and  resolutions  I  have  transmitted  to  you.  There  is  but  one 
course  to  be  puftued  by  the  Executive  of  Ohio.  His  duty  is  im|>erative. 
So  far  as  he  is  concerned,  the  law  will  be  mildly,  but  faithfully  and 
promptly  executed.  We  are  far  from  desiring  any  difficulty  with  Michi- 
gan. If  any  occur  it  will  be  brought  on  by  themselves.  It  will  be  because 
they  will  hr.ve  it  so,  and  with  them  must  rest  the  consequences.  We 
wish  the  people  of  that  Territory  prosperity  and  happiness,  and  would  be 
glad  to  sec  her  admitted  as  a  mr«m!)er  of  the  Union  ;  but  we  cannot  permit 
thera  to  intrude  upon  the  rights  ot  Ohio,  under  any  pretext  whatever. 
I  have  the  honor  to  be.

To  the  honorable  the  General  Assembly  : 

I  have  received  from  the  acting  (Governor  of  the  Territory  of 
Michigan  a  communication,  enclosing  a  copy  of  an  act  passed  by  the  Le- 
gislative Council  of  that  Territory,  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  to  atljust  the  bouiulnry  between  the  State  or  States  to  be 
formed  north  b(  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the  southern  ex- 
tremity of  Lake  Michigan,  and  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois, 
which  is  herewith  transmitted  for  your  eonsideration.  In  transmitting 
this  document,  I  think  it  just  to  remark,  that  had  Michigan  been  regu- 
larly admitted  into  the  Union  as  an  independent  State,  and  a  doubtful 
question  on  the  subject  of  boundary  b^ween  her  and  Ohio  was  in  exist- 
ence, the  course  proposed  in  the  aforesaid  act  might  have  been  deemed 
by  Ohio  conciliatory  and  proper,  and  would  have  been  acted  upon  ac- 
cordingly. But,  in  the  present  case,  we  cannot  admit  that  the  Legislatiye 
Council  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  had  any  right  to  authorize  a  nego- 
tiation on  the  subject  of  boundary,  or  that  any  arranjrement  entered  into 
with  commissioner?  appointed  under  their  nuthority,  would  be  binding, 
even  on  Michigan  herself,  after  she  might  become  an  independent  State. 
Neither  can  we  admit  that  tliere  is  any  question  of  boundary  existing 
between  the  State  of  Oliio  and  that  Territory.  If  a  question  of  that 
character  exists  any  where,  (which  we  do  not  admit,)  it  is  between  the 
State  of  Ohio  and  the  United  States ;  as  Congress  alone  has  the  power 
to  settle  questions  relating  to  the  boundaries  of  the  Territories  of  the 
United  States.  The  boundaries  of  Ohio  are  expressly  described  in  the 
sixth  section  of  the  aerenth  article  of  our  constitution,  'the  proviso  in 
tfaie  section  declates  **  that  if  Ihe  soudierly  bend  of  Lake  Michigan  shall 
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extend  so  far  south  that  a  line  drawn  due  east  from  it  should  not  intersect 
Lake  Eric,  or  if  it  should  intersect  the  said  Lake  Erie  east  of  the  mouth 
ol  the  Miami  river  of  the  lake,  then,  and  in  that  case,  with  the  assent  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  northern  boundary  of  this  State 
shall  be  established  by,  and  extended  to,  a  direct  line  running  from  the 
southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  most  northorly  cape  of  the 
Miami  bay,  after  intersecting  the  due  north  line  from  the  mouth  of  the 
GreaL  Miami  river  as  aforesaid ;  thence  northeast  to  the  territorial  line, 
and  by  the  said  line  to  the  Pennsylvania  line."  This  proviso  of  our  cob- 
stitQtion  established  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio  (under  the  cootm* 
geneies  expressed  therein )  by  a  direct  line  running,  from  the  soutfaem 
extremity  of  Lake  Mithigan  to  the  most  northerly  cape  of  the  Maumee 
bay.  This  proviso''  was  assented  to  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  when  they  adopted  our  constitution  and  admitted  Ohio  into  the 
Union  upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  orginal  States. 

The  ground  upon  which  Michigan  appears  to  found  her  claim  to  a 
portion  of  the  territory  within  the  constitutional  limits  of  Ohio,  is  an  ex- 
pression in  the  fifth  article  of  the  ordinance  of  Congress  of  the  1  Sth  of 
July,  1787,  for  the  government  of  theTerritor)  ol  ilie  United  States  North- 
west of  the  river  Ohio.  This  arlicle,  after  dehning  the  boundaries  ol 
thi<  e  Stnfes,  to  be  formed  in  the  said  Territory,  has  a  "proviso"  in  the 
following  woids:  "  Provided,  however,  and  ii  is  further  understood  and 
declared,  that  the  boundaries  of  these  three  States  shall  be  subject  so  far 
to  be  altered  that,  if  Congress  shall  find  it  expedient,  they  shall  liave 
authority  to  form  one  or  ^o  States  in  that  part  of  the  said  Territory 
whteh  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  l|tte  drawn  through  the  southern 
extremity  of  Lake  Hichican.''  In  this  provision  there  appears  to  be  a 
diseretionary  pow^r  Tested  in  Congress  with  regard  to  the  formatioQ  of 
one  or  two  States  north  of  this  east  and  west  line,  but  nothing  that  con- 
fines them  to  this  line  as  the  special  boundary  of  the  one  or  two  States 
to  be  formed  north  of  it.  if  this  east  and  west  line  had  been  intended 
as  the  permanent  northern  boundary  of  the  three  States  first  to  be  formed 
within  the  said  Territory  (to  wit,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois,)  so  soon  as 
Congress  should  organize  a  Territory  or  Territories  north  of  it,  there  would 
*  certainly  have  been  some  expressions  in  the  orilmani  e  that  would  have 
indicated  such  intentions,  but  we  can  find  no  expressions  of  this  cbariMter 
in  the  ordinance. 

On  this  subject  Congress  must  have  been  satisfied  when  the  States  of 
Indiana  and  Illinois  were  admitted  with  their  present  fjoundaries,  lor  both 
of  these  States  extend  considerably  north  oi  the  southern  extremity  of 
Lake  Michigan:  and  if  these  States  had  the  right  to  extend  their  boun* 
daries  north  of  an  east  an<f  west  line  drawn  3irough>the  southern  ex- 
tremity of  Lake  Michigan,  Ohio  had  undoubtedly  an  equal  right;  for  the- 
objection  that  applies  to  Ohio  would  apply  with  emud  force  to  all  these  . 
States.  But  when  we  examine  this  east  and  west  linei  as  it  is  now  un- 
derstood to  run,  we  find  it  does  not  correspond  with  the  northern  boun* 
daiy  of  Ohio,  as  expressed  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  30th  of  April, 
1802,  authorizing  the  people  of  the  eastern  division  of  the  Territory 
Northwest  of  the  river  Ohio  to  form  a  State  Government,  &c.;  for  the 
sei'ond  section  ot  that  act  declares  that  the  State  to  ho  formed  shall  he 
bounded  north  by  an  east  and  west  line,  drawn  through  the  southern 
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extremltj  of  Lake  Michigan,  rannuig  east  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake 
Erie  or  the  territorial  line ;  thence  with  the  same  through  Lake  Erie  to 
the  Pennsylvania  line.  This  is  an  impossible  line,  for  the  line  running 
doe  east  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  will  cross  the 
Maumee  river  con.^iderably  south  of  the  Maumee  ba}-,  and,  extending 
east,  will  never  strike  the  territorial  line,  but  will  pass  through  or  near 
Cunningham's  islafid,  in  the  county  of  Huron  ;  thence  through  Cuyahoga, 
Geauga,  and  Ashtabula  counties,  to  (he  Pennsylvania  line,  some  twenty 
or  thirt}  nnics  south  of  Lake  Erie.  Can  the  people  of  Oliio  at  kiiuw  ledge 
tliis  as  the  northern  bouii(iary  of  the  State?  I  presume  their  unanimous 
voice  would  be  in  the  negative.  The  convention  that  formed  our  t;on- 
stitution  declared  that  it  should  not  be  the  boundary ;  and  to  guard  against 
eoch  a  eontingency  the  proviflion  was  made  in  our  constitution  establiah- 
ing  the  noithem  boundary  of  Ohio  by  a  direct  line  running  from  the  most 
49ottiheni  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  lo  the  most  northern  cape  of  tiie 
Miami  bay ;  thence  northeast  to  the  territorial  tine,  and  hy  the  said  terri- 
torial line  to  the  Pennsylvania  line.  This  is  the  only  line  that  can  be 
recognised  by  Ohio  as  her  constitutional  boundary.  It  has  been  assented 
to  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  the  adoption  of  our  constitu- 
tion. There  has  never  been  an  opinion  expressed  by  either  branch  of 
Congrpss  adverse  to  this  line ;  but  there  has.  been,  after  a  full  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  an  able  report  in  its  tavor  made  by  that  committee  to  the  Senate, 
nnd  a  bill  has  twice  passed  that  body  establishing  this  line  as  the  northern 
boundary  of  Oiiio.  The  Committee  on  Teriitories  in  the  (louse  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  reported,  on  the  11th  of  March,  183 1, 
that  they  thought  it  unnecessary  to  adopt  any  additional  legislation  on  the 
subject.  With  this  view  of  the  case,  1  am  drawn  to  the  conclusion  that 
we  are  bound,  bv  the  solemn  obligation  we  have  taken  to  support  the 
constitution  of  Ohio,  to  adopt  prompt  and  effective  measures  to  extend 
lh»  jurisdiction  of  the  State  to  the  boundaries  specified  in  the  constitu- 
tioDi  and  to  secure  to  all  who  may  reside  within  these  limits  the  protec- 
tion and  benefit  of  our  laws. 

To  accomplish  this  object,  I  would  call  your  attention,  in  an  especial 
manner,  to  the  act  entitled  An  act  for  the  erection  of  certain  counties 
therein  named,"  passed  B'ehruary  12th,  1820.  By  this  art  the  counties  of 
Williams,  Henry,  Wood,  and  Snndusky  wptic  erected.  In  describing  tlie 
northern  boundaries  of  these  four  counties,  the  term  Sltffe  line  is  used 
without  explanation.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  tlie  passage  of  a 
declaratory  act,  declaring  that  all  counties  bordering  on  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  extend  to  and  he  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  line  nmninc:  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan 
to  the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay  ;  thence  northeast,  to  the 
territorial  line,  and  with  the  territorial  line  to  tne  Pennsylvania  line ;  and 
that  the  iimrtb^  organized  townships  in  these  counties  be  extended  to 
that  line ;  and  tiiAt  all  the  connQr  and  township  officers  within  these 
counties  and  towh^ips,  be  directed  to  exercise  jurisdiction  within  their 
respectire  cotmtiiM  and  townships  thus  extended,  until  new  townships 
may  be  regularly  erected,  by  proper  authority,  and  organized  under  the 
laW9>f  this  State. 

I  &er6lvith  trahsmit  to  the  Senate  the  report  of  the  Judiciary  Commit* 
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tee  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  of  the  12th  of  May,  I8S4,  ^viih 
the  accompanying  documents.  Also,  to  the  House  of  Repieseiitaiives, 
the  report  of  the  Conimittee  on  Ten  itories,  made  to  the  liousc  of  Kcpre- 
sentatives  of  the  United  Slates,  on  the  Utb  March,  1834,  with  accom- 
panying documents. 

In  these  reports  and  documents  mil  be  found  an  extended  view  of  the 
boundary  question,  with  the  arguments  of  the  delegate  from  Michigan, 
and  those  advatued  by  the  representatives  ft  om  Oiiio* 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Whereas,  the  constilution  of  tlic  State  of  Ohio  declares  that  the  said 
State  shall  be  bounded  on  the  north  by  an  east  and  \v(ci<t  line  drawn 
through  the  southerly  extrtme  of  Lake  Michigan,  running  east,  aftor 
intersecting  a  line  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Mianai 
rive  I  ,  until  it  shall  intersect  Lake  Erie  or  the  territorial  line ;  and  thence 
with  the  same  through  Lake  Erie  to  the  Pennsylvania  line ;  and  that  if 
the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  (^the  exact  position  of 
which  was  not  known )  should  extend  so  far  south  that  a  line  arawn  due 
cast  fi  in  it  should  not  intersect  Lake  Erie,  or  if  it  should  intersect  the 
said  Lake  Erie  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  river  of  the  Lake,  then^ 
and  in  that  case,  with  the  assent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
the  nortliern  boundary  of  the  State  shall  be  established  by,  and  extend- 
ing to,  a  direct  line  running:  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan to  tlie  most  northerly  cape  of  the  Miami  bay,  alter  intersecting  the 
due  north  line  from  the  mouth  of  the  Cireat  Miami  river;  thence  north- 
east to  the  territorial  line,  and  by  the  said  territorial  line  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania line.    And  whereas,  the  Conjrrcss  of  the  Uniieil  States,  by  the 
admission  of  Ohio  into  the  Union  witli  the  foregoing  provisions  and  de- 
clarations in  her  constitution,  did  virtually  ratify,  approve  of,  and  assent 
to  the  same,  and  thereby  confirm  and  establish  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  State  as  before  described,  and  j|;uaranty  to  her  complete  jurisdietio* 
over  all  territory  lying  within  the  limits  so  assigned  to  her ;  and  as  sab- 
sequent  surveys  and  examinations  have  ascertained  the  fact  that  an  east 
and  west  line  drawii  tlu  ough  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan, 
will  intersect  Lake  Erie  (if  at  all)  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Miami  river 
of  the  Lake,  and  to  prevent  all  disputes  and  dilhculties  upon  this  subject, 
the  State  of  Ohio  has  repeatedly  memori.-U/od  Congress  for  an  act  ex- 
pressly recoj^nising  said  boundary  ;  which  act,  if  passed,  could  give  no 
validity  to  her  claims,  but  would  merely  quiet  her  title,  and  prevent  con- 
troversy with  a  State  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  adjacent  to  said 
northern  boundary ;  and  as  the  passage  of  such  an  act  seems  to  be  hut 
little  nearer  now  than  it  was  thii  tj  years  ago,  neitlu  i  iiioti\ cs  arising  from 
a  sound  and  enlightened  public  policy,  nor  prineiples  of  strict  and  im- 
partial justice  having  had  sufficient  influence  to  elloct  a  setLlenivut  of  this 
important  question :  and  whereas,  also,  during  the  time  wc  have  been 
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asking  Congress  for  a  recognition  of  our  riii^hts,  by  the  negligence  or  for- 
bearance of  the  State  authorities,  the  Territorial  (iovernraent  of  Michigan 
has  been  permitted  to  extf^id  its  jurisdiction  over  a  part  of  said  State, 
and  is  now  actually  exercising  usurped  and  unauthorized  poAvrrovcr  the 
citizens  of  a  free,  sovereign,  and  iudepeudent  State  of  this  Union,  against 
which  she  has  remonstrated  to  Congress  in  vain  ;  and,  as  a  proper  de- 
gree of  self-respect  demands  that  Ohio  should  firmly  maintain  her  rights, 
and  promptly  resist  encroachments  upon  her  territory,  jurisdiction,  or 
privileges,  let  them  come  from  what  quarter  they  may,  so^  does  it  require 
that  she  should  not  tamely  submit  to  invasions  of  either,  by  those  who 
laave  neither  the  right  nor  the  power  to  disturb  her  in  the  quiet  enjoy- 
ment of  her  constitutional  sovereignty ;  it  ill  becomes  a  million  qffree' 
men  to  htmhly  petition,  year  after  year^  for  what  justlj  belongs  to  them 
and  is  completely  within  their  own  control:  therefore, 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  General  Assembly,  that  the  territory 
included  within  the  constitutional  limits  of  Ohio,  forms  an  integral  part  of 
said  State,  of  which  no -power  on  earth  has  a  rii^ht  to  dispossess  her. 

Resolved,  That  measures  ought  to  be  taken  immediately  by  the  legis- 
lative, executive,  and  judiciary  authorities  of  Ohio,  to  cause  her  jurisdic- 
tion to  be  fully  estabiished  throughout  every  part  of  her  territory,  as 
described  in  her  constitution;  and  to  ol)tain  for  her  laws  and  public  offi- 
cers that  respect  and  obedience  from  .ill  persons  residing  or  coming  within 
her  borders  to  which  they  arc  properly  entitled. 

Resolved,  That  this  State  has  an  indisputable  right  to  run  out  and 
designate  her  northern  boundary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
her  constitution,  and  that  without  allowing  her  public  works  to  be  longer 
suspended  or  the  interests  of  her  citizens  to  be  further  ji  (  ])  irdized  by 
the  refusal  of  Congress  to  unite  with  her  in  this  work,  commissioners 
should  be  appointed^for  that  purpose,  with  instructions  to  run  and  mark 
the  same  from  the  place  where  a  line  from  the  most  southerly  extremity 
of  Lake  Michigan  to  the  most  northerly  cape  of  the  Miami  bay  crosses 
her  western  boundary  to  the  said  cape,  so  that  its  exact  location  may  be 
known  and  recognised  by  all  persons  within  the  State  as  well  as  by  those 
without  its  limits.

purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  counties  of  Williams,  Henry,  Wood,  Sandusky,  Huron,  Lorain, 
rnyrihoga,  Oeauga,  and  Ashtabula  shall  extend  to,  and  bo  hounded  on 
the  north  by,  the  line  nm  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan 
to  the  most  nortlu m  i  ij  r  of  the  Maumee  bay;  thence  northeast  to  the 
territorial  lino,  beini;  tlitj  northern  boundary  of  the  United  States,  in  Lake 
Erie  ;  thence  with  said  northern  boundary  of  the  United  States,  through 
Lake  Erie, to  the  Pennsyivuuia  line. 
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Sec.  2,  TluiC,  ujitil.tbe  Legislature  sliall  establish  one  or  more  new 
eounties,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers^ciyil  and  military,  judicial  and 
ministerial,  that  are  authorized  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State 
to  exercise  jurisdiction  within  the  aforesaid  counties,  to  extend  their 
jurisdiction  within  those  counties,  respectively, to  the  northern  extrenaitjr 
of  the  boundaries  described  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act. 

Si:c.  3.  That  such  part  of  the  townships  nine  and  ten  south,  in  ranges 
one,  two,  thrr.c,  and  four,  west  of  the  principal  meridian  in  Michigan,  as 
lies  south  of  the  line  run  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Mich i can 
to  the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, declared  to  be  attached  to  the  county  of  Williams,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  forminj^  a  part  of  that  county. 

Skc.  1.  'i  U'di  such  part  of  townships  nine  and  ten  south,  in  ranges  one, 
two,  three,  and  four,  east  of  the  principal  meridian  in  Michigan,  as  lies 
south  of  the  line  run  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan  to 
the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maultnee  b^,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
declared  to  be  littached  to  ite  county  of  Henry,  and  shall  be  considered 
as  forming  a  part  of  that  county. 

Sec.  5.  That  such  part  of  townships  nine  and  ten  south,  in  ranges 
five,  six,  seven,  and  eight,  east  of  the  principal  meridian  in  Michigan,  a» 
lies  south  of  the  line  run  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan 
to  the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay,  together  with  all  the  ter- 
ritory between  said  townships  and  the  line  run  due  east  from  the  Southern 
cxtr(Miiify  of  Lake  Michigan,  until  it  intersects  Take  Erie,  including  the 
territory  east  of  the  Maumee  river,  and  between  Lake  Erie  and  said  east 
line,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  lu'reby  declared  to  be,  attaclied  to  the 
county  of  Wood,  and  shall  he  considered  as  forming  a  part  of  tliat  county. 

Sec,  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
respective  counties  of  Williams  and  Henry,  to  hold  a  special  session, 
within  their  respective  counties,  as  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as 
practicable,  and  to  extend  the  boundaries  of  the  organized  townships  \n 
their  respective  counties,  to  the  northern  boundaries  of  said  counties,  as 
specified  in  thi^  act,  or  to  erect  and  cause  to  be  organized  new  townships, 
as  prescribed  bjr  'the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  7.  Tha^BUch  part  of  the  territory  declared  by  this  act  as  being 
attached  to  th«K^y  of  Wood,  shall  be  erected  into  townships,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit :  such  part  of  said  ranges  five  and  six  as  lies  between  the 
line  run  due  east  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  the 
line  run  from  the  said  southern  extremity  to  the  most  northern  cape  of 
the  Maumee  bay,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate  and 
distinct  township,  by  the  nanu;  of  Sylvania  ;  and  that  all  such  part  of  said 
ranges  seven  and  eight,  tugei.her  with  the  territory  east  of  the  Maumee 
fiver,  as  lies  between  the  line  run  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake 
Michigan  to  the  most  northern  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay,  and  between 
Lake  Erie  and  the  line  run  due  east  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake 
Michigan  to  Lake  Eric  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  erected  into  a  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  township,  by  the  name  of  Port  Lawrence;  and  the 
qualified  electors,  within  each  of  said  townships,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  meet  at  somejsuitable  place  within  such  townships,  re* 
spectively,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  elect,  according  to  law, 
three  justices  of  the  peaee,  within  and  for  each  of  said  townships,  three 
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constables,  and  a  competent  number  of  other  township  ofTiccrs,  as  re(niirrd 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  :  Provided^  however,  That  the  township  oiiicei  s 
now  exercising  juiisdictioii  within  said  townships  shall  be  permitted  to 
exercise  their  functions  until  said  townships  shall  be  dolj  organized 
under  thb  aet. 

Sjbo*  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  deflmng,  with  more  eertainty,  that 
pert  of  the  nortfaem  boimdaiy  of  this  State,  as  declared  bj  thit  aet,  whieh 
lies  west  of  Lake  EriOi  it  is  hereby  made  the  dutj  of  the  Ooremor  to 

appoint  three  commisaioiiers,  w  hose  dutj  it  shall  be  to  re-mark  that  part 
of  said  line,  Ijing  west  of  Lake  Erie,  (commonlj  known  as  Harris's  line,) 
distinctly  upon  the  trees,  where  they  are  to  be  found  suitably  situated ; 
and  where  there  are  no  trees  suitably  situated,  they  shall  erect  suitable 
monuments,  with  inscriptions  plainly  marked  ;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants  as  thny  mav  find  to  be  ne- 
cessary;  and  j'hould  any  of  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  as  albre- 
said  die,  ik  ^Um  t  or  refuse  to  act,  the  (Governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  as 
often  as  the  same  may  occur;  and  the  said  commissionei s  and  their 
assistants  shall  each  receive  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  day, 
ioi  the  time  they  may  be  engaged  in  the  said  service,  to  be  settled  and 
paid  bj  the  Governor  out  of  his  contingent  fund. 

Sxc.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  conunissioners  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  to  proceed,  at  as  early  a  day  after  their  appointmeDt  as 
practicable,  to  the  diaeharge  of  their  duties ;  and  said  commissioners  AaR 
forthwith  report  to  the  6oTenior,statittgthe  manner  in  whieh  their  duties 
have  been  peribrmed.

Sir  :  Your  rommunication  of  the  17th  instant,  on  the  subject  of  a  sup- 
posed roTitioveisy  with  Michigan,  was  received  last  evening;  in  answer 
to  wiiiih  I  will  briefly  state,  that  1  gave  you,  in  my  answer  to  your  letter 
of  the  14th  instant,  a  concise  statement  of  the  views  and  proceedings  of 
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Ohio  on  that  subject.    I  now  further  inform  you,  that  there  has  been  no 
correspondence  between  the  authorities  of  Ohio  and  those  of  Michigan, 
on  the  subject  of  extending  our  jurisdiction  to  our  constitutional  boun- 
dary.  We  know  nothing  of  the  proceedings  of  Michigan,  further  than 
from  report  and  puhlications  in  the  newspapers ;  and  I  regret  that  these 
proceedings  shoud  have  caused  any  uneasiness  at  Washington,  as,  I  aa- 
sore  you,  they  have  caused  Mttle  or  none  in  Ohio.  We  consider  the 
question  as  settled,  and,  therefore,  no  longer  debatable.    The  Legisla- 
ture of  Ohio  has  defined  the  boundaries  of  certain  counties  bordering  on 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  State,  and  made  it  the  duty  of  all  officers, 
mvil  and  military,  judicial  and  ministerial,  to  exercise  jurisdiction 
throughout  the  bounds  of  said  counties.    The  people  living  on  that  part 
of  the  territory  of  Ohio  that  has  been  claimed  by  Michigan,  claim  of  us 
the  protection  of  their  rights  and  privileges  as  citizens  of  Ohio.  This 
we  are  under  the  most  solemn  obligations  to  grant.    If  Michigan  attempt 
to  exercise  jurisdiction  within  the  bounds  of  these  counties,  as  defined 
in  the  late  act  of  the  23d  of  February,  our  civil  authority  will  call  the 
offenders  to  an  account,  and  they  will  he  punished  for  a  violation  of  our 
laws.    The  commissioners  appointed  to  run  and  re-mark  the  line  here- 
tofore run  from  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  to  the  most 
northern  cape  of  the  Maumee  hay,  have  appointed  to  meet  at  Perrys- 
hurg.  Wood  county,  on  the  Ist  day  ofj  April  next.   I  will  leave  Colum- 
bus in  a  few  days  to  meet  them  there,  preparatory  to  running  the  line. 
My  visit  to  that  place  is  with  a  view  to  allay,  as  much  as  possible,  Ibe 
excitement  that  has  been  caused  in  the  public  mind  by  the  proceedings 
in  Michigan.   The  people  of  Ohio  have  been  considerably  incensed  at 
these  proceedings;  and,  if  Michigan  should  attempt  to  interrupt  our 
commissioners  while  running  the  line,  or  resist  our  civil  authority,  the 
con.sr(ni(>nces  may  become  unpleasant :  for  the  proclamation  of  the  acting 
Governor  of  Michiji^an,  and  the  proceedings  of  General  Brown,  have  en- 
kindled a  martial  feeling  in  Ohio,  that  will  require  the  utmost  exertions 
to  keep  down.    Volunteer  companies  have  tendered  their  services  to  de- 
fend the  soil  of  Ohio,  and  repel  any  invasion  of  our  rights ;  but  1  have 
uniformly  informed  them  that  their  services  would  not  be  needed ;  at  all 
events  not  un^  our  civil  authority  should  require  their  assistance.  As 
I  before  statef  to  you,  we  have  no  controversy  with  the  authorities  of 
Michigan.   We  shall  not  attend  to  any  of  their  proceedings,  and  if  they 
violate  our  laws  within  any  part  of  the  constitutional  limits  of  Ohio,  they 
minr  expect  to  be  punished  for  such  violation. 

If  you  address  me  within  two  weeks,  direct  your  communication  to 
Penysburg,  Wood  county,  Ohio.

Sir  :  Your  commuiueation  of  the  1 9th  instant  was  handed  to  mo  lait  * 
evening  by  Judg^e  TfotVy  of  Michigan,  in  which  you  state  that  you  had 
already  informed  me  that  the  President  had  under  his  most  serious  con- 
sicir ration  the  unhofpy  controversy  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the 
Territory  of  Michigan.  Since  then,  he  had  determined  upon  sending 
one  or  two  Commissioners  to  confer  with  me  and  the  artinn;  Governor  of 
Michigan  on  the  subject,  and  that  he  trusted  nodnni^  would  be  done,  on 
either  side,  until  they  shall  have  had  (he  conference,"  &c.  From  the 
tenor  of  the  above,  as  well  as  youi  luiiiier  communication,  it  ap])ears 
that  the  President  has  been  most  egregiously  imposed  upun  by  incorrect 
representations  as  to  the  acts  and  doings  ol  Ohio.  Mole  hiUs  have  been 
truly  iiiagiiihed  into  mountains,  and  one  would  buppuse,  from  your  com- 
munication, that  the  cabinet  at  Washington  had  been  led  to  helieve  that 
there  was,  in  reality,  serious  difficulties  beiween  Ohio  and  Michigan ; 
and  that  armies  were  arrayed  against  each  other*  As  far  as  Ohio  is  con- 
cerned, nothing  is  further  from  the  truth.  As  I  stated  to  you  in  my  for- 
mer communications,  we  know  of  no  controversy  between  Ohio  and  Mi- 
chigan: we  have  had  no  correspondence  with  the  Government  of  Michi- 
gan, and  do  not  hold  ourselves  accountabie  for  her  acts ;  neither  are  we 
willing  to  take  upon  ourselves  any  share  of  her  responsibilities.  The 
acts  of  Ohio,  of  whu;h  Michigan  has  complained  to  the  President,  were 
done  with  deliberatron — they  have  been  made  known  to  you  in  my  an- 
swers to  your  former  communications.  T.et  us  inquire  what  aio  these 
acts  of  Ohio,  that  has  caused  so  much  (  \c  ilement  at  Washington,  the 
operation  of  which  the  President  is  desirous  should  be  suspended.  They, 
and  some  of  the  causes,  arc  simply  as  follows :  Michigan  had  set  up  a 
claim  to  jurisdiction  over  a  suiall  strip  of  teriituiy  on  the  noithem  hound- 
ary  of  our  State,  which  we  considered  to  be  included  within  the  consti- 
tutional limits  of  Ohio,  as  specified  in  oui*  constitution,  and  within  the 
boundaries  run  and  designated  nnder  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
b  V  a  United  States  officer,  in  1817.  We  had  asked  Congress  to  qniet  the 
claim  of  Michigan.  A  bill  passed  the  Seqate  of  the  United  States  a 
second  time,  to  establish  that  line.  While  this  subiect  was  under  con- 
sideration in  the  House  of  Hepresentfitives,  the  authorities  in  Michigan 
remonstrated  against  the  right  of  Congress  to  decide  in  the  case,  and 
declared  their  determination  not  to  submit  to  such  decision.  Their  Le- 
gislative Council  passed  a  law  to  punish,  as  criminals,  the  officers  of 
Ohio  that  might  attempt  to  exercise  jurisdiction  within  that  part  of  the 
State  ;  also,  to  punish  tfio  citizens  residing  therein,  for  acceptiiii^  cora- 
mission  under  the  authority  of  Ohio.  These  arbitrary  acts,  the  citizens 
residing  within  that  part  of  the  constitutional  limits  of  Ohio  were  not 
willing  to  su In  11  it  to,  and  petitioned  the  Legislature  of  Oliio  to  extend  to 
iheiii  liie  jjKitcelion  of  the  laws  ol  Ohio,  and  their  rights  as  citizens. 
The  Legislature  took  their  prayer  into  consideration,  and,  after  mature 
deliberation  and  a  full  examination  of  the  subject,  passed  the  preamble 
and  resolutions  of  the  23d  of  February,  declaratory  of  the  rights  of 
Ohio ;  and  passed  an  act  Ihe  same  day  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio 
to  the  established  constitutional  boundary.   On  examining  the  subject, 
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it  Vas  discoveied  that  Congress,  by  their  act  of  the  20th  of  May,  1812, 
entitled  An  act  to  authorize  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  as- 
certain and  designate  eertain  boundaries/^  authorised  and  required  the 
Smrejor  Geneiiily  nnder;die  direction  of  the  PresEdent  of  the  United 
States,  (so  soonaa  the  consent  of  the  Indians  could  obtained,)  to 
cause  to  he  mrve^^  marked^  and  designatti^  eo  much  qf  Uie  weetem 
and  northern  boundanes  of  the  State  of  OhiOy  which  had  mt  alreadt^ 
been  ascertained ,  as  divided  said  State  from  the  Territories  of  Indiana 
'and  Michigan;  tiiat  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  United  States  did, 
under  the  proyi<?{oTi  of  said  act,  cause  the  line  between  Ohio  and  Indiana, 
and  between  Ohio  and  Michigan,  to  be  run,  marked,  and  designated, 
by  Willi  ni  TTnrri^.  Esq.,  dcjmty  surveyor,  in  thp  tp  t  1S17;  an^f  that 
the  norlhtin  boundary  of  Ofdo^  an  rvn  and  de^si^jmled  by  Mr.  Harris, 
and  descrihfd  in  his  field  notes  rpfunwd  to  the  Stn  veyor  Generates  office 
as  thr  liih  hilirppn  Ohio  and  Michigan  Trrrifoyi/^  runs  from  the  north- 
ern c  ape  <)[  til  •  Mauiiicc  buy  to  the  soutln  iii  extremity  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan, until  iL  iiiiersects  Indiana  line,  as  specified  in  our  constitution.  Thus 
the  line  was  run  and  established  by  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  Uiiiu  d 
States,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  di- 
rected by  an  act  of  Congress.  Sundry  other  experimental  lines  have 
been  subsequently  run,  varying  from  each  other  in  some  particulars ;  but 
taone  appears  to  hare  been  established  but  the  one  run  by  Mr.  Harris. 

This  hne  the  Legislature  recognised,  in  their  act  of  the  33d  of  Feb* 
ruaiiy,  as  the  true  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  and  ^authorized  the  Exe- 
cutive to  appoint  commissioners  to  run  and  re-mark  it,  so  that  it  might 
be  known.  These  commissioners  have  been  appointed  to  priTomi  that 
duty.  Is  there  any  thing  wrong  in  the  act  of  Oliio  ?  Is  the  right  of  Ohio 
to  trace  and  re-mark  her  northern  V^undarv,  as  run  and  designated  !)v  a 
United  Sintcs  officer,  disputed?  1  trust  not.  Ohio  is  not  runninii;  a  now 
line  (hrou^li  the  territory  of  tho  United  Mates,  but  tracint;  one  aireadv 
established.  This  being  the  caise,  I  ;Mn  truly  at  a  loss  to  conjecture  what 
could  have  induced  the  Pre-^ident  (.^  :iro|ii)se  sending  Commissioners  to 
eonfer  with  Ohio.  We  hav  e  no  ct^iUiuversy  with  Michigan.  \Ve  are 
about  to  run  no  new  line  through  the  territory  of  the  United  Slates  ;  and 
as  to  the  subject  of  extending  our  jurisdiction,  1  trust  our  civil  authority 
will  settle  that  question.  I  can  discover  no  act  or  movement  of  Ohio 
diat  subjects  her  to  censure*  She  has  no  errors  to  retract,  or  compro- 
mise to  make ;  and  I  cannot  be  led  to  believe  that  the  President  feels 
disposed  to  espouse  the  cause  of  Michigan,  or  to  support  her  in  her  ex- 
travagant and  unjust  proceedings. 

I  will  start  to-morrow  for  Perrysburg,  as  I  suggested  to  you  in  my  last 
eommnnication.

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  2d  of  April,  directed  to  me  at  Per- 
rysburg,  in  answer  to  my  letter  of  the  27th  of  March,  was  forwarded  to 
l3el5ance,  Williams  county,  and  wai  received  by  me  at  that  place,  but  the 
press  of  other  duties  has  prevented  me  from  replying  to  it  sooner.  You 
call  my  attention  to  a  olanse  in  the  act  of  1812,  under  which  Harris's  line 
was  run,  and  which,  jon  say ,  seemed  to  have  heen  OTeriooked.''  In  this 
jon  are  under  a  mistahe.  The  whole  act  was  carefully  examined  hy 
me,  a3  it  donhtlese  was  by  the  Surreyor  (Seneral  of  the  United  Stateai 
(Goyemor  Tiffin,)  under  whose  direction  Harris  ran  and  marked  the 
*^  northern  boundary  line  between  Ohio  and  Michigan  Territory and 
I  have  not  yet  been  convinced  that  Harris's  line  was  not  run  and  marked 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  said  act.  This  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  United  States,  under  whose  di- 
rection It  was  run,  and  marked,  and  designated  ;  and,  ns  I  have  observed 
in  my  former  con;niuMi(  ition,  it  is  the  only  line  that  appears  to  have  been 
established ;  as  tlie  subsequent  experimental  lines  run  l)y  Fulton  and 
Taicott,  as  east  lines,  vary  from  each  other,  and  show,  conclusively,  that 
neither  of  them  is  correct  ;  and  that  they  cannot,  by  any  reasonable  rule 
of  construction,  be  considered  as  the  established  northern  boundary  of 
Ohio,  as  described  in  the  act  of  the  30th  of  April,  1802,  (referred  to  in 
your  letter.)  Let  ujs  take  a  candid  and  dispassionate  view  of  both  these 
acta,  and  the  three  9everal  IMiea  run  by  Harris,  Fulton,  and  Taicott,  as 
the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  and  see  which  line  is  most  in  accordance 
with  the  obvious  meaning  of  aud  acts.  The  aot  of  the  SOth  of  April, 
1802,  declares  that  Ohio  shall  be  bounded  on  the  east  by  tlie  Pennsyl- 
vania line  ;  on  the  north  by  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the 
southern  extreme  of  Liske  Michigan,  running  east  (after  intersecting  the 
due  north  line  firom  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Miami)  until  it  shall  inter- 
sect Lake  Erie,  or  the  territorial  line ;  and  thence,  with  the  same, 
through  Lake  Erie  to  the  Pennsylvania  line."  Mark  the  expression  : 
"  Lake  Krir  or  the  territorial  line  ;  and  thence^  with  the  same^  through 
Lake  Erie  to  the  Pennsylvania  Knc."  The  act  of  the  20th  of  May, 
181 2,  declared  that  the  Surveyor  General,  under  the  direction  of  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  United  States,  should  be  required  to  cause  to  be  surveyed, 
iihitkoil,  and  designated,  so  moeh  of  the  western  and  nortliein  bounda- 
ries ol  the  State  of  Ohio,  which  had  not  already  been  ascertained,  as 
divided  Ohio  from  the  Territories  of  Indiana  and  Michigan,  agreeably  to 
the  boundaries  as  established  by  the  act  of  the  30th  of  April,  1802,  (as 
above  alluded  to,)  and  to  cause  to  be  made  a  plat  or  plan  of  so  much  ol 
the  boundary  line  as  runs  from  the  southerly  extreme  ot  Lake  Michigan 
to  Lake  Erie,  particularlv  noting  the  place  where  the  said  line  inter- 
sected the  margin  of  saia  U^,  and  to  return  the  same,  when  made,  to 
Congress,  &c. 

The  foregoing  act  of  the  20th  of  May^  1812,  required  the  Surveyor 
General  to  cause  to  be  surveyed,  marked,  and  designated,  so  much  of  the 
western  and  northern  houndrtries  of  Ohio  which  had  not  heen  aseer- 
tained,  aa  divided  it  Hiom  the  Territories  of  Indiana  and  Misl^igaD.  i  hat 
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part  of  tlic  nortlHsrn  bonndaiy  of  Ohio  wbich  extends  westward  from  the 
PeDnajriyaoia  line,  with  the  territorial  line,  througJi  T  ikr  I'm*  .  [,»  the 
intersection  of  the  line  drawn  east  from  Lake  Michigan,  had  alrea- 
dy been  sf)ccilically  designated  in  the  act  of  the  30th  of  April,  1802,  but 
the  particulnr  point  of  interscctinn  had  not  been  a^rrrt  iinrd  This  point, 
the  Surveycr  ( .encral,  bvhi^  fh^puiy,  Mr.  Harris,  fixed  at  tlir  iiordiprn  rnpe 
of  the  MntHnrc  hnv,  aTid  tium  ihenro  ran  a  dm  <*n!!r--(  tuwartislhe  south- 
erly c  xuc  liie  oi  Lak*  Mil  liicran,  until  he  iiuc  ! -cctf ilie  Indiana  line,  (or 
the  line  run  due  norlli  Irctti  tin  iiitn;th  of  the  i  ii «  at  Miami  riwr.)  This  line 
is  specifically  liiaiked,  and  ilic  maiks  noted  m  ilie  field-book  returned  to 
the  Surveyor  General's  office  by  Mr.  Harris,  as  the  division  line  between 
Ohio  and  Michigan  Territory  ;  a  copy  of  which  field-notes,  duly  certified 
bj  the  Sttrroyor  General  of  the  United  States,  I  have  now  befdte  hie. 

I  will  give  a  few  extracts. '  They  commence  as  follows,  viz.  Varia- 
tion  3*  82'.  Commencing  at  the  north  cape  of  the  Miami  bay,  made  a 
willo#  a  comer,  11  in.  di.  and  marked  M.  T.  on  the  north  side,  and  O. 
on  the  south;  from  which  corner  a  point  of  land  bears  S.  57'  E.  6  or  7 
miles;  and  a  poirt  tf  an  island  bears  S.  GO"  K.  Gor  7  miles;  and  the  north 
point  of  the  same  island  bears  S.  75"  E.  6  or  7  miles ;  from  thence  S.  87* 
4!8'"VV^  along  the  sliore  1  mile— corner  in  the  bay.  Second  mile:  con- 
tinued between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  Michip;ari  Territory,  S.  82'  42'  W. 
pa«>sed  the  bay,"  The  ^  me  course  and  the  same  expression  ("  con- 
tinued between  liie  State  ot  Uiiio  and  Miehii-nn  Territory")  are  repeat- 
ed in  tbr  nntp«;  of  every  mile,  to  the  last,  or  7  2d  mile  from  the  l)OgiMning, 
where  iiie  survey  is  ended  with  ihe  following  note:  "8.87^^42'  VV. 
Continued  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  Mit  lii_,.in  Territory,  33.02,  to 
the  N.  W,  corner  of  the  State  of  Ohio — the  corner  a  pile  of  stones,  from 
which  abcecb,  14  in.  N.  37'  W.  44  ;  sugar  5,  N.  31'  E.  16  ;  sii-ar  !),  S.  »• 
W,  30."  The  line  surveyed  and  described  as  ahove  appears  to  have 
been  run  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  General,  in  1817,  accord- 
ing to  his  understanding  of  the  act  of  the  20th  of  May,  181 S,  and  1  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  it  has  been  done  in  more  strict  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  that  act  than  any  line  subsetiuently  run.  This  line  is  defi- 
nitive; it  runs  to  certain  natural  and  tixed  objects,  referred  to  in  the  act 
of  Congress  and  the  Constitution  of  Ohio;  and  it  is  the  only  line,  as  I 
before  observed,  that  appears  to  have  been  established. 

But  you  say  "that  this  line  not  being  con^iflored  as  run  agreeably  to 
the  act  of  1812,  orders  wrro  i^^stied  \v.  1Blc>,  by  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, to  run  the  lin  in  accu!  1  iix  e  therewith,  and  that  this  order  was» 
executed  by  one  Fuiion  in  tli  tt  vi-ar."  This  we  pprfeetly  understand. 
Let  us  now  examine  Fulton's  lin*  ,  and  the  observalions  laLcu  by  him, 
and  see  if  it  has  any  greater  claim  to  accuracy  ,  lie  ran  a  line  to  Lake 
Erie,  but  it  does  not  intersect  the  territorial  line,  as  described  in  the  act 
of  Congress  of  30th  Api  il,  1802.  It  is  not  a  line  run  due  east  from  the 
southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michigan,  as  is  shown  by  his  own  observa- 
tions; for  he  places  the  southern  extremity  of  Lake  Michiean  at  41*  98' 
58" ;  the  western  boundary  of  Ohio  at  4r  32'  47";  and  where  the  line 
intersects  the  margin  of  Like  Erie,  at  41'  $1'  88".  The  line  run  by 
Fulton  is  Said  to  strike  the  Maumee  rivej-  about  8  miles  south  of  the 
north  cape  of  the  Maumee  bay ;  and  is  the  line  to  which  Michigan  claims 
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jurisdiction.  The  above  observations  proire  conclusively,  that  the  line 
run  by  Fulton  (and  to  which  jou  allude)  cannot  be  corrector  in  accord- 
ance with  the  act  of  lbl2,  as  you  seem  to  think ;  for  it  strikes  Lake  Erie 
'  7'  20  '  soulh  of  the  southern  oxtremity  of  Lake  Michjf^an,  as  shown  by 
his  own  observations,  which  would  throw  a  correct  line  about  7  miles 
north  of  the  line  actually  run  by  Fulton,  and  would  carry  it  very  near 
the  north  cape  itl  (he  bay,  as  claimed  by  Ohio.  (  See  Contyrossional  Re-  • 
ports  H.  R.  Maii^h  18,  1828.  No.  196.)  From  an  examination  of  this 
subject  you  must  becouic  satisfied,  that  il  iiairis's  line  was  not  run  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  act  of  Congress  of  1812,  Fulton^s  line  is  at  a  still 

5 eater  distance  from  it ;  and  that,  aoeording  to  Fulton's  observations, 
ichigan  ba^  been  daiming  junadictioA  OTer  a  eonadenble  extent  of, 
territoiy  sotith  of  a  due  east  line,  if  it  were  correctlj  mn  to  the  same 
latitude  of  the  southern  extreme  of  Lake  Blicfaigan* 

In  Capt.  Talcott's  report  on  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio,  we  find 
that  he  differs  from  Mr.  Fulton^  and  plaees  the  soutberlj  bend  of  Lake 
Michigan  at  4V  37'  07''.9;  north  oapo  of  Miami  bay  at  iV  44'  WA; 
and  the  most  southerly  point  of  the  territorial  line  of  the  United  States  in 
Lake  Erie  at  41°  38'  3S".  By  these  last  observations  it  appears  that  an 
east  line  from  the  southerly  bend  of  Lake  'Vlirhit^an  will  never  intersect 
the  territorial  line  of  the  United  States  in  j>ak(  Krie  ;  and  is  therefore 
rendered  an  impossible  line,  and  in  non-conlormity  to  the  ordinance  of 
1787,  the  act  of  Congress  of  April,  1802,  and  all  subsequent  acts.  But 
how  will  the  question  appear  if  we  look  at  it  as  a  practical  surveyor 
would,  if  called  to  make  a  survey  for  uidividuals  from  similar  docu- 
ments, lie  would  first  run  the  course  called  for  iu  the  documents;  if  it 
missed  the  objects  specified,  he  would  reyerse  the  calls,  and  make  the 
course  finally  yield  to  the  fixed  objects  and  specified  boundaries.  Then 
suppose  we  reverse  the  calls  and  begin  at  the  Penns^lvaiiia  line,  where  ' 
it  strikes  the  territorial  line  in  Lake  Erie,  and  runs  Uienee  westwaidly 
with  the  territorial  line  through  Lake  Erie,  so  far,  that  a  doe  west  line 
will  strike  the  southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan*  Weald  not 
this  be  a  fair  statement  of  the  ease^  and  would  it  not  in  some  measure 
change  the  position  of  the  question  ?  1  think  it  would-— parti cularij  if 
we  confine  ourselves  to  the  expression  in  the  ordinance  of  1787,  upon 
which  Michigan  appears  to  found  her  claims — for  the  expression  in  that 
ordinance  is  southerly  he  ml  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  and  in  the 
act  of  1805,  defining  the  boundaries  of  Michigan,  the  expression  is  that 
part  of  the  Indiana  Territory  which  lies  north  of  a  line  drawn  ea^t  from 
the  southerly  beiul  or  extreme  ot  l.ake  Michigan  until  it  shall  intersect 
Lake  l^rie,"  kc.  The  southerly  bend  or  extreme  is  here  mentioned  as 
well  as  in  the  ordinance,  and  the  term  east,  (instead  of  due  east,)  is 
used  therein.  In  the  act  relatife  to  tho  boundary  of  Ohio,  Lake  Erie  or 
ike  territorial  line  is  mentioned*  This  expression  eanries  with  it  the 
idea  of  an  impression  of  the  autbori  when  the  article  was  pjenned,  that  an 
east  line  woiud  strike  the  terriioriai  line  north  of  Lake  Erie*  This  sup- 
position is  corroborated  by  all  the  maps  that  were  published  at  an  eany 
period.  Some  of  them  place  the  southerly  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan  as 
far  north  as  42"*  30  ,  and  most  of  them  would  have  thrown  our  northern 
boundary  as  far  north  as  Detroit  riyer^  and  some  wooUl  indnde  even  the 
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lltf  of  J)ctaiiL  Hid  not  Ohio  inserted  i  ptovMon  in  lienSostitation,  es- 
tfcbliffhMlgi  under  a  certain  contingency,  the  northern  boundary  of  the 

'  State,  by  a  line  to  run  from  the  north  cape  of  Miami  hay  to  the  southerly 
extreme  of  Lake  Michigan,  she  would,  in  my  opinion,  have  had  a 
just  and  equitable  claim  to  have  extended  her  boundary  as  far  north  as 
the  river  Detroit  at  loast.  I  will  drop  this  part  o(  the  subject  for  the 
present,  and  will  call  your  attention  to  one  of  mot  *  ser  ious  import.  You 
nave  doubtless  been  already  informed, by  Messrs.  luchard  Kush  and  B. 

'  C.  Howard,  of  the  situation  of  affairs  in  the  vicinity  of  Perrysburg  and 
tbledo,  with  regard  to  the  boundary  difficulty.   As  I  have  heretofore 

9d  to  you,  we  bavie  no  ^trntrovenj  witii  the  Tefritoriai  Gofemment  of 
igan.  A  Territoiy  eini  hvve  no  sovereign  rights,  and  no  arrange-  • 
luMt  eoold  be  made  with  the  Tenitorial  authorities,  on  the  subject 
oundary,  would  be  obligatory.   Congress  have  reserved  to  them- 
selves the  express  ri^  to  attach  that  part  of  the  Territory  of  Mi^igan 
lying  north  of  this  State  to  Ohio,  whenever  they  might  deem  it  expe- 
dient ;  and  Ohio  is  bound  by  the  compact  to  accept  it  as  a  part  of  the 
State.    This  being  the  case,  we  consider  it  is  in  the  power  of  Congress, 
at  any  moment  previous  to  the  actual  admission  of  Michigan  into  the 
Union  as  a  sovereign  State,  to  dissolve  the  IV  rritorial  Government,  and 
attach  the  whole  Northwestern  Territory  to  the  three  States  already 
formed.    With  this  impression,  we  have  been  h d  to  view  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  authorities  of  Michigan  as  of  a  very  extraordinary  character, 
particularly  the  late  outrage  committed  on  thf  <  (uinnissionoT^  rnul  party 
engaged,  under  the  authority  of  Ohio,  re-surveyiug  aim  le-maiking  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  State.    This  attack,  you  will  perceive  by  the 
enclosed  eopy  of  the  oflieial  report  of  the  oommissionerB,  was  made  in 
the  most  ui^Nrovoked  manner^  on  the  Sabbath,  by  a  party  of  armed  men, 
headed  by  a  judge  of  the  court,  a  sheriff,  and  a  brigadier  general. 
This  outrage,  committed  by  iSne  authorities  of  Michigii|n  upon  the  officers 
and  citizens  of  Ohio,  together  with  sundry  >elber  matters  connected  widi 
the  boundary  question,  have  impressed  upon  me  the  necessity  of  con- 
vening the  Legislature  of  the  State,  that  the  whole  subject-matter  may  be 
laid  before  them,  and  the  people  of  Ohio,  for  their  consideration,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  adopt  such  pro»r])f  nrv^  rflTioimt  measures 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  defending  the  sovereign  rights  and 
constitutional  l^oundarios  of  the  State;  and  for  the  protection  of  its 
citizens  in  their  constitutional  privileges,  against  encroachments  from 
any  quarter,  or  under  any  pretence  or  authority  whatever. 

The  conferences  1  have  had  with  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard  have  per- 
fectly satished  rac  that  the  outrages  committed  upon  the  citizens  of  Ohio, 
by  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  were  entirely  adverse  to  the  wishes  of  the 
President,  as  communieated  by  them  to  the  aeting  Goiremor  of  Miehigan 
Territory ;  yet,  as  these  outrages  have  been  eonsritted  under  the  dine- 
tien  of  offieen  holding  theur  appointments  IrWdM  UiMM  States,  it  be- 
comes my  duty  to  mquire  of  you,  and  lo  ask*t6  IMI  iMkMj  informed, 
how  far  the  authorities  of  Michif^  are -held  responsibte  ^  the  cabinet 
at  Washington  for  the  various  outrages  committed  by  IheMi  ott  the  citizens 
of  Ohio.  1  should  not  have  taken  the  liberQrte  haire  made  this  inquiry, 
had  you  not  cowneneed  a  eerreipondenee  on  this  subject  as  a  mediator. 
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TkU  beiig  tiM  «aM,  I  hope  yon  will  feel  at  iibertj  id  communicate  sucli 
iMBto  as  may  pliee  Ike  eubjed  iidify  be&re  tl|e  people  «C  Olilo  tnd  iJtm 
naiCion  at  \mrfi»,

pEBRYSBUfici,  Matj  I,  1B95. 

Sir:  In  discharge  of  the  duties  which  devolved  on  us  as  commis- 
eioncrs  appointed  by  your  Excellency  for  re-markinij  the  northern 
boundary  line  of  this  State  which  is  known  and  distinguished  aa  Har- 
ris's line,  we  met  at  Perrysbnrg,  on  W  ednesday,  the  Is^t  of  April  last, 
and,  after  completing  the  necessary  arrangements,  pioceeded  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  State,  and  there  succeeded  in  finding  the  cor- 
ner, as  described  in  the  field  notes  of  the  Sui  veyor  Harris,  a  copy  of 
which  we  had  procured  fiom  tlie  Surveyor  General's  office.  1  hence, 
jour  eommistkmers  proceeded  easlwardly  ftlong  said  line,  which  they 
fpund  witb  little  difficulty,  and  re-marked  the  Munei  as  direoted  hj  law^ 
in  a  plain  and  visible  manner^  to  ik%  dtonee  of  thirty-eight  miles  and  a 
half,  being  more  than  half  the  length  of  tbe  wl^ole  lina.  Bnrinff  our 
progress,  we  had  been  constantlj  threatened  by  tho  authorities  of  Miehi- 
gan ;  and  spies  from  the  Territory,  for  the  purpose  of  watching  our  moTO- 
mcnts,  and  ascertaining  our  actual  strength,  were  almost  daily  among  us* 

On  Saturday  evening,  the  25th  ultimo,  aifter  having  performed  a  very 
•laborious  dny's  service,  your  commissioners,  together  with  their  party, 
retired  to  the  dista;  of  about  one  mile  south  of  the  line,  in  Henry 
county,  with  til  the  Stale  of  Ohio,  where  we  thought  to  have  rested 
quietly,  and  |)(  ru  Lal)ly  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  the  Sabbath  ;  and  espe- 
cially, not  beiog  engaged  on  the  line,  we  thoMght  ourselves  secure  fqr 
that  day.     ■  '  ' 

But,  contrary  to  our  expectations,  at  about  twelve  o'clock  in  the  day, 
an  armed  force  of  about  tilty  or  sixty  luea  hove  in  sight,  within  musket 
shot  of  4]8>&U  mounted  upon  horses,  weN  araed  with  musketSy  and  under 
the  'comnuHid  of  Ganend  Bisdwii^  of  Miehig^.- . 

Your.oonmiiiioRevay  observing  the  great  superiority.  Jiaying  but  fiice 
•tmed  men  among  us^  a&d  who  ml  been  employed  to  keep  a .  look  out. 
and  aa  bunters  for  the  pert/,  thought  it  prudent  to  retire,  and  so  advised 
our  men.  Your  comrpissioners,  with  several  of  tbeir  party,  made  good 
their  retreat  to  thie  place :  but,  sir,  we  are  under  the  painful .  necessity 
of  relating,  that  nine  of  our  men,  who  did  not  leave  the  ground  in  time* 
after  being  tired  upon  by  the  enemy  from  thirty  to  fifty  shots,  were  taken 
prisoners,  and  carried  away  into  the  interior  of  the  country ^  Those 
10  • 
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^ho  were  taken  were  as  follows,  to  wit:  Colonels  Hawkins,  Scott,  and 
Gould,  Mnjor  Kice,  Capt.  Bigircrstair,  and  Messrs.  Ellsworth,  Fletcher, 
Moale,  and  Rickets.  VV'e  arc  happy  to  learn  that  our  party  did  not  fire 
a  gun  in  turn,  and  that  no  onti  was  wounded,  although  a  ball  from  the 
enem}'  passed  through  the  clothing  of  one  of  our  mep. 

Wc  have  this  day  learned,  by  some  of  the  men  who  were  arrested 
aiiil  hdve.  jusL  rfcturned,  that  they  were  taken  to  Tecuniseh,  under  the 
escort  of  the,  armed  force ;  were  there  brought  before,  the  magistrate  for 
jtkajQiioatbn ;  that  thej  denied  the  j^rifldiedeft,  but  tb«t  Mx  eitered 
bail  for  their  appearance  ;  two  were  released  lis  not  guilty  ;  and  one^  to 
wit,  Mr.  Fletcher,  refused  to  give  bail,  and  is  retained  in  eustodj*  We 
-^3ce  also  informed,  by  unquestionable  aathorityf  that,  on  the  same  Sab* 
'^ath  dajy  an  aKmed  fojrce  of  several  hundi^  iqen  weic^  stretched  along 
th(^  line,  to  the  .east  of  tis,  wit]^  a  view  to  intercept  us  on  bar  way. 
Under  existing  drcurostances,  arid  in  the  present  tnreatening  attitude 
of  affairs,  your  commissioners  have  thought  it  prudent,  for  the  interest 
of  the  State,  as  also  for  the  safety  of  her  citizens,  nnd  to  prevent  the 
threntrned  effusion  of  hi  cod,  to  withdraw  Irom  the  line  at  present,  and 
suspend  the  further  prosecution  of  the  woik  until  some  efficient  prepa- 
ratory measures  can  be  taken  which  will  eusure  the  oompletioa  of  .the 
undertaking.  ,  .      .   :   ^  >

Sir  :  On  my  return  to  Columbus  this  afternoon,  from  a  short  visit  to 
my  family,  1  received  your  letter  of  the  20th  ultimo,  in  answer  to  mine 
of  the  11th  May.  You  say  it  was  not  the  intention  ot  tho  Secretary  of 
State,  in  his  letter  to  me  of  the  id  of  April,  to  enter  into  any  di»cuishion 
as  to  the  true  boundary  between  Ohio  and  Michigan  ;  but  as  I  was  of 
opinion  that  as  Harries  line  bad  been  mn  and  eataUiihed  by  the  Sur- 
Te  jor  General,-  under  the  <Krectioii  of  tire  President  of  the  United  Statet, 
it  was  deemed  proper  by  hitn  to  apprise  me  that  Harris's  line  had  been 
disapproved  by  the  Presfident,  «id-  tbat,  in'  eonequeMe,  -anodier  line 
bad  been  nnr,  under  j0ie  order  of  the  Surveyor  General,  by  his  direc- 
tion. I  still  coifkteiid,»6ir,  that  Harris's  line  was  run  and  established 
by  the  Surveyor  General,  under  the  direetioih  d  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  is  the  only  true  northern  houtMf^ry  of  the  State 
of  Ohio.  The  r^nthority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  order 
a  re-survey,  alter  Uie  line  had  been  run  and  established  by  the  Suf> 
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veyor  General,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  withont  a  q>e- 
cial  act  of  Congress,  is  at  least  questionnble ;  and  even  a  line  run  bj 
authority  of  Congtesd,  other  than  tlie  one  directed  in  the  constitution 
of  Ohio,  without  the  consent  of  the  State,  would  not  be  in  any 
obh'gatory  on  her.    You  saj  that  my  remnrlcs  seem  to  indicate  a  de^ 
sire  to  found  the  claim  to  jurisdiction,  on  the  part  of  Ohio,  over  t(ie 
disputed  territory,  on  the  ground  of  its  bein^  within  the  limits  assigned 
to  Ohio  by  the  act  of  Conj^ress  of  1832,  raffirr  than  on  the  provisional 
clause  in  the  constitution  of  llie  State.    In  this  you  miscoMceived  niy  •  * 
meaning: ;  for  no  such  disire  or  opinion  was  intended  to  Ije  conveyed  in 
my  letter  :  although  I  am  fully  satisfied  this,  aurclaini,  would  he  sustain- 
ed without  the  provision  in  the  constitution,  yet  I  Iiaxe  evei  been  of 
opiiiion,  (and  that  opinion  you  will  find  expressed  in      my  communic  ;- 
tions,)  that  the  proviso  in  the  constitution  of  the  State  firmly  fixed  the 
northern  boundary  of  thefState  of  Ohio,  aqd  tl^atthe  assent  of  Congress  was 

fiven  to  (he  same  when  the  State  of  Ohio  was  admitted  into  the  Union ;  apd 
am  fiirmly^of  opinion  that  the  Qeneral  Government  is  undei"  as  gi^^at  ain 
obligation  to. guaranty  that  boundary  to  Ohio  as,  she  is  to  fulfil  a  ti^eaty  stipu- 
lation or  contract  entered  into  with  a  foreign  nation  •  Michigan^  as  a  Terri- 
tory, can  have  no  right  as  to  boundaries.  What  Territory  has  ever  been 
found,  when  a  State,  with  the  Same  boundaries  over  which  thejurisdiction  of 
the  Territorial  Government  was  -exercised  ?  Ohio,  Indiana,,  and  Illinois 
were  all  created  States  with  very  ditiercnt  boundaries  to  those  over 
which  jurisdiction  was  exte  nded  while  Ten  itorie.s  ;  and  tlin  boundaries 
of  all  the  States  wero  de^c  ri!)(*d  in  tlic  acis  of  Congress  respectfully, 
[respectively,]  aUowing  tb'^m  to  form  Stal<^  (Jnvernments,  nnd  those 
boundaries  specifically  recognised  in  tlie  respictive  consliiuiions  of  these 
States.  I^ut  it  appears  Michigan  is  to  he  more  favored  :  she  not  only 
bids  defiance  to  the  authority  of  Congress  as  lo  the  formaiion  of  her  con- 
stitution, but  claims  to  be  ihdulged.  with  a  portion  of  the  territory  of 
Ohio,  and  the  right  to  tyrannise  over  a  portion  of  her  citlxeni.  This  w  e 
cannot  permit.  '  I  have  liow  in  my  possession  copies  of  the  following 
papers,  to  wit:  a  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  directing  the  northern  boundary  of  Ohio  to  be  run;  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Surveyor  General  to  Mr.  Harris,  relative  to  running  the 
northern  boundary  of  Ohio.;  instructions  of  the  Surveyor  General  to 
Mr*  Fulton,  who  ran  the  second  line  ;  a  letter  from  I>ewis  Cass,  Gov- 
ernor  of  Michigan  Territory,  to  the  Surveyor  General,  (which  letter  is 
coH'^idered  as  the  f  amdation  of  the  difTiculty  ;)  the  Surveyor  tiencral's 
reply,  in  which  he  ni  untains  that  Harris's  line  was  nm  ccrrectly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  act  of  Congress,  and  was  llie  true  nortiiern  boundary 
of  the  State  of  Ohio;  a  letter  from  Governor  Worth int!;t on  to  the  Sur- 
veyor General,  and  the  Surveyor  Generrd's  reply  thereto.  Some  of- 
these  documents,  I  presume,  you  liavo  not  included  in  the  publications  '* 
you  enclosed  to  mc.  Tlicse  documents  shall  be  laid  before  the:  Lcgis- 
latore  at  the  spepi'al  session  now  called,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
obtrespondence  i/f  ith  the  Department  of  State  at  Washington ;  which 
correspondence  must  be  admitted  to  be  of  an  ^cxti  aordinaiy  character, 
as  evety  communication  shows  a  dispt^sition'in'the*  cabinet  at  Washing- 
ton to  press  Michigan  forward  as  a  party  to  k  controversy  with  Ohio, 
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>vhen  in  fact  Ohio  cannot  recognise  her  as  such  :  as  I  have  rcpeatealf 
stated,  there  is  not,  neither  can  there  be,  dny  cuutiuveis^  on  the  subject 
of  boundary  between  a  State  and  Territory.    You  9ay  the  President, 
wbUe  he  regrets  the  existenee  of  the  unhappy  controyersy  between 
Ohio  and  Michigan,  ( here  is  another  attempt  to  press  Michigan  before 
the  public  as  a  party, )  has  seen  with  great  satisfaction  the  resolution  of 
the  Executive  of  Ohio,  not  to  persist  in  causing  the  line  to  be  markedy 
but  rather  to  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  he  hopes, 
also,  that  the  Legislature,  aware  of  the  difficulties  which  will  attend  the 
execution  of  the  Ohio  law  of  the  last  session,  and  having  the  benefit  of 
the  Attorney  Generals  opinion^  as  well  as  of  information  not  in  our  pos- 
session when  the  law  was  passed,  may  unite  in  postponing  the  whole 
subject  for  the  action  of  Congress.    The  object  of  this  clause  in  your 
letter,  I  confess  I  am  at  a  loss  to  comprehend.    There  appears  to  he 
another  edort  to  push  Michigan  forward  as  a  party,  with  an  t  \})r  es- 
fiion  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  department  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government  that  all  ditBculties  should  be  avoided,  and,  in  the 
same  sentence,  intrudes  upon  us  an  ex  parte  document,  called  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  GeoeraL  and  mildly  advises  us,  with  a  gentle 
rehire  and  a  little  menace,  to  relioaoish  our  rights,  yield  the  sovereign  ty 
of  a  portion  of  dur  State,  to  violate  tne  solemn  obligation  we  Jiave  taken 
lo  support  the  coqstitutiou  of  Ohio  bj  desisting  from  carrying  into  effect 
or  postponing  the  operation  of  the  act  passedat  the  liist  session  of  the 
Legislature.  If  it  is  really  the  desire  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
that  difficulty  should.be  avoided,  he  can  readily  put  a  stop  to  the  violent 
proceedings  of  the  people  of  Michigan,  as  it  is  admitted  that  the  Territo- 
ries of  the  United  States  are  under  the  control  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment ;  but  we  cannot  admit  that  the  General  Government,  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  has  any  constitutional  right  to  inter lere  with  the  sovereignty. 
Jurisdiction,  oi  territory  of  any  of  thp  Stales  in  the  Union,  and  we  are 
firmly  of  thv.  opinion,  that  any  such  intei ierence,  by  either  of  l\\c  Jepart- 
nienls  of  the  Cieneral  Government,  would  he  a  violation  oi  tiu  so\  ereign 
rights  of  the  States,  and,  if  bubaiittcd  to  hy  thcui,  would  sub\  erl  their 
rights,  consolidate  the  Government,  and  tenuinate  in  monarchy. 

You  state  that,  on  the  subject  of  the  interference  with  the  commission- 
ers of  Ohio,  on  tne  part  of  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  the  Presideiil  de- 
aired  you  to  say  that  he  ImmI,  throughout  t)ie  controversy,  endeavored  to 
prevent  any  resort  to  force  on  either  side.  This  opinion  v^as  expressed 
oy  Messrs.  Rush  and  Howard,  at  the  first  conference  I*had  with  them,  at 
Perryshurg,  and  had  they  beeu  invested  with  ample  powers,  no  difficulty 
would  have  occurred,  but  all  matters  would  have  been  amicably -arranged ; 
but  the  arrangement  which  was  entered  into  with  them  was  disregarded 
by  the  authorities  of  AJichigan,  and  while  the  President,  through  these 
commissioners,  was  striving  to  preserve  the  public  peace,  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  Attorney  General  (for  it  is  entitled  to  no  other  name)  and 
advices  Irom  some  of  the  members  of  thf  cabinet  at  Washington  (if  the 
people  of  Mich(<;an  are  to  be  believed)  urge  forward  the  authorities  of 
that  Territory  to  deeds  violence.  From  tbe  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General,  as  well  as  other  docuuieiUa  tr ari.>hiilicil  from  Washington,  the 
authorities  of  Michigan  learned  that  nothing  further  was  necessary-  to  jus- 
tify the  use  of  an  armed  force  than  to  give  it  the  name  of  a/)0«se  comitatus. 
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«nil  that  bv  proeurine  a  justice  warrant  apinat  any  of  the  oi&cera  or  citi* 
MDs  of  Onto  under  Uie  famed  penal  act  of  the  18th  of  Julj  last,  that  any 
act  of  violence  mi^t  be  committed  under  the  qpecious  pretence  of  aidine 
the  civil  authority  m  the  service  of  civil  process,  and  that  such  acts  would 

be  justified  by  the  Department  at  Washington.  This  appears  to  have 
been  the  impression  under  which  the  authorities  of  Michigan  acted 
when  they  committed  various  deeds  qf  violence  upon  the  citizens  of 
Ohio.  You  say  that  a  copy  of  the  commissioners'  report  had  been  or- 
dered (c)  be  transmitted  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  and  that, 
when  an  answer  would  be  received,  a  further  communication  would  be 
made  to  me  on  the  subject.  This  I  cannot  view  as  being  very  decoious 
to  Ohio,  as  the  deeds  of  violence  committed  upon  the  part  of  the  com- 
missioners was  done  under  the*  immediate  direction  of  the  actinji;  Gov- 
ernor  of  Michigan.  It  carries  with  it,  at  least,  the  appearance  of  a  dis- 
position to  seek  a  justification  of  these  deeds  of  violence,  as  it  is  well 
nown  that  Qhio  cannot  permit  Michigan  to  ^e  pressed  forward  as  a 
part^  to' the  contrbversy,  and  can  hold  no  correspondence  with  the  au- 
thoritiee  of  ihat. Territory  on  the  subject.  All  the  acis  which  the  people 
of  Michigan  have  comniitted' within  the  constitutional  boundaries  of  Ohio, 
are  considered  as  violations  of  6mt  laws,  and  for.  which  they  will  be 
punished  in  due  time  by  our  civil  authorities,!/ they  are  not  punished  by 
the  authority  of  the  United  States  ;  as  we  cannot  admit  any  authority  to 
be  exercised  within  the. constitutional  boundaries  of  Ohio,  other  than  un- 
der the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  administered 
through  the  officer  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  the  district  of 
Ohio,  and  tlirouii;h  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  the  seventh  circuit. 
And  J  will  here  remark  that  I  have  been  informed  that  the  first  process 
which  was  executed  on  the  part  of  Ohio,  within  what  is  called  the  dis- 
puted territory,  was  process  issued  by  the  United  States  district  court 
for  the  District  of  Ohio,  and  executed  by  the  mare-hal  of  the  United  States 
for  the  Distiict  of  Ohio,  on  two  pei  sons  residing  w  ithin  the  disputed 
territory,  for  trespassing  upon  the  United  States  lands  within  said  ter- 
ritory.. '  Itou  say  that  the  President  trusts  that  as  the  question  is  now  ,  by 
the  exercise  of  forbearance  on  both  sides,  in  ^  train  to  be  referred  to  the 
proper  tribunal  for  adjustment,  there  w91  be  a  mutual  disposition  to  make 
allowances  ibr  any  irregularities  which  may  have  resulted  iVom  misguided 
;ieal,  and.to  avoid  all  that  can  prevent  the  restoiation  of  harmony  in  future. 
I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  who  is  here  meant  by  (Ae  jwrties."  I  am  sure  Ohio 
jcannot  be  one.  The  Department  at  Washington  and  the  authorities  of  » 
Michigan, appearto  be  the  only  parties  who  have  raised  questions  of  difficul- 
ty, and  if  they  have  placed  tbese  questions  of  difficulty  in  a  train  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  tribunal  for  adjustment,  Ohio  can  have  no  objection  to 
such  a  course.  Ohio  has  no  questions  to  submit  to  tribunals  for  adjustment ; 
she  has  done  no  act  that  has  resulted  from  niis<;uided  zeal ;  she  has  done 
no  act  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  community,  neither  does  she  intend 
to  commit  any  such  act;  but  she  does  intend  to  maintain  her  sovereign 
right,  and  to  defend  her  constiuitional  boundary,  and  to  protect  her  citi- 
zens against  lawless  outrages.  And  as  to  carrying  the  late  act  of  Ohfo 
jnto  operation,  I  inforined  the  Secretaiy  of  State,  in  my  answer  to  the 
letter  of  the  14th  March,  tliat  as  far  as  the  Executive  of  Ohio  wa9  con- 
cerned, this  law  would  be  mildly,  hut  faithfully  and  promptly  executed; 
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and  I  now  inform  you  that  this  duty  has  hccn  faithlully  porfoinied,  and 
that  that  puit  of  Ohio  which  has  been  claimed  by  Michigan  is  now  under 
as  complete  an  organization  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  as  any  other  part  of 
the  State.  The  citizens  residing  therein  have  elected  all  their  officers^ 
both  ciril  and  military^  and  all'their  officers  haye  been  commissioned  by 
the  Executive  of  Ohio,  in  pursiijtince  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State.  Every  part  of  the  Territory  is  now  included  within  some  organ- 
ized township  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  our  laws  are  in  a^  full  force 
there  as  in  any  other  part  of  the  State.  Our  cpurt  of  common  plea9 
has  held  a  session  in  each  of  the  counties  horderingon  the  disputed  line, 
and  the  jurisdir<tion  of  the  courts  was  all  extended,  as  required  by  the 
acts  of  the  23d  Fehruary.  Thus  has  the  act  heen  executed.  The  three 
departments  of  the  State  Government  have  all  harmonized  in  carry- 
ryinii;  its  provisions  into  effect.  All  the  State  oiliccrs,  civil  and  military, 
judicial  and  ministerial,  consider  themselves  bound  to  maintain  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State,  as  defmed  in  said  act,  and  to  j)rotect  the 
citizens  residing  on  what  is  called  the  dis})uted  territory,  as  much 
80  as  we  are  bound  to  protect  the  citizens  of  the  cities  of  Colunibus 
or  Cincinnati ;  and  as  soon  might  you  expect  Ohio  to  surrender  the  ju- 
risdiction of  those  cities,  as  the  jurisdiction  of  the  townahipi  of  Sylva- 
nia  and  Port  Lawrence,  the  two  townships  that  have  been  organized 
under  the  act  of  the  23d  February.  The  President  has  been  misip- 
formed  with  regard  to  th^  resolution  6f  the  Executive  of  Ohio  not  to 
persist  in  causing  the  line  to  be  marked,  but  had  appealed  to  the  wis- 
dom of  the  Legislature.  The  appeal  of  the  Executive  of  Ohio  to  the 
Legislature,  was  not  to  authorize  a  suspension  of  the  act  of  the  23d 
February,  but  for  quite  a  different  purpose.  Although  the  Executive 
never  considered  marking  the  line  to  be  necessary,  or  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  tlio  exercise  of  jurisdiction,  yet,  as  the  Legislature  directed 
it  to  be  done,  he  appointed  commissioners,  in  accordance  with  their  act, 
to  perform  the  duty.  They  were  attacked  by  an  armed  force,  on  Sab- 
bath (lay,  while  at  a  ])rivate  house,  and  part  of  the  hands  arrested  and 
imprisoned.  They  met  next  day  at  ^Iaumce,  and  after  consultation, 
thought  it  advisable  to  suspend  the  work  for  a  short  time,  and  reported 
to  me  aeoordingly.  The  design  of  marking  the  line  is  not  abandoned; 
and^en  tfie  eonmissioners  meet  again,  they  will  be  sufficiently  pro- 
tected against  any  Ibrcei  wJ}iob  may  appear  to  oppose  them.  They  ^11 
fiot  wait,  as  they  did  before,  for  the  firs^  fire.  They  will  not  be  instructed 
to  act  on  the  defensive  alone  ;  but  Wfll  be  directed  to  consider  all  who 
may  appear  on  the  line  in  hostile  array,  as  ^emies  and  violators  of  our 
laws,  and  to  treat  them  accordingly.  If  you  suppose  the  Legislature  of 
Ohio  will  repeal  the  act  of  the  23d  February,  or  direct  its  suspension, 
ou  greatly  mistake  the  character  of  the  people  of  Ohio.  Ohio  has  never 
ten  known  to  decide  on  any  important  question  rashly  ;  her  character 
is  noted  for  deliberation  ;  but,  when  she  has  decided  on  a  measure,  she 
is  as  well  noted  for  steady  perseverance  in  carrying  it  into  effect.  The 
act  of  last  session  was  passed  deliberately,  and  executed  in  all  its  bear- 
ings. It  involved  a  question  that  affected  the  sovereignty,  interest,  and 
character  of  the  State.  It  soared  above  all  p.irty  considerations.  It  is 
considered  purely  a  State  question  by  the  people  of  Ohio,  and  of  too 
much  importance  to  the  State  to  be  supposed  to  be  blended  with  party 
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politics,  and  of  ttiiJoii!  more  importance!  in  its  consitk  ration  thnn  the 
question  of  who  sliall  be  the  next  President  or  Vice  Piesiileat  of  the 
United  States,  or  fiti  the  important  stations  in*  the  General  Governments 
It  18  a  question  wbicb  strikes  at  tlie  root  of  our  State  sovereignty,  and 
whh  that  at  the  root  of  our  personal  Uberly*  Cituene  of  IMmo,  that  are; 
also  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  entitled  to  protection^  have  been 
aS8aQ)te4,  abducted,  and  imprisoned,  under  pretence  of  authority  de» 
rived  from  tlie  United  States.  In  this  matter  we  adopted  the  motto  of 
Soton,  the  ancient  Grecian  repuhliean,  when  he  declared  ^^thai  an  in^ 
jmry  dqm  ens  dividual  was  anr^imult  on  the  aMUUulicn,^^  !i!any  of 
our  citizens  have  been  injured,  arrested,  and  imprisoned,  for  no  oiience 
hut  oh(  \  hiL:  th.r-  laws  of  Ohio.  This  f»?in  he  viewed  by  Ohio  in  no  othrr 
liiiht  th'i  ,;ti  "'-i;lt  i?pon  th"  ron*^tituhon  of  the  Stnte,  of  a  character  that 
df  SM  vcs  reiribuuon  and  the  punishaient  of  tlie  perpetrators  of  those 
outri^oous  acts;  yet,  f  trust  that  our  civil  authorities,  by  a  jiKiiciuus  ap- 
plication of  our  criminai  laws,  will  be  enabled  to  extend  to  them  the  fC'^ 
ward  of  their  acts.         '  '

Stu  :  On  the  4th  ultimo  1  received  your  communication  of  the  29th 
of  August,  loiroilKi  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  that  date  directed  to  Sleveiis 
T.  Mason,  supernedini;  \iim  as  Secretary  of  Michigan;  also,. a  copy  of  a 
latter  of  instructions  to  his  successor. 

The  dismissal  »>t  Governor  Mason  I  had  been  expecting,  subsequent 
to -die'receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  29th  July,  transmitting  copies  of  Ma- 
son's letters  to  you,  dated  the  16th  and  nih  of  that  montn,  in  which  he 
e3q>ressed  an  unwillingness  to  eomplj  with  the  President's  instructions, 
as  I  could  not  permit  asyself  to  belieye  tfaot  the  President  would  sufEer 
the  arcangemeat  enteied  into  at  Washington  on  die-dd  of  July  to  be 
violated  bjr  him,  or  the  other  authorities  of  Michigan,  with  impunity, 
it  was  under  that  impression  that  I  delayed  issuing  my  proclamation  after 
TSric^os  outrages  had  been' committed  at  Toledo,  in  July  last,  by  the  peo» 
pie  and  authorities  of  Michigan.  We  considered  this  to  be  a  contro- 
versy between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the  United  States,  (in  wliifli  Mi- 
chii^an  had  never  hceii  recognised  by  Ohio  as  a  party,)  and  iliat  it  was 
aniical)h  an aiiiicd,  lo  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties,  on  the  od  of  July, 
betwf'i n  ihe  eoii^iuuted  authorities  of  Ohio  and  the  Executive  branch  of 
die  (lovernmerst  of  the  United  States;  in  which  arrangement  the  Presi- 
dent agreed  "that  he  uouid  cause  an  earnest  recommenUatu>n  lo  be  im- 
mediately sent  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  and  the  other  author- 
ities of  the  Territory  whom  he  could  rightfully  advise  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty,  that  no  obstruction  should  be  interposed  to  the  re- 
marking of  lianris's  line ;  that  all  proaeentions  already  begun  under  tbe

dent said  ^Uhat  he  confidently  trusted  that  the  recommendutioq,  which 
he  believed  was  required  by  a  regard  for  the  public  salety  and  honor, 
would  be  cfi'cf'tive  with  the  autborilies  of  Michigan,  and  that  he  would 
not  fail  to  cxercisf  all  his  constitutional  power  in  this,  as  in  every  other 
instance,  to  {uc*^lm  \  c  and  maintain  tlic  public  tranquillity." 

'I'his  arraniiemont  was  perlcctly  satisfactoi  v  to  the  constituted  authori- 
ties and  people  of  Ohio.  Its  stipulations  liavc  been  strictly  observed  on 
the  part  of  this  State,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  adhere  to  tbem,  although 
it  majbe-eoiiMdered,  by  some,  that,  inasmueb  as  the  arrangement  \vas  an 
kiioit^iikmkf  k^  stricUy  Modiog  upoa  the  oartlei^ 

TUs  nay  be  Uiia  case  in  a  diplomatie  point  of  view,  biU  ^>aimMt» 
and  pcopla^  Ohio  jeaiMider  llienflebM  bound  in^lMor  to  perfect  it^ 
aodh#6^Te  the  iiH>r(tof  the  President,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  de- 
partment of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  whM^^a  ostosid^F  as 
equivalent  to  the  most  solemn  pledge  that  could  be  f^iUM^^nd  cannot 
doubt  its  entire  fulfilment  under  his  direction.  The  superseding  of  Sec- 
retary Mason  for  its  violation,  we  consider  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
determination  of  the  President  to  carry  out  the  arrangement,  and  tliat,  in 
if  !ment».)i^  m^y  expeci  p^ai^e  a^d  harmony  to  be  restored  to  our 
borders.  • 

The  people  and  authorities  of  Michigan  have  not,  in  the  late  proceed- 
in«cs,  in  our  opinion,  been  contending  so  much  against  the  authorities  of 
Ohio  as  against  the  Unitexi  States.    The  late  military  invasion  of  the 
northern  border  of  Ohio,  by  ex-Secretary  Mason,  with  a  force  armed  and 
eciuipped  in  part,  if  not  in  the  whole,  with  arms  and  munitions  of  war 
taken  from  tne  United  States  store  at  Detroit^  we  think,  can  be  yiew'- 
ed  in  no  other  light  than  as  being  in  conteeipt  of  the  authoritiea  of 
the  United  States  ;  a  vielation  of  the  Federal  Constitotion ;  treasonous 
in  its  character,  and  for  which  the  offenders  may  be  legally  arraigned 
before  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  wiUiin  the  State  of  Ohio. 
One  of  our  highest  judicial  officers,  in  writing  to  me  on  this  subject,  uses 
the  following  emphatic  language :    The  sovereignty  of  our  State  is  in* 
vaded,  her  rights  prostrated,  by  a  power  pretending  to  act  under  t^e 
Government  of  the  United  States,  but  which,  in  fact,  has  repudiated  the 
appearance  of  an  ac(juiescence  in  the  express  will  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Union.   This,  I  believe,  is  a  prevailing  sentiment  in  Ohio.    Little  better 
than  three  months  has  elapsed  since  the  arrangement  was  made  in  which  it 
was  agreed  that  the  suits  which  had  been  commenced  under  the  Michi- 
gan act  of  the  12th  of  February  should  be  immediately  discontifiucd. 
Nothing  has,  as  yet,  been  done  to  etfect  this  object.    iSlr.  Fletcher,  a 
aitixen  of  Ohio,  is  still  in  confinement  atTecumseh ;  and  Col.  Hawkins^ 
and  others  who  were  recognised  to  attend  «t  tluil  place  on  the  second 
Taesday  in  October,  are  now  on  their  #aj  to  answer  to  their  recog- 
nisance s,  and  to  plead  to  the  charges  exhibited  against  them.   I  m 
hoped  that,  nnder  the  amngeaMat.with  the  President,  they  mif^t  have 
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hwm  atved  tliis  trouble,  bot  ibe  time  of  court  is  tpproMbiiig,  And  tbey 
mast  attend  or  suffer  their  reoognisanees  to  be  forfeited.  This  we  do 
Bot  wish.  We  think  we  have  eause  of  complaint  at  this  delay.  Indeed, 
there  has  not  a  single  stipulation  of  the  arrangement  of  the  3d  of  July 
been  complied  with  yet  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary,  they  are  in  the  constant  practice  of  Tiolatiog  them.  • 

The  honorable  Gustavus  Swan,  an  eminent  member  of  the  bar,  of  this 
place,  has  been  employed  to  defend  the  citizens  of  Ohio  that  were  pros- 
ecut(  d  at  Tecumseh.  ITo  will  stnrt  for  that  place  this  day.  lie  will 
call  on  acting  Governor  Horner,  at  DeUoit,  on  his  way  to  Tecumseh, 
and  have  an  interview  with  him  on  tiie  subject  of  these  suits.  I  have 
recently  received  a  letter  frojii  Governor  Horner,  dated  Detroit,  Sep- 
tember 21st,  in  which  he  informs  me  that  the  Executive  branch  of  the 
Goyernment  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  had  been  eoiilided  to  his  care, 
and  that  he  did  not  despaii  oi  being  able  to  efiect,  at  least,  a  temporary 
aeeonunodation  of  the  controversy.  Should  he  be  enabled  to  carry  the 
arcangement  of  the  Sd  of  July  into  effect,  it  will  be  manifested  by  the 
dismissal  of  the  suits  thai  have  been  commenced.  If  this  be  done,  and 
Harris's  line^e^mapfc^d  witl^ut  interruption,  matters  may  yet  terminate 
without  difficulty,  xbe  commissioners  have  appointed  the  2d  day  of 
November  to  meet  tb  eOQlplc&e  re-marking  Harris's  line.  That  period 
was  fixed  with  a  view  to  give  time  to  the^euoeessor  o£  Seeretary  Mason 
to  arrarjge  the  Government  of  the  Territory,  in  accordance  with  the 
direction  of  the  President.  The  re-marking  this  line  has  been  imposed 
on  the  Executive  of  Ohio  by  the  I.e2;ishture ;  the  performance  of  which 
is  an  indispensabla  duty,  and  cannot  be  dispensed  with.  Tie  has  post- 
poned that  duty  till  the  last  possible  period,  and  is  in  liopc  s  that,  under 
the  arrangement  of  the  3d  of  July,  it  will  be  accompli&hf  cl  \s  ithout  mtcr- 
ru{)(ion.  1  consider  it  a  matter  entirely  between  the  United  States  and 
Ohio.  It  is  a  duty  i!iij)osed  on  the  Executive  of  Ohio.  The  Executive 
of  the  United  States  has  agreed  that  it  shall  be  done  without  inter- 
ruption :  the  fulfilm^ut  of  this  agreement  we  confidently  expect.  But  if 
we  judge  of  the  fntore  -from  the  past,  there  is,  at  laiit,  a  probability  that  . 
the  people  of  Michigan,  wkbout  re|^rd  to.  the  instmetion  of  the  Prest- 
deUt)  may  agam  attempt  to.  interrupt  onr  oomaissloBevs  wheaio  the  per- 
formamse  o/  their  duty;  and  I  should  consider  myself  lacking  that  can^ 
dor  with  which  I  have  aoted  throughout'  this  controversy,  did  1  not 
distinctly  state  to  you  my  firm  belief  that  such  an  attempt  would  be 
Sittanded  with  consequences  more  serious  than  can  well  be  anticipated. 
The  menaces  and  insults  that  have  been  offered  to  the  State  and  citizens 
of  Ohio  by  the  authorities  r^nd  people  of  Michip;an,  h  ire  aroused  a  feel- 
ing ol  indignation  in  Ohio  that  is  almost  insupp  u t.ible  ;  and  should 
anothpr  in*5iilt  be  offered  to  the  commissioners,  wliile  In  the  disehiirs^e  of 
their  duty  under  the  authorities  of  the  StaU  ,  it  would  inevitably  U  ui  to 
a  crisis  that  we  might  al!  have  reason  to  deplore.  But,  come  whatsoc^ver 
may,  we  will  have  the  consolation,  at  least,  of  knowing  that  Ohio  hab  not

'  Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive,  by  this  day's  mail,  your  communica-' 
tioBof  the  21st  instant,  in  which  you  inform  me  ^'that  the  £xecutive 
hra&ch  of  the  Territorial  Government  of  Michigan  had  been  confided  ta 
yoor  care,  and  that,  without  compromising  the  interest  or  honor  of  either 

Ohio  or  ^lichijran,  you  did  not  despair  of  at  least  a  temporary  accommo- 
dation ol  the  unfortunate  controversy  existing  between  them,  and  that  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  efiect  this  before  the  election  in  October,  under 
.the  Ohio  act." 

I  assure  you,  sir  ,  that  no  one  entertains  a  g:ieuter  desire  to  nrroiiiinodate 
this  diOiculty  upuu  amicahlf^  terms  than  J  do,  and,  indeed,  have  from  its 
commencement;  and  while  m  the  discharge  of  indispensable  duties,  I 
have  endeavored  to  avoid  every  act  that  could  provoke  eollisioii.  It  is 
not  oar  desire,  neither  has  it  been  tma  the  eonnueneeanent,  to  pal  a  wM^ 
taiy  individiial  residing  upon  what  Is  called  the  dispnted  territory  to  any 
tnoonvenience,  hot,  on  the  contrary,  our  object  has  been  loproteet  them 
against  violence ;  and  with  this  view,  at  ray  special  request,  three^  gentle* 
men  who  were  the  private  and  political  friends  of  the  President,  repaired  to 
Washington,  and,  on  the  3d  day  of  July  last,aii  errrangement  was  made  with 
the  Presidentthatlsui^sed  would  have  been  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  and 
would  have  put  an  immediate  stop  to  all  collision  till  after  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Congress.  This  arrangement  I  have  endeavored  to  observe  strictly 
on  the  part  of  Oiiio,  and  although  it  bad  been  violated  on  the  part  of  Mi- 
chigan, I  still  debvf  d  prnnlaiminn;  if^  viohtion,  under  the  full  impression 
that  the  President  would  require  us  lultilment  on  ilie  part  of  the  authoi  ities 
of  Michigan.  This  arrangement  w  ill  be  strictly  observed  on  the  j>aM  oi 
the  Executive  of  Oiiio,  and  we  have  everv  ronlidenee  liiat  it  will  also  be  ob- 
served  by  your  Excellency,  on  the  part  of  Michigan.  I  nder  this  e3y>ecta- 
tion,  I  advised  the  commissioners  who  had  been  appointed  to  mn  and  re- 
mark the  boundary  line,  to  postpone  the  same  till  tiie  suoeessor  of  Mr. 
Mason  cotfld  have  time  to  assume  the  government  of  the  Territory ;  and, 
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in  accortlaner  with  my  ^iigc^estion,  thoy  app(Hnto(l  Monday,  the  2d  day 
of  November  next,  as  the  time  when  they  would  meet  to  complete  that 
work. 

The  suits  i  liai  h.we  heen  commenced  under  the  Michigan  act  of  the 
12th  Februai;\,  the  Piosidcnt  advised  to  be  discontinued.  The  court,  I 
understand,  convenes  in  October  next.    If  I  could.be  advised  with  re - 

§ard  to  these  suifs,  it  might  S9,ve  considerable  trouble,  particularly '  to 
lose  who  reside  at  a  distance,  and  were  prosecuted  with  Hfr.  Fletcher 
ID  Leoawee  county  as  ihey  will  have  to  attend  under  great  inconye- 
'  nfence,  as  well  ^  the  counsel  employed  for  their  defence.  Gustavus 
Swan,  Esa.  of  this  place,  has  been  eiQplojed  as  eonnsel  to  attend  to  the 
defence  of  those  who  were  prosecuted  af  Tecumseh.  They  have  been 
recognised,  1  understand,  to  attend,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October 
next ;  though  under  the  arrangement  with  the  President,  of  the  3d  of 
Jnl\ ,  T  feel  everjr  expectation  that  these  suits  ^l  be  dismissed  before 
that  period.

Our  eomnisBioners  are  now  on  their  way  to  complete  re»tttfkingHar» 
ds'ft  line:  They  have  gobe  unarmed  and  unattended  by  My  persons  exp 
eept  such  as  were'dcemed  necessary  to*  assist  them  as  markers.  They 
'have  full  confidence  that  the  instructions  of  the  President  will  be  ol^' 
served.  When  this  work  is  done,  all  the  duties  required  of  the  Executive 
of  Ohio  on  the  subject  will  have  heen  performed ;  and  from  the  concili- 
atory coui  «n  piTf^ued  by  thti  present  Kxecutivc  of  Michigan  towards  Ohio, 
and  his  dec'l;irr(!  determination  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the 
President  of  tlie  United  States,  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  tranquillity  • 
is  about  to  be  restored  on  our  border.

Columbus,  October  2-1,  183d. 

Sir  :  In  pursuance  of  instructions,  I  proceeded,  in  July  last,  to  Tccum- 
seh,  in  Lenawee  county,  in  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  procured  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus^  returnable  hefore  his  honor  Judge  Blauchj^rd,  for 
the  body  of  Jonathan  E.  Fletcher,  imprisoned  in  April  last,  for  an  alleged 
violation  of  the  Territorinl  law  of  February  12,  1835.  Copies  of  the 
affidavit,  warrant,  niittimus,  &c.  are  enclosed.  The  result  will  be  seen 
by  tlie  accompaii}  iiig  opinion  of  Judge  Blaiichurd.  The  prisoner  de- 
clined Ending  the  required  security,  and  of  course  remained  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  aneiiff  of.LfOnawee  cK)unty.  Bt  the  indulgence  of  the  under 
sheriff,  upon  hU  own  re'spoiisibllity ,  Mr.  Fieteher  was  permitted  to  go  at 
larg^,  tmder  his  parole  engagement  not.'to  leaye  the  Territory,  and  to  ap- 
pear  at  the  first  term  of  the  court. 

In  the  coun^  of  Monroe,  the  acting  Executive  of  the  Territory  grant- 
ed pardons  to  our  citizens  of  Toledo,  before  trials  which  were  placed  on 
)Gle,  and  hayiog  been  placed  in  bar  to  indictments  subsequentlj  found, 
a  question  was  submitted  to  the  court  whether  the  pardoning  power  could 
be  legally  exercised  in  that  stage  of  the  proceedings.  The  cause  was 
continued  under  advisement,  and  the  decision  cannot  be  known  until  the 
sprinij  term  of  the  court.  As  great  excitement  prevailed,  prudeiuip.l  con- 
siderations probably  suggested  themselves  to  the  court,  amongst  other 
reasons,  for  not  immediately  delivering  their  oj^inions.  As  (he  pardon- 
ing power  is  without  UmitatiOAj  the  6iial  decision  can  hardly  be  consid- 
ered doubtful. 

On  the  13th  oi  the  present  month,  the  circuit  court  sat  at  Tecumseh, 
and-  all  the  prisoners  of  tilts  State,  exciepi  two,  appeared  and  answered 
te.  their  recognisances.  One  of  .those  absent,  Bfr,  John  £Us|vortb|  wan 
reported  to  be  siek^  and  unable  to*  attend ;  the  other,  a  transieDt  person, 
employ^ed  hj  the  4sommiasioners  in  a  subordinate  eapacilj,  did  not  appear 
er  iurnish  any  excuse*  His  place  of  resklenee  is  not  known.  .Rather 
tlMUi  subject.  Mr.  Ellsworth  to  the  expense  and  trouble  of  agfiiu  attending 
eoiirti  a  plea  of  guiltjr  was,  by  permission,  entered  for  him,  and  he  was 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dotlars.  On  application  to  the 
acting  Governor  of  the  Territory,  a  pardon  was  granted,  and  an  entry  of 
a  bar  to  the  execution  of  the  sentence  was  made  of  record.  No  indict- 
ment was  found  against  C.  iiickets,  and  he  and  his  recosjnisors  were  dis- 
charged. Indictments  were  severally  found  and  rc  iui  iK  d  by  tlu'  i;iand 
jury  oi  Jit;nawee  county,  against  Jonathan  E.  Fle/cher,  W  liiiani  Hawkins, 
Merritt  Scott,  Robert  S.  Rice,  and  Samuel  Bigtrerstatf,  under  the  Terri- 
torial act  of  February  12. 1835,  for  exercising  and  attempting  to  exercise 
qfficial  Juncti>Qm  w  uhm  the  jurisdiction  of  Michigan,  &c.,.by  virtue  of 
an  aulhori^  not  derived  from  the  Territory  or  from  tiie  CSoTernment  pf 
the  United  8tateS|  and  for  being  engaged  under  the  laws  pf  Ohio^  in  run- 
ning and  re*maiking  the  line  commpnly  called  the  Harris  line,  situate  in 
Lenawee  county,  &c.  The  indictments  were  framed  under  the  first  sec- 
'  tion  of  that  act  and  nearly  in  the  words  employed  by  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil. As  each  of  the  prisoners  stood  charged  precisely  in  the  same  words, 
and  as  their  guilt  or  innocence  depended^  SD  isr  as  could  be  ascertained, 
upon  exactly  the  same  testimony,  an  agreement  was.  made  between  the 
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district  attorney  and  the  counsel  for  the  accu8ed|  to  have  all  depend  upon 
on  the  decision  of  one  of  the  eases.  For  the  trial,  Jonathan  ff.  Fletcner 
was  selected  hj  the  attomey  of  the  United  States.  His  case  was  sabmit- 
ted  to  a  jury  upon  the  plea  of  not  guilty.  Il  ls  honor  Judge  Fletcher  nve 
a  iKery  able  and  candid  exposition  of  the  law  to  the  jury,  who,  after  aAoit 
retirement,  returned  with  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  The  other  prisoners 
were  promptly  discharged  in  pursuance  of  agreement.  The  mild  and 
ainiablc  deportment  ofaMr.  Fletcher,  as  well  as  his  hrniness  in  maint  lin- 
ing, at  the  expense  ol"  his  liberty, the  rights  of  the  State,  have  acquired  tor 
him  many  warm  friends,  even  amo'hpst  t! m-r  who  contended  most.zeal- 
ously  for  the  rights  of  Michigan  to  the  disputed  territory. 

The  excitement  occasioned  by  the  recent  change  in  the  Executive  of 
the  Territory ,  and  the  promulgation  of  instructions  relative  to  the  con- 
tested boundary,  and  the  law  of  February  12,  1835,  was  great  beyond 
description.  It  manife,8te4  itself  not  only  in  resolutions  .of  Tarioas  public 
aieetingp  of  the  citis<sns,  but  .in  menaces  of  yialence,  burnings  in  eQgy, 
threateniog  letters,  and  other  demoaiMions  of  peivonal  disrespect.  Of 
eoune  the  latter  manifestations,  were  limited  to  those  citiiEens  who  have 
little  commanicatioB  with  the  mere  intelligent  and  respectable  classes  of 
eonmunity.  His  instructions  appear  to  meet  so  far  the  di^aiiprohation 
of  the  people,  that,  in  carrying  them  into  etfect,  I  regret  to  be  compelled 
in  candor  to  say  that  he  appears  to  derive  but  Uttie  aict  from  the  other 
officers  of  the  Government,  and  less  support  from  his  fellow-citizens  of 
the  Territory.  From  these  unhappy  coUisions,  some  procrastination,  if 
not  actual  obstructions  in  the  administration  of  justice,  was  appreheodedf 
but  fortunately,  such  apprehen^^ion  proved  entirely  s^roundless. 

1  must  (lu  (lie  acting  Governor  oi  the  Territory,  however,  the  justice 
to  say,  that  1  found  him  polite  and  fraak  in  his  private  intercourse,  and, 
so  far  as  means  were  afforded  of  ascertaining,  liuiie^t  and  fearless  as  well 

persevering  in  the  performance  of  his  public  duties,  llis  iutiU  uctions 
probably  warrant  him  in  t>sing  all  constitutional  and  legal  means  for  the 
^reserratioB  of  (ke  pqblie  tranquillity,  and  this  appears^  by  him,  to  be  con- 
eidesed  a  paramount  i\Ltf*  we  left  the  Territory,  with  theoMetfaYoraWe 
impreaaion  of  the  citiaenSi  and  with  great  reiynet  -for  the  independee«& 
.and  hbility  of  their  judiciary ;  every  where^  and  from  evety  one,  we  re- 
ceived kind  and  hospitable  treatment. 

It  must  be  matter  of  congratulation  to  all,  that  the  course  pursued  has 
led  to  the  honorable  acquittal  of  our  citizens,  over  whom  have  been  so 
long  suspended  the  severe  penalties  of^he  act  of  the  Territory,  probably 
passed  in  a  moment  of  exaspcrntrcl  frc!itic;s,  and  which  authorized  the 
infliction  of  a  punishment,  in  the  limits  ol  judicial  discretion,  totally  dis- 
proportionate to  the  Qi}(  rices  claimed  to  be  within  its  provisions,  accui  ding 
to  their  literal  and  strict  inter  pretation.  Especially  should  it  be  iiialtt  r 
of  euiijirntulation  th;Jt  this  unlonijiiate  controversy  has  been  suspended, 
and  is  likely  to  b(  adjusted  without  the  shed^Jing  of  bluod.  With  the  ex- 
ceptioii  of  re-uiaiLing  Harrises  line,  the  compromise  proposed  by  our  Le- 
gislature appears  to  have  been  carried  into  fttU  efl^t,  and  it  is  confidently 
believed  onr  eommieslooers  will  meet  with  no  further  molestation  in  die 
performanee  of  their  public  duties  from  the  citisens  of  Michigan.

and  I  have  now  the  honor  of  transmitting  for  your  information  their  effi- 
cial  report)  from  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  this  work  has  beeti 
done  without  further  interruption  from  the  authorities  of  Michigan. 
Having  confidence  in  the  assurance  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  thf^  declarations  of  (iovernnr  Horner,  of  Mlchisran,  that  the 
arrangement  <>(  the  3(1  of  July  should  not  be  violated,  the  commiss>ioiuM*5, 
!!nnrmc(i,  and  unattended  by  any  hut  the  necessary  assistants,  cominont  t  ii 
tlie  work  on  the  2d  November  instant,  according  to  previous  apfioinunentj 
and  on  the  4th  instant.  iu  kJc  out  Mtid  transmitted  to  me  tlieiioilKul  report 
of  the  completion,  ol  that  work,  (a  copy  of  which  is  hert-witli  transnrtit* 
ted,)  Thus  have  been  consummated  the  duties  required  of  the  Execu- 
tive of  Ohio.  The  laws  of  die  Stale  hate  been  e^ceetlteid  fully,  without 
the  aid  of  fbree :  and  1  trust  that  the  people  of  Toledo,  against  wtiom

:rected,  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  peaee,  until  Congress  shall  quiet

' '  In  transmitting  to  yon  this  report;  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  'fllate  to 
jron,  and  through  jFou,  to  the  President  of  the  United  <Stafos,  my  entire 
approbation  of  the  course  pursued  by  Governor  Horner,  since  he  ha« 
been  charged  ^ith  the  Executive  branch  of  tlie  Government  of  Michi- 
gan Territory.  The  prompt  and  independent  di^rhirc^p  of  his  official 
duties,  a?  Kxecutive  of  the  Territory,  in  carryinc:  iiUo  elltct  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  President  of  tlie  L  nited  States,  as  -[x  eified  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  3d  01  July,  has  inevitably  ied  to  ttu'  restraint  of  the  turbu- 
lent authorities  of  Michigan,  and  thereby  avoided  an  occurrence  that 
might  have  been  deplorable  in  the  extreiiie.  By  his  prompt  and  con- 
ciliatory course,  which  was  cordially  recipi-ocated  by  the  Executive  and 
other  authorities  of  Ohb,  the  laws  of  Ohio  have  been  peaceably  and 
IWly  exeeiited,  fbe  instroetiotts  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
lUttledf  eolMsion  avoided)  and  thia  exeiting  (}uestion  pot  torest^  at  least, 
till  the  close  of  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

'  I  aitoOwledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  S6th  ultimo,  transmit- 
ting a  edpy  of  -a  communication  from  C.  A.  Harris,  acting  Secretary  of 
War,  to  you,  in  reply  to  the  suggestions  in  my  letter  of  the  of  Octo- 
ber last,  relative  to  the  public  arms  iised  by  the  authorities  of 'Michigan, 
Sec,  in  which  he  states  "that  the  arms  ;>nd  munitions  of  war,  alluded  to 
by  me  as  being  in  possr-s-^ion  of  ex-Secretary  Mason,  of  MicbigaUy  were 
not  taken  from  the  United  Statos  stores  at  Detroit."

But  as  the  subject  of  permitting  the  public  arms  to  be  used  by  the  peo-  ^ 
pie  and  authorities  of  Michigan  will,  as  I  am  informed,  be  likely  to  be-  ^ 
come  a  subject  of  inquiry  before  tlie  House  of  Representatives,  in  tbe  « 
next  Congress,  I  deem  it  unadvisahle  for  me  to  make  furthei  iiKjuiry  . 
on  the  subject,  but  will  observe,  in  conclusion,  tliat  the  reply  of  the  f^. 
acting  Secretary  of  War  of  the  i:Jd  October  last,  to  my  communication 
of  the  6th  of  said  month,  (a  copy  of  which  you  transmitted  to  me,)  dif- 
fers Widely  from  what  is  genendly  belieyed  in  Ohio  to  be  the  iacts  in  ^  ^ 
die  case.   In  conversation  with  Messrs,  ftush  and  Howard^  in  April 
kst,  thej  informed  me  that  the  President  had  ordered  the  public  arms  " 
that  had  been  issued  hj  Col.  H.  Whiting,  to  the  anthorities  of  Michigan 
Territory,  to  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  Detroit  arsenal.    This  in- 
formation f  or  responds  witfi  Col.  Bomford's  letter  to  Col.  Whiting,  of 
the  2d  of  April.    These  arms  were  probably  returned  under  said  order 
at  that  time }  but  we  find  public  afins  again  in  possession  of  the  people 
and  authorities  of  Michigan,  particuhirly  at  the  time  the  attack  was  made 
on  our  boundary  coin!iii«:sioners,  on  tlu-  2tlih  of  April.    This  information 
1  obtained  from  (u  ihm:!I  Ifn'^kil.  of  Micliijian,  who,  I  understood,  was  a  ^• 
member  nf  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory.    General  Uaskil 
was  introduced  to  me  at  Port  Miami,  on  the  27th  of  April,  the  day  after  the 
attack  on  our  commissioners.    He  had  been  despatched  as  a  messenger,^- 
by  acting  Governor  Mason,  as  appeared  by  documents  delivered  to  me.  ^ 
In  the  oouive  of  conversation  with  him,  1  alluded  to  a  report  that  Gov- 
ernor'Mason ''haH  h'roken  into 'the  'arsenal  at  Detroit,  and  taken  pos'- 
siessioln  of  the  United*  States  arms  and.  ammunition.   General  Haskil,  in 
reply,  6bsery<&d>  that  each  were  not  the  Ikcts.  'He  said  thev  did  not  jtake 
the  mps  bf  force ;  that  Governor  Mason  applied  to  the  keeper  of  the 
arsenal  for  arms;  that  the  keeper  declined  issuing  thcro,  as  being  with- 
out authority  from  the  Ordnance  department,  but  at  the  same  time  told  . 
Governor  Mason,  that  if  he  would  take  them  upon  his  own  responsi- 
bility, he  might  do  so,  and  informed  him  where  he  might  find  the  key 
of  the  arsenal.    General  Haskil  said  that  the  key  was  procured  by 
Mason,  and  that  the  authorities  of  Michigan  took  from  the  arsenal  such 
arras  and  ammunition  as  thev  wanted. 

These  are  the  statements  of  General  Haskil,  of  Michigan,  and  I  pre- 
sume they  are  facts  that  cannot  be  controverted.  Thus  the  authorities 
of  Michigan  had  in  their  possession,  on  the  27th  of  April  last,  arms  and 
ammunition  taken  from  the  United  States  stores  at  Detroit,  and  the 
general  impression  in  Ohio  is,  that  the  arms  and  .munitions  of  war,  or  a 
part  of  theni  at  leait^^at  were  in  the  possession  of  ex-Secretary  Ma- 
son and  his  invading  amy  on  the  7th  of  September  last,  were  drawn 
from  the  "sabe  source,  and  Jthat  these  things  were  done  with  the  know- 
ledge, at  least,  if  not  with  the  private  special  permission  of  the  Secre- 
tary  of  War.  This  impression,  1  confess,  I  cannot  myself  resist,  from  a 
knowledge  of  the  relation  in  which  the  Secretary  stands  to  that  Terri- 
tory, and  his  active  private  interference  in  its  behalf,  as  is  nianifest  by 
his  numerous  private  letters  to  gentlemen  in  Ohio  as  well  as  Michigan, 
some  of  which  have  been  submitted  r)r  my  perusal.  In  some  of  these  let- 
ters, the  honorable  Secretary  deemed  it  advisable  not  to  appear  in  this 
controversy  in  public,  but  declared  "that  he  was  doing  all  be  co-ild  in  a 
private  ws^."  In  trulh,4he  hoaorahlc  Secretary  of  War  is  viewed  in  Ohio 
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BB  the  author  tt£  this  unibrtiiiilate  cOntroveray,  and  that  be  is  the  master 
spirit  that  has  controlled  its  operations.  The  evasive  reply  from  the  War 
Department  to  my  letter  of  the  6th  of  October,  on  this  sabjeet,  has  made 
II  my  d«tjr  to  submit  the  ibregoing  statement.

Sir  :  The  undersigned  commissioners,  appointed  under  and  ui  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  2dd  February,  lbS5, 
for  the  purpose  olre*mar]^ing,the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  as  required  hj  the  8tfa  sei^tieii  of  that  act,  beg  leave  ^o  report: 

That,  Dursuant  to  the  requisitions  of  thai  act,  they  went  upon  the  ground 
on  Monaay,  the  8d  Novenkber,  19^6,  .early  in  the  mprmng,  and  cosa- 
meneed  the  work  of  re-maidking  said^line  fron^  t}ie  point  where  they  were 
interrupted  in  April  last,  to  the  northern  cape  pf  the  Maumee  bay,  and 
continued  their  work,  without  interruption,  until  it  was  fully  completed^ ns 
jrequired  by  the  aet  aforesaid,  and  in  strict  conformity  with  its  provbions. 

They  caused  permanent  posts  to  be  set  up  and  marked  as  line  posts, 
on  the  road  leading  from  Sylvania  to  Monroe,  where  the  line  crosses 
daid  I  o:ul  ;  nhout  ??even  miles  from  Toledo,  nhoj  in  the  prairies,  %vlu're 
the  mile  stations  ended;  and  at  the  extreme  northern  cape  of  theMaimu  e 
I)ay,  where  they  found  tiie  willow  called  for  in  flarris's  field  notes,  mark- 
*  ed  as  the  beginning  corner  on  the  cape  ;  v\hich  markb  arc  plainly  lo  be 
aeen.  They  caused  a  large  stone  to  be  set  seven  links  east  of  said  wil- 
loi?  comer,  on  the  cape,  marked  on  the  north  side  with  the  letters  M* 
T.  for  Miehigan  Territory,  and  on  the  south  side  Willi  the  letter  O.  £pr 
Ohio.   These  letters  we  deeply  cut  ia  the  jatoue^ 

We  further  report,  that  the  line  thus  ru»  and  re-marked^  with  the  afore- 
said additional  indieatibiis,  is  plain  and  pennanent^  easily  found,  and  not 
to  be  mistaken*  .'       .    ■      ^  ,

Sth:  Lnst  evening  I  reroi\  c d  ymiT  letter  of  tile  il'th  instant,  in  wliich 
you  say  that,  believing  my  letter  of  the  17th  instant  (there  must  be  an 
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error  in  the  date  of  my  letter  referred  to  by  you,  as  iht  letter  written  by 
me  was  dated  the  lOlh  instant)  was  written  untder  a  misapprehension  in 
respect  to  die  Secretary  of  War,  you  referred  it  to  him  for  pemaal,  and 
that  joa  had  the  honor  to  tranamit,  for  my  satisfaction,  a  copy  of  his  an* 
ffwer,  and  a  document  sent  with  it. 

If  such  was  the  case,  and  I  could  be  satisfied  that  T  was  i^ally  under  a  ' 
misapprehension  with  respect  to  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  as  suggested  ia  , 
my  letters  of  the  6th  of  October  and  10th  of  November,  no  ooe  would  btt 
more  ready  to  do  him  justice  than  I  would;  but  the  suggestions  in  those  • 
letters  are  the  honest  convictions  of  my  mind,  impressed  from  a  know- 
ledge of  facts,  from  the  Secretary's  own  private  letters,  and  information 
derived  from  pundry  •rentlemen'whose  veracity  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt ;  • 
and  r  have  bf  en  uniihlc  to  discover  atiy  thing  in  the  letter  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  W  ar  of  tlie  19th  instant,  that  weakens  these  impressions.  iThe 
special  disclaimer  or  justilication,  as  Secretary  Cass  calls  it,  differs  so 
much  in  its  conclusions  from  what  has  been  impressed  upon  my  mind, 
that  I  can  bcarcely  account  for  it.    But  considering  that  \>e  arc  creatures 
of  babit,  and  measurably  under  the  control  of  interest  and  a  variety  of 
mirrounding  cireumstances,  our  minds  and  actions  mar  be  imperceptibly 
iDfluenced  by  them.   Thus  we  frequently  see  individuals  whose  miiids 
are  iiaturally  inclined  to  avarice  irresistibly  controlled  by  pecuniary  in- 
terests, and  others  by  other  causes,  as  they  may  be  found  to  be  most  con- 
genial to  their  desires  and  dispositions ;  but  be  the  cause  of  this  difference 
tvhatsoever  it  may,  it  appears  that  the  honorable  Secretary  and  myself 
are  antipodes  in  our  sentiments  on  all  subjects  relating  to  this  boundary 
difficulty.    This  being  the  case,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  mention  some  of 
the  points  of  dilTerence,  and  to  correct  what  I  believe  to  be  errors  in 
sundry  statements  contained  in  the  communication  of  the  Secretaty  of 
War  of  the  19th  instant. 

The  allusion  in  my  letter  to  the  public  arms  that  were  said  to  be  used 
hy  the  people  of  Michigan  in  April  and  SepK  niber  last,  the  Secretary 
disclaims,  and  produces  a  letter  from  the  adjutant  ji;eneral  of  Michigan 
militia  as  proof  of  his  statement.  The  Secretary,  in  his  allusion  to  the 
statement  made  by  General  Haskil,  on  the  27th  of  April  last,  appears  to 
think  no  sueh  transaetion  to6k  place ;  and  adds,  that  if  it  did  take  place, 
that  proper  measures  would  be  immediately  adopted  to  punish  for  such  a 
breach  of  the  law.  He  then  ventures  the  prediction  that  the  investiga- 
tion he  has  directed  the  Ordnance  department  to  make  into  the  facts, 
would  result  in  showing  that  there  had  been  an  entire  misapprehension. 
This  may  be  possible ;  and  if  a  course  of  investigation  similar  to  the  ohe 
made  with  regard  to  the  attack  upon  the  Ohio  commissioners  in  April 
last,  be  adopted,  (that  is,  an  ex  parte  inquiry  of  the  persons  implicated,) 
it  is  very  probable  (hat  the  Secretary's  predictions  may  come  to  pass. 
But  1  can  conceive  no  motive  thjit  (general  Haskil  could  have  had  in 
making  the  statements  he  did  to  me,  if  they  were  not  true.  The  state- 
ments 01  General  Haskil,  as  quoted  in  my  letter  of  the  lOth  instant,  were 
made  in  presence  of  General  Jonathan  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Senate 
of  Ohio,  who  saw  the  statements  in  my  letter,  and  had  a  perfect  recol- 
lection of  the  conver^aUon  with  General  Haskil  as  therein  stated,  and 
vill  be  ready  to  testify  to  its  correctnesii,  at  any  time,  il  let^uired. 
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Neither  the  letter  of  the  adjutant  general  of  Michigan  miUtia,  nor  that 

of  the  Secretary  of  War,  has  been  sufficient  to  convince  me  that  my  sug- 
gestions with  regard  to  the  public  arms  in  Michigan  were  not  correct, 
and  I  am  still  under  the  impression  that  if  an  impartial  investigation  takes 
place,  and  persons  and  papers  are  strictly  examined,  that  my  informants 
will  not  be  lound  to  be  so  far  mistaken  as  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War 
may  imagine. 

The  Secretary  appears  to  find  fault  with  the  allusion  in  my  letter  to 
his  private  interference  in  the  boundary  controversy.  He  thinks  1  did 
not  quote  from  his  letteris  correctly,  and  denies,  in  the  most  solemn  man- 
ner, that  he  ever  advised  the  adoption  of  any  course  which  would  or  could 
lead  to  the  use  of  armSi  and  challenges  ue  production  of  the  slightest 
evidence  going  to  show  to  the  contrary.  • 

I  admit  that  when  1  wrote  my  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  I  quoted  from 
recollection,  and  if  I  did  not  use  the  precise  words  used  by  Secretaiy 
Cass,  in  one  of  his  letters,  I  certainly  did  not  misconstrue  his  meaning. 
But  as  I  have  now  before  me  two  of  his  letters,  one  written  to  an  officer 
in  high  authority  in  Michigan  Territory,  dated  9th  of  May,  1835,  and  the 
other  written  to  an  officer  in  high  authority  in  Ohio,  dated  10th  of  May, 
183.5,  I  will  give  a  few  extracts  from  each,  which  I  think  will  be  doomed 
suthcicnt  evidence,  in  the  eyes  of  an  impartial  public,  to  sustain  me  in  my 
allusion  to  the  private  interference  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  behalf  of 
Michigan. 

The  honorable  Secretary,  in  his  Michigan  letter,  begins  by  saying 
"that  the  state  of  affairs  in  Michigan  had  given  him  great  uneasiness, 
both  as  a  public  officer  and  private  citizen.  So  far  as  respected  the  dainis 
qf  Ohio,  his  opinion  hadbem  officially  made  knownimdacUd  upon  many 
,  yw8  ago  y  and  yet  remained  whoUy  unchanged.  And  I  consider  the pro^ 
cecdings  ineiiiuted  wider  her  authority  to  obtain  forcible  poaeeesion 
what  J  believe  to  be  part  of  Michigan^  among  the  moat  w^t^able  «xe- 
ciUive  and  legislative  acts  which  hane  taken  place  in  our  country  dur  ing 
my  time,^^  &c.  The  Secretaiy  then  goes  on  to  point  out  the  evils  of  a 
civil  war;  advises  them  to  sustain  their  jurisdiction ;  alludes  to  the  .inter- 
position of  the  President  of  the  United  States  under  certain  contingen- 
cies, &e.  , 

In  the  foregoing  statements,  the  Secretary  of  War  assumes  as  a  fact  a 
transaction  ihni  novor  had  existence — (hat  i^^  trifh  res:;ard  to  proceedings 
instituted  under  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  obtain  forcible  pos- 
session of  what  he  believed  to  be  a  part  of  Michigan.  This  wholk  sen- 
TEN  C  K  IS  entirely  an  error.  The  State  of  Ohio  instituted  no  proceed ingf^ 
under  her  authority  to  take  forcible  possession  of  any  territory,  aiid  I 
defy  Secretary  Cass  to  point  to  a  single  act  on  the  part  of  Ohio,  or  of  any 
of  her  authorities,  that  will  justify  such  a  conclusion.  The  manner  ut 
which  the  honorable  Secretary  speaks  to  his  Michigan  friend  of  the  pro- 
eeedings  of  the  executive  and  legislative  authorities  of  tiiis  State^  fll 
comports  with  the  expression  of  gratitude  to  Ohio  in  his  communication 
of  the  19th  instant.  There  is  one  expression,  however,  in  the  honorabfe 
Secretary's  communication  (or  defence,  as  he  terms  it)  of  the  19th  instant 
that  I  fully  concur  in,  and  1  think  you  will  also  ;  ihut  is,  "  that  the  oblnh 
sion  of  his  opinion  in  a  piddle  manner  would  have  been  nHlher  decorous 
nor  vsrf'l,''*  particul;u  ly  such  sentiments  as  those  above  written  with  re- 
gard to  the  li:xecutive  and  Legislature  ol  a  soveieigti  State.    The  hono^ 
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rtble  Secretary  admitfl  that  the  obtruaioii  of  his  opinion  in  a  pobtie  manner 
would  be  neither  decorous  nomseiul,  and  I  think  an  impartial  public  will 
view  the  obtrusion  of  his  opinion,  as  aforesaid,  not  only  indecorous,  but 

highly  mischievous. 

The  Secretary,  in  his  Ohio  letter,  expresses  some  alarm  at  the  aspect 
of  affairs  in  Michigan;  says  a  great  many  thiny;s  about  the  duties  of  the 
Governor  of  Oliio.  He  raises  the  menacing  rod,  and  threatens  the  State 
with  the  interposition  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and,  very 
mildly  to  be  sure,  advises  the  authorities  of  Ohio  to  desist  from  the  ex- 
ercise of  her  laws,  and  to  surrender  to  INIicliigan  her  claim  to  jurisdiction. 
In  this  letter  the  following  clause  is  found :  "  There  are  many  reasons 
which  mill  readily  occur  to  you^  which  render  it  improper /or  me  to  take 
my  public  part  in  this  matter,  I  am  doing  all  I  can,  however^  in  my  pri- 
tfate  capacity,  08  a  mediator  between  the  parties J*^  The  honorable  Secre- 
tary presents  himself  here  as  a  mediator  between  the  parties ;  but  the  onlj 
terms  he  proposed  to  Ohio  was  to  suspend  the  operation  of  her  laws,  and 
to  yield  the  jurisdiction  to  Michigan ;  and  while  writing  to  his  Michigan 
friend,  he  urges  them  to  maintain  their  jurisdiction,  and  speaks  of  the 
highest  authorities  of  Ohio  in  terms  not  very  decorous.  This  mediatorial 
course  that  appears  to  have  been  pursued  by  Secretary  Cass,  was  cer- 
tain!} calculated  to  excite  to  violence  rather  than  to  pacify  the  contending 
parties. 

The  honorable  Secretary  seems  to  think  I  am  mistaken  with  regard  to 
the  opinion  of  (hr  people  of  Ohio  concerning  the  course  he  has  pursued 
in  this  controversy,  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  if  the  sentiments  of 
the  people  within  the  State  were  now  tested,  that  (he  influence  of  the 
honorable  Secretary  and  his  friends  within  Ohio,  on  this  subject,  would 
be  found  to  be  as  deficient  with  the  people  as  it  was  with  the  members  « 
of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  special  session  in  June  last.  Truth  is 
mighty,  and  will  preTail.'*  I  have  it  firmlj  impressed  upon  my  mind, 
that  if  the  veil  that  has  covered  Secretary  Cass's  private  proceedings  with 
repard  to  this  controversy,  from  its  origin  to  the  present  time,  were  drawn 
aside,  he  would  not  appear  so  lamb-like  as  he  might  wish-  I  will  trouble  - 
jou  with  no  further  remarks  on  the  subject.  \

len, and  Disney,  will  wai(  on  you,  and  present  to  your  consideration  my 
message  to  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  at  the  late  special  session,  together 
with  sundry  accompanying  documents;  also,  the  reports, .acts,  and  reso*  * 
lutions  of  that  body  on  the  subject  of  the  controversy  between  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Ohio,  relative  to  the  boundary  line  be* 
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Iween  this  St^te  and  the  Michigan  Territoiy*  These  gentlemen  will  be 
enabled  to  explain  to  you,  personally ,  the  nature  of  the  claims  of  Ohio^ 
the  opinions,  views,  and  intentions  of  the  people,  as  well  as  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  on  this  important  subject.   Tney  will  present  to  yon  a 

.  resolution,  in  which  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  of  Ohio  to  so- 
licit of  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  appointment  of  one  or 
more  commissioners,  to  act  with  the  commissioners  of  Ohio  in  re-mark- 
ing the  line  heretofore  run  by  Mr.  Harris;  to  which  resolution  I  respect- 
fully ask  your  attention,  and  solicit  the  appointment  of  commissioners, 
as  required  by  said  resolution. 

These  gentlemen  will  also  })roscnt  to  your  conbidcration  an  act  au- 
thorizing to  observe  and  comply  with  the  terms  of  an  arrangement 
entered  into  at  Perrysburg,  on  the  7th  of  April  last,  with  Messrs.  Hush 
and  iioward;  which  arrangement  the  citizens  ot  Ohio  are  still  wiUnig 
to  observe.  These  gentlemen  will  cunier  uith  you,  and  will  lay  the 
whole  subject,  together  with  the  proceedings,  opinions,  and  inu  niions  of 
Ohio,  bciore  you,  and  1  Irubt,  in  a  manner  sutiiciently  satistactory  to  lead 
to  an  amicable  arrangement  of  the  difficulty,  as  specified  in  the  act  of  the 
20th  instant.  Your  opinion  on  the  various  subjects  presented  to  your 
consideration  Is  respectfully  solicited,  and  is  anxiously  anticipated  to 

'  be  of  a  character  that  will  allay  the  excitement,  and  lead  to  peace  and 
barmony  on  our  frontiers.

Sir:  four  letter  of  Che  25th  ultimo,  and  the  documents  to  which  it 
refers,  relaUng  to  the  controversy  about  the  boundary  line  between  Ohio 
and  Michigan,  were  duly  handed  to  me  by  our  friends,  Messrs.  Swain, 
Allen,  and  Disney. 

After  the  most  free  and  full  eonyersation  with  these  gentlemen,  and  a 
mature  review  of  all  the  considerations  connected  with  the  delicate  sub- 
ject, we  have  recommended  the  course  of  conduct  set  forth  in  the  letter 
from  the  Department  of  State  of  the  3d  instant,  to  these  gentlemen, 
accompanying  this  note,  and  which,  I  trust,  with  the  verbal  explanation 
they  will  make,  will  strike  your  Kxceliency  as  the  most  suitable  and 
proper  under  present  circumstnnrrs. 

Tt  is  certainly  greatly  to  be  desired  that  every  measure  now  taken 
should  he  calculated  to  avoid  forcible  hostile  collision,  and  to  induce  the 
parties  to  wait  peaceably  for  the  action  of  the  next  Congress  upon  the 
subject.  Congress  is  the  only  tribunal  competent  to  the  settlement  of 
this  question,  either  by  the  reference  of  it  to  tlie  Judiciary,  or  by  some 
4)dier  special  act. 

If  the  course  now  recommended  shiU  result  in  the  cordial  acquies- 
<«Bce  of  aU  the  parties,  it  wiU  be  truly  gratifying  to  me,  and  ean&ot  M 
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to  secure  to  Ohio  and  to  her  Executive  tiie  credit  which  will  be  due  to  her 
forbeaiaace)  and  to  an  earnest  desire  topreaem  the  peace  of  the  Union^ 
at  the  aame  time  that  she  maintains,  with  proper  zeal,  her  own  ri^ta.

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  wish  iutiraated  by  the  President,  at  the 
close  of  our  conversation  this  morning,  we  proceed  to  commit  to  writing 
tbr  substance  of  the  suggestions  which  we  then  had  the  honor  to  submits 

Before  we  do  so,  permit  us  to  repeat  that,  although  we  have  repaired 
to  Washiij^Loii  at  the  instance  of  the  (aovernor  of  Oliio,  as  indicated  in 
his  letter,  of  which  we  were  the  bearers,  we  appear  in  the  character  of 
private  citizens,  and  none  other.  The  purpose  of  our  visit  is  expreea^ 
ed  in  the  letter  referred  to.  It  ia  to  bring  about  a  more  full  and  aatis- 
factory  mutual  understanding  than  is  believed  at  present  to  exist,  and  to 
aid  in  averting  the  unpleasant  consequences  which  might  otherwise  poft- 
sibly  arise  from  the  existing  posture  of  things. 

The  arrangement  entered  into  at  Perrysburg,  with  Messrs.  Rush  and 
Howard,  on  the  7th  of  April  ultimo,  (vide  documents,  p.  30,) provided: 

1 .  That  Harris's  line  should  be  run  and  re-marked,  pursuant  to  the- 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  without  interruption. 

2.  That  both  parties  should  abstnin  from  the  forcible  exercise  of  juris- 
diction upon  the  disputed  territory  until  after  the  close  of  the  next  ses* 
sion  of  Congress. 

The  compromise  bill  of  Ohio  (as  it  is  termed)  contemplates  that  this 
arrangement  should  be  carried  out,  and  tiiat  whatever  has  been  done  in- 
consistent with  its  provisions  should  be  undone  :  in  other  words — 

1.  That  the  pending  recognisances  and  prosecutions  under  the  act  of 
Michigan  of  12th  of  February,  18S5,  should  be  discharged  and  dis- 
continued. 

9.  That  no  new  prosecutions  under  that  act  should  he  instituted. 

S.  That  Harris's  line  should  be  run  and  re-marked  by  the  authorities 
of  Ohio,  without  intenruption  from  those  of  Michigan. 

4.  That  no  forcible  opposition  be  made  by  the  authorities  of  Ohio  or 
Michigan  to  tlie  exercise  of  jurisdiction  by  the  other  upon  the  disputed 
territory  within  the  time  specified :  the  citizens  residing  upon  the  terri- 
tory' in  question  resorting  to  the  one  jurisdiction  or  the  other,  as  thejr 
may  preff  r. 

Whit  Obio  expects  and  desires,  as  indicated  by  the  bill  referred  to, » 

as  follows : 

1.  That  the  authorities  of  Michigan  shall  .not  interrupt  the  runn^g. 
and  re  marking  of  .Harris's  line,  by  Obio. 

2.  That  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the  prosecutions  under  th6 
act  of  Michigan  above  mentioned,  shall  discunimue  those  prosecutions^ 
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and  discharge  the  recognisances  taken  for  the  appearance  of  the  drfond- 
ants ;  and  that  they  abstain  from  instituting  any  new  prosecutions  under 
that  art  within  the  time  stated. 

The  President  remarked  that  he  believed  advice  iioin  ilio  proper 
source,  to  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  upon  tliese  points,  wouid  prove 
effectual.    In  this  opinion  we  concur  undoubtedly. 

The  steps  suggested  would,  therefore,  remove  all  practical  dilhcuUy, 
and  prevent  the  possibility  of  an  armed  collision  growing  out  of  the 
subject. 

This  being  done,  we  feel  authorized  to  say  that,  while  the  authorities 
of  Ohio  wotud,  as  far  as  practicable,  consistent  with  the  arrangement  of 
the  7th  April,  exercise  a  peaceable  jurisdiction  upon  the  disputed  terri- 
tory,  she  would  do  nothing  to  prevent  the  exercise  of  a  like  jurisdiction 
by  the  authorities  of  Michigan ;  and  that  hereafter,  as  heretofore,  she 
would  manifest  a  spirit  of  the  utmost  forbearance,  until  Congress,  at  its 
next  session,  shall  have  acted  upon  the  subject,  and  settled,  authorita- 
tively, the  contested  question  of  right. 

As  respects  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  on  the  part  ol  (he  Uni- 
ted States  to  aid  in  running  the  line,  that  proposition  was  made  by  the 
Legislature  of  Ohio  in  courtesy  to  the  General  Govei  iinient.  There  is 
nothing  in  her  legislation  which  makes  the  appointment  material^  we 
deem  it  unnecessary,  therefore,  to  remark  lurther  upon  this  point. 

In  Older  to  render  tliis  communication  as  briei  as  possible,  we  have 
purposely  abstained  from  the  discussion  of  all  considerations  touching 
the  merit  of  the  controversy.

Gentlemen:  Your  letter  of  the  1st  instant,  written  in  your  charac- 
ter of  private  citizens,  was  received  yesterday.  By  the  directions  of  the 
President,  to  whom  it  has  been  submitted,  I  now^  have  the  honor  to  re- 
ply. In  every  thing  that  has  been  done  or  suggested  by  the  President, 
or  by  his  authority,  in  regard  to  the  question  of  the  northern  boundary  of 
Ohio,  he  has  been  iniiuenced  solely  by  the  desire  to  prevent,  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  of  any  one,  collision  between  the  authorities  of 
the  General,  State^ or  Territorial  Governments,  that  would  be  destructive 
of  the  public  peace,  and  hi mg  dislionor  on  the  institutions  ol  tiie  country. 
If  his  views  and  wishes  have  not  been  correctly  understood  in  Ohio,  he' 
is  happy  to  believe  that  the  free  communications  which  you  have  had 
with  him,  and  with  the  head  of  this  Department,  will  enable  you  to 
comet  the  misapprehensions  that  may  exist  upon  the  subject  in  everv 
quarter.  This  Department  has  never  been  advised  by  Messrs.  Rush 
and  Howard  of  the  arrangement  stated  in  paper  30  of  the  documents 
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published  at  Columbus,  by  order  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  which  you  re- 
fer as  having  been  entered  into  by  them  at  Perrysburg.  The  President 
iBy  howoTer^  induced  to  believe,  from  the  recent  proceedings  of  the 
LiOgisIature  of  Ohio,  as  explained  by  your  letter,  and  the  late  resolutions 

of  the  convention  of  Michigan,  that  an  informal  understanding  may  be 
produced  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  Department,  which  will 
meet  the  wishes  of  ail,  and  effect  the  great  object  he  has  been  most  anx- 
ious to  promote — (he  mutual  suspension,  until  after  the  next  session  of 
Congress,  of  all  action  that  could  by  possibility  produce  collision.  Sup- 
ported in  his  belief  by  your  letter,  which  he  understands  to  be  conform- 
able to  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  Governor  Lucas,  the  President,  with- 
out taking  upon  himself  any  other  character  than  that  in  which  he  has 
heretofore  acted,  will  cause  an  earnest  recommendation  to  be  immediate- 
ly sent  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  and  the  other  authorities  of 
the  Territory  whom  he  can  rightfully  advise  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  that  no  obstruction  shall  be  interposed  to  the  re-marking  of  Harris's 
line ;  that  all  proceedings  already  begun  under  the  act  of  of  the  Legis- 
laftiTe  Council  of  Michigan  of  the  12th  of  February  shall  be  immediately 
discontinued  ;  that  no  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced  for  any  subse- 
meni  riolations  of  that  act  until  after  the  next  session  of  Congress ;  and. 
tnat  all  questions  about  the  disputed  jurisdiction  shall  be  carefully 
avoided,^  and,  if  o(  <  uring  inevitably,  their  discussion  shall  be  postponed' 
until  the  same  period. 

The  President  confidently  trusts,  that  this  recommendation,  which  he 
believes  required  by  a  regard  for  tne  public  safety  and  honor,  will  be 
effectual  with  the  authorities  of  Michif^nn,  rind  will  not  fail  to  exercise 
all  his  constitutional  powfM-  in  tliis,  as  in  every  other  instance,  to  pre- 
serve and  maintain  the  public  tranquillity.

Gfntlemen:  The  President's  object  in  selecting  you  to  visit  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  has 
been  already  verbally  made  known  to  you,  and  he  feels  sensibly  the 
promptitude  with  which  you  have  undertaken  the  service.  The  Cliief 
Magistrate  declines  all  right  authoritativel}  to  interfere,  especially  with 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  acting  under  the  authority  of  a  State  law. 
His  purpose  in  appointing  you,  was  to  confer  with  the  GoTemor  of  Ohio 
and  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  to  point  out  to  them,  with  friendly 
solicitude,  the  deplorable  consequences  which  may  finally  ensue,  if  their 
respectiTe  claims  are  to  be  asserted  in  the  spirit  of  reeent  preparation

What- 
ever may  be  necessary  to  t)ring  the  question  between  the  parties  to  a 
point  at  which  peaceable  decision  is  inevitable,  whether  tluough  the 
agem  V  of  Congress  or  the  courts  of  justice,  you  will  encourage  by  your 
counsel ;  whatever  beyond,  you  must  endeavor  to  prevent  by  all  the  ap- 
peals that  can  be  made  to  the  lionor  and  i:ile<j;rity  and  good  sense  and 
patriotism  of  either  ^i(i(  .  II  no  other  resort  is  left,  you  will  direct  the 
acting  Goyemor  of  Michigan,  under  no  state  of  excitement,  to  resort  to 
force,  undfx  the  Teintoml  law,  untU  a^  trpportuDity  shall  be  afforded  to 
CoDcresa  l[p  ebnaidj^  it  tint  act  re<]^uires  to  be  disapproved.  In  giving 
tUa  4ii^^><>^}  explain  that  U  is  the  President's  ezpectatioik  ^iSi 

vi^  i^bject  will  be  final^  disposiBd  of  bj  CoDgress  at  tfaour  next  session^, 
or  if  1^  that  the  establishment  of  a  State  Government  in  Micnigan  will

The  President  is  pleased  at  the  desire  expressed  by  the  Governor  of 
Ohio  to  avoid  collision  with  the  authorities  of  Michi^'an.  He  requests 
that  you  will  urge  upon  both  parties  submission  to  civil  process  from 
either,  a  discussion  of  the  question  of  rio;ht  before  the  courts,  respec- 
tively ;  and  as  neither  will  he  satisfied  wiili  any  decision  short  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  all  hostile  collision  will  be  thus  prevented  until  the 
meeting  of  Congress.

Gentlemen:  Your  communication  (No.  8)  dated  the  28th  ultimo,^ 
was  received  this  morning,  and  immediately  laid  befoie  the  President. 

I  am  instructed  to  express  the  deep  re<rret  witli  which  the  President 
sees  that,  notwithstanding  all  his  anxious  efforts  to  avert  it,  the  unhappy 
controversy  between  the  authorities  of  Ohio  and  Michigan  tends  towards 
a  colli:?iou  of  force  and  violence.  lie  is  still  desirous,  however,  to  con- 
tinue his  exertions  as  long  as  there  is  a  prospect  of  their  being  useful ; 
and  he  is  of  opinion,  that  even  yet,  by  proper  forbearance  on  both 
aides,  a  peaceful  issue  maj  be  effected. 

Without  particularly  adverting,  on  this  occasion,  to  the  several  matters 
presented  in  your  communication',  the  President  recommends,  through 
^OQ,  that  the  civil  authorities  on  both  sides  should,  at  once,  give  up  the 
idea  of  |k  resort  to  force,  and  dismiss  the  posse  and  the  military  escort 
that,  as  neither  the  running  of  the  line  by  Ohio,  nor  the  continued  ex- 
ercise of  jurisdiction  by  Michigan,  can  affect  the  rights  of  either  party, 
or  have  any  influence  on  the  final  decision  of  the  question  in  controver- 
sy, the  persons  employed  by  Ohio  to  run  the  line  should  be  permitted  to 
do  so;  and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  process  under  the  laws  of  Michigan 
should  be  }){  rmitted  to  be  served  upon  them  without  resistance. 

If  the  authorities  of  Ohio  will  consent  that,  after  the  line  shall  have 
been  run,  furthe^r  proceedings  shall  be  suspended  until  Coiigress  ur  the 
Federal  Judiciary  shall  have  liad  an  opportunity  of  acting  upon  the  sub- 
ject, you  are  authorized  to  give  the  President's  assurance  that  his  oon-» 
Btitutional  powers  shall  be  exerted^  as  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  pre« 
vent  any  punishment  being  inflicted  upon  those  who  have  been  or  may 
be  ensaged  in  running  the  line,  or  in  aiding  persons  so  engaged,  or  who 
may,  by  accepting  office  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  have  rendered  them- 
selves liable  to  the  laws  of  Michigan ;  and  he  will,  in  the  mean  time^ 
advise  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  to  direct  that  the  peaceable  ruttn 
aing  of  the  line  may  not  be  interrupted. 
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It  is  the  President's  desire  that  you  should  iDTite  Governor  Lucases 
attention  to  such  an  arrangement.  I  will  communicate  it  to  Governor 
Mason*  On  his  part,  however,  no  objection  can  be  looked  for,  as  it  em- 
braces his  own  proposition;  and,  from  the  tenor  of, your  last  despatch, 
it  is  inferred  that  it  may  now  be  accepted  by  Governor  Lucas.  If,  how- 
ever, Governor  Lucas  should  urge  as  an  objection  his  obligation  to  cany 
into  effect  the  law  of  the  State,  the  President  wishes  you  to  SOggM^ 
that,  as  the  full  execution  of  the  law  would  be  attended  with  difficulties 
not  anticipated,  and  might  lead  to  consequences  of  the  most  serious  na- 
ture, not  apprehended  when  it  was  passed,  a  sufficient  reason  may  be 
found  in  that  circumstance  for  convening  the  Legislature. 

The  President  has  so  much  confidence  in  his  fellow-citizens  of  Ohio, 
that  he  cannot  doubt  they  will  approve  of  such  a  course,  when  they  see 
that  it  was  necessary  ior  the  public  tranquillity. 

If  neither  these  considerations,  nor  any  that  you  may  i)e  able  to 
present,  should  be  sufficient  to  prevent  a  resort  to  force,  you  wili  cause 
Governor  Lucas  to  understand,  that  whenever  the  crisis  referred  to  in 
the  concluding  part  of  the  Attorney  General's  opinion  shdl  arise,  ia 
which  the  power  of  the  civil  officers^shall  be  inadequate  to  the  execu- 
tion of  their  duties,  it  will  be  the  President's  duty  to  employ  the  means 
placed  in  his  Hands  by  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  to  maintain  their  su- 
premacy, and  that,  however  painful  it  may  be,  it  is  a  duty  which  he  is 
determined  to  perform.

Sir  :  According  to  our  intentions  when  we  left  Washington,  we  set  out 
from  Baltimore  on  Thursday  morning,  the  S6th  instant,  and  arrived  here 
io-day,  having  come  by  the  most  e^diUous  conveyance  that  we  found 
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practicalile,  and  travelled  day  and  night.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
learn  any  thing  here  from  Oliio  or  Michij^an  touching  the  objects  before 
us,  although  we  have  not  failed  to  direct  our  attention  to  them  in  ways 
that  seemed  proper,  and  we  bhall  accordingly  proceed  to-morrow  moiaiiig 
to  Cleveland,  as  speedily  as  may  be,  hoping  to  obtain  at  that  point  infor- 
mation that  may  the  better  shape  our  future  steps  in-  executing  the  trust 
with  which  the  President  has  charged  us.  Anxious  to  fulfil  your  in- 
structions, and  thinking  it  might  be  satisfactory  to  ypu  to  be  informed  of 
our  progress  thus  far,

Sir  :  We  had  the  honor  to  write  to  you  from  Pittsburg,  informing  you 
of  our  arrival  at  that  place  on  the  29th  ultimo,  and  determination  to  pro- 
coed  witliout  delay  to  this  spot.  The  extremely  bad  state  of  the  roads 
prevented  our  arrival  here  until  an  early  hour  this  morning,  altliough  every 
effort  in  our  power  has  been  continually  made  to  accelerate  our  progress 
since  our  departure  from  Washington.  The  only  liight  in  which  we  have 
permitted  ourselves  to  stop,  was  passed  at  Pittsburg,  and  then  becaujae 
there  eiusted  no  means  of  conveyance  until  the  morning. 

Durinf^  this  day  we  have  been  einployed  in  collecting  the  most  au- 
thentic information  which  the  town  amded,  in  reference  to  the  present 
posture  of  affairs  in  the  vicinity  of  the  disputed  ground,  and  regret  that 
we  are  not  able  to  communicate  the  existing  condition  of  things  with 
greater  accuracy  and  at  a  more  recent  date.  The  respective  parties 
appear  to  be  preparing  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  State  and  Territoiy, 
«nd  approaening  their  mutual  boundary  line.  Our  information  from 
Perrysburg  comes  down  to  the  SSth,  at  which  time  there  is  reason  to 
think  that  every  thing  was  quiet.  There  was  no  collection  of  militia 
or  preparation  for  force  calculated  to  di'^turb  the  public  traiujuillity,  and 
the  Governor  of  Ohio  had  not,  as  far  as  our  information  extends,  arrived  ; 
although  it  was  reported  that  he  had  commenced  his  journey  from  the 
seat  of  (iovernment,  in  company  with  two  of  the  State  commissioners  who 
had  been  appointed  to  make  the  survey.  The  other  commissioner  resides 
to  the  eastward  of  this  town,  and,  as  we  have  been  told,  and  believe, 
passed  through  it  on  his  way  to  the  place  of  meeting. 

From  Detroit  our  information  is  not  so  recent,  because  the  communi- 
catioD  by  the  way  of  the  lake  is  as  yet  but  partially  in  operation ;  but,  from 
all  we  can  learn,  preparations  are  making  in  that  quarter  for  active 
measures  with  rather  more  vigor  than  on  the  Ohio  side  of  the  line. 

The  pubKc  feeling  has  become  more  excited  upon  the  subject,  and  this 
circumstance  renders  it  highly  desirable  that  we  should  proceed  upon 
our  journey  with  all  possible  expedition.  Ouf  present  impression  is,  that 
we  shall  go  directly  to  Penysbnrg.   Due  examination  will  be  made  in 
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tile  cfHirse  of  the  daj  as  to  the  moBt  speedj  mode  of  conveyance,  and 
whatever  that  shall  be  found  to  be  we  purpose  to  adopt.  We  shall  keep 
this  letter  open  to  the  latest  moment,  to  add  the  result  of  this  investiga- 
tion, if  it  shall  be  terminated,  and  beg  leave  to  assure  you,  that  no  ex- 
pedient shall  be  left  untried  to  proiuote  the  rapidity  of  our  journey  aod 
accomplishment  of  the  just  wishes  of  the  President.

Sir:  We  have  just  landed  at  this  pkce  from  the  steamboat  in  which 
we  embarked  at  Cleaveland,  and  obtained  information  upon  which  we 
can  entirely  rely,  that  the  Governor  of  Ohio  arrived  at  Perrysbiirg 
last  night,  and  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan  at  Monroe  on  the 
night'  preceding.  We  have  also  received  information,  rendering  it  ex* 
pedient,  in  our  judgments,  that  we  should  proceed  to  Monroe,  without 
loss  of  time,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan* 
We  design  to  set  out  immediately  ibr  that  point,  and  shall,  as  soon  after* 
wards  as  circumstances  may  permit,  return  to  this  place,  on  our  way  to 
Perrv^sburp:.  We  arc  happy  to  add,  thit  no  collision  has  yet  taken 
place ;  though  we  cannot  help  regarding  our  arrival  here  to-night  as 
very  opportune.

Sir  :  After  our  last  communication,  on  the  3d  of  this  month,  we  pro- 
ceeded to  this  place, 'where  we  arrived  on  the  4th.  Our  original  inten- 
tion was  to  have  gone  to  Perrysbiu'g,  in  the  first  instance,  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  the  Governor  of  Ohio,  who  had  just  arrived  there ;  but  we  were 
induced  to  come  here  irom  learning  at  Toiledo  that  arms  to  a  considerable 
amount,  with  military  equipment  and  preparations  of  various  kinds,  had 
heen  concentrated  at  this  place,  where,  also,  the  acting  Governor  of  Mi- 
chigan had  arrived.  Toledo  being  a  part  of  the  disputed  ground,  Per- 
rysburg  the  town  in  Ohio  nearest  on  the  one  sulc,  and  Monroe,  in  this 
Territory,  on  the  other,  we  considered  oi-r  first  arriv;»l  at  Toledo  as  op- 
portune, since  it  enabled  us,  at  a  critical  season,  to  visit  and  confer  wiih 
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either  party,  as  circumstances  might  point  out.  Before  leaving  Toledo 
we  addressed  and  furwurdcd  to  Governor  Lucas,  at  Perr^sburg,  a  note  of 
which  a  copy  is  enclosed,  marked  A. 

As  Boon  as  we  got  here,  we  waited  upon  Governor  Maaon  and  pro- 
ceeded to  exeente  our  instructions.  We  assured  him  that  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  President  to  interfere  in  the  ^question  of  boundary  be-  , 
tween  Ohio  and  Michigan,  which  he  disclaimed  all  right  to  do  authorita- 
tivelj ;  nor  was  it  even  his  intention  to  say,  in  the  present  state  of  the 
controversy,  which  party  had  right  on  its  side.    His  sole  anxiety  was, 
that  neither,  whether  right  or  wrong,  should  resort  to  a  mode  of  settle- 
ment never  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  our  Government,  and  not  to 
be  anticipated  but  with  the  strongest  and  most  unqualified  disapprobation. 
We  meant,  of  course,  the  employment  of  force.    Kesting:  on  this  broad 
principle,  we  endeavored  to  make  it  impitissive  by  the  reasoning  and 
illiisUation  that  belonged  to  it.    We  stated  it  to  be  the  President's  ex- 
pectation that  the  subject  would  be  finally  disposed  of  by  Congress  at 
their  next  session  ;  or,  if  not,  that  the  establishment  of  a  State  Govern- 
ment in  Michigan  might  soon  be  expected  to  place  the  Territory  upon 
the  proper  footing  of  equality  with  Ohio,  and  brins  the  c^uestion  between 
them  within  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  £e  United  States.  Un- 
der the  latter  head,  it  was  known  to  Governor  Mason  himself  that  an 
election  was  now  actually  pending  for  members  of  a  convention  for  form- 
ing a  State  constitution  within  the  Territory ;  and  under  the  former,  the 
deep  interest  which  this  boundary  question  had  assumed,  the  anxious  and 
full  attention  now  given  to  it,  perhaps  for  the  first  time,  by  the  nation  at 
large,  were  topics  to  which,  among  others,  we  adverted,  as  justifying  the 
belief  that  it  oould  not  fail  to  engage  the  effective  notice  of  Congress 
without  more  delay.    The  inconveniont  and  alarming  conflicts  of  local 
authority,  sprung  upon  either  border  almost  since  the  expiration  of  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  sremcd  of  themselves,  we  added,  suilicient  ' 
guarantees  for  the  tranquillizing  interference  of  that  high  and  superin- 
tending authority  at  the  cnilipst  day  practicable,  in  the  end,  we  put  into 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Ma&oa  a  tupy  of  the  letter  addressed  by  the  Attorney 
General  ul  the  United  States  to  the  Preside nt,  under  date  of  the  21st  of 
March,  presenting  some  of  the  views  of  that  ollicer  upon  the  matter  in 
dispute. 

without  recapitulating  all  tbat  was  said  in  reply,  it  ma^  be  sufficient, 
at  this  stage,  to  inform  yon  that  the  acting  Governor,  whilst  he  did  not 
admit  the  competency  of  the  United  States  to  touch  upon  the  rights  of 

Michigan,  did  not  hesitate  to  hold  a  coociUatonr  language  in  all  respects, 
declaring  that  it  was  his  intention  to  execute  the  duties  which  her  laws 
devolve  upon  him  in  a  spirit  the  most  forbearing  that  might  be  practica- 
ble, desiring  to  sooth  wherever  it  could  be  done,  and  never  to  irritate.  In 

particular,  he  gave  us  to  understand  that  no  step  whatever  would  he  taken 
by  him,  in  furtherance  of  what  ho  held  to  he  the  rights  of  Michigan,  until 
we  returned  from  our  interview  with  tlie  Governor  of  Ohio,  having  previ- 
CHsly  infonned  him  that  it  was  our  intention  to  ask  one.  Wt.  did  not,  at  this 
pt^riod,coraniiinir:ite  to  him  the  passage  of  your  instructions,  which  we  con- 
sidered binding  upon  him,  inferring,  from  their  language,  lliai  we  should 
best  meet  your  wishes  by  abstaining  until  we  had  seen  the  Governor  of 
Ohio,  It  ia  the  subUuce  which  we  have  stated,  ao  far,  of  our  conferences 
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with  Mr.  Mason,  rather  than  details^on  either  side,  which  we  do  not  deem 
essential  to  be  inserted. 

On  Monday  morning,  the  0th,  we  left  Monroe  for  Perrysburg. 
living  at  Toledo,  we  (bund  a  note  from  Governor  Lucas,  (lated  the  4th 
instant,  in  answer  to  ours  of  the  3d,  a  copy  of  which,  maiked  B,  we 
beg  leave  to  enclose.  The  6th  of  April  having  been  ihe  day  fixed  by  the 
seventh  section  of  the  act  of  Ohio  of  the  23d  of  February  last,  for 
electing  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  disputed  jurisdiction,  it  is 
proper  here  to  remaric  that  those  elections  had,  accordingly,  been  belM 
and  peaceably  concluded,  at  Toledo,  before  our  arrival  there.  The  com* 
missioners  of  the  State,  appomted  under  Uie  eighth  section  of  the  same 
act,  for  marking  oyer  a^ain  the  part  of  the  line  next  to  Lake  Erie,  were 
also  on  the  ground,  or  in  its  imipediate  neighborhood,  ready  to  proceed 
in  their  duty,  conscious  that  it  might  be  performed  without  molestation 
from  Michigan,  no  iiacts  or  appearances  of  any  kind  justifying  an  infer- 
ence to  the  contrary.  It  is  proper  further  to  state  that  we  were  apprized 
of  the  contonis  of  (  Jovcrnor  Lucas's  communication  to  yon  of  the  20th 
of  March,  through  the  copy  transmitted  to  us  after  our  (leparture  from 
Washington.  That  paper  reached  us  at  Cleaveland,  on  the  2d  of  April^ 
under  cover  of  your  favor  of  the  26th  of  March. 

The  unequivocal  declarations  which  it  contained,  that  the  act  of  Ohio 
would  be  carried  into  effect,  w^rc  inauspicious,  under  some  aspects,  to  the 
purpose  of  our  missions,  yet  we  did  not  the  le^s  anxiously  strive  to  exe- 
cute it,  according  to  the  just  and  conciliatory  sentiments  of  the  President. 
We  got  to  Perrysburg  on  the  night  of  the  6th,  and  were  receired  by  ' 
Croyemor  Lucas  with  a  cordiality  and  friendliness  to  which  we  were 
fully  sensible,  and  which  were  continued  by  himself  and  suite  as  lon^  as 
we  remained.  We  entered  on  our  conference  with  him  by  repudiating, 
on  the  part  of  the  President,  all  idea  of  interference  with  the  independent 
rights  of  Ohio  ;  nor  was  it,  we  said,  as  we  had  already  said  to  the  actin^^ 
Goremor  of  Michigan,  his  intention,  in  the  existing  state  of  the  contro* 
yersy,  to  pass  upon  the  rights  of  either  party.  The  sole  object  of  our 
journey  was  to  represent  his  doep  and  friendly  soliritude  on  the  occasion, 
bringing  into  view  the  deplorable  consequences  which  might  ensue  if 
the  respective  claims  of  the  parties  were  to  be  asserted  in  what  seemed 
to  be  the  spirit  of  recent  preparations  on  both  sides — consequences  deeply 
affecting  the  interests  of  all,  and  fixing  upon  our  political  institutions  an 
indelible  stain. 

These  ideas  we  extended  in  the  manner  which  seemed  to  be  contem- 
plated by  the  spirit  of  your  instructions.  We  stated,  as  to  the  acting 
Goyemor  of  Michigan,  4he  President's  expectations  that  the  subject 
would  be  finally  disposed  of  by  Congress  at  the  session  approaching. 
We  alluded  to  the  memorial  of  Ohio  to  that  body  in  IdS I, respecting  this- 
boundary,  recalling  the  fact  that,  in  the  year  succeeding,  an  act  passed 
for  taking  the  necessary  obseryations  preparatory  to  its  adjustment,  which ' 
act,  already  complied  with  in  part,  was  still  in  regular  course  of  execu- 
tion, and  by  the  terms  of  new  appropriation  under  it,  might  be  confi- 
dently expected  to  reach  its  consummation  in  December  of  the  present 
year;  n  consideration  that  seemed  to  strengthen  all  the  other  motives  for 
pnii5iTi>z;  until  tiien.  Wc  expressed,  respectfully,  the  hope  t])at  Ohio 
having,  in  her  elections  of  the  preceding  day,  as  Well  as  in  the  incipient 
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ineaBures  quiedy  permitted  for  marking  her  line,  witnessed  the  unobstruct- 
«d  asaertioii  of  her  sovereigotj  and  her  dignity,  as  she  understood  each^ 
might  now,  with  the  less  scruple,  consent  to  pause ;  that,  whatever  the 
sincerity  and  zeal  of  hot  own  conviction  of  her  right,  which  we  were 

not  romp  to  debntf ,  there  were  not  wanting  unlii  ipod  judgments  that 
werelbrced  to  clissont;  and  that  to  the  equally  sincere  conviction  which 
Michigan  had  of  hers,  it  was  not  tu  he  disguised  that  she  superadded  pos- 
session, by  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction,  de/acto^  for  a  length  of  years. 
Such  was  the  general  nature  of  the  appeals  we  made,  enlarging  and  en- 
forcing them  by  others  to  which  they  led;  nor  did  we  omit  an  allusion  to 
the  obvious  fact  of  superior  power  on  the  side  of  Ohio,  which  would  give 
bnt  the  higher  character  to  her  present  forbearance,  by  rendering  it  im- 
possible to  misinterpret  its  motives. 

Governor  Lucas  replied  to  the  funeral  effect  of  his  paper  to  you  of  the 
SOth  of  March,  above  mentioned.  At  a  subsequent  stage  of  the  confer* 
ence,he  put  a  copy  of  this  paper  into  our  hands.  He  did  not  admit  that 
Ohio  had  any  controversy  with  Michigan.  The  act  of  Ohio  of  the  -SSd  of 
February  made  it  the  duty  of  her  Executive  to  give  effect  to  its  provis- 
ions :  this  he  roust  therefore  do,  but  he  earnestly  desired  to  do  it  in  the 
manner  least  exceptionable  to  Michigan.  The  commissioners  under  the 
act  would  be  obliged  to  run  the  line,  and  a  copy  of  it  wniiM  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  civil  officers  of  the  counties  adjoining,  with  instructions 
to  extend  their  jurisdiction  to  the  limits  tixed  by  the  act :  but  no  prepa- 
ration for  (klence  or  collision  had  been  made  by  Ohio;  she  had  called 
out  no  military  array,  intending  to  trust  to  the  civil  authority  for  the  re- 
dress of  offences,  should  any  be  committed  within  her  constitutional  limits, 
and  never  contemplating  any  other  resort,  unless  to  sustain  that  authority. 
Such  was  the  general  purport,  as  we  understood  it,  of  this  part  of  his  re- 
marks; but  we  also  understood  him  to  express  no  unwillingness,  bat  on 
the  contrary,  that  Congress  should  act  upon  the  subject,  and  he  seemed 
to  look,  as  we  did,  to  tne  great  probability,  if  not  certainty,  of  that  body 
taking  it  up  next  session.  To  the  stress  tiiat  we  laid  on  the  extreme- 
embarrassments  likely  to  result  in  the  mean  time  from  the  dash  of  juris* 
diction,  through  a  double  and  rival  civil  magistracy,  now  established  with-  . 
in  the  disputed  limits,  he  seemed  not  insensible,  and  expressed  an  ardent 
desire  to  mitigate  them,  as  far  as  might  be  practicable,  even  hinting,  if 
we  did  not  misconceive  him,  at  toleratinc;  a  divided  jurisdiction,  could 
that  be  possible,  until  Congress  should  meet,  in  order  to  keep  dou  n  the 
mischiefs  of  hostile  collision.  The  expression  of  such  sentiments  we 
took  at  least  as  indications  of  the  pacific  wislies  and  feelines  on  the  pact 
of  the  Governor  of  Ohio,  and  it  was  under  the  impression  of  them  that 
our  conferences  closed.  We  have  aimed  at  giving,  as  in  the  other  case, 
the  substance  of  them  rather  than  details ;  and  in  the  end,  we  handed  to 
him,  also,  a  copy  of  the  Attorney  General's  letter  to  the  President. 
Whilst  Governor  Lucas  held  to  us  a  language  thus  conciKatory,  it  was- 
apparent  diat  he  regarded  the  law  under  which  he  was  acting  as  manda- 
tory^,  leaving  him  no  discretion  to  dispense  with  any  of  its  essential  pro- 
visions. 

It  was  under  this  aspect  of  things  that  we  left  him,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  7th.  Although  we  desired  to  hasten  back  to.  this  point  with  all  ex- 
pedition, it  was  not  until  yesterday,  at  a  lat^  hour,  that  we  were  able  to 
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reach  it,  owing  to  the  state  of  the  roads.  We  immediately  renewed  our 
conferences  with  Mr.  Mason.  Satisfied  ihal  the  time  had  now  arrived 
when,  in  order  to  prevent  the  danger  of  force  being  marshalled  against 
force,  it  was  necessaiy  (o  impart  to  bim  your  preremptory  instructioo, 
we  proceeded  le  do  so,  after  we  had  iDformed  him  of  what  pass^  m  our 
interdew  with  Qe^vernor  Lucas.  We  accordingly  $aid  to  him,  in  distinct 
terms,  that  it  was  the  President's  direction  that,  under  no  state  of  ex- 
citement whatever,  must  he  resort  to  force  under  the  Territorial  law  of 
the  12th  of  February,  until  an  opportunity  had  been  a  Horded  to  Cong^ress 
to  consider  if  that  act  required  to  be  disapproved.  We  do  not  deem  it 
material  to  recount  the  conversation  and  discussions  that  ensued.  It 
will  be  sufficient  merely  to  state  that  he  informed  us  that,  under  this  in- 
struction, his  determination  wns  taken  to  resie;n  his  commission  into  the 
hands  of  the  President,  though  holding  him  in  8uch  exalted  respect ;  a 
determination  which,  in  fact,  we  understood  him  to  say,  had  been  aheady 
intimated  to  you  as  contingently  formed^  in  consequence  of  the  construc- 
tion he  had  put  upon  your  letters  of  tlie  i7th  and  19lh  of  March,  which 
pointed  to  a  similar  tliuugh  les&  absolute  in.sti  ucIkju.  Without  here 
.  stopping  to  inquire  how  far  that  construction  wa^  coirect,  we  expressed 
and  reiterated  our  regrets  that  he  should  ky  down  his  iiinetions  at  such 
a  moment  as  the  present,  rather  than  become  the  instrument  of  eSetduf 
public  good  by  acting  upon  the  President's  direction.  Bat  his  detecmi- 
nation  was  irrevocably  taken.  He  added,  dtat  he  would  remam  in  the 
post  until  a  successor  was  appointed,  during  which  interval  he  would  do 
nothing  to  thwart  the  President's  direction,  but,  on  the  contraiy,  do  all 
in  his  power  to  maintain  the  public  tranquillity. 

We  cannot  disguise  our  uneasiness  at  what  may  follow  from  this  state 
of  things,  thus  suddenly  superinduced  here.  The  whole  border  region 
is  under  strong,  we  may  say  violent  excitement.  Although  the  acting 
Governor,  whilst  still  holding  his  commission,  m  iy  abstain  Jrom  all  force, 
its  disastrous  effects  may  come  about  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
courts.  The  Terriiot  iai  law  subjects  to  sharp  penalties  those  who  take 
.  commissions  from  Ohio  within  the  disputed  limits.  Indictments  will  be 
found  against  them ;  the  acting  Governor  alleging  that  be  has  no  power 
to  control  that  operation  when  found,  process  under  them  can  only  be  ef- 
fectively  followed  up  by  a  resort  to  the  po$S€  eomUaius,  This  is 
obvioos,  under  the  circumstances  that  rage  here.  The  sheriff,  going  with 
his  jmsse  armed  into  the  inflamed  districts,  will  meet,  there  is  tpo  much 
reason  to  fear,  with  armed  resistance-  Conflicts  maj  thus  be  produced. 
It  will  be  military  array  in  effect,  though  not  in  fom  or  words.  These 
are  our  apprehensions.  It  is  bur  duty  to  state  thess,  and,  judging  by 
present  lights,  we  can  scarcely  state  them  too  strongly.  We  feel  it  to  be 
not  less  our  dutjr  to  strive,  by  incessant  expostulation,  to.  assuage  the 
angry  elements  around  us.  We  inculcate  mutual  forbearance  by  every 
appeal  to  the  good  s^n^c,  the  patriotism,  the  highest  and  dearest  interests 
of  both  sides.  Thf  s(!  are  counsels  that  we  intermit  neilhrr  hy  day  nor 
night,  using  them  wlieresoever  we  may  or  can;  yet  we  are  not  without 
forebodings  that  stiiie  is  at  hand. 

We  shall  consider  it  proper  to  remain  here,  or  at  some  other  point  in 
4ir  near  the  districts  menaced,  in  contiauatiou  of  our  labor  for  peaceful 
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'^'ou  also  of  events  that  may  transpire  ]  and,  m  the  mean  tune,  hare  the 
hmior  to  be,  with  great  respect,

Str  !  Our  last  letter  to  yon  was  wnttcn  tinder  circumstances  to  cause 
us  much  anxiety.  The  d'  tenuination  of  the  acting  Governor  of  this 
Territory  not  to  act  upon  that  part  of  your  instructions  which,  as  we  con- 
strued (hem,  peremptorily  pointed  to  the  preservation  of  the  public  tran- 
quillity, was  unexpected  :  and,  whilst  it  was  not  for  us  to  question  his 
motives, his  decision  produced  a  conjuncture,  leaving  us,  at  the  moment, 
under  a  difficulty  as  to  our  course.  This  feeling  was  increased  by  the 
^ct  that  we  had  thought  it  proper  to  intimate  to  Governor  Loeas  that 
force  wdnld  be'preliibiM  l»r  eairying  into  effect  tile  TerrilOfial  law  of  the 
19th  of  Febru  uy,  a»i«r  as  the  President  eould  eontrol  a  resort  so  objeo- 
tiovable  and  danoerow*  In  making  this  intimation,  we  bad  naturally 
built  upon  Mr.  Biason's  acquiescence  in  your  instructions.  The  direc- 
tion to  hiift  to  abstain  from  lx>rce  in  execution  of  the  law,  until  Con- 
'  ^ess  could  dttcnoine  whether  or  not  its  provisions  called  for  disappro* 
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Vdlj  could  be  viewed,  as  we  believed,  in  only  two  senses :  either  to 
prohibit,  absolutely,  the  least  use  of  military  force  proper,  or  to  guard 
against  the  employment  of  an  aimed  posse  whose  movements  might  alike 
lend  to  hostile  collision.  The  prohibition  of  the  former,  we  had  sup- 
posed would  be  clearly  reached  by  a  simple  direction  to  that  end,  and 
the  latter  virtually  effected  by  a  nonprosequi  upon  indictments  under 
the  doubtful  law,  or  otherwise  preventing  their  being  called  up — mea- 
sures that  we  had  also  supposed  might  flow  from  the  Executive,  on  good 
•cause,  without  any  assumption  over  the  independent  rights  of  the  Judi- 
ciary. 

But  our  chief  embarrassment  was  in  the  threatening  state  of  things 
.  coeval  with  Mr.  Mason's  determination.  Upon  this  we  touched  em- 
phatically, but  not  too  nmch  so,  in  our  last.  On  the  day  after  its  date, 
appearances  became  still  more  indicative  of  approaching  violence.  On 
the  day  that  we  wrote,  various  indictments  were  actually  found  in  the 
criminal  court  for  this  county,  now  sitting  in  this  town,  against  persons 
residing  in  the  disputed  limits,  for  accepting  commissions  under  Ohio, 
and  otherwise  lending  themselves  to  the  execution  of  her  laws.  To 
serve  the  process  under  these  indictments  seemed  likely  to  bring  on  the 
very  crisis  to  prevent  which  was  the  object  of  the  President's  solicitude. 
On  the  10th,  the  town  exhibited  a  scene  well  calculated  to  excite  alarm  : 
munitions  were  accumulating,  and  men  and  horsemen  were  assembling 
with  arms.  It  was  the  gathering  of  the  posse^  which,  with  all  the  con- 
comitant feelings  generated  by  the  whole  controversy,  seemed  to  every 
probable  anticipation  to  forbode  a  shock  that  would  be  marked  by  blood. 
Such  was  the  apprehension  of  many.  People  were  collecting,  and  every 
thing  seemed  at  a  stand,,  as  if  waiting  an  anxious  issue.  Under  this 
-emergency,  we  determined  to  make  another  appeal  to  the  acting  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Territory.  We  had,  it  is  true,  already  made  known  to  him 
_your  instructions  verbally,  yet  distinctly,  but  we  resolved  to  repeat  the 
^  duty,  and  in  writing,  that  it  might  be  done  the  more  solemnly,  and  be  of 
record.  We  accordingly  addressed  to  him,  on  the  10th,  the  note  a  copy 
.  of  which  is  enclosed,  (marked  C,)  and  which,  we  trust,  will  have  your 
approbation.  Another  motive  with  us  was,  that  we  considered  it,  in 
some  measure,  due  to  Governor  Lucas  to  lay  before  him  an  authentic  re- 
demption of  our  jiledge  that  the  President's  direction  would  be  inter- 
posed against  the  use  of  force  under  the  Territorial  law ;  and  we  knew 
of  no  better  mode  than  by  transmitting  a  copy  to  him  of  the  foregoing 
note  to  Mr.  Mason.  This  was  done  on  the  same  day,  under  cover  of  a 
note  to  him,  for  a  copy  of  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer  to  enclosure  D. 

Towards  the  evening  of  the  10th,  the  movements  of  the  posse  com- 
menced ;  it  went  eleven  miles  that  night — about  half  the  distance — and 
jLpproached  Toledo  yesterday  morning,  the  horsemen  entering  in  ad- 
vance, the  foot  halting  close  by  ;  the  whole  number  being  short  of  two 
hundred.  Happily  there  was  no  opposition.  The  inhabitants  of  To- 
ledo, a  smaller  place  than  this,  had  held  a  meeting  on  the  night  of  the 
10th  ;  and  although,  at  first,  an  armed  resistance  was  resolved  on,  it  was 
^terwards  abandoned — the  people  getting  certain  accounts  of  the  over- 
powering force  that  was  coming  upon  them.  It  is  due  to  Mr.  Mason  to  state 
that  he  did  all  that  he  could  to  secure  the  peaceful  service  of  the  process. 
A  deputation  was  sent  to  us,  from  Toledo,  for  advice  how  to  act.  We

•egaiost  a  counter  array  of  arnM.  We  shall  continue  this  counsel  to  both 
■aides ;  we  shall  urge  submission,  reeiprocallj,  to  the  process  of  each  ju- 
risdiction, when  once  issued,  in  order,  if  possible,  to  avert  bloodshed^ 
luntil  some  better  arrangement  can  be  adopted  for  accomplishing  a  resolt 
'30  desirable  in  the  anomalous  condition  of  this  agitated  community.  At 
'the  time  of  the  movement'upon  Toledo,  Governor  Ldcas  had  left  Pernrs- 
burg,  which  is  ten  miles  from  it,  for  Fort  Defiance.  What  may  be  his 
'COU!so  whon  he  he.irs  of  it,  we  are  unable  as  yet  to  say. 

Tlie  posse  retunii  d  yc^terdny  niternoon,  and  broke  up  anud.st  shouts. 
The  siicritf  was  the  legal  head  of  the  assemblage,  assisted  hy  one  or 
more  of  tlic  militia  oikers  of  the  Territory,  among  the  mounted  men^ 
acting  as  deputies. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  j)roces3  under  the  indictments  specified^ 
was  not,  after  all,  served  ;  ihe  accused  having  becreted  themselves,  or 
left  Toledo  ;  but  three  other  individuals,  against  whom  the  sheriff  also  had 
process  vnder  ordinaiy  breaches  of  law,  were  arrested  and  brought  here. 
.We  haye,  as  far  as  we  felt  at  liberty,  advised  that  these  persons  be  not 
•iried  at  the  jeourt  now  sitting ;  it  will  meet  again  in  October,  and  we 
think  it  will  be  best,  on  many  accounts,  to  postpone  the  trials  untfl  tben^ 
ihe  defendants  being  suffered,  in  the  mean  time,  to  go  at  large  on  baU. 

We  received,  yesterday,  an  answer,  dated  the  day  before,  to  our  note 
to  Mr.  Mason,  a  copy  of  which  (marked  £)  is  herewith  transmitted.  It 
is  open  to  commentary;'  but,  looking  to  the  spirit  of  our  instructions,  we 
feel  that  we  are  not  here  for  contestation  with  either  side,  but  to  work 
in  the  field  of  reconciliation,  and,  therefore,  do  not  desiprr!  to  frame  a 
reply  to  it.  In  particular,  we  might  advert  to  the  part  respecting  the 
letter  of  the  AUorney  Ger^oral,  in  which,  as  it  seems  to  us,  the  distinction 
is  lost  sight  of  between  some  of  the  legal  views  presented  by  that  officer 
and  an  act  of  public  administration  hy  the  Executive,  hot  designed,  for  ^ 
the  present,  even  to  pass  upon  those  views,  but  adopted  in  fcclin<:;s  of  ■ 
respect  for  both  parties,  and  under  anxious  solicitudes  to  maintain,  for 
€he  time  being,  the  public  order  in  a  ease  portentous  and  entangled,  until 
ibe  wisdom  of  Congress  can  decide  upon  it,  or  the  Pl^sident  himself 
.Ihinks  proper  to  take  other  measures.

The  undersis;ned  have  already  made  known  to  his  Excellency  Gov- 
ernor Mason,  in  verbal  conferences,  the  object  of  their  visit  to  this  por- 
tion of  our  common  country,  and  the  sentiments  which  they  were  in- 
.  ttructed  by  the  President  to  express,  In  relation  to  the  unfortunate  con-^ 
dilion  In  which  the  controversy  between  the  Territory  of  Michigan  and 
State  of  Ohio  is  now  placed.  They  will'  therefore  merel  v  repeat,  that 
as  respects  the  ri^ts  of  the  respective  parties,  the  President,  as  Chief 
Magistrate,  wishes  to  express  no  opinion  at  tlie  present  moment,  be* 
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fonu^  hfi  tonsidefs  it  a  question  peculiarly  prdper  for  adJustiiieBt  hy 
rCoDgireBSy  and  which  that  body  will,  at  its  next  session,  in  all  prolw- 
bilily,  examine  and  decide.    All  that  the  President  feels  himself  au- 
thorized to  do  at  present,  is  to  appeal  to  the  respective  authorities  of 
the  Territory  and  State,  to  enforce  their  claims  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  tract  of  land  whicli  both  allege  to  be  included  within  their  bounda- 
ries, with  such  a  spirit  of  moderation  and  forbearance,  that  violent  col- 
lisions may  be  avoided.    His  great  object  is  the  preservation  of  the 
public  peace.    Looking  to  the  preservation  of  domestic  tranquillity 
throughout  the  wide  region  of  the  United  States  as  one  of  the  chief 
motives  that  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Federal  GovernBient,  and  one 
of  the  cbqip^t  blestings  flowing  from  ito  «itiljiAm«iii|lie  feels  it  to  be 
an  impjBna^  doty  to  exert  bis  friendly  influence  with  bolii  th«  ftMee 
|p^^^|pptr9.yersy  under  oOQ^idemtiion,  86  to  eoleree  their  i^^eUve 
'^^g^iU1^o  9(vq»d  a  resort  toiiolenii^i^n  either  side.   Withoit  ad- 
yer^Uig  to  the  numerous  and  cogent  tnotires  by  which  sech  a  eoiurse  la 
^ecpmmendecli  and  which  the  undersigned  have  had  the  honor  to  express  in 
veihal  conferenees  hitherto,  it  becomes  their  duty  to  inform  bis  Excel- 
lency that  a  case  has  occurred,  to  the  consideration  of  whi<ih  they  af^- 
directed  to  call  his  attention  by  the  express  h  tter  of  their  instructions. 

The  Territorial  law  ol  Alic)ii<;dn  approved  On  the  12th  of  February, 
1835,  entitled  "An  net  to  j)reveiit  ili;  exercise  of  a  foreign  jurisdiction 
within  the  limits  of  the  Territory  of  Michif^an,"  like  all  other  acts  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  must  be  subject  to  the  revisal  of  Congress, 
although  valid  until  dissent  has  been  pronounced.    But,  as  it  is  a  crimi- 
nal law,  the  power  of  the  Governor  has  been  thought  competent  to  dis- 
pense with  its  operation,  either  in  whole,  or  in  part,  without  interfering 
.  yfjith  tl)e  exercise  of  the.  jttclieial  jkiwer  of  the  edorta.  The  vndersigncid 
^are  profoundly  a^isibley  that  there  enals  bo  tBootnUuig  power  lb  tite 
.^country,  eitherMnder  the  F0ideff»l  or  aif  State  GtomiUBen^todietate-toiite^ 
t  tribunals  of  justice  the  eoiine  to  be  tiursued.  The  stream  wUdi  fle^s 
'  from  the  .independent  exercise  of  judioial  fiiiietions  most  be  psnttflied 
to  hold  its  course,  unchecked  by  influence  or  unbiased  hf  powC^* 
J^yHftl^ftiSSS)  it  is  respectfully  submitted  to  his  ExeeUeney,  whether 
./there  cannot  be  found,  within  the  scope.of  his  powers,  a  mode  of  dis- 
pensing with  the  rigorous  punishments  of  a  criminal  law,  without  clash- 
ing with  any  co-ordinate  authority,  or  violating  the  spirit  of  our  institu- 
tions; and  if  so,  whether  it  is  not  expedient  to  pursue  that  course  in  the 
case  to  which,  as  they  have  just  said,  they  wish  to  call  his  attention. 

At  the  moment  of  writing  this  note,  indictments  exist  in  the  court 
now  in  session  in  this  place,  against  several  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
disputed  territory,  for  a  violation  of  the  Territorial  act  of  February 
12th,  1835,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  process  of  the  court  is  about 
to  be  served  with  a  Strong  arm.   It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  under- 
sigBed,  therefore,  to  make  Itndwii:  to  his  Ezeellencj  the  wish  of  the 
.FedeiM  Qofverankenttthafc  under  nus  state  ef  excitement,  sbonld  resort 
.)^p'had  to  force>  under  this  Territorial  law,  tinlil  an  opportunity  sBatl  be 
.aflbrded  to  Congress  toeouiider  if  that  ad  reqdires  to  be  disapproved. 
It  is  the  President's  expectbtion  that  the  subject  of  the  boundary  Ihie 
between  Michigan  and  Ohio  will  be  finally  disposed  of  by  Congress  at 
their  next  ses^iou ;  or,  if  not,  that  the  establishment  of  a  State  Govern- 
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ment  in  Mtclii^aii  will  soou  place  the  Territory  upon  the  proper  footing 
of  equality  with  the  State,  and  bring  the  subject  of  dispute  between 
them  within  the  provkloas  of  the  eonititbtion  of  the  United  Stitet. 

la  aaking  this  oommunioation^  the  undersigned  belieFe  that  they 
lm¥t  not  departed  from  the  attitude  which,  in  the  spirit  of  their  instnie* 
tioDS,  they  hare  aisnmed,  viz.  that  of  being  the  friends  of  both  parties, 
whose  rights,  interests,  and  honor  are  equally  cherished  by  the  Presi« 
dent;  and  they  confidently  trust  that  no  step  which  they  may  haye 
taken  Witt  he  found  adverse  to  sneh  an  impartial  position.  They  beg 
leave,  in  conclusion,  to  acknowledge  tho  fi  iendliness  with  which  they 
have  been  receivrd  by  his  Excellency,  and  to  request  him  to  accept  the 
assurance  of  their  high  consideration  and  esteem.

Sir  :  *We  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Excellency  that,  under  the  order 
of  the  court  now  sittinn:  in  this  place,  process  has  been  issued  against 
some  ol  the  uilml)itaiils  ol  the  disputed  territory,  wliich  is  abont  to  be 
enforced  by  the  sherift'  andposse  coinitatus,  'i'liis  step  has  probably  been 
resorted  to  in  consequence  of  the.  diibcuUy  of  effecting  an  arrest  Oft  the 
day  before  yesterday,  under  process  from  the  same  court. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  express  to  your  Excellency  how  painfully  we  con- 
template liie  prospect  of  the  use  of  force  upon  either  side,  or  to  recall  to 
jour  recollection  how  arduously  we  have  struggled  against  its  approach. 

lo  additton  to  the  knowledge  wbidi  you  personally  poeaees  of  our  ef- 
Jorts  to  . preserve  the  public  peace  on  hoth  sides,  and  to  satiaQr  yon  that 
they  have  not  been  relaxed,  we  take  the  liberty  to  endose  a  copy  of  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  acting  Governor  of  this  Tenitoiyy  for  jour  own 
io/orinatioD.

The  undersigned  has  had  the  honor  to  receive  the  note  of  Messrs. 
Pi!?h  nnd  Howard,  communicating  to  him  the  sentiments  which  they 
were  insti  u(  tpd  by  the  President  to  express  in  relation  to  the  controver- 
sy now  pending  between  Michigan  i  erritory.  a  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Stater  of  Ohio.  In  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  their 
jiote,  he  is  prompted  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  himself,  as  well  as  bj  the  dutf 
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^hich  is  incumbent  on  him  as  a  subordinate  officer  of  the  Governitient,. 
respoDttblo  to  the  President  for  his  official  tctS|  briefly,  though  respect- 
fuUj,  to  state  the  views  be  entertains  of  a  part  of  their  communicatioii. 

The  seotimeiits  of  the  President,  when  be  urges  the  necessily  of  Air** 
bearanee  bj  the  opposing  parties,  and  espressos  a  desire  that  acts  of  tio- 
ienee  may  not  occur  in  enlbrcing  the  laws  of  this  Territoiy,  no  one  can 
more  hi|^ly  appreciate  than  the  undersigned.  But,  in  a  Government 
where  respect  for  the  supremacy  of  the  laws  is  the  great  moral  obligation  • 
which  controls  and  goyems  society,  there  are  sometimes  considerations 
which  would  even  seem  to  justify  and  require  a  resort  to  measures  which 
are  not  usunlly  demanded  in  the  ordinary  administration  of  justice.  The 
history  ot  our  country  will  furnish  fcuch  instances,  although  it  is  %vith  \cp\- 
ings  of  pride  that  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  can  declare  tliat  those 
instances  have  been  rare,  and  tliat  when  they  have  occurred,  however 
great  they  may  have  been  been  ktlirst  to  the  misguided  intention  of  those 
originating  them,  the  iiiicllisrence  and  patriotism  of  the  American  people 
have  thus  far  preserved,  unstained,  the  purity  of  our  institutions,  and 
baye  sustained  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  country. 

The  controversy  between  Ohio  and  Michigan  is  one  of  the  cases  ai* 
luded  to.  It  is  stated,  that  as  respects  the  rights  of  the  parties,  the; 
President,  as  Chief  Magistrate,  wishes  to  express  no  opinion  at  the  pre- 
ient  moment,  and  all  that  he  feels  himself  authorized  to  do  at  the  present 
moment,  is  to  appeal  to  the  respective  authorities  of  the  Territory  and  State, 
to  enforce  their  claims  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  tract  of  land  which  both 
allege  to  be  included  within  their  boundaries,  with  such  a  spirit  of  mode- 
ration and  forbearance  that  violent  collisions  may  be  avoided."  With 
the  nnfei^jned  deference  and  respect  which  the  undersigned  should  en- 
tertain for  the  sentiments  expressed,  he  is  compelled,  however  mucli  he 
may  regret  it,  to  dissent  iVom  them.  It  is  fully  conceded  that  the  Presi- 
dent may  w  ell  appeal  to  the  authorities  of  Ohio,  to  enforce  their  claims  to 
jurisdiction  with  moderation  and  forbearance,  and  it  was  hoped,  and 
even  expected,  that  the  representation  of  the  views  of  the  Government 
through  so  high  a  source  as  that  to  which  they  have  been  intrusted, 
wonio  have  had  the  effect  to  have  ended  this  controversy,  brought  on  ana 
now  u»ed  by  that  State.  Michigan  is  guilty  of  no  usurpation  of  autho- 
rity. Under  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  legal  adviser  of  &e 
President,  she  is  {n  the  exercise  of  a  Jurisdiction  which  she  has  held  for 
thirty  years,  and  which  that  officer,  when  called  upon  by  the  President, 
declares  to  belong  to  her.  His  language  is,  *^that,  until  the  assent  of 
Consress  is  given  to  the  claim  of  Ohio,  it  must  be  considered  as  form- 
ing, le|^y,  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan.  Michigan  is  disturbed 
in  the  exercise  of  that  jurisdiction  ;  her  ofiBcers  of  justice  have  already 
been  resisted  ;  and  to  maintain  and  assert  her  rights,  it  is  respectfully 
asked,  what  does  the  Attorney  General  point  out  ag  the  power  of  the  Pre- 
sident, when  solicited  to  assist  and  protect  her  ? 

He  says  "  it  is  only  in  obedit  ru  e  to  the  constitutional  injuru  ti-ni  to 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  that  the  President  can  be 
authorized  or  required  to  interfere  in  any  of  the  matters  i^uvvin^  out  of 
this  controversy."  Are  any  acts  of  Congress  now  in  lorce  interfered 
with  by  the  course  pursued  by  the  authorities  of  Michigan  ?  None,  Ate, 
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any  acts  of  Congreis  now  in  force  interfered  with  by  tke  coime  paftoedT 
by,  the  autfaonties  of  Ohio  ?  The  Attorney  General  answers,  that,  in  hir 
opinioDi  ^^the  aets  which  provide  for  the  government  and  organization.  , 
of  the  Territory  of  Michigan  majr  be  thus  affected. It  is  unnecessary 
to  enumerate  these  laws,  as  you  have  the  opinion  before  you.  This  offi« 
eer  further  adds,  that  the  obstruction,  by  unarmed  individuals,  either 
singly  or  in  numbers,  of  the  process  and  orders  issued  and  made  by  the 
officers  of  Michigan,  would  probably  be  reached  by  the  22d  section  of 
tlie  act  of  thf  SiMh  AjTril,  1790,  'Tor  the  punishment  of  certain: 
crimes  against  till  I  riitrd  States."  An  attern])!  by  a  military  force,  ac- 
tually imbodied,  to  suppress  the  jurisdiction  ol  tlie  Territorial  oflBcers,. 
acting  as  they  do  nnder  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  in  the  disputed 
tract,  and  tu  iiKiiiitain  therein  the  exclusive  jui  ibiliction  ol  Oliio,  would 
expose  the  parties  concerned,  if  the  region  in  dispute  be  legally  a  part  of 
the  Territory  of  Michigan,  to  criminal  prosecutions  of  a  still  more  serious 
character.  It  cannot  be  disguised,  that  this  prosecution  would  be  Ibr 
treason.  He  had  previously  given  it  as  his  opinion,  that  the  tract  doea 
le^ly  belong  to  Michigan*  With  this  view  of  the  case,  can  a  compro- 
mise, involving  both  the  rights  and  honor  of  the  United  States  and  Mi- 
chigan, be  made  ?  Can  it  be.  asked  or  expected,  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
Ohio  can  be  recognised  to  any  extent  whatever,  or  can  that  State  be  per- 
mitted, by  the  Unite4  States,  to  assume  one  jot  or  tittle  of  jurisdictioik 
over  the  tract  claimed  by  her,  for  one  day  or*  one  hour,  without  con- 
siderin';  themselves  bound  to  repel  it  ? 

The  undersigned,  that  his  views  may  bo  fully  understood,  has  thuB 
gh'en  an  outline  of  the  unfortunate  controversy,  and  of  the  duties  re- 
quired and  rights  affected  by  its  prosecution,    lie  now  arrives  at  tliat: 
which  seems  to  La  the  main  object  of  the  note  of  Messrs.  Rush  and 
Howard. 

In  anticipation  oi  an  attenipt  on  the  part  of  Ohio  to  exercise  a  juris- 
diction over  the  tract  she  claims,  the  Legislative  Council  of  this  Terri- 
tory passed  a  law,  on  the  ISth  of  February,  1835,  making  it  a  criminal 
offence  "  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment  in  any  person  who  shall 
exercise  or  attempt  to  exercise  any  of&cial  functions,  or  shall  officiate  in- 
any  office  or  situation  within  any  part  of  the  present  jurisdiction  of  the 
Territory,  or  within  the  limits  of  any  of  the  counties  therein,  as  now 
organized,  by  virtue  of  any  commission  not  derived  from  the  Territory 
or  its  laws,  or  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States ;  and,  also^ 
subjecting  to  like  prosecution  and  punishment,  any  person  residing 
within  fhr  limits  of  Michigan  who  shall  accept  of  any  office  or  tiust 
from  any  State  or  authority  other  than  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  or  Territory  nf  iMichis^an."  It  seems  to  be  desired  by  those  ^vho 
have  the  administration  of  the  General  Government,  that  ihi^  law  siiould 
not  be  enforced,  and  the  undersigned  considers  himself  called  upon,  as 
the  Executive  of  the  Territorial  (iovei  nment,  to  prevent  its  execution. 

In  answer  to  this,  I  must  again  refer  to  the  opinion  of  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  President.  In  speaking  of  the  act  of  the  Council  of  February 
IS,  18d5,  he  remarks:  ^Itis  true  Congress  have  the  power  to  annul  anv 
law  of  the  Terrftoiy,  but  until  so  annulled  it  will  be  obligatory  on  all 
persons  within  the  Hmita  of  the  Territory,  Unless  repugnant  to  Uie  con- 
stitution of  the  United  State8,'or  the  acts  of  Congresi^  applicable  to  the 
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TerritQf}'.  The  a^t  of  Michigan  does  not  appear  to  me  to  bo  liabW.I^ 
ai|T  such  objectipn,  and  I  must,  therefore,  deem.it  a  valiii  law."        i  n 

It  may  not  be  unjmportant  to  remark  that,  every  act  upon  our  statute> 
*  book,  civil  and  criminal,  may  yet  be  annulled  by  Congress  ;  and  if  the 
fact  tliat  Congress  may  annul  an  art  of  the  Trrritory,  be  an  argument! 
*  requiring  the  suspension  of  proceediugs  uudijr  ih(  rji,  then  may  the  Ter- 
ritorial Government  cease  until  the  next  Congress.    But  because  the 
power  does  exist  in  Congress  to  annul  at  its  pleasure  any  Territorial  a^t, 
it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  Congress  will  exercise  it,  unless  a  law  of 
the  Territory  be  "  repugnant  to  the  coualttution  of  the  United  States,  or 
the  acta  of  Congress  applicable  to  the  Territory."    The  act  of  Febru- 
ary  12th is  liable  to  ^o  such  objection.,,  Iiideed,  had  it  existed,  Coitgies^ 
wpuld  have  annulled  ij^at  their  l^t  session,  when  brought,  before  them: 
by  the  delegate  from  Michigan,  in  the  dueussion.  of  idiis  very  eontrovei^. 
Bj,   Its  existence  was-then  known  to  Congress,  and  t^e. objections  made, 
to  proceeding  under  it  now  cannot  be  considered  valid.    The  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  declares  the  law  to  be  obligator^'  upon  all^ 
persons  within  the  limits  of  Michig^,  and  where,  it  is  asked,  exists  the 
power  to  prevent  its  operation  ?    It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  ptQ* 
ceedings  against  individuals  residing  in  the  disputed  tract  did  not  origi- 
nate under  the  act  of  February  12th,  and  that  those  are  the  proceedings,, 
of  the  Judiciary  and  not  the  E.rcculivc.    The  undersigned  fully  con- 
curs in  the  just  sentiment  lexpressed  by  Messrs.  lUisb  and  Howard,  that 
there  exists  no  controlling  power  in  the  country,  either  under  the  Fede- 
ral or  State  Government,  to  dictate  to  ilie  tribunals  of  justice  the  course 
to  be  pursued  ;  and  with  this  iiiin  conviction,  he  cannot  interfere  in  the 
execution  and  enforcement  of  the  act  of  February  12lh,  by  the  Judiciui 
department  of  the  Government. 

The  suggestions  are  submitted  for  his  consideration  that  as  the  act 
in  question  is  a  criminal  law,  the  power  of  the  Governor  has  been 
tliought  competent  to  dispense  with  its  operation,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  without  interfering  with  the  exercise  of  the  judicial  power  of  the 
courts;  and  whether  there  cannot  be  fouud  within  the  scope  of  hiff- 
powers  a  mode  of  dispensing  with  the  rigorous  punishments  of  a  ccin^ 
mat  law,  without  clashing  with  any  co-ordinate  authority.''  Coming  aa 
these  suggestions  do  from  a  source  that  entitles  them  to  his  most  delibe- 
rate reflection,  the  undersigned  lias  carefully  weighed  them  in  his  mind, 
and  has  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  there  exists  in  the  Executive  no 
power  or  authority  to  suspend  the  operation  of  tliis  law,  even  should  he 
desire  it.  Its  execution  in  all  respects  rests  with  the  courts.  The  Ex- 
ecutive will  not,  it  is  hoped,  be  called  on  to  act  until  after  roin  idion  in 
all  prosecutions  under  it;  and  then  he  can  only  be  appiuaelied  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  pardoning  power.  "When  that  period  ari  ivcs,  each  prosecution 
will  form  an  individual  case,  and  must  be  determined  on  from  the  iacta 
then  submitted  to  him.  He  need  not  ad^,  that  it  cannot  be^deaired  or 
expected  that  the  (jlovemment  of  the  Tepitotj  would  exercise  the  re* 
movine  power  to  prevent  the  enforcement  of  this  law.  Such  an  exten* 
sion  of  power  would  be  an  act  of  Executive  usurpation  and  tyranny,  and 
would  be  placing  every  department  of  our  Government  within  the  dear 
potic  control  of  a  single  officer.  With  «uch  views  and  opinions^  the  tin* 
dersigoed  is  constrained  to  saj  he  has  no  right  to  suspend  the  operation 
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of  the  act  of.  February  IS,  1835.  If  he  eould  suspend  the  opeiytioa.  of, 
this  act,  it  might  be  asked  what  law  of  the  T^itoiy  would  not  be  under 
his  control  whenever  the  Territorii^  Executive  should  will  it.  If  the.  ^ 
autliQiities,  in  executing  the  law,  shopld  use  force,  it  is  not,  it  is  conceived^ 
his  province  to  control  them.  The  officer  obeying  the  order  of  the  court, 
must  exercise  his  discretion  in  the  for^^  he  deems  requisite  to  assist  him ; 
if  he  abuses  that  discretion,  lie  is  then  responsible  to  the  proper  depart- 
ment of  Government.  The  (Governor  nf  the  Territory,  it  i;^  tbouo;ht,  has 
no  connexion  with  the  (  nforccment  ol  the  law,  until  called  upon  by  the 
proper  anlkotiLies  lor  the  assistance  the  laws  place  at  his  command. 
When  tliat  period  unhappily  arrives,  it  will  be  hi^  duty  to  detei  iuiiio  the 
course  he  will  pursue  ;  and  in  so  dojng,  it  may  not  be  uninjjKtr  taut  to 
mefiiion,  lor  the  considei ation  of  Messrs.  Rush  ami  liowanl,  that  the 
powers  and  duties,  of  the  Governor  of  Michigan,  in  the  execution  of  the 
laws,  are  understood  to  be  the  same  as  those  o/  th^  President  under  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States. 

The  undersigned  regrets  that  this  question  has  ever  been  hi!ou|^t  be- 
fore him.  He  yields  to  none  in  his  attachment  to  the  Preridentt  To 
the  wishes  of  that  individual  he  feels  private  considerations  which  would 
induce  him  tp  yield,  even  when  those  of  a  public  character  should  fsil. 
But,  at  present,  he  is  warned  by  the  solemn  oath  under  which  be  aets« 
and,  in  obeying  its  injunctions,  must  be  the  guardian  of  his  own  honor 
and  integrity.  Should  the  determination  of  the  civil  authorities  to 
assert  the  jurisdiction  of  Michigan  lead  to  bloodshed,  the  undersigned 
would  deplore  b  u  h  a  calamity,  and  in  bis  res^ret  would  recollect  the  loss 
of  national  reputation  which  would  be  incurred.  But.  amidst  the  gloom 
,  of  tilt  moment,  Michigan  will  consider  the  honor  and  reputati m  she  has 
staked;  and,  in  their  preservation,  she  OdAUot  regard  the  sacritices  by 
which  it  is  to  be  accomplished. 

The  undersigned,  with  sincenty,  must  express  the  isatibiactiun  he  has 
derived  from  his  short  connexion  with  J^essrs.  Rush  and  Howard ;  and 
a}sp  returns  them  his  cordial  acknowledgments  for  the  disinterested  feel- 
ings which  they  baye  expressed  ia  behalf  of  ichigan,  as  well  as  their 
kindness  to  himself. 

In  conclusion,  he  would  repeat  what  h6  has  verbally  made  known  to 
them,  that  he  is  not  only  willing,  but  anxloVA  to  afford  them  every  assist- . 
ance  within  his  limited  power,  to  enable  them  to  accomplish  the  desirabhi- 
objects  of  their  mission;  and  he  aviMls  him^^l^  ^  ihis  occasion  to  assure 
ihem  that  he  is,  ,

instant,  induced  tis  to  leave  Monroe  the  day  before  yesterday,  and  comer 
to  this  place,  as  part  of  the  disturbed  region,  and  nearer  to  other  parts 
,that  may  become  the  theatre  of  disorder.  Oo  our  arrival  here  we  found 
every  thins  quiet,  and  siyi  cbntinues;  but  we  are  forced  to  saj  that  it  is 
ihe  quiet  that  has  succeeded  consternation,  for  such  we  collect  to  hare 
been  the  feelings  produced  by  the  events  described  in  oiir  last.  We  are 
informed  that  fully  one-half  of  Uie  men  of  business  belonging  to  the 
place  have,  for  the  present,  left  it,  and  an  equal  portion  from  among  some 
other  classes.  Unable  to  distinguish  an  array  of  armed  men  on  norse-* 
back,  raised  and  equipped  for  enforcing  the  court's  process  under  the 
Territorial  act  of  the  1 2th  of  February,  but,  apparently,  marshalled  and 
commanded  like  trof>ps,  from  any  other  effective  force  under  arms,  the ' 
inhabitants  in  the  inte  rest  of  Ohio,  or  a  portion  of  them,  appear  (o  have 
fled,  as  from  an}  olhcr  vis  major,  and  sought  temporary  concealment,  or 
residence,  we  know  not  where,  but  probably  within  the  acknowledged 
limits  of  Ohio. 

On  our  a})j}roach  to  this  place,  we  found  an  impression  existing  that,, 
in  addition  to  what  liad  already  liappened,  the  actin;^  Guvenior  of  Michi- 
gan intended  to  obstruct,  by  force,  the  running  or  retracing  of  the  line 
by  the  commissioners  of  Ohio.   This  would  be  so  contrary  to  your  in* 
structions,  and  was  so  opposed  to  the  tenpr  of  the  sentiments  expressed 
by  Mr.  Mason,  as  we  understood  and  reported  them  in  our  number  four, ' 
that  we  could  not  give  it  credit;  neveitheless,  the  point  was,  in  onr^ 
jadement,  so  important,  from  the  probable,  if  not  inevitable  tendency  of 
sach  obstruction,  to  prepare  the  way  for  reaction  by  arms  from  Ohio,  that 
we  could  not  reconcile  it  to  our  duty  to  remain  passive  under  what  we  ' 
heard.    We  accordingly  thought  it  proper  to  write  a  note  to  Mr.  Mason 
as  soon  ns  we  arrived  here,  adverting  to  the  apprehension  which  existed, 
and  nixnin  distinctly  impartint^  to  him  your  instructions  that /orcc  was? 
not  to  be  used.    A  copy  ot  this  note,  dated  the  1 1th  of  March,  marked 
F,  is  enclosed.    We  deemrd  it  right  to  apprize  Govet  iior  I^ucas  of  this 
step,  by  sending  liim  a  copy  of  the  note,  under  cover  of  one  addressed  to 
himself  of  the  same  date  ;  a  copy  of  which,  marked  G,  is  also  enclosed. 

Governor  Lucas,  by  the  n>ost  recpnt  informal  ion  we  have,  was  still  at 
Fort  Defiance ;  probably  with  a  view  to  measures  for  running  the  part  of 
the  line  in  that  direction.  In  the  mean  time,  though  every  thing  is  for 
the  moment  tranquil  at  the  spot  whence  we  write,  it  may  be  well ' 
imagined  that  accounts  of  what  took  place  on  the  11th  will  be  mak- 
ing their  way  into  Ohio.  The  actual  terror  produced  by  a  line  of  mounted 
and  armed  men  entering  this  town,  under  circumstances  to  silence  oppo- 
sition, was,  it  may  be  supposed,  considerable;  but  the  narrative  will 
doubtless  be  amplified  and  exaggerated  as  it  passes.  Already  there  are 
rumors  from  Ohio,  which,  althouffh  we  cannot  vouch  for  their  truth  or 
accuracy,  co!ne  to  us  in  a  shape  tnat  forbids  us  wholly  to  disregard  them. 
They  aif,  that,  on  tliis  very  day,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  General 
Bell  to  Bri;j::t(k;  Quartermaster  Robert,  of  the  17th  division  of  the  militia 
of  Ohio,  public  arms,  from  Sandusky,  are  to  hp  sont  to  Perrysburg,  and 
that  a  huadi  cd  cavalry  are  also  ordered  out,  is  pi  t  paratory  counteracting 
measures  of  force,  bhould  the  ( oui [ui^sionerb  dl  Ohio  be  resisted.  It  is 
painful  to  us  to  communicate  such  rumors,  hut  we  feel  that  wt  e.innot 
withhold  them.   We  shall  continue  to  watch  events  with  an  anxiety  pro- 
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portionate  to  what  we  know  to  be  the  conciliator}*  wishes  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  be  ready,  at  a  moment,  to  repair  to  any  point  where  we  think 
there  may  be  the  best  hope  of  giv  iDg  them  tiictu

The  undersigned  present  their  respects  to  Mr.  Mason,  and  beg  leave 
to  wj  that  since  parting  from  him  this  morning,  they  have  found  an  ap- 
prehension existing  in  this  quarter  that  forcible  obstruction  will  be  inter- 
posed hy  the  authorities  of  Michigan,  in  case  of  attempts,  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  Ohio,  to  run  the  line.  However  satisfied  the  undersigned 
themselves  mBj  at  present  be  that  this  apprehension  is  unfounded,  they 
feel  that  they  would  not  fully  discharge  the  duty  which  the  President 
has  devolved  upon  them,  if  they  did  not  again,  and  distinctly,  make  it 
known,  as  his  desire,  that  force  be  not  used,  the  authorities  of  Michigan 
abstaining  until  some  other  and  better  mode  can  be  adopted  by  Con^^es^ 
or  the  Judiciary  for  adjusting  the  bourKhu y  question. 

In  thus  repeating,  in  this  form,  the  President's  desire  to  Governor 
Mason,*  whicli  an  anxie  ty  to  fulfil  their  instructions  as  agents  for  main- 
taining the  public  peace  impels  ihem  to  do,  they  gladly  avail  themselves 
of  the  ui  iHH  luiiity  of  tendering  to  him  assurances  of  their  high  consid- 
eration and  esteem.

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[No,  7.]  Toledo,  April  23,  1835. 

Sir  :  We  still  TTinain  ]icrc,  (liinking  it,  under  present  circumstances, 
the  place  at  which  we  are  likely  to  command  most  opportunities  for  car- 
rying into  effect  the  great  object  of  your  insfnirtions.    Things  are  still 
tranquil ;  but  we  are  bound  to  add,  that  the  rumors  adverted  to  in  our 
last,  of  piepai  atory  measures  on  the  part  of  Ohio  for  supj>urting  her  com- 
missioners in  running  the  line,  prove  to  be  well  founded,  substantially. 
What  amount  of  force  she  will  call  out,  wti  cannot  say  from  any  pretise 
information  that  has  reached  us ;  but  some  arms  have  actually  arrived  at 
Penrsbui^  from  Sandusky,  and  som^  men  are  assembled.  That,others 
will  tc^ow  we  are  assured,  thqugh  we  know  not  as  yet  how  many.  Thejr 
are  intended,  our  informatton  further  adds,  merely  a^  precautionary,  and 
on  no* account  to  be  used  unless  the  commissioners  be  attacked  by  anned 
men  from  Miebigan,'or  otherwise  forcibly  obstructed.    From  all  that  we> 
can  learn,  we  hav^  reasons  for  ^oferring  that  thi9-will  probably  not  be 
done,  if  intended  to  be  done  at  alt,  until  the  commissioners  reach  the. 
part  of  the  line  opposite  to  Tecumseh,  in  the  Territorif^  county  of  h^- 
nawee.    Thus  far,  therefore,  no  shock  has  taken  place,  and  we  venture 
to  indulge  the  hope  that  our  constant  and  earnest  expostulations  to  both 
sides  to  practise  jnoderation  and  iVfi  bearance,  may  not  have  been  without 
some  eiieci,  by  which  time  has  been  gained,  and  the  door  kept  open  to  re- 
ceiving a  communication  from  you,  when  you  may  deem  it  necessary  to, 
favor  us  with  one.    In  this  vocation,  we  wiii  coritinuc  to  labor,  though, 
as  yet,  we  dare  not  flatter  ourselves  that  we  have  dune  more  than  gain 
time.    The  commissioners,  it  is  believed,  commenced  the  business  of 
running  the  line  on  Monday  last,  at  the  northwest  qxtromity  of  the  State, 
unless  prevented  by  the  unusually  bad  weather  which  ha#  prevailad/ 
Baggage  wagons,  with  tents,  were  i^  attendance,  and  their  whole  e^iir* 
pany  amounted  to  about  thirty,  a  portion  of  them  haying  firearms. 

It  is  proper  to  mention,  that,  since  the  date  of  our  last,  we  left  this  plM^ 
on  a  destination  westward,  either  for  Fort  Defiance,  where  we  min^hare 
hoped  to  see  Governor  Lucas,  or  else  to  the  commissioners,  as  our  presence 
at  the  one  or  other  point  might  have  seemed  to  hold  out  any  promise  of 
being  useful  under  approaching  danger  of  collision.  But,  on  getting  as 
far  as  Maumee,  we  met  with  some  of  the  authorities  of  Ohio,  and  obtain- 
ed information  that  the  Governor  w  as  about  to  leave  Fort  Detiance,  if  he 
had  not  already,  and  iiiii;ht  be  expected  at  Perrysburij  to-morrow,  or  on 
Saturday  :  and  that  matters,  for  the  present  at  least,  as  iar  as  their  knowl- 
edge apd  belief  extended,  were  tranquil  on  the  line.  We  therefore  re- 
turned yesterday  to  this  station,  as  seeming  the  best  lor  us,  under  exist- 
ing circumstauecs  J  but  it  is  our  presept  intention  to  go  to  Perrysburj^ 
on  Saturday.  w,  .  .  f 

One  object  of  GoTemor  Lucas  in  retuminc  there,  probably  is^  that' he 
may  be  in  that  town  on  Monday  next,  when  fie  court  is  to  open  for  Woodf 
county,  in  Ohio.  Should  process  issue  from  that  tribunal  apiost  anj 
person  or  persons  in  the  interest  of  Michigan,  and  living  withw  the  dis* 
puted  limits,  we  shall  use  every  dissuasive  in  our  power  against  an  anned 
resistance  to  it,  or  resistance  of  any  kind.  Having  urged  that  course 
upon  the  oiti/(  ns  in  the  interest  of  Ohio  who  live  on  the  debatable 
ground,  when  process  was  served  upon  them  from  the  court  of  Monroe 
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doari  ty ,  i  Q  If iehf  And;  ttfeemtf  to  belong  to  the  equal  tenorof  our  insthi^tfoiSs 
tbit  we  ahooM  do  toe  same  in  tbe  correlatiTe  cases  that  may  occur  under 

inrocess  from  the  court  in  Ohio.  By  this  reciprocal  but  temporary  submtssioii 
to  the  precepts  of  a  double  jurisdiction,  each  side,  when  before  the  court 
fileading  to  the  jurisdiction  to  which  it  objects,  neither  need  be  asked  to 
mrrender  rights,  and  the  public  peace  might  have  a  chance  of  being  pre- 

eerved.  At  nl!  o vents  we  can  only  repent,  that,  in  (he  present  erabar* 
ra?^cd  and  iu)vcl  cf;ndi(ion  of  thincs  hero,  ihis  appe:\rs  to  us  n  better 
csourse  than  ronllicts  between  multitudinous  and  rival  }insscs-^  with  arms 
in  their  liands,  that  could  scarcely  fail  to  end  in  bloodbli' d  and  other 
alarmiDg  violations  of  public  order;  and,  therefore,  we  continue  to  urge 
it,  until  further  apprized  of  the  President's  determinations.

Sin :  We  did  not  go  to  Perrysbufg  on  Saturday,  a  torrent  of  rain 
that  fell  the  night  preceding,  accompanied  by  snow,  having  rendered  the 

road  nearly  impn«;sable  ;  but  we  went  yesterday  to  Port  Miami,  in  the 
nerghhoThood  of  Perrysburg,  where  we  found  Governor  Lucas.  We 
were  in  conference  with  bitu  a  large  part  of  the  day,  and  returned  at 
night. 

Our  special  object  in  seeking  this  conference,  was  again  to  make  vvcvv 
earnest  appeal  to  him  that  might  be  allowable,  and  that  your  instructious 
contemplated,  against  the  use  of  force  a»  a  mtans  of  executing  the  law 
of  Ohio  of  the  23d  of  February.  But  the  moment  of  our  ai  rivai  was  in- 
iittj^picious,  and  it  is  now  our  iatf  to  announce  a  crisis  which,  unless  the 
ttih§BB  Cbaf  have  led  to  it*  can  be  reiboyed,  may  be  the  forerunner  to^ 
#hiiidable  etils. 

At  rin  eftriy  hour  yesterday  Biomin|$,  General  Tavlor,  one  of  the  dhia 
cotMfti^ionefs,  arrived  at  Port  Miami,  bringing  information  that,  on  the 
^y  preceding,  which  was  Sunday,  the  commissioners  aind  their  attend- 
)ints  were  broken  in  upon  by  armed  men  from  Michigan,  and  attempts 
li)ade  to  seize  them.  The  entire  party  of  the  commissioners  amounted^ 
at  this  time,  to  about  twenty,  consisting  chiefly  of  wagoners,  chainbear- 
ers,  and  the  other  necessary  or  voluntary  a«^si':tants  to  the  commissioners 
in  performing  their  duty.  Being  Sunday,  ihvy  h:\d  suspended  their  work^ 
and  were  at  rest  in  a  couple  of  houses  near  the  line.  The  precise  num- 
hcr  of  the  assailants,  Cleneral  Taylor  could  not  state,  but  reprcM  titcd 
tiiein  as  in  consi(lcr:d)lo  force,  computing  those  ia  reserve  with  those  \s  \u) 
came  up  liiounted,  aiul  all  armud.  The  commissioners  were  unarmed, 
though  some  of  the  party  luid  guns,  and  retreated  before  an  uvurpowcjin^ 
force,  which  was  said  also  to  be  addressed  by  words  appropi  ialc  to  a 
military  array.  Firing  was  heard  by  General  Taylor,  and  the  impressioa 
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was  strong,  when  we  first  reached  Port  Miami,  that  lives  had  been  l<wt. 
In  the  after  part  of  the  day,  however,  the  two  othr  r  commissioners,  Mr. 
Patterson  and  Mr.  Seely,  arrived  in  the  neighborhood,  and,  hy  their 
Accounts,  it  appeared  that  this  calamity  had  not  happetied.  But  ,i  very 
deep  sensation  was  produced  by  the  occurrence  amona;  thf  niilitia  of 
Ohio,  to  the  amount  of  between  four  ami  fn  e  hundred,  now  assembled  at 
Port  Miami  or  its  vicinity,  as  a  contingent  protection  to  the  commission- 
ers, in  case  of  their  being  forcibly  interrupted.  The  inroad  upoii  them 
was  on  that  part  of  tfie  line  which  is  nearly  opposite  to  Tecumseh.  Eight 
4>f  the  party  were  captured  and  taken  off,  the  remainder  having  eflfeetei 
^eir  retreat,  as  well  as  the  oommiasioners.  .^m.'  . 

'  The  aboye  is  a  summary  of  the  leading  particulars  of  the  transaettODy 
as  they  were  yesterday  represented  to  us*  It  is  highly  probAble  that  Uie 
assailants  were  accompanied  by  a  sheriff,  who  had  writs  for  arresting  the 
commissioners  under  the  penal  law  of  Michigan ;  but  we  could  learn 
nothing  of  this,  although  we  made  inquiry.  The  tumult  of  the  scene 
may,  very  naturally,  have  left  those  who  escaped  from  it  in  ignorance  of 
some  of  its  incidents ;  but  its  character  of  violence,  and  its  result  in 
drivin^j  lor  tfie  present,  ilie  commissioners  from  the  line,  will,  there  is 
too  much  K  ;isnn  to  apprehend,  cause  a  powerful  excitement  in  Ohio. 
Their  citizens  will  he  apt  to  regard  it  as  actual  force  against  the  commis- 
sioners, whatever  the  form  of  its  organization.  Supposing  the  sheriff  to 
have  been  present  with  leiral  process,  no  previous  attempt  to  serve  it 
peaceably  had  been  made  ;  and  the  resort  to  armed  men  beloie  any  other 
mode  was  tried,  will,  too  probably,  strengthen  the  predisposition  on  the 
side  of  Ohio  to  confound  it  with  an  act  of  force.  Nor  can  it  be  discuised 
that  the  execution  of  writs  in  this  manner,  will,  in  the  highly  inflamed 
state  of  feelins  now  existing  throughout  Michigan,  end  in  converting  a 
large  part  of  the  population  into  armed  masses,  stimulating  each  other  bj 
activity  and  movement,  and  incapable,  when  in  movement,  of  self-con- 
trol. The  law  itself,  by  being  thus  made  to  minister  to  political  and  per* 
sonal  passions,  will  be  changed  into  an  engine  for  prostrating  that  publie 
order  which  it  is  its  great  end  and  aim  to  secure. 

Whilst  the  moment  of  our  arrival  seemed  inauspicious  at  first  to  the 
appeals  w  e.  designed  to  make  to  General  T.ucas,  we  nevertheless  did  not 
neglect  them.  On  the  contrary,  we  respectfully  but  zealously  urged  upon 
him  that  the  very  feeling  produced  by  the  scene  described,  furnished  new 
and  the  highest  motives  to  forbearance;  lest  such  a  state  of  feeling,  un- 
less prudently  dealt  with,  should  become  productive  ot  consequences  that 
all  might  have  reason  to  deplore.  We  had  much  and  anxious  conversa- 
tion on  this  head,  and  we  owe  it  to  Governor  Lucas  to  say,  that  he  de- 
precated, as  sincerely  as  we  could  do,  the  horrors  of  prospective  stiife, 
and  that,  before  parting  from  him,  we  were  happy  to  receive  the  assu- 
Tance  that,  for  the  present,  there  would  be  forbearance  on  the  side  of 
Ohio,  thougb  no  time  was  specified.  But  to  gain  amy  time,  is,  as  it  strikes 
us,  under  all  the  circumstances  existing  here,  important,  since  it  leaves 
an  opening  for  us  to  receive,  thorugh  you,  the  President's  determinations 
on  all  that  we  have  hitherto  reported,  and  now  report,  though  we  should 
have  no  warrant  for  savinir  that  a  delay  of  more  than  a  few  days  can  be 
counted  upon.  Tt  is  proper  we  should  add,  in  regard  to  Governor  Lucas, 
that  he  continues  to  say  that  the  line  must  be  run  to  its  assigned  itmit^ 
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now  ftboat  ooe-half  reaehed  ;  that  this  is  a  duty  which  the  law  of  the  State ' 
lias  imposed  upon  him ;  and  that  the  forcible  expulsion,  as  he  considers  it, 
of  the  eorartiissioners  from  the  ground  on  Sunday,  will  oblige  him,  when 
their  task  is  resumed,  not  to  let  it  be  done  but  under  a  force  from  Ohio 

adequate  to  their  defence  and  protection. 

In  the  menacing  postuie  in  which  the  ,event  of  Sunday  lins  placeci  the 
public  peace  along;  the  border,  we  would  instantly  rej)aira^am  to  the  act- 
ing Governor  of  Michigan,  to  urge  tiie  exertion  of  liis  power  or  inHuence, 
directly  or  indirectly,  as  either  might  be  fitly  interposed,  towards  main- 
taining it ;  but  the  failure  of  our  past  endeavors,  distinct  and  repeated  as 
they  have  been,  both. oral  and  written,  leaves  us  nothing  to  hope  from 
«ieb  a  step,  his  own  views  of  his  dutj  being  different.  We  understand 
that  he  has  reeentlj  been  at  Teeumseh,  and  that  be  is  now  probably  at 
Detroit. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written,  we  have  been  honored  with  jovx 
despatch  of  the  20th  of  this  month.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us, 
that  the  course  which  the  President  desires  to  see  pursued,  is  one  which 
we  have  hitherto  been  earnestly  inculcating  upon  both  parties,  viz.  sub- 
mission to  the  legal  process  of  each  other.  But  it  is  with  deep  concern 
we  have  to  say  that  there  is  now  no  likelihood  of  a  temporary  and  peace- 
ful compromise  on  this  l)asis.  We  have  reason  to  think  that,  on  the  side 
of  Ohio,  there  would  be  this  submission,  except  as  to  an  arrest  of  her 
commissioners.  We  coixie  to  this  conclusion  from  our  conversations  with 
Governor  Luc  is  \  i  lerday,  in  acldiuon  to  those  we  held  before;  for  we 
again  and  zealously  iliiatetJ  on  that  topic.  But  we  have  no  reason  to  think 
that,  on  the  side  of  Michigan,  submission  would  take  place  in  any  case. 
Our  information,  on  the  contrary,  as  far  as  it  goes,  leads  us  to  believe  that 
it  would,  in  all  eases,  be  resisted.  The  duty  of  retraeinj^  the  line  is  one 
whieb  Governor  Lueas,  as  we  just  intimated,  views  as  indispensable  toi 
be  performed,  the  law  of  Ohio  dlowing  him  no  discretion ;  and  this  is  the 
^bar  to  submission  to  proeess  against  the  commissioners,  as  it  would  pre- 
vent the  line  being  retraced  at  all.  It  is  the  determination  of  Miobigao 
that  it  shall  not  be  retraced ;  and  she  has  now  taken  the  resolve,  if  we 
lightly  understand  it,  of  perpetual  and  effective  interruption,  if  her  power 
be  sufficient.  Here  is  the  great  clash.  Consequences  of  the  most  alarm- 
ing nature  are,  we  fear,  fast  approachin'^;  under  it,  and  that  none  of  our 
present  powers  will  enable  us  to  ward  otl.  It  fills  us  whh  uneaRinoss  to 
write  thus,  hut  \i  has  become  a  painful  duty.  Even  the  mutual  submission 
to  le^al  process  in  all  other  respects,  it  seems  would  now  avail  notliing, 
as  long  as  iMichi^  in  is  resolved  that  the  line  shall  not  be  retraced,  Ohio 
Aot  conceding  this  point. 

There  is  another  impediment  in  the  way  of  submission  to  process  on 
'each  side,  which  must  be  explained.  We  have  been  asked  by  the  in- 
Jiabitants  of  Toledo,  for  example,  when  recommending  this  course  to  them, 
-wiiether  we  coul^  aaj  that  the  legal  proceedings  would  not  be  followed 
jup  with  a  rigorous  enforcement  of  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  laws 
«f  the  State  and  Territory  respeetivelj.  We  think  we  could  answer  ia 
the  negative  for  Ohio,  but  not  for  Michigan.  The  acting  Governor  of  tb* 
latter  has  said  in  his  note,  of  which  we  transmitted  a  eopy  with oui*'num* 
ber  5,  that  he  hopes  be  will  not  be  called  upon  to  exercise  the  pardon- 
ing power  until  after  conviction ;  and  that  then  each  case  must  stand 
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*  tn  Its  own  merits.  CftisediiB,  therefore,  siding  wHh  Ohio,  who  have  be- 
*  eome  liable  to  iodictments  under  the  TerritoriallaW)  feel  relactant  at  sub- 
mitting to  process  that  might,  in  the  end,  bring  upon  them  sharp  and  ig- 
nominious punishment.  They  hence  claim  the  protection  of  Ohio/which 
Governor  Lucas,  whilst  matters  remain  as  at  present,  considers  himself 
hound  to  afford.

Sir  :  The  importance  whleh  we  cannot  help  attscfaing  to  the  contents 
of  our  last  letter,  indncesos  to  write  agpdn,  although  as  yet  no  fresh  event 

has  transpired. 

We  have  heard  occasionally  sonir  further  pr^rticulars  of  the  inroad 
YIpon  the  commissioners  on  Sunday;  but  they  do  not  appear  to  atfect  in 
essential  points,  the  account  we  gave  of  it,  as  fii^t  le  arned  at  Port  Miami. 
We  understand,  from  one  of  the  captured  persons  who  was  liberated  and 
has  since  pssseil  through  this  place,  that  the  sheriff  was  present,  and  had 
writs  against  the  commissioners;  also,  that  there  was  firing  towards  some 
of  the  party  whilst  retreating,  though  no  ball  took  effect.  He  added  that 
the  firing  was  ftot  under  the  dkection  of  the  sheriff^  hut  by  order  of  an 
officer  of  mOttia,  whose  word  directed  the  movement  of  the  array ;  a  fact 
'  (bat  we  mention  as  tending  to  illustrate  our  previous  apprehensions  of  .the 
irregularities  stid  ihk  that  will  be  likelj  to  attend  Ae  service  of  proceto  fnr 
^  armed  associations  now  at  ready  call  in  Michigan.  Before  our  atrf- 
VAl  in  this  quarter,  it  is  known  to  you  that  arms  had  been  coheenthited^ 
and  orders  issoed  to  the  militia  of  the  Territory ,  wttfa  the  declared  purpose 
of  forcible  6ppos^ion  to  the  running  of  the  line ;  and  although  these  were 
stopped  by  your  letters  to  the  acting  Governor,  followed  up  by  onr  arrival, 
fhe  p^s■.9<^s•  Ikivc  succeeded  to  the  preparations  and  go  forward  with  the 
military  machinery  previously  arranged  with  a  different  design.  Hence 
these  pofsesy  springing  from  a  military  root,  arc  enabled  to  operate  with 
military  effect. 

By  accounts  that  we  received  to-day,  we  are  led  to  tlunk  it  pro- 
bable that  Governor  lAicas,in  the  emergency  now  existing,  meditates  the 
convocation  oi  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  ;  under  the  impression,  as  we  in- 
fer, that  the  efficient  protection  of  the  commissioners,  when  they  shall 
iresume  their  task,  may  require  a  larger  force,  and  heavier  appropriations 
titen  he  would  choose  to  summon  or  to  authorize  withont  the  previous 
tfanetion  of  tliat  hody.  He  hinted  at  such  an  intention  when  we  saw  hmi 
*n  Monday. 

VVe  had  not  supposed  that  the  running  of  the  line  woulddecide  any  poiot 
of  right  a^^ainst  Michigan,  but  that  the  whole  (]U(  siion  would  still  be  as  open 
as  ever  to  the  deliberations  of  Congress  or  the  decision  of  the  Judicianr. 
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if,  therefore,  nf>  rcFist  ^nce  were  made  to  tliut  iiK^asure  by  Micbiizan,  and 
mie  conciliatory  course  laid  down  in  your  despatch  to  us  of  the  20th  of 
AprO  oould  be  pur8ued>-^tit6aeh  side  sulMftk  to  tbe  legal  process  of 
tlie  other — we  hxte  rekatm  to  Bank  that  a  peaeefoland  amicable  compro- 

might  be  ii^Mled.   But  our  last  will  haW  apprized  you  of  the  ob« 
vtadles  to'thfB  eoifse,  and  w<)  are  eompelled  to  add,  tbat  our  poweis  at 
present  fall  short  of  any  other  basis  of  adjusbMfnt.  ' 
•  We  understatid  that  all  the  captives  hare  been  liberated  o& bail,  ^^ept 

who  determined  to  remain,  that  his  friends  in  Ohio  may  have'  an 
opportunity  of  deciding,  if  they  think  fit,  how  far  the  question  of  juris- 
diction may,  in  his  person,  he  hroiic:ht  before  some  proper  court,  by  habeas 
corpus  or  otherwise.  We  have  no  reason  to  think,  bowever,  that  such  a 
step  as  this  would  interfere  with  other  measures  tliat  {)\\io  may  contem- 
plate, sinre  the  expulsion  of  her  commissioners  from  the  line,  and  her 
beiiet  that  Michiixan  intends;  to  adopt  the  same  mode  of  expulsion  should 
they  appear  there  a <>;aiii.

Oo/^ne  erenii)^  of  the  lit  msi^nt'Y^^e'c^ived  a'nqte  ff-qm  the  actiug 
iGovernor  of  .Micht^iV  datjed  at  Mdnroe^qn  that  day,  i|i  which  he  sti^tos 
that,  iftl^e  autborities  ofl  Ohio  wpald.be  satisfied  with  ruoaiDflL  the  linei 
unattended  by  any  other  atteoipt  ^o  extend  the ^jurisdictio)!,  the  author- 
ities of  Micbigab  would  interpose  no  abstacles  to  the  measure.  AlsQy 
that,  for  the  pjorpose.  of  giving  to  the  controrersy  a  judijsial  character, 
be  would  deliver  over  to  the  judiciary  of  .Ohjo  s^ny  individual  Governor 
Lucas  might  demand  under  the  act  of  Congress;  it  being  conceived,  as 
he  also  .^(ates,  that  the  courts  are  (he  only  tribunals  competent  to  decide 
the  quciitioD  of  right.  iL  is  added,  l)y  Mr.  Mason,  that,  in  making  the 
former  piupusition,  he  does  not  exercise  an  oihcial  power,  but  "acts 
merely  us  the  organ  of  that  whicti  he  conceives  to  l)e  public  opinion  in 
Michigan."  A  copy  of  bis  note  is  enclosed,  marked  II. 
,  Although  from  our  past  couumhuiccs  with  Governor  Lucas  we  naturally 
anticipated  dissent,  oo  his  part  from  this  ^jropoeition,  owing  to.  the.'uatox^ 
of  the  Ohio  law,  we  immediately  determined  to  lay  it  before  him,  not  as 
officially  liiadfe  b|r  the  acting  Governor  pf^^qbi^an,  (a  pourse  which  the 
t^rms  of  bis  note, excluded,)  but  as  sometliing  that  we  felt  authorised,  on 
his  benalf,  to  offer.  We  answered  tbp  note  at  once,  (see  Enclosure  I ;] 
and,  oD  the  fdUowi^g  morning,  at  .aa  earl^  hour,  repaired  to  Port  Miami, 
yfh^re  Governot  Lucas  stiU  was.  H,e  i;eceived  us  as  liitberto ;  but,  oh 
submitting  the  preposition  in  question,,  he  gave  us  to  understand  that  his 
-assent  w  as  irapractijiabie,  frpm  iJ^e  cause^aUu^ed  to  i  .th^  law.  of.  Ohio 
left  him  no  discretion.        *       '         .  \  '  .  ,      .   -    .  . 
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"^He  DOW  informed^uS'thtt  tJie  foretbie  mtonrapHon,  at-lw  «oii8ideredft9 
of  the  oomflilflsiooerSf  whilst  engaged  in.  niniuBg  the  lioe,  bad  produced 
Jn  crisis,  leqiuiiDgv  in  his  opinion,  a  new  course  of.  proceeding,  and  that 

^he  had  accordingly  come  to  the  determination  to  call  together  the  Legisr 
lature  of  Ohio,  that  the  whole  case  might  be  submitted  to  that  body-; 
that,  in  consequence  of  that  determination,  he  was  Qfi  the  eve  of  leav-

Solicitous,  ourselves,  in  the  highest  degree,  to  become  instrumental 
toward^  war4ipg  off  iiirtber  strife,  under  what  we  so  well  know  to  be 
the  coneiliaiory  wishes  and  feelings  of  the  President  towards  both  par- 
ties, we  oould  not,  fifler  reeeivtng  the  above  eoumunieation  from  Gov* 
emor  Lueas,  let  the  subject  drop,  more  espeeially  as 'this  extra  convoca* 
tioa  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  appeals  to  be  expanding  the  affair  into 
greater  magnitude  than  it  has  perhaps  jet  assumed;  we  aecordingly. re- 
opened it  on  some  of  its  fundamental  principles  under  our  institutions^ 
and  had  much  and^anxious  conversation  with  the^Govecnor,  in  presence 
of  the  commissioner?^  and  others  of  his  suite  who  were  in  attendance. 
Portions  of  the  conversation  covered  ground  (hat  had  been  gone  over  in 
former  interviews;  but  as  this  was  probably  the  last  we  micbt  have 
with  him,  and  as  since  fhose  of  a  formor  dnte  we  have  been  enlitj;htened 
and  strengthened  in  some  of  our  views  by  your  despatch  of  the  20th 
of  April,  we  deemed  it  best  to  have,  if  jwssible,  a  precise  and  final  un- 
derstanding of  the  terms  upon  which  a  temporary  and  peacelul  .ii  i  ange- 
picnt  of  the  unhappy  dispute  might  still  take  place.  To  ihis^  end  after  a 
variety  of  rematks  and  suggestions,  that  may  ^ow  be  left  out  of  View, 
we  enumerated  the  points  fbUowing  those  which,  4mder  the  diffieuV 
tics  that  encompass '  the  caSe^  seemed 'to  ns  on  the  whole  most  likely  to 
effect  the  arrangement  so  much  to  be  dciijlred.  ' 

1 .  The  commisisi'oners  of  Ohio  to  mark  the  line  without  moleMation  or 
hindrance  by  eoy  process  of  a  public  character,  or  by  troops,  oir  ib  any 
6th er  manner.  Should  individuals  incline  to  bring  actions  of  trespass 
against  them,  all  reasonable  efforts  to  be  made  to  dissuade  them  from 
this  course. 

2.  Should  the  inhabitants  of  the  disputed  territory  be  willing,  for  the 
sal?r?  of  present  peace,  io  submit  to  legal  process  issuing  from  the  courts 
of  Ohio  and  Michij^an,  it  is  understood  that  the  Executive  authorities 
will  intimate  to  the  prosecuting  officers  their  wish  that  all  indictments  or 
recognisances  louiided  upon  the  Territorial  act  of  the  12th  of  February, 
and  act  of  Ohiq  of  the  23d  February,  shall  be  continued  from  terta  to 
term. until  the  termination  of,  the  next  session  of  Congress  ;  and  in  case 
the  c|uestion  of  jurisdiction  shall  by  that  time  be  decided,  either  by  Con- 

fress  or  the  Supreme  Court,  aH  aueh  Indictments^  on  both  sides,  shall 
e  quashed.  .  '  • 

3.  Every  reasonable  facility  to  he  aflbided  towards  bringing  the  qoea- 
tion  before  the  Judiciary.  '  s

After  reooBiMiiding  these  pMiits  to  adoption  ia  tKe  best  BMimer  we 
oouki,  we  were  ^ad  to  heer  Governor  Lucas  say  that  he  wonld  consider 
Umib,  mder  all  the  drcnnifltaAces,  ae  perhaps  laying  the  best  ground 
Ihet  was  (iraeticabie  for  a  temporary  arranftement ;  and,  although  he  had 
no  autiiority  to  ptedoe  the  State  to  one  tl>at  might  be  founded  on  them, 
he  would,  as  £3ir  as  depended  on  himseif,  be  entirely  disposed  to  earry  it 
into  operation.  In  regard  to  the  third  point,  it  is  right  to  mention,  since 
it  applies  to  one  of  the  overtures  in  the  note  of  the  acting  (iovernor  of 
Michigan,  that  Governor  I  Jjras  informrd  tis  that  process  had  aheaffy 
been  served  by  the  jinar.«li:il  of  Ohio  upon  two  trespassers  on  the  public 
lands  within  the  disputed  limits,  with  the  ♦^xpress  design  of  bringini:  (l  o 
boiindarv  ijuestion  before  the  district  court  oi  the  United  States iii  Oiiio. 

In  order  to  fomniaiirl  ilu'  opportunity  of  efVecting  an  uiiaiediate  com- 
promise on  the  foregoiii^  basis,  ii  it  could  be  done,  wc  took  the  liberty* 
to  express  to  Governor  Lueas  a  hope  that  he  might  be  able  to  delay  his 
depertnre  until  to^ay,  by  which  time  "we  might  hear  what  the  aeting 
Goremor  of  Michigan  said  to  it,^tit  he  alleged  hie  obligation  to  set  oot 
for  Coinmbiis  forthwith.  We  then  asked  if.  the  commissioners  could 
Botusmain.  To  this>he  replied  that,  having  suspended  for  the  present 
^ir  ffroeeedings  under  the  event  thet 'had  oeeerred,  they  too  would 
have  to  go  away. 

We  got  back  to  this  place  in  the  aAer  part  of  the  day,  and  lost  no 
time  in  writing  to  Mr.  Mason  by  the  mail  of  that  night.  We  made 
known  to  him,  in  the  distinct  manner  in  which  they  are  recapitulated 
above,  the  terms  upon  whicli,  as  far  as  depended  on  Governor  Lucas, 
ail  iin  angement  for  avoiding  further  rnllisions  at  present  nii'^bt  r>ow,  as 
we  thought,  be  entered  into.   A  copy  ot  our  note,  marked  K,  is  tnidoscd. 

An  answer  to  it  reached  us  this  muniuiii,  dated  y«.'Sterday,  a  coj)y  cf 
which  is  also  enclosed,  maiked  L,  liy  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  terms 
are  totally  declined.  It  is  thus  thai  the  effort  has  ended.  Wc  regret  the 
more  the  decision  of  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  a§  it  had  seemed 
to  U8.that4beterma  suggested  were  in  accordlmce  with  the  spirit  and  in- 
tention of  thq. President's  views,  imparted  in  your  despatch  of  the  80tb 
4>f  April :  we  mean,  particularly,  the  terms  indicated  in  the  second  point| 
that  contemplate  submisston  by  both  parties  to  legal  process ;  and  that 
might,  if  acceded  to,  havb  been  some  guarantee  of  temporaty  harmony  to 
this  distracted  border,  until  Congress  or  the  Judiciary  could  pass  upon  the 
dispute.  What  other  mode  of  intermediate  adjustment  can  now  be  dc* 
vised  that  may  prove  leSs  objectionable,  under  the  intrinsic  difficulties 
that  br?et  the  case,  will  of  course  be  for  thr  con«5!doration  and  decision 
of  th(  ['r  esident,  there  being  none  oth^r  which  it  falls  wilhia  our  present 
•ompeience  or  powers  to  hold  out. 

We  have  learned  that  Governor  Lucas  commenced  his  journey  to  Go- 
lumbiis  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  that  the  portions  of  Ohio  militia  col- 
lected at  Port  Mi.Hiii,  or  near  it,  bad,  by  his  order,  returned  to  their 
homes.  The  commissioners  have  also  gone.  In  this  position  of  things, 
it  k  now  our  intentbn  to  leave  this  place  on  onr  returii.  There  will  at 
least  be  an'interval  of  tranquillity  along  the  line,  by  the  absence  of  causes 
that  could  disturb  it;  and^  lervently  do  w$  htype  that  some  mode  may  yet 
be  fallen  upon>  ier  seouring  it  permanently.  We  have  anxiously  and  con*  ' 
jtMtly  labored  to  prom^  prediqiesitlon  to  peace  in  both  parties,  and  not 
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1m  to  iaiiMe  them  Ivith  a  sense  of  wlwt  we  eorselves  so  full/  belie/lred 
lo  be  the  eonciliatoiy  and  just  feeling  of  the  General  r-Cioreninient  to- 
wards both.   On  a  review,  we  would  indulge  the  h^pe  that. our  labors 

have  not  been  wholly  useless.  When  first  arrived  in  this  quarter,  we 
had  too  much  ground  for  thinking  that  the  risk  of  bloodshed  was  immi- 
nent, and  daily  increasing ;  but  the  actual  catastrophe  has  happily  not  jet 
fallen  upon  the  hind,  whose  institutions  are,  so  far,  saved  from  this  stain, 
and  the  friends  of  freedom  from  the  shame  and  grief  it  would  oeoasion, 
happenujii  amon*^  a  race  chiiminij  as  their  great  characteristic  to  live  under 
a  (jovennneni  oi"  order  and  law.  Moreover,  we  would  hope  that  our 
presence  at  the  scene  of  Vontroversy,  with  opporuinities  of  ready  access 
to  eaf  h  })  irty,  seconded  by  a  desire  to  estimate  impartially  the  purposes 
aiid  movements  of  each,  have  put  it  in  oui  ])ower  to  send  sucli  reports  to 
^jou  as  may  furnish  the  President  with  adequate  materials  for  acting  hence- 
forth,  under  all  the  aspects  of  the  case,  In 'such  a  manner  as,  in  his  judg- 
ment, may  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  good.  Nevertheless,  to  guard 
against  omissions  or  imperfections  in  our  written  comraiuitcations,  on  to- 
pies  of  80  much  gravity  and  importance,  drawn  up,  as  th^  sometimes 
unavoidably  have  been,  in  the  midst  of  interruption  and  other  local  bin- 
drances,  we  design,  one  or  other  of  us,  to  proceed  to  Washington,  that 
oral  information  may,  if  need  be,  come  in  aid,, under  your  inquiries,  of  all 
that  we  have  transmitted  in  writings 

We  deemed  it  proper  to  aj^prize  Crovernor  Lucas  of  the  decision  of  the 
acting  Gove?  nor  of  Miclii^an  upon  the  plan  of  compromise  that  had  been 
suggested,  and  have  done  so  by  a  note,  of  which  we  enclose  a  copy^ 
marked  M.

Sir  :  Having  stated  in  our  letter  of  yesterday,  that  we  would  proceed 
to  Port  Miami  this  morning,  we  accordingly  did  so ;  and  found  (iovernor 
Lucas  just  ahoiit  to  return  to  Columbus,  for  the  purpose  of  convoking 
the  Legislature  of  Ohio.  In  conference  with  him,  we  suggested  the 
basis  of  rtdjustment,  as  we  found  it  stated  in  your  note,  viz.  that  the 
lino  should  lio  run  without  further  molestation;  it  being  understood,  that 
Ohio  would  waive  all  claim  to  present  jurisdiction  over  the  land  in  dis- 
pute.  Governor  Lucas  declined  to  accede  to  this  arrangement,  upon 
the  ground  that  it  was  as  much  his  duty,  under  the  law  of  the  State,  to  * 
extend  the  jurisdiction  as  to  retrace  the  line ;  and  he  had  IherefofO  i» 
pow<er  to  agree  to  such  a  propositfoB^  ftlnoerely  anxieM  to  disetfer 
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8one  mode  of  eztriMtiiig  the  contraTenj  from  the  dlffionlties  wfaicfa 
•mtound  it,  we  then,  after  some  further  conversation,  suggested  the  UA* 

lowing  as  the  basis  of  adjustment,  viz. 

1st.  The  cODuntssioBefB  ef  Ohio  to  mark  the  line  without  moiestation 
or  hiudranee^  bj  any  process  of  a  public  character,  or  by  troops,  or  in 
anj  other  manner.  Should  individuals  incline  to  bring  actbos  of  tres* 
pass  against  them,  ail  reasonable  efforts  to  be  made  to  dissuade  ^em 
Irom  this  course. 

2d.  Should  the  inhabitants  of  thp  disputed  territory  he  willin*;,  lor  the 
sake  of  present  peace,  to  subnut  tt)  Ic^gil  process  issuing  from  the  rourts 
of  Ohio  and  Michigan,  it  is  understood  that  the  Kxecutfve  autliuiiues 
will  intimate  to  the  prosecuting  otBccrs  their  wish  that  all  indictments 
or  recognisances,  founded  upon  the  Ternloi  ial  act  of  12th  February,  and 
act  of  Ohio  of  23d  Fcbruaiy,  shall  be  continued  from  term  to  term,  un-

It  is  useless  to  enter  upon  a  written  explanation  of  points  which  have 
so  often  been  discussed  in  conversation  ;  and  we  will  content  ourselve3 
widi  saying,  that  if  any  temporary  arrangement  tliorl  ol  an  exclusive 
jurisdiction,  will  satisfy  Michigan,  the  above  appears  to  us  to  be  as  little 
objectionable  as  any  we  ^e  capable  of  devising.  Any  answer  with 
which  jou  may  favor  us  will  reach  us  at  this  place,  and  be  eommuni- 
eated  to  Governor  Lucasi

^iR :  As  we  continur  to  feel  the  aame  degree  of  anxiety  Which  we 
have  heretofore  h^d  the  honor  to  express  to  your  Excellency,  lhat  the 
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difficulties  respecting  the  Ohio  boundary  may  be  adjusted  without  a 
resort  to  force,  we  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  yesterday,  whilst  at 
Baltimore,  we  received  instructions,  under  date  of  May  9th,  from  the 
Department  of  State,  which  had  been  directed  to  us  at  Toledo,  but,  not 
arriving  at  that  place  until  after  oui*  departure,  had  been  sent  to  our^ 
residence. 

It  occurred  to  us  that  a  pfirt  of  those  instructions  might  be  still  appli- 
cable to  the  existing  posture  of  affairs,  and  that,  therefore,  it  might  be 
proper  for  us  once  more  to  write  to  you  ;  but  being  just  about  to  leave 
that  city,  for  the  purpose  of  surrendering  to  the  President  the  exercise 
of  the  trust  with  which  he  had  honored  us,  we  were  obliged  to  postpone 
this  communication  until  to-day,  after  our  arrival  here.  Hereafter,  we 
shall  no  longer  have'the  honor  of  addressing  you  on  this  subject. 

The  following  is  part  of  the  instructions  to  which  we  have  alluded  : 

"  Without  particularly  adverting,  on  this  occasion^  to  the  several  mat- 
ters presented  in  your  communication,  the  President  recommends,  through 
jou,  that  the  civil  authorities  on  both  sides  should  at  once  give  up  the 
idea  of  a  resort  to  force,  and  dismiss  the  poase  and  the  military  escort; 
that  as  neither  the  running  of  the  line  by  Ohio,  nor  the  continued  exer- 
cise of  jurisdiction  by  Michigan,  can  affect  the  rights  of  either  party,  or 
have  any  influence  on  the  final  decision  of  the  question  in  controversy, 
the  persons  employed  by  Ohio  to  run  the  line  should  be  permitted  to  do 
so,  and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  process  under  the  laws  of  Michigan 
should  be  permitted  to  be  served  upon  them  without  resistance.  If  the 
authorities  of  Ohio  will  consent  that,  after  the  line  shall  have  been  tun, 
further  proceedings  shall  be  suspepded  until  Congress  or  the  Federal 
Judiciary  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  of  acting  on  the  subject,  you  are 
authorized  to  give  the  President's  assurance  that  his  constitutional 
power  shall  be  exerted,  as  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  any  pun- 
ishment being  inflcted  upon  those  who  have  been  or  may  be  engaged 
in  running  the  line,  or"  aiding  persons  so  engaged,  or  who  may,  by  ac- 
cepting office  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  have  rendered  themselves  liable 
to  the  laws  of  Michigan ;  and  he  will,  in  the  mean  time,  advise  the  act- 
ing Governor  of  Michigan  to  direct  tliat  the  peaceable  running  of  the 
line  may  not  be  interrupted.'?  .  • 

Having  heretofore .  avoided,  both  in  our  oral  and  written  communi- 
cations with  you,  all  reference  to  the  merits  of  the  controversy,  it  is  not 
deemed  necessary  to  do  more  than  respectfully  express  a  hope  that, 
under  the  new  aspect  of  the  case,  as  presented  in,  the  report  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office,  especially  as  regards  Harris's  line,  the  authorities  of 
Ohio  may  see  cause  to  suspend  the  operations  of  the  law  of  23d  Febru- 
ary. Remembering  the  frank  exposition  of  your  Excellency's  views,  as 
stated  in  conversation,  we  represented  to  the  President  the  obligation 
which  you  felt  to  protect  those  persons  who  had  rendered  themselves 
amenable  to  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Michigan  of  February 
12th,  and  the  necessity  thence  imposed  upon  you  of  providing  for  their 
safety,  under  any  arrangement  that  might  be  effected,  as  also  to  obtain 
the  discharge  of  certain  recognisances  which  had  been  given  at  Tecum- 
seh.  To  aftbrd  a  proof  of  .  his  desire  to  remove  all  obstacles  that 
might  prevent  the  restoration  of  harmony^  and  to  manifest  his  respect 
for  your  wishes,  the  President  has  approved  of  our  communicating  to

you  the  preceding  part  of  our 'instructions,  as  being  still  in  force  ;  and 
^ye  beg  leave  to  hope  that  the  protection  of  those  to  whom  you  desired 
to  extend  it,  being  by  this  course  intended  to  be  secured,  one  difficulty 
at  least  may  be  removed  from  the  adoption  of  the  only  mode  whichnow 
appears  likely  to  restore  tranquillity  along  the  northern  boundary  of 
Ohio.

Sir:  Perceiving  among  the  documents  (page  30)  transmitted  by  his 
Excellency  Governor  Lucas  to  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  with  his  message 
to  that  body  of  the  8th  of  June,  a  letter  from  Colonels  Swayne  and  An- 
drews, dated  the  26th  of  May,  purporting  to  give  the  results  and  stipu- 
lations mutually  agreed  upon  between  Governor  Lucas  and  ourselves  in 
a  conversation  held  on  the  7th  of  April  at  Perrysburg,  we  feel  under 
(he  necessity  of  dissenting  from  the  representation  which  it  presents. 
What  did  pass  in  that  conversation,  it  became  our  duty  promptly  to  re- 
port to  you,  with  all  the  care  due  to  a  subject  of  so  much  magnitude  and 
delicacy,  being  especially  scrupulous  to  state  every  thing  that  was  said 
by  his  Excellency  in  its  true  spirit,  a?  we  understood  it,  whilst  at  the  same 
time  we  were  to  give,  with  all  the  correctness  in  our  power,  the  essen- 
tial matter  of  what  fell  from  us.  Such  a  report  we  accordingly  drew  up 
at  the  earliest  moment  practicable  after  the  conversation,  viz.  as  soon 
as  we  returned  to  Monroe,  on  the  9th  of  that  month,  and  we  beg  leave 
to  refer  to  our  despatch  of  that  date,  (numbered  4,)  as  containing  it.  We 
are  neither  of  us  conscious  of  having  said  more,  in  effect,  on  that  oc- 
casion, than  is  there  written  down ;  and  we  know  the  anxiety  we  felt  to 
report  with  fidelity  the  entire  purport  of  what  passed,  while  fresh  on  our 
minds.  We  are  persuaded  that  Colonels  Swayne  and  Andrews  desired, 
as  earnestly  as  we  did,  to  represent  the  conversation  correctly,  as  far  as 
they  remembered  it ;  and  they  might  naturally  indeed  have  inferred  that 
*  it  would  have  led  to  a  cessation  of  the  difficulties  then  menacing  the 
border  region,  »for  we  intimated  to  Governor  Lucas  our  belief  that  the 
acting  Governor  of  Michigan  would,  after  we  should  again  have  seen  and 
conversed  with  him,  abstain  from  all  force  in  executing  the  Michigan  law 
of  the  12th  of  February.  This  belief  we  at  that  time  entertained,  as 
may  be  seen  from  our  succeeding  despatch,  ( number  five, )  but  we  cannot 
admit  that  we  undertook  to  bind  the  United  States  to  any  terms  or  stipu- 
lations whatever,  not  having  had  authority  to  do  so.  We  therefore  re- . 
ported  none  such  to  you.  Keeping  in  view  that  part  of  our  instructions 
which  stated  that  "  it  was  not  for  the  President  to  determine  which  party 
had  right  on  their  side,"  our  object,  in  the  interviews  which  we  succes- 
sively had  with  the  Governor  of  Ohio  and  acting  Governor  of  Michigan, 

was,  to  ascertain  how  far  either  party  could  or  would  abstain  from  a 
14  • 
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rigorous  enlorceinent  of  the  laws  of  the  State  and  Territory,  and  yet 
avoid  sacrificing  the  principles  for  which  each  contended.  We  had  thus 
hoped,  that  by  a  frank  exposition  of  their  views,  and  a  slight  mutual  con- 
cession, an  approximation  might  have  been  obtained  towards  a  common 
ground,  upon  which  both  parties  could  stand  until  Congress  met.  Any 
arrangement  or  understanding  of  this  kind  would  rest,  we  were  aware, 
upon  the  powers  and  consent  of  both  Governors,  and  not  upon  the  au- 
thoritative interference  of  the  United  States.  Having  received  from 
Governor  Lucas  a  candid  explanation  of  the  view  which  he  took  of  his 
,  duties,  we  certainly  left  Perrysburg  under  a  strong  belief  that  we  should 
be  able  to  adjust  all  ditficulties,  by  creating  an  understanding  between 
the  two  parties ;  but  we  thought  that  we  distinctly  conveyed  the  idea, 
that  before  any  arrangement  could  become  effectual,  it  must  receive  the 
concurrence  of  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan. 

As  we  have  just  said,  and  for  the  reasons  stated  in  our  despatches,  we 
had  a  strong  expectation  of  obtaining  this  concurrence,  but  were  dis- 
appointed. In  order  to  guard  against  misconception,  at  a  subsequent  in- 
terview with  Governor  Lucas,  which  took  place  at  Port  Miami  on  the 
2d  of  May,  we  threw  into  the  form  of  a  written  memorandum  the  sub- 
stance of  that  as  well  as  of  previous  conversations,  and  reported  it  to  you 
in  our  despatch  No.  10.  VVe  observe  that  this  memorandum  is  inserted 
at  page  49  of  the  Ohio  documents  now  in  print,  to  which  we  have  alrea- 
dy referred.  In  the  opinion  which  we  then  formed,  that  this  basis  in- 
volved no  sacrifice  of  the  rights  or  dignity  of  either  party,  we  are  happy 
to  fmd  ourselves  sustained  by  the  subsequent  recommendations  of  the 
Department  of  State  to  the  acting  Governor  of  Michigan,  which  appears 
in  the  documents  transmitted  by  him  with  his  message  to  the  Legislative 
Council  on  the  17th  of  August,  and  which  coincide  entirely,  in  substance, 
with  the  suggestions  which  we  then  made  to  both  parties,  and  which 
were  agreed  to  by  the  Governor  of  Ohio.

Appointed  Envoy  Extraordimry  and  Min,  Plen,  U.  S.  to  Sj^ain : 

SiB :  The  President  having  conferred  upon  you  the  appointment  of 
envoy  extraordinary  and  tninist^  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States 
te  Spain,  and  this  Department  being  informed  o(  your  readiness  to  set 
out  upon  jour  mission,  I  proceed  to  acq6aint  yo|i  with  the  views  of  the 
Executive  respecting  the  existing  relations  between  the  two  countries, 
and  to  provide  you  with  the  necessary  instructions  upon  such  points  of 
ditierenrr  as  still  remain  unsettled,  nnd  will  form  the  subject  of  negotia- 
tion and  diplo!ii:itic  correspontieiu'c  betweea  you  and  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment during  your  re^idoiire  at  M  idrid. 

You  will  proceed  to  thai  caj)ii;d  with  as  little  delay  as  your  own  con- 
venience will  permit,  and, on  your  arrival  there,  w  ill  }>c  put  in  possession 
of  the  archives  of  the  legation,  either  by  Mr.  Kvqrett  himself,  if  he 
should  still  be  at  Madrid,  or,  in  case  of  his  having  left  it,  by  Mr.  Charles 
Sr.  Walsh,  the  secretary  of  legation,  into  whose  hands  Mr.  Everett  haa 
been  instructed  to  place  them,  in  the  event  of  his  leaving  that  city  pre-  ' 
vious  to  V our  arrival  there. 

The  personal  instructions  herewith  transmitted  are  .accompanied  bj 
sundry  papers,  documents,  and  books,  which  will  be  found  useful  in  the 
discharge  of  your  duties,  and  contain  the  proper  directions  as  to  the  use 
you  are  to  make  of  such  of  those  popers  as  are  necessary  for  your  intro- 
duction to  His  Catholic  Majesty  as  4he  representative  of  the  United  * 
States  at  his  court,  and  to  authorize  you  to  tieat  and  eoi  ref  pond  with  the 
officers  of  his  (lovcrnnient  leuching  all  matters  involving  the  TVftional 
and  individual  iutere-  t  ^  ind  security  of  the  people  ef  the  rni*<  i  States. 

The  peculiar  ge();i;raj)}i!rRl  and  political  situation  of  jiortioiis  of  the 
dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain  with  rei^ard  to  the  Hnited  States,  and 
the  strong  bearing  which  every  event  alVecting that  situation  is  calculated 
to  have  upon  Uio  coiniuercial  and  political  interests  of  out  citizens,  have 
given  to  the  diplomatic  relations  between  the  two  countries  a  degree  of 
interest  and  importance  which  has,  at  all  times,  engaged  the  most  earnest 
attention  of  this  Government,  and  called  for  the  exercise  of  the  utmost 
prudence  and  unceasing  exertions  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  been 
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charged  with  the  management  of  its  afTairs.  Our  com mercial  intercourse 
with  Spain,  and  with  such  of  her  American  posses£.ions  as  a  pai  iial  re- 
laxation ol  her  colonial  policy  has  opened  to  lb  reign  commerce,  has 
afforded  to  the  enterprising  industry  of  our  citizens  a  rich  field  for  com- 
mercial adventttre,  and  a  motive  for  a  deaire  on  ibe  part  of  both  nations 
to  cultivate  and  improve  those  relations  of  harmony  and  good  under* 
standing  which  occasional  differences  may  for  a  time  have  in  some  de- 
gree suspended,  but  which  never  were  wholly  interrupted  by  any  rupture 
calculated  materially  to  aift  ct  that  friendly  intercourse.  The  President, 
anxious  to  preserve  this  desirable  state  of  things,  wishes  you  to  avail 
yourself  of  the  opportunity  which  will  he  afforded  you  at  your  presenta- 
tion to  thc'King  of  Spain,  to  convey  to  him  in  person  the  expression  of 
the  iVicihlly  soytiments  by  which  he  is  actuated  in  commissioning  you  to 
represent  iliis  Government  n'^iir  His  Catholic  Majesty  ;  and,  equally  anx- 
ious to  promote  and  strenjrthen  tliem  by  every  meaDs  in  his  power,  but 
particularly  by  placing  the  con.nu  rrial  intercourse  between  the  two 
counliies  upon  a  more  liberal  &tid  primanent  basis,  he  has  directed  mc 
specially  to  call  your  attention  to  that  coinmercial  inteicourse  as  it  now 
•exists,  and  to  the  means  of  exteiulin;^  its  operation  and  securing  its 
benefits  to  the  citizens  of  botli  cuuntriLS.    "  •  *  ' 

Among  the  events  which  have  affected  the  condition  of  Spain,  that 
"which  has  wrought  the  greatest  change  in  her  political'  institutions  is 
the  revolution  by  which  her  possessions  on  the  continent  of  America 
have,  after  a  protracted  and  Gtevere  contest,  been  separated  from  the 
mother  country.  Situated  as  we  were,  with  territories  adjoining  those 
possessions,  and  viewing,  in  the  progress  of  that  revolution,  the  extension 
over  a  vast  portion  of  the  new  world  of  the  blessings  of  independence, 
and  of  our  own  principles  of  free  government,  the  United  States  could 
n«t  remnin  unconcerned  sportntors  of  a  struggle  whose  probable  result 
was  to  i.lford  n  nov.'  field  for  tho  coinmercial  entpr]}ri?e  of  Ihcir  citizons^ 
and  to  unlold  n<  u  cOid  unknown  resources  to  the  conuurrco  of  the  woi  ld. 
Yet,  true  to  ihv  Uui^-est-'.iblished  policy  which  foib  (le  their  interforini*; 
in  the  internal  coiu  rrns  of  other  uaiiui);?,  tlie  lio\  criiment  of  the  United 
Stntos  eontinnod  sci  upniotisly  to  oljserve  thf  j)rinciples  of  the  strictest 
neutiality,  uiitil,  impelled  by  the  inev  itahh?  course  of  events,  and  by  the 
unanimous  voice  of  the  nation,  it  yielded  its  acknowledgment  of  the 
independence  of  the  new  States,  with  most  of  whom  we  are  now  pt^rsu* 
ing  and  realizing  the  advantages  of  a  free  trade,  equally  beneficial  to  all 
the  parties  concerned.  ' 

The  contest  between  v^pain  and  her  former  colonies  must  now  be  con* 
sidered  as  at  an  end  ;  yet,  still  entertaining  vain  hopes  of  reconquering 
them, 'she  Withholds  her  acknowledgment  of  an  independence  which  has 
long  since  been  recognised  by  the  most  powerM  and  influential  Govcm- 
ments  of  Europe,  who,  acting  in  the  general  interest  of  mankind,  and  for  . 
the  advance  ment  of  the  prosperrt)'  as  well  of  Spain  herSrlf  as  of  her  former 
colonies,  h;i\  e  endeavored,  f)y  tho  {ptp?]>osition  of  their  friendly  advice, 
to  put  an  end  to  a  content  \\  nich  nf'licfs  hiinianity,  and  never  can  lead  to 
any  decisive  result.  Voirr  prcdtu  ps-iHS  were  instnictorl  to  seize  every 
oj)portuni(y  of  aiding  in  the  rc  sloj  alion  of  ])f  acc,  by  boldinir  up  to  the 
Tiewof  His  Catholic  Majesty's  Government  tfie  ad\  ;inta2:es  whidi  iniu'iu 
Still  be  secured  by  a  timely  acknowledgment  of  the  independence  of  ilie 
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Spanish  American  states;  aiui  it  is  the  wish  of  tlie  President,  should  any 
fit  occasioii  present  itself  of  convey itiii;  to  the  Spanish  Government  his 
views  on  the  subject,  that  you  should  express  Im  eaiaesl  desire  lor  the 
restoration  of  peace  in  America. 

'  Full  reliaiiee  it  placed  od  your  dimetion^  that  the  manner  and  occa- 
-sioii  udopted  for  tiik  oammuaication  will  be  slich  as  to  aVojd  unprofitable 
irritation,  tbe  eQ^et  of  which  might  tesd  to  defeat  the  object  in  viewv 

One  of  the  considerations  which  the  ministers  of  the  United  Slakes  who  > 
preceded  you  at  theeourt  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  were  advised  to  press 
upon  his  Government,  as  an  indueement  for  him  to  terminate  the  contest 
\vith  his  late  colonies,  is  the  preserration  of  his  insular  possessions  in  tlie 
West  Indies,  which  still  constitute  a  part  of  the  Spanish  monarchy.  Cuba 
and  Porto  Rico,  occupying,  as  they  do,  a  most  important  geographical 
position,  fiivf*  !>r'(>n  viewed  by  the  neip:hborini;  stMtes  of  Mexico  and 
Colomi>ia  as  niilitary  a;id  naval  arsenals,  which  would,  at  all  times,  fur- 
nish Spain  with  the  uieans  of  threatening  (heir  commen-e,  and  even  of 
endan^eiin^  their  political  existence.  Loolvin;^  with  a  jealt'es  eye  upon 
these  last  remnants  of  Spanish  power  in  America,  these  two  states  had 
once  united  their  forces,  and  their  arm,  raised  to  strike  a  blow,  which, 
if  successful,  would  forever  have  extinguished  Spanish  influence  in  that 
Quarter  of  the  globe,  was  arrested  chielly  by  the  timely  interposition  of 
tme  Government,  who,  in. a  friendly  spirit  towards  Spain,  and  for  the  in- 
terest of  general  commerce,  thus  assisted  in  presen^g  to  His  Gathdic 
Majesty  tnese  invaluable  portions  of  his  colonial  possessions. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  has  always  looked  with  the  deep- 
est interest  upon  the  fate  of  those  islands,  but  particularly  of  Cuba.  Its 
geographical  position)  which  places  it  almost  in  si^ht  of  our  southern 
shores,  and,  aa  it  were,  gives  it  the  command  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  (he 
West  Indian  seas,  its  safe  and  caj>acious  harbors,  its  rich  productions,  the 
exchaneje  of  which  for  our  surplus  agricultni  al  products  and  mamifiu  tures 
constitutes  one  of  tlie  most  extensive  and  valuable  hranrlies  of  our  loreijiu 
trade,  render  it  of  tiie  ut»no>t  importance  to  the  e  iiilee  State.-;  that  no 
change  should  take  phice  in  its  condition  which  raight  injiniou^iy  all'ect 
our  political  and  comMiercirii  standing  in  th  -t  ()iiarter.  Other  considera- 
tions, connected  with  a  certain  classqf  our 'population,  make  it  the  interest 
of  the  southern  iicclion  ot  the  In  ion  that  no  attempt  should  be  made  in 
that  island  to  throw  olV  the  yoke  of  .Spanish  dependence,  the  first  effect 
of  which  would  be  the  siidden  emancipation  of  a  numerous  slave  popoU" 
tion,  whose  result  could  not  but  be  very  sensibly  felt  upon  the  adjacent 
shores  of  the  United  States.  •  -      •         ♦         •         •  • 

The  coDunerce  which  has  always  been  actively  carried  on  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain  is  a  subject  well  worthy  the  attention  of  both 
Governments.  Extensive  as  it  now  is,  it  is  believed  to  be  suscr])iible  of  a 
much  greater  development,  by  an  adaptatiotn  to  it  of  the  broad  and  liberal 
principles  of  perfect  freedom,  and  fair,  unrestrained  competition,  which  it 
has  been  the  constant,  and  in  ?ome  rases  F.iicre  *^fid,  endeavor  of  .  the 
United  States  to  ostahlish  the  basis  t)f  their  commercial  intercourse 
with  all  nation?.  That  with  vSpain,  liavinc;  never  been  re^jnlated  by  con- 
vention, has  been  rontinnallv  exposed  to  die  uncf'itainty  attending 
the  separate  legislation  ot  each  pj^rty,  ami  accpiired  a  tiut  utatinpi;  character, 
^ilestructivc,  in  a  great  degree,  of  that  coutideuce  in  the  permaaeucy  of 
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ttOKWiercial  mfltitiidoi»  $o  vitally  iMportant  to  all  memDtOe  enterpme. 
It  has  been  (he  wiah  of  the  United  States  (o  place  their  oomifteree  wilk 
Spain  upon  a  more  permaneDt  looting ;  but  the  overturea  whidi  ImwBj  at 
aereral  times,  been  mad  e  for  the  conclusion  of  a  commercial  conTe&tion  have 
been  met,  on  the  part  of  Spain,  by  indications  of  a  reluctance  or  baek* 
wardness,  which,  however,  it  is  believed,  is  not  to  be  attributed  to  any 
decided  aversion  to  come  to  an  understanding,  by  treaty,  upon  that  inie*  • 
•    retting  subject  to  both  nations. 

It  cannnt  fail  to  be  useful  that  you  should  be  well  informed  of  the 
principal  features  of  thp  simple  ai>d  liberal  Fystcin  of  legislation  adopted 
by  the  United  States  in  tlieir  commerce  nnd  Tvivii^atinn  with  foreign 
states — a  system  whose  wisdom  is  dnily  unfuitJtnii.  iihieii  in  ttie  practical 
advantaires  which  we  renh'^c  in  common  witli  those  commercial  nations, 
which  have  consented  lu  atlupt  it  as  the  rule  of  mutual  intercourse..  The 
principles  upon  which  it  is  founded  were  a\  owed  by  the  United  States 
while  yet  struggling  for  independence,  setand  recorded  upon  the  very 
first  page  of^  their  commercial  code,  and  were  deemed  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  hold  a  place  in  their  first  treaty  with  a  foreign  Power*  They 
have  ever  since  been  adhered  to  with  the  most  inflexible  fidelity ;  and, 
in  our  negotiations  with  all  -nations,  terms  of  accommodation,  founded 
upon  them,  have  been  invariably  offered  on  our  part,  iis  the  best  pledge 
we  could  ^iv&of  our  sincere  desire  to  establish  our  intercourse  with  them 
upon,  the  fairest  and  most  permanent  basis-  of  reciprocal  confidence  and 
benefit. 

The  following  constitute  the  leading  features  of  that  system  : 

In  1816  the  United  Statrf^  repealed  nil  their  acts  imposinn:  discriminat- 
ing duties  of  toiinaiic  or  i:iijK>^ls  uj)on  ftuciim  vessel?,  or  upon  t!io  pro- 
duce or  msni'hicU'.K^  o\  (liC  natinn  to  irlfirh  .'':iu  h  /oreii:;n  vessel  mii:i'>  t  hp- 
long,  and  wiiich  w;is  ini))i>iit(i  therein,  -ucii  repeal  to  take  effect  in  lavor 
of  any  foreio^n  nali»>n  hirh  shoidd  extend  equal  exemptions  to  the  ves- 
sels and  produce  of  liie  United  States. 

In  1817  they  restricted  importations  intp  the  United  Slates,  in.  foreign 
▼easels  to  the  productions  of  the  country  to  which  such  vessels  belonged, 
or  aa  could  only  be,  or  were  most  usually,  shipped  in  the  first  instanee 
from  such  countiy,  but  confining  the  operation  of  that  restriction  to  such 
nations  only  as  enforced  a  similar  one  against  the  vessels  of  the  United 
States  and  their  cargo:  s . 

In  lS2i  they  declared  (he  suspension  of  all  discriminating  duties  in  ' 
respect  to  the  vessels  and  productions  of  seveml  European  nations,  and 
of  their  territories  in  Europe;  which  had  accepted  of  the  terms  proffered 
by  (he  act  of  1815,  and  conferred  authority  iF|>on  the  President  to  allow 
similar  privileges  to  ail  nations  which  should  thereafter  comply  with  its 
requirements. 

In  1828  they  authorized  the  Pifsident  to  €\t*'?Hi  tlie  exemption  ftom 
alien  duties  f  whirli,  by  the  previous  acts,  was  restricted  lo  the  pnniuc- 
tions  of  the  countiy  to  which  the  vessel  beion^^s)  to  those  of  any  foreign 
country,  imported  into  the  United  States  in  vessels  of  ant/  nation  which 
should  allow  us  similar  privileges. 

The  effect  of  these  various  enactments  is  to  vest  in  the  President  of 
he  United  States  the  power  of  granting  to  any  foreign  nation,  willing  to 
ectprocate  the  same  benefit  to  us,  the  privilege  to  import  into,  or  expott 
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from,  our  ports^  in  its  own  vessels,  the  produce  of  iU  own  soil  or  manu- 
facture, or  of  the  soil  or  m«nufaeture  of  any  other  eouDtry,  upon  equal 
teniw  with  the  Tetael§  of  the  United  Stetes. 

Theae  fair  and  equal  terms,  offered  iodiseriniinatety  to  all  nationa,  hWe 
been  aeeepted,  to  their  full  eittent,  hj  Central  America  and  Denmark, 
by  commercial  conventions  of  a  reoent  date*  Seyeral  other  nations,  still 
too  stronglj  wedded  to  the  ancient  system  of  restrictions  and  discrimina* 
tions,  ful^  to  understand  the  advantages  ,of  our  liberal  offers,  have  but 
artlj  accepted  our  advvices;  and  others  again,  of  which  Spain  is  one, 
ave  declined  entering. into  any  treaty  stipulations,  and  retain  in4heir 
own  hands  the  exclusive  control  of  their  comniereial  intercourse. 

Towards  these  the  United  States  have  been  compelled,  hy  obvious 
motives  of  self-preservation,  to  observe  a  countervailinii  system  ;  and 
hence  the  importations  hy  those  nations  into  the  United  States  are  bur- 
dened with  discriuiinatini;  duties  upon  vessels  and  cargoes,  correspond- 
ing to  those  which  are  levied  upon  our  commerce  in  their  ports,  but 
which  the  Executive  is  rcMiy  to  repeal,  upon  the  first  uanifestatiou,  on 
their  part,  of  a  desire  to  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy. 

The  trade  between  the  United  Stales  and  Spain  is,  therefore,  still 
flubject  to  discriminating  and  countervailing  duties  in  the  .ports  of  both 
countries.  The  archives  of  the  legation  will  furnish  you  with  evidence 
of  the  embarrassments  to- which  that  trade  has  been  thereby  exposed,  and 
the  irritating  and  protracted  discussions  which  they  have  |iroduced.  Un- 
til very  lately,  the  quarantine  regulations  to  which  our  vessels  were  sub* 
jected  .in  the  porks  of  Spain  were  very  inconvenient  and  oppressive ; 
but  you  will  discover,  from  the  late  correspondence  of  the  mission,  that 
various  alterations  which  they  have  recently  undergone  have,  in  a  great 
degree,  if  not  entirely,  removeii  the  evil  complained  of. 

By  the  existing  regulations  in  rcsjard  to  foroisin  commerce,  our  shi})- 
ping  Ls  sui»jected  in  Spanish  |)orts  to  a  lonna^^e  duly,  creatly  exceediiig 
in  amount  that  which  is  levicid  upon  the  vessels  ol  any  other  foreign 
nation,  and  whose  unequal  operation  has  hitherto  constituted  ^  just 
ground  of  complaint  on  our  part.  The  recent  decree  erecting  Cadia 
into  a  free  port,  aud  the  exemption  from  extra  tonnage  duty  of  the  vessels 
to  be  employed  in  a  contemplated  line  of  packets  between  New  York 
ssid  Malaga,  and  those  arriving  in  ballast  for  the  purpose  of  loading  salt 
6r  barilla,  in  consequence  pf  regulations  lately  adopted  by  Spain  to  pro- 
mote the  intereste  of  her  own  commerce,  render  the  enaction  of  (he 
foreign  tonnage  duty  of  little  practical  importance  to  us ;  still,  as  the 
imposition  of  such  duties  is  injurious  to  the  interests  involved,  without 
being  productive  of  any  advantage  to  either  country,  it  is  due  to  all  con- 
cerned that,  every  eftbrt  should  he  made  to  brin<:^  about  a  more  auspicious 
state  of  things.  Nothinir  of  easier  accomplishment,  and  no  means  can 
be  more  simple  than  tlidbe  whicii  arc  necessary  for  its  attainment. 

You  will  find  MMi'Mi ;  the  papers  ol'  tlie  legation  a  project  ol  a  com- 
mercial convention,  })rt>jiosed  hy  Mr.  Everett;  and  the  book  oi  treaties 
made  hy  the  United  States  with  ioreiu;ii  Powers  will  supply  you  with 
forms  hy  which  our  principles  are  carried  to  different  extents.  That 
with  Central  America  contains  the  fullest  exhibition  of  them.  It  would 
be  greatly  Ibr  tlie  interests  of  both  parties  that  the  codimercial  intereoom 
between  the  two  countries  .should  be  plnced  on  the  firm  footing  of  treaty 
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slipulattons,  and  you  are  clothed  with  full  autliofity  to  negotiate  such  a 
treaty.  The  principles  of  that  with  Central  Amerioa  are  thoae  we  sfaoiild 
|»refer  to  establish  between  the  United  'States  and  Spain :  but  oaeeiinilav 
fb  our  cottoiereitl  treaty  with  Great  Britain  would  be  preferable  to  the 
present  state  of  things,  and  aeceptable  to  the  President.  The  nearer  yea 
'  can  approach  to  that  with  Central  America,  the  better ;  upon  that  point, 
much  i»  confided  to  your  discretion. 

The  President  is  anxious  that  you  should  take  the  first  opportunity  of 
presenting  to  His  Majesty's  Government  these,  and  such  other  views 
on  the  subject  as  your  examination  of  it  may  sui£\Tr*;f.  He  wishes  you 
to  mil  tho  particular  attention  of  the  Spanish  niinisiers  to  the  i^cncral, 
equal,  and  permanent  charafffr  of  our  navis^alion  ?u't<5,  end  places  much 
reli.iijce  iipon  your  judic!ou>  <  ;i<l(*avors  to  ciiniinuiHi  ate  to  that  Govern- 
ment a  right  understniidinjj  nt  our  liberal  pt)iic'v,  and  of  the  piaoiicai 
advantages  which  are  daily  felt  by  the  uaiivxis  which  have  accepted  our 
olfers  of  a  participation  in  them.  You  will,  therefore,  lose  no  time  in  ex- 
plaining to  that  Goveroment  the  true  chaiacter  of  the  provisions  of  the 
acts  of  Congress  of  1815, 1.917, 1824,  and  1828  ^  of  the  Suthority  thereby 
vested  tn  the  President  to  extend  their  benefits  to  all  nations';  and  of  his 
readiness  and  desire  to  secure  to  the  mutual  comAierce  of  tiie  United 
States  and  Spain  that  equality  of  benefits  and  reciprocity  of  advantages 
which  constitute,  between  commercial  nations,  the  surest  guaranty  of 
that  friendship  and  f^ood  understanding  which  he  is  peculiarly  anxious  to 
Jlresferve  betw^n  the  two  countries. 

ff  you  should  find  the  Spanish  Government  nnwillincc  to  enf(  r  into  a 
commercial  troatv,  votir  n^xt  elforts  will  be  tn  induce  it  to  avail  itself  of 
the  benefits  otferrd  by  our  leeri«lative  provisions,  by  the  al)olition  of  all 
di^criiiiinatiny;  duties  upon  American  ves«;els  ami  th*^;r  cai^oes,  on  the 
assurance  which  you  are  auiiiori/:e(l  to  u;ive,  that  a  >;iu;ia!-  ai)')lition  on 
the  part  of  the  Mniletl  States,  i  (jually  extensive  in  its  opeiaiion,  will 
forthwith  l)c  matle  by  the  President,  in  virtue  of  the  autl.ority  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  existing  laws.  A  previous  act  on  the  part  of  Spain  will 
be  necessary  to  bring  the  case  within  the  power  of  ihe  Executive. 

In  February,  18^,  at  a  time  when  the  GoTemmenl  of  Spain  was  en- 
gaged in  revisine  the  revenue  laws  of  ^e  kingdosn,  Mr.  £verett  was 
informed  that  a  disposition  existed  in  the  board  of  duties  to  repeal  their 
tonnage  duty  upon  American  vessels,  on  their  being  assured  tliat  a  similar 
measure  wouhl  bo  adopted  by  this  Government  in  relation  to  Spanish 
vessels.  Believim;  himself  authorized,  by  the  act  of  1824,  to  pive  such 
an  assurance,  Mr.  Kvcrett  immediately  addressed  to  Mis  Majesty's  Gov- 
erntTi'^nt  n  note  to  that  effect,  nhich  was  referred  by  tlic  Muiister  of 
Koroi^n  AtVnir  s  to  (l)e  board  o(  duties.  'I  bis  measure  has  not  yet  Keen 
produclire  of  t'le  elfect  (h  siied,  and  the  matter  is,  thei  eiVu  e,  leti  to  be 
adjusted  by  future  neirotiation,  Vou  will  remark  the  (  xt.'nt  to  which 
the  power  of  the  President  b::s  brcn  carried  by  the  act  of  1828.  To 
that  extent  you  may  also  carry  the  assurances  given  by  Mr.  Everett, 
which  were  confined  to  the  act  of  1824.  The  President  cannot  permit 
himself  to  doubt  that,  by  suitable  and  well-timed  representations  to  the 
Spanish  Grovemment,  it  may.be  induced  to  do  at  least  as  much  as  is 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  give  effect  to  our  laws  authorising  the  aboli<- 
tion  .of  discriminating  duties  in  certain  casesw 
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ffi  the  course  of  thoii-  mcrciiitile  oporations  in  Spain,  our  citizens  have 
Ireqiientiy  been  suhjcrtod  to  exrictions,  which,  in  m^ny  instances,  proving 
to  be  the  unauthorized  acts  oi'  auballern  agents,  our  representations 
against  them  have  met  with  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  his  Catholic 
Majeaj^^  Qorremmeiit  to  arrest  and  redress  the -injuries  of  which  they 
ver€  the  eause.  A  case  of  this  nature  has  t^cently  come  to  the  know* 
ledge  of  this  'Department,  which  jou  will  find  detailed  in  the  accompa- 
Hying  copy  Of  a  letter  from  Captain  Bryant,  citizen  of  Salem,  to  whose 
resi)cctability  the  most  satisfactory  tcsthnony  is  borne  by  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Siisbee,  of  the  same  place';  of  which  a  copy  is  also,  herewith,  com- 
municated to  you. 

It  appears,  from  these  letters,  that  an  amount  equal  to  one  per  cent, 
upon  tlie  estimated  value  of  the  frci'rht  of  C  ipt  iin  nry:int\s  vrssr  l  was 
detiiaridcd  of  him  hy  ihv  authorities  ot  Sanlantier,  tor  the  collection  of 
which  no  other  atitliority  could  be  produced  by  ihcm  than  a  roynl  onfer, 
exempting  Frencli  and  English  vessel-^  from  that  exaction.  As  this  de- 
mand does  not  appear  to  be  anthoi  izefl  b  y  any  Ipj^al*  enactment,  but,  if  at 
all  justifiable,  can  only  be  so  upon  the  ground  of  some  local  custom, 
which,  on  account  of  itstritling  amount  in  indivndual  cases,  may  hitherto 
liaye  been  submitted  to  without  formal  representatioD,  it  is  supposed  that 
the  United  States  hav«  the  same  right  as  Ensland  and  France  to  be  ex- 
empt from  its  operation ;  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  a  proper  in- 
terference on  your  part,  will  easily  obtain  that  exemption. 

Another  exaction  of  the  same  nature,  but  far  more  extensive  in  its  in- ' 
jurious  and  unjust  operation  upon  the  commerce  of  our  citizens,  is  rofer- 
red  to  in  two  letters,  of  >vliich  copies  «re,  herewith,  communicated  to 
*  you,  from  Mr.  David  A.  Neal,  of  Salem,  dated  the  21st  and  29th  of 
July  last.  It  appears,  from  these  letters,  that  information  has  been  re- 
ceived by  Mr.  Nrnl,  from  a  MoiirAe  vrhich  entitle ;  il  to  entire  credit,  that 
the  Intendant  of  the  l^^l'1nd  ol  Cu]):\  hn*^,  of  his  own  ;;ecord,  and,  it  is 
])( lie\  '  J,  without  authority  fro:ii  tlie  Spmish  Governmr-nt  to  that  effect, 
issued  €i  decree  subjecting  all  importations  into  th:<i  i^ialJd  of  tlour  from 
Spain  in  foreign  vessels  to  a  duty  of  ^  5  l.H  pt  r  ijarrel,  instenrl  of  50 
cent&j  the  amount  char£^eablc  upon  that  article  hy  the  existing  laws  of 
Spain,  it  fuitiier  appeals,  from  the  most  recent  of  the  two  lettci's  above 
referred  to,  that  the  new  duty  is  not  required  to  be  paid  in  cash,  but  to 
be  secured  by  bonds  for  the  amount,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Gov* 
emmen't  of  Spain  as  to  the  validity  of  this,  itni)osition.  Whether  paya- 
ble in  tnoney,  or  secured  as  aforesaid,  this  exorbitant  exaction,  and  the 
retrospective  operatiori  given  to  it,  by  which  "flour,  to  a  large  amount, 
already  shipped  without  any  knowledge  of  its  existence,  is  to  be  burden- 
ed with  a  heavy  and  unforeseen  duty,  will  prove  so  oppressive  to  our 
extensive  commevcial  interests  in  that  quarter,  as  to  demand,  on  the 
part  of  this  frovernment,  the  most  earnest  representations  ni^iinst  this 
unauthorized  proceedinj^  of  the  subordinate  au:  'nts  of  His  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty. This  was  m  ide  the  sobject  of  special  io^truelions  to  yoiir]>rede- 
cessor,  who,  under  date  ot  the  5th  of  Auj^ust  last,  was  furnished  with 
copies  of  the  papers  above  referred  to,  and  directed  to  demand  of  the 
Spanish  (Government  the  ])roper  measure  of  redress  for  the  injury  which 
has  ahcady  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  sustained  l)y  Mi  .  >i eal,  or  by  any 
Other  American  citizen  who,  unaware  of  the .  existciice  of  the  burden- 
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MM  tax  alluded  tq,  and  aetilkg  upon  tiie  fidlfa  of  eiisdng  liwi  and  rcgn- 
lations^  may  have  embarked  in  mercantile  operationa,'  whieb,  if  not  re- 
lieved., from  this  extortion,  will  prove  utterly  ruinous  to  them*  ^  , 

Mr.  Everett  waa  furtber  instructed  to  make  suitable  representations  to 
the  Spanish  Government  relative  to  another  eauae  of  complaint,  which 
forms  the  subject  of  a  letter  from  the  commercial  agent  of  the  United 
States  at  the  Havana,  under  date  of  the  23d  of  June  last,  of  which  a 
copy  is  also  annexed,  arising  from  the  interpretation  ^iveri  by  the  In- 
tendant  of  Cuba  to  the  ordinance  or  reguhition  issued  by  the  Spanish 
Government,,  imposing  a  tonnage  duty  upon  foreign,  vessels  engaged  in 
the  commerce  of  (hat  island,  by  which  the  real  de  plata  is  substituted 
for.  the  real  de  vcllon.  The  loss  which,  from  this  substitution,  accrues 
to  our  shipping,  is  rcpresentcd  as  ol  buffieient  magnitude,  lo  be  made  the 
subject  of  a  formal  reclamation  on  the  part  of  thisXjii^yerQment ;  ^  ouwill, 
therefore,  take  a  suitable  opportunity  to  present  it  to  the  eonaidera^on  of 
His  Catholic  Majesty^s  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs ;  and,  if  not  already 
given,  at  the  Instance  of  your  predecessor,  to  whose  instructions  you  are 
referred^  you  will  ask  for  the  proper  esplanaliona  as  to  the  conduct  of 
the  subordinate  Spanish  officers  wnose  proceedings  have  been, the  cause 
of  these  complaints;  and  if,  as  is  believed  to  be  the  case, these  prpceed<> 
Ings  were  unauthorized,  you  will  s(|^te  the  president's  expectations  that 
the  proper  orders  and  instructions  wiil  be  given  them  to  prevent  tlieir 
recurrence,  and  his  confidence  in  the  justice  of  his  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, diat  where  injury  has  already  accrued  to  citizens  of  the  Uilited 
States,  full  and  jironipt  redi  ess  will  be  alToided. 

Vou  will  receive,  lierewilh,  a  letter  addressed  by  tlie  President  to  the 
King  of  S})ain  i'oi  the  pui  pose  of  apprizing  His  Majesty  of  your  appoint- 
ment, and  of  the  return  of  Mr.  Ev  erett.  As  it  is  proper  that  the  delivery 
of  this  letter  should  precede  your  presentatidn,  you  will,  on  your  arrival 
at  Madrid,  deliver  it  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  together  with 
this  enclosed  copy  thereof,  with  a  request  that  he  will  hand  it  to  Ms  Sove- 
reign before  the  time  appointed  for  your  ofiictal  introduction.

as  possible  from  all  uncertainty  respecting  this  important  subject  to  our

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  lo  you  a  letter,  with  its  enclo- 
sures, lately  received  ai  this  Department  from  Theodore  Ladico,  consul 
of  the  United  States  for  the  Balearic  islands,  complaining  of  the  illegal 
ezAcUoni  of  the  toDnage  dtiiy  of  $  1  per  ton  upon  the  brig  Hyperion  by 
the  aathorities  of  Port  Mahon. 

It  appears^  from  the  documeirts  enclosed^  that  the  brig  Hyperion,  with 
a  eargo  of  colonial  prodnoe,  from  the  HaTaUA  fbr  Gibraltar,  was  refused 
admission  into  the  laat-mentioned  port,  and  obliged  to  perform  quarantine 
at  some  lazaretto ;  and  that,  for  this/pufpose,  she  proceeded  to  Port  Mafaon, 
/where,  at  the  expiration  of  said  quarantine,  the  necessary  clearance  was 
refused  by  the  custom-house,  except  upon  payment  of  the  djuty  of  per 
ton  imposed  upo'a  foreign  vessels. 

As  the  vessel  in  question  entered  Port  Mahon  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
performing  quarantine,  and  with(  it  :in  intention  ol  unloading  any  part 
of  her  eargo,  or  of  breaking  bulk,  in  \Vhich  rase  only  the  tonna^j^c  duty 
coulil  have  been  lawfully  demanded,  her  arrival  in  that  port  must  be  con- 
sidered as  a  forced  art  ivai,  «i!u],  as  such,  as  well  by  universal  usage  as  by 
the  regulations  of  Spain  herscU,  exempt  from  the  payment  of  said  duty, 
to  which  the  vessel  must  be  subjected  a  second  time  at  the  place  of  her 
original  destination^  Presuming,  therefore,  that  similar  exactions  must 
be  eontraiy  to  the  intehtiDn  of  ifis  Catholic  Majesty,  and  ^to  the  trae  spirit 
of  his  commercial  regulations,  no  doubt  is  entertained  that,  upon  his  Oot- 
ernment  b^ine  made  acquainted  with  these  circumstances,  the  proper 
measure  of  redress  will  be  afforded  to  the  party  agf»rieved  by  the  decision 
of  the  local  authorities  of  Port  Mahon.  You  will,^ccor(lingly,  upon  your 
arrival  at  Madrid,  take  the  (irst  convenient  opportunity  to  lay  this  subject 
before  the  Sp  mish  Oovernmont,  ask  the  repayment  of  the  duties  thus 
illeg;ally  demanded  of  the  master  of  the  b?  i';r  Flyperion,  and  that  proper 
orders  may  be  given  to  prevent  the  recurieace  of  similar  exaetions  in 
future.

he  seen  by  reference  to  the  copy  of  Mr.  r)urti)n's  account,  enclosed  ;  and 
that  (he  captain  of  the  Andrew  Scolt  states  that  these  duties  and  charges 
are  only  denianfled  ujvon  American  shijjpini!;.  j 

Vou  \\  '\\\  take  an  caily  op|)ortunily  to  ninke  the  necessary  inrjuiries 
con(  ert.inii;  the  tran^sactions  comph.ined  i-f,  and  (o  require,  fur  the  uwiiers 
of  the  s!ii[)  i[i  question,  the  redress  to  which  liu'V  may  be  l<)und  enlitled. 
It  wonld  heem,  from  the  tenor  of  the  royal  order  of  ^pain  of  the  ^Ut  of 
Febi  iiaiy,  1<S29,  makiuii,  Cadi^s  a  free  port,  that  the  heavy  exaction  of 
w  hich  Mr.  Browne  complained  Was  entirely  irregular  and  onauthorized^ 
and,  if  the  captain's  statement  be  correcti  tbat.saeh  exactions  are  alone 
made  upon  American  shipping  trading. to  the  ]k>rt  of  Cadiz,  that  circnm-

Sir  :  Information  has  been  received  at  this  offiee,  through  the  Na\7» 
Department,  of  the  friendly  conduct  at  all  times  manifested  towards  our 
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ships  of  war  resorting  to  Port  Mahon,  hj  Don  Joseph  Ttvener,  thm 

Spanish  Goyernor  of  that  place,  and  which  seems  to  calllorsome  expres- 
sion, on  the  part  of  this  Government,  of  the  gratL'ful  sense  entertained  by 
the  President  for  the  frecjuent  interposition  of  that  otficer  in  afVordiog  ' 
every  assistance  in  liis  power  to  our  naval  commanders  on  that  station. 

From  tlio  friendly  relations  siihsistinjGC  hetween  the  two  nations,  the 
I'nited  Stali*>  could  not  !;u{  expert  Itoni  Spain  ordinary  acts  of  courtesy 
calculated  to  streni;then  tiie  harmony  which  it  is  our  desire  to  cultivate  • 
with  His  Catholic  Majesty  ;  but  the  active  benevolence,  uniform  friendly 
dispoaitioii,  and'  repeated  and  spontaneous  acta  of  kindness  which  our 
naval  eommanders  have  received  at  the  hands  of  Governor  Twvemer,  have 
imparted  to  his  conduct  towards  (he  United  States  a  eharaeter  of  friend* 
liness,  which  has  far  exceeded  (he  expectations  of  the  otiicers  of  thia 
Government,  and  entitles  it  to  more  particular  notice. 

The  President  has  he^rd  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  the  flattering 
testimony  which  is.  borne  tofhecondact  of  Oovernor  Taverner  by  seversu 
distinguished  commanders  of  our  navy,  and  thinks  it  but  justice  to  him 
that  some  expres'^ion  should  lie  given  to  His  Catholic  Majesty  of  his 
grateful  feelini;s,  as  weil  for  the  friendiv  policy  which  dictated  the  in-

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had  declared  its  inability  to  comply  with  it^fer  want  of  more  precise  djita 
and  description  of  the  docuiuents  wanted.  *

Sib;  The  Secretary  has  directed  me  to  invite  your  prompt  attention 
to  the  enclosed  eoj^  of  a  letter  to  him  from  Messrs.  Shelton  &  Co.,  who 
represent  themselves  to  he  citizens  of  the  United  States  residing  at  Trioi- 
dsui  de  Cuba,  and  state  that,  on  the  14th  of  Novend»er,  18^9,  the  super-* 
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intendente,  or  chief  director  of  the  custom-house  regulatiohir  for  the 
istand,  issued  a  decree  pennitting  the  measureroent  of  vessels  from  the 
north  of  Europe,  &c.,  whose  registers  should  express  their  measurement 
by  last  instead  of  tons;  that,  on  the  receipt  of  this  order,  die  jCoUector  of 
that  port  made  die  system  general  for  all  vessels,  and  named  a  person  to 
execute  the  same,  entirely  void  of  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  oon* 
struction  of  vessels,  which,  they  say,  is  absolutely  necessary  to  ibUow  the 
instructions  laid  down  in  the  laws  of  Spain  for  taking  their  dimensions  ; 
that  thp  measurer  rpferred  to,  disregardful  of  the  laws  upon  the  subject, 
only  aims  at  overrating  the  tonnage,  in  which  hp  is  very  successful,  and 

.  is  protected  in  tho  fraud  by  the  collector,  I)c  n  Jose  Gotizales  Uorente  ; 
that,  among  other  cases,  is  that  of  the  hri^  Aurora,  Captain  (jO(iday,  of 
New  York,  burden,  per  register,  274  tons,  and,  by  the  measurer  adverted 
to,  estimated  at  8914  tons,  whereby  the  sum  of  $269  37  was  extorted  from 
her  above  the  amount  of  tonnage  duly  she  ought  to  have  paid  according 
to  her  register;  that  they  were  consignees  of  the  Aurora,  and  made  a 
representation  to  the  superintendebte  or  chief  of  the  euatom-house  de-  - 
l^rtment  at  Havana,  accompanied  by-  a  copy  of  the  measurement  taken 
at  St.  Jago  de  Cuba,  on  which  they  had  paid  the  exorbitant  tonnage  dutj 

'  alluded  to,  and  requesting  that  it  might  be  referred  to  the  Marine  depart- 
ment for  the  decision  of  the  engineers  of  marine :  that  it  was  so  refer- 
red, and  the  engineer  estimated  the  vessel  to  be  of  269  iV«  tons,  instead 
of  3911,  the  custom-house  measurement  at  St.  Jago ;  that,  upon  receiving 
this  decision,  the  superintendente  ordered  the  excess  of  tonnage  duty  to 
fee  restored  ;  that  the  collector  at  St.  .lago  returned  this  order  to  the  su- 
perintendente, undei-  the  pretext  that  Messrs.  Sheltoii  &  Co.  had  acted 
fraudulently,  and  that  ins  own  measurement  was  correct.

Sib  :  Two  cases  of  great  importance  to  the  landed  interest  of  the  United 
States  are  now  depending  in  the  Supreme  Court,  before  which  they  were 
argued  at  the  last  January  term.  After  bestowing  the  most  deliberate 
sittenlion  upon  the  merits  of  those  eases,  the  court  came  to  a  determination, 
to  hold  them  under  advisement  until  their  next  term,  in  the  hope  of  ob- 
taining, through  the  agency  of  the  Executive,  authentic  copies  of  certain 
Spanish  documents,  w  hich  were  deemed  materia!  evidence,  to  enable  the 
bench  to  give  a  final  decision  thereon.  The  <»rder  of  the  court, having 
been  communieated  to  the  Preaident,  was»  by  him,  referred  to  this  De- 
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partmeiit,  together  with  a  letter  addressed  to  him*  on  the  20ih  March  last, 
by  Mr.  VVirt,  one  of  the  counsel  employed  by  the  United  States  to  pro- 
tect their  rights  in  the  cnsn  rpferrefl  tcu  and  witli  directions  to  ]>rej)are 
instructions  to  you  to  obiaiu  the  documents  required  from  the  archives  of 
the  Spanisli  Governinent. 

The  above-mentioned  letter  from  Mr.  Wirt,  of  which,  and  of  the  order 
of  the  court,  copies  are  herewith  transmitted,  contains,  as  you  will  per- 
ceive, an  eiiuiueration  of  the  required  papeis,  which  will  enable  you,  it 
is  believed,  to  describe  them  with  su^eient  aecuraey  to  insure  an  easjr 
eorajpliance,  on  the  ptfrt  of  the  Government  of  His  Catholie  Majesty,  with 
the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Uie  wishes  of  the  President;  and 
the  justice  of  the  application  affords  a  sure  pledge  that  that  compliance 
will  be  cheerfully  and  promptly  yielded. 

Such  is  the  importance  of  the  rights  and  principles  which  are  made  to 
depend  upon  the  final  adjudication  of  these  cases,  and  of  the  early  recep- 
tion here  of  the  papers  in  question,  that,  in  order  to  obviate  all  delays  and 
difficulties  which  might  arise  from  the  uncertainty  of  coin  r  yance,  and 
frojn  unforeseen  accidents,  the  l^resident  h;is  jud<;e(l  it  cxpeJient  to 
iran  -mit  this  despatch  to  you  by  a  special  messenger,  who  wiii  leave  this 
Department  in  a  few  days.  Mr.  A.  H.  Rowan  has  been  sele  fed  for  this 
service,  and  instructed  to  await  at  Madrid  the  fulfilment  ol  the  l^esident's 
wishes  with  rej^ard  to  the  documents  in  question,  and  to  takii  charge  of 
them  on  his  return  to  the  United  vStates. 

You  will,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  receipt  of  this  despatch,  mak^ 
ft  formal  application  to  the  Spanish  Goyernment  for  authentic  copies  of  the 
papers  as  described  in  Mr.  Wirt's  letter ;  and,  in  explaining  the  object 
for  which  they  are  wanted,  you  will  endeavor  to  impress  his  Majesty's 
minister  with  a  proper  sense  of  the'importance^  that  your  request  should 
receive  his  early  uttention.  The  President  e?vpects,  from  the  justice  and 
friendly  sentiments  of  HisAfajesty,  that  he  will  suffer  no  unnecessary  de- 
lay to  defeat  the  object  pf  his  wishes  by  detaining'the  messen^r  beyond 
the  proper  tiine  to  allow  of  his  return  to  Washington  in  seas>)n  for  the 
nieetiuLC  of  the  Supreme  Court.  These  considerations,  frankly  explained 
to  the  Spanish  authorities,  will  not  fail,  it  is  hoped,  to  effect  the  desired 
object. 

If  it  be  indispensable  to  a  full  and  speedy  execution  of  this  cotnmission 
that  copyists  yliould  be  employed  by  you  to  make  the  transcr  ijit-  rfujuired, 
the  President  uuiborizes  you,  in  thai  case,  to  make  a  reason.iule  allow- 
ance for  that  object.

Your  letter  like- 
wise states  that  you  would  write  to  this  Department  upon  (iie  suhjecr, 
to  sue;£rest  the  propriety  of  issuing  duplicate  curainissions  in  liiture  casc  ^ 
of  the  ndinc  sort,  and  of  forwarding  one  of  them  direct  to  the  legaiioa  at 
Madrid.  Althougji  no  letter  from  you  to  that  effect  has  yei  been  received 
at  this  Department,  tiie  preeauttou  referred  to  irill,  nevertheless,  be 
observed  upon  similar  occasions,  as  tbey  may  hereafter  arise,  and  ibr 
that  purpose  we  shall  send  yon  the  commissions  gi'anted  to  the  consuls 
of  the  United  States  in  the  island  of  Porto  Rico,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
necessaiy  exequaturs  upon  them.  In  the  mean  time,  I  'take  advantage 
of  the  present  opportunity  to  transmit  to  you  the  renewed  commission 
granted  to  Mr.  Shaler,  in  pursuance  of  the  late  confirmation  of  his  nomi- 
nation by  the  Senate,  which  you  will  use  for  the  object  required  in 
his  case.

The  renewed  application,  founded  upon 
the  commission  now  fiimiabed,  which  you  will  make  to  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment, will  afford,  a  fit  oeeasioB,  of  which  you  will  avail  yourself,  fbr 
reminding  that  Government  of  the  fact,  that  exequaturs  are  freely  and 
mtuitously  given  by  this  to  the  consuls  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  in  the 
United  States,  without  fees  or  expense  of  any  description  whatever.

in  the  second  article  of  that  treaty,  His  Catholic  Majesty  cedes  to  tbe 

United  States,  nmong  other  thinp^s  appertaining  to  those  provinces,  "the 
archives  and  docuinf  nts  which  rclnte  directly  to  the  property  and  sove- 
reignty ol"  j«aid  pn>\  <  s.''  The  iiu  ()M)[)leLe  luUilment  oi  this  clause  has 
long  heen  It'U  by  our  courts  as  a  stJ  ious  inconvenience  in  ihe  adjusuueiit 
of  the  numerous  contioversies  resultini:;  Ironi  ( onilictins:  claims  to  lands 
under  grants  jroin  liic  Spanish  colonial  authoiiiiLS,  and  j)re9ents  almost 
insuperable  obstacles  to  tlieir  iinal  settlement  upon  principles  oi  justice. 

The  fact  that  Mr.  Call  has  actually  obtained- from  the  Captain  General 
of  Cuba,  during  his  late  visit  to  that  island,  several  of  the  doeuments 
which  he  had  been  instructed  to  demand,  and  the- certain  information  he 
has  acquired  of  the  existence  there  of  many  others  of  the  same  nature* 
no  longer  admit  of  any  doubt  that  the  article  in  the  treaty  above  referred 
to  h-ds  not  received  its  cr.tire  execution,  and  that  the  United  Slates  have 
a  right  to  demand  its  complete  fulfilment.  ' 

The  importance  to  the  Government  and  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
that  these  papers  should  he  i)laccd  in  their  possession ;  their- utter  use- 
iessness  in  the  hands'of  the  agents  of  Spain  ;  but^  above  ail,  the  Prcsi- 
dciii's  confi''er?cc  in  the  upriiihtness  oi"  \\  \s  Catholic  Majesty's  inteniions, 
and  in  his  fideiily  in  the  lultilnient  oi"  his  obligations,  induce  a  heliel",  on 
his  part,  that  the  claim  of  the  United  States  will  receive  the  favorable 
attention  of  the  Spanish  Government. 

You  are,  ther  ei'orc,  authorized,  as  soon  after  the  receipt  of  this  de- 
spatch as  circumstances  will  allow,  to  apply  to  His  Majesty's  minister  for 
an  order  to  the  Captain  General  of  Cuba  to  deliver  to  the  authorized 
agent  of  the  United  States  aU  the  original  documents  belonging  to  the 
archives  of  the  late  Spanish  provinces  of  East  and  West  Florida,  which 
may,  by  any  means  whatsoever,  have  found  their  way  into  the  Departments 
of  the  Government,  or  Captain  Generalcy  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  whi^

bbstaclo  to  your  entetinii;  into  such  a  negotiation  ;  and  to  the  cunclusion, 
on  your  part,  in  hehalf  ot  the  United  States,  of  a  cunirncrcial  treaty,  Qlher- 
wise  satisfactory,  with  the  vSjt  tni--!!  (Jovernaient.  In  that  case,  however, 
the  Secretary  thinks  that  ul!  iiK oiiv^  iiience  And  risk  may  he  obvi.ue^l  by 
ft  correspondence  between  yourself  and  the  Spanish  plenipotentiary, 
similar  in  its  import,  and  of  analogous  date,  to  tlial  ^^ubjoioed  to  the  trea* 
iy  of  36th  of  April,  1826,  between  the  United  Sute»and  Denmark,  of 
whioh  a.  copy  is  enclosed,  aod  which  .took  place  the  dajr  before  the  sig- 
nature of  that  treaty  between  Mr.  Clay  and  Mr.  Pedersen,  who  had  nc- 
l^tiated  it ;  and  which  eorrespbiideoQe  is  considered  as  ibrimng  a  part 
of  the  treaty  itself. 

It  is  the  wish  of  ihe  Secretary  of  State,  therefore,  and  I  am  so  instruct- 
ed by  him  to  inform  you,  as  1  have  (he  honor  of  doing,  that  you  should 
not  decline  the  negotiation  and  eonclusion  of  an  arrangement  of  tlic  de- 
serifHion  in  question,  with  the  reservation  and  precaution- referred  to.

ment,  favor;(l)li'  to  that  step,  as  far  as  that  could  he  done  without  exciting 
jealousies  aiid  irritation  on  their  part,  which  might  affect  injuriously  the 
interests  of  this  country,  \yithout  promoting  the  object  in  view.  The 
present  is  deemed  an  auspicious  moment  to  press  the  subject,  on  account 
of  general  causes  as  well  as  of  some  considerations  of  a  special  tharacter, 
which  it  is  inade  my  duty  to  bring  to  your  view..

.  Of  the  hopelessness  of  all  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  Crown  of  Spain 

to  reconquer  those  States — of  the  interest  which  the  world,  and  no  part 
of  it  more  tlian  Spain  herself,  has  in  the  final  settlement  of  that  question, 
it  is  not  necessary  now  to  speak.  These  considerations  are  fully  discuss- 
ed in  your  instructions,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  (hdy  appreciated  by  you, 
.laud  must  also  be  confirmed  by  your  personal  observations. 

This  Government  has  aloO  been  given  to  understand  that  if  Spain

The  President  finds  in  this  consideration  aii  additional  motive  to  de-

ter, when,  well  bnderstood  and  (ulij  considered,  will  be  Tiewed  in  the 
same  light  by  Spain  herself.  No  ObjectioDS  are  perceived  against  a  frank

Siij  :  Herewith  you  will  receive  ^  of  the  memorials  ai  the  <4iam- 
})e'rs  ot  cojumerce  at  Charleston  and  i'iiiladelphia,  and  ol  the  luerfli.uits 
of  \\'iliuine;ton,  N.  C,,to  Congress,  which  were  referred  to  ihe  President 
at  the  Lite  session,  together  with  a  report  of  the  CtniniiiUee  on  Commerce 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate, 
m  eopj  of  which  is  uao  traoMiittad.  One  of  the  objects  of  diese  memo- 
mis  is,  to  procure  t  ledoction  of  the  tonnage  duties  upon  American  ves- 
sels entering  the  fiorts  of  Cuba,  which  are  stated  to  be  now  charged  at 
tlie  fate  of  90  reals  de  plata,  or  two  dollars  and  fiftj  cents,  per  ton,  in 
these  ports,  whereas,  \n  those  of  the  island  of  Porto  Rico,  they  are  only 
charged  at  the  rate  of  20  reals  de  vellon,  or  one  dollar,  per  ton.  It  ap- 
pears, alS0|  that  this  inequality  in  the  rate  of  tonnage  duties  demanded 
upon  American  vessels  resorting  to  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico 
has  long  existed  in  prr\ctfcf^-^^-/r  since  the  tnide  w  ith  Cuh^  was  opened  ; 
and  it  i'^  roi) lectured  thai  ihe  extra  tonnage  monev  paid  in  this  manner, 
in  the  port  ul  i-favann  alnne,by  the  merchants  of  the  United  States,  since 
that  ))eriod,  amounts  to  more  than  two  millions  of  dollars.  The  proper 
criterion,  iiou  ever,  for  judging  of  the  tendency  of  this  retrnlation,  as  it 
affects  the  commerce  of  the  United  States,  and  of  its  true  arid  injurious 
character  in  regard  to  that  commerce,  is  by  a  reference  to  the  compara- 
tiTe  rates  of  tonnage  duty  demandable,  according  to  the  rule  observed, 
upon  an  American  vessel  of  100  tons  burden  in  a  port  of  Cuba,  and  a 
Spanish  Vessel  of  the  same  burden  in  a  port  of  the  United  States.  '  Sub- 
joined to  the  Chaiieston  memorial,  you  will  find  a  comparative  statement 
of  this  description,  showing  an  actual  dtiferenoe,  or  inequality,  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents  against  the  United  States, 
imd  to  the  advantage  of  the  Spanish  vessel  in  the  case  stated.  Whilst  the 
memorialists  are  of  opinion  that  the  authorities  in  Cubarhave  misconstrued 
the  royal  order  of  Spain,  imposing  tonnage  duties  in  its  colonies,  from  the 
inequalit}'  thus  provailing  between  the  rates  of  those  demandable  in  the 
one  and  other  island  ref'errr-i  to,  thev  ini(>r  ih  it  the  effect  of  the  regula- 
tiiui  adopted  at  Cuba,  it  peihi.'sied  in,  will  be  to  exclude  our  vessels  from 
all  participation  in  the  commerce  with  that  island.  It  is  to  avert  this 
state  of  things  that  lUcy  inv  oke  the  uUi  i  position  of  their  own  Government. 

By  rcfererv::e  to  the  archives  of  the  legation  at  Madrid,  you  will 
perceive  that  Mr.  Everett,  your  predecessor,  was  instructed  by  this  De- 
partment, in  a  letter  to  him  of  5th  August,  1829,  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Spanish  Government  the  interpretation  which  the  Inteil^dente  of 
the  island  of  Cuba  had  given  to  the  ordinance,  or  regulation,  imposing 
the  duty  in  question,  by  the  substitution  of  the  real  de  plata  for  the  real 
de  vellon,  witli  a  view,  principally,  to  an  inquiry,  on  our  part, .whether 
the  Intendente's  interpretation  of  that  ordinance  was  not  an  erroneous  one, 
and  to  a  consequent  correction  of  the  misapprehension  under  which  it 
was  supposed  to  have  been  formed  on  his  part.  The  despatch  contain- 
ing those  instructions  reached  Madrid  after  Mi.  E*.  rrntt's  departure  from 
that  rn!)ita!,  md  was  ir-od  bv  Mr.  Walsh  as  the  foundation  of  a  note 
whicti  he  wrote  to  Mr.  M.  G.  Salmon,  tbeu  becretary  of  State  for  Fo- 
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reiirn  Affr^irs,  acquainting  him  with  the  rate  of  tonnage  duties  thus  levied 
n|)(in  American  vessels  in  the  inland  of  Cuba,  contrary,  as  was  suj)posed, 
to  the  royal  order^aad  remonstrating  agaiabi  that  order,  as  interpreted  by 
the  officer  charged  with  its  execution,  as  a  harsh,  injurious  measure  in 
reference  to  Araericaii  t>hn)[>iii^  To  this  note  Mr.  Salii»on  replied  by 
.  one  addressed  to  Mr.  Walsh  in  February,  1830,  stating  that  the  exaction 
of  the  tonnage  ^luty  of  dO  reals  of  plate  was  made  bj  .the  antborities  of 
the  ishiid  of  Cuba,  in  virtue  of  a  royal  order  of  the  6th  November^  1828^ 
though  he  <lid  not  famish  a  copy  of  that  order. 

The  regulation  continues  unaltered  to  the  present  time»  '  It  is  no]t  the 
purpose  of  this  Department,  therefore,  in  referring  this  subjeot  again  to 
4he  same  legation,  as  I's  done  by  direction  of  the  President,  to  instruct 
you  to  remonstrate  against  the  interpretation  which  was  thus  given  bf 
the  Intendente  of  the  island  of  Cuba  to  the  royal  order  in  question, 
since  he  is  boi  nr  out  in  that  interpretation  by  his  superiors,  but  to  re- 
monstrate against  Ilir  injustice  and  inecpiality  of  the  order  itself,  in  regard 
to  the  AmPfican  iiitcK  s!  whi(^)i  it  so  deeply  affects,  and  to  endeavor,  by 
all  the  means  in  your  paw(  r,  (o  procure  surli  a  modification  of  it  as  may 
serve  to  place  the  navigation  ul'  the  Uuaeti  Slates  upon  a  better  footing 
in  that  island,  and  to  avert  the  effect  which  the  memorialists  are  of 
opinion  would  iueyitabiy  follow  from  the  measures  being  persisted  in,  of 
excluding  our  vessels  from  all  participation  in  the  valuable  commeree 
with  that  dependency  of  tlbe  Spanish  Crown. 

There  would  be  double  cause  of  gratification  at  this  r^ult,  if  it  should 
be  brought  about  in  season  to  be  communicated  to  Congress  at  the  com- 
mencement of  i0  neJEt  sessipn;  and  it  is  the  wish  and  expectation  of  the 
President  that  nothing  may  or  will  be  omitted  on  your  .part  to  -elfect  it. 
in  tb^  other  event,  that  is,  an  adherence  of  the  Spanish  Government  to 
its  present  policy,  the  President  will  consider  it  his  duty  to  recommend 
to  Congress  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as,  in  its  wisdom,  may  be 
thought  advisahip,  to  retaliate  upon  Spain,  or  to  counteract  the  injurious 
effect  of  its  regul.uion  in  this  respect;  and  the  silence  of  that  Govern- 
ment will  pfobalily  he  roiisidered  by  the  President  as  a  refusal,  on  its 
jKii  i,  to  iiiodii}  that  regulation,  Of  to  admit  of  any  relaxation  in  iavor  of 
x\.iijerican  vessels.  ■        -  •  . 

In  making  the  Spani^  Government  acquainted  with  the  necessity  and 
propriety  of  an  early  answer  upon  this  and  the  other  subject  referred  hr 
Consress  to  the  President,  you  will^  of  .course,  avoid  every  thing  whieh 
may  have  the  appearance  of  menace,  or  be  inconsistent  i^ith  the  deco* 
rum  and  courtesy  which  it  is  no  less  the  President's  wish  than  your  own 
should  be  observed  in  your  intercourse  with  that  Government. 

You  will  find,  likewise,  that  the  memorialists  complain,  and  with  good 
reason,  of  the  great  inequality  prevailing  between  the  rates  of  duties 
levied 'upon  goods  and  produce  imported  into  Cuba  in  American  and 
Spanish  vessels,  amounting  to  a  difference  of  from  331  to  .')0  p(  r  cciu.  in 
favor  of  Spanisli  bntton)*^,  and  that,  by  a  late  rogulalion  of  the  Spanish 
authorities,  tiie  duues  upon  rice  and  ilour,  the  (wo  n»ubl  considerable  ar- 
ticles of  export  to  that  island,  have  been  still  furtber  augmented,  while 
the  duly  in  the  United  States  upon  two  staple  cumMiodities  of  Cuba,  col- 
fee  and  molasses,  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  I'resident  will,  doubt- 
less, think  it  bis  duty  to  refer  this,  subject  likewise  to  Congress  at  ita 
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next  Bession,  in  the  nne  event,  with  a  view  to  stick  retaliatory  meaQures 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  on  its  part,  in  relation  to  it. 

It  1*3  the  earnest  wish  of  the  President  that  the  Spanish  riovernment 
were  made  sensible  of  tht  advantaj^cs  to  be  derived  from  a  fair  princi- 
ple of  reciiirocity  in  the  coinniei  cial  intercomse  of  nations,  and  could  be 
iiuliK'i^d  to  adopt  that  principle  in  refen  nf c  lo  the  United  States.  In 
that  case,  as  you  know,  the  President  is  luli  v  authorized  to  secure  to  the 
vessels  of  Spain  resorting;  to  the  pprts  of  the  United  States  the  same 
advantages  in  respect  to  tonnage  and  merchandise  as  appertain  to  the 
Tassels  of  the  United  States,  and  the  merehandise  imported  in  tbem, 
wheneesoever  brought ;  and  you  need  not  to  be  informed  that  the  Presi*. 
dent,  would  be  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  exercising  that  authoHty,  to  the 
obyious  and  important  benefit  of  both  nations.- 

It  would*  seem^  however,  from  yonr  despatch  No.  15,  of  the  3tst  of 
Januaiji  that  you  will  have  great  difficulties  to  $urmount«  and  strong 
prejndices .  on  the  part  of  the  Spanish  Government  to  oviercome,  before 
you  can  prevail  upon  it  to  agree  to  the  adoption  of  any  measures  for 
placing  the  intercourse  bct%veen  the  two  countries  upon  a  liberal  footing. 
It  is  the  wish  of  tlie  President,  nevertheless,  that  your  efforts  to  that  cud 
should  be  continued,  if  there  exist  the  smallest  probability  that  they  may 
succeed.  .  . 

The  construction  which  you  have  given  to  the  law  of  Congress  of  the 
7th  January  ,  IbJ  i,  as  explained  in  your  despatch  No.  8,  is  believed  to 
be  the  correct  one ;  and  you  will  abstain,  therefore,  from  repealing  the 
proposal  which  Mr.  Everelt  made  to  the  Spanish  Government  on  the 
subject  oi^equalizing  the  tonnage  duties  alone  upon  the  vessels  of  the 
two  countri^s^ 

The  course  indicated  by  7oor  del^patch  No.  IS,  already  referred  to, 
which  you  had  d^ermioed  upon  pursuing  with  regard  to  the  great  ques*  . 
tion  between  Spain  and  its  former  colonies,  in  refeioDt  c  to  the  acknow- 
ledgment by  the  former  of  the  independence  of  ^tbe  latter,  14  entirely 
approved  by  the  President  as  a  Judicious  and  safe  one. 

The  President  having  hitely  appointed,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
.  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Lewis  Shut  maker,  who  hns  long  lesidcd  at  Matanzas, 
in  the  island  of  Cuba,  in  the  quality  of  commercial  agent  of  this  Govern- 
ment, consul  of  the  United  States  at  the  same  place,  in  pursuance  of  tlic 
arrangement  between  Mr.  Everett  and  Mr.  M.  G.  baiiiion,  concluded  in 
March,  Ib29,  you  will  make  the  Spanish  Government  acquainted  with 
the  circumstance  aticurdingly,  and  procure  from  it  an  exequatur  in  the 
usual  form,  which  you  will  send  direct  to  Mr.  Shoemaker  himself.  An 
authenticated  copy  of  his  commission  is,  with  that  view,  herewith  trans- 
mitted to  you.  Mr*  Shoemaker  is  represented  to  this  Department  as  a 
very  discreet  and  prudent  man ;  and  I  am  well  persuaded  that  his  per- 
sonal and  official  conduct  will  prove  entirely  satisfaetoiy  to  the.  local 
authorities  of  his  district.

Sir  :  In  a  despatch  from  this  Department,  dated  the  2Gth  April  last, 
you  received  communication  of  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
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tires  of  the  Sd  Mardb  preeediqg,  requeatiDg  the  Pre9ideiit  to  renew  and 
prosecute,  from  time  to  time,  sueh  negotiations  with  the  several  maritime 
Powers  of  Europe  aild  America  as  he  might  deem  eipedient  for  the 
eflactnal  abolition  of  the  African  slav^  trade,  and  its  ultimate  denuncia- 
tion as  piracy  under  the  law  of  nations  by  the  consent  of  the  civilized 
world ;  and  you  were  directed  to  suspend  all  action  upon  it  until  the 
ulterior  views  of  the  President  should  be  made  known  to  you. 

Upon  a  reconsideration  of  the  subject,  it  has  appeared  expedient  that 
you  should  he  authorized  to  avail  yourself  of  the  first  opportunity  which 
may  preseiiL  itself  to  carry  into  cilect  the  intention  of  the  resolution 
referred  to.  It  is  thfjrelore  the  desire  of  the  President  that  you  should, 
through  informal  conversations  with  the  Minister  of  Foreign^  Affairs, 
ascertain  what  are  the  views  and  dispositions  of  the  Sj)anish  Government

By  the  last  the  President  has  been  apprized  of  your 
desire  to  return,  on  leaye  of  absence  for  a  limited  time.  To  this  he  di- 
rects me  to  answer  that  the  request  will  be  taken  into  consideration  with 
every  desire  to  promote  your  convenience,  as  soon  as  the  position  of  af- 
fairs between  the  two  countries  will  justify  the  measure.  But  my  de- 
spatch No.  28,  of  the  17th  October  last,  will,  before  .this  time,  have  ap- 
prized you  of  the  nece*?sity  there  will  he  of  your  remaining;  until  some 
definitive  arran^^ementii  shall  be  made  of  the  points  indifference  between 
the  two  countries.  Should  you  find  a  disposition  to  comply  with  our  just 
demands,  the  adjustment  will  necessarily  consume  much  time ;  should 
they,  as  usual,  procrastinate,  and  give  no  definitive  answer  by  the  time 
limited  in  the  last-mentioned  despatch,  or  adhere  to  their  former  refusal, 
you  must  remain  to  awail  the  issue  of  the  relerence  that  will  be  made  of 
the  matter  to  Congress ;  so  that,  in  eidier  eyent,  so  much  time  B«iC 
atopse  befeffo  the  Pfosidtnl  can  deetde,  lo  many  eiroumstanees  mayoe* 
mt  that  may  intoeMO  hii  AteUkm^  tlmt  hO  mMt  delsr  lor  the  present 
asiAcing  any  on  year  applieatioii.

You  are» 
theiefore^  taetfueied  to  preas  for  an  answer  to  your  former  applieatbo  ia 
.  this  view  only,  statine  that  the  papers  required  are  necessary  to  enable 
.  joiir  Goyernment  to  do  justice  to  mose  Spanish  subjects  and  ihcir  repre- 
sentatiTes  who  hold  bonajuh  grants,  by  separating  their  case  from  those 
which  are  founded  on  concessions  made  without  authority. 

The  royal  order  to  the  Governor  of  Cuba,  wliich  you  obtained  for  the 
delivery  of  the  archives,  has  not  yet  been  obeyed,  but,  at  the  date  of  our 
Xafiit  advices,  a  disposition  was  shown  to  comply  with  it. 

Your  earnest  aiti  rition  is  again  called  to  the  heavy  discriminating  duties 
imposed  on  our  shipping  in  Cuba  nnd  Porto  Rico,  which  have  now  be- 
come so  grievous  that  some  ri'tali  uory  measures  are  rendered  indispen- 
sable, unless  I  thcinge  should  take  place.  The  President  has  hitherto

Sir  :  It  is  understood  th:it  Mrs.  Mendf\  thr  widow  of  the  late  Richard 
Meade,  is  about  sending  a  petition  to  the  King  ol  Spain,  praying  a  remis-  • 
sion  of  a  certain  fine  imposed  upon  Mr.  Meade,  on  account  of  a  publica- 
tion which  was  alleged  to  be  libellous ;  in  cpnsequeoce  oi  which,  certain 
property  i^  pl  uisibly  withheld  from  her. 

It  is  underslood,  also,  that  the  success  of  Mis.  Meade's  application 
may  be  greatly  facilitated  by  your  interference. 

Although  the  origiiial  iDStnictionSf  under  whieh  your  aid  is  authorized 
geoerally  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  prosecution 
of  their  claims  against  Spain,  will,  doubtless,  render  your  interference 
proper  upon  this  occasion,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  invite  your  attention 
particularly  to  Mrs.  Meade's  application.  1  have,  therefore,  to  request 
that  you  will  render  her  such  aid  as,  in  your  judgment,  the  nature  of 
her  case  may  require,  and  as  you  may  render  consistently  with  a  due 
j^gard  to  the  other  important  subjects  of  your  negotiation.

Sir  :  The  President  has  deemed  it  proper,  by  a  general  regulation,  to 
prescribe  some  limit  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  missions  abroad  ; 
and,  with  reference  to  the  expenditure  for  those  purposes  in  the  mission 
to  Spain  in  past  years,  the  annual  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  has  been 
fixed  as  the  limit  of  that  mission. 

Pursuant  to  this  regulation,  your  drafts  for  contingent  expenses,  after 
the  30th  September  next,  will  in  no  instance  exjceed  that  limit,  without 
the  special  authority  of  the  Departtuent ;  and  the  allowance  of  any  less 
sum  will  depend  upon  the  principles  which  have  heretofore  governed 
the  Department  in  the  settlement  of  such  accounts.

Sir  :  The  royal  order  which  was  granted  by  the  King  of  Spain,  direct- 
ing the  delivery  to  an  agent  of  the  United  States  of  the  archives  belong- 
ing to  East  and  West  Florida,  which  had  been  transferred  to  the  island 
of  Cuba,  is  in  danger  of  being  in  a  great  measure  frustrated,  by  a  deter., 
mination  of  the  authorities  of  that  island  in  regard  to  the  character  of 
certain  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  of  Don  Vicente  S.  Pintado^ 
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the  former  Surveyor  General  for  Louisiana  and  the  Florid  as.   These . 
papers  are  numerous  and  yarious,  consisting  principally  of  maps,  plans, 
surveys,  correspondence,  apd  books  of  record  and  entry,  ail  relating  to 
the  possession  or  title  of  lands  in  the  ceded  colonies,  and  are  admitted 

by  all  parties  to  be  of  great  importance  to  the  Uiiitpd  States.  They 
have  been  explicitly  and  repeatedly  demanded  by  the  ao;cnts  of  this 
Government,  and  have  been  constantly  refused,  on  the  ground  that  they 
were  the  private  pioperty  of  the  widow.  In  a  decision  so  opposed  to 
the  facts  and  reason  of  the  case,  the  President  is  not  willing  to  acquiesce  ; 
and  he  directs  that  the  subject  shall  be  brought  forthwith  belbre  the 
Spanish  Government,  and  positive  instructions  to  its  functionary  at  Cuba 
requested  in  relation  to  these  specific  papers.  It  is  known  to  this  De- 
partment that  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Captain  ^eneraV,  in 
the  first  instance,  to  attend  to  the  examination  and  selection  of  the  docd- 
ments  to  be  delivered,  reported,  as  their  decided  opinion,  that  tfate  papers 
in  the  possession  of  Madame  Pintado  were  public  archives,  and,  as  such, 
should  be  handed  over  tO  the  American  agent ;  arril  it  is  also  understood 
that  this  was  the  private  opinion  of  the  Captain  General  himself,  and  of 
the  intendant  of  the  island.  The  question,  however,  was  snbscriueutly 
referred  to  the  assessor,  by  whom  those  papers  were  pronounced  to  be 
private  property  ;  and  his  opinion  was  sanctioned  by  the  "  Junta  Superior 
Direc  ti\  a."  Upon  the  strength  of  this  decision,  the  delivery  of  these 
documents  is  refused,  unless  the  price  of  hfteen  tliousand  dollars  be  i)aid 
to  the  widow,  who  has  thrown  them  into  market,  and  is  reatly  to  sell 
them  to  such  individuals  or  companies  as  may  be  inclined  to  purchase, 
should  this  Government  decline  her  oiler.  The  risk  and  confusion  to 
which  land  titles  in  Louisiana  and  Florida  would  be  subjected  by  a  trans- 
fer of  these  papers  to  unprincipled  speculators,  impel'this  Oovernmeatto 
the  necessity  of  acquiring  them,  either  by  an  enforcement  of  the  stipule- 
tidn  entered  into  by  Spain,  or  by  a  payment  of  the  price  which  has  been 
ai%itrarily  fixed  by  the  pretended  pfoprietor.  The  fi>rmer  course  is  dic- 
tated by  a  regard  bodi  to  the  rights  and  the  dignity  of  the  Govenmrant, 
and,  it  is  hoped,  cannot  fail  to  be  successful,  if  die  matter  be  presented 
\o  the  Si)anish  authorities  with  the  clearness  and  force  of  which  it  is  sus- 
ceptible. The  terms  of  the  treaty  of  1319,  and  of  the  royal  order  above  * 
referred  to,  require  the  delivery  of  nil  archives  and  documents  which 
"  relate  directly  to  the  property  and  sovereignty"  of  the  ceded  provinces. 
That  the  paj)ers  ii\  question  relate  directly  to  proj)erly  in  those  provinces 
is  not  denied  ;  and  tlie  idea  of  their  belonging  to  a  private  estate  is  be- 
lieved to  he  completely  refuted  by  admitted  facts.  They  were  prepared 
by  an  ofhcer  of  the  Spanish  Government  while  in  the  employment  and 
under  the  pay  of  that  Government,  and  relate  directly  to  his  official 
business.  If  they  be  originals,  they  are  un (questionably  the  archives  of 
that  particular  department  of  the  public  bnsmess  which  was  intrusted  to 
him ;  and  if  copies,  they  are  equally  subject  to  the  public  disposal,  and 
their  surrender  would  be  rightfuldy  and  properly  required  in  case  of  the 
loss  of  the  originsJs,  for  w^ich  they  then  become  the  legal  snbstitutes* 
0th  erwise,  the  same  accident  by  which  the  original  documents  were 
destroyed  would  place  the  titles  to  lands,  which  had  been  granted  for  a 
valuable  consideration  by  the  (lovemment  Or  its  agents,  entirely  at  the 
meosy^^  pf  Oie  private  holders  of  the  copies.  And  it  is  precisely  in  this 
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••attitude  that  the  widow  of  tin's  ])ubiic  olTitscr  sup]>oaes  herself  to  .stand, 
from  the  circumstance  oi  her  !)  ivinj^  corne  into  possession,  at  h^  r  luis- 
band's  deatli,  of  tlicse  papers  ;   r)     which,  in  all  probability,  the  titles 
of  the  owners  of  v^si  qimntitiu^  ui  laud  in  the  Floridas  and  Louisiana 
now  rest.    It  is  wt  U  knoun  that  many  public  papers  hrk'nginii;  to  the 
archives  of  West  Florida  weie  thrown  overboard,  or  ruined  by  the  salt 
Hater  on  their  passage  to  Cuba,  during  a  chase  by  a  Patriot  vessel  j  and 
the  eomiBiiMioDers  appoiDted  by  the  Captain  General  admit,^  in  their  report^ 
that  the  very  originals,  of  which  many  of  the  papers  in  the  posi^ession  of 
the  widow  Pintaao  are  copies,  were  not  co  be  found.   These  archives 
ought  never  to  have  been  removed ;  and  the  Spanish  Government  is 
justly  responsible  for. a]!  losses  which  may  have  occurred  in  consequence 
of  their  removal. 

To  such  of  the  documents,  therefore,  in  the  hands  of  this  widow,  as 
relate  to  property  in  East  or  West  Florida,  you  will  assert  the  title  of 
this  Government  under  t!ic  express  stij)iilation  of  tlie  treaty  of  1819, 
and  recjuest  nn  order  for  the  delivery  of  all  the  oi  iginals,  and  of  all 
copies  of  which  the  originals  shall  not  have  been  found.  Y'ou  will  re- 
quest the  same  order  m  respect  to  those  whi'(  li  relate  to  lands  in  Loui- 
siana ;  not  on  the  same  ground  of  express  u  eaty  stipulation,  but  upon 
the  basis  of  that  right  which  is  incident  to  the  transfer  of  the  sovereignty 
of  a  country,  of  receiving  all  the  public  archives,  and  such  documents  as 
were  in  the  possession  of  tlic  former  sovereign,  exclusively  relating  to 
the  assigned  territory^  and  ^necessary  to  establisn  or  elucidate  the  titles 
to  land  within  that  teiritory  of  the  subjects  or  citizens  whose  allegiance 
is  transferred.  The  United  States,  by  their  treaty  with  France,  stand 
in  the  same  position  which  was  previously  occupied  by  the  latter  Go- 
vernment ;  which,  when  the  cession  of  Louisiana  was  made  by  Spain, 
had  a  right,  not  expressly  granted,  but  necessarily  implied,  of  receiving 
the  archives  and  documents,  which,  by  the  last-mentioned  treaty,  were 
agreed  to  be  surrendered  to  the  United  States.  You  will  also  procure, 
il  practicable,  the  insertion  in  the  same  order  of  a  direction  for  the  de-  ' 
liverv  of  snch  othnr  flocuments  relating  to  lands  in  Louisiana  as  may  be 
found  in  the  public  oflices  of  Cuba,  or  elsewhere  on  the  island  ;  the 
former  order  being  confined  to  East  and  V\  est  P^lorida,  and  leaving  the 
recovery  of  such  documents  to  the  precarious  courtesy  of  the  colonial 
authorities. 

The  application  which  you  arc  instructed  to  make  respecting  the  Pin- 
tado papers  you  may  present  with  the  more  readiness  and  confidence, 
and  urge  with  the  greater  boldness,  from  the  eireomstanee  of  the  Captain 
Gener^  having  stated  to  our  agents  at  Havana,  as  long  ago  as  last  De- 
cember, that  be  had  referred  the  question  to  his  Court  for  their  decision. 
You  may  represent  that  this  matter,  so  important  to  our  Government  and 
to  numerous  individuals,  has,  from  that  time  to  this,  remained  unsettled ; 
during  the  whole  of  which  period,  the  special  agent  commissioned  by  the 
President  has  been  in  Cuba  anxiously  awaiting  the  result ;  and  that  the 
decision  of  suits  to  an  immense  amount  in  the  Supremo  Court  of  the 
Ignited  States  has  been  delayed,  in  the  rxpnrtntion  that  the  means  might 
be  fonnd  a!Tion[:;  these  papers  of  enabling  that  tribunal  to  render  a  safer 
and  iitoi  o  enlightened  Judgment  than  could  be  pronounced  from  the  very 
imperfect  evidence  now  within  their  reach. 
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This  is  a  matter  about  which  there  can  be  no  reasonable  ground  Ibr 
delay ;  and  it  is  the  wish  of  the  President  that  you  should  use  eveiy 

proper  means  of  bringing  it  to  a  prompt  determination. 

Accompnnyini!:  this  despatch  is  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  Captain  General,  and  of  the  inventory  which 
was  furnished  by  the  widow  Pintado  of  the  papers  in  her  possession. 
The  (  >j>y  of  the  report  was  delivered  by  one  of  the  commissioners,  con- 
fidenlially,  to  our  agent,  who  requests  iliat  it  may  not  be  so  used  as  to 
prejudice  those  by  whose  favor  it  was  obtained.    The  inventory  js  very 
meagre  and  unsatisfaetory,  but  it  may  serve  to  give  you  a  somewhat 
better  idea  of  the  papers  in  question  than  can  be  deriTed  from  the  mere- 
mention  of  them  which  is  made  in  this  despatch.  The  agfent  of  our  Gov- 
ernment at  Havana  lias  inspected  a  part  of  them,  and  agrees  with  others ' 
who  have  had  an  opportunity  of  making  an  examination,  that  they  should 
not  be  (suffered  to  pass  into  other  hands.    You  may  state  that  our  right 
to  these  papers  is  looked  upon  by  the  President  as  clear'  and  indisputa* 
ble ;  and  that  the  refusal  to  deliver  them  is  regarded  as  an  evasion  by 
the  authorities  of  Cuba  of  the  royal  order,  which  the  Spanish  Govern- 
iiient  is  bound  to  see  executed  strictly  and  in  good  faith  ;  and  that  the 
a(MitianaI  instructions,  for  which  it  has  become  necessary  to  apply,  are  • 
OX]  (  ( ted  to  be  no  distinct  and  imperative  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  . 
of  lurther  vexation  or  delay.

Sir:  Mr.  John  Leamy,  of  Phihidelpliia,  has  solieiifd  the  interposition 
of  this  Department  in  aid  of  a  chiinj  A^hit  h  he  makes. ajziainst  the  Spanish 
Government,  arising  out  of  the  dibhonor  and  subsequent  payment  by  him 
of  a  bill  of  exchange,  drawn  by  Mr.  Anduuga,  while  minister  in  this 
country,  upon  one  Bernaies,  an  agent  of  the  Spanish  Treasury,  in  Lon* 
don,  on  aecount  of  the  salary  of  the  legation  *^  i^hich  bill  was  endorsed  by 
Mr.  Leamy,  to  oblige  Mr.  Anduaga,  suod  simply  for  the  purpose  of  faeila* 
tating  its  negotiation.  The  particulars  of  this  claim  are  minutely  detailed 
in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Leamy,  and  the  accompanying  jpapecs,  which  are 
transmitted  with  this  despatch.  You  are  requefited  to  bring  tikis  matter 
to  the  notice  of  the  Spanish  Government,  and  to  urge  it  as  far  as  existing 
circumstances  may,  in  your  opinion,  justify.  If  a  convention  should  not 
have  been  concluded,  it  will  add  another  to  the  list  of  claims  which  appeal 
to  the  jusd'e  r  of  that  Government  for  satisfaction  ;  thus  affording  an  addi* 
tional  argument  in  favor  of  a  prompt  adjustment  upon  the  grounds  which 
you  are  already  instructed  to  accede  to,  aud  which  it  is  not  intended  on 
this  account  to  vary.  But  if,  as  is  more  probable,  a  treaty  should  have 
been  entered  into,  by  the  terms  of  w  hich  this  demand  is  excluded,  ii  is 
left  eiitiiely  to  your  discretion  to  determine  whether,  considering  the 
peculiar  features  which  characterize  this  case,  and  the  titct  of  its  not  bar- 
ing come  to  the  knowledge  of* our  Government  so  as  to  admit  of  its  being 
earlier  presented,  an  a])plication  Ibr  its  payment,  in  addition  to  the  sum 
which  may  hare  been  allowed  for  other  claims,  would  be  attended  with 
sny  prospect  of  success.  You  will  find,  among  the  papers  sent  to  you, 
the  answer  of  the  first  Secretary  of  State  to  m  nj  plication  made  by  Mr. 
Leamy  himself  some  years  since,  through  Mr.  Tacon,  in  which  the  claim 
is  resisted,  upon  the  grounds  that  Mr.  Bernaies,  the  agent  in  London,  had 
been  published  as  a  bankrupt  when  the  bill  of  exchange  was  drawn  ;  that 
it  did  not  appear  that  the  minister  in  America  had  applied  the  proceeds 
of  the  hill  to  the  payment  of  the  legation,  as  it  was  his  duty  to  do;  and. 
that  the  Royal  Treasury  was  not  rpsponsible  for  the  acts  of  the  revolu- 
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observe,  is  denied  by  Mr.  Leamy,  nppirently  upon  t;ood  authority' ;  and 
as  to  the  other  reasons  alleg^^d  against  the  demiind^  tbey  are  so  obviously 
untenable  that  the  S])aii!sh  minister,  it  is  believed,  would  not  persist  in 
urging  them  if  the  application  were  made  by  you  as  the  representative 
of  the  United  States. 

In  the  despatch  transmitted  to  you  Irom  this'Depai  imont,  numbered  39, 
you  were  instructed  to  ask  of  tlie  Spanish  Govcvnnjent  permission  for  a 
Mr.  Jonathan  Willard  Peclc  to  pursue  commercial  business  at  Manilla. 
The  family  of  Mr.  Peele  in  this  countty  haFe  made  repeate4  tnd  anziova 
inqiury  as  to  the  mult  of  the  applicatioD,  but  our  filet,  do  not  aff»rd  *us 
the  means  of  ^Wng  them  the  desired  informatioii.  It  is  presumed  thai 
permission  was  granted,  and  that  the  document  containing  it,  which  you 
were  requested  to  send  to  Mr.  Peele  at  Manilla,  was  forwarded  to  him ; 
but  you  should,  at  the  same  time,  hare  communicated  tlieCact  to  this  De- 
partment, which  is  the  source  whence  information  as  expected  to  be  ob- 
tained in  relation  to  all  business  tran^^  icted  by  our  ministers  abroad.  You 
will  please  to  state  in  your  next  despatch  whether  Mr.  Peele  has  been 
advised  of  the  answer  which  was  given  to  the  request  you  were  directed 
to  make  in  bis  belialf. 

A  letter  has  been  received  at  this  Department  from  Mr.  W.  H.  Tracy, 
United  States  commercial  agent  at  the  port  of  Guayama,  in  Porto  Rico, 
wherein  he  comphiins  that,  nlthousrh  he  applied  to  you  eighteen  months  ' 
since  to  obtain  from  the  Spanish  Ciovernmeut  a  recognition  of  hiai  in  his 
official  capacity,  he  is  still  without  an  answer.  It  is  presumed  that  your  ^ 
omission  to  comply  with  his  request  arose  fiwm  your  being  aware  that  it 
was  not  the  practice  of  the  Govemment  to  recognise  a  mere  commercial 
'agent  If  so,  it  Would  have  been  gratifying  to  him,  and  an  instance  of 
proper  attention  on  your  part^  if  you  had  made  him  acquainted  with  the 
error  undei'  which  he  solicited  your  intervention. 

It  is  understood  that  exequaturs  are  granted  by  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment with  less  reluctance  than  formerly  to  consuls  in  their  colonies.  You  ' 
are  requested  to  ascertain  and  infoi  m  the  Department  whether  t!ii<  be  so, 
in  order  t!i;it  the  several  individuals  who  are  now  acting  as  coniturrcial 
agenf^.  may,  if  practicable,  by  a  rbpn«i;p  in  the  form  of  their  commission, 
obtain  the  advantages  of  a  formnl  recognition.

Sir  :  Accompanying  this  despatch  is  another  claim  of  Mr.  John  Leamy 
«pon  the  Spanish  Government.  He  asks  remuneration  for  the  loss  and 
<lamage  sustained  by  him  in  consequence  of  the  non-perlorinance  of  a 
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contract,  which  he  alleges  was  entered  ioto  with  him  in  the  year  1809, 
bj  Don  Onis,  the  Spanish  minister  in  this  country,  for  the  shipment  of  a 
cargo  of  provisions  to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  Yucatan,  who  were  then 
suffering  from  famine.  The  case  docs  not  appear  to  be  afTcctotl  by  the 
treaty  made  with  Spain  in  1819,  niid  it  is  now  conii^ifttod  to  you  under 
the  8  inu^  intetriictions  as  woro  <:}voa-i  by  this  Drprtriment  in  rcterenee  to 
anollier  c!  iiin  of.  the  same  gentleman  in  the  last  despatch.

Sir:  The  papers  which  accompany  this  despatch  will  put  you  in  pos-  . 

session  of  the  facts  upon  which  the  Marine  Insurance  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia grounds  a  claim  against  the  Spanish  Government.  Vou  will 
perceive  that  the  American  brig  Commerce,  upon  which  fiD  insurance 

had  been  elTectcd  at  the  oflicc  of  the  company  above  mentioned,  having 
been  reduced  to  a  sinking  condition  by  riolenre  of  weather,  and  being 
brou*;ht  into  j)ort  of  Cabanos,  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  for  security  and 
repair,  was  seized  and  retained  by  the  Spanish  military  commandant,  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  rightful  pro[)rietors.  This  a<rgression  appears  to 
h;i\  (  been  committed  wiLliout  color  of  law,  and  in  violation  of  the  treaty 
of  1795.  If  the  statement  contained  in  the  protest  of  the  captain  bo  cor- 
rect, of  which  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt|the  claimants  are  certainly  en- 
titled to  redress  commensurate  with  the  damage  sustained;  as  to  the 
amount  of  which,  however,  the  demand  of  the  insurers  ought  not  to  be 
considered  as  conclusive.  This  case  is  committed  to  you  under  thie  same 
instructions  as  were  contained  in  the  despatch  from  this  Department  num- 
bered 55.  You  are  desired  to  present  it  in  its  proper  light  to  the  Spanish 
authorities^ unless  some  circumstances  should  riave  arisen  to  render  such 
a  step  inexpedient,  in  which  event  you  will  withhold  it,  understanding 
that  it  is  not  to  be  permitted  in  any  wise  to  interfere  with  or  delay  the 
negotiation  for  indemnity  which  has  been  heretofore  pending.

Sih;  Vou  will  perceive,  by  the  j)Mnted  tlutuiuciits  accompanying  this 
despatch,  that  ihe  portion  of  the  President^'s  message  relating  to  the  trade 
of  the  United  States  with  Cuba  and  Porto  liico  has  received  the  alien- 
tloii  of  Congress,  and  that  a  bill  has  been  reported  by  the  Ctamittee 
Gommereey  and  partiailj  acted  upon  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
imposing  countervailing  duties  upon  Spanish  vesseb  arriving  from  tbose 
islands.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  President  that  yon  should  take  the  earliest 
suitable  opportunity  of  bringing  this  subject  again  to  the  notice  of  the 
Spanish  Governmenf,  under  the  new  aspect  which  it  has  assumed,  and  of 
urging  upon  that  Government  the  adoption  of  such  a  change  in  their  sjs* 
tern  as  will  disencumber  a  branch  of  commerce  so  important  to  the  inte- 
rests of  both  countries.  The  time  and  manner  of  making  this  application 
are  left  to  your  discretion  ;  but  you  are  desired  to  undn  stand  that  no  steps 
are  to  be  taken  in  reference  to  the  matter,  which  will  m  any  manner  in- 
terfere with  the  ratification  of  the  convention  recently  concluded  with 
this  country,  or  the  issuing  and  delivery  of  the  certificates  of  stv)ck.  You 
will  take  care  to  prevent  the  ]irocecdings  of  Congress  now  conununicated 
from  being  regarded  as  having  aiiscn  out  of  any  uniiiendly  feeling  to- 
wards Spain,  by  representing  them  in  their  true  character,  as  measures 
of  self-defence  reluctantly  adopted  from  a  necessity  induced  by  the  inju* 
rious  discriminations  to  which  American  vessels  and  cargoes  have  been 
loos  subject  iiii  the  Spanish  West  Indies,  and  against  which  repeated  but 
ineffectual  remonstrances  have  been  made  by  this  Government.  .  The 
disposition  with  which  a  retaliatory,  course  has  been  at  length  rccom* 
mended  is  clearly  evinced  in  the  frame  of  the  proposed  bill,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  immediate  relinquishment  of  the  impositions  which  it  autho- 
rize^, ri*^  soon  snfisfactory  evidence  shall  be  afforded  of  a  willingness 
on  the  part  of  Spain  to  pursue  a  system  of  fair  and  liberal  reciprocity. 
You  will  see  in  the  printed  statements  contained  among  the  documents 
now  sent  to  you,  arii})lc  proof  of  (he  injurious  elfpct  already  produced 
upon  our  coimucice  with  the  Spanish  islands  ))\  the  exorbitant  and  une- 
qual charges  against  which  it  has  had  to  contend.

SiK :  1  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  President,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  has  appointed  me  Secretary  of 
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State  of  the  United  States,  aad  that  1  have  this  day  entered  upo&  the 
duties  of  that  office. 


Sir:  The  bill,  of  which  a  copy  was  sont  with  the  de^^patch  from  this 
Department  of  the  30th  of  May  last,  (No.  61,)  aiul  ulncli  you  were  in- 
formed was  then  uiidcr  the  consideration  of  Congress,  for  countervailing 
the  discriminating  duties  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  was  finally  passed  with- 
out amendrpeDt,  and  received  the  President's  approval  on  the  30th  ult 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  ample  time  for  the  Spanish  Government 
to  repeal  or  modify  those  duties,  so  that  they  may  cease  to  act  injuriously 
upon  the  navigating  interest  of  the  United  States,  the  operation  of  the  act 
n  poetooned  to  the  Ist  of  March^  1834.  Within  that  interval,  it  is  hoped 
that  the.  renewed  representations  which  the  President  desires  ydu  to 
make^  and  for  which  jrou  will  have  found  useful  materials  in  the  papers 
accompanying  the  despatch  referred  to,  will  have  satisfied  the  Spanish 
Government  of  the  injustice  and  impolicy  of  the  measure  which  the 
United  Stat(  s  have  hern  finally  compelled  to  counteract. 

Th(  commero  ])(t\v(en  the  United  States  and  those  islands  is  of  great 
importance  to  l)oili.  Tlie  United  States  desire  no  advantage  from  it  to 
the  exclusion  of  Spain  ;  but  they  cannot  consent  that  Spanish  capital  and 
industry  shall  he  eajployed  in  it  to  the  exclusion  of  those  of  the  United 
States,  if  the  discrimination  be  removed  so  that  each  may  engage  in  the 
trade  on  equal  terms,  it  may  be  expected  that  neither  will  have  more 
than  its  fair  proportion  of  the  tonnage  employed  in  it. 

It  is  true  that  the  same  result  might  follow  if  the  Spanish  duties  should 
)>e  countervailed  by  those  of  the  United  States.  The  policy  of  Che 
United  States,  however,  (and  it  is  a  policy  pursued  not  merely  for  their 
own  benefit, hut  for  that  of  all  nations,)  is  to  remove  and  not  to  add  to  the 
burdens  of  commerce  ;  but,  in  this  case,  a  much  more  important  question 
ifl  involved  :  Would  the  commerce  bear  this  double  burden  ? 

Owing  to  the  relative  geographical  position  of  the  United  States  and 
the  island*^  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  and  to  the  nature  of  their  produc- 
^ioo:^,  the  trade  between  them  i*^  one  thai  may  be  carrieci  on  to  a  great 
extent,  and  with  great  mutual  benetit.  it  will  prove  a  su))j(!(  t  of  lasting 
regret  on  both  sides,  if  it  should  suffer  any  serious  injury  ;  and  yet  such 
is  the  inevitable  tendency  of  this  war  of  duties.  But,  though  advan- 
tageous to  both,  it  is  believed  that  those  colonies  will  suffer  more  from  its 
interruption  than  the  United  States.  It  is  true  that  each  party  desires  a 
market  for  those  articles  which  it.  now  disposes  of  to  (he  other ;  but 
where  are  those  islands  to  find  stieh  a  market  as  the  United  States^  where

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the  demand  is  so  great,  the  supply  so  easy,  and  the  retiii us  so  prompt  ? 
On  the  other  hand,  the  produetiutis  ul  tiopicul  countries  have  l)(;corae  so 
abundant  that  they  may  be  ol)t;iined  by  the  United  Stales  ahuo  t  as  easily 
and  on  as  good  terms  elsewiiei  e;  while  it  would  be  ditlieuU  lor  those  co- 
louies  to  obtain  so  advantageously  from  others  the  supplies  which  are  now 
furoisbed  by  Ihe  United  States. 

As  Spain  is  now  und«r  the  guidance  of  wiser  councils  than  heretofore^ 
it  may  be  expected  that  jaster  views  will  be  taken  by  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment of  this  subject.  It  is  in  vain  for  nations,  in  these  enUghtened 
times,  to  seek  advantages  tl^the  expense  of  others  by  means  of  discrimi- 
nating duties.  Such  attempts  will  be  met,  though  it  may  be  tardily,  as 
in  this  case,  with  retaliatory  duties ;  and  the  commercial  competition 
throughout  the  world  is  now  so  active,  that  a  commerce  thus  unwisely 
'burdened  soon  falls  behind. 

It  is  hoped  that  Spain,  better  infoi  inod  upon  these  suV»joots,  and  Ibllow- 
ing  the  example  of  neighhoi  insr  Powers,  will  see  that  the  tune  lias  arrived 
when  she  can  no  lon«jer  enjoy  iho«e  exclusive  advantaL;es  wliich  she 
promised  herself  from  her  system  of  di-ci  iijiiiuuion,  and  thai  tlie  oest  in- 
terests of  those  invaluable  colonies  now  le  jaire  that  the  same  principles 
'of  liberal  comjiierce  which  have  been  adnmted  in  the  trade  between  the 
United  States  and  the  mother  country  should  be  extended  to  the  trade 
with  them. 

By  the  Pireside^t's  direction,  I  have  already  communicated  to  the 
Spanish  minister  at  Washington  a  copy  of  the  act,  accompanied,  as  yoo 
will  nee  by  the  enclosed  copy  of  niy  note,  with  such  explanations  and 

assurances  as  appeared  proper  to  prevent  misapprehension. 

It  is  the  Pi  esident's  desire  that  you  should  also  communicate  a  copy  to 
the  Spanish  Government ;  and  that  you  will,  at  the  same  time,  explain 
fully  the  necessity  which  the  United  States  were  under  of  adapting 
countervailing  measures  to  protect  liic  important  interests  of  their  citi- 
zens. You  will  state  the  reliictance  with  which  they  have  resorted  to 
them,  even  after  the  many  fruitless  representations  which  have  heen  made 
to  the  Spanish  Government.  You  will  point  out  how  scrupulously  they 
have  taken  care  to  prevent  their  measure  from  going  beyond  mere  self- 
defence,  by  makingthe  counter\ ailing  duties  exactly  ihe  same  us  the  dis- 
criminating duties.  Vou  will  express  the  hope  they  still  entertain  that  the 
Spanish  Government  may,  by  a  change  of  its  measures,  yet  render  the 
law  Unnecessary,  in  expectation  of  which  they  have  postponed  its  opera- 
tion until  March  next;  lind  you  will  show  their  earnest  desire,  even  if 
that  hope  should  be  disappointed,  to  keep  the  door  always  open  to  a 
better  state  of  things;  for  which  pur}}ose  they  have  directed  that  th^  law 
'shall  cease'tohave  effectwhenever  (he  discrimination  shall  cease,  or  wbeii 
a  satisfactory  arrangement  may  be  made  on  the  subject.  . 

You  will  bring  the  subject  before  the  Spanish  Government  in  such  a 
manner  as  befits  its  importance,  and  as  suits  the  friendly  relations  between 
the  two  countries.  You  will  ui^e,  with  such  arguments  r.s  your  ow  it 
knowledge  of  the  subjet  t  and  of  the  President's  \  iews  respecting  it  inav 
alVord,  the  complete  ret!]o\al  of  (he  discriiiiiualinn  diitiis;  but  if  that 
cannot  he  eftectcd,  Vuu  will  tuilcavor  to  have  l!;e  utmost  posbiblp  reduc- 
tion made  in  the  number  and  rale^  uf  those  duties. 

The  President  also  desires  that  you  will  repeat  to  the  Spanish  Gov- 
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ernment  the  assurance  given  to  Chevalier  Taeon,  that,  if  contrary  to  his 
hopes  and  expectations,  it  should  persist  in  its  discrimination,  and  the 
law  should  thus  necessarily  into  operation,  it  will  nevertheless  give 
him  ])lea?ure  at  any  future  time,  to  exercise  the  power  with  which  he  is 
Testi  lor  the  discontinuance  of  the  act,  whenever  the  measures  of  Her 
(^aiiiuiic  ALijtsly  w  ill  justify  him  in  so  doing. 

Another  printed  copy  of  the  President's  message  and  report  of  the 
committee  which  accompanied  the  despatch  No.  61,  already  referred  to^ 
is  enclosed.

Sib  :  I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  note,  received  at  this  Department  in  the 
month  of  April  last,  from  the  charge  d'affaires  of  New  Granada,  and  of  the 
answer  which  was  returned  to  it.  Although  the  object  of  this  communica- 
tion has  been  in  a  great  measure  effected,  so  as  to  render  any  new  instruc- 
tions on  the  subject  unnecesskry,  yet  it  is  proper  that  these  papersshould 
be  upon  the  files  of  the  legation,  to  the  proceedings  of  which  tney  relate,  * 
and  to  which  they  may  be  important  for  future  reference.  You  will,  of 
course,  avail  yourself  of  e\cry  suitable  opportunity  that  may  offer  to  obtain 
additional  information  of  the  (li.spositioii  and  designs  of  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment  in  reiiard  to  the  inlerestint;  question  to  which  the  notes  now  commu- 
nicated relate  ;  and  you  w  ill  not  lail  to  apprize  the  Department  of  any  new 
developments  that  may  take  place,  in  order  that  such  use  may  he  made  of 
the  intelligence  in  respect  to  Mr.  Acosta  and  others,  as  may  be  thought 
expedient. 

It  was  with  some .  surprise,  as  you  may  suppose,  that  the  notes  which 
passed  between  you  and  the  Spanish  minister,  upon  the  subject  just  al- 
luded to,  were  observed  to  have  been  published  in  the  London  newspa- 
pers. It  is  presumed  that  copies  of  these  documents. must  have  been 
obtained  through  the  unfaithfidness  of  some  individual  attached  to  the 
Foreign  Office  at  Madrid  ;  but  you  will  perhaps  be  able,  from  yourposi-. 
tioD,  to  furnish  some  more  definite  account  of  a  matter  about  which  you 
will,  no  doubt,  have  felt  a  peculiar  interest. 

It  has  hern  a  subject  of  complaint  to  this  Department  that  the  tonnage 
duty  upon  our  vosselr.  in  the  island  of  Cuba  is  levied  according  to  Amer- 
ican measurt  ineiit,  aj)j)earing  by  their  respective  registers,  instead  of  the 
Spanish  me  i-^  ir (  iix  nt  .  w  hereby  the  number  of  tons,  and,  consequently, 
the  amount  ot  duties  exacted,  is  increased  one-fourth  beyond  w  hat  is  sup- 
posed to  be  just.  For  instance,  the  brig  Philadelphia,  which,  in  1830, 
was  measured  by  a  custom-house  officer  at  Cadiz,  and  was  then  rated  at 
SS  tons  only,  has  been  repeatedly  compelled  at  Havana  to  pay  duty 
upon  no  tons,  at  whidi  she  is  registered  in  die  United  States.  It  is 
fUssible  tiiat  there  may  be  something  in  the  royal  order  to  justify  the 
course  pursued  in  this  respect  by  the  authorities  of  Cuba ;  but,  as  die 
well-known  usag^  of  this  and  most  other  nations  is,  to  be  regulated  by 
their  own  measurement,  and  as  Spain  herself  observes  this  rule  in  her 
continental  ports,  it  is  not  probable  that  then  is  any  ground  for  acontraiy 
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practice  in  regard  to  duties  levied  in  her  American  colonies.    You  are 
requested,  however,  for  the  purpose  of  deternmiing  this  point,  to  exam- 
ine Che  royal  order,  of  w^h  no  copy  is  found  in  this  Departiueia ;  and 
if  you  should  ascertain  tbat  tbe, exaction  complained  of  is  not  warranted 
by  tbe  express'  terms  of  ^tbat  docament,  you  are  instructed  to  bring  tbe 
.mtter^wi6ie«t>delay  talbe  atfetnliMi^f  the  Spanish  QoTenunent,.iad  to 
iiiaist  «pon  sosli*  jstepo  hefpe  ti^en  $•  will  et  onee  put  a  stop  to  tbis  i|n« 
'lawful  addition  to  the  burdenfl' witb  which  o«r  commeree  with  those 
^colonies  in  8ft.  beatily  oppressed. 

It  appears  by  a  statement  in  the  newspapers  that,  instead  of  the  remo* 
Tal  which  had  been  hoped  for  of  the  impolitie  restrictions  by  which  the 
trade  betweon  this  country  and  Cuba  has  been  so  long  embarrassed,  it 
has  hern  tlioui^ht  fit  hr  the  Government  of  Madrid  to  increase  those  ob- 
stnictLons  by  an  additional  discriminating  duty  upon  dour,  which  will 
probably  have  tlie  effect  of  preventing  altogether  the  importation  of  that 
article  from  the  United  States.  If  this  account  be  correct,  of  which  there 
is  no  reason  to  doubt,  it  alTords  a  subject  of  very  great  regret  to  this  Gov- 
ernment, and  slioiild  incite  you  to  blill  iiiore  zealous  and  persevering 
exertion  in  your  efforts  to  procure  the  abandonment  of  a  system  which, 
the  further  It  19  extended,  pannot  fail  the  more  fu}ty  to  unfold  its  injurious 
effeot  upon  those  interests  which  it  is  intended  to  protect.

■  tsKkj  hslve  'beeft  snraied  from  the  same  souroe;  ^dr  disebsnres  are 
discreditable  to  the  Goy«niiiient,and  injurious  to  its  interasts }  and  I  feel 
assured  that- you  will  at  once  perceive,  without  any  suggestion  of  mine,, 
the  importance  of  instituting  a  rigid  scrutiny  f^^r  the  purpose  of  detecting 
the  treachery  which  has  manifested  itself  in  so  waittdn  a  disregard  of  your 
own  feelings  as  \vell      of  the  national  character.

to  Me  Mkfi9i0r  ^tke  United  StaU$. 

At  tm«  ^alacs,  February,  1830. 

Sir:  Mr.  Walsh  addressed  to  me  a  note  under  date  of  tlic  6th  of 
October  la^l,  slating  that  the  local  auLluuilies  of  the  island  of  Cubu  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  exacting  from  American  vessels,  since  the  year 
1825,  a  tonnage  duty  of  twenty  reals  of  ptate  instead  of  twenty  reiaJs  of 
veUoa,  which  used  formerly  to  be  paid,  which  daty  he  conceived  to  be 
an  oppressive  exaction,  unauthorized  by  His  Majesty's  Oovemment. 

Having  communicated  this  representation  to  the  King,  His  Majesty  has 
directed  me  to  inform  you  that  the  exaction  of  the  tonnage  duty  of  twenty 
reals  of  plate  is  made  Ijy  the  authorities  of  the  above  island,  in  Irirtue  of 
a  rojal  order  of  the  6th  of  November,  1828,  and  of  other  previous 
orders,  and  that  American  vessels  arriving  in  the  ports  of  Cuba  donotpay 
more  than  those  of  the  inost  favored  nation.

Sfn :  The  Government  of  the  United  States^^having  received  informn- 
tion  of  the  friendly  conduct  manifested  towards  the  American  ships  of 
war  resorting  to  Port  Mahon,  by  Don  Jose  Tavej  ner,  the  Governor  of 
that  place,  has  instructed  me  to  make  it  the  subject  of  a  special  commu- 
nication to  the  Go^rernment  of  His  Catholic  Majesty,  which  1  have  now  the 
honor  to  do. 

From  the  friendly  relations  subsisting  between  (he  two  nations,  the 
United  St-itos  could  not  but  expect  from  Spain  those  acts  of  courtesy 
calculated  to  slreiiglfien  the  harmony  which  it  is  their  desire  to  cultivate 
-with  His  Catholic  Majesty;  but  the  active  b(;nevolence  and  uiiiroini 
friendl}'  disposition  of  Governor  Taverner,  and  the  repeated  and  sponta-  • 
neous  acts  of  kindness  which  the  naval  commanders  of  the  United  States 
have  received  at  his  hands,  have  imparted  to  bis  conduct  towards  the 
United  States  a  character  far  exceeding  their  expectations,  and  which, 
it  is'.conceived,  deserved  from  them  a  particular  notice. 

,The  President  of  the  United  States,  entertaining  the  most  grateful 
f^eKoj^,  as  well  for  the  friendly  policy  which  must  have  dictated  the  in- 
itnietnmsTiJpon  which  Governor  Taverner  has'acted^  as  for  the  frank  and 
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a^ive  kindness  which  has  characterized  their  execution,  has  directed 
to  convey  these  sentiments  to  His  CrthoHc  Majesty,  and,  at  the  same  j 
'time,  to  assure  His  Majesty  that  he  will  at  ail  times  endeavor,  with  the 
utmost  readiness  and  pleasure,  to  reciprocate  tliese  friendly  offices,  and 
to  promote,  by  every  means  in  his  power,  tin  L^ood  uiuU  rstanding  and  .

8iR :  Within  a  short  time  I  shall  be  prepared  to  deliver  to  Mr.  Salmon 
another  eomnuiniisationi. which  will  relate  to  the  commerce  between  the 
two  countries,  showing  the  manner  in  which  that  of  the  United  States  is 
{rontcf)  in  the  ports  or  Spain,  and  proposing  such  measures  as  will  be 
caif  ulated  to  place  it  upon  proper  and  just  grounds,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  be  founded  upon  the  basis  of  fairness  and  reciprocity. 

I  send,  herewith,  a  translation  of  an  answer  lately  received  to  a  note 
of  Mr.  Everett,  relating  to  the  tonnage  duty  at  Cadiz.  It  is  simply  a 
repeiilion  ol  the  decision  heretofore  coniiiiuiiii  ated  to  Mr.  Burton,  the  con- 
sul of  the  United  States  at  Cadiz,  and  with  which  you  have  already  been 
iumished.  I  find,  on  examination,  that  the  tonnage  duty  on  all  foreign 
reaseb  is  the  same  at  Cadiz  as  it  was  before  the  declaration  of  the  free 
port.  This  deprives  us  of  one  argument  as  it  reqiects  that  particular  and ' 
important  port,  of  which  I  expected  the  benefit,  and  which  I  perceive^ 
by  one  of  your  despatches,  that  you  also  calculated  upon.  It  is  true  that 
vessels  of  the  United  States  pay  from  ten  to  twen^  times  the  amount . 
exacted  from  other  foreign  vessels ;  but  this,  as  you  will  perceive,  is 
attempted  to  be  justified  on  the  ground  of  reciprocity ;  which  point  I  will 
endeavor  to  j>lace  in  its  proper  liglit  in  tlie  note  now  preparing. 

My  instrui  hons  mahily  concern  two  important  subjects — the  comraerce 
between  the  two  countries,  and  the  claims  of  our  (citizens  upon  (hi;;  Gov- 
ernment. But  1  do  not  distinctly  learn  fn  ni  tliem  whctlier  1  am  to  pro- 
ceed to  a  treaty,  if  practicable,  as  it  respecti?  ilie  in  the  event  of  a 
xefusal,  on  the  part  of  this  Government,  to  make  a  setllemenl  of  tlie  last* 
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Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  lay  this  question  before  the  President, ; 
and  to  communicate  to  me  his  determination  ?  With  clue  submission, 
however,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest,  whether  actually  concluding  a  commer- 
cial treaty  would  not  have  an  injurious  efi'ect  upon  the  other  question,  in 
furnishing  evidence,  if  not,  under  existing  circumstances,  of  a  virtual 
abandonment  of  the  claims,  yet  of  an  intention  not  to  proceed  to  extrem- 
ities in  regard  to  them.  #»#♦•» 

1  aIso  forward  a  translation  of  the  answer  of  Mr.  Salmon  to  my  note 
relating  to  the  liberal  and  friendly  conduct  of  Governor  Taverner  at 
Port  Mahon,  and  a  translation  of  a  late  and  very  important  royal  decree, 
regulating  the  succession  to  the  crow  n  of  Spain,  which  has  been  oflicially 
communicated  to  me.    Of  the  latter  I  send  a  printed  copy. 

The  letter  of  condolence  from  the  President  to  the  King,  on  the  death 
of  the  Late  Queen,  arrived  here  borne  time  after  the  King's  marriage  to 
the  present  Queen.  1  felt  at  first  somewhat  embarrassed  as  to  the  proper 
course  to  be  pursued,  but  concluded,  on  reflection,  to  state  the  case  to 
Air.  Salmon,  and  inform  him  that  I  would  ask  a  special  audience  to  de- 
liver it  or  not,  as  should  be  most  agreeable  to  the  feelings  of  the  King, 
which  I  did,  leaving  the  letter  with  him.  He  afterwards  wrote  me  a 
note,  stating  that  the  communication  had  been  disposed  of  to  the  pcifcct 
satisfaction  of  His  Majesty.  1  have  since  learned  that  the  Russian  min- 
ister delivered  the  Emperor's  letter  precisely  in  the  same  way. 

It  has,  likewise,  been  officially  communicated  to  me,  that  Divine 
Providence  has  crowned  the  hopes  and  wishes  of  the  King,  and  that  Her 
Majesty,  the  Queen,  is  now  in  the  fifth  month  of  her  pregnancy.  I  have 
answered  that  1  would  lose  no  time  in  conveying  this  important  and 
happy  intelligence  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who,  I  felt 
assured,  would  sincerely  participate  in  the  pleasure  enjoyed  by  His  Ma- 
jesty, and  have  tendered  my  personal  congratulations  on  the  occasion. 
I  suppose  it  not  to  be  necessary  to  foi  ward  copies  of  all  such  notes,  but 
if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  President  that  I  should  do  so,  you  w  ill  please 
to  advise  me  of  it. 

On  receiving  the  documents  relating  to  the  case  of  Francis  1.  Hunt,  I 
found,  on  inquiry,  that  tlie  vessel  on  board  of  which  he  was  captured 
was  a  merchantman,  under  the  colors  of  one  of  the  South  American 
states,  but  that  the  cargo  and  part  of  the  crew  were  British,  and  had 
been  given  up  on  an  application  of  the  British  legation  here.  It  also 
appeared  that  Thomas  Cullen,  the  captain,  was  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  an  application  had  been  made  by  Mr.  Everett  foT  his 
release,  upon  which  no  decision  had  taken  place.  On  making  the  appli- 
cation, therefore,  for  the  discharge  of  Hunt,  1  renewed  that  originally 
made  in  behalf  of  Captain  Cullen,  and  foundeil  the  claim  upon  the  deci- 
sion made  in  the  case  of  the  British  seamen,  though  it  was  clear  that 
none  of  the  persons  on  board  of  this  mere  trading  vessel,  by  the  prin-  ^ 
ciples  of  public  law,  had  been  legally  detained  as  prisoners  of  war.  Mr. 
Salmon  at  once  agreed  to  issue  an  order  for  the  discharge  of  these  men, 
and  I  have  communicated  the  state  of  the  case  to  the  vice  consul  of  the 
United  States  at  Corunna,  and  requested  him  to  inform  me  whether  Hunt 
was  there,  and  of  the  arrival  of  the  promised  order.  I  have  since  learned 
that  Captain  Cullen,  some  time  ago,  made  liis  escape.  On  the  13th  of 
April  a  royal  order  was  issued,  putting  an  end  to  the  free  trade  in  tobacco 
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/  at  Cadiz,  but  it  created  a  great  sensation  at  that  place;  and,  on  a  petition 
of  the  inhabitants,  the  King,  on  the  first  day  of  this  month,  issued  another 
order,  suspending  the  execution  of  the  first.  This  measure,  if  it  had  been 
persisted  in,  would  have  proved  injurious  to  the  commerce  of  the  United 
States,  already  80  restricted  and  embarrassed  in  the  ports  of  this  kingdom. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  send,  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bur- 
ton, our  consul  at  Cadiz,  explaining  the  charges  which  Mr.  Brown  has' 
made  in  his  letter  to  the  President.    I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  add ' 
a  copy  of  the  account  accompanying  Mr.  Burton's  letter  to  me.    1  have 
no  doubt  that  his  conduct  in  this  case  was  strictly  proper  and  legal ;' 
and  justice  requires  that  I  should  state  that  1  find  him  a  very  attentive, 
intelligent,  and  faithful  officer. 

I  have  some  few  additional  things  to  say,  but  will  reserve  them  for  the 
first  private  opportunity  as  far  as  Paris,  or  for  the  next  courier  which  any 
of  the  diplomatic  body  may  send  to  that  place.        *  v  c

Translation  of  a  note  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  His  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty to  the  Minister  of  the  United  States. 

At  the  Palace,  May  3,  1830. 

Sir  :  Your  predecessor,  Mr.  Everett,  addressed  to  me  two  notes, 
under  dates  of  the  jth  of  June  and  5th  of  July  last,  accompanying  a  copy 
of  a  correspondence  which  had  passed  between  the  consul  of  the  United 
States  at  Cadiz  and  the  consulado  of  that  city,  relating  to  the  interpret- 
ation of  the  royal  decree  and  regulations  for  the  administration  of  that 
free  port. 

By  said  decree  and  regulations,  it  appeared  to  Mr.  Everettthat  foreign 
vessels  were  exempted  from  all  charges  and  duties  except  those  of  an- 
chorage, health  office,  and  others  of  a  purely  local  nature  ;  notwithstand- 
ing which,  the  authorities  of  the  place  continued  to  exact  from  American 
vessels  the  tonnage  duty  of  twenty  reals.  He,  therefore,  called  the 
attention  of  His  Majesty's  Government  to  the  subject,  requesting  that 
the  necessary  measures  might  be  taken. 

This  representation  having  been  communicated  to  the  King,  His  Ma- 
jesty was  pleased  to  direct  that  I  should  take  the  necessary  information 
respecting  it,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  Finance,  request- 
ing a  speedy  reply.  It  has  accordingly  been  decided  by  that  department^ 
with  the  approbation  of  the  King,  that  said  tonnage  duty  at  Cadiz  shall 
continue,  inasmuch  as  this  exaction  upon  American  vessels  is  founded 
on  the  reciprocity  agreed  on  between  the  two  nations,  and  that  this  mea- 
sure is  by  no  means  derogatory  of  the  freedom  of  the  port.    Of  this  dc-

1817)  when  the  present  exclusive  one  was  laid  upon  our  vessels. 

I  cannot  find  that  Mr.  Erving,  the  minister  oif  tbe  United  States  at 
that  period,  was  at  all  instructed  on  the  question ;  and,  when  he  received 
official  notice  of  the  determination  of  this  Government  to  collect  that 
duty,  he  made  no  allusion  to  the  act  of  1815  in  his  note  in  reply,  f  which

This  was  certainly  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  our  Government,  for

,OovernnienC  Yalnetf  too  highly  the  direct  profit  derited  irdm  it  to  be 
easily  persuaded  to  view  the  subject  in  a  light  suftdentiy  enlarged  atid 
liberal  to  pcrceiFei  the  eonnteibaiancing  advantages  of  a  change. 

It  will  be'  pereoiTed  that  I  haye,  in  the  first  plaee,  eonfibed  mjself  to  a 
proposal  for  a  commercial  'treaty,  intending,  if  this  should  be  declined^ 
'  then  to  press  the  question  of  the  discnrainating  duties,  agreeably  to  the 
provi^^ioiis  of  the  acts  of  Congress  on  that  subject.    I  have  deemed  this 
to  be  the  best,  and,  indeed,  the  proper  course  to  be  pui*sued. 

There  are  many  minor  oniharr;.ssnicnts  and  ve?cations  attending  the 

commerce  of  tlie  L'niied  States  in  the  ports  of  Spain  under  the  present 

system,  hut  1  have  concluded  that  it  will  not  be  expedient  to  attempt 

their  actual  correction  until  it  has  hreii  ascertained  whether  a  radical 

change  cannot  be  accomplished  in  the  system  itself.

Sir  :  Having  already  had  the  honor  to  present  to  your  excellency  a 
note  tuUj  expressing^  in  the  roost  frank  and  friendly  manner,  the  views 
and  intentions  of  the  Qoyt rnment  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the 
claims  of  certain  citizens  of  those  States  upoji  the  Gor'ernnient  of  His 
Catholic  Majesty,  and  having  flattered  myself  with  the  pleasing  expect- 
ation of  a.  speedy  and'  amicable  settlement  of  that  suhje6t,  1  proceed  to 
offer  sbme  leinarks  upoa  the  slate  of  the  commerce  between  the  United 
Slates  and  Spain^  and  tp  propose  masuies  calculated  to  imj^ove  its  cqn- 
dltfon,  and  secure  its  prosperity. 

Fn  making  (his  communication,  I  shall  guided  by  the  same  spirit  of 
candor  and  conciliation  which  characterized  (he  other,  as  well  as  l>v  the 
most  earnest  desire  to  he  instrumental  in  removing  every  cause  of  dilH- 
cuUy  or  of  complaint  hetwien  tlje  two  countries,  and  establishing  their 
relations  uj)on  a  basis,  not  only  ol  the  mobt  ])urr('ct  justice  apd  reciproci- 
ty, but  of  till?  most  coniial  and  permanent  friendship. 

The  principal  subject  of  interest  and  attention  is,  that  of  the  duties  ex- 
acted by  either  party  upon  the  tonnage  and  cargoes  of  the  yessels  of  the 
other;,  and  for  a  full  and  correct  understanding  of  the  cas^  it  will  be  ne- 
cessary briefly  to  state  its  i^sost  important  points. 

As  early  as  the  year  1789,.'  in  forming  their  commercial  regulations, 
die  United  States  itnposed  a  duty  of  fifly  cents  per  (on  on  all  foreign  ves- 
sels, while  that  on  those  of  their  own  citizens  was  established  at  st^  cents 
per  ton  ;  and,  in  the  year  1804,  fifty  cents  per.ton  for  Ught-money  was 
added  to  the  abpye  duty  on  foreign  vessels  ;  making,  together,  one  dol- 
lar, and  being  an  excess  of  ninety-four  cents  over  the  amount  paid  by 
the  vessels  of  the  t'nited  States. 

A  difference  of  ten  per  centum  was  also  made  from  the  period  first 
mentioned,  in  the  duties  of  importation,  the  caribous  of  foreign  vessels 
ayinfj;  that  excess  over  those  of  American  vessels.  All  other  charges 
ave  been  the  liame^  without  regard  to  the  national  character  of  the 
vessel. 

These  discriminations  vyere  made,  from  a  necessity  growing  out  of  the 
practice  of  other  commercial  Fowers,  for  the  due  protection  and  encour- 
agement of  .American  .navigation^  then  in  its  infancy,  and  not  from  any 
jBotives  of  hostility  to  the  interests  of  other  nations,  much  less  for  the- 
purpose  of  injury  to  any  one  nation  in  particular.  And  no  permanent 
alteration  has  been  made  in  these  duties,  except  as  to  those  Powers  which 
bave  been  willin^j;  to  enter  into  stipulations  that  American  vessels  should 
be  admitted  into  their  ports  mfh  the  same  exemptions  allowed  to  theirs, 
in  the  United  States* 

The  Government  of  the  United  States,  however,  having  always  been 
convinced  that  a  free  and  unrestricted  intercourse  was  the -surest  way  to 
promote  the  true  interests  of  nations,  and  to  increase  and  strengthen  the 
ties  of  i^ood-will  and  friendship  i>etwepn  them,  determined,  in  the  year 
131    to  make  a  general  offer  for  the  abolition  of  the  discnmioating  duties 
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belween  the  United  States  and  all  nations  with  whom  they  had  commer- 
.  cial  intercourse.  '  *     •  .      .      .  •     •  ■  • 

Accordingly,  in  March  of  that  year,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
paissed  an  act  abolishing  ail  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  or  impost 
upon  vessels  or  upon  their  cargoes,  being  of  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  nation  to  which  the  vessel  might  belong ;  the  act  to  take  eifect  in 
favor  of  any  nation  whenever  the  President  of  the  United  States  should 
be  satisfied  that  similar  exemptions  were  extended  by  such  nation  to  the 
vessels  and  produce  of  the  United  States.  And  in  May,  1828,  a  new 
act  was  passed,  embracing  the  principles  of  the  first,  and  extending  them 
to  the  cargoes,  whether  they  were  of  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the 
country  to  which  the  vessel  belonged,  or  not. 

The  liberal  and  equal  terms  prescribed  by  the  act  of  1815  have  been 
*  several  times  proposed  to  the  Government  of  His  Majesty,  as  they  have 
been  to  other  Governments,  several  of  whom  have  accejjtcd  of  them,  and 
two  Powers  have  entered  iuto  treaties  with  the  United  States  upon  the 
still  broader  basis  of  the  act  of  1828.       •  •     •    .  .  * 

*  But  this  Government  has  hitherto  declined  to  accede  to  any  arrange- 
ment of  the  kind,  and  has  continued  to  exact  heavy  discriminating  duties 
upon  the  vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  Upon  their  cargoes,  the  former 
of  which  is  enforced  against  no  other  nation.  This  is  done  on  the  al- 
leged ground  of  a  reciprocity"  between  the  two  nations,  but  which,  I 
think,  can  be  shown  to  be  altogether  erroneous. 

Spain  exacts  from  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  a' tonnage  duty  of 
one  dollar  per  ton,  and  takes  from  those  of  other  nations  but  five  cents 
per  ton,  the  same  amount  which  her  own  pay.  On  the  cargoes  of  all 
foreign  vessels,  she  has  imposed  a  duty  of  one-third  more  than  on  import- 
ations in  her  own  vessels  \  and  her  port  and  other  charges,  additional, 
are  of  a  numerous  class,  and  very  high. 

Thus  are  American  vessels  in  the  ports  of  Spain,  by  the  exclusive 
operation  of  the  tonnage  duty  levied  upon  them,  left  far  in  the  back 
ground  of  those  of  other  nations,  while  the  discriminating  duties  of  the 
United  States,  as  already  stated,  constitute  a  uniform  system,  operating 
upon  all  nations  alike.  •        '  ^ 

There  is,  therefore,  no  reciprocity  as  to  the  advantages  conferred  upon 
the  commerce  of  each  party  in  the  ports  of  the  other,  although  the  amount 
demanded  on  the  tonnage  may  be  the  same  on  both  sides. 

A  period,  moreover,  of  nearly  thirty  years  had  elapsed,  after  the  exist- 
ence of  the  system  adopted  by  the  United  States,  before  Spain  under- 
took to  resort  to  these  measures,  during  all  of  which  she  had  uttered  no 
complaint,  and  within  the  early  part  of  which  was  concluded  the  treaty  of 
1795  between  the  two  countries,  wherein  is  contained  the  stipulation  that 
the  parties  "  will  give  to  ibeir  mutual  commerce  all  the  extension  and 
favor  which  the  advantages  of  both  countries  may  require." 

From  these  facts,  it  is  to  be  clearly  inferred  that  Spain  herself  was 
all  this  time  satisfied  that  she  could  reasonably  ask  nothing  more  of  the 
United  States  than  to  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  with  pther  friendlj 
Powers.  • 

Since,  however,  she  has  more  recently  concluded  that  the  principles 
of  reciprocity  allowed  her  to  depart  from  her  general  and  established 
regulations  in  regard  to  foreign  commerce,  and  to  demand  of  the  vessels 
of  the  United  States  a  tonnage  duty  of  twenty  times  as  much  as  she  has 
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taken  from  otJiers,  because  the  same  difference  is  made  by  the  I  iiiu  d 
States  between  their  own  and  all  foreign  vessels,  she  ought  certainly  to 
have  applied  the  same  rale  to  the  cargoes  of  American  vessels,  and  to 
have  demanded  but  ten  per  centum,  the  excess  taken  by  the  United 
States^  instead  of  thirty-three  and  one-third,  above  the  amount  paid  on 
the  cargoes  of  her  own  vessels.  Nothing  can  appear  more  reasonable 
than  that  the  same  principle  of  reciprocity  which  could  autliorize  the 
duty  in  the  one  ease  to  be  enhanced,  would  require  that,  in  the  other,  it 
should  be  lessened* 

But,  viewing  the  question  on  the  ground  assumed  by  Spain,  that  this 
departure  from  her  general  treatment  of  foreign  commerce  was  a  coun- 
tervailing measure, how  can  its  continuance  be  reconciled  with  that  prin- 
ciple, after  the  offers  which  have  been  made  by  the  United  States  for 
the  abolition  of  ail  discriminating  duties  on  both  sides? 

The  1  fnited  States,  it  is  true,  have  iutherto  continued  their  foreifin  du- 
ties upoii  ilic  commerce  of  Spain.  But,  independently  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  the  same  as  against  all  other  nations,  with  the  special  exception 
before  mentioned,  their  abandonment  has  for  several  years  been  delayed 
bj  no  other  cause  than  the  refusal  of  Spain  to  acoompanjr  that  abandon* 
ment  by  the  discontinuance  of  measures  on  her  part,  which  she  at  the 
same  time  alleges  to  he  founded  only  upon  the  existence  of  those  which 
have  been  thus  proposed  to  be  abolished. 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  measures  on  the  part  of  Spain  were  never 
founded  upon  the  true  principles  of  reciprocity ;  that  they  have  been  con- 
tinued long  after  the  removal  of  the  cause  assigned  for  their  adoption ; 
and,  consequently,  that  they  have  now  no  jjroiind  to  stand  upon,  but  one 
that  must  ))ear  the  appearance  of  - an  unfriendly  disposition  towards  the 
commerce  of  tlie  United  States. 

I  am  not,  however,  to  be  understood  a8  endeavoring  to  prove  that  the 
Government  of  His  Majesty  has  been  iniluenced  by  a  desire  to  affect  in- 
juriously the  interests  ofthe  United  States,  or  that  it  has  entertained  views 
or  sentiments  at  vai  iance  with  those  which  have  been  alleged  as  the 
foundation  of  the  measures  in  question.  On  the  contrary,  my  object  is  to 
present  the  case  in  a  light  calculated  to  eonvince  this  Government  that 
the  real  tendency  and  efkct  of  those  measures  hsnre  not  been  in  accord- 
ance with  what  are  believed  to  have  been  its  own  Jtist  intentions,  nor  free 
from  a  character  of  hostility  which  it  could  not  have  been  designed  to 
impa!  t  to  them* 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  is  desirous  to  put  an  end  to  the 
present  state  of  things,  and  to  establish  the  commercial  relations  between 
the  two  countries  upon  the  most  liberal  and  stable  grounds ;  and  it  is 
satisfied  that  treaty  stipulations  are  better  calculated  to  accomjilish  this 
end,  and  to  inspire  mutual  contidence,  than  the  separate  regulations  of 
the  parties  ;  and,  moreover,  that  the  existence  of  treaties  itself  has  a  ten- 
dency to  add  cordiality  and  permanency  to  the  friendly  intercourse  be- 
tween nations. 

1  have  been  instructed,  therefore,  to  slate  these  views  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  His  Majesty,  and  to  propose  a  commercial  treaty,  which  I  am 
Mtf  anthorised  to  eoodnde,  upon  fair,  just,  and  reciprocal  terms. 

Besides  large  aad  Ubftral  principles  upon  whieh  sodi  an  amuige- 
nent  woM  atsnd,  as  well  ss  Us  TsliMbie  lendenoieB  and  resolts  in  other

respects,  there  ca&  be  do  reasonable  doubt  that  it  wetild  greatly  ioereaae 
the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  especiallj  in  the  pro* 
dttdions  of  the  latter,  and,  consequently,  to  her  adTantage* 

And,  relying  upon  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  His  Majes^,and  the  sin- 
-ceri^fr  of  the  declarations  which  he  has  been  pleased,  on  so  many  occa- 
sions to  make,  of  his  desire  to  cultivate  the  harmony  now  subsisting 
between  the  two  countries,  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  per* 
suaded  himself  that  His  Majesty  will,  on  due  reflection,  he  convinced  of 
the  trront  utility  ot  the  cour^>e  proposed,  and  will  accede  to  it  in  the  same 
^irit  from  which  it  has  emanated. 

Before  closing  this  note,  1  deem  it  proper  fo  express  the  views  of  the 
Government  ui  the  United  States  concernint;  the  construction  of  the  royal 
order  for  the  estaljli^hment  of  a  free  port  at  Cadiz  ;  this  point  being  in  a 
measure  connected  with  the  sui>ject  already  discussed. 

The  first  article  of  the  royal  decree  of  the  21st  of  February,  1S29,  is 
88  follows :  Article  Ist.  Gadis  is  declared  a  free  port,  and  the  vessels 
of  all' friendly  nations  will  be  allowed  to  enter  and  depart  finom  it  in  per- 
fect freedom,  and  to  trade  there  with  the  produce,  goods,  and  e&ctsof  all 
countries,  without  being  required  to  pay  any  kind  of  duties,  or  any  other 
charges,  than  the  merely  local  ones  of  anchorage,  health  office,  and  others 
that  may  be  specified  in  the  regulations  to  be  observed  in  the  free  port, 
and  which  will  be  immediately  published." 

In  September  last,  information  was  received  in  the  United  States  that 
the  tonnae^e  duty  upon  American  vessels  was  continued  at  Cadiz,  notwith- 
standing this  ord(  1  ;  and.  by  your  excelleney^a  note  of  the  3d  of  May 
last,  1  am  informed  that  the  Ministei-  of  Finance  has  decided,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  King,  that  the  continuance  of  this  exaction  "  is  founded 
on  the  reciprocity  agreed  on  between  the  two  nations,  and  thai  it  is  by 
no  means  derogatory  to  the  freedom  of  the  port." 

On  the  principles  of  reciprocity  I  have  nothing  further  to  remark,  but 
I  must  confess  that  the  fiHst  of  any  thing  on  that  subject  having  been 
<^  agreed  on  between  the  two  nations"  is  entirely  unlmown  to  me,  and 
that  I  should  feel  obliged  if  your  exeelleney  would  hare  the  goodness  to 
wppnM^  me  of  the  time  and  tnannsr  of  that  agreement 

But  the  establishment  of  a  free  port  is  a  measure  altogether  indepen* 
dent  of  the  grounds  upon  which  the  foreign  duties  of  a  country  may  nap- 
pen  to  be  regulated.  It  is  the  abolition  of  these  duties  which  constitutes 
the  freedom  of  the  port.  And  the  same  principle  that  would  justify  the 
continuance  of  one  of  them  would  alike  justify  the  continuance  of  any 
other,  or  of  nH,  since,  in  either  rase,  such  rontiniiance  couldnot  he  other- 
wise than  derogatory  to  that  lic< dom,  and  the  difference  would  consist 
only  in  the  extent  to  which  it  might  be  bo. 

The  particulai'  circunisiarK  es,  therefore,  which  may  have  jj;overneu 
Spain  in  regulating  the  amount  of  her  tonnage  duty  u|>or^  (he  vessels  of 
the  United  States,  can  have  no  inlluence  upon  the  question^  whether  this 
duty  is  abolished  at  the  port  of  Cadiz  by  a  royal  order,  positively  de* 
daring  that  no  Miss  of  any  kind  are  to  be  demanded  except  those  of  a 
local  diaraeter,  which,  it  is  admitted,  do  not  indode  the  one  in  questioB^ 

On  the  first  promulgation  of  the  oilier  of  His  Ma|esty,  the  Qovemmeut 
of  the  United  States  entertained  no  doubt  that  this  di^,  as  well  as  all 
others  of  a  national  character,  was  at  an  end,  so  far.  aS'  it  eoneened  the 
designated  port.   The  minister  of  the  United  States  at  this  eoQit  (Mr. 
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Everett)  i^avo  a  similar  constiuciion  to  the  order,  and  ^vrote  to  liis  Gov- 
ernment accordinely  ;  and  I  presume  yofir  exrcllency  will  remember 
thnt,  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Everett,  and  likewise  with  Mr.  Walsh, 
y  ou  had  the  candor  to  express  the  same  opinion. 

That  all  these  concurring  opinions  should  have  been  thus  entertained,  • 
is  certainlj  not  singular,  since,  I  think,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  no  terms 
could  have  been  more  free  from  doubt,  or  more  propci  ly  employed  for 
the  very  object  of  repealing  this  duty,  with  others,  than  those  contained  in 
tbe  royal  order. 

It  may  easily  be  imagined,  then,  with  whr  t  51  r]  !  is(^  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  received  the  first  information  of  a  decision  by  His 
Majesty's  Government  that  the  tonnage  duty  on  American  vessels  was 
to  be  continued  at  the  port  declared  free,  and  with  how  much  interest  it 
viewed  the  situation  of  those  American  citizens,  who  had,  unon  wliatthey 
honestly  believed  to  he  the  faith  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  embark- 
ed their  capital  in  a  trade  with  Cadiz. 

But,  retaining  an  unshaken  confidence  in  the  royal  word  of  HisCatTiolic 
Majesty,  and  believin:i  that  he  has  no  desire  to  disregard,  in  the  construc- 
tion of  his  acts  regulating  the  intercourse  between  any  portion  of  his 
dominions  and  other  countries,  those  plain  and  wholesome  rules,  and 
those  immatsble  principles  of  justice,  which  are  invariably  atid  universally 
regarded  in  the  interpretation  of  the  acts  and  laws  of  other  countries,  the 
Government  of  t6e  United  States  has  instructed  me  to  request,  with  the . 
deference  and  the  courtesy  which  the  occasion  inay  require,  that  the  King 
would  be  pleased  once  more  to  take  this  question  into  consideration, 
and  to  review  the  decision  heretofore  made.  And  no  reasonable  doubt 
is  entertained  that  His  Majesty,  on  such  review,  will  come  to  the  con- 
elusion  that  the  order  establishing  Cadiz  a  free  port  shall  have  all  the 
force  and  effect  which  its  terms  import,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  faith 
whirh  it  was  calculated  to  inspire. 

Should  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  accede  to  the  proposal  to 
abolish  all  discriuiinatini:  duties  between  the  two  countries,  the  decision 
in  relation  to  Cadiz  will  become  unnecessary.  But  in  the  event  of  a 
refusal  on  the  part  of  this  (government  to  enter  into  the  arrangement  first 
mentioned,  it  is  hoped,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  that  His  Majes- 
ty will  feel  disposed  to  comply  with  the  request  made  in  regard  to  the 
other  question. 

There  are  some  points  in  detilll,  and  some  particular  measures  in  rela- 
tion to  the  treatment  of  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  in  the  ports  of 
Spain,  under  the  present  system,  on  which  J  may  deem  it  my  duty  to 
make  a  representation  to  His  Majesty's  Government,  but  I  have  conclud- 
ed that  it  will  be  better  to  do  it  in  a  separate  communication  than  to  en- 
cumber this  note  with  it. 

I  beg  leave  to  request  that  your  excellency  will  have  the  goodness  to 
favor  me  with  an  answer  to  the  proposal  herein  contained,  as  early  as  the 
convenirrice  of  His  Majesty's  Government  w  ill  nllow.

Sir  :  I  have^he  honor  tp  Inform  you  that  Mr.  Rowan  arrived  here 
on  the  26th  of  July,  and  deliTered  to  me  your  despatches  numbered  9. 
10,  11,      Id,  14, 15,  and  16. 

Immediateij  after  his  arrival,  I  saw  Mr.  Salmon,  the  Secretarj  of  State, 
and  stated  to  him  the  object  of  Mr.  Rowan's  visit  to  this  capital,  in  a 
manner  to  impress  him  with  its  importance,  apd  to  create,  as  Ur  as  pos- 
sible, a  favorable  disposition  to  cause  the  necessary  examination  to  he 
made,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  documents  and  evidence  sent 
for.  He  expressed  a  ■willin^rif  s-^  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  comply  with 
the  !e(|uest  of  the  President  ;  and  upon  this  I  nnide  a  lornMl  ^v^  ltten  ap- 
piicatujii,  aeennipanvins;  it  witii  a  eopy  of  the  order  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  an  extract  from  the  letter  of  Ivlr.  Wirt  to  the  Sccret4ry  of  the  Tfea- 
sury,  detailing  the  cviih  nce  important  to  he  obtained. 

1  liavc  also,  with  tlie  consent  of  Mr.  Salmon,  employed  Mr.  Camhre- 
rcro,  a  lawyer  of  respectabiiitv  in  this  city,  to  attend  at  the  public  offices, 
when  necessary,  to  superintend  and  facilitate  the  examination,  and  have  fur- 
nished him  with  a  copy  of  my  application  to  the' Secretary  of  State,  in- 
cluding, of  course,  the  desci  iption  of  tlie  papers  and  evidence  applied 
for.  I  have  done  this,  because  1  am  satisfied  it  will  be  attended  with 
great  advantages,  both  as  it  respects  time,  and  the  effectual  accomplish* 
ment  of  the  object  itself.  As  soon  as  1  shall  be  able  to  form  an  opinion 
as  to  the  result  of  the  investigation,  i  will  advise  you  of  it. 

To  the  application  above  mentioned  1  united  a  request  for  an  order 
on  the  Governor  and  Captain  General  of  Cuija  to  deliv^'?-  to  such  person 
as  the  Goveinment  of  the  United  States  shall  designate,  all  ihe  papers 
within  his  power,  belonging  to  the  archives  of  the  Fioridas,  agreeably  to 
the  directions  contained  in  your  despatch  No.  16, 

I  had  received  your  despatch  No.  S  helore  the  arrival  of  Mc.  Howan, 
and  was  about  to  renew  the  application  ioi  tlie  papers  denuiiiiuated 
"  Residencias,"  but  have  concluded  to  postpone  it  until  after  the  pro- 
curement of  the  papers  for  which  Mr.  Rowan  has  been  sent,  or  as  many 
of  them  as  it  may  prove  practicable  to  obtain,  believing  the  latter  to  be 
of  more  immediate  importance  than  the  others,  and  also  that  to  ask  for  all 
of  them  at  thasame  time  would  look  like  giving  too  much  trouble.  Per- 
mit me,  however,  to  remark,  that  there  can  be  nothing  more  definite  or 
precise  in  a  new  application  for  the"  Residencias than  there  was  in  the  first 
.  one,  with  the  exception  that  I  can  now  furnish  the  names,  and  the  periods 
within  which  they  served,  of  the  Governors  of  tho  Floridas  whoae 

Residencias,"  arc  wanted — a  difference  whi^b^  1  think,  cannot  be  con- 
sidered very  material  in  the  rase. 

The  President's  letter  to  the  King,  congratulating  him  on  his  marriage, 
has  been  delivered  by  me  in  person  to  His  Majesty  at  a  private  audience 
granted  for  that  purpose  at  La  Graoja,  where  the  court  has  resided  for 
the  last  six  weeks. 

A  representation  has  been  made  to  this  Government  of  the  circum- 
stancea  detailed  in  despatch  No.  10,  signed  by  Mr.  Brent,  accompanied 
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by  a  demand  for  redress.  When  I  sliall  havo  received  an  answer,  I  will 
communicate  to  you  the  correspondence  in  the  case. 

Directly  after  the  arrival  of  Air.  Rowan,  I  renewed  the  application  for 
an  exequatur  to  Mr.  Shaler,  as  consul  at  llic  Havana;  and  as  the  oriiii- 
nal  commission,  with  the  rc?quisite  transhition  of  it,  accompanied  the  ap- 
plication, I  am  in  daily  expectation  of  bein^  furnished  witii  tlie  exetjua- 
tur,  which  I  will,  on  its  receipt,  forward  to  Mr.  Shaler,  and  advise  you 
at  the  same  time  of  the  state  of  the  business. 

With  your  despatch  No.  12  I  have  received  the.  papers  which,  as  I 
had  the  honor  to  inform  you  in  niy  despatch  No.  2,  I  did  not  find  with 
the  archives  of  the  legation,  as  ought  to  have  been  the  case,  and  was 
expected  when  I  left  the  United  States.  Although  they  are  by  do  means 
without  importance  now,  they  would  have  been  much  more  vnluable  to 
me  previous  to  my  communications  to  tiiis  Government  in  relation  to  the 
claims  and  the  state  of  the  commerce  between  the  two  countries.  I 
could  have  added  a  good  deal  of  force  to  my  note  on  the  former  subject, 
had  I  been  in  possession  of  the  informatioti  found  among  these  papers, 
showing  the  further  comniitineuti  of  tliis  Government,  particularly  ol  Mr. 
Salmon,  the  present  Secretary  of  State.  ' 

The  wonderful  revolution  that  has  lately  taken  place  in  France  has 
created  some  excitement  here,  but  all  remains  quiet  as  yet,  at  least  on  the 
surface.  I  am  of  opinion  that  nothing  very  important  will  immediately 
result  from  it  in  this  country ;  and  yet,  with  this  opinion,  1  should  not  be 
surprised  to  witness  a  commotion  at  any  moment.  The  situation  and  ^ 
circumstances  of  this  GovernmciU  and  country  arc  such  as  to  render  it 
extremely  difficult  to  calculate  on  events  from  one  day  to  another,  and  I 
might  well  say  from  one  hour  to  another.  *

I  herewith  retuni  the  cooMiiiiiaion :  the  exrquatui!  yw  will  please  sentl 
for  to  tliis  defiartsienty  where  it  will  be  delivered. 

The  King,  my  august  master,  lias,  in  conscquenre,  directed  me  to  recall 
jour  attention  to  the  note  relating  to  the  admiaHiun  ul'  foreign  consuls  into 
the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  liico.  whicli  was  addressed  to  tlie  legation  of 
the  United  Sfatps  in  this  court  ofi  the  '^At\\  March,  I829t  as  it  also  was  to 
the  oilier  Guverniuents  that  solicited  the  ati'iiissioji  (d* consuls  in  said  jmu  Is. 
In  that  note  weie  inserted  the  orders  whicii  Aiis  Maji'sty  has  thought  pr  o- 
per to  i^suc'  to  the  captains-general  of  ti»e  islands  on  this  suhji'd.  in  Wis 
anxiety  to  comply  wiUi  ihe  wishes  c»f  the  <»ihc»-  Governments  without 
detriment  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  which  Providence  has  confided  to  bis 
paternal  care. 

Having  ulso  communicated  to  the  King  your  observation  that  exequaturs 
were  iiisued  gratis  in  the  Unitefl  States,  Uih  Majesty  has  directed  me  to 
state  to  you  (as  I  have  the  honor  of  doing)  that  the  custom  of  paying  a 
gratiflc  atioM  on  the  delivery  of  tliese  documents  being  of  very  old  <iate,  and 
having  beeti  always  complied  with  by  the  censula  of  other  nations,  he  sees 
BO  reason  for  abolishing  it.

Sir:  Having  a  safe  and  direct  private  opportunity  to  Paris  ;ui(l  Lon- 
don, I  improve  it  to  apprize  you  of  what  iias  occurred  iierc  t>ince  my 
despatch  of  the  9th  instant. 

On  the  loth  Instant,  the  Queen  was  delivered  of  a  Princessi  which  takes 
the  title  of  Princess  of  Asturlas,  and  is,  of  coarse,  by  the  late  royal  de- 
cree relating  lo  the  snccession,  heir  presumptive  to  the  throne.  There 
was,  without  doubt,  a  good  deal  of  disappointment  felt  by  the  King  and 
Ills  personal  friends  that  the  Queen  did  not  bring  a  son  ;  since,  in  tliat 
case,  there  could  be  no  question  as  to  the  rights  of  the  infant,  when  now, 
in  ra«^e  kS  the  death  of  the  King,  the  party  of  Don  Carlos  would  contend 
for  him  at  tlic  poirjt  of  the  !>;•  yonet.  Tli'^y  say  that  the  d^-rree  in  question 
was  not  only  unjust,  but  illegal.  It  is,  however,  probable  tliat  the  pr  eseat 
Queen  will  have  more  children,  and  that,  therefore,  this  question  may  yet  • 
be  put  at  rest.         '  •  *  *  *  ^  *  * 

It  does  not  now  appear  probable  that  the  papers  fur  which  Mr.  Rowan 
was  sent  will  be  obtained  in  season  fur  the  next  term  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
if  ever.

Sir  :  I  have  tlic  Uoimv  to  int'orm  ^'our  excellency  ti^at  two  cases  of 
great  iinportaiice»  as  it  respects  the  titJ»  to  land  in  that  section  of  the 
United  States  which  was  foroMrl  v  a  part  of  the  provmcepf  Lpuislaiift,  are 
now  pending  before  the  highest  judicial  tnbnnal  in  the  United  States*  and 
that  their  final  decision  is  bospended  for  the  want  of  certain  documents  atui 
evidence,  which,  it  Is  believed,  can  be  furnished  by  the  Govemroent  of  His 
Catholic  Majesty »  and  which  can  be  obtained  from  no  other  source.  To 
show  the  object,  as  well  as  to  furnish  a  particular  description,  of  the  docu- 
uicnts  and  evidence  required,  I  send,  herewith,  an  order  of  the  court  before 
which  the  rasc^  nrr  fu'ruliiig,  and  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  one  of  tlie 
counsel  engaged  in  th<;ui,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has,  therefore,  dii  ected  me  to  rcqiii  st 
of  His  Majesty's  Government  the  favo|*  to  furnish  the  desired  infurination, 
or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  found  practicable  ;  having  no  doubt  that  His 
Majesty  \s  regard  to  justice^  as  well  as  bis  friendly  sentiments  towards  the 
United  States,  will  induce  bim  cheerfully  and  promptly  to  comply  with  the 
request.  » 

I  am  further  instructed  by  the  President  to  state  to  tlie  Government  of 
His  Majesty^  that  it  han  been  |)OSitively  ascertained  that  there  are,  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  Government  o{  the  island  of  Cuba*  important 
public  papers  ap|)ertaining  to  the  archives  of  the  late  Spanish  province  of 
the  Floridas,  aiitl  wliich,  by  the  second  article  of  the  treaty  of  cession,  be- 
long to  the  United  StHte«.  And  the  President,  heing  convinced  of  the  wil- 
lingness of  His  Majesty  to  c  arry  into  full  effect  the  stipulations  of  the 
treaty  in  this  resj>ect,  dequ  es  that  His  Majesty  would  be  pleased  to  issuo 
an  order  to  the  Governor  and  Captain  Gerjei  al  of  Cuba  for  the  delivery 
of  the  papers  io  question  to  such  person  as  shall  be  duly  authorized  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  to  receive  them. 

li'be  President  has  deemed  thesesubjects  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  author- 
ize the  sending  of  a  special  messenger  from  Wasl|ington  to  Madrid*  with  the 
instructions  above  mentioned,  and  witli  directions  to  remain  here  until  the 
result  of  these  applications  shall  be  ascertained,  that  he  may  talce  with  him 
to  the  United  States  all  such  papers  and  information  as  may  be  furnished 
in  rompliance  with  tliom. 

For  the  purpose  of  lacilitating  the  necessary  examination  of  records  and 
doouniciits.  and  relieving  as  far  as  may  be  practicable  the  otiit  ers  of  t!\e 
GoveniHient,  1  liave  ejnployed  Mr.  Cambrerero,  a  lawyer  of  this  rity. 
and  a  sjentlernan  who,  I  presume,  enjoys  the  fullest  confidence  of  tlie  |)iiblir 
departments  here,  to  superintend  the  bu^iiness  on  the  part  of  the  Lnited 
States. 

It  can  scarcely  be  necessary  for  liie  to  uid,  that  the  sooner  tbe  objects 
stated  in  this  note  can  be  accomplished^  the  greater  will  be  the  favor,  as 
well  as  the  adyantages  to  tlie  United  JBtates.

This  despatch 
will  be  sent  by  the  mail  from  tiiis  to  Havre,  whii  li  ])recludes  me  from  say- 
ing some  other  thinsjs  that  I  would  have  othcrwibc  added.

Madrid,  January  io,  1831. 

Siu  :  On  the  1st  of  July  last,  1  had  the  honor  to  address  to  your  excel- 
lency a  note  proposing,  for  the  reasons  therein  mentioned,  a  cj)mmercial 
convention  between  tlie  United  States  and  Spain,  for  the  purpose  of  plac- 
ing the  commerce  between  the  two  countries  upon  a  moi  e  hbcral  aud  ad- 
vantageous footing,  as  it  respects  both  parties,  than  it  now  is. 

In  the  same  not«»  I  brought  distinctly  to  the  view  of  His  Majesty's  Gov* 
emment  the  injurious  and  exclusive  operation^  in  regard  to  the  United 
States,  of  the  royal  construction  of  the  decree  establishliig  the  firee  port  of 
Cadiz. 

HaviDg  received  no  answer  to  any  part  of  tliat  note,  I  beg  leave  to  recall 

the  attention  of  His  Majesty's  Government  to  the  contents  of  it,  and  re- 
spectfully to  request  t|iat  I  may  be  furnished  with  a  decision  on  the  ])f)ints 
embraced  therein  as  speedily  as  the  convenience  of  this  Government  will 
permit* 
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On  tlie  part  of  tbe  United  States,  it  fs  difllGuU  Id  conceive  vihy  the 
Government  of  His  Majesty  shoiilil  so  long  remain  unwilling  to  place 
the  commerce  of  the  United  Statest  either  in  the  free  port  of  Cadiz,  or  in 
the  other  ports  of  the  PetiinHula,  upon  the  same  footing  as  that  of  other 

foreign  nations,  especially  when  the  United  States  are  not  only  willing, 
hot  desirous,  to  do  all  that  otiier  nations  have  done  in  reciprocating  ihe 
removal  of  the  restrictions  and  embarrassments  of  the  trade  between  the 

two  ronntries. 

And  if  this  Government  \vi!l  take  into  due  consideration  the  prcseiU 
depressed  state  of  that  trade,  I  trust  it  will  be  convinced  that  bome  change 
is  c'ssi  uriiill y  necessary  for  the  interest  of  botli  parties.

Dramlation  of  anote  from  the  principal  Secrtlari/  of  State  of  Uia  Caiho' 
lie  Modesty  to  the  Minister  of  the  United  States, 

At  THE  Pai<ac£|  January  25,  1851. 

Sir:  I  received  In  due  season  the  notes  which  yonr  excellency  was 
pleased  to  address  to  me  niideit  dates  of  the  1st  of  July  last,  and  of  the  15th 
of  this  monthy  in  which  you  pFOpose»  in  the  name  of  your  Governmentf 

the  conclusion  of  a  commercial  treaty  witli  Spain  on  the  basis  of  a  fair  i*e- 
ciprority,  and  complain  of  the  tonnage  duty  exacted  in  tho  free  port  of 
Cadiz  from  the  vessels  of  the  Utiitcd  States. 

I  liave  communicaled  to  the  Ring,  my  master,  the  contents  of  these 
notes;  and,  after  having  caused  tlie  suliject  to  be  considered  and  discussed 
in  the  Council  uf  Ministers  with  the  atteutiuu  and  maturity  which  the 
iittportance  of  it  required,  His  Majesty  has  been  convinced — and  has  ac- 
cordingly directed  me  to  inlbrm  yoor  excellency-^bat  the  present  state 
of  Spanish  commerce  does  not  allow  of  bis  entering  at  this  moment  into 
treaties  whicht  on  the  principle  of  reciprocity  proposed  by  yonr  excellency, 
could  not  but  be  burdensome  to  Spain,  and  that  therefore  the  establisli- 
ment  of  this  question  must  be  deferred  fo  some  future  and  moi*e  favorable 
opportunity,  notwithstanding  the  desire  entertained  by  His  Majesty's 
Government  of  strengthening  their  relations  of  amity  with  the  United 
States. 

1  am  also  directed  to  state  to  yonr  excellency  tliat  the  observations  con- 
tained in  your  aforesaid  note  have  not  been  fonnd  to  afford  a  sufficient 
reason  for  altering  the  practice  eatabiislicd  in  Cadiz  for  the  exaction  of 
tonnage  duuts. 

I  embrace  this  opportunity,  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  assurances

Sir  :  Having  attentively  considet-etl,  and  fully  reflected  upon,  the  con- 
tents of  your  ttpspatcli  No.  t9»  under  date  of  the  isth  October  last*  and 
of  the  receipt  of  which  1  have  already  hnd  the  honor  to  a|)prize  you,  I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  not  to  act  in  rcgiird  Uy  the  question  of  the  recogni- 
tion by  His  Catholic  Majesty  f>f  tht^  infU  jicndtiice  of  tlic  Spanish  American 
States,  until  I  shall  ijavc  K-at  iied  whellior  tlie  dcsj»atch  forwarded  to  you 
by  Mr.  Rowan  has  produced  any  nieasuics  or  iiistructioiin,  on  the  part  of 
our  Government,  which  may  lead  to  a  ciiange  in  liie  existing  relations  be* 
tween  this  country  and  ours.

Hei'ewitb  you  wil)  receive  a  translation  of  a  late  *rt»yal  decree  for  tlie 
csUblisljiDeiit  of  a  military  commi^ion  In  tlitji  city  for  the  trial  of  all  \wv' 
sons  diargect  witli  political  oBTences ;  also,  an  edict  or  |iroclaaiatlfHi  of  tlie 
Gdvertinr  of  Malaga.  ^ 

Tlirougli  the  instrumentality  of  Government  spie.%  and  the  troaritery  of 
some  of  the  conspirators,  a  (JiHOovery  has  lately  been  niatie  of  ati  extensive 
coiiKpiracy  in  this  city  in  favor  ot  the  constitutionalists.  A  corrpHpontJence 
wit!)  General  Mina  lian  bc(  n  detected,  and  aiso  some  dejiots  of  tri-colorrd 
cockafk's,  afid  other  articleh  of  a  levwlutionary  characfer.  Arrest's  and 
banisltmcnts  C(»ntinue  to  be  frequent  and  niunercms.  One  man  has  already 
been  iiiing  for  crying  out  tlie  constitntion/'  and  it  is  staled  thai  tliii  teeii 
mure  are  to  share  the  .same  fate  in  a  few  days.  TUih  \h  under  tite  nulitary 
commission. 

Had  the  late  attempt  at  Cadiz  and  its  vicinity  succeeded,  it  would  have 
been  a  sore  blow  to  tlie  Government*  as  it  would  liave  given  the  re%*oluUon* 
ists  the  possession  of «  very  strong  and  Important  place.   General  Torrigua 

had  boi-n  at  Cadiz  in  the  disguise  of  a  sailor  on  board  of  an  English  vessel 
from  Uibraltar*  a  short  lime  before,  and  it  was  supptised  tlie  plan  of  insur* 
rerttoM  was  well  matured.  The  first  step  agt>eed  u|M»n»  the  assassination 
of  tlie  Grovernor  <.f  the  place  was  boldly  executed  in  open  day,  in  one  of  the 
public  streets,  by  three  men  who  fled  so  precipitately  that  they  have  not 
been  discovered.  Directly  alter  this  act,  a  few  |»er.sons  cried  nut  for 
•♦liberty  and  the  (oiibLilulifm"  at  one  of  the  public  sfjuaies,  but  the  citi- 
zens did  not  iiiiiiu'diately  respond  to  the  call,  and  the  vii;ilance  and  proiupt- 
iludc  with  which  the  ofiicer  in  command  next  lo  the  Governor  acted,  in 
instantly  filling  tiie  public  places  with  soldiers,  and  stopping  all  communi- 
cation between  tlie  different  streets,  put  an  end  to  any  further  commotlan. 
When  the  marines,  however*  stationed  at  a  small,  place  a  few  miles  from 
Cadiz,  and  who  wci*e  in  tl»e  plot,  hoami  of  the  ileath  of  the  CSovemor*  they 
considered  it  tlie  signal  fortbem  to  act,  supposing  that  tlie  people  of  Cadiz 
would  at  the  same  time  rise.  I'his  body  of  juaiiues*  to  the  number  of  400 
or  500,  have  since  been  compelled  to  surrender. 

Tlie  truth  is,  the  [jcofde  of  Catltz  are  at  present  doing  tolerably  well. 
aiiiVar-!'  rather  barkward  in  taking  [vAvi  tigainst  the  existing  Government. 
They  know  lliat,  if  the  revolution  should  not  full  v  succeed,  they  wtm^d  h>se 
tlieir  •*  free  port."  The  sliops  \vei*e  shut  up,  and  most  of  tiie  citizens  re- 
uiained  in  their  houses  frir  about  a  week  after  the  assassiruition  of  tlie  Gov- 
ernor,  but  every  thing  has  .since  resuojcd  its  usual  course. 

Nothing  new  has  occurred  in  regard  to  the  state  of  our.  affairs  here.

In  this  conclualon  I  was  confirmed  on  seeing,  in  a  Paris  new'spaper*  a 
lettor  purporting  to  be  written  in  this  city,  and  originuily  published  in  an 
English  p:i])er,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  this  Government  has  cohsiented  to 
treat  with  tliat  (if  Mexico,  and  that  cnn»mtssioners,  whose  names  are  given, 

are  coming  out  from  Mexico,  in  a  Spanish  Uavcriiuient  vessel.

Accordingly,  on  the  6th  of  this  month,  I  addressed  to  Mr.  Salmon  the 

note  of  which  I  have  the  honor  now  to  forward  a  copy.

Subsequently  to  the  information  abo?e  related,  I  have  conversed  with 
two  or  three  other  Spanianbt  who  are  a  good  deal  acquainted  with  public 
aSairst  and  find  them  of  the  opinion  that  this  GoVeruttient«  so  far  from  hav- 
Ing  any  idea  of  a  recognition  of  the .  new  Americati  states,  or  either  of  them, 
entertains  a  stronger  hope  than  it  has  done  for  sereral  years  of  reducing 
them  to  their  former  submiasion.  This  presuuiiitioti  is  believed  to  be 
founded  U|)on  tlie  expectc()  consequences  of  the  death  of  Bolivar,  and  that 
of  Guerrero.  Those  are,  from  the  fortrjer  event,  the  distraction,  and.  in- 
<Ieed,  the  fain ni;  to  pieces,  of  flie  !i'[uil)lir  of  Cr)Iond»ia,  and  the  failure  to 
establish  regular  G(»veMini('iits  even  in  llie  several  stnTes  (jf  which  tlie  Union 
has  been  composed  ;  and  Iroui  the  latter,  a  bettei-  f)j)]M>t  tiinity  to  carry  <*n 
doiiic  intrigue  in  Mexico,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  lavor  ot  Spain,  than 
was  aiVorded  dui-n>|^  the  lifetime  of  a  man  wlu»  was  considered  here  as  an 
inflexible  and  vigilant  enemy  of  this  Gkivemment. 

Two  or  tliree  days  agf)  I  had  jiccaiiiott  for  an  Interview  with  Mr.  Salmon 
on  other  tmsincss,  and  concluded,  before  leaving  him,  to  touch  upon  thin 
question.  I  remarked  that  I  waa  desirous  to  he  informed,  provided  he  felt 
at  liberty  to  gratify  me,  whether  any  negotiations  for  a  settlement  had  been 
entered  upon  by  this  Government  with  that  of  Mexico,  or  any  of  tlte  Span- 
ish American  states.  He  answered  firat  he  was  not  j)re])arcd  for  a  con- 
versation on  that  subject.  I  then  stativl  to  hinj  tluit  I  had  no  intention  of 
proposing  at  that  time  a  conversation  on  the  meiits  oi-  jirinrijdes  of  the 
ra'^e  ;  but  that,  having  lu  ard  i-ejKjrls  tiiat  some  communicaitoos  iiad  passed 
UetNvrrn  tiie  parties,  ami  having  seen  a  Icttertalten  from  an  English  ])apcr. 
j)nr|iorting  to  be  written  at  Madi  iti,  in  which  it  was  positively  stated  thai 
the  king  had  consented  to  receive  cominissioners  from  Mexico,  my  object 
was  barely  to  learn  from  bim.the  nctual  state  of  things,  so  far  as  he  cim* 
aidered  It  proper  0  disclose  it  to  me.  In  reply  to  this  observation,  he 
said  that  heiiad  nokaowledgoor  any  commissioners  comln|p  out  from  Mex- 
ico, and  that  he  had  just  received  late  letters  from  Paris  and  London,  but 
they  mentioned  nothing  of  that  sort.  I  was  stIU  unsatisfied,  and  endeav. 
ored  to  draw  put  something  more,  by  partly  repeating  what  1  had  said  be- 
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,   fore»  as  t4>  my  oljosl ;  'vpon  which     added  Una  lie  wa»  igaoratit  of  any 

arraiigemeiil  having  been  made,  atid  that  the  biminess  was  staHonanj. 

The  infeitdi^  which  I  have  drawn  from  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Salmon  io^ 
that  something  of  the  nature  reported  ha«  actually,  but  pcriiaps  inrormailyt 
taki'ii  j)lace,  or  is  in  contemplation.  The  declaration  of  his  being  ii»i[»re- 
paied  to  converse  on  Uie  subject  vvoul<l  seem  to  argtie  tli  it  tlip  rase  (Iocs 
not  ^tand  on  the  **;unf  ground  as  heretoioi  e,  wljen  the  Kiiii^'s  iniiii^tcis  were 
always  ready  to  ileclHre  his  detenninaliiin  not  to  admit,  tor  a  moineiit,  the 
idea  of  a  recognition.  And  his  alleged  ignorance  that  any  arrangement 
*has  been  made,  or  that  Mexico  is  about  to  send  commissioners  to  Madritl, 
and  tlie  remark  that  the  business  is  now  stationaryt  do  1iot»  as  U  strikes 
me»  prove  the  contrary. 

Sinre  writing  thus  far,  Mr.  Addington  has  informed  me  that  he  has  also 
spoken  to  Mr.  Salmon  in  regard  to  tnis  matter^  and  that  Mr.  Salmon  de- 
clared Co  him*  as'hc  did  to  me,  that  he  had  tio  knowledge  of  any  rommis- 
Hioncrs  cimiing  out  from  Mexico.  Hiis  ap|)6ar8  to  have  fully  satisfied  Mr* 
Addiiigton  tliat  nothing  in  any  shape  has  taken  placed  but  that  all  the  re- 
ports are  wholly  destitute  of  foundathin. 

But  1  iiuve  lui  nislied  all  the  information  whirli  1  hnvc  as  yet  been  able 
to  collect,  and  leave  it  to  be  judged  'd' by  tiie  I*reHidenU  Whatever  I  may 
learn  fin-ther  wiil  be  Corw ai'ded  as  soon  as  possil)fe. 

All  is  tolerably  (|uiet  again  in  this  country,  though  the  vigilance  of  the 
Govcruntent  does  not  appear  to  liavc  abated.  There  are  still  sevei*ai 
persons  in  prison  at  Madrid^  of  much  respectability  and  wealth,  wIki»  it  Is 
saidt  will  soon  be  condemned  and  executed.  I  am  confirmed  in  tlie  opinitto 
which  I  expressed  in  the  Urst  place^  and  which  I  have  never  actually  aban- 
doned, though  it  was  at  one  time  somew  hat  weakened,  which  is,  that  tlie 
present  Government  of  Spain  will  sustain  itself  through  the  present  crisis, 
unless  there  should  be  a  foreign  war.  Nothing  short  of  the  invasion  of 
SpaiJi  by  a  French  army  woiild.  I  think,  put  an  end  to  the  presenr  state  uf 
things  here,  arid  tite  ]>rospect  of  such  an  event  appears  to  Ik*  daily  det  reus- 
\uz,.  Tilt'  \  i.ili  tit  party  is  believed  now  to  have  the  pn'ponderanre  in  the 
King's  councils,  by  the  accession  ol  Mr.  Salmon,  who  is  said  Utely  to  have 
joined  that  party  in  the  ministry. 

Your  despatch  No.  £0,  of  the  1 0th  February,  and  No.  21,  of  the  4th  of 
March  (ast,  have  been  received  a  few  days  since,  and  will  be  duly  attended 
to.   Tour  private  letter  of  the  ftd  Mareh  has  also  been  received.

The  Government  of  the  United  States,  therefore,  without  wishing  or  in- 
tending to  depttK  from  it^t  iiettled  ]>olicy  of  not  interfering  wi(h  the  af&irs 
of  other  nations,  except  by  friendly  advice,  in  cases  in  whicli  it. may  bo 
tliought  suitable,  feels  itself  authorized,  by  tl«e  ciicumstances  of  (be  case, 
and  the  relations  existing  between  tlie  United  States  s>rjd  Spain,  to  make 
another  appcil  to  His  Maje^ty  a  (picstion  of  great  B?id  such  general 
intci*est ;  and  it  indulges  a  sUong  liojie  that  His  iMi<ie>.'y  will  not  any 
longer  i-efuse  tn  open  a  n'.'irotiali'in  uitli  the  new  tilates,  Ijwt  thst,  on  n  full 
and  deliberate  view  uf  the  iiiaitet  at  thi.s  p^^riuU^  he  will  be  convinced  tbat» 
independently  of  the  satisfaction  which  such  an  event  would  produce  t» 
most,  if  not  all,  of  tbe  natimis  with  which  Spain  han  intercourse,  and  the 
relief  it  would  aSbrd  them  from  extstin,:;  embarrassment»,  a  lecognition  of , 
tlwJndepemlenco  of  thosa  states  by  His  Majesty,  on  just  and  honorable* 
terms,  would  contribute  fcoch  to  the  honor  and  interest  of  Sfiaia. 

In  addition  to  the  considerations  alrtaiiy  suggested,  there  is  another^ 
which,  at  the  present  moment,  urges  this  communication  on  the  part  of  tbe 
United  Slates.  The  Government  of  Ills  Ma  jo'^ty  is  aware  of  the  strong 
interest  wliir  h  tli.it  of  tfie  United  States  feels  that  the  islands  of  Cuba  ami 
Porto  Uico  should  not  pass  from  the  hands  of  Spain  into  the  jxi'^^es'-ion  ot  any 
other  natio?!,  and  it  is  seriously  believed  (bat  such  an  ev^ut  is  (o  he  feared 
if  the  present  state  of  things  slould  not  be  clianged.  But  w  I»ate\ er  njay 
be  the  view^s  of  the  United  Siaies  on  that  point,  they  vvuultl  not  here* 
after  cdnftlder  themselves  authorized  to  Interfere  in  case  an  attack  Hhoidd 
he  made  npon  those  iKlande,  or  either  of  theui,  I^y  any  of  (he  new  Htates» 
according  to  tl^e  princlulcs  of  civilized  warfAi  c^  provided  Spain  should  con* 
linue  her  hostile  attitude  towards  them. 

Without  entering  further  into  detail  at  this  time,  I  beg  leave  to  conclude 
with  the  expression  of  my  sincere  desire  tliat,  whatever  may  be  the  course 
adopted  by  llis  Majesty,  this  note  will  be  receiyetl  and  considered  witl» 
the  same  feelings  of  candor  and  friend^ship  by  w  hicli  it  !»as  be.  n  ilictatcd.

Alcbough  Mr.  Salmon,  in  bis  noto^  is  very  vague,  and,  indeed^  dis- 
closes or  promises  tiotliing  definite,  the  verj  cireumstance  of  his  answer- 
ing  me  in  so  speedy  and  friendly  a  manner,  if  it  proves  no  more^  may  be 
considered  as  evidence  tliat  this  Government  is  not  so  hostile  to  the  idea  of 
an  aclcnowledgment  of  the  independence  of  those  states  as  it  has  hitherto 
i^peared  to  be. 

The  notes  of  our  ministers,  lieretofore  presented  on  the  same  subject, 

have  never  been  noticed,  and  to  tlrat  of  the  British  minister,  written  more 

4ban  a  year  ago,  uo  answer  has  been  given.

I  noAv  understand  that  a  proposal  was  entertained  and  discussed  hc- 
twevji  this  Government  ami  that  of  Mexico  Cor  a  suspension  of  hostilities 
for  ten  years,  and  that  the  ne^oUaiion  was  broken  off  on  its  beins^  in^^isted 
upon  hy  the  former  that,  during  the  suspension,  the  Mexican  Hag  should 
not  be  recognised  in  the  Spanish  ports,  but  that  ail  Mexican  vessels  should 
enter  those  ports  under  the  Spanish  flag.  ' 

Thia  was,  of  coarse,  rejected  on  the  part  of  Mexico.  It  is  said,  however, 
Hint  there  is  a  pnwpect  of  the  n^poHatien  Uiag  fceamed.  TiMt  whicli 
bna  taicen  place  was  condncted  hy  tlie  Mexican  miniiter  at  London^ 
through  the  Spanish  mtniater  there,  with  thia  Govemmenty  and  it  did  not 
include  any  of  the  etlwr  American  states. 

There  is  nothing  new  here  of  a  political  nature.  This  country  remains 
perfectly  quiet.  The  place  at  which  I  write  this  short  despatch  is  a  royal 
residence  about  fifty  miles  from  Madrid,  where  the  co»n  t  h  now  spending 
-the  summer  months,  nnd  where  its  public  business  is  tpansactsd.

Snt :  I  hav*e  the  honor  to  state  te  you,  for  the  information  of  tlie  Presi* 
dmitp  that,  in  the  course  of  tlie  last  month,  I  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Burton^ 
the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Cadiz,  with  a  copy  of  a  royal  decree 
bearing  date  the  isih  of  June  last,  essentially  abridging,  if  not  virtually 
abolishing,  the  freedom  of  that  port,  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Intendant 
of  the  place,  with  a  view,  as  was  believe^,  to  its  early  enforcement.  A 
copy  of  the  (Irci  ec  is  herewith  forwarded. 

I  drew  up,  and  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  Stale  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
a  remonstrance  against  the  execution  ot  this  decree,  without  the  year's  no- 
tice promised  on  the  establishment  of  the  freedom  of  the  port.  Some  of 
the  other  foreign  ministers  resident  here,  I  understand^  have  done  the 
anme*   A  copy  of  my  remonstrance  le  likewise  forwarded. 

Subsetioently  to  Its  presentation^  1  had  an  Interview  with  Mr.  Salmon^ 
who  assured  me  that  the  order  complained  of  would  not  be  enforced  te  tba 
injury  of  foreign  merchantsi  contrary  to  the  pledge  given  in  the  decree  ot 
the  Slat  of  Fehmaryi  18£9* 
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It  will  be  peroeiTeid  that  the  language  wliich  I  ihoiight  it  best  In  ihor 
lint  instance  to  employ  is  certainly  safficiently  mild.  But  it  was  my  in* 
tention,  if  the  determination  had  been  persisted  in  for  an  immediate  or 
improper  enforcement  of  the  late  decree,  to  present  a  furtlier  protest^ 
expressetl  in  terms  somewliat  ilifierenf,  and,  at  tlie  same  tinte,  giving 
notice  that  all  losses  and  injtines  sustained  by  American  ritizeus,  in  corisr- 
^uence  of  such  an  abrupt  -auiI  iiDju^liliable  procedure,  would  be  considered 
on  the  part  of  the  Unitfd  Statei  as  proper  Ut  be  added  to  tbe  just  claims 
already  existing  in  their  favor  ag'ahist  this  Government 

On  the  28th  of  July  tiie  decree  ol"  the  i  (h  (»(  .Jiiue  was  published  ia  the 
newspaper  printed  at  Cadiz,  but  accompciiucd  by  a  dcclarutiuu  of  tlie  in- 
tcndant  of  the  place^  that  it  would  not  be  acted  upon  without  a  furtiKr 
notice ;  and  on  the  4tfi  of  this  month  was  published,  at  tiie  same  place»  a 
new  royal  order,  suspending,  forthe  time  being,  the  execution  of  the  Gornier. 

I  beg  leaTe  to  add,  that  our  faithful  and  attentive  consul  at  Qadiz,  oa 
the  publication  of  the  injurious  order,  promptjy  lodged  with  tlie  Intendant 
a  protest  against  its  execution. 

What  will  be  the  result  of  these  proceedings,  or  bow  long  the  free 
port"  will  continue  to  exist,  it  is  very  difficult  to  form  an  opinion  upon. 

At  the  same  time,  it  j^ppcars  to  me  that  it  wouhl  he  hut  pnidr nt  for  tlius< 
merchants  of  the  United  States  who,  by  having;  embarked  ilieir  property 
liave  an  interest  in  the  case,  immediately  to  lake  ail  liie  jJiecHutioiis  ifi 
tlieii-  power  against  the  injuries  they  might  su<»tain  from  an  uutavurable 
isiiue.

the  said  port  might  suffer  by  such  extinction  of  its  freedom.

Th»t  tlie  nnpabliabed  decree  allnded  to^  not  to  call  it  a  virtnal  snpprea 
sion  of  the  freedom  granted,  ia  at  least  an  essential  abridgment  of  sncb 
freedom,  in  my  judgment,  cannot  be  doubted.  And  I  am  irresistibly  led 
to  the  belief,  by  the  confidence  which  1  repose  in  tlie  engagements  of  Hia 
Mrtj^'*^^^'*  tliat  it  has  not  been  intended  to  enforce  the  said  decree  until  one 
year  aftpr  its  publication,  or  tliat  such  irjtention,  if  it  has  existed,  was 
formed  without  that  mature  reflertion  atul  investigation  which  His  Ma- 
jesty's Government  is  acrnstomed  to  e\n  t  isc.

As  it  respects  the  commerce  between  the  two  countries,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived by  the  corresponileuce  referred  to  iit  uiy  despatch  No.  20,  which  is 
above  mentioned,  tJiat  this  Uovernment  refuses  to  enter  into  a  comniercial 
treaty  providing  for  the  abolition  of*  the  discriminating  duties  on  both 
sidesy  as  proposed  on  our  part.  ' 

It  is  the  high  and  exclusive  tonnage  doty  upon  our  vessels  which  pro- 
doces  tlie  principal  obstruction  in  our  trade  with  this  country*  for,  while 
other  foreign  vessels  pay  only  five  cents  per  ton^  (tlie  amount  ])aid  hj 
Spani<ih  vessels,)  tliose  of  the  United  States  pay  one  dollar.  The  dis- 
criminating  duties  of  impost  arc  the  same  on  the  cargoes  of  all  foreign 
vessels.    Hence  the  first  grent  object  i-^  to  i^et  rid  ftf  tlii^?  tonna.^e  duty. 

In  consequence  of  liaving  received  iiotliinf;  fr  )m  Washington  In  answer 
to  my  remarks  on  the  constniction  of  the  acis  of  Conc^ress  iclating  to  dis- 
criminatinc;  duties  ol'toiinac^e  and  iinpost,  coiitairu'fl  in  my  despatches  No. 
8,  of  the  9th  of  Uctobej-,  1830,  and  No.  13,  of  the  31.st  of  January  last,  I 
have  supjiosed  that  n>y  views  were  c(msidered  to  be  correct,  and  have  con- 
sequently abstained  Trom  repeating  tlie  proposition  made  by  Mr.  Everett 
relating  to  tiie  tonnage  duty  alone,  in  virtue  of  those  acts. 

But,  witliin  a  few  days  past,  I  have  accidentally  discovered  the  act  of. 
Congress  of  the  Slst  of  May,  1830,  concerning  tonnage  duties,  and  which, 
if  not  affected  by  any  thing  done  at  the  last  session,  went  into  operation 
the  1st  of  April  last.  Although  I  have  received  no  nH*  instructions  since 
the  passai^j-  oF  tlih  law,  nor  has  my  attention  been  at  all  dirertc'l  t'>  tlie 
act,  tiotwitlistiinding  my  rcmatks  on  this  pt»int  tu  which  1  have  iiiitidt'd, 
yet  it  appears  to  me  that  I  am  now  autliorized  to  nmkc  a  propo*<ition  sim* 
ply  tor  the  repeal  of  the  disreitnijiaHnf^  tonnage  duties.  Under  (his  im- 
pression, I  shall  ])rocee<l  wirh  iiit  dehiy  to  make  an  effort  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  so  desirable  an  object. 

By  my  despatch  No.  6,  of  July  15th,  1830,  you  will  perceive  Uiat  I 
requested  to  be  instructed  whether.  I  was  authorized,  under  the  acts  qf 
Congress  concerning  the  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  atWl  impost,  to 
euter  into  an  arrangement  with  this  Gktveroment  for  the  abolition  of  those 
duties,  without  including  tlie  dependencies  of  Spain  In  America  and  else- 
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^'here.  The  aiMwerv  wiiioli  WM  given  in  despalcb  No.  1 8.  nnder  date  of 
September  l5Ui,  1830,  from  (lie  Department  of  9tiile»  iiaving  been  in  the 
affirmative,  I  shall  consider  tiie  tame  principle  as  applicable  Co  tlie  act  of 
May,  1850,  concerning  tonnage  duties,  under  wliirli  I  intend  now  to  act 
It  appears  tr>  me,  lioNvevcr,  that  some  diflicuUies  will  be  unavoidable  in 
tlte  application  (>f  tiii^  principle  to  an  arrangement  under  any  of  tlie  laws 
referred  to,  without  fui  thcr  It'gislative  enactments.  But  if  the  vie>^s  ex- 
j)res.sc(l  in  t!ii^  despatt  li  sliall  be  deemed  by  the  President  to  be  in  any 
respect  iti n  *  lert.  I  shall  expect  to  receive  advice  accordingly  as  early  as 
circumstances  will  permit. 

I  have  the  honor  to  forward,  herewith,  a  ]mmpl»let  cojitaiaing  the  regu- 
lations fur  ascertaiuiitg  the  tonnage  on  vcdscls  in  the  port^^of  this  country, 
finder  the  existing  laws  on  the  subject. 

I  have  nothing  of  a  general  political  nature  of  any  importance  to  con- 

tnunicate.   Things  appear  perfectly  quiet  throughout  Sjiain,  and  to  all 

appearances  tlie  present  €rovemnient  i^  more  firmly  established  titan  at 

.  any  former  period.

Sib  :  As  certain  inquiries  which  have  been  heretofore  made  by  me  in  rela- 
tion to  our  aflairs  here,  and  to  which  I  h^d  the  honor  to  refer  yoa  in  my 
despatch  No.  20,  of  the  1st  of  July  last,  have  not  been  answered,  nor 
llie  rrreipt  of  that  dcsputch  acknowledged,  I  forward,  hercwitb^  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  same,  and  also  of  No.  25,  of  the  16th  of  November. 

Your  despatch  No.  27,  of  the  5th  of  August,  relating  to  the  sIrvc  trade, 
by  sonic  means  or  other,  was  ii'tt  rrceived  by  me  until  Deccmljt  i-,  fin<!,  in 
consequence  of  Mr.  Salmon's  illniss,  has  not  yet  been  acted  upon,  but  will 
be  attended  tu  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit.  1  deem  it  proper  to 
apprize  you  that  the  despatch  last  mentioned  was  the  first  that  I  bad  the 
bonor  to  receive  from  yourself,  and  is  the  only  one  except  that  brought  by 
Mr.  Randolph ;  and  that  tlie  last,  of  a  prior  oate,  Is  No.  Si,  of  tlie  4th  of 
March  last,  from  Mr.  Van  Buren.  It.foHows^  therefore,  that  five 
4lr8patches  from  your  Department  (all  between  Nos.  £1  and  27]  have  mis- 
carried, provided  no  error  has  been  made  in  the  numbering,  which,  how- 
<*vor,  1  am  itjclined  to  believe,  must  he  the  case  ;  but  I  should  like  to  be 
jrciicved  from  doubt  on  this  point  as  soon  as  may  bo  prnctii^able.

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Sinrc  w!  itiiiD;  lliiis  far,  I  liavc  been  inrorme^lt  smirreH  to  be  rclieil 
wpoji,  iliiti  the  King  has  appoiMted  Joaquin  de  Anduaga  Ins  Stcrctary  of 
State,  and  tliat  a  courier  has  already  been  despatched  ta  1  urin,  where  he 
ia  now  minister,  with  dir«rtions  fur  his  immediate  return.

JUddridy  Janvary  18,  185t. 

Sir  :  In  jmisuancc  of  instructions  iiom  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  I  had  the  honor  to  address  a  note  to  Mr.  Salmon,  liia  Majesty's 
Secretary  of  State,  on  the  Sd  of  August,  18S0,  apjdying  fur  certain  pajjera 
described  therein,  rrlatipg  to  tiie  titles  of  land  in  Louisiana,  and  for  an 
order  to  the  Captain  Genpral  of  Cuba  for  the  delivery  of  the  documents  in 
the  possession  of  the  Cttremment  of  that  Island,  and  which  belong  to  tlie 
archives  of  tlie  Floridas ;  tlie  first  being  requested  as  a  favor,  hut  one 
wluch,  it  was  though^  justice  and  friendship  alike  required  should  be 
granted,  and  the  last  as  a  matter  of  riglit  by  tlie  treaty  ceding  tlic  Floridas. 

In  tijat  note  I  stated  that  the  PiTsident  had  deemed  the  applications  of 
suilicieiit  iruvgriitude  to  send  a  special  inpsienger  to  Madrid,  who  would 
remain  liere  until  the  result  sh  ould  hp  kfiown,  for  the  purposo  of  taking  to 
>¥ashington  nil  such  papers  and  inforniation  as  the  Government  of  His 
Majesty  should  be  ple<iscd  tu  furnish. 

Three  months  afterwards,  to  wit,  on  the  2d  pf  November,  I  addressed 
another  note  to  Mr.  Salmon*  desiring  to  be  Informed,  whether  there  was  a 
prospect  that  any  steps  would  be  taken  towards  a  compliance  with  those 
applications,  and,  if  so,  liow  soon,  and  stating  to  him  the  necessity  of  my 
transmitting  something  decisive  to  the  United  States. 

The  messenger,  after  waiting  about  four  months,  returned  to  the  United 
States ;  and  to  neither  of  those  notes  has  any  answer  ever  been  returned, 
nor  have  I  been  more  successfurin  obtaining  one  by  several  verbal  appli« 
cations. 

The  Pi  osidi  rU  is  unable  to  Hcruunt  fur  this  neglect  on  the  part  of  His 
Majesty's  (rovernment,  thougii  he  is  willing  to  attribute  it  to  other  causes 
than  a  deteruiination  to  refuse,  in  tii(  our,  instance,  a  friendly  service,  and, 
in  the  other,  to  deny  a  right  secured  by  treaty. 

ile  ha-^,  therefore,  directed  me  to  request  o'f  His  Majesty's  Government 
an  explanation  of  the  causes  of  the  extraordinary  delay  which  has  taken 
place  In  furnishing  an  answer  to  the  applications  thus  made,  and*for  the 
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ptrHcalm  of  wUdi  yonr  excelleiicy  is  referved  to  the  ttoto  flrat  a1ra?»

Sir  :  Nor  did  1  mean  to  put  rorwir4  tlie  question  of  the  tonnage  duties 

in  a  manner  t«)  pnrf)iii  ae:e  the  idea  tliat  a  favorable  decision  \i\yon  it  at  this 
time  woiilfl  {troducc  a  reiaj^atioaon  the  part  oi  the  United  States  in  re|^ard 
to  that  ol  the  claims. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  my  objrri  not  to  let  tlic  duty  question  lag  far  be- 
land  the  other,  believing,  or  at  least  hoping,  that,  in  the  settlement  ol  the 
one,  stime  considerations  maj'  atihe  iitvui  able  to  a  siuiuUancouij  arrange- 
ment of  the  other. 

I  also  forward  a  copy  of  my  note  to  Mr.  Caloniarde,« calling  bis  attiht- 
tion«  in  tfte  terms  directed  by  my  late  instructions,  to  tbe  application  for 

the  Louisiana  papers,  and  for  an  order  to  tlie  Captain  General  of  Cuba 
for  the  delivery  of  those  belonging  to  the  archives  of  the  FloridaSy.toge-  ' 
ther  with  a  copy  of  the  answer;  the  latter  of  which,  it  will  he  seen,  is  ac* 

conjpanied  by  a  duplirate  of  the  onler  required,  and  contains  an  assurance 
that  the  papers  wanted  here  will  be  immediately  Beaixhed  for,  and  fur-' 
mshed  as  soon  as  possible* 

In  pursuance  of  what  1  had  tffc  honor  to  state  to  you  in  Ui)  despatch 
No.  25,  of  the  iGth  of  Noveiiiher  last,  I  addresbtd  a  note  to  this  Govern- 
ment on  the  1st  of  Deceibber,  a  cepy  of  which  is  now  sent  to  you,  pro- 
poeing  an  abolition  of  tbe  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  on  both  sides, 
agreeably  to  tbe  act  of  Congress  passed  tbe  Slsf  of  May,  1850,  but  wbich 
was  hot  to  go  iiito  operation  until  tbe  1st  of  April  last. 

As  I  informed  you  in  the  despatch  jnst  mentioned,  I  have  received  no 
new  instructions  under  this  law,  nor  has  my  attention  at  all  been  called 
to  it.  but  I  have  acted  on  tlie  ground  that  my  original  instructions,  so  far 
as  tl>ey  rrirnrd  the  previous  acts  of  Congress  relating  to  discriminating 
duties,  a'-  a  matter  of  course,  now  virtually  extend  to  tijc  law  in  question. 

The  only  feai*  F  l;;v\e  the  possibility  that  this  act  n^ay  not  have  c^one 
into  operation  a<  ci'i  diiig  to  its  terms,  from  the  fact  of  its  not  having  been 
noticed  in  any  desjmtrh  tiiat  has  come  to  hand,  and  esperinlly  as  it  would 
seem  that  Mr.  VanBuren  would  have  alluded  to  it  in  that  part  of  his  de- 
spatch No.  S£  just  received,  and  which  will  hereafter  be  more  parttculariy 
referred  to,  bearing  on  tbe  very  point  of  an  dffer  for  tbe  discontimtanoe  of  - 
the  tonnage  duties  alone*  " 

I  am  inclined  to  tbe  belief,  bowever/that  the  act,  from  tbe  circumstanoea 
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1^  it  was  Mt  to  take  eftct  iistil  9htmi  a  year  after  its  iMasa{pe»  aad  that 

this  is  aloHMty  if  not  qulto^  tbo  only  coantry  where  a  negotiation  andep  It 
'  would  be  MceMary  or  important,  have  bee;i  uverluoked ;  bat  1  Iiave  had  im» 
means  here  of  ascertaining  this  to  a  certainty  since  I  have  myself  discover* 

ed  the  act,  not  having  yet  rereived  the  laws  of  tlic  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, except  in  the  ncws(mpers,  and  thoso  Imvc  not  al!  been  presei*ved» 
nor  were  they  particularly  examined  with  reicrcnce  to  iiiv  laws. 

If  1  have  committed  an  error  in  this  respect,  I  expect  soon  to  leai  n  it, 
and  in  that  event  I  can  easily  guard  against  any  evil  conse(|uences  li  om 
what  I  have  done,  because  the  proposition  which  I  ha\  e  made  will  not  he 
decided  upon  by  this  Government  until  after  1  shall  have  received  an  an- 
swer from  you  to  my  despatch  of  the  16th  of  November  last  already  at- 
laded  to. 

I  should  regret,  however^  Ihe  oooarreuee  of  aoy  obstructioii  to  tite  con* 
tlnnaiioe  of  aiy  exerHoas  as  at  present  cQMiaeaoed,  to  nelieve  our  com* 
mem  flrom  the  exorbitant  aad  exclusive  tonnage  duty  with  which  it  is 
oppressed  in  the  ports  of  this  country,  since  1  am  fully  convinced  that  in  no 

otlier  way  can  tlin*  olijrf  t  be  effpcted  for  some  time  to  rome,  if  at  all. 

1  am  ha]>[)y  to  itilorm  you  that  Mr.  And:iai;:i  is  not  tht'  new  Minister  of 
Foreign  Aftairs,  as  I  mentioned  in  my  last  (it  spatcli,  the  gentleman  ap- 
pointed being  the  Count  of  Alcudit\  :  and  the  general  Ueliel"  that  it  was  the 
former  at  t!ic  time  I  wrote,  arose  tV  nn  the  knowledge  of  a  courier  liaving 
been  sent  by  this  Government  to  liim  at  Turin,  immediately  upon  tiie  death 
of  Mr.  Salmon^  which,  it  now  appears,  was  merely  for  him  to  forward,  by 
another  coinrierf  the  despatch  containing  the  appointment  to  tlM  Gov»t  al  « 
Milan,  where  he  has  lately  heen  residing  In  a  private  capacity. 

The  Coant  arrived  some  days  ago,  and  entered  opon  the  duties  of  his 
ottce  yesterday ;  and  I  am  enabled  to  say  that  I  am  much  pleased  with 
him,  personally,  as  are  all  the  members  of  the  diploaiatic  corps. 

He  is  of  the  ultra  royalist  party,  but  is  generally  esteemed  as  a  man 
of  respectable  talents,  and  of  a  frank  and  amiable  disposition ;  and  he  is 
the  samp  person  wlio  was  the  Spanish  minister  in  England  a  few  years 
since,  and  hnd  some  negotiations  to  rarry  on  tiTc'f^r  ttje  nmvcntiou  to  in- 
demnify Great  liritain  for  the  claims  oi  iier  subjeclbi  bimilai*  to  those  of 
our  citizens. 

After  having  commenced  this  despatch,  1  received  despatch  No.  22,  of 
the  fiSth  of  April  last,  from  Mr.  Van  Buren,  which,  it  ap])ears,  has  lain 
in  tlie  post  office  at  Paris  for  eight  or  nine  months ;  but  how  it  got  there,  or 
bow  it  could  have  remained  there  so  long  without  the  knowledge  of  our 
legation  at  Parley  if  such  is  the  case,  I  am  not  able  to  explain  to  yoa« 

The  fact  that  it  is  well  known  to  every  person  in  Paris  that  letters  put 
into  the  post  office  tliere,  destined  fop  any  place  in  Spain,  are  not  forwarded 
unless  the  postage  is  paid  to  the  frontier,  makes  me  somewhat  desirous  to 
ascertain  by  wliom  that  despatch  could  have  been  lodged  in  the  office 
without  the  payment  of  th<  ncf  c^^sary  postafii;e. 

According  to  tlie  numbers  ot  my  dcspatclies  from  your  Department,  there 
are  still  four  missing,  that  is,  Nos.  23,  24,  25,  and  26,  and  whether  any  of 
ihem  will  ever  come  to  liiuid  tiiay  be  considered  very  doubtful. 

As  it  regai'ds  tlie  l  ooIi  iils  of  the  despatch  just  received,  the  President 
may  be  assured  that  the  condition  of  our  trade  with  the  island  of  Cuba  has 
not  been  a  matter  of  uiroohcern' to  me,  and  that  no  exertions  shall  be  want*^ 
ing  on  my  part  t»  procure  an  improvement  of  \U 
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I  am  In  dailj  expectatimi    «- letter  from  Mr.  Shale  r,  our  coasol  at  tfie 

Havana,  in  answer  to  one  I  wrotsa  hi  in  soma  months  sincey  requesting 
particular  information  on  certain  points  relating  to  the  duties  exacted  tlKre  ; 

and  1  forward  jou,  lierewith,  a  translation  of  a  statement  on  the  eomnerce 

of  tlie  island,  made  by  one  nf  its  inhabitant^  and  wkidi  has  i>een  pmented 

to  this  Government  some  time  ago.  '

Sm:  On  tiie  1st  of  July^  iSdOy  I  liad  the  honor  to  address  a  note  to 
your  excellency  on  tlie  subject  of  the  commercial  intercourse  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain,  and  proposing  to  enter  into  a  treaty  for  the  regu- 
lation of  the  same,  on  the  principles  of  a  fair  and  just  reciprocity.  Your 
excellency  replied  to  that  note  on  the  25th  of  January  last,  declining*  on 
the  part  of  His  Miyesty's  Government,  the  proposed  arrangement* 
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III  my  note  I  stated,  attong  other  things,  thai  the  CoBgrM  of  the  United 
States  hoil  enacted  certaio  laws  abolishing  all  discrimiMitfng  duties  upon 

foreign  vessels  and  their  cargoes  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  tliesaiil 
laws  to  take  effect  ouJy  in  favor  of  such  nations  as  should  extend  Similar 

exemptions  to  the  commerce  ol  the  United  States.  I  (jlU  not,  however^ 
after  tiie  same  pr  inciple  of  reciprocity  bad  been  rejected  on  the  proposition 
lor  a  coriiii.t  I  ( inl  roin  ciitiun,  deem  it  of  use  to  propose  its  adoption  by  Tir- 
tue  »>("  the  Jaus  in  c|uestli>n. 

But  subsequcully  to  the  correspondence  above  mentioned,  to  wit,  on  (lie 
1st  of  April  last,  another  Jaw  of  the  United  Stales  has  ^oir-  into  operation, 
which  abolishes  all  tonnage  duties  upon  their  own  ves^selt^,  and  extends  the 
.  same  favor  ;o  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  hation  i^hich  shall  discontinue  its 
discriminating  or  countervailing  tonnage  duties,  as  operating  against  the 
United  States. 

Under  tlie  authority  of  this  act,  I  now  propose  to  His  Majesty's  Gov* 
•  ernment  an  arrangement  for  the  abolition  of  the  discriminating  ronnhge 

duties  on  both  sides,  without  interfering  with  those  on  importations,  or 
with  any  other  existing  regulation  ;  and  I  will  proceed  briefly  to  state 
the  ground  iqjon  vshich,  it  is  ronreived,  the  United  States  have  a  right  to 
expL'ct  from  Spain  a  ready  acquiescence  \\i  this  pioposal. 

In  my  note  oi*  tiie  li»t  of  July,  1830,  I  ( iKkavoretl  to  prove  that  the  dis- 
criminating duticH  of  tonnage  autl  impost,  on  the  i)art  of  Sfiain,  550  lar  as 
Uiey  regarded  the  United  States,  weic  never  foundf  ;!  npoti  tl  c  true  princi- 
ples of  Jreciprocitjf  ;  that  they  have  been  continued  long  al  tei  the  i-cmoval  ot 
tbecauseassi^ned  for  tlteiralloplion»andt  consequently,  thatthev  have  now 
no  ground  to  stand  upon,  but  one  which  must  bear  the  appeal  ancc  of  an 
nnmemlly  disposition  towards  the  commerce  of  the  United  States*  And 
,  for  tlio  arguments  in  detail  on  tlwee  points,  I  beg'  leave  to  refer  year 
excellency  to  that  note,  with  the  exception  of  such  as  may  lie  here  tvpeated 
on  the  single  (juestion  of  tlie  tonnage  duties. 

The  United  States  Iiavc  never  imposed  upon  the  commerce  of  Spain  in 
their  ports  any  (iuties  s\h\ch  weie  not  part  of  a  general  system,  o|)eratfng 
equally  on  all  loreigri  nations.  But  Sj)ain,  on  the  otiier  hand,  has  forfour- 
,  teen  years  exacted  from  Uac  vessels  of  the  Unitefl  States      e.rdnnvr  ton- 
.  nage  duty  of  one  dollar  per  ton,  the  same  amount  ('(  inanded  by  liie  L  nitcd 
StM^^  iit>m  all  foreign  Neasels,  while  from  those  of  other  nalioiis  she  ha& 
tabcn  but  one  real,  the  amount  paid  hy  her  own  vessels,    bur  this  the 
Govemmetit  of  His  Majesty  has  always  clatmcd  a  justification  ufmn  the 
.  ground  of  conntervalHng  the  dotj  of  the  United  Smtes,  and  has  disclaim- 
ed the  inflobnce  of  any  other  motive*   Tet  it  is  obvious  that  although  the 
amount  demaniled  on  each  side  has  been  the  same,  the  principles  upon 
vihich  the  parties  have  proceedeil,  as  well  as  the  consequences  of  their  pro* 
-  ceedings,  have  been  essentially  different. 

But  what  oIiJectioM  ran  Spain  have,  on  her  own  principles,  to  the  ar- 
rangement now  proposed  ?  The  ground  heretofore  assumed  as  the  mle  of 
her  conduct  can  no  longer  exist ;  conserpjer:tly.  the  measure  in  question, 
if  continued  hy  her,  from  its  exclusive  charac  ter,  will  necessarily  become- 
one  of  direct  aggression  against  the  commerce  of  the  United  States.  The 
assumption  of  such  an  attitude  by  Spain  is  by  no  means  to  be  expected, 
because,- independently  of  its  essential  injustice,  it  would  be  direc  tly  at  va' 
riapce  with  all  her  professions  of  friendship,  as  well  as  with  the  provi- 
lions  of  the  treaty  of  1795  between  the  two  nations^  by  which  it  is  stipu- 
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Iftfed  thai  Um  parties  ^  will  in  ftttora  give  to  tiwir  niitiiai  camnMrce  all 
the  extanoifm  aad  favor  wbidi  the  advantages  of  both  covntries  mitj  re-> 

qaire/' 

It  will  be  seen,  moreover,  that  Spain  wtll  enjoy  an  advantage,  under  the 
arrangement  now  proposed,  by  no  means  inconsiderable,  from  the  consider- 
ation that  her  vessels  will  be  cxennpt  from  any  tonnr\5e  duty  in  the  |)orts 
of  the  United  Stutea,  whilnt  tliose  of  the  United  States  will  remain  liable 
to  a  duty  ot  ono  real  per  ton  in  the  ports  of  Spain,  the  amount  paid  by 
Spanish  vessels  ;  and  they  will,  njoi-eovcr,  only  bo  placed  ujion  the  same 
ground  with  those  tif  other  nations. 

I  imve  the  honor  tu  send  to  your  excellency,  herewith,  a  translation  of 
the  law  of  tbe  United  States,  in  consequence  of  .which  this  commanication 
ia  made. 

Andy  in  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  request  that  HIa  Mijea- 
^'s  Govermueut  will  decide  upon  the  proposal  now  submitted  with  as 
much  deq^tch  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  permit

Sir  ;  The  rapidity  with  which  the  disease  known  by  tlu  name  of  chole- 
ra morbus  is  propat;atina;  itself  in  some  countries  of  Euiojie  has  induced 
His  Majesty's  Government  to  adopt  various  sanilaiy  measures  which  aie 
deemed  indispensable  for  the  preservation  of  the  Peninsula  from  that 
dreadful  seourge.  Hitherto,  such  measures  only  had  been  adopted  as 
related  to  yesseb  anfivlng  in  our  ports;  but  eircumstanees  render  it  now 
necessary  to  resort  to  similar  precautions  in  regard  to  persons  and  their 
effects  entering  the  country  by  land. 
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The  enclosed  prutted  pftj^  will  acquaint  your  exeellency  with  the  for- 
malities which,  with  the  approbation  of  the  King,  my  august  master,  are 
to  be  observed  in  respect  to  couriers,  as  well  as  all  kinds  of  travellers  and 
their  clTects,  and  whicli,  as  soon  as  the  preparations  therein  described 
shall  be  rn?iij)lete,  are  to  be  put  in  practice. 

Your  excellency  will  perceive  that,  in  prescribing  the  measures  ot'  vigi- 
lance and  precaution  whicli,  under  the  present  circumstances,  are  neces- 
sary to  the  preservation  u\  the  public  liealth,  care  has  been  taken  to 
secure  the  saicty  and  secrecy  uf  foreign  correspondence  from  the  slightest 
detriment.

1  should  have  made  the  appHrafion  to  this  Government  soon  after  the 
receiptor  Mr.  Burton's  letter,  but  the  tnith  is,  I  had  so  many  otfif'-  qiies- 
tions  pending,  that  I  deemed  it  expedient  to  wait  a  while  with  thi^;  but, 
since  the  decree  alluded  to,  I  have  concluded  to  improve  the  occasion 
which  appeared  to  present  itself  for  a  favorable  and  speedy  result  of  such 
an  application. 

'  Presuming  that  the  permission  asked  fur  will  be  granted,  I  hope  our

Sir:  I  have  received  inloraiation  from  the  consul  of  the  United 
States  at  Barcelona  of  the  loss,  at  sea,  of  the  American  brig  Invincible, 
and  01  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the  master,  Captain  Pratt,  and 
of  his  crew,  consisting  of  eight  men,  through  the  exertions  of  Captain 
Gardens,  of  the  Spanish  brig  St.  Christopher,  belonging  at  Port  Mahoa,  * 
and  bound,  at  tiie  time,  for  Barcelona. 

It  is  stated  Aat,  after  the  Invincible  had  been  wrecked  in  a  Tiolenl. 
gale,  on  her  voyage  from  Europe  to  the  United  States,  her  siftnals  of 
distress  were  discovered  by  the  St.  Christopher  on  the  SSth  of  Decem- 
ber last,  and  that  Captain  Cardena,  in  defiance  of  a  very  heavy  sea,  and 
at  the  most  imminent  hazard,  having  put  out  his  boat,  succeeded  in 
boarding  the  wreck,  and  rescuing  from  the  jaws  of  death  Captain  Pratt 
and  his  men,  who  were  found  destitute  of  provisions,  and  in  a  condition 
of  great  suffering,  the  wreck  having  six  feet  water  in  the  hold,  and  the 
deck  Mwept  entirely  clear. 

It  appears,  also,  that  Captain  Pratt  and  his  men  were  supplied  with 
every  thing  necessary  for  their  comfort  on  board  the  St.  Christopher, 
and  were  treated  with  the  greatest  kindness  until  then  arrival  at  Barce- 
lona,  where  they  were  taken  in  charge  by  the  consnl  of  die  United 
States* 
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As  the  rep^reseotatiTe  of  the  country  to  which  belong  the  persons 
whose  liyes  have  been  thua  fortunately  and  wonderfully  preserved,  I 
feel  myself  ealled  ojpon,  by  every  good  feeling  that  can  prompt  the  human 
keart,  to  uake  an  attesapt  at  a  suitable  aoknowledgment  to  His  Majesty's 
Government  of  this  valuable  service  rendered  by  one  of  its  subjects — 
a  service  which  is  not  only  calculated  to  exhibit  the  Spanish  character 
in  a  light  peculiarly  favorable  and  pleasing,  but  which  furniehes  an  exi 
ample  of  the  most  fearless  intrepidity,  and  deserves  to  be  recorded  -n 
the  bnghte?<t  nnnals  of  humanity. 

And  your  excellency  may  be  assured  that  I  will,  without  delay,  repre- 
sent th(>  circumstances  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  which, 
I  am  sure,  will  t^ke  such  notice  of  the  case  as  shall  be  worthy  of  a 
humane  and  liberal  Government.

8n :  I  have  the  honor  td  for^vard,  herewith,  a  translation  of  a  royal 
order  which  was  yesterday  officially  published,  abolishing  the  discrimi- 
nating duties  of  tonnage  upon  vessels  of  the  United  Stotee  entering  Iba 
ports  of  Spain. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  measure  has  been  adopted  upon  the  pro- 
position made  pursuant  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  31st  of  May,  1830, 
by  my  note  to  Mr.  Salmon  of  the  1st  of  December  last,  a  copy  of  which 
was  ^ent  to  your  Department  with  my  despatch  No.  27,  under  date  of  the 
$Oth  oi  February  last. 

1  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  my  remarks  and  explanations  in  regard  to 
this  proposition,  contained  in  the  despatch  just  alluded  to,  as  well  as  in 
that  of  the  16th  of  November  last,  numbered  t6. 

By  your  despatch  to  me  (No.  29)  of  the  It  th  of  January  last,  written 
before  the  receipt  by  yon  of  that  last  above  mentioned,  I  am  autborixed 
to  enter  into  a  convention  for  the  abolition  of  the  tonnage  duties  on  both 
sides,  including  the  colonies  of  Spain. 

1  did  not  think  it  best,  however,  to  disturb  the  proposal  already  made 
under  the  act  of  Congress,  especially  as  I  was  aware  of  the  objection  of 
this  Government  to  treaty  stipuUtioiis  on  the  aiibject|  and  also  of  the 
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labor  and  time  that  would  be  l  equired,  by  the  slow  manner  of  transacting 
basiness  here,  to  conclude  a  convention,  however  short  it  might  be. 

It  would  not  haTt  l>eeii- posBibte,  under  any  cireumstaDces,  for  the 
{Mresen^  to  have  included  the  colonies  of  Spain ;  but  mj  attention  will  be 
immediately  directed  to  a  still  further  relaxation  of  the  duties  demanded 
in  the  ports  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  a  reduction  of  one  dollar  having  been 
made  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  year,  thus  bringing  down  the 
duly  to  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  ton,  instead  of  tw  o  and  a  half. 

But  I  will,  without  delay,  address  a  note  tp  this  Government,  stating 
that  the  arrangement  on  our  part  will,  of  course,  only  includr  vessels 
owned  in  the  Peninsula,  and  that  the  United  Sfatos  will  fee!  at  ty  to 
continue  or  to  adopt  any  countervailing  regulations  w  hich  they  may  deem 
proper  in  regard  to  their  trade  with  the  Spanish  colonies. 

1  eonelude  that  nothing  can  be  necessary  on  our  part  to  i:;ive  effect  to  tliis 
.11  ra  Ft  clement,  hut  for  the  President  to  issue  a  pioclamal  ion  ;i:i;reeably  to 
the  provision  of  the  law  of  Congress  of  .May  .'>lst,  18u0  ;  and  if,  between 
this  and  the  time  of  such  a  proclamation,  the  duty  of  one  dollar  sliall 
have  been  exacted  on  any  Spanish  vessels  in  otur  ports,  I  take  it  lor 
granted  that  the  money  will  be  refunded  by  an  act  of  Congress,  if  not 
otherwise. 

On  the  great  importance  of  this  measure  it  is  not  necessaiy  for  me  to 
remark,  since  every  intelligent  person  will  at  once  perceive  the  immense 
and  valuable  commerce  wnich  it  will  open  to  our  enterprising  citizens. 

The  royal  order  does  not  state  in  direct  terms  that  our  vessels  will 
DOW  pay  only  the  amount  paid  by  Spanish  vessels,  but  such  is  the  fact, 
and  the  sum  is  five  cents  (one  real)  per  ton  ;  r<nd  if  the  .Minister  of  Fi- 
nance was  here,  f  would  apply  to  him  so  to  alter  tlie  order  as  to  make 
that  appear  on  the  face  of  it,  thougli  1  do  not  think  it  essential. 

The  correspondence  which  T  have  had  w  ith  this  Government  on  the 
question  of  duties  is  contained  in  my  note  to  Mr.  Salmon  of  the  1st  of 
July,  li)3U,  ojnittinf^  that  part  relatinc;  to  the  free  port  of  Catliz,  forwartied 
with  my  despatch  No.  (>,  of  the  15th  of  the  same  July  ;  another  note  to 
him,  dated  the  15th  of  January,  1831,  and  hisauswer,  dated  the  25th  of 
the  same  January,  both  of  which  were  forwarded  with  my  despatch  No. 
13,  of  the  31  St  of  the  same  January ;  and  my  note  to  him  of  the  1st  of 
December  last,  forwarded,  as  already  stated,  with  my  despatch  No.  '^7, 
of  the  20th  of  February  last. 

Having  only  received  the  order  from  Madrid  to-day,  I  have  written 
this  despatch  in  great  hasto  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  it  to  Cadiz  by 
the  mail  this  evening,  and  a  duplicate  to  Malaga ;  it  being  too  late  to 
^end  to  Havre  for  the  packet  of  the  20th  instant,  but  a  triplicate  will  be 
^nt  that  way  foi  ihe  packet  of  the  1st  of  June.

Sir  :  I  have  seen  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  am  now  enabled  to 
state  the  extent  and  intention  of  the  late  royal  order  abolibhing  the  dis- 
ci iminating  luDiiage  diiij  on  our  vcsselb,  wiLii  more  precision  than  >vheii 
I  forwarded  my  late  despatch  No.  35. 

The  order  includes,  vriih  the  ports  of  the  BeQinsulaY  those  of  the  Ba- 
learic and  Canary  islands,  which  9/re  considered  berey  in  all  public  acts, 
as  part  of  the  ports  of  Spain. 

The  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  as  well  as  the  Philippine  islands, 
are  not  included,  and  it  is  understood  here  that  the  corresponding  acton 
the  part  of  the  United  States  will,  in  like  manner,  exclude  them. 

In  my  despatch  above  alluded  to,  I  hastily  staled  that  the  arrangement 
on  onr  part  would  only  include  vessels  owned  in  the  Peninsula,  instead 
of  saying  that  it  would  exclude  all  Spanish  vessels  arriving  in  our  ports 
from  those  of  tlie  other  i>artv  not  rmbrafod  hv  thu  jov:il  order. 

The  orc^f  r-  h  is  nlieiuly  been  forwciidcfi  lo  tlie  several  ports  of  the 
hii:^iloai  lui'  innncdiate  execution,  and,  although  somewhat  indirect  in 
ilb  icrnis,  it  ib  con.strKod  here  as  coinplyini:  whh  all  that  1  consider  ne- 
cessary to  come  witiiiii  il.e  pro\  ibions  of  our  law. 

1  send  at  this  time  a  Spanish  copy  of  it  as  officially  published,  and 
likewise  a  translation,  differing  in  two  words  from  that  sent  with  the 
other  despatch. 

The  Minister  of  Finance  assures  me  that  he  will  before  long  take  into 
consideration  the  expediency  of  placing  the  trade  with  Cuba  upon  a 
more  favorable  footing  in  regard  to  foreign  vessels ;  and  from  vanous 
circumstances,  I  have  Uttle  doubt  that  within  the  present  year  that  object 

may  be  accomplished.

Sir:  The  King,  my  august  master,  having  taken  into  consideration 
the  notes  which  your  excellency  addressed  to  this  Department,  dated  the 
1st  July,  1830,  1st  December,  lS3I,and  I3th  March,  of  the  ])rprent 
year,  has  be(;n  pleased  to  approve  of  the  revoration  of  the  tonnaLic  duty 
of  twenty  leals,  which  is  exacted  in  llit:  ports  of  Spain  upon  the  vessels 
of  the  Unitf'fl  States  of  America,  and  has  accoHingly  directed  liiat  said 
duty  be  reduced  to  the  amount  paid  previous  to  tiie  royal  order  of  Octo- 
ber 20,  1817,  establishinc;  the  discriminating  duty,  thus  plaeinir  the  ves- 
sels of  the  United  States  on  an  etjuaiity  with  those  of  all  other  nations;

aforesaid  notes.

Sir  :  I  have  Aougbt  it  proper  to  forward  to  your  Department  the  papers  • 
and  correspondence  relating  to  three  cases  of  demands  upon  thisGovem- 
nent  for  the  repayment  of  the  tonnage  duties  which  had  been  exacted 
from  vessels  of  the  United  States  under  circumstances  of  impropriefy  and 

injustice. 

It  will  be  perceived  thr  t  f  have  succeedrd  in  two  ol  them,  while  the 
other,  and  the  oldest  one,  liiouiih  not,  in  m\  opumm^  the  least  clear,  re- 
mained stili  suspended  on  my  last  appeal  to  the  King,  made  a  long  time 

I  would  also  mention  at  tliis  time  wliat  has  beeu  omitted  iiiihei  to,  that 
Peter  liotz,  jun.,  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Valencia,  having 
left  this  country  last  fall,  I  proceeded,  in  pursuance  of  my  inslniotions, 
to  appoint  for  the  time  being,  and  with  the  approbation  of  this  Govern- 
menty  Thomas  Trenor  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Mr.  Trenor,  who  is  an  Englishman  by  birtfa^  has  long  been  a  resident 
at  Valencia,  and  is  a  man  of  intelligence  and  respectability ;  and  he  haSi, 
moreover,  for  several  years  previous  to  the  arrival  of  Peter  Hotz,  per-, 
formed  with  credit  the  same  duties,  the  seal  and  papers  of  the  office  having 
been  left  in  his  charge  by  some  former  consul. 

Mr.  ITotz,  however,  before  hh  de|)arttire,  after  putting  up  the  ofTice  for 
sale,  finally  bold  it  to  a  person  by  the  name  of  Roda,  whom  1  could  not 
consent  to  recognise,  and  from  whom  the  seal  and  papers  of  the  oi&ce 
could  only  be  obtained  by  tbe  authority  oi  the  Governor  of  tiic  place. 

Tbe  last  1  beard  of  Mr.  Hotz  was  from  iiavre,  ^slu^re  Mr.  Beasley 
i>nd  other  Americans  bought  him  out  of  prison,  and  shipped  him  oil'  for 
tlic  United  Slates. 

The  father  of  this  man,  who  resides  at  Philadelphia,  and  is  said  to  pos- 
sess a  respectable  property,  has  refused  to  pay  the  amount  ($226)  ad- 
vanced by  me  to  his  son  under  circumstances  of  great  pressure  and  dis- 
tress; of  course,  I  suppose  I  shaUhave  to  lose  it. 

The  office  is  worth  little  or  nothing  under  our  present  consular  system; 
but,  to  a  person  residing  at  the  place,  and  having  oUk  r  means  of  livings 
it  affords  some  little  advantages  which  arc  rather  desirable. 

I  have  lately  been  informed  from  Bilboa  that  Mr.  Ealo,  our  consul 
there,  (a  Spaniard,)  has  left  the  coimtrv  not  to  return  for  some  time,  if 
at  all,  and  without  leaving  the  business  of  the  consulate  in  cliarge  of  any 
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person.  As  soon  as  I  shall  ha  able  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  case,  I 
shall,  if  necessary,  appoint  some  proper  person  to  take  charge  of  the 
busiue^jb  lor  the  time  being,  as  in  the  case  of  Valencia.

Sir  :  It  becomes  my  duty  again  to  brines  hplorr  the  GovernniPtit  of  flis 
Majesty  tlie  case  of  the  American  brig  Hyperioti,  which,  in  the  sunnner 
of  the  year  1829,  went  from  Gibraltar  to  Port  Mahon,  for  the  purpose  ui 
performing  quarantine,  and  from  whicli  was  exacted  the  tonnage  duty  of 
80  reals  of  vellon  per  ton,  imposed  upon  TeBoels  of  the  United  States  ar- 
riving in  the  ports  of  Spain  for  eommereial  purposes. 

The  decision  of  His  M ajes^  in  relation  to  this  ease,  which  was  com- 
municated to  me  by  a  note  from  your  excellency,  dated  the  16th  Fehru- 
aiy,  1890,  harine  been 'forwarded  to  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at 
Port  Mahon,  and  by  him  communicated  to  the  revenue  officers  of  His 
Majesty  at  that  place,  has  been  found  to  be  unayailing  for  the  purposes 
of  justice,  and  inadequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  what  must  have  been 
the  intention  of  His  Majesty.  A  copy  of  the  correspondence  between 
the  consul  of  the  United  States  and  the  revenue  officers  is  herewith  fur- 
nished. 

The  s^round  on  which  the  tonnage  duty  was  first  exacted  from  the  Hy- 
perioti w  as,  that  her  arrival  at  Port  Mahon,  although  acknowledged  to 
be  not  for  the  purposes  of  trade,  but  purely  to  perform  (piarantine,  was 
rnluntah/.  On  the  presentation  of  the  decision  of  His  Majesty,  the  re- 
payment of  the  duty  is  refused,  on  the  ground  that  the  vessel  had  com- 
munication without  the  lazaretto,  because  she  was  admitted  to  praiiqi$e 
on  the  Sd  of  July,  and  the  cargo  not  until  tiie  8th. 

The  truth  of  the  case  is,  that  the  Hyperion  committed  no  act  but  what 
was  absolutely  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  port  from  all  vessels 
arriving  for  the  same  object.  It  is  necessary,  by  these  regulations,  for 
the  cargo  to  perform  a  longer  quarantine  than  the  vessel,  of  from  five  to 
ten  days;  and  when  the  vessel  nas  completed  her's,  she  then  is  bound  to 
leave  the  quarantine  birth,  and  to  anchor  in  some  other  place  in  the  har- 
bor, where  lay  vessels  in  free  pratique. 

The  Hyporion  was  ndmittea  to  pratique,  as  already  stated,  on  the  3d 
July,  the  cargo  on  the  5th,  and,  on  the  12th,  she  sailed  from  the  port 
with  the  same  cargo.  Yet,  it  seems  that  the  revenue  officers  i)rofess  to 
consider  the  very  fact  of  the  vessel  having  been  admitted  to  pratique  five 
ilays  before  the  cargo  as  a  communication  by  which  she  is  deprived  of 
the  benefit  of  His  Majesty's  decision.  It  is  not  pretended  that  the  ves- 
sel had  any  communication  of  a  commercial  iiaiuie. 
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The  delay  of  this  renewed  ap|)lication  haft  arisen  from  the  circum- 
stance that  the  letters  from  the  cont»ul  of  the  United  States  to  nijself,  in 
relation  to  (koB  eaae,  h«^e,  by  some  means  or  other,  not  been  received 
until  lone  after  their  dates;  and  I  now  address  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment  under  Ae  firm  persttasHm  that  otdera  will  be  immediately  issued  for 
the  repayment  of  the  money  in  question.

Sm:  On  receipt  of  the  note  which  your  excellency  was  pleased  to 
address  to  me,  under  date  of  the  of  February  last,  representing  that 
the  royal  order  of  the  28th  November,  1829,  had  not  been  complied  with, 
I  communieated  the  cireumstance,  by  order  of  His  Majesty,  to  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Department  of  Finance.  His  axcellenej,  alter  taking  the 
necessary  information  on  the  subject,  replies  to  me,  sayins  that  His  Ma- 
jesty's officers  were  right  in  making  the  exaction  alluded  to,  and  that 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  amount  should  be  returned,  because  it  is 
proved  that  the  vessel  in  question  had  coTimninication  out  of  the  lazaretto, 
hr^ving  been  admitted  to  pratique.on  i\m  ^  of  July,  and  her  cargo  en- 
tered on  the  8th.

Mqjeaty^s  principal  Seoretary  of  State* 

MABBin,  Auguet  20, 1831. 

Sijbl:  I  hav^  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  excellency's  note  of  the 
8tli  of  last  month,  by  which  1  am  informed,  to  my  great  surprise,  that  the 
Minister  of  Finance  justifies  the  proceedings  of  His  Majesty's  revenue 
officers  at  Port  Mahon,  in  relation  to  the  American  brig  Hyperion. 

In  making  one  more  appeal  to  His  Majesty  on  this  subject,  the  princi- 
pal facts  will  be  here  briefly  recapitulated,  in  order  that  the  case  may  be 
iuliy  and  clearly  understood  at  one  view. 

The  Hyperion  sailed  from  the  Havana,  bound  for  Gibraltar,  in  the 
summer  of  1829,  and,  on  her  airival  at  the  latter  place,  was  rclused  ad- 
mittance until  bhc  should  have  performed  quaraiiLiiie  at  some  lazaretto. 
For  this  purpose,  and  this  alone,  she  proceeded  to  Port  Mahon,  where 
she  performed  her  quarantine  according  to  tbe  reculatioDS  of  the  port  in 
that  respect ;  and  within  a  reasonable  tune  after  the  Tessel  and  cargo  had 
gone  through  the  operation,  she  reshijpped  her  cargo,  and  proceeded 
again  for  Gwraltar,  ue  port  of  her  original  destination.  But  before  she 
was  suffered  to  depart,  she  was  compelled  to  pay  the  tonn  i  ^ic  duty  oCone 
dollar  per  ton,  which  is  demanded  from  vessels  of  the  United  States  en* 
tering  the  ports  of  Spain  for  commercial  purposes. 
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At  the  time  thb  eiaetion  took  place,  the  claim  was  distinctly  made  upon 
the  pfioeiple  that  the  arriTal  of  the  yessel  for  the  purpose  stated  was  tio- 
hmiaryy  and  that  thertfore  she  was  subject  to  this  duty.  There  was  no 
pretence,  nor,  indeed,  has  there  heen  to  this  moment,  that  anj  act  was 
committed,  or  that  any  commnnieation  took  place,  Aat  was  not  actually 
remiired,  or  strictly  allowable,  by  the  quarantine  regulations  of  the  port. 

By  those  regulations,  a  longer  time  of  from  five  to  ten  days  is  requisite 
for  the  purification  of  the  cargo  than  of  the  vessel ;  and  when  that  of  the 
vessel  is  completed,  she  is  compelled  to  leave  the  quarantine  ground,  and 
to  wait  without  the  Inzaretto,  where  lay  vessels  in  free  pratique,  until  she 
can  be  permitted  to  reship  ht  i  cargo.  On  the  16th  of  August,  1829,  an 
application  was  made  to  His  Majesty's  Government  for  the  repayment  of 
the  money  by  the  representative  of  the  United  States  at  this  court:  and 
on  the  I6th  b  c  t  ruary,  1820,  your  excellency  answered  th::vt  application 
by  stating  that  liis  Majesty  bad  decided  "that  vessels  arriving  at  the  la- 
zaretto of  Mahon,and  not  coming  in  contact,  nor  having  intercourse  with 
the  vessels  in  port,  or  inhabitants  of  the  place,  either  before  or  after  pu^ 
rification,  should  be  exempted  from  the  tonnage  duty,  but  not  in  the  case 
of  their  having  had  communication  out  of  the  lazaMMiiS  although  they 
should  have  arrived  from  stress  of  weather  \^  and  fifnc  exc^ency  added 
that  the  case  of  die  Hyperion  was  to  be  decided  acrcilMljto  this  rule. 

Here  was  at  once  an  abandonment  of  the  ground  epv  which  alone  the 
da^  had  been  exacted ;  that  the  arrival  in  port  Was  voJimlary,  and  the 
case  was  placed  upon  the  question  as  to  what  itUercourae  or  eommnmlcth 
tion  the  vessel  might  have  had  while  in  port. 

The  decision  of  His  Majesty  was  forwarded  to  PortMahon,  and,  when 
presented  to  the  revenue  oflu  rrs  there,  the  eround  was  changed,  and  the 
repayment  of  the  money  refused,  under  tlic  allegation  that  **all  vessels 
are  obliged  to  pay  tonnajje  duty  in  case  of  their  having  had  an^  commu- 
nication without  the  lazaretto,  as  happened  with  the  brig  Hyperion,  which 
vessel  was  admitted  to  pratique  on  the  od  of  July,  received  permission  to 
enter  her  cargo  on  the  8th,  and  set  sail  on  the  12th." 

On  b^ing  apprized  of  this  continued  refusal  to  refund  die  money  in 
question,  I  adoressed  a  note  to  your  excdlency,  under  date  of  Uie  22d 
February  last,  in  which  I  stated  distinctly  what  I  have  now  repeated,  that 
the  Hyperion  had  committed  no  act  but  what  was  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  quarantine  regulations  of  the  port,  and  that  the  fact  of  her  leaving  the 
lazaretto  on  being  admitted  to  free  'pratique,  and  waiting  outside  of  it 
until  the  operation  of  purification  upon  the  cargo  should  be  completed, 
was  compulsory  upon  her  by  those  regulations. 

In  r(;plyto  this  Inst-mentinned  representation,  your  excellency  has  been 
pleased  to  inloi  ni  me  by  a  note  of  the  Sth  of  last  montli,  already  alluded 
to,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Department  of  Finance  has  decided  ^'  that  His 
Majesty's  officers  were  right  in  making  the  exaction  alluded  to,  and  that 
there  is  no  reason  w  hy  the  amount  should  be  returned,  bei  ause  it  is 
proved  that  the  vessel  in  question  had  communication  out  of  tlie  lazai  etto, 
having  been  admitted  to  free  pratique  on  the  Sd  of  July,  and  her  cargo 
entered  on  the  9th.^* 

Here,  then,  while  we  have  the  plain  admission  that  the  v%ssel,  by 
having  been  admitted  to  free  pratique  <five  days  before  the  cargo,  m^t  of 
necessity  while  waiting  for  the  cargo,  have  had  communication  outside 
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the  IwaMttOi  thtt  veiy  neoeisiiy,  strange  as  it  may  q^pewi  is  aqtuilly 
put  fiirwitfd  as  thegyoaad  on  wiuch  ibe  has  Ibffeited  ber  exemptioo  from 
tlie  tcMinage  duty. 

The  case  then  stands  thus :  His  Majesty  ha»  decided  that  the  arrival 
of  the  vessel  at  Port  MahoD  for  the  purpose  only  of  quarantine  did  not 

subject  her  to  the  tonnage  duty ;  and  the  Minister  of  Finance  afterw^ards 
decides  thai  the  very  acts  which  thv  regulations  of  the  port  compelled 
her  to  perforin  in  the  execution  of  that  purpose  have  rendered  her  liable 
to  pay  the  duty ;  that  is,  by  the  first  decision,  the  vessel  has  a  right  to 
enter  the  port  to  perform  quarantine  without  being  subject  to  the  duty, 
but,  by  the  other,  biie  c^not  possibly  go  through  the  operation  without 
incurring  it. 

Can  there  be  a  doubttbat  the  latter  decision  is  directly  at  variance  with 
the  firal?  Is  it  to  be  believed  that  Hia  Majesty,  in  deelariog  that-e  vea- 
ael  arriving  at  Port  Mabon  to  per£Drm  quarantine  waa  not  liabfe  to  the 
duty,  did  not  mean  to  include  the  idea  that  ahe  eould  perlinm  her  quar- 
antine there  without  incurring  the  liability  ?  The  Minialer  of  Finance, 
thereibre,  however  just  may  have  been  his  intentions,  has,  by  his  erro- 
neous decision,  not  only  entirely  destroyed  the  effect  of  Hia  Majesty's 
order,  but  has  actually  made  it  appear  like  a  trap,  i  am  sure  that  thin 
was  not  intended  by  His  ^fajesty,  and  will  never  be  sanctioned  by  him ; 
and  I  rippoal  to  him  with  contidence  from  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance,  reiying  upon  his  justice  and  consistency  to  sustain  former 
decision,  with  its  necessary  consequences,  and  to  cause  that  justice  to  be 
done  to  the  claimant  in  this  case  which  his  <iue,and  which  has  been  ao 
long  withheld  fr^m  him  by  the  otficers  at  i'yj  t  Mahon.

States  at  Port  Mahon,  that  His  Majesty's  officers  of  the  customs  at  that 
place  have  lately  exacted  and  received  the  tonnage  duty  of  one  dollar 
per  ton  from  the  ship  Liverpool,  of  New  York,  in  a  case  in  which  the 
tenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  1795  between  the  United  States  and  Spain^ 
as  well  ai>  iliu  usages  of  nations,  <  xerapted  her  from  the  payment. 

I  send,  herewith,  copies  oi  the  letters  which  passed  between  the 
consul  and  the  oilicers  of  the  customs,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  ih.it  the 
facts  stated  by  the  consul  were  not  denied,  and  which,  therefore,  ^ive  an 
extraordinary  character  to  this  tranaactton. 

I  have  to  requeat  of  your  excellency  that  an  order  may  be  iaaiied  /or 
the  apeedy  repayment  of  the  money*  And  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that, 
from  the  proceedings  of  the  aame  officera  of  Hia  Majesty  in  the  case  of 
the  brig  Hyperion,  I  have  no  confidence  in  their  returning  ^e  money, 
unless  the  order  issued  to  them  ahall  be  so  explicit  as  to  leave  no  room 
ior  them  to  raise  a  quibble.

Madbid,  December  15,  1831. 

Sir:  I  baye  the  honor  to  infonn  jour  exoellency  that  another  case  haa 
oceulrred  of  a  Teasel  of  the  United  States  having  been  eompelled  to  pay 
the  tonnage  duty  of  one  dollar  per  ton  in  a  Spanish  port,  which  ahe  had 
entered  from  pressing  neceflnQr,  It  is  the  case  of  the  brig  James  Mon- 
roe, at  the  port  of  ABcante. 

The  correspondence  between  the  consul  of  the  United  States  and  the 
GoTemor  of  that  place,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  furnished,  will 
show  to  your  excellency  that  the  facts  stated  by  the  consul  are  not  con- 
.  tested,  but  that  the  duty  was  exacted  solely  upon  the  ground  of  an  order 
of  March,  1820,  authorizing  the  collection  of  this  duty  from  vessels  en- 
tering the  ports  of  Spain  from  necessity,  as  well  as  for  otber  purposes. 

It  can  only  be  necessary  for  me  to  remind  your  excellency  that  tliis 
decision  was  afterwards  reversed,  as  being  directly  at  variance  with  the 
eighth  article  of  the  treaty  ui  1 7  9w>,  as  well  as  with  the  first  principles  of 
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juaCice  and  hmaamty.  The  cese  in  which  e  contrary  practice  was  first 
establiflhed  was  that  of  the  Amerleaabiig  Eliza,  which  bad  entered  the 
port  of  Ferrol  from  stress  of  weather.  Mr.  Nelson,  the  minister  of  the 
United  States  at  this  court,  represented  the  case  to  Count  Ofalia,  His 
Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  in  a  note  bearing  date  the  Mth  of  May, 
1824,  and,  on  the  27th  of  June  after,  Count  Ofalia  communicated,  in  a 
note  to  Mr.  Nelson,  the  decision  of  His  Majesty,  which  was  in  confomitgr 
with  the  principles  contended  for  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  officers  at  Alicante,  being  probably  ii^norant  of  the  reversal  of  the 
order  of  Marfh,  1820,  in  this  respect,  may  have  intencled  no  wrong.  I 
have,  therefore,  to  recjuest  that  an  order  may  be  issued  by  the  proper 
authority,  l  onec  tini^  their  error,  and  direc^ng  the  repayment  <^  the 
money  in  question. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  refer  your  excellency  to  the  decision  aljove  men- 
tioned in  the  case  of  the  brig  Eliza,  as  applicable  to  the  cases  of  the 
ship  Liyerpool  and  the  brig  Hyperion,  which  have  been  already  some 
time  pending  before  His  Majesty's  Government.

Sir  :  I  have  heen  instnictod  hj  the  President  of  the  United  States  to 
represent  to  His  Majesty's  Government  that  he  has  lately  received  inform- 
ation of  the  existence  of  an  abupe  at  one  of  the  ports  at  the  island  of 
Cuba,  which  is  stated  to  have  heen  practised  upon  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States  for  more  than  two  years  past,  and  to  be  as  follows  : 

In  the  month  of  November,  1827,  the  sjuperintendent,  or  chief  director 
of  the  customs  for  the  island,  issued  an  order  for  the  measurement  of 
vessels  arrivins;  from  the  north  of  Europe,  whose  regjisterf?  should  express 
their  measurement  by  last  instead  of  tons.  On  the  receipt  ol  this  order, 
the  collector  for  the  port  of  Trinidad  de  Cuba,  Don  Jose  Gonzalez  Llo- 
rente,  made  the  system  of  measurement  general  for  ail  vessels,  and  ap- 
pointed a  person  to  execute  the  same  who  is  entirely  destitute  of  the 
requisite  knowledge  of  llie  coniitruction  of  vessels  for  taking  their  dimen- 
sions accuralttly,  according  to  the  laws  of  Spain.  This  measurer,  more- 
over, only  aims  at  overrating  the  tonnage  of  all  vessels,  and  is  protected 
in  the  grossest  frauds  by  the  collector  \  and  it  is  believed  that  the  amount 
thiis  unjustly  extorted  from  the  vessels  of  the  United  Stetes  alone  al- 
ready exceeds  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

In  consequence  of  this  unprecedented  and  unjustifiable  practice,  the 
following  particular  and  glaring  easjs  is  represented  as  having  lately  oc- 
curred : 

The  brig  Aurora,  of  New  York,  which  was  registered  at  274  tons,  was, 

by  this  measurer,  estimated  at  391^  tons  ;  in  consequence  of  whiVh,  the 
sum  of  269  dollars  37  cents  was  exacted  from  her  above  the  sum  she  would 
have  paid  by  her  register.  The  consignees  of  the  vessel  made  a  repre- 
sentatior^  to  the  chief  director  of  the  customs  at  Havana,  sc  nding  a  copy 
of  the  measurement,  and  requesting  that  it  might  be  examined  by  the 
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engineer  of  marine*  It  was  so  examined,  and  the  yeaiel  ucertained  to 
contain  onlj  269i  tons ;  upon  which,  the  chief  director  ordered  ex- 
cess of  tonnage  over  what  the  vessel  would  have  paid  by  her  register  to 
be  returned.   The  collector  refused  to  obey  this  order,  insisting  that  the 

measurement  made  by  his  direction  was  correct. 

The  President  has  therefore  directed  me  to  require  of  IT  is  ^Majesty  's 
Government  an  order  for  the  repayment  of  the  amount  so  imju^ily  taken 
in  the  case  of  the  Aurora,  as  \\(  11  as  the  adoption  oi  the  neressary 
measures  for  the  discontinuance  of  llna  system  of  extortion  and  outrage 
upon  the  citizens  of  the  United  Slates  carrying  on  commerce  with  the 
port  in  question.

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  forward  at  this  time  copies  of  my  several  notea^ 
to  this  Government  in  relation  to  the  chaiges  of  postage  which  have 
hitherto  been  exacted  on  letters  and  papers  coming  from  the  United 
States  in  American  vessels,  together  with  trim^ilations  of  two  royal  orders, 
and  n  note  from  Count  Alcudia,  communicating  the  last,  which  contains 
the  final  decision  of  the  Kin  »^  on  the  subject. 

Thus  has  justice  at  last  been  done  on  a  question  which  has  been  at 
times,  for  thirty  years,  very  vexatious  to  this  legation  and  to  the  consuls 
of  the  United  States  in  Spain,  and  which  has  heretofore  been  thesourcle 
of  much  ineffectual  remonbU  ance. 

It  will  now,  however,  be  seen  to  be  important  that  no  despatches,  docu- 
ments, or  papers  for  this  legation,  or  for  our  consuls  in  tms  country,  be 
hereafter  forwarded  by  Spaoisfa  vessels.

woposed  measure;  and,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  doconfenks, 
f  send  you  a  copy  of  a  late  note  to  this  Government,  rc^ue^ting  that  st 
modification  may  take  place  of  the  duties  upon  certain  articles  specified 
therein,  and  which,  under  i  \istini;  circurnstnnoes,  I  thought  it  not  worth 
while  to  d^^lay  for  the  closing  of  the  cjucstion  of  the  claims. 

Mr.  Sillimaii  having  arrived  on  Friday  night  last,  I  shall  rpnew  my 
endeavors  to  bi  the  last-mentioned  (jUf  stion  to  a  final  issue  as  soon 
as  the  circumstances  of  this  Government  wili  permit.

Sir  :  Your  excellency  will  recollect  that,  iaa  coDversatioD  which  1  had 
the  honor  of  holding  with  your  excellency  about  the  1st  of  August,  1830, 
I  represented  and  protested  against  the  singular,  and,  as  I  conceive,  unjust 
praetice  of  His  Majesty's  Post  Office  Department  in  charging  postage 
from  the  United  States  on  letters  and  papers  for  this  le§;ation  andfortnet 
consuls  of  my  nation,  brought  by  vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  deliv- 
ered into  the  Spanish  post  offices  at  the  ports  of  their  arrival  by  the  mas- 
'  ters  of  such  vessels,  or  by  the  .consuls. 

And  subsequently,  to  wit,  on  the  12th  of  the  same  month  of  August^ 
I  addressed  a  note  to  your  excellency,  requesting  the  favor  of  being  fur- 
nished, as  soon  as  convenient,  with  ;i  (?opy  of  that  part  of  (lie  law  or  de- 
cree by  virtue  of  which  this  extraordinary  claim  was  made.  Ot  tiiat 
note  no  notice  appears  to  have  been  taken,  and  I  beg  leave  now  to  recall 
jTOur  excellency's  attention  to  it. 

This  practice  is  noi  oiily  continued,  but  has  increased  to  such  a  degree 
that  it  has  become  necessaiy  to  bring  the  subject  to  a  pmnt. 

The  admiiiihti  ation  of  the  post  otlice  has  been  applied  lo,  and  isn  cither 
unable  or  unwilling  to  furnisn  the  information  required. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  hope  your  excellenoj  will  feel  willing, 
^thout  further  delay,  either  to  direct  that  these  exactions  be  abandoned, 
OT  to  state  to  me  on  what  ground  they  are  justified,  that  I  may  be  able 
fairly  to  discuss  the  question.

Mr.  Salmon,  nor  to  the  one  addressed  to  your  excellencj,  as  it  respects- 
the  practice  of  the  Spanish  post  office  in  charging  foreign  postage  on 
letters  an(]  papers  brought  Irom  tlie  United  States  in  Ameiican  veswels, 
it  was  with  much  surprise  that  I  recpived  (he  information  tliat  the  post- 
master at  Cadiz,  in  coniniunicating  to  lije  c<tnsul  of  the  Uniteii  Stales  at 
that  port  the  royal  order  of  the  18th  of  last  month,  directing  the  delivery 
of  letters  into  ti»e  post  oiWcv  ijy  tlnMuasters  of  vessels  arriving  there^bad 
added  the  declaration  that  this  piactice  wonld  oe  continued. 

I  did  not  believe,  however,  that  it  waii  intended  by  the  order  to  appljr 
the  ebarge  of  postage  to  letters  and  papers  arriring  in  vessels  of  tW 
United-  States  for  this  legation  or  any  of  the  consuls  of- those  States^  or 
tor  Ukj  of  my  eoutttryraen.reaidiiig  or  travelling  in  Spain ;  and,  on  pre* 
sentiog  the  case  to  jour  excellency  at  our  interview  on  Sunday  last*  f 
was  happy  to  find  that  your  excellency  fully  assented  to  my  construction* 
I  have  to  request,  therefore,  that  your  excellency  will  have  the  goodness- 
to  issue  directions  accordingly  to  the  administrator  of  the  post  office  at 
Madrid,  to  be  by  him  distributed  to  the  postmasters  at  the  seaports,  ia^ 
order  thai  there  may  be  no  further  difficulty  or  misundesstanding  on  thift 
subject.

Sir  :  Tn  addition  to  the  representation  which  I  had  the  honor  to  make 
in  my  note  to  your  excellency  of  the  2Sth  of  Inst  month,  I  heg  leavo  now 
to  furnish  a  transhition  of  the  provision  in  tho  poj^t  office  laws  of  the 
United  States  which  regulates  the  charge  ol  postage  on  letters  arriving

By  this  it  wiil  be  seen  that,  in  the  United  States,  no  foreign  postage 
is  charged  in  such  cases,  witlj  the  exception  of  a  few  cents  for  the  trouble 
of  delivery  through  the  post  oilice  ;  while,  at  the  i>ame  time,  the  oppress^ 
ive  practice  of  the  Spanish  post  oflQce  operates  almost  exclusively  upoft 
the  officers  ^nd  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  -Spain,  and  I  may  say 
that  it  appears  to  be  specially  aimed  at  them. 

I  will  onl^  add  that  I  rely  on  the  assurances  of  your  excellency  to  cor- 
rect this  unjust  and  partial  proceeding.

Sir:  I  regret  extremely  to  be  under  the  neceflsity  of  so  often  troubling 
your  excellency  on  the  subject  of  the  post  office  exactions,  but  the  fre- 
qaent  instances  of  what  I  cannot  but  consider  as  a  departure  from  the 

jriainest  principles  of  justice  compel  me  to  do  it. 

I  have  the  honor  now  to  send  to  your  excellency  a  copy  of  a  late  cor- 
respondence between  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Cadiz  and  the 
postmaster  of  that  place,  by  which  this  question  is  certainly  exhibited  in 
a  very  strong  light. 

A  Tessel  of  the  United  States  brought  to  Cadiz  certain  packets  con- 
taining gazettes  and  printed  documents,  which  were  forwarded  by  my 
Govcrniaent  for  me,  undci  cover,  to  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at 
that  port. 

These  were  deposited  by  the  master  of  the  vessel  in  the  post  office, 
where  they  were  at  once  charged  with  about  two  hundred  dollars  postage ; 
but,  on  the  remonstrances  of  the  consul,  and  his  refusal  to  |)ay,  or  to  be- 
oome  accountable  for  any  part  of  the  charge,  they  were  deUvered  as  re* 
quired  by  him. 

These  documents  contain  the  proceedings  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  are  forwarded  for  my  information,  as  they  are  to  all 

the  representatives  of  my  country  at  foreign  courts.  They  are  too  heavy 
and  bulky  for  the  ordinary  mails,  and  arc  uniformly  forwarded  from  Cadiz 
by  the  carriers  as  articles  of  transportation,  and  by  them  delivered  at  the 

custom-house  in  this  city. 

ff,  however,  public  documents  of  this  nature,  sent  hy  the  nrfvernment 
of  the  United  States  to  its  representatives  at  this  court,  are  to  be  subjected 
to  such  impositi\)ns,  it  is  netesiiary  for  mc  to  know  it  at  once,  that  I  may 
a(i\  i'^e  my  Government  of  the  obstruciions  interposed  here  to  such  inter- 

Coui  se. 

Will  your  excellency  permit  aic  to  inquire  what  His  Majesty  would  prob- 
ably say  were  some  documents  to  be  forwarded  by  a  Spanish  vessel^  to  the 
United  Stales  for  hisminister  there,  and  on  their  arrival  charged  with  an 
exaction  of  two  hundred  dollars,  when  they  had  never  been  transported  one 
step  by  an  American  conveyance,  or  within  American  territory  ?  Per- 
mit me  further  to  remark,  that  the  case  of  letters  and  papers  coming  from 
the  United  States  cannot  be  assimilated  to  the  intercourse  between  Spain  ' 
and  the  other  countries  of  £uro}  e.  ^  Vith  the  latter,  there  is  a  regular  in* 
tercoursc  hy  mail,  and  the  passing  of  letters  by  other  conveyances  may, 
perhaps,  he  considered  as  an  evasion  of  the  post  office  laws,  and  an  in- 
jury to  the  post  oflfice  revenue.  But  between  the  United  Stages  and 
vSpain  there  is  no  mail  whatever;  nnd  as  soon  as  the  letters  brought  from 
the  rnit(  d  States  reach  a  Spanish  port,  they  are  lodti;ed  in  the  post  otfice 
to  hf  conveyed  to  their  place  of  destination^  with  tlie  exception  of  those 
only  which,  as  already  stated,  are  not  calculaietl  i'uv  conveyance  by  the 
mails.  There  is,  therefore,  in  this  case,  no  evasion  of  any  post  otUce 
regulations,  nor  any  subtraction  from  it^  revenue. 

And,  in  the  last  place,  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  what  1  have  heretofore

iitated,  that  no  such  charges  arc  made  in  the  United  States,  but  that 
uU  letters  and  packets  arri\  ing  there  in  }-)rivate  vessels  of  the  United 
States  or  of  any  other  nation  nrc  subject  only  to  a  few  cents,  and  that 
without  regard  to  weight  or  bulk,  for  the  trouble  of  receiving  and  deliver- 
ing tlieiu  by  the  post  office.

Seneral  rule,  that  all  correspondeiice  brought  ioto  the  ports  of  this  king* 
cm  in  foreign  Teasels,  and  for  tbe  eonveyanee  of  whieh  the  post  office 
shall  hare  been  at  no  expense,  be  delivered  or  forwarded  by  the  office 
at  the  port  of  arrival  without  charging  thereon  any  other  postage  than 
'ffhat  is  exacted  on  letters  written  in  the  country  itself ;  and  that  the  esh 
tabli^ed  postage  on  letters  from  beyond  sea"  be  understood  as 
'  chargeable  only  when  such  letters  shall  have  been  brought  in  Spanish 
vessels  appointed  for  the  purpose;  or  in  Spanish  vesseu  of  war  and 
merchant  ships. 

With  this  communiratinn  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  excel- 
lency copies  of  two  royal  order*',  citVing  the  kind  of  packets  that  are 
<o  be  forwarded  by  mail,  and  tliuse  wiiich  may  be  sent  on  by  other  con- 
veyances for  your  Government,  whenever  the  legation  may  have  to  send 
•any  parcels  of  an  unusual  size.

His  Catholic  Majesty, 

LxoATiOH  or  THE  Unitkd  Statss  or  Ambmoa, 

Madrid,  July  5,  1839. 

Sir:  Having  received  infoi  mation  that  an  attempt  is  making  by  persons 
<interestedinthe  Cuba  trade  to  induce  liis  Majesty's  Government  to  prohibit 
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the  iDtroducttoD  into  Spain  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States,  I  deem  it 
proper,  respectfully  but  earnestly,  to  request  that  no  such  measure  may 

be  adopted. 

To  see  Spain  imposing  new  prohibitions  upon  the  commerce  of  the 
United  States  just  at  a  moment  when  old  obstructions  appear  to  be 
giving  way,  would  certainly  be  a  matter  equally  of  surprise  and  regret 

to  the  American  Government. 

But,  notwithstanding  that  I  feel  it  to  be  my  official  duty  to  present  this 

remonstrance,  \  have  too  much  confidence  in  the  desire  expressed  by 
His  Majesty's  Government  to  promote  the  commerce  and  to  strengthen 
the  friendship  between  our  i?espective  countries,  to  behVvo  (hat  the 
measure  in  cpieblioD  can  have  been,  or  will  be  for  a  moment,  seriously 
contemplated.

Maje»hf*9  prinequd  Secretaary  of  State,  ' 

Lboation  of  trb  United  SrATlea  or  Amskica, 

Madrid,  Auguet  10, 1832. 

Sir  :  The  Gov ernincuL  of  His  Majesty  having,  by  tiie  iate  aboliUoa  of 
the  hi^h  tonuage  duly  heretofore  exacted  from  tne  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  evinced  a  disposition  to  foster  the  commercial  interconrse  be- 
tween Spain  and  those  States,  I  deem  the  present  a  favorable  period  to 
c|dl  its  attention  to  some  regulations  still  existing  here,  which  have  an 
unfavorable  operation  upon  that  intercourse. 

The  article  of  staves,  when  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  is  charged^ 
including  the  various  duties,  with  about  2C0  i  eals  per  thousand.  The 
staves  from  the  Baltic  are  actually  worth  ^600  per  thousand,  and  ex- 
ceed, in  value,  those  of  the  United  States  as  six  to  one  ;  so  that  while 
those  of  the  former  description  pny  somewhat  more  than  2  percent,  on 
their  real  rahic,  tlie  latter  pay  upwards  o[  12  per  cent. 

Again:  no  (iistinction  is  made  between  tlie  ditferent  sizes  of  the  ar- 
ticle. Tlie  pipe  staves  are  worth  more  th-^n  those  for  hoj^sheads,  in 
proportion  as  twenty  is  to  twelve,  and  moi  e  than  those  lor  barrels,  as 
twenty  is  to  eii;ht.  It  w  ill  be  seen,  therefore,  that  w  hile  the  pipe  staves  of 
the  United  States,  as  already  stated,  pay  more  than  12  per  cent.,  those  for 
hogbheads  pay  a  much  heavier  duty,  and  tliose  for  barrels  are  charged 
as  high  as  25  per  cent,  on  their  actual  worth. 

On  codfish,  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  the  duties  exacted  are  64  per 
cent,  on  a  valuation  of  100  reau  per  quintal.  The  Enzlish  codfish  ac* 
tually  sells  for  100  reals,  but  that  of  the  United  States,  from  its  contain- 
ing more  salt,  and  being  less  dry,  sells  for  only  60  reals,  and,  conse* 
quently,  pays  duties  amounting  to  more  than  100  per  cent  on  its  value. 

The  same  articles,  when  imported  in  Spanish  vessels,  pay  less  duties. 
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but  levied  on  the  same  pnDciples,  and,  therefore,  proportionably  unequal 
as  it  regards  the  United  States. 

In  tfie  present  state  of  the  very  friendly  relations  between  the  two-^ 
countries,  and  with  the  prospect  of  a  rapid  increase  of  their  com*' 
neree  with  each  other,  I  cannot  b|it  flatter  myself  that  His  Majesty's 
GoTemment  will  take  pleasure  in  promptly  and  effectually  removing  the 
•unjust  inequalities  which  I  have  pointed  out,  by  the  substitution  of  fair 
duties,  based  upon  the  actual  value  of  the  abovjc-named  articles. 

Another  regulation  exists  in  the  ports  of  Spain  very  derogatory  to  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  the  bare  sufj^cstion  of  which,  at  this 
time,  I  trust,  will  be  sufficient  to  insure  its  suppression:  tliis  is,  that  the 
masters  of  foreign  vessels  in  general  arc  allowed  eight  days  to  amend  their 
manifests,  while  to  those  of  American  ves-fds  the  privilege  of  amend- 
ing or  correcting  at  all,  however  innocenilj  they  may  have  commuted 
mistakes,  is  wholly  refused.  In  the  United  States  the  masters  of  all 
vessels  have  fourteen  days  given  them  to  correct  uny  errors  in  their 
manifests. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  improve  this  occasion  to  make  a  few  remarks  upon 
certain  other  parts  of  the  Spanish  tariff.   Cotton^  rice,  and  .salted  heeC 
and  pork,  are  not  only  charged  with  very  high  4nties,  hut  the  dispropor* 
tion,  when  imported  in  foreign  vesseb,  is  enormous. 

In  regard  to  these  articles,  howeyer,  the  United  States  have  no  right 
to  complain  of  a  preference  given  to  any  other  nation;  but,  as  they  are 
abundantly  produced  in  those  States,  it  cannot  escape  observation  that 
their  introduction  into  Spain  in  American  vessels,  on  payment  of  a  re* 
duced  but  reasonable  duty,  would  greatly  promote  the  interests  of  the 
two  countries. 

That  such  would  bo  the  effect  as  respects  ^>pain,  can  need  no  other 
proof  than  the  unquestionable  fact  that  the  vesscds  of  the  United  States 
alm(»st.unii()i  inly,  or  at  least  in  a  proportion  niueli  Ix  yond  those  of  any 
other  nation,  receive  in  payment  for  their  cargoes  articles  produced  or 
manufactured  in  this  country. 

It  may  be  proper  to  repeat  here  what  has  been  stated  in  a  fonner  cor- 
respondence, that  the  only  difference  which  exibts  in  the  United  States 
between  importations  in  American  and  foreign  vessels  is,  that  the  latter 
pay  an  addition  of  10  per  oent.  to  the  duties  exacted  from  the  former; 
and  even  this  discrimination,  as  has  likewise  been  heretofore  stated,  is 
declared,  by  law,  to  he  abolished,  as  it  respects  every  nation  that  will 
reciprocate  the  principle. 

The  foregoitig  observations  are  submitted  to  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, with  the  belief  that  they  will  receive  an  early  and  candid  consid- 
eration, and  with  the  hope  that  they  may  lead  to  improvements  in  a 
commerce  so  susceptible  of  being  made  most  highly  advantageous  t<^ 

both  parlies.

Sir  :  Having  had  the  honor  in  my  last  despatch  to  infonn  you  that  (he 
King  was  dangerously  ill  at  St.  Ildefonso,  I  have  now  to  add  that  for 
several  days  from  the  date  of  that  despatch  he  remained  at  the  very 
point  of  death,  and  without  the  least  expectation  of  his  living  from  one 
^y  to  another,  or  even  from  one  hour  to  another,  but  that  during  the  last 
^ays  of  Se})tember  he  began  to  appear  a  little  better,  and  is  now  con- 
valescing;, though  very  slowly. 

In  conseqiifnro  of  some  occnrrrnces  during  the  period  in  which  there 
were  no  hopes  ol  his  life,  one  of  his  first  acts  on  comiiifi:  to  himself,  and 
recovering  a  little  strength,  was  an  entire  change  of  ministers. 

On  the  subject  of  our  trade  with  the  island  of  Cuba,  I  have  to  state 
tha^  iiuiii  a  conversation  with  ihc  late  Minister  of  Finance,  1  was  in- 
duced to  believe  that  further  and  essential  improvements  would  follow 
the  close  of  the  present  year ;  and  I  have  within  a  few  days  been  un- 
offieiallpr  informed,  but  from  a  source  to  be  relied  upon,  that  it  has  beeli 
determined  to  reduce  the  foreign  tonnage  duty  to' one  dollar,  and  that 
upon  Spanish  vessels  to  forty  cents,  or  a  little  over,  and  also  to  aholbh 
4di  export  duties  upon  the  articles  of  sugar,  coffee,  molasses,  and  tobacco. 

Although  such  an  arrangement,  if  adopted,  would  be  some  gain,  it 
-would  still  fall  far  short  of  the  alterations  that  oueht  to  be  made.  Be- 
eides  the  tonnage  duty  remaining  too  high,  as  well  as  too  unequal,  the 
present  unreasonable  discriminating  duties  on  importations  would  con- 
tinue unaltered. 

I  shall  imrnofUately  address  a  note  to  the  acting  ^finister  of  For('iii;n 
Affairs  on  this  branch  of  our  commerce,  who  will,  as  usual,  ))ass  it  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance  ;  after  which,  1  will  seek  an  interview  with  the  latter 
to  press  the  suhject  verbally.  Being,  like  the  others,  a  new  man,  aiid 
not  having  ariy  established  public  character,  I  know  nothing  of  his  views 
in  regard  to  such  matters,  thouj^h  his  personal  character  is  very  favor- 
ably spoken  of,  as  is,  indeed,  the  case  with  every  one  of  the  new  min- 
istry. But  I  learn  that  the  opposition  to  flie  adoption  of  a  more  juat 
and  liberal  system  proceeds  principally  from  the  Intendant  of  the  island. 

On  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Zea  Bermudez,  I  will  fully  explain  to  him  in  con- 
versation the  claims  which  we  have  to  a  fair  participation  in  this  trade, 
-and  the  advantages,  on  the  other  side,  of  allowing  it  to  us. 

I  am  induced  to  suppose  that  no  actual  injury  can  have  arisen  from  my 
having  given  a  construction  to  the  act  of  the  Sl?t  of  May,  1830,  repeal- 
ing certain  tonnage  duties,  which  the  President  has  disapproved,  since  it 
fortunately  happened  that  Congress  was  in  session  at  tlie  time  of  your 
receipt  of  my  ih  spntches  containing  the  arrangement  with  this  Govern- 
ment on  that  subject. 

The  President  may  be  assured  that  in  the  performance  of  my  olficial 
duties  here  my  object  has  ever  been,  and  so  it  will  h(?,  to  conform  in  all 
things  to  his  instructions,  without  regard  to  my  private  impressions  on  any 
questions  committed  to  me. 
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I  proceeded,  in  the  ra^e  alluded  to,  upon  the  groiinch  horrtofore  stated 
in  several  of  niy  desj>att;hes,  and  upon  the  authority  of  the  consti  uction 
given  to  the  act  of  1H15  in  my  first  instructions.  And  although  my  pri- 
vate opinion  is  of  no  consequence  after  having  received  explicit  instiuc- 
tions  on  a  point,  yet  I  am  sure  the  President  will  not  be  at  all  dissatis- 
iied  witli  my  forwarding  the  accon»|>aiiyiiii^  ])aper,  marked  B,  containing 
some  of  the  reasons  for  the  construction  which  I  gave  to  the  act  in 
qnestloD. 

I  am  unable  to  make  the  application  for  the  conaaPs  exequatur,  men* 
tioned  by  you,  because,  by  inadvertence  I  suppose,  neither  the  commis- 
Bion,  nor  a  duplicate  of  it,  has  been  forwarded  to  me. 

The  instructions  respecting  the  arehives  of  the  legation  have  not  been, 
nor  will  they  be,  neglected,  and  an  inventory  of  the  articles  appertain- 
ing to  the  legation  will  be  forwarded  soon.

A  few  general  and  brief  remarks  upon  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  en- 
tith(J  An  act  to  repeal  the  tonncffj^e  duties  upon  ships  and  vesseh  of  the 
United  States^  and  t^Hn»  c§rtain/oreign  uewis,^'  passed  May  31, 1830« 

The  act  of  Conffress  of  the  3d  March,  iSli^  entitled  <^An  act  to 
repeal  so  much  of  the  several  acts  imposing  duties  on  the  tonnage  of 
ships  and  vessels,  and  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  imported 
kito  the  United  States,  as  imposes  a  discriminating  duty  of  tonnage  be- 
tween foreign  vessels  and  vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  between 
gjoods  imported  into  the  United  States  in  foreign  vessels  and  vessels  of 
the  United  States,"  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  acts  for  the  abolition  of 
disci inunatiijp:  duties,  and  was  evidently  passed  with  a  view  of  rejiealing 
the  discriminating  duty  u])on  the  tonnage  of  foreign  vessels,  and  also  that 
upon  tliuir  cargoes,  so  far  as  those  consisted  of  the  produce  or  manufac- 
ture of  the  nation  to  which  tlie  vessel  might  belong,  in  regard  to  all  nations 
that  would  extend  to  the  Uniit- d  States  the  same  exemptions. 

The  spirit  of  the  act  appears  obviously  to  have  been  so,  and  its  letter^ 
though  not  widioot  some  difficulty,  seems  not  to  have  been  sufficiently 
repugnant  to  have  required  a  contrarf  interpretation.  The  words  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  act,  ^  the  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties  of  such 
foreign  nation^*'  niight,  I  think,  without  the  violation  of  anj  established 
rule,  be  considered  to  have  meant  the  same  duties  as  those  above  repeal- 
ed  on  the  part  of  tlic  United  States.  And  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that, 
had  CongiHPss  intended  to  exact  a  more  extensive  repeal  from  other  na- 
tions than  was  offered  on  our  part,  the  word  eUl,  instead  of  the,  would  have 
been  used,  so  as  to  have  read  ^  ail  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties 
of  such  foreign  nation." 

The  words  "so  far  as  they  opornto  to  the  disadrantage  of  the  United 

States''  are  not  at  ail  descriptive  ol  the  svU^ect-matter  of  the  repeal  re- 
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quired  of  a  foreign  nation,  they  being  only  inserted  to  designate  the  parly 
which  alone  it  was  necessary  fpr  such  repeal  to  enbrace.  Tfaey  can 
have  no  more  influence  upon  Che  question  as  to  whai  kind  of  Mi€8  were 
meant  by  the  terms  ^*  the  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties  of  sucli 
foreign  nation,"  than  the  .words  in  the  same  sentence,  in  favor  of  any 
foreign  nation,"  are  entitled  to  in  determining  the  nature  of  the  reped 
on  the  side  of  the  United  States.  Both  clauses  mean' precisely  the  sasie 
thing,  as  applicable  to  the  respective  parties.  ^ . 

Besides,  it  cannot  weU  be  supposed  that  Congress  would  enact  a  law 
professedly  designed  as  a  liberal  proposition  to  other  nations,  yet  46mand- 
ing  more  in  return  than  was  offered  to  be  granted ;  and  (he  construction 
above  stated,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain  tVoin  tlie  documents  at  present 
M'ilhin  my  power,  was  from  the  beginning  given  to  this  act,  with  the  ex* 
ception  that  will  be  here  stated. 

By  the  message  of  President  Moni  ue  to  Congress  of  March  19,  1818, 
accompanied  by  a  report  of  Secretary  Adams  of  the  17th  of  the  same 
month,  a  construction  was  put  upon  ihis  act  requiring  from  foreign  nations 
the  abolition  of  all  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties,  in  return  for 
the  partial  repeal  offered  on  our  part.  Mr.  Adams  appeared  at  that  time 
to  consider  the  word  lAe  to  have  the  same  force  in  the  act  as  if  it  had 
been  aU, 

There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that  Congress  gave  any  sanction  to 

the  views  thus  expressed  by  Mr.  Adams,  and  adopted  by  Mr.  Monroe. 
The  laws  of  the  SOth  April,  1818,  and  of  the  3d  of  March,  1819,  which 
were  passed  in  pursuance  of  that  report,  were  deemed  expedient,  on  the 
ground  that  the  peculiar  character  of  the  con^merce  of  the  countries  em- 
braced by  them  required,  under  either  interpretation,  an  additional  pro- 
vision on  our  part  to  render  those  already  existing  of  any  essential  service. 
They  aftord  no  light  as  to  the  precise  cxcrjiptions  required  oC  (he  Powers 
to  which  ihey  were  applicable,  because  the  acts  of  those  Powers  bad 
already  taken  place. 

On  the  contrary,  it  appears,  from  all  the  subsequent  proceedings  and 
legislation  of  Congress,  that  it  was,  and  had  been,  in  every  case,  intended 
to  exact  of  other  Powers  only  die  same  that  was  extended  to  them  on  our 
part.  And  the  act  of  1815  was  left  in  force  as  the  general  regulation  ta 
carry  into  execution  such  intentions,  notwithstanding  Mr*  Adams's  opin* 
ion  of  its  inadequacy,  and  his  recommendation  of  an  alteration.  During 
its  continuance,  to  wit,  in  the  month  of  March,  183^,  the  Committee  on 
Commerce  of  the  House  of  Representatives  made  a  detailed  report  on  the 
foreign  commerce  of  the  country,  in  which  (page  13 )  this  act  is  stated  ia 
express  terms  to  propose  to  foreign  nations  that,  if  they  would  receive 

the  vessels  of  the  United  States  into  their  ports,  loaded  with  the  pro^ 
dv.ce  and  manufactures  of  the  United  States,  on  the  same  terms  and  con- 
ditions ;is  their  own  vessels  importing  the  same  articlesof  merchandise," 
the  same  privileges  would  he  extended  to  them  by  the  United  States. 

The  act  of  the  7lh  January,  iJ^Jt,  entitled  ''An  act  concerning  dis- 
criminating duties  of  tonnage  and  impost,"  the  first,  second,  and  third 
sections  of  wliieh  were  intended  as  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  ZOih 
April,  1818,  is  explicit  on  this  point.  And  what,  moreover,  exhibits  the 
ou^stion  in  a  light  peculiarly  strong  is,  that  although  the  previous  act  on 
the  peat  of  the  Netherlands,  and  probably  of  some  of  the  oth^r  Powers 
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embraced  by  it,  was  a  total  repeal  of  discriminating  duties,  yet  this  law 
only  required  from  the  same  Powers  a  eonflnuation  of  an  exemption  to 
the  extent  granted  by  it  on  our  part,  which  is  {precisely  that  conceded  by 
OS  in  (he  act  of  1815.  At  the  same  time»  the  fourth  section  adopts  the 
like  principle  in  regard  to  all  other  nations  willing  to  reciprocate  it ;  and 
though  it  is  expressed  in  different  terms  from  those  used  in  the  act  of 
1815,  yet  the  evidence  appears  irresistible  that  exactly  the  same  thing 
was  intended  in  both  cases. 

The  act  of  the  24th  May,  1828,  entitled  An  act  in  addition  to  an  act 
concern^nc;  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  and  impost,  and  to  equalize 
the  duties  on  Prussian  vessels  and  their  ciirgocs,"  proposes  an  abolition 
of  cr//  diseriminatin^!:  duties  of  tonnage  and  inijiost  to  all  nations  that  will 
reciprocate  such  exemptions  with  the  United  States. 

And,  independently  of  the  views  which  thus  appear  to  have  been  en- 
tertained by  Congress,  it  will  be  seen  by  a  despatcli  from  Mr.  Adams  to 
Mr.  Forsyth,  the  minister  at  this  court,  under  date  of  the  20th  June,  1821, 
tliat  the  opinion  expressed  by  liim,  and  adopted  by  Mr.  Monroe  in  1818, 
had  been  wholly  abandoned.  Mr.  Forsyth  was  expressly  directed  to  re- 
quire of  the  Spanish  Government,  under  the  act  of  1815,  only  such 
exemptions  as  were  conceded  by  it  on  our  part,  preparatory  to  the  issuing 
of  ik  proclamation  by  the  President  to  enforce  the  law. 

In  the  first  instroetions  which  I  received  from  the  President,  drawn  up 
by  Mr.  Van  Bu^en,  in  tracing  the  history  of  our  legislation  on  jthis  sub- 
ject, the  same  character  is  given  to  that  act.  It  is  true  that,  having  soon 
after  met  with  Mr.  Adams's  report  of  1818,  and  supposing,  without  fur- 
ther examination,  that  the  opinions  therein  expressed  had  been  adopted 
as  a  rule  of  action  on  the  part  of  our  Government,  and  that  the  statement 
of  the  rontrary  principles  in  my  instructions  was  an  inadvertency,  I  al- 
luded to  the  point,  though  it  was  then  of  no  actual  importance,  in  my  de- 
spatch No.  8,  of  the  9tn  of  October,  1830.  But  on  a  more  thorough 
examination  of  the  question,  after  havinji;  discovered  the  act  of  the  31st 
of  May,  1830,  I  became  convinced  that  this  principle,  as  stated  in  my 
instructions,  was  not  only  correct,  but  had  been  previously  well  estab- 
lished. 

Before  leaving  the  act  of  1815,  it  is  worthy  of  observation,  that,  had 
Mr.  Adiuns  been  equally  critical  in  regard  to  the  terms  of  the  repe^ing 
clause,  as  to  those  of  the  condition  upon  which  the  repeal  was  to  take 
effect,  he  would  hardly,  have  been  able  to  say  that  any  tonnage  duties 
bad  been  abolished  on  our  part,  or«  in  other  words,  that  any  thing  was 
proposed  to  be  relinquished,  except  the  discriminating  duties  on  such 
part  of  the  cargo  as  cbnsisted  of  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  na- 
tion to  which  belonged  the  vessel ;  and  yet  that  was  never  made  a  ques- 
tion. 

The  truth  is,  the  act  was  very  awkwardly  drawn — a  thing  not  at  all 

uncommon  with  the  laws  of  Congress.  The  act,  already  alluded  to,  of 
the  3d  March,  1H19,  may  he  taken  as  another  specimen  of  this  want  of 
accuracy,  especially  the  last  section  of  it. 

We  come  now  to  the  act  of  the  31st  May,  1830,  entitled  "An  act  to 
repeal  the  tonnage  duties  upon  ships  and  vessels  of  the  United  States, 
and  upon  certain  foreign  vessels,"  which  has  produced  these  remarks. 
This,  after  abolishing  all  tuauage  duties  upon  vessels  of  the  United  States^ 
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does  the  like  as  it  respects  foreign  vessels,  upon  a  condition  expressed 
in  the  same  words  as  that  contained  in  the  act  of  1815.  If,  therefore, 
the  views  which  I  have  taken  of  the  last-mentioned  act  be  assc  ntod  to,  it 
follows,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  the  law  under  consideration  requii  es 
of  other  nations  nothing  more  than  a  repeal  of  their  discriminating  ton- 
na^c  duties — the  same  that  is  proposed  on  our  part — to  bring  them  with- 
in its  provisions. 

But  if  I  should  be  mistaken  in  the  eoostruction  ghreii  to  the  aet  of 
181 5^  the  question  (hen  arises  whether  we  are  bound  to  say  of  ttie  act  of 
1830  as  of  the  other,  that  k  fulfilment  of  the  condition  by  a  foreign  na- 
tion can  be  nothing  less  than  a  repeal  of  all  discriminating  or  counter* 
'  vailing  duties  of  impost  as  well  as  of  tonnage. 

The  act  of  1815  related  to  the  discriminating  duties  both  of  tonnage 
and  impost,  though  it  did  not  propose  fully  to  abolish  bothy  and  the  con* 
dition  to  be  performed  on  the  part  of  a  foreign  nation  was  the  aboiition 
of  "  the  discriminating  or  countervailing  duties  of  such  foreign  nation," 
which  we  are  now  supposing  to  have  nu  aiu  an  entire  abolition  of  all  the 
duties  w  hich  w  ere  the  subject  of  the  act,  or  referred  to  therein,  whether 
repealed  on  our  part,  or  not. 

The  act  of  1830  relates  exclusively  to  t*>nnaL^e  duties;  and,  by  the 
same  rule  of  construction,  the  condition  upon  which  it  is  to  take  elTect, 
expressed  in  the  same  general  terms  as  in  the  other,  can  only  be  under- 
stood as  applicable,  in  like  manner,  to  the  duties  which,  were  liie 
subject  of  the  act,  and  cannot  be  extended  to  others  in  no  way  referred 
to  by  it. 

When  several  acts  .emanating  from  the  same  authority  are  in  existence^ 
having  relation  to  the  same  subject,  they  should  be  considered  with  re- 
ference to  each  other,  and  in  a  manner,  if  possible,  to  make  them  all  har- 
monize. And  a  proviso  in  an  act  should  never  be  construed  to  make 
such  act  appear  unreasonable  or  inconsistent,  unless  the  words  of  the 
proviso  absolutely  preclude  an  escape  from  such  interpretation. 

While  the  laws  of  1824  and  1828  were  in  force,  the  first  offering 
to  all  nations  an  entire  repeal  of  our  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage, 
and  a  partial  one  of  those  of  impost,  for  the  like  exemptions  in  return, 
and  the  last  propo-sing  a  mutual  repeal  of  all  such  duties  both  of  tonnage 
and  impost,  it  would  appear  not  a  iitile  singular  for  Congress  to  enact  a 
law  proposing  to  foreign  nations  less  than  is  offered  by  the  fust  of  those 
acts,  and  askin^c  in  return  all  that  is  exacted  bv  the  last  of  them. 

On  the  other  hand,  to  view  the  act  of  1830  as  applicable  exclusively 
to  the  duties  of  tonnage  on  both  sides,  will  give  a  character  of  perfect 
consistency  to  our  legislation  on  this  subject.  Three  distinct  and  libe^ 
ral  offers  are  in  that  ease  open  to  foreign  nattoos :  the  one  proposing  a 
mutual  repeal  of  all  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage ;  another  proposing 
a  mutual  repeal  of  the  same  duties,  together  with  a  partial  repeal  of  those 
of  impost ;  and  the  third  proposing  a  'mutual  repeal  of  all  such  duties, 
both  of  tonnage  and  impost* 

And,  lastly,  if  the  words  constituting  the  proviso  in  the  act  of  1830  are 
to  be  construed  as  requiring  of  other  nations  a  repeal  of  ail  discriminating 
duties  both  of  tonnage  and  impost,  then  It  may  become  a  serious  question 
whether  this  net  docs  not  supersede  that  of  l^'  JS.  The  first  of  these 
two  laws,  in  point  of  date,  oticrs  to  foreign  nations  a  specific  consideration 
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on  our  part,  for  the  performance  of  certain  things  on  their  side ;  and  the 
'  last  proposes  a  different  and  less  valuable  consideration  on  our  side,  for 

the  same  privileges  from  the  other  that  are  exacted  in  the  first  law.  This 
may  be  said  to  amount  to  an  alteration  of  the  consideration  first  offered, 
or,  in  other  words,  to  a  virtual  repeal  of  the  first  act. 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  the  considerations  which  have  led  me  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  act  of  the  31st  May,  1830,  in  every  view  of  the 
qu(}Stion,  should  be  construed  as  having  reference  exclusively  to  the 
duties  on  the  tonnage  of  vessels,  as  well  in  what  it  requires  of  other  na- 
tions, as  in  what  it  offers  on  the  part  of  the  United  States.

'  Sut :  I  have  the  honor  to  send  you,  herewith,  translatioim  of  several 
royal  decrees,  some  of  them  signed  by  the  King,  and  the.  others  hy  the 
i^eur  as  regent  for  the.  time  being.   The  last  of.  them  ( the  geneial 

amnesty)  is  of  much  importance. 

The  Kin^  was  brought  from  St.  lidefonso  on  Thursday  last,  and  per* 
fonned  the  journey  (about  forty-four  miles)  without  any  particular  incon- 
venience. Since  his  arrival  his  health  continues  gradually  to  improve^ 
and  there  now  appears  a  possibility,  if  not  a  probability,  that  he  may,  in 
a  considerable  degree,  recover  his  usual  health. 

The  measures  now  pursuin|i;  are  calculated  to  have  a  powerful  in- 
fluence upon  future  events  ia  this  country  ;  and  should  the  King  recover, 
and  continue  the  same  course,  the  face  of  things  in  Spain  will  be 
thoroughly  and  permanently  changed.  But  if  he  sliould  die  soon,  these 
very  measures  will  have  laid  the  foundation,  or,  at  iuubt,  wiii  iiave  aug- 
mented jthe  inducements,  for  a  most  sanguinary  civil  war. 

1 1  cannot  enter  more  into  particulars  without  the  use  of  the  cipher,  for . 
which  there  is  not  sufficient  lime,  as  1  send  this  despatch  by  the  mail  ot 
this  evening,  hoping  it  will  arrive  in  time  for  the  Havre  packet  of  the 
lift  o£  November. 

'  I  forward  also  copies  of  two  more  notes,  lately  addressed  to  this  Gqv*^, 
emmeht,  on  cominereial  subjects.    I  shall  prepare  another,  calling  the 
attention  of  the  new  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  to  the  question  of  the 
claims,  to  be  delivered  the  moment  he  enters  his  Department ;  after 
which,  every  thing  on  my  part  will  be  prepared  for  decisive  action,

Sib  :  Having,  in  the  month  of  May  last,  had  a  canveraation  with  Mr* 
Ballesteros,  His  Majeaiy^s  Minister  of  Finance  at  that  time,  in  regard  to 
the  commercial  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  the  Spanish 
islands  in  America,  especially  that  of  Cuba,  which  not  having  as  yet  pro- 
duced any  effect,  1  have  concluded  now  to  address  a  note  to  His  Ma- 
jesty's Government  on  the  same  subject. 

The  discriminating  duties  at  the  ports  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  both  upon 
the  tonnage  of  foreign  vessels  arid  upon  theii'  cargoes,  have  been  such 
for  several  years  past  as,  in  a  gi  eat  measure,  to  deprive  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  of  ^vhat  is  conceived  to  be  ^  jusipaiticipation  in  the  trade 
between  those  States  and  that  island. 

It  is  true  that  the  measures  which  have  produced  ihis  state  of  tilings 
have  been  m  terms  alike  applicable  to  all  foreign  nations ;  but,  from  the 
fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  island  is  carried 
on  with  the  iJnited  States^  the  operation  of  those  measures  bears  almost 
exclusivehr  upon  those  States. 

That  island  being  necessarily  dependant  upon  foreign  supplies  fyr 
many  articles  of  the  first  necessity,  and  being  situated  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  United  States,  where  those  articles  are  abundantly  produced  for  ex- 
|i0ftation,  and  where,  at  the  same  time,  Is  consumed  much  of  the  produce 
and  manufacture  of  the  island,  it  would  seem  alike  natural  and  just,  not 
only  that  there  should  be  a  free  intercourse  between  it  and  those  States, 
but  that  equal  opportunities  should  be  afforded  to  both  parties  of  partici- 
pating in  the  advantages  of  such  intercourse. 

There  are  other  ron«ideral!ons  which^  it  is  believed,  should  have 
weiorht  with  the  Government  of  if  Majesty  in  the  adoption  of  its  mea- 
sures in  regard  to  this  subject,  but  which  it  is  not  thought  worth  while  to 
particularize  in  this  note. 

The  same  cause  of  complaint  exists  as  it  respects  the  other  islands, 
but  not  in  so  high  a  degree.  It  is,  however  desired  that  the  whole  sub<^ 
ject  may  be  considered  at  the  same  time. 

!  "Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  In  fiew  of  die  fHendij 
relations  existing  between  the  two  countries,  the  Government  of  Ae 
United  States  entertains  a  strong  hope  that  the  measures  complained  of 
will  be  speedily  abandoned  on  the  part  of  Spain,  so  that  the  disagreeable 
alternative  which  their  continuance  will  render  indispc  ri  sable,  of  resort- 
Incto  eonnterrailing  and  retaliatory  acts,  may  be  avoided.

of  those  States  with  the  Spanish  isLinds  in  America,  i  be)§  leave  at  this 
time  to  send  to  your  excelleney  a  translation  id  some  of  the  prov  isions  of 
tiie  general  tat  ill  lately  atlopled  by  the  Government  of  the  L  niied  States, 
and  which  is  to  go  into  operation  on  the  4th  of  March  next. 

It  will  be  perceived  that,  however  liberal  hav^  been  the  previoas  regO'» 
latJons  OD  the  part  of  the  United  States,  those  now  enaQted  will  be  more 
pecditarlj  farorable  to  the  importation  into  those  States  of  some  of  the 
principal  products  both  of  Spdn  .aod  of  the  island  of  Cuba. 

It  can  eeareely  be  doubted,  therefore,  that  thejr  will  have  an  essential 
influence  with  His  Majesty's  Goyernment  in  the  eonsideration  of  the  two 
notes  referred  to.   -  ,       .  .

Sib:  Although  I  have  not  yet  seen  an  English  copy  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, passed  at  the  last  session,  regulating  the  tonnage  duties  upon 
Spanish  vessels,  nor  had  the  honor  to  hear  from  you  in  regard  to  it,  1 
have  seen,  in  the  Gazette  of  this  city,  a  Spnni  li  Translation  of  the  same, 
which  has  been  forwarded  to  this  Government  by  the  Spanish  consul 
gienerai  in  the  United  .State  s. 

The  first  section  of  the  law  appears  to  be  intended  as  the  corresponding 
act  to  the  royal  order  of  the  21}th  oi  April  labt,  but,  according  tomy  jud^- 
meiii,  it  falls  hliuiL  ut  a  tuililmeut  un  our  pai  I,  aud  is.  ipunded  upoa  an 
entirely  erroneous  principle. 

AU  Che  acts  of  Congress  aonceming  dimiminating  duties,  as  well  as 
all  our  eommereial  treaties^  since  the  year  1815,  have  proceeded  upon 
the  principle,  as  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  nations,  of  a  re- 
ciprocal repeal  of  dimimikmiingaii  caunUrvailinsdntieBf  without  resard 
to  the  amount  diat  would  remain  to  be  paid  on  the  tme  side  qr  the  other ; 
and  all  my  instructions  h«re  been  of  the  same  tenor. 

The  proposition  made  to  me  by  this  Government,  which  produced  the 

royal  order  referred  to,  was  for  the  abolition  of  the  discriminating  duties 

of  tojiiiagc  on  both  sides :  and  it  was  expressly  stated  by  me  that,  on 

accediiig;  to  the  proposal,  Spanish  vessels  would  be  admitted  in  our  ports, 

like  our  own,  Iree  ol  iriy  tonjiage  duty,  while  ours  would  remain  subject 

lu  a  duty  of  tive  ceiUa  per  ton  Lere,  the  same  amount  paid  by  those  of  this 
country. 
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Now,  admitUng  that  this  arrangement,  since  it  related  only  to  the  duties 
of  tonnage,  was  not  valid,  under  the  aet  of  Congress  of  the  Stat  of  Maj, 

1830,  as  the  President  has  decided,  nor  authorized  by  any  instructions 
which  I  had  at  the  time  received,  yet  i  would  respectfully  submit  whether 
it  ought  not  to  have  been  carried  into  execution  by  Congress,  on  the 
principle  above  stated. 

Is  it  right  that,  wliile  Sp  u"n  ?ulniits  our  vessels  by  paying  the  same  ton- 
nage duty  as  her  own,  that  is,  i  i  oe  from  any  discriminating  duty,  we  make 
Spanisli  vessels  pay  five  cents  per  Ion,  (ours  paying  nothing, )  or,  in  other 
words,  that  we  exact  from  ti^ieni  a  diacruninating  duty  of  five  cents? 

It  appears  to  nie,  moreover,  that  the  case  is  now  reversed,  and  that  this 
proceeding  of  ours  is  liable,  on  the  score  of  principle,  to  precisely  the  same 
objections  which  I  have  been  urging,  ever  sine-*  1  have  been  here,  against 
the  one  dollar  duty  on  the  part  of  Spain.  She  had  departed  Iroin  her  ■ 
general  system  to  make  her  duty  equal  to  ours,  which  made  it  an  excltisive 
one  ;  and  we  bavsf  now  done  the  same  thing  in  regard  to  her. 

But,  in  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that,  by  your  deipatah  No. 
21,  under  4iate  of  the  S5th  of  April  last,  i  was  Mthoriaed  to  propose  the 
v$ry  arrangement  which  I  had  already  made,  excepting  only  that  it  was 
to  b<B  carried  into  execution,  on  our  part,  in  a  different  way  from  that 
prescribed  by  the  law  under  which  I  had  proceeded. 

The  following  is  the  authority  alluded  to  :  "  If,  however,  the  Govern- 
ment of  Spain  will  take  off  tlu;  discriminaling  duty,  you  may  stipulate 
that  tlio  President  will  Hninodirifnly  recommend  to  Congress  the  passage 
of  a  law  abolishing  the  toimage  duty  on  Spanish  vessels  arriving  in  our 
ports.  , 

I  have  only  to  add  that  I  hope  the  l^resitlent,  in  considerahi  tn  of  the 
situation  in  which  I  am  placed  here,  will  excuse  the  anxiety  1  leel  on 
thics  question,  liiul  alio  that  he  will  recommend  the  necessary  alteration, 
provided  he  shall  agree  with  me  that  Congress  has  cumniitteti  an  error..

Sir:  Since  lui.vaidin^  my  last  despatch,  1  have  seen  Mr.  McLaue's 
circular  to  the  collectors  in  relation  to  the  tonnage  duties  on  Spanish 
vessels,  under  date  of  the  18th  of  October  last,  by  which  I  am  reminded 
ikf  another  defect  the  act  of  Congress  ot^  that  subject,  passed  in  July 
last. 

The  act,  like  thoBe  in  regard  to  other  natiohs,  should  have  provided 
that  the  repeal  of  the  duties  on  our  part  should  be  considered  as  taking 
effect  from  ,the  time  that  the  abolition'  on  the  part  of  this  Government 
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went  into  ofieratloD.  For  example,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  act  of  the 
90th  of  Apntf  1818,  respecting  the  Netherlands. 

By  my  despateb  No.  41,  bearing  date  the  7th  of  August  last,  and  the 
accompanjing  correflpofdenee,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  royal  order  of  the 
29th  of  April  last  commenced  its  operation  on  the  10th  of  May,  the  day 
of  its  official  protmilgation  ;  and  that  it  was  understood  that  the  ooiTe- 
iponding;  art  on  our  part  should  tnkp  e fleet  from  the  same  time. 

!  ennnot  but  feel  confident  that  the  errors  pointed  out  in  this  and  my 
pi  ecediag  despatch  will  be  corrected  during  the  present  ^saion  of  Con- 
gress.

such  goods  as  the  ollicers  and  crews  of  the  vessels  may  want  lo  have  con- 
verted into  wearing  apparel  for  their  own  use.  But  it  is  expected  that

present  the  seamen,  or  others  subordinate  to  them,  from  abusing  this  per- 
mission, to  the  prejudice  nf  the  royal  revenue.

Sir  :  The  quarantine  regulations  of  Spain,  w  hich  were  adopted  in  c  on- 
sequence i)(  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  in  other  countries,  have,  after 
much  exertion,  at  last  been  modifieid.  Many  of  our  vessels  having  been 
refused  admittance  in  the  ports  of  this  country  under  any  conditions 
whatever,  I  forward  a  translation  of  the  late  order,  that  the  alteration 
may  become  generally  known  to  our  merchants. 

•  1  deem  it  proper, 'also,  to  send  you  a  translation  of  an  important  com- 
mercial, order,  and  a  copy  of  my  remonstrance  against  the  same.  The 
execution  of  tiie  order  has  already  been  suspended,  which  is  the  common 
mode  of  revoking  an  order  which  has  but  just  been  issued,  or  rather  is 
a  substitute  for  such  revocation.  I  believe  some  of  the  other  foreign 
ministers  aho  protested  against  the  contemplated  measure. 

In  irldition  la  the  documents  above  mentioned,  I  forward  some  pa])ers 
whicli  have  been  put  into  my  hands,  showins  the  iniprisonnient  of  Mr. 
Carr,  at  Tangiers,  by  Mr.  Leib,  and  the  tieaiment  given  to  the  unfortu- 
nate prisoner. 

I  Icani  generally  that  the  cause  of  Mr.  Can's  imprisonment  was  tlu* 
discharge  of  a  ^un  at  Mr.  Leib,  but  from  which  the  latter  fortunately 
received  no  serious  injury. 

I  also  understand  that  Mr.  Leib  had  gone  to  Cadiz  to  procure  certain 
presents  he.ceS8ary  to  be  given  on  his  official  reception,  and  that,  besides 
leaving  Mr.  Carr  in  the  situation  described  jn  the  accompanying  papers, 
he  bad  left  the  consulate  in  the  hands  of  a  refugee  Spaniard,  which  has 
gi\  en  a  very  Tfew impression  of  him  here. 

This  case  not  being  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  of  our  legations,  and 
this  information  having  come  to  me,  I  have  deemed  it  ray  duty  to  com- 
municate it  to  you  for  the  information  of  the  President.

Sir  :  Having  seen  in  the  newspapers  of  this  citjr  a  royal  order  under 
date  of  the  2d  of  January  last,  for  the  prevention  of  smuggling,  I  deem 
"it  my  duty,  as  the  representative  of  the  United  States,  without  further 
delay,  respectfully  to  I'cqiiest  of  ffis  Mijesty's  Government  that  the  said 
order  may  not  he  put  in  execution,  and  to  state,  in  brief  and  general 
teriiKS,  the  reasons  tor  making  this  request. 

The  regulations  prescribed  by  the  order  to  the  owners  and  niasters  of 
foreign  vessels  destined  for  the  })orts  of  Spain  are  intricate,  vexatious, 
difficult  of  execution,  and  entirely  novel  in  the  annals  of  commerce  ; 
while,  at  the  same  liine,  the  most  tri^in^  iailure  of  compliance  is  punish- 
ed with  the  severest  penalties. 

It  is  believed  that  no  nation  requires,  on  the  arrival  of  a  foreign  vessel, 
any  thing  more  than  the  usual  regular  papers,  to  exhibit  the  national 
character,  ownership,  command,  the  place  of  departure,  and  the  destina- 
tioQ  of  such  vessel,  together  with  a  proper  manifest  of  the  cargo,  to  be 
made  and  delivered  by  the  master.  Beyond  these  precaafions,  every 
nation  ought  to  rely  upon  the  vigilance  and  fidelity  of  its  own  officers  to 
guard  against  frauds  of  every  kind. 

The  order,  in  imposing  these  singular  regulations,  to  be  complied  with 
in  a  foreign  country  preparatory  to  the  sailing  of  a  vessel  of  such  coun- 
try for  a  port  in  Spain,  in  the  face  of  the  world,  casts  the  imputation  of 
smuggling  upon  the  foreigners  who  come  in  a  friendly  manner  to  trade 
with  Spain,  while  it  is  a  fact  known  to  every  person  acquainted  w  ith  tiie 
subject,  that  smuggling  in  all  countries  is  principally  carried  on  by  the 
inhabitants  of  such  countries,  respectively. 

ISIoreovcr,  the  provisions  in  (|Ucstion,  by  being  not  only  contrary  to  the 
established  usage  and  courtesy  between  civilized  and  friendly  nations  in 

general,  but  wholly  at  variaiiee  with  the  terms  upon  which  Spain  herself 
as  hitherto  permitted  their  commerce  with  her,  can  be  viewed  in  no 
other  light  than  as  the  adoption  on  her  part  of  a  partial  non-intercourse ; 
beeaase  soch  commerce,  by  being  permitted  hereafter  only  on  the  condi- 
tion of  a  compliance  with  these  extraordinary  and  unexpected  require- 
ments, w  ill  necessarily  be  materially  restricted.  \ 

And,  tinally,  as  it  respects  the  United  States,  the  order  would  be,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  impossible  of  execution,  since  in  many  of  their  ports  * 
there  are  no  consuls  or  vice  consuls  of  Spain.

Sir  :  In  regard  to  political  affairs,  generally,  in  this  country,  there  is 
nothing  particularly  new.  The  act  oi  swearing  allegiance  to  the  King's 
eldest  dau[!;hter,  by  the  deputies  from  the  different  cities  ant!  (  orporations 
in  the  kiiui^iom,  and  hy  a  representation  of  the  nobility,  and  also  of  the 
clerc^y,  is  lo  take  place  on  the  2Utli  of  this  month.  Great  preparations 
are  iiiiikin<;,  and  the  ceremonies,  as  well  as  the  fetes  (consequent  there- 
upon, will  be  very  splendid. 

The  King's  brother,  Don  Carlos,  is  at  present  at  Lisbon,  but  is  going 
to  embark  soon  for  Italy,  as  his  intention  is  to  reside  at  Rome.  The  Kiiig 
eonflents  to  tUs^  aad,  I  believe,  so  far  as  it  regards  personal  and  pecu- 
niary  matters,  treats  him  kindly,  notwithstanding  that  he  has  positively 
declined  to  take  the  oath  of  alleztance  to  the  young  princess. 

I  have  just  received,  by  the  way  of  Gibraltar,  a  duplicate  of  your  de- 
spatch No.  40,  of  the  12th  of  April,  the  original  of  which  has  been  for- 
warded by  Mr.  Middleton,  who  has  not  yet  arrived,  but  has  written  to 
me  from  Paris,  and  will  be  here  within  a  short  time. 

Our  commerce  with  Spain,  and  particularly  with  the  island  of  Cuba, 
has  not  been  lost  sight  of,  and  I  forward  a  copy  of  a  note  addressed  by 
me  to  IMr.  Zea  Bermudez,  after  his  coming  into  the  ministry,  embracing 
the  subject  irf^nerally. 

I  could  not  have  pressed  it  to  much  advantage,  during  my  exertions 
for  the  last  six  months,  on  the  question  of  the  claims,  had  there  been  no 
other  difficulties.  But  the  fact  is,  that,  in  c(»nsequence  of  the  changes 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  Finance  Departiiientj  the  subject  of  duties 
has  lain  without  much  attention  since  the  month  of  September  last.  I 
understand,  howerer,  that  the  system  is  now  to  undergo  a  general  revi- 
sion,  both  as  it  respects  the  Penmsula  and  the  colonies ;  and  from  the  de- 
parture of  Mr.  Silliman  until  receiving  an  answer  to  this  despatch,  I  shall 
constantly  exert  myself  to  procure  some  alterations  favorable  to  the 
United  States,  at  least  so  far  as  regards  the  island  of  Cuba.

LBOATtoar  of  the  U.  S.  or  Amuica, 

Madrid^  December  10,  1832. 

Sir  :  On  the  1st  of  July,  1830, 1  had  the  honor  to  address  a  note  to  Mr. 
Salmon,  then  IT  is  Catholic  Mnjesty's  first  Secretary  of  State,  in  relation 
to  the  coraniei  cial  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  and 
proposing  to  enter  into  a  convention  lor  the  regulation  oi  ilie  same,  on  the 
principles  ol  a  lair  ami  just  reciprocity.  To  that  note  Mr.  Salmon  rej)lied 
on  the  Zbih.  of  January,  1831,  declining,  on  the  part,  of  llis  Majesty's 
Government,  the  proposed  arrangement.  .      *  • 

On  the  1st  of  December,  1831, 1  addressed  another  note  to  Mr.  Sal- 
mon, proposing  simply  a  mutual  repeal  of  the  diserimiDating  duties  of 
tonnage ;  in  eonsequence  of  whieb,  this  arrangement  was  adopted  by  the 
royal  order  of  the  S9th  of  Aprillast. 

On  the  14th  of  August  last,  I  made  a  representation  to  your  excellen- 
cy's predecessor,  the  Count  de  Alcudia,  in  regar  d  to  the  high  duties  gene- 
rally upon  importations  into  Spain,  but  especially  the  enormous  discrimi- 
nation between  importations  in  foreign  and  national  vessels ;  and,  more- 
over, complaining  of  the  unjust  excess  of  the  duties  exacted  upon  certain 
articles  when  imported  from  the  United  States,  over  those  in  cases  of  im- 
portations of  the  same  kind  of  articles  from  other  countries.  And  on  the 
15th  of  October  last,  I  made  a  communication  to  Mr.  Cafranga,  on  the 
subject  of  the  trade  of  the  United  States  with  the  Spanish  islands  in 
America. 

Having  received  no  answer  to  either  of  these  two  last  comnnmieations, 
and  supposing  them  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  1  have 
deemed  it  expedient  to  send  new  translations  of  the  same  herewith,  for 
jour  excellency's  perusal. 

It  If  ill  be  percetTed  that  the  object  of  this  note  is  to  point  jour  excel- 
lencj  to  the  correspondence,  which  will  at  once  laj  open  the  real  state  of 
the  questions  of  a  commercial  nature  now  pending  between  our  respective 
countries. 

I  beg  leave  to  add  that,  in  the  consideration  of  the  subjects  referred  to,  I 
trust  His  Majesty's  Government  will  give  due  weight  to  the  fact  that  the 
United  States  have  lately  adopted  a  new  tariff  of  duties,  to  take  effect  on 
the  4th  of  March  next,  which  is  highly  calculated  to  favor  importations 
of  thp  produce  and  manufacture  of  Spain  and  her  colonies.  Of  this  tariff 
I  wouid  send  your  excellency  a  copy,  had  1  not  perceived  by  the  Gazette 
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of  Madrid,  of  the  15th  of  last  month,  that  His  Majesty's  consul  general 
in  the  United  States  had  communicated  to  this  Government  the  friendly 
and  favorable  provisions  which  it  contains.

Sir  :  I  have  the  hondr  to  send  you  an  account  of  the  ceremonies  which 
took  place  the  20th  last  month,  on  the  occasion  of  the  swearing  allegianee 
to  the  King's  daughter,  or  the  ^*Jvra,"  as  it  is  called  here,  and  also  of  the 
l^es  which  succeeded  that  act.  It  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery, the  translator  to  the  legation,  paTtlv  from  his  own  observation, 
and  partly  from  Spanish -accounts  published  here;  and  having  myself  wit- 
nessed the  transactions  alluded  to,  i  can  pronounce  the  account  to  be  sub- 
stantially correct. 

Mr.  Middleton  arrived  here  on  the  23d  June,  and  may  be  considered 
as  having  commenced  his  duties  as  secretary  of  the  les^ation  from  that  day. 

The  despatches  from  your  Department,  to  No.  44,  iiu  lusive,  have 
been  duly  received,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  37  and  38,  which  have  not

Sir  :  Since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch  iiutliinj;^  new  has  occurred 
here  <>f  much  importance.  The  King's  health  remains  much  in  the  same 
state,  tiiough,  I  fear,  not  impromng.  The  present  ministeiij  remain  firm 
in  their  jdaces.  ' 

The  uiiairs  of  Portugal  bid  fair  to  continue  for  some  time  longer  in 
their  present  unsettled  state.  Lisbon  appears  now  to  he  in  the  situation 
in  which  Oporto  has  longbeen-^e  besiegers  not  strong  enou|^  to  take 
lite  place,  and  the  possessors  not  strong  enou^  to  attack  the  former. 
Don  Miguel  appears  to  possess  the  count^  generally,  with  the  exeeption 
of  ^e  two  plapes  mentioned. 

I  have  been,  and  am  still,  pressing  upon  this  Government  the  subject 
of  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  I  am 
assured  that  it  is  under  serious  consideration. 

I  am,  however,  mudi  embarrassed  1^  the  complaints  of  the  non-lfittl- 
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ment  on  our  part  of  the  arrangement  for  the  abolition  ol  the  discriminating 
tonnage  duties,  and  some  of  the  persons  attached  to  the  office  of  Finance 
have  even  proposed  to  reinstate  that  dulj.  But  Mr.  Zea  Bermudcz 
will,  as  I  fully  beUeve,  prevent  any  measures  on  that  point,  in  conse- 
quenee  of  my  assunneeB  that  our  Government,  at  the  approaebing  session 
of  Congress,  will  provide  for  the  admission  of  Spanisii  vessels  into  our 
ports,  like  our  own,  free  of  tonnage  duty ;  in  other  words,  free  of  any 
discriminating  tonnage  duty,  as  ours  are  admitted  here,  and  also  for 
the  repayment  of  all  tonnage  duty  money  that  may  have  been  exacted 
sincer  the  10th  of  May  of  last  year  ;  provided  that  the  act  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  Congress,  and  wbich  I  have  not  yet  met  with,  entitled 
An  act  for  refunding'  ajoy  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  which  may 
have  been  collected  on  the  vessels  of  Spain,  France,  or  Portuc;al,  subse- 
quent to  the  abolition  of  such  duties  by  either  of  those  nations  on  vessels 
of  the  L  lilted  States,"  should  not  prove  suflicii  nt  for  that  purpose. 

This  pledge  I  have  considered  myself  authorized  to  give  by  Mr.  Liv- 
ingston's despatcli  to  me,  (No.  40,)  under  date  of  the  12th  of  April  last ; 
for  a  particular  understanding  of  which  despatch,  and  of  the  grounds  on 
which  we  have  failed  in  executing  the  arrangement  in  question,  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  you  to  my  despatches  Nos.  47  and  45,  under  the  dates  of  the 
12th  and  1 7th  of  December  last. 

It  would  gratify  me  if  you  would  have  the  goodness  also  to  pergse  the 
three  paragraphs  preceding  the  two  last  in  mj  despatch  No*  43,  of  the 
6th  of  October  last, and  the  document  (marked  B)  accompanying  that  de- 
spatch, together  with  the  second  paragr^h  of  Mr.  Livingston's  despatch 
to  me,  (No.  dl,)  of  the  25th  of  Ap^A  183$.  J  makethis  request  beeaxue 
all  those  relate  to  this  point. 

1  trust,  however,  that  this  business  will  be  put  right  when  Congress 
meets,  and  the  earlier  in  the  session  it  can  be  done,  the  better  it  wUL  be 
for* our  concerns  here.  ;  -  -

.  Sib  :  The  King  of  Spain,  as  I  have  had  the  honor  already  to  inform 
jou  by  private  letter,  died  on  Sunday,  the  29th  ultimo,  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  aAernoon.  His  remains  left  Madrid  this  moming  at  fiw 
o'clock  for  the  Escurial,  the  place  of  interment  of  the  royal  family. 

I  forward,  herewith,  translations  of  all  the  oflicinl  tu  ts  of  the  Govern- 
ment which  have  hitherto  been  promulgated.  ]''\  (  i  \  ihing  here  is  perfectly 
tranquil,  and  nothing  appears  as  yet  to  indiL  .itc  iIh  contrary.  It  is  sup- 
posed, liou  (  ver,  that  the  friends  of  Don  Cai  \us  ]ia\ c  despatched  expresses 
to  ium,  Oil  the  receipt  oi  whicii  he  wjii  enter  the  kingdom,  and  assert  his 
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claim  to  the  throne.  A  week  or  (wo  will  determiiie  whether  the  present 
•tote  of  tranquillity  wilt  eontinae. 

I  suppose  the  practice  to  be  for  the  respective  Goremments  t6  forward 
new  credentials  to  their  representatives  on  the  death  of  the  sovereign  at 
whose  court  those  representatives  were  accredited ;  and  probably  it  may 
be  more  necessary  here  thian  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  a  monarch  in  a 
constitutional  Government.  But  this  the  President  will^  of  course, 
understand. 

1  shall  continue  to  transact  the  business  of  the  legation  with  the  exist- 
ing Government  while  thinp^s  remain  in  their  present  state  ;  though  1 
shall  expect  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  possible  with  new  credentials,  if 
that  should  be  deemed  to  he  tlie  usual  and  proper  course,  and  also  such 
general  instructions  as  the  President  may  deem  it  proper  to  give  willi 
reference  to  the  possible  dispute  that  may  arise  in  regard  to  the  succession. 

I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  aliairs  of  Portupja!  are  drawing  to  a 
close.  General  BouniionL  lias  left  the  service  ol  lion  Miguel;  and  it  is 
believed  that  negotiations  are  on  foot,  if  not  by  this  time  concluded,  for 
the  retirement  of  Miguel*  After  the  loss  of  the  whole  of  his  marinei 
together  with  the  capital  of  the  kingjdom,  he  has  found  himself  unable  to 
contepd  longer  ageinst  his  opponent,  aided,  as  the  latter  is,  by  England 
and  France*

The  communicaiioii  between  this  and 
France  by  the  usual  route  is  almost  entirely  obstructed,  though  the  cou- 
riers to  and  from  the  seTeral  foreign  ministers  here  have  as  yet  been 
permitted  to  pass. 

,  All  the  captains  general  of  Hie  provinces,  and  all  the  military  com- 
manders, have  dedared  in  fevor  of  the  Queen ;  and  as  jet'  none  have 
proved  faithless  to  their  pledges.  There  was  at  one  time  some  suspicion 
of  General  Sarsfield,  from  the  delay  in  receiving  bis  answer  to  the  official 
notice  of  the  King's  dealhy  but  it  proved  groundless.  His  answer  and 
pledge  were  promptly  given,  and,  as  he  supposed,  forwarded  to  Madrid, 
but  the  messenger,  having  been  bribed,  carried  them  to  Don  Carlos  in 
Pnrttj^nl  Tfiis  officer,  witii  about  4,000  troops,  has  been  ordered  n£i;ain9t 
the  Carlists  in  arms  in  the  North,  f^nfl  it  is  supposed  will  arrive  at  Vic- 
toria to-morrow,  or  next  day,  whicli  })iace  is  occupied  hy  the  other  party. 

The  opposition  have  as  yet  no  commanders  of  distinction,  thou<jh  they 
have  some  partisan  leaders  who  are  not  destitute  of  talents  and  expe- 
rience. One  ot  tlie  best  of  them,  however,  Don  Santos  Ladron,  was 
surprised  and  made  prisoner  about  ten  days  ago,  and  has  since  been  shot 
at  Panipeluna. 

The  young  Queen,  by  the  title  of  Donna  Isabella  11.,  was  3'edterday 
proclaimed  in  several  of  6ie  public  squares  in  this  city,  according  to  the 
manner  and  with  the  pomp  heretofore  practised,   l  will,  with  my  nexi 

despatch,  send  you  a  particular  account  of  the  ceremonies  on  the  occasion. 

The  ministers  of  the  King  all  remain  in  office,  with  the  exception  of 
Count  Ofatia,  whose  continuance  was  considered  incompatible  with  the 
e\v^roi«p  of  the  new  office  to  which  he  was  assigned  by  the  King's  will. 
Zca  Bermudez  has  the  entire  coniidence  of  the  Queen  Kegent,  and  there 
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is  no  doubt  of  his  retaining  it,  and  remaining  firm  in  his  office,  provided 
be  succeeds  in  promptly  putting  down  the  existing  armed  opposition. 
Should  he  fail  in  this,  anieiirs  may  talce  a  turp^  which  it  is  now  not  eyen 
possible  to  conjecture. 

The  French  Government  is  coUacting  an  army  on  th^  frontiers,  which, 
it  is  understood,  will  be  ready  to  enter  Spain,  whenever  the  Queen  Be- 
gent  shall  make  a  request  to  that  e£fect.  F^rom  a  knowledge,  however, 
ot^e  policy  and  principles  of  Zea  Bermudez,  paiticularly  in  respect  to 
foreign  interference,  as  well  as  from  the  dcsiro  whirh  he  must  naturally 
fe-^l  to  carry  the  business  through  without  such  iiitt  i  ference,  I  have  no 
kl(  a  that  the  aid  of  France  will  he  called  for,  except  under  desperate^ 
c  i; cumstances,  and  as  the  last  resort}  and  there  yet  appears  no  proba- 
iliiity  of  the  arrival  oi  su<  h  a  crisis. 

I  believe  i  was  raistak*  n  in  stating  in  one  of  my  late  despatches  that 
the  two  brothers  lu  I'oi  tugal  were  negotiaung  for  the  retirement  of  Mi- 
guel. It  since  appears  that  Miguel  at  that  time  absolutely  refused  to 
enter  into  the  negotiation,  and  that  this  was  one  of  the  principal  causes 
of  difference  between  him  and  Marshal  Boqrmont.  On  the  10th  of  this 
mpnth  a  pqrtipn  of  the  troops  of  Don  Pedro  maide  a  sortie,  and  beat  those 
<^  Miguel ;  on  the  1 1th  the  same  thing  was  repeated,  with  still  more  suc-^ 
c^ss;  and  on  the  12th  Miguel  was  retreating  with  the  remains  of  his 
army  towards  Santarem,  at  which  place  he  is  now  supposed  to  be,  though 
in  what  state  precisely  is  not^  known.  Owing  to  the  present  obstruction 
of  the  intercourse  with  Portugal,  nothing  certain  has  been  beard  here  of 
the  events  of  the  last  day  mentioned,  nor  of  wliat  may  have  occurred 
since,  though ;it  is  be^ieyed  tha(  the  bHsi|^.ss  is  nisarly,  if  not  wholly,  at 
an  end. 

October  31. — On  Sunday  last  (27th)  was  executed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  a  very  important  measure — the  disarmament  of  the  royalist 
volunteers  in  this  place.  They  were  aliout  three  thousand  in  number, 
and  were  taken  by  surprise,  as  the  fust  liotice  they  had  of  the  intention 
of  the  Goveiiiiiieiit  to  disarm  them  at  this  time  was  the  a]>peaiance  at 
their  several  barracks  of  corps  of  the  royal  guard,  headed  by  officers  au- 
thorized to  demand  and  take  possession  of  their  arms.  The  royalists 
were,  however,  greatly  excited,  and  in  one  or  two  places  proceeded  to 
actual  resistance,  in  consequeince  of  which  several  lives  were  lost.  The 
whole  city  was  in  a  state  of  anxiety  and  alarm  through  the  whole  of  Sun- 
day and  Sunday  night,  and  also  Monday ;  but  the  object  has  been  ac- 
complished without  any  serious  obstruction,  or  any  great  disturbance  of 
the  public  quiet. 

The  corps  of  royalist  volunteers  Was  established  by  the  regency  in 
1823,  while  the  King  was  at  Cadiz,  for  the  object  of  defending  the  ab- 
solute monarcliy  ;  and,  as  the  establishments  were  voluntary,  none  but 
the  most  inveterate  royalists  were  enrolled.  'J'he  number  inscribed  on 
the  rolls  of  the  corps  throughout  the  kingdom  was  about  460,000,  but 
there  were  only  about  100,000  actually  armed.  '  Those  of  the  provinces 
of  Galliciaand  Catalonia  were  disarmed  last  w  iiiier,  ami,  since  the  King's 
death,  the  disarmament  has  agaia  been  commenced,  aiid  is  now  proceeding 
in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  officers  and  soldiers  of  this  corps 
9re  almost  wholly  on  the  side  of  Don  Carlos,  from  which  eanse,  as  well 
as  their  uniformly  insultiug  and  oppressive  deportment  towards  the  liberals, 
they  are  now  objects  of  peiMtttiia  hjf,ihm  lunar  clasiet  ef  the  latter 
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pftrty.  Some  of  them  cannot,  for  the  present,  remain  in  their  own 
houses,  but  are  concealed  in  other  places*  The  measure  of  disarming  and 
disbanding  them  has  again  raised  the  spirit  of  the  fib^nds  in  favor  of  the 
Queen. 

Having  omitted- to  close  this  despatch,  for  want  of  an  opportunity  to 
forward  it,  I  have  now  ready,  and  herewith  forward,  an  account  of  the 
ceremonies  of  the  proclamation  of  the  youn<:;  Queen,  and  also  translations 
of  several  royal  decrees,  some  of  which  will  be  of  no  interest  to  our 

Government  except  as  an  indicatfon  of  the  inarrli  of  things  here.  The 
new  Minister  of  the  Interior  (Fomento)  appears  determined  to  make  a 
show  at  lea^t.  md  it  appears  probable  that  he  will  actually  originate  some 
valuable  reiorms. 

The  Frcncli  ambassadoi  sends  a  courier  this  evening,  by  whom  this 
despatch  will  be  forwarded  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Livingston,  at  Paris. 

I  have  just  learned  that  accounts,  which  are  considered  as  certain,  have 
to-day  been  received  of  an  attack  made,  or  attempted,  by  some  of  the 
troops  of  Don  Pedro  upon  the  army  of  Don  Miguel,  at  Santarem,  and  the 
repulse  of  the  former.'  It  is  said  that  there  were  twenty-three  boats, 
with  soldiers,  artiUeiy,  &c.  of  the  Pedroites ;  and  that  twelve  of  them, 
with  die  soldien  and  artillery  Ivfaich  tfaey  contained,  were  captured  by 
the  Migoelites.

Sir:  Since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch,  the  anned  opposition  to  tlie 
north  of  this  has  been  increasing  in  numbers,  and  the  movementh  oi  the 
army  under  General  Sarsfield  hixw  been  very  slow.  On  the  2d  of  this 
months  this  officer  left  Burgos  with  his  whole  force,  or  nearly  the  whole 
of  it,  to  march,  as  it  was  supposed,  upon  Victoria,  the  head-quarters  of 
the  other  party ;  but,  on  ihe  4th,  he  returned  to  Burgos,  after  having  been 
tiesriy  half  way  to  Vieloria.  This  retrograde  movement  excited  great 
surprise,  and  has  not  been  satisfaetorily  exjfdained.  It  appears,  however^ 
that,  on  the  ISth,  he  again  marehed  from  Burgos  towards  Vietorta,  and 
to-day  we  have  the  nt  wsof  his  advanced  guard  having  encountered  a 
larp;e  body  of  the  Carlists,  and,  with  very  little  loss,  dispersed  them,  about 
eight  leagues  §nm  ¥i€$mH^   A  gasetto  exiraordinaiy  will  be  iasaed  this 
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evening,  giving  the  partieulars,  one  of  the  ntnnbers  of  which  will  aeeoiii> 

pany  this  despatch. 

The  Minister  of  War,  General  Cruz,  resigned  his  office  the  day  belore 
yesterday,  and  hah  been  succeeded  by  General  Tarco  del  Voile,  a  man 
of  respectable  talents  and  liberal  principles.  General  Crnz  was  a  par- 
ticular fr  iend  and  sujtpoi  tcr  of  Zea  Bermuilez,  but  the  clamor  of  the  army 
and  of  the  public  against  him  was  so  great  that  he  was  obliged  to  retire. 

Zea  Bermudez  has  lost  none  of  the  confidence  of  the  Queen  Regent ; 
but)  at  the  same  time,  there  h  reason  to  beliere  that  he  will  not  remain 
a  great  while  in  the  plaee  he  now  holds.  The  opposition  against  him, 
both  of  theCarlists  and  the  Liberals,  ts  increasing,  and  appears  almost  ir* 
resistible.  His  position,  therefore,  is  a  very  unpleasant  one,  and  I  think 
be  will  before  long  retire  from  it.

Your  despatch  No.  50  has  been  received,  and  I  am  now  preparing  a 
note  to  th6.niiatster  on  the  subject  of  it.  I  think  I  shall  be  able  to  get  a 
deeisian  very  soon.  '  ^ 

I  have  also  to  inform  you  that  I  have  at  last  receired  the  Louisiana 
papers ;  that  is,  such,  of  them,  1  am  assured,  as  ean  be  found.  I  believe 
aome  of  them  will  prove  important.  I  am  examining  them,  and,  in  a  few 
days,  will  forward  them,  together  with  some  remarks  that  i  will  offer  upon 
tkeir  contents. 

I  send,  herewith,  a  translation  of  a  royal  decree,  confiscating  all  the 
property  of  Don  Carlos,  havinic  forgotten  to  do  it  beforo.  This  prinro 
still  remains  in  Portugal,  and  has  greatly  disappointed  his  p i?(y  hy  his 
want  of  valot  ;iih!  intrepidity.

Hod.  Louis  McLane,  Secretary  qf  State : 

Sir  :  Having  ia  my  last  demtch  aonounced  the  receipt  of  a  portion  of 
the  papers  wanted  relating  to  Louisiana,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  forward 
such  of  them  as  have  been  furnished  by  this  Government,  after  repeated 

aj^ications  made  by  me,  in  pursuance  of  the  iQStructions  contained  in  Mr. 
Van  Buren's  despatch  No.  11,  under  date  of  the  14th  of  May,  1830. 

The  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  with  this  Government  on 
the  subject  is  contained  in  my  notes  to  Mr.  Salmon  of  the  2d  August,  and 
2d  of  November,  1830,  copies  of  which  were  forwarded  to  your  Depart* 
ment  with  my  despatch  No.  10,  of  the  15th  of  the  binie  Novomber  :  my 
note  to  Mr.  Calomardc,  of  tlie  18th  of  .January,  18»i2,  a  copy  of  which 
was  forwarded  with  my  despatch  No.  26,  of  the  25th  of  the  same  Jan- 
uary, or  with  No.  27,  of  tlie  20th  of  February  of  the  same  year  :  Mr. 
Calomarde's  note  to  me  of  tlie  15th  of  the  same  February,  a  translation 
of  which  wns  forwarded  with  the  abo\  c-nicnUuiied  despatch  No.  27  ; 
and  Ml .  Zeu  iieruiudez'  note  of  the  5th  of  last  month,  and  my  reply 
thereto  of  the  30th,  copies  qf  which  are  herewith  forwarned.  Indepen- 
dently of  this  correspondence,  numerous  verbal  and  informal  written 
applications  have  been  made  by  me  on  this  subject. 

The  documents  received  are  but  few,  and  even  of  some  of  these  you 
already  have  copies.  But,  from  the  cursory  examination  I  have  been  able 
to  make  of  them,  I  think  the  new  ones  will  not  be  found  unimportant. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  order  of  22d  of  October,  1798,  refers  to 
a  former  one,  as  of  the  24th  of  August,  1774,  but  this  is  evidently  a  mis- 
recital,  since  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  year  inserted  should  have 
been  1770.  I  thouirht  at  first  it  was  an  error  in  rf>pying,  but  1  have  in- 
spected the  original  order  at  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office,  and  hud  it 
in  the  same  way  ;  and  I  have  discovered,  what  you  will  also  perceive, 
that  Governor  Gayoso  de  Lemos,  in  his  correspondence  with  Morales,  but 
a  few  months  after  the  date  of  the  order  of  17JJ8,  refers  to  this  very  mistake. 
But  this  can  be,  after  all,  of  little  consequent i  ,  since,  if  an  order  of  the 
year  1774  should  be  deemed  to  have  existed,  its  provisions  will,  by  the 
recital  ot  them,  appeal  to  have  been  the  same  in  this  respect  as  those  in 
^e  order  of  1770. 

The  application  made  by  me  to  this  Government  for  the  papers  in 
question  having  been  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  and  also  Mr.  Wirt's  list  of  the  documents  wanted,  I  sup- 
pose the  general  declaration  in  the  note  of  Mr.  Zea  Bermudez,  thattfaoee 
furnished  to  me  are  all  that  can  be  found,  will  supersede  the  necesaity  of 
several  particular  negative  certificates  mentioned  by  Mr.  Wirt. 

The  documents  received  by  ine,  and  which  are  herewith  forwardedi 
are  fifteen  in  number,  and  all  contain  my  certificates  as  to  the  signature 
of  Mr.  Zea  Bermiidez,  and  to  his  cAJiv'v.il  i'h:n-<)vtiT.

^fimslation  of  a  note  from  the  principal  Secrefari/  of  State  of  Her 

CaihoUc  M$^esty  to  ike  Minister  of  the  United  States,

At  THE  P  A I  A (  K  Xuven^er  5,  1 833. 

Sir  :  In  consequence  of  the  communicaiion  made  to  your  excellency 
on  the  14th*  of  February  of  last  year,  in  reply  to  the  notes  addressed  by 
you  to  this  Department,  requesting  to  be  furnished  with  the  documents 
mentioned  therein,  in  order  that  the  courts  of  justice  of  the  United  States 
might  be  enabled  to  decide  u])on  the  merits  of  certain  claims  to  lands  situ- 
ated in  Louisiana,  a  scrupulous  examination  has  been  made  by  intelligent 
persons  appointed  by  Her  Majesty  for  the  purpose,  of  the  files  of  papers 
that  bare  been  fi>ond  in  this  Department,  and  of  those  which,  in  conse- 
quence of  Her  Majesty^s  orders^  were  transmitted  tome  by  the  Ministers 
of  Grace  and  Justice,  of  War,  and  of  Badenda  de  Indiat. 

A  Aer  a  most  minute  examination  of  those  papers,  agreeably  to  the  note 
or  li  st  furnishe^l  by  your  excellency,  no  other  documents  ha\  e  been  found 
of  the  kind  descritied  in  said  list,  than  those  the  copies  of  which  I  have 
herewith  the  honor  to  send  to  you,  duly  certified,  to  the  end  that  they  may 
be  available  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

On  transmitting  to  your  excellency  these  documents,  I  am  directed  by 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent  to  request  that  you  will  express  to  your 
Government,  in  her  royal  name,  how  very  satisfactory  it  would  have 
been  to  Her  Majesty  that  their  wishes  in  regard  to  the  docunieins  allud- 
ed to  could  have  been  more  fully  complied  with  ;  because  the  delivery  of 
tliciu,  besides  being  only  consistent  with  the  amicable  relations  existing 
between  the  two  GovertHiicnts,  would  be  a  tribute  due  to  the  right  admin- 
istration of  justice  in  the  suits  pending  before  the  tribunals  of  the  United 
States  in  relation  to  the  cessions  of  lands.  Her  Majesty  is  not  ignorant 
that  the  dioicuments  qsked  for  as  relating  to  Louisiana  are  not  (as  is  op- 
portunely remarked  by  your  excellency)  those  the  delivery  of  which 
was  provided  for  by  article  2d  of  the  treaty  of  32d  February,  1819,  and 
which  were  understood  to  be  those  existing  in  the  arehlverof  Eastern 
«nd  Western  Florida  only.  But  Her  Majesty,  for  the  reasons  above  stat- 
ed,' would  gladly  have  furnished  ail  the  documents  contained  in  that  list, 
and  any  others  that  might  subsequently  be  asked  for,  if  the  same  could 
have  been  found.  The  confusion  introduced  in  the  public  archives,  and 
in  those  of  the  departments,  by  the  two  precipitate  removals  of  the  Gov- 
ernment at  the  disastrous  })eriods  of  1808  and  1823,  occasioned  tlio  loss 
of  many  of  the  records,  and  a  want  of  order  in  the  others ;  and  the 
arrangement  of  them  is  not  yet  entirely  concluded.  It  is  owing  to  this 
cause  that  the  documents,  which  1  have  now  the  honor  of  sending  you, 
are  not  so  complete  as  Her  Majesty  could  wish.    Besides,  it  is  probabia

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tiltt  mipiy  of  the  papers  demanded  by  your  Goyemment  were  delivered' 
to  France  &t  the  period  when  Louisiana  was  restored  by  Spain  to  the' 
Republic,  which  may  be  the  reason  why  nothing  more  remained  thanr 
some  unconnected  despatches  from  Hor  Majesty's  officers  in  that  colony^ 
and  some  imperfect  rn])ie':,  scattered  tliroKf^h  different  offices,  of  the  or* 
ders  that  have  been  communicated  to  ihexu.  The  archives  of  Louisiana^ 
which  France  must  have  delivered  to  the  United  States  whvu  the  latter 
purchased  that  province,  may  reasonably  be  supposed  to  contain  much  of 
the  information  desired  by  your  Government. 

In  regard  to  the  documents  belonging  to  the  archives  of  the  Floridas, 
'    and  which  your  excellency  suggested  luight  be  found  in  the  island  ofT 
Cuba,  the  necessary  prder  was  communicated  to  the  Captain  General  for- 
bis  furnishing  them,  and  a  duplicate  of  that,  order  was  delivered  to  your 
excellency  by  my  predecessor  in  this  Department. 

The  Captain  General,  under  date  of  tne  30|b  of  August  of.  last  year^ 
informed  Hb  Majesty  that,  in  pursuance  of  His  Majesty's  orders,  he  haa 
appointed  a  commission  to  examine  saidpapers^  and  that  he  had  invited 
the  vice  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Havana,  Mr.  Cleveland,  to  bo 
present  at  the  examination.  The  vice  consul  claimed  the  right  of  in- 
specting the  papers  the  same  manner  as  the  Spanish  commissioners,  an4 
the  Captain  General  intimated  to  biin  that  although  he  was  allowrd  to  1)^ 
present  at  the  inspection,  in  order  to  his  hcing  convinced  of  the  scrupu- 
losity with  which  it  was  executed,  it  ^\  oul(l  be  highly  improper  to  allow 
the  inspection  by  him  of  papers  which  were  supposed  to  contain  part  of 
the  correspondence  of  the  vSpanish  authorities  with  Ilis  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment. Mr.  Cleveland,  however,  insisted  on  the  right  of  examin- 
ing the  papers,  like  the  commissioners.  He  has,  in  consequence,  not 
been  present  at  the  examination  which  was  being  made,  and  which,  when 
concluded,  will  be  followed  by  the  delivery  to  &e  vice  consul,  conform*- 
ably  to  the  desire  of  your  Government,  of  all  the  documents  that  may 
be  found  in  relation  to  article  td  of  the  treaty.  . 

Your  excellency's  Government  will  have  become  acqtiainted  with  the 
correspondence  which  passed  on  this  subject  between  the  Captain  Gen« 
eral  and  the  vice  consul,  and  Her  Majesty  cannot  doubt  that  it  not  onljr 
will  be  patisfied.of  the  disposition  of  that  officer  to  comply  with  the 
royal  order  communicated  to  him,  and  of  the  consideration  with  which 
he  has  treated  the  commissioner  of  the  United  States,  but  that  it  will 
disapprove  of  the  ill-founded  pretensions  of  Mr.  Cleveland. 

The  Queen  Regent  tlattprs  herself  that  tho  Federal  Government  will 
be  fully  persuaded  that,  since  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  1519,  every 
measure  has  been  taken  by  the  Spanish  Government  that  was  deemed 
necessary  for  the  exact  fulfilment  of  article  2d ;  that  the  disputes  w  hich 
arose  on  this  subject  l)et\vecn  the  American  commissioners  and  the  S|)an- 
ish  aiuihoritics  gave  much  pain  to  Her  Majesty;  that  Spain  has  not,  nor 
can  have,  any  interest  in  retaining  documents  as  useless  to  her  as  they 
are  indispensable  to  the  United  >States^  for  the  decision,  according  to  jus* 
lice,  of  claims  relating  to  cessions  of  lands  and  other  incidental  matters 
which  are  occasionally  brought  before  the  tribunals  of  the  Union. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  as- 
^uran-^cs  of  my  distinguished  consideration  and  particular  esteem.  .

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  ibe  receipt  of  your  excel- 
leney^s  note  of  the  15th  instant,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  documents 
applied  for  hy  me  in  behalfofthe  Government  of  the  Ignited  States,  in  my 
notes  of  August's,  1830,  and  the  18th  January,  1883.  And  whUe  I  can- 
not but  regret  that  not  more  of  the  documents  required  have  been  found, 
and  those  now  received  were  not  furnislied  at  an  earlier  period,  I  feel 
^  pleasure  in  being  able  to  express  mjself  satisfied  of  the  desire  of  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  Resent  to  comply,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable, 
with  the  wishes  of  the  United  States  in  this  respect. 

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  your  excellency's  note  which  refers  to  the 
execution  of  the  royal  order  issued  to  the  Captain  General  of  Cuba, 
for  the  deliveiT  of  such  of  the  papers  and  dotuments  belonging  to  the 
archives  of  the  Floridas  as  might  be  found  within  his  jurisdiction,  I  have 
io  observe  that,  not  having  received  from  my  Government  any  instruc- 
tions in  relation  to  the  particular  point  remarked  upon  by  your  excel- 
lency, it  is  not  necessary  for  mc,  at  i\ns  time,  to  enter  into  a  discussion 
of  it,  nor  even  to  express  an  opinion  respecting  the  alleged  pretensions 
of  the  agent  of  the  United  States.  I  beg  leave,  hpwever,  to  make  the 
passing  remark,  that  I  cannot  but  feel  'some  surprise  that  the  eonduct  of 
ibe  Captain  General  should  be  considered  to  have  been  correct  in  invit- 
ing  the  agent  of  the  United  States  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of 
the  papers,  that  he  might  be  convinced  of  the  scrupulosity  with  which  it 
was  made,  and,  at  the  pame  time,  in  proln'biting  him  m>m  doing  that 
which  alone  could  enable  him  to  judge  of  such  scrupulosity. 

But  I  have  received  tecent  instructions  from  the  President  of  the 
X^nited  States  to  address  the  Spanish  Government  upon  another  point 
relating  to  the  execution  of  the  royal  order  above  referred  to,  and 
which  I  will  proceed  forthwith  to  explain. 

It  appears  that  there  are  in  the  possession  of  the  w'idow  of  Don  Vi- 
•ccnte  S.  Pintado,  who  was  the  Spanish  Surveyor  General  for  the  iori- 
das  and  Louisiana,  numerous  and  various  papers  and  documents  relating 
to  the  title  or  possession  of  land  in  the  said  pun  inces,  and  conhibliug 
pniicipally  of  maps,  plans,  surveys,  correspondence,  and  books  of  record 
and  entry.  They  were  prepared  by  Pintado  while  in  the  service 
.and  pay  of  the  Spanish  Government,  and  the  originals  of  many  of  them 
•are  not  to  be  found.  Indeed,  it  does  not  appear  but  that  these  same 
papers  ( at  least  a  part  of  them )  may  be  the  very  originals  that  ought 
^  have  been,  in  Uie  first  place,  delivered  to  the  Spanish  authorities. 

The  agents  of  the  United  States  have  repeatedly  demanded  these  pa-, 
pers,  ana  they  have  been  constantly  refused,  on  the  ground  that  they  are 
the  private  property  of  the  widow.  It  is  known  that  the  oommissioners 
appointed  by  the  Captain  General  to  examine  the  public  documents,  and 
to  select  those  that  ouirht  to  be  delivered  to  the  United  States,  rejwrted, 
as  their  decided  opinion,  tliat  tlic  paper*?  above  mentioned  were  public 
dirchives,  and, as  such, should  be  delivered  over  to  the  Ai^erican  agents 
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and  it  is  understood  that  such  was  the  private  opinion  of  the  Captain  Geiie->' 
ral  and  of  the  Intendant  of  the  island.  The  question,  however^  wai^ 
by  some  means  or  other,  referred  to  the  assessor,  by  whom  the  papers 
have  been  pronounced  to  be  private  property,  and  his  opinion  has  been 
procured  to  be  sanctioned  by  the  "Junta  Superior  Directiva.''  Upon 
the  strenirth  of  these  extraordinary  decisions,  liie  deliverv  of  these  docu- 
ment.s  has  })een  refused,  unless  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  be 
paid  to  the  widow,  who  has  t!uis  thrown  them  into  the  market,  and  is 
ready  to  sell  them  to  any  individual  or  speculator  who  may  be  disposed 
to  purchase  them. 

The  2d  article  of  the  treaty  ceding  the  Florida^  to  the  United  States 
expressly  includes*' all  archives  and  documents  which  relate  dtrectljr 
to  the  property  and  sovereignty  of  said  provinces,'^  and  it  declares  that 
^'the  said  archives  and  documents  shall  be  left  in  the  possession  of  the 
commissioners  or  officers  of  the  United  States  duly  authorized  to  receive 
them."  That  the  papers  in  question  relate  directly  to  property  in  those 
rovinces,  is  not  denied,  and  the  idea  of  their  being  private  property  is 
clieved  to  be  fully  refuted  by  admitted  facts. 
The  removal  of  any  portion  of  the  archives  thus  transferred  to  the 
United  States  was  contrary  to  the  provision  in  the  treaty  that  they  sliould 
"be  left,"  and  it  is  well  known  that  many  of  the  public  papers  carried 
away  from  West  Florida  were  thrown  overboard,  or  ruined  by  the  salt 
water,  on  their  way  to  Cuba,  during;  a  chase  by  a  South  American  vessel. 
The  Spanish  Government,  therefore,  is  justly  responsible  for  all  losses 
that  may  have  occurred  in  consequence  of  such  removal. 

If  the  papei  s  in  question  be  originals,  then  they  are  the  archives  of 
that  particular  department  of  the  public  service  intrusted  to  Surveyor 
Pintado.  If  copies,  they  are  equalqr  subject  to  the  |>ubUc  disposal,  oe- 
cause  they  have  been  made  and  preserved  at  the  public  expanse,  and  tot 
their  benefit,  and,  in  case  of  the  loss  of  the  originals,  they  become  sub- 
stitutes for  such  originals.  If  this  were  not  so,  the  same  accidents  bj 
which  the  original  documents  were  lost  or  destroyed  would  place  the 
title  to  lands  which  had  been  granted  for  a  valuable  consideration  by 
the  Government  of  its  agents,  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  private  holders 
of  the  copies.  And  it  is  precisely  in  this  attitude  that  the  widow  of  this 
public  nlTicer  claims  to  stand,  with  the  possession  of  p:ip(  rs  upon  which,  in 
all  probability,  the  titles  of  the  owners  of  vast  quantities  of  land  in  the 
Floridas  and  Louisiana  now  rest. 

^The  Captain  General  of  Cuba  having  stated  to  the  agent  of  the  Ignited 
States  tliat  the  question  relating  to  these  papers  had  been  referred  for  a 
decision  at  Madrid,  it  is  believed  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  has 
already  a  knowledge  of  the  case.  The  inventory  furnished  by  the 
widow  of  the  papers  and  documents  in  her  possession,  a  copy  of  which 
lias  piTobably  been  forwarded  by  the  Captain  General  with  his  statement 
of  the  case,  will  sufficiently  show  tiieir  character  and  importance.  It 
appears  that  a  portion  of  them  relate  to  the  correspondence  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  predecessor  in  office  of  the  said  Pintado,  and  were,  of  course, 
as  we  must  suppose,  delivered  over  to  the  latter  as  public  archives. 

Under  th(  se  circumstances,  I  have  been  directed  by  the  President  to 
assert  tin-  title  of  the  United  States  to  all  the  papers  and  documents  of 
the  description  above  mentioned,  that  may  be  found  in  the  possesion  of 
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the  said  widuw  Pintado,  and  to  request  that  a  positive  order  maybe 
issued  lor  their  delivery,  placing  the  elami  lo  such  as  relate  to  the  Flo- 
lidas  upoa  the  express  stipulation  of  the  treaty  of  1819,  and  to  those 
f elating  to  Louisiana  upon  the  ground  of  that  right,  which  is  incident  to 
.the  transfer  of  the  sovereignly  of  a  tountry,  of  receiving  all  the  public 
^archives  and  such  documents  as  were  in  the  possession  of  the  former 
sovereign  exclusively  relating  to  the  assigned  territory,  and  necessary  to 
establish  or  elucidate  the  titles  to  land  TVithin  such  territory  of  the  sub- 
jects or  citizens  whose  allegiance  is  transferred.   The  United  States,  by 
their  purchase  of  Louisiana  from  France,  stand  in  the  same  position 
which  was  previously  occupied  by  the  latter  Power,  which,  when  the 
cession  of  Louisiana  was  ma(ie  hy  Spain,  had  a  right,  necessarily  implied^ 
of  receiving  all  such  papers  and  documents. 

In  conclusion,  I  hcg  leave  to  remark  that  the  agent  of  the  United 
States  has  been  a  long  tim^'  at  the  Havana  awaiting  the  result  of  this 
business,  and  that  the  deci-ion  of  suits  involving  an  immense  amount  of 
property  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  been  delayed 
in  the  liope  that  means  might  be  found  among  these  papers,  as  well  as 
.others  expected  to  be  obtained,  of  enabling  that  tribunal  to  render  a  more 
^nst  and  enlifffatened  judgment,  than  could  be  pronounced  from  the  very  > 
)in|)erfeet.evideDee  now  within  its  reach  $  and  that  l  am,  therefore,  desima 
to  be  favored  with  the  determination  of  Her  M^esty  the  Queeo  Regent 
i^n  this  application  as  soon  as  may  be  possible*  '

Sir  :  In  regard  to  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  with  the  island  of 
Cuba,  nothing  has  yet  been  accomplished,  though  I  have  improved  every 
occasion  that  has  offered  to  press  the  subject  upon  the  attention  of  thi» 
Government.  It  is  true  that  while  the  absorbing  question  of  the  claims 
was  pending,  I  could  not  make  my  exertions  upon  this  so  effectual  as  I 
hope  now  to  he  able  to  do.  The  new  Minister  of  Finance  is  said  to  be 
an  abler  and  more  expeiicTircd  man  than  has  for  some  time  fdlod  the 
office,  and  it  i<i  h(  lieved  that  he  will  soon  make  some  improvemeuts  in 
the  present  >y^tLni. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  a  cojiy  of  a  note  written  to  Mr.  Zea  Ber- 

mudez  on  (hi^  subject,  in  the  nionlli  ot  Decemher  last,  aiul  one  of  another, 

addressed  to  the  new  minister,  witlnii  a  few  days  past.    I  liave  also  had 

a  conversation  with  M.  de  la  Rosa,  in  which  he  assured  me  that  this 

question  would  very  soon  be  attended  to,  and  properly  regulated,  by  the 

Minister  of  Finance.

On  the  moment  of  getting  off  the  messenger  with  the  convention  just 
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concluded,  I  will  make  fresh  exertions  in  regard  to  this  business,  and 
will  give  yon  thv  earliest  possible  intc  llic;ence  of  the  prospect  ol  a  change. 

I  forward  a  copy  of  a  note  luicly  addressed  by  nie  to  the  new  minis* 
ter,  urging  the  recognition  by  Spain  of  her  foiiiiti  colonies  in  America 
which  liave  declared  and  achieved  their  independence.  I  delivered  the 
note  to  him  myself^  and  was  present  while  he  read  it*  It  happened  to  he 
at  a  moment  when  he  was  obliged  to  go  into  council  with  the  other  min- 
isters, 80  that  I  had  no  opportunity  for  much  conversation  with  htm.  He 
stated,  however,  that  the  Government,  together  with  other  matters  of 
great  importance,  was  occupied  upon  this  question,  and  that  he  under- 
stood that  commissioners  from  some  part  of  South  America  were  actu- 
ally on  their  way  to  Madrid.  He  further  observed,  that  he  would  send 
me  an  official  answer  to  my  note,  and  I  may  possibly  receive  it  in  time 
to  be  sent  with  this  despatch.  The  President  may  be  assured  that  no 
exertions  of  minf  will  be  wanting  in  this  case,  especially  to  keep  our 
Government  upqu  proper  ground  in  relation  to  it. 

The  Duke  of  Frias  has  lately  been  appointed  ambassador  to  France, 
and  the  Coiun  I  lotuhi  lUanca,  minister  to  Ennl  nui.  They  are  of  the 
liberal  party,  aiid  tiie  ialter  vvas  uii  avowed  and  bitter  enemy  of  Zea 
Bermudez.

Sir  :  The  object  of  this  note  is  to  call  your  excellency's  attention  to 
one  which  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  vour  excellency  on  the  10th  of 
JDepember  of  last  year,  on  the  subject  of  the  commerce  of  the  United 
States  with  Spain,  as  also  with  the  Spanish  islands  in  America. 

That  note  refeired  to  certain  communications  made  to  your  excellen- 
cy's predecessor,  and  \yas  written  with  a  view  of  inducing  some  attention 
on  the  part  of  ilis  Majesty's  Government  to  those  communications,  and 
it  has  been  followed  by  repeated  verbal  and  informal  applications.  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  however,  that  my  efforts  to  obtain  decisions  or  answers  have 
not  hitherto  been  successful. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  has  become  my  duty  now  to  state  to  fler 
Majesty's  (Government  that,  so  far  as  it  regards  the  trade  between  the 
United  States  and  the  island  ui  Cuba,  the  President  does  not  feel  him- 
self at  liberty  to  suffer  the  present  session  of  Conejress  to  close  witiiout 
the  recommendation  of  such  nu  azures  as  may  be  deemed  a  just  and  ne- 
cessary leialiation  of  the  commeicial  regulatiotis  of  that  island. 
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Such  a  course  will  be  extremely  unpleasant  to  the  GoTernment  of  the 
United  States,  not  only  on  accuuut  of  the  friendly  relations  existing  with 
Spain,  but  from  a  consideration  of  the  mutual  advantages  that  could  not, 
as  it  is  believed,  fail  to  result  from  a  just  and  liberal  commercial  inters 
course  between  the  United  States  and  tbat  island,  and  which  considera- 
lion  it  had  been  hoped  Spain  would  not  be  induced  to  disregard.  But 
whatever  may  be  the  consequences,  the  United  States  will  feel  them- 
^Ires  free  from  blame  in  having  produced  them.

Str  :  On  the  lOth  of  Decrmhpi  ,  1832,  I  had  the  li  mor  to  address  a 
•note  to  your  excellency's  prccU  er^sor,  Mr.  Z.  Bermudez,  in  relation  to 
the  commerce  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  and  more  especial- 
ly between  the  former  and  the  Spanish  islands  in  America  ;  and,  on  the 
6ih  of  December  last,  1  addressed  to  that  minister  another  note  on  the 
•same  subject. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  either  of  those  notes,  nor  am  I  aware 
that  any  attention  has  been  paid  by  this  Government  to  their  contents* 
Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  induced'  to  laj  the  subjeot  oaee  more 
before  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent ;  and,  supposing  it  possible  that 
the  notes  in  question  may  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance,  1  have  thought  proper  to  send  to  your  excellency,  herewith, 
new  translations  of  them. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  present  is  a  favorable  period  for  the  renewal 
of  the  proposition  for  a  commercial  convention  between  the  two  countries, 
and  I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  call  the  attention  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern* 
ment  to  that  question. 

But  the  most  pressing  point  at  this  moment  i.s  ilio  coiuiition  of  the 
trade  of  the  United  States  with  the  island  of  Cuba,  since  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  is  already  actually  engaged  in  preparing  a  system  of 
retaliatory  restrictions  upon  that  trade,  which,  however  it  may  he  de- 
manded by  the  illibci  al  regulations  of  that  island,  cannot  fail  of  being  in- 
jurious to  the  interests  of  both  parties. 

I  shall  be  ready  at  all  times  to  enter  into  any  explanations  that  may 
be  desired  on  the  points  above  mentioned,  and  shall  rest  in  liie  hope 
that  some  attention  will  be  immediately  given  by  Her  Majesty's  Govem- 
ment  to  the  applications  heretofore  so  frequently  and  so  urgently  made, 
and  now  repeated  with  a  solicitude  by  no  means  weakened.

Str  r  In  puisiianre  of  insn  urtioris  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  1  had  ihe  honor,  on  liie  6th  of  May,  1831,  to  address  a  note  to 
his  exceileiuy  Don  Manuel  G.  Salmon,  then  His  iate  Majcbty's  jh  inci- 
pal  Secretary  of  State,  stating  that  the  anxiety  which  the  Goveniuierit  of 
the  United  States  had  long  felt,  and  which  had  heretofore  been  fully 
made  known  to  His  Majesty's  GovcMinieiit,  that  an  aniiialjle  and  satis- 
factorj  settlement  between  Spain  and  her  former  colonies,  the  new 
American  states^  should  take  place,  had  arioen  as  w,el\  Stom  a  regard  to 
the  piineiples  of-  hiimanitj^  and  the  intereets  of  the  parties  concerned^ 
especially  those  of  Spain,  as  from  the  expectation  of  benefit  to  the  United 
States. 

I  added  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  without  intending 
or  wishing  to  depart  from  its  settled  policy  of  not  interfering  with  the 
affairs  of  other  nations,  except  by  friendly  advice,  in  cases  in  which  it 
might  be  thought  suitable,  felt  itself  authorized,  by  the  friendly  relations 
existing  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  and  hy  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  to  makr  another  appeal  to  His  Majesty  on  a  (juestion  of  so 
great  and  such  jjeneral  interest ;  and  that,  in  doing  so,  it  indulged  a  strong 
nope  that  His  Majesty  would  not  any  longer  refuse  to  open  a  negotia- 
tion with  the  new  states,  but  that,  on  a  full  anti  deliberate  review  of  the 
matter,  he  would  be  convinced  that  independently  of  the  satisfaction 
which  such  an  event  would  ailoid  to  most,  if  noi  all,  of  the  nations  with 
which  Spain  had  Iriendly  intercourse,  a  recognition  by  His  Majesty  of 
the  independence  of  those  states  upon  just  and  proper  tenns  would  con- 
trihote  both  to  the  honor  and  interest  of  Spain.  And  I  concluded  by 
sucgestinp  some  considerations  in  relation  to  the  remaining  possessions 
of  S  fpain  ID  America,  which  I  hoped  would  not  have  been  disregarded. 

To  the  note  in  question,  Mr.  Salmon  lavored  me  with  an  answer,  under 
date  of  the  10th  of  June  of  the  same  year,  by  which  I  was  informed  that 
the  King  viewed  my  communication  as  a  proof  of  the  strong  Interest  felt 
by  my  Government  in  favor  of  His  Majesty,  and  that,  as  the  question  wa» 
fully  present  to  his  royal  mind,  he  would  take  it  into  consideration,  when 
the  occasion  might  be  favorable,  in  such  manner  as  miirht  be  most  con- 
formable to  the  interest  of  his  crown,  and  that  then  the  friendly  commu- 
jfticaliun  niade  by  me  would  not  be  forgotten. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  having  deemed  the  accession  of 
Donna  Isabella  H.  to  the  throne  of  Spain,  under  the  regency  of  her  august 
mother,  a  favorable  occasion  for  the  renewal  of  his  elTorts,  lias  diic  cted 
me  to  lose  no  time  in  addressing  Her  Majebty's  Government  on  this  subr 
jeet.  ,  ^ 

Witliout  entering  anew  upon  the  field  of  argument  which  presents 
itself,  it  is  conceived  by  the  President  that  all  the  considerations  which 
have  heretofore  existed,  and  been  pressed  upon  the  Government  of  Spain» 
in  favor  of  a  conclusion  of  this  matter  upon  the 'basis  of  the  recognition  by 
Spain  of  the  independence  of  the  states  above  mientioned,  not  only  con- 
tinue to  exist,  but  have  been  greatly  strengthened  by  time  and  circum-^ 
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stances ;  and  he  cannot  but  persuade  faknaelf  that  tlie  case  will  be 
viewed  in  its  true  light  by  the  liberal  and  enlightened  Government  of 
Donna  Isabella  II.,  and  that  one  of  the  first  great  acts  from  which  it  maj  be 
destined  to  derive  lasting  distinction  and  applause  will  be  a  prompt  and 

just  arrangement  of  the  American  question. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  add  tbat  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
is  ready  nnd  dr^irous,  as  it  has  ever  lircn,  to  do  ail  in  its  power  for  tho 
mutual  Cf>iieiliatioii  of  the  parties  roiicc  i  iied ,  and  to  farilitate  the  final 
conclu.'^ion  of  their  disputes  upon  terms  alike  honorable  and  advantageous 
to  all  sides.

StRt  I  have  the  honor  to  loruard,  herewith,  the  following  papers  : 
translations  of  several  royal  decrees,  abolishing  the,  Council  of  State  and 
the  Council  oi  Castile,  and  erecting  in  their  stead  other  (ribunaU ;  a 
translation  of  a  decree  relating  to  the  cler^ ;  a  transiatiou  of  a  note  from 
Mr.  Martinez  de  la  Rosa,  in  answer  to  mine  of  the  30tli  of  Novembtt 
last,  in  relation  to  the  Florida  arduFes,  and  a  copy  of  my  reply  thereto ; 
and  a  translation  of  a  royal  order  regulating  the  daties  on  staves. 

I  also  forward  the  new  royal  statute  relating  to  the  conToeation  of  the 
General  Cortes,  which  has  this  day  been  published.  It  is  impos^le  to 
send  a  translation  at  this  time,  as  the  eourier  by  whom  this  will  be  sent 
is  to  start  within  two  or  three  hours, 

The  duties  on  staves  are  now  very  nearly  as  they  ought  to  be  ;  but  I 
cani^ot  enter  into  particulars.  They  are  reduced  from  about  sixteen  dol- 
lars upon  all,  without  rei!;ard  to  value,  to  about  four  and  a  hairdollarb,  .is 
it  respects  the  highest  in  value,  and  upon  the  smaller  and  less  valuable 
ones  to  an  am  mint  still  lower. 

After  all  my  notes  and  applications  relating  to  our  tra<lc'  wUh  Cuba, 
Mr.  Martinez  de  la  Rosa  has  just  informed  me  that,  m  order  io  give  him 
a  proper  understanding  of  our  complaints  and  wishes  upon  that  subject, 
as  well  as  upon  the  commercial  relations  generally  between  the  two 
countries,  it  would  be  necessaiy  to  present  mm  with  a  new  and  general 
note  or  memoir ;  alleging  as  a  reason  for  this  that  the  varioos  notes  here* 
tofore  written  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  other 
officers,  and,  therefore,  eould  not  be  easily  collected  and  eammined  by 
him.  This  request  will  be  without  delay  complied  with  by  me ;  but  it 
precludes  the  idea  of  any  immediate  change* 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  a  written  answer  from  the  minister  itk 
regard  to  the  South  American  affairs.  I  am  to  have  an  interview  wi% 
him  to-day,  but  it  will  be  too  late  for  the  courier  who  will  carry  tlil9 
despatch.

Trmulation  of  a  note  from  the  principal  Secretary  of  State  of  Jfer  On- 
thoiic  Majesty  to  the  Minister  of  the  United  ilitates, 

Akanjuez,  May  16,  1834. 

Sir:  The  importance  aiui  mgency  of  the  affairs  which  have  occupied 
iiij  attention  since  Her  Majesty  honored  me  with  the  charge  of  this  De- 
partment, have  prevented  my  giving,  as  I  wished,  an  earlier  answer  to 
the  note  which  your  exceliency  addressed  to  my  predecessor  on  the  30th 
November  last,  and  in  which,  at  the  same  time  that  your  excellency  ac- 
knowledges the  receipt  ofthe  documents  relating  to  Louisiana  that  were 
transmitted  to  you  on  the  15th  of  said  month,  you  renew  the  demand  for 
^he  delivery  of  others  belonging  to  the  public  archives  of  the  Fioridas, 
which,  it  seems,  are  still  in  the  possession  ofthe  widow  ofthe  surveyor^ 
Pintado,  who  is  residing  in  the  Havana. 

Your  excellency's  demand  is  made  on  the  ground  that  said  documenta 
are  of  the  kind  specified  in  the  treaty  of  1819,  and  may  supply  the  want 
of  those  which  ought  to  have  been  delivered  to  the  United  States,  but 
which  have  not  been  found. 

Your  excellency  adds  that  the  reason  given  by  the  authorises  of  Cuba 
for  refusing  their  delivery,  alleging  that  ihey  are  lha prirafe  property  of  the 
widow,  is  not  satisfactory,  since  Pintado  acquired  those  documents  in  the 
exercise  of  his  duties  as  Surveyor  General  of  Louisiana  and  the  Flundas 
in  the  service  of  the  Spanish  Government,  by  whom  he  was  paid;  where- 
fore, the  fruit  of  his  labors  belongs  to  the  Government  who  employed  him. 
i^nd,  Anally,  your  excellency  asserts  that  both  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed to  examine  said  documents,  apd  the  Captain  General  and  Intendant 
d  the  island,  were  of  opinion  that  they  belonged  to  the  public  archives, 
and  that,  consequently,  they  were  of  the  same  nature  as  those  which 
ought  to  be  delivered  to  the  United  States. 

Despatches  have  been  received  in  this  Department  from  the  aforesaid 
Captain  General,  accompanying  copies  of  letters  to  him  from  the  commis* 
Moners  alluded  to  by  your  excellency,  and  from  other  authorities,  inform- 
ing him  that  the  sear.ch  which  had  been  made  for  the  papers  asked  for 
had  proved  fruitless,  and  acquainting  him  with  what  had  occurred  in  the 
case  of  the  Tlorida  archives;  and  said  letters  by  no  means  confirm  the 
assertioTis  of  your  excellency  on  the  subject.  On  the  contrary,  it  appears 
irom  them : 
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TJiftt  all  the    archivef  and  doomnents  directly  relating  to  the  profff^ 
J*  and  sovereignty"  of  the  provinees  ceded  wei^  delivered  wifh  att  4lmtn^ 

fory,  and  with  the  fonnalitics  usually  observed  in  such  cases,  by"  th^  ' 
^  Spanish  coniniissioners  to  the  agents  appointed  by  the  United  States  for 
the  purpose,  at  the  time  that  the  latter  took  possession  of  the  country. 
And  it  is  well  known  that  some  of  those  documents,  which  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Spanish  commissioners  to  retain,  because  they  did  not 
appear  to  be  included  in  the  treaty,  were  forcibly  taken  from  them,  and 
under  aggravating  circumstances,  which  it  were  needless  to  record,  by  the  i 
authorities  of  the  United  States.  < 

It  18  true  that,  previoua  to  this  disagreeable  ^tlrrence,  some  papers 
<  were  shipped,  in  order  to  be  eonvey^  to  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  that 
the^  were  thrown  overboard  (as  8tatl^<!^||j|p^oor  excellency )  to  prevent 
then-  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  South  Amerio^  insurgents;  but  them 
is  no  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that  tfaey'tvere  part  of  those  wfatek 
ought  to  have  been  delivered  to  the  United  S^te^in  virtue  of  the  treaty 
of  1819.  But,  even  supposing  this  to  be  the  case,  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment eannot  be  held  re^nsible  for  theii:  loss ;  not  onl^  because  the 
occurrence  took  place  previous  to  the  cession  of  the  Flondas,  and  pre- 
cluded the  delivery  of  them  to  be  stipulated  at  the  time  of  concluding 
the  treaty,  but  because  the  very  shipment  and  loss  of  the  papers  were 
the  result  of  occurrences  in  those  provinces  of  a  character  and  nature 
which  Her  Majesty's  Government  is  unwilling  to  refer  to. 

Spain  has  given,  and  is  still  giving,  to  the  United  Slates  unequivocal 
proofs  of  lier  sincere  friendship  and  good  correspondence,  and  has  paid 
all  the  dclerence  to  their  wishes  that  was  compatible  with  her  interests 
and  duties.  It  ought  not  to  be  suspected,  therefore,  that,  while  enter* 
taining  these  sentiments,  she  would  refbso  to  fulfil  an  express  article  of  a 
treaty. 

In  the  case  in  question,  the  Spanish  Government  has  proceeded  with 
aU  justice  and  good  faith,  and  the  authorities  in  the  island  of  Cuba  have 
fully  seconded  the  intentions  of  the  King;  for  it  can  be  shown  that,  not 
satisfied  with  the  repeated  investigations  which  they  had  made,  they 
appointed  the  commission  referred  to  by  your  excellency,  in  order  to  its 
inaking  a  further  search,  and  took,  moreover,  the  reports  of  the  last  Gov- 
ernors of  the  Floridas,  with  the  view  of  procuring  all  possible  information 
on  the  subject.  And,  in  fact,  the  territory  once  ceded  hy  Spain,  and 
occtfpied  by  the  United  States,  what  interest  could  the  Government  of 
Her  Majesty  have  in  retaining  *^the  archives  and  documents  relating  to  | 
its  property  and  sovereignty  ?'* 

'I  he  Captain  Generarand  the  Intendrnt  of  the  island  of  Cuba,' so  far 
from  being  of  opinion  tliat  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  widow 
Pintado  are  of  the  kind  designated  in  the  treaty,  and  that  they  are  not 
private  properly^  ( which  in  all  cases  should  be  respected,)  have  appointed 
a  special  committee,  instructed  to  separate  from  tne  whole  number  diose 
which  may  appear  to  be  the  most  interesting,  and  have  recommended  to 
the  Government  the  acquisition  of  said  papers  by  an  arrangement  with  the 
vjdow,  or  by  purchasing  them  for  the  value  that  has  been  set  on  them,  as 
jH|ears  by  the  expedienU, 

^rnaving  thus,  by  order  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Kegent,  replied  to 
'  3^iir  eacellency's  aforesaid  note,  and  in  the  full  confidence  that  the  Gov-' 
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ernmeat  of  the  United  States  will  he  convinced  of  the  justice  of  the 
observations  herein  contained,  and  consider  this  question  as  disposed  of, 
I  hay^  further  only  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  assurances  of  my

of  the  United  States  ns  belonging  to  the  public  arcbiyes  of  the  Fioridas 
and  of  Louisiana;  those  relating  to  tb^  Fioridas,  as  expressly  ceded  hy 
the  treaty  of  1810;  and  those  concerning  Louisiana,  as  incident  to  ibje 
ownership  of  tho  tcrritoj  v  to  which  they  relate. 

The  (jaeslion  preseiitrci  by  my  note,  and  the  only  question,  was,  whe- 
ther the  pai  tit'ular  papers  thus  claimed  were  really  of  the  archives  and 
docuiuent^3  wliich  relate  directly  to  the  pi  operly  and  sovereignty"  of  the 
provinces  above  mentioned  ;  and  I  expec  lt  :!  lu  be  favorod  with  a  direct 
expression  ot' the  views  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  upon  iliaL  point. 
\oui  excellency,  however,  has  not  only  omitted  this,  but  has  introduced 
into  the  discussion  matters  not  relevant,  in  the  relation  of  which 
there  appear,  no  dpiiht  irom  inadvertence, several  mi^takes^-matters,  too, 
which  were  fully  and  de^nitivelydiscu/isedfhetweei)  our  respective  Ooy* 
ernineots,  twelve  years  ago,  and  w(iich  I  eert^inly  did  not  expect  tpi  see 
revived  at  this  time,. and  on.  this  occasion.       .  ,  , 

Your  excellency  is  pleased  to  state  that^espatches  have  been  received 
from  the  Captain  Greneral  of  the  ialand  of  Cuba,  hy  which  itsippears  that 
*'all  the  archives  and  documents  directly  relating  to.  the  , property  and 
sovereignty"  of  the  ceded  provinces  were  delivered,  with  an  inventory, 
by  the  Spanish  commissioners,  to  the  agents  of  the  United  States,  at  the 
time  of  the  sLirrender  of  the  country.  And  your  excellency  adds,  that  it 
is  AveU  known  th  it  some  of  the  documents  which  it  w^s  the  intention  of 
the  Spanish  ( ommissioners  to  retain,  because  they  did  not  appear  to  be 
included  in  the  treaty,  were  forcibly  taken  from  them,  under  aggravating 
circumstances,  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States.  A  momeDt's  ex- 
amination will  te:3t  the  accuraey  oi  these  statements. 

The  order  issued  by  His  Majesty  the  late  King  to  the  Captain  General 
of  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  of  the  Fioridas,  Bon  Nicolas  Mahy,  for  the 
deUvery  to  the  Uhited  States  of  the  Flpridas,  expressly  included  the 
^^archjiyes  and  doonments*'*  Thia  order  wi^  d^ijrered  to  the  same  Cap- 
tain General  at  the  Havana  by  James  6.  Fdrhea,  the  agent  of  die  United 
States  for  that  purpose,  on  the  23d  of  April,.  18il. 
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It  having  been  previously  understood  tliat  a  great  portion  of  the  public 
archiyes  of  West  Florida  had  been  removed  to  the  Havana,  Mr,  Forbes 
was  accordingly  authorized  to  apply  for,  and  receive,  such  as  might  be 
found  there.  The  Captain  General  at  onee  acknowledged  the  fact,  and 
promised  to  deliver  the  papers  as  soon  as  they  could  be  selected  and  in- 
ventoried ;  and  his  interpreter  stated,  in  his  presence,  that  there  were 
about  twentv  boxes  of  them. 

On  the  16th  of  May,  1821,  the  Captain  General  addressed  a  note  to 
Mr.  Forbes,  of  wliich  the  foHowing  is  an  extract: 

"  in  the  year  1819,  there  were  sent  to  Havana,  from  West  Florida, 
Tarious  boxes  of  papers  of  the  archives  ot  ihat  province,  in  disorder,  and 
without  indexes,  the  examination  of  wliich  will  require  time.  Resjiect- 
ing  East  Fh)rida,  where  there  will  be  found  all  her  archives,  I  will  direct 
the  eoiniiKinder  of  that  province  to  make  a  formal  delivery  of  it,  as  vvlII 
as  of  the  documents  belonging  to  it.  Asiiiiilar  despatch  will  be  addressed 
to  the  commandant  of  West  Florida." 

On  the  S9tb  of  the  same  month  of  May,  the  Captain  General  addressed 
mother  note  to  Mr.  Forbes,  enclosing  the  orders  fbr  the  actual  surrender 
t>f  the  provmceb,  direeted  to  the  immediate  commanders  of  them,  re- 
spectively ;  but  these  orders  mtfre  antedated  to  the  5th  of  the  month,  and 
were^  moreover,  wholly  silent  as  it  respected  the  archives  and  docu- 
inents.'^'  And  the  same  note  contained  the  declaration  that  the  archives, 
then  at  the  Havana,  would  be  transmitted  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  as  soon  as  they  should  be  selected,  so  that  Mr.  Forbes  was  obliged 
to  depart  without  them. 

Of  the  arclu^  e?  of  Wpst  Flo)ida,  which  had  remained  in  the  province, 
p  irf  ir  nlrrrl y  ni  judicial  records  relating;  to  the  titles  of  individualjproperty, 
sonic  were  delivered  up,  by  Colonel  Callava,  with  the  territory  ;  hut 
others,  of  the  same  character,  were  retained  by  him,  with  an  intcution  cf 
transporting  them  to  the  Havana.  Of  these  last  it  became  necessary  for 
the  American  authorities  to  take  possession  by  force,  but  it  was  done 
with  as  much  delicacy  as  the  nature  of  the  ease  was  susceptible  of. 

Widi  regard  to'East  Florida,  it  has  already  been  shown  that  the  Cap- 
tain General  declared  that  all  the  archives  were  within  the  province,  and 
'that he. would  order  them  delivered  overifrith  the  country.  The  act 
of  the  detiverj  of  this  province,  which  is  dated  on  the  10th  of  )uly,  1821, 
and  sicoed  by  Colonel  Coppinger  and  Colonel  Butler,  the  first  on  the 
part  ofSpain,  and  the  last  on  ike  part  of  the  United  States,  contains  Uiis 
clause,  **  duly  noting  that  we  have  transmitted  to  oiir  Governments  the 
doubts  occurring  whether  the  artillery  ought  to  be  comprehended  in  the 
fortifieation8,''Bnd  if  the  public  archives,  relating  to  private  property,  ought 
to  remain  and  be  delivered  to  the  American  Government  by  virtue  of 
the  cession."  And  Colonel  Coppinger  expressly  declared  to  Tnlonel 
Butler  that,  as  an  individual,  he  believed  the  archives  relating  to  private 
property  should  be  delivered  to  the  United  States,  but  that  his  orders 
prev(uited  him  li  oin  turning  them  over. 

It  appeals  lurther,  from  official  documents,  that,  although  Colonel  Cop- 
inger  had  pledged  himself  thai  none  of  the  archives  in  question  should 
e  removed  from  S^t.  Augustine,  but  should  reui.iiu  precisely  as  they 
were  until  he  received  an  answer  from  the  Captain  General,  he  was, 
within  a  short  time  afterwards,  attempting  to  pack  up,  for  transportation 
to  Cuba,  a  large  portkm  ol 
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Under  these  circumstances,  three  persons  of  respectable  chaiactci 
were  appointed  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  to  obtain  posses- 
sion of  the  papers,  with  the  use  of  force,  if  necessary,  and  to  examine  ^ 
and  assort  them,  separating  those  belonging  to  the  archives  from  the 
others  that  might  be  found  among  them.   Thjs  was  done  with  all  possi- 
ble respect  towards  those  who  had  been  the  officers  of  Spain ;  apd  Col. 
Coppinger  was  informed  that  he,  or  any  «^nt  appointed  by  him,  might 
attend  the  examination  oi^the  documents;  hot,  indeed,  in  the  manner  in 
which,  as  your  excellency's  predecessor  stated  in  his  note  of  the  6th  of 
November  last,  the  Captain  General  of  Cuba  had  invited  tl)e  agent  of 
the  United  States,  but  in  good  faith,  and  with  peniiission  to  inspert  every 
document  retained,  and  immediately  to  resume  the  possession  of  those 
separated,  as  not  belonging  to  the  archives. 

Thus  it  has  been  clearly  proved  that  ^'  all  the  archives  an  1  1  icumcnts 
directly  relatinij;  to  the  proj)(  rty  and  sovereignty''  of  the  ceded  provinces 
were  iwt  delivered,  as  your  excelient-y  bas  supposed,  by  the  Spanish 
commissioners  to  the  a^euts  of  the  United  States,  at  tiie  time  of  the  sur-  * 
render  of  the  country;  and  I  will  confidently^  add  that,  of  the  papers 
retained  by  the  offieers  of  the  United  .States  iroiA  among  these  forciblj 
seised,  in  the  manner  above  stated,  noC  one  has  been  shown  to  bp.  of  a 
character  different  from  that  described  in  the  tieaty,  although,  from  the 
moment  of  their  having  been  uken,  they  have  been  open  to  public  in- 
spection, both  by  Americans  and  Spaniards;  As  it  respects  the  papers 
that  were  lost  on  their  way  from'Pen^acola  to  the  Havana,  it  is  true  that 
they  rntilfl  not  be  included  in  the  cession,  provided  the  occurrence  took 
pl^cc  before  the  signing  of  the  treaty,  though,  at  the  same  time,  ail  copies 
of  them  which  by  such  loss  would  become  substitutes  for  the  orip;ina!s, 
and  couid  considered  as  legally  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Spanish 
Government,  would,  of  course,  be  included  in  the  cession,  and  ought  to 
be  delivered  over.  .     "  ' 

Those  which  the  Captain  General  stated  to  Colonel  Forbes  had  ar- 
rived at  the  Havana  in  the  year  1819  were  probably  removed  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  treaty,  which  was  un  the  22(1  oi  Uebruarj'  of  that  year. 
But  this  is  wholly  iiniuaterial,  since  all  that  were  in  existencfe  when  the 
treaty  was  signed,  and  of  the  character  designated  therein,  would  pass, 
by  the  cession,  without  regard,  to.  the  place  in  which  they  might  at  the 
time  be  deposited. 

'  I  did  not  assert,  as  your  excellency  appears  to  have'  ntfderstood,  that 
the  Captain  General  and  the  Intendant  of  Cuba,  as  well  as  the  cemmis" 
sioners  appointed  to  search  for  the  archives  of  the  ceded  p^o^  inces, 
believed  that  the  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  of  Pintado 
belonged  to  those  archfves.  I  stated  that  it  was  known  that  the  commis- 
sioners had  expressed  that  opinion  in  their  report,  and  that  it  w^s  under* 
stood  that  such  was  also  the  private  belief  of  the  Captain  General  and 
the  Intendant.  The  fact  of  the  understanding^  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  as  to  the  private  belief  of  the  two  latter  offieers,  not  beini^  pro- 
perly susceptible  of  a  contradiction,  can  need  no  proof.  With  regard  to 
the  report  of  the  commissioners,  the  following  extracts  Ironi  that  of  the  • 
one  ^vho  was  specially  called  upon  for  information  by  the  Captain  Gene- 
ral, will  prove  how  far  my  statement  on  that  point  wub  correct. 

The  widow  Pintado  insists  that  the  collectioD  is  the  private  property 
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of  her  children,  but  her  own  expressions  prove  that,  in  order  to  form 
this  collection,  her  husband  had  been  under  the  express  orders  of  the 
Government,  and  at  its  expense  employed ;  that  he  preserved  copies  of 
the  maps  and  surveys,  in  order  to  prove  the  rectitude  with  which  he  had 
discharged  his  duties;  and  that,  as  the  originals  were  acknowledged  to 
be  lost,  the  only  resource  was,  that  the  proprietors  should  apply,  in  cased 
of  doubt,  to  this  collection." 

I  humbly  conceive  that  these  papers  do  not  belong  to  the  widow  or 
her  children ;  they  are  maps  and  copies  made  by  Pintado  in  his  charac- 
ter of  His  Majesty's  surveyor  for  laying  off  lands  granted  or  sold,  and 
determining  their  limits.  He  was  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Trea- 
sury, subject  to  its  orders,  and  receiving,  from  the  persons  interested,  the 
value  of  his  surveys,  and  of  his  original  plans  and  maps  made  after  his 
measurement." 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  commission  intrusted  to 
me ;  I  also  know  well  the  terms  of  the  2d  article  of  the  treaty,  and  that 
the  Unite  d  States  have  made  a  demand  upon  His  Majestj  's  Government. 
And  1  consider  that  as  the  collection  of  the  late  surveyor,  Pintado,  is  the 
original,  (mntriz,)  in  which  are  (o  l)e  found  the  orders  and  the  partition 
of  ihc  lands,  with  tlic  true  demarcaiion  of  their  limits  now  in  dispute, 
tiiey  are  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  United  States,  in  order  thai 
their  tril)unals  may  refer  to  tliem  fpr  the  settlement  of  difficulties  be- 
tween claimants,  or  the  establishment  of  tides  to  lands." 

!  am  further  informe<l  by  your  excellency  that  the  Captain  General 
and  the  Inlendant  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  so  far  from  being  of  opinion 
that  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  widow  Pintado  are  of  the 
kind  designated  in  the  treaty,  and  that  they  are  not  private  properly, 
have  appointed  a  special  committee,  with  instructions  to  separate  from 
the  whole  number  those  which  may  appear  to  be  the  most  interesting, 
aiul  have  recommended  to  the  Government  the  acquisition  of  said  papers 
by  an  arrangement  with  the  widow,  or  by  purchasirip;  them  for  the  value 
that  has  been  set  on  them,  as  appears  by  the  e.tpedknte. 

And  your  excellency  concludes  by  saying  that  my  note  has  thus  been 
replied  to  by  order  of  the  Queen  Regent,  and  in  the  full  confidence  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  be  convinced  of  the  justice  of 
your  excellency's  observations,  and  will  consider  the  question  disposed  of. 

I  have  already  stated  that  your  excellency  has  omitted  the  expression 
of  a  direct  opinion  upon  the  point  in  question ;  but,  from  the  remarks  of 
your  excellency  which  have  just  been  quoted,  it  may  be  inferred  that  it 
IS  the  intention  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  adopt  the  opinion,  and 
to  proceed  according  to  the  recommendation  stated  to  have  been  furnished 
by  the  Captain  General  and  the  Intendant  of  the  island  of  Cuba. 

On  this  ground,  then,  it  would  appear  that  a  delivery  of  the  papers  in 
question  to  the  United  States,  as  belonging  to  the  archives  of  the  ceded 
provinces,  is  not  only  denied,  but  that  this  Government  intends  to  possess 
itself  of  them,  and  thus  prevent  the  United  States  from  obtaining  them  in 
any  way  whatever.  The  object  of  this  course  it  is  certainly  difficult  to 
discover,  even  waiving  the  question  of  strict  right  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  since  the  papers  claimed  relate  exclusively  to  lands  with 
which  Spain  has  no  longer  any  concern,  while  to  the  United  States  they 
arc  highly  essential  for  the  administration  of  justice  and  the  protection 
of  individual  rights. 
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The  Government  of  the  United  States  has  had  no  doubt  that  the  orders 
of  His  late  Majesty  for  the  delivery  of  the  Floridas  and  their  archives  were 
issued  in  good  faith,  and  that  it  has  constantly  been  the  intention  of  this 
Government  faithfully  to  carry  into  execution  the  provisions  of  the  treaty 
of  1819.  But  it  has  considered  that  the  Spanish  authorities  under  whose 
command  those  provinces  were  at  the  time  of  the  cession,  as  well  as  ilie 
oflScers  to  whom  the  execution  of  the  royal  orders  has  since  been  com- 
mitted, with  few  exceptions,  instead  of  seconding  the  intentions  of  the 
King,  as  your  excellency  appears  to  believe,  have,  from  the  first  to  the 
last,  under  various  frivolous  and  unfounded  pretexts,  evaded  the  execu- 
tion of  the  orders,  and  impeded  the  fulfilment  of  the  intentions  of  thi:; 
Government. 

Indeed,  were  I  disposed,  I  could  place  this  point  in  a  much  stronger 
light,  but  I  have  no  desire  to  do  it ;  and  I  have  been  reluctantly  forced 
into  a  notice  of  it  at  all,  by  the  course  of  the  remarks  introduced  into  the 
note  of  your  excellency. 

But  1  must  be  permitted  the  expression  of  my  belief  that  with  the 
sentiments  which  the  Government  of  the  United  States  has  ever  enter- 
tained in  regard  to  the  sinceiity  and  good  faith  of  this  Government,  and 
considering  the  actual  good  state  of  the  relations  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, it  will  view  the  contents  of  your  excellency's  note  in  this  case  with 
no  small  degree  of  astonishment.  j*.  ^. 

Impressed  with  these  views,  I  am  induced  to  believe  tnat  the  case  has 
not  been  very  fully  considered,  in  all  its  bearings,  by  the  Queen  Regent. 
1  beg  leave,  therefore,  respectfully  to  request  that  your  excellency  will 
once  more  lay  before  Her  Majesty  the  merits  of  the  question  presented 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  not  entertaining  myself  the  least  doubt 
that,  in  her  known  desire  to  do  justice,  she  will  cheerfully  enter  upon  a 
reconsideration  of  it. 

The  inventory  of  the  papers  furnished  by  the  widow  of  Pintado  is 
very  general,  and  deficient  in  description ;  but  I  wish  to  call  your  excel- 
lency's attention  for  a  moment  to  the  following  items  in  her  list : 

"Decrees,  plans,  deeds,  (diligencias, )  details  of  boundaries,  &c.  re- 
lating to  lands  sold  by  the  surveyorship  of  Pensacola  in  1814." 

"  Plans  and  deeds  relating  to  the  districts  of  Feliciana,  Baton  Rouge, 
&e.  in  Louisiana." 

"  Memorials  and  decrees  respecting  certificates,  &c.  issued  by  the 
first  Governor  of  Baton  Rouge." 

"Alphabetical  list  of  deeds  and  certificates  issued  in  1806  by  Don 
Louis  Frondeau,  predecessor  of  Don  Vicente  S.  Pintado,  in  the  otTice  of 
surveyor." 

"  Despatches  received  by  my  predecessor,  Don  Louis  Frondeau,  in 
1806." 

"  Plans  and  details  of  boundaries  drawn  up  by  the  deputy  surveyors 
of  the  districts  of  Baton  Rouge  and  Mobile." 

"  Deeds  and  descriptions  of  lands  at  Point  Coupee." 

"  Correspondence  with  the  deputy,  J.  Collins,  at  Pascagoula." 
'   "  Deeds,  &c.  relating  to  the  15,000  arpannes  of  land  given  to  Juan 
Baptiste  Labatut." 

"  Surveys  and  descriptions,  drawn  up  by  the  deputies  Boligni,  Asche- 
son,  and  Marcio,  in  1797." 
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"  Copy  of  tlie  circumstantial  accouiU  of  the  ro^  al  lands,  waters,  and 
lots,  sold  or  f^ranted,  or  apportioned  by  the  Spanish  authorities  in  LouisiT 
ana  and  West  Florida,  between  1801  and  1818."  '  •  •  •  . 
"  Js  it  possible  that  these  docuiiienls  can  be  adjudged  to  bo  private  pro- 
perty ?  Do  the  deeds  lodged  in  the  otTice  of  a  public  surveyor,  the 
decrees  and  acts  of  the  Goveinment  in  relation  to  the  grants  and  bounda- 
ries of  lands,  the  surveys  atid  reports  of  deputy  surveyors,  the  proceed- 
ings and  correspondence  of  predecessors  in  the  office — do  ail  these  he^ 
cone  the  private  property  of  the  officer  who  chooses  to  withhold  and  to 
cUim  them  as  such  ?  Moreover,  is  not  the'  Surveyor  Oeneral  of  every 
Government  notoriously  an  officer  who  possesses  records  and  documents 
which  pass  from  predecessor  to  successor,  (liis  was  the  fact  in  this  veiy 
case,)  and  which  belong  to  the  Government  ? 

*if,  however,  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent,  after  considering  this 
appeal,  should  remain  contented  that  the  note  of  your  excellency  to 
which  this  is  a  reply  should  he  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  as  the  final  decision  on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty,  I  will  then 
forward  it  to  Washington  as  such,  though  certainly  not  without  feeling 
serious  regret. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  assure  your  excellency  that  the  frecjuent  applica- 
tions to  the  Spanisli  (Government  for  documents  relating  to  the  provinces 
before  mentioned  have  not  been  made  without  a  lull  conviction,  on 
the  part  of  the  Governnaent  of  the  United  States,  of  their  indispensable 
necessity  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  and,  in  a  great  measure,  for  the  pro- 
tection o^Uie  rights  of  persons  planted  upon  the  territory  in  question 
^y  SpaS^mrself ;  and  the  furdier  conviction  is  entertained  that  the 
greater  of  those  applications  might  have  been  avoided  by  a  eourse 
of  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  Spanish  authorities  in  America  more  con- 
''formable  than  it  has  been  to  the  orders  and  intentions  of  the. royal  Gov- 
ernment at  Madrid.

SiK  :  !  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  Don  Alexander  Thomas  dc 
Moraes  Sarmento  has  been  received  by  this  Government  as  minister 
plenipotentiary  from  the  Government  of  Donna  Maria,  in  Portugal,  and 
that  Don  Evaristo  Perez  de  Castro  has  been  appointed  on  the  part  of 
this  Government  to  proceed  in  the  same  capacity  to  Lisbon.  The  offi* 
cial  announcements  appeared  in  the  Madrid  Gazette  of  yesterday. . 

By  the  last  accounts  from  Portugal,  it  would  seem  that  the  strugt^le  in 
that  country  is  drawing  to  a  close.  The  Spanish  iroops  that  crossed  the 
frontier  in  pursuit  o^  Don  Carlos  were  very  near  capturing  him.  He 
escaped  on  loot  and  alone  ;  all  his  baggage  and  papers  were  taken.  It  is 
said  that  he  has  reached  Santarem,  and  is  now  with  Don  Miguel. 

As  it  regards  the  ailairs  ol  S^ain,  tl^e  Queen's  tioops  have  lately  had 
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a  aeries  of  sueeeaies  ag  u'ast  the  CarlisM,  which  they  appear  sliU  to  be 
following  up.  The  rojal  statute  in  relation  to  the  Cortes  appears  to. 
give  very  great  satislac^iou ;  and  it  is  believed  that  a  deeree  will  soon 
appear,  calling  the  Cortes  for  the  lust  of  June  or  beginning  of  July. 
Upon  the  whole,  the  prospect  of  the  Queen's  permanent  success,  ai  I  of 
the  eoontiy  settling  down  upon  a  new  and  reasonably  liberal  political 
sjstem,  appears  brighter  than  at  any  former  period.  Mr.  I^urgos,  the 
minister  of  Foiuento,  has  fallen,  and  a^  libertd  has  been  appointed  in  his 
placf^. 

Since  forwarding  my  last  despatch,  I  have  ha:!  another  ro:n  (;i  sation 
with  the  minister  with  respect  to  Suuth  America,  and  he  rcMu  his 
promise  in  stroni^est  terms,  of  ^^iving  me,  within  a  very  few  days,  an 
official  answer  lu  late  note  upou  that  subject.  1  have,  howevei*,  not 
yet  received  it. 

1  have  prepared  a  new  note  embraciD<!;  all  ihe  questions  ot  a  commer- 
cial nature  of  interest  between  the  two  countries,  which  will  be  pre- 
sented within  two  or  three  days,  and  of  which  1  will  soon  send  you  a 
copy.

Since  writing  to  the  minister,  M.  de  la  Rosa,  my  note  of  the  26th 
March  on  the  subject  of  the  papers  above  mentioned,  I  have  had  a  con- 
versation witiihini,  in  which  I  told  him  I  thought  he  had  been  misled  in 
regard  to  the  facts  by  the  officer  (clerk,  as  we  should  call  him)  who  had 
the  cliarge  of  the  United  States  alfairs,  and  that  I  hoped  he  would  him- 
self thoroughly  examine  the  case  before  answering  my  last  note.  He 
^pj)eared  not  to  be  tenacious  on  the  question,  and  promised  me  that  he 
would  fully  look  into  it.       .  ••    '      •  ♦  •  •  • 

I  am  induce<l  to  believe,  however,  that  the  documents  in  question  will 
be  obtained  with  more  facility  through  Mr.  Zaraora  than  in  any  other 
way.  It  is  not  at  all  certain  that  the  decision  of  this  Government  upon 
the  point  will  be  reversed,  though  1  have  hopes  that  it  may  be ;  and  a 
conhrmation  of  it  may  have  the  elfect  to  deprive  us  entirely  of  these  im- 
portant papers. 

The  President  will  doubtless  have  learned  from  Mr.  Livingston  and 
Mr.  Vail,  before  the  arrival  of  this  despatch,  the  outlines,  if  not  the  par- 
ticulars, of  the  treaty  lately  entered  into  by  England  and  France,  and 
the  Governments  of  i)onna  Maria,  of  Portugal,  and  of  the  young  Queen 
of  Spain,  for  the  settlement  of  the  atfairs  of  the  Peninsula.  The  eflect 
will  be,  as  we  are  bound  to  suppose,  to  establish  firmly  the  present  Gov- 
ernments of  Madrid  and  of  Lisbon. 

As  it  rci^ards  the  question  of  the  recognition  of  the  independence  of 
the  new  American  states  by  this  Government,  the  minister,  "M.  de  la 
Rosa,  for  two  months  past,  has  promised  me,  from  week  to  week,  to  send 
mp  an  answer  to  niy  note  of  the  12th  February  last.  He  has  not  yet 
done  it ;  but  he  has  several  times  staled  to  me  that  his  answer  would  ex- 
plicitly (rcclare  that  ihis  Government  was  willing  to  receive  commission- 
ers from  any  of  thf5  new  Governuients,  and  to  listen  to  any  proposals 
which  they  might  choose  to  make  ;  adding  that  this  Government  would 
be  willing,  in  the  outset,  to  agree  to  the  opening  of  the  ports  of  each 
party  to  the  commerce  of  the  other,  the  same  as  if  the  question  of  inde- 
pendence had  been  already  decided. 

I  shall  continue  to  press  the  minister  for  the  promised  note,  and  will 
forward  it  so  soon  as  it  may  have  been  obtained. 

A  royal  decree  for  the  convocation  of  the  General  Cortes  of  the  king- 
dom has  appeared  in  the  otlicial  Gazette  of  this  day.  The  2lth  July  is 
fixed  upon  as  the  day  for  their  assembling.

Sir:  In  porsuaiiee  of  yow  excellency's  late  request,  that  I  would 
embody  in  one  comnianication  the  substance  of  what  is  contained  in  the  • 
various  notes  which  I  have  had  the  honor  heretofore  to  address  to  the 
Spanish  Government  on  the  subject  of  the  commercial  relations  hciween 
tho  United  States  and  Spain,  and  between  those  States  and  the  Spaiiisli 
coloiiios,  with  such  further  views  as  \  might  choose  to  suggest,  i  now  . 
proceed  to  make  the  following  expositif)n  : 

On  the  1st  July,  1830,  I  had  the  honor  to  address  a  note  to  Mr.  Sal- 
mon, then  His  late  Majesty's  first  Secretary  ol  State,  in  which  I  com- 
plained of  the  high  and  exclusive  tonnage  duty  at  that  time  exacted  from 
the  vessels  of  the  United  States  in  the  ports  of  this  country,  and  made  a  • 
representation  of  the  great  discrimination  between  the  duties  imposed 
ufK>n  the  cargoes  of  national  and  of  foreign  vessels,  and  proposing,  at 
the  same  time,  to  enter  into  a  oommercial  convention,  upon  the  princi^ 
pies  of  a  fair  and  just  reciprocity. 

On  the  25th  January,  1881,  Mr.  Salmon  replied,  that  the  state  of 
Spanish  commerce  at  that  moment  did  not  allow  His  Majesty's  Oovern- 
men^  to  enter  into  treaties  on  the  principle  of  reciprocity,  and  that, 
therefore,  it  was  necessary  to  defer  the  subject  to  some  future  and  more 
favorable  period. 

On  the  1st  Drfemher,  1?^31,  I  addressed  aiiother  note  to  Mr.  Salmon, 
proposing  simply  a  mutual  repeal  of  the  discriminating  duties  ol  tonnage; 
in  consequetuc  of  which,  aii  arrangement  to  that  effect  was  adopted  hy 
the  royal  order  of  the  29th  April,  1832,  and  by  correspondent  acts  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States.  ' 

On  the  10th  August,  1832,  I  wrote  a  note  to  the  Count  de  Alcudia, 
the  successor  of  Mr.  Salmon,  in  which  I  represented  the  unjust  excess 
of'  the  duties  exacted  upon  staioes  and  codfish  imported  from  the  United 
States  over  those  importedTrom  otiher  countries. 

The  duties  upon  stoma  have  been  altered  and  reduced  in  a  manner 
to  leave  but  little,  cause  of  complaint,  by  the  royal  order  of  the  S9th 
January  last ;  those  on  codfish  remain  as  they  Were.  It  appears  that,  on 
that  article,  when  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  the  duties  exacted  are  64 
per  cent,  upon  a  valuation  of  100  reals  per  quintal.  The  English  cod* 
fish  actually  sells  for  100  reals,  but  that  of  the  United  States,  from  its 
containing  more  salt,  and  being  less  dry,  sells  for  only  60  reals,  and, 
consequently,  is  subjected  to  a  duty  which  amounts  to  an  entire  prohi- 
bition, it  being  more  than  100  per  cent,  upon  the  value  of  the  article. 

I  also  took  occasion  to  remark,  in  the  note  In^i  mentioned,  that  a  re- 
gulation existed  in  the  ports  of  Spain  very  derogatory  to  the  ves^f  Is  of 
the  Ignited  States,  and  the  hare  suggestion  of  which  1  trusted  would  \ye 
sufficient  to  insure  its  suppression  ;  that  was,  that  the  masters  of  foreign 
vessels  in  general  wt^ii;  allowed  eight  days  to  amend  their  manifests, 
while  to  those  of  American  vessels  the  privilege  of  amending  or  cor- 
recting at  all,  however  innocently  they  might  have  committed  mistakes, 
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was  wholly  reftused ;  aad  il  was  added  ikaty  la  the  United  States^  the 
masters  of  all  vessels  had  fourteen  days  given  -tfae|n  to  correct  any  errors 

in  their  manifests.  It  is  now  for  me  to  inform  your  excellency  that  no 
alteration  has  hitherto  been  made  in  this  unequal  and  offensive  regulation. 

I  stated,  further,  that,  on  an  inspection  of  the  Spanish  tariff,  it  appear- 
ed that  the  articles  of  cotton,  rice,  and  salted  beef  and  pork,  were  not 
only  charged  with  very  high  duties,  but  that  the  disproportion,  when 
imported  in  foreign  vessels,  was  enormous;  at  the  same  time  adding 
that  although  the  United  States  had  no  right  to  complain  of  a  prefer- 
ence given  to  any  other  nation  in  respect  to  those  articles,  yet  that,  as 
they  were  abundantly  j)rodiiced  in  those  States,  it  could  scarcely  escape 
observation  that  their  introduction  into  Spain,  in  American  vessels,  on 
payment  of  reduced  but  reasonable  duties,  would  greatly  promote  the 
mntoal  interests  of  the  two  countries,  especially  so  in  regard  to  Spain, 
on  accent  of  the  well'^nown  fact  that  the  vesseb  of  the  United  States 
al«oi^  uniforlUy  received  in  payment  for  tfieir  cargoes  artides  produced 
jioir  iMmu^ctorM  in  this  country.  Thia  r^presentittion  ha^  likewise  failed, 
*0  5^1^  4^  - pro 

,  by  the  tariff  of  Spain,  the  eaXf^es  generally  of  foreign  vessels  pay 
an  import  duty  of  S&i  per  cent,  more  than  those  of  Spanish  vessels^  and 

some  articles  arc  charged  with  an  excess,  amounting  to  50  per  cent. 

The  United  States,  at  an  early  period  of  their  independence,  in  form- 
ing their  commercial  regulations,  imposed  an  excess  of  10  per  cent,  upon 
importations  in  foreign  vessels  over  the  duties  upon  those  in  their  own 
vessels.  I'his  discrimination,  though  small,  was  made  for  the  due  pro- 
tection and  encouragement  of  iVinerican  navigation,  then  in  its  infancy, 
from  a  necessity  growing  out  of  the  practice  at  that  time  of  otl^er  com- 
mercial Powers. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States,  however,  having  been  always 
convinced  that  a  free  and  unrestricted  intercourse  was  the  surest  way  to 
promote  the  true  interests  of  nations,  and  to  atrengdien  the  ties  of  IHend- 
ship  between  them,  has  abolished,  by  a  aeries  of  acts,  commencing  in  the 
year  1816,  all  diseriminating  duties  of  toiinupe  or  impost  upon  foreign 
vessels  and  theircargoes;  the  acts  to  Uike  e&et  in  fovor  of  all  such  na- 
tions as  would  eitend  we  same  exemptions  to  the  commerce  of  the 
United  States. 

These  liberal  afdd  equal  terms  have  been  aecepted  generally  by  the 
commercial  Powers— en  the  part  of  some,  by  correspondent  acts,  but  by 
the  greater  number,  in  the  more  stable  and  advantageous  form  of  com* 
mercial  treaties  ;  and  the  consequences,  independently  of  the  better  feel- 
ings that  have  been  produced,  have  been  seen  in  a  g):eat  and  mutually 
advantageous  increase  of  trade. 

Spain  has  hitherto  refused  all  the  oliers  that  have  been  made  to  her  for 
the  abandonment  of  a  system  so  generally  exploded,  and  the  adoption  of 
the  principles  of  free  commerce  :  but  the  hope  is  indulged  that  the  Gov- 
erninent  of  Her  Majesty,  which  has  already  so  happily  commenced  upon 
the  political  improvement  of  the  country,  will  not  fail  to  discover  the 
wisdom  of  also  opening  the  way  for  a  new  era  in  her  commercial  inter- 
course with  other  nations.'  It  is  upon  this  ground  that  I  am  Induced  now 
to  renew  the  proposition  for  a  commercial  treaty,  upon  the  principles  of 
^eciproeily,  between  the  United  States  and  Spain.   Bat  I  wish  it  to  he 
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understood,  that  if  Her  Majesty's  Government  should  be  wiUiug  to  adopt, 
either  fully  or  ouiy  partially,  the  bases  of  reciprocity,  and  should  prefer 
an  arrangement  by  the  separate  aets  of  the  partiea^  to  entering  into  a 
treaty,  I  am  authorized,  in  pursuance  of  the  acts  of  the  United  States 
above  mentioned,  to  proceed  w  that  way.  At  the  same  time,  I  deem  it 
proper  here  to  repeat,  what  I  have  stated  on  a  former  occasion,  that,  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  a  decided  preference  is  given  to  treaty 
stipulationsi  as  being  more  stable,  and  better  calculated  to  inspire  mutual 
confidence,  than  the  separate  regulations  of  the  parties  ;  and,  moreover, 
that  the  existence  of  treaties  itself  has  a  tendency  to  add  oordialiQr  and 
permanency  to  the  friendly  intercourse  between  nations. 

It  now  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  call  the  attention  of  Her  Majes- 
ty's Government,  in  a  particular  manner,  to  the  Uade  of  the  t'nitcd 
States  with  the  Spanish  colonies,  but  more  especially  with  the  island  of 
Cuba. 

On  ihis  branch  of  the  subject,  I  have  addressed  notes  to  this  Govern- 
ment, on  the  15th  of  Octobci  and  on  the  10th  of  Decembei,  1832,  on 
the  5th  of  December,  1833,  apd  on  the  15th  of  February  last,  and  have 
for  two  jem  past  made  several  verW  applications  and  explanations. 
The  discriminating  duties  upon  foreign  Tessels  and  upon  tibeir  oargoes  at 
Porto  Rico  and  at  the  Philippine  islands  are  deeined  to  he  unreasonably 
high ;  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  engage  the  i^ttention  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government  in  connexion  with  the  commercial  affairs  of  the  country 
generally;  but  it  is  against  the^stem  pursued  in  the  island  of  Cuba  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  Stated  fee)s  itself  bound  more  particularly 
to  remonstrate.  ' 

At  the  ports  of  this  island,  the  tonnage  duty  on  foreign  vessels,  from 
the  year  1825  to  that  of  1831,  both  inclusive,  was  20  reals  de  plata,  or 
^2  50,  per  ton  ;  and  from  the  beji;inning  of  1832  it  has  been  12  reals  de 
plata,  (SI  50. )  On  Spanish  vessels  the  duty  is  5  reals  de  plata,  or  G2^  t  ents, 
per  ton.  On  the  cargoes  of  foreign  vessels  there  is  ii^encrally  an  addition 
to  the  duties  chargecl  on  importations  in  Spanish  vessels,  which  averages 
about  50  per  cent.,  and  the  export  duties  are  in  the  same  proportion. 

It  is  true  tiial  these  iiieabuies  are,  in  terms,  alike  applicable  to  the 
commerce  of  all  foreign  nations,  and  so  far  preclude  any  complaint  on  the 
score  of  partiality ;  but,  notwithstanding  toat,  their  operation  bears  al* 
most  exclusively  upon  the  United  States,  0rom  the  fact  that  the  greater 
part  of  the  foreign  cominerce  of  the  islaiMl  is  carried  on  with  them. 

This  island  is  necessianly  dependant  upon. foreign  supplies  for  many 
articles  of  the  first  necessity,  and  is  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
l/nited  States  where  those  articles  are  not  only  abundantly  produced 
for  exportation,  but  from  where  they  are,  in  a  great  measure,  and  in 
some  instances  almost  exclusively,  supplied  to  the  island,  while  it  is  an 
indisputable  fact  that  much  of  the  produce  Bfid  manufacture  of  the 
island  is  consumed  jn  the  United  States. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  to  be  alike  natural  and  just,  not  only  that 
there  should  be  a  free  intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  the 
island,  but  that  etjual,  or,  to  say  the  least,  reasonable  facilities  should 
be  atTorded  to.  both  parties  of  participating  in  the  advantages  of  s.uch 
intercourse. 

This  tj^uebiiou  ib  the  most  pressing  one  which  now  exibts  belween  the 
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tvO'cottDteies.   All  mj  fbrmer  repveBentations  and  remonstrances  in  re- 

Srd  to  it  have  been  unavailing;  and  the  Government  of  the  United 
ates  has,  for  more  than  a  year  past,  been  restrained  from  adopting  a 
SJ^m  of  complete  retaliation  only  by  the  confidence  which  it  has  en- 
tertained that  the  justice  as  well  as  the  friendly  sentiments  of  the 
Spanish  Government  would  induce  it  to  relax  in  the  measures  complain* 
ed  of,  and  to  establish  a  system  of  commerce  for  the  island  df  Cuba, 
more  consonant  to  what  is  conceived  to  be  demanded  by  the  principles 
•  ^  of  justice,  and  more  conducive  to  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  the 
friendly  relations  between  the  parties. 

If,  however,  on  this  last  appeal,  that  confidence  should  appear  not  to 
have  been  well  founded,  and  the  United  States  should  be  compelled  at 
last  to  adopt  a  system  of  countervail  in  a;  restrictions,  the  consequences  of 
such  a  course^  whatever  they  may  be,  will  not  be  justly  attributable  to 
them.  ' 

In  condusion,  I  beg  leave. to  request  that  your  excellency  will  have 
the  goodness  to  favor  me  with  an  answer  to  this  communieatidn  as  soon 
as  Her  Majesty's  Governibent  ^hall  have  been  able  to  decide  upon  the 
matters  submitted ;  and  I  sineerely  hope  that  the  result  will  be  such  as 
will  essentially  and  permanently  promote  the  interests  of  both  parties, 
and  strengthen  the  gobd  feelings  now  so  bappily  subsisting  between 
them.

Sir:  It  having  become  necessary  tor  me  to  lay  belore  Her  Majesty's 
Government  a  case  which  lias  lately  occurred  at  Port  Mahon,  1  beg  leave 
to  make  the  followinii;  representation  in  regard  to  it: 

G.  S.  Ladico,  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Port  Mahon,  and  the 
agent  having  charge  of  the  Stores  of  the  American  squadron  at  that  place, 
aware  of  the  difficulties  which  had  existed  of  Aipplying  the  squadron 
with  the  article  of  sulphate  of  quinine^  except  on  payment  of  enormous 
prices,  ordered  from*  Marseilles  some  few  months  since  four  small  boxes 
of  that  article,  containing  about  400  ounces,  which  w(  re  imported  in  the 
United  States  frigate  Constitution,  delivered  to  Mr.  Ladico,  and  by  him 
placed  in  the  public  deposite  of  the  United  States. 

The  commander  of  the  squadron,  Commodore  Patterson,  was  absent 
from  Port  Mahon  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  this  medicine ;  but  soon 
after  his  return,  Mr.  Ladico,  being  confined  by  indisposition,  inlbnned 
him  by  a  note  of  what  he  had  done,  and  offered  him  the  medicine  for 
the  use  of  the  squadron.  The  commodore,  however,  did  not  immediately 
answer  the  note  of  Mr.  Ladico;  and  an  inventory  Ij^inii  taken  about  the 
same  time  of  the  stores  of  the  United  States,  and  the  four  boxe"  men- 
tioned not  being  included  in  it,  Her  Majesty's  officers  of  the  revenue 
were  induced  to  consider  them  as  having  been  improperly  introduced, 
and  to  seize  them  as  (brfeited. 
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Commodore  Patterson  appears  to  be  satisfied  of  the  honest  inteiUioihs 
of  Mr.  Ladico',  and,  indeed,  it  can  scarcely  be  suspected  that  he  would 
have  proceeded  in  the  manner  he  did,  had  he  acted  from  other  motivea 
than  those  now  avowed  by  him. 

.   Independently  of  the  rorfeiture  of  the  property  which  te  claimed  by 

the  otficers  of  the  revenue^  it  is  stated  that  it  is  intended  to  prosecute 
Mr.  Ladico  for  the  penalty  attached  to  the  oflence  chained,  which  1  un- 
derstand would  be  a  very  large  sum,  and  the  exaction  of  which  would 

be  the  ruin  of  Mr*  Ladif^o  and  his  family. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  am  induced' respectfully  to  request  that 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Hegent  would  have  the  goodness  to  order  all 
proceedings  in  the  case  to  be  stopped,  and  the  medicine  to  be  delivered 
up  to  be  exported  to  the  place  trom  whence  it  was  hrouiiht.  All  expen- 
ses .that  may  have  been  incurred,  together  with  a  r(  ,isoiial)lf  graUlication 
to  the  revenue  ofiicers  of  the  port,  will  be  cheerliiUy  paid  by  Mr.  I.adico. ' 

I  have  the  lionor  to  send  to  your  esccellency,  herewith,  a  uansiation 
of  the  representation  made  to  me  by  Gommoduic  Patterson,  in  regard  to  . 
this  affair,  fro^i  which,  as  I  flatter ,  foyself,  Her  Majesty  will  be  satisfied 
of  the  caution  and  scrupulosity  with  which  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  United  States,  having  recourse  to  Port  Mahon,  are  determined  to  ob- 
serve in  the  enjoyment  of  the  pri?ilegeB  whteh  this  Grovernment  has 
kindly  conceded  to  them.

Madrid,  June'4,  1834. 

Sir:  Since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch,  I  have  had  the  honor  to  re- 
ceive, by  the  way  of  Gibraltar,  your  despatches  Nos.  55  and  56,  and  I 
now  proceed  to  answer  them. 

The  claims  of  Mr.  John  Leamy,  to  which  my  attention  is  requested  by 
those  deqwtche«,  are  not,  aceoiding  to  my  judgment,  inckided  in  the 
late  treaty,  and,  therefore,  will  receive  from  'tlns'  legation  that  support 
which  it  may  be  deemed  proper  to  afford  to  them. 

This  opinion  is  formed,  u^n  the  ground  that/  in  the  settlement,  hy 
treaty,  of  the  claims  existmg  between  two  Ckiveromenta,  such  only 
are  included  as  eath  Government  has  a  right  lo<  enforce  against  the  4tther 
Ibr  wrongful  acts  committed  upon  its  subjects  or  eitisens^  and  not  those 
arising  out  of  ordinary  contracts  and  commercial  transactions. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  contained  in  despatch  No.  39,  from  your  De- 
partment, I  have  long  since  made  the  application  directed,  in  brhalf  of 
Jonathan  Willard  Peele,  but  have  not  yet  been  able  to  obtain  an  answer. 
The  present  minister  has  promised  to  have  the  business  attended  to 
within  a  very  short  time,  and  given  me  to  understand  that  the  desired  per- 
mission would  be  granted.  So  soon  as  the  necessary  document  shall 
have  been  obtained,  it  will  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Peele,  and  advice  be 
given  to  your  Department. 
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As  it  respects  the  case  Mr.  W.  H.  Tracy,  T  have  the  honor  to  for- 
waid,  herewith,  a  copy  of  my  answer  to  hi?)  U  tter,  by  which  it  will  be 
perceived  why  1  did  not  make  the  application  recpiosted  by  liim  I  sup- 
posed, ul  course,  that  he  woulii  leceive  my  answer,  and,  liavin^  heard 
nothing  further  from  him,  the  matter  has  rested  without  any  action.  I 
am  not  aware,  therefore,  of  any  neglect  on  my  part  in  regard  to  the  at- 
tention of  which  yoo  speak.  The  Tetter  Ibr  him  was  placed  in  the  post 
<^ee  here, 'as  in  all  other  cases.  I  send  you  the  certificate  forwarded* 
to  me  by  Mr.  Tracy,  and  upon  which,  I  feel  sure,  this  Government  would 
not  have  granted  an  exequatur;  and  I  have  already  sent  to  the  post  office 
another  letter  to  Mr.  Tracy,  With  a  dapHcate  of  the  former  one. 

I  am  tnciined  to  believe  that  an  exequatur  would  be  granted  here  to  a 
person  appointed  as  a  commercial  agent,  provided  a  formal  commission  to 
that  effect  wn<5  produced.  But  there  is  no  difficulty  in  procuring  exequa- 
turs for  consuls  in  the  colonies,  at  the  placP'i  that  may  have  l)een  estab- 
lished (habilitated)  as  ports  for  foreign  commerce.  Those  for  Mr.  Trist 
at  the  Havana,  and  Mr.  Edwards  at  Manilla,  have  been  obtained  and 
forwarded.

foreign  commerce  in  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico.

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manj  cases,  addressed  to  the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
it  has  been  deemed  proper  by  the  President  to  direot  tb^  inaccuracy  of 
this  mode  of  address  to  .be  signi^ed  to  the  several  foreign  Governments 
with  whom  the  United  States  nave  diplomatic  intercourse..  Consequentlji 
it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  such  commimication  to  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment. 

The  whole  executive  power  of  the  United  States,  particularly  that  of 
foreign  intercourse,  is  vested,  by  the  federal  constitution,  in  the  Presi- 
dent. All  communications,  therefore,  made  directly  to  the  head  of  the 
Government,  should  be  addressed    To  the  President  of  the  United  States 

of  America,"  without  any  other  addition. 

It  will,  of  course,  be  observed  that  this  relates  only  to  those  roiiiinuiii- 
cationa  of  ceremony  which  are  made  directly  Ironi  our  sovereign  to  an- 
other; for  example,  notices  oi  births,  deaths,  changes  ot  goverament,  &c.

Sw :  1  have  at  last  received  an  answer  from  the  minister  to  my  note 
of  the  12th  of  February  last,  on  the  subject  of  the  recognition  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  new  American  states^  and  have  the  honor,  herewith,  to 
forward  a  copy  and  a  translation  of  the  same. 

I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  any  similar  written  communication 
has  hitherto  been  made  to  the  ministers  of  England  or  France  at  this 
court,  and  I  understand  from  the  minister's  note  that  his  being  aiitliorizcd 
by  the  Queen  Regent  to  write,  as  stated,  to  the  representatives  of  this 
Gn\ (•rn!in'nt  abroad,  is  a  measure  only  now,  or  verj  iecently,  determined 
upon.  But  1  cannot  speak  with  certainty  on  either  of  these  points.  At 
any  rate,  I  presume  it  will  be  deemed  important  by  the  President  to  make 
official  communications  to  the  South  American  Governments  with  all 
possible  despatch. 

The  minister  expresses  himself  l  ather  vaguely,  but  there  can  be  little 
or  no  doubt  that  the  aegotiations  would  end  in  a  complete  recognition  of  • 
independence,  and  such  appears  to  be  the  general  senttment  entertained 
here.

Hosa  in  relation  to  South  Ameripa,  in  which  1  have  understood  from  him 
that  the  instructions  mentioned  in  his  note  as  having  been  given  to  the

Translation  of  a  note  from  Her  Catholic  Majesty^s  principal  Secretary 
of  State  to  the  Minister  of  the  United  States. 

At  the  Palace,  June  12,  1834. 

Sir  :  The  multiplicity  of  business  which  the  Department  of  State  has 
been  charged  with  since  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent  w.:s  pleased 
to  intrust  me  with  that  office,  has  prevented  njy  giving  an  earlier  reply 
to  the  several  applications  which  your  excellency,  in  pursuance  of  in- 
structions from  your  Government,  has  made  to  me  respecting  the  import- 
ance and  expediency  (to  use  your  excellency's  own  words)  of  a  prompt 
and  just  arrangement  of  ^he  American  question. 

Her  Majesty,  in  her  wisdom,  cannot  but  be  aware  of  the  advantages 
of  being  relieved  from  an  uncertain  position,  and  of  adoj)ting  a  definitive 
decision  in  regard  to  the  vast  territories  alluded  to  ;  and,  for  my  part,  if 
my  humble  opinion  be  considered  of  any  weight  in  determining  the  mea- 
sures of  Her  Majesty,  I  can  assure  your  excellency  that,  as  soon  as  the  late 
King,  Don  Ferdinand,  did  me  the  honor  to  appoint  me  to  this  Department 
ten  years  ago,  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  this  interest- 
ing question,  from  the  persuasion  1  was  under  of  the  injury  and  loss  which 
would  accrue  from  any  delay  in  the  settlement  of  it,  and  because  it  ap- 
peared to  me  quite  practicable  (at  least  such  was  then  my  opinion,  as  it 
is  now)  to  conciliate  the  interests  of  our  brethren  in  South  America  with 
the  interests  of  the  Peninsula,  by  the  adoption  of  a  basis  reciprocally  just 
and  advantageous. 

For  the  accomplishment  of  this  object  His  Majesty's  Government  de- 
spatched, at  that  period,  special  commissioners,  who  were  furnished  w  ith 
the  necessary  instructions,  and  were  directed  to  announce  a  cessation  of 
hostilities,  and  to  propose,  as  a  preliminary  step  towards  the  removal  of 
all  political  difficulties,  the  re-establishment  of  the  commercial  relations  of 
the  two  countries.  The  great  events  which  soon  after  occurred,  and 
which  are  too  well  known  to  require  being  recorded,  prevented  the  ful- 
filment of  the  wishes  then  entertained  by  the  Spanish  Government,  and 
this  great  and  interesting  question  has  remained  iq  a  state  of  suspense 
from  that  time  to  the  present. 

The  decision  of  it,  however,  is  desired  by  the  Queen  Regent,  who,  in 
the  government  of  this  monarchy,  is  guided  by  principles  of  liberal  and 
enlightened  policy  ;  and  Her  Majesty  has  accordingly  authoiized  me  to 
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communicate  to  the  diplomatic  agents  of  Spain  in  foreign  courts,  espe- 
cially to  those  in  Paris  and  London,  the  necessary  instructions,  to  the  end 
that,  if  anv  commissioners  present  themselves  with  powers  and  instruc- 
tions of  a  nature  to  offer  to  Spain  a  just  and  honorable  arrangement,  they 
may  afford  such  commissioners  all  the  facilities  and  guaranties  they  may 
♦desire,  with  the  assurance  that  they  will  (hid  Her  Majesty  animated  by 
the  most  fiivorable  dispositions.  ••  .  • 

Her  Majesty  has,  at  the  same  time,  authorized  me  to  make  to  your 
excellency  this  frank  declaration,  in  order  that  you  may  communicate  the 
same  to  your  Government  in  return  for  the  wishes  expressed  by  it  of  an 
early  conclusion  of  this  interesting  question  ;  and  as  Her  Majesty  feels 
confident,  after  consulting  her  personal  feelings,  without  disregaiding  the 
suggestions  of  a  sound  policy,  that  nothing  would  be  more  easy  than  to 
effect  a  reconciliation  of  parties  who,  in  all  respects,  may  consider  them- 
selves as  children  of  the  same  family,  whc!i  once  they  shall  have  con- 
sented to  an  interview.  Her  Majesty  entertains  the  hope  that,  as  soon  as 
negotiations  may  be  entered  upon  in  a  spirit  of  sincerity  and  good  faith, 
the  object  in  question  which,  as  is  expressed  with  much  precision  in  your 
excellency's  note,  is  **  a  mutual  rcponcilialion  and  final  conclusion  of  the 
differences  of  the  parties  on  terms  advantageous  and  honorable  to  all," 
will  be  completely  realized.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  a  translation  of  that  ])art  ol  a  debate 
on  the  proposed  answer  of  the  Chamber  of  Peers  to  the  speech  of  the 
Queen  Regent  which  relates  to  the  new  American  states. 

It  now  appears  clearly  that  the  fust  and  principal  official  declaration  of 
this  Government  on  the  subject  has  been  made  to  us,  and,  consequently, 
that  our  Government  has  properly  become  the  medium  of  the  communis 
cation  to  the  Spanish  American  Govemmients. 

That  the  intention  is  to  recognise  uncondttionally  the  independence  of 
the  new  states,  is  understood  here  as  entirely  settled,  notwithstanding 
the  cautious  use  of  language  which  appears  to  be  adopted  when  speaking 
or  writing  on  the  subject. 

The  debates  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the  proposed  answer  to 
the  Queen  Regent's  speech  have  been  very  animated  and  interesting.  The 
4inswer  is  a  good  deal  stronger  and  more  extensive  than  the  speech  in 
regard  to  reforms  in  the  system  of  c^overnment,  and  has  been  combatted 
by  the  ministers,  but  in  the  main  without  success. 

As  soon  as  1  shall  be  able  to  get  the  answers  of  tlie  two  Houses,  as 
they  have  been  approved,  I  will  send  you  translations  of  them,  as  well 
as  one  of  the  speech  itself,  wi^ich  1  have  already  sent  you  in  the  original. 

Don  Carlos  is  believed  to  have  ariived  m  this  country,  and  to  be  with 
his  partisans  in  the  northern  provinces,  who  still  hold  out  wonderfully. 
It  18  said,  however,  that,  if  General  Rodil  should  not  succeed  in  putting 
an  end  to  the  business,  a  French  maj  will  certainly  and  promptly  enter 
Spain. 
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You  will  doubtless  liave  seen  by  the  newspapers  that,  on  the  17th  of 
July,  there  was  a  s^reat  massacre  of  friars  in  .Madrid.  It  was  truly  a  lior- 
rid;  trausartionj  and  was  coininitled  by  a  mixture  of  citizens  and  indi- 
vidualii  of  the  militia  and  tbe  army,  fbe  regular  military  force  of  the 
city,  was  called  out  by  the  Captain  General,  but,  from  some  cause  or  other, 
there  wuiino  eihcicot  interference  until  at  a  late  hour,  ami  .titer  the  pro- 
jected mischief  was  mainly  accomplished.  Several  of  the  convents  which 
were  entered,  and  in  which  blood  was  shed,  were  also  plundered.  All 
the  authorities  of  the  place,  including  the  Captain  General,  have  been 
remoi^ed  by  the  GoTernment,  and  others  substituted  for  them.  At  least 
seTenty  monks  and  friars  were  killed^  and  in  the  most  brutal  manner. 

The  pretence  for  this  outrage  was  the  report  (hat  the  waters  of  the  city 
fountains  were  poisoned  by  the  friars,  and  that  it  was  from  that  eause 
that  there  were  so  many  and  such  sudden  deaths  for  two  or  three  days. 
This  report,  however,  proved  to  be  entirely  unfounded,  and  it  is  believed 
by  many  to  have  been  raised  as  an  excuse  for  committing  the  excesses 
which  have  been  mentioned,  •

After  the  date  of  my  despatch  No.  82,  of  the  6th  of  this  moiab,  1  learned 
from  the  publication  of  some  IVirther  debates  of  the  Cortes  on  the  South 
Aateriean  qiuiHon,  lhat  Mr.  hf,  de  la  Rosa  had  stated  that  Her  Majes- 
ty's ministet*  weifi  att«allgr  occupied  with  that  subject,  and  had,  the  very 
n^t  htbn  ike  tkhate,  been  in  council  upon  it.  Seeing  this,  and  know- 
ing the  anxiety  whtdi  ISkifted  in  certain  quarters  to  give  a  different  di- 
rection to  tiie  business  from  that  which  it  appeared  to  have  taken,  I  im* 
mediately  addressed  to  the  minister  die  note  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith 
sent.

Sir:  The  note  which  your  excellency  was  pleased  to  address  to  me 
under  date  of  the  35th  of  April  last^  in  relation  to  the  seizure  of  four 
boxes  containing  100  ounces  of  sulphate- of  bark,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Ladico,  the  consul  of  the  L'nited  Slates  at  Malion,  wlio  had  deposited 
the  same  in  the  stores  of  the  I'nifed  States  squadron  at  said  port,  was,  by 
order  of  Her  Majesty  the  (^uecij  ivei;eni,  duly  eomrounicated  by  ine  to 
the  Minister  of  f  inance,  to  liie  end  that,  after  inquirinir  into  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  aiid  on  view  of  the  -observations  t  t  iiLained  in  the 
aforesaid  note  respecting  the  intention  of  Mr.  hailico  in  ordering  and 
causing  to  be  brought  from  Marseilles  the  bark  alluded  to,  said  minister 
might  decide  on  the  case  in  the  manner  that  might  appear  to  him  most 
just,  and  at  the  same  time  most  eonformable  lo  your  exeelleney^s  wishes. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  th»  Superintendent  General 
of  Hacienda,  after  rectifying  the  sentence  which  had  resulted  from  the 
proceedings  instituted  a|  Mahon  against  Mr.  Ladico,  has  countermanded 
the  confiscation  of  the  property*,  and  directed  the  same  to  be  delivered 
up  lo  its  owner,  with  liberty  to  reship  it  to  another  port,  in  case  of  its  not 
being  required  for  the  use  of  the  squadron,  or  to  dispose  of  it  in  Mahon^ 
paying  the  import  duties  as  prescribed  by  the  royal  order  of  August  12th».

Sir  :  In  consequence  of  instructions  recently  received  from  the  Presi- 
dent  of  the  I  nited  States,  it  has  become  my  duty  to  make  one  more  com- 
munication to  Her  Majesty's  Government  on  the  subject  of  the  trade 
•  between  the  United  States  and  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico. 

The  inpfjiiality,  and,  as  it  is  conceived,  injustice  of  the  Spanish  regu- 
lations 111  relation  to  the  t!  adc  in  question  have  been  heretofore  fully 
and  repeatedly  represeiued  by  me  ;  and  they  were  ultimately  sujinued  up 
in  the  note  which  i  had  the  honor  (o  addiTess  to  your  excellency  on  the 
£4th  of  April  last.  It  can  scarcely  be  necessary  to  add  that  not  only 
have  ail  my  remonbUances  been  unav  ailing,  bui  thai  liie  measures  cora- 
plaihed  of  have  even  been  augmented  by  the  late  royal  order  icapecuiig 
the  importation  of  flour  into  the  islands  above  mentioned^ 

Under  these  cu-eumatances,  the  GoTemment  of  the  United  Statee  has 
found  itaelf  obliged  t6  pass  a  law  relating  to  the-matterf  which  I  have 
been  directed  to  eommanicate  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  together 
with  the  motives  upon  which  the  act  has  been  founded.  And  it  appear- 
ing to  me  that  no  explanation  can  be  made  so  clearly  and  satisfactorily 
as  by  furnishing  a  translation  of  the  whole  of  the  despatch  containing  the 
instructions  mentioned,  I  have  cbncluded  to  adopt  that  course.  Your 
excellency  will  accordingly  receir^^,  with  this  note,  translations  of  the  law, 
and  of  the  despatch  in  question. 

There  is  one  point  which  1  ou^ht  to  notice  at  this  time.  Contrary  to 
what  I  had  been  led  to  believe,  i  tind  that,  according  to  the  representa- 
tions of  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Ponce,  in  the  island  of  Porto 
Rico,  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  are  not  on  a  footing  w  ith  other 
.  foreign  vessels  as  it  respects  the  tonnage  duty  exacted  at  that  island  ; 
but  that  liie  lonnei  pay  one  doUiii  per  ton,  while  the  latter  pay  only 
sixty-two  and  a  half  cents,  equal  to  five  reals  de  plata.  ll  this  is  cor- 
rect, it  is  an  inequality  which  certainly  ought  to  be  abolished. 

In  cooelttsion,  I  earnestly  beg  that  '^Her  Majesty's  Goirermnent  -will 
fake  this  important  snbject  into  consideration  so  soon  as  may  be  possthle; 
and  I  flatter  myself  lhat,  if  oonsidered  in  a  proper  spirit,  (whien  j  hare 
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tto  dovbl  wiU  be  the  ease,)  we  Ml  Im  able  to  eDine  to  aime  arnage- 
tment  alike  sada&otoiy  aod  advaotogeoiis  to  (be  two  eqimtriea.

Sir  :  1  Lav  e  the  honor  to  infoi  iii  you  that  yourdesputeh  jN  o.  66,  under 
date  of  the  29th  of  August  last,  has  been  this  day  received,  and  that  the 
toatructions  eontained  in  it,  «o  far  as  they^have  not  been  already  exeent- 
ed,  will  be  duly  attonded  to. 

This  despatoh  is  the  first  received  since  that  of  the  Ist  August,  nirai* 
bered  64 ;  eonseiiuently,  none  has  eome  to  hand  wtStk  the  niiaiber'65,  nor, 
as  was  statr  cl  in  my  last  despatoh,  with  that  of  62. 

I  have  this  day  had  an  interview  with  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and 
have  pressed  him  to  do  something  that  may  avoid  the  approaeUng  stote 
of  things  in  relation  to  our  trade  with  the  Spanish  islands  in  Ameriea.  He 
has  as??ured  me  that  be  will  turn  his  attention  to  that  matter  as  soon  as 
po5?^!ble  ;  but  I  must  confess  I  have  no  great  hoj)e  of  any  change  taking 
place  for  (he  piesent.  Tho  truth  is,  the  attention  of  the  ministers  is  so 
entirely  absorbed  by  the  critical  state  of  the  internal  aliairs  of  this 
country,  that  there  is  little  or  no  prospect  of  their  seriously  taking  into 
consideratioii  die  real  state  of  tht;  trade  in  question.  I  will,  however, 
continue  my  exertions,  and  regularly  advi&e  yuu  oi  ail  that  parses  on  the 
subject. 

The  plan  presented  by  the  ministers  to  the  Coites,  in  (he  first  pUee 
relative  to  the  debts  of  Spain,  was  to  acknowledge  all  the  foreign  loans, 
.  whether  contracted  by  the  former  constitutional  GoTcmment,  or  by  the 
King  since  the  year  182$.  The  Chamber  of  Deputies,  (Estamento  de 
Frocuradores, )  howcTer,  after  a  number  of  votes  back  and  forward,  agreed 
to  acknowledge  all  except  the  loan  called  the  Guebhard  or  royal  loan. 
It  appears  that  this  loan  wae. originally  made  by  a  junta  of  royalists  while 
the  King  was  still  at  Cadiz  with  the  Cortes ;  but  it  has  since  been  recog- 
nised and  renewed  by  the  King,  and  the  interest  punctoelly  paid  to  the 
present  time. 

The  House  of  Peers  f  Eslamento  de  los  Proceres)  have  reinstated  the 
Guebhard  loan,  and  tlie  bill  with  this  amendment  is  now  suspended  be- 
tween the  two  Chanilx  1  s.  The  act  contains  a  provision  authonzinsj  a 
new  loan  of  twenty  millions  of  dollars  ;  but  the  Cortes  have  evinced  such 
a  fickleness  and  inconsistency  on  this  subject,  that  the  loan  will  not  bd 
obtained  on  at  all  favorable  tjenns.  ^  , 

The  ongnal  project  of  tin  ministers,  as  you  will  have  seen  by  fotrnet 
despatcbtS|4fter  recognising  all  the  to*i»  af  Tilid,  proposed  t»MHi^ 


the  debts  eqttiUj  into  active  loid  passive  d^bte^  The  Chabber-of  De* 
Duties^  on  putting  aside  the  Guebhard  loan,  rejected  this  division,  with  a 
vrieWi  as  it  then  appeared,  of  ieavinc  the  whole  that  was  acknowledged 
'  asaetive  debt;  but  in  the  end  two-thirds  were  constituted  active  debt> 
and  one-third  passive ;  and  this  has  been  acquiesced  in  by  the  Proceres^ 
Urith  tho  amendment  that  the  passive  is  to  become  active  after  12  years. 

The  ministers  have  all  aloji^  met  with  a  c;ood  deal  of  opposition  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies,  and  that  opposition  has  lately  gained  much 
strenslh  bv  the  entrance  of  two  celebrated  menibeis  of  the  former 
Cortes — ArmioUes  and  (ialiano.  The  ministers,  however,  that  is,  Mar- 
tinez de  la  Rosa  and  the  Count  of  Torreno,  sustain  tlieii  cause  w  ith  much 
ability.  The  debates  are  at  times  warm  and  animated,  and  occasionally 
somewhat  personal.  r?^* 

The  wafe'  if  Hre  northern  provinces  has  continued  for  som!§'vme  past 
without  anv  apparent  change  in  the  prospect  of  either  of  the  parties. 
General  .Mialir^|fl|8  appointed  some  time  ago  to  the  command  of  the 
Queen's  army,  and  General  Rodil  recalled,  hut^  in  consequence  of  the 
continued  indisposition  of  the  former,  the  army  has  been  for  a  month 
without  any  head.    It  is  Mina  will  now  veiy  soon  take  the  oom- 

mand,  and  great  hopes  are  eHISrtained  here  that  he  will  before  long  end 
the  contest ;  but  I  consider  this  to  be  very' doubtful.  1  suspect  he  is  too 
much  broken  down  for  a  service  like  this ;  and,  besides,  what  he  was  to 
the  people  of  the  revolted  provinces  twenty  years  a^o,  Zumalacarregui  is 
to  them  now.  Much  reliance,  however,  is  placed  upon  Mioa's  knowledge 
.of  the  topography  of  the  country,  and  it  may  be  that  he  will  succeed. 

The  financial  budget  has  been  presented  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  to 
the  Cortes,  and  so  soon  as  1  shall  be  able  to  procure  a  copy  1  will  forward 
a  tianslatiou  of  it.

IBir:  I  bare  the  honor  to  forward  a  translatiQn  of  a  note  from  the  Min- 
ister of  Foreign  Affairs,  giving  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  oocarrences 
of  the  day  before  yesterday  in  this  city.  ^  . 

The  troops  who  took  possession  of  the  pust  ofBce  building  during  the 
night  or  the  I7th  instant  Tormed  a  battalion  of  the  regiment  mentioned  in 
the  minister's  note,  and  counted  about  600  men  with  two  officers.  There 
i^^  DO  doubt  that  they  had  been  promised  the  siip])(»rt  of  otlioi-  troops  of  the 
line,  and  of  the  UrbaTi  militia  generally.  But  liiey  were  not  seconded  as 
they  exj>ected  to  br.  .md  they  made  their  terms  witli  tiie  Government  about 
one  o'clock  of  the  alternoon.  Tlieir  cries  were  **  Live  Isabei  li,  and  the 
Constitution  of  1812,  and  die  the  Ministers."  All  the  military,  including 
tlie  Urhau  militia,  were  under  arms,  but  it  was  understx>od  tliat  neither 
tiie  miJitia  nor  tlie  troops  of  the  Undf  with  tiie  exception  of  the  roy«l 
giiardsy  wiNild  have  fired  upon  the  Insurgent  hattalioa;  and  this  it  was 
that  induced  the  Government  promptly  to  pardon  the  9ffiMdeFB»  and  to 
suffer  them  to  march  with  all  their  honors^  and  their  colors  flyings 
:tbrougii  the  streets,  and  beyond  the  gates  of  the  cily  to  a  village  in  the 
neighborhood,  from  wlience  they  have  since  marched  to  join  the  army  of 
Oeneral  Mina.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that,  had  the  business  not  been 
settled  before  the  night  of  the  18th,  tlie  battalion  would  have  been  sfroiigly 
reinforced,  and  probably  the  Government  upset ;  that  is  to  s»y,  the  \)i-eseat 
miuistei's  would  have  been  prostrated,  and  the  constitution  revived.

nation  were  in  daDger,  mutinied  early  this  morning,  and  possessed  tliein* 
selves  of  the  post  office  building,  alter  taking  by  surprise  the  guard  which 
^^'^ka  stationed  there. 

Qn  tbe  very  first  notice  of  this  occurrence,  tbe  Captain  GeDeral,  Don 
Jose  Canlerac,  rejiaired  to  tlie  spot,  from  a  persuasion  that  his  presence 
wonid  fMil  •  slop  t#  the  seditieiif  but  his  extreme  ardor  nnd  nis  faav* 
ing  neglected  to;  USkib  ajsgr  eseort  were  fbtnl  to  Mm,  and  in  the  midst  of  tbe 
cotifusion  he  fell  tbe  victim  of  bis  zenl* 

Ber  Maj^slj's  Government,  on  learning  tbe  perpetration  of  this  crime,' 
immediately  ga?e  directions  for  blockading  in  tlie  most  effbctual  manner  the 
building  which  the  imitineers  had  seized  uptm,  and  proceeded  to  take  the 
proper  military  measures  for  i*educingthe  soldiery  by  force.  In  tlie  mean 
tiine  the  garrison  was  put  under  arms,  as  also  several  companies  of  the 
jeginieiit  aforesaid,  and  all  exhibited  the  niosf  perfect  discipline,  and  an 
entire  submission  to  the  authorities.  The  Urhan  militia  was  stationed  at 
different  points  for  the  maintenance  of  urder,  though  tlie  {)eople,  far  from 
taJiking  any  part  in  tlie  disorder,  manifested  the  most  positive  disappruba- 
t{m  of  tiie  |nsuni«;timi*  Thps  stele  ef  tbinf^  soon  mide  tile  deluded  sol- 
diers  perceive  tbe  srror  tbcy  Imd  committed,  and  tbe  folly  of  any  hope  of 
sncceeding  in  tbtireaterpriseti  They  iMVordingiy  sent  to  Her  M^sty  to  im* 
plore  ber  forgiveness  of  tbeir  oondnct»  witb  every  assurance  of  repeittince* 
and  offering,  as  au  explatian  of  their  Ibalt,  and  ae  a  proof  of  their  unwaver* 
ing  loyalty  to  the  legitismte  throne,  to  proceed  immediately  to  the  northern 
])rorinces,  in  order  to  assist  Her  Majesty's  army  in  bringing  to  a  gioriona 
termination  the  civil  war  wliich  yet  rages  there. 

Her  Majesty,  yielding  to  their  eutreaties,  and  to  the  sentimentsof  a  mater- 
nal heart,  was  pleased  to  command  that  they  should  immediately  march  to 
Alcovendas,  on  their  way  to  the  north,  there  to  fulfil  their  promise,  and  to 
remove,  by  their  fidelity  and  good  services,  the  stain  they  had  incurrec!-  by 
their  late  conduct.  Directions  were  at  the  same  time  giv^n  for  the  dis« 
covery  and  punishment  of  so  criminal  a  sedition. 

This  afternoon  Qie  soldiers  In  question  left  tbe  city ;  and  no  better  proof 
conld  be  aflbrdcd  ef  the  diai;ipline«nd.Ioflralty  of  the  garrljKMH  or  oif  tbe 
gooid  Ming  of  tbeUirban  iijiflitle,  or  of  the  prudent,  and  comet  bebevior 
of  the  inhabitants,  thiin  the  promptitude  with  which  public  order  was  re- 
stared,;  for  before  night  all  the  troops  were  again  in  their  quarters,  the 
performances  took  place  as  usual  in  the  theatres  and  other  places  of  pub-  .  . 
lie  amusement,  and  not  the  least  dispesltioa  to  disturb  tbe  peace  was  to  - 
be  perceived  among  the  ])eople. 

i  transmit  to  your  excellency,  by  order  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent, 
this  exact  statement  of  what  has  occurred,  in  the  hope  tbiit  you  will  be 
pleased  to  forward  the  same  to  your  Government,  as  I  have  no  doobt  yon^

Sin:  By  a  despafrli  this  clay  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  Slates,  undrt  date  of  the  iSth  of  November  last,  I  am  directed  to 
inform  Hrr  Majesty's  Grovernment  that  copies  of  my  two  notes  to  your 
excellency  of  the  12th  of  February  and  of  llie  8th  of  August  last,  and  of 
the  answers  of  your  excellency  of  the  12th  of  June  and  of  the  4th  of  Sep- 
tember last,  in  relation  to  the  question  between  Spain  and  the  American 
states  that  were  formerly  her  colonies,  hid  already  been  fui  iiisltcd  to  the 
represeatatiTes  of  those  states  residing  at  Washington ;  and  that  other 
copies  had  been  forwarded  to  the  ministers  of  the  Unitod  Stetos  at  the 
courts  of  the  otiiers^  to  be  communicated  direetly  to  their  Governments^ 
together  with  the  friendly  and  anxioos  advice  of  the  President  that  con- 
missioners  on  their  pert  might  be  sent  to  Madrid  with  as  little  delay  aa 
possible,  tor  the  purpose  of  entering  upon  the  proffered  negotiation*

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  of  the  20th  March  last,  enclos- 
ing a  I  t  holuUon  of  the  honorable  i?cnate  of  the  United  Stites,  as  fol-

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lows :  "  Resolvedj  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  requested  to  transmit 
to  the  Senate  an  estimate  oi  the  cost  ot  constructing  a  bridge  over  the 
riTer  Wabash  at  the  crossing  of  the  Cumberland  road;  and  also  a  report 
«8  to  the  practicability  of  constructing  Miid  bridge  on  such  a  plan  as  not 
to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  the  river  at  any  stage  of  water ;  and,  should 
the  files  of  the  Department  not  now  furnish  the  inforlnation  sought  Ibr  by 
this  resfdution,  that  the  Secretary  will  cause  it  to  be  procured  and  re- 
ported to  the  Senate  at  an  early  day  in  die  next  session  of  Congress  ;'* 
passed  16th  January,  1835^1  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  my  report^ 
with  the  accompanying  plan  and  estimates. 

The  river  Wabash,  like  other  Western  waters,  is  subject  to  great 
cTiangos  in  the  velocity  of  its  current  and  size  of  its  bed.  The  bed  at 
low  water  is  regular  and  uiufiH  in,  consisting  of  a  hard  and  compact  mix- 
ture of  gravel  v.  ith  some  muscle  shells,  which  is,  however,  covered  near 
4he  shores  with  loose  sand,  washed  in  from  the  adjacent  baiiks. 

The  gi  cater  part  of  the  year  the  sU  cani  is  siuall  and  clear,  the  current 
gentle,  tlie  deepest  point  where  the  road  crosses  not  being  more  than 
nine  feet. 

When  the  rainy  season  sets  in,  the  river  rises  with  great  rapidity,  and 
soon  becomes  a  turbid  and  rapid  stream,  floating  down  immense  trees 
end'  other  drift,  which  would  carry  away  any  constructions  for  the  aup- 
ports  of  a  bridge,  unless  (hey  were  so  placed  as  (b  give  a  free  and  un- 
'  obstructed  water-way.  During  the  high  floods  the  river  overflows  what 
is  called  the  first 'bottom,  sometimes  extending  over  several  miles. 

The  greatest  perpendicular  rise  yet  observed  at  this  place  is  (wenty- 
six  feet  above  ordinary  low  water.  The  width  of  the  river  at  low  water 
is  487  feet.  The  entire  width  of  the  river  from  bluif  to  bluff,  at  highest 
water,  is  C642.40  feet,  varying  from  six  to  twenty  feet  in  depth  over 
the  bottom,  thonpjh  the  width  of  the  main  channel,  or  river  proper,  can- 
not be  said  to  be  more  than  830  feet. .  The  deej)est  point  at  highest 
water  will  be  35  feet.  The  current  through  the  bottom,  noiwiihstand- 
ing  it  is  so  heavily  timbered  and  tilled  with  logs  and  }>rush,  is  (pole  per- 
ceptible, and  almost  as  tjreat  as  that  of  the  river  at  lo  w  water,  averaging 
on  the  surlace  neai  lv  a  mile  an  iiour.  The  current  in  the  main  channel 
on  the  surface  at  the  highest  stage  of  wa,tpr  will  be  about  live  miles  an 
hour.  The  area  of  the  cross  section  of  the  water-way  at  highest  water 
from  bluff  to  bluff  is  100606.30  amiare  feet;  at  low  water  it  is  only 
8423.50  square  feet.  The  Section  w  the  main  channel  at  highest  water 
is  20888.S  square  feet.  The  section  nt  highest  water  is  therefore  about 
-Ibrty-one  and  a  half  times  greater  than  at  low  water ;  and  the  i|uantity  of 
water  discharged  in  the  same  space  of  time  is  about  seventy  times  npore 
at  highest  water  than  at  ordinary  low  water. 

It  must  be  perceived  that  the  difficulties  of  constructing  a  bridge  over 
the  Wabash  are  of  more  than  ordinary  magnitude ;  yet,  by  a  careiui 
arrangement  of  the  different  parts  of  the  construction,  they  may  be  com- 
pletely obviated,  and  the  plan  submitted,  it  is  thought,  will  efleet  it,  nnd 
fiilly  comply  with  the  conditions  of  (he  residution.  1  eo?isider  that  the 
object  in  contemplation  is  the  passniio  of  the  main  channel,  and  that  the 
report  should  therefore  be  confined  exclusively  to  it.  But  the  connex- 
ion between  the  constructioii  of  the  bridge  and  the  road  through  the 
bottom  is  00  unavoidablei  that  the  plan  of  the  bridge  must  be  made  upon 
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some  supposition  relative  to  the  metiiod  which  will  be  followed  in  making 
the  road ;  the  one  here  proposed  is,  that  there  will  be  at  least  ten  bridges^ 

of  one  hundred  h  et  span  each,  between  th6  main  bridge  and  western 
bluff;  for  otherwise  the  large  volume  of  water  which  would  accumulate 
above  the  road  over  the  bottom  would  not  have  a  sufficient  vent,  and, 
being  forced  to  pass  under  the  biid^rc,  would  thereby  rndangnr  its  sta- 
bility, and  would  doubtless  require  its  elevation  to  be  considerably  in- 
creased. 

I  jji  upoge  to  have  a  woudi-n  bridge,  supported  by  stone  piers  and 
abulaienty,  as  will  be  iuo;e  fully  Sfen  by  rdcniug  to  ibc  accompanying 
plan;  but  the  importance  and  niiioiKility  ol  ilie  worli  would  ^^eeln  to  in- 
dicate that  a  more  durable  material  tlian  wood  should  Ix*  used.  1  am 
induced,  however,  toretommeud  it,  iVoiu  tiif  very  essenliai  consideration 
of  the  few  piers  it  will  require,  presentiug  but  little  or  no  obstruction 
to  the  current  of  the  river,  and  of  its  cost  being  comparatively  little  with 
respect  to  that  of  anj  other  material.  From  the  facility  with  which  the 
chimneys  of  steamboats  can  be  let  down,  it  was  supposed,  if  the  elevation 
was  suf&cient  to  admit  of  their  free  passage  with  them  down,  that  the 
bridge  would  be  high  enough  to  comply  with  the  intention  of  the  reso- 
lution. 

The  plan  is  for  the  bridge  to  ]>e  twenty-two  feet  above  the  highest 
water,  which  is  six  feet  higlier  than  the  high  water  of  common  seasons. 
In  some  further  rx})inna(ion  of  the  plan,  it  iM;iy  be  as  well  to  st  .te  t!iat 
the  abutments  and  pierji  are  to  be  so  phu'cd  as  to  give  three  sjians  of 
two  hundred  feet  each,  wliich,  with  those  ol"  the  two  stone  arches  sup- 
porting the  road-way  leading  to  the  wooden  su}>erstructure  on  the  east 
side,  will  make  a  water-\\  ay  of  G  U)  Teet  for  the  main  channel  of  the 
river.  The  masonry  is  to  be  rcj^ular  coursed,  face  of  cut  stone,  to  he 
laid  in  hydraulic  cement  where  exposed  to  water.  The  stone  will  be 
quarried  on  the  banks'  of  the  Wabash,  and  boated  down ;  distance  ol 
transportation,  from  six'td  ten  miles.  The  stone  is  a  species  of  whin-^ 
stone^  hard  and  durable.  When  first  quarried  it  presents  a  handsome- 
appearance,  which,  however,  may  be  injured  by  oxydation  of  its  iron.. 
It  is  found  in  layers  from  eight  to  twenty^four  inches  in  thickness,  with 
even  beds.  The  heavy  stripping  of  earth  from  the  stone  will  account 
for  the  cost  of  quarrying.  The  superstructure  is  to  be  made  of  the  best 
white  oak,  free  of  sap ;  a  double  #agon-wr<y  and  outside  foot  wa!ks>. 
defended  by  a  balustrade.  Each  span  will  have  seven  arches,  two  in 
^ the  side  trusses,  and  three  in  the  centre  truj's ;  these,  with  the  direct 
bracing,  will  bo  suthcient  to  prevent  any  tendency  to  sagging,  and,  from 
the  method  of  keying  which  is  introduced,  every  part  can  be  made  to 
sustain  its  proper  share  of  weight.  The  separation  and  distribution  of 
the  arches  and  braces  counteract  that  elasticity  and  vibration  so  gene- 
rally objected  to  in  \\  ootlm  bridges. 

The  additional  boi  izuiilal  bracing  is  to  prevent  \\  ajijing  and  twisting. 
The  intention  has  been,  without  entirely  adopting  any  particular  sys- 
tem, to  make  such  a  combination  of  the  best  parts  of  the  most  approved,  as 
would  be  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  present  work*, 

The  elements  on>  which  the  Estimates  are  based  were  derived,  as  far 
as  possible,  from  the  actual  cost  of  similar  works  already  constructed  on 
the  Cumberland  road  in  this  State,  and,  when  that  failed,  from  the  best 
information  that  could  be  obtained. 
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The  entire  cost  of  the  bridge  when  finished,  ineludtng  every  ex- 
penditure attending  its  construction,  is  estimated  at  |^8,775  03. 

The  masonrj,  including  all  expenses,  cofTer-dams,  foundations,  &c., 
will  be  at  the  rate  of  ^8  89  per  perch  of  twenty-five  cubic  feet.  The 
wooden  superstructure  at  the  rate  of  |^38  60  per  lineal  foot  of  bridge 
platloiin. 

If  the  bridge  is  to  be  constructed,  and  an  appropriation  passed  for  that 
purpose,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  fifty  thousand  dollars  be 
appjopriatcd  tor  the  collection  of  materialSi  and  purchase  of  tools  and 
machinery  during  the  ensuing  year.

Sir  :  Bjr  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  15th  of  Jane,  1882,  a  discretion- 
ary power  was  given  to  this  De]>artment  to  compromise  certain  claims  of 
the  United  States  against  Thomas  H.  Smith  &  Son,  and  the  seeorities  of 
said  firm. 

After  much  delay  and  various  difficulties,  the  offers  for  a  compromise 
had,  previous  to  the  last  session  of  Congress,  been  reduced  to  a  relin- 
quishment, on  the  part  of  the  agent  of  the  above  firm,  to  the  United 

States,  of  all  damages  claimed  against  i(s  officers  for  certain  acts  in  the 
peiziiro  tmd  detention  of  property  claimed  by  him,  and  estimated  by  him 
at  about  1 7 1 ,000,  and  a  surrender  of  certain  debenture  bonds,  amount- 
ing to  about  ^90,000. 

This  Department,  declining  to  compromise  on  those  terms,  referred 
the  uliole  subject,  with  all  the  documents  in  the  case,  to  Congees  for 
furtlier  instructions,  il  Lhuae  terms  were  deemed  reasonable. 

Congress  having  declined  to  interfere  again  in  the  subject,  new  offers 
for  a  compromise  were  made  by  the  agent,  Matthias  Bnien,  Esq.,  af)er  its 
adjournment,  extending  the  terms  beyond  what  is  specified  above,  so  as 
to  embrace,  also,  property  estimated  bjr  the  agent  at  $100,000. 

This  the  Department  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  accept,  and  the  nego- 
tiation was  continued  until  it  terminated  in  an  arrangement  to  pay,  in 
addition  to  the  proposal  made  before  the  last  session  of  Congress,  the 
suni  of  $200,000  in  money. 

The  Department  has  the  satisfaction  to  state  that,  in  pursuance  of  this 
arrangement,  the  damages  claimed  have,  on  the  part  of  the  agent,  been 
released,  the  debenture  bonds  rendprpd,and  the  $200, ()()()  paid  into  the 
Treasury;  and,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  its  judi^nK  nts  have 
been  assigned  to  him,  and  all  suits  pending  been  discontmued.

Sir  :  This  report  lias  been  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  foUowmg 
resolution,  adopted  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  on  the  12th  of 
February,  1835 : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretai^  of  tlie  Treasury  be  direeted  to  repoit 

to  the  Senate  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  of  Congress 
what  duties,  under  twenty  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  as  provided  by  the 
sixth  spction  of  the  net  of  the  2d  of  March,  1833,  entitled  *  An  act  to 
modify  the  act  of  the  i4th  of  .'uly,  1832,  and  all  other  acts  imposing 
duties  on  imports,'  ran  he  rt  tiuced  or  repealed,  conststcntly  with  a  due 
rcirard  to  the  nnnufacturing  interest,  and  an  estimate  of  the  probable 
amount  of  the  leduction." 

Tills  1)(  parfiiK  (it,  on  the  (5th  of  March  last,  referred  the  foreacoing 
resolution  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  with  instructions  to  in- 
quire and  report,  by  the  Ist  of  October,  a  list  of  articles  paying  a  rate 
of  duty  less  than  20  per  cent.,  on  which  a  reduction  or  repeal  conld  he 
made  without,  in  his  opinion,  affecting  injuriously  the  manufacturing 
interest ;  also,  a  list  of  those  articles  paying  2(f  per  cent.,  or  oyer  that 
amount ;  together  with  his  opinion  as  to  a  reduction  of  the  duty  on  them. 
This  opinion  was  to  apply  not  only  to  articles  subject  to  ad  Talorem 
diities,  but  also  to  speciftc  duties,  to  be  estimated  according  to  the  best 
data  on  ad  valorem  rates;  and  if  falling  below  20  per  cent,  on  the  value 
of  the  articles,  they  were  supposed  to  be  embraced  within  the  scope  of 
the  resolution. 

In  prirsuance  of  tlii>  reference,  a  correspondence  was  instituted  with 
the  collectors  of  the  priti  I  |v<rt>i,  ;uid  other  persons,  which  resulted 
in  the  receipt  of  certain  couimuuicaliuui),  some  of  which  contain  very

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valuable  suggestions  on  other  commercial  matters  as  well  as  those  eou- 
mer^ited  in  the  resolation  under  consideration,  and  the  whole  will  here-  .

The  Comptroller,  from  (he  entire  information  thus  obtained,  prepared  ' 
various  tabmar  abstlracts  to  illustrate  the  subject,  and  to  explain  the  ope- 
ration of  the  various  recommendations  before  mentioned. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  whole  with  such  lights  as  could 
otherwise  be  obtained,  this  Department  came  to  the  conclusion  that  cer- 
tain reductions  and  repeals  of  duties,  computed  to  be  under  20  per  cent., 
could  be  made  iti  acrordanco  with  the  direction  in  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate,  Tvitliout  conflicting  with  the  manufacturinc:  or  airricnltural  interests 
of  the  coniiti  y.

The  whole  sum,  excluding  the  articles  in  tlie  notes,  which,  if  adopting 
this  list,  would  be  deducted  annually  H  orn  the  present  aiiiDunt  of  revenue 
from  customs,  is  estimated  at  about  gG08y12C  ;  bul,  inclniding  the  excep- 
'  lions  in  the  notes,  which,  however,  is  not  recommended,  it  would  amount 
to  about  ^Hly04S  more* 

In  the  course  of  this  examination,  certain  dther  articles  have  been  dis- 
covered, which  are  computed  to  pay  a  duty  over  20  per  cent.,  and  do  not 
therefore  come  within  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  but  which,  from  the 
peculiar  character  of  a  part  of  them,  having  probably  from  inadvertence 
been  omitted  in  the '  reductions  of  1833,  and  the  connexion  of  the  rest 
with  articles  paying  a  duty  und«r  20  per  cent.,  are  considered  proper  to 
be  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the  Senate.  I 

None  of  either  kind  are  supposed  to  be  such  that  the  small  reductions 
and  repeals  propos{^i^l  concern inc;  them  would  ronllict  with  tho  true  in- 
terests of  either  agriculture  or  manufactures,  and  they  would,  m  respect 
to  the  fust  class  of  articles,  presumed  to  have  ho<'n  overlooked,  probably 
tend  to  enforce  rather  than  defeat  the  real  desigiis  i  f  the  compromise  act 
of  March,  1833;  and,  in  res})ect  to  the  last  class  of  ai  tides,  they  are  so 
inseparably  united  in  policy  and  character  wiih  other  ai  licles  paying  a 
lower  rate  duty  when  computed  ad  valorem,  that  it  would  not  be  ex- 
pected by  any  one  the  object  of  the  act  was  to  separate  them  in  any  future 
legislation*. 

The  small  amount  of  duty  which  such  repeals  and  reductions  would 
reach,  according  to  the  imports  in  the  year  1834,  independent  of  certain 
enumerated  wines  directly  connected  with  others  un^er  20  per  cent.,  is 
only  about  $37,000,  but  including  the  wines  is  $141,042.   (  See  B  No.  2. ) 

It  must  be  noticed,  also,  that  this  last  list  has  been  prepared  and  offered 
only  on  the  ground  that  the  articles  are  presumed  to  come  within  the 
spirit  though  not  the  letter  of  the  resolution,  and  hence  are  suggested  in 
order  that  the  views  of  the  Department  on  the  effect  of  the  reduction  or 
repeal  of  duties  on  them  may  he  fully  known,  and  the  attendant  facts 
communicated,  which  might  be  deemed  important,  in  the  event  it  should 
be  thought  proper,  on  all  hands,  to  consider  any  of  them  in  any  new 
legislation  on  the  other  branch  of  the  subject. 

In  neither  of  these  lists  of  articles  is  any  one  submitted  with  a  view  to  j 
agitate  ane\N ,  belore  1843,  any  question  of  protection  connected  with  the  i 
tariff,  or  to  request  a  repeal  or  reduction  of  the  duty  on  any  article  if  an 
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impression  exists,  aw  ii  luu)  ii/tei"  fuller  investigation  by  Coiigiess,  with 
ampler  means  of  information  collected  through  its  members  from  all 
maarters  of  the  countrj,  that  either  a  repeal  or  reduction  would  violate 
toe  spint  of  the  act  before  mentioned.  Having  supposed  that  the  views 
of  the  Senate  in  pawing  the  resolution  were  of  a  similar  character,  all 
the  selections  of  articles  have  been  graduated  by  thai  principle ;  and  it 
will  be  seen,  therefore,  that. the  reductions  of  the  Department  do  not 
extend  to  either  cottons^  woollens,  hemp,  iron,  salt,  itiolasaes,  sugar, 
iqpirits,  or  any  other  great  or  questionable  subject.  Indeed,  only  a  small 
portion  of  the  articles  recommended  by  different  collectors,  merchants, 
and  manufacjurers  have  been  srleeteil,  as  the  delicacy  imd  diffirulty  of 
the  tiigk  were  fi;ieat ;  and  hence  it  was  <:reT^H;d  proper  to  l)e  performed 
no  further  tluiii  was  necessary  to  fullil  thortiuf^hly  the  ohlii:;ati6ns  im- 
posed by  the  Seiiatt  ,  and  the  responsible  duties  of  my  otiu  ial  station. 
The  Department  could,  on  -a  suitable  occasion,  and,  with  its  views  on  the 
tariff,  would  have  ^one  much  further  on  tliis  occasion  into  its  dillerent 
bearings,  bad  it  not  been  for  tlie  conviction  that  it  was  the  laudable  ob- 
ject of  the  resolution  not  at  this  time  to  have  the  Department  tread  on 
any  debatable  ground,  or  to  extend  the  reductions  and  repeals  any  fur- 
ther than  they  could  be  clearly  made  withoot  violating  the  spirit  of  the 
compromise  before  named,  without  inflicting  injury  on  any  great  interest 
of  Ibe  country,  and  without  taking  away  any  revenue  whi<ih  appeared 
likely  to  be  needed  hereafter  for  public  and  constitutional  purposes.

Sir  :  To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  I  have  the  honor 
•to  report  the  following  facts  concerning  certain  buildings  connected  with 
ibis  Department.  The  custom-houses  and  public  stores  authorized  to 
be  erected  bjr  the  acts  of  Congress  of  the  13th  of  July,  1832,  and  2d  of 
March,  1833,  at  Newburyport,  New  London,  New  Bedford,  and  Middle- 
town,  have  ail  been  completed  during  the  existing  year,  for  the  respectiice 
sums  appropriated  for  those  objects.  The  suras  granted  under  the  acts  of 
the  1 3th  of  July,  1832,  and  2d  of  March,  1833,  for  the  purchase  of  a  site, 
and  the  erection  of  a  building  for  a  custom-house  at  New  York,  amount- 
ing, in  the  aggregate,  to  $500,000,  have  been  partly  expended  in  purchas- 
ing a  site,  procuring  ma^terials,  and  the  pay  of  the  superintending  archi- 
tect and  workmen  employed  upon  the  building  ;  and  the  balance  will 
be  required  to  meet  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  commissioners  for 
the  supply  of  marble  for  the  superstructure.  The  work  on  the  building 
has  progressed  as  far  as  the  completion  of  the  basement  story.  For  fur- 
ther and  minute  details  u^on^is  subject,  Congress  is  respectfully  referred 
to  the  letter  of  the  commissioner,  with  the  accompanying  report  and  esti- 
mate of  the  superintending  architect,  copies  of  which  are  transmitted, 
inarked  A,  B,  C.  In  consequence  of  the  omission  to  make  the  appropria- 
tion  recommended  at  the  last  sessbn  of  Congress,  the  work  has  proceed- 
ed mote  slowly  than  was  necessaiy  or  desirable.  The  sum  needed  Ibr 
the  ensuing  year  is  estimated  at  {(300,000. 

.  By  the  act  of  the  of  March,  1833,  the  sum  of  |50,000  was  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a  public  warehouse 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  acts  of  the  27th  of  June,  1834,  and 
3d  of  March,  1833,  the  appropriation  was  increased  to  the  amount  of 
$83,000,  making,  in  the  aggregate,  5jJ  133,000,  A  suitable  site  has  been 
purchased,  and  contracts  entered  into  for  the  supply  of  materials  for  the 
superstructure,  and  the  walls  of  the  building  have  been  raised  to  the  first 
atory.    The  report  of  the  commissioners  is  subjoined,  furnishing  a  de- 
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tailed  statement  of  the  woik,  marked  D.  The  additional  sum  of 
^nflOO,  stated  to  be  necessary  to  complete  the  building,  is  probably  a 
correct  estimate  for  that  purpose.  In  tne  general  appropriation  act  of 
the  last  session.  Congress  granted  the  sum  of  ^50,000  for  the  purchase- 
of  a  site  and  building  a  custom-house  in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  additioi^ 
to  what  maybe  obtained  by  a  sale  of  the  present  custom-house ;  provided 
a  suitable  site  can  be  obtained,  and  a  custom-house,  satisfactory  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasnty,  can  be  built,  to  cost  not  exceeding  these  ap- 
propriations for  that  puipose."  During  the  past  summer  I  visited  Boston^, 
vith  a  view  of  making  a  personal  examination  of  the  different  sites  sug* 
gested  by  the  merchants  of  that  city  to  the  Department  as  most  suitable,, 
and  of  deciding  on  the  stifficieney  of  the  appropriation  to  purchase  one 
of  them,  and  erect  on  it  a  pi  ()])er  buildincr.  After  full  investisjation,  1 
found  tViat  iiu  central  site  could  be  purchased,  and  a  suitable  building 
erected  thereon,  which  would  duly  accommodate  the  increasing  business 
of  that  flourishing  port,  for  the  sum  named  in  the  appropriation,  and  I 
therefore  bet^  leave  to  recommend  that  an  additional  sum  of  {^100,000 
be  appropriated  towards  this  object. 

In  connexion  with  the  subjects  of  custom-houses,  the  propriety  of 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  following  purposes  is  respectfully  sug- 
gested  for  the  consideration  of  Congress:  To  defray  the  expense  of 
sinking  two  wells  upon  the  custom-bouse  lot  at  New  Orleans,  to  furnish 
a  proper  supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire,  and  also  for  the  erection  of  a 
small  and  necessary  buUdine  upon  said  lot,  as  more  particularly  de- 
scribed in  the  letters  annexed,  I,  K.  The  aggregate  cost  of  these  woifa 
is  estimated  by  the  collector  at  about  $1,000. 

It  is  deemed  proper  also  to  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  sub- 
ject referred  to  in  certain  letters  and  papers  herewith  transmitted,  marked 
E,  F,  G,  II,  in  relation  to  the  opening  of  a  more  convenient  road  through 
the  pnlilic  grounds  to  the  mnrino  ho'^pital  at  Chelsna,  Massachusetts.  It 
will  be  perceived  that  the  lie  ]»ai  (mcnt,  from  doubts  as  to  its  pou  er  to 
authorize  the  measure,  has  been  (  hlii^ed  to  withhold  its  assent ;  but,  con- 
currinn;  in  the  views  taken  by  the  coliector  of  Boston,  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
Tecommend  the  subject  to  favorable  consideration,  and  that  an  act  be 
'passed  to  authorize  the  opening  of  the  road  through  the  hospital  j^rounds. 

Since  the  foregoing  report  was  prepared,  it  has  been  repiesenied  to 
the  Department  by  the  collector  of  the  district  of  New  London  that  an 
additional  appropriation  will  be  reouired  for  the  completion  of  certain 
objects  connected  with  the  custom-nouse  at  that  port,  such  as  the  eree^ 
tion  of  a  small,  convenient  building  appurtenant,  paving  the  footway,  and 
some  additional  work  to  the  portico  of  the  building.  The  collector  far* 
ther  suggests  that  the  public  interest  and  convenience  require  the  con- 
'  strnetion  of  a  wharf  upon  the  lot  on  which  the  custom-house  stands;  the- 
expense  of  these  works  is  estimated  at  |(7,000,  and  the  proprietjf 
of  making  an  appropriation  therefor  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  fo>> 
Yorable  consideration  of  Congress.

Sir:  Ac:reeabiy  to  your  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting, 
for  the  information  of  the  Government,  the  progressive  state  of  the  build- 
ing of  the  new  custom -house,  and  also  the  probable  extent  to  which  the 
work  may  be  carried  the  ensuing  year,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
expenses  for  that  time.    All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  contractors  lor  the  marble  of  the  basement  have  nearly  completed 
the  supply  necessary  to  finish  that  portion  of  the  building,  and  1  think 
we  shall  bare  all  the  waUa  of  the  basement  built  up  before  the  winter 
sets  in.  It  will  not  be  prudent,  howeyer,  to  turn  the  arches,  forming  the 
principal  floor,  until  the  n»ring  opens,  unless  the  weather  should  continue 
to  be  very  mild ;  in  which  case,  we  maj  continue  our  work  without  risk 
of  injury  to  the  Structure. 

•It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  marble  for  the 
superstructure  is  in  a  Tety  forward  state.  The  quantity  now  cut  and 
ready  for  delivery  will  amount  to  upwards  of  seventy-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  the  contractors  will  furnish  a 
regular  supply  until  the  wall?  are  r\!l  up.  !n  such  caso,  wc  may  safely 
calculate  upon  rearing  the  building  above  the  second  floor  of  the  super- 
Structure  in  the  course  of  the  comins;  year.

Dkar  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  intimation  in  your  communications 
•of  28th  September  and  27th  October,  of  your  wish  to  be  informed  of  the 
progress  made  to  the  20th  instant  in  the  public  warehouse  intrusted  to 
our  care  ;  of  the  balance  of  funds  in  our  hands  at  this  period  ;  and  of  our 
opinion  whether  the  work  can  be  completed  for  the  present  appro-, 
priations,  we  have  the  honor  to  report : 

The  entire  foundation  walls  have  been  completed,  and  are  ready  to 
receive  the  granite,  of  which  the  first  siBry  will  be  composed ;  a  quan-- 
tllj  of  this  material  is  already  prepared  for  use,  the  setdsg  of  which  i* 
intended  to  be  prosecuted  through  the  winter,  Mould  the  inelemencT  of 
the  weather  not  pt  ore  such  as  to  prerent  it.  Great  care  has  been  taVen 
to  secure  the  foundation  walls  by  sinking  them  to  the  hard,  solid  earth, 
and  basing  them  upon  a  coarse  of  large  and  heavy  flag  stones.  The 
piers, similarly  secured  in  their  foundation,  on  which  the  ground  arches  are 
to  be  sustained,  have  been  set.    The  entire  surface  of  the  cellar  has  been 
puddled,  and  a  course  of  stone  flagging  laid  tbnreon  for  about  one-half 
of  its  extent.    We  had  hopes  of  being  able  to  advise  you,  in  this  report,, 
of  the  completion  of  the  cellar,  but  the  unseasonable  weather  for  some  . 
weeks  past,  and  disappointment  by  our  stone  contractor,  have,  as  yet, 
prevented  its  accomplishment ;  the  flagging  of  the  cellar  is,  however, 
now  rapidly  progressing,  and  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date.  Upon 
the  flagging  it  is  intended  to  lay,  in  cement,  a  course  of  brick  on  edge  for 
the  cellar  floor;  when  that  i.s  laid,  it  is  believed  it  will  be  entirely  im- 
pervious to  water.    The  foundation  walls  have  been  laid  throughout  in 
hydraulic  cement,  and  on  their  outer  face  a  course  of  puddling  clay  has 
been  carried  up  from  the  base  to  the  suHace. 

The  amount  expended  to  this  date,  exclusive  of  what  is  due  on  con- 
tracts not  finally  completed,  and  reserved  as  securi^  for  their  fulfilment,, 
is  $28,349  89,  leaving  a  balanee  of  cash  on  hand  of  $86,650  11. 

The  Expenditures  are  not  wholly  chargeable  to  the  construction  in  its 

f resent  stage  of  advancement.  A  portion  of  it  has  accrued  for  materiaLi. 
and  labor  thereon)  to  be  used  in  the  future  progress  of  the  work;  a 
heavy  expense  has  arisen  from  the  peculiar  location  of  the  lot,  in  the  se- 
lection of  which  we  had  no  official  participation,  having  received  our 
appointment  long  after  its  purchase.  Numerous  and  copious  springs 
have  been  encountered  in  the  excavation  of  the  cellar,  inducing  the  ne- 
cessity of  unremitting  labor,  by  pumping,  to  keep  out  the  water  until  it 
can  be  ellectually  excluded  in  the  mode  contemplated.  This,  we  confi- 
dently believe,  will  soon  be  accomplished,  and  the  benefits  of  a  good, 
dry  cellar,  so  necessary  to  a  building  of  this  character,  be  fully  secured. 
Much  of  the  cost  of  this  item  had,  necessarily,  to  be  incurred  in  pro- 
peify  securing  the  foundation  walls  and  the  piers  for  the  arches ;  and  the 
additional  expense  of  obtaining  the  cellar  will  be  more  than  compensat- 
ed by  the .  advantages  ariung  from  it.  We  do  not  think  the  present  ap- 
propriations will  prove  adequate  to  the  entire  completion  of  the  building 
after  the  plan  adopted  by  us,  and  sanctioned  by  you.  Regarding  it  as  a 
work  to  last  for  centuries,  and  one  in  which  the  great  object  to  be  pro* 
Tided  for  was  JkM  ssctut  <y  /or  it$  canimlSj  we  have  looked  mainly  ta 
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this  point,  and  have  contcmpUiled  making  the  8t!'uchire  comple(olj  fire- 
proof ihroughout.  Our  esliinate^  iiuike  it  . cost,  of  such  a  ch.^raeter, 
^150,000  ;  this  sum  will,  in  our  opinion,  suffice  for  its  cntiie  completion, 
and  we  wouUi  respcctluliy  abk  such  aa  appropriation  as,  with  those  al- 
ready existing,  will  give  aa  aggre^e  of  that  amouui  as  applicable  to 
the  construction. 

We  would  also  respectfully  suggest  the  importance  of  some  steps 
being  taken  to  secure  to  the  Government  the  title  to  the  adjoiniDg  half- 
square  of  ground.   Its  purchase  is,  id  our  view,  important,  not  onlj  to

Sir  :  At  the  request  of  Mr.  Cary,  who  intends  to  solicit  your  atten- 
tion again  to  the  sul)i( m  t  of  a  road  through  the  hospital  grounds  at  Chel- 
sea, liirough  Mr.  Lawrt  ncc,  nu  inher  of  Congress  from  this  district,  i 
give  some  more  detuib  concerniug  the  mutter. 
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In  my  former  letter  I  stated  that  the  road  would  be  no  injury  to  the 
United  States,  and  would  be  a  public  convenience.  It  will  go  over  an 
unoccupied  beach,  except  ibr  a  small  part  of  the  way  by  the  wharf. 
Building  a  sea-wall,  and  making  this  road  sixty  feet  wide,  will  give  much 
more  room  ior  landings  &c.,  than  is  afforded  hj  the  present  wharf,  and 
it  will  giye  a  shorter  and  more  easy  way  to  the  hospital  than  by  the  pre- 
sent road.

The  undersigned  rcspcctiuily  represent  that  they  are  owners  and  oc- 
cupiers of,  or  other\N  i>e  interested  in,  houses  and  lands  situated  near  the 
landing  of  the  Winni^i  mmet  ferry,  and  near  the  United  States  marine  hos- 
pital in  Chelsea,  Massat  liusctts ;  that,  by  the  use  of  steamboats  on  said 
ferry,  this  place  has  been  made  a  g,reat  thoroughfare,  and  a  considerable 
population  has  grown  up,  daily  increasing,  ami,  in  consequence,  new 
avenues  and  means  of  communication  have  become  necessary  for  the 

£ublic  convenience^  that  the  United  States,  in  connexion  with  their 
ospital,  own  a  piece  of  upland  boidering  on  the  seashore,  together  with 
the  beach  and  flats  in  front  of  the  fame,  which  pioae  of  land  intervenes 
between  the  house  lots  and  improvements  which  have  crown  upon  each 
aide  of  it ;  that  the  Winnisimmet  Company,  who  own  the  ferry,  are  now 
making  a  marginal  road  alonz  the  beach  on  each  side  of  the  hospital land| 
and  are  desirous  to  carry  it  through  the  land  of  the  United  States  lying 
in  front  of  the  hospital  lot,  if  permission  can  be  had  from  the  proper 
authorities.    The  course  of  the  road  would  be  over  the  beach  and  flats 
outside  of  tlie  present  fence  of  the  hospital  upland,  which  strands  upon  a 
bnnk  several  feet  above  the  level  of  the  beach,  so  that  it  would  neither 
encroach  u|)on  the  land  now"  fenced  in  for  the  use  of  the  hospital,  nor 
injure  the  wharf  which  is  built  out  in  front  of  it.    The  continuation  of 
this  road,  in  the  manner  above  described,  through  the  land  of  the  United 
States,  would  be  a  great  public  accommodation  and  improve tnent,  afford- 
ing a  new  facility  to  ull  owners  and  occupiers  of  houses  and  lands  in  that 
neighborbooil,  and,  so  far  from  being  any  injury  to  the  United  States  pro- 
perty, would  add  much  to  its  value,  ana  be  agreat  convenience  to  persons 
going  to  and  from  the  hosfital,  as  their  readiest  eommunieation  with  Bos^ 
ton  is  bv  means  of  Ihe  feny. 

For  the  better  nnderstandinc  of  the  locally,  reference  is  made  to  the* 
plan  hereto  annexed,  on  whicn  the  proposea  course  of  the  road  is  laid 
down.  On  the  westerly  side  of  the  hospital  wharf,  it  is  laid  down  in  two 
modes,  one  a  straight,  and  the  other  a  curved  line,  it  being  yet  undeter- 
mined which  course  oueht  to  be  adopted.  The  variation  is  only  of  a  few 
feet.  The  subscribers,  therefore,  respectfully  pray  that  the  Winnisimmet 
Company  may  be  permitted,  at  their  own  expense,  to  make  a  continuation 
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of  their  raargmal  road,  of  a  width  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  fifty 
feet  wide,  over  the  beach  above  mentioned,  belonging  to  the  United  States, 
in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  found  suitable  for  the  public  use  and  accom- 
modation, without  encroaching  on  the  upland  now  fenced  in  for  the  use 
of  the  hospital,  or  injuring  the  wharf  built  out  in  front  of  it.

Sib  :  A  reeent  fire,  whieh  consumed  sevenl  Urge  brick  stores  on  th^ 
opposite  side  of  the  street  to  the  custom-housoi  has  convinced  me  of  6ie 
imminent  danger  of  ithis  custom-house,  deprived,  as  it  is,  of  b  supply  of 
water*  I  would  respectfully  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  great  ne* 
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«e8Bitjr  of  immediately  sinking  two  large  weU«  within  the  custom-house 

square,  by  which  the  lire  engines  could  be  supplied  with  water,  and 
thereby  aflbid  ample  protection  to  this  establishment,  in  wluch  thefB  is 
.frequently  over  a  million  of  dollars  of  merchandise  stored. 

I  would  also  beg  leave  to  make  known  the  great  necessity  of  having 
liuilt  on  the  lot  a  privy  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  oliicers  employed 
in  the  custom-house,  as  well  as  ihose  attached  to  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court.  The  expend iiurc  for  the  latter  establishment  would  be 
saved  to  the  Government  in  one  year  by  savinej  of  time  that  is  lost  by 
ihe  clerks  in  having  to  search  for  private  establiijliments  of  this  kind.
